The  Following  Plans  Are  For  Study  Classes  Receiving 

Special  Recognition  from  the  Woman's  Society  of 

Christian  Service  of  Southeastern  Jurisdiction 


1 .  THE  TEXTBOOK  used  in  Jurisdictional  classes  must  be  selected  from  the 
list  recommendend  for  that  purpose  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service   for  the   current  year. 

2.  SUPPLEMENTARY  MATERIALS  must  be  used  by  members  of  the  class 
to  enrich  the  study  of  the  text. 

3.  ONE  TO  EIGHT  weeks  may  be  used  for  the  study,  but  a  four  to  six  weeks' 
study  is  highly  desirable. 

4.  AN  AVERAGE  OF  70%  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  the  class 
sessions. 

5.  CLASS  SESSION  should  be  from  one  hour  to  one  hour  and  a  half  in  length. 

6.  STUDENTS  MUST  READ  AN  APPROVED  TEXT  and  make  outside 
preparation  and  must  participate  in  class  work.  In  addition  to  this,  assign- 
ments shall  be  given  each  member  by  the  teacher.  These  assignments  may  be 
reading  from  supplementary  materials,  research,  co-operative  activities,  etc. 
that  require  additional  outside  preparation.  This  and  some  results  of  the 
study  may  be  reported  on  an  additional  sheet. 
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7.  THE  DISCUSSION  METHOD  of  conducting  the  class  is  recommended  as 
most  successful  in  stimulating  group  study  and  participation.  The  lecture 
method   alone   is   not   acceptable.     A   variety    of    methods   may   be    desirable. 

8.  THE  TEACHER  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  by  consecration  to  the  task, 
by  sufficient  educational  background,  and  by  a  willingness  to  use  every  oppor- 
tunity for  becoming  a  trained  and  experienced  teacher,  such  as  Special  Study 
and  Prepai  ation,  or  attending  Study  Leaders'  Meetings,  Pastors'  Schools, 
Leadership  Schools,  Training  Courses,  or  Schools  of  Missions. 

9.  A  REPORT  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Mis- 
sionary Education  and  Service  on  this  blank  furnished  by  her.  She  shall 
examine  it,  and  if  requirements  are  met,  she  shall  send  name  of  society  to 
the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  who  will 
issue  a  recognition  card  for  work  meeting  the  required  standard.  Recognition 
cards  will  be  sent  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service  and  she  will  mail  them  directly  to  the  societies.

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON,  MARCH  26 

"The  First  Annual  Session  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  is  now  in 
session."  With  these  words  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  President,  called 
the  Conference  to  order  at  three  o'clock  Wednesday  afternoon, 
March  26,  1941,  at  West  Market  Street  Church,  Greensboro,  North 
Carolina,  and  announced  the  opening'  hymn,  number  381,  "The 
Church's  One  Foundation."  After  this  hymn,  Mrs.  W.  F.  Red- 
ding, Jr.,  Conference  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild, 
was  introduced  by  Mrs.  Weaver,  and  led  the  opening  worship.  In 
keeping  with  the  general  theme  of  the  Conference,  "Christian 
Unity  and  Love,"  Mrs.  Redding  chose  as  her  theme,  "Thy  King- 
dom Come:  Through  Work  United  Hearts  Can  Do."  After  read- 
ing appropriate  scripture  selections,  she  guided  our  thoughts  in 
the  idea  that  we  should  not  be  so  busy  working  in  God's  Kingdom 
that  we  forget  that  we  are  a  part  of  that  Kingdom,  and  that  we, 
through  work,  prayer,  and  the  sharing  of  our  possessions,  may  do 
more  than  the  world  dreams  of  in  advancing  that  Kingdom.  She 
closed  the  worship  with  the  prayer  of  Dr.  Leslie  Weatherhead, 
"That  at  last  thy  Kingdom  of  love  and  brotherhood  may  have 
dominion." 

In  setting  up  the  organization  of  the  Conference,  Mrs.  Weaver 
called  the  Conference  officers  to  the  chancel,  and  asked  the  Re- 
cording Secretary  to  call  the  roll.  All  officers  responded  except 
Mrs.  Walter  Lanier,  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  who  was  absent 
on  account  of  illness.  The  roll  of  District  Corresponding  Secreta- 
ries was  called  and  all  were  present  with  the  exception  of  Miss 
Claudia.  Harbison  of  the  Marion  District,  whose  substitute,  Mrs. 
C.  D.  Hamilton,  was  present,  Mrs.  F.  E.  Branson  of  the  Waynes- 
ville  District,  whose  substitute,  Mrs.  J.  Dale  Stentz,  was  present. 
The  roll  call  of  the  District  Presidents  revealed  that  Mrs.  Harry 
Pearson  of  the  Elkin  District  and  Mrs.  A.  T.  Abernethy  of  the 
Marion  District  were  absent,  as  was  also  Mrs.  W.  W.  Bryan  of  the 
Statesville  District  who  had  a  substitute  in  Mrs.  Fred  Clark.  As 
the  names  of  the  District  Presidents  and  Corresponding  Secreta- 
ries were  called  their  district  delegations  arose,  revealing  a  good 
attendance  from  each  of  the  districts. 
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On  request  of  the  President  those  delegates  thirty-five  years 
old  and  younger  stood,  showing  an  attendance  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty-two  in  this  younger  age  group. 

The  missionaries  present,  Miss  Mabel  Cherry  and  Miss  Ruth 
Diggs  of  Korea,  and  Miss  Leila  Epps  of  Brazil,  were  conducted  to 
the  platform  and  introduced  to  the  Conference. 

Mrs.  C.  W;  Phillips,  chairman  of  the  Entertainment  Committee, 
was  introduced  to  the  Conference,  and  on  behalf  of  the  hostess 
church  and  the  city  of  Greensboro,  extended  a  cordial  welcome. 
When  she  told  us  of  the  plans  the  women  of  the  church  had  made 
since  last  November,  and  of  how  all  our  names  had  been  gone  over 
carefully  for  the  providing  of  entertainment,  and  especially  when 
she  gave  us  her  friendly  "Howdy,"  we  knew  we  were  welcome. 
Mrs.  Weaver,  in  the  name  of  the  Conference,  responded  to  this 
welcome  and  accepted  the  courtesies  of  the  local  church  and  city. 

Mrs.  Phillips  introduced  Mrs.  Chester  Arnold,  who  in  turn 
introduced  the  pages  for  the  afternoon.  Mrs.  W.  W.  Hagood,  of 
Charlotte,  was  presented  to  the  Conference/Mrs.  Hagood,  who  has 
given  fifty-two  years  of  Conference  service  and  during  that  time 
has  missed  only  two  annual  meetings,  expressed  joy  at  being  able 
to  attend  this,  the  First  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service.  Mrs.  G.  AV.  Whitsett,  who  has  given  many 
years  of  service  to  West  Market  Street  Church,  was  also  presented 
to  the  Conference. 

The  Recording  Secretary  then  read  the  minutes  of  the  Ad- 
interim  Executive  Meetings,  which  were  adopted  as  a  whole.  The 
report  of  the  Recording  Secretary  was  then  made,  revealing  that 
we  now  have  on  record  five  hundred  and  sixty-nine  Certificates  of 
Charter  Societies,  representing  a  membership  of  23,325.  (For  report 
see  page  34). 

Mrs.  A.  L.  Thompson,  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary,  gave 
the  report  of  the  first  Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Conference  of 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
held  at  Centenary  Methodist  Church,  Richmond,  Virginia,  Decem- 
ber 5-6,  1940.      (For  abridgement  of  report,  see  page  35). 

Mrs.  Raymond  Binford  was  presented  to  the  Conference  and 
announced  the  Institute  of  International  Relations  to  be  held  June 
21-28,  1941,  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill, 
and  urged  our  interest  in  it. 

Miss  Dudley,  from  the  Methodist  Publishing  House  in  Richmond 
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was  introduced  and  made  announcement  about  the  book  display 
and  urged  the  women  to  visit  the  book  room. 

Mrs.  R.  C.  Kennedy,  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications, 
announced  the  place  where  the  Literature  and  Publications  display 
might  be  seen. 

Mrs.  W.  A.  Xewell  urged  our  inspection  of  inter-racial  literature. 

Mrs.  Weaver  announced  the  place  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Prayer 
room  and  urged  the  use  of  it  during  the  Conference. 

After  the  announcement  of  the  various  Committees  (For  list,  see 
page  38),  Mrs.  R.  M.  Andrews  dismissed  the  meeting  with  prayer, 
and  the  various  Committees  met  in  the  rooms  designated. 

WEDNESDAY  EVENING,  MARCH  26 

The  Wednesday  evening  session  opened  with  the  singing  of  the 
Conference  hymn.  Number  421,  after  which  Dr.  J.  B.  Craven,  pastor 
of  the  hostess  church,  led  us  in  reading  responsively  the  reading 
on  page  57)4:,  "The  Mind  of  Christ."  Reverend  Kenneth  Goodson, 
associate  pastor  of  the  hostess  church,  led  in  prayer.  The  congrega- 
tion was  favored  with  special  music  as  Mr.  Walter  Vassar,  of  the 
Music  Department  of  Greensboro  College,  sang  "The  Publican." 

Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver  presented  Bishop  Clare  Purcell,  who  brought 
us  an  address  on  "United  for  the  Task."  The  West  Market  Choir 
sang  "Gloria"  from  the  "Twelfth  Mass"  by  Mozart. 

Miss  Lorena  Kelly,  who  has  been  in  Africa  for  six  years,  showed 
moving  pictures  of  our  missionary  work  there  as  it  has  affected  the 
lives  of  the  natives  in  industry,  home,  education,  and  medicine. 
The  meeting  adjourned  with  the  benediction. 

THURSDAY  MORNING,  MARCH  27 

After  calling  Conference  to  order  Mrs.  Weaver  led  the  group 
in  a  period  of  quiet  meditation  on  "Unity."  Hymn  Number  419, 
"Jesus  United  by  Thy  Grace,'"  was  sung,  after  which  Mrs.  D.  M. 
Davidson,  Greensboro  District  President,  brought  the  worship  ser- 
vice on  the  theme  of  ' %  Unity  in  Christ, ' '  based  on  brotherhood  and 
love.  Mrs.  W.  N*.  Huff,  of  Burlington,  concluded  the  worship  period 
with  music. 

Mrs.  Weaver  presented  Miss  Lorena  Kelly,  missionary  from 
Africa,  who,  having  come  directly  from  the  session  of  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  Annual  Meeting  in  Rocky  Mount,  brought 
greetings  from  our  sister  Conference.  The  Recording  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  seud  to  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Annual  Meet- 
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ing  a  message  of  love.  Mrs.  V.  F.  DeVinny,  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Joint  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation — Woman's  Sec- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church,  was  introduced.  Mrs.  C.  N.  Clark,  Vice-President  of 
the  Conference,  made  her  report  to  the  meeting.     (See  page  39). 

Mrs.  W.  F.  Redding,  Jr.,  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild, 
reported  that  work  giving  history  of  the  Guild,  showing  how  the 
Guilds  are  falling  in  line  with  the  new  work  of  the  Woman 's  Society 
of  Christian  Service.  (See  page  40).  Mrs.  Teague  Hipps  read  the 
recommendations  from  the  Guild  Committee  which  were  adopted 
as  read.  (See  page  -11). 

Mrs.  Walter  Lanier,  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  was  absent  on 
account  of  illness  and  the  Recording  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
send  her  a  message  of  love  from  the  Conference.  Miss  Ruth  Diggs, 
missionary  from  Korea,  but  now  working  with  Scarritt  College, 
reported  Student  Work,  and  also  brought  a  message  from  Scarritt. 
(See  page  42).  Mr.  Turner,  from  Bennett  College,  brought  greetings 
from  that  school,  and  a  quartet  from  Bennett  rendered  selections 
of  classical  music  and  Negro  spirituals.  Mr.  Turner  also  extended 
an  invitation  to  the  Conference  to  visit  Bennett  College,  see  its 
campus  and  hear  its  choir  of  seventy-five  voices  sing. 

Misses  Mildred  Whitener,  Billy  Beam,  Sara  Smith,  and  Alberta 
Lowder,  four  former  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  Scholar- 
ship girls  at  Sue  Bennett  College  in  London,  Kentucky,  were  pre- 
sented to  the  Conference.  All  these  young  ladies  expressed  appreci- 
ation for  the  opportunities  that  had  been  given  to  them  of  going 
to  Sue  Bennett.  Miss  Mabel  Cherry,  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on 
Student  Work,  read  the  recommendations  from  that  Committee, 
which  were  adopted  as  read.  (See  page  43).  Miss  Cherry  also 
brought  greetings  from  Miss  Soon  Ye  Kim,  of  Korea,  now  at 
Scarritt  College  on  a  Conference  Scholarship.  Miss  Cherry,  in  as 
much  as  she  was  responsible  for  Miss  Kim's  coming  to  this  country, 
expressed  their  mutual  appreciation  for  the  scholarship  that  had 
been  granted  Miss  Kim. 

Mrs.  P.  N.  Peacock,  Conference  Treasurer,  made  her  report  and 
announced  that  the  Jurisdictional  pledge  was  $55,000.  (See  page 
43).  Mrs.  Wade  Johnson,  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
read  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  which  were  adopted 
as  read.  (See  page  49).  Mrs.  Peacock,  assisted  by  the  President  and 
the  District  Corresponding  Secretaries,  conducted  the  Pledge  Ser- 
vice. (See  page  50). 
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The  Vice-President,  Mrs.  C.  N.  Clark,  took  the  chair  and  invited 
the  Conference  to  tune  in  and  hear  our  President.  Mrs.  C.  C. 
Weaver,  Conference  President,  then  gave  her  Message,  at  the  close 
of  which  the  Conference  by  unanimous  vote  asked  that  the  address 
he  given  to  the  press.  For  address  (see  page  31).  Following  this, 
the  Conference  stood  and  read :  ' '  "Women  and  Christian  Service. ' ' 

Miss  Ruth  Diggs  presented  our  work  in  Korea.  Her  presentation 
was  a  source  of  encouragement  to  the  Conference  in  the  light  of 
the  adverse  circumstances  our  work  has  had  to  face  in  the  Orient 
incident  to  war  in  that  area  of  the  world. 

Miss  Kelly,  who  has  only  in  recent  months  returned  from  our 
mission  field  in  the  Belgian  Congo,  brought  to  us  the  love  of  Miss 
Dora  Armstrong,  who  still  remains  on  the  field.  She  deepened  our 
interest  in  this  field  by  her  inspiring  report  of  the  progress  the 
work  is  making  in  this  mission.  Miss  Kelly,  who  has  worked  especi- 
ally among  the  natives  in  the  matter  of  music,  closed  her  address  by 
singing,  ''Let  the  Beauty  of  Jesus  Be  Seen  in  Me,"  singing  it  in 
the  Otetela  language. 

Dr.  W.  S.  Sharpe.  President  of  Pfeiffer  College,  represented 
that  school  and  challenged  us  to  send  worthy  students  there,  especi- 
ally those  who  need  self-help. 

The  following  visitors  were  introduced :  Mrs.  Clare  Purcell,  from 
Charlotte ;  Reverend  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Frank,  missionaries  from 
Japan;  Reverend  L.  B.  Hayes,  District  Superintendent  of  the 
Greensboro  District,  and  Mrs.  Hayes ;  Dr.  J.  B.  Craven,  pastor  of 
the  hostess  church,  and  Mrs.  Craven. 

Miss  Helen  Maddock,  of  the  Voice  Department  in  Greensboro 
College,  sang  "Alleluia"  by  Hummel.  Miss  Leila  Epps  conducted 
the  noon-time  devotion.  She  led  us  in  thinking  on  the  "Direct 
Messages  from  Jesus  to  Woman."  She  not  only  led  us  in  two  helpful 
noon-time  devotions  but  also  had  these  messages  printed  in  pamph- 
let form  which  she  very  generously  gave  to  the  members  of  the 
Conference.  With  the  closing  prayer  of  this  worship  service,  the 
morning  session  adjourned. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON,  MARCH  27 

The  Conference  opened  with  the  singing  of  Hymn  279,  "God  of 
Grace  and  God  of  Glory,"  after  which  Mrs.  John  Austin,  Jr.,  read 
a  scripture  lesson  from  Psalms  and  Ephesians  and  led  in  prayer. 
The  Conference  Hymn,  Number  421,  was  then  sung. 

Mrs.  V.  F.  DeVinny,  Executive  Secretary,  led  an  open  forum 
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on  the  new  set-up  of  our  Society,  explaining  the  many  questions 
that  have  arisen  concerning  literature,  reports,  and  various  other 
matters. 

Mrs.  E.  A.  Lamb,  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls' 
Work,  reported  that  department  of  work.     (See  page  52). 

Recommendations  from  that  Committee  were  read  by  Mrs.  A.  G. 
Johnson  and  adopted  as  read.     (See  page  54). 

Miss  Hyda  Heard,  deaconess  of  Sunny  Acres,  reported  the 
work  there.     (See  page  54). 

Mrs.  A.  L.  Thompson,  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary,  gave 
her  report  of  work  from  October  1,  1940,  to  January  1,  1941.  (See 
page  55).  And  Mrs.  W.  R.  Harris,  who  was  Secretary  from  January 
1,  1940,  to  October  1,  1940,  filed  report  for  that  period.  (See  page 
121). 

The  District  Corresponding  Secretaries'  reports  came  in  the 
form  of  a  playlet  written  by  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne.  The  scene  was  laid 
at  Sunny  Acres  as  the  District  Secretaries  arrived  for  an  Executive 
Committee  Meeting.  The  action  consisted  of  the  Secretaries  examin- 
ing the  Charter  Certificates  from  their  Districts,  noting  how  their 
Districts  had  grown,  and  speaking  with  enthusiasm  as  they  re- 
vealed the  wonderful  things  that  happened  in  their  Charter  Meet- 
ings in  their  respective  Districts. 

The  District  Secretaries  filed  for  record  reports  of  their  respec- 
tive Districts  for  the  first  three  quarters  of  1940  (see  page  131  to 
page  142),  and  also  filed  for  record  the  reports  of  their  work  for 
the  last  quarter  of  1940,  which  was  the  first  quarter  under  the 
new  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  Extracts  of  these  re- 
ports were  given  in  the  playlet  mentioned  above,  but  for  full  report 
(see  page  81-90). 

After  prayer,  the  Conference  adjourned  to  visit  Bennett 
College. 

THURSDAY  EVENING,  MARCH  27 

After  the  Alumnae  banquet  at  Greensboro  College,  the  Confer- 
ence convened  at  8  p.  m.  in  Odell  Memorial  Hall  on  Greensboro 
College  campus.  After  the  singing  of  "Jesus  Shall  Reign,"  Rev. 
R.  M.  Andrews  read  the  13th  Chapter  of  First  Corinthians  and  led 
in  prayer.  The  Greensboro  College  Glee  Club  sang  "The  Morning 
Prayer. ' ' 

Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  the  President,  then  presented  Mrs.  V.  F. 
DeVinnv,  who  gave  an  address  on  "The  Task  Before  Us."  This 
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address  was  followed  by  singing  the  hymn,  "In  Christ  There  Is  No 
East  or  West." 

A  Greensboro  College  group,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Elba 
Henninger,  gave  the  pageant,  "Messengers  of  Light."  As  the  reader 
gave  a  brief  account  of  the  work  done  in  each  of  the  twenty-one 
different  countries  by  the  "Woman's  Society,  a  young  lady  dressed 
in  white  took  her  place  on  the  platform  carrying  the  flag  of  that 
country.  This  pageant  concluded  with  the  Greensboro  College  Glee 
Club  singing  the  "Hallelujah  Chorus,"  with  Mr.  Walter  Vassar  as 
Minister  of  Music,  Miss  Marguerite  Thomason,  organist,  and  Miss 
Gwen  Holler,  pianist.  The  Conference  adjourned  with  the  benedic- 
tion by  Reverend  R.  M.  Andrews. 

FRIDAY  MORNING,  MARCH  28 

The  Conference  opened  with  a  quiet  meditation  on  Love,  after 
which  Mrs.  J.  E.  Faulkner,  of  the  hostess  church,  conducted  the 
Memorial  Service.  The  District  Corresponding  Secretaries  and  Con- 
ference Recording  Secretary  were  seated  within  the  chancel,  each 
dressed  in  white  vestment.  After  appropriate  Scripture  verses  and 
special  music,  Mrs.  Faulkner  gave  a  loving  tribute  to  those  who  had 
passed  away  during  the  year.  To  the  strains  of  soft  music  the 
Recording  Secretary  called  the  names  on  the  Memorial  roll.  (See 
page  29).  As  the  names  for  each  District  were  called,  that  District 
Corresponding  Secretary  placed,  in  their  memory,  a  white  lily  in  a 
design  of  the  cross.  After  the  service  the  flowers  were  placed  on 
the  graves  of  Mrs.  R.  R.  Alley  and  Mrs.  Lucy  H.  Robertson,  de- 
ceased members  of  West  Market  Church. 

A  message  of  love  was  read  from  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

Business  was  resumed  and  Mrs.  George  Hoyle,  Secretary  of 
Children's  Work,  filed  for  the  records  the  report  for  the  first  three 
quarters  of  1940  (see  page  127),  and  gave  the  report  of  the  fourth 
quarter  of  1910  (see  page  57). 

Recommendations  from  the  Committee  on  Children's  Work  were 
read  by  Miss  Bessie  Jordan  and  adopted  as  read.  (See  page  59). 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service,  filed  for  record  a  report  of  the  first  three  quarters  of  1940 
(see  page  120),  and  gave  a  report  of  the  fourth  quarter  of  1940 
(see  page  60).  Recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Missionarj' 
Education  and  Service  were  read  by  Mrs.  Thomas  S.  Heffner  and 
adopted  as  read  (see  page  62). 
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Mrs.  R.  M.  Andrews,  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities,  reported  that  department.  (See  page

Mrs.  Andrew  W.  Smith,  Secretary  for  the  Charlotte  Bethlehem 
Center,  upon  being  granted  privilege  of  the  floor,  expressed  appre- 
ciation to  the  Conference  for  sponsoring  this  new  work.  Mrs.  W. 
W.  Hagood  was  recognized  and  urged  the  sending  of  coupons  to 
Winston-Salem  Bethlehem  House  to  be  divided  between  the  two 
houses.

Dr.  A.  W.  Plyler,  Editor  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advo- 
cate, came  to  the  platform  and  spoke  in  behalf  of  that  publication. 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Harbison,  Secretary  of  Supplies,  reported  the  work 
of  her  department  (see  page  73),  presenting  for  record  the  re- 
port of  the  first  three  quarters  of  1940  (see  page  130). 

Reverend  Charles  Clay,  missionary  to  Brazil,  was  introduced 
and  brought  greetings  from  the  young  autonomous  Brazilian 
Methodist  Church,  and  showed  how  the  Bible  is  fast  becoming  the 
open  book  in  that  country.  In  closing,  he  read  I  Corinthians,  the 
13th  Chapter,  in  Portuguese.  Miss  Mabel  Cherry,  formerly  of  Korea, 
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now  at  Brevard  College,  represented  that  college  and  urged  us  to 
send  our  young  people  to  Christian  colleges. 

Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  of  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C,  President  of  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  was  brought  to  the  platform  and  spoke 
to  us  briefly  of  the  place  of  the  Jurisdiction  in  the  new  set-up. 

The  President  asked  Mrs.  W.  R.  Harris  to  take  a  collection  for 
the  janitor  for  his  extra  services  during  the  Conference. 

Miss  Blanch  Hauser,  Mrs.  J.  R.  Moose,  and  Mrs.  Charles  W. 
Clay  were  introduced. 

Announcement  was  made  that  the  number  of  delegates  attending 
this  Conference  was  four  hundred  and  seventeen. 

With  a  special  vocal  selection  by  Mrs.  Ray  Tysor,  with  Mrs. 
Gilbert  Powell  at  the  organ,  our  minds  were  taken  from  matters 
of  business  into  an  atmosphere  of  worship,  as  Miss  Leila  Epps 
brought  us  again  face  to  face  with  our  Lord  in  His  "Direct 
Messages  to  Woman/'  and  dismissed  the  morning  session  with 
prayer. 

FRIDAY  AFTERNOON,  MARCH  28 

The  afternoon  session  opened  with  the  singing  of  Hymn  Num- 
ber 372,  "Love  Divine.''  Mrs.  L.  F.  Tuttle  read  John  15:1-12  and 
led  in  prayer.  After  the  singing  of  the  Conference  hymn,  Mrs.  De- 
Vinny  conducted  an  open  forum  on  the  new  set-up  of  Woman's 
Work. 

Reports  were  again  resumed,  and  Mrs.  C.  E.  Wakefield  read  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Organization  and  Promotion,  which 
was  adopted  as  read.

The  Recording  Secretary  read  the  recommendation  from  the 
Executive  Committee  that  the  Personnel  Standing  Committee  be 
composed  of  Mrs.  J.  Dale  Stentz,  Chairman,  and  Conference  Presi- 
dent, Conference  Secretary,  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild, 
and  Secretary  of  Student  Work. 

The  President  then  asked  the  always  exciting  question :  ' '  Where 
shall  we  meet  next  year  "  In  response  to  this  inquiry,  Miss  Amy 
Hackney,  District  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Asheville  Dis- 
trict, very  cordially  invited  the  Conference  to  meet  next  year  at 
Central  Church  in  Asheville.  We  were  assured  this  invitation  was 
cordially  concurred  in  by  all  the  ehnrches  of  the  City  of  Asheville. 
By  a  rising  vote,  this  gracious  invitation  was  unanimously  accepted. 

The  terms  of  Mrs.  J.  Frank  Spruill  and  Miss  Margaret  Gray 
as  Trustees  of  the  Bethlehem  House  of  Winston-Salem  had  expired, 
and  Mrs.  W.  T.  Powell  and  Miss  Margaret  Gray  were  elected  for 
terms  of  three  years. 

It  was  announced  that  the  collection  for  the  janitor  amounted 
to  $30.54   and  nine  car  tokens. 

Mrs.  R.  M.  Andrews  was  elected  alternate  for  the  President  to 
the  Assembly,  and  Mrs.  R.  C.  Kennedy  alternate  for  Mrs.  A.  L. 
Thompson. 

Mrs.  J.  Dale  Stentz,  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions, 
read  the  report  of  the  Committee  which  was  adopted  by  a  rising 
vote.  (See  page  91).  The  Conference  sang  Hymn  408,  after  which 
Reverend  L.  B.  Hayes,  assisted  by  Reverends  R.  M.  Andrews  and 
E.  H.  Blackard,  conducted  the  Consecration  of  the  Elements  for 
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the  Holy  Communion.  Numerous  other  ministers  present  assisted 
in  the  administration  of  the  Communion  to  the  congregation.  "With 
the  benediction  of  the  Communion  Service,  the  First  Annual  Meet- 
ing of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Western 
North  Carolina  Conference  adjourned.

First  Annual  Session  31 

PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 
Mrs.  Chas.  C.  Weaver 

The  outstanding-  date  for  the  women  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference is  October  1,  19  +  0.  The  place,  Statesville,  N.  C.  The  occasion  was 
the  first  meeting  of  the  Conference  Organization  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service.  It  is  easy  to  start  there,  but  it  would  not  be  fair  not  to  say 
that  behind  that  date  was  much  work  and  many  meetings.  Beginning  with  a 
Conference  Provisional  Committee  composed  of  Mrs.  R.  M.  Andrews,  Mrs. 
George  R.  Brown,  Mrs.  W.  R.  Harris,  Mrs.  R.  C.  Kennedy,  and  Mrs.  Chas.  C. 
Weaver,  this  Committee  met  in  West  Market  Street  Church,  Greensboro,  N.  C, 
January  30,  1940,  and  under  its  direction  meetings  were  held  in  local  churches, 
Districts,  and  in  the  Conference.  This  Conference  meeting  was  held  in  Salis- 
burv,  N.  C,  April  18,  1940,  for  the  purpose  of  nominating  members  for  the 
Jurisdictional  Conference  and  the  National  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension. 

After  the  National  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  was  organized  in 
July  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  the  Conference  Provisional  Committee  became  the  Con- 
ference Organizational  Committee  with  the  addition  of  one  woman  from  each 
District  that  was  not  represented  on  the  Committee.  Under  the  guidance  of  this 
Committee,  Pastors  in  each  individual  church  organized  the  women  into  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  All  Charter  Meetings  were  held  in 
September,  1940.  The  culmination  of  these  meetings  of  course,  was  the  meeting 
in  Statesville  referred  to  above.  It  wras  there  that  Bishop  Purcell  called  into 
being  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Western  North  Carolina 
Conference.  Officers  were  elected,  Committees  appointed,  and  the  wheels  of  the 
organization  began  to  turn. 

During  the  month  of  November  the  Districts  were  set  up  under  the  new 
plan,  and  since  that  time  we  have  been  gathering  momentum  at  a  truly  remark- 
able rate.  Of  course  there  have  been  some  squeaks  in  the  machinery  and  some 
bearings  have  begun  to  get  warm,  but  a  little  oil  of  sympathetic  understanding 
has  relieved  most  of  these  points  of  friction.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that 
the  Organization  as  now  constituted  has  the  confidence  and  loyalty  of  the 
Methodist  women  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference.  Of  course,  only 
time  and  patient  study  on  the  part  of  all  of  our  people  will  bring  about  a  perfect 
understanding,  but  it  is  not  giving  away  any  secrets  to  say  that  in  the  three 
groups  out  of  which  we  have  come,  there  were  always  some  who  didn't  under- 
stand what  they  were  supposed  to  do  nor  how  they  were  to  do  it,  some  who 
just  would  send  reports  to  the  wrong  officers,  but  so  far  there  has  been  a 
minimum  of  confusion  and  a  maximum  of  desire  to  know  and  do  the  right  thing, 
even  though  one  good  woman  did  say  she  was  full  of  enthusiasm  and  con- 
fusion. We  sincerely  believe  that  the  confusion  will  grow  less  and  less,  and  the 
enthusiasm  greater  and  greater. 

The  most  heartening  sign  of  it  all  is  the  rapidity  with  which  we  are  getting 
away  from  the  temptation  to  say :  "Our  group  used  to  do  so  and  so."  I  think 
that  the  quicker  we  forget  old  names  and  old  terminology  and  learn  the  new, 
the  better  it  will  be  for  our  present  organization.      It  was  hard  for  me  not  to 
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say,  "Missionary  Auxiliary  and  Woman's  Missionary  Council,"  but  now  I  can 
say,  "Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  Jurisdiction,  and  Assembly,  just  as 
glibly  as  Mrs.  Andrews  or  Mrs.  Kennedy."  If  I  dared  to  make  a  suggestion  to 
the  local  Society,  I  would  say  it  would  be  a  fine  thing  to  set  aside  one  meeting 
in  which  to  study  the  new  terminology,  the  new  organization,  and  familiarize 
ourselves  with  the  personnel  of  the  Society  as  a  whole. 

The  thing  that  towers  above  everything  else  during  these  months  is  the 
fine  spirit  of  give  and  take  which  has  been  shown  by  the  women.  Whatever 
lingering  regrets  may  have  been  in  their  hearts  over  giving  up  things  that  had 
become  dear  to  them  through  the  years,  they  have  given  them  up  with  a  cheer- 
fulness which  has  been  most  inspiring.  I  believe  that  it  isn't  too  much  of  a 
dream  to  say  that  soon  there  will  be  no  thought  of  M.  P.,  M.  E.,  or  M.  E.  C.  S. 
I  think  it  woud  be  well  for  us  to  make  this  a  major  project  for  this  year.  These 
names  do  not  exist  anymore,  and  what  gave  October  FIRST  its  greatest  signi- 
ficance was,  for  after  that  day  we  were  just  "Methodist"  women  without  any 
of  the  frills  of  superfluous  letters  and  with  no  limitations,  sectional  or  other- 
wise. As  President  of  the  united  organization,  my  heart  goes  out  in  gratitude 
to  those  who  have  worked  hard  to  realize  this  dream  so  long  cherished  in  the 
hearts    of    Methodist    women    around    the    world. 

In  facing  our  situation  today  in  the  Church  as  a  whole,  I  believe  that  the 
women  have  an  unique  opportunity  and  responsibility.  For  years  we  have  set 
the  pace  in  Mission  Study,  but  too  often  this  study  has  been  confined  to  our  own 
group  and  has  not  touched  our  congregation  as  a  whole.  I  think  the  time  has 
now  come  when  we  must  broaden  Mission  Study,  and  I  am  convinced  that  the 
women  of  the  Church  must  take  the  lead  in  this.  There  are  two  very  effective 
instruments  at  hand  which  we  should  use  everywhere.  The  first  of  these  is — 
the  missionary  program  in  every  Church  School  on  the  fourth  Sunday  in  each 
month.  I  really  believe  we  can  develop  a  missionary-minded  congregation 
in  this  way  more  quickly  than  any  other.  Every  department  of  the  Church  School 
can  be  touched  from  Primary  to  Adult.  My  suggestion  in  this  case  is,  that  your 
Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  take  the  matter  up  with  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Church  School  and  see  to  it  that  such  a  program  is  put 
on  every  fourth  Sunday  and  that  the  money  received  that  day  be  used  for  World 
Service  according  to  the  Discipline.  The  second  instrument  is  the  Church  School 
of  Missions  which  is  supposed  to  be  conducted  under  the  direction  of  your  Pastor. 
Now  of  course  you  cannot  give  orders  to  your  Pastor,  but  a  little  persuasion  and 
if  necessary,  a  little  pressure  ought  to  bring  results,  and  when  this  school  is  set 
up,  make  it  clear  to  your  husbands  and  the  men  of  the  Church  that  it  is  not 
simply  a  woman's  Study  Class,  but  a  class  for  the  whole  church,  and  you  should 
not  only  attend  yourself,  but  take  your  husband  with  you.  The  basis  for  my 
insistence  on  these  two  things  is  my  belief  that  the  one  thing  needful  in  all  our 
congregations  today  is  information.  Our  people  may  not  be  "destroyed  for  lack 
of  knowledge,"  but  our  church  is  handicapped  everywhere,  and  especially  our 
missionary  work,  because  our  people  do  not  know.  I  hate  to  use  the  word  ignor- 
ance in  connection  with  Methodism,  but  when  I  see  churches  and  charges  unmoved 
by  the  missionary  appeal  in  this  tragic  day  of  the  world's  history,  I  really  do 
not  know  any  other  word  to  use.  Your  big  task,  my  Sisters,  is  to  educate,  educate, 
educate ! 
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Perhaps  that  is  enough  preaching  for  one  occasion.  May  I  turn  for  a  moment 
to  things  personal  and  official.  We  have  had  two  quarters  in  our  new  organi- 
zation. They  have  been  busy  quarters  for  your  President.  I  think  more  letters 
and  more  calls  have  come  than  ever  before  in  the  same  length  of  time.  Every 
letter  has  been  answered  promptly,  and  wherever  possible  every  call  answered, 
and  in  addition  two  letters  have  gone  to  every  Society. 

My  position  makes  it  necessary  for  me  to  call  to  your  attention  certain 
things: 

1.  Please  get  vour  reports  out  promptly.  When  you  delay  you  multiply  the 
work  of  every  officer  to  whom  the  report  goes. 

2.  New  Handbooks  have  been  issued.  Watch  the  announcements  in  "The  Metho- 
dist Woman"  and  order  accordingly;  and  this  is  the  one  Must  Publication  for 
your  Society. 

3.  Continue  your  campaign  for  new  members  until  you  enlist  every  woman  who 
is  on  your  church  roll.  Invite  them  to  become  members  of  the  largest  group 
of  organized  womanhood  in  the  history  of  Protestantism,  numbering  now 
one  and  one-half  millions  with  a  goal  of  two  millions  by  1944. 

4.  Plan  to  observe  the  Week  of  Prayer  as  planned  by  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service. 

5.  Make  an  earnest  effort  to  increase,  if  ever  so  little,  the  total  offering  for  the 
year.  It  gets  awfully  monotonous  to  hear,  "we  will  take  the  same  as  last 
year."    It  is  idle  to  grow  numerically  and  not  grow  in  liberality. 

6.  Those  of  us  who  have  had  the  privilege  of  knowing  Mrs.  J.  D.  Bragg  of 
St.  Louis,  Missouri,  are  very  much  delighted  to  have  her  as  the  President  of 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  Among  the  many  fine  things 
she  has  suggested  is  this — that  we  take  this  year  two  words  and  really  make 
them  live  in  our  organization  and  in  our  own  hearts.  These  are  "Unity  and 
Love."  They  go  so  well  together.  In  fact  when  we  have  the  unity  which  we 
all  desire,  love  will  not  be  far  behind.  May  I  commend  these  words  for  your 
daily  meditation. 

My  enthusiasm  for  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  compels  me  to  say  a  few 
words  about  it  here.  I  think  it  is  one  of  the  finest  movements  that  has  come  out 
of  our  new  society.  Almost  without  exception  where  it  has  been  presented,  it  has 
been  enthusiastically  received,  and  I  think  it  promises  great  things  for  the  Church. 

To  go  back  to  the  starting  point  once  more,  during  October  569  Charter 
Societies  and  23,325  Charter  Members  were  enrolled.  I  now  have  a  mailing  list 
of  635  Societies.  Let's  take  for  our  motto — "The  last  Church  organized,  the 
last   woman   enrolled." 

With  great  gratitude  in  my  heart  for  the  help  and  understanding  sympathy 
of  all  of  the  Officers  and  Secretaries,  and  the  loyalty  of  the  thousands  who  make 
up  our  organization,  I  make  this  my  first  report  with  faith  in  the  future,  looking 
forward  to  that  day  when,  to  paraphrase  an  old  poem,  none  will  be  for  party, 
none  will  be  for  self,  but  all  will  be  for  Christ  and  His  Church. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  RECORDING  SECRETARY

As  a  usual  things  the  report  of  the  Recording-  Secretary  is  in  the  form  of  the 
Annual  Minutes.    This  you  have  from  last  year. 

According  to  the  Guide,  the  Recording  Secretary  is  to  keep  record  of  all 
Executive  Meetings,  send  out  certain  specified  announcements,  prepare  and  issue 
the  Annual  Report  of  the  Conference  Society.  This  sounds  as  if  there  would  be 
nothing  to  do  between  Annual  Meetings,  or  particularlv  between  October  the 
first  and  January  the  first,  except  wait  for  a  meeting  to  record  its  actions,  but 
such  has  not  been  the  case  this  year.  On  October  the  first,  at  the  Conference 
Organizational  Meeting,  I  was  made  custodian  of  the  Charter  Certificates  and 
from  these  I  gathered  statistical  information  needed  in  Nashville  for  our  Con- 
ference to  be  duly  accredited  with  its  number  of  Charter  Societies.  Right  here  let 
me  say  I  have  no  authority  to  classify  your  Society  as  a  Charter  Society.  You 
determined  that  bv  whether  or  not  you  organized  as  a  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  before  October  the  first  1940. 

The  names  of  the  Presidents  and  Treasurers  of  the  Charter  Societies  were 
taken  from  the  certificates  and  sent  to  the  corresponding  Conference  Officers  and 
the  District  Secretaries. 

The  Charter  Certificates  are  here  on  file  and  the  report  of  them  by  Districts 
up  to  the  present  time  is  as  follows:

I  really  re-read  the  announcement  to 
see  if  I  had  been  declared  the  Conference  Clearing-  house.  I  answered  all 
inquiries  that  required  an  answer,  and  notwithstanding-  the  extra  activity  I  have 
enjoyed  doing-  what  I  could  to  help  all  making  inquiry  to  be  able  to  contact  the 
proper  place  or  person. 

Everything-    got    normal    and    I    found    myself    just    an    ordinary    Recording 
Secretary  awaiting  regular  meetings. 


SOUTHEASTERN  JURISDICTIONAL  CONFERENCE 

Mrs.  A.  L.  Thompson 

I  am  glad  to  bring  to  you  a  report  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ference which  met  on  December  5-6,  19+0,  for  the  organization  of  a  Juris- 
diction Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  at  Centenary  Church,  in  the 
historic  city  of   Richmond,  Virginia. 

No  better  setting  could  have  been  selected  for  a  charter  meeting  than  this 
particular  city,  with  its  innumerable  shrines,  reminding  us  of  the  dramatic  part 
which  it  played  in  making  our  great  nation.  Though  its  roots  are  planted  deep 
in  Methodism  as  well  as  the  history  of  our  country,  it  is  said  to  be  "a  city 
that    is   mellow   yet   modern." 

The  Conference  was  composed  of  eleven  women  members  of  the  Jurisdictional 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  five  members-at-large  and  ninety 
delegates  representing  5,560  Charter  Societies,  and  218,026  charter  members,  in 
the  area  South  of  the  Potomac  and  East  of  the  Mississippi  Rivers,  covering  ten 
States  and  the  Republic  of  Cuba,  with  seventeen  conferences  in  the  Woman's 
Division  of  the  Methodist  Church  represented. 

Great  preparation  had  been  made  for  this  charter  meeting  by  the  Jurisdictional 
Organizational  Committee  and  the  local  committees,  who  had  planned  carefully 
every  detail,  oiling  the  machinery  of  the  set-up  with  their  indefatigable  energy 
and  Christian  guidance.  An  air  of  expectancy,  fellowship  and  unity  pervaded 
during  the  two  crowded  days  of  routine  organization  and  committee  work. 

Speakers  for  the  four  sessions  were  Mrs.  J.  D.  Bragg,  President  of'  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service;  Mrs.  W.  M.  Alexander,  Chairman  of 
Spiritual  Life  Committee;  Miss  Lela  Norris,  Secretary  Weslevan  Service  Guild; 
Miss  Bettie  Brittingham,  Editor  of  The  Methodist  Woman;  and  Miss  Grace 
Steiner,  Executive  Secretary  Deaconess  Bureau.  There  were  nineteen  deaconesses 
and  nine  missionaries  present. 

In  the  absence  of  Bishop  W.  W.  Peele,  who  was  detained  in  Atlantic  City  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Council  of  Bishops,  Dr.  Thomas  F.  Carroll,  Superintendent  of 
the  Richmond  District  convened   the   Conference. 

At  ten  o'clock  Thursday  morning  a  worship  service  was  led  by  Mrs.  W.  M. 
Alexander,  who  spoke  very  convincingly  on,  "The  Spiritual  Life  as  Co-operation 
With  God,"  emphasizing  the  fundamental  words  "To  Be." 

At  eleven  o'clock  Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry,  former  President  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council,  led  in  a  Study  Period  and  proved  a  guiding  spirit  in  all  deliber- 
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ations.  This  period  of  study  was  given  exclusively  to  the  consideration  of  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Jurisdiction. 

The  afternoon  session  was  opened  with  the  inspiring  hymn,  "O  Zion  Haste." 
Dr.  Carroll  led  in  the  worship  service,  taking  his  subject  from  the  fifth  chapter 
of  Matthew  and  the  third  verse,  "Prepare  Ye  the  Way  of  the  Lord,  Make  His 
Paths  Straight." 

After  the  worship  period  the  Conference  was  officiallv  opened  bv  Dr.  Carroll. 
Delegates  were  seated  by  conferences  and  in  the  roll  call  it  was  learned  that 
while  the  majority  of  the  conferences  had  the  alloted  number  of  six  delegates 
some  had  only  four. 

The  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  had  a  representation  composed  of 
our  President,  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Hammer,  a  member-at-large,  Mrs.  C.  N.  Clark, 
Conference  Vice-President,  Mrs.  George  Hovle,  Conference  Secretary  of  Children's 
Work,  Mrs.  R.  M.  Andrews,  Conference  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  Mrs.  A.  L.  Thompson,  Conference  Correspond- 
ing Secretary. 

Report  of  the  Study  Committee,  given  bv  Mrs.  H.  C.  Black,  Chairman, 
brought  a  realization  of  the  spread  of  the  great  Missionary  movement  through- 
out the  world  from  John  Wesley's  time  up  to  the  present  day.  The  present  day, 
she  said,  calls  for  the  best  leadership  and  the  delegation  was  urged  to  vote  for 
the  person  best  fitted  and  with  the  abilitv  to  fill  the  offices  of  the  Jurisdiction — 
for  the  Jurisdiction  the  committe  said  would  be  the  connecting  link  between 
the  Conferences  and  the  National  Group,  and  what  the  connection  would  be 
would    depend    upon   the   present   group. 

Thursday  evening  the  fellowship  dinner  was  presided  over  by  Mrs.  N.  V. 
Coleman,  General  Chairman  of  the  local  committee. 

The  evening  address  was  bv  Mrs.  Bragg.  She  spoke  on  the  great  organization 
of  the  Woman's  Work.  Describing  her  cross  country  trip  attending  organizational 
meetings,  reporting  from  the  106  Conferences,  19,716  Charter  Societies  with 
1,135,000  charter  members,  and  speaking  with  conviction  that  if  Methodist 
women  had  enough  faith,  courage  and  determination  that  the  next  quadrennium 
would  reach  the  mark  of  2,200,000  members  in  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service.  Entreating  us  to  go  out  like  a  mighty  army,  sounding  a  clarion  call  to 
all  who  have  not  enlisted  to  join  the  ranks  to  help  a  distraught  and  broken 
humanity  realize  "A  world  wherein  dwelleth  righteousness."  She  stated,  one 
hundred  years  ago  women  began  to  realize  the  importance  of  higher  education 
and  began  to  launch  out  in  a  new  way,  finding  that  today,  as  John  Wesley  said, 
"The  world  is  our  Parish." 

Friday  morning  session  Dr.  J.  J.  Rives,  pastor  of  Centenary  Church,  led  in  a 
devotional  service  from  the  2nd  chapter  of  Philippians,  using  the  text,  "Be  of 
one  accord." 

Miss  Lela  Norris  stressed  the  importance  of  the  work  of  employed  women, 
stating  that  in  the  great  National  Organization  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
membership  was  not  based  on  age,  but  interest.  Being  a  part  of  the  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  young  mothers,  as  well  as  employed  women  could  find  expres- 
sion of  service  by  membership  in  the  Guild.  Miss  Norris  said,  it  was  the  greatest 
organization  for  service  for  any  age  in  the  Woman's  Division. 
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Miss  Margaret  Young-,  Associate  Professor  in  the  Department  of  Social 
Work  at  Scarritt  College  for  Christian  Workers,  presented  the  development  and 
needs  of  Scarritt  College  and  the  splendid  advantages  it  has  to  offer.  If  Scarritt 
is  to  meet  the  opportunities  of  the  new  day  in  the  United  Church  additional 
resources  must  be  made  available. 

Scarritt,  she  said,  would  celebrate  its  fiftieth  anniversary  in  1942. 

Miss  Bettie  Brittingham,  editor  of  The  Methodist  Woman,  presented  this 
new  magazine,  also  the  World  Outlook  by  an  illustrative  talk  with  the  help  of 
photographic  slides  depicting  the  helpful  work  and  the  great  need  for  circulation 
of  these  publications,  making  plain  the  missionary  opportunity  and  responsibility 
of  the  Woman's  Division  and  the  Church.  At  this  hour  the  Conference  stood  with 
bowed  heads  in  tribute  to  Miss  Estelle  Haskins,  the  former  editor  of  the  World 
Outlook,  whose  intellectual  attainment  and  creative  ability  had  contributed  so 
much  to  this  magazine  and  whose  untimely  passing  in  September,  1940,  had 
brought  sorrow  to  the  hearts  of  her  co-workers. 

Miss  Grace  Steiner  reported  the  organization  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdictional 
Deaconesses  on  the  day  before,  December  5th.  She  said  the  National  Bureau, 
drawing  from  each  Jurisdiction,  would  have  a  membership  of  one  thousand. 

One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  Conference  was  messages  from  Mis- 
sionaries and  Deaconesses. 

One  of  the  most  impressive  moments  of  the  entire  Conference  was  when  the 
newly  elected  President  of  the  Jurisdiction,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman  stood  and  received 
from  the  seventeen  presidents  their  pledge  which  each  Conference  Society  was 
making  for  the  support  of  the  work  for  1941.  The  total  amount  pledged  in  the 
Jurisdiction  was  $600,575.00.  Our  Conference  pledged  $55, 000. 00,was  exceeded 
only  by  the  Virginia  Conference  pledge  of  $70,000.00. 

The  consecration  service  conducted  bv  Dr.  Carroll,  with  the  newly  elected 
officers  gathered  around  the  chancel,  was  most  impressive.  He  spoke  of  the 
types  of  service  women  can  render  and  said,  there  were  times  when  women  have 
given  leadership  where  others  could  not  have  given,  and  charged  the  officers  with 
their  great  responsibility.  There  was  a  renewed  pledge  made  by  the  entire  body 
as  the  conference  stood  with  bowed  heads  and  sang,  "Take  My  Life  and  Let 
it  be  Consecrated  Lord  to  Thee." 

Dr.  Carroll,  assisted  by  Ministers  of  the  other  Methodist  churches  of  Rich- 
mond, administered  the  Sacrament  of  Holy  Communion,  which  brought  to  a  close 
this  memorable  Conference,  which  was  outstanding  not  only  as  being  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  but  as  being  one  of  the  first  Jurisdictions 
of  the  Methodist  Church  to  organize.

REPORT  OF  VICE-PRESIDENT 

Mrs.  Charles  N.  Clark 

My  report  as  Vice-President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  and  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  must  necessarily  be  brief.  Yet  having  a 
part  in  the  promotion  of  this  organization  work  has  taken  hours  of  time  and  would 
require  pages  of  narration. 

There  are  years  which  slip  into  the  past  without  memorable  significance.  Not 
so  the  year  1940  to  Methodist  women.  For  it  will  probably  be  remembered  as  the 
most  outstanding  of  all  the  notable  years  of  our  work.  It  was  the  fruition  of 
years  of  prayer,  labor  and  planning.  We  recognized  the  tremendous  possibilities 
of  this  united  movement.  But  seeing  the  eager  expectancy  of  our  women  as  in 
unprecedented  numbers  they  accepted  the  challenge  of  this  new  adventure  dissolved 
our  hidden  fears.  This  was  the  climax  of  our  labors,  the  answer  to  our  prayers 
and  the  glorious  reality  of  all  our  dreams. 

It  has  been  said  that  "the  Church  of  Christ  is  now  facing  the  most  serious 
national  and  world  conditions  in  a  thousand  years."  In  such  an  hour  as  this  she 
has  called  her  four  million  Methodist  women  to  organize  and  to  stand  together  in 
a  sacrificial  and  redemptive  effort  to  help  bring  in  a  better  day.  Womanhood 
through  all  ages  has  had  a  heart  sensitive  to  the  hurts  of  the  world.  She  has 
sacrificially  given  herself  to  the  alleviation  of  human  suffering.  She  has  been  in 
the  vanguard  of  all  those  movements  looking  toward  a  better  world.  Facing  this 
new  day  with  all  that  it  means,  answering  the  call  of  their  church,  one  and  one- 
half  million  Methodist  women  have  accepted  the  challenge  and  enrolled  as  charter 
members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  thereby  making  it  the 
largest  woman's  organization  in  the  world. 

It  is  a  great  privilege  to  be  numbered  as  one  of  this  marvelous  organization  of 
Christian  women.  To  have  had  in  addition  the  high  honor  of  assisting  in  the 
organization  of  local  societies  brought  such  joy  as  I  shall  not  likely  have  again. 
To  see  more  than  seven  hundred  women  of  all  ranks  and  stations  come  in  long 
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lines,  some  old  in  missionary  service,  some  with  future  stretching  out  before  them, 
some  able  to  bring  priceless  gifts  to  His  service,  some  able  to  share  only  with 
very  limited  means,  but  all  eager  and  anxious  to  dedicate  themselves  to  Holy 
service  made  me  feel  that  I  was  participating  in  an  experience  like  that  of  the 
prophet  Isaiah  when  in  magnificent  exaltation,  he  declared,  "Here  am  I,  send  me." 
It  was  my  very  great  privilege  and  pleasure  to  share  another  experience  of 
historical  moment  when  I  was  one  of  your  representatives  at  the  first  meeting  of 
the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  in  December.  Ninety-eight 
delegates  from  seventeen  conferences  were  there  and  the  days  were  those  of 
high  resolve  and  of  sincere  dedication  to  the  fulfillment  of  the  purposes  for  which 
we  had  assembled. 

To  come  from  rare  occasions  such  as  those  just  reported  to  the  usual  type  of 
work,  visiting  societies,  zone,  district  and  even  Junaluska  meetings  may  seem  of 
no  consequence.  Nevertheless,  the  hours  of  time  required  and  the  physical  strength 
consumed  count  and  are  worthy  of  mention.  If  I  were  a  Methodist  minister 
making  a  report  to  an  Annual  Conference  I  should  say,  "Bishop,  I  have  had  a 
good  year."  Now  that  it  has  gone  into  history,  we  stand  facing  a  new  day  with 
the  full  knowledge  of  the  sacrifice  it  may  demand,  but  with  the  determination  to 
give  of  our  best  to  the  end  that  it  may  be  free  from  the  hatreds  and  prejudices 
of  today  and  blessed  with  the  just  peace  which  we  know  will  come,  even  at  long 
last. 


REPORT  OF  SECRETARY,  WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 
MARCH  27,  1941 

Madam   Chairman,  Delegates,  and  Visitors: 

As  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  I  bring  greetings  from  the  busi- 
ness and  professional  women  of  our  Conference.  We  realize  that  it  is  indeed  a 
rare  privilege  we  have  of  working  in  the  only  National  Denominational  organi- 
zation for  business  and  professional  women. 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  was  first  organized  in  the  former  M.  E.  Church 
to  interest  the  business  and  professional  women  since  their  vocations  prevented 
their  meeting  with  the  Auxiliaries  in  the  afternoon.  After  two  years  of  experi- 
ment, the  W.  H.  M.  S.  and  W.  F.  M.  S.  removed  all  territorial  restrictions  and 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  was  adopted  as  the  organization  for  business  and 
professional  women.  We  in  United  Methodism  are  heirs  to  this  wonderful  organi- 
zation. It  wills  to  us  a  name  that  is  full  of  meaning — one  that  reminds  us  of 
the  great  heritage  that  is  ours  as  Methodists;  a  Christian  Guild  for  Methodist 
women  in  business,  in  professions,  and  in  industry  linked  together  in  worldwide 
fellowship  and  over  6,000   women  in  over  100  occupations. 

The  purpose  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  to  interest  business  and  pro- 
fessional, and  other  employed  women  in  a  four  fold  program  for  others  as  well 
as  themselves  as  follows: 

1.  Development   of   Spiritual   Life. 

2.  Cultivation   of   Missionary  interests. 

3.  Promotion  of  Social  Relations  and  Local  church  activities. 

4.  Provision    for  social   and   recreational   activities. 
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The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  has  been  received  with  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm. 
Because  this  is  a  new  organization  to  most  of  us,  we  are  all  trying  to  learn 
together.  We  are  happy  that  we  arc  affiliated  with  or  auxiliary  to  this  the 
W.  S.  of  C.  S. 

It  has  been  reported  to  the  Secretary  that  there  are  76  units  of  the  W.  S. 
Guild  in  our  Conference,  with  only  about  one-fourth  of  these  reporting,  the 
membership  is  601,  pledged  for  missions  $1,085.00.  Of  course  in  addition  to  the 
Mission  pledge,  the  Guilds  include  in  their  budgets,  pledges  for  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  local  church  activities. 

Each  of  the  District  Secretaries  and  the  President  of  each  unit  has  been 
mailed  a  letter  from  the  secretary  with  some  suggestions  for  the  work  in  the 
new  year.  Our  aim  is  to  interest  the  business  and  professional  women  in  each 
church,  especially  those  who  have  not  been  in  a  former  missionary  organization, 
to  make  them  realize  that  in  this  The  Methodist  Church  there  is  a  particular 
place  for  them. 

It  is  overwhelming  to  find  ourselves  in  new  places  of  service,  but  as  we  strive 
to  make  the  Guilds  in  our  Conference  a  real  power  in  the  extension  of  God's 
kingdom,  we  covet  your  prayers.

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SCARRITT  COLLEGE  FOR  CHRISTIAN  WORKERS 

Ruth  Diggs 

I  am  sure  that  Scarritt  College  for  Christian  Workers  needs  no  introduction 
to  a  group  of  Methodist  women.  Through  your  prayers,  and  financial  support 
of  Scarritt  during  the  past  half  century,  you  have  helped  to  make  Scarritt  what 
she  is  today. 

Scarritt  College,  located  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  the  Athens  of  the  South, 
just  one  block  from  Peabody  College  for  Teachers  and  Vanderbilt  University, 
is  closely  affiliated  with  these  large  and  well-known  institutions.  As  an  accredited 
senior  college  and  graduate  school,  Scarritt  College  is  well  qualified  to  train  the 
unordained  Christian  leaders  of  the  United  Church. 

The  tragedies  of  war  and  hate  around  us  call  for  renewed  effort  on  the  part 
of  the  church  to  prevent  men  from  destroying  themselves  and  others.  The  wisest 
strategv  of  our  times  lies  in  the  development  of  able  Christian  leaders.  The  pre- 
paration of  such  individuals  is  the  major  task  of  Christian  education.  The  one 
thing  that  Scarritt  College  does  as  well  as  or  perhaps  better  than  any  other 
accredited  educational  institution  in  America  is  to  train  able  Christian  lay- 
workers  for  social  and  religious  service  at  home  and  abroad. 

During  the  past  fifty  vears,  Scarritt  College  has  trained  some  2,500  Christian 
workers,  approximately  5  00  of  these  have  served  abroad  in  20  countries,  and 
more  than  2,000  have  become  leaders  in  the  homeland,  as  employed  workers  or 
Christian  home-makers.  Scarritt  is  glad  to  have  a  share  in  the  training  of 
Christian  home-makers. 

Scarritt  College  is  closely  related  to  the  missionary  enterprise  of  the  Church. 
The  Board  Secretaries  count  on  Scarritt  trained  candidates  for  much  of  the  work 
at  home  and  abroad.  17  of  the  50  young  people  commissioned  at  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  at  Philadelphia  last  December 
were  Scarritt  trained. 

Scarritt  College  is  also  international  in  outreach,  with  an  ever  increasing  num- 
ber of  students  coming  from  other  lands  everv  vear  to  prepare  themselves  for 
more  effective   Christian  leadership  in  their  homeland. 

Although  Methodist  owned,  Scarritt  College  is  interdenominational  in  scope 
of  work.  Thirteen  denominations  were  represented  on  the  Scarritt  campus  last 
year.    There  were  students  from   31   states  and  8  countries. 

Scarritt  College  is  trying  to  prepare  leadership  that  will  be  religiously  and 
socially  aware  of  some  of  the  problems  that  we  shall  face  in  a  post  war  period. 

We  need  to  be  tremendously  occupied  with  the  preparation  of  leaders  who  will 
be  capable  of  meeting  the  situation. 

There  are  two  types  of  church  agencies  that  offer  special  training  for  young 
people   desiring  to   render  full    time   social-religious  service: 

(l)  The  theological  seminaries  for  the  training  of  ministers;  and  (2)  some 
three  or  four  professional  schools  for  the  unordained  workers.  Scarritt  College 
is  one  of  the  latter,  providing  advanced  preparation  for  senior  college  and  gradu- 
ate students.  It  differs  from  the  liberal  arts  church  college,  which  is  largely 
cultural,  and  from  the  theological  seminary  which  trains  for  the  ministry.  Scarritt 
College  specializes  on  the  training  of  the   unordained  lavworker.  We  want  more 
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and  more  volunteer  layworkers  in  the  local  churches  to  take  advantage  of  the  short 
term  courses  offered  at  Scarritt  during  the  summer,  especially  for  those  desiring 
to  become  more  effective  leaders  in  their  churches,  and  communities. 

I  hope  that  each  of  you  will  consider  yourself  a  Committe  of  One  to  interpret 
Scarritt  College  to  your  local  church  and  community;  to  try  to  find  outstanding 
young  people  interested  in  Christian  service :  and  to  secure  the  support  of 
individuals  and  groups  interested  in  providing  student  aid  for  Christian  lay- 
workers  who  want  to  go  to  Scarritt  for  special  training. 

By  the  annual  contribution  of  $5.00  or  more,  one  may  become  a  Scarritt 
Associate,  thereby  making  financial  assistance  available  for  a  larger  number  of 
deserving  students  every  year.  We  are  hoping  to  find  5,000  men  and  women  in 
the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  this  year  who  will  contribute  at  least  $5.00  to  this 
Living  Endowment  or  Leadership  Training  Fund  at  Scarritt  College. 


The  committee  on  Student  Work  recommends: 

1.  That  the  Woman's  Societies  of  Christian  Service  encourage  the  young 
people  of  the  W.  N.  C.  Conference  to  attend  the  Methodist  Colleges,  and  also 
to  provide  scholarships  for  deserving  students  who  could  not  otherwise  attend 
college. 

2.  That  the  Societies  try  to  stimulate  the  interest  of  young  people  in  full 
time  Christian  service  and  encourage  them  to  attend  Scarritt  College  for  special- 
ized training.

REPORT  OF  TREASURER 
Mrs.  P.  N.  Peacock 


There  has  been  some  question  in  my  mind  as  to  the  proper  method  of  making 
a  financial  report  for  1940.  So  far  as  my  connection  with  these  matters 
extended,  I  functioned  only  as  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of 
the  M.  E.  Church,  South,  for  three  quarters.  On  October  1st,  1940,  the  Con- 
ference Organization  Meeting  was  held,  and  at  that  time  I  was  elected  Con- 
ference Treasurer  for  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  However, 
financial  reports  from  the  three  unifying  denominations  still  had  to  be  kept 
separate.  While  all  of  these  funds  were  sent  to  me  by  societies  of  the  conference, 
I  in  turn,  sent  each  denominational  fund  to  the  former  National,  Division  or 
Council  treasurer,  as  they  were  variously  termed  before  Unification.  These  funds 
were    used   to   complete  payment   of   obligations   made   earlier. 

At  the  close  of  the  third  quarter,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the 
M.  E.  Church,  South,  had  paid  $36,809.87  plus  $76.67,  which  had  been  sent  to 
Conference  Treasurer  for  Charter  Member  Offerings.  Report  for  fourth  quarter 
was  $18,304.92  plus  Charter  Member  offerings  $1,913.35.  Our  total  pledge  for 
the  year  had  been  $53,500.00,  our  total  receipts,  exclusive  of  the  charter  offerings 
were  $55,114.79,  so  it  can  easily  be  seen  we  exceeded  our  pledges  by  more  than 
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$2,600.00.  For  this  fourth  quarter  I  received  from  former  M.  P.  Societies 
$776.75,  of  which  $73.77  was  Charter  Membership  Offerings;  from  former 
M.  E.  Societies  $62.81  of  which  $12.90  was  Charter  Offerings.  The  relatively- 
small  amounts  from  these  two  denominations  was  due  to  the  differing  times  for 
close  of  missionary  year,  and  to  the  fact  that  many  societies  had  already  paid 
in  full  for  the  calendar  year.  We  had  in  the  Council  Treasurer's  office  a  credit  of 
$476.72  from  fourth  Sunday  offering.  This  brought  the  total  receipts  from  all 
sources  to  $58,421.09.  Local  reported  was  $61,325.49 ;  Supplies  reported  $1,- 
734.57.  (I  had  no  report  on  supplies  for  fourth  quarter).  Grand  total 
$121,481.15. 

I  sent  to  die  treasurer  of  former  Woman's  Missionary  Council  $52,040.00  on  a 
pledge  of  $50,700.00;  to  the  former  M.  P.  treasurer  $624.22;  to  the  former 
treasurer  $49.91.  The  total  of  the  Charter  Membership  Offering  was  $2,076.69. 
This  was  sent  to  the  present  treasurer  of  the  Division  and  will  be  applied  on  our 
pledge  for   1941. 

Three  names  were  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society.  Ten  Adults  and  ten  Babies  were  made  Life  Members  in  the  same, 
and  our  President,  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver  was  made  a  Life  Patron.  Other  orders 
for  Life  Members  came  in,  I  think  expecting  to  be  enrolled  in  the  missionary 
society,  but  delivery  was  deferred  because  by  the  middle  of  October  the  offices 
were  being  moved  to  New  York,  and  the  new  pins  and  certificates  were  not  ready. 
Sixteen  women  and  one  baby  received  the  certificates  in  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service.  Our  Baby  Specials  contributed  $433.91,  the  Week  of  Prayer 
$2,459.61,  the  special  offering  for  the  Carrie  Parks  Johnson  Memorial  $315.02. 
A  complete  itemized  account  of  all  receipts  by  districts  and  by  denominations  is 
ready  for  the  secretary  to  record  in  the  minutes  of  this  meeting,  also  itemized 
statement    of    disbursements.     Report    of    Auditor   is   appended. 

It  was  my  privilege  during  the  year  to  attend  the  final  Council  meeting, 
the  conference  annual  meeting,  for  which  my  own  church  was  hostess,  the 
district  and  conference  organization  meetings,  district  and  annual  conference, 
four  executive  board  sessions,  and  five  district  meetings.  At  some  of  these  I 
held  the  pledge  service,  at  others  gave  a  report  of  the  Council  meeting.  The 
conference  treasurer's  office  has  been  a  busy  place  during  this  period  of  re-organi- 
zation. In  November  I  mailed  to  the  nearly  six  hundred  societies  a  letter  from 
Mrs.  Fulton,  sent  to  me  in  quantity,  and  accompanied  it  with  a  personal  letter  of 
explanation.  In  February  I  have  mailed  to  every  treasurer,  as  far  as  I  have  been 
able  to  secure  names  and  addresses,  tour  report  blanks.  These  are  to  be  used 
for  the  four  quarterly  reports  and  the  quarters  close  with  the  last  of  March, 
June,  September,  and  December.  I  give  this  specific  information  because  of 
having  received  numbers  of  letters  from  women  who  have  not  understood  the 
purport  of  the  new  blank,  and  were  not  sure  of  the  times  they  should  be  sent  in. 
Mrs.  Fulton  asks  me  to  say  that  if  more  blanks  are  needed,  the  local  treasurers 
should  order  them  from  Mrs.  George  K.  Keen,  420  Plum  St.,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 
She  did  not  say  whether  there  would  be  a  charge.  Perhaps  Mrs.  DeVinney  can 
give  us  this  information.  I  do  earnestly  ask  that  these  reports  be  sent  each 
quarter  at  the  proper  time.  It  is  not  necessary  to  send  to  me  any  money  oftener 
than  the  one  quarterly  report.    I  have  noticed  when  there  is  any  special  collection, 
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there  is  a  tendency  to  send  it  in  immediately.    Everything  can  be  held  to  the  close 
of  the  quarter. 

I  thank  you  for  the  honor  which  has  been  bestowed  upon  me  in  my  selection 
as  the  first  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  I  shall  serve 
to  the  extent  of  my  ability,  and  try  to  give  a  good  account  of  my  stewardship. 
Before  I  close  I  would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  fine  and  faithful  group  of 
District  Secretaries  who  have  been  the  means  of  making  this  splendid  financial 
report  possible.

FINANCE  COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATIONS 

In  this  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
the  Committee  on  Finance  is  somewhat  at  a  loss  in  making  definite  recommenda- 
tions, as  we  have  not  received  a  great  deal  of  specific  information  from  Head- 
quarters. 

We  desire  in  all  general  matters  to  follow  out  the  financial  plans  of  the 
Division  as  outlined  in  "The  Guide,"  pages  22  and  34. 

The  pledge  service  shall  be  held  in  the  local  societies  in  January,  using 
materials  issued  by  the  Division.  We  recommend  quarterly  payment  of  these 
pledges,  the  quarters  ending  with  the  last  of  March,  June,  September,  and  De- 
cember. 

Special  gifts  for  Life  Memberships  and  Memorials,  also  for  Scholarships, 
Home  and  Foreign,  are  to  be  continued.  See  page  24  in  "The  Guide." 

Blanks  prepared  by  headquarters  have  been  sent  out  to  all  Treasurers  for  these 
four    reports.    Pay    careful    attention    to    filling    out    these    blanks    correctly.    It    is 
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very  important  that  each  blank  carry  the  name   of  the  church,  the  name  of  the 
district,  the  name  of  the  Treasurer  and  her  address. 

Number  8  on  the  Efficiency  Aim  requires  an  increase  over  the  previous  year 
in  offerings  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer.  To  accomplish  this  end,  urge 
tithing,  systematic  and  sacrificial   giving. 

Note  that  cash   for  supplies  is  now  to  be  sent  to  the   Conference  Treasurer. 
Do   not  be   afraid   of  asking  largely.   Take  it   for   granted   that  most  people 
like  to  give.  Never  apologize  for  asking  for  money  for  the  kingdom  of  God.

PLEDGE  SERVICE 


As  we  go  now  into  our  Pledge  Service,  we  want  it  to  be  a  service  not  only  of 
financial  pledges,  but  really  a  dedication  service  of  all  our  powers  for  the  work 
we  are  trying  to  do  in  the  Master's  name.  We  will  make  a  little  innovation  in 
the  plan  which  has  been  heretofore  used  in  taking  the  pledges. 

All  the  District  Secretaries  will  come  and  stand  around  the  altar.  Mrs. 
Weaver  will  stand  here  in  the  center  holding  the  receptacle  for  the  offering. 
As  each  Secretary  makes  her  pledge,  she  will  recite  an  appropriate  Scripture 
verse  or  sentiment.  While  the  Secretary  makes  the  pledge  for  her  district,  we  trust 
she  has  conferred  with  all  her  delegation,  and  we  are  asking  all  the  women 
present  from  a  district  to  show  their  loyalty  and  support  by  standing  as  their 
representative  offers  the  pledge.  At  this  time,  if  any  woman  should  feel  moved 
to  offer  a  special  gift  for  Memorial  Fund  or  Life  Membership,  let  her  speak 
before  the  next  district  is  called. 

The  Memorial  Fund  is  now  #50.00;  Adult  Life  Memberships  are  $25.00; 
Baby,  $5.00;  Junior,  $10.00;  and  Youth,  $15.00. 

When  all  pledges  have  been  made,  the  Secretaries  will  kneel  around  the  altar, 
while   Mrs.  DeVinney  offers  a   prayer  of  consecration  and  dedication. 
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In  Kahlil  Gabran's  "The  Prophet,"  there  occurs  a  little  essay  on  "GIVING." 
I  shall  read  just  a  part  of  it — 

Then  said  a  rich  man,  Speak  to  us  of  giving.  And  he  answered:  You  give 
but  little  when  you  give  of  your  possessions.  It  is  when  you  give  of  yourself 
that  you  truly  give.  For  what  are  possessions  but  things  you  keep  and  guard  for 
fear  you  may  need  them  tomorrow?   And  what  is  fear  of  need,  but  need  itself? 

There  are  those  who  give  little  of  the  much  they  have — and  they  give  it  for 
recognition,  and  their  hidden  desire  makes  their  gifts  unwholesome.  There  are 
those  who  have  little,  and  give  it  all.  These  are  the  believers  in  life  and  the 
bounty  of  life,  and  their  coffer  is  never  empty. 

There  are  those  who  give  with  joy,  and  that  joy  is  their  reward.  And  there 
are  those  who  give  with  pain,  and  that  pain  is  their  baptism. 

And  there  are  those  who  give,  and  know  not  pain  in  giving,  nor  do  they 
seek  joy,  nor  give  with  mindfulness  of  virtue;  they  give  as  in  yonder  valley  the 
myrtle  breathes  its  fragrance  into  space.  Through  the  hands  of  such  as  these 
God  speaks,  and  from  behind  their  eyes  He  smiles  upon  the  earth.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  YOUNG  WOMEN'S  AND 
GIRLS'  WORK 

My  department  of  work  is  new  to  some  of  our  people  in  the  South  since  the 
former  Southern  women  did  not  organize  their  girls  and  young  women  except  as 
they  came  into  the  women's  groups.  The  former  Protestant  and  Northern  churches 
did  have  girls  and  young  women  organized  but  it  was  grouped  in  the  same 
department  as  the  Children's  Work.  However,  even  though  it  is  a  somewhat  new 
fjeld  of  work,  I  ask  you  is  it  not  an  important  field:  Within  a  few  years,  the 
girls  and  young  women  of  your  church  will  be  the  leaders  in  the  women's  work 
of  your  church.  How  can  they  be  prepared  for  this  great  task  and  responsibility 
unless  we  organize  and  train  them: 

Believing  with  all  my  heart  every  church  in  our  Conference  should  strive  to 
organize  the  girls  and  young  women  into  missionary  groups,  I  shall  try  to  give 
you  some  of  the  plans  for  such  organizations. 

It  has  been  decided  to  call  these  groups  "Girls'  Missionary  Organizations"  or 
"Girls'  Missionary  Groups,"  and  shall  include  girls  from  12-23.  When  the 
young  women  pass  the  age  of  2  3,  they  are  expected  to  go  into  a  circle  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  or  into  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  The 
girls  and  young  women  should  be  organized  and  have  their  own  officers.  They 
should  accept  a  certain  amount  on  the  missionary  budget  of  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service  and  their  money  should  channel  through  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Woman's  Society. 

The  girls  and  young  women  do  not  have  responsibility  in  the  field  of  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  for  theirs  is  a  missionary 
organization.  However,  they  should  have  some  service  projects  such  as  putting 
flowers  in  the  church  certain  Sundays,  caring  for  the  babies  during  service  and 
many  other  projects  which  one  may  find  in  the  local  church.  They  should  also 
do  some  supply  work  and  I  feel  sure  Mrs.  Harbison,  our  Conference  Secretary 
of  Supplies,  could  suggest  a  good  many  ways  in  which  a  group  of  girls  or  young 
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women  could  make  a  contribution.   I  hope  that  each  girls'  group   will  do  some- 
thing along  this  line  before  the  year  is  ended. 

We  have  said  to  many  of  you  who  have  wanted  to  go  ahead  and  organize 
new  groups  in  this  field  to  wait  until  we  could  release  some  of  the  new  plans. 
The  new  plans  are  not  released  as  yet  but  our  headquarters  report  progress  in  the 
program  for  youth.  It  is  their  feeling  that  since  we  are  laying  foundations,  we 
want  them  to  be  firm  for  future  building  and  to  this  we  will  all  agree.  In  the 
meantime,  while  we  are  waiting  for  these  plans  to  be  released,  there  are  oppor- 
tunities for  girls  and  young  women  for  study  and  fellowship  in  looking  toward 
future  organization.  Girls  and  young  women  may  join,  individually  or  as  circles, 
in  the  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  Such  a  group,  meeting  regu- 
larly for  study  and  discussion,  will  become  acquainted  with  the  projects  and 
total  interests  of  the  Woman's  Division  and  be  better  prepared  to  make  a  finer 
contribution  to  the  future  young  people's  work. 

Girls  from  12-18  will  find  stimulating  programs  in  the  little  booklet,  "En 
Route."  This  program  material  is  based  on  the  books,  "Move  On,  Youth"  by 
Nail  and  "Stand  By  for  China"  by  Poteat.  The  young  women's  groups  will 
enjoy  using  "I  Traced  the  Line  of  the  Horizon,"  which  is  the  material  for 
societies  not  formerly  organized.  And  I  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
Plan  Book  for  this  group  which  gives  the  present  plans  for  organizing.  All  of 
this  material  may  be  secured  from  headquarters  in  Cincinnati. 

We  are  especially  anxious  that  none  of  the  present  organizations  of  girls 
and  young  women  shall  be  lost.  Continue  the  organization  according  to  the 
suggestions  in  the  Plan  Book  and  when  the  new  plans  are  released,  reorganize 
them  in  line  with  the  new  Youth  program. 

To  you  who  are  anxious  to  organize  a  new  group,  do  not  hesitate  another 
day  but  organize  them  into  a  circle  of  the  Woman's  Society  and  let  them  begin 
their  missionary  training  and  work  until  the  new  plans  are  worked  out. 

I  do  so  want  to  see  the  girls  and  young  women  given  a  chance  to  use  their 
talents  in  missionary  work  and  so  toward  that  end,  I  pledge  you  my  co-operation 
and  ask  yours.  As  soon  as  new  plans  are  released,  I  shall  send  them  to  you, 
through  personal  correspondence,  our  page  in  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Ad- 
vocate, and  wherever  I  go  to  contact  these  groups.  I  AM  YOUR  SECRETARY 
OF  YOUNG  WOMEN'S  AND  GIRLS'  WORK  and  shall  be  happy  to  serve  you 
in  any  way  I  can. 

In  closing,  I  want  to  give  to  you  the  Daily  Prayer  that  Mrs.  Grace  Noll 
Crowell  has  written  especially  for  the  Young  Women  and  Girls  of  our  Methodist 
Church.  It  is  entitled  THE  MORNING  DAYS": 

These  are   the   "morning"   days — God  help    us  keep 
The  clear  clean  shine  of  dawn  within  our  eyesj 
Help  us  to  sow  good  seed  that  we  may  reap 
The  autumn  gold,  and  dear  Lord,  make  us  wise 
To  use  the  swift  glad  hours  of  youth  for  Thee; 
Help  us  keep  faith  with  loveliness,  we  pray, 
And  give  us  the  vision,  Lord,  that  we  may  see 
That  Thou  art  walking  with  us  day  by  day.

We,  the  Committee,  recommend : 

( 1 )  That  every  local  Society  of  Christian  Service  elect  a  Secretary  of  Young 
Women's  and  Girls'  Work,  the  same  to  organize  and  supervise  these  groups  and 
report  to  the  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

(2 )  That  we  begin  immediately  to  encourage  girls  and  young  women  to 
join  individually  or  as  circles  in  the  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
looking  forward  to  the  new  program  for  youth. 

(3)  That  organized  groups  of  young  women  and  girls  secure  and  use  the 
suggested  material  for  these  groups. 

(+J  That  organized  groups  of  Young  Women  and  Girls  make  a  pledge  on 
the  Missionary  budget  of  the  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian   Service. 

(5)  That  organized  groups  of  young  women  and  girls  accept  definite 
projects  in  supply  work.  We  are  recommending  that  these  groups  take  for  their 
special  attention  the  needs  of  Pfeiffer  Junior  College  and  The  Allen  Home  and 
School.  These  needs  will  be  found  in  the  recommendations  of  the  Supply  Com- 
mittee. 

(6)  That  the  Secretaries  in  the  local  societies  be  urged  to  fill  in  report 
blanks  provided  for  their  use  in  order  that  we  might  know  just  how  much  work 
is  being  done  in  this  field. 

(7 )  That  special  attention  be  called  to  the  Honorary  Youth  Membership 
for  $15.00,  as  set  forth  on  page  24  of  "The  Guide."

REPORT  OF  SUNNY  ACRES 


May  I  tell  you  how  the  church  has  used  Sunny  Acres  this  year? 

It  has  been  used  locally  by  individual  churches  and  by  county,  district  and 
Conference  groups. 

Some  of  the  near-by  churches  come  for  one  session.  Sometimes  for  a  Workers' 
Council,  a  departmental  group,  some  special  meeting  of  a  Bible  class,  or  a 
Woman's  Society  for  their  regular  work,  or  all  day  retreat,  Week  of  Prayer 
services,  or  Study  classes. 

The  largest  number  of  groups  has  been  of  Young  People's  Retreats.  In  these 
retreats  the  young  people  are  at  Sunny  Acres,  usually,  a  day  and  night;  occa- 
sionally, longer. 

Most  of  the  Young  People's  groups  have  well-planned  programs,  their  own 
leaders,  and  come  expecting  to  accomplish  something  worth  while.  Members  of 
our  Educational  Board  have  met  with  some  of  the  retreats,  and  been  most  helpful. 

Our  Board  of  Religious  Education  has  had  several  conferences  at  Sunny 
Acres,  such  as  District  Leaders  and  Union  Presidents  of  Young  People  of  the 
Conference,  leading  Young  Adults  from  the  churches  of  the  Conference,  and 
leaders  of  the  Conference  in  Children's  Work.  Miss  Oliver,  with  Miss  Skinner 
from  Nashville,  Tenn.,  is  holding  a  Coaching  Conference  for  leaders  in  Bible 
School  work  this  week-end.   Last  May  she  held  a   four-day  institute  for  helpers 
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in    Vacation    Bible    Schools    at    Sunny    Acres.    There    is    a    possibility    of    another 
institute  there  this  May. 

Again  our  Conference  Council  of  Religious  Education  with  Bishop  Purcell, 
his  District  Superintendents,  the  Board  of  Religious  Education  and  some  of  our 
educational  teachers  met  at  Sunny  Acres  in  February. 

Then,  last  but  not  least,  our  ladies  of  the  Conference  Executive  Committee 
had  their  Mid-winter  Meeting  at  our  place,  as  they  have  for  a  number  of  years. 
Their  coming  is  always  a  bright  spot  on  our  calendar. 

Besides  the  strictly  church  groups  there  are  miscellaneous  meetings,  sometimes 
socials  of  local  groups,  4-H  Club,  Countv  Woman's  Club,  etc. 

In  previous  vears  a  part  of  the  summer  has  been  reserved  for  children  that 
have  been  coming  from  Winston-Salem,  but  last  summer  we  also  had  a  group  of 
county  children  for  three  weeks. 

Because  of  questions  asked  me,  may  I  say:  we  do  not  have  crowds  for  house 
parties.  There  are  so  many  other  places  for  such,  but  the  place  is  used  by  those 
who  wish  to  come  apart  to  a  quiet  place  with  a  real  desire  for  worship,  study 
and  fellowship.

REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY 
Mrs.  A.  L.  Thompso?i 

A  call  from  Bishop  Clare  Purcell  to  the  Methodist  women  of  Western  North 
Carolina  brought  to  Broad  Street  Church,  Statesville,  on  October  1st,  194-0,  women 
from  all  parts  of  the  Conference  and  from  the  three  United  Churches,  who  with 
faith  and  enthusiasm  gathered  for  the  organization  of  a  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Cristian  Service;  bringing  inspiration  and  interest  in  the  formation  of 
a  new  organization  through  which  women  of  our  church  could  find  expression 
of  Christian   service   on   home   and   foreign  fields. 

After  an  explanation  of  the  new  plans  for  the  Conference  Societv,  officers 
were  elected  and  the  installation  service  conducted  bv  Bishop  Purcell.  Delegates 
were  elected  for  the  organization  of  the  Jurisdiction   Conference  in  December. 

According  to  the  report  at  this  meeting  there  were  organized  during  the 
month  of  September,  5  66  Charter  Societies  of  Christian  Service,  with  a  member- 
ship of  21,138.  Thus  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  began  its  activities 
for  future  service  under  the  new  regime  with  interest  and  enthusiasm,  inspired 
by  a  faith  comparable  to  that  of  our  pioneer  missionary  women,  who  blazed  the 
trail,  opened  the  road  and  laid  a  foundation  upon  which  the  women  of  our  great 
Methodist  Church  must  continue  to  build. 

Soon  after  the  organization  of  the  Conference  Societv,  the  eleven  districts  in 
the  Conference  were  organized,  and  zone  meetings,  under  the  new  district  set-up, 
were  held   in   the  different  districts  with   obligations  and  pledges  assumed. 

At  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  meeting  in  Richmond,  ours  was  the  only 
Conference  to  report  district  organization.  We  rejoice  with  our  District  Corres- 
ponding Secretaries  in  the  set-up  of  district  organization  and  feel,  united  as  we 
are  in  this  great  service,  that  we  will  go  forward  in  our  work  with  faith,  cour- 
age and  determination. 
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Now,  as  we  enter  into  a  new  organization,  we  need  all  the  help  and  informa- 
tion in  the  different  departments  that  we  can  get.  Plan  leaflets,  Prayer  Cards, 
Efficiency  Aims,  handbooks,  report  blanks  and  record  books  and  other  necessary 
helps  and  literature  may  be  obtained  from  our  new  Literature  Headquarters, 
420  Plum  St.,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Helps  of  great  value  will  come  through  our  publications.  The  World  Outlook, 
our  general  missionary  magazine  for  the  Methodist  Church,  will  give  us  a 
"world  outlook"  on  the  various  activities  in  our  fields  of  service.  The  Methodist 
Woman,  our  new  magazine  which  is  the  official  organ  of  the  Woman's  Division 
and  an  authority  on  ways  and  means,  will  be  a  useful  agent  in  promoting  plans 
and  methods  in  the  woman's  work.  Our  Conference  Secretary  of  Literature  and 
Publications,  Mrs.  R.  C.  Kennedy,  will  be  glad  to  give  you  help  and  suggestions 
about  the  campaign  for  these  publications,  which  is  to  culminate  in  May  in  a 
nation-wide  appeal  from  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  for 
100,000  subscribers. 

The  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate,  our  Conference  paper,  deserves  our 
especial  attention,  for  through  its  generous  management,  the  Editors  have  given 
us  a  whole  page  of  space  for  the  Woman's  work  which  is  most  efficiently  done 
by  our  Conference  Editor,  Mrs.  W.  R.  Harris.  This  space  was  given  us  with  the 
request  that  an  Advocate  Agent  be  appointed  in  each  Society  to  secure  subscrip- 
tions for  this  paper.  Already  the  pictures  of  three  of  our  District  Corresponding 
Secretaries  have  appeared  in  the  Advocate  as  having  an  Agent  in  each  Society 
in  their  district.  We  hope  soon  to  see  the  entire  number  of  eleven  Secretaries  in 
our  Advocate  with  their  districts  100%. 

The  Million  Member  Movement  started  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  1940  and 
the  first  quarter  of  our  organization  has  as  its  objective  two  million,  two  hundred 
thousand  members  in  the  Woman's  Division  in  the  next  quadrennium,  which 
means  only  by  personal  effort  of  each  member  can  the  success  of  this  plan  be 
assured.  Attractive  membership  cards  upon  which  the  names  of  new  members 
and  the  personal  worker  may  be  written  are  free  at  Literature  Headquarters, 
for  the  postage.  Local  Presidents  should  order  these  cards  at  once  and  present  the 
plan  to  their  Society,  if  they  have  not  already  done  so. 

Reports  for  this  quarter  show  572  societies,  27  new  societies,  115  Young 
Women's  Circles  with  1,360  new  members  added  this  quarter,  giving  a  total 
in  both  Adult  Societies  and  Young  Women's  Circles  of  23,325  members.  137 
societies  promoted  Baby  Specials. 

Report  of  the  work  done  in  the  other  three  quarters  of  1940  under  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  will  be  found  recorded  in  our  Conference  Minutes. 

The  Spiritual  Life  Committees  can  and  should  be  a  powerful  force  in  our 
church;  206  active  Committees  were  reported  in  this  quarter.  As  we  go  out  to 
organize  new  societies,  may  this  Committee  be  selected  prayerfully  and  carefully, 
and  our  aim  be  to  enlist  every  woman  in  our  program  of  work,  and  a  society  in 
every  church  where  it  is  possible  to  do  so. 
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COMMITTEE  ON  ORGANIZATION  AND  PROMOTION 

With  the  union  of  five  organizations  in  the  Woman's  Work,  the  present  year 
furnishes  new  opportunities  to  bring  every  department  in  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service  up  to  the  high  standard  for  which  the  past  was  a  prepara- 
tion, and  which  the  future  demands  if  we  are  to  attain  the  standard  set  for  our 
new  organization.  Therefore,  this  year  should  be  a  period  of  intensive  cultivation 
in  every  department  of  the  organization  through  its  regular  channels.  To  this 
end  we  recommend: 

1.  That  there  be  a  rededication  of  the  leadership  and  entire  membership 
of  the  organization  to  renewed  prayer  and  effort  for  the  Kingdom. 

2.  That  the  year's  program  be  one  of  intensive  education  and  cultivation. 

3.  That  a  Society  of  Christian  Service  be  organized,  where  possible,  in  every 
unorganized  charge  in  the  Conference  through  counsel  with  the  District  Superin- 
tendents, pastors  and  women  of  local  church.  Also  to  encourage  the  organization 
of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  especially  in  those  charges  where  the  business, 
professional,  and  women  in  industry  are  not  now  actively  engaged  in  a  mission- 
ary organization. 

4.  That  every  member  assume  the  responsibility  of  enlisting  new  members 
and  help  carry  forward  the  two  Million  Member  Movement. 

5.  That  a  close  check  be  kept  on  Conference  income  such  as  increase  in 
regular  maintenance  funds  through  intensive  cultivation  of  all  offerings,  pledges, 
life  memberships,  etc. 

6.  That  great  stress  be  put  on  cultivation  of  young  women  for  trained 
leadership  in  our  new  church. 

7.  That  missionary  literature  and  information  be  furnished  parents  of  chil- 
dren under  six  and  gift  boxes  be  given  to  encourage  offerings. 

8.  In  our  endeavor  to  build  steadily  on  the  educational,  social  and  spiritual 
processes  of  our  organization  and  realizing  the  value  of  our  publications,  the 
Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook,  we  urge  that  great  effort  to  be  put  forth 
to  do  our  part  in  the  nation-wide  appeal  made  by  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  for  a  campaign  to  secure  one  hundred  thousand  subscriptions 
to  these  publications.  It  is  recommended  that  every  Society  promote  our  own 
church  paper,  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate. 

9.  Realizing  the  value  of  prayer  we  urge  that  every  Society  have  a  Spiritual 
Life  Group  and  join  in  the  prayer  project  under  the  World  Federation  of  Meth- 
odist Women.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

Mrs.   George  Hoyle 

The  month  of  October,  1940,  provides  a  memorable  date  in  the  history  of 
Woman's  Work  in  the  Methodist  Church  of  our  W.  N.  C.  Conference.  At  that 
time — October  1,  in  Broad  Street  Church,  Statesville — the  new  organization, 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  was  formed  and  leaders  for  the  various 
divisions   of  work   were   chosen.   As  Secretary   of    Children's   Work,    I   am    fully 
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aware  of  the  needs  and  expectations  of  those  whom  I  serve,  and  I  commit  myself 
to  the  important  task  which  lies  before  me,  happy  to  have  a  part  in  this  great 
united  Methodism  which  is  better  prepared  than  were  any  of  the  three  uniting 
churches  to  carry  forward  the  responsibilities  which  are  ours. 

In  November  a  most  pleasant  and  profitable  experience  was  given  me  through 
invitation  from  Miss  Elizabeth  Oliver,  of  The  Board  of  Christian  Education, 
to  meet  with  her  District  Directors  of  Children's  Work  in  their  annual  two-day 
session  at  Sunny  Acres.  The  time  was  spent  together  in  happy  fellowship,  mutual 
interest  and  better  understanding  of  plans  for  missionarv  education  of  children 
which  will  be  definitely  emphasized  in  our  Conference  this  year.  The  pledge  of 
their  whole-hearted  co-operation   is  already  oringing  results. 

December  5-6  are  red  letter  days  in  my  experience.  This  date  marks  the  time 
of  the  charter  meeting  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Conference  of  the  Wo- 
man's Society  of  Christian  Service  which  was  held  at  Centenary  Methodist 
Church,  Richmond,  Va.,  and  to  which  I  had  the  high  honor  and  happy  privilege 
of  attending  as  one  of  the  six  elected  delegates  from  this  Conference.  This  meet- 
ing held  a  new  experience  for  each  delegate  from  the  seventeen  Conferences 
which  make  up  our  Jurisdiction;  there  was  splendid  fellowship  and  although 
organizational,  each  session  was  inspiring  and  worth  while  and  left  in  my  mind 
a  broadened  outlook  for  our  field  service  around  the  world. 

Taking  the  place  of  the  regular  second  report  of  the  year,  and  somewhat  out 
of  the  usual  order,  a  questionnaire  was  mailed  to  each  Secretary  early  in  Decem- 
ber, which  pertained  to  the  co-operative  plan,  reasons  for  its  success  or  failure 
in  her  church  and  asking  for  suggestions  for  improvement.  There  were  in  turn 
sent  to  Nashville  to  be  studied  by  the  Inter  Board  Committee,  which  has  the 
responsibility  of  developing  co-operative  plans  for  the  missionary  education  of 
children.  This  Committee  reports  progress  and  we  are  hopeful  that  the  final 
working  out  of  the  new  plan  will  not  be  long  delayed,  for  I  am  sure  you  are 
eager  to  know,  as  I  am,  along"  what  lines  the  work  will  proceed  in  the  future. 
We  are  sure  that  the  plan  will  mean  enlarged  opportunities  for  our  children. 

Contrarv  to  the  custom  of  the  past  years,  reports  are  to  be  made  quarterly, 
on  blanks  provided  in  the  record  and  report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  The  plan  of  channeling  these 
reports  to  District  or  Conference  officers  will  be  decided  later.  It  is  of  course 
understood  that  present  plans  for  work  with  children  are  to  be  continued  until 
new  plans  have  been  developed.  Directions  regarding  the  work  will  be  sent  out 
in  plenty  of  time. 

That  means  that,  as  usual,  May  will  be  the  month  for  our  Spring  missionary 
units,  each  church  using  for  study  the  missionary  topics  found  in  the  regular 
church  school  literature.  The  pamphlet,  "What  Is  My  Job: "  (revised  October, 
1940),  and  the  World  Friendship  Bulletin  contains  clear  suggestions  and  methods 
of  procedure  during  these  current  months.  Four  hundred  have  been  mailed  but 
if  you  failed  to  get  yours,  I  can  still  supply  you. 

The  fall  unit  was  on  China  and  appeared  in  the  group  graded  literature  in 
January.  All  schools  were  asked  to  get  "Junior  Lessons,"  "Our  Little  People," 
"Elementary  Teacher"  and  other  suggested  helps  and  use  this  topic  in  January 
or  soon  thereafter.  No  report  of  this  study  has  been  asked  for,  as  yet,  but  many 
volunteer  letters  from  widely  scattered  areas  give  worth  while  and  rich  experi- 
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ences  that  the  children  have  been  having',  indicating-  interest  and  enthusiasm 
which  is  indeed  gratifying'. 

The  year  1941  has  started  and  marks  a  new  year  for  each  Secretary  and  a 
beginning  for  every  child.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  foundations  of  character  arc 
laid  in  childhood,  it  is  quite  essential  that  those  of  us  who  lead  children  should 
be  prepared  for  this  work  by  understanding  child  life.  To  accomplish  this  pur- 
pose, the  church  is  providing  a  program  of  leadership  education,  having  training 
courses  dealing  with  all  phases  of  work  with  the  children  and  we  heartily  recom- 
mend these,  realizing  the  benefits  that  will  come  to  workers  through  these  study 
courses. 

Each  dav  in  children's  lives  brings  a  variety  of  experiences.  It  is  our  privilege 
so  to  enrich  these  experiences  that  the  children  may  develop  Christian  attitudes 
toward  all  people  and  have  a  desire  to  share  God's  love  with  children  every- 
where. May  we  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  task  and  may  God  give  us  vision  and 
nower  for  our  work. 


RECOMMENDATIONS  FROM  COMMITTEE  ON 
CHILDREN'S  WORK 

1.  (a)  The  use  in  all  churches  of  the  Co-operative  Plan  for  Missionary 
TTnits. 

(b)  The  election  as  Secretarv  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  of  a  strong,  able  person,  already  working  in  the  Children's 
Division  of  the  local  church,  or  a  person  who  will  become  a  worker  with  chil- 
dren and  a  member  of  the  Council  of  Children's  Workers  of  the  local  church. 

2.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  in  the  local  churches  study  the 
regular  closely  and  group  graded  literature  of  the  Methodist  Church  used  by 
children  in  Sundav  sessions,  week-dav  sessions,  vacation  schools  and  any  other 
meetings  for  children  and  to  plan  with  the  Superintendent  of  the  Children's 
Division  and  workers  to  enrich  these  studies  with  the  best  available  helps  in  the 
field  of  Missionarv  Education  and  that  guidance  for  this  be  given  local  church 
workers  by  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

3.  That  an  effort  be  made  by  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work,  working 
through  the  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Division  and  Church  Council  of 
Children's  Workers  to  interpret  World  Service  Sundav  to  children  and  guide 
them  in  their  missionarv  offerings. 

4.  That  the  local  church  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  interpret  the  work 
being  done  along  lines  of  Missionary  Education  with  children  of  the  local  church, 
to  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  under  which  she  holds  office,  thereby 
securing  the  interest  of  adults  of  the  church  in  this  important  work. 

5.  That  reports  be  made  quarterly  on  blanks  provided  in  the  Record  and 
Report  Book  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  local  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service.

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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  MISSIONARY  EDUCATION 

AND  SERVICE 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne 

As  I  attempt  to  bring-  you  my  report  I  feel  like  a  peafowl  looks  who  has  lost 
most  of  its  gorgeous  plumage.  Perhaps  the  majority  of  the  officers  have  felt  the 
same  way  for  nearly  all  of  us  were  officers  in  former  organizations  and  we  are 
accustomed  to  make  reports,  not  for  three  months,  but  for  a  whole  year.  There 
is  quite  a  difference. 

My  full  report  for  1  940  will  be  published  in  the  Conference  Minutes.  It  will 
list  all  the  local  societies  winning  Council  recognition  during  the  first  three 
quarters  of  the  year.  You  will  also  find  a  complete  list  of  the  societies  attaining 
the  honor  roll  by  having  three  studies.  The  statistics  I  give  you  now  are  from 
October  1 -December  31.  During  this,  our  first  quarter  in  Missionary  Education 
in  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  vou  did  splendid  work.  You  women 
are  getting  better  and  better  and  I  hope,  wiser  and  wiser!  The  70  Jurisdictional 
classes  reported  were  all  good — and  some  were  the  very  best  I  have  ever  received. 
Mrs.  D.  R.  Little,  our  Jurisdictional  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  compli- 
mented them  very  highly.  The  reports  of  the  Conference  classes  in  Mission  and 
Bible  Study  also  showed  marked  improvement,  in  preparation  for  teaching  and 
in  participation  and  real  studv  by  the  class  members.

From  now  on  your  Jurisdictional  classes  will  be  judged  by  your  Conference 
Secretary  and  you  will  not  be  so  long  in  getting  your  certificates.  Our  new 
certificates  are  printed  on  postal  cards  and  I  have  already  mailed  them  to  the 
fourth  quarter  winners. 

Asheville  District  reached  the  highest  percentage  in  Council  and  Jurisdictional 
classes  ever  attained  in  our  Conference — 66%.  But  Greensboro,  Statesville,  and 
Salisbury  were  not  far  behind.  Charlotte  District  alone  averaged  3  books  studied. 
Our  Conference  average  was  2.4  books. 

There  are  still  a  few  societies  that  do  not  have  even  ONE  study.  In  the 
Charlotte  District  there  were  only  four  and  in  the  Waynesville  District,  only 
six  societies  that  were  in  that  class  last  year.  Can't  we  be  the  first  Conference 
in  Methodism  to  report  a  district  with  a  class  in  EVERY  society? 

Some  confusion  has  arisen  about  the  Bible  study  as  the  first  instructions  we 
received  have  been  changed.  A  letter  from  Mrs.  Bourne  written  March  19  says: 
"All  regular  study  courses  are  co-ordinated  and  promoted  by  the  Secretary  of 
Missionarv  Education.  .  .  .  She  reports  the  classes  and  their  work.  The  Chairman 
of  Spiritual  Life  accepts  her  responsibility  for  promoting  Bible  Study  in  the 
way  the  society  decides  upon,   with  agreement  between   these  two   officers." 

Our  ideal  to  be  attained  is  to  have  one  study  class  each  quarter.  Point  5  on 
the  Efficiency  Aim  says  that  we  must  have  three  studies  and  those  societies  that 
have  the  three  studies  will  again  be  given  a  place  on  the  honor  roll  for  study. 
These  three  studies  may  be  a  Bible  or  Christian  Social  Relations  Study  and  two 
mission  studies  or  thev  may  be  three  mission  studies,  such  as  our  home  and 
foreign  mission  studies  and  the  book  taught  by  our  pastors  in  their  Schools  of 
Missions. 

We  will  have  two  tvpes  of  classes — the  Jurisdictional  and  the  Conference 
class.  Before  vou  begin  a  Jurisdictional  class,  write  to  me  for  a  report  blank 
so  you  may  study  the  requirements.  The  quarterly  report  blanks  on  which  you 
report  your  Conference  and  Bible  classes  will  be  found  in  the  new  Report  Books 
for  your  Corresponding  Secretary.  Now  don't  make  the  mistake  about  me  that 
many  Study  leaders  in  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  used  to  make.  They 
thought  I  had  remarkable  optic  powers — was  'very  farsighted!  They  believed  I 
could  sit  in  my  home  and  look  10,  25,  50,  100  and  even  200  miles  away  and 
see  a  group  of  women  gathering  at  Central  or  Bethel  or  First  Church  or  Pleasant 
Grove,  or  any  other  Methodist  Church.  I  could  recognize  the  leader  getting  up 
and  even  read  the  title  of  the  book  in  her  hand. 

"Fine,"  I  would  say.  "They  are  going  to  have  a  mission  study  class.  I  wonder 
if  it  is  to  be  a  Conference  or  a  Council  class?" 

Then  I  would  look  on  the  back  seat  in  the  church.  If  there  were  lots  of 
queer  looking  packages  there  I  would  know  it  was  to  be  an  all-day  meeting — 
a  Conference  class.  If  there  was  no  food,  I  would  guess  that  it  was  to  be  a 
Council  class  and  look  in  on  it  again  next  day. 
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Now,  I  am  not  farsighted  at  all.  In  fact,  I  am  so  nearsighted  that  I  can 
hardly  recognize  the  women  in  the  rear  of  the  church!  The  only  way  I  have 
ever  known  about  classes  in  the  past  and  will  ever  know  about  them  in  the 
future  is  when  vou  write  them  down  in  black  and  white  and  send  them  to  me! 

Our  booklets  will  run  from  October  to  October  but  our  year's  work  will 
be   from  January  to  January. 

"Uprooted  Americans"  was  widely  studied  last  fall — 181  classes  and  it  was 
worth  all  of  our  efforts  for  the  women  have  certainly  been  aroused  to  the 
problem  of  the  migrant  and  are  sincerely  trying  to  do  something  about  it.  Many 
societies  are  already  working  on  their  classes  on  China  and  others  are  studying 
"Methodism's  World  Mission"  with  their  pastors. 

We  are  delighted  to  tell  you  that  we  will  again  have  our  training  class  at 
Duke  University,  June  2-7,  during  the  Pastors'  School.  Mrs.  W.  G.  Cram  will 
r^ach  our  new  fall  study  "Christianity  and  World  Order."  I  urge  you  to  send  the 
Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  in  your  society.  The  total  cost  for  five  days, 
including  registration,  room  and  meals,  is  less  than  $5.00.  If  interested,  write 
to  me  for  literature.  If  you  can  go  to  Duke,  perhaps  you  can  attend  the  School 
of  Missions  and  the  Missionary  Conference  at  Junaluska.  This  will  be  from 
July  24-August  5.  Five  courses  are  offered  for  women — both  the  home  and 
foreign  mission  studies,  a  Bible  study,  a  course  on  the  Christian  Home,  and  a 
course  on  Methods  of  Teaching. 

You  women  who  are  leaders  now  have  never  been  slackers.  You  have  worked 
lard  anywhere  from  janitor  to  president.  You  have  studied  and  kept  your  minds 
alert  and  wide  open  to  <jrasp  any  missionary  knowledge  that  came  your  way. 
Today,  as  never  before,  does  God  need  women  of  keen  intelligence  and  complete 
understanding  of  the  whole  missionary  program.  Only  by  study  can  we  know 
the  needs  of  the  men,  women  and  children  at  home  and  abroad.  Today  the 
secular  world  is  calling  loudly  and  incessantly  for  skilled  laborers.  So  calls  the 
church  of  God,  where  "the  harvest  is  white  and  the  laborers  few" — -and  many 
of  these  few  are  unskilled.  Christianity,  fighting  in  many  lands,  for  its  very 
existence,  calls  for  vou  women  with  souls  big  enough  and  minds  trained  well 
enough  to  accept  responsibility  for  a  world  task.  You  are  not  going  to  fail  your 
church  and  your  Lord  in  this  critical  hour,  are  your  "Knowledge  is  power" — 
grasp  it  and  ask  for  help  to  use  it  wisely.  Then  with  love,  faith  and  courage 
go  forth  to  be  a  skilled  Christian  laborer  "that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed." 


MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE 

The  Committee  recommends: 

1.  That  our  chief  objective  for  the  year  will  be  to  have  at  least  ONE 
study  class  in  EVERY  society. 

2.  That  we  will  co-operate  fully  with  our  pastors  in  their  Schools  of  Mis- 
sions. We  will  read  and  study  "Methodism's  World  Mission"  and  attend  all 
classes  regularly. 

3.  That  every  society  that  can  possibly  do  so  will  send  their  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Education  to  our  training  school  at  Duke  University,  June  2-7,  during 
the  Pastors'  School. 
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4.  That  we  will  continue  to  have  our  Study  Leaders'  Meetings  in  September 
and  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  in  every  society  will  make  a  special 
effort  to  be  present. 

5.  That  we  will  accept  as  our  mission  studies  from  October  1,  1941,  to 
October  1,  1942,  the  topics,  "Christianity  and  World  Order"  and  "Christianity 
and  American  Democracy." 

NOTE :     To   attain   point    5    on    the   Efficiency   Aim,    a   society   must   have   three

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL 
RELATIONS  AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 

Mrs.  R.  M.  Andrews 

In  the  very  outset,  I  wish  to  express  my  deep  gratitude  to  Mrs.  W.  A. 
Newell  for  her  wise  counsel;  to  Mrs.  W.  H.  McCain  for  her  kindness  in 
explaining  to  me  the  intricacies  of  the  work  of  this  office  dealing  with  Christian 
Social  Relations,  and  for  furnishing  me  the  forms  for  the  reports  from  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  1940.  These 
forms  were  of  great  assistance  at  the  end  of  the  year.  I  wish  also  to  thank  Mrs. 
L.  V.  Scott,  Secretary  of  this  Department  in  the  Winston-Salem  District,  for 
representing  the  Conference  in  planning  the  forthcoming  Leadership  Training 
School  at  Hanes  Institutional  Church,  Winston-Salem.  I  wish  also  to  thank  all 
the  District  Secretaries  of  this  Department  for  whatever  they  have  done  or  will 
do  in  making,  as  it  were,  "bricks  without  straw,"  since  the  Conference,  as  such, 
supplies  no  funds  for  their  work. 

To  the  Conference  I  am  grateful  for  the  wonderful  privilege  of  serving 
as  one  of  its  six  representatives  at  the  Jurisdictional  Conference.  It  was  an 
experience  filled  with  inspiration  and  information. 

I  have  attend  one  District  and  three  Zone  meetings,  explaining  the  work  of 
this  Department  as  best  I  could.  I  even  filled-in  for  a  missionary  who  was 
scheduled  for  a  talk  and  was  unable  to  be  present. 

There  have  been  numerous  letters  asking  for  information,  all  of  which  I 
have  answered  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  sometimes  spending  hours  on  the  answer 
to  one  letter. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  1941  I  sent  a  letter  to  every  local  Secretary  in 
the  Conference. 

The  necessity  of  finishing  out  the  year  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  which  began  in  January,  1940,  with  all  former  Secretaries  carrying  on  as 
before  Union,  resulted  in  my  having  almost  no  report  for  the  first  three  months 
of  our  new  organization. 

The  names  of  the  local  Secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  were  not  available  to  me  during  these  months.  So,  whatever 
of  Conference  to  local  Secretary,  information  as  was  disseminated,  had  to  be 
relayed  througli  the  kindness  of  our  Conference  President,  along  with  her  letter 
to    Society    Presidents.    Unfortunately,    the    local    Presidents,    in    a    considerable 
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number  of  cases,  did  not  pass  on  to  the  local  Secretaries  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  the  one  important  bulletin  for  them 
prepared  by  Mrs.  James  Oldshue  and  Miss  Thelma  Stevens,  Chairman,  and  Ex- 
ecutive Secretary^  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities.  According  to  available  records,  only  99  local  Secretaries 
received  this  bulletin. 

Following'  the  "reports  as  usual"  slogan,  advanced  at  our  Organization  Con- 
ference, the  Societies  in  former  Methodist  Episcopal  Churches,  South,  used  their 
old  report  forms ;  these  did  not  conform  to  the  new  plan  and  form  available  at 
Literature  Headquarters. 

The  Societies  in  former  Methodist  Protestant  Churches,  being  accustomed 
to  reporting  only  at  the  end  of  their  year,  which  was  March  31,  and  on  forms 
sent  them  by  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary,  just  before  reports  were 
due,  made,  "as  usual,"  no  report  at  this  time,  except  for  a  very  few  sent  in  by 
President  or  Recording  Secretary.

Surely  the  small  number  reporting  is  due  to  lack  of  thought  rather  than  to 
lack  of  heart. 

Only  129  had  set  up  the  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Ac- 
tivities Committee,  without  which  their  Society  cannot  meet  item  4  of  the 
Efficiency  Aims  for  1941. 

The  Handbook  of  the  Department  is  now  available  at  Literature  Head- 
quarters for  10c.  No  local  Secretary  can  expect  to  function  properly  without  this 
aid.  It  is  as  reasonable  to  think  one  can  eat,  without  food,  as  that  a  Secretary 
of  Christian  Social  Relations  can  work  without  the  Handbook. 

There  seems  to  be  some  confusion  concerning  Local  Church  Activities.  Please 
note  a  distinction  between  work  done  for  the  local  church  to  which  you  belong 
and  its  parsonage,  and  welfare  work  done  for  the  community. 

Until  the  new  Secretaries'  books  are  available,  free  blanks  for  this  Depart- 
ment are  available  at  Literature  Headquarters,  420  Plum  St.,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Reversing  the  request  I  made  in  my  letter,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Conference  has  ordered  that  all  reports  shall  go  to  the  District  Corresponding 
Secretary.  Please  see  that  two  reports  for  each  quarter  are  sent  in. 

Our  field  is  so  large  that  we  are  in  danger  of  doing  nothing  well,  in  our 
attempts  to  do  a  little  of  everything.  No  Society  will  be  able  to  work  successfully 
in  all  seven  areas  of  activity  set  up  by  the  Department.  It  is  well  to  remember 
the  old  adage  and  do  "one  thing  at  a  time"  and  do  that  well. 
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The  following  lines  are  given  that  they  may  be  helpful  not  only  to  the  local 
Secretaries,  but  also  to  every   member   of  this   Conference: 
"Has  someone  seen  Christ  in  vou  today? 
Christian,  look  into  your  heart,  I  pray; 


Have  vou  sought  to  have  the  Savior's  mind? 
The  world,   with   criticising   view, 
Has  watched — did  it  see  Christ  in  you? 

"Has  someone  seen  Christ  in  you  today? 
Christian,  look  well  to  your  path,  I  pray, 
Has  it  led  you  close  to  the  Father's  throne, 
Farther  away  from  the  tempting  one? 
Your  feet  on  errands  of  love  been  bent? 
Or  on  selfish  deeds  your  strength  been  spent? 
Has  a  wandering  soul,  with  hope  born  new, 
Found  the  Lord  Christ  through  following  you?" 


RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN 
SOCIAL  RELATIONS  AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 

We  heartily  endorse  the  recommendations  and  resolutions  prepared  by  the 
Committees  of  this  Department  in  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  and  the  Division, 
and  have  selected  as  workable  in  our  Conference,  the  following,  which  we 
recommend: 

1 .  That  we  encourage  the  continued  use  of  the  Bible  study,  Jesus  and 
Social  Redemption,  in  the  local  societies. 

2.  That  we  send  our  Conference  Secretary  and  as  many  District  Secretaries 
of  this  Department  as  possible  to  Junaluska  for  the  School  of  Missions,  July  24- 
August  5. 

3.  That  Zone  Institutes  on  the  work  of  this  Department  be  held  wherever 
practical.  (Programs  for  same  to  be  secured  from  Miss  Thelma  Stevens,  150 
Fifth  Avenue,  New  York  City.) 

4.  Local  Church  and  Community  Co-operation. 

That  the  local  society  choose  such  local  projects  as  will  undergird  the  spiritual 
and  social  life  of  the  whole  church  and,  if  need  be,  share  in  the  financial  re- 
sponsibility devolving  therefrom. 

Furthermore,  that  the  local  society  enlist  church  women  for  volunteer  service 
in  community  work,  promoting  such  training  classes  for  women  as  may  be  needed. 

5.  International  Relations  and  World  Peace. 

That  we  co-operate  with  the  General  Conference  Commission  on  World 
Peace  in  the  following  ways: 

a.  Through  securing  representatives  on  the  Annual  Conference  Commission 
on  World  Peace. 

b.  Through  the  promotion   of  a   Peace  Commission  in  the  local  church. 

c.  Through  the  promotion  and  use  of  a  study  outline  to  be  prepared  jointly 
by  the  Commission  on  World  Peace  and  the  Department  Commission  on 
International  Relations  and  World  Peace. 
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d.  Through  its  efforts  to  protect  and  aid  the  conscientious  objector. 

e.  Through  participation  in  Institutes  on  International  Relations,  and  attend- 
ing especially  the  Conference  at  Chapel  Hill,  June   21-28,    1941. 

6.  Economic  Relations. 

a.  That  copies  of  the  Social  Creed  of  the  Methodist  Church  be  secured  by 
church  groups,  and  pastors  be  urged  to  preach  frequent  sermons  based  on 
the  principles  of  this  Creed.  (The  same  may  be  secured  on  request  from 
The  Methodist  Church  Commission  on  World  Peace,  7+0  Rush  Street, 
Chicago,  111.) 

b.  That  women  in  the  local  society  be  alert  to  problems  of  housing,  health, 
labor,  etc.,  growing  out  of  the  unprecedented  extensive   defense  program. 

c.  Whereas,  there  is  already  a  shortage  of  labor  in  the  defense  program,  with 
the  threat  of  such  a  shortage  increasing  rapidly; 

Whereas,   this   shortage    necessitates   the    training   of    every   possible   person 
for  skilled  and  semi-skilled  occupations; 

Whereas,  the  policy  of  the  Federal  Government  calls  for  the  inclusion  of 
all  persons  in  such  training  regardless  of  race,  color,  and  creed; 
Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  bv  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  that  we  call  upon  the  Director 
of  Vocational  Education  of  our  State  and  the  Director  of  Vocational 
Education  in  each  of  the  counties  of  our  State  to  extend  training  in 
skilled  and  semi-skilled  occupations  to  all  citizens  regardless  of  race; 
Be  It  Further  Resolved  that  the  policy  which  has  been  generally  observed 
of  training  people  only  for  jobs  that  are  open  to  them  be  abandoned  in 
this  national  emergency  and  training  be  extended  regardless  of  possibility 
of  employment. 

7.  Minority  Groups  and  Interracial  Co-operation. 

a.  That  societies  co-operate  with  the  Colored  Methodist  Church  in  sending 
delegates  to  the  Leadership  Training  School  at  Winston-Salem,  N.  C, 
this  school  to  be  held  at  Hanes  Institutional  Church,  Winston-Salem, 
July   7-12,    1941,  the  cost  being   $4.50,  plus  transportation. 

b.  That  we  co-operate  in  the  Jurisdictional  project  to  establish  a  recreation 
center  at  Junaluska  for  Negro  employees.  An  offering  for  this  work  shall 
be  solicited  at  the  Zone  and  District  Meetings. 

c.  That  we  promote  the  observance  of  Race  Relations  Sunday  in  the  churches. 

d.  The  democratic  way  of  life  pre-supposes  respect  for  the  dignity  of  per- 
sonality and  the  ability  of  people  to  work  together  to  enlarge  the  area 
of  common  understanding.  An  interest  and  determination  to  see  that  all 
members  of  minority  groups  have  an  opportunity  to  develop  their  highest 
potentialities,  participating  in  the  responsibilities  and  privileges  of  citizen- 
ship alike,  points  the  way  to  total  defense  in  our  country  today.  We 
strive  in   this  effort  toward  the  goal   of   Christian  living. 

S.     Christian  Citizenship. 

a.  That  we  urge  our  constituency  to  register  and  vote,  to  accept  full  re- 
sponsibility for  citizenship  along  all  lines,  and  to  work  for  the  extension 
of  this  privilege  to  all  individuals. 

b.  That  we  provide  citizenship  classes  especially  for  the  benefit  of  aliens  in 
our  local  communities. 
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9.     Alcohol  and  Other  Narcotics. 

Believing  that  there  is  no  topic  before  us  that  can  and  will  be  more  instru- 
mental in  building-  a  Christian  nation  for  us,  and  for  future  generations  than  the 
study  of  alcohol  and  other  narcotics,  we  recommend : 

a.  A  course  of  study  for  adult  and  young  people's  groups  in  this  field,  the 
same  to  be  promoted  in  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Education  of  the 
Methodist  Church. 

b.  That  the  local  society  endeavor  to  enlist  an  increasing  group  of  individuals 
who  will  abstain  from  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  in  any  form  at 
social  functions  or  in  the  home. 

c.  That  local  societies  take  steps  to  prevent  the  sale  of  liquor  in  or  adjacent 
to   government   camps,   and   that   the   following  resolution   be   adopted: 
Whereas,   alcoholic   beverages   are    reported    as   being   sold   and    distributed 
within   and    in    areas   adjacent    to   military   camps    and    naval    stations   and 
other  places  used  for  defense  mobilization  purposes,  and 

Whereas,  prostitution  and   gambling  are  reported  to  be  permitted  in  these 
areas,  and 

Whereas,  the  Federal  Government  does  not  have  authority  to  control  such 
offenses  outside  the  training  camps  except  in  time  of  war, 
Therefore,   Be  It  Resolved:   That  this  body,   representing   2  3,325    women 
of  the  Methodist  Church  in  Western  North  Carolina,  urge  the  immediate 
passage  of  the  Sheppard  Bill   (S.860)   by  Congress,  and  that  copies  of  this 
resolution  be  sent  to  Senators  Bailey  and  Reynolds  and  each  of  the  Con- 
gressmen  in  the  House  of  Representatives  from  the  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina. 
10.     The  Christian  Family. 
Family    life    today,    all    over    the    world,    is    in    a   swiftly-moving    current    of 
social,  educational,  economic  and  political  change  that  has  altered  every  area  of 
life.    Therefore,    we    recommend    that    women    make    every    effort    to    relate    the 
familv  to  the  church  by: 

a.  Advocating  the  working  for  special  courses  on  Education  for  Familv  Life, 
the  same  to  be  promoted  through  the  church,  colleges  or  high  schools. 

b.  Seeking  to  determine  major  needs  in  the  area  of  Family  Life  and  Its 
Relation  to  the  Church  through  a  questionnaire  available  for  use  in  the 
local  society.  (The  same  to  be  secured  from  Miss  Thelma  Stevens,  150 
Fifth  Avenue,  New  York  City.)

CHARLOTTE  BETHLEHEM  HOUSE 

Miss  Euline  Smith 

Knowing  of  the  acute  crime  situation  in  Charlotte,  you  have  opened  a 
Bethlehem  Center  there.  Your  workers  reached  the  city  February  3rd.  During 
the  first  month  we  tried  to  put  our  house  in  order,  and  decided  our  first  activity 
would  be  the  opening  of  a  kindergarten  on  March  3rd,  which  was  done  and  now 
has  an  enrollment  of  twenty.  Next  we  organized  clubs  for  boys  and  girls  from 
age  six  to  fourteen.  One  hundred  and  seventy-five  registered  the  first  week.  We 
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want  to  have  character-building  activities,  trying  to  instill  in  the  boys  and  girls 
a  desire  to  live  an  abundant  life  and  then  making  it  possible  for  them  to  live 
that  life  as  much  as  possible. 

We  plan  a  sewing  room  for  those  who  are  interested.  We  hope  the  library 
will  be  used  by  and  helpful  to  the  community.  Our  great  need  is  a  work  with 
boys  and  girls,  age  fourteen  to  sixteen,  who  do  not  have  to  go  to  school  and 
are  too  young  to  work.  As  we  live  and  work  in  the  community,  we  hope  to  find 
the  more  urgent  needs  and,  with  vour  help,  meet  those  needs. 


INTER-RACIAL  CO-OPERATION  AND  THE 
BETHLEHEM  HOUSE 

Miss  Marian  Brine e  field 

Located  between  Fourth  and  Fifth  Streets  on  Hickory  Street,  the  Home  is 
open  from  six-thirty  in  the  morning  till  seven  at  night.  Parents  can  leave  their 
children  in  the  Nursery  all  during  the  day  for  fifty  cents  per  week. 

The  voungest  group  cared  for  is  the  babies.  They  are  fed  and  taken  care 
of  bv  a  nurse.  The  pre-kindergarten  group,  ranging  in  age  from  two  to  four, 
spend  the  dav  in  supervised  play  and  a  long  nap  after  a  hearty  noon  lunch. 
These  two  groups  occupy  the  top  floor.  On  the  first  floor  is  the  kindergarten 
group.  Some  of  the  children  spend  the  day  while  others  of  the  group  come  only 
for  the  morning  period.  They  play  games,  learn  to  cut  and  paste,  sing  and  have 
an  afternoon  nap  after  they  are  given  lunch. 

This  service  of  caring  for  children  while  their  parents  work  is  not  the  only 
service  of  the  Home.  Brownie  and  Intermediate  Girl  Scout  troups  meet  at  the 
Home.  A  Mother's  Club  was  formed  to  help  voung  mothers  learn  how  to  care 
for  their  babies,  but  it  was  found  that  the  nurse  could  do  more  by  working  with 
the  mothers  individually,  visiting  their  homes  and  discussing  problems  of  child 
care  when  the  parents  come  to  get  their  children.  In  this  way,  the  Home  is  doing 
great  work  in  parent  education. 

A  night  school  for  adults  who  wish  to  learn  to  read  and  write  is  also  held 
at  the  Home.  Those  who  know,  say  that  learning  to  read  and  write  after  leaving 
childhood  is  a  most  difficult  task,  but  this  class  is  determined  and  some  have 
accomplished. 

The  Methodist  women  are  giving  a  daily  example  of  how  two  races  can 
work  together  in  a  community  project.  One  of  their  outstanding  services  is  the 
Bible  Institute  in  which  white  and  Negro  teachers  share  the  task  of  presenting 
their  topics.  The  classes  for  Negro  Christian  workers  each  year  has  grown 
under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  L.  V.  Scott.  Problems  of  race  relations  have 
long  been  a  trouble  in  many  Southern  cities  but  through  their  work  at  Bethlehem 
House,  the  men  and  women  of  the  Methodist  Churches  of  both  races  have  proven 
that  it  can  be  done. 

With  the  help  of  the  coupon  campaign,  many  improvements  and  new  equip- 
ment has  added  new  services  to  the  work  of  the  House  each  year.  Again  we  ask 
you  to  share  your  coupons  with  us  and  come  to  see  us.

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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  LITERATURE  AND 
PUBLICATIONS 

Mrs.  R.  C.  Kennedy 

This  report  covers  the  first  quarter  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  ending-  December  31,   1940. 

All  literature  had  been  mailed  during  the  third  quarter  in  preparation  for  the 
new  organization  except  the  Week  of  Prayer  literature,  which  was  mailed  in 
plenty  of  time  for  the  Week  of  Prayer  services. 

Reports  for  this  quarter  came  in  promptly,  with  the  Charlotte  District  lead- 
ing- in  promptness  and  the  Winston-Salem  District  in  number  of  reports. 

The  new  literature,  Investing  Our  Heritage  and  the  Worship  Programs,  in 
book  form,  is  liked  very  much  as  is  indicated  by  reports  in  this  quarter.  A  few 
say,  however,  that  the  programs  are  too  long  and  perhaps  too  involved  for 
adequate  presentation  to  the  average  society  in  the  time  allotted  for  the  program. 

At  the  end  of  the  quarter,  December  31,  1940,  the  reports  show  3,189  sub- 
scriptions for  the  World  Outlook,  the  official  magazine  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension.  This  is   189  subscriptions  above  the  goal  set  for  the  year. 

This  quarter,  Hawthorne  Lane  Society,  Charlotte  District,  led  all  the  societies 
in  the  Conference  in  the  largest  number  of  new  subscriptions  to  the  World  Out- 
look— twenty-seven  new  subscriptions.  Wesley  Memorial  Society,  High  Point 
District,  and  North  Wilkesboro  Societv,  in  the  Elkin  District,  tied  for  second 
place  with  twenty-three  new  subscriptions  each  in  this  quarter. 

All  societies  did  not  report  for  the  Methodist  Woman,  the  new  magazine 
which  is  the  official  organ  for  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  Thirty 
societies  reported  a  total  of  231  subscriptions  to  our  new  magazine.  Many 
commented  on  how  much  the  Methodist  Woman  means  to  their  society  but  did 
not  state  the  number  of  subscribers  thev  had.  The  use  of  the  old  blanks,  which 
had  no  question  about  our  new  magazine,  was  probably  the  reason  they  did  not 
report  this  item. 

The  Methodist  Woman,  being  an  authoritv  on  wavs  and  means,  will  be  most 
helpful  in  building  the  educational  processes  bv  which  our  women  may  work 
with  more  understanding,  love  and  svmpathy. 

I  urge  every  subscriber  when  she  makes  her  renewal  to  take  advantage  of 
the  combined  subscriptions  to  World  Outlook  and  the  Methodist  Woman,  also 
new  subscribers  to  take  both  magazines  for  only  $1.25  per  year,  otherwise  the 
World  Outlook  is  $1.00  and  the  Methodist  Woman  is  50c  per  year. 

The  policy  of  these  publications  will  be  in  line  with  the  needs  of  the  new 
organization  and  will  create  a  real  fellowship  and  understanding  of  women  of 
other  nations,  their  needs  and  aspirations,  as  well  as  give  us  a  more  intelligent 
understanding  and  a  greater  devotion  to  the  spiritual  interests  of  our  church. 

The  goals  for  the  World  Outlook  in  the  districts  for  1941  are  as  follows, 
with  the  hope  that  when  renewals  are  made  and  new  subscribers  secured,  the 
Methodist  Woman  subscription   goal  will  be  the  same:

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REPORT  OF  EDITOR  OF  WOMAN'S  PAGE,  NORTH 
CAROLINA  CHRISTIAN  ADVOCATE 

Mrs.  W.  R.  Harris 

To  better  promote  the  general  program  of  our  missionary  work  and  to 
establish  a  medium  through  which  to  strengthen  and  further  this  movement,  the 
Woman's  Page  came  into  existence,  and  during  the  years  has  been  found  to  be 
one  of  the  greatest  and  most  effective  agencies  employed  by  our  Woman's  organi- 
zations for  enlarging  the  vision  of  the  women  of  the  churches.  The  leaders  in 
our  churches  have  realized  its  importance  and  value  and  as  a  result,  practically 
all  of  the  Conferences  of  Methodism  have  a  page  in  their  Conference  publication 
set  aside  each  week,  sponsored  and  edited  by  the  women  of  the  Conference,  with 
their  aim  the  dissemination  of  missionary  information  and  the  creation  of  mis- 
sionary interest. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  in  this  connection  that  in  1897 — forty-four 
years  ago,  at  an  annual  meeting  of  our  Conference,  at  the  suggestion  of  Mrs. 
L.  W.  Crawford  of  sainted  memory,  an  appeal  was  made  for  a  page  in  our 
North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  and  for  almost  half  a  century,  through  the 
kindness  of  our  Advocate  Editors,  space  has  been  given  over  entirely  to  the  Wo- 
man's work  of  the  Conference.  During  these  forty-four  years,  five  of  our  women 
have  served  as  Editors  of  the  Woman's  Page — Mrs.  L.  W.  Crawford,  Mrs.  W.  L. 
Nicholson,  Mrs.  J.  V.  Wilson,  Mrs.  H.  K.  Boyer,  and  the  present  Editor,  Mrs. 
W.  R.  Harris.  The  Advocate  goes  into  hundreds  of  homes;  each  week,  hundreds 
of  persons  read  the  items  of  missionary  interest;  some  perhaps  use  the  plans 
suggested  by  our  officers  for  the  advancement  of  our  work;  others  put  into  effect 
in  their  own  organization  plans  that  have  proven  successful  in  another  auxiliary; 
still  another  catches  the  inspiration  of  a  message  from  a  missionary  or  deaconess, 
while  perhaps  another  gets  cheer  and  encouragement  for  the  work  of  another 
year  and  exchanges  what  has  been  to  her  a  burden  of  leadership  in  her  auxiliary, 
to  a  privilege  of  doing  the  work  that  has  been  committed  to  her. 

It  has  been  said  that  "there  is  might  in  missions  and  there  is  power  in  print." 
Yoke  them  together  and  we  harness  the  print  shop  to  the  purpose  of  God  and 
utilize  it  in  the  progress  of  His  Kingdom.  And  to  what  better  use  can  we  put 
the  printed  page  than  to  set  it  on  fire  with  mission  fuel  so  that  it  will  light  our 
way  to  dark  lands  and  light  their  way  to  the  atoning  Cross?  What  is  more 
exhilarating  or  interesting  than  stories  of  mission  achievement?  They  awaken, 
they  stir,  they  stimulate,  they  direct,  they  empower.  The  printed  page  is  a 
strategic  method  of  missionary  work,  because  it  is  able  to  transmit  life. 

Your  Editor  has  found  the  work  of  the  past  year  as  pleasant  as  any  of  the 
years  of  her  long  service,  due,  I  feel,  to  the  responsiveness  and  co-operation  of 
the  Conference  officers,  District  Secretaries,  and  local  workers  who  have  con- 
tributed to  the  success  of  the  page. 

We  feel  indebted  to  our  Editors  for  their  kindness  in  restoring  to  us  a  full 
page,  following  the  discontinuance  for  a  brief  period  of  one  of  our  three 
columns  , which  was  due  to  the  necessity  of  using  the  space  for  other  important 
matter.  May  I  call  your  attention  to  a  condition  on  which  our  full  page  was 
restored — that  each  of  our  District  Secretaries  send  into  the  Advocate  a  complete 
list  of  women,  one  in  each  society,  chosen  to  assist  in  securing  subscribers  to  the

Advocate.  We  are  pleased  that  in  several  of  the  districts  this  has  been  done,  and 
we  hope  that  all  of  the  Secretaries  will  co-operate  in  this  plan  for  increasing 
subscriptions  to  our  church  paper,  which  we  value  so  highly. 

May  I  ask  your  continued  co-operation  in  our  efforts  to  make  our  Woman's 
Page  one  through  which  some  one  may  be  inspired  to  greater  service,  some  one 
may  be  helped  and  encouraged  and  some  one  may  learn  the  joy  of  being  a 
partner  with  God  in  this  great  missionary  work. 


REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  SUPPLIES 

October-December,  1940 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Harbison 

As  we  think  of  world  conditions  in  this  present  year  we  must  face  the  fact 
that  if  American  civilization  is  to  survive  it  must  be  Christian.  Christian  not 
only  in  name  but  in  practice,  with  followers  serving  to  help  bring  in  the 
kingdom.  Through  our  Supply  Department  we  have  been  busy  along  this  very 
line  of  practical  Christianity.  Our  one  aim  is  to  minister  to  human  needs.  In  fact, 
this  Department  was  organized  as  an  expression  of  the  desire  to  serve.  Our 
services  are  extended  to  needy  ministers,  home  mission  institutions  and  projects, 
and  foreign  mission  institutions  and  projects.  The  gifts  we  have  sent  into  each 
of  these  fields  have  been  greatly  appreciated. 

For  the  first  quarter  of  our  united  activities  (October,  November,  and  Decem- 
ber, 1940),  the  amounts  given  are  as  follows:  to  needy  ministers,  $340.86;  to 
the  Bethlehem  House  in  Winston-Salem,  $291.84;  to  Vashti  School,  $162.64; 
and  to  the  project  for  furnishing  refrigeration  in  China,  $17.35.  These  gifts 
total  $812.69. 

By  districts  the  report  for  this  same  quarter  is  as  follows:

Many  societies  go  beyond  it,  but  until  we  have  every  society  contributing, 
this  will  have  to  maintain  in  order  for  the  district  as  a  whole  to  have  that 
rating.  I  am  sure  you  are  interested  in  the  position  claimed  by  your  district.

While  we  rejoice  over  what  has  been  accomplished,  we  recognize  the  fact 
that  there  is  room  for  improvement  in  each  district.  We  trust  our  work  in  1941 
will  show  great  increases. 

There  are  some  changes  in  the  Supplv  Department,  but  not  enough  to  confuse 
anvone  or  to  keep  anv  society  from  contributing.  These  changes  will  be  discussed 
as  we  outline  the  various  activities  for  this  vear. 

Each  society  is  urged  to  make  some  contribution  toward  helping  a  needy 
minister.  In  each  district  there  is  some  minister  who  is  not  serving  as  effectively 
as  he  could  if  he  had  your  help.  Find  him,  get  the  approval  of  your  District 
Superintendent  to  help  him,  see  that  he  fills  out  and  returns  the  application  blank 
to  be  sent  him  by  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Supplies  when  vou  have  notified 
her  of  his  name  and  address,  and  then  let  everv  member  of  your  society  know 
his  needs.  I  do  not  doubt  those  needs  will  be  met,  and  his  usefulness  will  be 
greatly  increased  because  of  your  help. 

The  home  mission  institutions  assigned  our  Conference  for  aid  are  Pfeiffer 
Junior  College,  our  two  Bethlehem  Houses,  and  Allen  Home  and  School. 

Pfeiffer  Junior  College,  located  at  Misenheimer,  N.  C,  is  a  school  owned  by 
the  Woman's  Division,  where  worthy  students,  who  for  financial  reasons  are  not 
in  school  elsewhere,  are  enabled  to  obtain  a  Christian  education  by  working  their 
way  through  school.  Our  gifts  meet  a  real  need  and  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

This  year  we  have  two  Bethlehem  Houses,  our  new  one  being  located  at  the 
intersection  of  Third  and  Caldwell  Streets  in  Charlotte,  N.  C.  We  ask  a  great 
outpouring  of  gifts  as  welcome  to  this  new  institution.  We  are  confident  our 
Bethlehem  House  in  Winston-Salem  will  continue  to  receive  manifestations  of 
your  interest.  Christ  said,  "Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these, 
my  brethren,  ye  did  it  unto  me."  I  am  sure  this  applies  to  little  colored  children, 
too. 

Another  institution  we  are  asked  to  help  is  the  Allen  Home  and  School  located 
at  33  1  College  Street,  Asheville,  N.  C.  This  school  is  kept  open  for  the  benefit 
of  Negro  girls  in  Western  North  Carolina  who  come  from  communities  where 
accredited  high  schools  are  not  provided.  It  was  founded  in  1887  and  has  been 
maintained  since  that  time  by  missionary  giving. 

You  are  cordiallv  invited  to  visit  each  of  the  above  named  institutions  at  any 
time.  You  will  be  thrilled  to  see  what  great  works  we  are  having  the  privilege 
of  helping. 

The  supplies  requested  bv  these  institutions  will  be  found  in  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Committee  on  Supplies.  With  each  shipment  of  goods  to  an  institu- 
tion, a  letter  enclosing  supply  blank  entitled  "Shipment  of  Goods,"  with  a  record 
of  all  articles  should  be  sent  the  Superintendent  of  the  institution.  The  Super- 
intendent should  return  the  perforated  slip  on  the  supply  blank  to  the  Supply 
Secretarv  of  the  societv  as  her  receipt  for  the  shipment.  Cash  valuation  will  be 
placed  only  upon  new  goods  plus  express  or  postage.  The  same  holds  true  for 
supplies  sent  needy  ministers. 
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Our  Jurisdiction  has  been  assigned  two  foreign  projects:  (l)  cash  for  re- 
frigeration in  hot  countries  where  it  is  not  a  luxury  but  a  necessity  to  preserve 
health,  and  (2)  cash  for  medical  supplies  for  China.  You  may  send  to  either  or 
both  of  these  projects  any  amount  you  see  fit. 

Send  cash  for  supplies  for  ministers,  home  mission  and  foreign  mission 
institutions,    and    projects    to    our    Conference    Treasurer    plainly    marked    "For 

Supplies  for (naming  recipient)."  No  cash   for  supplies  goes 

directly  to  ministers  or  institutions. 

Now  our  word  about  reporting.  While  our  gifts  to  supplies  do  not  apply 
on  our  pledge,  recognition  is  given  for  them,  and  three  items  should  be  reported: 
( 1  )  Amount  sent  by  Treasurer  to  Conference  Treasurer  as  "Cash  Supplies." 
(2)  Amount  expended  by  the  society  for  new  supplies.  (3)  Amount  expended 
for  postage,  express  and  freight  in  sending  packages.  Send  these  reports  along 
with  your  others  to  your  District  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  she,  in  turn, 
will  send  them  to  your  Conference  Secretary  of  Supplies. 

Work  in  the  Supply  Department  has  been  aptly  called  the  "second  mile"  gift 
of  each  society.  May  we  go  far  in  our  "second  mile"  giving  as  we  try  to  make 
Christianity  practical. 


COMMITTEE  ON  SUPPLIES 

The  Committee  recommends: 

1.  That  each  society  make  a  donation  to  Supplies  during  the  year. 

2.  That  each  district  make  their  contributions  to  Supplies  as  much  as  ten 
per  cent  of  their  pledge  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

3.  That  we  report  as  Supplies  all  donations  to  needy  ministers  approved  for 
aid  by  the  District  Superintendent,  and  all  donations  to  foreign  mission  institu- 
tions and  projects  and  home  mission  institutions  and  projects. 

4.  That  we  contact  the  District  Secretary  of  Supplies  for  names  of  ministers 
approved  for  aid  by  their  District  Superintendents,  and  send  needed  supplies. 

5.  That  we  accept  the  home  mission  institutions  assigned  this  Conference  for 
aid:  namely,  Pfeiffer  Junior  College  in  Misenheimer,  N.  C,  the  Bethlehem  Houses, 
Charlotte,  N.  C,  and  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  and  Allen  Home  and  School  in 
Asheville,  N.  C. 

6.  That  we  send  Pfeiffer  Junior  College,  Misenheimer,  N.  C,  money, 
blankets  and  sheets  for  single  beds,  quilts — size  5  6"xSS",  pillow  cases,  cotton 
dress  lengths  for  college  girls,  bath  towels,  wash  cloths,  library  books,  games 
for  recreation  room,  and  canned  goods. 

7.  That  we  send  the  Bethlehem  House,  Third  and  Caldwell  Streets,  Char- 
lote,  N.  C,  money,  library  books  suitable  for  children,  young  people,  and  adults, 
vegetables  for  soups,  and  fruit  juices. 

8.  That  we  send  the  Bethlehem  House,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  money,  quilts 
45  x60  ,  sheets  45  x72  ,  soups,  juices,  vegetables,  and  coupons  from  Octagon 
products,  Rumford  Baking  Powder,  Ballard's  Obelisk  Flour  and  Luzianne  Tea 
and  Coffee. 

9.  That  we  send  the  Allen  Home  and  School,  Asheville,  N.  C,  pillow  cases, 
sheets   and  spreads   for  single  beds,   curtains — made    or   the    material,    table   linen, 
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scissors,  crayons,  chalk,  construction  paper,   pictures  for  classroom   or  bedrooms, 
and  material  for  pillow  covers. 

10.  (a)  That  with  each  shipment  of  goods  to  an  institution,  a  letter  enclosing 
supply  blank  entitled  "Shipmen  of  Goods,"  with  a  record  of  all  articles,  be  sent 
to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Institution.  The  Superintendent  should  return  the 
perforated  slip  on  the  supply  blank  to  the  Supply  Secretary  of  the  society  as  her 
receipt  for  the  shipment. 

(b)    That  each  shipment  of  goods  to  a  needy  minister  be  handled  the  same 
way. 

11.  That  we  contribute  to  the  foreign  projects  by  sending  cash  to  be  used 
for  refrigeration  in  hot  countries  or  for  medical  supplies  in  China,  said  cash  to 
be  plainly  marked  where  we  want  it  to  go  and  sent  to  our  Conference  Treasurer. 

12.  That  each  society  send  a  quarterly  report  of  all  work  done  in  the  Supply 
Department  to  their  District  Corresponding  Secretary  who  will  forward  same 
to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Supplies.

REPORT  OF  SPIRITUAL  LIFE  CHAIRMAN 

Mrs.  Charles  N.  Clark 

The  By-laws  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  say, 
"There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  whose  endeavor  shall 
be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  Methodist  women,  to  deepen  the  prayer  life 
and  to  increase  a  sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving;  to  keep 
in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movements  of  the  times  and  by  prayerful  research 
develop  a  clearer  appreciation  of  the  meaning  of  Christian  living;  to  devise 
definite  means  to  permeate  the  local  church  with  a  spiritual  power  which  will 
lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  to  more  active  service;  to  promote  Christian 
stewardship,   devotional   Bible  study  and   the   use   of  other   devotional  materials." 

At  the  Conference  organizational  meeting  in  October,  I  was  appointed  Chair- 
man of  this  Committee  but  was  not  given  a  Committee  with  which  to  work. 
Since  the  Spiritual  Life  work  had  been  such  a  vital  part  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society  and  since  each  of  the  districts  had  Spiritual  Life  leaders,  I  have 
continued  to  work  through  these  district  leaders.  Each  of  the  districts  has  a  very 
capable  leader,  some  of  whom  have  served  in  the  past  and  others  who  are  serving 
for  the  first  time.  They  are  the  following  women:  Mrs.  F.  A.  Walton,  of  the 
Asheville  District;  Mrs.  J.  L.  Hall,  of  the  Elkin  District;  Mrs.  Plato  Miller, 
of  the  Gastonia  District;  Mrs.  Clare  Purcell,  of  the  Charlotte  District;  Mrs. 
J.  H.  Armbrust,  of  the  Greensboro  District;  Mrs.  J.  P.  Cox,  of  the  High  Point 
District;  Miss  Sarah  Lowder,  of  the  Marion  District;  Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore,  of 
the  Salisbury  District;  Mrs.  J.  P.  Hornbuckle,  of  the  Statesville  District;  Mrs. 
George  Hampton,  of  the  Waynesville  District;  and  Mrs.  J.  T.  Bowman,  of  the 
Winston-Salem  District. 

It  has  been  our  policy  in  the  past  to  promote  the  work  through  the  district 
leaders  because  with  the  local  societies.  :  :  :  With,  in  addition,  the  assistance 
of  District  Corresponding  Secretaries,  they  have  far  better  opportunities  to 
further   the   work   than    does  the    Conference   chairman.    At    this  time    I   wish   to 
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express  to  them  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  splendid  co-operation  given  me. 
They  have  visited  zone  and  district  meetings,  held  retreats,  and  in  every  way 
served  wherever  and  whenever  possible. 

It  is  a  real  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  the  existence  of  35  9  Spiritual  Life 
Groups  today.  This  is  a  notable  increase  over  previous  years  and  the  steadily 
growing  number  of  requests  for  devotional  materials  and  helps  leads  me  to  hope 
for  many  more  groups  in  the  future. 

Many  of  them  have  done  outstanding  work  such  as  the  distribution  of  devo- 
tional booklets,  Bibles  and  Ufper  Rooms  in  hospitals,  jails,  C.  C.  C.  Camps, 
and  throughout  the  church  membership.  They  have  held  prayer  meetings  in  the 
churches  and  in  the  homes  of  shut-ins  and  have  assisted  pastors  in  doing  personal 
work  which  has  resulted  in  the  dedication  of  lives  to  Christ  and  His  church. 
They  have  also  furnished  flowers  for  Sunday  morning  hospital  breakfast  trays 
with  the  name  of  the  church  and  with  Bible  verses  attached.  They  have  had 
churches  opened  for  special  days  of  praver.  In  many  of  the  societies  the  Week 
of  Prayer  programs  were  in  charge  of  the  Spiritual  Life  leaders  and  their  Com- 
mittees and  many  all-day  retreats  were  held.  One  society  reported  an  all-day 
retreat  held  in  a  lovely  home  with  sixty  women  attending.  It  was  a  time  of 
spiritual  refreshment  and  a  renewed  dedication  to  Christ's  service.  The  leader  of 
the  Statesville  District  held  an  all-day  retreat  for  the  district  with  a  large  at- 
tendance and  God's  presence  was  real  throughout  the  day. 

A  request  was  made  that  May  15th  be  observed  as  a  special  day  of  prayer 
for  the  manifestation  of  God's  power  in  the  new  Methodist  Church.  Many  societies 
reported  special  prayer  services  on  that  day.  The  Salisbury  women  were  par- 
ticularly fortunate  in  having  Miss  Daisy  Davies  as  their  leader  for  the  occasion. 
The  Methodist  churches  were  all  represented  and  it  was  a  time  of  earnest  prayer 
and  consecration. 

A  new  leaflet  of  suggestions  for  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  has  been  pub- 
lished. I  have  sent  these  to  the  district  leaders  and  they  are  being  mailed  to  the 
Spiritual  Life  Chairman  in  every  society  in  the  Conference.  With  these,  a  Prayer 
Card  is  being  sent  which  has  been  prepared  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  World 
Federation  of  Methodist  Women.  This  card  is  to  be  used  especially  during  the 
month  of  April,  for  April  has  been  set  aside  as  United  in  Prayer  Month.  The 
card  is  attractive  in  appearance  and  should  be  placed  where  it  is  accessible  as  a 
reminder  to  pray  for  peace  and  righteousness  to  rule  the  world.  These  cards  are 
available  without  charge  for  every  woman.  Order  enough  for  vour  societv  from 
420  Plum  Street,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

It  is  our  belief  that  "religion,  if  it  is  to  mean  anything  to  our  generation, 
must  be  brought  back  into  daily  life,  from  which  it  has  been  tragicallv  separated." 
To  this  end  our  Spiritual  Life  Groups  are  dedicated.  We  believe  that  prayer  is 
absolutely  essential  to  Christian  living.  As  Christians  we  believe  that  the  world 
must  come  to  a  realization  of  the  fact  that  God  is  always  at  work  combating 
evil  and  promoting  good.  How  then  can  we  fail  to  share  His  concern  for  our 
stricken  humanity!  As  never  before  let  us  pray  for  all  men  as  for  ourselves, 
interceding  for  all  who  need  and  all  who  suffer,  doing  what  we  can  to  promote 
justice,  peace,  and  good  will,  contributing  thus  to  the  realization  of  God's  pur- 
pose to  mankind. 

Please  read  the  first  chapter  of  Joshua  as  our  marching  orders  and  Isaiah, 
fortieth  chapter,  as  our  source  of  power. 
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COMMITTEE  ON  SPIRITUAL  LIFE 

The  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  submit  the  following'  recommendations: 

1.  That  a  Spiritual  Life  Chairman  shall  be  elected  in  every  society.  It  shall 
be  her  duty,  with  her  Committee,  to  promote  Spiritual  Life  Groups  in  the  society. 
In  those  societies  having  circles,  we  urge  that  a  group  be  formed  in  each  circle. 

2.  That  a  Spiritual  Life  Committee  strive  to  get  all  our  women  to  observe 
the  quiet  hour  dailv.  This  hour  to  be  spent  in  Bible  reading,  meditation  and 
praver  for  the  deepening  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  individual. 

3.  That  we  constitute  ourselves  a  fellowship  of  praver  for  our  world  that 
the  hatreds  and  passions  of  men  may  give  place  to  peace  and  brotherhood. 

4.  That  our  prayers  may  be  unceasing  for  our  missionaries  and  the  entire 
missionary  enterprise  that  the  Gospel  of  Hope  may  not  fail  the  peoples  of  the 
earth. 

5.  That  the  Spiritual  Life  Chairman  assist  the  Secretary  of  Missionary 
Education  in  all  plans  that  have  to  do  with  Bible  study  classes  for  the  entire 
group.  That  she  promote  the  reading  and  study  of  devotional  literature  and 
especially  Stewardship. 

6.  That  we  continue  to  emphasize  a  more  reverent  spirit  of  worship  in 
our  churches. 

7.  That  all-day  meetings  with  spiritual  emphasis  be  continued  in  the  society, 
zones  and  districts. 

8.  That  the  Spiritual  Life  Chairman  and  her  Committee  co-operate  with 
the  local  church  Commission  on  Evangelism  as  together  they  seek  to  help  deepen 
the  spiritual  lives  of  individuals. 

9.  That  the  Spiritual  Life  Chairman  report  each  quarter,  giving  full  in- 
formation concerning  her  work.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  STATUS  OF  WOMEN 

The  equality  of  women  is  theoretically  recognized  in  nearly  all  aspects  of 
American  life.  There  are  but  few  occupations  which  at  least  a  few  women  have 
not  entered.  This  does  not  mean,  however,  that  there  is  no  prejudice  against 
women  in  certain  fields. 

Although  it  has  been  the  Christian  church  which  has  been  most  influential 
in  raising  the  status  of  women,  yet  there  are  probably  as  many  restrictions,  legal 
or  traditional,  attached  to  women  in  places  of  influence  in  the  church  as  any 
other  field  in  this  country. 

There  is  no  question  about  the  status  of  women  in  our  societies.  We  are  glad 
for  the  increasing  interest  here  and  for  the  eagerness  of  younger  women  who  are 
coming  into  our  societies.  Our  women  greatly  exceed  in  the  teaching  ministry  of 
our  Church  Schools  also.  But  when  it  comes  to  the  governing  Boards  of  our 
church,  the  women  have  not  been  so  well  represented.  We  are  beginning  to  notice 
that  more  and  more  churches  are  placing  women  on  their  Boards  of  Stewards 
and  Official  Boards. 
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A  survey  from  the  Department  of  Research  and  Education  of  the  Federal 
Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America  reveals  that  the  Friends  Church 
takes  the  strongest  position  in  regard  to  woman's  status  in  the  Protestant  Church. 
But  only  a  little  below  them  are  the  Methodists.  Eighty-seven  per  cent  of  the 
women  interviewed  approved  of  women  on  the  Official  Boards.  Seventy-nine  per 
cent  of  the  ministers  approved. 

There  is  a  variety  of  reasons  why  women  should  be  placed  in  larger  propor- 
tions on  our  Church  Boards.  Women  are  in  the  majority  both  in  membership  and 
attendance.  They  raise  a  large  share  of  the  budget.  They  have  more  time  to  give 
to  church  work  than  do  men.  They  know  far  more  about  the  missionary  work 
of  the  church  and  consequently  have  a  world-wide  vision.  There  is  need  for 
ioint  planning  of  church  work  so  that  both  women  and  men  may  understand 
the  needs  of  the  church  as  a  whole.  In  fact,  the  Master's  work  is  so  important 
that  we  should  use  the  best  we  have  in  both  sexes. 

We  are  glad  for  the  progress  our  church  is  making  in  placing  womgn  on 
the  Board  of  Stewards  and  Official  Boards  in  our  local  churches.  Also  for  the 
definite  provisions  made  for  women  on  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Exten- 
sion, Hospitals  and  Homes,  the  Board  of  Temperance,  and  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education. 

As  women  in  our  new  Methodist  Church  we  must  prepare  ourselves  for 
leadership.  This  we  can  do  by  informing  ourselves  about  our  church,  developing 
a  loyalty  to  the  church  and  its  program  and  by  living  daily  a  life  that  is  patterned 
after  our  Lord  and  Master. 

The  theory  that  "the  women  will  work  anyway"  does  not  hold  so  good  with 
our  younger  women.  They  need  definite  information  as  to  what  they  can  do, 
and  practice  in  the  art  of  doing  that  task.  The  church  of  today  is  challenged 
for  leadership  as  never  before  and  in  Christ's  Kingdom  there  is  neither  male  nor 
female.

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Report  of  Districts 


ASHEVILLE  DISTRICT 

From  October   1  to  December  31,   1940 

There  was  much  interest  on  the  part  of  the  women  of  the  Asheville  District 
on  October  11,  19+0,  for  at  this  time  the  District  Superintendent,  Rev.  M.  T. 
Smathers,  organized  the  women  of  the  former  Missionary  Societies  into  a  Wo- 
man's Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Asheville  District.  This  Charter  Meeting 
was  full  of  interest  and  inspiration,  and  will  ever  be  a  sacred  memory  in  the 
heart  of  every  one  who  had  the  privilege  of  being  present  at  this  great  meeting. 

Ever  since  our  Charter  Meeting  I  have  tried  to  keep  up  with  the  work  by 
phone,  correspondence,  and  visits  to  auxiliaries.  There  is  a  keen  interest  in  the 
work,  and  the  women  throughout  the  district,  I  find,  are  eager  to  learn  all  about 
the  new  plan  of  work,  and  thus  be  more  efficient  in  service  in  their  own  organi- 
zations. 

According  to  the  reports  for  the  first  three  months  of  the  work  done  in  the 
societies  of  our  district,  there  are  1,787  members  in  the  41  organizations  enrolled. 
In  the  13  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Groups  there  are  25  5  members,  and  these 
figures,  we  feel  certain,  indicate  a  growing  interest  in  this  department  of  the 
work.  In  the  Study  Department  we  have  14  mission  study  classes  reported,  with 
236  members,  while  in  the  14  Bible  study  classes  there  were  242  women  enrolled. 
There  are  22  Christian  Social  Relations  Committees  reported,  and  surely  splendid 
work  is  being  accomplished  in  this  Department.  Twenty-two  organizations 
observed  the  Week  of  Prayer.  We  have  305  subscribers  to  the  World  Outlook, 
and  72  subscribers  to  the  Methodist  Woman.  There  were  15  Spiritual  Life  Groups 
reported,  and  we  know  the  work  done  in  these  groups  is  the  real  power  in  all  of 
the  work  of  the  district,  and  more  is  really  accomplished  than  we  could  possibly 
estimate. 

$148.91  was  sent  to  our  Conference  Treasurer  from  the  offerings  taken  in 
the  auxiliary  Charter  Meetings  in  the  district.  The  total  amount  sent  this  quarter 
was  $1,976.34.  Amount  contributed  for  Supplies  was  $104.52,  and  $3,038.52 
was  spent  for  Local  Work. 

The  following  five  organizations  attained  the  Efficiency  Aim — Central, 
Fletcher,  Haywood  Street,  Weaverville,  and  West  Asheville. 

The  outlook  for  the  year  is  most  encouraging,  for  with  the  increase  in  mem- 
bership, and  the  wealth  of  helpful  materials  for  the  work  in  our  societies,  we 
should  be  able  to  do  a  greater  work  than  we  have  ever  done  before.  There  are 
many  churches  in  our  district  without  this  organization,  and  may  we  not  be 
willing  to  stop  working  until  there  is  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in 
every  church,  if  possible.  My  prayer  for  the  women  of  our  district  is  that  we 
may  each  go  deeper  spiritually,  for  then  we  know  we  can  go  farther  in  the 
missionary  cause.  May  we  each  devote  our  lives  more  fullv  in  our  Master's 
service.

The  Western  North  Carolina  Conference,  in  moving  preachers  in  October, 
also  moved  preachers'  wives  and  left  Elkin  District  without  a  Secretary.

I  am  happy  to  be  making  this  report!  The  first  thing  that  I  must  mention  is 
the  wonderful  spirit  of  love  and  unity  that  has  pervaded  the  thinking  of  all  of 
the  women  in  the  Gastonia  District.  I  have  never  seen  women  more  enthusiastic 
about  the  missionary  work  than  the  women  in  the  district  have  shown  in  the  last 
few  months.  Everyone  is  working  diligently  and  prayerfully  in  an  earnest  desire 
to  serve  Him  in  the  very  best  way  possible.  Many  women  that  have  never  taken 
an  active  part  in  the  missionary  work  are  now  giving  much  time,  prayer,  and 
of  their  means  to  build  and  grow  in  Christ's  vineyard. 

We  held  our  Charter  Meeting  in  Cherryville,  October  17,  1940.  A  very  fine 
group  of  consecrated,  interested  women  gathered  there  to  perfect  the  district 
organization  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.

McAdamsj  Vice-President  and  Spiritual  Life  Leader,  Mrs.  Plato  Miller;  Re- 
cording Secretary,  Mrs.  J.  E.  Mauney;  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs.  Wilbur 
Baber;  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Floyd  Queen;  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service,  Mrs.  Leon  Matthews;  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Activities,  Mrs.  John  Rankin;  Secretary  of  Children,  Mrs.  B.  L.  Heavner;  Sec- 
retary of  Young  Women  and  Girls,  Mrs.  Robert  Carpenter;  Secretary  of  Wesleyan 
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Service  Guild,  Mrs.  Paul  Randall;  Secretary  of  Supplies,  Mrs.  Fields  Tony;  and 
Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  Mrs.  Frank  Rankin.  Three  of  our 
Conference  officers  were  present  to  assist  us:  Mrs.  J.  W.  Harbison,  Mrs.  George 
Hoyle,  and  Mrs.  R.  C.  Kennedy,  and  it  was  a  time  of  real  rejoicing-  and  true 
Christian  fellowship.

The  zone  meetings  were  held  last  fall,  and  the  interest  continues  to  increase 
in  the  work,  and  it  is  a  great  privilege  to  be  a  co-worker  with  such  a  splendid, 
loyal,  Christ-like  group  of  women,  and  may  God  use  each  one  of  us  in  a  special 
way  in  the  days  to  come.

GREENSBORO  DISTRICT 

From  October  1  to  December  31,  1940 

As  I  look  back  over  the  last  quarter  of  1940,  I  seem  to  think  of  nothing  but 
meetings,  meetings — and  wonder  just  when  time  was  found  to  do  the  actual 
work  of  the  organization,  but  meetings  were  necessary  and  at  every  one  eager 
interest  was  manifest.  The  whole  district  had  been  on  tip-toe  looking  toward  the 
Charter  Meetings,  which,  of  course,  took  place  in  September.  Too  much  cannot 
be  said  for  the  interest  and  co-operation  of  our  District  Superintendent,  Rev. 
L.  B.  Hayes,  and  even,'  pastor  on  the  district.  At  their  call,  the  women  came 
almost  en  masse  to  pledge  themselves  anew  to  the  work  of  the  Master.  Surely 
no  more  inspiring  sight  can  be  visualized  than  the  2,936  Charter  members 
making  up  63  Charter  Societies  meeting  in  the  various  churches  throughout  the 
district,  indicating  their  commitment  of  prayer,  service  and  money  to  the  work 
for  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  in  the  world.  A  Charter  offering, 
amounting  to  $35  1.37,  was  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

Acting  upon  the  decision  of  the  Conference  Societv,  meeting  at  Statesville, 
that  each  district  should  organize,  Mr.  Hayes  called  the  women  of  the  district  to 
meet  at  College  Place  Church,  November  12,  and  at  that  time  the  district 
organization  was  perfected,  with  the  following  officers:  President,  Mrs.  D.  M. 
Davidson,  Gibsonville;  Vice-President,  Mrs.  J.  R.  Dodson,  Greensboro;  Recording 
Secretary,  Mrs.  Roscoe  Causey,  Liberty;  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs.  R.  G. 
Rives,  Greensboro;  Treasurer,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Cummings,  Guilford  College;  Secretary 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  Mrs.  Grady  Kirkman, 
Greensboro;  Secretary  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  Mrs.  Hal  C.  Fields, 
Greensboro;  Secretary  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  Mrs.  Guy  Simpson,  Madison; 
Chairman  of  Spiritual  Life,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Armbrust,  Reidsville;  Secretarv  of 
Children's  Work,  Mrs.  Frank  Whitemore,  Reidsville;  Secretary  of  Young  Wo- 
men and  Girls,  Miss  Marie  Coe,  Greensboro;  Scarritt  Representative,  Mrs.  L.  A. 
Wharton,  Gibsonville. 
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Then  followed  the  call  of  the  President  of  the  district  for  an  Executive 
Meeting  of  the  district  officers,  at  which  time  the  district  was  divided  into  three 
zones,  but  as  the  close  of  the  year  was  upon  us,  the  organization  and  the  election 
of  officers  for  those  zones  was  left  over  for  the  new  year. 

The  district  is  most  fortunate  in  that  we  have  two  Conference  officers  living 
within  its  borders,  Mrs.  A.  L.  Thompson,  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary, 
and  Mrs.  R.  M.  Andrews,  Conference  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities.  Both  of  them  have  been  most  helpful,  giving  aid 
and  advice  at  every  call. 

Since  the  Charter  Meeting,  153  new  members  have  been  listed  in  the  "Million 
Member  Movement."  Subscribers  to  the  World  Outlook,  343,  and  to  the  Metho- 
dist Woman,  107.  Twenty-four  mission  study  classes  were  reported,  and  the 
course  on  "Uprooted  Americans"  was  said  by  many  to  have  been  the  most  inter- 
esting ever  given.  Twenty-three  new  Bible  study  classes  were  reported.  Week  of 
Prayer  was  observed  by  22  societies  and  an  offering  of  $173.35  was  sent  to  the 
Conference  Treasurer  for  that  cause. 

Our  weakest  spot  is  the  Supply  Department,  only  $3  3.40  being  sent  from  the 
district  for  that  work. 

It  is  with  gratitude  that  we  report  our  pledge  to  Conference  paid  up  in  full, 
the  total  amount  for  the  quarter  sent  the  Conference  Treasurer  being  $2,297.34, 
with  $1,078.12  spent  for  local  purposes. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  assist  in  the  organization  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  in  my  local  church,  and  with  that  one  included,  six  such  organizations 
have  been  reported. 

With  the  organization  period  in  the  past,  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  stands  facing  enlarged  horizons.  With  God's  help  may  we  let  our  hearts 
and  souls  expand  to  take  them  in.

SALISBURY  DISTRICT 

From  October  1  to  December  31,  1940 

I  am  most  happy  to  bring  to  you  a  report  of  the  first  three  months  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
women  of  the  district  for  their  fine  spirit  of  co-operation.  They  have  undertaken 
the  work  with  enthusiasm.  Never  has  there  been  greater  interest  in  the  work  or 
more  loyalty  to  the  cause. 

The  interest  was  shown  conducively  by  the  attendance  at  the  Conference 
organization  in  Statesville  when  5  7  societies,  with  a  membership  of  2,7  8  8,  were 
reported.  Since  that  time  the  interest  has  continued  to  grow;  new  members  have 
been  added  and  new  societies  have  been  organized.  Mrs.  C.  N.  Clark,  our  Con- 
ference Vice-President,  has  been  instrumental  in  organizing  a  number  of  societies. 
The  pastors  of  the  districts  have  done  a  wonderful  work  in  organizing  Charter 
Societies.  It  has  been  my  privilege  to  organize  one  Charter  Society  and  to  visit 
a  number   of  new  societies,   giving   further  information   about  the   work. 

Reports  at  the  close  of  the  vear  showed  that  we  had  enrolled  67  organizations. 
Several  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Groups  have  been  organized.  Four  Wesleyan 
Service  Guilds  were  reported.  We  closed  the  year  with  247  subscribers  to  the 
World  Outlook  and  8  2  to  the  Methodist  Woman.  An  effort  is  being  made  to 
increase  the  subscription  list  to  our  own  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate. 
Twelve  mission  study  classes,  ten  of  which  were  Jurisdictional  classes,  were 
reported.  There   were   only  two   Bible   classes  reported. 

The  financial  report  for  the  fourth  quarter  is  as  follows:  Baby  Specials, 
$9.92;  Adult  pledges,  $1,465.46;  Bible  Women,  $42.50;  Foreign  Scholarships, 
$70.50;  Scarritt,  $11.21;  Life  Members,  $50.00;  Kelly  Fund,  $10.10;  Charter 
Members,  $257.85;  Conference  Expense,  $1.50;  Week  of  Prayer,  $184.49,  mak- 
ing a  total  sent  the  Conference  Treasurer  of  $2,103.33.  The  amount  spent  for 
Supplies  was  $38.40,  and  Local  Work,  $1,422.32,  which  makes  a  grand  total 
of   $3,564.55. 

Perhaps  the  climax  of  the  quarter  occurred  on  October  15th  when  Dr.  C.  N. 
Clark,  District  Superintendent,  called  a  meeting  of  the  women  of  the  district 
at  Spencer,  Central,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  the  Salisbury  District  Wo- 
man's Society  of  Christian  Service.  Officers  were  elected  and  a  very  impressive 
installation  service  was  conducted  by  Dr.   Clark.

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STATESVILLE  DISTRICT 

From  October  1  to  December  31,   1940 

The  fall  months  of  1940  were  never  to  be  forgotten  days,  so  busy  were  they 
with  reorganization.  Local  church  auxiliaries  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  So- 
ciety and  Ladies'  Aid  Societies  began  as  early  in  September  as  possible,  getting 
reorganized  into  Societies  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  We  were 
busy  till  October  1,  1940,  organizing  these  societies.  Then  at  Broad  Street 
Church,  Statesville,  we  entertained  the  set-up  meeting  of  the  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  We,  of  the  Statesville  District,  were  thrilled  to  have 
this  historic  meeting  in  our  midst.  To  this  meeting  68  new  Presidents  came  with 
their  charters,  from  the  Statesville  District.  Four  others  sent  theirs  in  soon  after 
this  meeting,  and  we  can  report  one  new  society  since  then,  making  73  societies 
now  actively  at  work  in  Statesville  District.  Our  District  set-up  meeting  took 
place  at  Broad  Street  Church,  Statesville,  the  middle  of  October.  The  new 
officers  were  installed  at  this  meeting  by  Rev.  E.  W.  Fox,  in  an  impressive 
service. 

A  joint  Study  Leaders'  Meeting  for  Elkin  and  Statesville  Districts  was  held 
at  Broad  Street  Church,  Statesville,  in  September.  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne,  A.  L. 
Thompson,  C.  N.  Clark,  George  W.  Hoyle,  and  Mrs.  H.  C.  Sprinkle,  Jr.,  pre- 
sented our  work  at  this  meeting.  Books  for  our  fall  "Studies"  were  on  sale  in 
an  adjoining  room.  I  felt  that  this  meeting  did  much  to  make  our  district  able 
to  give  such  a  good  acount  of  ourselves  in  study. 

Just  as  soon  after  the  period  of  organization  as  possible,  with  the  help  of 
capable  zone  Chairman,  we  brought  our  groups  together  and  planned  our  fall 
work,  urging  that  we  not  let  up  in  our  work  at  this  time  but  to  push  ever 
forward.  At  this  time,  changes  in  our  officers  and  duties  were  studied,  the 
"Guide"  ever  before  us;  your  District  Corresponding  Secretary  meeting  with 
many  small  groups,  and  presenting  our  work,  telling  of  changes  and  trying  to 
be  of  assistance  to  local  societies. 

We  met  at  First  Church,  Hickory,  late  in  the  fall  for  our  Spiritual  Life 
Retreat.  Mrs.  J.  P.  Hornbuckle,  District  Leader  of  Spiritual  Life,  who,  realizing 
that  this  work  is  the  core  of  our  organization,  brough  to  this  meeting  speakers 
who  made  us  glad  we  were  privileged  to  be  present. 

More  interest  was  shown  in  study  during  the  fall  months  than  ever  before. 
"The  Uprooted  American"  was  given  preference  over  other  studies,  a  great  num- 
ber of  these  being  put  on  as  Jurisdictional  classes.  The  motion  pictures,  "Grapes 
of  Gladness"  and  "Uprooted  Americans,"  being  used  in  the  district  in  connec- 
tion with  this  study. 

We  are  so  happy  to  report  at  the  end  of  1 940  that  we  overpaid  our  pledge 
*435.00.  We  accomplished  much  in  study,  doing  the  best  work  we  have  ever 
done.  Mrs.  Payne  reports  that  we  had  26  societies  on  the  honor  roll,  thereby 
making  the  Efficiency  Aim  in  study.  We  also  had  32  classes  making  Jurisdictional 
credit,  as  we  now  call  it. 

There  were  more  reports  on  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  than  ever  before.  We  got  our  quota  of  World  Outlooks,  and  I  feel 
when  there  are  so  many  subscriptions  to  the  Methodist  Woman  and  the  World 
Outlook  and  so  much  interest  in  mission  and  Bible  study,  there  is  sure  to  be  a 
blessing,    not   only   to   those    who   are   associated   with    each    other    in    this    grand 
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service,  but  also  to  those  fellow  human  beings  in  other  lands  who  so   desperately 
need  the  helping  hand  of  Christian  people  today. 

There  were  six  Adult  Life  Memberships,  one  Memorial  and  five  Babv  Life 
Memberships  given.  Sixteen  societies  made  the   Efficiency  Aim. 

Late  in  January  we  had  our  District  Executive  Meeting  and  at  that  time 
planned  our  work  for  1941.  So  at  the  time  of  writing,  March  15,  1941,  we 
can  report  three  zone  meetings,  well  attended.  Our  ladies  are  very  interested  in 
our  Woman's  Work  and  ask  many  questions  about  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild, 
Student  work  and  work  of  Young  Women  and  Girls.  Then,  as  our  women  are 
getting  a  comprehensive  view  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  they  are  doing  more 
in  this  line  than  any  other.  At  these  zone  meetings,  we  are  told  of  interesting 
pieces  of  Interracial  work.  96  subscriptions  to  the  Methodist  Woman  were  re- 
ported and  growing  interest  in  study  noted.  In  the  fine  show  of  interest  so  early 
in  the  year,  and  knowing  the  faith  and  courage  of  the  women  of  the  Statesville 
District,  I  hope  that  we  may,  through  the  help  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  ac- 
complish much  in  His  name  this  year.

WINSTON-SALEM  DISTRICT 
From  October  1  to  December  31,  1940 

At  ten  o'clock,  November  12,  1940,  approximately  three  hundred  representa- 
tive women  and  ministers  of  the  Winston-Salem  District  gathered  at  Burkhead 
Methodist  Church,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  a  district 
organization  of  the  women  to  be  known  as  the  Winston-Salem  District  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  This  was  the  first  official  gathering  of  the  women 
of  the  district   from   the  three   former  branches  of   Methodism. 

Dr.  C.  C.  Weaver,  the  District  Superintendent,  conducted  the  worship  and 
explained  the  purpose  of  the  meeting.  His  first  duty  was  the  election  of  officers. 
The  Nominating  Committee  was:  Mrs.  J.  G.   Sterling,   Mrs.   L.  V.   Scott  of  the 
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former  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  Mrs.  T.  L.  Speas  and  Mrs.  R.  A. 
Hunter  of  the  former  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  and  Mrs.  J.  E.  Morris  of 
the  former  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

The  entire  slate  was  elected  as  presented:  President,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Mann,  of 
Lexington;  Vice-President,  Mrs.  T.  L.  Speas,  of  Winston-Salem;  Recording 
Secretary,  Mrs.  K.  M.  Yokelev,  of  Winston-Salem;  Corresponding  Secretary, 
Mrs.  J.  G.  Sterling,  of  Winston-Salem;  Treasurer,  Mrs.  J.  E.  Morris,  of  Walker- 
town;  Secretary  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  Mrs.  Peter  T.  Wilson,  of 
Winston-Salem;  Secretary  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activi- 
ties, Mrs.  L.  V.  Scott,  of  Winston-Salem;  Secretarv  of  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions, Mrs.  H.  C.  Nicholson,  Thomasville;  Secretary  of  Supplies,  Mrs.  J.  L. 
Woltz,  Mt.  Airy;  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  Miss  Carolyn  Westmoreland, 
R.  F.  D.,  Walkertown;  Secretary  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work,  Mrs.  A.  C. 
Payne,  of  Rural  Hall;  Secretary  Children's  Work,  Mrs.  John  Hunter,  Tobacco- 
ville;  Secretary  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  Miss  Sallie  Blackwood,  Winston-Salem; 
Chairman  Spiritual  Life,  Mrs.  J.  T.  Bowman,  Thomasville;  Chairman  Status 
of  Women,  Mrs.  E.  K.  McLartv,  Jr.,  of  Walkertown;  Chairman  Missionary 
Personnel,  Mrs.  R.  A.  Hunter,  R.   F.  D.,  Winston-Salem. 

In  the  delay  of  the  newly-elected  President,  the  Vice-President  was  called  to 
the  front  to  preside  until  the  former  arrived. 

The  Conference  President,  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  now  of  Winston-Salem,  was 
present  and  conducted  an  open  forum. 

Histories  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societv,  written  by  Mrs.  W.  R.  Harris, 
of  Asheville,  were  distributed. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  business  session,  Dr.  Weaver  impressively  installed 
the  new  officers  .At  twelve  o'clock  the  pastor  of  the  hostess  church  pronounced 
the  benediction. 

Thus  the  first  chapter  of  our  new  history  of  the  district  was  written.  The 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  and  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  no  longer  existed,  but  the  Methodist  Church  was  a 
reality  in  the  Woman's  Work.  It  was  a  happy  thought  that  no  longer  would 
there  be  Aid  Societies  and  Missionary  Societies,  but  that  the  great  program  of 
the  church  calls  for  the  women  of  the  churches  to  be  organized  into  a  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Sixty-eight  organizations  enrolled  as  Charter  Societies.  These  reported  2,842 
members.  At  the  close  of  the  last  quarter  of  19+0,  which  was  the  first  quarter 
of  our  new  work,  7  9  organizations  were  listed.  These  were  enrolled,  but  not 
all  sent  in  reports.  A  number  of  interferences  caused  incomplete  reporting.  We 
realize  that  we  must  have  patience  during  the  period  of  cultivation  and  adjust- 
ment. But  as  one  by  one  new  groups  of  women  are  enlisted  in  the  ranks,  it  is 
encouraging  to  see  how  eager  they  are  to  learn  and  how  anxious  they  are  to 
carry  on  our  Master's  work  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 

The  special  work  that  had  been  functioning  through  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Society  has  been  continued  or  we  might  say  it  has  already  been  increased. 
Green  Street,  Winston-Salem,  lias  added  an  African  Special  and  a  woman  of  the 
Lexington  Society  has  also  added  an  African  Special. 

And  as  our  work  of  organization  and  promotion  continues,  may  we  have 
this  as  our  prayer,  "Lord,  on  Thee  we  humbly  call.  Let  Thy  blessing  rest  on  all."

Minutes  of  the  Organization  Meeting  of  the  Western 
North  Carolina  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 


The  organization  meeting  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  was  held  at  Broad 
Street  Methodist  Church,  Statesville,  Tuesday,  October  1,  at  10 
a.  m.,  Bishop  Clare  Purcell  presiding. 

While  the  Conference  was  assembling  by  Districts,  a  worshipful 
atmosphere  was  created  and  maintained  by  an  organ  prelude. 

The  attendance  was  much  larger  than  the  seating  capacity  of 
this  very  large  church. 

Bishop  Purcell  convened  the  meeting  and  used  for  the  opening 
hymn,  "Jesus  Shall  Reign,"  which  was  heartily  sung  by  the  large 
congregation. 

Dr.  George  R.  Brown,  of  Liberty,  led  the  opening  prayer.  Bishop 
Purcell,  in  a  few  well  chosen  words,  stated  the  purpose  of  the  meet- 
ing, and  issued  a  challenge  to  deeper  consecration,  and  continued 
and  ever  increasing  lovaltv. 
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In  order  to  perfect  the  organization  of  the  Conference,  a  tempor- 
ary Secretary  was  elected.  Mrs.  R.  M.  Andrews,  of  Greensboro,  was 
chosen  for  this  office,  and  at  the  request  of  Bishop  Purcell,  read 
the  report  of  the  Research  Committee.     (See  Report  A.) 

Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  of  Charlotte,  was  elected  President  for  the 
day,  and  took  the  chair  as  Bishop  Purcell  excused  himself  for  other 
urgent  business. 

Mrs.  T.  V.  Goode,  of  the  hostess  church,  was  presented,  and  gave 
in  behalf  of  the  church,  the  citizens  and  the  Mayor  of  Statesville, 
a  most  cordial  welcome  to  the  delegates  and  visitors  of  the  Con- 
ference. 

On  motion  that  a  Nominating  Committee  be  used  as  the  method 
of  choosing  the  Conference  officers,  it  was  voted  that  this  be  done. 

The  President  appointed  the  following  women  to  serve  on  this 
Committee :  Mrs.  John  Hoyle,  Jr.,  Mrs.  C.  N.  Clark,  Mrs.  George 
R.  Brown.  Mrs.  R.  C.  Kennedy,  Mrs.  J.  G.  Sterling,  Mrs.  F.  E. 
Branson  and  Mrs.  F.  R  Baker.  The  Committee  withdrew  immedi- 
ately. 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Helen  B.  Bourne,  Secre- 
tary of  Missionary  Education  and  Cultivation,  commending  to  the 
co-operation  and  love  of  the  women,  the  new  Secretary  of  Organi- 
zation and  Promotion,  Mrs.  V.  F.  DeVinny,  who  is  the  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Joint  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation. 

Mrs.  Weaver  called  the  roll  by  Districts.  Mrs.  J.  E.  Dooley,  of 
Statesville,  took  charge  of  the  delegates'  credentials,  and  with  the 
help  of  Mrs.  T.  V.  Good,  served  as  Statistician. 

Mrs.  A.  L.  Thompson,  of  Greensboro,  was  presented,  and  spoke 
briefly  of  the  World  Outlook,  publication  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension ;  and  The  Methodist  Woman,  official  organ 
of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Mrs.  Weaver  stated  that  Mrs.  J.  D.  Bragg,  St.  Louis,  Missouri, 
is  the  President  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She 
also  announced  the  death  of  Miss  Sara  Estelle  Haskin  of  the  Edi- 
torial Board,  stating  that  she  had  literally  given  her  life  for  Meth- 
odist Union.  The  Conference  was  asked  to  stand  for  a  moment  of 
silent  prayer  in  gratitude  for  the  life  of  Miss  Haskin,  and  what 
she  has  meant  to  the  missionary  work.  The  period  of  silent  prayer 
was  closed  by  Mrs.  Weaver. 

Mrs.  W.  R  Harris,  of  Asheville,  presented  a  resolution  asking 
the  Editors  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  for  the  resto- 
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ration  of  all  the  space  formerly  used  in  that  periodical  for  the 
Woman's  Page,  inasmuch  as  it  Would  all  be  needed  in  the  new 
work.  Mrs.  Harris  explained  that  the  space  had  been  cut  from  a 
page  to  two  columns. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Weaver  explained  the  Million  Member  Movement,  and 
asked  that  each  member  gain  one,  by  the  first  of  January,  1941. 

Opportunity  was  given  for  questions  from  the  floor,  concerning 
finances.  An  interesting  discussion  followed. 

The  President  cited  page  49  of  The  Guide,  and  asked  the  Con- 
ference to  decide  how  often  Conference  officers  should  be  elected. 

A  motion  to  limit  the  tenure  of  office  was  defeated.  A  motion  to 
elect  officers  every  two  years  was  amended  to  elect  one-half  each 
year,  so  that  at  no  time  would  a  complete  set  of  new  officers  be  in 
charge.  This  was  amended  for  the  beginning  of  the  Conference  so 
that  one-half  of  the  first  officers  elected  should  serve  three  years 
and  one-half  for  two  years.  The  motion  as  amended  was  carried. 

Mrs.  Weaver  stated  that  unless  there  was  objection,  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  would  decide  which  officers  should  be  elected  on 
alternate  years.  There  was  no  objection. 

The  Nominating  Committee,  before  submitting  its  report,  offered 
the  following  recommendation:  "We,  the  Nominating  Committee, 
recommend  that  the  duties  of  the  Editor  of  the  Advocate  Page  be 
separated  from  the  duties  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  and 
the  Editor  of  said  page  be  made  a  member  of  the  Conference  Execu- 
tive Committee. ' ' 

On  motion,  the  recommendation  was  made  the  order  of  the 
Conference.

On  nominations  from  the  floor,  the  following  were  elected  dele- 
gates to  the  Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service :  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  Charlotte ;  Mrs.  R.  M.  Andrews, 
Greensboro ;  Mrs.  George  Hoyle,  Shelby ;  Mrs.  C.  N.  Clark,  Salis- 
bury; Mrs.  W.  C.  Hammer,  Asheboro;  and  Mrs.  W.  R.  Harris, 
Asheville. 

Mrs.  R.  C.  Kennedy,  of  Bessemer  City,  was  asked  to  speak  to 
the  question  of  District  Organization.  She  made  a  brief  and  clear 
statement,  and  at  the  suggestion  of  the  chair,  offered  a  motion  that 
we  have  complete  District  Organization.  Conference  ordered  a  Dis- 
trict Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  each  of  the  11  Dis- 
tricts. 

The  President  asked  the  Conference  to  meet  by  Districts  before 
the  afternoon  session  and  fix  the  time  and  place  for  the  organiza- 
tion meetings. 

The  hour  for  the  afternoon  assembly  was  set  for  2  o'clock.  The 
morning  session  adjourned  with  prayer  led  by  Mrs.  R.  M.  Andrews.

The  afternoon  worship  began  with  the  singing  of  one  stanza  of 
'"God  of  Grace  and  God  of  Glory." 

Mrs.  Clare  Purcell  directed  the  worship,  using  as  the  Scripture 
lesson  the  first  twelve  verses  of  the  15th  chapter  of  John. 

The  delegates  from  College  Place  and  West  Market  Street 
Churches,  Greensboro,  were  named  as  a  Committee  to  approve  the 
minutes  of  the  day's  session. 

Mrs.  W.  R.  Harris  presented  the  FIFTY  YEARS'  HISTORY 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist   Episcopal 
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Church,  South,  to  sell  at  50  ceuts  per  copy,  and  stated  that  500 
copies  were  available  for  this  group. 

Mrs.  Weaver  stated  that  during  the  lunch  hour  it  had  been 
suggested  that  two  reserve  delegates  to  the  Jurisdictional  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  be  elected.  Miss  Amy  Hackney,  of 
Asheville,  and  Mrs.  R.  C.  Kennedy,  of  Bessemer  City,  were  elected 
first  and  second  reserve  delegates,  respectively. 

Mrs.  J.  E.  Dooley,  Statistician,  reported  495  delegates  present 
and  21,505  Charter  members  enrolled. 

Mrs.  Weaver  presented  Miss  Lelia  Epps,  much-loved  missionary 
recently  returned  from  Brazil,  who  brought  a  stimulating,  inspiring 
and  challenging  message  as  she  spoke  out  of  her  rich  experience, 
of  the  many  wide  open  doors  of  service  to  which  God  is  calling  us. 

At  the  close  of  the  message,  Mrs.  Weaver  directed  the  prayer 
of  the  congregation. 

After  a  brief  message  from  the  President,  pleading  that  we 
give  ourselves  whole-heartedly  to  the  cultivation  of  the  spiritual 
side  of  ourselves  and  our  church,  Bishop  Purcell  was  again  pre- 
sented, and  in  a  most  impressive  way  installed  and  charged  the 
officers  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service. 

The  benediction,  pronounced  by  Bishop  Purcell,  brought  to  a 
close  this  historic  Charter  Meeting  and  day  of  dedication.

Blue  Ridge- Atlantic  Conference  (Methodist  Episcopal) 
June  30,  1940-December  31,  1940 


The  Blue  Ridge-Atlantic  Conference,  according  to  instructions, 
closed  its  records  as  a  Conference  June  30,  1940.  This  was  in  ac- 
cordance with  our  first  plans  to  have  all  of  our  groups  merged  into 
our  new  society  beginning  with  September,  1940.  When  it  was 
decided  that  we  should  continue  our  work  as  formerly  carried  on 
until  January  1,  1941.  we  were  instructed  to  direct  whatever  funds 
we  might  raise  during  that  period  through  the  usual  channels.  How- 
ever, during  that  period  of  uncertainty,  the  majority  of  our  societies 
had  been  merged  with  other  groups. 

The  three  societies  that  directed  funds  as  instructed,  reported 
for  the  period  June  30-December  31,  1940,  a  total  giving  of  $129.26. 
This  included  amounts  contributed  to  the  Permanent  Missionary 
Fund,  Ethel  Harpst  Home,  Institutional  Supplies,  supplies  for  a 
college  student,  and  local  church  activities.  All  membership  dues, 
Lenten  Offerings,  Thank  Offerings,  Mite  Box  Funds  and  special 
gifts  having  been  paid  in  full  for  the  year,  we  did  not  ask  for  any 
further  contributions  to  these. 

Although  small  numerically,  the  membership  of  the  former  Blue 
Ridge- Atlantic  Conference  pledges  its  undivided  loyalty  to  the  sup- 
port of  the  entire  program  of  service  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  of  the  AVestern  North  Carolina  Conference  of 
the  Methodist  Church.

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Explanation  of  Set-up  of  Women's  Work  of 
Methodist  Protestant  Church 


Prior  to  1928  the  Methodist  Protestant  Women's  work  included 
the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society  and  the  Ladies'  Aid,  but  following  the  General 
Conference  of  1928  the  women  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church 
were  asked  to  assume  a  financial  interest  in  the  whole  program 
of  the  church.  Our  Conference  units  were  called  Branches  of  Wo- 
men's work;  our  local  units,  auxiliaries.  In  the  North  Carolina 
Branch  we  accepted  three  budgets  as  follows :  World  Service,  which 
was  divided  between  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Edu- 
cation and  Church  Extension.  Money  paid  through  this  budget  was 
a  credit  on  local  church  and  Conference  budgets.  In  some  churches 
the  women  raised  nearly  all  the  World  Service  budget  assessed  by 
the  Conference. 

Our  North  Carolina  budget  was  divided  as  follows:  Children's 
Home,  50%;  Bethel  Home  (for  tubercular  patients),  20%;  High 
Point  College  Student  Loan  Fund,  20%  ;  Contingent  Fund,  10%. 
The  Contingent  fund  was  used  for  expenses  and  promotional  work ; 
for  example :  $100.00  a  year  for  a  column  in  our  North  Carolina 
Church  paper,  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald. 

Our  third  budget  was  a  gift  to  the  maintenance  fund  of  High 
Point  College. 

On  our  world  Service  budget  the  Thank  Offerings  and  the  salary 
of  Rev.  J.  F.  Minnis,  our  North  Carolina  missionary  to  India, 
were  credits. 

Our  Branch  year  began  with  April  1  and  closed  with  March  31. 
Our  last  quarterly  meeting  was  held  in  July,  1940 ;  hence,  our 
records,  except  finances,  close  at  that  time.

PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE  (CONDENSED) 
Mrs.  R.  M.  Andrews,  Greensboro,  N.  C. 

"Two  little  girls  in  a  foreign  land;  the  tender,  sympathetic  heart  of  a 
Christian  woman;  receptive  minds  in  the  home-land,  influenced  by  Divine  com- 
passion," such  were  the  forces  that  brought  into  being  the  Woman's  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

Through  a  succession  of  events  that  the  world  may  call  chance,  but  which 
we  believe  were  directed  by  Providence,  the  door  was  opened  for  the  women  of 
our  church  to  enter  Japan.  The  inspiration  came  from  God  and  His  hand  pre- 
pared the  way  that  our  church  might  have  a  closer  fellowship  and  a  more  diligent 
co-operation  with  Him  in  the  great  task  of  saving  the  world. 

Those  of  you  who  are  familiar  with  the  history  of  the  Woman's  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  by  Mrs.  E.  C.  Chandler,  have  recognized  the  opening  sentences 
of  this  message  as  the  opening  sentences  of  that  volume. 

Since  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  was  the  first  churchwide 
organization  for  the  women  of  our  church,  it  seems  fitting  that  looking  back- 
ward in  Women's  Work  should  begin  at  this  point.  Regrettable  though  it  is,  the 
Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  never  reached  its  hope  of  becoming  truly 
church-wide.  But  it  should  be  said  here,  as  an  everlasting  tribute  to  the  zeal  of 
this  first  organization  of  the  womanhood  of  our  church,  that  its  North  Carolina 
Branch,  with  49  auxiliaries,  raised  for  foreign  missions  alone  in  192  8,  the  year 
preceding  the  merging  of  all  Women's  Work  in  our  church,  $6,054.80.  As  we 
compare  these  figures  with  the  $6,352.41  raised  by  the  combined  forces  of  all 
our  auxiliary  women  in  North  Carolina  this  year  for  World  Service,  which 
means  Foreign  Missions,  Minnis  Salary,  Home  Missions,  Educational  Institu- 
tions, and  Religious  Education,  we  can  see  very  clearly  that  there  is  no  occasion 
for  us  to  feel  puffed  up  now. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionarv  Society  in  1879, 
the  women  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  have  sent  out  and  maintained 
forty-one  missionaries  on  the  foreign  fields:  Japan,  China,  and  India.  We  entered 
Japan  in  1879,  China  in  1909,  and  India  in  1922.  Our  work  in  foreign  lands 
is  educational  as  well  as  evangelistic. 

Our  Denominational  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Societv  was  organized  in 
1893.  This  organization's  first  mission  was  to  foreigners  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh, 
Pa.  Later,  attempts  at  Americanization  and  Christianization  of  foreigners  were 
made  at  Empire  and  Dillonvale,  Ohio.  Operations  at  all  these  places  have  been 
discontinued.  Alvan  Drew  Industrial  School  at  Pine  Ridge,  Ky.,  ministers  to  the 
boys  and  girls  of  a  section  of  the  Cumberland  mountains.  North  Carolina  has 
a  bit  of  missionary  work  unique  in  the  history  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  in  its  Bethel  Home,  at  Weaverville,  N.  C.  This  is  a  low-cost  Christian 
home  for  the  tubercular  patients.  It  was  begun  in  June,  1919,  and  has  been 
operated  on  faith  by  the  Rev.  Homer  Casto.  The  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  of  North  Carolina,  and  later  the  Women's  Work,  has  contributed  regu- 
larly to  the  support  of  this  home  for  several  years. 

The  Children's  Home,  at  High  Point,  established  through  the  faith  and  works 
of  a  small  group  of  women  of  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society,  has  challenged  the  support  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
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Church  in  North  Carolina  as  no  other  single  enterprise  of  the  church  has  ever 
done. 

The  first  auxiliaries  of  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  were  organized  by  Miss  Annie  L.  Forrest,  December,  1899. 
They  were  Lebanon,  High  Point,  Randleman,  Asheboro,  Liberty,  Greensboro, 
Burlington,  and  Tabernacle. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  was  held  at  Greensboro,  N.  C,  March,  1900.  Five  of  the 
eight  auxiliaries  were  represented. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Mrs.  J.  F.  McCulloch,  of  sainted  memory,  Miss  Frances 
Sutton,  now  Mrs.  Bibb  Mills,  organized  a  group  of  thirty  women  of  Grace 
Church,  Greensboro,  into  a  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in  the  spring  of 
1908.  Ten  other  auxiliaries  were  organized  bv  Miss  Sutton  before  the  meeting 
of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  that  year.  The  North  Carolina  Branch 
of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  was  organized  in  190  8  at  the  Liberty 
Annual  Conference,  with  eleven  auxiliaries. 

We  shall  glance  at  only  a  few  milestones  along  the  way  since  1879.  At  the 
fourth  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary 
Society,  the  Secretary  made  a  statement,  rare  in  the  history  of  missions:  "The 
receipts  of  our  Treasury,  thus  far,  have  been  greater  than  the  demands  upon  it — 
and  the  question  arises,  'Does  not  this  surplus  indicate  for  us  a  wider  field'?" 

At  the  Fifteenth  Executive  Board  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society,  which  took  place  in  1894,  advice  excellent  for  today  was  given  thus: 
"There  is  so  much  in  present-day  literature  pertaining  to  missions  that  no  meeting 
need  be  dull.  Don't  ask  anyone  in  this  busy  age  to  come  to  a  poor  missionary 
meeting." 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Record  was  the  official  organ  of  the  Woman's 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  from  18  85  'til  the  merger  in  192  8,  when  its  name 
was  changed  to  The  Missionary  Record,  and  it  became  the  official  organ  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church.  As  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Record,  it  was  edited  by  Mrs.  J.  F.  McCulloch,  of  Greensboro,  President  of 
the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  from 
1903  to  1920.  During  the  greater  part  of  the  Editorship  of  Mrs.  McCulloch, 
the  magazine  was  published  by  her  husband,  Dr.  J.  F.  McCulloch.  The  Woman's 
Home  Missionarv  Society  had  a  small  share  of  space  in  this  magazine — during 
part  of  its  history. 

Grace  Church,  Greensboro,  paid  the  salary  of  Dr.  Roberta  Freagle,  the  first 
Methodist  Protestant  medical  missionary  to  foreign  lands,  from  the  time  she 
went  to  China  in   1920  until  she  returned  seven  years  later. 

In  connection  with  the  2  5th  or  Silver  Jubilee  year  of  the  Woman's  Foreign 
Missionary  Society,  the  financial  goal  was  set  for  $10,000.00  throughout  all  the 
branches.  The  goal  was  exceeded  bv  $3,467.00. 

In  1919  every  branch  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  more  than 
met  its  apportionment.  A  great  cause  for  thanksgiving  and  praise  was  the  pay- 
ment of  all  indebtedness  on  our  mission  properties,  both  in  Japan  and  China,  at 
that  time. 

Several  of  our  missionaries  have  been  recognized  for  their  outstanding  con- 
tributions to  the  uplift  of  their  chosen  fields  by  the  governments  of  the  countries 
in    which    they    have   labored.    The    North    Carolina    Brancli    of    Women's    Work, 
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under  its  various  names,  has  been  honored  in  having  several  of  its  members  serve 
on  the  Board  of  Missions.  We  also  furnished  the  Convention  President  for  one 
four-year  term. 

The  works  that  have  been  wrought  by  all  who  have  labored  for  God,  in  our 
beloved  Zion,  will  be  revealed  only  at  the  last  day,  when  the  great  Book  of 
records  shall  be  opened. 

We  celebrate  this  year  the  61st  anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  Woman's 
Work  of  our  church.  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  Woman's  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society  is  celebrating  its  71st  year,  its  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
its  60th  vear,  and  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  its  62nd  year. 

As  we  enter  a  union  with  these  women,  one  group  of  whom  have  worked  in 
nine  foreign  countries,  and  the  other  in  nineteen;  whose  missionaries  are  num- 
bered by  thousands,  whose  home  mission  activities  embrace  work  for  orphans, 
for  the  needy,  sick,  Indians,  mountaineers,  Negroes,  Italians,  and  Mexicans, 
besides  deaconess  work,  and  educational  institutions,  we  have  a  great  task  and 
a  great  privilege  as  we  become  a  part  of  a  new  church  whose  women  are  united 
for  service,  with  the  great  purpose  of  knowing  Christ  and  making  Him  known. 

And  now  as  we  think  forward,  we  may  well  consider  a  dream  of  John 
Wesley's. 

Once  in  a  crisis  of  the  night,  Wesley  found  himself,  as  he  thought,  at  the 
gates  of  Hell.  He  knocked  and  asked  who  were  within.  "Are  there  any  Protes- 
tants here?"  he  asked.  "Yes,"  was  the  answer,  "a  great  many."  "Any  Roman 
Catholics?"  "Yes,  a  great  many."  "Any  Church  of  England  men?"  "Yes,  a 
great  many."  "Any  Presbvterians? "  "Yes,  a  great  many."  "Any  Wesleyans?" 
"Yes,  a  great  many." 

Disappointed  and  discouraged,  especially  at  the  last  reply,  he  traced  his  steps 
upwards,  and  found  himself  at  the  gates  of  Paradise,  and  he  repeated  the  same 
questions.  "Any  Wesleyans  here?"  "No."  "Any  Presbyterians?"  "No."  "Any 
Church  of  England?"  "No."  "Any  Roman  Catholics?"  "No."  "Whom  have  you 
then,  here?"  he  asked  in  astonishment.  "We  know  nothing  here,"  was  the  reply, 
"of  any  of  the  names  you  have  mentioned.  The  only  name  of  which  we  know 
anything  here  is  'Christians'.  We  are  all  Christians  here,  and  of  those  we  have 
a  great  multitude,  which  no  man  can  number,  of  all  nations,  and  kindreds,  and 
peoples,  and  tongues." 

As  I  began  to  think  about  my  message  today,  there  came  into  my  mind  a 
circumstance  that  happened  toward  the  end  of  the  earthly  life  of  Jesus,  in  which 
His  last  recorded  question  has  great  prominence.  It  was  one  of  the  most  penetrat- 
ing questions  He  ever  asked :  "Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  Me  more  than 
these?"  Simon  answered,  "Yea,  Lord,  Thou  knowest  that  I  love  Thee."  Jesus 
replied,  "Feed  My  lambs."  Jesus  then  asked  the  question  again,  "Simon,  son  of 
Jonas,  lovest  thou  Me?"  Simon  said  again,  "Yea,  Lord,  Thou  knowest  that  1 
love  Thee."  Jesus'  reply  this  time  was,  "Feed  My  sheep."  Then  Jesus  asked  the 
same  question  the  third  time,  "Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest  Thou  Me?"  Peter  was 
grieved  because  He  said  unto  him  the  third  time,  "Lovest  thou  Me?"  And  he 
said  unto  Him,  "Lord,  Thou  knowest  all  things;  Thou  knowest  that  I  love 
Thee."  Jesus  said,  "Feed  My  sheep." 

We  need  in  these  days  of  preparation  for  church  union  to  think  very  earn- 
estly of  these  questions  of  Jesus.  Verily  they  are  of  more  importance  to  us  than 
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Methodist  Union,  however  important  that  is.  There  are  lambs  in  the  Kingdom 
of  God  that  need  feeding  and  care,  lambs  that  are  going  to  grow  up  and  after 
a  while  be  the  sheep.  They  need  very  careful  tending.  They  must  be  taught  to 
follow  the  Great  Leader  Jesus  Christ,  who  said,  "If  ye  love  Me,  keep  My 
commandments." 

We  have  long  been,  like  Peter,  looking  around  to  see  what  was  going  to 
become  of  somebody  else.  But  when  Peter  asked,  "What  about  this  other  man?" 
our  Lord  said  to  him,  "Follow  thou  Me." 

We  need  to  follow  Jesus  closely  and  church  union  will  be  consummated. 
Jesus  didn't  say,  "Do  this,  or  that  or  the  other  thing,"  but  simply,  "Follow  Me." 
*     *     *      * 

Robert  Louis  Stevenson  in  his  poem,  "Celestial  Surgeon,"  prays  that  if  he  has 
lacked  spiritual  appreciation,  the  Lord  would  stab  his  spirit  broad  awake, 
"Or  Lord,  if  too  obdurate  I, 
Choose  thou,  before  that  spirit  die, 
A  piercing  pain,  a  killing  sin, 
And  to  my  dead  heart  run  them  in." 

We  have  been  so  imbued  with  the  thought  that  God  can  do  anything,  and  all 
things  are  possible  to  Him,  that  we  are  almost  shocked  by  the  suggestion  that  we, 
little  and  powerless  as  we  think  we  are,  can  actually  limit  His  work  in  and 
through  us  by  our  attitude  of  mind  and  heart.     *     *     *     * 

Miss  Olive  Hodges,  who  has  been  our  missionary  to  Japan  for  thirty-eight 
years,  told  on  one  of  her  visits  to  friends  in  North  Carolina  this  interesting  story. 
She  was  walking  down  the  street,  with  a  fur  coat  on,  one  cold  morning  soon 
after  she  first  went  to  Japan.  She  saw  a  little  boy  standing  just  inside  a  gateway, 
and  was  amazed  to  hear  him  call  loudly,  "Mother,  come  quick,  here  comes  a 
foreigner."  And  as  she  came  nearer  to  him,  he  called  again,  "Mother,  hurry, 
it's  got  hair  all  over  it."  Miss  Hodges  said  that  was  the  first  time  she  had  thought 
of  herself  as  a  foreigner.  Then  pretty  soon  one  day  she  heard  a  lot  of  children 
in  the  school  building  seeming  to  be  having  a  lot  of  fun,  laughing  and  talking 
together,  and  she  said  to  Miss  Williams,  "Who  is  that?"  Miss  Williams  said, 
"Oh,  they  are  the  girls."  Miss  Hodges  said,  "What  girls?"  "Why  they're  our 
school  girls,"  Miss  Williams  said,  and  then  for  the  first  time  Miss  Hodges  said 
she  realized  that  Japanese  children  laughing  sounded  exactly  like  American 
children  laughing.  And  then  the  thought  came  to  her  that  people  everyhwere 
are  all  alike  if  we  only  understood  each  other.     *     *      *      * 

We  have  not  seemed  to  realize  that  one-fifth  of  the  world's  people  are 
Indians,  and  that  the  population  of  India  increases  more  rapidly  than  Christianity 
increases.  The  Directory  of  Missions  for  India  reports  600,000  villages  without 
a  single  resident  Christian.  Nowhere  in  the  world  are  conditions  so  favorable  for 
whole  multitudes  to  accept  Christ,  as  in  India,  if  consecrated  leaders  can  be 
provided.  We  favored  North  Carolinians  should  count  it  a  privilege  to  pay  the 
salary  of  one  missionary  there.      *      *      *      * 

Our  responsibility  for  Japan,  China,  and  India  should  be  thought  of  in  terms 
of  millions  of  people  who  have  never  heard  of  Jesus.  These  are  our  neighbors 
and  He  said,  "Love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself,"  second  only  to  loving  God  with 
all  your  heart,  soul,  mind,  and  strength.     *      *     *     * 

Jesus  said,   "If   any   man   will   come   after   me,   let   him    deny   himself    .    .    ." 
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He  did  not  come  to  make  life  easy.  He  came  to  make  men  and  women  instru- 
ments of  power,  to  change  pygmies  into  giants.      *     *      *     * 

As  we  enter  upon  union  with  new  force  and  great  responsibilities,  requiring 
keen  understanding  and  co-operation,  we  would  do  well  to  pray  often  the 
prayer  of  Moses,  "Lord,  if  Thy  presence  go  not  with  us,  carry  us  not  up  hence."

REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY

Time  speeds  on  its  flight  and  now  the  year  has  ended.  As  we  have  worked 
together  during  the  year,  we  realize  much  has  been  done  to  extend  His  Kingdom. 
We  are  glad  for  the  opportunities  we  have  had  to  enlist  so  many  women  in  the 
service  we  could  give  to  our  Lord  and  Master  through  this  church  organization. 
We  are  grateful  for  the  opportunities  and  responsibilities  which  have  been  ours 
to  help  in  the  church  program  in  our  own  communities,  at  home,  and  in  the 
foreign  fields.  Our  denomination  has  taken  a  tremendous  step  forward  in  Chris- 
tian unity  and  the  new  year  and  work  carries  an  appeal  to  all  of  us.  The  old 
page  closes,  and  what  we  have  written,  we  have  written.  The  new  page  opens, 
and  we  may  write  on  it  what  we  will. 

Several  auxiliaries  have  honored  the  living  and  memorialized  those  who  have 
gone  on  by  Life  and  Memorial  memberships.  More  was  reported  done  for 
Scholarships  and  Workers  than  last  year. 

The  work  of  the  Young  People  seems  to  be  making  progress,  particularly 
in  some  churches.  One  auxiliary  reported  in  Children's  and  Young  People's 
Circles  170  members  and  $1+9.00  raised.  Another  reported  122  members  and 
$231.00  raised. 

Report  blanks  and  Efficiency  charts  were  mailed  to  each  of  the  121  auxili- 
aries. We  commend  the  70%  of  the  auxiliaries  who  sent  in  their  reports  and 
the  splendid   gains   on   the   Efficiency  charts.   There   were    2  6    Standard  auxiliaries. 

There  are  approximately  5,600  women  in  churches  reported  and  3,000  of 
these  actively  co-operating — 54%.  (Every  woman  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  was  automatically  a  member  of  the  auxiliary  of  her  church.) 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  various  phases  of  the  work  but  most  particularly 
in  the  spiritual  and  devotional  part.  When  we  are  spiritually  awake,  there  is  no 
task  too  hard  or  sacrifice  too  great  for  the  promotion  of  His  Kingdom.  Our 
Spiritual  life  is  the  measure  of  our  success.  We  are  becoming  more  and  more 
awake  to  the  need  of  an  increased  interest  in  Christian  and  Missionary  Educa- 
cation.  As  we  become  more  interested  in  these  phases  of  the  work,  we  increase 
our  interest  in  Benevolences  and  Stewardship.  Our  gratitude  is  shown  by  our 
Thank  Offering's.

The  work  of  your  District  Chairman  has  been  unusually  difficult  this  year 
due  to  several  causes,  some  of  which  are :  1 .  Boundary  lines  due  to  Conference 
and  District  changes.  It  has  been  our  custom  in  former  years  to  work  with  the 
Conference  Districts  to  promote  our  Women's  Work;  but,  when  the  last  Annual 
Conference  met,  these  were  changed;  but  we  did  not  conform  to  the  changes, 
so  we  have  had  no  definite  avenue  through  which  to  work.  Some  of  our  Districts 
are  in  two  Annual  Conferences  and  some  are  in  two  or  more  District  Superin- 
tendent's Districts.  2.  General  unsettled  conditions  due  to  partial  union.  Some 
churches  are  partially  united,  and  that  makes  the  Women's  Work  a  bit  difficult 
since  it  is  still  separate.  It  is  not  easy  to  start  new  work  in  the  face  of  so  many 
changes  in  the  near  future;  and  since  the  work  of  the  District  Chairman  has 
been  organizing  new  groups  and  aiding  weak  groups,  the  work  has  been  slow. 
3.  The  discontinuance  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald.  We  have  gained  much 
of  our  inspiration  from  information  through  the  Herald,  and  since  information 
has  been  scarce,  our  inspiration  has  been  low. 

I  have  written  several  letters  and  cards,  answered  all  calls,  and  tried  to  help 
wherever  possible.  Mrs.  Brown  and  I  have  gotten  out  letters  twice  and  mailed 
them  to  all  Christian  Education  Secretaries  concerning  the  books  for  the  West- 
minster Theological  Seminary  Library.  I  have  made  several  personal  appeals 
for  books.  I  have  asked  the  District  Chairmen  to  present  the  Minnis  Salary 
to  groups  other  than  auxiliaries  so  we  might  secure  the  entire  amount;  also  to 
work  to  secure  our  quota  of  books. 

All  reports  on  Minnis  Salary  have  come  to  Mrs.  Kearns  and  will  be  in- 
cluded in  her  report. 

Our  goal  for  books  has  not  been  reached,  but  if  those  who  have  not  done  so, 
will  do  as  well  as  those  who  have,  it  can  be  done  yet. 

A  total  of  $277.75  has  been  sent  through  the  Treasurer  of  the  Branch  and 
$242.75  sent  direct  to  Dr.  Forlines,  making  a  total  of  $520.50  in  cash  and  210 
books.  We  have  less  than  half  our  number. 

During  the  last  six  months  of  the  life  of  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of 
Women's  Work,  the  Conferences  were  united  so  that  our  Women's  Work  lay 
in  four  Conferences :  Western  North  Carolina,  North  Carolina,  Virginia,  and 
South  Carolina.  Almost  half  of  our  auxiliaries  lay  in  the  other  three  Confer- 
ences and  several  were  in  already  united  churches  so  that  of  necessity  almost  all 
my  wrork  was  carried  on  by  correspondence.  In  this  way  I  did  what  I  could  to 
help  finish  the  work  of  auxiliaries  already  begun  before  time  to  organize  the 
new  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

In  closing  this,  my  last  report  to  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  Women's 
Work,  I  wish  to  say  "thank  you"  to  my  sisters  for  the  opportunity  of  service 
during  the  past  2  2  years.  And  last,  but  not  least,  I  want  to  express  my  apprecia- 
tion for  the  high  privilege  of  being  hostess  in  my  cottage  in  Weaverville  to 
the  many  Executive  Meetings.  They  were  busy  meetings  and  yet  they  were 
indeed  a  spiritual  retreat.  My  life  has  been  enriched  by  this  privilege.

The  missionary  costumes  and  properties  of  India,  given  by  Rev.  J.  F.  Minnis, 
our  former  North  Carolina  missionary  to  India  but  now  District  Superintendent 
there,  are  in  the  possession  of  Myrtle  Davis,  Secretary  of  First  Methodist  Church, 
High  Point,  and  are  available  for  societies  in  the  North  Carolina  and  Western 
North  Carolina  Conferences.  The  only  charge  will  be  postage. 


REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  PASTOR'S  AID 

Mrs.  E.  L.  Ballard 

From  the  sixty  report  blanks  received,  the  following  information  has  been 
gleaned.  Sixtv  auxiliaries  reported  visits  made  to  the  sick  and  new-comers  in 
the  communities,  in  co-operation  with  the  pastors.  46  auxiliaries  bought  furni- 
ture, curtains,  etc.,  for  parsonages  and  Sunday  school  rooms  at  churches,  estimated 
at  $3,568.15.  $3,187.81  was  given  toward  paying  off  church  obligations,  such 
as  debt  on  church,  etc.,  by  the  women  in  local  auxiliaries.  $387.00  was  paid  on 
pastors'  salaries. 

Women  served  the  local  churches  in  many  capacities,  some  of  which  were: 
sponsoring  Daily  Vacation  Church  Schools,  leaders  of  young  people's  choirs, 
caring  for  salary  of  church  pianist,  social  service,  vestments  for  choirs,  purchase 
of  hymnals,  superannuate  fund,  Methodist  Protestant  Herald  subsidy,  purchase 
of  church  clock,  purchase  of  church  marker,  pulpit  Bibles,  helping  to  buy  pipe 
organ,  paid  gas,  light  and  coal  bills,  and  provided  flowers  for  various  occasions. 

Some  of  the  methods  used  for  making  money  by  the  women  were  listed  as 
pledges  and  free  will  offerings,  serving  meals,  stews,  etc.,  sale  of  household 
equipment,  such  as  flavoring,  sponges,  furniture  polish,  dust  cloths,  sale  of 
Christmas  cards,  dime  cards,  church  calendars,  giving  and  sponsoring  plays,  Sun- 
day egg  clubs  and  birthday  offerings. 


REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Mrs.  George  R.  Brown 

In  the  union  of  Methodism,  the  standards  of  Theological  Seminaries  were 
raised  so  that  it  was  necessary  to  build  up  the  library  at  Westminster  Theological 
Seminary.  The  women  of  the  North  Carolina  Branch  took  this  as  their  special  for 
1939-40.  Your  Christian  Education  Secretary  worked  with  the  Chairman  of 
Districts  in  promoting  this.  Her  report  gives  the  result  of  our  efforts.  She  also 
worked  through  the  auxiliaries  in  an  effort  to 

(1)  secure  attendance  of  voung  people  in  Leadership  Training  Schools; 

(2)  help  provide  them  with  means  of  active  service  in   local   church; 

(3)  co-operate   in   Rally  Day  and   Young  People's  Day; 

(4)  encourage    gifts   through    Board    of    Education    to    worthy   young   people 
preparing   for  the   ministry  or  missionary   work; 

(5)  encourage  gifts  to  college  and  seminary  student  Loan  Fund  and  "Endow- 
ment Fund." 

My  special  work  for  1939-40  included  soliciting  books  or  money  to  buy 
books  for  the  library  of  Westminster  Theological  Seminary  so  that  it  might  be 
an  accredited  institution. 
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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  THANK  OFFERING 
Mrs.  W ' .  C.  Ha?nmer 

Commemorating  the  beginning-  of  the  Women's  Work  of  the  former  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Church,  February  14th,  1879,  has  given  its  womanhood  oppor- 
tunity to  express  "gratitude  by  giving"  which  is  an  old  Jewish  custom.  The 
first  observance  was  held  February  14th,  1895.  Later  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society  observed  a  fall  Thank  Offering  service. 

After  the  merger  of  Woman's  Work  at  the  General  Conference  of  the  de- 
nomination in  Baltimore,  in  192  8,  the  custom  was  continued  and  two  services 
were  held  annually.  The  result  being  more  consecrated  service,  increased  inter- 
est, and  more  generous  giving  to  Home  and  Foreign   Missions. 

The  financial  report  for  the  vear  just  closing  shows  that  of  the  121  organi- 
7a*:ions,  100  have  held  Thank  Offering  services,  with  the  result  of  $2,004.82 
having  been  raised. 

Various  plans  were  used,  among  which  were:  pageants,  illustrated  lectures, 
missionary  sermons,  addresses,  and  the  systematic  use  of  Thank  Offering  boxes 
in  circles,  Sunday  school  classes,  and  by  individuals. 

As  we  go  into  the  ranks  of  approximately  four  million  Methodist  women, 
we  can  bear  testimony  that  the  observance  of  Thank  Offering — the  giving  of 
prayer,  time,  service,  and  money  has  brought  indescribable  joy  and  spiritual 
uplift.  Mary  opened  her  Thank  Offering  box  of  alabaster,  at  the  feet  of  Jesus, 
and  the  fragrance  of  it  has  lingered  for  twenty  centuries.  The  observance  of- 
Thank  Offering  has  enriched  the  lives  of  those  who  have  participated  in  the 
custom.  Let  us  "count  our  blessings,  name  them  everv  one"  and  be  thankful  to 
the  great  God  of  us  all. 

To  the  womanhood  of  the  former  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  may  I  extend 
gratitude  for  the  loyal  co-operation  which  has  been  accorded,  and  the  hope  that 
each  of  us  may  find  a  place  for  service  in  the  great  new  Methodist  Church. 


REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  MEMBERSHIPS

This  being  my  final  report  to  the  Branch,  I  thought  it  might  be  fitting  to 
begin  by  quoting  an  item  taken  from  a  report  of  the  Branch  Meeting  held  at 
Asheboro  in  1907.  It  will  give  us  an  idea  of  the  progress  we  have  made  in  the 
matter  of  securing  life  members.  The  quotation  follows: 

"The  North  Carolina  Branch  held  its  annual  meeting  in  Asheboro,  October 
2-3,  190  7.  The  Branch  was  to  have  had  its  first  session  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  but  a  slow  train  delayed  many  of  the  delegates  so  it  was  nearly  twelve 
o'clock  when  thev  reached  Asheboro,  a  tired  but  good-natured  crowd.  .  .  The 
discomforts  of  a  long  and  tedious  journey  were  soon  forgotten.  Miss  Kuhns 
(now  Mrs.  Dixon),  took  a  collection  following  her  address  which  was  to  be 
used  for  life  members.  Five  were  secured  in  this  way,  giving  Asheboro  the  first 
in  the  Branch.  They  were  Mrs.  W.  J.  Teague;  Grandma  McCulloch,  who  was 
over  eighty  years  of  age  and  who  attended  all  sessions;  Mrs.  W.  E.  Swain,  the 
pastor's  wife;   Mrs.  R.  R.  Ross  and  Mrs.  Dr.   Feree."

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and  42  Perpetual  Members.   (Life  Member  payment,  $10.00;  Memorial,   $10.00;

As  Branch  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  I  feel  that  I  have  done  so 
little  worthy  of  reporting.  The  Secretaries  of  local  auxilaries  have  made  it 
possible  for  me  to  make  this  report  and  I  greatly  appreciate  the  splendid  work 
done  by  them.  The  information  on  reports  shows  much  has  been  done  to  promote 
Missionary  Education  in  the  local  auxiliaries.  Reports  from  year  to  year  show 
an  increase  in  use  of  missionary  materials.  The  following  information  was 
gathered  from  reports :  6 1  auxiliaries  held  mission  study  classes,  used  question 
box,  guide  books,  Missionary  Record,  Methodist  Protestant  Herald,  pageants  and 
also  Dr.  John  R.  Mott's  book,  "Methodist  United  for  Action." 


REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  SPIRITUAL  LIFE

Many  auxiliaries  report  the  use  of  Prayer  Calendars,  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Missions.  Others  report  using  home-made  prayer  lists.  I  have  endeavored,  through 
the  auxiliary  Secretaries,  to  advance  the  spiritual  growth  of  the  women  of  the 
Branch  by  means  of  prayer  bands,  Women's  Bible  classes,  family  altars,  the  use 
of  the  "Upper  Room"  and  other  materials  prepared  in  this  field.  We  find  many 
observed  the  World's  Day  of  Prayer.  Some  groups  gave  interesting  accounts  of 
increased  interest  in  Bible  reading. 
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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK 
Mrs.  Eugene  A.  Lamb 

Childhood  and  youth  are  the  most  important  ages.  Important  because  it  is  the 
time  to  see  that  Christlike  thinking,  feeling  and  acting  on  the  part  of  children 
shall  be  a  matter  of  everyday  living.  And  vastly  important,  too,  because  it  is  the 
time  for  training  children  and  young  people  to  take  their  places  of  leadership 
in  the  church  and  its  organizations  when  they  grow  from  childhood.  To  stimulate 
interest  in  such  a  program  with  groups  already  organized  and  to  lend  assistance 
to   unorganized   groups  has  been   the  mission   of  my   office  this  year. 

From  the  forty-two  annual  report  blanks  received  from  the  local  auxiliaries, 
I  find  that  children  and  young  people's  missionary  work  is  being  actively  promot- 
ed in  3  9  churches.  I  am  sure  there  are  many  more  churches  promoting  these 
organizations  but  failed  to  send  in  a  report.  Information  from  several  other 
churches  stated  they  were  anxious  to  organize  work  of  this  type  during  the 
coming  year. 

Reported  on  these  blanks  are  10  Precious  Jewel  organizations,  22  Sunshine, 
IS  Mission  Clubs,  and  20  Young  People's  Circles.  The  blanks  listed  1,485  chil- 
dren enrolled  in  these  groups.  That  is  an  increase  of  about  3  50  over  last  year 
from  about  the  same  number  of  organizations.  Some  of  the  blanks  which  I 
received  failed  to  give  the  number  enrolled  so  this  figure  is  not  exactly  correct 
but  will  give  you  some  idea  of  how  many  children  are  being  touched  by  our 
program  in  such  a  small  number   of  churches. 

Fifty-two  public  meetings  were  reported  held,  22  groups  used  study  books, 
and  19  reported  regular  use  of  the  Missionary  Record.  The  groups  reported 
J  1,038.47   raised  this  year. 

Many  fine  and  original  service  projects  were  reported,  one  of  the  finest  of 
these  being  a  Mission  Club  in  Gibsonville  clothing  one  of  the  small  girls  at  the 
Children's  Home  at  High  Point.  They  state  they  send  from  $18.00  to  $20.00 
in  clothing  each  year  to  this  little  girl.  Is  this  not  a  splendid  project  for  a  group 
of  children  and  can  you  not  imagine  what  joy  it  brings  to  the  hearts  of  those 
M:ssion  Club  girls: 

There  are  so  many  fine  and  helpful  things  that  children  and  young  people 
can  be  doing  and  by  so  doing,  develop  Christian  character  in  their  own  lives. 
May  we  co-operate  together  during  the  next  year  in  giving  this  opportunity  to 
as  many  children  and  young  people  as  possible. 


REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  LITERATURE 
Mrs.  T.  L.  Sfeas 

The  past  year  I  have  answered  all  letters  and  requests  for  literature.  The 
program  material  was  sent  to  all  auxiliaries  the  first  of  the  year  with  the  minutes 
of  the  Annual  Branch  Meeting.  Each  auxiliary  was  notified  again  this  year  that 
thev  were  to  pay  for  their  programs  instead  of  having  it  sent  free,  but  some 
forgot  to  send  their  money.  I  have  endeavored  to  co-operate  with  the  Department 
of  Literature  of  the  denomination  and  keep  auxiliaries  informed  and  supplied 
with  literature  necessary  for  the  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  church.  I  have  pro- 
moted the  Missionary  Record  in  every  way  possible  but  far  too  few  of  our  women 
take  this  magazine.  I  have  also  endeavored  to  promote  the  World  Outlook.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  BENEVOLENCES  AND 
STEWARDSHIP 

Mrs.  J.  M.  Stone- 
In  giving  my  annual  report  for  the  Department  of  Benevolences  and  Steward- 
ship, I  wish  it  were  possible  to  record  the  activities  of  each  one  of  our  auxiliary- 
Secretaries  of  Benevolences,  that  vou  might  know  the  vast  amount  of  good  deeds 
done  through  our  auxiliaries  during  the  year.  As  I  have  only  received  43  reports, 
you  readily  see  how  utterly  impossible  for  us  to  tell  just  what  has  been  accom- 
plished. However,  from  these  reports  I  do  have,  it  is  encouraging  the  number 
reading  Stewardship  literature;  some  few  stressed  tithing;  most  of  them  gave 
an  auxiliary  program  or  held  a  meeting  on  Stewardship.  More  are  interested 
in  having  literature  to  explain  the  work  of  this  department.  Several  reported 
using  pageants  on  Stewardship.  I  think  we  have  more  tithers  and  I  wish  to  urge 
each  auxiliary  to  stress  Stewardship.  It  is  a  splendid  thing  to  have  an  all-dav 
program,  with  this  subject  in  its  many  phases  studied.  When  we  put  Stewardship 
first,  then   our  Benevolences  will   never  lack  again   for  their   necessary  support. 

I  have  mailed  out  25  3  letters  or  cards  and  had  two  articles  in  the  Herald, 
attended  two  meetings  on  Stewardship,  made  two  talks  on  this  subject  and  I  have 
found  my  Secretaries  loyal  and  have  responded  to  my  appeals  as  best  they  could. 
I  urged  each  Secretary  of  Benevolence  to  assist  her  pastor  in  raising  their  assess- 
ment for  our  superannuates.  I  wrote  each  one  about  this  for  it  has  been  of  deep 
concern  in  my  own  heart.  I  also  wrote  them  about  Home-Coming  Day  and 
Thanksgiving  for  the  Children's  Home.  We  have  an  auxiliary  for  each  one  of 
our  aged  ministers  or  their  widows,  to  whom  these  auxiliaries  play  the  Glad 
Game  by  sending  him  or  her  letters  or  cards,  and  personal  gifts  at  Christmas  or 
birthday  (just  little  deeds  of  love  to  bring  more  happiness  to  these,  whom  we 
choose  to  call  "our  older  brother  or  big  sister."^ 
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The  same  idea  is  being  carried  out  by  some  auxiliaries  for  our  aged  people 
at  West  Lafayette,  Ohio.  Moriah  adopted  six  persons,  one  for  each  circle  to  whom 
they  play  Pollyanna.  Concord  did  the  same,  Maple  Springs  and  Reidsville  and 
Grace  Church,  in  Greensboro.  Others  sent  boxes  to  the  Home  for  Aged  at  Christ- 
mas. 

Some    report    personal    gifts    to    help    worthy    college    girls.    Sunshine    boxes 
were  sent  to  "shut-ins."  Birthday  and  Christmas  cards  were  sent  to  our  mission- 
aries. Clothing,  quilts  and  money  given  to  the  needy. 
Bethel  Home :  Personal  gifts  and  cards. 

Children's  Home :  Cakes  for  school  lunches,  canned  fruit  and  vegetables, 
Easter  Basket,  coupons  and  30  auxiliaries  furnish  clothing  for  children  at  the 
Home. 

Pine  Ridge,  Kentucky:  Box  of  clothing. 

As  we  scan  this  field  hurriedly,  in  giving  you  a  brief  review  of  our  service 
for  others,  you  must  see  that  much  has  been  done  in   our  small  way.   Now,  as 
we  advance  into  the  New  Day,  we  can  look  far  across  the  horizon  as  it  widens 
into  that  broader  field  of  Opportunity  for  us.  Our  sincere  prayer  for  each  mem- 
ber of  this  North  Carolina   Branch   is  that  each   one   of  us  be   faithful  stewards 
in  this,  a  greater  service  for  our  Lord  and  Master;  as  we  find 
"A  task  that  we  must  do  each  day, 
Some  one  to  help  along  the  way; 
A  flower  to  give,  a  book  to  share, 
Sunshine  to  scatter  here  and  there;

Your  Secretary  of  Temperance  and  Christian  Citizenship  submits  the  follow- 
ing report:  thirty-six  auxiliary  Secretaries  sent  in  reports  of  their  work  for  the 
past  year.  Some  had  tried  to  promote  temperance  sentiment  through  their  auxili- 
ary, some  through  the  Sunday  school,  some  through  the  Christian  Endeavor  So- 
ciety, and  some  through  all  these  sources. 

One  Secretary  had  a  reader  from  a  nearby  college  give  the  story  of  the  life 
of  Frances  Willard,  "America's  Uncrowned  Queen,"  at  a  Sunday  evening  service. 
She  was  dressed  in  a  Willard  costume  and  was  a  very  effective  reader.  This  may 
give  someone  else  a  suggestion  for  a  temperance  program.  Though  this  year  is 
an  anniversary  year  for  Frances  Willard,  it  would  be  fitting  to  honor  so  great 
a  woman  as  Frances  Wiilard  at  any  time. 

Another  Secretary  said  the  Methodist  churches  of  her  city  would  soon  give 
a  play,  "Prisoner  at  the  Bar."  This  is  another  good  suggestion  for  those  who 
find  it  hard  to  get  material  for  a  temperance  program. 

One  Secretary  said  her  difficulty  in  promoting  temperance  was  lack  of  inter- 
est. Will  not  each  of  you  help  to  create  interest  in  this  great  work  against  in- 
temperance, which  is  ages  old  and  nation-wider  It  will  take  the  united  efforts 
of  all  the  Christian  people  to  bring  great  results.  May  we  not  only  work  but  may 
we  pray  for  temperance  and  peace  for  the  whole  world. 

I  have  sought  during  the  year  to  interest  the  women  in  all  that  pertains  to 
Citizenship  such  as  temperance,  world  peace,  Sabbath  observance,  desirable  amuse- 
ments, etc.  I  have  suggested  literature,  dramas,  etc.,  to  be  used  in  the  develop- 
ment of  civic  responsibility  and  the  promotion  of  Christian  ideals  in  all  civic  and 
social  relationships.

I  have  in  my  keeping  the  following:  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
Treasurers'  books,  1910-1929;  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  Treasurers' 
books,  190  1-1929;  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Work  Treasurers'  books, 
1929-1941;  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  Secretarys'  books,  1920-1929; 
Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  Secretarys'  books,  1 91+- 1929;  North  Caro- 
lina Conference,  Woman's  Work,  Secretaries'  books,  1930-1940.  I  also  have  a 
complete  file  of  Missionary  Records  for  the  years  1907,  1918,  1921,  1923,  1924 
192  5,    192  8-1940.   The   other  years  are   incomplete. 

Going  through  the  records  that  I  have  has  been  very  helpful  and  instructive 
to  me,  and  I  wish  I  could  pass  on  to  you  the  deep  sense  of  appreciation  that  I 
have  felt  for  those  who  have  labored  through  these  years  to  make  our  Woman's 
Work  what  it  is  today.  There  are  two  to  whom  I  should  like  to  pay  special 
tribute.  They  happen  to  be  sisters.  Miss  Velna  McCulloch  served  for  sixteen 
consecutive  years  as  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and 
Mrs.  H.  A.  Garrett  served  eighteen  years  as  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society.  I  doubt  if  such  a  record  could  be  duplicated.  During-  some  of 
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these    years,    the    largest    amount    of    money   in    the    history    of    the    Branch    was 
handled  by  them. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  had  only  one  President — Mrs. 
William  C.  Hammer.  The  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  had  the  follow- 
ing: Mrs.  J.  F.  McCulloch,  Dr.  Joy  Harris  Glascock,  Mrs.  A.  G.  Dixon,  Mrs. 
Geo.  R.  Brown.  There  have  been  two  Presidents  since  the  merger  in  1929:  Mrs. 
W.  C.  Hammer  and  Mrs.  R.  M.  Andrews. 

There  are  many  more  interesting  items  in  these  records  but  lack  of  space 
forbids  my  recounting  them.  They  are  the  record  of  labor  in  the  past  which 
shall  bear  fruit  in  all  the  years  to  come.

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  SECRETARY 

From  January  1,   1940  to  October  1,   1940 

Mrs.  W.  R.  Harris 

It  is  with  a  real  spirit  of  gratitude  and  thanksgiving  that  I  bring  to  you,  as 
Conference  Secretary,  the  record  of  our  achievements  for  the  first  three  quarters 
of  1940,  as  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Western  North  Carolina 
Conference,  which  shows  advancement  along  practically  all  lines  of  our  Woman's 
Work. 

I  feel  that  the  success  that  has  come  during  these  three  quarters  may  be 
attributed,  largely,  to  the  loyalty  and  co-operation  of  the  women  in  the  local 
auxiliaries,  who  have  given  unstintingly  of  their  prayers,  their  services  and 
contributions  to  make  this  record  possible. 

1940  marked  a  new  epoch  in  our  missionary  work  through  the  union  of  three 
branches  of  Methodism — an  onward  movement  in  which  our  Conference  has 
a  great  part,  and  in  which  we,  as  a  division  of  the  great  organization,  may  go 
forth  in  prayer  and  supplication,  in  the  spirit,  to  help  win  the  world  for  Christ 
and  so  to  establish  a  Kingdom  of  righteousness,  justice  and  peace. 

Due  to  the  changes  that  have  come  through  the  union  of  the  three  former 
Woman's  organizations,  which  have  brought  into  existence  the  Woman's  Society 
cf  Christian  Service,  which  was  effected  near  the  close  of  the  year,  1940,  and 
in  keeping  with  the  decision  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  its  mid-year  meeting 
in  January,  I  am  reporting  only  the  first  three  quarters  of  the  year  as  the  report 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society.  Signs  of  growth  in  the  various  departments 
of  our  work  are  evident  during  these  three  quarters,  giving  us  a  total  of  5  37 
auxiliaries,  45  of  which  are  new;  18,708  members  (an  increase  of  543  over 
1939);  122  Young  Woman's  Circles;  184  Baby  Specials  and  243  active  Spiritual 
Life  Groups. 

The  programs  for  the  district  and  zone  meetings  held  during  these  months, 
were  interesting  and  inspiring,  the  meetings  being  well  attended  by  large  num- 
bers of  interested  women,  with  our  Conference  officers  adding  to  the  enjoyment 
of  the  district  programs,  with  presentations  of  the  various  phases  of  our  work. 
Life  memberships  were  stressed  and    1  7   were  added   during  the  three  quarters. 

The  widening  and  deepening  influence  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Groups  are  being 
felt  more  and  more  throughout  the  Conference,  as  the  women  realize  that  it  is 
a  means  of  spiritual  development  of  the  individual  life,  and  we  feel  that  every 
woman,  who  has  the  privilege  of  attending  these  meetings,  has  been  blessed  and 
uplifted. 

Several  meetings  of  major  importance  were  held  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Conference  during  the  three  months,  namely:  the  Southeastern  Jurisdictional 
Conference  held  in  Asheville  in  May,  1940,  with  400  or  more  representatives 
from  the  17  Conferences  included  in  the  Jurisdiction,  with  12  Bishops,  8  former 
officers    of    the    Woman's    Missionary    Council    and    other    prominent    visitors    in 
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attendance.  This  meeting  had  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ference held  by  united  Methodism  and  was  an  event  of  exceptional  interest. 

Other  meetings,  of  more  than  ordinary  interest,  were  the  Charter  Meetings 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  held  in  numbers  of  churches  through- 
out Methodism,  resulting  in  our  Conference  in  the  enrollment  of  566  Charter 
Societies  and  23,325  Charter  members. 

A  meeting  of  special  interest  to  the  women  of  our  Conference  was  the  Golden 
Jubilee  Meeting,  held  in  Salisbury,  April  26-2  8,  celebrating  our  50th  anniversary 
as  a  Conference  Society,  with  a  program  appropriate  to  the  occasion,  and  of 
deepest  interest.  Adding  to  the  interest  of  this  meeting  was  the  realization  of  the 
fact  that  the  organization  meeting  in  1890  was  also  held  in  Salisbury,  and  two 
of  the  pioneers  present  at  the  organization  meeting  5  0  years  before,  were  present 
in  Salisbury — Mrs.  W.  W.  Hagood  and  Mrs.  C.  C.  Kennedy,  both  of  Charlotte. 
Many  of  the  officers,  in  their  reports  at  this  meeting,  expressed  their  joy  and 
happiness  that  had  come  through  their  services  in  this  great  work. 

Mrs.  Charles  C.  Weaver,  our  Conference  President,  voiced  the  sentiments  of 
all  present  on  that  occasion  when,  in  closing  her  annual  message,  she  said:  "With 
tears  in  our  eyes,  we  say  'Farewell,  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,'  and  with  a  smile  on  our  faces  and  a  wave  of  our 
hands  we  salute  'The  Methodist  Woman's  Societv  of  Christian  Service'."

REPORT  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

From  January  1,  1940,  to  October  1,  1940 
Mrs.  H.   IV.  McCain,  Superintendent 

The  work  of  the  Christian  Social  Relations  made  steady  progress  during  the 
first  three  quarters  of  1940.  There  was  marked  improvement  in  the  number  of 
auxiliaries  reporting.  Three  hundred  and  two  auxiliaries  reported.  There  was 
a  better  quality  of  work  done.  The  reports  indicated  that  progress  is  being  made 
in  attempting  to  reach  the  goal  set  by  our  Council  Bureau  of  Christian  Social 
Relations.  Miss  Stevens  says:  "The  ultimate  goal,  in  the  mind  of  the  Bureau  of 
Christian  Social  Relations,  has  been  to  get  our  women  to  recognize  the  growing 
need  for  an  integration  of  the  work  of  this  department  into  the  entire  church 
and  community  program."  This  must  be  done  if  effective  Christian  social  action 
is  to  result. 

The  Department  of  Interracial  Co-operation  still  led  in  interest;  with  the 
Department    on    International    Relations    and    World    Peace    again    taking    second 
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place.  Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  work  done  by  our  Christian  Social  Relations 
Bureau  was  in  co-operation  with  the  North  Carolina  School  for  Christian  Work- 
ers of  the  Colored  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  which  was  held  at  Haines 
Memorial  Institutional  Church,  Winston-Salem.  We  had  fifty-four  delegates  in 
attendance  from  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference.  For  several  years  Mrs. 
L.  V.  Scott,  Chairman  of  Interracial  Relations,  has  been  counselor  for  this  school 
and  much  of  its  success  is  doubtless  due  to  her  untiring  efforts  in  its  behalf. 

Much  enthusiasm  was  shown  in  the  observance  of  Race  Relations  Sunday. 
Manv  auxiliaries  reported  splendid  programs  presented  on  that  day. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  a  fund  given  by  Mrs.  Reid  Wall,  to  send  a  delegate 
each  year  to  attend  the  Institute  of  International  Relations.  Mrs.  H.  C.  Sprinkle, 
Jr.,  Chairman  of  International  Relations  and  World  Peace,  was  our  delegate 
last  vear. 

It  was  gratifying  to  note  that  more  auxiliaries  were  studying  packets  of 
literature  on  different  phases  of  this  work.  Several  Chairmen  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  have  helped  to  promote  the  study  of  "Jesus  and  Social  Redemption" 
by  Dr.  John  W.  Shackford. 

It  was  my  happy  privilege  to  attend  the  January  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Board  at  Sunny  Acres.  It  was  also  a  real  joy  to  be  present  at  five  District  Con- 
ferences, several  zone  meetings  and  to  discuss  this  work  at  many  local  auxiliary 
meetings.  In  meeting  with  so  many  different  groups  I  came  to  realize  and  appre- 
ciate, as  never  before,  the  fine  work  that  is  being  done  by  the  women  in  our 
Conference. 

Due  to  illness  I  was  unable  to  present  the  work  of  this  department  at  the 
Officers'  Training  Day.  I  am  grateful  to  Mrs.  H.  C.  Sprinkle,  Jr.,  for  taking 
mv  place  at  these  meetings. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the 
Bureau  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  those  who  labored  with  us  in  the  local 
churches  for  their  loyalty  and  splendid  co-operation. 

We  enter  upon  a  new  day,  with  new  aspirations  and  new  hopes.  I  bespeak 
for  her  who  is  to  lead  us  into  this  new  way  your  love  and  whole-hearted  co- 
operation. My  prayer  is  that  God  may  use  our  hands  to  help  build  a  new  world 
in  which  righteousness  dwells.

For  ten  years  in  which  I  have  served  as  your  Secretary  of  Children's  Work, 
I  have  devoted  my  time,  studied  carefully  the  various  plans  and  performed  my 
duties  as  thoroughly  as  efforts  and  time  would  permit.  It  is  my  pleasant  privilege 
and  duty  to  submit  my  last  report  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Society  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference,  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  which  rightfully  ended  last  April,  but  which  through  obligation 
and  interest,  has  kept  steadily  going  throughout  the  summer. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  opportunities  which  I  have  had  during  the  year  for 
the  promotion  of  my  work  and  also  for  study.  This  included  attendance  at  four 
District  meetings,  four  zone  meetings  and  two  Officers'  Training  Days,  at  each 
of  which  a  goodly  number  of  Children's  workers  was  reached  and  splendid 
interest  manifested.  Besides  these  personal  contacts,  much  correspondence  has 
been  carried  on  and  current  news  has  been  given  through  the  World  Friendship 
Bulletin  which  continues  to  be  issued  both  spring  and  fall  and  which  has  been 
mailed  regularly  to  each  Secretary  whose  name  I  carry. 

My  Conference  made  it  possible  for  me  to  attend  the  ten  day  School  of  Mis- 
sions at  Junaluska,  at  which  time  I  studied  under  leadership  of  Miss  Noreen 
Dunn,  and  together  with  other  Conference  Secretaries  and  those  interested  in 
Children's  Work,  the  failures  and  successes  of  the  past  and  plans  and  privileges 
of  the  future,  meaning  ten  days  of  untold  benefit  to  me. 

We  had  only  one  missionary  unit  in  1940  for  each  Primary  and  Junior 
group — in  April  and  May — laying  special  stress  on  Alaska  and  children  of  the 
cold  countries,  the  larger  churches  having  privilege  of  selecting  a  missionary 
topic  from  the  regular  closely  graded  series — thus  every  Church  School  had  the 
spring  unit,  with  only   150   reporting. 

The  first  General  Conference  of  the  new  Methodist  Church  very  wisely  pro- 
vided for  the  continuance  of  a  Missionary  Sunday  in  the  Church  School.  The 
fourth  Sunday  in  each  month  was  agreed  upon  and  is  known  as  World  Service 
Sunday.  This  should  be  recognized  as  a  definite  opportunity  to  do  more  effective 
education  concerning  the  program  of  our  church  and  should  be  welcomed,  there- 
fore, as  a   practical  means  of  helping  the  children   to  become   more   intelligent, 
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systematic  members  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  also  to  share  regularly  in  the 
support  of  its  benevolences.  A  definite  part  of  the  observance  of  World  Service 
Sundav  is  the  offering;  which  should  be  taken  faithfully  and  sent  regularly  to 
our  Conference  Treasurer. 

Our  missionary  units  teach  our  children  not  only  to  have  intelligent  sympathy 
and  friendly  interest  and  understanding  toward  all  people  everywhere,  but  builds 
in  our  bovs  and  girls  attitudes  and  interests  that  go  to  make  Christian  character 
in  themselves  and  we  are,  therefore,  glad  this  plan  may  be  continued  in  a  way 
easier   understood   and   in   a   richer,    fuller   program   than   we've   ever   had   before. 


REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  LITERATURE 
AND  PUBLICITY 

From  January  1,  1940,  to  October  1,  1940 
Mrs.  A.  L.  Thomfson 

This  report  covers  the  period  of  work  in  this  department  for  the  first  three 
quarters  of  19+0.  During  these  quarters  over  15,000  pieces  of  literature  were 
distributed,  including  the  program  material,  "Great  Adventures,"  and  the  Bulletin 
of  Missionary  News.  In  the  third  quarter  the  united  program  material  in  book 
form  to  cover  a  period  from  September,  1940,  through  August,  1941,  was  mailed 
to  societies  in  preparation  for  the  merger  of  all  societies  in  the  three  branches 
of  Methodism  in  September. 

The  united  program  material  contained  the  missionary  programs,  "Investing 
Our  Heritage,"  which  had  been  prepared  by  an  editorial  Committee  composed  of 
five  Editors  representing  the  various  women's  organizations  of  the  former 
Methodist  Church,  and  intended  for  the  use  of  all  societies  as  program  material 
for  general  meetings.  In  its  presentation  the  work  is  so  merged  as  to  include 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  projects  at  home  and  abroad.  All  Methodist  women 
were  urged  to  begin  in  September  the  study  of  our  whole  work,  using  "Investing 
Our  Heritage"  as  a  basis,  so  that  the  processes  of  becoming  one  would  be  greatly 
accelerated.  Fitted  into  this  specific  theme,  "Investing  Our  Heritage"  was  mailed, 
also  a  book  of  worship  programs  for  each  of  the  twelve  meetings  and  each 
worship  program  carries  a  stewardship   implication. 

The  monthly  Bulletin  of  Missonary  News  was  discontinued  in  September 
along  with  the  Woman's  Missionary  Friend,  Woman's  Home  Missions  and  the 
Missionary  Record,  from  the  other  two  branches  of  Methodism.  The  cultiva- 
tion of  their  successor,  The  Methodist  Woman,  a  new  magazine  which  was  to 
become  the  official  organ  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  began 
in  April  for  the  September  issue. 

The  officers  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  were  among  the  first 
names  to  head  the  list  of  subscribers  to  this  new  magazine,  the  Methodist  Woman. 

After  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  which  was  the 
Ad-interim  Committee  authorized  by  the  Uniting  Conference  to  act  for  the  Mis- 
sion Board  and  societies,  voted  that  the  new  general  Missionary  Magazine  for 
the  Methodist  Church  would  be  called  the  World  Outlook  and  the  combined  sub- 
scription to  the  Woman's  official  organ  and  the  official  organ  of  the  church 
would   be   only   $1.25,   there   was   noted   quite   an   increase   in   the   number   of  sub- 
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scriptions  and  by  the  end  of  the  third  quarter  the  Conference  had  passed  its  goal 
of  3,000  subscribers  to  the  World  Outlook,  which  was  to  appear  in  September 
in  its  new  form,  yet  retaining  the  same  price. 

All  districts  and  zones  had  World  Outlook  representatives  and  the  magazine 
was  presented  at  all  meetings  during  the  three  quarters. 

Reports  for  these  quarters  show  an  increase  in  reporting  over  previous  year 
and  indicate  that  the  program  material  is  greatly  liked  in  book  form  and  is 
meeting-  the  needs  of  the  societies. 


SCARRITT  COLLEGE  FOR  CHRISTIAN  WORKERS 

Mrs.  A.  L.   Thompson,  Representative 

This  report  covers  the  work,  for  Scarritt  College  for  Christian  Workers,  for 
the  first  three  quarters  of   1940. 

Scarritt  College  and  the  Associate  Membership  Plan  of  Co-operation  was 
presented  at  zone,  District  and  Conference  meetings.  All  districts  were  asked  to 
have  Scarritt  representatives  and  encourage  young  people  and  societies  to  put 
on  Scarritt  programs,  and  to  have  Scarritt  graduates,  when  available,  also  students 
who  had  attended  summer  sessions,  to  help  interpret  the  college,  its  needs  and 
the  Associate  Membership  Plan  at  missionary  meetings  and  the  church  at  large. 

Scarritt  College  first  began  its  work  in  Kansas  Citv  as  a  training  school  for 
young  women  who  wished  to  prepare  for  foreign  mission  work  and  wras  fostered 
and  grew  under  the  Woman's  Missionary  organization  of  the  church.  When 
Scarritt  was  moved  to  Nashville  in  192  +  the  ownership  and  control  of  the 
school  were  placed  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  its  program 
broadened  to  include  the  training  of  Christian  lay  workers  of  various  types  for 
service  at  home  and  abroad. 

The  Associate  Plan  of  Co-operation  was  inaugurated  whereby  one  could 
become  an  Associate  member  by  giving  money,  prayer,  and  by  interpreting  the 
College  to  others.  The  money  from  Associate  Memberships  goes  into  a  Scholar- 
ship Fund  for  worthy  students.  At  the  close  of  the  third  quarter  our  Conference 
reported  one  hundred  and  sixty  Associate  Members  for  the  three  quarters. 

Now  that  the  unification  of  Methodism  has  been  accomplished,  Scarritt  Col- 
lege for  Christian  Workers  is  directly  related,  through  the  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension  to  the  United  Methodist  Church. 

Scarritt's  relation  to  the  United  Church,  with  its  unusual  advantages  for  the 
training  of  young  men  and  women  for  social-religious  service  should  mean  a  new 
day  of  opportunity  for  the  young  life  of  our  church. 

With  the  enlarged  opportunity,  the  most  urgent  needs  are:  an  enlarged 
faculty,  an  increase  in  the  endowment  which  will  make  possible  these  additional 
teachers,  and  also  meet  the  financial  requirements  for  accreditation;  two  new 
buildings  in  addition  to  the  new  dormitory  which  is  almost  completed;  a  fund 
with  which  to  provide  ten  or  more  fellowships  of  $500.00  each  to  be  given  to 
outstanding  young  men  and  women  including  foreign  students  who  wish  to 
prepare  for  Christian  service. 

The  Methodist  Church  today  confronts  an  unprecedented  opportunity  and 
responsibility  and  Scarritt  College  stands  ready  to  make  its  contribution  but 
needs  your  prayers,  your  helpful  interpretation  of  its  needs  and  program  of 
work  and  your  financial  aid. 
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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SUPPLIES 
From  January  to  September,  1940

The  work  in  the  Supply  Department  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  our  Conference,  was  brought  to  a 
close  the  last  of  September,  1940.  We  are  proud  of  the  record  made  thus  far  for 
this  part  of  the  year,  and  rejoice  with  you  over  the  good  work  done. 

To  our  Bethlehem  House  at  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  went  the  largest  part  of 
our  gift.  $674.91  was  sent  this  institution,  and  $383.65  of  this  amount  was 
realized  from  coupons;  to  needy  ministers  we  gave  $407.40;  to  Vashti  School, 
$375.89;  to  the  foreign  project  of  furnishing  refrigeration  in  China  we  gave 
$76.75.

Reports  of  Districts 


ASHEVILLE  DISTRICT 
From   January   1  to  September  30,   1940 

The  report  I  am  writing;  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Ashe- 
ville  District  is  made  possible  through  the  loyal,  prayerful  service  on  the  pare 
of  our  District  officers,  zone  leaders,  and  members  of  each  auxiliary.  The  oppor- 
tunities for  service  have  been  numerous,  and  although  the  work  at  times  has  been 
heavy,  it  has  been  a  great  jov  to  me  to  again  have  the  privilege  of  service  in  our 
District,  and  to  note  some  of  the  achievements  during  these  nine  months  in  our 
Woman's  Work.  My  heart  is  filled  with  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father  as  he 
leads  us  forward  in  this  work. 

We  have  only  two  new  organizations  to  report,  and  the  membership  for  the 
district  is  1,696  in  the  41  organizations  enrolled.  There  are  198  members  in 
the  eleven  Young  Women's  Groups,  and  I  do  feel  that  our  young  women  are 
truly  interested  in  the  missionary  work.  In  the  Study  Department  there  are  re- 
ported 16  Bible  study  classes,  with  an  enrollment  of  293,  while  in  the  13  mission 
study  classes  there  are  172  women  enrolled.  Eighteen  of  the  organizations  re- 
port active  Christian  Social  Relations  Committees,  and  I  know  splendid  work 
has  been  done  in  several  of  these  societies.  We  have  299  subscribers  to  the  World. 
Outlook.  Eight  zone  meetings  were  held,  and  I  feel  the  interest  in  these  meetings 
is  growing,  for  they  are  well  attended,  and  most  interesting  programs  are  given 
at  each  of  these  meetings.  Sixteen  Spiritual  Life  Groups  are  reported,  and  the 
fine,  earnest  work  done  by  these  groups  is  felt  in  the  organizations,  churches, 
and  communities. 

There  was  sent  to  our  Conference  Treasurer  $3,391.54,  and  we  are  glad  to 
report  two  Life  Members  in  the  district.  For  Supplies,  $56.45  was  contributed, 
while  in  the  Local  Work  $4,549.77  was  used. 

The  District  Meeting  was  held  in  Brevard  Church,  May  2.  It  was  a  beautiful 
day,  the  attendance  was  large,  and  interest  in  the  program  for  the  day  was  an 
inspiration  to  each  speaker.  We  had  two  of  our  beloved  Conference  officers  with 
us,  Mrs.  W.  R.  Harris  and  Mrs.  P.  N.  Peacock,  who,  each  in  her  own  delightful 
manner,  gave  us  most  inspiring  messages,  also  during  the  day,  were  helpful  in 
giving  information  in  the  different  departments  of  the  work.  It  was  our  great 
pleasure  and  privilege  to  have  with  us  Miss  Nina  Troy,  missionary  to  China,  and 
she  told  us  of  the  work  she  is  doing  in  China,  also  about  all  the  mission  work 
being  accomplished  there,  in  spite  of  the  terrible  war  conditions. 

The  joint  Study  Leaders'  meeting  for  the  Asheville  and  Waynesville  Dis- 
tricts was  held  in  the  Waynesville  Methodist  Church.  The  program  for  the  day 
had  been  well  planned,  and  the  women  found  it  intensely  interesting  and  most 
informative.  We  went  home  feeling  this  had  been  a  most  helpful  day  in  our 
missionary  work. 

The  month  of  September  was  indeed  an  interesting  and  unusually  busy  time 
in  the  district,  for,  in  the  majority  of  the  churches  the  Charter  Meetings  were 
held.  The  women  were  giving  up  the  old  name  of  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
for  the  lovely  new  name  of  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church,  and  I  believe  the  new  name  and  plan  of  work  is  appreciated  by  all. 
I  have  counted  it  a  wonderful  privilege  to  serve,  for  the  past  eight  years,  as 
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leader  of  the  women  in  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  my  district,  and 
thank  the  Heavenly  Father  for  His  guidance  at  all  times.  There  is  plenty  of 
work  to  be  done  in  the  Asheville  District,  and  we  are  praying  for  a  deeper  con- 
secration of  all  our  resources  to  the  Heavenly  Father's  use.

The  report  of  the  Charlotte  District  for  1940  is  one  of  which  we  may  be 
justly  proud. 

For  a  number  of  vears  the  missionary  forces  of  our  district  have  been  march- 
ing steadily  onward  and  upward.  This  year  we  reached  and  passed  another  mile- 
post  on  our  journev,  adding  one  more  figure  to  our  financial  report,  making  it 
nine  thousand  instead  of  eight  thousand.  This  did  not  just  happen  so,  but  it  is 
the  result  of  faithful  efforts,  struggles  and  sacrifices  of  the  women,  young  people 
and  children  of  the  district.  These  cannot  be  tabulated  in  this  report,  but  there 
is  one  who  has  taken  knowledge  of  all  the  efforts  and  sacrifices  made  by  each 
individual  and  who,  in  due  season,  will  reward  accordingly. 

There  were  no  outstanding  features  or  accomplishments  during  the  year. 
We  held  one  district  meeting,  three  zone  meetings,  Officers'  Training  Day,  which 
were  outstandingly  helpful  and  well  attended. 

The  District  Secretary,  with  other  Secretaries  and  Conference  officers,  attended 
the  missionary  course  at  Lake  Junaluska  in  August. 

When  all  reports  were  in  I  found  that  we  had  great  cause  for  rejoicing, 
for  we  over-paid  our  pledge  to  the  amount  of  $844.20. 

My  records  show  the  following:  Seven  new  societies  organized  during  the 
year,  566  subscribers  to  the  World  Outlook,  5  6  subscribers  to  the  Methodist 
Woman,  5  3  societies  had  one  or  more  mission  study  classes,  53  societies  reported 
Christian  Social  Relations  Committees,  55  societies  sent  donations  through  the 
Supply  Department,  5  0  societies  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer,  21  societies  made 
the  Efficiency  Aim,  55  societies  had  Spiritual  Life  Groups.

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ELKIN  DISTRICT 
From  January   1  to  October  30,   1940 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  in  October, 
1939,  the  Elkin  District  was  formed  by  taking-  charges  from  the  Salisbury,  States- 
ville,  Marion  and  Winston-Salem  Districts.  This  left  the  Woman's  Work  in  the 
newly  created  district  without  a  District  Secretary. 

On  March  the  1st,  at  the  request  of  the  Conference  Secretary,  Mrs.  W.  R. 
Harris,  I  consented  to  take  the  work  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  The  four 
Secretaries  of  the  other  districts  were  indeed  gracious  in  giving  information  and 
records  concerning  the  thirty-three  societies  which  formed  the  Woman's  Work 
of  the  Elkin  District. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  Salisbury,  the 
apportionment  given  us  was  $1,950.00,  which  was  an  increase  of  7.82%  above 
the  amount  paid  the  previous  year.  Most  of  this  apportionment  was  pledged  when 
our  District  Meeting  was  held  in  June. 

Nowhere  in  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  can  be  found  a  more 
loyal  group  of  women  than  in  this  new  district.  Through  their  co-operation  and 
efforts,  new  societies  were  formed  and  many  Ladies'  Aid  Societies  were  changed 
to  Missionary,  and  later  to  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  By  the  end 
of  October  there  were  46  societies  and  records  show  that  44  of  these  were  Charter 
Societies.  Much  credit  is  due  the  pastors  for  their  aid  in  these  Charter  Meetings. 

We  feel  that  a  certain  portion  of  the  enthusiasm  which  was  manifested  among 
our  women  after  the  District  Meeting  was  held  in  Elkin,  was  due  to  the  inspiring 
messages  brought  to  us  by  our  President,  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  and  the  following 
Conference  officers:  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne,  Mrs.  G.  A.  Hoyle,  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Harbi- 
son. Miss  Mabel  Cherry,  one  of  our  missionaries  to  Korea,  also  brought  a  won- 
derful message  at  this  meeting. 

The  zone  meetings  were  both  helpful  and  interesting  and  were  well  attended. 

We  have  tried  to  emphasize  every  phase  of  the  work  and  the  Woman's  Work 
was  presented  at  the  regular  District  Conference. 

On  October  the  3  0th,  the  Organizational  Meeting  was  held  at  North  Wilkes- 
boro  and  the  officers  for  the  district  were  elected.  Mrs.  Mason  Lillard  was  elected 
Corresponding  Secretary. 

It  was  indeed  a  blessing  and  a  joy  to  me  to  have  served  in  the  capacity  of 
District  Secretary  these  few  months. 

With  a  deep  sense  of  appreciation  and  gratitude  for  the  loyal  support  of  my 
co-workers,  I  turned  all  records  over"  to  my  successor,  knowing  that  the  work 
would  continue  to  prosper  under  the  guidance  of  this  Christian  leader.

From  January  1  to  October  1,   1940 

I  wish  that  I  could  really  describe  in  words  the  labor  of  love  that  the  women 
of  the  Gastonia  District  have  given  to  the  Master.  This  report  is  to  be  a  report 
of  the  last  few  months  of  the  Southern  Methodist  women  just  preceding  the 
time  that  we  became  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
Much  did  the  women  labor  in  Christ's  vineyard,  and  it  is  with  praise  and  thanks- 
giving that  I  make  this  report. 

The  Officers'  Training  Day  was  held  in  Concord  Church  in  February. 
Although  the  day  was  very  rainy,  many  officers  were  present  to  learn  more  about 
the  work,  and  to  be  able  to  serve  more  efficiently  during  the  year.  The  District 
Meeting  was  held  at  the  lovely  new  church  of  Sharon,  near  Shelby.  Indeed,  this 
day  was  filled  with  inspiration,  encouragement,  information,  and  an  earnest 
desire  to  go  forward  in  the  work  for  the  Master.

These 
were  great  days;  we  were  remembering  past  experiences  and  achievements,  yet 
we  were  filled  with  anticipation  and  joy  in  the  making  of  plans  for  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service.

GREENSBORO  DISTRICT 
From  January  1  to  October  1,   1940 

We  have  been  tremendously  interested  lately,  as  missionary  women,  in  the 
great  heritage  that  has  come  to  us  through  the  union  of  all  our  Methodist 
Woman's  Work  and  somehow  I  am  constrained  at  this  time  to  add  to  that  an 
appreciation  for  the  heritage  that  has  been  mine  as  I  fell  heir  to  what  was  left 
of  the  Greensboro  District  upon  the  creation  of  the  High  Point  District.  To  the 
47  societies  bequeathed  to  us,  there  was  one  added  from  the  Winston-Salem 
District,  Pine  Hall,  giving  us  a  total  of  48  societies  with  a  membership  of   1,687. 

The  district  felt  keenly  the  loss  of  their  beloved  Secretary,  Mrs.  Powell,  to 
the  High  Point  District,  but  under  her  able  leadership  it  was  so  well  organized 
and  the  women  so  fine  that  the  work  continued  with  little  or  no  confusion  or 
abatement. 

The  two  zones,  Numbers  1  and  4,  falling  within  the  bounds  of  the  Greens- 
boro District,  met  March  27  and  29,  No.  1  meeting  at  Stoneville  and  No.  4  at 
Bessemer.  Both  were  well  attended.  Mrs.  Powell  met  with  us  at  Stoneville  and 
kindly  presented  this  Secretary  to  her  first  group  meeting.  I  shall  always  be 
grateful  for  the  lovely  spirit  shown  me  on  that  occasion.  At  Bessemer,  that  same 
fine  spirit  was  manifest,  and  somehow  I've  felt  at  home  ever  since.  At  those  meet- 
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ings  pledges  covering  the  askings  for  the  district  were  made.  In  addition,  the 
district  gave  two  fine  colored  rural  workers  an  opportunity  to  attend  the  Leader- 
ship Training  School  held  in  Winston-Salem  in  July. 

At  the  District  Meeting  of  the  whole  church,  held  at  Gibsonville,  the  Wo- 
man's Work  was  presented  by  the  District  Secretary. 

The  High  Point  and  Greensboro  Districts  held  a  joint  meeting  in  June  with 
the  Muir's  Chapel  Society  as  hostess.  Mrs.  Powell  presided  over  this  meeting, 
which  was  well  attended.  We  were  most  fortunate  in  that  we  had  our  Confer- 
ence President,  Mrs.  Weaver,  with  us,  who  spoke  on  the  "New  Plans  for  Women 
in  the  New  Set-up,"  also  our  own  beloved  missionary,  Miss  Nina  Troy,  of  China, 
and  Miss  Josephine  Dameron,  of  Korea,  each  of  them  giving  inspiration  and 
information  in  their  messages. 

Somehow,  all  through  the  year  we  were  conscious  of  "something  in  the  air" 
and  the  constant  talk  of  the  union  in  September  kept  interest  and  questioning  at 
a  high  pitch.  It  was  my  privilege  to  visit  many  of  the  societies  and  though  the 
eagerness  to  know  all  the  plans  for  the  new  "set-up"  seemed  paramount,  the  work 
went  on  with  each  Department  carrying  on  its  program.  Mission  and  Bible  seemed 
to  lead,  the  district  taking  second  place  in  the  number  of  Council  Study  classes 
held,  there  being  in  all,  Bible  and  mission  study  classes,  104  with  1,917  mem- 
bers. The  district  quota  for  World  Outlook  subscriptions  was  more  than  reached 
with  35  5.  In  addition  to  the  regular  subscriptions  through  the  societies,  the  dis- 
trict gave  nine  subscriptions  to  the  World  Outlook  and  one  subscription  to  the 
Methodist  Woman  to  societies  not  receiving  them.  Keen  interest  seemed  to  be 
centered  in  Christian  Social  Relations,  with  26  societies  having  active  Committees. 

The  attendance  at  the  Study  Training  Day,  held  jointly  with  Winston-Salem, 
Greensboro,  and  High  Point,  at  Wesley  Memorial  Church,  High  Point,  was 
splendid  and  seed  sown  for  one  of  the  best  mission  Study  courses  our  district  has 
had. 

Altogether  the  three  quarters  allotted  to  closing  up  the  work  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Greensboro  District  were  full  of  constant  endeavor 
to  labor  to  the  end  loyally  for  an  organization  we  had  loved,  meeting  our 
financial  obligation  in  full,  but  looking  forward  to  the  new  as  a  greater  oppor- 
tunity for  service  under  our  great  united  Methodism.

HIGH  POINT  DISTRICT 

From  January  to  September,  1940 

The  High  Point  District  began  its  work  in  January,  1940.  The  district  had 
only  30  auxiliaries  to  carry  on.  Although  the  district  is  small,  it  has  done  some 
very  splendid  work.   One  auxiliarv,   Newsom,  was  added   to  the   group. 

The  Zone  Meetings  and  District  Meetings  were  held  jointly  with  the  Greens- 
boro District  for  1940.  The  District  Meeting  was  held  at  Muir's  Chapel,  June  5, 
where  the  women  experienced  a  most  inspiring  day.  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  Miss 
Nina  Troy,  from  China,  and  Miss  Josephine  Dameron,  from  Korea,  took  part 
in  the  program.  A  Memorial  Service  was  held  for  the  twenty-two  deceased 
members. 
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The  Coaching  Day  was  held  at  Wesley  Memorial  Church  and  was  well 
attended  by  the  Greensboro  and  Winston-Salem  Districts.  The  entire  program 
was  very  helpful  and  informative. 

Quite  a  number  of  mission  study  classes  were  held  in  the  first  three-fourths 
of  the  year.  The  World  Outlook  quota  was  reached  and  a  number  of  subscrip- 
tions to  the  Methodist  Woman  were  taken.  Fifteen  of  the  auxiliaries  had  Spiritual 
Life  Groups  and  1 7  had  active  Christian  Social  Relations  Committees.  Thirteen 
of  the  societies  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  the  amount  received  was 
$128.15.  The  District  Pledge  was  $3,500.00  and  the  30  auxiliaries  overpaid  it 
by  $175.00.  We  are  very  proud  of  this  splendid  record. 

There  were  nine  members  taken  from  us  bv  death.  We  were  grieved  at  their 
passing. 

The  outstanding  meeting  of  the  year  was  the  all-day  retreat  held  at  Sunny 
Acres  by  the  women  of  the  Wesley  Memorial  Auxiliary.  About  fifty  women 
attended  the  beneficial  and  spiritual  meeting  conducted  by  Mrs.  H.  W.  McCain. 

The  year  closed  with  the  happy  feeling  that  the  thirty  auxiliaries  would  be- 
come Societies  of  Christian  Service   and  would  be  joined  with  about  thirty  more 
auxiliaries  to  carrv  on  the  work  of  the  High  Point  District  for   1941.

MARION  DISTRICT 

From  January  1  to  October  1,  1940 

It  has  been  a  great  privilege  for  me  to  serve  the  Marion  District  for  these 
few  months,  and  even  though  I  have  not  been  able  to  serve  the  district  as  I 
would  like  to  have,  we  have  made  progress  in  many  ways. 

On  May  1st,  the  District  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Glen  Alpine  Methodist 
Church  with  thirty  societies  represented. 

Several  Conference  officers  were  present,  each  telling  something  of  the 
growth  of  the  general  work  of  giving  in  supplies  to  home  missions,  institutions, 
Christian  Social  Relations,  of  the  most  successful  plan  of  interesting  children  in 
missions.  Mrs.  Peacock,  who  has  been  our  Conference  Treasurer  for  over  twenty- 
eight  years,  told  of  the  remarkable  success  our  Conference  has  made  in  a  financial 
way. 

Two  returned  North  Carolina  missionaries  were  present  and  held  their  hearers 
in  rapt  attention  as  they  told  of  their  work  in  the  Orient.  Miss  Nina  Troy,  of 
Greensboro,  who  has  been  a  missionary  for  twenty-seven  years,  gave  a  vivid  de- 
scription of  life  under  war  conditions  in  Soochow  and  Shanghai,  and  how  they 
cared  for  the  refugees,  nursing,  feeding,  teaching  and  cheering  them. 

Miss  Josephine  Dameron,  of  Warrenton,  North  Carolina,  told  of  her  work 
through  ten  years  in  Korean  schools.  She  charmed  her  hearers  by  her  vivid  de- 
scription of  Korean  family  life. 

Three  Zone  Meetings  were  held  in  the  early  fall  with  their  respective  lead- 
ers presiding — Zone  No.  1,  Mrs.  Blanche  Green  at  Spruce  Pine,  N.  C.j  Zone  No. 
2,  Mrs.  A.  T.  Abernathy  at  Valdese,  N.  C.j  Zone  No.  3,  Mrs.  Byron  Carson  at 
Rutherfordton,    N.    C.    These    were    all    very    fine    meetings;    splendid    attendance 
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and  great  interest  was  shown  in  making'  plans  for  the  work  that  was  just  ahead, 
which  showed  a  confidence  to  go  forward  as  a  result  of  dependence  on  God. 

I  attended  the  District  Meeting  in  the  Statesville  District,  held  at  Granite 
Falls,  which  was  one  of  the  very  finest  I  have  ever  attended. 

It  was  indeed  a  pleasure  to  welcome  the  Gastonia  District  to  the  Marion 
District  for  the  Leaders'  Training  Day,  held  at  Rutherfordton,  N.  C,  September 
27th.  The  Conference  officers  present  were  Mrs.  J.  W.  Pavne,  Mrs.  W.  T.  Powell, 
and  Mrs.  C.  X.  Clark. 

Two  new  societies  were  organized  during  the  summer — one  at  Hopewell 
Church,  Ellenboro,  X.  C,  Route  1  on  the  Sunshine  Charge,  and  Oak  Forest  on 
Morganton  Circuit. 

On  September  13th,  the  membership  of  the  district  was  1,360,  which  is  a 
gain  of  249  members.  Every  phase  of  the  work  has  shown  a  gradual  increase.

It  gives  me  a  great  pleasure  to  give  an  account  of  my  stewardship  for  the 
last  nine  months  of  Salisbury  District  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Western 
Xorth  Carolina  Conference. 

Progress  was  made  in  all  departments  of  our  work.  We  began  the  year  with 
the  thought  in  mind  that  we  were  to  cease  to  be  a  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
and  become  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  All  worked  together  to 
carry  out  all  plans  as  made  the  first  of  the  year. 

We  began  the  year  with  36  auxiliaries  and  a  membership  of  over  1,500. 
During  the  nine  months,  five  new  societies  were  organized,  giving  us  41  societies 
at  the  close  of  the  third  quarter  and  a  membership  of   1,777. 

Our  District  Meeting,  held  at  Central  Church,  Albemarle,  was  well  attended, 
and  the  program  was  one  of  information  and  inspiration.  Guest  speakers  were 
Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  Conference  President;  Mrs.  C.  X.  Clark,  Conference  Vice- 
President;  Mrs.  J.  W.  Pavne,  Conference  Secretary  of  Mission  and  Bible  Study; 
and  Mrs.  H.  W.  McCain,  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations.  Miss  Mabel 
Cherry,  our  missionary  to  Korea,  was  also  present.  Because  of  the  enthusiasm  of 
the  speakers,  our  women  were  encouraged  to  go  forward  in  the  work. 

At  the  end  of  the  third  quarter  we  ha.d  244  subscribers  to  the  World  Outlook 
and  3  6  to  the  Methodist  Woman. 

Salisbury  District  had  the  privilege  of  supporting  Miss  Lucy  Stryder  at  Sue 
Bennett  College.  Central  Church,  Albemarle,  also  contributes  to  a  scholarship 
for  Miss  Evelyn  Hagar. 

Salisbury  District  has  made  progress  in  mission  and  Bible  study.  There  were 
19  Council  classes,  as  follows:  Albemarle,  Central,  2;  Badin,  2;  China  Grove,  1; 
Concord,  Central,  1  ;  Epworth,  2 ;  Landis,  1  ;  Mt.  Olivet,  2 ;  New  London,  2 ; 
Norwood,  2;  Salisbury,  First  Church,  1  ;  Park  Avenue,  1;  Spencer,  Centra},  1; 
Trinity,    1 . 
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The  District  Pledge  for  19+0  was  $5,000.00.  Our  financial  report  from  Janu- 
ary 1st  to  October  1st  is  as  follows:  Baby  Specials,  $29.55;  Adult  Pledges, 
$2,929.40;  Bible  Women,  $127.50;  Foreign  Scholarship,  $69.50;  Home  Scholar- 
ship, $215.00;  Johnson  Memorial  Fund,  $37.10;  Scarritt,  $4.00;  Life  Member- 
ship, $55.00;  Kelly  Fund,  $28.37;  Charter  Membership,  $35.45;  Provisional 
Conference  Fund,  $10.85 — making  a  total  sent  the  Conference  Treasurer  of 
$3,541.72.  The  amount  reported  for  Supplies  was  $49.73,  and  local  work, 
$4,192.52 — making  a  grand  total  of  $7,783.97.

STATESVILLE  DISTRICT 

From   January  to  Re-organization  in  September 

We  began  the  year  of  1940  by  getting  our  boundaries  changed.  This  caused 
a  little  confusion  at  first,  such  as,  sending  reports  to  the  wrong  place,  etc.  We 
lost  much  territory  in  the  northern  part  of  Statesville  District  to  the  new  Elkin 
District  and  I  regretted  very  much  having  to  give  up  this  territory  as  I  had 
come  to  appreciate  the  fine  character  of  our  Christian  women  up  there.  We 
gained  some  societies,  though,  by  annexing  Caldwell  County  and  they  have  done 
all  they  could  to  make  up  for  the  loss. 

We  began  our  work  for  the  year  bv  setting  for  ourselves  a  very  definite 
goal.  We  decided  to  do  something  about  Missionary  Education  in  our  district, 
as  we  were  tired  of  lagging  near  the  bottom  in  Study. 

At  our  four  zone  meetings  early  in  the  year  we  made  our  plans,  asking  the 
co-operation  of  the  pastors  in  trying  to  make  our  people  more  Study-conscious. 
The  ladies  then  really  went  to  work  and  put  Statesville  District  on  the  upward 
road.  At  our  spring  zone  meetings  much  time  was  given  to  officers'  training,  as 
these  two  meetings  are  combined  in  our  district.  These  meetings  are  well  attended 
by  our  interested  people.  The  Zone  Chairmen  are:  Mrs.  A.  D.  Abernathy,  Mrs. 
B.  C.  Yoder,  Mrs.  B.  L.  Sronce,  and  Mrs.  Fred  Clark.  These  efficient  Chairmen 
are  ever  ready  to  do  all  they  can  to  make  our  work  successful. 

We  held  our  District  Meeting  at  Granite  Falls  last  May.  The  ladies  of  that 
church  did  all  possible  to  make  the  day  one  long  to  be  remembered.  We  were 
most  fortunate  in  having  as  visitors  for  the  day  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  our  Con- 
ference President,  who  brought  us  a  most  inspiring  message,  explaining  to  us 
very  fully  our  new  set-up.  Another  visitor  for  the  day  was  Conference  Superin- 
tendent of  Christian  Social  Relations,  Mrs.  H.  W.  McCain,  who  talked  on  this 
department  of  our  work. 

Miss  Mabel  Cherry,  of  Newton,  returned  missionary  from  Korea,  wras  with 
us  and  talked  to  us  of  the  people  of  Korea  and  their  great  faith,  also  of  the 
sad  plight  they  are  in  at  present. 

At  this  meeting  we  also  stressed  Study,  a  group  of  our  young  ladies  from 
the  Young  Woman's  Circle  at  Broad  Street  Church,  Statesville,  putting  on  a 
very  effective  play  on  Study. 

Two  Baby  Life  Memberships  were  given  by  Catawba  and  one  Adult  Life 
Membership  by  Littlejohns  were  reported  in  June. 

I  feel  at  this  point  I  should  give  some  account  of  myself.  I  feel  so  privileged 
to   attend   so   many  'fine    meetings,    gaining   inspiration    from   them.    The    Council 
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felt  that  all  officers  and  District  Secretaries  should  attend  Junaluska  or  Mt. 
Sequoah  last  summer.  I  was  so  glad  they  felt  this  way  because  I  don't  see  how  we 
could  have  gotten  through  last  fall  with  all  our  reorganization  if  we  had  not 
attended  Junaluska  last  summer.  I  attended  two  classes,  one :  Mrs.  Perry's  on 
Reorganization;  the  other:  Mrs.  Steele's  on  the  Uprooted  American.  There  is 
some  work  attached  to  these  classes  but  we  do  gain  so  much  from  them.  The 
Forum  was  interesting  and  the  wonderful  addresses  by  most  prominent  speakers 
were  most  inspiring.  I  count  it  a  great  privilege  to  have  had  this  opportunity  for 
study  and  fellowship  with   Christian  people. 

The  reports  of  the  third  quarter  were  very  promising  and  showed  that  our 
women  were  carrying  on  in  their  usual  fine  way.  Many  of  them  checking  up  on 
themselves  to  see  if  they  were  going  to  make  Efficiency  Aim. 

So  at  the  beginning  of  September  we  closed  our  book.  This  is  our  last  re- 
port as  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  but  we  look  with  much  interest  to  our 
work  under  a  new  organization — The  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.

From  January  1,  1940,  to  October  1,  1940 

This  has  been  such  an  interesting-  year,  such  a  busy  one,  that  I  hardly  know 
where  to  begin  to  tell  about  it.  In  accordance  with  the  plan  of  our  great  Meth- 
odist Church,  Ave  have  marked  the  passing  of  our  beloved  Missionary  Society 
and  have  become  enthusiastic  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service.  We  are  happy  to  say  that  before  we  closed  our  books,  our  financial 
obligations  to  the  Council  were  overpaid  and  our  goal  for  the  World,  Outlook 
subscribers  attained! 

Our  last  District  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  was  our  largest 
in  attendance  and  much  interest  was  shown  in  the  new  organization  of  which 
we  were  to  become  a  part.  We  realize  that  change  is  a  sign  of  growth  and  that 
growth  is  one  of  God's  own  laws  for  His  children;  therefore,  we  accept  these 
changes  as  a  chance  to  use  our  untried  abilities.  At  this  meeting-,  which  was 
held  in  Waynesville,  we  had  Mrs.  W.  R.  Harris,  Mrs.  A.  L.  Thompson,  and 
Mrs.  P.  N.  Peacock,  as  our  Conference  officers,  with  us.  Each  of  their  messages 
was  filled  with  information  and  they  were  graciously  received.  Miss  Josephine 
Dameron,  of  Korea,  and  Miss  Nina  Trov,  of  China,  gave  most  impressive 
messages  from  their  fields  of  service. 

Under  the  leadership  of  our  four  splendid  Zone  Chairmen  the  regular  meet- 
ings were  held  and,  as  usual,  there  has  been  splendid  attendance  and  much  interest 
manifest.  The  district  still  continues  its  custom  of  giving  two  of  our  splendid 
young  people  a  scholarship  at  Brevard  College  each  year. 

The  Coaching  Day  for  the  Study  Leaders  of  the  Asheville  and  Waynesville 
Districts  was  held  on  our  district  this  year  and  a  large  number  of  our  women 
participated.  As  a  result,  we  have  seen  an  increase  in  the  number  and  quality 
of  our  Study  classes.  We  have  also  had  a  splendid  year  in  the  Supply  Depart- 
ment. For  the  first  time  we  have  sent  one  of  our  Negro  women  to  the  Institute 
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for   Negro   Workers   in   Winston-Salem.    We   feel   that   this   is   a   step    forward    in 
interracial  co-operation. 

Although  not  satisfied  with  this  report,  I  am  filled  with  gratitude  for  the 
work  which  has  been  accomplished  and  for  the  lives  which  have  been  touched 
and  quickened.  May  we  always  remember  that  a  very  real  portion  of  His  King- 
dom has  been  placed  in  our  hands  and  may  our  daily  prayer  be  that  He  will 
"quicken  us  and  use  us  each  day  for  His  name's  sake."

WINSTON-SALEM  DISTRICT 

From  January  1  to  October  1,   1940 

"While  successive  years  are  wasting,  Still  our  God  abides  the  same."  Not  so 
with  the  Woman's  Work  of  the  Winston-Salem  District,  for  yet  another  time 
did  it  become  necessary  to  readjust  the  boundary  lines  to  conform  with  the 
changes  of  the  church.  The  beginning  of  1940  saw  Elkin  and  High  Point  Dis- 
tricts created,  thereby  incorporating  some  of  the  societies  from  the  Winston-Salem 
District  and  again   reducing  our  organizations  to  sixty. 

A  round  of  zone  meetings  was  the  first  contact  for  1940.  Mrs.  A.  B.  Macon, 
the  efficient  Chairman  for  Zone  No.  3,  led  the  group  conducted  at  Salem  near 
Mt.  Airy.  Mrs.  Robert  Williams,  of  Thomasville,  gave  a  well-planned  program 
in  Main  Street  Church,  Thomasville.  Zone  No.  1  met  at  Burkhead  Church.  Since 
the  newly  elected  Zone  Chairman  could  not  serve,  the  District  Secretary,  Mrs. 
J.  G.  Sterling,  presided.  This  group  observed  "Day  of  Prayer"  with  each  group 
in  the  zone   contributing  towards  the   program. 

The  District  Meeting  was  held  at  Love's  Church,  Walkertown,  May  21st, 
with  the  District  Secretary  presiding.  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  of  Charlotte,  the 
President  of  the  Conference,  and  Miss  Josephine  Dameron,  formerly  of  Korea, 
were  the  guest  speakers.  Although  Miss  Nina  Troy,  of  China,  failed  to  make 
her  schedule,  the  women  sent  her  ten  dollars  to  use  in  her  work.  With  that 
amount  she  was  to  purchase  two  hundred   Bibles  for  distribution  in  China. 

A  circle  of  Ardmore  Church,  Winston-Salem,  honored  Mrs.  Lula  C.  Wilson 
by  making  her  a  Life  Member.  Mrs.  H.  C.  Sheets,  of  the  Lewisville  Society,  also 
honored  her  little  granddaughter,  Jacquelin   Sheets. 

The  District  Secretary  either  taught,  assisted  or  was  instrumental  in  securing 
a  teacher  for  a  number  of  mission  study  classes,  also  circulated  a  number  of 
text  books  for  still  other  group   meetings. 

For  the  past  several  years  the  local  Methodist  Church  of  Winston-Salem, 
under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  L.  V.  Scott,  have  conducted  an  Institute  at  the 
Bethlehem  House,  Winston-Salem.  The  inter-denominational  group  in  attendance 
has  been  beneficial  in  developing  and  bring  leaders  of  both  races  together  in  the 
exchange  of  ideas. 

The  Training  School  for  Negroes  of  the  State  has  been  conducted  in  Wins- 
ton-Salem since  it  was  moved  from  Durham  several  years  ago.  Each  year  it  has 
shown  a  steady  gain  until  it  has  become  quite  an  interracial  project,  reaching 
beyond  the  bounds  of  our  own  Conference.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  is 
interested  and  co-operative.  The  District  Secretaries  of  the  Western  North 
Carolina    Conference    were    instrumental    in    sending    not    only    colored    men    and 
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women,  but  a  number  of  colored  ministers  from  the  various  Districts  of  our 
Conference.  Already  plans  are  taking  form  for  the  school  to  be  conducted  this 
summer.  Our  own  Mrs.  L.  V.  Scott  will  be  the  Counselor  again  this  year.  She 
gives  unstintedly  of  her  time  and  efforts  in  making  this  work  a  success.  The 
Institution  and  workers  at  the  Bethlehem  House  mean  much  as  a  background 
for  this  work.  It  is  well  worth  anybody's  time  to  pay  a  visit  to  the  school  while 
it  is  in  progress. 

Much  assistance  has  been  given  the  colored  churches  in  their  efforts  to  organize 
groups  into  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

The  district  continued  to  support  Miss  Blanche  Hauser,  R.N.,  in  Korea.  A 
Bible  woman  known  as  the  "Lizora  Fortune  Hanes  Bible  Woman"  was  kept  in 
the  fields  of  China  by  Mrs.  S.  D.  Craig,  of  Centenary  Church,  Winston-Salem, 
in  memory  of  her  mother.  The  district  had  a  part  in  the  support  of  Miss  Lorena 
Kelly  in  Africa.  The  women  of  New  Hope  Church  wanted  to  honor  one  of 
their  most  active  members  of  the  church,  so  on  one  of  their  regular  fourth  Sunday 
missionary  programs,  they  announced  that  as  a  token  of  appreciation  of  the 
work  done  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Yarbrough,  two  native  girls  would  be  supported  in 
Africa  in  one  of  our  church  institutions.  A  young  woman  was  given  a  scholar- 
ship to  Paine  College,  Augusta,  Ga.,  by  the  joint  efforts  of  Burkhead,  Centenary, 
Central  Terrace  and  Green  Street  Societies.  The  women  of  the  local  churches 
of  Winston-Salem  continued  to  give  valuable  assistance  in  an  administrative  way. 
We  trust  that  as  these  children  go  out  from  the  institution,  the  world  may  see 
Jesus  in  their  lives. 

Although  a  definite  date  and  place  for  reorganization  of  the  Woman's  Work 
was  announced,  there  was  no  interruption  of  the  already  organized  groups.  The 
programs  continued  without  pause  until  the  Charter  Meetings  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  in  September.  "Help  us  to  praise  Thee  for  the  past 
And  trust  Thee  for  the  rest."

PLANS  FOR  STUDY  CLASSES 

The  following  plans  are  for  study  classes  receiving  special  recogni- 
tion from  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Southeastern 
jurisdiction. 

1.  The  textbook  used  in  Special  Classes  must  be  selected  from  the  list 
recommended  for  that  purpose  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Chris- 
tian  Service  for  the  current  year. 

2.  Supplementary  material  must  be  used  by  members  of  the  class  to 
enrich  the  study  of  the  text. 

3.  One  to  eight  weeks  may  be  used  for  the  study,  but  a  four  to  six 
weeks'  study  is  highly  desirable.  There  must  be  a  minimum  of  4 
sessions   of   1%    hours   each. 

4.  An  average  of  70%  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  the 
class  sessions.  The  members  of  the  class  are  the  women  who  read 
the  textbook. 

5.  A  class  session  should  be  from  one  hour  to  one  hour  and  a  half  in 
length,  with  a  minimum  total  of  six  hours. 

6.  Students  must  read  an  approved  text  and  make  outside  preparation 
and  must  participate  in  class  work.  In  addition  to  this,  assignments 
shall  be  given  each  member  by  the  teacher.  These  assignments  may 
be  reading  from  supplementary  materials,  research,  co-operative 
activities,  etc.,  that  require  additional  outside  preparation.  This  and 
some  results  of  the  study  may  be  reported  on  an  additional  sheet. 

7.  The  discussion  method  of  conducting  the  class  is  recommended  as 
most  successful  in  stimulating  group  study  and  participation.  The 
lecture  method  alone  is  not  acceptable.  A  variety  of  methods  may 
be   desirable. 
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8.  The  teacher  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  by  consecration  to  the 
task,  by  sufficient  educational  background,  and  by  a  willingness 
to  use  every  opportunity  for  becoming  a  trained  and  experienced 
teacher,  such  as  Special  Study  and  Preparation,  or  attending  Study 
Leaders'  Meetings,  Pastors'  Schools,  Leadership  Schools,  Training 
Courses,  or  Schools  of  Missions. 

9.  A  report  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Education  and  Service  on  this  blank  furnished  by  her. 
She  shall  examine  it,  and  if  requirements  are  met,  she  shall  report 
it  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service 
who  will  issue  a  recognition  card  for  work  meeting  the-  required 
standard.

At  the  noon  time  each  day  Miss  Daisy  Davies,  in  her  inimitable 
way,  reminded  us  that  all  our  work  which  we  do  and  plan  to  do  must 
be  done  in  conscious  fellowship  with  the  Father,  and  in  the  power  of 
His   directing   presence. 

The  work  of  the  A  Capella  Choir  of  High  Point  College  and  other 
ministries  of  music  contributed  to  the  enrichment  of  our  periods  of 
worship. 

As  the  second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  came  to  a  close  with  the  administering  of  the  Holy  Communion, 
we  turned  our  faces  homeward  with  the  determination  to  have  courage 
and  faith  based  on  our  sureness  of  God,  and  to  work  toward  an  even 
greater  ideal  in  helping  God  as  He  binds  this  world  together.

PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

Mrs.  Chas.  C.  Weaver 

No  public  speaker  today  can  long  keep  out  of  a  common  groove 
in  which  our  speech  tends  to  run.  We  may  start  what  we  have  to  say 
with  a  story  and  a  laugh,  but  our  story  ends  without  producing  the 
smile,  and  our  attempted  laughter  dies  away  with  a  sob  in  our  throats. 
How  can  we  meet  to  make  reports  when  the  one  report  that  we  listen 
for,  is  that  which  tells  us  of  the  fluctuating  fortunes  of  the  great  war? 
How  can  we  deal  in  figures,  and  in  dollars  and  cents  when  those  figures 
dance  before  our  eyes  in  the  shape  of  youth  in  uniform?  How  can  we 
boast  of  our  success  when  we  feel  that  our  faces  should  be  prone  in  the 
dust  in  penitence  for  our  failure  to  make  the  world  Christian?  And  yet, 
we  must  carry  on.  We  must  look  back  over  the  past  year  and  see  what 
we  have  done,  and  look  forward  to  the  coming  year  to  see  what  must 
yet  be  done.  We  must  cheer  each  other  with  the  testimony  of  our  faith, 
and  must  strengthen  our  own  hearts  by  the  examination  of  the  foun- 
dation on  which  our  faith  rests.  It  is  too  easy  to  dismiss  everything 
with  a  wave  of  the  hand  and  say  nothing  can  be  done  until  the  war 
is  over.  We  know  that  something  must  be  done  before  then,  and  we 
also  know  that  we  must  do  a  large  part  of  what  must  be  done. 

In  looking  back,  what  do  we  find  from  which  we  can  glean  en- 
couragement? We  have  increased  our  number  of  Organizations,  we 
have  increased  our  number  of  Members,  and  we  have  increased  our 
Giving.  I  extend  congratulations  to  the  eight  districts  which  report  at 
least  one  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  every  Pastoral 
Charge,  and  give  them  a  new  Goal — that  of  extending  their  good  work 
to  every  individual  Church,  or  at  least  the  Organization  of  a  Charge 
Society  with  which  every  Church  is  affiliated.  I  feel  that  the  day 
is  not  far  distant  when  every  District  will  be  100  "^  in  Organization. 
In  the  second  place,  we  can  encourage  ourselves  by  the  way  in  which 
we  have  adjusted  ourselves  to  new  conditions.  An  example  of  which 
may  be  found  in  the  handling  of  literature.  Many  of  us  had  not  been 
accustomed  to  buying  our  literature,  but  most  Societies  have  fallen  in 
line  without  a  complaint.  We  could  further  encourage  ourselves  by 
the  startling  manner  in  which  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  has  gone 
forward.  The  ideal  of  this  Organization  is  to  reach  every  employed 
woman.  I  sincerely  trust  that  every  Officer  of  our  Societies  will  lend 
her  full  strength  and  influence  to  this  most  worthy  group.  We  find 
among  them  high  intelligence,  good  business  sense,  and  fine  consecra- 
tion, and  these  are  elements  that  the  Church  can  use  every  day  in  the 
year.  We  welcome  the  delegates  from  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
into  this  meeting  with  real  enthusiasm.  We  encourage  ourselves  again 
that  we  belong  to  such  a  great  Organization  as  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service  of  the  Methodist  Church,  with  a  membership  of 
1,285,648,  and  with  appropriations  for  1942  amounting  to  $3,713,082.00. 
What  an  honor  to  belong  to  such  a  group! 
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But  what  of  today?  How  shall  we  meet  present  problems,  even 
though  backed  by  such  a  splendid  record?  Our  answer  is  in  our  Or- 
ganization. The  perfecting  of  it,  and  the  carrying  out  of  its  work  to 
the  smallest  detail.  We  have  set  for  ourselves  a  big  goal,  but  we  have 
in  our  hands  an  instrument  for  its  accomplishment  if  we  carry  out 
both  in  letter  and  in  spirit  the  plans  which  have  been  found  successful. 
Wherever  I  find  an  organization  that  seeks  to  follow  the  suggestions 
made  for  our  local  societies,  I  find  an  organization  that  is  alive  and 
growing,  but  where  I  find  one  whose  Officers  think  they  can  improve 
on  the  program  and  decide  that  certain  suggested  work  is  not  essential, 
I  usually  find  a  dispirited  group.  In  visiting  the  Quarterly  Con- 
ferences the  most  disturbing  reports  I  hear  are  those  which  speak  in 
glowing  terms  of  the  work  for  local  causes,  and  then  add  in  a  half 
apologetic  tone,  "so  much  spent  for  missions,"  and  usually  the  "so 
much"  is  a  few  paltry  dollars.  To  hear  some  of  these  reports,  one 
would  have  to  conclude  it  is  but  a  glorified  "Ladies'  Aid."  What  ever 
you  may  call  your  Society,  if  it  does  not  lay  its  major  emphasis  on 
work  outside  of  the  local  Church,  it  is  not  fairly  representative  of 
Methodism. 

In  the  mechanics  of  our  plan,  I  call  your  attention  to  two  addi- 
tional  requirements  for   the   "Efficiency   Aim" — 

First — Girls'  Interest  Groups  within  the  Commission  on  World 
Friendship  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship,  using  the  Program 
prepared  for  the  Group  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian   Service. 

Second — Missionary  Education  of  Children  through  Co-operation 
with  the  Church  School.  I  trust  that  each  Society  will  fall  right  in  line 
with  these  new  plans  of  work,  and  if  we  reach  these  ten  requirements 
for  the  Efficiency  Aim  we  will  carry  through  our  defense  to  victory 
and  have  the  approval  of  Christ. 

I  wish  also  to  utter  a  word  of  warning.  A  woman  cannot  be  a 
member  of  a  Circle  without  at  the  same  time  being  a  member  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  In  fact  the  Discipline  of  our 
Church  does  not  recognize  any  woman's  organization  in  the  local  Church 
except  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  No  matter  what  you 
may  call  your  group,  your  Pastor  must  report  it  as  a  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service. 

Where  shall  we  turn  for  help?  Where  do  we  get  information? 
We  are  well  provided  for  here.  "The  Methodist  Woman"  and  "World 
Outlook"  furnish  a  wealth  of  material  not  surpassed  by  any  two  such 
publications  in  America,  which  means  of  course  not  surpassed  in  the 
world.  Each  Society  is  asked  to  see  to  it  that  every  Officer  has  a 
copy  of  "The  Methodist  Woman,"  and  each  Society  is  asked  to  provide 
from  its  local  fund,  subscriptions  to  these  magazines  for  the  Program 
Committee.  In  the  "World  Outlook,"  which  we  ought  to  look  upon  as 
a  magazine  for  our  homes,  we  have  the  highest  type  of  material  for 
programs,  speeches,  sermons,  and  etc.  There  isn't  a  home  in  our  Con- 
ference that  would  not  be  greatly  blessed  by,  and  the  children  interested 
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in  the  World  Outlook.  Of  course,  it  is  a  part  of  the  duty  of  every 
Society  to  see  that  the  "North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate"  has  free 
circulation  in  the  Congregation.  For  years  the  Advocate  has  given  us 
a  page  all  our  own,  and  we  should  show  our  appreciation  by  doing 
what  we  can  to  increase  its  circulation. 

Our  Conference  is  peculiarly  favored  in  the  number  of  Insti- 
tutions under  the  care  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 
We  have  a  Bethlehem  Center  in  Winston-Salem  and  Charlotte,  we 
have  Allen  School  in  Asheville,  Sunny  Acres  at  Lewisville,  Pfeiffer 
College  in  Misenheimer,  and  Bennett  College  in  Greensboro.  Six  In- 
stitutions right  at  our  door,  not  only  asking  for,  but  deserving  our 
sympathy  and  help.  A  worthy  project  for  any  local  group  would  be 
a  visit  to  any  one  or  all  of  these  Institutions.  Many  of  us  would 
doubtless  be  surprised  to  see  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  work  done 
in  each,  but  surely  it  is  no  difficulty  for  our  women  to  find  projects 
in  our  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities.  Of  course  some  of  these  projects  must  necessarily  be  an 
attack  on  evils,  and  here  at  least  we  can  voice  our  protest.  How  about 
organizing  a  protest  to  the  Magazines  which  carry  whiskey  advertise- 
ments into  our  homes?  How  about  even  marking  them  off  of  our 
list?  Another  worth  while  protest  might  be  to  the  local  Radio  Station 
which  insists  on  telling  us  of  the  virtues  of  somebody's  beer.  A  word 
fitly  spoken  to  a  tire  rationing  board  might  make  them  see  the  incon- 
sistency of  granting  tires  to  a  beer  truck,  and  denying  them  to  a 
Bread  wagon.  Personally,  I  don't  mind  doing  without  sugar,  but  I  do 
object    to    that    sugar    being    used    to    manufacture    alcohol. 

If  there  is  anything  that  has  been  demonstrated  in  the  last  ten  years 
in  this  America  of  ours,  it  is  that  the  whiskey  interests  can  have  their 
way  in  anything  they  wish  so  far  as  the  Washington  administration 
is  concerned.  At  any  rate,  the  same  old  arrogant,  cruel,  lawless  whiskey 
interests  are  again  profiteering  at  the  expense  of  our  youth  who  are 
giving  themselves  to  the  service  of  their  country.  We  Mothers  should 
demand  that  when  the  Government  takes  a  Son  out  of  our  homes,  they 
should  not  throw  him  into  a  cesspool  of  evil  as  many  of  our  camps  have 
been  shown  to  be. 

A  Government  that  so  betrays  its  youth  will  not  deserve,  nor  will  it 
long  have  the  loyal  support  of  the  Christian  part  of  its  citizenship. 

Again,  we  could  organize  and  pray  for  Peace,  that  it  may  come 
speedily,  that  it  may  come  honorably,  that  it  may  come  permanently. 
Recently  I  heard  this  quoted  from  a  Pagan  Woman,  "Where  women 
are  praying,  men  do  not  fight."  We  can  and  must  make  that  true. 
When  peace  comes  again,  as  it  must  come  or  our  civilization  will  be 
wrecked,  it  must  be  a  Christian  Peace,  not  a  peace  of  force,  not  a 
peace  simply  of  treaties,  but  a  peace  recognizing  the  brotherhood  of 
man,  and  the  Fatherhood  of  God.  A  peace  which  acknowledges  our  own 
wrong  doing  and  recognizes  the  rights  of  others  even  to  the  last  man 
of  the  least  nation.     There  can  be  no  other  lasting  peace.     Christ  must 
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have  the  chief  place  at  the  next  treaty  table.  To  this  end  every 
woman  must  pledge  herself  to  work  and  to  pray.  We  must  say  to  the 
world  that  we  are  Christians  and  that  we  believe  in  the  Christian  way 
of  life  for  individuals,  for  communities,  for  nations,  and  for  our  world. 
"Christ's  Way  Is  The  Only  Way." 


REPORT  OF  THE  RECORDING  SECRETARY

It  has  been  a  genuine  pleasure  to  me  to  serve  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  as  re- 
cording secretary:  The  work  of  the  secretary  is  often  thought  of  as 
being  dull  routine,  but  this  is  more  than  offset  by  the  remembrance  that 
in  the  course  of  this  routine,  one  records  initial  actions  that  move  onward 
significantly  to  the  further  establishment  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  and 
assembles  data  in  the  light  of  which  future  workers  will  be  able  to  build 
wisely  upon  the  foundations  we  lay  in  our  day.  To  be  recording  secre- 
tary gives  one  an  enlarged  understanding  of  the  magnitude  and  mag- 
nificence of  the  work  done  by  the  official  family  of  Conference  Officers 
and  their  associates,  the  district  workers.

Across  the  doorway  that  leads  to  newer  and  greater  success  in  our 
missionary  work  is  written  a  word  of  greatest  'importance — Information 
— and  the  chief  agency  in  broadcasting  this  information  in  our  Confer- 
ence, is  the  Publicity  Department  of  our  missionary  work  of  which  the 
Woman's  Page,  in  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate,  is  a  part. 

Great  business  leaders  in  our  nation,  who  are  authority  on  ques- 
tions relative  to  business  affairs,  value  newspaper  advertising,  which 
is  no  other  than  a  broadcast  of  facts  and  values,  as  one  of  the  greatest 
assets,  now  in  existence  and  rate  it  as  99%  efficient  in  the  business 
world.  If  this  method  is  so  effectual  in  the  business  world  and  the 
distribution  of  facts  so  essential  to  success  in  that  realm,  why  is  not  the 
distribution  of  missionary  information  necessary  to,  the  growth  and  ad- 
vancement of  our  missionary  work?  We  are  told  that  it  is  the  business 
of  Christian  literature,  along  with  other  forces,  to  help  build,  not  only 
America,  but  the  world  for  Christ — a  world  now  restless,  distracted, 
broken  and  weary  of  sin  and  suffering  and  which  is  looking  to  Chris- 
tianity to  restore  order  and  bring  peace  to  heal  the  wounds  of  humanity. 
I  am  glad  our  Woman's  Page  has  a  small  part  in  helping  to  extend 
Christianity  in  our  own  denomination,  at  least,  and  as  the  days  go  by 
may  it  increase  in  service  as  a  missionary  herald  and  evangel  of  broth- 
erhood. 

I  believe  that  we  all  realize  that  no  product,  no  work,  no  movement, 
no  organization  is  any  better  than  it  is  known  and  in  order  to  insure 
success  there  must  be  publicity.  Since  our  Woman's  Page  in  our  church 
papers  came  into  existence  to  better  promote  the  general  program  of

and  we  take  courage  and  go  forward  in  our  work,  each  week  endeavoring 
to  present  vital  facts  and  missionary  information  that  will  inspire  to  a 
love  and  loyalty  for  missions. 

In  bringing  to  you  my  report  this  afternoon,  as  Editor  of  the 
Woman's  Page  in  our  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate,  I  have  noth- 
ing very  different  from  reports  of  former  years — no  outstanding  fea- 
tures to  record  as  in  the  other  departments  of  our  work,  but  I  do  want 
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to  assure  you  that  it  has  been  a  joy  to  me  to  give  my  time  and  service 
to  this  work  which  has  been  committed  to  me,  and  I  trust  that  the  seed 
sown  may  germinate  and  bring  forth  an  abundant  harvest  of  increased 
interest,  and  awakening  of  enthusiasm  in  the  missionary  work.  I  feel 
very  greatly  indebted  to  all  who  have  contributed  to  the  success  of  the 
Page  through  items  of  interest  and  articles  of  value  for  our  readers,  and 
as  a  means  for  accomplishing  the  aims  for  which  we  are  striving — a 
wide-awake,  helpful,  inspiring  and  informative  page,  I  ask  for  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  co-operation  of  the  women  of  our  Conference.

REPORT  OF  SUNNY  ACRES

The  doors  of  Sunny  Acres  are  always  open  to  those  who  desire  its 
type  of  service,  and  are  willing  to  co-operate  in  trying  to  make  it  what 
such  a  place  should  be. 

"Various  inquiries  come  to  Sunny  Acres,  and  often  it  is  necessary 
to  say  it  does  not  take  groups  desiring  only  a  vacation  or  house  party, 
at  the  same  time  it  could  mean  something  to  a  group  that  is  tired  and 
would  like  to  quietly  rest.  It  would  be  very  easy  though,  to  start  some- 
thing that  might  grow  along  a  line  that  would  not  fit  into  the  program 
of  the  place.  Then  it  is  felt  the  church  groups  should  have  the  prefer- 
ence and  they  fill  most  of  the  week-ends  and  most  of  the  space,  and 
often  could  use  larger  sleeping  quarters.  Among  the  inquiries  received 
are  some  asking  if  individuals  can  come  for  vacations.  It  is  almost 
impossible  to  take  boarders  and  carry  on  the  present  plan  of  work,  for 
Sunny  Acres  does  not  have  single  rooms  for  them.  Its  accommodations 
are  for  groups,  both  in  the  large  house  and  in  the  cottage  in  the  yard. 
The  cottage  is  the  overflow  house,  and  is  the  key  that  can  relieve  a 
congested  situation  for  some  of  the  crowds. 

We  like  for  people  to  visit  the  place  and  this  year  it  has  had  some 
interesting  visitors,  including  nearby  friends,  and  some  from  a  distance. 
Among  those  were  Miss  Leila  Epps,  Brazil,  Miss  Bessie  Oliver,  Korea, 
Miss  Eleanor  Wilson,  Caroline  Islands,  two  deaconesses  Miss  Berta 
Ellison,  South  Carolina,  Miss  Cornelia  Godby,  West  Virginia,  Miss  Mary 
Lou  Barnwell,  New  York,  Executive  Secretary  of  our  urban  work,  Mrs. 
J.  W.  Downs,  New  York,  Executive  Secretary  of  town  and  country  work, 
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and  Mrs.  Fred  Reynolds,  Baltimore,   Chairman  of  work  in  the  United 
States,  Alaska,  Puerto  Rico  and  Dominican  Republic. 

This  year  there  has  been  a  large  number  of  groups  using  Sunny 
Acres.  The  young  people  have  had  conferences,  district,  sub-district, 
and  church  groups.  The  Conference  leaders  receive  information  about 
the  program  of  their  year's  work  from  their  assembly  or  training  schools 
for  leaders  at  Junaluska.  They  then  call  the  District  directors  to  meet 
with  them,  the  district  directors  some  of  their  leaders,  the  sub-district 
theirs,  on  to  the  local  church  unit.  With  the  passing  of  the  summer, 
the  grounds  at  Junaluska  close.  With  the  coming  of  the  fall,  the  college 
buildings  fill  with  students,  and  since  a  limited  number  can  be  accom- 
modated at  Sunny  Acres,  quite  a  number  use  it  for  conferences  and  re- 
peats, and  it  is  glad  if  it  can  assist  the  leaders  in  helping  their  respec- 
tive groups  in  training  leadership  for  the  church  of  to-morrow.  It  is 
also  a  pleasure  to  serve  the  men  and  women  that  come  to  Sunny  Acres. 
In  a  very  special  way  is  the  coming  of  your  executive  committee,  for  its 
mid-winter  meeting,  looked  forward  to. 

There  were  three  groups  of  children  at  Sunny  Acres  last  summer, 
and  each  year  one  finds  they  do  not  grow  less  interesting  nor  less  sweet. 

We  do  trust  that  the  work  that  is  carried  on  at  Sunny  Acres  will 
ever  be  one  of  building  in  Character  and  in  the  spiritual  realm,  and 
that  ever  it  be  dealing  in  the  fine  art  of  building  for  eternity. 


SOUTHEASTERN  MISSIONARY  COUNCIL

The  Southeastern  Missionary  Council  in  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
joint  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation  of  the  National  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension  met  on  January  27-30,  1942,  in  Nash- 
ville, Tennessee,  with  Headquarters  at  Andrew  Jackson  Hotel. 

The  General  Section  of  the  Council  held  their  meeting  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  with  Dr.  H.  P.  Myers,  Chairman  of  the  Jurisdic- 
tion Board  of  the  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  presiding. 

The  Woman's  Section,  presided  over  by  the  Jurisdiction  President, 
Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  held  their  meetings  in  McKendree  Methodist  Church, 
called  the  "Mother  Church  of  Methodism"  in  that  area,  having  or- 
ganized in  1787. 

The  sectional  meetings  were  devoted  to  worship  periods,  reports, 
discussions  and  business  matters.  All  phases  of  missionary  work  were 
covered.  Emphasis  being  placed  on  the  missionary  program  and  policy 
of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction. 

The  Joint  Sessions  and  Joint  Missionary  Mass  Meetings,  held  in  the 
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War  Memorial  Auditorium,  were  great  inspirational  occasions,  with 
outstanding  leaders  and  speakers,  both  men  and  women,  from  various 
parts  of  the  nation,  brought  stirring  and  inspiring  messages  on  present 
day  conditions;  giving  a  general  survey  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary situation  in  a  chaotic  world. 

The  spirit  of  welcome  to  this  historic  City  was  felt  before  it  was 
given  in  an  address  by  Bishop  Paul  B.  Kern  at  the  Joint  Meeting,  Tues- 
day evening  in  the  Memorial  Auditorium,  where  a  banner  back  of  the 
rostrum  bore  the  words  "Christ  Binds  the  World  Together." 

Approximately  2,000  delegates  from  nine  Southern  States,  repre- 
senting seventeen  conferences  and  Cuba,  were  present.  Western  North 
Carolina  Conference  was  represented  by  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  President, 
Mrs.  C.  M.  Clark,  Vice  President,  Mrs.  George  Hoyle,  Secretary  Child- 
ren's Work,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Hammer,  High  Point  District  President,  Miss 
Amy  Hackney,  Asheville  District  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  Mrs. 
A.  L.  Thompson,  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary. 

The  W.  S.  C.  S.  in  the  Jurisdiction  reported  6,188  societies,  405  of 
them  new  since  the  Charter  enrollment,  with  225,499  members,  22,581 
new  members  since  the  Charter  meeting. 

The  total  honorary  memberships  given  since  organization,  including 
baby,  junior,  youth  and  adults  were  1,088,  with  eight  names  placed  on 
the  Memorial  Roll  and  two  Honorary  Patrons,  bringing  $17,645  to  the 
treasury. 

It  was  reported  gifts  to  Missions  sent  to  the  Division  Treasurer 
totaled  $666,055.16,  and  to  local  causes  of  all  kinds  in  connection  with 
the  C.  S.  R.  and  Local  Church  Activities  gifts  totaling  $595,690.91  were 
made. 

The  Jurisdiction  pledge  to  the  Division  for  1942  was  $618,033.00, 
$17,718.00  more  than  last  year. 

Our  Conference  pledge  to  the  Jurisdiction  for  1942  was  $56,400.00. 

In  an  impressive  Recognition  Service  of  missionaries  and  deaconess 
candidates  Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry  presented  Miss  Kate  Hackney  and  Miss 
Julia  Wasson,  both  of  China,  where  they  have  so  faithfully  served,  and 
who  were  honored  in  this  service  by  being  made  Emeritus  Missionaries. 
Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman  introduced  four  deaconess  candidates  who  were  com- 
missioned by  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  at  the  Annual 
meeting  of  the  Board  December  2,  1941,  also  four  young  women  who  had 
been  approved  by  the  Personnel  Committee  and  will  be  commissioned 
at  the  June  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board. 

At  the  first  Mass  Meeting  Tuesday  evening  Bishop  Francis  J. 
McConnell,  of  New  York,  spoke  on  "Outstanding  Elements  in  Modern 
Missions."  He  said,  "It  is  by  faith  we  understand  of  what  the  world 
is  made,"  and  entreated  we  render  thanks  for  what  we  have  today. 
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Mrs.  J.  W.  Mills,  Vice  President,  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service  at  the  Joint  Meeting  on  Wednesday  morning  in  her  address, 
"Methodist  Women  Mobilized  for  World  Fellowship,"  stated,  "That  there 
are  available  four  or  five  million  women  for  mobilization  in  Christian 
Service  in  our  church.  We  could  mobilize  for  fellowship  by  taking  the 
leven  of  love  and  let  it  permeate  the  world.  For  when  women  are 
friends  men  do  not  fight."  Entreating  that  the  leven  of  Spirituality  be 
hidden  in  every  activity  of  our  mobilization. 

Mrs.  Otis  Moore,  Executive  Secretary,  Foreign  Department,  Wo- 
man's Division  of  Christian  Service,  spoke  Wednesday  evening  on, 
"Methodist  Missions  in  India,"  where  she  says  Methodists  are  founding 
a  church  on  Indian  ground,  a  church  that  really  belongs  to  India,  and 
leading  in  one  of  India's  great  modern  movements,  a  concerted  drive  to 
eradicate  illiteracy. 

"The  New  Era  of  Missions  in  China"  was  the  discussion  by  Dr.  Y. 
C.  Yang,  President  of  Soochow  University. 

At  the  Joint  Session  on  Thursday  morning  Mrs.  J.  D.  Bragg,  Presi- 
dent Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  spoke  on,  "United  Meth- 
odism Facing  Its  Task."  She  stated  that  the  Six  Jurisdictions  make  a 
united  whole.  First  we  must  revitalize  and  organize  and  not  delude  our- 
selves, but  face  the  facts  of  the  present  time.  A  new  world  order  is 
bound  to  come  and  we  must  help  make  it  a  Christian  way. 

Bishop  A.   Frank   Smith,  President,   Division   of  Home  Missions,   fol- 
lowed with  a  stirring  address  on,  "America  Challenges  the  Church." 

Thursday  evening  Joint  Meeting  was  outstanding  with  a  youthful 
and  able  speaker,  Kempton  Jones,  President,  National  Methodist  Youth 
Fellowship,  who  brought  an  inspiring  message  on  "Methodist  Youth 
Mobilized  for  Missions."  Following  this  on  the  same  evening  was  an 
address  given  by  Dr.  George  A.  Buttrick,  Pastor  of  Madison  Avenue, 
Presbyterian  Church,  New  York,  on  "Youth  and  the  Missionary  Chal- 
lenge." 

At  the  last  Woman's  Sectional  Meeting  Mrs.  J.  D.  Bragg  gave  the 
Official  Call,  to  the  first  Assembly  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  of  the  Metho- 
dist Church,  to  be  held  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  May  19-22,  1942,  with  the 
theme,  "Methodist  Women  Facing  This  Hour." 

Dr.  E.  Stanley  Jones,  a  world  citizen,  speaker  and  Missionary  asked 
in  his  closing  address,  "A  Forward  Movement  in  Foreign  Missions;" 
"Is  the  Christian  Church  big  enough  and  great  enough  for  the  stu- 
pendous war-time  hour  against  which  God  is  matching  it?" 

The  only  way,  he  said,  to  meet  the  tragedy  of  this  hour  is  to  decide 
to  go  through  it  and  beyond  it  by  planning  a  forward  movement  at  this 
time  of  deepest  tragedy.  "We  have  a  great  enough  gospel  and  a  great 
enough  opportunity — it  is  up  to  us  as  individuals  to  be  great  enough  to 
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give  that  gospel  to  others  around  this  war-torn  world  and  to  grasp  this 
opportunity,  the  greatest  ever  presented  to  Christian   Missions." 


REPORT  OF  THE  RESEARCH  COMMITTEE 

After  our  Annual  Meeting  in  Greensboro,  as  your  new  chairman 
of  this  committee,  I  went  home  somewhat  bewildered  as  to  the  duties 
of  th8  office.  However,  as  the  year  advanced,  with  helpful  suggestions 
and  co-operation  of  Conference  Officers,  District  Presidents,  and  Dis- 
trict Corresponding  Secretaries,  we  began  a  roster  of  names  expressing 
material  from  which  you  might  draw  your  future  official  family.  The 
list  yet  is  necessarily  short  at  present  but  growing,  now  that  we  under- 
stand the  scope  of  the  work. 

May  I  ask  you  to  remember  the  committee  as  you  contact  the  women 
of  your  various  areas  of  our  Conference  and  make  recommendations  of 
capable,  interested,  efficient  women  who  would  be  willing  to  serve,  and 
have  qualities  and  talent  to  carry  forward  our  work,  as  vacancies  occur 
and  time  limits  expire. 

We  feel  we  come  often  to  the  hour  of  the  election  of  our  officers, 
with  a  body  of  delegates,  many  of  whom  may  be  new  in  the  work,  per- 
haps their  first  Annual  Meeting,  therefore  do  not  know  the  personnel 
of  our  Conference,  hence  are  confused  and  often  make  mistakes  which 
retard  the  work.  It  is  to  relieve  this  confusion  and  help  you  place  our 
most  capable  women  into  the  places  they  are  best  qualified  to  serve,  that 
your  committee  on  research  has  been  formed  and  is  now  functioning. 

We  offer  our  findings  in  the  election  of  Officers  at  this  Conference 
if  you  feel  the  need  of  our  services.

REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY 

Mrs.  A.  L.  Thompson 

The  past  year's  reports  show  an  increase  along  every  line  of  work 
in  our  Christian  Service,  and  one.  to  be  remembered  with  gratitude,  as 
it  was  a  new  undertaking  in  a  new  organization ;  and  to  try  to  measure 
achievement  in  words  and  figures,  when  so  much  that  can  not  be 
measured  is  part  of  the  achievement  seems  quite  inadequate.  However, 
figures  show  we  have  advanced  and  are  pressing  "toward  the  mark." 

In  our  work  of  Organization  and  Promotion  the  eleven  districts  show 
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666   Societies   with   24,460   members,    59    new    Societies   with   2,712    new 
members  during  the  past  year. 

Too  much  praise  can  not  be  given  our  district  corresponding  secre- 
taries for  their  fine  cooperation  in  promoting  the  work  along  all  lines 
in  the  districts,  for  upon  them  rests  the  great  responsibility  of  maintain- 
ing high  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  local  societies  now  functioning,  and 
extending  the  work  into  every  local  church.  Persistent  effort  on  their 
part  in  cooperation  with  district  superintendents  and  pastors  have  made 
it  possible  for  our  Conference  to  report  8  districts  100  per  cent  in  having 
a  society  in  every  pastoral  charge.  These  are  namely:  Charlotte,  Gas- 
tonia,  Greensboro,  High  Point,  Statesville,  Salisbury,  Winston-Salem 
and  Waynesville  districts. 

Last  year  the  Week  of  Prayer  was  peculiarly  our  challenge  to  do 
our  best,  356  Societies  observed  this  special  occasion  making  gifts 
totaling  $2,982.82.  It  was  interesting  to  note  that  the  356  Spiritual  Life 
Committees  reported  came  from  the  societies  which  observed  the  Week 
of  Prayer. 

95  Societies  fulfilled  all  points  of  the  Efficiency  Aim  and  240  met 
the  Efficiency  Aim  in  part. 

Honorary  memberships  given  during  the  year  were:  12  baby  mem- 
berships,   and   27   adult   life   memberships. 

All  financial  obligations  to  the  Division  and  Jurisdiction  were  paid 
in  full. 

Wesleyan  Service  Guild  reported  69  units  with  1,463  members. 

Number  of  secretaries  of  Young  Women  and  Girls'  Work  107. 
Number  of  Girls  Interest  Groups  organized  47.  Number  of  Secretaries 
of  Children's  Work  350.  Number  of  Churches  using  new  plans 
for  Children's  Work.  Despite  the  war,  the  world  continues  to 
"Move  forward  on  the  feet  of  little  children."  Thus  the  value 
of  our  character  building  service  to  the  youth  and  childhood 
through  our  churches  can  not  be  overestimated.  We  can  render  the 
cause  of  Christianity  and  the  future  of  civilization  no  higher  service 
than  to  continue  our  work  in  behalf  of  these  groups.  Let  it  be  the 
major  part  of  our  work  and  lay  it  afresh  upon  the  hearts  of  our  women. 

There  are  300  Secretaries  of  Student  Work  reported  with  24  churches 
near  the  campus  of  Colleges.  The  "Student  Packet"  with  resource  ma- 
terial will  be  of  invaluable  aid  to  secretaries  of  this  work. 

Mission  Study  Classes  held  during  the  year  were  1,163,  of  these 
200  were  Jurisdiction  Credit  Classes.  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities  show  many  worth  while  and  new  projects 
undertaken.  The  war  time  emergency  has  added  its  responsibility  to 
this  Christian  Service,  as  well  as  work  and  contributions  to  the  Red 
Cross,  thousands  of  soldiers  have  been  given  meals,  entertainment  and 
shelter,  through  our  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
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Along  the  line  of  Supplies  comes  a  fine  and  encouraging  report  of 
252  Societies  making  donation  and  cash  contributions  totaling  $3,114.86. 

The  work  at  the  Bethlehem  Centers,  in  Winston-Salem  and  Char- 
lotte continues  to  grow.  The  Center  at  Charlotte,  which  was  opened 
in   1941,  is  progressing  and   meeting  a   great   need. 

The  Literature  for  this  year  bringing  us  the  timely  topic,  "For  the 
Facing  of  this  Hour,"  makes  an  urgent  need  for  Christian  Literature 
which  is  furnished  through  our  publications;  the  organ  of  our  Methodist 
Church,  The  World  Outlook,  which  is  an  indispensible  source  of  in- 
formation, has  reported  for  the  past  year  2,294  subscriptions.  The 
Methodist  Woman,  our  magazine  that  tells  us  what  to  do,  what  we  need 
and  where  to  get  it,  has  1,830  subscribers.  We  are  urged  to  have  as 
our  slogan  for  these  publications,  "Every  Officer  A  Subscriber,"  and 
a  net  gain  in  every  Society. 

The  Woman's  Page  in  our  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  has 
been  a  weekly  source  of  information  about  the  activities  in  our  own 
Conference,  as  well  as  carrying  letters  from  our  Missionaries  and 
messages  of  inspiration  from  the  various  fields  of  work.  We  are  grate- 
ful to  our  Editor  for  the  untiring  help  she  has  given,  and  ask  your  aid 
in  helping  promote  our  North  Carolina   Christian  Advocate. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  attended  Zone  Meetings,  District 
Executive  Meetings,  three  District  Meetings,  attended  the  School  of 
Missions  at  Junaluska,  and  have  tried  in  every  way  open  to  me  to  help 
promote  the  work  of  our  great  organization. 

Because  we  are  Christians  we  shall  face  the  coming  year  without 
fear  and  with  high  confidence,  even  though  the  days  are  full  of  fore- 
boding and  the  hours  are  fraught  with  anxiety  and  heartache  over 
the  suffering  and  sorrow  which  prevails  throughout  the  world,  we 
shall  continue  to  remember  that  Christ  is  still  the  Prince  of  Peace. 

THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ORGANIZATION  AND  PROMOTION 
SUBMITS  THE  FOLLOWING  RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1.  In  order  to  increase  and  maintain  the  interest  of  the  women 
in  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  that  some  specific  piece  of 
work  be  delegated  to  each  one.  Too  much  stress  can  not  be  placed 
upon  the  importance  of  supporting  the  work  which  is  the  specific 
obligation    of    this    organization. 

2.  The  following  plans  be  suggested   for  increasing  membership : 

(a)  Close  co-operation  between  district  president,  district  secre- 
tary,  district  superintendent   and  local   pastor. 

(b)  Visitation  thru  fellowship  tours  to  neighboring  woman's  so- 
cieties of  Christian  Service;  to  churches  without  Woman's  Societies  of 
Christian  Service,  and  invitations  to  latter  groups  to  attend  zone  meet- 
ings— continuation   of  "Big   Sister"   idea. 
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(c)  Stimulating  interest  by  promoting  World  Outlook,  Methodist 
Woman   and   North   Carolina   Christian   Advocate. 

3.  Methods  to  be  used  to  achieve  new  Efficiency  Aim  following 
explanation  as  given  in  leaflet  accompanying  poster.  The  checking  of 
progress  on  Efficiency  Aim  to  be  continued  at  quarterly  executive 
meetings. 

4.  The  standard  of  missionary  giving  be  raised  thru  various 
means,  such  as:  Human  interest  stories  in  conference  publications, 
Woman's  page  of  Advocate,  comparative  per  capita  idea,  and  other 
forms   of  Missionary  education. 

5.  Thru  widest  use  of  newest  editions  of  report  books  prompt 
and  complete  reporting  for  each  quarter  be  urged. 

6.  The  department  of  Organization  and  Promotion  aid  to  fullest 
ability  in  matters  requested  by  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  Student 
Work,  Young  Women  and  Girls'  Work  and  Children's  Work.

REPORT   OF   SECRETARY   OF   SUPPLIES 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Harbison 

During  the  first  fifteen  months  of  these  eventful  days  since  the 
merging  of  Methodisms,  the  Supply  Department  has  had  a  typical 
infancy.  Our  cradle  days  were  spent  waiting  for  plans  to  be  formu- 
lated. When  we  were  told  what  to  do,  there  seemed  to  be  so  many 
changes  that  we  crawled  falteringly  several  months.  Even  when  we 
reached  the  walking  age  we  stumbled  often,  but  now  that  we  are  going 
on  two  years  of  age  we  are  ready  to  walk  surely  and  without  assistance. 
We  know  how  to  do  the  task  expected  of  us. 

Our  gifts  for  the  year  have  totaled  $3,114.86.  We  gave  this  as 
follows:  To  needy  ministers  $1,557.31;  to  Pfeiffer  Junior  College 
$271.66;  to  our  Bethlehem  Centers  $907.75;  to  Allen  Home  and  School 
$145.62;  to  home  land  institutions  outside  our  own  Conference  $160.83; 
and  to  foreign  projects  $71.69. 

The  Gastonia  District  again  leads  in  the  per  cent  of  Conference 
Pledge  given  to  Supplies,  having  sent  a  little  over  eleven  per  cent.  The 
Asheville  District  is  in  second  place  instead  of  third  as  last  year  with 
seven  per  cent  given,  while  the  Statesville  District  has  come  up  from 
eighth  position  last  year  to  claim  third  place  this  year  with  six  per 
cent  of  her  Conference  Pledge  going  for  Supplies.  The  other  Dis- 
tricts follow  in  this  order:  Waynesville,  Winston-Salem,  High  Point, 
Elkin,  Salisbury,  Greensboro,  Marion,  Charlotte.  We  average  a  little 
over  five  per  cent.  This  makes  us  think  it  wise  to  keep  our  goal  of 
ten  per  cent  another  year,  and  trust  we  will  come  nearer  attaining  it. 
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When  we  think  of  the  per  centage  of  societies  contributing  in  the 
Districts,  highest  place  is  held  by  the  Statesville  District  with  sixty 
per  cent,  Asheville  District  is  second  with  fifty  seven  per  cent,  and 
Waynesville  third  with  fifty-six  per  cent.  The  other  Districts  follow 
in  this  order:  Elkin,  Gastonia,  Winston-Salem,  Salisbury,  High  Point, 
Marion,  Charlotte,  Greensboro.  We  are  confidently  expecting  some 
District  to  get  back  into  the  one  hundred  per  cent  class  this  year. 
If  the  Elkin  District  folks  can  make  another  gain  of  twenty-six  points 
as  they  did  last  year  they  will  not  be  far  from  top  ranks  in  per  cent 
of  societies  contributing.

This  year  we  will  continue  our  work  along  the  same  lines  as  last 
year,  giving  lovingly  to  needy  ministers,  to  Pfeiffer  Junior  College,  to 
our  Bethlehem  Centers,  to  Allen  Home  and  School,  and  to  the  foreign 
projects  of  refrigeration  and  medical  supplies.  The  needy  minister 
must  apply  for  aid  (securing  the  blank  from  the  Supply  Secretary  of 
the  Conference)  and  have  his  application  approved  by  his  District 
Superintendent  and  the  Division  of  Home  Missions.  Please  report  al- 
ways the  name  of  the  minister  you  have  helped. 

Pfeiffer  Junior  College  in  Misenheimer  is  asking  that  we  send 
them  money;  blankets  and  sheets  for  single  beds;  quilts  size  56"x88"; 
pillow  cases;  dresser  scarfs  33"x20";  dress  lengths;  library  books  and 
canned  goods. 

Our  Charlotte  Bethlehem  Center  is  needing  money;  sewing  ma- 
terials; school  supplies  including  color  books;  library  books,  children 
through  adult's;  toys;  soup  materials,  canned  milk,  cocoa,  soap  and 
coupons. 

Our  Bethlehem  Center  in  Winston-Salem  requests  money;  quilts 
45"x60";    sheets    45"x72";    soups,    juices;    vegetables    and    coupons. 

Allen  Home  and  School  in  Asheville  lists  their  needs  as  follows: 
white  cotton  damask  table  cloths  72"x72";  table  napkins  15"xl5";  sheets 
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and   spreads   for   twin   beds;    curtains    and    sewing   materials. 

Each  of  these  institutions  has  expressed  appreciation  for  our  dona- 
tions last  year,  and  desire  that  our  interest  in  them  shall  continue. 

Our  foreign  projects  are  the  same  as  last  year  and  I  am  confidently 
expecting  more  societies  to  send  money  this  year  for  medical  supplies 
in  China,  India,  Africa,  and  other  countries  where  the  need  is  great. 
Last  year  we  and  the  other  Conferences  making  up  the  Southeastern 
Jurisdiction  gave  a  small  fund  for  obstetrical  equipment  to  be  used 
in  Africa.  Only  the  lack  of  space  prevents  me  from  sharing  with  you 
in  full  letters  received  from  Miss  Mary  Foreman,  who  took  the  supplies 
back  with  her,  and  from  Miss  Kathryn  Eye  who  received  a  part  of  the 
supplies  to  use  in  her  work.  Both  are  enthusiastic  in  their  thanks  to 
us  for  our  "wonderful  response  and  support,"  and  high  in  their  praise 
of  the  women  who  gave  "these  boxes  of  beautiful  things."  Refrigeration 
in  the  hot  countries  is  also  still  a  necessity. 

When  you  make  out  your  reports  of  work  done  in  Supplies,  please 
indicate  whether  your  gift  was  cash  or  new  supplies.  This  is  most 
important  as  we  must  know  how  much  is  the  value  of  your  gift  and 
how  much  cash.  Draw  a  line  through  that  column  on  the  supply  report 
blank  that  says  value  or  cash  and  divide  the  value  and  cash  in  that 
way  until  we  get  blanks  with  the  two  columns.  Do  not  report  cash 
value  of  used  garments,  but  please  do  report  the  number  of  used  gar- 
ments you  have  given.  Another  important  request  is  that  you  make 
clear  which  Bethlehem  Center  you  are  helping.  Since  we  have  two  in 
our  Conference  it  is  really  necessary  that  you  report  whether  your  gifts 
are  going  to  Winston-Salem  or  to  Charlotte.  Remember  also  to  report 
the  name  of  the  needy  minister  you   help. 

When  you  pack  a  box  of  supplies,  it  will  help  if  you  fill  out  the 
blank  "Report  of  Shipment  of  Goods,"  and  mail  it  to  the  superintendent 
of  the  institution  you  are  helping  or  to  the  needy  minister.  The  super- 
intendent or  minister  will  then  fill  out  the  receipt  at  the  bottom  of 
the  blank  and  return  it  to  you.  In  this  way  you  may  be  sure  your 
box  was  received  in  good  condition. 

Let  me  now  repeat  something  I  believe  we  have  learned  but  which 
is  most  important.  All  cash  for  Supplies,  for  whatever  purpose  intend- 
ed, must  be  sent  our  Conference  Treasurer  with  complete  instructions 
as  to  its  final  destination,  and  report  at  the  end  of  the  quarter  on 
the  Supplies  Report  Blank  to  be  found  in  the  Corresponding  Secretaries 
book. 

As  we  think  of  the  worthwhileness  of  our  Supplies  work  in  these 
days  of  distress  we  must  remember  that  our  workers  and  institutions 
are  relieving  as  intense  pain  and  suffering  and  need  as  exists  anywhere 
and  that  they  are  depending  on  us  for  their  support  and  for  the  sup- 
plies for  their  work,  and  that  no  one  else  will  furnish  these  if  we.  do 
not.  We  are  sure  the  gifts  sent  through  the  Supply  Department  are 
gladly  given,  gratefully  received  and'  richly  used  in  building  God's 
Kingdom  on  earth. 
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COMMITTEE  ON  SUPPLIES 
The   Committee   Recommends : 

1.  That  each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  express  its 
gratitude  to  God  for  immeasurable  blessings  by  taking  as  an  added 
efficiency  aim  the  sending  of  money  or  requested  supplies  to  at  least 
one  Home  Mission  Institution,  and  some  sum  of  money  for  one  foreign 
Mission  Supply  project,  as  well  as  responding  to  an  appeal  for  min- 
isterial aid. 

2.  That,  in  view  of  the  rising  cost  of  living,  local  societies  near 
our  Division  owned  institutions  which  have  a  surplus  of  pantry  supplies 
increase  pantry  supplies  for  these  institutions.  Other  societies  are 
urged  to  increase  their  gifts  of  money.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  MISSIONARY 

EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne 

All  women  like  to  boast — most  of  them  do  boast  about  their  families, 
or  their  flowers,  or  their  antiques,  or  something.  That  is  why  the 
officers  enjoy  the  Annual  Conference  so  much,  you  women  furnish 
them  plenty  to  boast  about!  Even  insignificant  /  feel  like  I  am  of 
some  real  importance  when  I  can  get  up  and  tell  what  you  women 
have  done  in  study  work.  1941  was  our  very  best  year.  Last  year 
I  told  you  "that  day  by  day  in  every  way"  I  was  expecting  you  to  get 
better  and  better  and  you  did  not  disappoint  me. 

You  had  1170  classes  with  more  than  22,000  women  in  attendance 
and  lead  all  the  conferences  in  Methodism  in  the  number  of  studies. 
You  had  200  classes  that  received  Jurisdictional  recognition.  That  was 
good,  but  not  good  enough.  We  are  going  to  do  better  than  that  in 
1942,  aren't  we?  There  were  many  societies  on  the  Conference  Honor 
Roll  for  Study.  That  means  that  they  had  classes  on  at  least  three 
different  topics.  Believe  it  or  not,  but  several  societies  had  as  many 
as  4  or  5  studies.  We  really  are  getting  study-minded  in  some  places! 
They  don't  think  about  education  like  two  negro  women  that  I  heard 
discussing  it.  One  woman,  in  deep  distress  was  telling  her  friend  about 
her  grandson  who  had  gone  away  to  school  and  gotten  in  trouble, 
"I  told  'em,  that  boy  didden  need  all  that  1'arnin' — it  was  sho'  gwiner 
git  him  in  trouble." 

The  other  woman  nodded  wisely  and  replied,  "Yeah,  you're  right.

Why,   the   more   book 
l'arnin'  you  git— the  less  sense  you  got!" 

Perhaps  some  of  you  thought  last  year  when  we  adopted  as  our 
objective  "A  study  class  in  every  local  society,"  that  we  were  reaching 
for  the  moon  but  we  are  beginning  to  get  splendid  results  already.  One 
of  my  chief  ambitions  has  been  that  some  day  I  might  boast  to  you 
that  one  district  had  accomplished  this  difficult  task.  Today  it  is  with 
the  greatest  pleasure  that  I  can  announce  to  you  that  the  Waynesville 
District  in  1941  had  a  study  class  in  every  society — even  in  the  "bran 
new"  organizations.  Isn't  that  grand?  Waynesville  is  not  only  the 
first  distinct  in  our  Conference  to  do  this  but  so  far  as  I  am  able  to 
find  out  is  the  first  district  in  Methodism  to  do  it.  To  Mrs.  Branson, 
district  corresponding  secretary;  Mrs.  Tabor,  district  secretary  of  mis- 
sionary education  and  all  those  fine  secretaries  of  missionary  educa- 
tion in  the  local  societies,  I  offer  my  sincerest  thanks  and  con- 
gratulations. 

Charlotte  District  again  averaged  three  books  studied.  This  does 
not  mean  that  three  books  were  studied  in  every  society  but  the  average 
was  brought  up  by  the  large  churches  in  Charlotte  who  got  credit  for 
Bible   classes   in  their   circles. 

Statesville  still  leads  as  the  "best  all  around"  district  in  study 
work.  They  had  the  largest  number  of  classes,  171 ;  the  largest  number 
cf  Jurisdictional  classes,  44;  the  largest  number  of  societies  attaining 
the  Honor  Roll  and  had  an  average  of  2.4  books  studied. 

Winston-Salem,  Charlotte  and  Statesville  Districts  each  had  about 
3,000  women  in  their  classes.  Gastonia  and  High  Point  Districts  both 
made  fine  gains  in  number  of  classes  and  Gastonia  doubled  her  number 
of  Jurisdictional  classes. 

I  wish  I  had  time  to  tell  you  of  some  of  our  splendid  classes. 
I  can  only  mention  a  few.  The  largest  Conference  class  was  held  at 
Centenary,  Winston-Salem  with  271  women  attending.  Some  of  the 
largest  and  most  outstanding  Jurisdictional  classes  were  held  at  First 
Church,  Salisbury;  First  Church,  Lexington;  Newton;  Central,  Moores- 
ville;  Central,  Asheville;  Broad  St.  Statesville;  Lincolnton;  College 
Place  and  West  Market  Street  in  Greensboro.  College  Place  again  re- 
ceived the  largest  number  of  Jurisdictional  certificates,  9 — and  one  of 
these  was  for  a  class  of  12  men  who  joined  the  women  in  their  study. 
This  was  the  first  certificate  ever  issued  to  men  and  Dr.  W.  G.  Cram, 
executive  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions  commended  us  highly  for 
this  feat. 

Many  of  the  smaller  groups  put  just  as  much  time  and  prepara- 
tion on  their  classes  as  the  larger  societies  and  deserve  just  as  much 
credit.  As  I  read  my  list  of  Jurisdictional  Classes  please  pay  especial 
attention  to  the  number  of  small  societies  that  took  two  or  three  of 
their   studies   for  Jurisdictional   recognition.

Our  Study  Leaders  Meetings,  held  last  September  were  well  at- 
tended, there  being  about  1400  women  present  for  the  five  meetings. 
The  "team"  was  composed  of  the  Mesdames  Clark,  Andrews,  Redding, 
Payne  and  Miss  Ruth  Wheaton  of  New  York,  one  of  the  field  secre- 
taries for  the  Woman's  Division.  Miss  Wheaton  was  an  interesting  and 
inspiring   speaker   and   I   am   sure   accomplished   much   good.      Perhaps 
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these   meetings   were   responsible   for   the   splendid   reports   for   the   4th 
quarter  which  showed  that  you  had  337  classes. 

I  know  you  women  would  think  there  was  something  badly  wrong 
with  me  if  I  talked  to  you  and  did  not  mention  reports.  But  you  are 
improving.  The  first  quarter  I  was  in  this  office  I  received  167 
reports.  The  4th  quarter  of  1941  I  received  383.  So  you  see  it  does 
some  good  for  me  to  hammer  away  at  you — and  I  have  no  intention  of 
lessening  my  activities  until  I  get  a  report  on  time,  every  quarter,  from 
every    society. 

In  addition  to  the  five  topics  listed  in  your  booklist,  you  will  continue 
each  year  to  receive  both  Conference  and  Jurisdictional  recognition  for 
the  book  taught  by  your  pastor  in  his  School  of  Missions.  Also  in  the 
February  issue  of  the  Methodist  Woman  you  find  a  new  course  sug- 
gested by  Mrs.  Bourne.  This  is  entitled  "The  Work  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service"  and  may  be  taken  for  both  Conference 
and  Jurisdictional  recognition.  This  course  will  be  taught  at  Junaluska 
next  summer,  during  the  school  of  Missions.  At  least  four  other 
courses  for  women  will  be  taught  also. 

Again  this  year  we  will  have  our  training  course  at  Duke  Uni- 
versity during  the  Pastors  School — June  8-13.  All  women  love  bargains 
and  this  is  a  grand  one — 5  glorious  days  at  Duke  for  $5.  This  $5 
includes  registration,  room  and  meals.  Our  topic  for  study  will  be 
Latin  America  and  the  name  of  the  textbook  used  will  be  "On  this 
Foundation,"  by  Rycroft.  The  course  will  be  taught  by  Miss  Oscie 
Saunders,  the  new  field  secretary  of  the  department  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation. She  was  a  very  popular  teacher  at  Junaluska  last  year  and 
I  am  sure  we  will  experience  great  profit  and  pleasure  studying  with 
her.  If  it  is  possible,  I  want  every  district  to  send  its  district  secretary 
of  Missionary  Education  and  every  society  to  send  its  local  secretary. 
All  others  who  can  attend  are  cordially  invited  to  do  so.  Besides  taking 
our  course  of  study  we  have  the  privilege  of  attending  all  the  splendid 
programs  and  hearing  the  world  renowned  speakers  that  Duke-  brings 
to  her  Pastor's  School. 

In  a  widely  published  article  recently  one  of  our  countries  fore- 
most educators  urged  that  in  this  great  crisis  we  would  not  become 
careless  about  education,  for,  he  said,  "In  the  history  of  the  world, 
there  has  never  been  a  time  when  there  was  such  an  overwhelming 
need  for  trained,  intelligent  men  and  women."  If  this  is  true  in  the 
realm  of  secular  things,  it  is  even  more  true  in  the  realm  of  spiritual 
things.  Now,  of  all  times,  we  cannot  afford  to  become  careless  about 
our  study.  It  is  your  duty  and  mine  to  be  as  well  equipped  mentally 
as  possible  as  we  go  forth  to  battle  for  the  Lord.  It  is  not  enough 
to  love  the  Lord  with  our  hearts  and  souls — we  must  also  love  Him 
with  our  minds. 
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recommendations  for  missionary  education 
and  service 

The  Committee  recommends: 

1.  That  we  will  continue  to  have  as  our  objective — at  least  one 
study  class  in  every  society,  working  toward  one   each  quarter. 

2.  That  the  Study  Leaders  Meetings  be  held  again  in  September 
and  that  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  in  each  society  will 
make  a   real   effort   to   be   present. 

3.  That  the  School  of  Missions  taught  by  the  pastors  will  be  well 
attended  by  the  women  and  they  will  read  and  study  "The  Methodist 
Meeting  House." 

4.  That  every  society  that  is  financially  able  to  do  so  will  send  their 
Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  to  the  Pastors'  School  at  Duke 
University,    June    8-13,    to    take    the    course    on    Latin    America. 

5.  That  we  accept  as  our  mission  study  from  October,  1942  to 
October,  1943,  the  topic  "Latin  America,"  using  text  "On  This  Foun- 
dation." 

6.  That  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  the  Secretary  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  the  Chairman  of  Spiritual  Life  work 
together  as  a  committee  to  select  those  studies  most  needed  for  their 
local  society.

REPORT  OF  TREASURER 

As  1941  was  the  first  full  year  under  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  it  seems  fitting  to  check  up,  and  in  a  manner  see 
what  Methodist  Union  has  meant  financially  to  woman's  work  in  the 
Western  North  Carolina  Conference.  I  realize  that  it  is  not  possible 
for  me  to  give  exact  figures  from  all  three  denominations  because  I 
handled  only  the  M.  E.  Church,  South  except  for  the  fourth  quarter 
of  1940.  The  $58,421.09  which  passed  through  my  hands  was  largely 
from  the  former  M.  E.  Church  South.  For  1941  our  total  was  $62,- 
901.99,  a  difference  of  about  $4,500.00.  Allowing  approximately  $3,- 
000.00  as  the  amount  which  the  other  two  churches  had  been  paying, 
the  conference  as  a  whole  would  show  a  net  gain  of  about  $1,500.00. 

From  this  total,  I  sent  to  the  Division  Treasurer  $58,865.66.  Cer- 
tain funds  included  in  this  amount  for  Cultivation  Fund  and  Cash 
Supplies  are  not  credited  on  our  pledge,  so  $57,978.21  was  our  net  credit. 
The  Cash  Supply  work,  of  which  Mrs.  Harbison  will  tell  you  more, 
has  been  very  interesting  in  its  nature  and  scope.     The  favorite  object 
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has  been  our  needy  ministers.  $154.00  was  contributed,  $14.00  coming 
from  each  district,  to  furnish  a  room  at  Scarritt  College,  to  be  known 
as  "The  Kate  Hackney  Room."  I  prefer  that  money  for  cash  supplies 
be  sent  in  at  the  close  of  the  quarter  through  the  Society  Treasurer 
with  her  regular  report. 

The  same  thing  applies  to  Life  Memberships,  of  which  we  had 
twenty-seven  Adult  and  twelve  Honorary  Baby.  Some  women  who 
were  made  Life  Members  before  Union  have  lost  their  pins.  They  can 
be  replaced.  Send  me  $1.00  with  the  name  of  the  woman  and  the  year 
she  was  made  a  Life  Member  and  I  can  get  a  duplicate  pin.  For  the 
first  time  in  many  years  we  had  no  name  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll. 
This  may  have  been  because  of  the  increased  cost.     It  is  now  $50.00. 

Charter  Membership  Offerings  still  came  in  to  the  amount  of 
$511.41.  We  had  previously  sent  $2,076.69.  Week  of  Prayer  Offering 
was  $3,006.57.  The  Wesleyan  Guild  total  was  $3,473.07,  and  the  Young 
Women  and  Girls,  now  to  be  known  as  "Methodist  Youth,"  was  $473.73; 
Baby  Specials  $297.57.  Offerings  small  in  amount  and  from  scattered 
groups  have  been  sent  for  numerous  causes.  I  have  had  to  list  them 
as  Miscellaneous. 

It  has  been  a  heavy  year  in  office  work.  Twice  I  have  mailed  to 
our  nearly  seven  hundred  treasurers  report  blanks,  two  kinds  as  they 
were  changed  at  Headquarters.  Many  treasurers  return  them  with  the 
comment  "they  are  so  complicated  I  can't  fill  them  out.  I  will  just  write 
you  a  letter."  I  also  sent  out  the  Lenten  Leaflets.  Misunderstandings 
have  occurred,  occasioned  by  that  ruling  that  one-third  of  the  funds 
from  women's  societies  of  the  former  M.  P.  church  would  channel 
through  their  pastors  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  of  the  church.  While 
the  money  went  to  him,  they  felt  that  I  should  give  them  credit,  which 
of  course  I  could  not  do.  All  that  is  now  past.  It  is  just  the  WSCS. 
We  are  on  firmer  ground  and  should  move  forward  smoothly.  There 
will  be  no  more  report  blanks  sent  out.  A  new  Treasurer's  book  for 
local  societies  is  now  ready,  and  every  society  should  supply  itself.  Order 
from  Mrs.  Geo.  W.  Keen,  420  Plum  St.,  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  Send  thirty- 
five  cents  with  order.     I  have  a  copy  here  which  any  one  may  see. 

While  I  have  met  with  several  district  and  zone  groups,  executive 
board  meetings  and  so  forth,  I  have  not  attended  as  many  of  these  as 
I  would  have  liked,  as  I  have  not  been  able  to  leave  home  so  much 
the  past  year. 

Every  one  of  our  eleven  districts  overpaid  its  pledge  for  the  year. 
Winston-Salem  district  had  the  largest  amount  above  pledge,  Salis- 
bury second,  and  Gastonia  third.  The  largest  total  amount  was  paid 
by  Winston-Salem  district,  Charlotte  second,  and  Salisbury  third. 
All  of  us  have  felt  from  time  to  time  that  we  were  carrying  heavy 
burdens,  but  some  one  has  aptly  remarked  "Nothing  is  work,  so  long 
as  we  would  not  rather  be  doing  something  'else.'  "  The  devotion  of 
our  women,  especially  of  this  group  of  district  secretaries,  to  the  mis- 
sionary work,  is  monumental,  and  is  a  cause  for  praise  and  thanksgiving. 
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My  financial  report,  itemized  for  receipts  and  disbursements,  will 
be  handed  to  the  secretary  for  inclusion  in  her  Annual  Report  of  this 
meeting.

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PLEDGE  SERVICE 

As  we  go  immediately  into  our  pledge  service,  I  would  like  to  give 
just  a  few  instructions  about  the  plan,  so  that  the  service  itself  may 
move  uninterruptedly  to  its  close.  After  a  very  brief  introduction  on 
my  part,  the  district  secretaries,  who  are  grouped  here  at  the  front  will 
each  come  forward  as  her  district  is  called.  Each  will  make  her  pledge, 
place  in  the  receptacle  a  written  pledge  for  the  same  amount,  and  also 
offer  an  appropriate  sentiment.  She  will  remain  standing  at  the  altar 
until  all  of  the  eleven  districts  have  pledged,  then  all  will  face  the 
body  of  delegates.  You  will  find  on  the  inside  cover  of  your  program  a 
responsive  reading.  I  will  lead  and  I  want  every  woman  here  to  make 
the  responses,  thus  showing  her  loyalty  and  her  consecration.  The 
printed  hymn  will  close  the  service. 

Again  I  would  call  attention  to  the  sacredness  of  the  pledge 
service.  Giving  of  our  means  is  just  as  definite  a  part  of  our  obliga- 
tion fo  the  WSCS  as  the  giving  of  prayer  and  the  giving  of  service. 
All  three  are  to  be  given  in  Christ's  name  and  for  His  sake.  The 
success  of  this  work  depends  upon  the  loyal  generosity  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  society.  Let  no  one  depend  on  some  one  else.  It  is  an 
individual  demand,  and  must  be  met  by  individual  responsibility.  These 
secretaries  are  simply  your  mouthpieces  today.  Our  Division  Treasurer 
has  sent  us  this  message  "When  you  begin  to  plan  for  1942- — standing 
on  the  attainments  of  1941 — again  let  us  reach  up  and  out— measure  our 
pledge  by  what  we  spend  on  ourselves — by  what  the  world  is  spending 
on  baubles  and  hate — and  consecrate  to  the  bringing  in  of  Christ's  King- 
dom of  love  in  proportion  to  the  spending  of  the  forces  of  evil.

REPORT  OF  VICE  PRESIDENT 

Mrs.  Chas.  N.  Clark 

The  Vice  President  of  this  Conference  has  had  two  specific  duties",, 
one  to  aid  in  advancing  all  departments  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  and  the  other  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Conference 
Spiritual  Life  Committee.  The  work  done  as  Chairman  of  the  Spiri- 
tual Life  Committee  will  be  reported  later.  However,  I  find  it  difficult 
to  separate  the  two  reports  and  to  know  just  where  one  phase  of  the 
work   begins    and   the   other   leaves    off. 

In  this  superb  organization  with  its  committees  and  many  depart- 
ments, the  opportunity  for  service  is  both  challenging  and  exacting.     It 
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reaches  from  the  quiet  hour  in  the  home,  throughout  the  activities  of 
the  local  church,  community,  state,  nation  and  world  and  is  limited 
only  by  the  individuals  physical  strength,  time,  lack  of  vision  and 
willingness  to  serve.  As  a  part  of  its  membership  we  find  ourselves 
"blazing  new  trails"  in  a  world  of  hate,  war  and  utter  chaos  and  we  go 
forth  in  the  confidence  that  God  our  Father,  will  with  our  help  biing 
in  a  new  day  of  love  and  justice   throughout  the   wo:  Id. 

It  is  my  duty  also  to  give  hearty  and  genuine  support  to  the  leader 
of  the  Conference.  She  has  not  asked  much  of  me  but  whatever  service 
I  could  render  has  been  done  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

My  activities  have  been  of  the  usual  kind.  They  include  hours  spent 
in  study  and  preparation  for  presenting  the  cause  of  missions,  in  con- 
ducting pledge  services,  in  leading  meditation  periods  at  zone  and  district 
meetings  and  at  Conference  executive  meetings,  in  conducting  Week 
of  Prayer  services  and  Spiritual  Life  meetings,  in  serving  as  guest 
speaker  at  society  meetings,  as  counselor  for  the  Wesleyan  Seivice 
Guild,  etc. 

It  was  my  great  privilege  to  be  one  of  your  delegates  to  the  first 
annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Seivice  of  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction.  It  was  held  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  the 
last  of  February.  This  was  a  new  adventure  in  co-cpeiaticn.  s;nce  it 
was  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension 
and  in  co-operation  with  the  joint  Division  of  Education  and  Cultiva- 
tion of  the  National  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  Some 
of  the  outstanding  speakers  of  Methodism  were  there  and  the  program 
was  challenging  and  inspiring. 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Mills,  the  Vice  President  of  the  Woman's  Division,  is 
chairman  of  the  standing  committee  on  The  World  Federation  of  Meth- 
odist Women.  From  her  committee  has  come  the  request  that  the  Con- 
ference Vice  President  be  responsible  for  keeping  this  "Sisterhood  of 
Service  Around  the  World"  before  the  women  in  the  Conference  and 
local  societies.  It  is  suggested  that  we  make  posters  and  scranbooks 
on  World  Federation  and  that  they  be  exhibited  in  the  zone  and  district 
meetings.  Because  of  my  duties  as  chairman  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Com- 
mittee I  have  not  attempted  to  contact  the  society  V:;ce  Presidents  about 
this.  One  of  the  projects  for  the  year  1942  is  "Seivice,"  and  this 
is  to  be  expressed  in  an  emphasis  on  International  Peace.  Sug- 
gestions will  be  drawn  up  for  ways  in  which  women  all  over  the  worM 
can  help  in  promoting  that  peace.  Other  suggestions  will  come  from 
this    committee   through   your    Conference    Vice    President. 

If  one  is  to  promote  all  the  departments  of  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service,  it  is  necessary  to  know  something;  of  the  program 
of  this  organization.  One  must  try  to  understand  this  vast  chain  of 
service  stretching  around  the  world  with  its  great  numbers  of  Christian 
schools  and  colleges,  its  Settlement  and  Bethlehem  Houses  dotted  here 
and  there  in  the  mining  communities,  in  the  migrant  camps,  among  the 
Cajans,  among  the  Orientals  in  our  midst,  among  the  Negroes,  in  the 
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densely  populated  places  where  crime  breeds  like  mushrooms;  its  board- 
ing houses  in  the  large  cities  for  the  working  girls  away  from  home,, 
its  orphanages  and  hospitals',  its  service  among  the  Indians,  its  deacon- 
esses, missionaries,:  nurses,,  doctors,  "The  Lamplighters"  marching- 
through  the  dark  places  of  this  world..  They  go  in  the  spirit  of  our' 
Master  to  bring  God's  light  and  love  to  the  needy  places  and.  barren: 
hearts  of  the  world.  We  rejoice  that  these  are  ours.  May  we  through 
our   home  base  ewer   keep   those  lights   glowing; 


REPORT   OF  THE    SECRETARY   W2SLEYAN   SERVICE 

GUILD  SECOND   ANNUAL  MEETING 

MARCH    11-13,    1942 

It  is  said  that  in  all  machinery  there  must  first  be  the  mechanics- 
and  then  the  dynamics  for  performance.  This  year  we  have  been  con- 
cerned more  with  the  mechanics — the  setting  up  of  the  organization 
of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild-  In  this  year  of  I9'42  we  shall  strive- 
to  be  more  concerned  with  the  dynamics — the  spirit  or  life  within  the 
machinery  that  makes  possible  a  perfect  performance — the  perfect  per- 
formance of  each  member  in  a  more  devoted,  consecrated,  and  helpful! 
life  in  service  for  our  Master. 

Need  I  repeat  again  that  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  that  part 
of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  that  provides  the  em- 
ployed women  of  Methodism  with  their  own  channel  for  fellowship 
and  service.  Any  employed  woman  may  become  a  member  of  the  Guild 
through  a  contribution  of  prayer,  service,  and  money.  There  is  no  age- 
limit.  Our  members  range  all  the  way  from  the  young  girl  just  start- 
ing out  with  fear  and  trembling  to  the  piofessional  woman  of  many 
years  experience, 

Though  the  W.  S.  G.  is  a  separate  organization  with  its  own 
Officers,  committees,  programs,  meetings,  budget  etc.,  yet  it  is  definitely 
a  part  of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  It  uses  the  same  program  material,  adapted 
to  the  needs  and  interests  of  the  employed  woman.  It  supports  the 
missionaries  and  mission  work,  within  the  appropriations,  through  Guild 
projects  selected  because  of  their  particular  interest  to  employed  women. 
It  contributes  to  the  work  of  CSR  and  LCA.  It  has  the  opportunity 
of  studying  the  same  Mission  Books.  It  has  Supply  work.  In  fact. 
the  Guild  is  giving  to  increasing  numbers  of  employed  women  the  op- 
portunity for  Christian  fellowship  and  missionary  service  so  long- 
enjoyed  by  church  women  as  they  have  woiked  together  in  Missionary 
Societies   and  other   church   organizations. 

The  Guild  carries  on  its  work  in  a  fourfold  program: 
1.     Enrichment    of    Spiritual    Life, 
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'2.     Practice   in   World    Brotherhood. 

3.  Promotion  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Doeal  Church  Ac- 
tivities. 

4.  The  "highest  use  of  leisure   time. 

The  report  at  the  First  Annual  Meeting-  listed  78  Units  of  the 
WSG  in  our  Conference.  At  the  close  of  1941,  there  were  69.  This 
<does  nDt  mean  that  we  have  lost  7  Units,  for  actually  we  have  gained 
;a  few  new  units.  The  reason  for  the  decrease  in  number  of  units  is 
that  since  the  Guild  is  new,  many  organizations  were  reported  as 
Units  of  the  WSG  when  in  many  cases,  they  were  WSCS,  or  were 
■circles  of  the  WSCS.  It  has  taken  about  fifteen  months  for  some  of 
these  tD  inform  me  that  they  were  not  Guilds  tho  I  nave  been  "carry- 
ing them  on  my  mailing  list  and  sending  them  letters,  report  blanks, 
etc.  Perhaps  by  the  "close  of  the  first  quarter  of  1942,  our  list  will 
"include  only  those  organizations  that  are  "WS  Guilds. 

We  nave  heen  striving  to  learn  all  we  can  about  the  WSG.  For 
this  reason,  I  have  tried  to  visit  all  Units  that  have  invited  me  in  the 
hope  that  together  we  might  3eam  more.  Many  miles  have  been  traveled 
in  making  these  trips.  I  nave  "visited  units  in  the  following  Districts; 
'Gastonia,  High  Point,  "Marion,  Salisbury,  and  Winston-Salem.  I  was 
<on  the  program  aft  two  District  Meetings,  High  Point  and  Statesville-. 
I  have  assisted  in  organizing  two  new  Guilds.  I  "also  attended  the 
Guild  Seminar  at  Lake  Junaluska.  The  wholesome  fellowship  together 
and  the  friendships  formed  will  long  be  treasured  as  precious  possessions^ 

Throughout  these  first  months  of  setting  up  the  organization  of 
the  WSG  in  our  Conference,  the  Conference  officers  and  District 
Corresponding  Secretaries  have  co-operated  in  every  way  possible. 
We  are  grateful  for  this.  In  some  Conference  this  has  not  always  been 
the  case.  For  instance,  let  me  quote,  "I  am  learning  the  explanation, 
I  think  of  the  apathy  of  the  church  women  to  the  Guild  work.  'One  of 
our  District  Officers  was  quite  enthusiastic  over  the  Work  and  went 
back  home  to  send  delegates  to  our  Guild  District  meeting.  When  i 
saw  her  at  the  Conference  meeting  she  shook  her  head  as  Ave  approached 
each  other.  The  head  of  the  Woman's  Society  had  put  her  foot  down. 
It  would  take  the  girls  away  from  the  general  society,  'And  if  they 
jgo  into  the  Guild,  what  will  come  of  the  Women's  work  when  we  are 
too  old  to  work?1""  If  any  of  you  have  had  a  similar  idea,  please 
dismiss  it  and  rather  think  of  the  Guild  as  a  training  ground.  The 
Standing  Committee  suggests  that  those  women  who  cease  employment 
in  gainful  occupation  go  at  once  into  the  Woman's  Society.  If  they 
hesitate,  there  are  often  some  reasons  which  the  local  Woman's  Society 
can  help  to  overcome. 

I  was  one  of  the  four  Conference  Officers  making  up  the  '""team" 
for  the  Study  Leader's  Meetings  in  September.  It  was  a  wonderful 
privilege  to  meet  many  Guild  members  and  have  the  time  for  discussion 
of  those  problems  of  our  organization,     I  was  grateful  for  the  oppor-

tunity  to  present  the  Guild  to  the  many  interested  women  attending 
these  meetings.  This  is  another  evidence  of  the  co-operation  between 
the  Woman's  Society  and  the.  Guild. 

Though  I  do  not  have  a  true  picture  of  the  woik  done  by  the  WSG, 
due  to  the  failure  of  many  Units  to  send  in  reports,  I  am  proud  to 
bring  this  record.  Perhaps  this  partial  report  will  give  you  an  idea 
of  how  much  the  WSG's  of  Western  N.  C.  mean  to  the  work  of  the 
Woman's  Division  and  local  church  and  community  and  perhaps  you 
may  have  a  greater  urge  to  help  to  enroll  all  employed  women  :n  your 
church  in  the  WSG. 
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How  very  interesting  to  read  of  the  various  activities  in  many  of 
the  7  areas  of  Christian  Social  Relations.  How  this  Unit's  emphasis  has 
been  on  the  negroes  in  the  negro  Methodist  church,  meeting  regularly 
with  the  negro  women  for  worship  programs,  alternating  white  and 
negro  leaders;  leading  their  Mission  Study  Group;  teaching  their  Bible 
Study;  furnishing  supplies  for  their  entertainment  of  a  Missionary 
and  Young  People's  Institute  held  two  days;  sent  one  girl  to  their 
Leader's  training  school  in  Winston-Salem;  succeeding  in  making  them 
see  the  needs  of  others  and  before  Christmas,  they  collected  their  own 
things  they  were  not  using,  cleaned  them  and  distributed  them  to 
needy  ones.  How  this  unit  helps  with  the  salary  of  a  Bible  teacher 
in  the  City  Schools.  How  this  one  gave  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas 
baskets,  sent  canned  milk  to  Bethlehem  House.  Another  has  sent  an 
underprivileged  boy  to  camp.  Another  has  paid  for  the  room  and  board 
of  a  local  girl  in  Alexander  School  in  the  Mountains;  given  a  radio 
to  a  blind  woman.      To   many  of  us  who  have  not  been   actively   par-

ticipating  in  this  type  of  work,  it  has  truly  widened  our  horizons  and 
given  to  us  new  avenues  of  service. 

In  the  above  table  you  will  note  Contribution  to  Miss  Soon  Ye  Kim. 
Miss  Kim,  a  Korean,  was  a  student  at  Scarritt  College  until  ill  health 
made  it  necessary  for  her  to  leave  college.  We  wish  for  her  a  speedy 
recovery  and  hope  that  she  will  be  able  to  resume  her  studies. 

We  appreciate  the  opportunity  of  being  a  part  of  this  delegated 
body  and  may  we  measure  up  in  the  highest  possible  way  to  our  re- 
sponsibility in  these  days  when  more  than  one  out  of  every  3  women 
leave  their  homes  daily  for  gainful  occupations.  We  pledge  to  the 
Woman's   Society  our  most  loyal   co-operation   and   service. 

To  the  Assembly  Meeting  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  May  19-22,  1942,  each 
Conference  is  entitled  to  send  one  Guild  delegate.  This  delegate  will 
be  elected  at  the  Guild  dinner  meeting.  This  is  the  first  opportunity 
employed  women  have  ever  had  to  be  a  part  of  a  delegated  body  of 
the  Woman's  Society.  We  are  grateful  for  the  opportunity  given  us 
as  we  realize  "there  is  greater  need  today  than  ever  before  to  come 
together  to  interpret  the   Christian   message." 

As  we  "close  the  books"  of  the  WSG  for  1941,  and  take  "stock," 
we  are  conscious  that  there  are  many  weak  spots  that  will  need  our 
special  attention  and  help,  but  we  are  determined  to  share  with  more 
employed  women  the  opportunity  for  service  in  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild.  With  thankfulness  for  those  things  past,  we  pray  that  God 
may  grant  us  courage,  love,  faith,  grace  and  patience  "for  the  facing 
of  this  hour." 


RECOMMENDATIONS    OF    WESLEYAN    SERVICE 
GUILD   COMMITTEE 

We  heartily  endorse  the  recommendations  prepared  by  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  Committee  in  the  South  Eastern  Jurisdiction  and  have 
selected  as  workable  in  our  Conference  the  following  which  we  recom- 
mend: 

I.     The  following  Conference  Goals  for  1942: 

1.  An  increase  in  the  number  of  units  and  in  members  per  unit. 

2.  Reports  and  Officers'  list  sent  in  promptly  so  that  an  ac- 
curate picture  of  the  work  by  the  units  can  be  had.  One  copy 
of  the  reports  to  be  sent  to  the  District  Secretary  and  one 
copy  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds. 

3.  Definite  place  on  the  program  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Woman's  Society  for  presentation  of  the  Guild  at  such  time 
as  employed  women  may  be  able  to  attend  the  meeting. 

4.  Conference  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  or  her  alter- 
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nate  and  District  Secretaries  to  attend  Guild  Conference  at 
Lake  Junaluska.  Local  unit  Members  are  also  urged  to  at- 
tend, if  not  the  entire  conference,  then  the  week-end.  The 
scheduled  dates  are  July  2  7- Aug.  4,  Watch  the  Methodist". 
Woman    and    Christian    Advocate    for    announcements. 

II.     A  wider  use  of  the  Guild  Handbook  as  an  aid  to  efficient  organi- 
zation and  to  better  balanced  programs. 

IIL  More  systematic  and  generous  giving.  Finances  to  be  reported" 
promptly  in  terms  of  Cultivation  Fund,  gift  for  missions  and  a 
gift  for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities.. 

IV.  That  the  Guild  assist  in  meeting  the  urgent  need  for  new  mis- 
sionary personnel  at  home  and  abroad  by  enlisting  Guild  mem- 
bers for  "Christian  Careers  Calling  Youth" — A  free  pamphlet 
distributed  by  the  Department  of  Missionary  Personnel,  150 
Fifth    Avenue,    New   York. 

V.     That   the    co-operative   relationship    between    the    Guild    and   the; 
Woman's   Society  in  the  local   Church  be   strengthened : 

1,  Through  the  quarterly  executive  committee  meetings  of  the": 
Woman's  Society  being  held  at  a  time  when  the  President  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Guild,  or  their  alternates,  may  attend.  Thus' 
providing  for  joint  planning  and  program  enrichment. 

2.  By  recording  in  the  report  blanks  of  the  Woman's  Society1 
the  following  information  concerning  the  Guild: 

a.  Number  of  Guild  units 

b.  Number    of  members 

c.  Guild  contribution  to  the  woifc  of  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service. 

3.  Quarterly  oral  reports  to  the  Woman's  Society  of  the  work 
of  the  Guild. 

VI.  Realizing  the  need  of  a  deepening  of  our  Spiritual  Life,  we 
recommend : 

1.  Continued  use  of  the  Upper  Room  or  other  daily  devotional 
booklet. 

2.  The  observance  of  the  Interdenominational  Prayer  Minute  of 
America  at  6:00  P.  M.  daily. 

3.  That  each  unit  place  in  the  hands  of  each  member  the  folder 
"Personal  Growth  in  Christian  Living"  and  the  "Stewardship 
Card"    (25  copies  for  10c.) 

VII.  In  as  much  as  the  President  of  the  WSCS  is  a   member  of  the 
Quarterly  Conference  of  each  local  church  and  in  as  much  as  the 
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"Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  a  vital  part  of  the  local  church,  w: 
recommend  that  the  -President  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  be 
invited  to  tlie  Quarterly  Conference  by  the  pastor  though  she  is 
not   a    member    of   said    conference    now. 

Will,    That  other  goals  for  the  Guild  be: 

1.  100  subscribers  to  THE   METHODIST   WOMAN   in  the  con- 
ference. 

2.  100  subscribers  to  THE  WORLD  OUTLOOK,  in  the  conference. 

3.  That  the  chairman  of  the  program  committee  be  a  subscriber 
to  .each  or  that  she  be  provided  with  a  joint  subscription. 

IX.  That  a  Secretary  of  WSG  be  elected  in  those  Districts  in  which 
there  is  no  Secretary  at  present.  That  this  person  be  an  eni' 
ployed  woman  and  a  member  of  a  unit  of  WSG. 

IX.     That  the  pledge  of  the  Wresleyan  Service  Guild  of  the  Western 
North  Carolina  Conference  shall  be  $4,000  for  the  year  1942.

REPORT    OF    SECRETARY    07    LITERATURE 
AND  PUBLICATIONS 

We  liave  had  an  interesting  year's  woi'k.  In  September  we  mailed 
crut  to  the  local  societies  650  packets  of  Week  of  Prayer  program  ma- 
terial. These  were  furnished  by  the  Joint  Division  of  Education  and 
Cultivation,  being  a  part  of  the  promotional  program  for  the   year. 

Judging  by  the  reports  that  have  come  in  through  the  year,  our 
"women  are  liking  the  program  material  very  much.  Also  they  are 
finding  The  Methodist  Woman  and  the  World  Outlook  invaluable  for 
Information  and  for  supplementary  program  material.  According  to  the 
reports  which  have  come  to  me,  we  have  fallen  far  short  of  the  goal 
we  set  in  our  Conference  for  subscriptions  to  these  two  magazines 
for  1941.  However,  I  am  quite  certain  that  the  figures  I  have  are  not 
'complete  for  the  simple  reason  that  so  many  societies  are  not  sending 
In  their  reports  at  all. 

For  the  fourth  quarter  I  received  reports  from  225  societies — 
only  a  little  more  than  one-third  of  the  total  number  of  societies  in 
our  conference.  These  225  societies  reported  the  number  of  sub- 
scribers as  follows:

The  goal  we  set  for  1941  was  3,475.  Possibly  we  reached  the  goal 
or  even  went  beyond  it.  But  when  societies  do  not  report  we  have 
no  way  of  knowing.

A  few  societies  are  still  reporting  on  the  old  blanks.  These  are 
practically  of  no  value  in  tabulating  reports  on  the  present  forms. 
Will  the  District  Secretaries  please  urge  every  local  society  to  get 
the  Corresponding  Secretary's  book  and  then  to  fill  out  the  report  blanks 
and  mail  them  promptly  at  the  end  of  each  quarter?

In  order  to  further  promote  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Litera- 
ture and  Publications  we  recommend: 

(1)  That  there  he  a  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  in 
each  local  Society  and  that  she  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  of 
literature,  publications  and  publicity.  In  large  societies  where  this  would 
give  too  much  work  for  one  officer,  she  may  have  an  assistant  for  dis- 
seminating missionary  news  through  the  secular  and  church  press. 

(2)  That  greater  emphasis  be  placed  upon  reporting  from  the 
local  society  to  the  Director  (or  if  there  be  no  Secretary  of  Literature 
and  Publications  for  the  District,  direct  to  the  Conference  Secretary 
of  Literature  and  Publications) . 

(3)  That  every  officer  of  every  local  society  subscribe  to  Methodist 
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Woman  and  World  Outlook  and  co-operate  with  the  Conference  Secre- 
tary of  Literature  and  Publications  in  securing  one-third  increase  in 
subscriptions  over  1941  as  a  goal  for  the  year. 

As  an  incentive  for  reaching  this  goal  to  increasing  subscriptions 
to  Methodist  Woman,  we  would  suggest  that  when  every  officer  in  a 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  becomes  a  subscriber  to  the 
Methodist  Woman,  that  a  recognition  service  be  held  by  that  society  in 
observance  and  appreciation  of  the  loyalty  of  its  officers. 

(4)  That  we  express  our  appreciation  for  the  support  given  us

REPORT  ON  STATUS  OF  WOMAN 

Let  us  first  take  a  look  at  the  Status  of  Woman  in  the  compara- 
tive religions.  Brahmanism  places  woman  below  the  reptiles,  Buddhism 
looks  upon  her  as  the  tempter  to  all  that  is  low  and  degrading  in  man; 
for  the  Mohammedan  she  is  a  slave  and  convenience;  Confucianism  and 
Shintoism  place  high  value  upon  motherhood  but  otherwise  she  is  a 
burden  and  undesirable.  How  joyous,  then,  we  read  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment that  in  Christ  there  is  neither  male  nor  female,  bond  nor  free 
(caste)    Jew  nor  Greek    (National). 

In  the  Christian  Church  we  find  the  highest  status  of  woman.  We 
find,  also,  at  this  time,  that  the  Christian  Church  is  one  of  the  few 
remaining  international  organizations.  Fraternal,  educational,  social 
service  and  health  organizations  are  being  broken  up  but  the 
church  still  stands.  We  as  women  have  a  high  privilege  in  holding  to- 
gether this  bond  between  the  nations.  Through  the  ages  the  church 
has  always  held  the  torch  of  social  living  a  little  higher  than  has  any 
other  institution.  Perhaps  we  cannot  all  be  torches  but  each  of  us 
can  be  a   candle. 

We  as  American  women  can  do  much  right  now  to  influence  and 
mould  public  opinion.  The  Woman's  Centennial  Congress  recently 
revealed  almost  unbelievable  accomplishments  of  women  reaching  into 
every  phase  of  life  in  the  past  century.  From  across  the  world  came 
appeals  to  the  women  of  America  to  maintain  the  citadel  of  freedom 
that  is  ours. 

These  women  in  a  war-torn  world  know  that  our  freedom  is  not 
guaranteed  to  be  permanent.  Mrs.  Carrie  Chapman  Catt  calls  to  our 
attention  the  fact  that  there  was  a  woman's  movement  in  the  twelfth 
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century.  There  were  women  doctors  and  lawyers  then.  But  the  move- 
ment died.  She  reminds  us  that  wherever  dictators  come  in,  women's 
movements  go  out.  She  warns,  we  must  not  go  back,  we  must  go 
forward.  "The  present  status  of  woman  holds  no  promise  of  security. 
How  long  it  continues  depends  upon  each  and  all  of  us.  What  we 
contribute  to  or  withhold  from  the  upbuilding  of  the  home,  the  chui'ch, 
the  state  will  determine  whether  we  be  slave  or  free"  (Florence  Schleich- 
er Teed).  We  must  educate  ourselves  to  the  tragic  needs  of  women 
of  other  lands.  By  sympathy,  understanding,  prayer  and  active  par- 
ticipation where  possible,  let  us  contribute  toward  the  rebuilding  of 
the   status   of  woman   in   this   war-torn   world. 

In  a  world  of  destruction  we  must  build  constructively.  In  a 
special  sense  we  women  are  the  custodians  of  culture.  We  must  uphold 
our  faith  in  scholarship,  we  must  maintain  our  intellectual  standards. 
The  preservation  of  Democracy  itself  demands  the  extension  of  educa- 
tion both  secular  and  Christian.  We  must  safeguard  child  development. 
We  must  maintain   our   status   in   the  home. 

Let  us  not  forget  that  American  women  have  met  crises  before 
and  met  them  with  strength  and  fortitude.  We,  their  grand-daughters, 
must  carry  on  calmly,  maintain  high  moiale  and  be  able  to  meet  change 
when  necessary. 

In  our  local  churches  we  need  to  divide  leadership,  with  each  of 
us  taking  her  place  to  do  her  job.  Everyone  should  have  something 
to  do.  Defense  is  creating  new  demands  for  women's  work  in  many 
and  new  fields.     The  church  should  likewise  create  jobs  for  more  women. 

Let  us  in  our  local  churches  continue  to  study  our  church  and  its 
program  and  serve  faithfully  and  loyally  when  given  a  task  to  do. 
Let  every  local  chairman  on  status  of  woman  or  local  president,  if 
none,  see  that  her  church  is  represented  in  the  new  questionnaire  that 
is  being  sent  out  to  every  local  president.  We  expect  a  new  hand-book 
with  practical  suggestions   soon. 

Build  we  now  a  new  tomorrow 

For  humanity. 
Ours  the  dreams  that  mould  the  future ;

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STATUS  OF  WOMEN 

The  Committee  on  the  Status  of  "Women  believe  that  in  preparation 
for  the  wider  fields  of  service  for  which  we  are  longing  and  working',, 
we  must: 

1.  Come  to  an  understanding  of  our  position  as  women  in  the 
church  and  in  society. 

2.  Study  how  we  can  express  our  Christian  womanhood  through 
the  avenues  of  opportunity  that  are  at  present  open  to  us. 

Therefore  to  this  end  we  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Chairman  of  each  local  committee  on  the  Status 
of  Women  give  accurate  answers  to  the  questionnaire  and  return  it 
promptly  to  her  district  or  conference  chairman. 

2.  That  the  committee  on  the  Status  of  Women  in  each 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  study  the  handbook  and 
related  subjects  of  interest  with  a  view  of  presenting  this  work  at 
least  once  a  year. 

3.  That  Conference  Executive  Committees  request  their  presid- 
ing Bishops  to  have  as  a  part  of  the  program  of  Annual  Conference 
the   presentation   of  Woman's    Work. 

4.  That  a  study  be  made  of  the  Discipline,  that  the  women  of 
the  local  church  may  become  aware  of  the  opportunity  they  have* 
of  service  on  local  boards,  and  they  will  become  more  alert  that  well 
qualified  women  may  be  elected  as  delegates  to  the  Annual  Con- 
ference so  that  the  number  of  women  and  men  lay  delegates  may 
be  more  nearly  equal. 

5.  Appreciating  the  new  opportunities  of  service  granted  to 
women  in  the  united  church  in  general,  jurisdiction,  conference 
and  local  boards  the  committee  urges  the  women  to  take  every  op- 
portunity to  assume  these  responsibilities  by  serving  faithfully, 
loyally  and  effectively  in  these  positions.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  STUDENT  WORK 

Mrs.  Walter  Lee  Lanier 

As  Secretary  of  Student  Work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service,  I  want  to  say  in  the  beginning  that  we  have  entered 
a  most  challenging  field  of  service.  For  many  years  we  took  it  for 
granted  that  someone  else  would  keep  our  college  young  men  and 
young  women  close  to  the  church.     At  last  we  have  realized  that  if  we

are  willing  to  accept  the  opportunity,  there  are  many  things  that  we,  as 
women,  can  do  to  help  our  students  keep  contact  with  the  church,  and 
the  church  keep  contact  with  the  students.  If  we  do  this,  we  shall 
strengthen  the  Christian  loyalties  of  our  leaders  of  tomorrow. 

The  local  Student  Secretaries  have  relayed  names  of  students  to 
Secretaries  near  the .  college  campus,  who  in  turn  have  shared  these 
names  with  College  Pastors  and  Wesley  Foundation  Workers.  Early 
in  each  school  year  religious  workers  near  the  college  campus  ask  for 
these  names  ae  a  means  of  reaching  the  students.  Names  of  young 
men  and  young  women  going  into  Defense  Work  and  of  men  going 
into  the  army  have  been  relayed  to  Student  Secretaries,  Army  Chaplains, 
and  other  workers  near  our  camps.  Chaplains,  especially,  are  asking 
that  someone  who  will  not  grow  weary  in  well-doing  be  selected  to  send 
them  the  names  of  boys  in  camps,  so  they  may  more  effectively  serve 
the  soldiers  under  their  care.  A  new  Introduction  Card  is  being  pre- 
pared to  help  in  this  work.  The  card  is  to  be  signed  by  the  young 
man's  pastor  and  is  to  be  presented  by  the  young  man  himself  to  any 
pastor,  chaplain,  or  student  secretary  in  the  church  he  attends.  The 
young  man  will  be  instructed  to  keep  his  card  for  his  use  as  he  moves 
from  camp  to  camp. 

Student  Secretaries  have  kept  in  touch  with  many  young  men  and 
women  away  from  their  home  churches.  Letters,  cards,  church  bul- 
letins, and  the  Upper  Room  have  been  sent.  Secretaries  have  wel- 
comed students  home  during  the  holidays,  have  assisted  pastors  in 
planning  Student  Recognition  Services,  and  have  assisted  in  giving 
parties  and  banquets  for  students  during  holidays.  I  hope  each  secretary 
will  try  to  find  a  place  for  the  student  to  fit  into  during  the  summer 
vacation.  Students  must  not  be  allowed  to  feel  like  strangers  in  their 
own  home  church  just  because  they  have  been  away  a  few  months. 

During  the  year  three  societies  and  one  district  have  reported 
Student  Loans  and   Scholarships. 

These  are: 

A  $400.00  Loan  Fund  for  a  student  at  Greensboro  College — West 
Market,  Greensboro,  N.  C. 

The  May  Gray  Separk  Scholarship  of  $160.00  for  a  student  at  Bre- 
vard— Main    Street,    Gastonia,    N.    C. 

Loan  Fund  of  $100.00  each  year — Wesleyan  Service  Guild — Main 
Street,  Gastonia,  N.  C. 

Loan  Fund  of  $240.00— Haywood  Street,  Asheville. 

A  $100.00  Scholarship  for  a  student  at  Brevard — Waynesville 
District. 

Five  of  our  districts  sent  a  student  to  the  Student  Leadership 
Training  Conference  at  Lake  Junaluska  in  June,  1941.  These  districts 
were   Asheville,   Elkin,   Marion,    Statesville,   and   Waynesville. 
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Western  North  Carolina  Conference  are  co-operating  wholehearted- 
ly in  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund,  50%  of  which  is  administered 
through  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  we  would  urge 
that  the  women  in  every  local  society  seek  to  express  their  appre- 
ciation for  this  co-operation  by  making  their  homes  available  for 
meetings  and  by  undergirding  the  total  program  of  the  Youth 
Division.

REPORT  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

Mrs.   George  Hoyle,  Secretary 

The  year  just  passed  has  been  one  to  remember  gratefully  for 
its  co-operation  and  eager  efforts  to  carry  on  while  waiting  and  looking 
forward  to  the  day  when  new  plans  would  be  completed  whereby  a 
unified  program  of  missionary  education  would  be  provided  for  all  chil- 
dren in  every  Methodist  church. 

For  three-fourths  of  the  year  the  Secretaries  had  the  rather  diffi- 
cult task  of  marking  time  while  they  held  on  to  old  plans  and  waited 
for  the  new;  but  when  the  unified  plan,  which  went  into  effect  October 
1',  was  released,  they  worked  with  enthusiasm,  which  at  the  end  of 
the  closing  quarter,  was  shown  in  interest  and  increased  number  of 
reports  and  for  which  they  deserve  congratulations  on  the  success  of 
this  period  of  adjustment. 

A  leaflet  describing  in  detail  the  Plan  for  Missionary  Education 
of  Primary  and  Junior  Children  in  the  Methodist  Church,  and  a  list  of 
current  missionary  units  and  materials  for  1941-42  were  sent  to  each 
secretary  in  our  Conference,  together  with  The  World  Friendship 
Bulletin,  a  quarterly  publication  edited  primarily  for  information  and 
help  in  local  societies.  These  promotional  leaflets  aided  in  carrying 
forward  the  unified  program  of  work  provided  for  our  children — which 
plan  does  not  call  for  an  additional  organization,  but  makes  missionary 
education  an  important  emphasis  in  the  regular  and  additional  sessisons 
of  the  church  school. 

It  is  impossible  to  make  a  statistical  report  for  the  past  year,  since 
we  were  provided  two  report  blanks — one  for  former  Methodist  Episcopal 
and  Methodist  Protestant  Churches  and  one  for  former  Southern 
Churches — which  make  the  reports  too  complicated  to  be  easily  presented. 
We  have  never  had  all  of  the  children's  secretaries  reporting,  but  of 
the  350  secretaries  in  our  Conference,  250  reported  to  me  some  time 
during  the  year.  This  is  splendid  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  plan  for 
missionary  education  of  children  is,  of  necessity,  not  easy  to  under- 
stand  nor   to    explain   in   writing. 
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I  am  earnestly  asking  that  each  Society  of  Christian  Service  elect 
a  Secretary  of  Children's  Work — many  have  not — and  I  am  hoping 
that  I  may  secure  reports  from  every  church,  each  of  the  four  quarters 
of  1942.  This  is  my  goal  and  should  be  easier  this  coming  year  than 
last,  since  a  new  blank  is  being  provided  which  will  be  simplified  and 
will  be  the  same  for  all  churches. 

A  number  of  interesting  things  have  happened  during  the  past 
year  which  I  would  like  to  report.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Miss 
Elizabeth  Oliver  and  our  Board  of  Christian  Education  I  had  the 
privilege  of  attending  a  week-end  conference  at  Sunny  Acres,  April 
5-6.  Children's  workers  from  varying  parts  of  our  Conference  were 
there,  with  Miss  Mary  Skinner  as  guest  speaker.  She,  being  a  member 
of  the  sub-committee,  was  giving  extended  research  and  study  to  the 
formation  of  the  new  plan  of  missionary  education  for  children  and  this 
meeting  proved  a  genuine  source  of  information  and  inspiration.  Then 
the  week  of  May  26-31,  a  three  days'  childrens  workers  conference  held 
at  Camp  Carlyle  in  the  Western  part  of  our  Conference  and  the  same 
program  for  three  days  at  High  Point  College  in  the  Eastern  part  of 
our  Conference  gave  opportunity  for  many  of  our  workers  to  enjoy 
fellowship  together  and  to  become  better  acquainted  with  each  other, 
with  our  duties,  plans  and  responsibilities  for  future  work.  Miss  Oliver 
directed  us  in  these  schools  with  schedules  that  provided  a  variety  of 
opportunities  for  study,  investigation  and  general  enrichment.  These 
Conferences,  sponsored  by  our  Board  of  Christian  Education,  have 
made  genuine  contributions  to  the  development  of  leaders  for  children's 
work  and  a  friendly,  happy  spirit  has  been  manifested  with  these  fine 
workers  who  are  making  children's  work  a  major  field  of  Christian 
Service.  I  went  to  some  of  the  District  and  Zone  meetings,  but  spent 
only  two  days  at  Junaluska.  I  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Children's  Workers  Council  at  Sunny  Acres,  December  6-7.  The  happy 
fellowship  with  these  fine  workers  from  time  to  time  and  their  friendly 
co-operation,  enables  me  to  serve  more  efficiently  and  enthusiastically. 
Of  necessity  more  letters  have  been  written  this  year  than  in  any  previ- 
ous year  and  our  work,  planned  along  lines  new  to  many  of  us,  advances. 

In  these  troubled  times  we  want  to  help  children  have  a  sense  of 
confidence  and  security  in  life  and  to  think  of  themselves  as  God's 
children,  in  whose  world  they  live,  working  so  that  all  His  children 
may  have  comfort  and  happiness.  We  want  to  help  them  develop  atti- 
tudes of  friendliness,  helpfulness,  appreciation  and  concern  for  all  peo- 
ple everywhere.  The  coming  year  promises  to  bring  some  interesting 
experinces  for  boys  and  girls  throughout  the  church.  Our  guidance  of 
their  growing  lives  and  our  nurture  of  Christian  ideals  in  their  respon- 
sive minds  is,  therefore,  a  most  significant  work.  May  we  have  closer 
fellowship  with  God  and  strength  "To  serve  the  present  age." 

THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CHILDREN'S  WORK  SUBMITS  THE 
FOLLOWING  RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1.     (a)   That  we  set  as  our  goal  for  1942  the  election  of  a  Secretary 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  YOUNG 
WOMEN'S  AND   GIRLS'   WORK 

Since  the  plans  for  the  Unified  Program  for  the  Missionary  Edu- 
cation of  Methodist  Youth  have  been  released,  we  have  been  endeavoring 
to  acquaint  our  leaders  in  the  districts  and  local  churches  with  the  plan 
and  to  date  we  believe  there  are  between  two  and  three  hundred  churches 
that  have  organized  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  groups  and  approxi- 
mately one  hundred  of  these  have  pledged  to  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund 
$1,000.00.  Many  of  the  Girls'  Circles  have  merged  into  the  Methodist 
Youth  Fellowship  and  we  feel  confident  that  others  will  do  so  soon. 

We  have  been  working  in  close  co-operation  with  the  office  of  Rev. 
Carl  H.  King,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion, for  our  work  is  with  the  same  group  of  young  people,  carrying  on 
the  same  program  and  we  believe  this  co-operative  plan  for  our  young 
people  is  going  to  bring  forth  abundant  harvest.  Our  Joint  Committee 
for  the  Conference,  composed  of  Rev.  W.  G.  McFarland,  representing 
the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  Mrs.  J.  F.  Kirk,  repre- 
senting the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  and  your  Secretary  of  Young 
Women's  and  Girls'  Work,  has  been  set  up  and  we  have  had  one  meeting 
and  much  correspondence.  We  feel  somewhat  discouraged  over  the 
great  number  of  churches  that  have  not  set  up  the  Joint  Committee  and 
organized  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship.  We  urge  the  Secretary  of 
Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  to  co-operate  with  her  pastor  in  get- 
ting this  committee  set  up.  Then,' as  a  member  of  the  Joint  Committse, 
she  can  help  to  organize  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  and  carry 
through  the  plans  for  starting  an  Interest  Group,  as  outlined  in  the 
Revised   Guide. 

The  Efficiency  Aims  for  1942  require  us  "to  have  an  Interest  Group 
within  the  Commission  on  World  Friendship  of  the  Methodist  Youth 
Fellowship  using  the  program  prepared  for  the  group  by  the  Woman's 
Division."  So — you  see  we  must  really  get  busy  with  this  phase  of  our 
program.  Part  II  of  the  material  "Channels  of  Action"  for  Interest 
Groups  is  off  the  press  but  a   group  should  use  Part  I  first. 

Only  a  small  percentage  of  our  churches  have  made  a  pledge  to  the 
Methodist  Youth  Fund.  "The  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension 
is  the  Church  in  action  on  the  frontiers  of  every  land"  and  in  this  great 
enterprise  the  young  people  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  are 
sharing.  Let  us,  as  their  leaders,  not  fail  to  give  them  an  opportunity 
to  share  this  great  privilege.  The  young  people  of  the  Methodist  Youth 
Fellowship  should  make  a  personal  pledge  and  then  the  Department's 
pledge,  as  a  whole,  should  be  recorded  with  Mrs.  J.  F.  Kirk,  Box  828, 
Salisbury,  N.  C.  In  paying  the  pledge,  one-half  is  handed  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  your  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christain  Service  and  the  other 
half  sent  to  Mrs.  Kirk.  This  money  does  not  count  on  the  budget  of  the 
local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  but  goes  marked  as  Methodist 
Youth  Fund  to  the  special  projects  in  which  our  young  people  are  par- 
ticularly   interested.      These    projects    will    be    featured    in    the    April 
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World  Outlook.  And  I  want  to  urge  the  leaders  of  this  work  to  sub- 
scribe to  the  Methodist  Woman  and  The  World  Outlook.  There  appears 
in  The  Methodist  Woman  every  month  a  page  devoted  to  our  work 
and  on  the  back  page  is  listed  the  materials  available  for  our  work. 
We  cannot  know  our  work  without  this  paper! 

What  a  vast  amount  of  work  there  is  to  be  done  in  this  Department 
and  I  ask  for  your  co-operation  in  getting  this  stimulating  and  well- 
rounded  program  into  the  hearts  and  lives  of  the  young  people  of  your 
church.

WE.  THE  PLANNING  COMMITTEE  OF  THE   YOUNG 
WOMEN'S  AND  GIRLS'  WORK  RECOMMEND  THAT 

(1)  In  every  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  there  should 
be  elected  a  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work. 

(2)  The  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  in  every  society 
should  thoroughly  acquaint  herself  with  the  unified  plan  for  mis- 
sionary education  of  Methodist  Youth  and  promote  the  same. 

(3)  The  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  should  en- 
courage the  pastor  in  setting  up  the  Joint  Committee  and  see  that 
an  adult  advisor  is  appointed  for  the  World  Friendship  Commis- 
sion of  the  Methodist  Youth   Fellowship. 

(4)  The  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  should,  as  a 
member  of  the  Joint  Committee,  take  an  active  interest  in  the 
young  people  of  her  church,  helping  to  organize  the  Methodist 
Youth  Fellowship  if  it  has  not  already  been  organized,  and  doing 
all  she  can  to  strengthen  the  Fellowship  if  it  already  exists.  She 
shall  co-operate  in  having  the  young  people  make  a  personal  pledge 
to  missions  through  the  Methodist  Youth   Fund. 

(5)  Since  the  Efficiency  Aims  for  1942  require  us  "to  have  an  Interest 
Group  within  the  Commission  on  World  Friendship  of  the  Method- 
ist Youth  Fellowship,  using  the  program  prepared  for  the  group 
by  the  Woman's  Division,"  that  the  Secretary  of  Young  Women's 
and  Girls'  Work  carry  through  the  plans  for  an  Interest  Group 
as    outlined   in   the    Revised    Guide. 

(6)  That  the  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  report 
quarterly  on  the  blanks  provided  in  the  Corresponding  Secretary's 
book  so  a  correct  report  may  be  made  from  our  Western  North 
Carolina   Conference  to   our   national   office   in   New   York. 

(7)  That  the  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  subscribe 
to  the  World  Outlook  and  The  Methodist  Woman  and  keep  up- 
to-date  on  information  and  materials  in  her  field  of  work. 

(8)  Whereas,  the  members  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  of  the 
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The  Program  Packet,  A  Source  Book  of  Missionary  Information, 
has  been  sent  to  secretaries  near  our  four  Methodist  Colleges  and  our 
three  State  Colleges.  Through  this  material  the  students  have  been 
encouragd  to  form  a  committee  on  the  World  Christian  Community  and 
Social  Action  and  to  accept  a  Missionary  Project  of  their  own. 

Much  interest  and  effort  have  gone  into  Student  Work  this  year. 
It  has  been  new  to  all  of  us.  We  have  had  to  start  from  the  beginning 
and  build  a  foundation.  I  want  to  extend  my  deepest  appreciation  to 
each  District  Student  Secretary  and  to  each  Local  Secretary  who  has 
helped  to  start  a  work  that  is  so  needed.  May  we  become  better  informed 
and  more  alive  to  our  opportunities;  but  more  than  all  else,  may  we 
develop  our  own  lives  into  personalities  that  will  inspire  our  young 
men  and  women  to  seek  a  noble  way  of  life. 


SCARRITT  COLLEGE  FOR  CHRISTIAN  WORKERS 

Mrs.  Walter  Lee  Lanier,  Representative 

In  June,  1942,  Scarritt  College  will  celebrate  its  Fiftieth  Anni- 
versary. It  has  grown  from  a  Bible  Training  School  for  young  women 
to  be  an  accredited  co-educational  senior  college  and  graduate  school. 
In  the  spirit  of  the  college  motto  "Great  things  have  been  attempted  for 
God,  and  He  has  not  disappointed  great  Expectations." 

Scarritt  seeks  to  train  young  men  and  young  women  to  become 
Christian  leaders  for  our  Church  at  home  and  abroad.  Our  missionary 
work  in  foreign  countries  is  being  disrupted  today,  but  we  believe  that 
when  the  war  ends  there  will  be  greater  opportunities  for  Christian 
Service  than  ever  before.  We  shall  need  trained  young  people  for 
missionary  enterprises,  for  welfare  work,  for  reconstruction  and  for 
rehabilitation.  Scarritt  is  one  of  our  few  institutions  prepared  to  give 
this  type  of  religious  training.  We  are  very  anxious  that  she  may  be 
able  to  train  many  people  for  the  great  tasks   ahead. 

The  need  for  Christian  Workers  at  home  is  immediate.  Since  last 
fall  Scarritt  has  received  more  than  fifty  requests  for  workers.  These 
workers  are  not  yet  available.  Teachers  for  Bible  for  public  schools 
in  several  states  are  being  asked  for.  Pastors  from  every  section  of 
the  United  Methodist  Church  and  from  other  denominations  are  asking 
for  Scarritt-trained  directors  of  religious  education,  church  secretaries, 
and  leaders  of  youth  work. 

The  Scarritt  Association  Plan  has  provided  Study  Grants  to  be 
used  by  young  people  desiring  training  for  definite  Christian  Service. 
Our  Conference  has  supported  this  plan  for  some  time.  This  year  the 
total  amount  for  which  we  are  given  credit  is  $126.00.  The  two  dis- 
tricts sending  in  the  largest  contributions  are  High  Point  $43.00  and 
Asheville  $27.00.  Some  of  the  District  Secretaries  have  reported  to  me 
that  large  contributions  were  sent  directly  to  Scarritt  last  spring  when 
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Miss  Diggs,  the  Scarritt  Field  Worker,  was  in  the  Conference.  Those 
contributions  helped  Scarritt  but  our  Conference  only  received  credit 
for    Membership    sent  through   your    Conference    Representative. 

Through  the  extension  of  the  Associate  Membership  Plan  Scarritt 
is  trying  to  raise  a  Living  Endowment  Fund  of  $25,000.00  by  June, 
1942.  This  fund,  like  the  Associate  Membership  Fund,  is  to  provide 
advanced  training  for  unordained  Christian  Workers.  We  need  more 
young  people  who  are  trained  in  social-religious  work.  We  have  a  num- 
ber of  young  people  who  would  like  to  enter  this  field  of  service, 
if  only  they  could  receive  some  financial  aid  for  their  training.  May 
we  as  individual  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
consider  what  a  worthy  investment  we  are  called  upon  to  make  by 
contributing  to  this   Living  Endowment   Fund. 


RECOMMENDATIONS    OF    THE    PLANNING    COMMITTEE 
OF  STUDENT  WORK 

1.  That  each  local  society  shall  elect  a  Secretary  of  Student  Work 

who  will  strive  to  promote  a  closer  contact  between   students  and  the 
Church. 

2.  That  each  Student  Secretary  use  the  three  cards  prepared  for 
her. 

A.  Cards  for  relaying  names  of  students  in  colleges. 

B.  Cards    for    relaying    names    of    those    in    army    or    defense 
Work. 

C.  Introduction  cards   for  those   in   defense  work   and   in  the 
army. 

3.  That  each  Secretary  near  a  college  campus  promote  the 
Program  Packet  of  Missionary  Material  and  encourage  each  college 
group  to  accept  a  missionary  project  of  their  own. 

4.  That  each  Student  Secretary  read  the  Methodist  Woman  and 
World  Outlook  for  information  on   Student  Work.

(b)  That  stress  be  placed  upon  having  in  this  office  a  woman  who 
is  actively  missionary  in  spirit  and  if  possible  one  who  is  also 
an  interested   Children's  worker. 

2.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  other  members  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  encourage  the  organization 
of  a  Council  of  Children's  Workers  in  every  church  where  one  does 
not  now  exist,  and  that  they  aid  in  every  way  possible  in  making 
this  an  active,  functioning  body. 

3.  That  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  take  an  active  part 
in  helping  provide  necessary  enrichment  materials  for  use  with 
children  during  the  missionary  units.  Especially  do  we  recommend 
the  provision  of  copies  of  Child  Guidance  in  Christian  Living — World 
Outlook — for  children's  workers  in  churches  where  for  any  reason 
the    church    school    is    unable   to   provide    these    publications. 

4.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work,  working  through  the  Coun- 
cil of  Children's  Workers,  encourage  the  formation  of  additional 
sessions  of  the  church  school  and  the  division  of  offerings  in  the 
additional  sessions  according  to  the  plans  outlined  in  the  leaflet, 
The  Plan  for  Missionary  Education  of  Children  in  the  Methodist 
Church. 

5.  That  all  secretaries  avail  themselves  of  opportunities  of  training, 
attending  at  least  one  training  class  or  leadership  school  a  year. 

6.  That,  in  co-operation  with  other  groups  concerned,  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  help  to  provide  Missionary  Education 
opportunities  for  parents — both  fathers  and  mothers — by  providing 
during  the  year  at  least,  two  discussion  groups  or  programs,  con- 
cerning opportunities  for  Missionary  Education  of  children  in  the 
home.

REPORT   OF   SECRETARY   OF   CHRISTIAN   SOCIAL 
RELATIONS  AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 

Mrs.   R.   M.   Andrews 

In  the  very  beginning  I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  Mrs.  W. 
A.  Newell,  who  has  given  generous  assistance  during  the  past  year, 
and  to  the  District  Secretaries  of  this  department  who  have  lightened 
my  load  by  compiling  quarterly  reports  and  relaying  them  to  me 
promptly,  and  to  Mrs.  L.  V.   Scott  who  acted  as  our  conference  Coun- 
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sellor  at  the  planning  meeting  for  the   C.   M.    E.   Leadership    Training 
School  to  be  held  in  Winston-Salem  this   summer. 

Within  the  bounds  of  the  conference,  work  has  been  done  in  each 
of  the  seven  areas  of  activity,  though  the  area  receiving  by  far  the 
greatest  attention  was  Local  Church  and  Community  Co-operation. 

Item  4  of  The  Efficiency  Aims  for  1942  calls  for  "The  Committee 
of  C.  S.  R.  and  L.  C.  A.  promoting  a  specific  activity  each  quarter 
growing  out  of  study,"  and  while  it  is  not  expected  that  any  society 
function  in  every  area  at  any  one  time,  it  is  expected  that  every  society 
choose  some  area  each  quarter  and  give  its  major  activity  to  that  area. 

Since  it  requires  the  purchase  of  a  good  deal  of  literature  to  really 
understand  this  office;  and  most  projects  require  money  to  project 
them,  I  would  urge  that  societies  make  provision  through  their  budgets 
for  these  things.  Every  secretary  must  have  a  Handbook  of  the  De- 
partment if  she  is  to  be  efficient,  and  she  needs  the  pamphlet  for  each 
area  of  activity.  If  she  is  not  able  to  provide  herself  with  The 
Methodist  Woman,  the  Society  should  provide  it  for  her,  as  there  is 
in  each  issue,  an  article  pertinent  to  her  work. 

While  202  local  secretaries  were  not  heard  from  during  the  year, 
99  reported  for  each  quarter;  the  others  reported  once,  twice  or  three 
times.  My  books  so  far  as  reporting  for  conference  standing  is  con- 
cerned, are  closed  on  the  15th  day  of  the  new  quarter.  Reports  re- 
ceived after  that  time  for  the  previous  quarter  are  merely  information 
and  not  matters   of  record. 

To  give  some  of  the  more  outstanding  achievements:  there  were 
241  Special  Study  Groups  in  this  department  during  the  year;  study 
grants  were  made  to  54  students  at  the  Negro  School  for  Christian 
Workers  at  Hanes  Institutional  Church,  Winston-Salem;  soldiers  were 
entertained  in  many  homes  and  churches  during  the  period  of  maneuv- 
ers; financial  assistance  was  given  toward  salaries  of  City  Missionaries, 
and  Teachers  of  Bible  in  Public  Schools;  a  group  of  societies  in  one 
city  co-operated  in  taking  a  young  girl  from  a  very  undesirable  environ- 
ment and  sending  her  to  Vashti  School,  in  another  city  a  group  co- 
operated in  a  movement  to  establish  a  recreation  center  for  Negroes; 
within  the  bounds  of  the  conference,  there  has  been  co-operation  with 
19  State  or  National  Agencies;  in  many  churches  there  were  special 
observances  of  Race  Relations  Sunday,  addresses  in  several  instances 
were  by  Jewish  Rabbis.  There  have  been  talks  on  Peace  and  speech 
contests  on  Alcohol  Education.  Much  beautification  of  r  parsonages 
and  churches  has  been  done,  as  well  as  welfare  work  in  local  com- 
munities   at    a    total    expenditure    of    $49,604.00. 

In  order  to  be  perfectly  fair,  regardless  of  the  size  of  the  District,

RECOMMENDATIONS   OF    THE    COMMITTEE    ON    CHRISTIAN 
SOCIAL   RELATIONS   AND   LOCAL   CHURCH   ACTIVITIES 

Inasmuch  as  the  purpose  of  this  Department  is  to  create  in  each 
individual  "the  mind  which  was  in  Christ  Jesus,"  and  to  make  His  way 
our  way, 
We  recommend: 

That  our  Districts  and  our  Local  Societies  study  the  large  respon- 
sibility that  rests  on  this  Department. 

That  societies  where  possible,  include  in  their  cultivation  fund  an 
adequate  amount  for  the  purchase  of  literature  for  use  in  promoting 
its  program  and  studies. 

That  the  Conference  appropriate  funds  to  send  the  Secretary  to  the 
Seminar  at  Junaluska. 
Local   Church  and  Community  Activities: 

A.  That  each  society  select  one  or  more  projects  peculiar  to  its 
situation  for  major  study. 

B.  That  the  local  society  give  careful  study  to  the  distribution  of 
its  budget  so  there. will  be  an  equitable  balance  between  world- 
wide missions  and  local  work. 

International    Relations    and    World    Peace: 

A.  That  even  in  this  time  of  warfare,  we  strive  to  maintain  our 
churches   as  places  of  prayer  and  of  fellowship  with   God. 

B.  That  we  give  special  attention  and  cultivation  to  overcoming 
the  destructive  emotions  of  hate,  intolerance,  bigotry  and  rancor 
that  have  arisen,  and  strive  to  make  Love  the  Law  of  Life,  as 
the  way  to  enduring  Peace. 

C.  That  we  make  special  effort  to  interpret  our  missionary  enter- 
prise to  our  members  so  that  they  may  see  that  there  has  been 
no  failure  of  missions,  but  that  the  missionary  ideals  of 
Christians  and  the  achievements  of  Christian  missions  will  be 
a  mighty  factor  in  an  abiding  Christian  Peace. 
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Economic  Relations: 


A.  That  we  make  use  of  all  available  information  for  consumers, 
to  the  end  that  our  own  buying  may  be  wise. 

B.  That  a  special  effort  be  made  to  inform  low-income  groups, 
of  the  services  of  the  Consumer  Division  Office  of  Price  Ad- 
ministration Washington,  D.  C.  and  that  as  a  first  step,  we 
ourselves  learn  of  the  work  of  the  Division. 

C.  That  we  condemn  hoarding. 

D.  That  we  work  to  improve  the  hours,  wages  and  working  condi- 
tions in  domestic  service,  and  that  definite  studies  be  made  by 
local  societies  on  these  matters,  using  as  a  guide,  "What  are 
Real  Wages  in  Domestic  Service?"  and  "What  Price  Domestic 
Service?"  prepared  by  the  Commission  on  Interracial  Co- 
operation, Atlanta,  Ga. 

Minority  Groups  and  Interracial   Co-operation: 

A.  That  we  again  co-operate  in  providing  study  grants  for  leaders 
desiring  to  attend  the  School  for  Christian  Workers  at  Hanes 
Institutional  C.  M.  E.  Church,  Winston-Salem,  July  6-11, 
(Registration  fee  $1.00,  entertainment  $3.00,  Text-books  $1.00 
transportation  extra.) 

B.  That  the  Negro  women  sent  by  our  societies  to  this  training 
school  be  given  an  opportunity  to  report  to  the  societies  which 
sponsor  them. 

Christian    Citizenship : 

A.  That  we  work  for  the  passage  of  the  Geyer-Pepper  Bill  to 
abolish  the  poll  tax  as  a  prerequisite  to  voting.  (House  Bill 
No.   1024;    Senate  Bill   No.   1280.) 

B.  That  we  endorse  the  recommendation  of  the  Division  to  elimi- 
nate the  white  primary. 

C.  That  as  one  of  the  obligations  as  Christian  citizens,  we  edu- 
cate against  the  injection  of  race  as  an  issue  in  political  cam- 
paigns. 

Alcohol  and  Other  Narcotics: 

A.  That  we  work  to  build  up  social  disapproval  of  alcoholic 
beverages  in  homes,  and  make  protest  to  every  agency  that 
brings   liquor  advertisements  into   our  homes. 

B.  That  we  voice  our  protests  against  liquor  scenes  in  moving 
pictures. 

C.  That  where  possible,  on  each  Sunday  there  be  brought  before 
the  local  congregation  by  means  of  church  bulletins  or  bulletin 
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boards,  at  least  one  authentic  statement  concerning  alcohol  and 
other  narcotics. 

D.  Since  we  feel  that  our  country  owes  its  young  men  the  p-  o- 
tection  of  the  Sheppard  Bill  S.  860,  we  would  recommend  that 
societies  and  individuals  write  their  representatives  in  Congress 
urging  them  to  call  for  a  consideration  of  this  Bill  and  that 
they  use  all  possible  influence   to   secure   its  passage. 

E.  That  we  use  our  influence  for  conscientious  teaching  in  public 
schools    of   the    effects    of   alcohol. 

The   Christian  Family: 

A.  That  we  promote  courses  in  Education  for  Family  Life,  co- 
operating with  other  agencies  in  the  community  promoting 
such  studies. 

B.  That  parents  be  urged  to  strengthen  the  spiritual  foundations 
of  the  home  through  worship,  stimulating  literature,  and  par- 
ticipation in  the  different  departments  of  the  church.

REPORT  OF  BETHLEHEM  CENTER,  CHARLOTTE

On  the  first  of  February,  1941,  Miss  Euline  Smith  and  I  arrived 
in  Charlotte  to  begin  work  at  the  Bethlehem  Center.  The  building  had 
already  been  purchased,  remodeled,  and  partly  furnished  for  the  work. 

After  getting  the  building  ready  to  begin  living  in  it,  the  remainder 
of  the  first  month  was  spent  making  contacts  in  the  community.  Then 
on  the  first  of  March  the  kindergarten  was  opened,  and  the  following 
week  club  work  was  begun  with  the  children. 

After  the  passing  of  a  year  since  the  work  was  opened,  the  kinder- 
garten has  grown  from  twelve  in  number  to  thirty,  which  is  the  largest 
number  that  can  be  accommodated.  The  club  enrollment  is  around  two 
hundred  fifty  and  the  activities  consist  of  recreation,  stories,  singing, 
and  various  types  of  handwork.  There  are  three  adult  groups — the 
kindergarten  mothers'  club,  a  Red  Cross  sewing  group,  and  another 
group   which   makes   things  for  themselves. 

The  Civitan  Club  of  the  city  has  taken  over  the  boys  between 
the  ages  of  twelve  and  sixteen  and  they  employ  a  Negro  man  to  work 
with  them.  The  younger  boys  are  taken  care  of  in  the  various  clubs 
which   the   rest  of   us   have. 

In   September  we   were   able   to  take   on   a   fourth  worker — a   very 
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capable  young  Negro  woman,  who  helps  with  the  club  work  and  also 
in  the  kindergarten. 

We  have  received  splendid  co-operation  from  the  Negroes  in  the 
community,  especially  from  the  Negro  Elks'  Club,  which  is  located  next 
door  to  our  place.  Since  we  had  almost  no  playground  at  all,  they  let 
us  use  their  large  back  yard,  which  has  been  an  invaluable  help  in  taking 
care   of  the   numbers   who   come   to    our   playgrounds. 

Within  a  year's,  time  we  have  seen  a  decided  increase  in  both  interest 
and  appreciation  among  those  who  come  to  the  Center  for  activities  and 
also  among  those  in  our  churches  who  help  to  carry  on  the  work.  Our 
prayer  and  our  aim  is  to  so  work  that  this  growth  may  continue  and 
that  from  this  project  may  grow  a  better  understanding  between  out- 
white  and  colored  friends,  and  a  more  Christian  way  of  living,  especially 
in  this  community  where  there  is  so  little  evidence  of  the  better  way 
of  life. 


BETHLEHEM   CENTER  WINSTON-SALEM,  N.  C. 

This  year  we  have  determined  more  than  ever  to  think  in  terms 
of  the  needs  of  people  and  to  recognize  the  truth  that  a  sincere  spirit 
of  co-operation  in  worthy  projects  is  more  important  than  any  organiza- 
tional set  up. 

Our  emphasis  has  been  on  community  leadership  training.  Inter- 
racial Co-operation  and  general  community  projects  and  activities.  The 
first  purpose — community  leadership-training  has  been  approached 
through  two  channels.  (1)  Our  Bible  Institute  held  each  summer  for 
one  week  for  workers  in  all  departments  of  the  churches  of  our  city. 
From  this  Institute  has  grown  a  city  wide  missionary  movement  to 
improve  church  going  by  taking  a  church  census  and  encouraging 
people  to  attend  the  church  of  their  choice.  (2)  Through  the  Girl  Scout 
Council  and  its  training  school  which  has  its  headquarters  in  our  build- 
ing and  had  its  beginning  with  us.  We  have  two  troops  at  Bethlehem 
House  and  three  others  in  the  city. 

The  second  purpose — Interracial  Co-operation  has  been  approached 
through  all  our  activities.  We  have  both  white  and  Negro  citizens 
working  together  on  all  our  projects  and  some  fine  pieces  of  work 
have   been   accomplished   through   this   co-operation. 

Our  work  with  girls  has  made  us  recognize  more  fully  their  appre- 
ciation for  wholesome  activities  and  the  lack  of  these  activities  because 
of  the  limited  volunteer  leadership  for  such  groups  among  boys  as  well 
as   girls. 

The  kindergarten  carried  a  capacity  enrollment  with  twenty-three 
graduates  at  commencement.  Twenty  of  these  boys  and  girls  enjoyed 
a  week's  vacation  at  Sunny  Acers.     The  improvement  was  so  noticeable 
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that  the  parents  wanted  to  know  what  we  did  for  them  out  there. 

Our  Day  nursery  has  out  grown  its  quarters.  We  are  trying  to 
meet  the  demand  by  adding  equipment,  enlarging  quarters  and  keeping 
a  waiting  list.  The  day  care  for  children  of  working  mothers  is  an 
urgent   need   in   Winston-Salem. 

We  were  able  to  complete  our  floor  covering  this  year  through  the 
coupon  drive  and  are  hoping  to  be  able  to  make  a  substantial  contribu- 
tion toward  the  equipping  of  the  porch  when  it  is  enclosed  this  year.

REPORT  OF  SPIRITUAL  LIFE   CHAIRMAN 

Mrs.  Chas.  N.  Clark 

Several  years  ago  there  hung  on  the  wall  in  the  office  of  the 
largest  shoe  manufacturer  in  the  world  this  motto:  "God  first,  Home 
second,  Shoes  last."  Most  thinking  people  agree  that  our  present  world 
situation  is  the  inevitable  result  of  a  reigning  materialism.  Our  in- 
dividual and  National  slogan  has  been  materialistic  throughout  and 
we  have  completely  reversed  the  shoe  man's  motto  to  read,  "Shoes  first, 
Home   second,   God  last." 

The  National  Stewardship  Conference  recently  gave  us  some  start- 
ling figures  for  the  years  1932-37  which  are  as  follows:  "We  Americans 
increased  our  expenditures  for  jewelry  24%,  for  theatres  41%,  for 
tobacco  43%,  for  automobiles  188%,  for  whisky  100%,  for  radios  220% 
and  for  beer  over  600%.  During  this  same  period  we  decreased  our 
giving  to  our  churches;  19%,  to  church  benevolences  28%,  and  to  com- 
munity chests,  includings  hospitals,  22%."  The  latest  available  figures 
have  increased  this  disparity  rather  than  decreased  it.  Without  dis- 
cussing the  worth  of  some  of  these  things  for  which  our  money  went, 
the  fact  remains  that  as  members  of  the  church  of  Christ  we  have 
steadily  increased  the  amount  spent  on  ourselves  and  tragically  de- 
creased our  gifts  to  others.  So  we  have  kept  pace  with  the  secular 
world,  putting  "Shoes  first  and  God  last." 

At  times  the  organized  church,  the  agency  for  the  evangeliza- 
tion of  the  world,  has  acted  upon  the  same  principle  by  allowing  its 
missionary  enterprise  to  be  sacrificed  while  enlarging  the  program  of 
the  local  church.  How  drastically  does  this  cut  across  the  admonition 
of  Paul,  the  first  and  greatest  missionary,  when  he  advised  Timothy  that 
he  put   God   first,    God   last   and   God   all   the   time. 

Hendrik  Van  Loon  has  just  recently  declared  that  the  United 
States  is  a  great  symphony  but  the  accents  are  on  the  wrong  notes. 
Our  spiritual  life  movement  seeks  to  put  the  accents  of  the  church  on 
the  right  notes  of  the  Kingdom  Symphony.  The  motto  is:  "Put  the 
Spirit  Within  the  Wheels."     What  Wheels?     The  wheels  of  the  church 
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machinery.  This  machinery  is  the  finest  the  world  has  seen  to  date. 
From  the  least  committee  in  the  local  church  to  our  great  General 
Boards  there  is  splendid  co-ordination.  And  in  most  cases  these  or- 
ganizations are  directed  by  highly  trained  leaders.  The  church  is  of 
God  and  if  the  church  is  to  be  the  church  then  the  power  to  direct 
this  machinery  must  come  from  God.  We  may  and  sometimes  do  sub- 
stitute .  zeal  and  activity  in  outward  things  for  that  which  is  of  the 
Spirit  and  unseen.  No  zeal  in  good  works,  no  liberality  in  giving, 
no  good  words  can  take  the  place  of  that  devotion,  self  sacrifice,  puiity 
of  character,  lowliness  of  heart,  which  are  the  elements  of  spiritual 
power,  the  atmosphere  of  a  holy  life.  The  atmosphere  that  flows  out 
from  vital  contact  with  God  is  the  only  real  and  lasting  power  of  the 
Christian  and  of  the  church. 

As  parts  of  this  vast  organization  groups  of  women  are  banding 
themselves  together  for  the  purpose  of  coming  apart  for  a  time  of 
sharing  and  prayer.  They  seek  to  know  God's  power  and  His  will  for 
them.  Their  prayers  are  for  a  deeper  consciousness  of  the  Spirit  of 
God  in  the  hearts  of  the  membership  of  the  church  and  for  larger 
channels  for  the  release  of  God's  power.  This  is  not  a  new  movement. 
There  have  been  groups  throughout  the  centuries  meeting  for  this  same 
purpose  and  through  them  have  come  mighty  movements  for  good. 
They  are  not  added  pieces  of  machinery  but  volunteer  groups  earnestly 
desiring  to  be  "The  Spirit  Within  the  Wheels." 

To  try  to  record  the  activities  and  achievements  of  the  Spiritual 
Life  Groups  in  words  and  figures  is  an  impossibility.  We  can  catch 
only  glimpses  of  the  faithful  women  eagerly  seeking  through  prayer 
to  find  a  better  way  of  life.  The  groups  are  small,  too  small.  It 
is  of  deep  concern  to  your  committee  that  there  are  not  more  women 
willing  to  put  this  principle  ahead  of  every  other  form  of  service.  We 
do  have  443  Spiritual  Life  Groups  with  approximately  2500  members. 
They  were  asked  this  past  year  to  study  Christian  Stewardship  and 
110  reported  having  done  so.  Many  studied  the  book  "Stewardship  in 
the  Life  of  Women."  40  all  day  Spiritual  Life  meetings  were  held  in 
the  societies.  Prayer  cards  and  devotional  booklets  have  been  dis- 
tributed. Upper  Rooms  continue  to  be  widely  distributed  in  the  Army 
camps,  schools,  jails,  hospitals,  Negro  churches,  and  throughout  the 
membership  of  the  church.  Some  Spiritual  Life  committees  furnish 
the  devotional  programs  for  the  Church  schools.  One  group  meets 
each  Sunday  evening  in  a  prayer  service  before  the  pastor  preaches 
and  has  as  many  as  forty  people  attending.  The  pastor  states  that 
the  earnest  prayers  of  this  group  have  had  a  direct  effect  upon  the 
service  that  follows  and  that  attendance  has  increased  almost  one 
hundred  per  cent. 

There  is  an  increased  interest  in  the  Shut  In  Fellowship.  The 
prayer  minute  at  six  o'clock  each  evening  is  being  promoted.  Chimes 
are  being  played  in  the  churches  at  twelve  and  six  o'clock  calling  the 
people  to  prayer.  In  one  large  city  church  the  chimes  are  played  for 
ten  minutes  before  twelve  o'clock  each  day  and  the  leading  newspaper 
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published  an  article  explaining  this  call  to  prayer. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  expressing  my  whole 
hearted  appreciation  for  the  excellent  work  done  by  the  Spiritual  Life 
Chairman  in  the  districts.  All  of  the  promotional  work  has  been  done 
through  them.  They  have  written  hundreds  of  letters,  mailed  out 
report  blanks  and  spoken  before  local  societies  in  the  zone  and  district 
meetings.  The  Statesville  chairman  conducted  an  all  day  meeting  with 
a  deeply  inspirational  program  and  was  assisted  by  young  people  of  the 
college  located  in  that  town.  The  Charlotte  chairman  called  the  Spiritual 
Life  chairmen  of  the  Charlotte  societies  together  for  a  morning  of 
prayer  and   meditation. 

I  have  sent  700  Prayer  Calendars  to  the  district  chairmen  and  they 
are  being  mailed  to  the  societies.  The  outstanding  work  done  by  your 
chairman  is  that  done  during  the  fall  leaders'  days  in  the  districts. 
In  those  meetings  I  was  able  in  discussion  groups  to  contact  hundreds 
of  women  interested  in  this  work  and  I  sold  more  than  forty  dollars 
worth   of   Handbooks   and   other   devotional   materials. 

There  is  cause  for  rejoicing  over  what  has  been  done  but  we  shall 
not  be  satisfied  until  every  society  has  a  group  actively  working  to 
"Put  the  Spirit  Within  The  Wheels."  May  I  suggest  that  we  take  Luke 
24:32  as  our  daily  text  for  this  year,  "Did  not  our  hearts  burn  within 
us,  while  He  talked  with  us  by  the  way."  Our  sense  of  need  is  deepened 
by  the  war  and  the  ultimate  issues  evoked  by  its  horror  as  well  as  by 
the  ever  present  mystery  of  sorrow  and  suffering,  tragedy  and  death. 
With  the  Divine  Companion  it  is  our  gracious  privilege  to  have  the 
burning  heart,  for  in  Him  do  the  aspirations  of  the  heart  find  answer 
and    our    aching    yearnings    find    fulfillment. 


COMMITTEE  ON  SPIRITUAL  LIFE 

The    Committee    on    Spiritual    Life    submit    the    following    recom- 
mendations: 

1.  That  there  shall  be  a  Spiritual  Life  Committee  in  every  society 
whose  duties  shall  be  to  promote  Spiritual  Life  Groups  in  the  society 
and  circles.  Through  these  groups  an  earnest  effort  shall  be  made 
to  lead  all  our  women  to  observe  the  quiet  hour  daily.  This  hour 
to  be  spent  in  Bible  reading,  meditation  and  prayer  for  the  deepen- 
ing  of    the    Spiritual    Life    of   the    individual. 

2.  That  a  careful  study  of  the  Prayer  Calendar  be  made  and  each 
group    carry    out    the    suggestions    given. 

3.  That  in  co-operation  with  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions plans  be  made  to  serve  the  men  and  women  in  army  camps  in 
every  possible  way,  planning  special  services,  inviting  them  into 
homes,  providing  helpful  literature,  and  by  definite  prayer  for  them. 
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4.  That  in  churches  and  other  centers  where  Red  Cross  and  relief 
work  is  being  carried  on,  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  plan  for  a 
short  prayer  service  to  be  held  some  time  during  the  day. 

5.  Convinced  that  one  of  the  most  effective  defense  methods  is  prayer, 
we  urge  the  holding  of  retreats,  or  retreat  meetings,  in  conference 
districts,  zones  and  local  churches,  thus  combating  the  tendency 
to  hate,   prejudice   and  fear. 

6.  That  we  emphasize  stewardship  and  tithing,  using  special  covenant 
cards  and  the  service  provided,  and  that  we  co-operate  with  the 
secretary  of  Missionary  Education  in  the  Bible  study  and  the  study 
of  Stewardship. 

7.  That  the  packets  of  literature  prepared  for  use  of  Spiritual  Life 
Department  be  widely  used. 

8.  That  the  groups  report  informally  the  first  of  each  quarter  to 
the  district  chairman  what  their  group  is  doing,  making  a  complete 
annual   report  at  the   close   of   the   year.

REPORT  OF  THE  PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE 

The  purpose  and  motive  of  the  Personnel  Committee  is  to  discover 
and  cultivate  young  women  who  have  possibilities  of  Christian  leader- 
ship  and   who   desire   training   for    Christian    service. 

Our  Committee  this  year  has  recommended  Study  Grants  for  seven 
young  women.  At  present,  we  are  helping  two  girls  at  Vashti  School, 
Thomasville,  Georgia;  one  girl  at  Sue  Bennett  College,  London,  Ky.;  two 
girls  at  Pfeiffer  College,  Misenheimer,  N.  C;  and  two  girls  at  Paine 
College,  Augusta,  Georgia.  Two  applications  were  made  for  Study 
Grants  to  Scarritt,  but  neither  of  these  young  women  found  it  possible 
to  attend  this  year.  One  young  woman  who  had  been  given  study  grant 
for  two  years  at  Sue  Bennett  recently  sent  the  Conference  a  check  for 
$400.00  to  be  used  for  some  other  girl. 

We  should  like  to  urge  the  co-operation  of  each  member  of  the 
Conference  in  finding  young  women  for  training  in  Christian  work. 
There  may  be  some  talented,  consecrated  girl  in  your  church  who  should 
be  referred  to  this  committee.  We  should  like  to  find  that  person, 
and    if   possible    encourage   further   development    of   her   talents. 

If  you  know  some  young  person  considering  definite  Christian 
work,  see  that  she  gets  a  copy  of  the  leaflet  "Christian  Careers  Calling 
You."     This  may  be  secured  from  the  Department  of  Missionary  Per-

DISTRICT    REPORTS 

REPORT  OF  THE  ASHEVILLE   DISTRICT 

Another  year  has  passed,  and  again  it  is  time  to  write  the  record 
of  the  work  done  in  the  Asheville  District  during  the  year.  Truly,  it 
has  been,  for  the  most  part,  a  good  year;  a  year  in  which  we  have 
all  spent  quite  a  bit  of  time  in  learning  more  of  the  new  plan  of  work. 
Especially  has  this  been  true  in  the  District  Organization  for  this  is  our 
first  experience  in  having  all  the  district  officers.  The  report  I  am 
writing  is  made  possible,  in  a  large  measure,  by  the  splendid  way  in 
which  the  district  officers  and  zone  leaders  have  co-operated  in  all 
plans  for  the  work  of  the  district  and  conference. 

There  was  an  increase  of  six  organizations  during  the  year,  giving 
us  a  total  of  43  societies,  with  a  membership  of  1919.  Our  records  for 
the  year  show  gains  having  been  made  in  the  various  departments  of 
the  work.  Never  have  the  women  done  better,  or  larger  service  in  the 
Supply  Department  than  that  rendered  during  the  past  year,  and  splendid 
work  was  accomplishd  in  the  department  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities.  In  the  department  of  Missionary  Educa- 
tion and  Service  there  were  1511  women  enrolled  in  the  83  study 
classes,  and  14  of  these  classes  received  Jurisdictional  recognition. 
Although  we  did  not  reach  our  quota  of  subscribers  to  the  World  Outlook 
and  Methodist  Woman,  many  new  subscribers  were  gained.  It  is  indeed 
gratifying  to  find  that  our  Pledge  of  $5250.00  was  over  paid,  for 
$5595.76  was  raised  in  the  district.  Brevard,  Central,  Edynville,  Grace, 
Hendersonville,  Oakley,  and  West  Asheville  societies  attained  the 
Efficiency  Aim. 

The  District  Meeting  held  in  Central  church,  April  30,  was  well 
attended,  and  was  an  inspiration  to  all.  We  had  two  conference  offi- 
cers with  us,  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver  and  Mrs.  W.  R.  Harris,  also  three 
missionaries,  Misses  Cherry,  Diggs,  and  Epps,  all  of  whom  added  greatly 
to  the  success  of  our  meeting. 

Four  zone  meetings  were  held  during  the  month  of  September,  and 
at  each  of  these,  our  district  officers  were  present,  each  presenting 
her  particular  part  of  the  work.  Again,  these  officers  were  most  help- 
ful in  the  work  they  did  in  the  Officers'  Training  Day  meeting,  held 
December  1,  for  they  each  took  charge  of  their  group  giving  most  help- 
ful and  timely  information.

We  regret  that  we  were  not  able  to  attain  all  the  goals  we  set 
for  the  year,  but  the  opportunities  for  service  are  many  and  we  are 
looking  forward  to  a  greater  year  than  we  have  ever  experienced.  Our 
aim  is  to  keep  alive  and  growing  the  societies  we  now  have,  and  to 
organize  in  each  church.  Our  prayer  is  for  a  deeper  consecration, 
courage  and  strength,  that  we  may  devote  our  lives  more  fully  to  our 
Master's    service.

CHARLOTTE    DISTRICT 

Every  year  is  a  good  year  to  those  who  serve  the  missionary  cause. 
The  twelve  months  just  past  is  no  exception.  In  this  report  I  want 
to  bring  to  you  just  a  glimpse  of  the  faith  and  courage  of  the  women 
of   the    Charlotte   District. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  find  a  more  loyal  band  any  where. 

Even  if  time  should  permit  we  haven't  the  words  to  express  the 
"genuine"  attainments  of  the  61  societies  for  the  year  1941. 

We  have  a  number  of  figures  for  you,  but  we  have  no  way  of  tell- 
ing of  the  love  and  interest  shown  and  the  sacrifices  made  by  our 
women  to   "carry  on"  the   work   of   our   Master. 

During  the  year  we  added  280  new  members,  a  net  increase  of  200 
over  1940.  New  societies  organized  and  reporting  are  eight  in  number. 
They  are:  Zoore,  Fountain  Hill,  Beulah,  Smyrna,  Antioch,  Asbury, 
McFarland,    and    Pleasant    Hill. 

Those  attaining  the  Efficiency  Aim  were  Belmont  Park,  Big  Springs, 
Brevard,  Dilworth,  Harrison,  Hawthorne  Lane,  Monroe  Central,  Polk- 
ton,  Trinity,  Thrift,  Wadesboro,  Waxhaw,  and  Wingate. 

Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  by  42  societies  with  an  offering  of 
$439.08.  Twelve  young  women's  circles  with  200  members  and  17 
Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  with  300  members  were  reported. 

We  are  happy  to  report  473  subscribers  to  the  World  Outlook,  an 
increase  of  73,  and  200   subscribers  to  the   Methodist  Woman. 

Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  are  opening 
up  an  ever-widening  scope  of  work  for  our  women.  53  societies  have 
reported  active  committees,  but  we  believe  it  is  needful  for  our  women 
to  put  more  study  and  thought  on  this  one  phase  of  our  work.  Vari- 
ous societies  have  done  some  most  effective  interracial  work.  For 
example,  sending  Negro  preachers  and  delegates  to  the  Winston-Salem 
Institute. 

Let  us  continue  to  send  boxes  of  supplies  and  donations  to  our  home 
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institutions,  to  missionaries  in  the  foreign  fields  for  their  work  and 
to  ministers  in  our  own  conference  who  are  recommended  by  our  dis- 
trict superintendents.  A  great  responsibility  which  is  ours  today  as 
individuals  and  as  groups  is  the  responsibility  to  be  informed.  We 
should  know  what  conditions  are,  for  without  this  knowledge  we  cannot 
have  the  intelligent  understanding  and  appreciation  of  the  peoples  of 
the  world.  The  study  courses  promoted  through  the  Department  of 
Missionary  Education  and  Service  give  special  opportunities  to  enlarge 
the  vision  of  need  and  to  enrich  one's  spiritual  experiences.  This  past 
year  the  women  of  the  Charlotte  District  took  advantage  of  these  op- 
portunities and  were  enrolled  in  many  more  mission  and  Bible  study 
classes. 

It  is  impossible  to  tell  you  all  the  fine  work  that  was  done,  but 
from  the  reports  which  I  have  received  it  is  very  evident  that  1941  was 
an  outstanding  study  year.  Women  are  recognizing  this  work  as  basic 
and  fundamental  to  the  success  of  the  entire  woman's  division  of 
Christian  Service.  All  zone,  district  meeting,  study  training  day, 
officers  training  day,  and  many  more  meetings  were  held  with  fine 
programs,  all  well  attended  and  filled  with  interest  and  enthusiasm. 
Seven  life  memberships  were  given  to  Mrs.  Edwin  D.  Mouzon,  Mrs.

REPORT  OF  ELKIN   DISTRICT 

The  year  1941  found  the  women  of  the  Elkin  District  keenly  inter- 
ested in  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  eager 
to  learn  the  plans  of  the  new  organization.  District  and  Zone  meetings 
were  well  attended. 

It  has  been  a  year  of  steady  growth.  We  have  49  societies  with 
1177  members,  125  of  these  being  new  members.  We  have  had  37  Mis- 
sion study  classes  and  10  Bible  classes  reported.  Splendid  Avork  is 
being  done  by  our  Christian  Social  Relations  Department,  such  as 
Vacation  Bible  Schools  for  both  white  and  negro  children,  close 
contacts  with  our  soldiers  and  students  by  letters  and  gifts  and  co- 
operating in  all  Red  Cross  work.  We  had  16  societies  observing  the 
Week  of  Prayer  with  an  offering  of  $161.51.     We  have  155  subscribers 
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to  the  World  Outlook  and  84  to  the  Methodist  Woman.  There  were 
15  Spiritual  Life  groups  reported.  They  are  a  real  power  in  our 
District. 

$2277.55  was  sent  to  our  Conference  Treasurer,  thus  overpaying 
our  pledge  $227.  $1655.08  was  raised  for  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local   Church  woik. 

The  following  three  societies  attained  the  Efficiency  Aim:  Coolee- 
mee,    Elkin   and    Yadkinville. 

We  have  four  charges  and  many  churches  still  without  a  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service.

the  women  of  the  district  proved  themselves  good  stewards.  Much 
of  the  praise  must  go  to  our  District  Superintendent  and  his  wife, 
Reverend  and  Mrs.  E.  M.  Jones,  and  to  all  of  the  pastors  and  their 
wives,  who  were  always  eager  to  assist  in  anyway — to  them  is  expressed 
our  sincerest  appreciation.  Also,  I  must  pay  a  tribute  to  the  other 
district  officers,  and,  to  the  four  conference  officers  within  our  bounds, 
and  to  the  Conference  Executive  Board — all  of  these  gave  untiringly 
of  their  prayers,  co-operation,  and  service  to  the  work. 

We  went  to  Main  Street  Church,  Gastonia  for  our  Officers'  Train- 
ing Day.  This  was  a  delightful  period  of  fellowship  and  work  together; 
many  officers  were  in  attendance  to  enjoy  the  hospitality  of  the  Main 
Street  women,  and  to  plan  the  year's  work.  Again  we  met  in  a  larger 
group  for  our  District  Meeting  at  Mt.  Holly,  where  we  were  most 
cordially  welcomed  too,  and  where  we  had  a  day  filled  with,  worship, 
work,  and  inspiration.  The  thrilling  messages  brought  by  three  mis- 
sionaries, Misses  Lelia  Epps,  Ruth  Diggs,  and  Mabel  Cherry,  will  ever 
challenge  us. 

Some  of  the  achievements  during  the  year  were:  the  adding  of  two 
new  societies,  making  77,  with  a  membership  of  2524;  having  248 
subscribers  to  The  World  Outlook,  236  subscribers  to  The  Methodist 
Woman;  having  41  societies  to  observe  the  Week  of  Prayer;  having 
50  Spiritual  Life  Groups;  and  having  11  societies  to  make  the  Effi- 
ciency Aim.     We  overpaid  the  pledge  of  the  district  to  the  extent  that 
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we  passed  the  five  thousand  dollars  mark.  A  most  encouraging 
note  was  the  fact  that  we  doubled  our  number  of  Jurisdictional  Classes 
over  last  year,  and  our  District  ranked  first  in  the  amount  given  to 
Supplies.  Increased  interest  was  shown  in  the  children's  work,  to  the 
student  work,  and  in  the  organization  of  young  women  and  girls. 
Our  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  began  their  work  most  auspiciously,  and 
continued  to  make  progress  throughout  the  year.  Constant  efforts 
have  been  made  to  reach  all  of  our  churches  by  me  and  the  other 
district  officers.  It  was  my  happy  privilege  to  accompany  a  district 
officer  and  a  conference  officer  in  four  full  days  of  personal  visitation. 
The  achievements  of  these  days  could  not  be  measured  in  words  or 
figures,  but  they  have  certainly  proved  an  incentive  to  increased  ac- 
tivity  in   all   phases    of   the   missionary   program. 

As  I  closed  the  books  for  1941  I  heard  my  Master  say,  "Now  since 
you  have  an  organization  in  every  charge,  Are  Ye  Able  to  have  an 
organization  in  every  church?  Are  Ye  Able  to  be  better  stewards? 
Are  Ye  Able  to  have  a  spiritual  life  group  and  a  study  class  in  every 
society?  Are  Ye  Able  to  make  advancement  in  all  departments  of  the 
work,  and  to  walk  with  me  more  closely?"  My  Master  said,  "Are 
Ye  Able?"  I  closed  my  eyes,  and  I  heard  the  women  in  the  Gastonia 
District  say,  "Lord,  We  Are  Able."  And  so  the  district  will  go  onward 
and  forward  in  these  dark  days,  prayerfully  and  confidently,  for  we 
know  that  through  the  darkness  His  light  will  shine.

THE  HIGH  POINT  DISTRICT  REPORT  YEAR  1941 

The  High  Point  District  has  completed  its  first  full  year  of  work 
under  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

The  year  began  with  a  splendid  number  of  delegates  attending  the 
first  annual  Conference  in  Greensboro. 

The  four  Zone  Meetings  were  held  during  the  year  and  the  two 
Spring  Meetings  were  combined  with  officer  training  day.  A  good 
attendance  was  enjoyed  at  each.  The  helpful  and  interesting  programs 
were  planned  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Wade  Johnson  of  Denton 
and  Mrs.  C,  A.  York  of  High  Point,  presidents  of  each,  respectively. 

There  were  eight  new  societies  organized  during  the  year;  Brower's 
Chapel,  Bethany,  Grier's  Chapel,  Lineberry,  Newsom,  Shiloh,  Siloam 
and  Bethel.  There  were  fifty-seven  societies  in  the  District  at  the 
close  of  the  year.    . 

A  very  splendid  day  was  enjoyed  at  the  Liberty  District  Meeting 
held  in  May.  The  president,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Hammer,  presided  and  a  most 
helpful  day  was  spent.  Miss  Epps,  Miss  Diggs  and  Miss  Cherry  were 
present  and  added  greatly  to  the  program. 

Five  societies  achieved  the  Efficiency  Aim  in  full  for  the  past 
year:  Wesley  Memorial,  Ward  Street,  Calvary,  Hopewell  and  Central 
Asheboro.     Twenty-five  societies  achieved  the  Efficiency  Aim  in  part. 
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No  societies  were  listed  the  year  before  so  we  are  very  proud  of  these. 

The  District  paid  $4,972.00  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  past  year.  It 
overpaid  the  pledge  by  about  $200.00  which  was  very  fine.  There  were 
several  thousands   of  dollars  spent  on  local  work  in  the   District  also. 

There  was  only  one  Adult  Life  membership  given.  This  was  at 
Ward  Street  and  was  given  to  Mrs.  W.  S.  Hasty,  the  president  for 
the  past  nine   years. 

All  phases  of  the  conference  work  have  been  carried  on  very 
satisfactorily  in  the  District  but  special  mention  should  be  made  of 
the  Christian  Social  Relations  work  under  the  District  leadership  of 
Mrs.  H.  W.  McCain.  Also,  the  Children's  work  under  the  very  effici- 
ent leadership  of  Mrs.  J.  W.  Lindsay.  The  High  Point  District  led 
the  conference  in  the  percentage  of  reports  for  the  C.  S.  R.  depart- 
ment. The  District  also  led  the  conference  in  the  number  of  Scarritt 
Associate  Memberships.  The  $14.00  pledge  has  been  paid  on  the  Kate 
Hackney  room  at  Scarritt.

SALISBURY  DISTRICT 

It  is  impossible  to  express  either  in  words  or  figures  just  what 
has  been  accomplished  during  the  past  year  by  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service  of  the  Salisbury  District.  Our  women  have  entered 
enthusiastically  into  the  whole  program,  and  through  constant  prayer, 
and  service  the  district  has  made  a  record  of  which  we  are  justly  proud. 
It  has  been  a  real  joy  to  have  a  share  in  this  beautiful  service  of  love. 

Salisbury  District  has  the  distinction  of  being  one  of  the  seven 
"100%  districts,"  that  is  there  is  at  least  one  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  in  every  charge  in  the  district.  There  are  three 
circuits  which  are  100%  in  organization.  The  total  number  of  societies 
is  67  with  a  membership  of  2829.  There  are  a  number  of  organizations 
which  do  only  local  work.  We  hope  that  these  societies  under  the 
leadership  of  their  pastors  will  soon  expand  their  work  and  enter  into 
the  larger  program  of  service  by  becoming  full  fledged  Woman's  So- 
cieties of  Christian  Service. 

Our  department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  has  had  a  varied  program,  such  as  sponsoring  Vacation  Bible 
Schools  for  Negro  children,  furnishing  literature  for  Negro  Churches, 
entertaining  soldiers,  and  supplying  them  with  the  "Upper  Room."  A 
number  of  groups  contributed  to  a  needy  minister,  others  to  needy 
families,  and  one  society  aided  two  worthy  college  students. 

Increased  interest  has  been  shown  in  Missionary  Education  and 
Service.  Many  of  our  women  attended  the  Study  Leaders'  Training 
Day  in  Charlotte  and  Statesville.  Thirty-three  societies  reported  ninety- 
six  study  courses,  fifteen  of  which  were  Jurisdictional  Classes  while 
ten  societies  made  the  Honor  Roll  by  having  three  courses  each.      Ten 
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societies  made  the  Efficiency  Aim  in  full,  and  thirty-five  observed 
the  Week  of  Prayer.  291  subscriptions  to  the  World  Outlook  and 
225  to  the  Methodist  Woman  were  reported.  We  are  happy  to  report 
five  Honorary  Baby  Life  and  three   Adult  Life   memberships. 

Eighteen  societies  reported  as  having  secretaries  of  Young  Women 
and  Girls'  Work.  The  majority  of  the  churches  in  the  district  have 
organized  groups  of  the  Youth  Fellowship.  That  the  young  people 
are  interested  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  at  a  recent  meeting  in  Concord 
492  were  present.  Twenty-eight  churches  have  Youth  Fellowship  groups 
pledging  $266.70  to  the  Youth  Fund.  May  we  urge  the  women's  so- 
cieties to  give  of  their  interest,  time,  information,  and  inspiration  to 
the  World  Friendship  Commission  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship. 
We  desire  that  our  young  people  become  thoroughly  saturated  with 
the  spirit  of  missions,  and  the  aid  of  our  missionary-minded  women  is 
needed  if  we  are  to   accomplish  this   end. 

Our  pledge  of  $5,525.00  was  overpaid  by  $881.76.  The  complete 
report  is  as  follows:  Baby  Specials,  $20.84;  Adult  Pledges,  $5,122.85; 
Bible  Women,  $190.00;  Foreign  Scholarships,  $77.35;  Home  Scholar- 
ships, $77.65;  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  $371.25;  Young  Women  and 
Girls,  $20.50;  Scarritt  Maintenance,  $4.00;  Cash  Supplies,  $69.35;  Life 
Memberships,  $100.00;  Miss  Kelly's  Salary,  $37.09;  Charter  Members, 
$26.55;  Cultivation  Fund,  $25.00;  Thank  Offering,  $10.12;  Week  of 
Prayer,  $210.15;  Lenten  Offering,  $44.06;  The  total  amount  sent  to 
our  Conference  Treasurer  was  $6,406.76.

I  feel  that  our 
work  is  being  done  more  effectively  and  that  our  lives  are  being  deepened 
spiritually.  Our  district  meeting  in  Bryson  City  was  well  attended. 
This  meeting  was  presided  over  by  our  District  President,  Mrs.  J.  Dale 
Stentz.  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver  was  with  us  and  in  her  usual  beautiful  and 
efficient  manner  presented  our  aims  for  the  year.  Later  she  conducted 
our  pledge  service,  in  which  every  society  in  the  district  was  represented. 
Misses  Mable  Cherry  and  Ruth  Diggs  were  with  us  as  return  mis- 
sionaries and  presented  their  fields  of  service  most  interestingly.  A 
highlight  of  the  day  was  the  noon  devotional  "Open  Doors  to  Service" 
given  by  Miss  Lelia  Epps  of  Brazil.  I  feel  that  some  of  the  inspira- 
tion gained  at  this  meeting  has  been  felt  throughout  the  year.

1941  REPORT  OF  THE  WINSTON-SALEM  DISTRICT 

"Give,  and  it  shall  be  givep  unto  you;  good  measure,  pressed  down 
and    shaken   together,    and    running    over." 

Of  all  the  different  passages  of  scripture  in  the  Bible,  we  were 
directed  to  Luke  6:38a  when  we  made  the  pledge  for  the  Winston- 
Salem  district  for  the  year  1941.  Throughout  the  months  we  gained  a 
fuller  understanding  of  these  words  until  at  the  close  of  the  year  we 
found  the  organizations  had  really  and  truly  fulfilled  the  scripture  by 
giving  "good  measure,  pressed  down  and  shaken  together  and  running 
over." 

The  women  realized  conditions  demanded  greater  effort.  Continu- 
ous placements  of  our  workers  during  the  year  as  conditions  changed 
demanded  more  money  and  in  some  instances  living  conditions  had  in- 
creased twenty  time  above  the  previous  year.  More  than  the  $9,000 
pledge   was   paid,   yes,    $10,098.52. 

Early  in  1941  instead  of  having  a  round  of  zone  meetings,  the 
district  came  together  in  a  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  Institute. 

The  District  Meeting  was  held  at  Thomasville,  Main  Street  Church, 
June  5.  Mrs.  J.  W.  Mann,  the  district  president,  was  the  presiding 
officer.  On  the  program  were  the  district  officers,  the  conference 
president,  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  the  conference  recording  secretary,  Mrs. 
John  Hoyle,  Jr.,  and  the  following  missionaries:  Miss  Cherry,  Miss 
Howie,  Miss  Hauser  and  Miss  Diggs.     This  was  the  first  meeting  since 
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the  complete  organization  of  the  district.  At  this  time  $33  was  con- 
tributed for  Scarritt  Associate  members.  Also  $14.00  was  given 
towards  the  Kate  Hackney  room  at  Scarritt   College,   Nashville,  Tenn. 

The  co-operative  plan  was  used  by  the  district  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  and  the  district  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  The  speakers 
that  were  used  at  the  meeting  in  Thomasville  were  brought  to  Winston- 
Salem  for  the  banquet  at  Centenary  Church  for  that  evening.  Not  only 
were  Guild  members  of  the  district  present,  but  quite  a  number  from 
the    other    districts    of   the    conference. 

The  Institute  of  the  Bethlehem  Center  showed  a  marked  increase 
in  interest.  This  was  conducted  under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  L.  V. 
Scott.  Mrs.  Scott  was  counselor  for  the  North  Carolina  Training  School 
for  negroes  held  at  Hanes  Institutional  Church,  Winston-Salem.  The 
school  is  an  outstanding  piece  of  inter-racial  work  under  our  Christian 
Social  Relations  activities.  The  women  of  the  North  Carolina  confer- 
ence co-operated.  Every  district  in  the  Western  North  Carolina  con- 
ference made  it  possible  for  one  or  more  negroes  to  attend. 

Since  many  of  the  white  people  are  moving  out  of  the  eastern  part 
of  Winston-Salem,  and  colored  people  are  moving  in,  and  since  white 
churches  are  being  sold  to  negro  groups,  the  Bethlehem  Center  is  taxed 
to  capacity.  Because  the  state  is  very  careful  in  the  regulations,  there 
is  a  great  need  for  more  space  in  order  to  take  care  of  the  increased 
number  of  pre-school  aged  children. 

The  District  continued  to  support  Miss  Blanche  Hauser  formerly 
of  Korea  and  assist  in  Miss  Lorena  Kelly's  support  in  Africa.  One  Bible 
woman  was  continued  at  work  in  China.  Three  persons  were  kept  in 
our  institutions  in  Africa,  and  a  contribution  was  made  to  an  African 
special. 

In  the  fall  the  three  zones  meetings  under  the  newly-elected  chair- 
men, Mrs.  C.  C.  Ausband  of  Winston-Salem,  Mrs.  J.  Lee  McCarn  of 
Lexington,  and  Mrs.  A.  C.  Payne,  of  Rural  Hall,  conducted  informative 
and   inspirational   meetings   that   were   well    attended. 

The  fourth  quarterly  report  showed  that  two  granddaughters 
became  Life  Members:  Barbara  Elizabeth  Mann,  granddaughter  of 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Mann;  and  Mary  Elmira  Crouse  granddaughter  of  Mrs. 
J.  Lee  McCarn.  Five  women  had  also  received  Life  memberships: 
Mesdames  C.  C.  Ausband,  J.  E.  Kerr,  Eva  M.  Jackson,  A.  B.  Macon, 
and  T.  A.  Crews.  Thus  the  coffers  were  increased  $125  for  the  adults 
and  $10  for  the  children. 

An  executive  meeting  was  held  for  the  district  officers  early  in 
December.  Plans  were  formulated  for  completing  the  year's  work  in 
the  various  phases.  It  was  also  reported  that  much  assistance  had 
been  rendered  following  the  church  conference  in  renovating  and  re- 
furnishing the  parsonages. 
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Eleven  societies  are  reported  as  having  completed  the  Efficiency 
Aims:  Crews,  Sedge  Garden;  First  Church,  Lexington;  Midway;  Mt. 
Airy,  Central ;  Love's,  Walkertown ;  Ardmore ;  Burkhead ;  Centenary, 
Central  Terrace,  Green   Street;   and   Oak   Summitt. 

So  it  is  at  the  beginning  of  a  new  year,  the  women  of  the 
Winston-Salem  District  look  to  a  new  period  of  work  with  the  theme 
hymn  of  the  year  upon  their  hearts: 

"God  of  grace  and  God  of  glory,   .... 
Grant  us  wisdom,  grant  us  courage, 
For  the  facing  of  this  hour."

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  WESTERN  NORTH  CAROLINA 

CONFERENCE    WOMAN'S    SOCIETY    OF 

CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

ARTICLE  I— Name 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  The  Western  North  Carolina 
Conference   Woman's    Society   of   Christian    Service. 

ARTICLE  II— Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Serv- 
ice shall  be  to  plan  and  direct  the  work  of  the  Society  within  the  Con- 
ference in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE   III — Membership  and   Officers 

The  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  or  reserve 
from  each  local  society;  one  delegate  or  reserve  from  each  church  in 
which  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  organized;  the  District  Presidents; 
the  District  Corresponding  Secretaries;  all  Chairmen  of  Conference 
Standing  Committees;  any  officer  or  member  of  the  Woman's  Division 
or  of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  residing  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Conference,  and  the  following  officers ;  a  President,  a  Vice-President, 
a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Sec- 
retary of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  Secretary  of  Student  Work, 
Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Groups,  Secretary  of  Children's 
Work,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  Secretary  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  Secretary  of 
Literature  and  Publications,  Secretary  of  Supplies,  the  Editor  of  the 
Woman's  Page  in  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate,  and  the 
Spiritual    Life    Chairman. 

ARTICLE   IV— Annual  Meeting 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  when 
reports  shall  be  received  from  the  Conference  officers  and  from  the 
Districts.  Officers  shall  be  elected,  the  necessary  business  transacted, 
and  pledges  made  for  the  year.  There  shall  be  a  program  of  inspira- 
tion and  information  in  harmony  with  the  plans  and  projects  of  the 
Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  and  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service. 

ARTICLE   V— Elections 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  quadrennium  the  Conference  Society  of 
Christian  Service  shall  nominate  according  to  instructions  in  the  Disci- 
pline, the  women  for  Conference  representatives  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  Three  women  shall  also  be 
nominated  for  membership  on  the  General  Board  of  Mission  and  Church 
Extension.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  preceding  the  Assembly,  delegates 
shall  be  elected  in  accordance  with  the  stated  membership.

ARTICLE    VI 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  Constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Recording  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  sixty  days  before 
the  annual  meeting   of  the   Division. 


BY-LAWS   OF   THE   CONFERENCE   WOMAN'S   SOCIETY 

OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

ARTICLE  I— Officers 

Sec.  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Confprence 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
She  shall  actively  advance  all  the  interests  of  the  work.  She  shall 
sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of 
all  committees.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Jurisdiction  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  of  the  Conference  Board  and 
of  such  other  co-operative  boards  and  committees  as  the  Discipline 
may  provide. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  President 
in  her  absence  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  So- 
ciety. She  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Conference  Society 
may  require. 

Sec.  3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings 
of  the  Conference  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall 
keep  a  permanent  record  of  all  proceedings  and  send  a  copy  of  the 
minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  each  officer.  She  shall  present 
all  recommendations  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the  Conference 
Society  and  notify  all  committees  of  their  appointment.  She  shall  pre- 
pare and  issue  the  annual  report  of  the  Conference  Society. 

Sec.  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspond- 
ence of  the  Society.  She  shall  supply  the  societies  with  information 
concerning  the  work.  In  co-operation  with  the  District  Secretaries, 
she  shall  seek  to  organize  societies  in  every  church  in  the  Conference. 
She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  Immediately  after  the  election 
of  Conference  Society  officers,  she  shall  send  a  list  of  the  officers  to 
the  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  of  the  Jurisdiction  and  the 
Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  of  the  Joint  Division.  She 
shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society.  She  shall 
report  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Secretary  of  Organization  and 
Promotion  of  the  Jurisdiction  Society. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  missionary  funds  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  quarterly  or 
monthly  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society,  or  from  District 
Treasurers,    as    the    Conference    Society   may    direct.      She    shall    remit 
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such  funds  without  division  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference 
Society.  She  shall  disburse  funds  upon  the  written  order  of  the  Con- 
ference President  and  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  shall  send  an 
itemized  statement  of  all  finances  to  these  officers.  Her  books  shall 
be  submitted  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall  be  bonded  in  such  sum 
and  upon  such  conditions  as  the  Woman's  Division  may  determine. 

Sec.  6.  The  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall 
be  responsible  for  Missionary  Education  in  the  Conference  and  for 
the  promotion  of  study  courses  in  the  societies.  She  shall  furnish 
missionary  information,  recommend  missionary  projects,  and  develop 
interest  in  their  support.  She  shall  recommend  to  the  Conference 
Society  the  study  courses  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christi- 
an Service.  She  shall  assist  in  planning  and  promoting  Missionary 
Conferences,  Study  Leaders'  Meetings  and  Schools  of  Missions  sponsored 
by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  Chairmen  of 
the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  and  with  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  study 
plans  of  the  Conference.  She  shall  also  co-operate  with  the  Conference 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  its  program  of  Missionary 
Education  and  with  interdenominational  agencies  engaged  in  Missionary 
Education.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society,  quar- 
terly and  annually,  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Missionary  Educa- 
tion and  Service.  Where  advisable,  this  work  may  be  promoted  by  two 
secretaries,  one  in  charge  of  study  plans  and  one  in  charge  of  missionary 
projects. 

Sec.  7.  The  Secretary  or  Vice-President  of  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions and  Local  Church  Activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work 
of  the  Conference  through  District  and  local  society  officers  of  Christi- 
an Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities.  She  shall  guide  the 
studies  of  the  various  committees  of  this  department,  and  endeavor  to 
enlist,  the  women  in  community  surveys  and  service.  She  shall  have  an 
advisory  relationship  to  local  church  activities.  She  shall  co-operate 
with  the  Chairman  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  and  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  in  the  study  and  service 
plans  of  the  Conference.  She  shall  co-operate  with  organizations  of 
the  Church  and  other  agencies  working  toward  similar  ends  approved 
by  the  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society, 
quarterly  and  annually,  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

Sec.  8.  The  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  serve  as 
Chairman  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee,  promote  the  work  of  the 
Guild  in  the  Conference  and  assist  in  the  organization  of  new  units. 
She  shall  become  familiar  with  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service,  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Conference  Society  and 
present  the  annual  report  of  the  Guild.  She  shall  receive  reports  from 
the  District  Guild  Society  and  report  annually  and  semi-annually  to  the 
Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 
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Sec.  9.  The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans 
and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  an 
annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report,  quarterly  and 
annually,  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Student  Work. 

Sec.  10.  The  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  shall 
promote  the  work  according  to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the 
Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference 
Society  and  report,  quarterly  and  annually,  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary 
of  the  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work. 

Sec.  11.  The  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  promote  the  work 
according  to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report 
quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

Sec.  12.  The  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  distribution  of  literature  throughout  the  Conference 
and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  news  through  the  Church  and 
secular  press.  She  shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  literature  and 
program  materials  of  the  Woman's  Division  and  report  concerning 
its  suitability  to  meet  Conference  needs.  She  shall  promote  the  cir- 
culation of  The  Methodist  Woman  throughout  the  Conference  and  of 
World  Outlook  in  co-operation  with  the  other  responsible  agencies  of 
the  Church.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference 
Society  and  report  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary 
of  Literature  and  Publications. 

Sec.  13.  The  Secretary  of  Supplies  shall  be  responsible  for  pro- 
moting interest  in  the  sending  of  necessary  supplies  to  the  ministers  of 
The  Methodist  Church  recommended  by  their  district  superintendents, 
and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  field  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Con- 
ference Society  and  report  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Secretary  of  Supplies. 

Sec.  14.  The  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  The  North  Carolina 
Christian  Advocate  shall  gather  materials  of  information  and  inspira- 
tion concerning  Woman's  Work  and  edit  the  same  for  the  Woman's 
Page  in  the  Advocate. 

ARTICLE   II— Elections 

(1)  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference 
shall    be   elected    as    Conference    Officers.      Conference    Officers    shall 
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be  elected  by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Society.     The  elections 
shall   take  place   annually,   as   follows:

Vice-President  Group  II  on  odd  years

The  term  of  each  officer  shall  be  for  two  years,  and  no  person 
shall  be  elected  to  the  same  office  for  more  than  three  consecutive 
terms,  except  the  treasurer,  and  provided  one  year  or  less  of  service 
of  an  unexpired  term  shall  not  be  counted. 

(2)  At  the  last  Annual  Meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Confer- 
ence Society  shall  elect  from  three  to  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Woman's  Society,  three  of  whom  shall  be  officers  of  the  Conference 
Society. 

(3)  Vacancies  occurring  in  Conference  Offices  between  Annual 
Meetings  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Administrative  Com- 
mittee until  the  next  Annual   Meeting. 

ARTICLE  III — Executive  Committee 

•  (1)  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Society  shall  be 
composed  of  the  officers  and  the  District  Corresponding  Secretaries. 
A  majority  shall   constitute  a   quorum. 

(2)  The  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  from  its  membership 
an  Administrative  Committee  of  seven  who  shall  transact  necessary 
business  in  the  interim  between  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

(3)  The  President,  at  her  discretion  shall  call  a  mid-year  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Committee  to  review  the  work  of  the  year,  to  plan  for 
the  Annual  Meeting,  and  to  attend  to  any  other  necessary  business. 

(4)  The  Executive  Committee  shall  appoint  all  Committees  neces- 
sary for  conducting  the  business   of  the   Conference. 

ARTICLE  IV— Funds 

(1)  The  Conference  Society  shall  make  an  annual  pledge  to  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

(2)  All  Undesignated  Missionary  Gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the  office 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  on  the  basis  agreed  upon  by 
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the  Division.     There  shall  be  no  division   of  missionary  funds  by   the 
Conference  Treasurer. 

(3)  Designated  Funds  shall  be  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer, 
who  shall  transmit  them  as  designated  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's 
Division. 

(4)  Funds  contributed  for  Special  Memberships  and  Memorials  are 
a  part  of  regular  pledges  or  apportionments  and  may  not  be  directed  by 
the   Conference   Society. 

(5)  The  Conference  Society  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  Conference 
cultivation  and  expenses  and  for  such  Jurisdiction  cultivation  and 
expenses  as  are  not  provided  for  by  the  Woman's  Division  for  Educa- 
tion and  cultivation.  This  fund  not  to  exceed  six  per  cent  of  total 
collections. 

(6)  The  Special  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-denial  Offerings  shall 
be  applied  to  the  objects  designated  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Division. 

(7)  A  definite  amount  shall  be  stated  in  all  Study  Grants.  The 
Scarritt  Study  Grant  shall  be  given  preferably  to  a  Western  North 
Carolina   Conference  resident. 

ARTICLE  V — Standing  Committees 

Sec.  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  provide  such  standing  com- 
mittees  as   the  needs   may   require. 

Sec.  2.  Spiritual  Life.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on 
Spiritual  Life  whose  endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of 
all  Methodist  women,  to  deepen  the  prayer  life  and  to  increase  a  sense 
of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving;  to  keep  in  touch 
with  the  spiritual  movements  of  the  times  and  by  prayerful  research 
develop  a  clearer  appreciation  of  the  meaning  of  Christian  living;  to 
devise  definite  means  to  permeate  the  local  Church  with  a  spiritual 
power  which  will  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  to  more  active  service; 
to  promote  Christian  stewardship,  devotional  Bible  study,  and  the  use 
of   other   devotional    materials. 

Sec.  3.  Status  of  Women.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on 
Status  of  Women.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the 
status  of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the 
nation,  and  in  other  lands,  including  the  basis  of  woman's  place  and 
the  questions  that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  Church.  The 
committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Society  for 
the  promotion  of  such  lines  of  activities  as  will  improve  her  status 
and    enable   her   to    serve    efficiently. 

Sec.  4.  Missionary  Personnel,  (a).  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Missionary  Personnel,  composed  of  the  Conference  Chairman 
of  Missionary  Personnel,  the  Conference  President,  the  Conference 
Corresponding  Secretary,  the  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild, 
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the  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  and  the  women  members  of  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  and  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman's 
Division  residing  within  the  Conference.  Others  with  experience  in 
personnel  work  may  be  co-opted. 

(b)  This  committee  shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the  Committee 
on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division.  It  shall  search  for 
consecrated  young  women  of  training  and  experience  who  may  be  avail- 
able for  Christian  service;  it  shall  interpret  the  standards  for  candi- 
dates, and  the  types  of  service  needed;  it  shall  explain  to  prospective 
candidates  the  procedure  in  making  application  to  the  Board;  it  shall 
recommend  to  the  Personnel  Secretary  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Mis- 
sionary, Personnel  of  the  Board  the  names  of  such  persons  who  in  their 
judgment  shall  be  considered  as  prospective  candidates ;  it  shall  co-operate 
in  making  plans  for  visitation  within  the  Conference  in  the  interest  of 
personnel  work.  The  committee  shall  send  an  annual  report  of  its  ac- 
tivities to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel 
of   the    Woman's    Division. 

(5).  Research  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  Research  Committee 
of  three  members.  The  duty  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  search  for 
specially  qualified  women  in  the  Conference  who  may  serve  as  Officers 
and  as  Chairmen  of  the  Standing  Committees.  It  shall  study  the  quali- 
fications and  suitability  of  such  women  for  special  places  of  service 
and  submit  a  report  of  its  findings  when  called  for  by  the  Conference 
Woman's  Society. 

(6).  By-Laws  Committee:  There  shall  be  a  By-laws  Committee  com- 
posed of  the  President,  Conference  Secretary,  and  three  others  elected 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE    VI— By-Laws 

The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  By-laws  as  the  needs  of  the 
Conference  require,  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution 
and  By-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  VII— Miscellaneous 

(1)  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  as  issued  each  year  shall  be  sent  to  all  the 
Methodist  Institutions  within  the  bounds   of  the  Annual   Conference. 

(2)  All  motions,  resolutions,  recommendations  and  reports  to  be 
included  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  presented  to 
the   President   and   the   Recording    Secretary   in   writing. 
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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT  WOMAN'S 
SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

ARTICLE  I— Name 

There  shall  be  a  District  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  II— Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  District  Society  shall  be  to  unite  all  the  Societies 
within  the  District  in  an  earnest  effort  for  the  promotion  of  the  work 
of  the  Conference  Woman's   Society  of  Christian   Service. 

ARTICLE  III— Membership 

All  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local 
churches  of  a  district  shall  be  considered  members  of  the  District  Society. 

ARTICLE  IV— District  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  District  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a  Record- 
ing Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  Secretaries  of 
Missionary  Education  and  Service,  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities,  of  Student  Work,  of  Children's  Work,  of 
Young  Women  and  Girls'  Work,  of  Literature  and  Publication,  of 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and  Supplies,  and  a  Chairman  of  Spiritual  Life. 

ARTICLE  V— Meetings 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  District  Society,  when 
reports  shall  be  received  from  the  Societies  in  the  District,  officers 
elected,  necessary  business  transacted,  pledges  made  by  the  Societies 
and  a  program  of  inspiration  and  information  given  along  the  lines 
of  work  of  the  Woman's   Society   of  Christian    Service. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  DISTRICT  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

Sec.  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  District  Meetings.  She 
shall  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  Conference  President.  She  shall  use 
every  means  to  promote  the  entire  work  and  cultivate  new  Societies. 
She  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  District  Committees. 

Sec.  2.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all 
the  meetings  of  the  District  in  permanent  form.  She  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  are  required. 

Sec.  3.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  correspondence 
with  the  Society  of  the  District  and  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  Con- 
ference  Corresponding  Secretary.      She   shall   furnish   all   needed  infor- 
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mation  to  the  Societies,  use  every  means  to  promote  the  entire  work 
and  organize  and  cultivate  new  Societies.  She  shall  make  reports  to  the 
District  Society  and  to  the  Conference  Society,  as  required.  She  shall 
present  the  work  at  District  Conferences  and  Institutes  as  called  for 
by  the  District  Superintendent.  She  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual 
reports  to  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  and  copies  of  these 
to  the  Conference  President.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Conference 
Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  District  funds  which  may 
be  derived  from  collections  at  District  Meetings  and  from  donations 
from  the  societies.  The  funds  may  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  on 
order  of  the  District  President  and  District  Corresponding  Secretary. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Conference 
Secretary  in  promoting  the  work  through  societies  in  the  District. 

Sec.  6.  The  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall 
work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Conference  Secretary  in  promot- 
ing the  study  program  through  the  societies  in  the  District. 

Sec.  7.  The  Secmtary  of  Student  Work  shall  see  that  there  is  a 
well  qualified  secretary  of  Student  Work  in  each  local  society.  She 
should  become  acquainted  with  these  secretaries  as  soon  as  possible. 
She  shall  co-operate  with  other  church  agencies  in  planning  student 
meetings  in  the  District.  She  shall  refer  any  person  interested  in 
Christian   service  to   the   Conference   President. 

Sec.  8.  The  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  work  in  close  co- 
operation with  the  Conference  Secretary.  She  shall  receive  the  reports 
through  the  District  Corresponding  Secretary. 

Sec.  9.  The  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publication  shall  see  that 
each  Society  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  has  a  Secretary  of  Litera- 
ture and  Publications.  She  shall  see  that  periodicals  and  literature  are 
presented,  displayed  and  sold  at  each  district  meeting.  She  shall  inform 
all  secretaries  of  adult,  young  women's,  and  children's  societies  as  well 
as  standing  committees  of  material  available  for  their  .use.  She  shall 
push  promotional  plans  for  magazines  sent  out  by  the  Woman's  Divi- 
sion   of    Christian    Service. 

Sec.  10.  The  Secretary  of  Supplies  shall  distribute  the  report  blanks 
entitled  "Shipment  of  Goods"  and  list  of  ministerial  and  institutional 
needs  to  the  societies  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  supplied  her  by 
the  Conference  Secretary. 

Sec.  11.  The  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  pro- 
mote the  work  of  the  Guilds  through  the  District  and  shall  organize 
and  cultivate  new  Guilds.  She  shall  receive  the  quarterly  reports  from 
the  Guilds  and  send  a  compiled  report  to  the   Conference  Secretary. 

Sec.  12.     The  Chairman  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  keep  in  close  touch 
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with  each  local  Chairman  through  personal  letters  and  other  methods 
as  she  desires.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  Conference  Chairman  in 
promoting  plans  for  the  Week  of  Prayer,  the  World  Day  of  Prayer, 
and  the  Lenten  and  other  seasons  of  prayer  and  self-denial. 

There  shall  be  a  Research  Committee  appointed  by  the  District 
President.  The  duty  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  suggest  prospective 
officers  for  the   District   Society. 

An  Officers'  Institute  shall  be  held  as  early  in  the  year  as  possible 
for  presenting  Conference  and  District  plans  and  for  the  instruction 
of  officers. 

All  officers'  reports,  with  exception  of  treasurer,  shall  be  received 
through   District   Corresponding    Secretary. 

There  shall  be  a  Study  Leaders'  Day  in  the  third  quarter  for  the 
benefit  of  the  work  in  the  District. 

The  President,  at  her  discretion,  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  District 
Officers  to  plan  the  work  and  to  attend  to  any  other  necessary  business. 


CONSTITUTION     AND     BY-LAWS     OF     THE     WOMAN'S 

SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE  IN  THE 

LOCAL  CHURCH 

CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I— Name 

There  shall  be  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  Local 
Church,  auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service. 

ARTICLE  II— Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  be 
to  unite  all  the  women  of  the  church  in  Christian  living  and  service;  to 
help  develop  and  support  Christian  Work  among  women  and  children 
around  the  world;  to  develop  the  spiritual  life;  to  study  the  needs  of 
the  world;  to  take  part  in  such  service  activities  as  will  strengthen  the 
local  church,  improve  civic,  community  and  world  conditions.  To  this 
end  this  organization  shall  seek  to  enlist  women,  young  people  and 
children  in  this  Christian  fellowship,  and  to  secure  funds  for  the 
activities  in  the  local  church  and  support  of  the  work  undertaken  at 
home  and  abroad  for  the  establishment  of  a  World  Christian  Community. 

ARTICLE  III— Membership 

A  woman  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society  by  giving  prayer, 
service  and  an  annual  contribution  of  money  to  the  total  budget  through 
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membership  offerings  or  dues,  pledges  or  gifts.  She  shall  contribute  to, 
educate  for,  and  promote  the  three-fold  program  of  the  women  of 
Methodism. 

ARTICLE  IV— Funds 

All  funds  from  whatsoever  source  raised  under  the  auspices  of  this 
Society  belong  to  this  organization  and  shall  be  disbursed  only  in  accord 
with  its  constitution  and  by  its  order. 

(2)  The  total  budget  to  be  raised  and  administered  by  a  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  shall  include  pledges  for 
missions  through  the  regular  channels  of  finance  plus  the  budget 
for    Christian    Social    Relations    and    Local    Church    Activities. 

(3)  All  undesignated  missionary  gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the  office 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  on  the  basis  to  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  Division.  There  shall  be  no  division  of  missionary  funds 
by   the    Treasurer    of   the    society    in    the    local    church. 

(4)  Designated  funds  shall  be  sent  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  to  the  District  or  Con- 
ference Treasurer.  The  Conference  Treasurer  shall  transmit  these 
funds  as  designated  to  the  Division  Trasurer. 

(5)  The  money  for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  shall  be  raised  and  ministered  by  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian    Service   in   the   local   church. 

(6)  Each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  make  an 
annual  pledge  to  the  total  budget  adopted  by  the  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  designated 
gifts  for  the  support  of  specified  objects  within  the  appropriations. 

(7)  Each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  include  in 
its  budget  a  definite  amount  for  a  Cultivation  Fund. 

ARTICLE  V — Officers  and  Elections 

The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President;  one  or  more 
Vice-Presidents;  a  Recording  Secretary;  a  Corresponding  Secretary;  a 
Treasurer;  Vice-Presidents  or  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service;  Vice-Presidents  or  Secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities;  a  Secretary  of  Student  Work;  a  Secre- 
tary of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work;  a  Secretary  of  Chil- 
dren's Work;  a  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications;  a  Sec- 
retary of  Literature  and  Publications;  a  Secretary  of  Supplies,  and 
such  other  officers  in  charge  of  lines  of  work  as  may  be  required. 

These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE   VI— Meetings 

The  Society  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  a  month  for 
the  transaction  of  its  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work. 
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ARTICLE  VII — Amendments 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  Constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Recording  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  sixty  days  before 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Division. 


BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE    I— Meetings 

Sec.  1.  One  or  more  regular  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service  shall  be  held  monthly.  There  shall  be  an  annual 
meeting  for  the  receiving  of  annual  reports  and  the  election  and  installa- 
tion of  officers.  It  shall  be  held  prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 
Adequate  time  shall  be  given  in  the  meeting  for  education  in  and  suc- 
cessful promotion  of  the  vast  interests  committed  to  Methodist  women. 
The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  consecration 
and  the  consideration  of  the  plans,  programs  and  financial  pledges  for 
the  year.  Where  expedient  the  Society  may  organize  Circles  represent- 
ing the  entire  program  of  the  Society.  These  Circles,  if  organized, 
shall  meet  once  a  month  with  the  whole  Society  for  an  inclusive  presen- 
tation of  the  plans  and  programs  of  each.  Membership  in  these  Circles 
may  be  revolving,  subject  to  entire  change  of  personnel  at  the  time  of 
the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  The  order  of  business  shall  include  worship,  reports  of 
general  officers,  of  officers  in  charge  of  the  various  lines  of  work* 
chairmen  of  standing  committees,  and  a  program  presenting  the  total 
work  of  the  Society  as  provided  by  the  education  and  promotion  agencies 
of  the  Division. 

Sec.  3.  A  special  meeting  may  be  called  by  the  President  with  the 
approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  At  such  special  meetings  no  busi- 
ness shall  be  transacted  except  that  for  which  the  meeting  is  called. 

Sec.  4.  The  President  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee    to    consider    business    of    importance. 

ARTICLE  II — Nominations  of  Elections 

Sec.  1.  (a)  The  Society  may  elect,  previous  to  the  annual  meeting, 
from  three  to  seven  members  who  shall  serve  as  a  nominating  committee 
to  present  nominations  for  all  officers  and  chairmen  of  standing  com- 
mittees for  the  ensuing  year. 

(b)  Nominations  and  elections  may  be  by  acclamation  or  by  ballot. 
The  consent  of  nominees  shall  be  secured  before  presenting  names. 

(c)  A  majority  vote  is  sufficient  for  election.  Those  elected  shall 
assume  their  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 
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Sec.  2.  No  officer  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four 
consecutive  years  with  the  posssible  exception  of  the  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE   III — Duties   of   Officers 

Sec.  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  actively  advance  all  phases 
of  the  work  of  the  Society.  She  shall  promote  close  co-operation  be- 
tween the  Society  and  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in 
the  local  Church,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  election  by  the  Society 
of  two  representatives  to  membership  on  that  Board.  She  shall  offi- 
cially represent  the  Society  at  all  meetings  except  where  delegates  are 
elected  by  the  Society.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all  com- 
mittees except  the  Nominating  Committee  and  shall  sign  all  orders 
on  the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
thus  qualifying  for  membership  on  the  Official  Board  and  Quarterly 
Conference. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  interests 
of  the  Society  and  in  the  absence  of  the  President  shall  assume  the 
duties  of  that  office.  She  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  Program  Com- 
mittee. 

Sec.  3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  sign,  with 
the  President,  all  official  papers.  She  shall  report  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the  Society,  and  in  co-operation 
with  the  Publicity  Committee  see  that  all  meetings  are  properly  an- 
nounced.    She  shall  be  custodian  of  all  official  papers  and  records. 

Sec.  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspond- 
ence of  the  Society.  She  shall  forward  reports  and  information  to 
District  and  Conference  Secretaries  quarterly  and  annually  as  directed 
by  the  Society. 

She  shall  send  a  list  of  newly  elected  officers  of  the  Society  to 
District  and  Conference  officers  immediately  following  the  election  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
shall  send  all  funds,  except  those  designated  for  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions and  Local  Church  Activities,  to  the  Conference  Society  Treasurer, 
unless  the  Conference  authorizes  District  Treasurers  to  receive  such 
funds.  She  shall  make  itemized  monthly  and  annual  reports  to  the 
Social  and  furnish  copies  of  all  reports  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
for  inclusion  in  her  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  District  Secre- 
tary. She  shall  remit  monthly  or  quarterly  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 
She  shall  send  an  annual  itemized  statement  of  all  missionary  and 
local  funds  passed  by  the  auditing  committee  of  the  local  church,  to 
the  Conference  Treasurer. 

Sec.   6.     The  Vice-Presidents  or   Secretaries   of  Missionary   Educa- 
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tion  and  Service  shall  promote  study  courses,  furnish  missionary  in- 
formation, keep  in  touch  with  connectional  agencies,  missionaries  and 
deaconesses,  make  recommendations  for  missionary  projects,  and  seek 
to  develop  the  interest  of  the  membership  in  their  support.  Reports 
of  this  work  shall  be  made  to  the  Society  for  inclusion  in  quarterly  and 
annual  reports  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  District  and  Confer- 
ence officers. 

Sec.  7.  The  Vice-President  or  Secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations and  Local  Church  Activities  shall  direct  and  promote  the  work 
of  the  Society  in  community  service,  guide  the  study  of  community  con- 
ditions, plan  and  supervise  projects  approved  by  the  Society  in  accord 
with  the  program  and  studies  undertaken  by  this  Department  of  the 
Woman's  Division.  She  shall  supervise  work  undertaken  by  the  Society 
such  as  was  formerly  done  by  the  Ladies  Aid  Society  or  by  Societies 
of  similar  purpose.  She  shall  encourage  the  membership  to  co-operate 
in  and  support  the  total  program  of  the  local  church  to  the  end  that 
the  church  shall  achieve  a  high  degree  of  effective  Christian  influence 
and  power.  The  Society  may  appoint  a  committee  or  committees  to 
assist  in  developing  the  work.  Reports  of  this  work  shall  be  made  to 
the  Society  for  inclusion  in  quarterly  and  annual  reports  of  the  Corre- 
sponding   Secretary   to    District    and    Conference    officers. 

Sec.  8.  The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  plans  and 
programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  and 
make  available  to  the  Secretary  of  Student  Work  of  the  Division  the 
names  of  young  women  attending  college  elsewhere  who  have  been  active 
in  the  local  church.  In  the  college  community  the  Secretary  of  Student 
Work  in  the  Society  in  the  church  nearest  the  campus  shall  also  keep 
in  touch  with  the  student  chairman  of  the  local  campus  Committee  on 
World  Mission  of  the  Christian  Religion  and,  wherever  possible,  shall 
work  through  membership  in  the  Campus  Church  Relations  Committee. 

Sec.  9.  The  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Groups 
shall  co-operate  in  the  total  program  of  missionary  education  in  the 
local  church  in  harmony  with  the  plans  and  programs  of  the  Conference 
Woman's    Society   of   Christian    Service   and   of  the   Woman's    Division. 

Sec.  10.  The  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  co-operate  in 
the  total  program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  har- 
mony with  the  plans  and  programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service  and  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Sec.  11.  The  Secretary  of  Literature  and  -Publications  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Program  Committee  and  shall  make  a  careful  study  of 
all  literature  and  program  materials  of  the  Woman's  Division  and  shall 
report  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  con- 
cerning its  use  and  its  suitability  to  the  need  of  the  local  Society.  She 
shall  also  be  responsible  for  the  circulation  of  World  Outlook  and  The 
Methodist  Woman  through  the  local  church.  She  shall,  in  co-operation 
with  some  person  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
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tension  in  the  local  Church  and  with  the  assistance  of  a  joint  committee, 
make  a  canvass  of  the  entire  membership,  securing  subscriptions  and 
renewals.  A  particular  responsibility  shall  be  to  present  both  of  these 
magazines  to  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
Reports  of  this  work  shall  be  made  to  the  Society  for  inclusion  in  the 
quarterly  and  annual  reports  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  District 
.  and  Conference  officers. 

Sec.  12.  The  Secretary  of  Supplies  shall  direct  the  sending  of 
necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Church  recommended 
by  their  District  Superintendents  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and 
foreign  fields  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
make  reports  to  the  Society  and  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  for 
inclusion  in  her  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  District  and  Con- 
ference officers. 

ARTICLE  IV — Standing  Committees 

The  Society  shall  set  up  such  standing  committees  as  the  needs 
of  the   work   shall    from   time   to   time   require. 

Sec.  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general 
officers,  the  Vice-Presidents  or  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education 
and  Service,  the  Vice-Presidents  or  Secretaries  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  the  President  and  the  Treasurer 
of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  the  secretary 
of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Groups,  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work, 
the  Secretary  of  Supplies,  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications, 
the  chairmen  of  Standing  Committees  and  of  Circles.  The  Committee 
shall  meet  once  a  month  prior  to  the  business  meeting  of  the  Society. 
It  shall  consider  all  plans  and  projects,  submitting  its  recommendations 
to  the  Society  for  action.  Vacancies  in  officers  or  chairmen  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  The  Spiritual  Life  Committee  shall  give  particular  atten- 
tion to  the  growth  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  members  of  the  Society  and 
of  the  church  by  seeking  to  deepen  the  prayer  life  and  to  increase  the 
sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  Christian  Stewardship. 
The  Committee  shall  take  the  responsibility  for  the  promotion  of  devo- 
tional Bible  studies  recommended  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  Spirit- 
ual Life  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Sec.  3.  The  Program  Committee.  This  committee  shall  consist  of 
of  the  Vice-President  of  the  Society,  the  Vice-Presidents  or  Secretaries 
of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  and  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and 
Publications.  Additional  members  may  be  elected  or  appointed  by 
the  Executive  Committee  if  the  Society  so  desires. 

Sec.  4.  (1)  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President, 
the  Treasurer  and  members  chosen  to  represent  Missionary  Education 
and  service  and  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 
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(2)  It  shal  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  consider  the 
total  budget  of  the  Society.  This  budget  shall  include  the  amounts 
to  be  sent  to  District  or  Conference  Treasurer  (both  missionary  and 
cultivation  funds),  and  the  amounts  to  be  expended  locally  (both 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  fund). 

(3)  The  committee  shall  recommend  the  total  budget  to  the  Society 
for  its  approval   and  adoption. 

Sec.  5.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  plan  frequent  surveys 
of  the  women  of  the  community  in  an  endeavor  to  secure  members 
for  the  church  and  for  the  Society.  The  Committee  shall  strive  to 
establish  such  relationship  with  new  members  as  to  enlist  their  eager 
and  active  participation  in  the  total  program  of  the  Church  and  of  the 
Society.  The  Committee  shall  use  opportunity  to  further  the  interests 
of  Woman's  work  in  neighboring  churches  where  no  organizations  have 
heretofore  existed. 

Sec.  6.  The  Fellowship  Committee  shall  promote  the  social  life  of 
the  Society  and  the  church  and  help  create  an  atmosphere  of  warmth 
and  friendliness.  The  committee  shall  make  plans  for  social  functions 
or  special  efforts  sponsored  by  the  Society  or  requested  by  the  official 
board. 

Sec.  7.  The  Committee  on  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  state  and  nation,  and  in 
other  lands,  including  the  basis  of  woman's  place  and  the  questions 
that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  This  Committee 
shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Society  for  the  promotion  of  such 
lines  of  activity  as  will  improve  woman's  status  and  enable  her  to  serve 
efficiently. 

Sec.  8.  The  Publicity  and  Printing  Committee  shall  send  to  the 
Church  Bulletin  and  newspaper  all  notices  and  reports  of  meetings  of 
the  Society  and  shall  collect  clippings  and  letters  of  interest  relating 
to  Society  meetings,  programs  and  social  functions.  It  shall  have 
charge    of   printing    and    stationery. 


CONSTITUTION  AND   BY-LAWS   OF   THE   LOCAL  UNIT 

OF  THE  WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 

CONSTITUTION  OF  LOCAL  UNIT 

ARTICLE    1— Name 

The  local  organization  shall  be  designated  as  a  unit  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  and  shall 
be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild. 
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ARTICLE   II— Officers 

The  officers  of  the  local  unit  shall  he  a  president,  one  or  more 
vice-presidents,  a  recording  secretary,  a  corresponding  secretary  and  a 
treasurer.     They  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  unit. 

ARTICLE  III— Committees 

A  local  unit  shall  have  four  committees,  each  of  which  shall  be 
under  the  supervision  of  the  committee  chairman: 

(1)  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life. 

(2)  Committee  on  Missionary  Cultivation. 

(3)  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities. 

(4)  Committee   on    Social   and   Recreational    Activities. 

ARTICLE  IV — Executive  Committee 

The  officers  and  committee  chairmen  shall  constitute  and  Executive 
Committee. 

ARTICLE  V— Funds 

The  funds  of  the  local  unit  shall  be  raised  and  disbursed  as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  All  funds  from  whatsoever  source  raised  under  the  auspices 
of  the  local  unit  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  the  local  church  belong 
to  this  organization  and  shall  be  disbursed  only  in  accord  with  its 
Constitution  and  by  its  order. 

Sec.  2.  The  total  budget  to  be  raised  annually  by  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  in  the  local  church  shall  include  pledges  for  missions, 
a  cultivation  fund  of  twenty-five  cents  per  member,  and  a  pledge  for 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities.  Provision  shall 
be  made  for  direct  pledges  for  the  support  of  specified  projects  for 
missions  within  the  appropriations.  The  cultivation  fund  shall  be  di- 
vided as  follows:  ten  cents  for  the  local  unit  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  and  fifteen  cents  for  the  Conference  and  the  Jurisdiction. 

Sec.  3.  Funds  raised  for  missions  shall  be  remitted  monthly  or 
quarterly  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  local  unit  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in 
the   local    church. 

Sec.  4.  Funds  for  Christain  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  shall  be  raised  and  expended  by  the  local  unit  of  the  Wesley- 
an  Service  Guild. 
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BY-LAWS  OF  LOCAL  UNIT 

ARTICLE  I — Duties  of  Officers 

Sec.  I.  The  President  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  work 
of  the  unit  and  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  unit  and  its  Execu- 
tive Committee.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Woman's   Society  of  Christian   Service. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  President, 
assume  her  duties.     She  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  each  meeting,  and  shall  provide  notices  for  the  unit,  the 
church  bulletin,  and  the  press.  She  shall  keep  an  accurate  list  of  the 
members  of  the  unit,  including  home  and  business  addresses  and  tele- 
phone numbers. 

Sec.  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspond- 
ence of  the  unit.  She  shall  report  semi-annually  to  the  District  (or  Con- 
ference)   Guild   Secretary. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  money  of  the  unit. 
She  shall  collect  all  funds  and  keep  a  book  account  of  all  money  received 
and  disbursed.  She  shall  disburse  monthly  or  quarterly  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  the 
contribution  of  the  unit  to  the  national  budget  of  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service.  At  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year,  she  shall  send 
through  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of 
the  local  church  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  for  record  in  the  office 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  an 
annual  report  of  the  funds  raised  and  disbursed  by  the  unit  for  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities.  She  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service. 

Sec.  6.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  plan  the  work  of  the  local 
unit,  shall  recommend  a  budget  to  the  unit,  and  shall  promote  the 
interests  of  the  unit  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild. 

ARTICLE  II— Committees 

Sec.  1.  The  Committee  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  endeavor  by  every 
means  to  promote  the  spiritual  growth  of  the  members  and  shall  provide 
for  the  devotional  service  of  the  meetings  of  the  unit.  The  cultivation 
of  Christian  stewardship  shall  be  one  of  the  special  functions  of  this 
committee. 

Sec.  2.  The  Committee  on  Missionary  Cultivation  shall  provide 
for  the  educational  program  of  the  unit  in  harmony  with  the  program 
of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  as  channeled  through 
the    Standing   Committee  of  the   Wesleyan    Service    Guild. 
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Sec.  3.  The  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  stimulate  participation  in  local  church  activity, 
direct  the  study  of  social  relationships  and  promote  the  participation 
of  Guild  members  in  civic  and  welfare  movements  looking  toward 
a   more    Christian   social    order. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee  on  Social  and  Recreational  Activities  shall 
provide  for  the  social  hour  at  the  meetings  and  encourage  other  social 
and  recreational  activities  for  individuals  and  groups  as  shall  promote 
fuller   Christian  growth. 

Sec.  5.  The  chairmen  of  the  four  committees  specified  in  the  Con- 
stitution shall  work  in  harmony  with  the  chairmen  of  these  committees 
in  the  District  or  Conference  organizations  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild. 

Sec.  6.  Other  committees  may  be  appointed  as  desired,  such  as 
membership,  ways  and  means,  music,  publicity,  vacation  and  travel 
club,   etc. 

ARTICLE   III— Meetings 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  at  least  nine  monthly  meetings  during  the 
year. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  local  unit,  annual  reports 
shall  be  given  by  officers  and  committee  chairmen;  officers  shall  be 
elected  and  committee  chairmen  selected  for  the  ensuing  year.

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PLANS  FOR  STUDY  CLASSES 

The  following  plans  are  for  study  classes  receiving  special  recogni- 
tion from  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Southeastern 
jurisdiction. 

1.  The  textbook  used  in  Special  Classes  must  be  selected  from  the  list 
recommended  for  that  purpose  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service  for  the  current  year. 

2.  Supplementary  material  must  be  used  by  members  of  the  class  to 
enrich  the  study  of  the  text. 

3.  One  to  eight  weeks  may  be  used  for  the  study,  but  a  four  to  six 
weeks'  study  is  highly  desirable.  There  must  be  a  minimum  of  4 
sessions  of  1  Vz    hours  each. 

4.  An  average  of  70%  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  the 
class  sessions.  The  members  of  the  class  are  the  women  who  read 
the  textbook. 

6.  A  class  session  should  be  from  one  hour  to  one  hour  and  a  half  in 
length,  with  a  minimum  total  of  six  hours. 

6.  Students  must  read  an  approved  text  and  make  outside  preparation 
and  must  participate  in  class  work.  In  addition  to  this,  assignments 
shall  be  given  each  member  by  the  teacher.  These  assignments  may 
be  reading  from  supplementary  materials,  research,  co-operative 
activities,  etc.,  that  require  additional  outside  preparation.  This  and 
some  results  of  the  study  may  be  reported  on  an  additional  sheet. 

7.  The  discussion  method  of  conducting  the  class  is  recommended  as 
most  successful  in  stimulating  group  study  and  participation.  The 
lecture  method  alone  is  not  acceptable.  A  variety  of  methods  may 
be  desirable. 

8.  The  teacher  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  by  consecration  to  the 
task,  by  sufficient  educational  background,  and  by  a  willingness 
to  use  every  opportunity  for  becoming  a  trained  and  experienced 
teacher,  such  as  Special  Study  and  Preparation,  or  attending  Study 
Leaders'  Meetings,  Pastors'  Schools,  Leadership  Schools,  Training 
Coxirses  or  Schools  of  Missions. 

9.  A  report  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Education  and  Service  on  this  blank  furnished  by  her. 
She  shall  examine  it,  and  if  requirements  are  met,  she  shall  report 
it  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service 
who  will  issue  a  recognition  card  for  work  meeting  the  required 
standard.  Recognition  cards  will  be  sent  by  the  Jurisdiction  Secre- 
tary to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service.

The  Rural  Worker,  in  giving  her  first  report  revealed  that  we  have 
entered  a  very  fruitful  area  in  the  home  land. 

The  music,  so  ably  rendered  by  the  Minister  of  Music  and  the  choir 
of  Centenary  Church,  was  an  inspiration  which  matched  the  challenge 
of  the  hour. 

The  gracious  hospitality  of  the  people  of  Winston-Salem,  and  their 
thoughtfulness  in  planning  for  our  every  comfort  were  shown  in  many 
ways  throughout  the  Conference.  For  this  we  are  most  grateful.  The 
Pages  were  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  carry  out  our  every  wish.  The 
lovely  bags  which  were  given  to  us  will  remind  us  of  this  memorable 
meeting  for  many  days  to  come. 

This,  our  Third  Annual  Report,  dedicated  to  Mrs.  P.  N.  Peacock, 
retiring  Treasurer,  now  Treasurer  Emeritus,  and  Mrs.  R.  M.  Andrews, 
retiring  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  brings  to  you  a  resume  of  the  Third  Annual  Meeting.  Some 
of  the  things  that  inspired  our  souls  during  this  high  occasion  can 
not  be  recorded.  These  things  will  live  on  in  the  lives  of  those  who 
were  present,  and  guide  them  in  using  the  Master  Key  in  "Looking 
Toward  a  New  Day."

The  announcements  were  made  and  Rev.  E.  A.  Lamb  pronounced 
the  benediction  and  the  Conference  adjourned. 

WEDNESDAY  EVENING 

The  Conference  convened  at  8:00  o'clock  with  Mrs.  Weaver  presid- 
ing. Hymn  482  was  sung,  after  which  Rev.  R.  Dwight  Ware  conducted 
the  worship.  Centenary  choir  rendered  special  music,  and  Miss  Jean 
Craig  addressed  the  Conference  on  the  theme  "Christ — China — Our- 
selves".

Mrs.  J.  W.  Harbison  having  received  all  213  votes  was 
declared  elected.

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APPENDIX 
PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

Mrs.   Charles   C.   Weaver 

I  think  I  may  be  allowed  in  a  brief  foreword  to  express  my  joy 
in  having  our  meeting  in  my  home  church.  More  than  any  other 
Church  building  in  the  world,  this  one  is  dear  to  me.  I  watched  it 
grow  from  the  foundation  stone  to  the  interior  decoration.  I  am  glad 
you  are  here.  You  have  already  been  welcomed,  I  simply  want  to  add 
this  personal  word. 

We  are  meeting  for  the  second  time  with  our  country  at  war. 
Many  things  have  occurred  to  upset  the  perhaps  too  easy  way  of  life 
of  our  people.  We  are  beginning  a  little  bit,  and  a  little  bit  only,  to 
realize  that  war  means  discomfort,  rearrangement  of  life,  and  sacri- 
fice. I  dare  say  we  have  not,  excepting  in  a  few  cases,  even  begun  to 
know  what  that  word  means,  but  we  are  learning.  The  blue-coated 
messenger,  the  yellow  envelope  will  more  and  more  become  familiar, 
knocking  at  our  doors. 

In  spite  of  the  dislocation  of  war  time,  our  work  has  definitely  made 
progress,  and  our  officers  have  been  able  to  accomplish  many  notable 
things.  They  will  speak  for  themselves  in  their  reports.  Personally,  I 
have  sought  to  promote  the  work  through  the  visitation  of  six  Districts, 
and  through  almost  limitless  correspondence.  Among  the  things  that 
are  Conference  wide  in  their  importance  and  for  which  we  are  grateful 
are — the  rather  generous  offering  made  for  the  "Emegency  Fund",  the 
payment  of  our  Pledge,  and  the  fact  that  we  led  the  Church  in  the 
largest  number  of  Study  Classes.  Also  that  our  Jurisdiction  led  in  the 
number  of  Societies  reporting,  the  observance  of  the  Week  of  Prayer, 
and  in  the  total  giving  for  that  project. 

A  glance  at  the  picture  as  a  whole  shows  that  there  are  in  our 
Methodist  Church  26,274  Societies  with  1,183,507  members,  but  in  the 
background  of  the  picture  there  are  7,341  Churches  unorganized,  and 
while  we  have  over  a  million  members  there  are  more  than  a  million 
who  are  not  members  of  our  Organization.  To  narrow  our  viewpoint 
for  a  moment,  of  the  eleven  districts  in  our  Conference,  eight  have  no 
charge  without  some  missionary  woi'k  among  the  women,  but  no  dis- 
trict is  able  to  boast  that  every  Church  has  such  a  Society.  Is  it  beyond 
the  range  of  the  possible  that  this  situation  may  be  rectified,  and  that 
soon  every  Church  in  our  Conference  will  have  a  least  a  Circle  as  a 
part  of  some  Society?  Even  then  we  are  far  from  meeting  the  FIRST 
purpose  for  which  our  organization  was  established,  namely — "to  unite 
all  the  women  of  the  Church  in  Christian  living  and  service." 

In  an  organization  like  ours,  there  are  always  changes,  some  of 
them  small  but  important,  always  adjustments,  always  things  that 
must  be  done  next.  Drop  down  in  any  month  of  the  year  and  we  will 
find  there  is  something  that  "just  must  be  done."    We  have  to  constantly 
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remind  ourselves  of  these  things.  Just  now  I  am  remembering  that  we 
are  asked  to  change  the  date  of  our  reporting.  Just  one  day  of  course, 
just  to  move  it  back  to  the  last  day  of  the  month  so  as  to  finish  the 
work  within  the  quarter  itself.  Under  this  arrangement  TODAY  is  the 
very  day  your  report  is  to  be  sent  in  for  the  past  quarter.  When  you 
get  home,  please  see  if  this  has  been  done.  Also  that  we  are  in  the 
midst  of  Lent,  and  are  expected  to  make  a  Lenten  Offering  equal  to  a 
penny  a  day  during  the  whole  season  of  Lent.  This  fund  is  to  be  used 
for  our  retired  Missionaries  and  Deaconesses.  Another  problem  that 
we  face  more  and  more  each  day  is  that  involved  in  the  moving  of  some 
of  our  members  with  their  families  into  new  localities,  where  being 
strangers  they  are  at  a  loss  as  to  how  to  make  the  proper  connection 
with  church  people.  There  have  been  printed  Transfer  Cards,  and  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  recommends,  "where  dislocation 
of  members  to  residence  in  defense  areas  is  taking  place  that  local 
societies  be  urged  to  use  the  transfer  card  as  a  means  of  introducing 
such  members  to  the  Woman's  Society;  that  societies  in  these  defense 
localities  also  seek  to  increase  their  membership  from  among  new 
residents    in    these    communities    hitherto    not    related    to    any    society." 

Every  now  and  then  I  get  an  inquiry  about  the  litei'ature,  and  I 
have  to  say  again  that  this  literature  is  purchased  from  "Literature 
Headquarters,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,"  and  is  listed  on  the  back  cover  page 
of  "The  Methodist  Woman." 

Of  course  the  ever  present  problem  not  only  of  the  Church,  but  of 
the  Family  and  of  the  State  is  the  problem  of  money.  We  can  look  at 
our  report  and  feel  some  degree  of  pride.  Our  Conference  rates  high 
even  among  the  great  Conferences  of  the  Church,  and  our  Church  in 
its  aggregate  measures  fairly  well  among  all  denominations,  but  this 
is  no  time  for  patting  ourselves  on  the  back  when  so  many  more  demands 
are  made  and  so  many  more  opportunities  are  offered.  We  are  asked 
this  year  to  make  a  five  percent  increase  in  our  Pledge.  Won't  you 
delegates  tell  your  District  Secretaries  that  you  think  we  should  not  do 
less  than  that?  We  are  told  that  living  expenses  in  foreign  fields  have 
advanced  from  thirty  to  fifty  percent,  and  we  must  increase  our  sup- 
port of  those  who  represent  us  in  these  foreign  lands.  Their  all  too 
meager  salaries  have  been  no  credit  to  us  heretofore,  and  for  us  to 
allow  them  to  reach  the  point  of  real  suffering  because  of  our  lack  of 
support  would  be  a  disgrace  that  we  could  not  wipe  out  through  years 
of  penitence.  One  unfortunate  habit  has  contributed  to  the  stringency 
which  we  now  feel  in  our  National  Board  and  that  is,  when  we  have 
met  our  Pledge  we  have  been  inclined  to  feel  we  have  done  all  that 
has  been  required  of  us,  even  though  the  Pledge  was  woefully  low,  and 
when  we  have  had  a  surplus  we  have  said  "that's  ours",  but  is  it? 
Wasn't  this  money  pledged  for  the  work  of  the  Society,  and  are  we  not 
in  danger  of  diverting  our  funds  from  their  legitimate  use?  Personally 
I  know  if  I  make  a  Pledge  I  want  every  penny  of  that  money  to  go  to 
the  support  of  the  whole  program  of  our  Society,  and  I  do  not  believe 
that  the  Officers  or  Society  itself  can  vote  to  use  it  for  any  other  cause 
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however  worthy  the  cause  may  be.  However,  our  Jurisdiction  at  its 
recent  meeting  voted  that  "in  each  local  Society  where  the  total  amount 
of  money  is  not  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  this  surplus  money  be  equally  divided  between  connectional  mis- 
sionary giving  and  local  projects."  Many  of  our  organizations  would 
be  helped  if  they  could  feel  that  they  had  a  definite  something  to  which 
their  money  might  be  directed.  Would  you  not  be  willing  to  see  that 
your  Society  takes  a  "Special  Project"  this  year  above  its  Pledge?  A 
list  of  these  "Specials"  is  available  now  from  your  Conference  Secre- 
tary of  Missionary  Education  and  Service. 

Most  of  us  are  praying  daily  for  Peace.  If  our  prayers  should  sud- 
denly be  answered  would  our  Church  be  ready  for  the  tremendous 
problem  that  will  be  sure  to  confront  us  when  the  last  gun  has  been 
fired?  Last  December  at  the  National  Board  meeting  in  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  only  eighteen  young  people  were  commissioned  for  immediate 
service  in  home  and  foreign  fields.  Our  leaders  say  that  we  must  have 
at  least  one  hundred  twenty  five  young  women  from  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service  who  will  be  trained  and  ready  to  go  just 
the  moment  the  doors  are  open  to  us  around  the  world.  The  cannot  be 
picked  up  in  a  moment  nor  trained  in  a  day.  We  must  begin  to  find  them 
NOW.  They  may  be  in  your  home  church,  they  may  be  in  your  own 
home.  Will  you  not  speak  for  your  Church  and  your  Christ  and  say 
the  word  of  encouragement  that  will  start  some  young  life  in  the 
direction  of  definite  service?  The  Chairman  of  our  Personnel  Com- 
mittee will  be  glad  to  get  in  touch  with  any  young  person  who  is 
interested. 

It  ought  not  to  be  necessary  for  Methodist  women  to  be  reminded 
that  they  are  citizens,  and  as  citizens  they  are  profoundly  interested  in 
everything  that  touches  citizenship.  Nor  ought  it  to  be  necessary  to 
have  to  keep  reminding  Methodist  people  that  for  their  entire  history 
they  have  looked  upon  the  liquor  traffic  as  public  enemy  number  One. 
If  time  permitted  it  would  do  us  good  to  trace  the  legislation  in  Metho- 
dist Conferences  all  the  way  from  the  day  when  her  members  were  first 
called  to  total  abstinence  to  this  day  when  we  are  again  faced  with  the 
question,  Shall  the  liquor  traffic  control  the  State  or  shall  citizens  con- 
trol the  traffic?  The  cruelty,  the  arrogance,  the  contemptuous  disre- 
gard for  the  well  being  of  mankind  which  always  characterizes  this 
odious  traffic  is  already  infecting  our  legislative  bodies,  and  leading 
them  to  callous  indifference  to  the  wishes  of  those  whom  they  misrepre- 
sent. It  is  time  for  Church  men  and  Church  women  to  say  to  the  North 
Carolina  Legislators,  "We  are  going  to  vote  on  this  thing  and  if  we 
lose  we  will  take  it  like  good  citizens;  but  we  are  not  going  to  lose,  and 
when  we  bury  the  liquor  traffic  we  shall  not  be  very  careful  as  to  who 
goes  into  its  political  grave."  I  am  not  stepping  into  the  field  of 
politics,  but  am  declaring  myself  as  a  Methodist  and  as  a  Christian, 
the  mother  of  children  and  grandchildren  that  I  wish  to  have  the 
privilege  of  living  in  a  sober  world. 
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Ten  years  ago  in  his  first  inaugural,  President  Roosevelt  declared 
that  the  only  thing  the  American  people  needed  to  fear  is  fear.  I  be- 
lieve this  is  a  pertinent  word  to  the  Church.  We  hear  so  many  voices 
today  calling  for  curtailment,  the  excuse  is  that  everything  must  be 
devoted  to  winning  the  war.  How  are  we  to  win  the  war?  Not  only 
by  ships  and  guns  and  airplanes  and  millions  of  soldiers,  but  by  a 
courageous  and  loyal  group  on  the  home  front.  By  faith  which  is  the 
child  of  religion,  by  prayer  which  is  the  living  breath  of  religion,  and 
these  are  spiritual  qualities.  The  Church  breeds  and  builds  just  these 
things  in  people.  The  Church  must  cany  on !  Not  one  real  service 
should  be  given  up,  not  one  door  closed,  not  one  activity  cut  off.  The 
Government  will  keep  our  minds  on  material  things,  but  if  we  exclude 
these  higher  matters  on  which  the  Government  has  no  sure  word,  and 
in  which  religion  only  can  speak  we  shall  be  weak  indeed,  and  that 
weakness  will  infect  every  boy  that  goes  to  camp  and  every  man  who 
reads  a  letter  from  home  which  does  not  move  on  the  high  level  of 
faith  will  be  weakened  and  hurt.  We  are  constantly  being  told  that 
we  must  do  everything  we  can  to  maintain  the  morale  of  our  men  and 
of  our  people.  What  is  morale,  and  how  is  it  maintained?  It  is  not 
purely  physical  courage,  it  is  not  maintained  by  the  U.S.O.  or  any 
program  of  recreation.  It  goes  far  deeper  than  that.  It  roots  in  the 
sou!  of  man,  it  flowers  out  in  faith,  it  fruits  in  the  courage  which  sends 
a  man  into  battle,  which  enables  him  to  fight  without  hate  and  die 
without  fear,  and  there  is  no  one  thing  can  pour  these  qualities  into 
the  souls  of  men  save  religion,  and  there  is  no  organization  that  bases 
itself  on  the  religious  impulse  in  men  save  the  Church. 

Curtail  our  work?  NO'  Enlarge  our  work  with  courage,  with  faith 
in  God,  and  the  assurance  that  in  the  coming  years  the  world  will 
need  the  Church,  her  services  and  her  ministry  as  never  before.  The 
only  deep  dark  dread  in  my  heart  is  that  wavering  now,  we  may  not 
be  able  to  stand  when  the  test  comes.  Let  us  hear  once  more  the 
prophetic  exhortation  to  "lengthen  thy  cords  and  strengthen  thy  stakes." 


REPORT  OF  VICE  PRESIDENT 

Mrs.   Charles  N.   Clark 

My  effort  to  follow  a  sci'iptural  injunction  has  led  me  into  what 
might  be  regarded  as  a  state  of  confusion  relative  to  the  strict 
accounting  usually  called  for  by  a  report  of  this  kind.  "Let  not  thy 
left  hand  know  what  thy  right  hand  doeth,"  therefore,  is  one  way  of 
justifying  the  fact  that  I  can  best  answer  a  question  as  to  my  activities 
by  saying  simply  that  I  have  tried  to  respond  to  all  the  calls  which 
have  come  to  me. 

These  calls  have  been  of  the  usual  type:  those  essential  in  promot- 
ing our  work  throughout  the  Conference,  the  districts,  the  zones,  and 
the  local  societies.  It  has  been  my  privilege  to  attend  Pastor's  School 
at  Duke  University,  to  visit  several  societies  as  a  guest  speaker,  to 
conduct  pledge  services,  to  teach  Bible  classes,  and  among  other  things, 
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to  lead  Spiritual  Life  retreats.  I  have  greatly  enjoyed  meeting  with', 
the  women  in  the  local  societies  where  they  have  evidenced  not  only 
keen  interest  in  and  devotion  to  the  work  in  their  own  churches  and 
localities,  but  in  some  instances  genuine  sacrifice  in  their  gifts  of 
money  for  world  evangelization. 

One  of  my  happiest  experiences  this  year  was  attending  the  first 
Assembly  of  the  L  nited  Woman's  Soc^e^y  of  Christian  Service  at  Co- 
lumbus, Ohio.  Outstanding  speakers  of  the  Protestant  denominations, 
leaders  of  various  groups  and  movements  seeking  to  alleviate  the  in- 
justices suffered  by  our  less  privileged  groups,  and  missionaries  from, 
around  the  world  brought  soul-stirring  messages  to  us.  Those  were  in- 
deed wonderful  days.  And  it  was  also  my  privilege  to  attend  the  sum- 
mer school  of  missions  at  Lake  Junaluska. 

In  September  I  assisted  Mrs.  Payne  and  her  workers  in  the  Educa- 
tional Seminars  held  in  the  Salisbury,  Charlotte,  and  Gastonia  dis- 
tricts.   At  those  meetings  I  made  an  appeal  for  the  Emergency  Fund. 

In  considering  the  work  of  the  future,  it  is  important  to  note  that 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Mills,  the  Vice-president  of  the  Woman's  Division,  has  asked 
the  Conference  vice-president  and  the  vice-president  of  each  local 
society  to  do  two  things.  First,  we  are  to  make  a  study  of  the  World 
Federation  of  Methodist  Women.  Second,  we  are  to  keep  the  Sister- 
hood of  Service  around  the  World  before  the  women  in  tne  local  soci- 
eties. It  is  the  duty  of  each  local  vice-president  to  see  that  there  is 
an  interesting  presentation  of  that  part  of  our  regular  material  for 
the  year  wmch  concerns  tne  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women. 
There  is  ample  supplementary  material  in  the  Methodist  Woman  and 
the  World  Uudook,  including  thrilling  stories  of  Christian  women  who 
are  facing  terrific  barneys  as  they  carry  on  the  Master's  work,  preach- 
ing, healing,  and  teaching  with  dauntless  and  devoted  spirits  in  these 
difficult  times.  It  should  be  a  source  of  renewed  inspiration  and  faith 
to  learn  how  they  still  go  forward  to  "know  Him  and  to  make  Him 
known".  These  are  those  who,  through  the  departments  of  Evangelism, 
Medical  Work,  Education,  i.iteraLure,  Children,  Youth,  Home  and  Fam- 
ily Life,  Rural  Projects,  Economic  Justice,  International  Friendships, 
Temperance,  and  World  Peace,  are  laboring  and  praying  "that  they 
may  all  be  one;  for  them  also  which  shall  believe  on  Me  through  their 
word." 

Because  it  is  the  duty  of  the  vice-president  to  "assist  in  promoting 
the  interest  of  the  society",  it  is  important  that  she  have  a  compre- 
hensive knowledge  of  the  organization  with  its  many  departments  of 
service.  In  order  to  assist  in  this  promotion,  a  definite  goal  has  been 
set  for  us.    We  might  express  is  as  follows: 

SEVEN  KEYTS  TO  PROGRESS  is  the  new  standard  given. 
The  Master  Key,  one,  is  for  the  Soul  that  leads  to  Heaven, 
Key   Two   opens   the  mind  with   is  wonders  unknown, 
Key  Three  fits  the  lock  to  our  own  Home  Sweet  Home, 
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Key  Fcur  opens  doors  to  our  cities  and  towns, 
Key  Five  leads  to  where  our  treasure  is  found, 
Key  Six  opens  the  door  to  laughter  and  play, 
Key  Seven  is  that  which  drives  hunger  away. 
SEVEN  KEYS  TO  PROGRESS  on  a  chain  of  gold, 
They  are  ours  to  use,  not  just  to  hold. 

It  is  my  prayer  that  we  may  be  able  to  throw  wide  the  doors  of 
this  Christian  organization  and  thereby  share  with  those  who  need  the 
things  for  which  it  stands.  No  time  is  more  crucial  than  ours.  We  are 
winning  on  the  battlefield  one  more  chance  fcr  Christian  Civilization 
to  become  really  Christian.  To  paraphrase  the  words  of  another,  of 
all  the  qualities  that  mankind  will  remember  us  by,  only  anonymity  is 
denied  to  us.  For  inevitably  we  will  be  held  in  great  honor  or  great 
shame.  May  God  grant  that  posterity  will  do  us  honor,  not  for  our 
sakes,  but  for  their  own.

THIS  IS  TO  CERTIFY  THAT  WE,  the  undersigned  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Harbison,  Mrs.  L.  V.  Scott,  Mrs.  W.  T.  Powell,  Miss  Margaret  Gray, 
Mrs.  Charles  C.  Weaver  and  Mrs.  J.  G.  Sterling,  do  hereby  associate 
ourselves  into  a  religious  body  corporate  under  and  by  virtue  of  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  as  contained  in  Chapter  22  of  the 
North  Carolina  Code  entitled  "Corporations"  and  Chapter  69  of  the 
North  Carolina  Code  entitled  "Religious  Societies"  and  amendatory  acts 
thereof. 

1.  The  name  of  this  corporation  shall  be  Bethlehem  Center  (In- 
corporated) . 

2.  The  location  of  the  principal  office  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
408  Hickory  Street,  Winston-Salem,  North  Carolina. 

3.  The   period   of   existence    of   the   corporation    shall   be   unlimited. 

4.  This  shall  be  a  non  stock  corporation. 

5.  The  objects  and  purposes  for  which  the  corporation  is  formed  are 
as  follows:  (a)  To  provide  for  the  control,  regulation,  maintenance  and 
support  of  an  institution  to  be  known  as  "Bethlehem  Center"  which 
shall  be  used  to  promote  the  objects  and  purposes  set  out  herein,  as  the 
Board  of  Directors,  through  their  duly  elected  Trustees,  Executive  Com- 
mitee  or  other  Officers  or  agents  as  it  may  be  desired  to  provide,  (b)  To 
establish  training  schools,  kindergarten,  and  day  nurseries  for  the 
Negro  Race,  and  to  provide  teachers  and  all  such  other  workers  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  to  carry  on  efficiently  the  objects  and  purposes 
herein  set  out,  and  generally  to  promote  and  encourage  community 
leadership  training,  inter-racial  co-operation,  Bible  Institutes  for  work- 
ers in  all  departments  of  our  churches,  to  organize  and  sponsor  Scout 
Troops,  and  to  foster  and  promote  any  and  all  such  similar  activities

among  the  Negro  citizens  as  may  be  determined  and  deemed  best  for 
the  promotion  of  the  objects  and  purposes  for  which  the  corporation  is 
formed,  (c)  To  improve  church  attendance  by  taking  church  census, 
clubs,  recreation  centers  and  various  types  of  handwork,  and  to  estab- 
lish workshops  and  recreation  facilities  in  connection  with  the  said 
institution,  ?>nd  to  provide  generally  any  and  all  means  which  may  be 
deemed  necessary  for  the  proper  training  and  health  among  the  children 
taken  in  day  nursery,  all  under  the  rules  and  regulations  made  and 
provided  by  the  Officers  of  the  said  institution  with  the  consent  of  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church   Extension   of  the   Methodist   Church. 

6.  And  in  order  properly  to  prosecute  the  objects  and  purposes 
above  set  forth  this  corporation  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  purchase,  lease,  hold  property,  acquire  by  gift,  grant,  devise  or 
bequest,  or  otherwise  acquire,  hold,  mortgage,  convey  and  otherwise 
dispose  of  all  kinds  of  property,  both  real  and  personal,  both  in  this 
State  and  in  all  other  states,  territories  and  dependencies  of  the  United 
States  and  generally  to  perform  all  acts  which  may  be  deemed  necessary 
or  expedient  for  the  proper  and  successful  prosecution  of  the  objects 
and  purposes  for  which  the  corporation  is  formed. 

7.  That  all  gifts,  grants,  purchases,  devises  or  bequests  or  the 
proceeds  of  such  made  to  the  Directors  shall  be  held  by  them  in  trust 
for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  this  corporation.

SOUTHEASTERN  JURISDICTION  MEETING 

The  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  Executive  Committee  meeting  was 
held  February  17,  18,  at  the  Piedmont  Hotel,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  following  the 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  Conference, 
which  was  held  in  a  one  day  session  on  the  previous  day,  February  16th, 
under  the  general  theme,  "Practical  Christianity  Faces  the  South", 
with  Mrs.  M.  E.  Tilly,  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions, presiding. 

The  Executive  Meeting  was  presided  over  by  the  Jurisdiction  Presi- 
dent, Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman.  Mrs.  W.  M.  Alexander,  Division  Spiritual 
Life  Chairman,  opened  Wednesday  morning  session  with  a  stirring  talk 
on  "These  Days  of  Change  and  Difficulty",  speaking  of  the  hatred 
coming  out  of  this  war,  stating  if  we  are  to  live  the  abundant  life  we 
must  turn  off  hate,  fear  and  self,  and  turn  on  faith  hope  and  love, 
quoting  Ephesians  6:16.  Faith,  she  said,  is  living  in  harmony  with 
God's  on-going  program.  Hope  is  more  than  wishful  thinking,  it  is  the 
firm  expectation  of  the  fullfilment  of  promise.  Love  gives  us  power 
to  live,  never  boils  with  jealousy  and  will  overcome  barriers  between 
nations. 

Mrs.  Hillman  in  her  message  said,  we  in  the  South  as  missionary 
women,  have  much  to  contribute  to  our  Church  and  the  Women's 
Division,  and  yet  while  the  South  has  a  low  educational  rating,  it  is 
known   as   the   Bible   Belt  of   our   nation.     Reporting   the    Southeastern 
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Jurisdiction  has  the  largest  number  of  camps  and  training  bases  than 
any  other  section  of  the  country,  she  stressed  the  need  of  training  young 
people   for   defense   work   and   work   overseas,   and   the   great   need   for 
more  generous  giving  as  there  was  great  increase  in  living  and  travel . 
expense  for  our  missionaries. 

Highlights  of  Mrs.  DeVinny's  report  on  Organization  and  Promo- 
tion at  Cleveland  were  given  by  our  President,  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  in  her  clear  and  concise  way, 
reported  the  number  of  societies  in  the  Division  26,274,  number  of  new 
societies  992,  new  members  52,957,  giving  a  total  membership  in  the 
Division  of  1,183,507.  She  reported  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  led 
in  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  the  number  of  societies  achieving  all  the 
Efficiency  Aims. 

Recommendations  for  Organization  and  Promotion  were  presented 
by  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary,  Mrs.  D.  L.  St.  John  recommending,  that 
because  of  the  pressing  need  for  greater  giving  each  Conference  and 
society  increase  its  pledge  five  percent.  That  obligation  of  membership 
be  emphasized  and  a  clear  channel  opened  for  service  now  and  for  post 
war  rebuilding.  That  the  goal  for  the  Jurisdiction  for  1943  be  300  new 
societies,  and  the  widest  use  be  made  of  the  new  goals,  "The  Seven  Keys 
to  Progress". 

Report  of  C.  S.  R.  was  given  by  Mrs.  Tilly,  who  opened  her  report 
with  the  question,  "What  place  has  a  program  of  Christian  Relations 
in  the  world  today?  How  powerful  or  powerless  can  it  be  against  all 
the  evils  that  assail  the  world?"  But  we  must  remember,  said  she,  it  is 
God's  program  and  God's  will  and  God's  way — and  courage  comes  and 
the  task  is  begun.  Amount  spent  on  local  Church  and  community 
activities  for  the  year  was  $511,045.59. 

From  the  Spiritual  Life  Chairman,  Miss  Daisy  Davies,  came  a  report 
of  earnestness,  and  a  realization  of  the  chaos  and  distress  in  the  world 
that  is  challenging  the  women  to  nobler  and  more  devoted  service.  Ninety 
percent  of  the  organizations  show  that  they  are  using  the  power  of 
prayer. 

Thursday  morning  Miss  Mabel  K.  Howell,  member  of  the  Mission 
Board  and  on  the  Division  Spiritual  Life  Committee,  led  the  devotional 
on  "Rededicating  Our  Lives",  and  later  in  the  moi'ning  gave  intimate 
glimpses  of  the  report  of  the  Foreign  Department  at  Cleveland,  she 
stressed  the  need  of  training  young  lives  for  service  in  China  and  other 
lands. 

Mrs.  W.  J.  Piggott,  a  member  of  the  Finance  and  Estimates  Com- 
mittee of  the  Division,  reported  on  the  Home  Department,  saying,  her 
report  covered  from  the  Keys  of  Florida  to  Alaska  and  from  the  Philip- 
pines to  the  coast  of  California.  Stressing  the  importance  of  training 
lay  workers,  stating  "Today's  responsibilities  must  be  met,  or  tomor- 
row's   opportunities    are   lost."     Recommendations    for   this    department 
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presented  by  Mrs.  C.  C.  Sapp,  asked  that  cooperation  be  given  in  work 
being  done  in  defense  areas,  and  prayer  and  service  be  given  toward 
meeting  the  need  of  increasing  the  salaries  for  workers  in  educational 
institutions,  settlements  and  for  rural  workers.  That  projects  for  Home 
Department  be  given  out  in  units. 

Mrs.  H.  L.  Talbert,  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Foreign  Work,  re- 
ported that  news  from  the  field  has  been  meager  because  of  irregularity 
of  mail.  However,  every  message  from  China  has  revealed  the  strength 
of  the  church  and  the  growing  and  deepening  of  faith.  Living  costs 
have  risen  constantly  in  China  so  that  figures  given  today  may  be  out 
of  date  within  the  week.  No  money  has  been  sent  to  Japan,  Korea  and 
the  Philippines  since  the  iron  curtain  dropped  on  December  7th,  al- 
though the  expenditure  has  been  large  for  transferring  missionaries 
to  other  fields  of  service. 

The  interest  in  Latin  America  is  greater  than  ever  evidenced.  The 
Brazilian  Methodist  Church  is  realizing  the  power  of  God  in  regenerat- 
ing and  transforming  a  great  nation. 

No  word  has  come  from  Algeria,  Burma,  Sumatra  and  Malaya  since 
last  Spring.  No  personal  word  from  Bulgaria  and  Poland  only  through 
representatives.  While  in  India  there  has  been  no  widespread  disloca- 
tion of  missionary  work  there  has  been  no  station  which  has  not  felt 
the  effect  of  the  war. 

Reports  and  recommendations  were  given  on  all  lines  of  work. 
Mrs.  C.  D.  Hinton,  Treasurer,  reported  $51,655.92  given  from  the 
Jurisdiction  toward  the  Emergency  Fund.  For  the  Week  of  Prayer 
$62,250.48.  Total  sent  to  the  Division  Teasurer  was  $722,129.31.  The 
Jurisdiction  pledged  for  1943  $618,128.76.  Our  Conference  pledged 
$53,750.00. 

An  invitation  from  the  North  Carolina '  Conference  was  accepted 
for  the  1944  Jurisdiction  to  meet  the  fourth  week  of  February  in 
Raleigh.

THE  FIRST  ASSEMBLY 

The  first  Assembly  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service 
of  the  Methodist  Church  met  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  May  19-22,  1942,  with 
3,120  registered  delegates  and  visitors  representing  the  one  and  one 
quarter  million  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service 
in  the  six  Jurisdictions  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

The  Assembly  theme  was  "For  the  Facing  of  this  Hour",  based  on 
the  Lord's  Prayer  and  strongly  emphasized  by  the  Division  President, 
Mrs.  J.  D.  Bragg,  in  her  message  at  the  opening  meeting  Tuesday 
afternoon,    also    by    all    the    speakers    throughout    the    meeting.     Com- 
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munion    service    was    administered    by    Bishops    Lester    Smith,    Robert 
E.  Jones,  Ralph  S.  Cushman  and  Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore. 

The  first  evening  session  was  held  in  Memorial  Hall,  headquarters 
of  the  Assembly.  Bishop  Arthur  Moore,  President  of  the  Board  of 
Missions,  was  the  keynote  speaker,  bringing  a  stirring  message  on  "To 
Serve  the  Present  Age." 

"Evangelism  the  Christian  Imperative,"  was  the  theme  for  Wednes- 
day morning  session.  The  keynote  messages  were  given  by  two  Negro 
educators,  Dr.  Thomas  Elsa  Jones,  President  of  Fisk  University,  and 
Dr.  David  D.  Jones,  President  of  Bennett  College. 

The  noon  day  devotional  service  was  given  by  Bishop  Ralph  S. 
Cushman. 

Miss  Katherine  Lenroot  of  the  Children's  Bureau  of  the  U.  S.  De- 
partment of  Labor  spoke  Wednesday  afternoon  on  "Christian  Social 
Program  in  the  Crisis",  followed  by  Mrs.  James  Oldhue  on  "Methodist 
Women   and   Social   Welfare." 

Wednesday  evening  service  was  marked  by  a  religious  pageant  with  a 
processional  of  brightly  arrayed  missionaries  representing  forty-nine 
countries  to  which  Methodism  has  sent  workers.  This  colorful  and  inspi- 
rational program  highlighted  the  second  day's  session  sponsored  by  the 
World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  and  presided  over  by  Mrs. 
J.  W.  Mills,  First  Vice-president  of  the  Division. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  Thursday  morning  was  the  address  by 
Bishop  Edwin  Lee  on  "Christianity's  Battle  Front  in  the  Orient,"  fol- 
lowed by  the  keynote  message  on  "The  Place  of  the  Church  in  Planning 
for  a  Just  and  Durable  Peace,"  by  Mrs.  Arthur  Brin  of  the  National 
Council  of  Jewish  Women.  The  noon  day  devotional  was  conducted  by 
Bishop  W.  C.  Martin. 

Panel  discussions  by  the  four  commissions  were  held  on  Thursday 
afternoon. 

Thursday  evening  a  Sacrificial  Dinner  was  given  at  the  First  Con- 
gregational Church  and  a  sacrificial  offering  of  $750.00  received  for 
children  in  defense  and  war  areas.  The  evening  service  was  a  Youth 
Program  given  in  Memorial  Hall. 

Friday  morning  the  findings  of  the  four  commissions  were  presented 
on  Evangelism,  Education,  Social  Welfare  and  World  Citizenship: 
Bishop  James  C.  Baker  gave  the  noon  day  worship  service. 

Friday  afternoon  a  pledge  service  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  Ina  Davis 
Fulton,  Division  Treasurer.  The  Woman's  Division  pledged  to  missions 
for  the  year  1942,  $2,922,120.81.  Of  this  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction 
assumed  the  pledge  of  $618,133.00. 

It  was  reported  at  this  Assembly  that  since  the  Uniting  Conference 
fifty-three  Home  and  thirty-nine  Foreign  Missionaries  have  been  sent  out 
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by  the  Woman's  Division;  that  there  are  now  on  the  field  of  service 
677  deaconesses,  106  Homeland  Missionaries,  making  a  total  of  1,437 
workers  under  the  Woman's   Division. 

Dr.  Hugh  Stentz,  Vice-President  of  Scarritt  College,  gave  the  address 
of  the  closing  session  of  a  four-day  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service.

REPORT  OF  SUNNY  ACRES 

By  Hyda  Heard,  Deaconess 

You  women  have  come  together  at  this  time  because  you  believe 
the  church  has  a  great  work  to  do  in  the  world.  You  believe  the  bring- 
ing of  comfort,  peace  and  hope  to  the  world's  broken  heart  is  a  major 
task  for  Christianity.  Because  "Christians  have  something  from  within 
to  stay  them,"  and  today  the  world  needs  that  staying  power.  It  needs 
our  God.  Supplies  for  our  physical  needs  may  be  limited,  but  our 
spiritual  supply  is  still  unlimited,  it  is  suffcient  for  all  people  every- 
where to  have  overflowing  portions,  with  no  need  for  restrictions  or 
rationing.  We  of  the  church  wish  to  be  channels  for  distributing  these 
blessings,  you  in  your  corner  and  we  in  ours.  The  carrying  on  today 
may  not  be  quite  so  easy,  some  adjustments  may  have  to  be  made  in  our 
work,  but  it  is  worth  all  that  can  be  put  into  it. 

This  year  Sunny  Acres  had  its  usual  program  of  work.  It  had  a 
good  number  of  groups  for  various  types  of  meetings.  A  number 
had  to  use  the  bus  to  come  but  they  have  been  fine  about  it.  Last 
summer  Centenary  Church,  in  Winston-Salem,  sent  a  group  of  children 
to  Sunny  Acres  for  two  weeks.  In  July  after  the  children  left,  one  of 
the  workers  stayed  over  and  helped  us  with  a  Vacation  Bible  School  for 
the  colored  children  of  the  community.  It  was  their  first.  They  co- 
operated nicely  and  the  children  were  sweet  to  work  with.  The  first 
morning  their  church  was  found  clean  and  fresh.  Several  of  their 
women  went  over  early  and  cleaned  it.  The  girl  that  helped  us  enjoyed 
the   work,   and   she   went  home   and   started   a    Sunday    School   for   the 
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colored  children  of  her  home  community.  Since  they  had  no  church  for 
colored  people  there,  she  used  a  vacant  store  building  on  her  place.  She 
says  the  school  is  doing  nicely  and  she  is  enjoying  it  very  much. 

You  think  it  nice  to  belong  to  one  Society  of  Christian  Service,  we 
are  more  fortunate  than  some  of  you  for  we  belong  to  three  that  are 
near  us.  We  do  enjoy  the  fellowship  with  the  people  of  the  vicinity, 
and  wish  our  work  permitted  us  to  be  with  them  more. 

This  past  year  Sunny  Acres  had  an  unusually  good  garden,  it  tried 
to  do  as  Uncle  Sam  asked,  and  the  farm  largely  produced  the  food 
supply  of  the  place. 

Sunny  Acres  is  only  about  twelve  miles  from  here,  perhaps  the  next 
time  you  are  in  Winston-Salem  the  gas  supply  will  be  normal,  then  you 
must  come  and  see  it. 

REPORT  OF  BETHLEHEM  CENTER,  CHARLOTTE,  N.  C.

Since  making  a  report  a  year  ago  the  work  at  Bethlehem  Center  has 
continued  in  its  growth  until  now  there  must  be  a  choice  made  as  to 
what  shall  be  done  and  what  must  remain  undone.  The  increasing  inter- 
est and  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  white  church  groups  and  the 
Negro  people  has  been  most  encouraging. 

Our  Advisory  Board,  which  is  composed  of  about  an  equal  number 
of  white  and  Negro  people,  has  given  the  Center  its  whole-hearted  co- 
operation in  the  program  of  work  that  has  been  undertaken.  The  co- 
operation of  this  group  has  been  further  evidenced  by  the  support 
received  and  interest  shown  among  the  various  church  groups,  both 
local  and  Conference-wide. 

The  enrollment  in  our  different  activities  has  not  been  quite  so  large 
as  it  was  a  year  ago,  but  the  attendance  has  been  more  regular,  there 
are  more  groups  organized,  and  we  feel  that  the  Center  is  meeting  a 
greater  need  in  the  lives  of  those  who  come  here. 

In  September,  Miss  Drusilla  Poole  came  here  to  work  in  the  place 
of  Miss  Euline  Smith,  who  felt  that  it  was  advisable  for  her  to  remain 
at  home.  Miss  Poole  came  directly  from  Scarritt  College  and  has  or- 
ganized a  number  of  interest  groups  such  as  art,  choral,  and  work-shop. 
This,  of  course,  gives  us  a  larger  attendance  on  the  part  of  some  of  the 
same  individuals.  The  highest  total  attendance  that  we  had  during  any 
one  month  was  around  2000,  with  around  200  individuals  enrolled  in 
different  groups.  The  average  monthly  total  attendance  for  the  library 
was  86. 

The  above  numbers  do  not  include  all  of  those  groups  that  hold  their 
meetings  here,  for  which  we  are  not  directly  responsible,  although  we  do 
attend  some  of  them  and  help  out  in  any  way  that  we  can.  The  local 
branch  of  the  National  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  the  Colored 
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People  holds  its  meetings  here,  as  well  as  its  Youth  Council.  Three  of 
the  four  members  of  our  staff  have  active  memberships  in  this  organiza- 
tion. In  addition,  the  Negro  Supervisor  of  the  City  Recreation  Depart- 
ment has  her  desk  here  in  our  office,  and  also  the  girl  who  has  just 
recently  been  put  in  charge  of  the  Negro  Girl  Scouts  of  the  city.  The 
leaders  had  been  meeting  here  all  along  since  they  started  organizing 
the  first  Negro  Scout  troops. 

The  third  class  in  Home  Nursing  has  just  been  completed  here. 
These  classes  were  taught  by  a  very  efficient  Negro  nurse  and  sponsored 
by  the  Red  Cross.  The  second  class  gave  some  good  books  to  our 
library,  and  the  third  one  gave  us  nine  dollars  in  cash  to  be  used  as 
we  saw  fit.  There  were  not  more  than  about  twenty  women  in  this  class, 
and  the  ones  who  were  not  working  out  in  domestic  service  were  home 
makers. 

Our  aim  is  to  make  this  Bethlehem  Center  a  real  center  of  mutual 
helpfulness  and  understanding  in  this  community,  so  that  we  may  all 
share  with  one  another  our  common  problems  at  this  time  when  a 
spirit  of  love  and  respect  for  personality  is  so  very  vital  in  helping  us 
retain  the  spirit  of  the  Christ. 

REPORT  OF  BETHLEHEM  CENTER 
WINSTON-SALEM,  N.  C.

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  we  have  a  Negro  Advisory  Board. 
Through  the  efforts  of  this  board  we  have  a  closer  relationship  with 
the  parents  of  our  children.  The  Advisory  Board  members  have  visited 
the  homes  and  given  parties  for  the  parents.  We  at  Bethlehem  Center 
would  have  been  at  a  loss  to  take  care  of  the  overflow  in  the  day  nursery 
had  it  not  been  for  the  Advisory  Board  who  helped  secure  volunteers 
for  our  club  work.  This  board  took  as  its  special  project,  the  purchasing 
of  a  stoker  to  be  paid  for  by  coupons  collected  from  the  Central  Juris- 
diction. 

With  the  increase  in  day  nurseries  through  the  Nation,  we  are  in- 
creasing where  we  can  in  capacity  and  standards.  We  were  happy  to 
receive  the  co-operation  of  the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  in  our 
health  program.  Dr.  Vinning  makes  a  monthly  visit  to  check  the  chil- 
dren and  consult  with  the  parents. 

We  want  the  work  at  Bethlehem  Center  to  always  be  that  of  build- 
ing better  citizens,  physically,  mentally,  morally  and  spirtually. 

SCARRITT  COLLEGE  FOR  CHRISTIAN  WORKERS 

Mrs.  Walter  L.  Lanier 

Scarritt  College  does  a  unique  kind  of  work.  It  is  one  of  the  few 
colleges  that  exists  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  training  unordained 
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Christian  workers.  It  was  founded  fifty-one  years  ago  as  a  school 
to  train  women  who  were  going  out  to  do  mission  work  on  the  foreign 
fields.  During  the  years,  it  has  expanded  into  its  present  program 
of  training  all  types  of  Christian  leaders  including  deaconesses,  director 
of  religious  education,  teachers  of  Bible,  church  secretaries,  pastors' 
assistants,  directors  of  church  music,  missionaries,  and  rural  workers. 

Scarritt  has  definite  advantages.  It  belongs  to  the  Southern  Asso- 
ciation of  Schools  and  Colleges,  thus  placing  it  on  a  level  with  every 
other  first  class  college  or  university  in  America.  It  has  set  up  a  system 
of  exchange  of  classes  with  both  Peabody  and  Vanderbilt  Universities 
whereby  supplementary  courses  may  be  secured  at  each  of  these  insti- 
tutions. In  this  way  a  student  may  receive  special  courses  in  teaching 
at  Peabody;  nurse's  training  at  Vanderbilt;  or  theological  training  at 
Vanderbilt  School  of  Religion.  This  allows  a  fuller  course  with  no  addi- 
tional cost  for  instructors.  These  three  institutions  have  formed  a 
joint  Library,  thus  making  possible  a  much  broader  field  of  research 
and  study  for  each. 

Scarritt  answers  an  imperative  need.  This  spring  the  Board  of 
Missions  asked  for  more  than  three  hundred  workers  for  immediate 
assignment  in  home  and  foreign  situations.  This  request  could  not  be 
met.  Fifty  per  cent  of  our  missionaries  on  foreign  fields  are  over  fifty 
years  of  age.  Within  a  very  few  years  this  fact  will  create  a  demand 
for  more  young  missionaries.  Many  pastors  are  unable  to  secure  helpers 
either  as  church  secretaries  or  directors  of  religious  education.  More 
teachers  of  Bible  for  public  schools  are  needed.  There  will  be  an  even 
greater  demand  for  trained  Christian  leaders  and  social  workers  in  the 
post-war  world  if  we  are  to  create  the  kind  of  world  we  are  hoping 
to  have.  Scarritt  exists  to  train  leaders  needed  in  each  of  these  fields. 
During  the  fifty-one  years  of  its  existence  ninety-five  per  cent  of  all 
graduates  and  former  students  have  entered  full  time  Christian  work. 

Scarritt  depends  upon  Methodist  women  for  material  and  moral 
support.     There  are  two   definite  ways   we  may  assist   in   its   program. 

First,  gifted  young  women  should  be  enlisted  for  special  training. 
Many  of  them  are  unaware  of  the  opportunity  and  the  need  for  full 
time  workers.  Mrs.  J.  C.  Crawford  of  Scarritt  says:  "Relatively  few 
young  women  are  aware  of  the  opportunities  of  full-time  careers  of 
Christian  service  offered  in  local  churches,  welfare  agencies,  rural  recon- 
struction work,  and  in  public  schools.  Certainly  there  has  been  no 
Church-wide  effort  to  enlist  recruits  for  training  in  the  techniques  that 
will  be  needed  for  post-war  reconstruction."  At  the  present  time  Scar- 
ritt has  room  to  accommodate  one  hundred  additional  students.  It  is 
our  duty  as  women  interested  in  the  Missionary  cause  to  inform  our 
young  women  of  the  opportunities  for  Christian  service. 

Another  way  to  support  Scarritt  is  by  informing  each  society  of 
the  Scarritt  Associate  Plan.  This  is  a  plan  which  gives  each  person 
in  Methodism  an  opportunity  to  help  in  the  education  of  selected  stu- 
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dents   at   Scarritt.    In   1942,   Associates   in   our   Conference  contributed 
$96.25.     Contributions  were  made  as   follows:

For  the  past  two  years,  in  order  to  become  a  Scarritt  Associate  a 
contribution  of  $5.00  was  asked  for.  This  year,  hoping  to  interest  more 
people,  the  new  Invitation  Cards  from  Scarritt  specify  no  definite 
amount.  A  gift  of  $1.00  or  more  will  entitle  a  society  or  an  individual 
to  become  an  Associate.  Larger  gifts  will  be  appreciated  as  much  as 
during  the   past   years,   however. 

Beginning  with  June,  1941,  Scarritt  Associates  were  asked  to  make 
their  gifts  to  the  Living  Endowment  Fund.  This  fund  was  made  nec- 
essary because  of  increased  costs  of  operations.  The  Rockefeller  Gen- 
eral Educational  Board  offered  Scarritt  $10,000.00  a  year  for  five  years 
if  Scarritt  would  raise  $15,000.00  a  year.  This  means  that  for  every 
$3.00  given  by  Associates  the  General  Board  will  give  $2.00.  Because 
Scarritt  so  desperately  needs  these  additional  funds  to  carry  on  her 
program  we  are  setting  our  Conference  goal  for  1943  for  at  least 
$330.00.  By  securing  this  amount  the  Board  will  give  an  additional 
$220.00.  This  means  that  each  of  the  eleven  districts  will  be  expected 
to  secure  thirty  Associates. 

May  we  as  Methodist  women  catch  a  vision  of  the  needs  and  oppor- 
tunities for  Christian  service  and  determine  to  do  our  part  in  helping 
to  train  young  women  to  meet  these  demands.  Surely  no  better  way 
is  possible  than  by  helping  Scarritt,  a  college  dedicated  solely  to  the 
training  of  Christian  leaders  for  the  world  of  today  and  for  the  world 
of  tomorrow. 

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  RECORDING  SECRETARY 
TO  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING 

Any  report  of  my  work  will  of  necessity  be  brief  due  to  the  routine 
nature  of  the  work. 

Immediately  following  the  last  Annual  Meeting  I  edited  and  had 
published  the  1942  Minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting.  I  attended  the 
School  of  Missions  at  Junaluska,  sent  out  announcements  of  Executive 
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meeting's    during'   the   year   and    attended   the    same    and    recorded   their 
actions. 

In  addition,  I  have  enjoyed  doing  some  promotional  work  outside 
my  own  society  as  the  occasions  have  arisen.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL 
RELATIONS  AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 

Mrs.  R.  M.  Andrews 

The  broadening  powers  of  this  office  are  limited  only  by  one's  under- 
standing of  it.  The  wonderfully  comprehensive  Seminars,  Courses  of 
Study  and  Conferences  to  which  you  have  sent  me,  have  done  far  more 
for  me  than  I  have  been  able  to  do  for  the  Conference,  As  I  am  making 
my  final  report  I  wish  to  take  the  opportunity  to  thank  the  Conference 
for  all  these  helps  to  an  understanding  of  the  work,  and  also  for  trust- 
ing to  me  the  direction  of  the  work  of  the  Department. 

I  am  glad  to  report  healthy  signs  of  improvement.  We  made  a  sixty- 
three  per  cent  gain  in  reports  of  studies  on  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities  in  1942  over  1941.  If  all  our  local  Secre- 
taries understood  that  all  approved  studies  of  the  Woman's  Society 
are  on  some  phase  of  C.S.R.&L.C.A.  the  report  would  most  likely  have 
been  better  still. 

We  are  improving  in  the  number  of  reports,  37  local  secretaries  who 
had  never  reported  before,  did  so  for  the  fourth  quarter.  There  were 
forty-four  more  reports  for  fourth  quarter  than  for  any  similar  period 
since  the  work  was  set  up.  Fifty  per  cent  more  societies  sent  a  report 
for  each  quarter  last  year  than  the  previous  one.  Because  of  the  vary- 
ing number  of  societies  in  the  several  districts  I  have  made  a  study  of 
the  percentage  per  district  sending  reports  each  quarter.  Greensboro 
District  has  the  distinction  of  making  the  highest  percentage.  The 
Districts  are  listed  in  the  order  of  attainment  in  this   regard. 

Greensboro    37%  Elkin    26% 

Winston-Salem     36%  Salisbury     23% 

Statesville     34%  Charlotte     22% 

Asheville   30%  Gastonia    18% 

High  Point 28%  Marion     16% 

Waynesville    28% 

I  wish  especially  to  commend  the  District  Secretary  of  the  Winston- 
Salem  District,  Mrs.  L.  V.  Scott,  for  holding  an  institute  each  year,  and 
also  for  her  cooperation  as  counselor  for  the  Leadership  Training 
School  for  Negroes  at  Hanes  Institutional  Church,  Winston-Salem.  The 
societies  in  our  Conference  sent  to  this  training  school  in  1942,  forty- 
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eight  Negro  women  and  three  preachers.    There  must  be  no  let-up  in  our 
support  of  this  school  this  year. 

In  preparation  for  the  Seminar  at  Lake  Junaluska  last  summer,  each 
Conference  Secretary  of  C.S.R.&L.C.A.  was  asked  to  have  two  cities 
in  her  Conference,  surveyed  as  to  "What  About"  the  Education,  Health, 
Government  Employment,  Laws,  and  National  Defense  of  Negroes. 
Mrs.  R.  G.  Rives  of  Greensboro,  and  Mrs.  L.  V.  Scott  of  Winston-Salem, 
kindly  took  charge  of  the  surveys  in  their  respective  cities  at  my  re- 
quest. When  the  reports  from  the  seventeen  Conferences  in  our  Juris- 
diction were  tabulated,  Greensboro,  N.  C,  was  said  to  be  outstanding 
for  the  Jurisdiction,  with  Winston-Salem  honorably  mentioned.  In 
commenting  on  these  surveys  at  the  Seminar  the  Secretary  of  C.S.R.& 
L.C.A.  for  the  Jurisdiction,  said  "We  are  so  glad  North  Carolina  is  in 
the    Southeastern   Jurisdiction." 

Due  to  circumstances  over  which  I  had  no  control,  I  was  able  to 
attend  only  one  meeting  for  the  year,  of  the  Commission  on  Town  and 
Country  Work.  I  bespeak  the  continued  moral  and  financial  support 
of  the  Conference  Society,  for  that  very  fine  Commission. 

There  has  been  a  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  between  Methodist  women 
and  such  state  and  national  agencies  as  the  W.  C.  T.  U.,  Red  Cross, 
P.-T.  A.,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  Girl  and  Boy  Scouts,  Needlework  Guild,  Public 
Welfare   Boards,   Salvation   Army,   etc. 

The  projects  undertaken  by  local  societies  have  been  numerous.  I 
shall  mention  only  a  few.  The  society  of  Central  Methodist  Church, 
Shelby,  equipped  a  kindergarten  in  the  basement  of  a  Negro  church, 
and  is  paying  the  teacher  and  furnishing  the  lunches  for  the  22  Negro 
children   of  working  mothers   who   attend. 

A  few  women  from  each  Greensboro  church  joined  the  faculty  and 
students  of  Bennett  College  at  Chapel  on  Monday  morning,  in  the  first 
observance  in  the  city  of  the  Week  of  Prayer  last  fall,  thus  starting 
what  is  hoped  to  become  a  traditional  annual  observance,  and  coopera- 
tion between  Negro  and  white  people.  The  President  of  the  Jurisdiction 
gave  the  meditation,  the  President  of  the  District  assisted  in  the  service, 
and  the  fellowship  manifested  was  very  fine. 

Winston-Salem   District  organized   a   Home   Demonstration   Club  for 

Negroes. 

Pleasant  Garden  Society,  Greensboro  District,  issues  a  monthly 
mimeographed  newspaper  called  "Garden  Sass,"  Mrs.  Lynn  Hunt, 
Editor,  containing  news  of  home  and  other  items  of  interest  to  men  in 
service.  Copy  is  sent  to  each  soldier  from  the  community,  in  service. 
What  was  at  first  begun  as  strictly  for  soldiers,  has  become  so  popular 
for  the  home  folks  that  the  sale  of  copies  locally  almost  pays  the 
expense  of  each  issue. 

Calvary  Church,  Charlotte,  sends  annual  subscriptions  to  The  Meth- 
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odist  Woman  and  the  World  Outlook  to  the  High  School,  Alexander 
Graham  Junior  High  School,  The  Charlotte  Public  Library,  Bethlehem 
Center,  and  Florence  Crittenden  Mission. 

As  we  look  toward  a  new  day  in  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities,  our  hope  rests  upon  a  better  understanding  of  the 
great  field  which  is  as  simple  as  Christianity,  and  as  complex  as  life. 

We  are  prone  to  think  of  this  office  as  just  another  secretaryship. 
Instead  we  should  think  in  terms  of  a  huge  Department,  including 
seven  Areas  of  Service  which  should  claim  the  attention  of  every  woman 
in  every  church  in  Methodism. 

Area  No.  1,  Local  Church  and  Community  Cooperation,  claims  by 
far  more  attention  than  any  other,  as  evidenced  by  the  expenditure  in 
cash  for  1942,  of  $62,933. 

Area  No.  2,  International  Relations  and  World  Peace  should  loom 
large  in  the  thinking  of  every  one.  Although  some  of  us  used  the  Packet 
"Planning  for  Peace"  as  one  of  the  approved  study  courses  last  year,  the 
Division  has  recommended  that  it  be  used  again  this  year.  At  no  time 
in  our  history  has  Planning  for  Peace  been  of  more  importance. 

Area  No.  3,  Economic  Relations  touches  each  of  us  to  such  an  extent 
that  we  cannot  afford  to  be  unaware  of  the  necessity  of  taking  part  in 
improving  the   economic  status  of  our  neighbors   as  well   as   ourselves. 

If  we  were  more  completely  up  on  Minority  Groups  and  Interracial 
Cooperation,  Area  No.  4,  we  would  not  be  so  down  on  them.  I  wish 
you  might  all  have  heard  some  of  the  forceful  Negro  speakers  who  have 
appeared  on  seminars  which  I  have  attended.  Dr.  Benjamin  E.  Mays, 
President  of  Morehouse  College,  Atlanta,  Georgia,  stated  most  inter- 
estingly the  case  of  the  Negro  at  the  recent  Enlarged  Executive  meet- 
ing of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  which  I  was  privileged  to  attend. 
The  many  discriminations  against  the  Negro  as  practised  by  the  white 
people  do  not  show  us  to  be  followers  of  the  lowly  Nazerene.  Dr.  Mays 
compared  these  discriminations  to  a  toothache  that  needs  attention  now, 
not  next  month  or  next  year  or  in  10,  20  or  100  years,  but  now.  We 
have  but  to  make  a  little  effort  to  see  how  inconsistent  we  are.  Marian 
Anderson  the  gifted  Negro  singer  may  sing  before  Lincoln  Memorial 
in  Washington  on  Easter  Sunday,  and  by  her  singing  such  songs  as 
"America,"  and  "Nobody  Knows  de  Trouble  I  See"  bring  a  new  baptism 
of  liberty,  equality  and  fraternity.  She  may,  yes,  has  been,  signally 
honored  by  being  given  the  Bok  award  as  "The  most  distinguished 
resident  of  Philadelphia",  yet  she  cannot  be  served  in  many  of  the  public 
restaurants  of  her  home  city  even  after  it  has  declared  her  to  be  its 
first  citizen,  nor  may  she  spend  the  night  in  any  "good"  hotel  in 
America.  Quoting  Dr.  Edwin  Embree  in  his  book  entitled  "American 
Negroes",  "With  our  right  hand,  we  raise  to  high  places  the  great  who 
have  dark  skins,  and  with  our  left,  we  slap  them  down  to  'Keep  them 
in  their  Place'."    We  still  think  of  them  in  terms  of  servants.

As  to  that  ether  Minority  group  it  behooves  us  to  stop  and  think 
of  a  statement  by  Israel  Zangwill,  a  prominent  English  Jew,  who 
declared:  "Had  Christians  treated  us  with  Christliness,  there  would  not 
be  a  single  Jew  in  Europe,  they  would  all  be  disciples  of  the  Nazarene." 

Christian  Citizenship,  Area  No.  5.  I  have  seen  no  more  pathetic 
picture  than  one  of  a  group  of  refugees  from  war-torn  lands  standing 
with  all  their  possesions  in  bundles  on  their  backs,  against  the  ship  rail 
as  they  entereed  New  York  harbor,  straining  their  eyes  to  see  the 
Statue  of  Liberty  which  bears  the  words 

"Give  me  your  tired,  your  poor, 
Your  huddled  masses  yearning  to  breathe  free 
The  wretched  refuse  of  your  teeming  shore. 
Send  these,  the  homeless,  tempest-tossed  to  me, 
I  lift  my  lamp  beside  the  golden  door." 

And  their  efforts  to  become  citizens  of  this  country,  efforts  that  would 
appall  many  of  us  who  have  obtained  that  right  only  by  being  born 
here. 

But  United  States  Citizenship  and  Christian  Citizenship  are  not 
always  one  and  the  same.  It  is  only  as  we  realize  the  importance  of 
political  obligation  that  we  function  as  Christian  Citizens.  Abraham 
Lincoln  long  ago  said  "While  the  people  retain  their  virtue  and  vigi- 
lance, no  administration  by  any  extreme  of  wickedness  or  folly  can 
seriously  injure  the  government."  It  follows  then  that  it  is  futile  to 
complain  at  the  government  while  we  leave  it  all  to  somebody  else. 

In  Area  No.  6.  Alcohol  and  Other  Narcotics,  there  is  much  that 
needs  to  be  done  both  in  personal  habits  of  church  members,  and  in 
the  creation  of  a  public  sentiment  that  would  outlaw  all  such  traffic. 
A  Russian  psychologist,  who  was  also  a  medical  doctor,  and  so  had  a 
practical  as  well  as  a  theoretical  knowledge  of  human  nature,  was  once 
asked  what  he  thought  the  chief  defects  of  human  nature.  "I  can  tell 
you  the  worst  three,"  he  said,  "Selfishness,  Selfishness,  Selfishness," 
and  that  Personal,  State  and  National  just  about  anwers  the  question 
as  to  why  we  have  the  Alcohol  and  Narcotic  problem. 

The  Christian  Family,  Area  No.  7,  is  the  foundation  of  a  Christian 
world,  and  the  church  has  a  distinctive  function  in  helping  families  to 
start  out  on  a  Christian  basis,  providing  family  guidance,  enriching 
family  life,  and  championing  family  rights.  May,  is  Christian  Family 
Month,  May  2-9  is  Christian  Family  Week,  let  us  make  the  month 
count  as  never  before  for  the   Christian   Family. 

And  now  in  closing  may  I  express  my  gratitude  to  every  local  and 
District  Secretary  in  this  Department  of  our  Conference,  and  also  to 
the  District  Corresponding  Secretaries  who  have  carried  on  so  splendidly 
toward  bringing  about  in  our  midst  the  abundant  life  which  Christ 
came  to  bring. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRIS- 
TIAN SOCIAL  RELATIONS  AND  LOCAL 
CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 

I.  GENERAL 
We  recommend: 

That  the  Conference  Society  supplement  the  $10.00  subsidy  from 
the  Division,  for  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  to  attend  the  School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska. 

II.   THE   CHURCH   AND   THE   PRESENT   EMERGENCY 
The  following  suggestions  are  made  for  our  guidance  in  the  emer- 
gency which  our  nation  faces. 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  since  we  are  limited  in  time,  physical  strength  and  financial 
resources,  and  these  limitations  require  selection  among  the  multi- 
tude of  worthy  calls  that  crowd  each  day,  we  urge  our  women 
to  keep  the  needs  and  service  of  the  church  central  in  their  think- 
ing and  in  the  budgeting  of  their  time,  effort  and  financial 
resources. 

2.  That  we  cooperate  with  the  government  in  the  establishment  of 
nurseries  and  nursery  schools  for  the  children  of  women  working 
in  defense  industries. 

III.   SOCIAL  ACTION 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  we  work  toward  the  recognition  of  Negroes  on  the  basis 
of  ability  and  that  we  strive  toward  the  following  goals : 

a.  Larger  opportunities  for  training  doctors  and  nurses. 

b.  Improved   hospitalization   and   recreation   facilities. 

c.  Justice  in  the  courts ;  better  police  protection. 

d.  Larger  use  of  Negroes  on  war  emergency  boards,  on  juries, 
and  as  policemen. 

e.  Employment  of  Negroes  as  skilled  workmen,  especially  in  de- 
fense work. 

2.  That  we  cooperate  with  the  probation  officer  and  juvenile  court 
judge,   especially  in   cases   of   delinquent   girls  in   defense   areas. 

3.  That  we  make  a  concerted  effort  to  keep  the  Farm  Security 
Administration,  by  advising  our  Congressmen  of  our  deep  interest. 

IV.  LEGISLATION 

We  recommend  that  we  support: 

1.  Bill  S.  281  that  provides  for  the  extension  of  old-age  and  survivors 

insurance  of  the  Social  Security  Act  to  domestic  and  agricultural 
workers  and  employees  in  non-profit  organizations. 

2.  The  proposal  for  a  Congressional  Committee  on  American  Peace 
Aims. 
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3.  Federal  Aid  to  Education. 

4.  Federal  legislation  for  the  repeal  of  the  poll-tax  as  a  prerequisite 
for  voting. 

5.  Federal  and  State  legislation  against  the  sale  of  alcoholic  bev- 
erages. 

V.   AREAS   OF   STUDY 
We    recommend : 

That  we  continue  to  study  in  the  following  Areas. 

1.  The   approved  course   on   "Planning  for   Peace." 

2.  Crime  and  delinquency,  conditions  in  jails,  prisons  and  correc- 
tive institutions. 

3.  Christian    Citizenship. 

4.  Consumer   Education. 

5.  Alcohol  and  Other  Narcotics. 

6.  Educational  program   for  parents. 

VI.  INTERRACIAL  COOPERATION 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  we  again  cooperate  in  providing  study  grants  from  local 
societies  for  Negro  leaders  desiring  to  attend  the  School  for 
Christian  Workers  at  Hanes  Institutional  Church,  Winston-Salem 
July    5-10,    1943.      (Registration    $1.00,    Room    and    Board    $3.50, 

Text   aproximtely   $1.00.) 

2.  That  we  invite  the  leaders  whom  we  send  to  this  school  to  come 
to  our  societies  afterward  and  give  their  impressions  of  the 
School.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  MISSIONARY  EDUCATION 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne 

Last  summer,  at  Junaluska,  I  attended  a  dinner  given  by  Mrs.  Helen 
Bourne  of  New  York  and  Mrs.  D.  R.  Little  of  Georgia,  honoring  the  16 
Conference  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  in  the  Southeastern 
Jurisdiction.  Mrs.  Little,  Missionary  Secretary  of  our  Jurisdiction  in- 
troduced the  Conference  Secretaries.  When  she  called  my  name  she 
said  "She  is  from  Western  North  Carolina  and  her  Conference  leads 
all  of  Methodism  in  number  of  study  classes  and  women  attending." 
I  was  very  proud  of  this,  not  for  myself  but  for  you.  It  was  your 
record  and  you  richly  deserved  the  compliment.  I  was  highly  honored 
to  be  your  leader.  That  was  for  your  work  in  1941.  Your  record  for 
1942  still  keeps  you  on  the  top  rung  of  the  ladder.  Today  you  are  still 
"it", — again  leading  all  of  Methodism  in  the  work  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation. 

The    year    1942    was    a    "traveling   year"    for    me.     I    attended    the 
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Executive  Meeting  at  Sunny  Acres,  Annual  Conference,  five  District 
Conferences,  the  Pastors'  School  at  Duke,  the  Assembly  at  Columbus, 
Ohio,  the  School  of  Missions  at  Junaluska  and  held  eleven  Educational 
Seminars  in  the  districts.  Besides  that,  I  taught  many  classes  in  cities, 
towns  and  rural  communities — altogether  spending  nearly  five  months 
•'on  the  road."    It  was  a  very  busy  but  a  happy  year  for  me. 

In  a  letter  I  sent  out  in  February,  I  urged  you  to  attend  the  Pastors' 
School  at  Duke  but  since  then  it  has  been  decided  that  the  Pastors' 
School  will  be  held  at  Greensboro.  Last  year  our  attendance  and  record 
was  fine  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  some  day  we  may  have  the  privilege 
of  resuming  our  training  classes  again. 

We  have  other  places  though  where  we  can  get  training  this  sum- 
mer— at  Scarritt  and  at  Junaluska.  At  Scarritt  there  will  be  two 
short  term  courses  on  Principles  and  Methods  of  Missionary  Education, 
using  our  new  courses  for  next  year  as  a  demonstration.  The  first 
course  will  be  from  June  8-24.    The  second  from  June  24-July  14. 

At  Junaluska,  July  26-August  3,  during  the  School  of  Missions  three 
of  our  new  study  courses  will  be  taught.    The  names  of  the  studies  are: 

The  Church  and  America's  People 

Christian  Ventures  in  Learning  and  Living 

The  Problem  of  Suffering   (Bible  Study) 

I  cannot  yet  announce  whether  we  will  have  our  Educational  Sem- 
inars in  September  but  you  will  hear  from  me  later  concerning  them. 
Last  year  for  the  first  time  they  were  held  in  every  district  and  the 
attendance  was  fine — about  1700  women  being  present. 

Now  comes  those  statistics. 

Waynesville,  Gastonia,  and  Statesville  tied  for  first  place  on  the 
Honor  Roll — each  having  18  societies  that  studied  three  courses.  The 
honor  though  should  really  go  to  Waynesville  for  her  18  represented 
about  half  of  all  the  societies  in  the  district.

Altogether,  within  the  Conference  there  were  1,145  classes,  with 
19,385   women   attending. 

There  were  reported  163  Reading  Circles  and  173  libraries.  If  on 
account  of  present  conditions,  you  find  it  utterly  impossible  to  have 
a  class,  then  by  all  means,  have  a  Reading  Circle.  The  women  can, 
at  least,  get  missionary  information  this   way. 

It  has  been  said  that  a  person's  character  represents  the  sum  total 
of  all  the  obstacles  he  has  overcome.  The  future  holds  many  obstacles 
for  you  and  me  in  our  study  work,  but  these  things  we  must  overcome 
if  we  expect  to  develop  in  Christian  character  and  carry  on  God's 
work.  You  have  not  failed  in  the  past,  you  will  not  fail  in  the  future. 
Giving  unstintedly  of  our  time,  we  will  continue  to  study  and  work 
so  that  we  may  have  the  privilege  of  passing  on  to  oncoming  generations 
a  better  world  in  which  to  live,  a  world  that  loves  and  serves  both  God 
and  man. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  MISSIONARY  EDUCATION 
AND  SERVICE 

The  Committee  recommends : 

1.  That  we  will  continue  to  have  as  our  objective  at  least  one  study 
class  in  every  society,  working  toward  one  each  quarter. 

2.  That  the  Study  Leaders  Meetings  be  held  again  in  September 
and  that  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  in  each  society 
will  make  a  real  effort  to  be  present.

REPORT  OF  TREASURER 

A  treasurer's  annual  report  is  very  difficult  to  make  in  such  a  way 
that  it  will  be  interesting  to  the  audience.  If  it  is  an  oral  report,  lack 
of  time  in  which  to  tell  (12  minutes  I  have  been  allotted),  or  want  of 
patience  on  the  part  of  the  listeners,  requires  that  any  account  of  the 
work  must  be  condensed;  and  when  it  is  to  be  printed,  the  space  which 
can  be  devoted  to  it  is  limited.  Many  interesting  items  must  be  left 
out.  We  must  lose  detail  and  color,  and  give  only  facts  and  figures. 
Even  these  must  be  sorted  over,  picking  some  for  inclusion  and  others 
for  deletion. 

The  total  amount  sent  in  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  for  the 
year  1942  was  $70,734.30.  This  includes  the  refund  of  $400.00  from  a 
scholarship  at  Sue  Bennett  College,  $15.75  from  sale  of  History  of 
Woman's  Missionary  Society,  and  $7.00  to  replace  lost  Life  Membership 
pins.  No  more  of  these  may  be  replaced  while  the  present  shortage  of 
the  precious  metals  used  in  their  manufacture  exists.  Reported  to  me 
for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  was  $49,- 
403.48,  making  a  grand  total  on  my  books  of  $120,137.78.  These  figures 
for  local  do  not  agree  with  the  ones  reported  to  Conference  Sec.  C.S.R. 
and  L.C.A.,  hers  being  larger. 

The  Emergency  Fund,  to  make  up  a  deficit  at  Headquarters,  was 
the  project  which  received  most  attention.  You  will  be  interested  to 
know  that  undirected  emergency  gifts  amounted  to  $3,338.78.  Enough 
more  was  directed  to  Life  Memberships  to  bring  the  total  to  $5,408.62. 
We  had  92  Adult  Life  Memberships,  and  22  Honorary  Baby  Member- 
ships. The  Conference  presented  an  Honorai-y  Life  Membership  to 
Bishop  Clare  Purcell.  A  list  of  all  these  by  districts  has  been  prepared 
for  the  Annual  Report  of  this  meeting.  It  is  possible  some  women 
have  not  yet  received  their  pins.  If  so,  have  patience  and  you  will 
surely  get  them  as  fast  as  they  can  be  secured  by  Headquarters. 

The  women  who  are  officially  in  charge  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guilds,  Student  Fund,  Methodist  Youth,  and  Children,  and  also  for 
Supplies,  will  bring  you  the  figures  for  these.  All  districts  exceeded 
their  pledges   for   1942   exclusive   of  the   extra   offering  for   emergency. 

The  total  amount  sent  to  the  Division  Treasurer  was  $66,483.84. 
My  financial  statement,  together  with  a  tabulated  record  of  receipts, 
will  be  printed  in  the  Annual  Report.  It  shows  that  we  closed  the  year 
with  balances  in  Treasury  for  Cultivation  Fund — $2,214.43,  Sue  Ben- 
nett Scholarship  $200.00,  and  Cash  Supplies — $76.39.  During  the  year 
I  handled  approximately  3,500  remittances,  about  800  more  than  was 
necessary  if  each  society  had  sent  only  one  report  for  a  quarter.  Do 
it  that  way  hereafter.  Much  extra  corespondence  was  required  because 
of  the   emergency  gifts  and  life  memberships. 

With  the  close  of  this  first  quarter  of  1943,  I  sever  my  official  con- 
nection with  the  Conference  Society.  Reports  for  this  quarter  are  now 
due,  and  if  any  society  haa  not  sent  in  one,  I  trust  its  representative 
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here  will  see  that  it  is  done  immediately  on  her  return  home.  I  have 
had  a  long  term  of  service,  and  I  feel  I  must  say  to  you  women,  and 
to  many  who  have  worked  with  me  in  earlier  years,  that  I  deeply 
appreciate  the  confidence  you  have  reposed  in  me  by  entrusting  to  me 
without  question  the  funds,  sometimes  raised  with  much  labor  and 
difficulty.    I  have  tried  to  be  a  faithful  steward.    Now 

"Others  shall  sing  the  song,  others  shall  right  the  wrong; 

Finish  what  I  begin,  and  all  I  fail  or  win. 

What  matter,  I  or  they,  mine  or  another's  day, 

So  the  right  word  be  said,  and  life  the  sweeter  made?" 

I  bespeak  for  my  successor  an  even  greater  degree  of  co-operation 
•;han  you  have  accorded  to  me.

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

We  are  already  well  into  the  new  year,  but  still  must  offer  plans 
for  guidance.  Final  plans  of  organization  and  of  execution,  are  still 
in  a  formative  state  in  the  Woman's  Division,  and  it  is  necessary  from 
time  to  time  to  alter  former  pronouncements.  Some  important  changes 
in  handling  funds  have  been  made.  In  reports  of  conferences  to  the 
Division  Treasurer,  only  funds  from  Adult  Societies  and  Wesleyan 
Service  Guilds  are  to  be  credited  on  pledges.  Items  which  are  credited 
on  pledges  are  as  follows:  Pledges  to  Missions,  Special  Missionary 
Projects  (including  Scholarships),  Special  Memberships  (Life  and  Hon- 
orary), Memorials  and  Conference  Work. 

Funds  received  from  Students,  Young  Women  and  Girls,  and  Chil- 
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dren  are  credited  on  appropriations,  but  not  on  pledge.  No  credit  is 
given  on  either  pledge  or  appropriations  for  Week  of  Prayer  Offering 
or  Cash  Supplies. 

The  Conference  Pledge  includes  payments  for  Week  of  Prayer,  and 
Cash  Supplies  as  well  as  the  offerings  for  Student  Work,  Methodist 
Youth,   and   Children. 

Cash  for  Supplies  should  be  turned  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  local 
society  to  be  sent  by  her  with  her  quarterly  report  to  the  Conference 
Treasurer.  In  cases  of  emergency  gifts  for  needy  ministers,  the  money 
may  be  sent  at  any  time  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  who  will  handle 
it  at  once,  in  order  that  the  beneficiary  may  receive  it  promptly. 

Amounts  RAISED  for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  should  be  reported  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  only  on 
Fourth  Quarter  report,  and  then  for  the  entire  year. 

No  blanks  for  reports  of  treasurers  are  provided,  except  that  they 
are  included  in  "The  Treasurer's  Record  and  Report  Book,"  which  is 
to  be  ordered  from  Literature  Headquarters. 

Treasurers  of  local  societies  should  realize  that  they  are  the  cus- 
todians of  the  "KEY  TO  THE  BANK".  They  should  co-operate  in  all 
phases  of  Stewardship  education,  inculcating  the  five  principles  of 
Christian  Giving — Systematically,  Proportionately,  Generously,  Cheer- 
fully, Sacrificially.  If  these  plans  are  followed  it  will  be  easy  to  make 
the  quarterly  remittances  to  Conference  Treasurer  one-fourth  of  pledges 
March  31,  June  30,  September  30,  and  December  31,  mark  the  close  of 
the  quarters,  and  all  reports  should  be  mailed  on  those  dates. 

The  Western  N.  C.  Conference  pledge  to  the  Division  through  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction  shall  be  $53,750.00.  This  amount  is  for 
Adults  and  Wesleyan   Service   Guilds. 

The  Conference  pledge  for  total  receipts  shall  be  $61,750.00,  and 
shall  b^  apportioned  to  the  eleven  districts  as  follows :

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REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY 

Mrs.  A.  L.  Thompson 

In  spite  of  darkening  clouds  of  war  that  lowered  o'er  the  year  1942, 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  held  high  its  banner  not  to  be 
furled  by  an  un-Christian  breeze  or  current,  so  the  march  has  been  for- 
ward in  all  lines  of  work,  with  interest  keener,  courage  stronger,  faith 
deeper  and  prayers  broader. 

At  the  close  of  another  year  we  come  to  render  an  account  of  our 
stewardship.  The  figures  compiled  on  report  blanks  are  after  all  a 
most  inadequate  indication  of  what  has  been  accomplished  but  they 
are  the  tangible  thermometer  by  which  we  gauge  the  sum  total  of  our 
physical,  mental  and  spiritual  striving. 

This  is  not  a  report  covering  Conference  Officers  nor  District  Secre- 
taries alone,  but  of  each  member  in  every  society,  zone  and  district 
upon  whose  stewardship  of  service,  time  and  money,  is  dependent  the 
type  of  report  it  is  possible  to  make  for  the  Conference  as  a  whole. 

No  doubt  the  success  of  the  year  is  largely  due  to  the  district 
organization  which  is  beginning  to  recognize  its  duty  and  opportunity 
of  service  open  to  a  greater  number  cf  active  worker:  in  districts  and 
zones.  Thus  to  the  key  women,  the  District  Corresponding  Secretaries, 
we  pay  a  tribute  of  appreciation  and  commendation,  for  only  women 
with  a  missionary  spirit  and  deep  consecration  would  give  so  gen- 
erously of  their  talents  and  efforts  to  an  office  requiring  so  much  real 
hard  work  and  sacrifice.  They  have  been  indefatigable  in  their  efforts, 
helping  in  district  and  zone  meetings,  speaking  at  District  Ministerial 
Meetings,  Officer's  Training  Days,  participating  in  Week  of  Prayer 
services,  keeping  in  contact  with  societies  by  visits,  quarterly  letters, 
cards    and   telephone. 

Six  district  corresponding  secretaries,  three  district  presidents  and 
five  Conference  officers  attended  the  First  Assembly  of  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Methodist  Church  held  in  Columbus, 
Ohio,  in  May,  where  over  three  thousand  delegates  were  registered,  the 
largest  gathering  of  Methodist  women  in  the  history  of  Methodism. 
(Report  of  this  Assembly  will  be  found  in  the  Conference  Minutes.) 

Our  Conference  during  this  year  has  had  the  benefit  of  a  field 
worker,  Mrs.  C.  B.  Dawsey,  Jr.,  who  has  been  rendering  valuable  service 
to  young  people  and  in  other  lines  of  activity  in  the  Elkin  District,  as 
well  as  covering  the  entire  Conference,  participating  in  Missionary 
Education    Seminars. 

Organization.  At  the  close  of  1942  records  show  676  societies,  15 
new  societies,  5  societies  disbanded,  503  new  members  gained,  giving 
a  total  membership  of  21,024.  Eight  districts  with  a  society  on  every 
charge.  Three  districts  working  toward  this  goal.  243  churches  reported 
unorganized. 
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Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  The  W.  S.  Guild  shows  the  vitality  of  its 
4-fold  program  by  gaining  31  new  Guild  units  during  the  year  and 
adding  61  new  members,  totaling  a  membership  of  1,724  employed 
women. 

Student  Work.  The  report  of  Student  Work  has  been  most  encourag- 
ing with  162  Student  Secretaries,  with  30  churches  near  a  college 
campus.  Some  of  the  outstanding  activities  carried  on  were  encourag- 
ing affiliated  membership  with  the  church,  promoting  Student  Recogni- 
tion Day,  sending  Testaments,  "Upper  Room",  "Strength  for  Service" 
and  periodicals  to  students  in  camp  and  defense  work. 

Young  Women  and  Girl's  Work.  Number  of  Young  women  and  Girl's 
secretaries  168,  35  percent  over  the  previous  year,  87  Girl's  Interest 
Groups  with  an  enrollment  of  857.  43  Groups  studied  "Channels  of 
Action". 

Children's  Work.  There  comes  a  most  interesting  report  of  Chil- 
dren's Work  from  269  active  secretaries.  150  additional  Mission  Study 
sessions  were  held  with  an  enrollment  of  4,760  Primaries  and  4.936 
Juniors.  60  churches  have  a  Council  of  Children's  Workers  that  meet 
regularly. 

Spiritual  Life.  438  Spiritual  Life  Chairmen  were  active  in  Zone 
and  District  Retreats,  Special  Days  of  Prayer,  Cottage  Prayer  Meetings, 
visiting  institutions  and  administering  to  "Shut  Ins". 

Mission  Study.  1,145  Mission  Study  Classes  were  conducted  with 
19,385  members  participating.  175  classes  met  Jurisdiction  require- 
ments.   163   Reading  Circles  were  inaugurated. 

Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities.  In  the  De- 
partment C.S.R.  work  comes  a  very  fine  report  of  $62,933.00  spent  in 
improvement  of  parsonages  and  in  federated  groups  co-operating  in 
interracial  projects,  equipping  kindergarten  in  negro  church,  paying  for 
instruction  and  lunches,  holding  Week  of  Prayer  Services  with  negro 
group,  sending  51  colored  leaders  to  the  Leadership  Training  School 
in  Winston,  helping  in  negro  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  donating  milk 
to  undernourished  children,  compiling  neighborhood  news  bulletins  and 
sending  them  to  soldiers,  cooperating  with  State  and  National  Agencies 
in  promoting  the  work  in  general. 

Supplies.  Activities  in  the  line  of  Supplies  has  been  most  gratify- 
ing. Contributions  were  made  to  Home  and  Foreign  Institutions,  needy 
ministers  as  well  as  a  new  project  which  was  undertaken  and  met 
generously.    Total  amount  contributed  for  Supplies  was  $3,131.58. 

Literature  for  Programs.  The  program  material,  including  the  pro- 
gram book,  worship  services  and  pamphlets,  has  been  serving  its  pur- 
pose and  ordered  by  the  societies  from  Literature  Headquarters.  This 
year  the  theme:  "A  New  Earth  Wherein  Dwelleth  Righteousness", 
brings  the  message  that  Christianity  has  the  international  tie  that  will 
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bind  nations  together  in  midst  of  war  and  has  good  news  for  a  world 
that  desperately  needs  it. 

Publications.  We  get  our  information  through  our  publications.  The 
Methodist  Woman  has  a  circulation  of  3,058,  The  World  Outlook  3,197 
subscribers.  Statesville  District  led  in  the  number  of  societies  having 
"Every  Officer  a  Subscriber."  Societies  are  urged  to  take  the  North 
Carolina  Christian  Advocate,  our  church  paper,  which  carries  a  page 
for  our  Conference  activities.  Items  of  outstanding  work  in  your  society 
should  be  reported  to  our  editor,  Mrs.  W.  R.  Harris,  who  is  ever  ready 
to  serve  through  publications  on  this  page. 

Week  of  Prayer.  282  societies  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer  and 
Self-Denial  with  an   offering  amounting  to   $3,356.02. 

Institutions.  The  institutions  within  the  bounds  of  our  Conference 
are  a  great  source  of  inspiration.  The  Bethlehem  Centers  in  Charlotte 
and  Winston  are  doin^  a  splendid  work  and  receiving  cooperation  from 
our  churches  as  well  as  clubs  in  the  cities  in  which  they  are  located. 

The  doors  at  Sunny  Acres  are  open  to  various  groups  of  Young 
People,  Conference  leaders,  district,  sub-district  and  church  groups,  also 
college  students,  all  coming  to  this  haven  for  quiet,  restful  spiritual 
planning  for  Prayer  Retreats,  conferences  and  committee  meetings. 

Life  Members.  One  Honorary  Life  membership,  92  adult  life  mem- 
berships and  22  memberships  for  children  were  given. 

Efficiency  Aims.  Our  Conference  led  all  conferences  in  the  South- 
eastern Jurisdiction  in  attaining  the  Efficiency  Aims  and  reporting  num- 
ber observing  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial.  41  Societies  met  the 
ten  point  requirements  and  210  met  the  requirements  in  part.  This 
year  in  place  of  Efficiency  Aims  we  will  have  the  "Seven  Keys  to 
Progress".    Each  Society  is  urged  to  possess  and  use  these  Seven  Keys. 

Finances.  All  financial  obligations  were  met  by  the  Conference  with 
every  district  paying  over  its  pledge  for  1942.  A  hearty  response  was 
given  to  the  call  from  the  Division  to  help  in  the  financial  deficit  and 
an  Emergency  Fund  of  $5,408.62  was  contributed.  Total  gift  to  Missions 
from  the  local  societies  amounted  to  $66,463.34. 

As  we  go  forward  this  year  may  it  be  with  ever  increasing  faith 
and  a  new  type  of  courage  to  give  ourselves  and  all  that  we  have  in 
helping  to  make  "A  New  World  Wherein  Dwelleth  Righteousness." 

RECOMMENDATION    FOR   ORGANIZATION   AND   PROMOTION 

I.    We  recommend :   For  Membership 

That  the  value  and  obligation  of  membership  be  emphasized  in 
attractive  ways,  publicly  and  privately,  calling  attention  par- 
ticularly to : 

The  close  contact  members  have  with  important  world  events. 
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The   clear   channel   cpen   for   service   now   and   in   post-war 

rebuilding. 
The  pressing  need  for  workers  with  missionary  passion. 
That   constant  week  by   week   effort  be   made   to   meet  the 

needs  of  shifting  population. 
Use    of   transfer   membership    cards    as    an    aid    in   keeping 

members  connected  with  organzation. 
That  the  goal  for  our  Conference  for  1943  be  a  society  on 
every  charge. 

II.    "We  recommend :    For  Promotion 

That  the  widest  use  be  made  of  new  gcals  "The   Seven  Keys 
to  Progress"  with  the  supplementary  leaflet  and  chart. 

That  district  officers  lock  closely  into  district  and  zone 
organization,  re-zoning  where  necesasry  to  meet  trans- 
portation difficulties,  and  for  best  use  of  available  modes 
of   travel. 

That  more  news,  information  and  suggestions  go  by  per- 
sonal letter  and  bulletins  into  all  and  the  most  remote 
churches  and  include  pastors  of  churches  where  there 
is  no  society. 

That  our  District  and  Local  Societies  send,  as  an  aid  to 
promotion,  the  secretaries  of  Young  Women  and  Girls, 
Student  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Secretaries,  to  the 
School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska. 

III.    We  recommend:   For  Finance 

Because  of  the  pressing  need  for  greater  giving: 

That  each  local  Society  increase  its  pledge  5%,  or  more. 
That  membership  obligation  be  emphasized,  bringing  to  at- 
tention that  membership  is  a  continuing  relationship; 
that  members  are  to  sign  each  year  the  membership 
pledge  card  which  points  out  the  three-fold  obligation  of 
prayer,  service  and  an  annual  pledge  or  contribution  of 
money  to  the  total  budget. 

That  in  local  Woman's  Societies  of  Christian  Service  where 
it  is  customary  to  pay  only  the  amount  pledged  to  the 
Conference  Treasurer,  and  retain  any  surplus  over  the 
pledge  in  the  local  treasury,  it  is  strongly  urged  that  a 
fair  division  of  this  surplus  be  made,  sending  at  least 
50%  to  the  Conference  Treasurer.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  WESLEYAN  SERVICE 

GUILD  THIRD  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  W.  S.  C.  S. 

WESTERN  NORTH  CAROLINA  CONFERENCE 

"It  is  significant  that  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  was  bcrn  indi- 
rectly of  course,  of  the  last  World  War,  and  becomes  more  so  now  that 
we  find  ourselves  in  the  midst  of  a  second  world  conflict.  It  is  quite 
easy  to  visualize  the  part  the  present  world  conditions  are  playing, 
what  with  women  going  into  public  services  as  never  before  in  history." 
In  the  December,  1942,  Labor  Information  Bulletin  was  this  statement, 
"Before  Pearl  Harbor  about  one  in  100  wage  earners  was  a  woman; 
today    one    in    10    is." 

Here  is  a  great  opportunity  for  the  church  through  its  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild.  We  want  to  be  ever  alert  and  active  in  bringing  these 
women  into  our  fold,  lest  other  clubs  and  types  of  organizations  precede 
the  church  in  capitalizing  this  potential  material,  as  is  too  often  the 
case. 

We  want  you  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  to  realize 
that  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  gives  to  employed  women  their  own 
channel  for  fellowship  and  missionary  service  so  long  enjoyed  by  other 
church  women.  We  want  to  "sell"  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  to  you 
so  that  you  as  key  women  in  your  Societies  may  go  back  and  help  to 
organize  a  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  for  those  employed  women  who  are 
not  now  an   active  member  of  a   missionary  organization. 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  a  part  of  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service  just  as  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  is  a  part  of  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service.  The  W.  S.  G.  is  for  employed  women; 
the  W.  S.  C.  S.  for  those  not  employed.  The  unit  of  the  W.  S.  G.  in 
the  local  church  is  a  separate  organization  with  its  own  officers,  meet- 
ings, program,  and  budget,  but  there  is  close  cooperation  between  the 
W.  S.  C.  S.  and  the  Guild.  The  president  and  treasurer  of  the  Guild 
are  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  The  Guild 
uses  the  same  material,  the  same  study  books,  and  supports  projects 
within  the  appropriations  of  the  Woman's  Division  that  are  particularly 
interesting  to   employed  women. 

Any  employed  woman  may  become  a  member  of  the  Guild  through 
the  contribution  of  prayer,  service,  and  money  to  help  carry  on  the 
eight  Guild  projects  or  other  projects  of  the  Woman's  Division  and 
the  work  of  C.  S.  R.  &  L.  C.  A. 

The  aim  of  the  Guild  is  to  help  bring  in  the  kingdom  of  God  on 
earth.    The  Guild  carries  on  its  work  in  a  four-fold  program: 

1.  Enrichment  of  Spiritual  Life.  Seeks  to  deepen  the  spiritual  life 
of  Guild  members  and  to  promote  group  worship  through  the  study 
of  the  Bible  and  use  of  devotional  literature.

2.  Practice  of  World  Brotherhood.  By  studying  the  people  in  various 
countries  of  the  world,  the  members  learn  to  appreciate  those  conditions 
under  which  they  live.  This  makes  them  more  anxious  to  contribute 
generously  to  Guild  projects  or  other  projects  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

3.  Promotion  of  C.  S.  R.  &  L.  C.  A.  As  indicated  by  the  name  this  is 
two-fold.  To  a  number  of  Guild  members,  it  offers  opportunity  to 
carry  something  from  their  vocational  training  and  experience,  while 
to  others  it  opens  up  new  lines  of  interest  through  its  seven  fields  of 
study  and  social   action. 

4.  The  highest  use  of  leisure.  Special  recreational  features  are 
planned  by  a  committee  at  each  regular  meeting.  Every  employed 
woman  must  have  some  relaxation  outside  of  the  strenuous  working 
hours  so  this  committee  often  makes  suggestions  for  their  leisure  time — 
interesting  books  to  read,  movies  worth  their  time  to  attend,  concerts, 
or  other  entertainments.  Dr.  Leslie  M.  Weatherhead,  in  the  Christian 
Century  says,  "If  people  are  worked  too  hard,  the  few  houi's  of  leisure 
they  do  have  find  them  exhausted  not  only  physically,  but  emotionally 
also.  Then  they  cannot  use  their  leisure  in  creative  activity.  They  are 
too  tired  for  music,  art,  literature,  let  alone  worship.  They  take  their 
pleasure  from  those  sources  which  demand  least  from  them.  This  is 
thoroughly  bad  because  such  a  use  of  leisure  does  not  refresh  the  mind 
anything  like  the  way  in  which  it  is  refreshed  by  creative  activity  .  .  . 
The  church  then  must  not  only  fight  against  bad  industrial  conditions 
and  the  over-strain  of  the  workers,  but  ought  to  be  ready  to  offer, 
wherever  necessary,  facilities  for  the  most  creative  use  of  leisure  .  .  . 
The  church  of  the  future  will  meet  the  new  age  only  if  she  has  a  relevant 
word  to  say  on  the  whole  problem  of  leisure."  And  this  is  what  this 
committee  is  trying  to  do.  In  some  units  this  committee  is  cooperating 
with  churches  in  the  community  to  help  in  such  a  program. 

In  the  table  below  is  the  record  of  the  W.  S.  G.  in  our  Conference. 
Many  reports  were  not  received  on  time  and  are  not  included.  Does 
this  give  you  some  idea  of  the  possibilities  of  our  organization  if  all 
employed  women  were  members  of  the  W.  S.  G.?

Last  year  we  accepted  as  our  Pledge  $4,000.00.  We  are  thankful  that 
we  overpaid  this  amount.  It  is  our  belief  that  through  confusion  about 
the  channeling  of  Guild  funds,  the  Guild  did  not  receive  credit  for  all 
money  sent  in  for  Guild  projects,  other  mission  projects,  Emergency 
Offerings,  or  Week  of  Prayer.  As  stated  in  the  beginning,  the  W.  S.  G. 
is  a  separate  organization  with  its  own  officers,  membership,  meetings, 
program,  and  budget  (separate  and  apart  from  the  budget  of  the 
W.  C.  S.  C).  The  treasurer  of  the  local  unit  of  the  W.  S.  G.  has  a  report 
blank  which  she  fills  out  and  gives  to  the  treasurer  of  the  local  W.  S. 
C.  S.  with  her  money.  On  this  blank  (yellow)  the  unit  treasurer  indi- 
cates how  the  money  is  to  be  credited — so  much  for  one  or  more  of 
the  eight  Guild  projects,  or  some  other  mission  project,  cash  supplies 
for  mission  projects,  subscriptions  for  International  Journal  of  Religious 
Education  (for  Missionaries)  or  for  the  Cultivation  Fund.  The  treas- 
urer of  the  local  W.  S.  C.  S.  should  send  the  money  as  designated  by 
the  local  unit,  with  the  report  blank  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society 
treasurer.  The  Conference  treasurer  sends  the  money  as  designated  by 
the  local  unit  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  C.  S.  The 
Guild  budget  is  not  a  part  of  the  budget  of  the  local  W.  S.  C.  S.,  but 
is  included  in  the  pastor's  annual  report  of  the  total  woman's  work 
in  the  local  church.  Let  me  urge  unit  treasurers  to  include  this  yellow 
blank  with  their  money  and  also  ask  that  W.  S.  C.  S.  treasurer  send  on 
this  yellow  report  blank  to  the  Conference  W.  S.  C.  S.  treasurer. 

In  addition  to  the  pledge  for  mission  projects,  each  unit  includes 
in  its  budget  an  amount  for  C.  S.  R.  &  L.  C.  A.  The  needs  of  the  local 
church  and  the  community  help  the  unit  to  determine  the  proper 
division  of  funds,  bearing  in  mind  the  needs  of  suffering  Christians 
in  other  parts  of  the  world  who  lack  food,  shelter,  and  other  necessities 
of  life.  Expenditures  for  C.  S.  R.  &  L.  C.  A.  are  voted  and  paid  by 
the  local  unit  and  do  not  go  into  the  hands  of  the  local  W.  S.  C.  S. 
unless  so  voted  by  the  unit.  Provision  is  made  for  reporting  the  amount 
spent  for  C.  S.  R.  &  L.  C.  A.  on  the  report  blank  though  no  money  for 
this  is  sent  with  blank,  unless  so  voted  by  the  unit. 

There  are  no  dues  in  the  W.  S.  G.  (unless  so  set  by  the  individual 
units)  but  there  is  a  Cultivation  Fund  of  25  cents  annually  which  each 
member  is  expected  to  pay  as  a  portion  of  her  gift  or  pledge  for  Guild 
work.  This  Cultivation  Fund  is  used  to  foster  the  growth  of  the  Guild 
and  is  divided  as  follows :  Ten  cents  to  be  kept  in  the  treasury  of  the 
local  unit  and  used  as  the  Executive  Committee  decides;  fifteen  cents 
to  be  sent  through  the  treasurer  cf  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  in  local  church  to 
Conference  Treasurer  to  be  used:  6  cents  by  District  Guild,  6  cents 
by  Conference  Guild,  3  cents  by  Jurisdiction  Guild.  In  many  units 
the  Guild  members  pledge  individually  as  each  is  able.  They  pledge 
to  a  unified  budget  which  includes  the  pledge  to  Guild  projects  or  other 
mission  projects  of  Woman's  Division  of  C.  S.,  a  pledge  for  C.  S.  R.  & 
L.  C.  A.,  and  the  25  cents  Cultivation  Fund. 

The  Guild  Executive  Committee  realizing  that  the  W.  S.  G.  must 
be  alert  to  the  new  employed  women  in  defense  areas  and  in  clerical 
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positions  in  camp  communities  requested  the  Woman's  Division  of  C.  S. 
for  a  worker  among  the  employed  women.  The  Committee  was  asked 
if  such  a  project  would  interfere  with  those  already  assumed  by  the 
Guild,  but  the  reply  was,  that  in  the  best  judgment  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  a  new  interest  so  vital  as  this  would  rekindle  the  concern 
for  other  Guild  projects,  and  consequently  increase  Guild  giving.  This 
worker  is  to  be  sent  into  typical  civilian  defense  areas  to  discover  how 
the  Guilds  can  help  lonely  defense  workers  and  tie  them  up  with  the 
churches.  From  her  experiences,  suggestions  will  be  made  to  Guilds 
in  other  areas.  Money  for  the  support  of  this  worker  will  be  indicated 
on  the  treasurer's  blank,  just  as  for  any  of  the  other  Guild  projects. 
In  order  to  meet  this  emergency,  and  at  the  same  time  take  care  of  the 
regular  Guild  projects,  the  Guild  must  increase  its  giving  in  1943.  May 
the  units  in  our  Conference  meet  this  Emergency  with  increased  giving. 

It  is  significant  of  the  growing  interest  in  the  W.  S.  G.  of  the  number 
of  units  represented  at  this  annual  meeting.  31  employed  women  asked 
for  "leave"  in  order  to  attend  this  three-day  meeting.  We  appreciate 
the  opportunity  of  being  a  part  of  this  delegated  body  and  may  we 
measure  up  in  the  highest  possible  way  to  our  responsibility  in  these 
days  when  one  out  of  every  ten  wage  earners  is  a  woman. 

In  closing,  may  I  repeat  the  Guild  purpose? 

"That  we  may  not  be  bound  by  prejudices  and  intolerance  of  any 
kind,  that  our  love  may  grow  toward  our  fellow  men  as  deep  and  broad 
as  we  desire  God's  love  to  be  toward  us;  that  peace  may  come  to  us 
all  through  the  consciousness  that  we  are  acting  upon  the  ideal  of  our 
love  of  God;  that  thanksgiving  for  all  blessing  may  be  a  natural 
expression  of  our  everyday  life."

RECOMMENDATIONS   FOR   WESLEYAN    SERVICE   GUILD 

We  endorse  the  recommendations  prepared  by  the  W.  S.  G.  Com- 
mittee in  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  and  have  selected  as  workable 
in  our  Conference  the  following,  with  others  from  our  Conference: 

Remembering  that  one  in  ten  wage  earners  is  a  woman, 

We   recommend : 

1.  That  each  unit  endeavor  to  organize  new   Guild   Units. 

2.  That  each  Guild  unit  in  the  Conference  make  an  earnest  effort  to 
have  a  10  per  cent  growth  in  membership  for  1943. 

3.  That  we  increase  our  gifts  to  mission  projects  ten  per  cent, 
realizing  the  increased  needs  of  the  present  day. 

4.  That  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  treasurers  make  use  of  the  blue 
sheet  of  instructions  in  making  out  reports  and  be  diligent  in  request- 
ing the  treasurer  of  the  local  W.  S.  C.  S.  to  forward  the  yellow  report 
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blank    with    the    Guild    payment    to    the    Conference    treasurer    of    the 

w.  s.  c.  s. 

5.  That  the  Conference  W.  S.  G.  Secretary  place  greater  stress  on 
the  Cultivation  Fund  and  its  proper  distribution,  and  be  alert  in  clari- 
fying the  method  of  handling  all   Guild  funds. 

6.  That  we  make  wider  use  of  the  1943  Guild  Handbook  and  the 
Guild  page  in  the  Methodist  Woman  each  month. 

7.  That  we  demonstrate  the  efficiency  of  gainfully  employed  women 
through   ACCURATE    AND    PROMPT   REPORTS. 

8.  That  each  unit  endeavor  to  have  a  representative  at  the  Guild 
Seminar  at  Lake  Junaluska  this  summer. 

9.  That  the  W.  S.  G.  strive  to  have  "every  officer  a  subscriber"  to 
the   Methodist  Woman   and   World   Outlook. 

10.  That  if  possible  the  W.  S.  G.  be  placed  on  the  Secretary  of 
Literature  and  Publications  mailing  list  in  order  to  receive  the  Week 
of  Prayer  Literature.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  RURAL  WORKER 

It  has  been  a  very  enjoyable  seven  months  of  working  with  you  in 
the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference.  Because  the  project  was  rela- 
tively new  to  both  of  us  the  work  has  gone  rather  slowly  at  times  and 
mistakes  have  been  made,  perhaps.  However,  I  feel  that  I  do  have  some- 
thing worthwhile  to  report  to  you — worthwhile  because  of  the  splendid 
cooperation  I  have  found  in  both  pastors  and  people.  Mrs.  Mason  L, 
Lillard,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Elkin  District  and  Dr.  A.  C. 
Gibbs,  District  Superintendent  of  the  Elkin  District  have  been  indis- 
pensable. 

The  work  at  Boone:  Made  personal  contacts  with  as  many  students 
as  possible,  urging  church  relationship;  made  talks  on  the  Appalachian 
State  Teachers  College  campus  on  several  occasions  at  chapel,  Y.W.C.A., 
and  Methodist  Club;  organized  a  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  in  the 
local  church  for  both  college  and  local  youth;  helped  to  set  up  a  file 
of  useful  materials  and  start  a  library;  trained  individual  officers  as 
best  I  could;  worked  with  them  on  detailed  plans  for  a  year's  program; 
made  plans  for  Interest  Group  of  girls  but  the  small  number  of  local 
girls  and  the  absence  of  leaders  made  this  attempt  in  vain;  worked  in 
any  capacity  suggested  in  the  Church  School;  assisted  with  special 
services  such  as  Christmas,  Week  of  Prayer,  etc.;  put  through  a  project 
which  secured  recreational  equipment  for  the  basement  of  the  church 
as  gifts  at  Christmas  from  individual  Church  School  groups;  worked 
with  the  local  Woman's   Society  of  Christian   Service  in  any  capacity 
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suggested;    taught   the   course   on   Latin   American    Circuit   and    Latin 
America  U.  S.  A. 

Miscellaneous  Activities  while  working  principally  in  Boone:  Spent 
four  weeks  in  Educational  Seminars  throughout  your  conference;  at- 
tended the  Conference  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  Council  meeting  at 
Sunny  Acres;  attended  the  Annual  Conference  in  Charlotte  (while  there 
I  resided  at  Bethlhem  Center  and  enjoyed  the  kind  hospitality  of  Miss 
Berkley)  ;  filled  Dr.  McClarty's  appointment  in  Friendship  Church 
and  used  the  opportunity  to  present  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  plans  were  made  to  organize  when  better  weather  reports  are 
heard;  corresponded  with  Rev.  Osborne  concerning  two  other  societies 
on  his  charge,  plans  are  made  to  organize  at  some  future  date;  corre- 
sponded with  Rev.  Nease  concerning  Tod  Circuit  as  a  possibility  for  a 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  he  expressed  hope  for  one  in 
the  future. 

Other  activties:  Boone  ville — one  week  with  five  nights  of  youth  ac- 
tivities, 18  present,  worked  cut  change  from  two  societies  to  one  society 
with  two  circles  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service;  led 
worship  in  Church   School. 

Yadkinville — led  worship  service,  organized  Youth  Fellowship,  dis- 
cussed children's  work  with  W.   S.   C.   S.  president. 

Center- — five  nights  of  youth  activities — 40  present,  met  with  W.  S. 
C.  S.  and  laid  plans  for  broadening  outlook  and  increasing  membership. 

Mitchell's  Chapel — five  nights  of  youth  activities  with  40  present; 
laid  definite  plans  for  organizing  W.  S.  C.  S.  with  two  circles. 

Elkin — talked  to  youth  at  Grassy  Creek,  led  devotional  at  Church 
School,  led  Vesper  Service,  gave  report  to  W.  S.  C.  S.,  went  to  Tri- 
County  sub-district  meeting  of  M.  Y.  F. 

Baltimore — five  nights  of  youth  activities,  organized  M.  Y.  F.,  two 
meetings  with  W.  S.  C.  S.,  taught  Latin  America  U.  S.  A.  and  Latin 
American  Circuit,  talked  at  regular  11:00  o'clock  hour  for  pastor.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  YOUNG  WOMEN'S 
AND  GIRLS'  WORK 

"To  live  clean  lives  following  the  highest  that  we  know; 

To  give  our  loyalty  and  service  through  The  Methodist  Church  of 
which  we  are  a  part,  working  with  others  that  she  may  more  per- 
fectly follow  the  Master  and  more  worthily  bless  mankind; 

To  hold  the   ideals   of  unselfish   service   ever  before  us,   striving  con- 
tinually for  human  betterment,  placing  the  welfare  of  others  above 
our  own: 
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And  in  simple  trust,  to  follow  Jesus  as  our  Saviour  and  Lord." 

This  is  our  purpose  through  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  of 
which  the  work  of  your  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work 
is   a   part. 

In  our  report  for  the  wear  1942,  we  have  cause  for  some  rejoicing 
and  ample  cause  for  sadness.  Let  me  give  you  the  good  news  first.  We 
feel  that  the  unified  plan  for  the  missionary  education  of  youth  is 
gaining  in  momentum,  however  slow  it  may  seem.  We  now  have  168 
secretaries  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  whereas  we  had  only 
107  last  year.  There  are  87  Interest  groups  in  which  857  girls  and 
young  women  are  enrolled  and  43  of  these  groups  studied  the  prescribed 
material  "Channels  of  Action." 

In  addition  to  these  groups,  we  still  have  throughout  our  Conference 
some  active  girls'  circles  which  are  a  part  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service.  I  have  had  so  many  inquiries  in  regard  to  this  that 
I  quote  from  a  letter  from  Miss  Helen  Johnson,  our  National  Secretary 
of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work :  "Where  these  circles  have  been 
carrying  on  this  plan  for  some  time  may  I  suggest  that  it  may  be  wiser 
for  them  to  continue  and  not  to  do  any  harm  to  a  fine  ongoing  piece 
of  work  by  dividing  their  interest  with  the  Commission  on  World 
Friendship.  Circles  of  the  Woman's  Society  are  definitely  that  and  not 
Interest  Groups  of  girls.  We  are  hoping  that  many  of  the  Interest 
Groups  of  today  will  become  circles  as  the  girls  leave  the  Youth  Division 
and  go  into  the  Adult  progam.  We  cannot  lay  down  a  hard  regulation 
in  this  regard  for  we  have  to  use  good  judgment  in  local  situations." 

Reports  from  our  Interest  Groups  indicate  splendid  work  being  done 
and  for  this  we  are  thankful  but — now  for  the  sad  part  of  our  report — 
we  cannot  forget  those  450  or  more  societies  who  do  not  even  have  a 
Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work.  Can  it  be  true  that  the 
members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  feel  less  responsi- 
bility for  the  missionary  education  of  the  Youth  than  before  the  unified 
plan  was  instituted?  It  would  seem  to  be  true.  Yet  never  before  have 
the  women  had  a  greater,  more  challenging  opportunity  and  responsi- 
bility to  train  not  only  its  girls,  but  the  boys  as  well,  for  missionary 
service  and  giving. 

A  few  years  hence  we  shall  in  all  probability  be  hearing  tales  of  woe 
regarding  poor  leadership  in  local  societies  and  it  will  be  the  result  of 
lost  opportunities  with  the  girls  and  young  women  during  these  present 
years.  There  must  be  someone  to  take  our  place  when  we  have  to  step 
down  from  a  place  of  leadership.  Women,  let  me  remind  you  that  what- 
ever we  sow  in  this  department  we  shall  surely  reap!  If  we  sow  seeds 
of  interest  and  service  in  the  lives  of  girls  and  young  women,  we  shall 
surely  reap  the  same  in  the  lives  of  adult  women.  Interest  groups  for 
young  women  and  girls  are  training  schools  for  future  members  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Joint  Committee.    The  lack  of  the  Joint  Committee,  which  is  the  first 
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step  in  organizing,  is  a  distinct  loss  for  one  of  its  major  tasks  is  to 
channel  information  from  the  general  Board  of  Education  and  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  including  the  Woman's  Di- 
vision, to  the  youth  of  the  local  church.  The  pastor  of  the  church  has 
the  responsibility  for  initiating  this  plan.  I  do  earnestly  plead  with 
you,  as  leaders  in  your  local  churches,  to  return  and  see  that  this 
program  is  set  up  for  your  young  people. 

Methodist  Youth  Fund.  Someone  has  said  "the  Methodist  Youth 
Fund  reaching  across  the  world  demonstrates  'how  to  be  kind  in  a  world 
of  ruthlessness,  how  to  be  generous  in  a  world  of  greed,  how  to  be 
Christian  in  a  non-Christian  world'." 

Last  year  when  the  Emergency  Fund  had  to  be  raised  to  take  care 
of  the  deficit  in  missionary  giving,  we  realized  that  part  of  this  deficit 
was  due  to  the  decreased  giving  of  young  people.  Seme  losses  were 
expected  in  the  adjustment  to  the  plan  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund 
but  the  losses  we  sustained  were  greater  than  we  expected.  For  example, 
the  income  from  the  Girls'  Missionary  Societies  in  the  year  1939-40  was 
$111,074.06.  The  next  year  from  June,  1941  to  June,  1942,  the  amount 
received  through  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund  was  $82,033.45. 

This  is  all  a  part  of  the  process  of  education  but  now  that  we  have 
become  acquainted  with  the  plan,  we  must  consider  seriously  our 
responsibility  and  get  under  the  load  with  a  new  earnestness.  By  this 
time  the  young  people  and  leaders  in  each  local  church  should  know 
the  plan  and  our  responsibility  is  to  get  them  to  share  in  it.  Learning 
and  sharing  cannot  be  separated  in  any  program  that  lives! 

During  the  year  1942  the  young  people  sent  in  for  missions  through 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  $780.30.  We  are  anticipating 
a  much  larger  amount  this  year. 

Our  Conference  has  the  largest  number  of  youth  of  any  Conference 
in  Methodism,  yet  we  are  down  at  the  bottom  of  the  list  in  the  amount 
contributed  to  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund. 

As  you  know  the  fiscal  year  of  our  Conference  Youth  Fellowship 
runs  from  August  1  to  July  31.  The  following  is  the  pledges  for  this 
current  year  by  districts:

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Every  boy  and  girl  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  should  be 
given  an  opportunity  of  sharing  in  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund.  Until 
we  do  give  each  one  that  opportunity,  we  have  not  fulfilled  our  responsi- 
bility to  our  youth. 

I  would  call  to  your  attention  the  recommendation  from  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities.  (See  details  in  the  January  issue  of  The  Methodist 
Woman.)  "That  the  Secretaries  of  Children  and  Youth  Work  in  the 
local  society  be  members  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions and  Local  Church  Activities  when  projects  in  the  area  of  family 
life  are  being  studied  and  promoted."  This  offers  a  real  opportunity 
for  a  meaningful  study  and  for  rich  fellowship. 

We  would  not  close  our  report  without  expressing  our  gratitude  to 
Mrs.  J.  F.  Kirk,  Associate  Secretary  of  Young  People's  Work  in  our 
Conference.  We  have  tried  to  correlate  our  work  in  every  way  possible. 
I  am  also  deeply  grateful  for  the  fine  spirit  and  cooperation  of  the  sec- 
retaries of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work,  both  district  and  local. 
And  let  us  be  together  in  spirit  and  in  prayer  that  during  these  days, 
and  always,  we  may  have  a  fuller  measure  of  wisdom,  and  understand- 
ing and  fellowship  with  God  to  govern  us  in  all  our  thinking  and 
planning.    God  bless  us  all  as  we  work!

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  YOUNG  WOMEN'S  AND  GIRLS'  WORK 

1.  In  every  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  there  should 
be  elected  a  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work. 

2.  The  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  in  every 
society  should  thoroughly  acquaint  herself  with  the  unified  plan  for 
missionary  education  of  Methodist  youth  and  promote  same. 

3.  The  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  should  en- 
courage the  pastor  in  setting  up  the  Joint  Committee  and  see  that  an 
adult  advisor  is  appointed  for  the  World  Friendship  Commission  of  the 
Methodist  Youth  Fellowship. 

4.  The  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  should,  as  a 
member  of  the  Joint  Committee,  take  an  active  interest  in  the  young 
people  of  her  church,  helping  to  organize  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellow- 
ship if  it  has  not  already  been  organized,  and  doing  all  she  can  to 
strengthen  the  Fellowship  if  it  alreadsr  exists.  She  shall  cooperate  in 
having  the  young  people  make  a  personal  pledge  to  missions  through 
the  Methodist  Youth  Fund. 

5.  The  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  in  the  local 
church  shall  work  with  the  pastor  and  youth  workers  in  sending  young 
people  and  young  people's  leaders  to  summer  camps,  institutes,  and 
assemblies. 
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6.  The  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  be  a  member 
of  the  committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  when  projects  in  the  area  of  family  life  are  being  studied  and 
promoted. 

7.  The  young  people  take  as  their  supply  work  for  this  year  the  fol- 
lowing: washcloths  and  towels  for  Pfeiffer  College  and  Kindergarten 
materials  for  the  Bethlehem  Houses. 

8.  The  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  shall  sub- 
scribe to  the  World  Outlook  and  The  Methodist  Woman  and  keep  in- 
formed as  to  plans  and  materials  for  her  field  of  work. 

9.  The  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  shall  report 
quarterly  on  the  blanks  provided  in  the  Corresponding  Secretary's  book. 

10.  We  do  earnestly  request  the  women  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  to  renew  their  interest  in  and  feel  their  responsibility 
for  this  program  for  our  Methodist  youth  by  seeing  that  it  is  put  into 
the  program  of  every  local  church.

REPORT  OF  THE  BY-LAWS  COMMITTEE 

Your  Committee  submits  the  following  recommendations : 

1.  That  under  By-laws  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tion  Service,  in  Article  I,  Section  15  be  added  to  read  as  follows: 

"The  Chairman  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  shall  direct  activities 
of  the  standing  committee  on  Spiritual  Life,  the  functions  of  which  are 
set  forth  under  Article  V,  Section  2." 

2.  That  under  Article  II,  Spiritual  Life  Chairman  be  taken  out  of 
Group  I,  which  are  elected  on  even  years  and  put  in  Group  II  to  be 
elected  on  odd  years. 

3.  That  under  Article  V,  Standing  Committees,  Sections  7  and  8 
be  added  as  follows : 

Sec.  7.  Program  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  program  committee 
appointed  each  year  by  the  Executive  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  this  Committee  to  plan  the  programs  for  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Sec.  8.  Rural  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  Rural  Committee  com- 
posed of  three  Conference  Officers  and  the  District  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary in  whose  district  the  Rural  Worker  is  employed.  This  Committee 
shall  plan  and  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  work  being  done  by  the 
Rural  Worker. 

4.  That  the  District  By-laws  be  re-arranged  in  articles  and  sections 
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to  conform  as  nearly  as  possible  with  the  Conference  arrangement. 

5.  That  under  District  By-laws  section  9,  formerly  section  7,  "Or 
Chairman  of  Missionary  Personnel"  he  added. 

6.  That  the  "unclassified  paragraphs  of  the  District  By-laws  be 
grouped  under  Article  II,  Committees;  Article  III,  Meetings,  and 
Article  IV,  Reports.

REPORT  OF  EDITOR  OF  WOMAN'S  PAGE  NORTH 

CAROLINA  CHRISTIAN  ADVOCATE 

Mrs.  W.  R.  Hcm-is 

I  bring  my  report  this  afternoon  with  a  feeling  of  deep  gratitude 
for  the  privilege  of  another  year  of  service  in  the  Work  of  the  Wom- 
an's Society  of  Christian  Service.  While  I  have  nothing  very  unusual 
to  report  I  do  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  deep  appre- 
ciation to  the  Conference  and  District  Officers  and  local  societies,  who 
have  seemed  to  realize  the  importance  of  our  Woman's  Page  as  a  factor 
in  our  missionary  work,  and  have  contributed  to  its  success  in  1942 
with  missionary  items  of  interest  for  publication.  And  let  me  again 
thank  the  Advocate  Editors  for  their  continued  kindnesses  and  coopera- 
tion, and  also  for  their  words  of  commendation  during  the  year,  which 
have  strengthened  and  encouraged  us  in  our  weekly  task.  During  the 
past  year  our  Woman's  Page  passed  its  forty-sixth  milestone,  having 
been  inaugurated  in  1897  at  the  seventh  annual  session  of  the  former 
Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  in  session  at  King's  Mountain, 
as  a  result  of  a  resolution  submitted  by  the  Publication  Committee 
"which  was  unanimously  adopted  and  which  read:  "Resolved,  that  we 
ask  for  a  column  in  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  to  be  filled 
with  missionary  information,  to  be  edited  by  Mrs.  L.  W.  Crawford." 
For  fifteen  years  Mrs.  Crawford  rendered  an  invaluable  service  and 
through  her  messages  infused  into  the  local  societies,  inspiration  and 
enthusiasm.  During  this  almost  half  century  five  others  have  filled  the 
place  of  Editor. 

I  feel  that  perhaps  some  items  of  information  as  to  the  Woman's 
Page  might  be  of  interest  especially  to  those  in  our  united  organization 
who  are  not  very  familiar  with  the  beginning  of  our  Page. 

During  the  first  19  years  of  the  Page's  existence,  at  each  annual 
meeting,  either  through  a  personal  message  or  a  committee  report,  an 
appeal  was  made  for  the  cooperation  of  the  Conference  constituency, 
but  since  1916,  the  Editor  has  been  given  a  place  on  the  annual  program 
that  she  might  bring  a  message  of  the  work  and  its  value,  and  through 
these  years  we  have  been  pleading  and  still  plead  for  that  needed 
cooperation  from  the  local  auxiliaries. 
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Up  to  the  time  of  the  consolidation  of  the  two  Conference  organs, 
as  some  of  us  may  remember,  our  Woman's  Society  had  an  entire  page 
donated  by  the  Church  paper,  but  from  1920-1928,  we  shared  the  page 
with  our  sisters  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  However,  in  1928 
after  the  completion  of  the  new  Advocate  Building,  with  its  improved 
modern  facilities,  bringing  abcut  an  enlargement  of  the  paper,  we  were 
again  given  the  use  of  a  whole  page,  a  favor  which  was  greatly  appre- 
ciated and  for  which  we  were  indebted  to  our  Advocate  Editors.  In 
1940,  much  to  the  surprise  of  the  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  she  was 
made  a  member  of  the  Conference  Executive  Committee,  an  act  which  ■ 
was  greatly  appreciated.  From  1897  to  1943  have  been  years  of  wonder- 
ful service  on  the  part  of  the  women  of  our  Conference — years  of 
wonderful  growth  and  advancement,  in  which  God  has  blessed  our 
efforts  in  the  great  work  which  He  has  committed  to  us.  Advance  has 
been  the  watchword  of  these  years  and  it  has  been  both  a  pleasure  and 
a  privilege  for  the  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  to  make  announcements 
week  after  week,  of  successful  achievements,  new  organizations,  enlist- 
ment of  new  members  (especially  of  the  young  people  of  our  Confer- 
ence) ;  increased  contributions  (the  financial  growth  of  these  years 
being  almost  phenomenal)  ;  and  the  great  changes  in  our  work  and  its 
personnel,  the  greatest  being  the  union  of  the  organizations  of  the  three 
Methodisms  into  one  great  body — The  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service — which  we  have  entered  with  the  prayer  in  our  hearts  that 
God  may  strengthen  and  bless  our  united  efforts  and  that  our  organi- 
zation may  grow  and  prosper  through  our  trust  and  dependence  upon 
Him  as  our  great  Leader.  During  these  years  there  have  been  an- 
nouncements on  our  page  that  have  saddened  us  as  they  brought  news 
of  the  passing  of  a  host  of  cur  workers  of  the  earlier  years,  who  laid 
the  foundations  of  this  work  upon  which  we  continue  to  build.  In  these 
years  there  has  been  no  record  of  the  time  that  has  been  spent  in  the 
work,  of  the  labor  and  energy  put  forth,  the  anxious  moments  experi- 
enced, the  desire  for  success  longed  for  and  the  earnest  prayers  offered 
daily  by  those  interested,  for  the  success  of  the  work,  who  have  tried  to 
do  their  best  that  this  Agency  of  our  Woman's  Society  might  fulfill 
the  purpose  for  which  it  had  its  genesis — the  creation  of  missionary 
interest  and  the  dissemination  of  missionary  information. 

As  we  look  back  over  the  records  of  these  years  of  continuous 
weekly  issuance  of  the  Woman's  Page  we  are  prone  to  ask  ourselves 
"Has  the  Woman's  Page  been  worthwhile?  Has  it  met  the  purpose  for 
which  it  came  into  existence?  We  wonder  how  the  women  of  our  Con- 
ference feel  and  what  would  be  their  response  this  afternoon  if  they 
were  asked  to  respond.  Would  it  be  in  the  affirmative  or  would  it  be 
negative?" 

In  the  issue  of  the  North  Cai'olina  Christian  Advocate  for  September 
10th,  1942  there  was  an  article — an  editorial  perhaps — entitled  "A  Call 
to  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,"  in  which  an  appeal  was 
made  to  the  women  of  our  Conference,  to  help  increase  the  subscriptions 
to  the  Advocate  and  in  which  this  question  was  asked:  "Can  the  Worn- 
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an's  Society  of  Christian  Service  get  along  without  their  Page  in  the 
Advocate?  How  could  their  work  be  kept  before  the  women  from  week 
to  week  excepting  for  the  Advocate?  They  stated  further  that  "it  was 
only  through  the  Advocate  Page  that  these  interests  can  be  got  across 
to  the  local  societies  and  that  while  the  World  Outlook  and  The  Metho- 
dist Woman  are  most  valuable  for  the  work  in  their  fields,  the  local 
approach  must  be  made  through  the  local  Conference  paper."  As  we 
realize  this  to  be  true  will  we  not  double  our  efforts  in  1943  to  make 
our  Woman's  Page  the  greatest  and  best  it  has  ever  been? 

A  few  years  ago  a  most  impressive  tribute  was  paid  the  Church 
paper  and  its  far-reaching  value  by  The  Christian  Observer — a  promi- 
nent Presbyterian  weekly  in  these  words: 

"If  there  were  no  Church  papers,  the  amazing  growth  of  Foreign 
Missions  would  have  been  impossible;  Home  Missions  would  be  prac- 
tically paralyzed;  The  financial  program  of  our  churches  would  have 
been  impossible;  Better  provision  for  aged  and  infirm  ministers  would 
have  been  impossible;  and  the  welfare  of  every  department  of  Church 
work  would  be  endangered." 

This  is  the  valuation  placed  upon  the  power  and  influence  of  the 
Church  paper  by  this  widely  read  publication  from  another  denomina- 
tion than  ours.  Since  the  Missionary  Page  is  a  part  of  the  Church 
paper,  may  we  not  have  a  small  share  in  this  tribute  of  valuation? 
How  familiar  and  true  are  the  oft-quoted  words  "The  printed  page  is 
a  strategic  method  of  missionary  work  because  it  is  able  to  transmit 
life"  and  "When  the  might  of  missions  and  the  power  of  printing  are 
Smoked  together,  then  the  printed  page  is  harnessed  to  the  purpose  of 
God  and  is  utilized  in  the  progress  of  His  Kingdom  and  will  do  its 
part  in  winning  recruits  for  missions  at  home  and  abroad." 

May  I  insist  that  at  the  coming  District  and  Zone  meetings  our 
Church  paper  The  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  be  presented 
along  with  the  other  valuable  and  helpful  literature  and  publications 
so  important  in  the  life  of  our  societies? 

May  the  past  history  of  our  Woman's  Page  inspire  us  to  gTeater 
and  more  far-reaching  efforts  for  a  more  glorious  achievement  in  the 
forwarding  of  our  work  and  may  our  prayer  be  that  the  Woman's  Page 
may  be  made  a  greater  and  more  influential  medium  for  the  advance- 
ment of  our  great  work  which  God  has  called  us  to  do  as  co-woi'kers 
with  Him.

REPORT  ON  STATUS  OF  WOMEN 

The  By-laws  of  the  constitution  of  our  Woman's  Division  states: 
"There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Status  of  Women  whose  duty 
it  is  to  study  the  status  of  women  in  the  local  church,  community,  state 
and  nation,  and  in  other  lands — ". 

The  past  year  this  committee  sent  a  questionnaire  to  each  local 
society  asking  for  information  on  positions  held  by  women  in  the  whole 
program  of  the  church.  From  this  survey  it  was  discovered  that  the 
vvomen  in  the  smaller  churches  hold  more  places  of  leadership  than 
those  on  the  larger  churches.  A  low  average  of  representation  in  dis- 
trict, conference,  and  Jurisdictional  organizations  was  noted.  Also 
that  the  average  woman  sees  no  further  than  her  local  church. 

Recent  action  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Federal  Council  of 
Churches  of  Christ  in  America  states:  "That  it  be  the  policy  of  the 
Executive  Committee  to  choose  a  woman  as  Associate  Secretary  of  the 
Federal  Council  in  the  near  future,  for  full  time  service."  Also  an 
amendment  concerning  the  official  membership  of  that  body  was  in- 
creased by  one-third,  with  the  proviso  that  the  additional  members 
must  be  lay  men  or  lay  women. 

Another  achievement  of  the  past  year  is  the  splendid  handbook 
whose  valuable  information  should  be  accessible  to  each  local  society. 

The  Status  of  Woman  has  changed  considerably  in  our  national 
economic  scope  since  our  last  meeting.  There  are  now,  according  to 
The  Women's  Bureau,  fifteen  million  women  working  and  some  four 
and  one-half  million  in  war  work.  Women  have  proven  themselves 
capable  both  as  to  precision  and  output.  This  should  be  a  gain  on  the 
whole  for  women  industrially  in  the  future. 

However,  this  changing  status  industrially,  cannot  relieve  all  of  us 
of  our  unique  places  as  child-bearers  and  homemakers  for  our  future- 
citizens.    A  new  complexity  of  problems  in  juvenile  delinquency,  adoles- 
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cent  lawlessness,  and  pre-school  problems  confront  us.  Our  influences 
as  homemakers  and  mothers  have  no  small  part  in  creating  attitudes 
that  maintain  our  status  in  the  years  to  come.  We  must  find  the  proper 
balance  between  our  new  economic  responsibilities  and  the  long  existing 
task  of  training  the  future  citizens. 

On  the  otheT  hand  the  changes  which  modem  machinery  and  equip- 
ment have  brought  into  our  homes  have  given  women  more  time  for 
•outside  activities,  and  we  must  ceaselessly  wcrk  in  this  outer  and 
larger  field  which  also  influences  and  moulds  the  characters  of  our 
future  citizens. 

Time  does  not  permit  a  review  of  the  gains  that  have  come  to 
women  in  other  countries.  India  has  had  wcnderful  gains,  so  have 
many  other  countries.  We  have  only  to  look  at  Madame  Chiang,  who 
Is  now  a  welcome  visitor  in  our  own  country,  to  see  a  noble  example 
of  China. 

Women,  let  us  take  courage.  As  Leslie  Weatherhead  has  expressed 
for  us  in  his  chapter  on  Patience  in  "This  Is  The  Victory": 

"This  fine  old  world  of  outs  is  but  a  child 
Yet  in  the  go-cart.    Patience'    Give  it  time 
To  learn  its  limbs:  there  is  a  Hand  that  guides."

"RECOMMENDATIONS  OP  THE   COMMITTEE   ON  THE 

STATUS  OF  WOMEN 

We  recommend  that  you  endorse  the  following  recommendations 
made  by  the  Committee  on  the  Status  of  Women  at  the  Jurisdictional 
meeting  in  Atlanta: 

1.  That  the  Committee  on  the  Status  of  Women  in  each  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  have  an  informal  study  class,  using  the 
Handbook  as  a  guide  and  supplementing  the  study  with  current  litera- 
ture dealing  with  the  interests  of  women. 

2.  That  the  women  in  the  city  and  rural  churches  where  war  indus- 
tries are  located  assume  their  Christian  responsibility  of  becoming 
acquainted  with  members  of  large  groups  of  women  who  have  moved 
to  their  communities  to  work  and  live,  and  to  make  every  effort  to 
assist  them  in  meeting  their  problems  of  adequate  housing,  church 
affiliation,  transportation,  recreation,  health,  and  household  assistance, 

3.  That  the  women  create  enlightened  public  opinion  to  secure 
equal  economic  and  educational  opportunities  for  all:  to  prevent  dis- 
crimination  against  Negro  women   or   those   of   other   races   or   classes 
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working    in    places    of    industry;    to    prevent    unreasonable    hours    and 
unequal  wages  for  the   disadvantaged. 

4.  Realizing  that  there  must  be  women  at  the  Peace  Table,  we 
recommend  that  Conference  and  local  chairmen  familiarize  themselves 
with  women  of  all  nations  who  are  sharing  in  any  way  in  the  affairs 
of  their  countries.

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  CHAIRMAN  OF 
SPIRITUAL  LIFE 

To  try  to  make  a  comprehensive  and  true  picture  of  the  work  of 
our  women  in  the  Spiritual  Life  Groups  we  would  have  to  go  beyond 
the  statistical  data  into  the  realm  of  intangibles.  You  can  count  money, 
survey  land,  weigh  coal  and  iron,  but  you  cannot  measure  the  Love  of 
God  shed  abroad  in  the  life  of  a  spirit  filled  woman,  nor  weigh  the 
power  of  such  a  life.  With  his  instruments,  a  surveyor  can  tell  just 
how  many  acres  are  in  a  given  section  of  land,  but  he  can  never  estimate 
the  beauty  of  a  landscape  with  the  sunlight  soft  upon  it  or  glistening 
upon  its  lakes  and  pools.  Some  values  can  be  measured  and  analyzed, 
others,  like  the  courage,  faith  and  strength  derived  from  our  meeting 
together  in  these  small  groups  throughout  our  Conference  simply  be- 
come a  part  of  the  universal  content  of  life  and  only  in  eternity  will 
their  true  weight  and  worth  be  recorded. 

Yet  as  we  come  to  the  close  of  another  Conference  year  and  look  back 
over  the  reports  sent  in  by  our  Spiritual  Life  Chairman  we  give  thanks 
to  God  and  rejoice  and  find  hope  for  the  months  ahead. 

Personally,  the  mountain  top  experience  was  the  opportunity  you 
gave  me  to  be  a  part  of  the  Ashram  conducted  by  Stanley  E.  Jones  at 
Blue  Ridge  last  summer.  Miss  Daisy  Davies,  our  Jurisdictional  Spiritual 
Life  chairman  was  there  with  chairmen  from  fourteen  of  the  seventeen 
Conferences  in  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction.  Our  informal  meetings 
together,  discussing  our  problems  and  then  the  evening  circle  of  prayer 
together  were  hours  we  shall  not  soon  forget.  The  inspiration  from 
the  wonderful  messages  of  Dr.  Jones,  the  Christian  fellowship  with  the 
earnest  consecrated  Christian  workers  proved  a  rich  blessing  which  we 
tried  to  pass  along  in  the  Fall  Seminars.  These  Fall  Seminars  planned 
and  led  by  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne  of  our  department  of  Missionary  Educa- 
tion and  Service  were  well  attended  in  spite  of  the  restricted  use  of 
our  automobiles  and  certainly  proved  to  those  of  us  who  participated 
in  them  that  they  are  a  most  effective  means  of  promoting  the  work. 
I  attended  four  of  these.  Contacting  our  local  and  District  Spiritual 
Life  chairmen,  presenting  the  plans  and  distributing  inspirational  and 
devotional   literature. 

Our  District  Chairmen  have  expressed  the  desire  for  a  uniform  report 
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blank  and  you  will  be  delighted  to  know  that  we  have  one  now,  worked 
out  by  the  group  at  Blue  Ridge  and  is  a  part  of  the  New  Correspondent 
Secretary's  Report  Book.  This  will,  I  am  sure,  make  a  great  difference 
in  our  reporting. 

Reporting  seems  to  be  a  problem  in  all  departments,  and  the  figures 
I  show  will  not  represent  the  work  done.  At  some  time  during  the  year 
however,  I  have  had  489  prayer  groups  reported,  58  have  used  the 
prayer  calendar  regularly.  There  have  been  43  local  and  4  District 
retreats  held.  20  chairmen  reported  prayer  in  the  opening  of  the  red 
cross  work  rooms.  58  Chairmen  reported  presenting  Stewardship  in  the 
study  of  such  books  as  "Stewardship  in  the  Life  of  Women",  "Will  a 
Man  Rob  God",  "Victorious  Living",  and  all  who  reported  mentioned 
the  distribution  of  our  little  folders  "Quiet  Time"  and  "Personal  Growth 
in  Christian  Living."  Many  reported  assisting  their  pastors  in  cottage 
prayer  meetings  preceding  and  during  Revival  Meetings.  Many  are 
using  the  Upper  Room  and  distributing  them  to  our  men  in  service, 
hospitals,  jails  and  prison  camps.  Various  results  were  reported.  All 
felt  that  interest  in  this  department  had  increased  as  our  women  were 
understanding  the  meaning  of  the  plans.  One  chairman  reported  that 
the  demand  for  Upper  Room  had  grown  from  200  to  600  in  one  of  our 
city  churches.  Finances  were  much  easier  since  they  had  prayer  groups 
and  the  study  of  stewardship.  17  actual  commitments  or  conversion 
were  reported  in  our  group  meetings. 

Wesley  Memorial,  High  Point  reported  a  quarterly  retreat  of  all 
Methodist  churches  in  the  High  Point  area,  including  the  colored 
churches,  each  group  taking  turn  in  preparing  the  meditations,  etc. 
As  many  as  150  to  200  have  been  present  for  these  retreats  and  a  most 
unusual  response  and  results  in  answered  prayer  and  presence  of  the 
Father. 

Our  aim  has  been,  and  we  shall  not  be  satisfied,  until  we  have  an 
active  group  in  every  society  in  the  Conference.  Quoting  from  Miss 
Davies'  report,  "There  is  an  earnestness  and  a  realization  of  the  chaos 
and  distress  in  the  world  that  is  challenging  the  women  to  nobler  liv- 
ing and  more  devoted  service.  There  was  never  a  time  when  the  prayer 
power  of  a  group  intercession  is  more  needed  and  we  are  urging  the 
regular  meeting  of  small  groups  all  over  our  church.  We  thank  God 
and  take  courage  as  we  plan  and  pray  for  even  greater  effort  and 
more  definite  results  in  this  department.  With  a  firm  belief  in  the 
sufficiency  of  God,  let  us  begin  the  work  of  this  new  year  with  courage 
and  hope."

3.  That  the  Conference  be  asked  to  send  the  Spiritual  Life  Chair- 
man to  a  National  Retreat  School,  if  such  a  school  is  provided,  if  not 
that    she    be    sent    to    seme    assembly    or    retreat    for    inspiration    and

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  SUPPLIES 
Mrs.  J  .W.  Harbison 

Out  record  for  1942  in  Supply  Work  is  made  and  the  books  are 
dosed.  As  we  look  back  over  the  record  we  see  many  things  accomplished 
which  give  us  deep  satisfaction.  We  also  see  things  which  challenge 
us  to  better  work  this  year. 

By  compiling  872  reports  we  arrived  at  a  total  of  $3,131.58  as  our 
donation  to  Supply  Work.  New  supplies  were  valued  at  $1,618.16  with 
Si. 51 3.42  being  reported  as  cash.  Of  this  last  amount  our  Conference 
gets  credit  for  only  Si, 118. 92  as  that  is  all  that  was  handled  by  our 
Conference  Treasurer.  To  needy  ministers  we  sent  a  total  of  $982.91 
in  new  supplies  and  cash.  To  home  mission  institutions  we  sent  a  total, 
of   $1,912.89,    divided   as    follows:    to    our    Charlotte    Bethlehem    Center 
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$660.83,  to  the  Bethlehem  Center  in  Winston-Salem,  $568.85,  to  Pfeiffer 
Junior  College  $327.52,  to  Allen  Home  and  School  $191.09,  to  institu- 
tions outside  our  own  Conference  $164.60.  To  foreign  mission  projects 
we  sent  a  total  of  $235.78  distributed  as  follows:  to  China  for  medical 
supplies  $141.37,  to  Africa  for  music  supplies  $9.00,  to  India  for 
medical  supplies  $3.75,  to  Brazil  for  Isabella  Hendrix  College  $6.41. 
$75.25  was  sent  undirected  to  be  used  where  most  needed. 

As  we  toss  bouquets  to  the  districts  for  outstanding  supply  work, 
the  biggest  one  must  go  to  the  High  Point  district  for  a  507c  increase 
in  the  number  of  societies  contributing.  887  of  her  societies  made  a 
contribution.  Waynesville  district  comes  from  third  place  to  second 
with  65%  contributing  and  Elkin  holds  third  place  with  56%.  Gastonia 
district  continues  to  lead  in  the  per  cent  of  her  Conference  pledge  given 
to  Supply  Work,  but  she  has  not  given  as  large  a  per  cent  as  she  did 
last  year,  only  seven  and  nine  tenths  per  cent  this  time.  Charlotte 
district  shows  the  greatest  gain  in  this  line  by  coming  up  from  eleventh 
place  last  year  to  claim  second  place  this  year  with  seven  and  two 
tenths  per  cent  given.  Asheville  district  holds  third  place  with  six 
and  nine  tenths  per  cent.

Looking  towards  a  new  day  of  increased  interest  in  Supply  Work, 
we  have  this  year  planned  a  definite  program.  We  are  asking  each 
district  to  sponsor  certain  home  institutions  and  foreign  fields  for  a 
given  time.  Also  each  society,  through  the  district  secretaries  of  sup- 
plies, is  receiving  a  definite  request  for  a  certain  part  of  the  institu- 
tional askings.  A  leaflet,  which  explains  these  aims  and  gives  the 
askings  of  the  institutions,  has  gone  into  each  society  and  we  are  expect- 
ing great  results.  While  we  do  have  a  new  plan  of  procedure,  our  home 
work  is  among  the  same  groups  as  last  year.  We  will  respond  to 
requests  by  our  needy  ministers  who  are  approved  for  and  by  their 
District  Superintendent,  also  help  Pfeiffer  Junior  College,  Allen  Home 
and  School,  as  well  as  our  Bethlehem  Centers  in  Charlotte  and  Winston- 
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Salem.  Our  foreign  fields  are  China,  India,  Latin  America  and  Africa 
where  we  are  asked  to  send  medical  supplies,  school  supplies,  and  social 
center  supplies.  Our  Jurisdiction  is  being  asked  for  $2,500  for  these 
foreign  projects.  Would  we  ask  too  much  if  we  requested  the  price  of 
a  package  of  chewing  gum  (five  cents)  from  each  member  to  help  heal 
the  hurt  of  the  world?  I  think  not,  and  I  believe  each  society  will  enjoy 
responding  to  this  appeal.  Our  goals  remain  for  every  society  to  make 
a  contribution  to  supply  work  each  quarter,  and  each  district  to  give 
to  supply  work  an  amount  equal  to  10  per  cent  of  its  Conference  pledge. 
As  we  said  earlier,  our  record  for  1942  is  made,  but  from  it  we  may 
obtain  valuable  suggestions  for  better  work  in  1943.  If  every  local 
secretary  of  supplies  will  read  the  articles  in  the  Methodist  Woman 
on  Supply  Work,  our  Conference  will  be  much  better  informed  and  our 
responses  will  be  more  hearty  and  intelligent.  It  is  most  important  that 
all  cash  donations  be  sent  through  the  Conference  Treasurer.  Please 
report  all  donations  on  the  quarterly  report  blank,  and  if  an  old  blank 
is  being  used  kindly  indicate  whether  your  gift  is  new  supplies  or  cash. 
Used  garments  and  magazines  reported  must  be  sent  to  institutions 
under  the  Woman's  Work.  Gifts  to  the  Children's  Home  may  not  be 
reported  as  supplies,  but  may  be  reported  as  Christian  Social  Relations. 
Each  society  is  urged  to  use  the  Shipment  of  Goods  blank  when  sending 
boxes  of  new  supplies  to  ministers  or  institutions.  Also  when  minis- 
terial supplies  are  sent  we  must  have  the  name  of  the  needy  minister 
helped.  We  are  again  requested  to  send  some  cash  undirected  that  it 
may  be  used  wherever  the  need  is  most  pressing.  All  donation  to  sup- 
plies made  by  the  children,  the  young  women  and  girls,  and  the  Wes- 
leyan  Service  Guilds  must  be  reported  by  the  local  secretary  of  supplies 
on  her  quarterly  report  if  our  Conference  is  to  get  due  recognition. 
These  suggestions  are  made  in  the  hope  that  as  we  observe  them  our 
Conference  may  make  great  strides  forward. 

The  supply  department  has  happily  been  called  the  department  of 
the  second  mile.  If  you  are  ever  tempted  to  feel  your  contribution  is  so 
small  it  will  not  be  missed,  remember,  it  added  to  the  contributions  of 
others,  will  help  stretch  this  second  mile  until  it  will  belt  the  globe  with 
its  Christian  help  for  education,  health  and  happiness  of  women,  youth 
and  little  children.  There  is  no  way  of  measuring  the  great  importance 
to  world  peace  of  the  medical,  educational,  social  and  spiritual  aids  sent 
out  by  our  societies  through  this  one  phase  of  Christian  giving — our 
Supply   Department. 

RECOMMENDATIONS   OF   THE   COMMITTEE   ON   SUPPLIES 

We  recommend : 

1.  That  the  local  Secretaries  of  Supplies  have  an  amount  for  Home, 
Foreign,  and  Ministerial  Supplies  placed  in  the  local  budget  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  contributions  to  be  made  to  the  quarterly  assign- 
ments as  found  in  the  leaflet,  "Supply  Aims  and  Askings",  and  to  needy 
ministers  as  the  calls  arise. 

2.  That  we  accept  the  home  mission  institution  assigned  this  Con- 
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ference  as  our  special  responsibility:  Namely,  Pfeiffer  Junior  College, 
Allen  Home  and  School,  and  our  Bethlehem  Centers  at  Charlotte  and 
Winston-Salem.  (Gifts  to  the  Children's  Home  may  be  reported  as 
Christian  Social  Relations  but  will  not  be  recorded  as  supplies.) 

3.  That  our  sifts  to  these  institutions  contribute  toward  the  ask- 
ings as  found  in  the  printed  leaflet,  "Supply  Aims  and  Askings",  which 
are  as  follows :

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  STUDENT  WORK 

Methodist  women  have  always  sought  to  help  their  young  people  but 
not  until  two  years  ago  did  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
include  a  department  whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  in  closer  touch  with 
students  both  at  home  and  away  from  home.  Due  to  the  constant 
shifting  of  student  groups  during  1942,  the  task  has  been  difficult  and 
at  times  very  perplexing.  Many  of  our  student  secretaries  have  faced 
the  opportunity  with   determined  efforts  and  decided  success. 

More  than  three-fourths  of  our  secretaries  fall  in  a  group  who  are 
not  near  a  college,  camp,  or  defense  industry.  From  these  have  come 
reports  of  banquets  and  parties  fcr  students  before  leaving  for  college 
and  entertainments  of  similar  nature  upon  their  return.  As  effort  has 
been  made  to  keep  in  touch  with  all  young  people  of  college  age  whether 
they  have  been  at  home,  in  college,  in  the  service  of  our  country,  or  in 
defense  work.  This  contact  has  been  kept  up  by  letters,  Church  Bulle- 
tins, copies  of  the  Upper  Room,  and  Strength  for  Service.  Introduction 
Cards  have  been  sent  to  campus  secretaries  and  pastors  near  camps. 
In  some  cases  Affiliation  Cards  have  been  given  to  the  students.  Dur- 
ing the  Vacation  Period  a  few  Secretaries  organized  clubs  for  college 
gi'oups.  These  students  used  the  Program  Packet  Material  suggested 
for  use  on  the  college  campus.  A  few  secretaries  have  counselled  with 
young  women  about  their  life  work.  This  is  one  of  the  greatest  oppor- 
tunities of  the  student  secretary.  The  need  for  full-time  Christian 
workers  is  not  generally  known  to  our  youth.  The  student  secretary, 
in  cooperation  with  other  church  leaders,  should  make  sure  that  the  need 
for  all  types  of  trained  religious  leaders  is  presented  in  a  challenging 
way  to  the  young  people  of  all  our  churches. 

Secretaries  near  a  college  campus  form  a  comparatively  small  but 
very  important  group  who  have  opportunities  which  their  location  quite 
evidently  gives  them.  Seven  of  these  secretaries  have  been  given  the 
Program  Packet  for  students.  These  seven  are  those  near  the  four 
Methodist  Colleges  and  the  three  State  Colleges  within  the  bounds  of 
our  Conference.  Other  campus  secretaries  have  been  informed  of  the 
Program  Packet  containing  material  for  missionary  cultivation.  Very 
encouraging  reports  have  come  from  three  of  the  campus  secretaries. 
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The  Missionary  Material  has  been  used  by  three  student  groups.  One 
of  the  colleges  reports  an  interesting  work  with  underprivileged  white 
children  in  a  nearby  section  of  the  town.  Another  has  made  a  definite 
study  of  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  This 
has  helped  to  prepare  them  for  service  in  the  woman's  work  in  the 
church  to  which  they  will  go  upon  finishing  their  college  courses.  One 
college  has  accepted  a  definite  program  of  Missionary  Giving.  Our 
goal  for  the  present  year  is  to  interest  each  college  group  in  the  World 
Student  Service  Fund.  This  is  a  special  student  project  which  gives 
financial  aid  for  the  training  of  students  in  practically  all  our  mission 
fields. 

Since  many  of  our  students  have  gone  into  Armed  Service  and  De- 
fense Work  it  has  become  the  responsibility  of  student  secretaries  near 
these  localities  to  cooperate  with  other  agencies  of  the  church  in  plan- 
ning programs  to  meet  their  needs.  The  Charlotte  District  has  had  an 
opportunity  to  render  a  great  service  to  students  stationed  there. 
Secretaries  from  Monroe,  Wadesboro,  and  First  Church,  Charlotte  have 
helped  in  recreational  and  religious  programs  for  service  men  in  their 
midst.  Reading  rooms  with  wholesome  literature  have  been  provided 
and  camp  hospitals  have  been  remembered  with  visits,  gifts,  reading 
materials,  and  flowers.  In  some  instances  letters  to  the  parents  have 
been  written  upon  the  request  of  the  boys.  The  Secretaries  in  the 
Greensboro  area  are  now  making  similar  plans  for  their  district.

(Wesley  Memorial  aided  a  girl  at  Bennett — Amount  not  given) 

In  a  world  that  so  desperately  needs  Christian  leaders,  may  we  as 
student  secretaries  realize  our  privilege  in  helping  in  a  program  of 
cultivation  of  our  student  groups,  who  very  soon  will  be  in  important 
places  of  leadership.  May  each  one  of  us  determine  to  give  more  thought 
and  prayer  to  the  deepening  of  our  own  spiritual  lives  and  to  the 
preparation  of  ourselves  as  better  friends  and  wiser  counsellors  of 
youth. 


RECOMMENDATIONS   OF   THF   COMMITTEE    ON    STUDENT

The  Committee  on  Student  Work  submits  the  following  recommenda- 
tions: 
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All  Local  Secretaries: 

1.  That  every  effort  possible  be  made  to  keep  students  impressed 
with  the  church's   interest  in   their  welfare. 

2.  That  channeling  of  names  by  means  of  Student  Cards  and  Cards 
for  Students  in  Armed  Service  and  Defense  work  be  continued. 

3.  That  Vacation  Clubs  made  up  of  college  students  be  formed  in 
order  to  help  students  continue  the  type  of  work  started  on  the 
campus:  namely,  Student  Projects  and  interest  in  Minority 
Groups. 

Campus  Secretaries: 

1.  That  each  one  become  familiar  with  the  program  of  Missionary 
Cultivation  for  students.  That  each  one  secure  a  Program  Packet 
and  promote  its  use. 

2.  That  each  one  become  acquainted  with  and  encourage  students 
to  give  study  and  financial  aid  to  the  World  Servica  Student  Fund. 
Secure  the  leaflet  "Students  Serve  the  World  Today,"  from  Lit- 
erature Headquarters. 

3.  That  names  of  foreign  students  and  countries  they  represent  be 
secured  and  sent  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Student  Work. 

4.  That  at  least  twice  each  year  a  program  showing  the  aims  and 
work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  be  planned 
for  all  college  young  women. 

Secretaries  near  Camps  and  Defense  Areas : 

1.  That  we  cooperate  with  the  local  church  program  in  planning 
every  recreational  and  religious  activity  possible  for  the  students 
in  these  areas.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  LITERATURE 
AND  PUBLICATIONS 

When  I  returned  from  Lake  Junaluska  last  summer  I  was  so  in- 
spired by  all  the  things  I  learned  there  that  I  felt  sure  would  do 
everything  I  was  told.  I  have  not  quite  accomplished  this,  but  we  have 
had  a  good  year.  In  spite  of  disturbed  world  conditions  and  consequent 
demands  upon  the  time  and  thoughts  of  our  women  the  past  year  has 
been  marked  by  some  progress  in  this  Department  of  our  work.  Per- 
haps at  no  time  in  the  World's  History  has  the  printed  word  been  so 
important  and  our  work  needs  to  be  stressed  more  than  ever  before. 

In  September  I  mailed  out  670  Packets  of  Week  of  Prayer  Literature 
to  be  used  by  the  local  societies  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self- 
Denial  in  October. 


Third  Annual  Session  87 

A  letter  was  mailed  in  September  to  each  local  Secretary  of  Litera- 
ture in  the  Conference  urging-  a  good  representation  from  her  church 
to  attend  the  Educationl  Seminar  held  in  her  District,  also,  asking  for 
more  reports  and  better  reports.  I  attended  four  Seminars,  carrying 
with  me  literature  for  display  at  these  meetings,  selling  as  much  as  I 
could. 

During  the  year  I  have  written  many  personal  letters,  answered 
all  inquiries  and  personal  letters  received  from  local  women,  have  sent 
a  number  of  packages  of  free  literature  to  local  women. 

In  January  I  mailed  to  the  local  women  700  Packets  of  "Seven  Keys 
of  Progress",  these  were  furnished  by  the  Joint  Division  of  Education 
and  Cultivation  to  be  used  instead  of  the  former  Efficiency  Aim. 

We  find  from  the  reports  that  the  majority  of  our  women  like  the 
program  material.  There  is  little  criticism,  and  nearly  all  report  using 
it.  Some  of  the  weaker  societies  ask  for  simpler  programs,  a  few  ask 
for  the  Magazines  to  be  mailed  earlier  in  the  month.  Many  refer  to 
The  Methodist  Woman  as  a  Handbook  in  the  local  society,  all  say  both 
Magazines,  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook,  contain  many 
articles  used  as  supplementary  material  in  the  monthly  meetings. 

I  had  on  my  list  for  1942  660  societies.  For  the  fourth  quarter  I 
received  reports  from  258  societies,  only  a  little  more  than  one-third  of 
the  societies  in  the  Conference  reporting,  so  you  will  see  how  far  from 
complete  my  report  is.  The  goal  our  conference  set  for  1942  was  The 
Methodist  Woman  2,900,   World   Outlook  3,250.

RECOMMENDATIONS  FROM  THE  COMMITTEE  OF 

LITERATURE   AND   PUBLICATIONS 

We,  the  Committee  on  Literature  and  Publications  recommend  the 
adoption  of  a  three-way  program  in  the  field  of  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions, namely,  that  our  women  shall  become  READER  CONSCIOUS, 
REPORT   CONSCIOUS,   and   PUBLICITY   CONSCIOUS. 

1.  (a)  That  our  women  become  READER  CONSCIOUS  by  estab- 
lishing Reading  Circles,  using  the  literature  provided  by  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service,  thereby  becoming  better  acquainted  with 
the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service;  and  that  our 
women  may  become  better  informed  about  the  world  situation  today  as 
it  affects  the  missionary  enterprise,  and  create  in  the  hearts  and  minds 
of  all  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  a  better 
attitude  toward   world   brotherhood. 
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(b)  That  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook  be  presented  at 
regular  meetings,  also,  the  placing  of  World  Outlook  in  USO  Centers, 
and  Army  Camps,  and  larger  quantities  of  literature  be  on  display  and 
for  sale,  at  the  annual,  district,  and  zone  meetings. 

(c)  That  there  be  a  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  in  each 
local  society,  and  she  should  be  consecrated  to  the  task  of  gaining  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  all  literature  and  publications  concerning  the 
missionary  work  of  the  Methodist  Church,  she  shall  work  diligently  and 
continuously  to  secure  subscriptions  to  the  Magazines,  also  participate 
in  all  campaigns  suggested  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  program  committee  in  the  local  society. 

2.  That  every  effort  be  made  to  make  our  women  REPORT 
CONSCIOUS.  So  much  of  the  value  of  our  work  is  lost  through  failure 
to  report.  We  insist  upon  more  reporting  and  urge  each  local  Secre- 
tary of  Literature  and  Publications  to  report  promptly  and  accurately 
on  proper  report  blanks  each  quarter.  Sending  these  reports  to  her  Dis- 
trict Corresponding  Secretary  the  last  day  of  the  quarter. 

3.  (a)  That  all  Secretaries  of  Literature  and  Publications  become 
PUBLICITY  CONSCIOUS,  we  recommend  every  available  channel  of 
publicity  including  radio,  church  bulletins,  public  announcements,  scrap 
books,  posters,  religious  and  secular  newspapers  be  used  to  promote 
this  work. 

(b)  That  we  express  our  appreciation  for  the  publicity  given  us  by 
the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  throughout  the  year.  We 
recommend  that  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  in  the 
local  society  aid  in  every  way  possible  to  increase  the  subscriptions  to 
this  Publication.

The  plan  for  the  missionary  education  of  children  of  our  church, 
going  into  effect  October,  1941,  has  closed  its  first  year.  It  is  perhaps 
too  soon  to  form  an  estimate  of  its  value  at  the  present  time — but  the 
cooperative  work  has  generally  been  accepted  by  the  members  of  our 
W.  S.  C.  S.  and  there  is  a  growing  appreciation  of  the  many  fine  things 
being  done. 

The  units  which  are  included  as  a  regular  part  of  the  Sunday 
School  lesson  material  are  meeting  a  real  need  in  educating  our  chil- 
dren in  the  Christian  way  of  thinking  and  living  and  in  leading  them 
to  share  and  practice  friendships  with  people  of  other  races  and  nations 
around  the  world  who  need  this  ministry. 

The  program  of  missionary  education  during  this  past  year  gave 
emphasis  to  the  study  of  Children  in  America  and  Worship  Around  the 
World  and  was  unusually  rich  in  furnishing  opportunities  for  experi- 
ences very  much  needed  by  children  in  a  world  at  war.  Many  of  our 
boys  and  girls  were  introduced  to  children  of  other  races  and  nationali- 
ties and  some  had  actual  experiences  of  friendship  with  these  children. 
There  were  no  units  for  the  last  quarter,  but  Thanksgiving  and  Christ- 
mas gave  opportunity  for  missionary  emphasis  and  experiences  reported 
to  me  from  widely  scattered  areas  gave  testimony  to  the  many  fine 
things  done  during  these  holidays.  World  Service  Sunday,  which  is 
being  more  widely  observed,  offers  further  opportunities  for  missionary 
education  and  we  hope  through  these  monthly  programs  the  children 
may  come  to  have  a  keener  sense  of  fellowship  with  the  work  their 
chui"ch  is  doing  here  and  abroad,  and  a  desire  to  have  a  part  in  this 
on-going  program.  The  Latin  American  study  which  we  have  already 
begun  for  this  year,  promises  to  be  of  outstanding  interest  and  value 
to  the  boys  and  girls  of  our  church,  stressed  as  this  topic  now  is  in 
their  schools  as  well  as  by  the  movie,  and  press. 

My  year  has  been  a  busy  one.  I  was  happy  to  go  as  one  of  your 
delegates  to  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  of  the  South- 
eastern Jurisdiction  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  January  27-30.  Outstanding 
religious  leaders  of  the  day  were  there  and  the  program  was  inspiring 
and  informative.  I  count  it  a  great  privilege  to  have  attended.  I  met 
with  district  and  zone  groups,  helped  in  several  mission  study  classes, 
attended  Training  school,  also  the  Leadership  School  at  Junaluska, 
wrote  many  letters,  contacted  my  District  secretaries  each  quarter,  at 
which  time  bulletins  and  leaflets  were  sent  for  the  furtherance  of  work 
in  their  respective  Districts.  I  attended  the  Annual  meeting  of  the 
Children's  Workers  Council  at  Sunny  Acres  in  December.  This  group 
includes  several  of  my  district  secretaries  and  with  Miss  Elizabeth 
Oliver's  fine  cooperation  there  is  always  a  friendly  understanding. 
These  clays  together  are  well  spent. 
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'I  -.carry  the  names  of  357  Secretaries  of  Children's  Work,  having 
heard  from  260  during-  the  year- — many  of  these  reporting  for  the  first 
time^WayneSville  and  High  Point  districts  leading  in  percentage  of 
churches  ■''reporting;  150  report  extra  sessions  and  60  have  a  Children's 
Workers  Council;  more  than  75  per  cent  of  secretaries  reporting  work 
with  children  in  the" church  school.  The  highest  number  of  children 
reached'  was  during  the  study  of  Children  of  America,  the  number 
being  9,696.      -;:  r  bio-,v:    h 

Promotion  of  children's  work  throughout  our  Conference  is'  one-  of 
the ..-most  yitaUy  important  and  challenging  phases  of  our  entire  mis- 
sionary program.,, If;  we  are  to, insure  the  future  welfare  of  our.  great 
missionary  enterprise,  it  is  essential  that  we  place  a  very  strong  em^ 
phasis.  upon  this  wor,k.  In  a  world  so  filled  with  hatred,  it  isn't  an 
easy  task  to  teach  children  the  ways  of  love  and  friendliness  to  all 
people  everywhere.. ..,. But  .it  is  a.  challenge  and  one  that  confronts  us 
as  parents  and  as  missionary  women,,  for  on  our  shoulders  rests  a  large 
part   of   the    responsibility   in   meeting   these   opportunities.     -     . ... : .-. 

• ..  :The  rinfluence ;  upon  children  of  the  emotions  and  prejudices  of 
parents  is  to  be  t>ne>  of  our  major  concerns  during  the  coming  year; 
"From  the  seventh  month  on,  our  prejudices  begin  to  tell  in  our  chil- 
dren. The  tone  of  voice  rather  than  the  word  itself  carries  meaning 
to  them,"  And  for  this  reason  we  want  to  stress — as  was  in  our 
recommendations  of  last  year — the  formation  of  Study  groups  in  each 
local  church  and  the  need  for  Parents  and  Teachers  working  closely 
together,  if  the  feeling,  the  thinking  and  the  actions  of  boys  and  girls 
in  this  present  crucial  time  are  to  be  in  the  direction  of  that  Christian 
world  mindedness  which  we  so  much  desire. 

An  evaluation  of  our  work  at  the  close  of  this  first  year  brings  the 
realization  that  the  method  or  plan  of  work  may  have  to  be  changed 
from  time  to  time,  but  the  training  of  children  in  attitudes  of  friendli- 
ness toward  people  of  every  race  and  class  and  nation  must  go  on. 
There  will  be  problems,  but  we  should  be  conscious  rather  of  the  priv- 
ilege and  challenge  of  the  hour  than  of  the  problems.  "Problems  by 
God's  Grace  can  be  solved  when  human  hearts  and  wills  are  responsive 
to   Him." 

May  we  who  have  the  fine  responsibility  of  guiding  children,  realize 
that  God  is  speaking  through  us  to  our  children  and  may  each  day 
find  us  better  qualified  for  this  work  and  more  worthy  of  the  trust 
He  has  given  us.

2.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  plan  with  the  teachers 
of  the  children's  division  for  some  form  of  additional  sessions,  and  the 
offerings  in  the  additional  sessions  be  divided  according  to  the  plans 
outlined  in  the  leaflet  The  Plan  for  Missionary,  Education  of  Children 
in  the  Methodist  Church. 

3.  (a)  That,  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  working 
through  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work,  help  to  provide  study  groups 
for  purposes  of  missionary  education  for  fathers  and  mothers  by  using 
the  approved  courses  or  other  courses  provided  in  "The  Christian 
Home". 

(b)  Or,  where  such  courses  are  not  used,  by  arranging  to  have  dur- 
ing the  year  at  least  two  discussions  or  programs  for  parents,  con- 
cerning  opportunities   for   missionary   education   in   the   home. 

4.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  use  the  report  blanks 
provided  for  them  in  the  Record  and  Report  Book  of  the  local  society 
and  that  they  be  urged  to  use  them  quarterly.

REPORT  OF  ELKIN  DISTRICT— 1942 

The  Elkin  District  being  one  of  magnificent  distances,  we  decided  in 
the  spring  to  do  the  work  of  our  District  Meeting  in  each  of  our  Zone 
Meeting's.  The  first  was  held  in  Mocksville  with  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver 
bringing  our  inspiration  and  information.  At  the  other  two,  one  in 
Elkin  and  one  in  Boone,  we  had  splendid  messages  from  Mrs.  A.  L; 
Thompson,  and  Miss  Lelia  Tuttle.  We  considered  this  plan  a  decided 
success  as  we  reached  a  much  larger  number  of  women  than  would 
otherwise  have  been  possible. 

We  have  44  societies  reporting  and  several  others  on  roll  not  re- 
porting. We  have  four  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  units,  twenty  societies 
observed  the  W'eek  of  Prayer  giving  an  offering  of  $198.42.  Elkin 
District  sent  to  our  Conference  Treasurer  $2,558.47  which  paid  our 
pledge  in  full  after  all  deductions  were  made. 

We  have  reported  160  subscriptions  to  the  Methodist  Woman  and 
150  to  the  World  Outlook.  Nineteen  societies  had  classes  with  five  on 
the  honor  roll  and  three  Jurisdictional  classes.  We  have  13  active 
Spiritual  Life  Groups,  two  new  Life  members  and  one  Honorary  Baby 
Special  and  $2,493.37  spent  for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities. 

We  are  very  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  having  our  rural  worker, 
Mrs.  C.  B.  Dawsey,  Jr.,  with  us  in  the  District.  While  we  do  not  have 
new  organizations  to  report,  a  great  deal  of  preparatory  work  has  been 
done  where  we  will  be;  able  to  organize  in  the  spring.    Weak  societies 
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have  been  helped  and  problems  been  solved.  Mrs.  Dawsey  has  also 
done  a  splendid  work  with  the  young  people,  worked  in  Church  Schools, 
and  taught  study  classes  and  in  other  ways  been  a  power  for  good 
in   the    District. 

Let  us  face  the  year  1943  with  greater  faith;  love  and  more  devoted 
consecration  and  go  forward  in  our  work  for  our  Master.

REPORT  OF  GASTONIA  DISTRICT 

It  is  a  great  joy  and  a  great  responsibility  to  make  a  report  of  a 
year's  work  for  2,425  consecrated  Christian  women.  Much  can  be  given 
in  a  report  of  this  kind,  but  how  can  one  really  tell  of  the  love  and 
interest  shown,  or  of  the  sacrifices  made  by  our  women  to  "carry  on" 
the  work  of  the  Master?  It  is  a  consolation  to  know  that  the  Heavenly 
Father  sees  and  knows  all. 

Although  we  have  not  attained  every  goal  at  which  we  aimed,  we 
feel  that  we  have  advanced.  We  have  been  truly  blessed  with  richer 
experiences  in  Christian  love  and  fellowship.  The  statistics  show:  79 
societies,  with  2,425  members;  8  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  with  250 
members;  327  subscribers  to  the  Methodist  Woman,  348  subscribers 
to  the  World  Outlook,  our  pledge  of  $5,000  overpaid,  Week  of  Prayer 
offering,  $341.47,  a  most  gratifying  response  to  the  Emergency  Gift 
offering,  and  65  Active  Spiritual  Life  Groups.  In  all  other  phases 
of  the  work  our  attainments  were  very  creditable. 

A  finer  District  meeting  was  never  held  than  the  one  the  Gastonia 
District  had  in  Lincolnton,  First  Church  last  year!  Mrs.  C.  R. 
McAdams,  the  District  president,  presided  over  a  meeting  rich  in  in- 
spiration, information,  and  Christian  enthusiasm.  The  magnificent 
attendance  verified  the  love  and  loyalty  of  the  women  to  the  Master's 
cause. 

Perhaps,  the  District  Executive  Meetings,  could  be  listed  as  the 
greatest  help  in  the  promoting  of  the  work  throughout  the  District.

REPORT  OF  GREENSBORO  DISTRICT— 1942 

It  has  been  my  very  happy  privilege  to  work  with  seventy  old  and 
two  new  societies  of  the  Greensboro  District  since  May,  1942.  We  had 
reported  1,858  members  of  these  societies,  but  all  of  them  did  not 
report  their  enrollment,  so  I  am  sure  we  have  many  more  members 
in  the  District  working  and  praying  and  giving  of  their  money  to  our 
work  of  Building  God's  Kingdom  here  on  earth. 

We  faced  last  year  day  by  day,  constantly  praying  God  to  give  us 
courage,  strength  and  wisdom  to  live  through  the  trying  days  when 
so  much  was  demanded  of  the  women  of  the  home  and  the  church.  In 
spite  of  our  shifting  population  we  gained  217  new  members  through- 
out the  year,  and  lost  many  more  to  the  defense  areas  and  camp  zones. 

Under  the  efficient  leadership  of  Miss  Lottie  Duncan  we  report  seven 
Wesleyan  Service  Guilds;  three  of  them  new  and  have  promises  of 
many  more  as  so  many  women  are  now  in  the  business  world.  These 
seven  Guilds  sent  our  Conference  Treasurer  $264.25  which  I  think  is 
very  good. 

In  spite  of  war  conditions  our  District  meeting  in  May  was  largely 
attended  and  a  very  inspiring  program  was  enjoyed.  We  were  so  glad 
to  have  Mrs.  Weaver  speak  to  us  at  this  meeting. 

Our  Educational  Seminar  in  September  was  a  surprising  success. 
We  had  manjr  more  than  we  anticipated  to  come  so  interested  in  the 
plans  for  the  fall.  Again  it  was  our  pleasure  to  have  Mrs.  Weaver,  Mrs. 
Payne  and  other  Conference  officers  with  us.  It  seemed  the  women  made 
special  effort  to  get  to  the  meeting  and  are  surely  realizing  the  value  of 
spiritual  things  and  striving  to  put  God's  work  first. 

The  women  are  studying  more,  we  had  16  Jurisdictional  classes  for 
Mission  study  and  42  societies  had  85  approved  study  courses  through- 
out the  year.  Eleven  of  our  societies  were  on  the  honor  roll  for  Mission 
study  classes.  We  must  do  even  better  next  year  for  30  of  our  societies 
did  not  have  a  study  class  at  all. 

Thirty-five  of  our  societies  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer,  some  with 
all  day  meetings,  and  others  cottage  prayer  meetings  and  programs 
throughout  the  week.  One  of  the  most  inspiring  features  of  the  Week 
of  Prayer  was  the  beautiful  program  given  at  Bennett  College  the 
first  day  of  the  week.    All  the  churches  were  invited  and  we  are  anxious 
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that  this  will  become  an  annual  event  for  Bennett  College  to  begin  our 
Week  of  Prayer  with  all  the  churches  invited  again.  Our  offering 
was  $348.02. 

We  were  deeply  grateful  for  the  wonderful  response  for  the  Emer- 
gency Fund,  having  received  $792.12  for  this  one  call.  As  a  result  we 
also  had  10  Life  Memberships  for  the  year.  West  Market  3,  College 
Place  3,  Centenary  1,  Muir's  Chapel  1,  Pleasant  Garden  1,  and  Leaks- 
ville  1. 

The  women  were  generous  in  their  giving  and  we  overpaid  our  pledge 
of  $7,100.00.  This  year  we  have  pledged  $7,500.00.  We  spent  $5,287.17 
for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities;  $133.23 
for  supplies;  $49.05  for  Methodist  Youth  Fund;  $5.00  for  Children's 
Work. 

The  District  was  represented  at  the  Conference  in  Columbus  by  our 
President,  Mrs.  R.  G.  Rives,  and  at  the  Pastor's  School  at  Duke  by 
Mrs.  Rives  and  District  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs.  Ira  C.  Shelley. 
We  also  sent  a  delegate  to  the  Training  School  for  Negroes  at  Hanes 
Church,  in  July  and  did  ether  things  of  value  with  our  District  funds. 

Truly  the  women  have  been  good  members  of  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service,  helping  to  give  the  gospel  to  these  who  have  never 
heard,  as  well  as  promoting  the  interest  of  a  happy  community  and 
church.  Much  has  been  done  through  prayer  and  more  could  be  done  if 
the  women  prayed  more  earnestly  for  God's  will  to  be  done  through  us 
and  our  time  and  our  money.  When  we  face  a  task  so  great  as  building 
a  New  Earth  wherein  dwelleth  righteousness  we  are  thrilled  with  the 
opportunity  that  is  ours  and  that  we  are  to  be  God's  instruments  in 
making  this  new  world,  through  our  time,   service  and  money.

REPORT  OF  HIGH  POINT  DISTRICT 

A  review  of  the  activities  of  the  High  Point  District  shows  much 
progress  during  the  past  year,  educationally,  numerically  and  in  service 
rendered.  We  attribute  this  in  part  to  the  inspiration  received  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  in  High  Point  in  March.  Its  splendidly  planned  pro- 
grams and  the  forceful  messages  brought  by  the  Conference  speakers 
inspired  us  to  greater  efforts,  which  brought  forth  the  fine  fruit. 

Our  District  meeting  was  held  at  Main  Street  Church,  High  Point, 
on  April  29th.  At  this  time  a  new  slate  of  officers  was  elected,  and 
Mrs.  W.  T.  Powell,  who  had  so  efficiently  served  as  District  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  was  elected  President.  The  newly  elected  Secretary  was 
a  District  representative  to  the  Assembly,  held  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  in 
May,   and  her  expenses  to  the  meeting  were  assumed  by  the  District. 

A  combined  zone  meeting  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Educa- 
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tional  Seminar  at  First  Church,  Asheboro,  in  October,  and  zone  busi- 
ness transacted  at  this  session.  Attendance  at  all  meetings  has  been 
splendid,  considering   existing  circumstances. 

There  was  an  increase  of  three  in  the  number  of  societies  in  the 
District,  making  a  total  of  60  societies,  with  a  membership  of  2,285. 
We  are  also  100%  in  organization,  since  there  is  at  least  one  society 
on  each  charge. 

Outstanding  work  has  been  done  by  the  department  of  Spiritual 
Life.  A  District  Spiritual  Life  group,  which  meets  each  5th  Sunday, 
has  been  organized  and  each  meeting  indicates  growth  in  number  and 
interest.  While  the  attendance  has  been  confined  principally  to  the 
locality  around  High  Point,  it  is  expected  that  this  will  be  expanded  to 
cover  more  of  the  district.  This  is  the  only  organization  of  its  kind 
in  the  Conference. 

High  Point  District  led  the  Conference  in  Scarritt  Associates  and 
stood  at  the  top  in  Children's  Work.  We  also  ranked  high  in  Supplies, 
due  in  part  to  the  interest  in  a  local  project — the  purchase  of  an 
artificial  limb  for  a  District  pastor's  wife. 

Our  record  for  Mission  Study  is  not  as  good  as  usual,  due  to  our 
failure  to  report  a  number  of  classes  held.  Twelve  societies  attained  the 
honor  roll.  Nine  Jurisdictional  classes  were  held  and  Ward  Street, 
High  Point,  deserves  honorable  mention  for  holding  three  of  these. 

Two  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  were  organized  during  the  year — at 
Denton,  Central,  and  Randleman,  bringing  our  total  number  up  to  seven. 
These  are  wide-awake  organizations,  accomplishing  fine  things. 

The  District  pledge  for  1942  was  $4,850.00.  The  total  amount  sent 
the  Conference  Treasurer  was  $6,156.90.  Of  this  amount,  $250.32  was 
the  Week  of  Prayer  Offering  and  $654.24  was  for  Life  Memberships 
and  the  Emergency  Gift,  leaving  our  net  credit  $5,253.34 — which  over- 
paid our  budget  by  $403.34. 

Twelve  Life  Memberships  were  awarded  during  the  year  as  follows: 
First  Church,  Asheboro  to  Mrs.  M.  W.  Parrish;  Liberty,  to  Mrs.  Geo. 
R.  Brown;  Main  Street,  High  Point  to  Mrs.  M.  T.  Hicks  and  Mrs. 
R.  Roy  Kearns;  Ward  Street,  High  Point  to  Mrs.  A.  E.  Sain,  Mrs.  S.  W. 
Connor,  Mrs.  S.  S.  Swanson,  Mrs.  Blanche  Muse  and  Mrs.  Austin  Las- 
siter;  Wesley  Memorial  to  Mrs.  W.  H.  Hall  and  Mrs.  A.  H.  Whitley, 
and  Mt.  Olivet,  Mrs.  Chas.  M.  Tysor. 

As  we  go  into  the  new  year,  the  desire  of  our  hearts  is  that  we 
may  continue  to  grow — in  knowledge,  in  number,  and  in  grace — and 
that  we  may  do  our  bit  to  help  establish  "A  New  Earth  Wherein 
Dwelleth   Righteousness."

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REPORT  OF  MARION  DISTRICT— 1943 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  bring  to  you  the  report  of  the  Marion 
District.  We  have  had  many  years  of  splendid  reports  from  this  loyal 
group  of  women  but  I  feel  justified  in  saying  that  I  think  1942  has 
been  the  best  ever.  There  has  been  cooperation  in  every  report  I  have 
received  and  I  believe  that  the  women  have  realized  the  call  for  help  in 
our  Mission  Fields  is  greater  than  it  has  ever  been  before. 

Our  local  meetings,  District  meetings  and  Missionary  Institutes  have 
all  been  well  attended  and  though  we  have  been  handicapped  with  the 
tire  and  gas  shortage,  the  District  and  Local  officers  have  all  done  a 
splendid  job  of  carrying  on  their  work. 

There  were  21  mission  study  classes  reported  for  the  year  with 
seven   societies   making  the  honor  roll. 

We  did  not  meet  our  goal  of  a  society  on  every  charge,  but  great 
improvements  have  been  made.  We  were  delighted  to  have  Elk  Park  of 
the  Elk  Park  charge  and  Friendship  on  the  Connelly  Springs  charge 
join  with  our  family  of  societies.  This  still  holds  the  Marion  District 
with  51  Societies  of  Christian  Service  and  seven  Wesleyan  Service 
Guilds.  It  is  with  regret  that  Hopewell  on  the  Sunshine  charge  and 
Salem  on  the  Bostic  charge  felt  that  they  had  to  disband  for  the  present 
time. 

We  had  a  gain  over  last  year  in  subscriptions  to  the  World  Out- 
look and  the  Methodist  Woman  but  we  did  not  meet  our  goal  which 
should    have   been    200    each. 

Our  financial  report  for  the  year  was  splendid,  our  pledge  being 
$2,700,  and  we  paid  $3,268.56  while  our  local  work  reported  was 
$4,572.56. 

I  trust  that  war  conditions  will  cause  us  to  be  much  in  prayer  for 
our  home  work,  our  foreign  work,  the  men  in  the  armed  forces  and  that 
we  may  continue  to  go  forward  as  never  before.

REPORT  OF  SALISBURY  DISTRICT 

Another  year  has  passed  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  in  many 
respects  it  has  truly  been  a  good  year,  due  to  the  loyalty  of  our  women 
and  the  District  officers  who  have  cooperated  in  a  wonderful  way.  The 
District  is  also  indebted  to  the  pastors  and  to  the  District  Superin- 
tendent, Dr.  C.  N.  Clark  who  have  given  us  their  support.  We  owe 
much  to  our  Conference  Vice  President,  Mrs.  C.  N.  Clark,  who  gave 
so  generously  of  her  time  in  promoting  the  work.  Her  presence  among 
us  will  be  greatly  missed. 

Only  one  new  society  was  organized  and  one  was  lost.  We  a  "100% 
District"  with  sixty-seven  societies,  a  membership  of  3,016  and  fifteen 
unorganized  churches. 
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Because  of  transportation,  I  have  not  been  able  to  visit  many 
societies  but  have  kept  in  close  touch  with  the  work  through  corre- 
spondence. A  letter  was  sent  to  every  society  each  quarter,  besides 
sending  out  special  information  from  time  to  time.  I  attended  three 
zone  meetings,  held  a  Training  Day  for  the  1942  officers,  and  assisted 
in  the  Educational  Seminar  which  was  held  in  Central  Church,  Albe- 
marle. 

Our  District  Meeting  which  was  held  in  Central  Church,  Concord, 
was  fairly  well  attended.  Our  District  President,  Mrs.  G.  S.  Moore, 
presided.  Special  guest  speakers  were  our  Conference  President,  Mrs. 
C.  C.  Weaver,  and  Dr.  Janet  Alexander,  a  missionary  from  India  under 
the  Associated   Reformed   Presbyterian   Church. 

Gains  were  made  in  the  various  departments  of  our  work.  We  might 
show  even  greater  gains  had  all  our  societies  reported  their  work.  May 
I  urge  every  society  to  see  that  all  departments  report  every  quarter 
during  1943.  Reporting  is  a  most  important  pai't  of  program.  A 
slight  gain  was  made  in  Missionary  Education.  Thirty-two  societies 
had  study  classes,  a  total  of  112;  of  which  17  were  Jurisdictional  classes. 
Sixteen  made  the  honor  roll.  The  most  outstanding  work  in  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  was  keeping  in  touch 
with  the  men  in  the  Armed  Forces  regularly  and  especially  at  the  holi- 
day seasons.    Gifts  and  religious  literature  were  sent  them. 

Salisbury  District  leads  in  the  number  of  Youth  Fellowship  Groups. 
Of  the  forty-six  groups,  thirty-two  made  a  pledge  to  the  Methodist 
Youth  Fund  and  paid  through  the  W.  S.  C.  S.,  $114.01.  Three  Interest 
Groups  were  reported.  Interesting  accounts  of  the  growth  of  Spiritual 
Life  groups  have  been  reported.  Three  societies,  China  Grove,  First, 
Main  Street,  Albemarle,  and  Mt.  Olivet,  achieved  all  the  Efficiency  Aims. 
Forty-six  societies  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer,  an  increase  of  five 
over  the  previous  year.  It  is  a  joy  to  report  four  Honorary  Baby  and 
fifteen  Adult  Life  Memberships. 

That  the  women  of  Salisbury  District  have  been  in  earnest  about 
the  work  is  shown  by  increased  giving.  Our  gifts  for  the  year  are  as 
follows:  Babies,  $13.88;  Pledges  and  Kelly  Fund,  $5,360.48;  Budget 
Special,  $120.00;  Foreign  Scholarships,  $140.00;  Scarritt  Maintenance, 
$4.00;  Lenten  Offering,  $6.97;  Undirected  Emergency  Fund,  $351.15; 
Emergency  Life  Members,  $395.00;  Cultivation  Fund,  $13.15;  Wes- 
leyan  Service  Guild,  $371.70;  Methodist  Youth  Fund,  $114.01;  Week  of 
Prayer,  $284.65;  Cash  Supplies,  $60.73;  making  a  total  of  $7,235.72, 
which  was  sent  our  Conference  Treasurer.  In  addition  to  this  amount, 
$5,936.01  was  spent  on  local  church  activities  and  $124.08  for  supplies 
not  reported  through  the  Conference  Treasurer,  making  a  grand  total 
of  $13,295.79.

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REPORT  OF  STATESVILLE  DISTRICT— 1942 

Statesville  District  is  composed  of  four  whole  counties  and  a  part 
of  two  others.  There  are  twenty-four  charges  in  which  we  find  ninety- 
six  churches.  We  are  100%  organized,  that  is,  we  have  one  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  in  every  charge.  We  have  seven  charges 
in  which  every  church  has  a  Society,  and  one  Zone  with  a  Society  in 
every  church.  Two  churches  burned  last  year,  but  the  woman's  work 
in  these  churches  is  being  carried  on  as  usual.  We  have  seventy  So- 
cieties, with  three  other  churches  acting  as  circles  to  stronger  Societies 
on  their  charge.    We  discontinued  two  societies  last  year. 

Our  District  meeting  was  held  in  Newton,  early  in  June,  with 
Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver  and  Miss  Lelia  Tuttle  as  guest  speakers.    This  was 

an  unusually  interesting  meeting,  although  the  attendance  was  not  as 
great  as  the  year  before. 

Zone  meetings  are  especially  good  in  our  District,  and  the  four 
Spring  and  four  Fall  meetings  in  1942  were  no  exception.  Mrs.  E.  L. 
Rice,  returned  Missionary  from  China,  gave  us  great  inspiration  for 
our  work  in  these  Spring  meetings,  and  Miss  Lelia  Tuttle,  also  a 
returned  Missionary  from  China  did  the  same  for  us  in  the  Fall 
meetings. 

Our  District  Missionary  Seminar  was  held  at  Broad  Street  church, 
in  Statesville  with  good  attendance  and  much  interest  shown.  The 
principal  speakers  were  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver.  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne,  Mrs. 
R.  M.  Andrews,  Mrs.  D.  M.  Davidson,  and  Miss  Marshlea  Cottingham. 

We  observed  an  overnight  Spiritual  Life  Retreat  for  the  District 
Officers  here  at  1113*  home.  We  also  had  three  charge  Retreats  and  many 
in  Local  Societies. 

There  were  143  Study  classes  with  2,165  members,  of  which  42  were 
Jurisdictional  credit  classes,  in  which  Statesville  District  surpasses  all 
other  Districts.  We  tied  for  the  Honor  Roll  with  18  Societies  having 
three  study  classes  and  we  had  44  having  one  study  class  each. 

We  had  396  subscriptions  to  the  World  Outlook,  and  336  to  the 
Methodist  Woman.  Three  Societies  reported  making  our  aim  of  "Every 
Officer  a   Subscriber". 

We  can  report  ten  adult  Life  Memberships  and  nine  Baby  Life 
Memberships,  only  a  part  of  these  coming  from  the  "Emergency  Fund". 

I  think  our  women  are  beginning  to  understand  and  carry  out  the 
cooperative  plan  of  Young  Women  and  Girls,  and  Children's  Work.  We 
had  three  Interest  groups  reported,  and  twenty-four  Societies  reported 
additional  sessions  in  Children's  Work,  with  a  small  amount  of  money 
sent  our  Conference  Treasurer  through  their  local  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service. 

We  had  several   Societies   reporting  some  work  with   Students.    We 
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have   five   Wesleyan    Service    Guilds   with   one   hundred   and   sixty-three 
members,  doing  nice  work. 

On  Supplies  goes  a  grand  gift  of  $150.00  to  China  relief,  from  a 
devoted  member  to  the  work  which  claims  her  heart.  There  were  many 
other  gifts,  too,  in  money  and  other  needed  things.  We  are  also  getting 
a  better  knowledge  of  what  is  expected  of  us  from  the  Seven  Point 
Program  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  $6,371.18  was  raised  through 
this  channel  during  the  year. 

Fifty-three  Societies  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer,  contributing  the 
amount  of  $276.98. 

In  our  District  Executive  meeting,  held  here  in  January,  to  which 
every  officer  except  one  who  was  sick  came,  we  discussed  and  planned 
our  work  for  the  year.  We  decided  to  do  a  lot  of  visiting  this  year. 
Especially  do  we  plan  to  visit  those  churches  where  there  is  no  woman's 
work.  We  wish  to  interest  them  in  sharing  with  us  this  work  of  love. 
The  aims  we  set  for  ourselves  at  this  meeting  were  high  and  I  hope 
that  our  Heavenly  Father  will  ever  be  with  us,  keeping  us  from  dis- 
couragement, and  giving  us  wisdom  and  courage  to  attain  them.

REPORT  OF  WAYNESVILLE  DISTRICT 

In  making  the  Annual  Report  of  the  work  done  in  the  Waynesville 
District  I  shall  have  no  fear  of  being  labeled  egotistical  for  I  am  per- 
sonally responsible  for  no  part  of  this  splendid  report.  The  long  illness 
and  death  of  the  husband  of  our  faithful  and  efficient  District  Corre- 
spondent Secretary  and  then  her  long  and  serious  illness  has  necessi- 
tated her  being  absent  from  the  District,  but  the  splendid  ending  of 
the  year  is  but  a  tribute  to  her  thorough  piece  of  work  in  the  years 
that  are  past.  It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  have  to  give  her  up,  as  she 
finds  she  must  have  a  complete  rest  for  the  present.  At  the  request  of 
the  Conference  Executive  Board  I  am  carrying  on  until  the  regular 
District  election  of  officers.  The  report  I  am  writing  has  been  made 
possible  too,  in  a  large  measure,  by  the  splendid  way  in  which  the  local 
and  district  officers  have  cooperated  in  all  the  plans  as  set  forth  by 
our   Conference. 

We  have  43  Societies  with  a  membership  of  1,090.  We  have  two  new 
organizations  to  surprise  Mrs.  Thompson  with  for  our  first  quarter  of 
this  new  year  but  can't  be  counted  in  this  report.  We  have  made  gains 
in  interest  and  service  in  most  of  the  departments.  However  in  the 
department  of  Missionary  education  we  did  not  come  up  to  our  famous 
record  of  last  year,  which  record  was  a  study  class  in  every  society  in 
the  District  but  we  did  good  work.  Our  record  shows  24  study  classes, 
18  of  which  were  on  the  Honor  Roll  and  seven  classes  made  Jurisdic- 
tional  credit.     We  have   four   live  Wesleyan   Service   Guild   Units.     We 
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met  our  goal  for  Methodist  Woman  but  fell  short  of  the  goal  for  World 

Outlook. 

Financially,  we  went  over  the  top,  over  paid  our  pledge  to  the  Con- 
ference by  $250.00.  This  for  the  ninth  consecutive  year,  we  are  be- 
ginning to  believe  it  is  a  habit. 

Our  District  Meeting  at  Andrews  was  well  attended  in  spite  of  gas 
rationing.  Mrs.  Thompson,  Mrs.  Harbison  and  Mrs.  Stentz  were  the 
Conference  Officers  who  participated  in  a  most  helpful  program.  The 
Fall  Seminar  at  Sylva  had  a  representative  group  of  officers  for  the 
day  of  information  and  inspiration  like  which  only  Mrs.  Payne  can  plan. 
The  attendance  at  both  these  meetings  was  made  possible  by  the  good 
pastors  in  the  District  who  bring  their  cars  and  see  that  they  are 
loaded  with  their  women  from  the  Societies  of  Christian  Seivice. 

Our  Spiritual  Life  groups  have  been  active  and  I  feel  very  definitely 
that  the  influence  of  these  groups  has  been  felt  throughout  the  work. 
There  is  no  doubt  when  we  go  from  our  knees  to  a  task  we  cannot  fail. 

I  know  this  is  not  a  complete  picture  of  all  the  work  done  in  the 
Waynesville  District  for  my  source  of  information  comes  from  the  last 
quarter's  report.  Although  the  results  have  been  good,  we  did  not  attain 
every  goal  at  which  we  aimed.  Our  women  are  growing  in  Christian 
love  and  unselfish  service  and  giving.  The  opportunities  in  this  great 
mountain  District  are  great  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  even 
greater  things  in  the  coming  year.  God  is  good  and  his  grace  is  suffi- 
cient and  His  arm  is  not  shortened.  Our  aim  will  keep  before  us :  To 
keep  alive  and  growing  the  societies  we  have  and  organize  one  in  every 
church  where  at  all  practicable.  Our  prayer  is  for  a  deeper  consecration 
for  His  service,  courage,  strength,  and  faith  for  the  year  ahead.

REPORT   OF  WINSTON-SALEM   DISTRICT 

Immediately  following  the  Conference  Executive  meeting  at  "Sunny 
Acres"  in  January,  1942  plans  were  formulated  for  a  District  Execu- 
tive meeting.  Mrs.  P.  A.  Masten,  the  District  Secretary  of  the  Wes- 
leyan  Service  Guild,  invited  the  officers  to  have  the  meeting  in  her 
home.  At  that  time  each  officer  gave  a  forecast  of  the  work  as  she  had 
mapped  it  for  the  particular  phase  of  the  work  assigned  to  her  by 
the  District.    Dates  were  decided  for  the  zone  meetings. 

The  Mt.  Airy  zone  meeting  was  held  with  a  good  attendance  and  a 
profitable  program.  The  Thomasville-Lexington  zone  meeting  was  also 
held  at  which  time  the  women  received  information  and  inspiration 
that  could  not  have  been  gained  through  any  other  source.  At  both 
meetings  the  Christian  fellowship  and  the  exchanging  of  ideas  of 
workable  plans  created  a  desire  to  do  more  for  cur  Master's  work. 
The  Winston-Salem  zone  was  unable  to  carry  cut  its  plans  on  account 
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of  the  weather  and  an  epidemic  of  sickness  in  the  many  homes  of  the 
members. 

The  District  meeting  was  held  at  Fair  Grove  church  April  25th, 
1942.  The  visiting  missionary  was  Miss  Lelia  Tuttle,  of  China.  Con- 
ference officers  present  were  the  president,  Mrs.  C.  C.  "Weaver;  record- 
ing secretary,  Mrs.  John  Hoyle,  Jr.;  the  secretary  of  missionary  culti- 
vation and  service,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne  and  the  secretary  of  student  work, 
Mrs.  Walter  Lee  Lanier.  Each  one  of  the  District  officers  was  present 
and  put  forth  an  earnest  plea  for  a  united  effort  in  carrying  out  the 
fundamental  plans  as  laid  down  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service.  As  urgent  needs  were  presented,  a  response  immediately 
took  care  of  them.    When  we  see  such  eagerness  it  is  most  gratifying. 

In  the  fall,  September  26th,  1942,  the  District  educational  seminar 
was  held  in  Centenary  church,  Winston-Salem.  The  attendance  at  that 
meeting  demonstrated  the  loyalty  of  the  women,  showing  the  difficulty 
of  transportation  had  not  been  a  hindrance  that  could  not  be  over- 
come. The  number  exceeded  all  previous  similar  meetings.  Even  though 
the  women  were  conscious  of  war  conditions,  there  was  a  grim  de- 
termination to  hold  up  God's  work  at  any  cost. 

It  was  a  group  "on  business  for  our  King"  that  went  into  combined 
zone  meeting  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day.  Each  zone  elected  a 
new  leader:  Mrs.  Zeb.  Smith,  Mrs.  C.  O.  Plyler  and  Mrs.  J.  L.  Wolt3 
of  Zone  I,  II,  and  III  respectively. 

During  the  year  four  newly  organized  groups  were  added  to  our 
list:  Concord,  Pisgah,  Shady  Grove  and  Harmony  Grove.  The  Wes- 
leyan  Service  Guilds  showed  a  steady  gain. 

Encouragement  and  contact  has  been  made  with  those  in  defense 
work  and  those  of  the  armed  forces.  The  Upper  Room  is  generally 
distributed  to  those  in  service. 

All-day  retreats,  cottage  meetings,  and  four  evening  meetings  were 
used  in  the  week  of  prayer  observance. 

The  children's  work  is  functioning  better,  and,  since  the  report 
blanks  are  in  the  regular  report  book,  the  leaders  are  learning  how  to 
record  their  activities. 

An  encouraging  fact  is  that  the  women  are  sending  in  more  of  their 
reports  on  the  official  blanks. 

The  scope  of  the  work  at  the  Bethlehem  Center,  Winston-Salem,  was 
enlarged  during  1942.  An  inter-racial  advisory  board  was  formed.  A 
Girl  Scout  troop  has  grown  until  it  now  has  between  150  to  200  mem- 
bers. The  leaders  of  the  colored  race  of  the  city  are  deeply  interested 
sn  its  progress.  An  institute  was  held  in  May  at  which  members  repre- 
senting ten  colored  churches  were  enrolled.  The  white  women  were 
most  cooperative  when  called  upon  to  participate  on  the  program. 

The   N.    C.    Training    School    was    another   inter-racial   project   held

in  Winston-Salem.  The  Christian  Social  Relations  and  local  church 
activities  of  both  the  North  Carolina  and  the  Western  North  Caro- 
lina Conferences  cooperated.  The  District  corresponding  secretaries 
of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  lent  both  influence  and 
financial   support   in   increasing  the   number   in   attendance. 

When  the  emergency  call  came  from  the  Woman's  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service,  the  women  came  to  the  rescue  by  giving  generously  to 
the  deficit  of  the  previous  year. 

The  names  of  twenty-six  adults  and  five  children  were  added  as 
Life  Members  during  1942.  We  were  happy  that  it  was  possible  for 
the  District  to  make  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver.  Mrs.  John  Hoyle,  Jr.,  Mrs. 
Walter  Lee  Lanier  and  Mrs.  J.  G.  Sterling  life  members.  After  the 
church  conference  another  member  of  the  executive  board  of  the  wom- 
an's work  was  transferred  to  the  Winston-Salem  District,  but  Salis- 
bury District  would  not  permit  us  to  place  Mrs.  C.  H.  Clark's  name 
on  as  a  life  member.  Neither  would  they  let  us  have  the  privilege  of 
bestowing  the  honor  upon  Mrs.  P.  N.  Peacock,  our  treasurer  of  the  Con- 
ference. 

The  intensive  mission  study  classes  showed  marked  originality  in 
carrying  out  the  suggested  program.  Although  all  the  classes  in  the 
District  did  not  get  Jurisdictional  recognition,  quite  a  number  of  women 
participated  on  the  program. 

The  statistical  report  you  will  find  in  the  various  officers'  recordings.

In   all   phases   of  our   woi'k.   we   found   the   great    Leader   of   infinite 
power    would    transform    this    world,    not    by    force,    but    by    fellowship;

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  WESTERN  NORTH  CAROLINA 

CONFERENCE   WOMAN'S   SOCIETY   OF 

CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

ARTICLE  I— Name 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  The  Western  North  Carolina 
Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  II— Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Serv- 
ice shall  be  to  plan  and  direct  the  work  of  the  Society  within  the  Con- 
ference in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  Wom- 
an's Division  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  III — Membership  and  Officers 

The  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  or  reserve 
from  each  local  society;  one  delegate  or  reserve  from  each  church  in 
which  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  organized;  the  District  Presidents; 
the  District  Corresponding  Secretaries;  all  Chairmen  of  Conference 
Standing  Committees;  any  officer  or  member  of  the  Woman's  Division 
or  of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  residing  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Conference,  and  the  following  officers:  a  President,  a  Vice-President, 
a  Recording  Seci'etary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Sec- 
retary of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  Secretary  of  Student  Work, 
Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Groups,  Secretary  of  Children's 
Work,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  Secretary  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  Secretary  of 
Literature  and  Publications,  Secretary,  of  Supplies,  the  Editor  of  the 
Woman's  Page  in  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate. 

ARTICLE  IV— Annual  Meeting 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  when 
reports  shall  be  received  from  the  Conference  officers  and  from  the 
Districts.  Officers  shall  be  elected,  the  necessary  business  transacted, 
and  pledges  made  for  the  year.  There  shall  be  a  program  of  inspira- 
tion and  information  in  harmony  with  the  plans  and  projects  of  the 
Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  and  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service. 

ARTICLE  V— Elections 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  quadrennium  the  Conference  Society  of 
Christian  Service  shall  nominate  according  to  instructions  in  the  Disci- 
pline, the  women  for  Conference  representatives  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  Three  women  shall  also  be 
nominated  for  membership  on  the  General  Board  of  Mission  and  Church 
Extension.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  preceding  the  Assembly,  delegates 
shall  be  elected  in  accordance  with  the  stated  membership. 
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article  vi 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  Constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Hecording  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  sixty  days  before 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Division. 

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY 

OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

ARTICLE  I— Officeks 

Sec.  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
She  shall  actively  advance  all  the  interests  of  the  work.  She  shall 
sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex-ofhcio  of 
all  committees.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Jurisdiction  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  of  the  Conference  Board  and  of 
such  other  co-operative  boards  and  committees  as  the  Discipline  may 
provide. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  President 
in  her  absence  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  So- 
ciety. She  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Conference  Society 
may  require. 

Sec.  3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings 
of  the  Conference  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall 
keep  a  permanent  record  of  all  proceedings  and  send  a  copy  of  the 
minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  each  officer.  She  shall  present 
all  recommendations  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the  Conference 
Society  and  notify  all  committees  of  their  appointment.  She  shall  pre- 
pare and  issue  the  annual  report  of  the  Conference  Society. 

Sec.  4.  .  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspond- 
ence of  the  Society.  She  shall  supply  the  societies  with  information 
concerning  the  work.  In  eo-operation  with  the  District  Secretaries, 
she  shall  seek  to  organize  societies  in  every  church  in  the  Conference. 
She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  Immediately  after  the  election 
of  Conference  Society  officers,  she  shall  send  a  list  of  the  officers  to 
the  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  of  the  Jurisdiction  and  the 
Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  of  the  Joint  Division.  She 
shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society.  She  shall 
report  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Secretary  of  Organization  and 
Promotion  of  the  Jurisdiction   Society, 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  missionary  funds  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  quarterly  or 
monthly  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society,  or  from  District 
Treasurers,  as  the  Conference  Society  may  direct.  She  shall  remit 
such  funds  without  division  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference 
Society.    She  shall  disburse  funds  upon  the  written  order  of  the  Con- 
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ference  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  shall  send  an 
itemized  statement  of  all  finances  to  these  officers.  Her  books  shall 
be  submitted  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall  be  bonded  in  such  sum 
and  upon  such  conditions  as  the  Woman's  Division  may  determine. 

Sec.  6.  The  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall 
be  responsible  for  Missionary  Education  in  the  Conference  and  for 
the  promotion  of  study  courses  in  the  societies.  She  shall  furnish 
missionary  information,  recommend  missionary  projects,  and  develop 
interest  in  their  support.  She  shall  recommend  to  the  Conference 
Society  the  study  courses  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service.  She  shall  assist  in  planning  and  promoting  Missionary 
Conferences,  Study  Leaders'  Meetings  and  Schools  of  Missions  sponsored 
by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  Chairmen  of 
the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  and  with  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  study 
plans  of  the  Conference.  She  shall  also  co-operate  with  the  Conference 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  its  program  of  Missionary 
Education  and  with  inter-denominational  agencies  engaged  in  Missionary 
Education.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  quar- 
terly and  annually,  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Missionary  Educa- 
tion and  Service.  Where  advisable,  this  work  may  be  promoted  by  two 
secretaries,  one  in  charge  of  study  plans  and  one  in  charge  of  missionary 
projects. 

Sec.  7.  The  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  Conference 
throug'h  District  and  local  society  officers  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities.  She  shall  guide  the  studies  of  the  various 
committees  of  this  department,  and  endeavor  to  enlist  the  women  in 
community  surveys  and  service.  She  shall  have  an  advisory  relation- 
ship to  local  church  activities.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  Chairman 
of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  and  with  the  Secretary  of  Missionary 
Education  and  Service  in  the  study  and  service  plans  of  the  Confer- 
ence. She  shall  co-operate  with  organizations  of  the  Church  and  other 
agencies  working  toward  similar  ends  approved  by  the  Division.  She 
shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society,  quarterly  and  annually, 
to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities. 

Sec.  8.  The  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  serve  as 
Chairman  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee,  promote  the  work  of  the 
Guild  in  the  Conference  and  assist  in  the  organization  of  new  units. 
She  shall  become  familiar  with  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service,  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Conference  Society  and 
present  the  annual  report  of  the  Guild.  She  shall  receive  reports  from 
the  District  Guild  Society  and  report  annually  and  semi-annually  to  the 
Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Sec.  9.  The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans 
and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.    She  shall  make  an 
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annual    report    to    the    Conference    Society    and    report,    quarterly    and 
annually,  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Student  Work. 

Sec.  10.  The  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and.  Girls'  Work  shall 
promote  the  work  according  to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the 
Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  an  annual  1'eport  to  the  Conference 
Society  and  report,  quarterly  and  annually,  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary 
of  the  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work. 

Sec.  11.  The  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  promote  the  work 
according  to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report 
quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

Sec.  12.  The  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  distribultion  of  literature  throughout  the  Conference 
and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  news  through  the  Church  and 
secular  press.  She  shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  literature  and 
program  materials  of  the  Woman's  Division  and  report  concerning 
its  suitability  to  meet  Conference  needs.  She  shall  promote  the  cir- 
culation of  The  Methodist  Woman  throughout  the  Conference  and  of 
World  Outlook  in  co-operation  with  the  other  responsible  agencies  of 
the  Church.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society 
and  report  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of 
Literature  and  Publications. 

Sec.  13.  The  Secretary  of  Supplies  shall  be  responsible  for  pro- 
moting interest  in  the  sending  of  necessary  supplies  to  the  ministers  of 
The  Methodist  Church  recommended  by  their  district  superintendents, 
and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  field  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Con- 
ference Society  and  report  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Secretary  of  Supplies. 

Sec.  14.  The  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  The  North  Carolina 
Christian  Advocate  shall  gather  materials  of  information  and  inspira- 
tion concerning  Woman's  Work  and  edit  the  same  for  the  Woman's 
Page  in  the  Advocate. 

Sec.  15.  The  Chairman  of  Spiritual  Life  Committee  shall  direct 
activities  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life,  the  functions  of 
which  are  set  forth  under  Article  V,  section  2. 

ARTICLE  II— Elections 

(1)  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference  shall 
be  elected  as  Conference  Officers.  Conference  Officers  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Society.  The  elections  shall  take 
place  annually,  as  follows :

The  term  of  each  officer  shall  be  for  two  years,  and  no  person 
shall  be  elected  to  the  same  office  for  more  than  three  consecutive 
terms,  except  the  treasurer,  and  provided  one  year  or  less  of  service 
of  an  unexpired  term  shall  not  be  counted. 

(2)  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Quadrennium,  the  Confer- 
ence Society  shall  elect  from  three  to  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Woman's    Society,   three   of   whom   shall  be  officers   of   the    Conference 

Society. 

(3)  Vacancies  occurring  in  Conference  Offices  between  Annual 
Meetings  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Administrative  Corn- 
nil,  tee  until  the  next  Annual  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  III — Executive  Committee 

(1)  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Society  shall  be 
composed  of  the  officers  and  the  District  Corresponding  Secretaries. 
A  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

(2)  The  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  from  its  membership 
an  Administrative  Committee  of  seven  who  shall  transact  necessary 
business  in  the  interim  between  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee- 

(3)  The  President,  at  her  discretion  shall  call  a  mid-year  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Committee  to  review  the  work  of  the  year,  to  plan  for 
the  Annual  Meeting,  and  to  attend  to  any  other  necessary  business. 

(4)  The  Executive  Committee  shall  appoint  all  Committees  neces- 
sary for  conducting  the  business  of  the  Conference. 

ARTICLE  IV— Funds 

(1)  The  Conference  Society  shall  make  an  annual  pledge  to  the 
Woman's   Division   of   Christian    Service. 

(2)  Ail  Undesignated  Missionary  Gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the  office^ 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  on  the  basis  agreed  upon  by 
the  Division.  There  shall  be  no  division  of  missionary  funds  by  the 
Conference  Treasurer. 

(3)  Designated  Funds   shall  be   sent   to   the   Conference   Treasurer, 
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who  shall  transmit  them  as  designated  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's 
Division. 

(4)  Funds  contributed  for  Special  Memberships  and  Memorials  are 
a  part  of  regular  pledges  or  apportionments  and  may  not  be  directed  by 
the  Conference  Society. 

(5)  The  Conference  Society  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  Conference  cul- 
tivation and  expenses  and  for  such  Jurisdiction  cultivation  and  expenses 
as  are  not  provided  for  by  the  Woman's  Division  for  Education  and 
cultivation.    This  fund  not  to  exceed  six  per  cent  of  total  collections. 

(6)  The  Special  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-denial  Offerings  shall 
be  applied  to  the  objects  designated  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Division. 

(7)  A  definite  amount  shall  be  stated  in  all  Study  Grants.  The 
Scarritt  Study  Grant  shall  be  given  preferably  to  a  Western  North 
Carolina    Conference    resident. 

ARTICLE  V — Standing  Committees 

Sec.  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  provide  such  standing  com- 
mittees as  the  needs  may  require. 

Sec.  2.  Spiritual  Life.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on 
Spiritual  Life  whose  endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of 
all  Methodist  women,  to  deepen  the  prayer  life  and  to  increase  a  sense 
of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving;  to  keep  in  touch 
with  the  spiritual  movements  of  the  times  and  by  prayerful  research 
develop  a  clearer  appreciation  of  the  meaning  of  Christian  living;  to 
devise  definite  means  to  permeate  the  local  Church  with  a  spiritual 
power  which  will  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  to  more  active  service; 
to  promote  Christian  stewardship,  devotional  Bible  study,  and  the  use 
of  other  devotional  materials. 

Sec.  3.  Status  of  Women.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on 
Status  of  Women.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the 
status  of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation, 
and  in  other  lands,  including  the  basis  of  woman's  place  and  the  ques- 
tions that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  Church.  The  committee 
shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Society  for  the  promo- 
tion of  such  lines  of  activities  as  will  improve  her  status  and  enable  her 
to  serve  efficiently. 

Sec.  4.  Missionary  Personnel,  (a).  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Missionary  Personnel,  composed  of  the  Conference  Chairman 
of  Missionary  Personnel,  the  Conference  President,  the  Conference 
Corresponding  Secretary,  the  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild, 
the  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  and  the  women  members  of  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  and  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the 
Woman's  Division  residing  within  the  Conference.  Others  with  experi- 
ence in  personnel  work  may  be  co-opted. 
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(b)  This  committee  shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the  Committee 
on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division.  It  shall  search  for 
consecrated  young  women  of  training  and  experience  who  may  be  avail- 
able for  Christian  service;  it  shall  interpret  the  standards  for  candi- 
dates, and  the  types  of  service  needed;  it  shall  explain  to  prospective 
candidates  the  procedure  in  making  application  to  the  Board;  it  shall 
recommend  to  the  Personnel  Secretary  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Mis- 
sionary, Personnel  of  the  Board  the  names  of  such  persons  who  in  their 
judgment  shall  be  considered  as  prospective  candidates;  it  shall  co- 
operate in  making  plans  for  visitation  within  the  Conference  in  the 
interest  of  personnel  work.  The  committee  shall  send  an  annual  report 
of  its  activities  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary 
Personnel  of  the  Woman's   Division. 

Sec.  5.  Research  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  Research  Committee 
of  three  members.  The  duty  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  search  for 
specially  qualified  women  in  the  Conference  who  may  serve  as  Officers 
and  as  Chairmen  of  the  Standing  Committees.  It  shall  study  the  quali- 
fications and  suitability  of  such  women  for  special  places  of  service 
and  submit  a  report  of  its  findings  when  called  for  by  the  Conference 
Woman's  Society. 

Sec.  6.  By-Laws  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  By-laws  Committee 
composed  of  the  President,  Conference  Secretai-y,  and  three  others 
elected  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  7.  Program  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  Program  Committee 
appointed  each  year  by  the  Executive  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  this  Committee  to  plan  the  Program  for  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Sec.  8.  Rural  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  Rural  Committee  com- 
posed of  three  Conference  Officers  and  a  District  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary in  whose  district  the  Rural  Worker  is  employed.  This  Committee 
shall  plan  and  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  work  being  done  by  the 
Rural  Worker. 

ARTICLE  VI— By-Laws 

The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  By-laws  as  the  needs  of  the 
Conference  require,  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution 
and  By-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  VII— Miscellaneous 

(1)  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  as  issued  each  year  shall  be  sent  to  all  the 
Methodist  Institutions  within  the  bounds  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

(2)  All  motions,  resolutions,  recommendations  and  reports  to  be 
included  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  presented  to 
the  President  and  the  Recording  Secretary  in  writing. 
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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT  WOMAN'S 
SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

ARTICLE  I— Name 

There  shall  be  a  District  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  II— Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  District  Society  shall  be  to  unite  all  the  Societies 
within  the  District  in  an  earnest  effort  for  the  promotion  of  the  work 
of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  III— Membership 

All  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the 
local  churches  of  a  district  shall  be  considered  members  of  the  District 
Society. 

ARTICLE  IV— District  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  District  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a  Recording: 
Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  Secretaries  of 
Missionary  Education  and  Service,  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities,  of  Student  Work,  of  Children's  Work,  of  Young; 
Women  and  Girls'  Work,  of  Literature  and  Publication,  of  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  and  Supplies,  and  a  Chairman  of  Spiritual  Life. 

ARTICLE  V— Meetings 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  District  Society,  when 
reports  shall  be  received  from  the  Societies  in  the  District,  officers 
elected,  necessary  business  transacted,  pledges  made  by  the  Societies 
and  a  program  of  inspiration  and  information  given  along  the  lines 
of  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  DISTRICT  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY 

OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

ARTICLE  I— Officers 

Sec.  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  District  Meetings.  She 
shall  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  Conference  President.  She  shall  use 
every  means  to  promote  the  entire  work  and  cultivate  new  Societies. 
She  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  District  Committees. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  Presi- 
dent in  her  absence,  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interest  of 
the  Society.  She  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  District  Society 
shall  require. 

Sec.  3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  the 
meetings  of  the  District  in  permanent  form.  She  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  are  required. 
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Sec.  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  corespondence 
with  the  Societies  of  the  District  and  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  Con- 
ference Corresponding:  Secretary.  She  shall  furnish  all  needed  informa- 
tion to  the  Societies,  use  every  means  to  promote  the  entire  work  and 
organize  and  cultivate  new  Societies.  She  shall  make  reports  to  the 
District  Society  and  the  Conference  Society,  as  required,  she  shall  pre- 
sent the  work  at  District  Conferences  and  Institutes  as  called  for 
by  the  District  Superintendent.  She  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual 
reports  to  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  and  copies  of  these 
to  the  Conference  President.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Conference 
Executive   Committee. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  District  Funds  which  may 
be  derived  from  collections  at  District  Meetings  and  from  donations 
from  the  Society.  The  funds  may  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  on  order 
of  the  District  President  and  District  Corresponding  Secretary. 

Sec.  6.  The  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall 
work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Conference  Secretary  in  promoting 
the  study  program  through  the  societies  in  the  District. 

Sec.  7.  The  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Conference 
Secretary  in  promoting  the  work  through  societies  in  the  District. 

Sec.  8.  The  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  pro- 
mote the  work  of  the  Guilds  through  the  District  and  shall  organize 
and  cultivate  new  Guilds.  She  shall  receive  the  quarterly  reports  from 
the   Guilds   and   send   a    compiled   report  to   the    Conference    Secretary. 

Sec.  9.  The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  see  that  there  is  a 
well  qualified  Secretary  of  Student  Work  in  each  local  Society.  She 
should  become  acquainted  with  these  Secretaries  as  soon  as  possible. 
She  shall  co-operate  with  the  other  church  agencies  in  planning  stu- 
dent meetings  in  the  District.  She  shall  refer  any  person  interested 
in  Christian  Service  to  the  Conference  President  or  Chairman  of  Mis- 
sionary Personnel. 

Sec.  10.  The  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  shall 
promote  the  work  according  to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by 
the  Conference.  She  shall  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  Conference 
Secretary. 

Sec.  11.  The  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  work  in  close  co- 
operation with  the  Conference  Secretary.  She  shall  receive  the  reports 
from  the  District  Corresponding  Secretary. 

Sec.  12.  The  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  see  that 
each  Society  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  has  a  Secretary  of  Literature 
and  Publications.  She  shall  see  that  periodicals  and  literature  are 
presented,  displayed  and  sold  at  each  District  Meeting.  She  shall  in- 
form all  Secretaries  of  adult,  young  women's  and  children's  societies 
as  well  as  standing  committees  of  material  available  for  their  use.  She 
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shall  push  promotional  plans  for  magazines  sent  out  by  the  Woman's 
Division   of   Christian    Service. 

Sec.  13.  The  Secretary  of  Supplies  shall  distribute  the  report  blanks 
entitled,  "Shipment  of  Goods"  and  list  of  ministerial  and  institutional 
needs  to  the  Societies  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  supplied  her  by 
the  Conference  Secretary. 

Sec.  14.  The  Chairman  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  keep  in  close  touch 
with  each  local  Chairman  through  personal  letters  and  other  methods 
as  she  desires.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  Conference  Chairman  in 
promoting  plans  for  the  Week  of  Prayer,  The  World  Day  of  Prayer, 
and  the  Lenten  and  other  seasons  of  prayer  and  self-denial. 

ARTICLE  II— Committees 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  a  Research  Committee  appointed  by  the 
District  President.  The  duty  of  this  Committee  shall  be  to  suggest  pros- 
pective officers  for  the  District  Society. 

ARTICLE  III— Meetings 

Sec.  1.  An  Officer's  Training  Institute  shall  be  held  as  early  in  the 
year  as  possible  for  presenting  Conference  and  District  plans  for  the 
instruction  of  officers. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  a  Study  Leader's  Day  in  the  third  quarter 
for  the  benefit  of  the  work  in  the  District. 

Sec.  3.  The  President,  at  her  discretion,  shall  call  a  meeting  of 
the  District  Officers  to  plan  the  work  and  to  attend  to  any  other  nec- 
essary business. 

ARTICLE   IV— Reports 

Sec.  1.  All  officers'  reports,  with  the  exception  of  the  Treasurer's 
shall  be  received  through  the  District  Corresponding  Secretary. 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS   OF  THE  WOMAN'S 

SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE  IN  THE 

LOCAL  CHURCH 

CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I— Name 

There  shall  be  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  Local 
Church,  auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service. 

ARTICLE  II— Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  be 
to  unite  all  the  women  of  the  church  in  Christian  living  and  service;  to 
help  develop  and  support  Christian  Work  among  women   and  children 
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around  the  world;  to  develop  the  spiritual  life;  to  study  the  needs  of 
the  world;  to  take  part  in  such  service  activities  as  will  strengthen  the 
local  church,  improve  civic,  community  and  world  conditions.  To  this 
end  this  organization  shall  seek  to  enlist  women,  young  people  and 
children  in  this  Christian  fellowship,  and  to  secure  funds  for  the  activi- 
ties in  the  local  church  and  support  of  the  work  undertaken  at  home 
and    abroad   for   the    establishment    of   a    World    Christian    Community. 

ARTICLE  III — Membership 

A  woman  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society  by  giving  prayer, 
service  and  an  annual  contribution  of  money  to  the  total  budget  through 
membership  offerings  or  dues,  pledges  or  gifts.  She  shall  contribute  to, 
educate  for,  and  promote  the  three-fold  program  of  the  women  of 
Methodism. 

ARTICLE  IV— Funds 

All  funds  from  whatsoever  source  raised  under  the  auspices  of  this 
Society  belong  to  this  organization  and  shall  be  disbursed  only  in  accord 
with  its  constitution  and  by  its  order. 

(2)  The  Total  budget  to  be  raised  and  administered  by  a  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  shall  include  pledges  for 
missions  through  the  regular  channels  of  finance  plus  the  budget  for 
Christian   Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

(3)  All  undesignated  missionary  gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the  office 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  on  the  basis  to  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  Division.  There  shall  be  no  division  of  missionary  funds 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  society  in  the  local  church. 

(4)  Designated  funds  shall  be  sent  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Wom- 
an's Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  to  the  District  or 
Conference  Treasurer.  The  Conference  Treasurer  shall  transmit  these 
funds  as  designated  to  the  Division  Treasurer. 

(5)  The  money  for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  shall  be  raised  and  ministered  by  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian   Service  in  the  local  church. 

(6)  Each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  make  an 
annual  pledge  to  the  total  budget  adopted  by  the  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  designated 
gifts  for  the  support  of  specified  objects  within  the  appropriations. 

(7)  Each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  include  in 
its  budget  a  definite  amount  for  a  Cultivation  Fund. 

ARTICLE  V — Officers  and  Elections 

The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President;  one  or  more  Vice- 
Presidents;  a  Recording  Secretary;  a  Corresponding  Secretary;  a  Treas- 
urer; Vice-Presidents  or  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Serv- 
ice;  Vice-Presidents   or   Secretaries   of   Christian   Social   Relations   and

Local  Church  Activities;  a  Secretary  of  Student  Work;  a  Secretary  of 
Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work;  a  Secretary  of  Children's  Work;  a 
Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications;  a  Secretary  of  Supplies,  and 
such  other  officers  in  charge  of  lines  of  work  as  may  be  required. 

These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 
ARTICLE  VI— Meetings 

The  Society  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  a  month  for 
the  transaction  of  its  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work. 

ARTICLE  VII— Amendments 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  Constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  Re- 
cording Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  sixty  days  before 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Division. 

BY-LAWS 
ARTICLE  I— Meetings 

Sec.  1.  One  or  more  regular  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  shall  be  held  monthly.  There  shall  be  an  annual 
meeting  for  the  receiving  of  annual  reports  and  the  election  and  installa- 
tion of  officers.  It  shall  be  held  prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 
Adequate  time  shall  be  given  in  the  meeting  for  education  and  in  suc- 
cessful promotion  of  the  vast  interests  committed  to  Methodist  women. 
The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  consecration 
and  the  consideration  of  the  plans,  programs  and  financial  pledges  for 
the  year.  Where  expedient  the  Society  may  organize  Circles  represent- 
ing the  entire  program  of  the  Society.  These  circles,  if  organized,  shall 
meet  once  a  month  with  the  whole  Society  for  an  inclusive  presentation 
of  the  plans  and  programs  of  each.  Membership  in  these  Circles  may 
be  revolving,  subject  to  entire  change  of  personnel  at  the  time  of  the 
annual  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  The  order  of  business  shall  include  worship,  reports  of  gen- 
eral officers,  of  officers  in  charge  of  the  various  lines  of  work,  chairmen 
of  standing  committees,  and  a  program  presenting  the  total  work  of 
the  Society  as  provided  by  the  education  and  promotion  agencies  of  the 
Division. 

Sec.  3.  A  special  meeting  may  be  called  by  the  President  with  the 
approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  At  such  special  meetings  no  busi- 
ness shall  be  transacted  except  that  for  which  the  meeting  is  called. 

Sec.  4.  The  President  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  consider  business  of  importance. 

ARTICLE  II — Nominations  and  Elections 

Sec.  1.  (a)  The  Society  may  elect,  previous  to  the  annual  meeting, 
from  three  to  seven  members  who  shall  serve  as  a  nominating  commit- 
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tee   to  present  nominations   for   all   officers   and  chairmen   of  standing 
committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

(b)  Nominations  and  elections  may  be  by  acclamation  or  by  ballot. 
The  consent  of  nominees  shall  be  secured  before  presenting  names. 

(c)  A  majority  vote  is  sufficient  for  election.  Those  elected  shall 
assume  their  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Sec.  2.  No  officer  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four  con- 
secutive years  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  III — Duties  of  Officers 

Sec.  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  actively  advance  all  phases 
of  the  work  of  the  Society.  She  shall  promote  close  co-operation  be- 
tween the  Society  and  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in 
the  local  Church,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  election  by  the  Society 
of  two  representatives  to  membership  on  that  Board.  She  shall  officially 
represent  the  Society  at  all  meetings  except  where  delegates  are  elected 
by  the  Society.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all  committees  except 
the  Nominating  Comittee  and  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  thus  qualifying  for  mem- 
bership on  the  Official  Board  and  Quarterly  Conference. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  interests 
of  the  Society  and  in  the  absence  of  the  President  shall  assume  the 
duties  of  that  office.  She  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  Program  Com- 
mittee. 

Sec.  3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  sign,  with 
the  President,  all  official  papers.  She  shall  report  the  recomendations 
of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the  Society,  and  in  co-operation  with 
the  Publicity  Committee  see  that  all  meetings  are  properly  announced. 
She  shall  be  custodian  of  all  official  papers  and  records. 

Sec.  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspond- 
ence of  the  Society.  She  shall  forward  reports  and  information  to 
District  and  Conference  Secretaries  quarteidy  and  annually  as  directed 
by  the   Society. 

She  shall  send  a  list  of  newly  elected  officers  of  the  Society  to 
District  and  Conference  officers  immediately  following  the  election  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
shall  send  all  funds,  except  those  designated  for  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions and  Local  Church  Activities,  to  the  Conference  Society  Treasurer, 
unless  the  Conference  authorizes  District  Treasurers  to  receive  such 
funds.  She  shall  make  itemized  monthly  and  annual  reports  to  the 
Society  and  furnish  copies  of  all  reports  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
for  inclusion  in  her  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  District  Secre- 
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tary.  She  shall  remit  monthly  or  quarterly  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 
She  shall  send  an  annual  itemized  statement  of  all  missionay  and  local 
funds  passed  by  the  auditing'  committee  of  the  local  church,  to  the 
Conference  Treasurer. 

Sec.  6.  The  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall 
promote  study  courses,  furnish  missionary  information,  keep  in  touch 
with  connectional  agencies,  missionaries  and  deaconesses,  make  recom- 
mendations for  missionary  projects,  and  seek  to  develop  the  interest  of 
the  membership  in  their  support.  Reports  of  this  work  shall  be  made 
to  the  Society  for  inclusion  in  quarterly  and  annual  reports  of  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary  to  District  and  Conference  officers. 

Sec.  7.  The  Secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  direct  and  promote  the  work  of  the  Society  in 
community  service,  guide  the  study  of  community  conditions,  plan  and 
supervise  projects  approved  by  the  Society  in  accord  with  the  program 
and  studies  undertaken  by  this  Department  of  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  supervise  work  undertaken  by  the  Society  such  as  was  form- 
erly done  by  the  Ladies  Aid  Society  or  by  Societies  of  similar  purpose. 
She  shall  encourage  the  membership  to  co-operate  in  and  support  the 
total  program  of  the  local  church  to  the  end  that  the  church  shall 
achieve  a  high  degree  of  effective  Christian  influence  and  power.  The 
Society  may  appoint  a  committee  or  committees  to  assist  in  developing 
the  work.  Reports  of  this  work  shall  be  made  to  the  Society  for  inclu- 
sion in  quarterly  and  annual  reports  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to 
District  and  Conference  officers. 

Sec.  8.  The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  plans  and 
programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  and 
make  available  to  the  Secretary  of  Student  Work  of  the  Division  the 
names  of  young  women  attending  college  elsewhere  who  have  been  active 
in  the  local  church.  In  the  college  community  the  Secretary  of  Student 
Work  in  the  Society  in  the  church  nearest  the  campus  shall  also  keep 
in  touch  with  the  student  chairman  of  the  local  campus  Committee  on 
World  Mission  of  the  Christian  Religion  and,  wherever  possible,  shall 
work  through  membership  in  the  Campus  Church  Relations  Committee. 

Sec.  9.  The  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Groups  shall 
co-operate  in  the  total  program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local 
church  in  harmony  with  the  plans  and  programs  of  the  Conference 
Woman's    Society   of   Christian    Service   and   of  the   Woman's   Division. 

Sec.  10.  The  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  co-operate  in 
the  total  program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  har- 
mony with  the  plans  and  programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society 
of  Christan  Seiwice  and  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Sec.  11.  The  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Program  Committee  and  shall  make  a  careful  study  of 
all  literature  and  program  materials  of  the  Woman's  Division  and  shall 
report  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  con- 
cerning its  use  and  its  suitabilitv  to  the  need  of  the  local  Societv.    She 
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shall  also  be  responsible  for  the  circulation  of  World  Outlook  and  The 
Methodist  Woman  through  the  local  church.  She  shall,  in  co-operation 
with  some  person  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension in  the  local  Church  and  with  the  assistance  of  a  joint  committee, 
make  a  canvass  of  the  entire  membership,  securing*  subscriptions  and 
renewals.  A  particular  responsibility  shall  be  to  present  both  of  these 
magazines  to  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
Reports  of  this  work  shall  be  made  to  the  Society  for  inclusion  in  the 
quarterly  and  annual  reports  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  District 
and  Conference  officers. 

Sec.  12.  The  Secretary  of  Supplies  shall  direct  the  sending  of 
necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Church  recommended 
by  their  District  Superintendents  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and 
foreign  fields  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
make  reports  to  the  Society  and  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  foi 
inclusion  in  her  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  District  and  Con- 
ference officers. 

ARTICLE  IV — Standing  Committees 

The  Society  shall  set  up  such  standing  committees  as  the  needs  of 
the  work  shall  from  time  to  time  require. 

Sec.  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  offi- 
cers, the  Vice  Presidents  or  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service,  the  Vice-Presidents  or  Secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions and  Local  Church  Activities,  the  President  and  the  Treasurer  of 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  the  secretary 
of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Groups,  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work, 
the  Secretary  of  Supplies,  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications, 
the  chairmen  of  Standing  Committees  and  of  Circles.  The  Committee 
shall  meet  once  a  month  prior  to  the  business  meeting  of  the  Society. 
It  shall  consider  all  plans  and  projects,  submitting  its  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Society  for  action.  Vacancies  in  officers  or  chairmen  shall 
be  filled  by  the   Executive   Committee. 

Sec.  2.  The  Spiritual  Life  Committee  shall  give  particular  atten- 
tion to  the  growth  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  members  of  the  Society  and 
of  the  church  by  seeking  to  deepen  the  prayer  life  and  to  increase  the 
sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  Christian  Stewardship. 
The  Committee  shall  take  the  responsibility  for  the  promotion  of  devo- 
tional Bible  studies  recommended  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  Spirit- 
ual Life  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Sec.  3.  The  Program  Committee.  This  committee  shall  consist  of 
the  Vice-President  of  the  Society,  the  Vice-Presidents  or  Secretaries 
of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  and  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and 
Publications.  Additional  members  may  be  elected  or  appointed  by 
the  Executive  Committee  if  the  Society  so  desires. 
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Sec.  4.  (1)  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President, 
the  Treasurer  and  members  chosen  to  represent  Missionary  Education 
and  service  and  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

(2)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  consider  the 
total  budget  of  the  Society.  This  budget  shall  include  the  amounts 
to  be  sent  to  District  or  Conference  Treasurer  (both  missionary  and 
cultivation  funds),  and  the  amounts  to  be  expended  locally  (both 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  fund). 

(3)  The  committee  shall  recommend  the  total  budget  to  the  Society 
for  its  approval   and  adoption. 

Sec.  5.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  plan  frequent  surveys 
of  the  women  of  the  community  in  an  endeavor  to  secure  members  for 
the  church  and  for  the  Society.  The  Committee  shall  strive  to  establish 
such  relationship  with  new  members  as  to  enlist  their  eager  and  active 
participation  in  the  total  program  of  the  Church  and  of  the  Society. 
The  Committee  shall  use  opportunity  to  further  the  interests  of  Wom- 
an's work  in  neighboring  churches  where  no  organizations  have  hereto- 
fore existed. 

Sec.  6.  The  Fellowship  Committee  shall  promote  the  social  life  of 
the  Society  and  the  church  and  help  create  an  atmosphere  of  warmth 
and  friendliness.  The  committee  shall  make  plans  for  social  functions 
or  special  efforts  sponsored  by  the  Society  or  requested  by  the  official 
board. 

Sec.  7.  The  Committee  on  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  state  and  nation,  and  in 
other  lands,  including  the  basis  of  woman's  place  and  the  questions 
that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  This  Committee 
shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Society  for  the  promotion  of  such 
lines  of  activity  as  will  improve  woman's  status  and  enable  her  to  serve 
efficiently. 

Sec.  8.  The  Publicity  and  Printing  Committee  shall  send  to  the 
Church  Bulletin  and  newspaper  all  notices  and  reports  of  meetings  of 
the  Society  and  shall  collect  clippings  and  letters  of  interest  relating 
to  Society  meetings,  programs  and  social  functions.  It  shall  have  charge 
of  printing  and  stationery. 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS   OF  THE   WESLEYAN 
SERVICE  GUILD 

CONSTITUTION  OF  LOCAL  UNIT 

ARTICLE  I— Name 

The  local  organization  shall  be  designated  as  a  unit  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild. 
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ARTICLE  II— Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  be  to  interest 
women  gainfully  employed  in  a  four-fold  program,  for  others  as  well 
as  for  themselves,  as  follows: 

(1)  Development  of  spiritual  life. 

(2)  Cultivation  of  missionary  interests. 

(3)  Promotion  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities. 

(4)  Provision  for  social  and  recreational  activities. 

ARTICLE  HI— Membership 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  welcomes  to  its  membership  any  woman 
gainfully  env  -_yed  who  is  in  sympathy  with  the  four-fold  purpose  of 
the  Guild  and  who  will  co-operate  in  carrying  out  its  program  of 
education  and  activities. 

ARTICLE   IV— Officers 

The  officers  of  the  local  unit  shall  be  a  president,  one  or  more  vice- 
presidents,  a  recording  secretary,  a  corresponding  secretary,  and  a 
treasurer.     They   shall   be   elected   at  the   annual   meeting   of   the   unit. 

ARTICLE  V— Committees 

A  local  unit  shall  have  four  committees,  each  of  which  shall  be  under 
the  supervision  of  the  committee  chairman : 

(1)  Committee  on   Spiritual  Life. 

(2)  Committee  on  Missionary  Cultivation. 

(3)  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities. 

(4)  Committee  on  Social  and  Recreational  Activities. 

ARTICLE  VI — Executive  Committee 

The  officers  and  all  committee  chairmen  shall  constitute  an  Executive 
Committee. 

ARTICLE  VII— Funds 

The  funds  of  the  local  unit  shall  be  raised  and  disbursed  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  All  funds  from  whatsoever  source  raised  under  the  auspices 
of  the  local  unit  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  the  local  church  be- 
long to  this  organization  and  shall  be  disbursed  only  in  accord  with  its 
Constitution  and  by  its  order. 

Sec.  2.  The  total  budget  to  be  raised  annually  by  the  Wesleyan  Serv- 
ice Guild  in  the  local  church  shall  include  pledges  for  missions,  a  cul- 
tivation fund  of  twenty-five  cents  per  member,  and  a  pledge  for  Chris- 
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tian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities.  Provision  shall  be 
made  for  direct  pledges  for  the  support  of  specified  projects  for  missions 
within  the  appropriations.  The  cultivation  fund  shall  be  divided  as 
follows:  ten  cents  for  the  local  unit  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and 
fifteen  cents  for  district,  conference,  and  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  3.  Funds  raised  for  missions  shall  be  remitted  by  the  treas- 
urer of  the  local  unit  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  on  the  treasurer's  blank. 

Sec.  4.  Funds  for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Ac- 
tivities shall  be  raised  and  expended  by  the  local  unit  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild. 

BY-LAWS  OF  LOCAL  UNIT 

ARTICLE  I — Duties  of  Officers 

Sec.  1.  The  president  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  work 
of  the  unit  and  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  unit  and  its  Execu- 
tive Committee.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  when  unable  to  attend 
this  meeting  shall  appoint  an  alternate  to  do  so. 

Sec.  2.  The  vice-president  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  president, 
assume  her  duties.    She  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  each  meeting.  She  shall  keep  an  accurate  list  of  the  members 
of  the  unit,  including  home  and  business  addresses  and  telephone  num- 
bers. 

Sec.  4.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  unit.  She  shall  report  at  the  time  designated  to  the  district  (or 
conference)    Guild  secretary. 

Sec.  5.  The  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  pledges  and  all 
the  money  of  the  unit.  She  shall  collect  all  funds  and  keep  a  book 
account  of  all  money  received  and  disbursed.  She  shall  disburse  through 
the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local 
church  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  on  the  treasurer's  blank  the 
contribution  of  the  unit  to  the  budget  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service.  For  record  in  the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service,  she  shall  include  in  each  report  a  record 
of  the  funds  raised  and  disbursed  by  the  unit  for  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions and  Local  Church  Activities.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  if 
unable  to  attend  its  meeting,  shall  send  her  report. 

ARTICLE  II — Committees  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 

Sec.  1.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
shall  plan  the  work  of  the  local  unit,  shall  recommend  a  budget  to  the 
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unit,  and  shall  promote  the  interests  of  the  unit  in  harmony  with  the 
Constitution  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Sec.  2.  The  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  shall  endeavor  by  every 
means  to  promote  the  spiritual  growth  of  the  members  and  shall  pro- 
vide for  the  devotional  service  of  the  meetings  of  the  unit.  The  culti- 
vation of  Christian  stewardship  shall  be  one  of  the  special  functions 
of  this  committee. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  on  Missionary  Cultivation  shall  provide  for 
the  educational  program  of  the  unit  in  harmony  with  the  program  of 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  as  channeled  through  the 
Standing   Committee  of  the   Wesleyan    Service    Guild. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activties  shall  direct  the  study  of  social  relationships,  stimulate 
participation  in  local  church  activity,  and  promote  the  participation  of 
Guild  members  in  civic  and  welfare  movements  looking  toward  a  more 
Christian  social  order. 

Sec.  5.  The  Committee  on  Social  and  Recreational  Activities  shall 
provide  for  the  social  hour  at  the  meetings  and  encourage  other  social 
and  recreational  activities  for  individuals  and  groups  in  order  to  pro- 
mote fuller  Christian  growth.  This  committee  shall  initiate  and  carry 
through  the  supply  work  of  the  unit. 

Sec.  6.  There  shall  be  a  Guild  librarian  who  may  be  assisted  by  a 
committee  on  literature.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  securing  for  each 
committee  of  the  Guild  the  program  materials,  study  books,  handbooks, 
leaflets,  and  periodicals  for  carrying  out  the  Guild  program.  She  shall 
promote  subscriptions  to  The  Methodist  Woman,  World  Outlook,  and 
other  publications,  and  devise  ways  to  stimulate  individual  reading  of 
these  materials. 

Sec.  7.  There  shall  be  a  publicity  secretary  to  provide  notices  for 
the  unit,  the  church  bulletin  and  the  press. 

Sec.  8.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  seek  and  invite  to  unit 
meetings  potential  members  among  the  gainfully  employed  women  in 
the  church  family  and  the  community. 

Sec.  9.  The  chairman  of  the  four  Program  Committees  specified  in 
the  Constitution  shall  work  in  harmony  with  the  chairman  of  these  com- 
mittees in  the  District  or  Conference  organizations  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild. 

Sec.  10.  Other  committees  may  be  appointed  as  desired,  such  as 
status  of  women,  ways  and  means,  music,  vacation  and  travel  club. 

ARTICLE  HI— Meetings 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  at  least  nine  monthly  meetings  during  the 
year. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  local  unit,  annual  reports  shall 
be  given  by  officers  and  committee  chairmen;  officers  shall  be  elected 
and  committee  chairmen  selected  for  the  ensuing  year.

Fourth  Annual  Session 
PLANS  FOR  STUDY  CLASSES 


The    following    plans    are    for    study    classes    receiving-    special    recognition 
from  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction. 

! .  The  textbook  used  in  Special  Classes  must  be  selected  from  the  list  recom- 
mended for  that  purpose  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service 
for  the  current  year. 

2.  Supplementary  material  must  be  used  by  members  of  the  class  to  enrich 
the  study  of  the  text. 

3.  One  to  eight  weeks  may  be  used  for  the  study  but  a  four  to  six  weeks' 
study  is  highly  desirable.  There  must  be  a  minimum  of  4  sessions  of  \l/~ 
hours  each. 

4.  An  average  of  70%  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  the  class 
sessions.   The   members  of  the   class  are   the   women   who   read   the   textbook. 

5.  A  class  session  should  be  from  one  hour  to  one  hour  and  a  half  in  length, 
writh  a  minimum   total  of  six  hours. 

6.  Students  must  read  an  approved  text  and  make  outside  preparation  and 
must  participate  in  class  work.  In  addition  to  this,  assignments  shall  be 
given  each  member  by  the  teacher.  These  assignments  may  be  reading  from 
supplementary  materials,  research,  co-operative  activities,  etc.,  that  require 
additional  outside  preparation.  This  and  some  results  of  study  may  be 
reported  on  an  additional  sheet. 

7.  The  discussion  method  of  conducting  the  class  is  recommended  as  most 
successful  in  stimulating  group  study  and  participation.  The  lecture  method 
alone  is  not  acceptable.  A  variety  of  methods  may  be  desirable. 

8.  The  teacher  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  by  consecration  to  the  task, 
by  sufficient  educational  background,  and  by  a  willingness  to  use  every 
opportunity  for  becoming  a  trained  and  experienced  teacher,  such  as  Special 
Study  and  Preparation,  or  attending  Study  Leaders'  Meetings,  Pastors' 
Schools,  Leadership  Schools,   Training  Courses  or  Schools  of  Missions. 

9.  A  report  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Mis- 
sionary Education  and  Service  on  the  blank  furnished  bv  her.  She  shall 
examine  it,  and  if  requirements  are  met,  she  shall  report  it  to  the  Juris- 
diction Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  who  will  issue  a 
recognition  card  for  work  meeting  the  required  standard.  Recognition  cards 
will  be  sent  by  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Education  and  Service. 
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GOALS  FOR  1944 


GOAL  I — Spiritual  Life 

To  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  Methodist  women;  to  deepen  the 
prayer  life  and  to  increase  the  sense  or  responsibility  for  personal  service 
and  giving. 

GOAL  II — Visitation 

Co-operation  in  the  crusade  for  a  new  world  order  visitation  plan;  also 
visitation  throughout  the  year  in  an  effort  to  enlist  new  members. 

GOAL  III — Education 

Effective  presentation  of  monthly  programs,  increased  use  of  World  Out- 
look and  The  Methodist  Woman  and  other  literature,  and  continued  increases 
in  approved  study  courses  each  year  till  the  goal  of  four  a  year  is  reached.

HOME  DEPARTMENT 

Friendship  Home  and  Mother's  Memorial  Center,   Cincinnati,   Ohio 

Friendship  Home  serves  as  a  residence  for  young  Negro  working  girls 
separated  from  their  families  who  need  a  decent,  comfortable,  Christian  home. 
The  facilities  need  to  be  expanded  to  give  greater  security  to  more  girls.  The 
Center  ministers  especially  to  working  mothers  and  their  little  children  through 
the  day  nursery  and  club  activities.  The  building  in  which  teen-age  groups 
meet  is  inadequate  and  all  activities  are  carried  on  under  difficult  circumstances 
in  quarters  which  cannot  be  expanded. 

Wesley  Community  House  Building  Fund,  Houston,   Texas 

Wesley  House  serves  Mexican  people.  The  activities  are  now  conducted  in 
a  rented  frame  house  which  is  entirely  inadequate.  Lots  have  already  been 
purchased  for  a  new  location  and  a  building  fund  has  been  begun  within  the 
Conference.

The  Wednesday  evening  session  opened  with  the  singing  of  the 
hymn  No.  482,  "Heralds  of  Christ,"  Special  music,  was  ren- 
dered by  the  young  people  of  the  local  high  school  under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Vena  Little  Goode.  Reverend  W.  A.  Kale,  pas- 
tor of  the  hostess  church,  led  a  brief  worship  of  Scripture  and 
prayer. 

Missionaries  Introduced:  The  following  missionaries  from 
the  China  area  were  introduced  to  the  Conference,  being  pre- 
sented in  order  of  the  length  of  the  service :  Miss  Lelia  Tuttle,  Miss 
Nina  Troy,  Miss  Kate  Hackney,  Miss  Ethel  Bost,  and  Mrs.  E.  L. 
Rice.  All  but  Mrs.  Rice  were  dressed  in  the  native  costumes  of 
China. 
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Internees  Speak:  Miss  Nina  Troy  and  Miss  Ethel  Bost,  mis- 
sionaries interned  in  China  by  the  Japanese,  and  recently  re- 
turned on  the  Gripsholm,  addressed  the  Conference.  Miss  Troy 
pointed  out  that  in  spite  of  the  hardships  incident  to  Japanese 
occupation  our  educational  work  is  still  functioning.  Miss  Bost 
revealed  that  the  Chinese  Christians  in  their  churches  were  still 
carrying  on  effective  programs  despite  the  occupation  of  their 
country. 

Announcements:  Mrs.  Weaver  announced  that  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  had  added  $75  to  the  Love  Offering  of  the  evening 
before,  making  a  total  of  $530.81.  The  Conference  adjourned  with 
the  benediction   by   Reverend   W.   A.   Kale.

Methodist  work  goes  in  cycles  of  four  years.  At  the  end  of  the 
quadrennium,  or  the  beginning  as  you  may  choose,  the  General 
Conference  meets  to  review  and  to  look  forward.  This  quadren- 
nium is  especially  important  since  it  closes  four  years  of  Meth- 
odist union.  It  is  therefore  not  unfitting  that  we  should  review 
matters  for  a  moment  in  our  own  Conference,  and  we  are  not 
ashamed  of  the  record  which  we  have  made. 

Under  the  really  outstanding  leadership  of  our  Conference  Sec- 
retary of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne,  we 
have  achieved  and  maintained  our  place  in  the  whole  church  as  the 
number  one  Conference  in  Mission  Study  Classes.  This  is  no 
small  accomplishment,  and  I  think  we  have  a  right  to  a  degree  of 
justifiable  pride. 

In  our  own  Conference,  the  past  year  has  been  the  outstanding 
one  among  the  four.  Of  course  we  have  met  our  pledge  each  year, 
and  each  year  we  have  overpaid  it,  our  total  budget  this  year  being 
ten  thousand  dollars  more  than  last  year.  The  response  to  our  appeal 
for  Miss  Louise  Avett  and  for  China  Relief  has  left  me  so  thrilled 
that  I  can  scarcely  speak  my  thanks  for  your  generous  response. 
In  addition,  we  have  honored  a  large  number  of  our  splendid  women 
with  Life  Memberships.  Our  Conference  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Walter 
Johnston,  called  me  one  day  and  said,  'rThe  money  is  just  rolling 
in."  Being  new  in  her  office,  she  did  not  know  what  to  expect  from 
these  Methodist  women.  I  could  have  told  her  that  these  women 
never  fail. 

It  is  always  a  pleasant  thing  to  speak  of  the  year's  work  be- 
cause it  gives  an  opportunity  to  pay  tribute  to  the  Officers  of  our 
Conference  Society.  To  them  goes  a  large  part  of  the  praise.  To 
enumerate  them  would  take  too  long,  and  to  make  comparisons  be- 
tween them  would  not  be  right.  However,  I  am  sure  that  you  would 
think  I  had  been  guilty  of  a  very  great  blunder  if  I  did  not,  in 
your  name,  speak  of  the  long  and  outstanding  service  of  Mrs.  W.  R. 
Harris  who  was  forced  by  illness  to  give  up  her  work  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year.  No  woman  has  rendered  more  faithful  and  ef- 
ficient service  than  she  during  the  past  four  years,  and  during  a 
much  longer  period  of  service  to  one  of  the  branches  of  our  Meth- 
odism. 

Of  course  I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  the  Officers  alone  have  done 
this  work.  They  have  led  with  foresight  and  courage,  but  the  work 
has  been  done  back  in  the  home  church,  and  I  am  constantly 
amazed  at  the  interest  our  women  show  in  most  unexpected  places 
and  ways.  A  letter  will  come  from  a  small  group  in  a  rural  church 
showing  that  they  are  earnestly  trying  to  do  what  is  expected  of 
them,  and  while  they  may  be  lean  of  purse  they  are  rich  in  faith 
and  love  for  their  church  and  its  work. 

During  the  past  year,  we  had  as  our  Standard  of  Excellence, 
"Seven  Keys  of  Progress."  We  regret  that  only  a  small  per  cent  of 
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the  societies  possessed  these  keys.  This  year  we  have  been  given 
eight  goals  to  achieve.  The  explanation  of  these  goals  is  to  be  found 
in  the  December  issue  of  "The  Methodist  Woman."  Let  us  strive  to 
reach  all  of  them  during  the  year,  and  when  you  have  achieved  all 
of  them,  you  are  a  standard  organization  doing  splendid  and  efficient 
work.  I  realize  that  in  some  of  our  small  rural  societies  each  depart- 
ment cannot  be  carried  out  in  every  detail,  but  let  me  call  your 
attention  to  four  of  the  goals  that  I  want  especially  to  stress,  feeling 
that  every  society  can  reach  them:  First,  Spiritual  Life.  Surely 
every  society,  however  small,  can  have  a  Spiritual  Life  Group!  The 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  has  asked  that  every  society 
have  a  prayer  service  on  April  25,  the  day  before  the  opening  of  the 
General  Conference  of  our  Church.  Let  us  be  much  in  prayer  for  this 
great  meeting.  Second,  New  Members.  There  are  literally  thousands 
of  women  in  our  Conference  who  are  not  members  of  our  Society. 
Here  is  work  for  every  member.  Third,  Literature.  If  we  could  only 
get  our  societies  to  read  the  very  fine  literature  that  is  printed  by 
our  church  I  am  sure  there  would  be  a  wonderful  change  in  the  in- 
terest and  work  of  its  members.  Fourth,  Pledges.  We  must  increase 
our  giving  if  we  are  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  work.  Perhaps  you 
will  be  surprised  to  know  that  when  we  united  four  years  ago  as  a 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  an  estimated  budget  was  made, 
based  on  what  the  three  churches  had  paid  before,  and  while  our 
own  Conference  has  overpaid  its  pledge  each  year,  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service  as  a  whole  has  not  met  its  pledge  during 
the  entire  quadrennium.  Our  Government  has  made  the  TITHE  the 
minimum  tax.  A  love  gift  can  never  be  a  tax,  yet  many  do  not  give 
a  tithe.  The  needs  now  are  so  much  greater  than  they  were  four 
years  ago,  so  we  cannot  possibly  carry  on  our  work  on  a  pre-war 
basis.  There  are  lessons  we  might  learn  from  some  of  our  societies 
in  foreign  lands.  For  instance,  in  the  little  country  of  Uruguay,  in 
South  America,  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  there  keep  only  one  fifth  of  their  money  for  them- 
selves and  send  four  fifths  of  it  for  world-wide  missions.  This 
is  quite  a  contrast  from  what  I  heard  some  time  ago  when  I  at- 
tended a  Quarterly  Conference  where  the  President  of  the  local 
society  reported  $250  for  local  work,  $50  sent  the  Conference 
Treasurer. 

Last  year  we  were  favored  by  the  services  of  Mrs.  C.  B.  Dawsey, 
Jr.,  who  did  a  splendid  work  in  the  bounds  of  the  Elkin  District. 
Last  November  Mrs.  Dawsey  secured  a  leave  of  absence  to  look  after 
her  soldier  husband  while  he  was  in  this  country.  If  he  should  be 
called  abroad  she  will  return  to  her  duties  with  us.  In  the  meantime, 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  was  kind  enough  to  send 
us  Miss  Mary  Cameron,  a  rural  worker,  who  is  already  at  work  in 
what  was  part  of  the  Elkin  and  Winston-Salem  Districts. 

Our  church  has  been  greatly  stirred  by  the  Bishop's  Crusade, 
and  many  forward  looking  people  have  been  thrilled  that  our  great 
church  has  taken  the  lead  in  directing  the  thought  of  America  to 
the  need  of  the  world  after  the  war.  Whatever  we  may  say  about 
political  isolation,  church  isolation  is  impossible.  Our  people  have 
heard  names  of  strange  places  and  countries  and  cities,  and  have 
become  interested  in  them  because  some  boy  from  their  community 
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has  been  there,  and  when  these  boys  come  back  they  are  not  going  to 
be  interested  in  a  church  whose  activities  are  purely  local.  The  out- 
standing fact  of  this  war  is  not  the  battles  won,  but  that  millions  of 
young  men  and  women  have  been  willing  to  give  themselves,  even 
to  the  losing  of  life,  in  order  that  all  peoples  should  have  the 
blessings    which   they    enjoy. 

Is  it  too  much  to  ask  that  a  few  hundred  others  should  prepare 
themselves  for  service  in  these  same  lands  bringing  a  far  greater 
message  than  that  taught  by  bayonet  and  gun?  We  shall  need  in  the 
immediate  future  many  of  our  fine  young  men  and  women  for  such 
service.  They  may  be  in  your  church,  seek  them  out,  lay  the  work 
on  their  hearts,  encourage  them  to  prepare  themselves,  and  send 
their  names  to  the  Conference  Committee  on  Missionary  Person- 
nel. 

It  seems  a  trite  thing  to  remind  ourselves  that  we  are  carrying 
on  our  work  under  the  greatest  difficulty.  It  seems  to  me,  however, 
that  a  local  society  has  a  greater  opportunity  for  local  work  than 
ever  before.  We  expect  to  carry  on  and  enlarge  all  the  activities  of 
our  society,  but  in  every  church  and  every  community  there  are 
homes  which  will  need  as  never  before  the  Christian  sympathy  and 
helpfulness  which  only  a  church  can  show.  In  those  homes  where  the 
silver  star  so  proudly  displayed  has  turned  to  gold,  we  must  go  with 
helpful  words  and  loving  deeds  in  order  to  make  the  Christ  real  to 
the  heart-broken.  No  such  opportunity  has  come  to  us  before.  We 
must  not  fail  here. 

Let  me  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  to  some  of  us  we  have 
an  old  friend  under  a  new  name — "The  Lenten  Offering."  For  the  past 
quadrennium  we  have  done  very  little  in  regard  to  the  Lenten  of- 
fering which  is  used  for  retired  missionaries  and  deaconesses.  Per- 
haps because  the  name  is  new  to  some  of  us,  we  have  not  quite  un- 
derstood its  meaning.  During  this  Easter  season  let  us  give  a  special 
lcve  offering  for  those  who  have  given  so  many  years  of  faithful 
service  in  different  parts  of  the  world  in  order  that  the  message  of 
Christ  might  be  carried  to  these  lands.  Now  as  these  workers  re- 
tire from  active  service,  and  eight  of  them  during  the  past  two 
>ears  are  from  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  (and  we  have  the 
privilege  of  having  one  in  our  own  Conference,  Miss  Kate  Hackney, 
of  Asheville,  N.  C),  let  us  do  our  very  best  to  make  them  as  com- 
fortable as  we  can,  showing  in  this  small  way  something  of  our  love 
and  appreciation  for  them  and  their  long  years  of  service. 

It  is  suggested  that  we  choose  for  our  banner  this  year,  'With 
the  Cross  of  Jesus  Going  on  Before."'  I  think  it  is  fitting  to  leave 
this  on  your  minds.  What  better  motto  could  we  have,  and  yet  what 
a  dangerous  motto  it  is!  Do  we  dare  follow  that  cross?  If  so,  we 
shall  go  into  unexpected  and  unseemly  places.  We  shall  travel  a  road 
unknown  to  us,  and  often  perilous.  We  shall  have  to  go  where  we 
do  not  want  to  go,  and  we  may  find  ourselves  on  a  stony  knoll  out- 
side a  city  wall.  But  we  know  also  that  if  we  follow,  we  follow  to 
victory.  It  is  no  losing  Leader,  it  is  no  failing  cause,  it  is  no  despairing 
fellowship    to    which    we    have    given    ourselves. 
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REPORT    OF    VICE-PRESIDENT 

Mrs.  Charles  N.  Clark 

My  duty  as  outlined  by  law  is  mainly  that  of  promoting  actively 
th -i  interests  of  the  society,   and  that  I  have  attempted  to  do.   As  I 
take    a   backward    look,    the    service   which    I    have    rendered    seems 
small.   However,    in   the   words   of   another: 
"No  service  in  itself  is  small 
None   great,    though    earth    it   fill: 
But  that  is  small  that  seeks  its  own 
And  great  that  seeks  God's  will." 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  attend  two  outstanding  conferences.  One 
was  the  School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska  and  the  other  was  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Conference,  held  in  Raleigh  in  Febru- 
ary. The  days  spent  at  Junaluska,  with  its  inspiring  setting,  listen- 
ing to  messages  from  Christian  leaders  of  the  world,  and  meeting 
in  study  with  the  women  of  our  Southland,  made  an  experience 
which  was  happy  indeed.  The  Jurisdictional  Conference  in  Raleigh 
was  of  the  highest  level  and  the  speakers  brought  both  challenging 
and  inspiring  messages. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Vice-President  in  the  local  society  to  be  the 
chairman  of  the  program  committee.  Associated  with  her  should  be 
the  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education 
and  Service,  and  the  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publicity.  Since  this 
is  her  responsibility  it  is  very  necessary  that  she  should  be  well 
informed  concerning  the  tremendous  scope  of  the  missionary  enter- 
prise. If  she  is  to  do  this  she  should  be  a  subscriber  to  the  World 
Outlok  and  the  Methodist  Woman.  Only  thus  can  she  obtain  the 
latest  essential  information.  We  know  that  there  is  power  in  the 
printed  word  and  that  it  can  and  should  be  used  to  make  inter- 
esting and  instructive  programs. 

Our  attention  is  called  again  to  the  importance  of  the  World 
Federation  of  Methodist  Women.  This  federation  is  a  reality  and  it 
can  become  the  nucleus,  or  pattern,  for  an  Interdenominational  Fed- 
eration, or  World  Council  of  Christian  Women  similar  to  the  proposed 
World  Council  of  Churches.  The  January,  1944,  Methodist  Woman, 
page  12,  gives  'World  Federation  Echoes"  from  China,  from  South 
America,  where  "problems  of  democracy"  are  exciting  them,  and 
from  India,  where  Mrs.  Chitamber  works  so  devotedly.  A  Scandi- 
navian unit  reports  "a  new  missionary  ready  to  start  to  India  as 
soon  as  the  war  is  over." 

In  the  January,  1944,  World  Outlook,  page  29,  one  should  take 
note  of  the  article,  which  tells  of  the  emergence  of  women,  their 
part  in  World  Communion  Day  and  the  World  Day  of  Prayer,  and 
Mrs.  Chitambar's  work.  The  picture  section  of  this  same  issue,  pages 
24  and  26,  show  women  advancing  for  world  service.  Make  your  own 
bibliography  from  month  to  month  by  listing  articles  in  these  two 
fine  magazines.  Be  ready  always  to  talk  to  individuals  or  to  groups 
about  the  organized  Methodist  women   around   the  world. 

Ihroughout  the  years  we  have  been  praying  for  the  doors  of  the 
world  to  be  opened  so  that  we  might  send  missionaries  to  all  people. 
That  prayer  has  been  answered  and  the  doors  are  opened  wide. 
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"No  longer  of  Him  be  it  said 
He  hath  not  where  to  lay  his  head; 
In  every  land   a  constant  lamp 
Flames  by  His  small  and  mighty  camp." 
The  doors  are  wide   and  the  church   is   not  ready   to   enter.   The 
world  is  only  part  Christian  and  there  has  never  been  in  the  history 
of  the  church  such  opportunities  for  service  as  today.  Why  are  we 
not  ready?  What  has  happened  to  us?   Have  we  hung  our  harps  on 
the  willow  tree  and  sat  down?  Where  is  our  song?  As  we  approach 
the  coming  Easter  and  the  shadow  of  the  cross  is  across  the  world, 
may  we  through  that  shadow  see  the  face  of  Christ  as  He  looks  out 
on  a  broken  world  and  hear  Him  say,   "Come  unto  me  all  ye  that 
labor    and    are    heavy    laden,    and    I   will    give   you    rest." 
"Oh,  Master,  of  the  Galilean  Way, 
Forgive  us  for  the  vows  we  fail  to  keep: 
Forgive  us  that  we  so  neglect  thy  sheep, 
So  idly  waste  this  shining  harvest  day! 
Forgive   us   for   the   stumblingblocks   we   lay 
Along  the  paths  by  which  men  seek  thee! 
Sweep 

From  our  small  minds  the  strife  that  holds  thee  cheap! 
Break  thou  the  bread  of  life  with  us,  we  pray! 

What  matter  if  we  cannot  understand 

Thy  mystery  of  love  that  is  divine, 

Nor  pierce  the  veil!  Dear  Lord,  our  faith  increase 

To  know  that,  since  our  hands  may  reach  thy  hand, 

Our  lives  are  made  all-powerful,  through  thine, 

To  heal  a  wounded  world  and  bring  it  peace!" 


SOUTHEASTERN   JURISDICTION    CONFERENCE 
Mrs.  A.  L.  Thompson,  Corresponding  Secretary 

Ihe  fourth  annual  session  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  Wom- 
an's Society  of  Christian  Service  convened  in  Edenton  Street  Meth- 
odist Church,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  February  21-23,  1944,  with  Mrs.  E.  L. 
Hillman,  of  Rocky  Mount,  president,  presiding.  The  theme  of  the 
Conference  was,   "Thy  Kingdom  Come." 

Seventeen  conferences  and  Cuba,  which  compose  the  Jurisdic- 
tion, were  represented  by  one  hundred  and  eighty-two  delegates, 
jurisdiction  officers  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church   Extension   from   nine   southeastern   states. 

'^here  were   17   missionaries   and   44  deaconesses   present. 

After  preliminary  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Dea- 
coness Association  and  Planning  Committees,  the  first  open  ses- 
sion, Tuesday  evening  was  high-lighted  by  an  address  given  by  Miss 
Sallie  Lou  MacKinnon,  executive  secretary  of  the  Department  of 
Work  in  Foreign  Fields  of  the  Woman's  Division.  In  line  with  the 
session  theme,  Miss  MacKinnon  spoke  on  "World  Christianity  Today 
and  Tomorrow,"  pointing  out  three  great  dangers  that  face  the  church 
in  America,  in  this  new  day  of  opportunity  and  responsibility,  iso- 
la;'onism,  imperialism  and  superiority  complexes — racial,  economic 
and  religious. 
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Mrs.  Hillman  in  her  message  Wednesday  morning  called  atten- 
tion to  221,000  members  of  the  Jurisdicition,  stating  that  a  mem- 
bership of  this  size  strongly  united  and  Christian  could  eradicate  race 
prejudice,  outlaw  alcoholism  and  wipe  out  delinquency  from  the  nine 
Southern  States.  We  need  to  arouse  the  women  of  our  organization 
to  the  potentialities  of  our  strength  numerically,  financially  and  spir- 
itually. She  said  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  has 
asked  for  300  workers  and  our  share  of  this  number  should  be  75 
workers.  As  Christians  we  must  seek  out  the  youth  of  our  churches 
and  assist  them  in  securing  the  training  for  our  whole  missionary 
enterprize. 

Jurisdictional  secretary  of  organization  and  promotion  reported 
375  charges  and  26,600  local  societies.  Reports  of  all  officers  and 
committee  chairmen  were  encouraging  and  pointed  toward  a  steady 
progress  in  all  lines  of  work. 

The  Committee  on  Status  of  Women  brought  a  recommendation, 
in  which  the  Woman's  Division  is  requested  to  send  a  memorial  to 
General  Conference  asking  for  full  clergy  rights  for  God-called 
and  prepared  women,  was  adopted. 

A  recognition  service  for  missionaries  and  deaconesses  was  held, 
also  recognition  of  three  new  home  workers  who  will  be  commissioned 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Exten- 
sion. 

The  noonday  devotionals  were  conducted  by  Dr.  Hornell  Hart  of 
Duke  University.  On  Wednesday  Dr.  Hart's  subject  was  "Thy 
Kingdom  in  a  Shattered  'World."  He  said,  a  war-torn  world  is  not 
just  a  world  dusrupted  economically,  it  is  a  world  disrupted  spir- 
itually. It  is  a  world  filled  with  suffering,  but  a  suffering  that  has 
a  meaning  for  through  it  we  learn  of  God.  Suffering  is  an  awakening 
to  the  true  values  of  life,  a  gateway  to  new  spiritual  growth.  In  his 
closing  devotional,  "Thy  Kingdom  Growing  Now,"  he  said,  we  must 
recognize  that  whatever  else  the  kingdom  of  God  is,  it  is  a  perfect 
ideal. 

The  seventeen  conference  presidents  pledged,  in  a  beautiful  cere- 
mony conducted  by  the  jurisdiction  treasurer,  Mrs.  C.  O.  Hinton, 
$663,918.00,  an  increase  of  $39,403.00  over  the  past  year.  Our  Con- 
ference pledged  $55,500.00,  an  increase  of  $1,750.00  over  the  year 
1943 

Other  outstanding  speakers  were  Dr.  Rufus  E.  Clement,  Pres- 
ident of  Atlanta  University,  who  spoke  on  "Race  Relations — Eco- 
nomic Status  of  the  Negro;"  Dr.  Hilda  Ives  of  Newton  Center,  Mass., 
on  "A  Christian  Rural  Civilization,  the  Foundation  of  Enduring 
Peace;"  Miss  Louise  Robinson  of  Murfreesboro,  Tenn.,  a  missionary 
from  China,  whose  subject  was  "Christian  Witnessing  in  China." 

Place  and  time  of  next  Jurisdiction  Conference  will  be  announced 
later. 

The  atmosphere  of  the  entire  Conference  was  deeply  spiritual 
and  inspirational  and  closed  with  a  fellowship  of  prayer.  "Then 
Lo-.d  God,  I  would  say  this  to  Thee,  let  Thy  Kingdom  come — come 
now — in  Me."

It  is  with  feelings  of  both  joy  and  sorrow,  that  I  bring  to  you 
today  my  final  report  as  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  North 
Carolina  Christian  Advocate.  Joy,  that  I  have  been  privileged  for 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century— 29  years  to  be  exact — to  give  of 
my  time  and  efforts  to  our  Woman's  Page,  with  its  aim  the  strength- 
ening of  missionary  interest  3nd  the  dissemination  of  missionary 
information.  Sorrow,  that  I  must  retire  from  the  editorship,  after 
these  years  of  service,  which  have  been  to  me  a  joy  and  an  inspi- 
ration. I  must  confess  that  it  is  with  regret  that  I  sever  my  connection 
with  the  page,  for  the  work  appealed  to  me,  and  I  enjoyed  it  to  the 
fullest.  Having  been  so  long  identified  with  it,  it  had  become  a 
vital  part  of  my  life  and  I  know  I  shall  miss  it  for  a  long  time,  and 
the  memory  of  my  pleasant  association  with  the  women  of  the  Con- 
ference through  this  medium  will  abide  with  me  through  the  years. 

I  want,  in  the  beginning,  to  express  my  gratitude  to  those  Con- 
ference officers,  district  secretaries,  and  women  of  the  local  so- 
cieries,  who  have  so  splendidly  co-operated  with  me  in  my  efforts  to 
make  the  page  interesting,  inspirational  and  informational  to  its 
readers.  Neither  would  I  forget  to  mention  my  appreciation  of  the 
kindness  of  the  Advocate  editors,  from  whom,  during  these  years, 
there  has  been  no  criticism  of  my  efforts,  but  on  the  contrary, 
words  of  encouragement  have  been  spoken  for  which  I  am  deeply 
grateful.  The  whole-hearted  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  editors 
has  meant  much  to  me  in  my  work. 

It  was  in  1913  in  Concord,  North  Carolina,  that  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Western  North  Car- 
olina Conference  was  held,  this  organization  having  come  into  ex- 
istence in  1912,  at  Gastonia,  through  the  union  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sion Study  Society  and  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of 
our  Conference.  It  was  at  that  meeting  31  years  ago  that  I  was  chosen 
editor  of  the  Woman's  Page,  upon  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  W.  L. 
Nicholson,  of  sainted  memory,  who  had  served  as  editor  for  one  year, 
and  whose  health  would  not  permit  her  to  continue  the  work.  It  was 
upon  her  insistence  and  that  of  a  true  friend  in  Concord,  that  I  ac- 
cepted the  work.  Her  request  came  to  me  as  a  "clap  from  a  clear 
sky"  as  I  realized  my  inability  for  a  work  of  that  kind,  but  so  pleas- 
ant has  it  proven  that  I  have  never  regretted  my  acceptance.  Had 
I  known  that  I  was  to  continue  as  editor  through  more  than  a  quarter 
of  a  century  I  might  have  been  constrained  to  decline  the  office,  but 
am  glad  that  was  not  revealed  to  me  then.  There  is  one  thing  I  want 
to  explain  as  to  my  term  of  service.  Having  been  elected  in  1913 
I  have,  seemingly  served  31  years  instead  of  29,  but  in  1922,  when 
I  was  chosen  recording  secretary  of  the  Conference  I  felt  that  the 
two  offices  might  prove  too  much,  so  I  asked  for  a  respite  from 
the  Advocate,  which  was  granted  and  Mrs.  J.  V.  Wilson  of  High 
Point  was  chosen  and  served  one  year.  She  was  succeeded  by  Mrs. 
H.  K.  Boyer  of  Charlotte,  who  also  served  one  year,  and  I  was  again 
named  as  editor,  which  with  their  two  years  deducted,  gives  me  the 
29  rears. 
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The  editor's  life  is  not  all  sunshine — it  has  its  shadows  also — but 
I  believe  in  my  years  of  service  the  sunshiny  days  have  outnumbered 
the  shadows.  Since  1913  a  host  of  our  faithful  workers  have  been 
called  from  earth  to  heaven  and  our  hearts  have  been  saddened  as 
our  page  has  recorded  their  going,  but  new  workers  have  come  into 
the  organization  to  carry  on  the  work  which  they  laid  down,  and 
today  we  are  proud  of  the  achievements  of  our  Conference — each 
year   showing   growth   and   advancement. 

I  do  not  know  who  my  successor  will  be — this  one  upon  whom 
my  mantle  will  fall,  but  to  her  I  extend  my  congratulations  and  best 
wishes — hoping  that  her  years  of  service  may  be  both  inspiring  and 
helpful,  and  that  the  blessing  of  our  dear  Heavenly  Father  may 
abide  with  her. 


REPORT    OF    SECRETARY    OF    MISSIONARY    EDUCATION    AND 

SERVICE 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne 

"The  time  has  come,  the  walrus  said, 
To  speak  of  many  things, 
Of  shoes,   and  ships,   and  sealing  wax, 
And  cabbages  and  kings." 

From  this  rhyme  of  our  childhood  we  could  find  that  the  words 
"shoes  and  ships  and  sealing  wax  and  cabbages  and  kings"  could 
be  symbolic  of  our  mission  study  work.  The  "shoes  and  ships"  could 
be  our  mission  study  books — the  "shoes"  representing  the  means  by 
which  we  walk  into  the  paths  of  need  in  our  own  homeland  where 
we  may  study  the  problems  that  confront  us  as  Christians.  These 
problems  are  many  and  in  dire  need  of  a  rapid  solution.  We  find 
on  every  side  groups  of  people  who  are  mentally,  morally,  physically 
and  spiritually  underprivileged.  Prejudice,  indifference  and  injustice 
abound.  Our  nation  with  its  population  of  130  million  and  not  one 
half  of  them  in  any  way  concerned  with  the  church,  presents  a  tre- 
mendous challenge  for  missionary  work.  We  are  no  longer  ignor- 
ant of  our  national  situation.  We  must  face  it  and  do  something 
about  it. 

The  "ships"  may  be  our  method  of  adventuring  with  God  to 
the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth,  there  to  learn  more  of  the  longings 
and  needs  of  other  peoples  who  are  less  fortunate  than  we  are. 

The  Bible  study  is  the  "sealing  wax."  When  by  its  study  we  have 
consecrated  ourselves  to  Him  and  won  the  stamp  of  His  approval, 
then  He  seals  us  "for  witnessing  power"  and  sends  us  out  for  willing 
and    joyful    service. 

The  "cabbages"  might  represent  those  common  and  world-wide 
conditions  of  poverty,  illiteracy,  tragedy,  sorrow,  and  the  longings 
of  every  human  soul  for  something  higher  and  better  than  he  or  she 
has   ever  known.  » 

And  "the  kings,"  that  is  your  birthright  and  mine,  for  "he  who 
would  be  great  among  us  must  be  servant  of  all."  Only  thus  do  we 
become   the   children   of  a  King. 

For  the  four  years  since  unification  I  have  done  my  best  to  in- 
terest you  in  missionary  education  and  service  and  lead  you  toward 
this  goal,  realizing  that  you  and  I  need  mission  and  Bible  study, 
and  God  and  missions  need  us. 
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I  have  developed  two  other  ambitions,  perhaps  not  so  laudable, 
but  I  have  had  them.  The  first  was  to  have  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Conference  lead  all  of  the  conferences  of  Methodism  in  the 
quantity  and  quality  of  mission  and  Bible  study.  If  statistics  mean 
anything  then  that  ambition  has  been  realized.  We  are  the  best  Con- 
ference in  Methodism  in  missionary  education.  For  four  years'  we 
have  led  all  conferences  in  number  of  study  classes  and  in  number 
of  women  attending,  but  we  were  the  13th  from  the  top  in  jurisdic- 
t  onal  classes  in  our  first  year  of  unification.  Of  course,  I  am  not  at 
all  superstitious  but  I  never  did  like  thirteen  and  I  was  certainly 
anxious  to  get  out  of  that  spot!  We  have  been  coming  up  gradually 
each  year,  not  so  much  because  we  have  done  much  better  but  be- 
cause some  conferences  have  been  sliding  down.  We  are  at  last  near 
the  top — in  second  place. 

Your  reports  for  the  fourth  quarter  of  1943  were  the  best  I  have 
ever  received.  Imagine  my  amazement  and  delight  when  I  heard 
in  one  quarter  from  600  societies.  There  were  312  new  study  classes 
held  that  quarter  with  5,080  women  attending,  and  71  classes  received 
jurisdictional  recognition. 

The  total  number  of  accredited  classes  for  1943  was  1,071,  with 
17,080  women  attending.  There  were  433  informal  classes  with  no 
record  given  of  their  attendance.  There  were  96  reading  circles  and 
117  libraries  reported.  Jurisdictional  recognition  was  given  to  157 
classes.

To  Central  Church.  Bessemer  City,  goes  the  honor  for  the  best 
work  in  a  local  society.  They  studied  four  topics,  all  four  for  juris- 
dictional recognition  and  had  an  average  of  38  to  40  members  in  each 
class.  This  fine  work  was  done  by  the  Gastonia  District  secretary  of 
missionary  education  and  service.  Another  outstanding  piece  of  work 
was  done  by  the  secretary  of  education  and  service  in  the  Salisbury 
District  when  the  four  societies  of  Albemarle  united  for  their  study. 
Each  of  the  four  societies  was  hostess  for  one  session  and  assisted 
wi  n  the  program,  ihe  preparation  for  the  course  was  excellent  and 
the   attendance   was   fine.    (Read   Jurisdictional   Classes).

My  second  ambition  was  to  make  the  work  simpler  and  easier 
for  my  successor.  (I  came  up  the  hard  way).  With  this  in  mind,  last 
August  I  called  all  of  the  district  secretaries  of  missionary  education 
to  meet  me  in  Statesville.  There  for  a  day  and  night  we  studied  our 
work  together,  and  mapped  out  the  educational  seminars  for  Sep- 
tember. For  the  first  time  the  district  secretaries  became  responsible 
for  the  seminars  and  I  am  sure  that  all  of  the  1,700  women  who  at- 
tended them  will  testify  that  they  did  a  good  job.  I  found  each  sec- 
retary to  have  a  fine  co-operative  spirit  and  each  one  has  done  good 
work  in  her  district.  As  we  look  to  the  future  I  am  sure  that  each 
district  can  expect  and  get  excellent  missionary  educational  service 
from  these  women. 

In  the  past  year  some  confusion  has  arisen  about  "informal 
studies."  These  studies  are  not  to  be  confused  with  the  study  of  our 
accredited  courses.  When  a  group  of  women,  such  as  the  Spiritual 
Life  Group,  C.  S.  R.  Committee  or  any  group  that  becomes  inter- 
ested in  a  special  phase  of  the  work,  decides  that  they  will  study  one 
of  the  pamphlets  or  a  special  book  on  the  subject,  then  that  is  an 
"informal  study."  You  have  an  accredited  study  class  when  the  study 
is  for  the  whole  society  and  the  topic  is  selected  from  our  book  list 
of  mission  and  Bible  studies. 

Another  misunderstanding  was  concerning  the  "co-operative 
classes."  These  require  a  teacher  accredited  by  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation. Usually  the  course  is  offered  in  a  Training  for  Leadership 
School,  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Education.  If  a  sufficient  number 
of  women  take  one  of  these  courses  for  credit,  the  class  should  be  re- 
ported to  your  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
jurisdictional  recognition   will   be   given  for   it. 
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In  societies  where  it  is  utterly  impossible  to  have  a  study  class, 
do  form  a  reading  circle.  Buy  our  textbooks  and  pass  them  around 
for  the  women  to  read.  And  in  other  societies  where  there  are  women 
wno  will  not  or  can  not  attend  classes,  circulate  your  books  among 
them.  Inoculate  them  somehow  with  the  missionary  germ!  I  urge 
yo :i  to  have  a  library.  If  you  haven't  one,  start  it  now  with  your  study 
books.  Keep  a  file  of  World  Outlook  and  Methodist  Woman.  These 
will  be  a  great  help  to  you  when  you  need  supplementary  materials 
for  your  studies  and  your  regular  monthly   programs. 

This  year  there  will  be  training  courses  at  the  Pastors'  School  at 
Greensboro,  May  29-June  1,  and  at  Junaluska,  July  25-August  2.  As 
mmy  as  possible  try  to  attend  these  courses.  I  sincerely  hope  that 
each  district  will  send  its  district  secretary  of  missionary  education 
and  service  to  one  of  these  schools. 

The  courses  for  the  coming  year  will  be: 

Missions  in  Southeast  Asia,  The  American  Indian,  Christian  and 
New  World  Economy,  The  Christian  Faith  and  the  Christian  Way. 
(Bible   study,   based   on   Ephesians,   by   Costen   J.   Harrell). 

"Is  this  the  time  to  halt,  when  all  around 
Horizons   lift,    new   destinies   confront? 
No!  Rather,  strengthen  stakes  and  lengthen  cords, 
Enlarge  thy  plans  and  gifts,  O  thou  elect, 
And  to  thy  kingdom  come  for  such  a  time! 
The  earth  with  its  fullness  is  the  Lord's; 
Great  things  attempt  for  Him,  great  things  expect, 
Whose   love   imperial   is,   whose   power   sublime." 

I  think  I'll  make  a  little  rhyme 

To  finish  what  I  have  to  say, 
For  as  Secretary  of  Missionary  Ed. 

This  is  my  very  last  day. 
Four  grand  years  we  have  worked  logether,

2  That  the  Educational  Seminars  will  be  held  in  every  district 
next  September  and  that  the  secretary  of  missionary  education  and 
service  in  each  local  society  make  a  special  effort  to  be  present. 
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3.  That  each  district  will  send  its  District  Secretary  of  Missionary 
Education  and  Service  to  take  a  training  course  either  at  the  Pastoral 
School  at  Greensboro  College  May  29-June  3,  or  to  Junaluska  July 
25-August  2.  The  teacher  at  the  Pastors'  School  at  Greensboro  Col- 
lege will  be  Mrs.  Paul  Arrington  of  Mississippi. 

4.  That  the  following  topics  for  1944-1945  be  approved: 
Missions  in  Southeast  Asia,  The  American  Indian,  Christians  and 

a  New  World  Economy,  The  Christian  Faith  and  the  Christian  Way.

REPORT   OF   CONFERENCE   SECRETARY   OF    SPIRITUAL   LIFE 
Mrs.    Clare   Purcell 

A  little  less  than  a  year  ago  in  the  marvelously  beautiful  sanc- 
tuary of  Centenary  Church,  Winston-Salem,  many  of  us  who  are  here 
today  witnessed  that  impressive  Conference  program  of  the  presen- 
tation of  the  "Seven  Keys  of  Progress."  As  you  recall,  the  chairman 
of  the  Spiritual  Life  Groups  was  given  the  Master  Key  by  which 
the  door  of  progress  in  each  department  of  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service  might  be  opened.  Some  of  us  were  charged  with 
new  responsibilities  which  we  have  accepted  in  faith,  trusting  the 
leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  secure  in  the  promise  of  our  Lord,  "Lo. 
I   am  with  you   alway." 

Succeeding  Mrs.  J.  Dale  Stentz,  who  had  served  in  this  capacity 
so  acceptably,  it  has  been  my  happy  privilege  to  render  every  service 
that  I  could.  Restrictions  of  various  kinds,  due  to  the  awful  war 
that  envelops  our  world,  have  made  it  necessary  to  carry  on  as 
much  of  the  work  as  possible  by  correspondence. 

As  a  member  of  the  Study  Committee  for  the  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  it  was  a  privilege  to  counsel  together 
with  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne  and  Mrs.  R.  P.  Harris  in  the  planning  for  our 
share  of  the  project  for  a  seminar  held  during  the  School  of  Missions 
at  Lake  Junaluska.  A  study  was  made  of  one  of  the  Charlotte 
churches  which,  with  similar  studies,  helped  the  Findings  Commit- 
tee to  work  out  plans  for  the  Fall  Seminars  on  the  topic:  "The 
Church  and  America's  Peoples."  I  attended  three  of  these  seminars 
held  within  this  Conference,  at  Central  Church,  Kings  Mountain; 
First  Church,  Charlotte,  and  Ann  Street  Church,  Concord,  making 
a  contribution  to  the  program  at  each  of  these.  I  also  conducted  the 
discussion  period  and  presented  the  literature  and  plans.  Another 
avenue  of  service  was  in  the  spring  meeting  at  Central  Church,  Aslie- 
boro,  with  the  women  of  the  High  Point  District. 

All  information  received  from  the  jurisdictional  chairman,  Miss 
Davies,  has  been  promptly  sent  along  to  the  district  chairmen  and 
they,  in  turn,  have  passed  it  on  to  the  local  societies,  through  which 
the  co-operation  of  individuals  has  been  gained.  Too  much  cannot  be 
said  in  praise  of  the  district  chairmen  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Groups. 
They  have  really  done  the  work  and  I  am  deeply  grateful  for 
their  consecration  and  devoted  service. 

Changes  in  the  district  boundaries  in  the  Conference  have  neces- 
sitated changes  for  this  phase  of  the  work.  The  Methodist  Church 
is  a  wonderful  institution.  Changes  come  about,  but  through  loyalty 
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and  devotion,  adjustments  are  made  and  pretty  soon  everything  is 
in  smooth  running  order  again.  To  Mrs.  J.  L.  Hall  and  Mrs.  H.  W.  Mc- 
Cain our  deepest  appreciation  is  expressed  for  their  labors  in  the 
Elkin  and  High  Point  Districts.  The  Gastonia  District  suffered  the 
loss  byy  death  of  their  devoted  leader,  Mrs.  Plato  Miller.  A  service 
of  remembrance  for  our  departed  friend  was  held  at  Central  Church 
in  Kings  Mountain  during  the  district  meeting.  "God  buries  his 
workmen,  but  his  work  goes  on."  Mrs.  Wilbur  Baber  kindly  received 
the  reports  for  the  Gastonia  District  and  carried  on  for  the  Spiritual 
Life  Groups  until  a  leader  could  be  secured.  It  is  very  gratifying  to 
me  to  tell  you  that  Mrs.  L.  E.  McQuinn,  of  Lincolnton,  has  been 
chosen  for  this  place.  To  her  and  to  Mrs.  Wilson  Nesbitt,  of  the  Thom- 
asville  District,  the  heartiest  welcome  is  extended.  They  will  be  a 
blessing  to  the  work. 

The  leaders  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Groups  from  now  on  are  to  be 
called  Secretaries  and  will  be  members  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
the  Program  Committee,  and  of  the  Study  and  Action  Committee. 
They  are  regular  officers  in  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Serv 
ice  and  are  to  be  elected  annually.  They  are  also  members  of  the 
Commission  on  Evangelism.  This  will  present  opportunities  for  en- 
larged service,  and  it  is  highly  important  that  women  of  earnest  piety 
and  capable  leadership   be   elected   to   these   places   of  responsibility. 

Reports  from  the  District  Secretaries  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Groups 
indicate  that  two  hundred  and  four  groups  are  organized  in  the  six 
hundred  and  sixty  Woman's  Societies  of  Christian  Service  in  the 
Conference.  These  are  active,  with  consecrated  women  and  secretaries 
of  ihe  groups  in  the  churches.  Studies  in  Bible  and  stewardship  have 
been  carried  on,  with  distribution  of  leaflets  and  packets  of  literature 
especially  prepared  along  this  line.  Extensive  use  of  the  Upper  Room 
is  made — for  private  and  family  devotions,  sent  to  the  men  and 
women    in    the   armed   service,    and   to    students. 

The  fellowship  of  the  shut-ins  is  one  of  the  best  features,  and  one 
that  has  great  possibilities  for  doing  good.  Some  of  the  retired  min- 
isters share  in  this,  and  often  conduct  the  devotional  studies.  Many 
of  the  devotional  books  recommended  by  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Woman's   Division  have   been  read. 

Not  as  many  retreats,  local  or  district,  have  been  held  as  could 
have  been  desired,  but  a  number  were  held  with  profit  to  all  who 
participated  in  them.  Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  was  in  the 
Scatesville  District,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  J.  P.  Hornbuckle.  A 
sacrificial  dinner  was  served  after  a  splendid  program  had  been 
given,  and  an  offering  of  one  hundred  dollars  was  made  for  China 
Relief.  Two  life  memberships  were  presented  from  these  offerings, 
thus  giving  the  Statesville  District  a  tangible  remembrance  of  this 
most   helpful  service. 

I  should  like  to  emphasize  the  two  purposes  for  which  the  Spir- 
itual Life  Groups  were  organized,  lest  "in  the  maze  of  things"  their 
supreme  importance  should  be  miminized.  They  are  definitely  for 
the  deepening  of  the  spiritual  lives  of  all  Methodist  women  and  to 
increase  a  sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving.  This 
is  best  done  by  definite  groups  meeting  at  stated  times  for  sharing 
experiences  and  for  prayer,  study,  and  intercession.  Another  purpose 
is  that  we  shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movements  of  the 
times   and  interpret  them  to  our  groups. 
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The  following  sentences,  which  are  used  in  closing,  are  from  the 
report  of  Miss  Davies  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  recently  held 
in  Raleigh: 

"Never  was  there  a  greater  demand  for  prayer,  for  study  of  the 
Bible,  for  ministry  to  bereaved  and  suffering  folk,  for  people  up- 
rooted from  their  homes,  for  starving  millions,  for  our  men  and  women 
at  the  front  of  battle. 

"Listen  as  God  speaks  through  His  prophet  Ezekiel  in  olden  times, 
as  He  speaks,  to  us  today  .  .  .  'And  I  sought  for  a  man  among  them, 
that  he  should  make  up  the  hedge,  and  stand  in  the  gap  before  rne 
for  the  land  that  I  should  not  destroy  it;  but  I  found  none.'  (Ezekiel 
22:30). 

"Will  you   be   God's   man?" 


RECOMMENDATIONS   FOR    SPIRITUAL   LIFE    GROUPS 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  there  be  an  earnest  effort  to  create  in  each  society  a 
definite  prayer  group  to  meet  at  stated  times  for  sharing  experiences, 
for  definite  prayer   and   thoughtful   discussion. 

■  2.  That  the  secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  Groups  be  responsible 
for  sponsoring  the  Retreat  Day  in  the  Week  of  Prayer  program,  and 
for  the  Day  Apart  sometime  during  the  week  preceding  Easter.  Pro- 
grams will  be  furnished. 

3.  That  a  Spiritual  Life  Committee  do  all  in  its  power  to  make 
effective  the  "Week  of  Dedication,"   February   27-March   5. 

4.  That  we  make  objects  for  special  prayer  the  meetings  of  Gen- 
eral Conference  and  the  Jurisdictional  Conference. 

5.  That  we  endeavor  to  observe  in  every  church  a  day  of  fasting 
and  prayer,  either  April  25  or  26,  in  preparation  for  the  General 
Conference. 

6.  That  we  enter  earnestly  into  the  plans  for  the  "Ministry  of 
Intercession"  for  retired  workers,  especially  those  in  our  area. 

7.  That  we  continue  our  ministry  to  shut-ins,  and  wherever  op- 
portunity offers  to  those  who  need  prayer  and  fellowship. 

8.  That  we  accept  as  a  sacred  responsibility  the  careful  and  def- 
inite reporting  of  our  work  at  the  specified  dates. 

9.  That  the  Conference  Society  supplement  the  subsidy  of  $10 
offered  by  the  Jurisdiction  to  send  conference  secretary  of  Spiritual 
Life  Groups  to  the  School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska,  July  25- 
August  2.

REPORT    OF    TREASURER 
Mrs.  Walter  Johnston,  Jr. 

An  array  of  figures  often  seems  cold  and  impersonal.  You  will 
see  the  full  financial  report  of  our  Conference  for  1943  in  the  Minutes 
— row  after  row  of  figures — but  if  you  look  understanding^/  at  these 
figures  you  will  see  there  is  nothing  cold  about  them  for  they  tell 
a  story  of  love  and  devotion  on  the  part  of  our  women.  It  is  inspir- 
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ing  to  see  the  financial  reports  come  pouring  in  by  the  hundreds 
each  quarter — some  reports  from  societies  so  small  they  are  only 
able  to  send  a  few  dollars  each  quarter,  some  from  societies  so  large 
they  send  checks  for  hundreds  of  dollars.  Yet,  regardless  of  size,  these 
checks  represent  gifts  of  love,  and  in  many  cases,  sacrificial  gifts. 
All  of  them  are  sent,  I'm  sure,  in  the  spirit  of  one  of  the  smaller 
societies  in  the  Asheville  District  whose  treasurer  wrote  me  when 
she  completed  her  year's  report:  "My  full  report  for  the  year  is 
$77  paid  out  by  these  few  women.  And  we  know  it  has  every  cent 
been  paid  gladly  and  with  a  hope  and  prayer  that  it  might  help 
others." 

When  we  look  at  our  year's  report  in  a  comparative  way,  we 
rejoice  to  see  the  progress  it  represents.  Together  the  Societies  and 
Guilds  have  paid  over  $57,000  as  pledge  to  Missions,  which  repre- 
sents an  increase  of  $4,000  over  the  year  before.  Perhaps  the  most 
inspiring  part  of  our  financial  report  lies  in  the  story  about  how  you 
responded  to  the  appeal  for  funds  for  jur  own  Miss  Avett.  Certainly 
our  hearts  were  touched  when  Mrs.  Weaver  told  us  how  our  mis- 
sionaries were  actually  going  hungry  because  of  inflationary  prices 
in  China.  You  were  asked  to  give  an  extra  $900  for  the  emergency 
need  in  China.  What  was  your  response?  Not  simply  $900  but  more 
then  four  times  that  amount!  Our  Western  N.  C.  Conference  sent 
;T4.056.72  to  New  York  for  special  use  in  China. 

Other  Conference  officers  will  mention  to  you  the  financial  re- 
ports of  their  particular  field  of  work — but  there  are  two  more  items 
about  which  I  would  like  to  praise  you  for  the  record  you  have  made. 
One  is  the  splendid  increase  we  have  had  in  Life  Members  during 
tne  past  year.  The  money  given  for  Life  Memberships  during  1943 
was  $3,975.  In  this  new  year  won't  you  encourage  your  society  to 
continue  use  of  this  form  of  gracious  giving  which  Life  Memberships 
represent?  Giving  Life  Memberships  accomplishes  a  double  purpose 
— that  of  honoring  your  faithful  members  as  well  as  providing  ad- 
ditional funds  for  our   increasing  mission  work. 

The  other  item  to  which  you  gave  a  wonderful  financial  response 
WcS  to  our  Week  of  Prayer.  This  past  year,  your  Week  of  Prayer 
offering  was  $4,950,  which  was  a  SI, 500  increase  over  the  year 
before.  That  is  a  wonderful  increase!  But  if  you  follow  the  quarterly 
reports  of  other  conferences  in  Methodism  (they  are  all  printed  in 
the  Methodist  Woman)  you  will  see  that  many  conferences  give  a 
far  larger  amount  proportionately  than  we  do  as  their  Week  of 
Prayer  offering.  In  a  way,  the  Week  of  Prayer  offering  can  be  used 
to  estimate  how  many  of  our  women  took  part  in  the  observance, 
and  according  to  that,  not  as  many  of  our  Conference  members  par- 
ticipated in  these  spiritual  programs  as  did  in  other  conferences.  In 
the  coming  year,  let  us  hope  we  will  have  a  still  greater  increase 
in  the  number  of  our  women  taking  part  in  our  Week  of  Prayer. 

You  who  serve  as  treasurers  in  your  societies  are  doing  a  fine 
piece  of  work.  It  is  no  easy  task  to  collect  and  report  all  monies 
received,  but  the  conscientious  way  in  which  you  perform  your  du- 
ties helps  make  possible  the  wonderful  report  that  we  have  had 
for   1943. 

The  report  for  1943  was  so  much  larger  than  ever  before — there 
passed   through   the   hands    of   the    Conference   Treasurer    $80,000    as 
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compared  to  $70,000  in  1943 — that  it  was  voted  at  the  Executive 
Meeting  at  Sunny  Acres  to  have  an  Assistant  Conference  Treasurer 
to  help  the  Conference  Treasurer  with  her  duties.  The  Assistant  Con- 
ference Treasurer  will  be  appointed  by  the  Conference  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  henceforth  it  will 
be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  Treasurer  to  handle  all  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  funds. 

What  will  be  the  financial  story  of  our  Conference  for  this  new 
year?  The  record  is  yet  to  be  made.  We  know  that  in  this  war  year 
of  j  944  we  must  invest  in  War  Bonds  to  speed  us  to  a  military  vic- 
tory, but  it  is  only  as  we  invest  in  the  greatest  of  all  campaigns,  that 
of  winning  the  world  to  Christ,  that  we  are  able  to  invest  in  winning 
a  peace.  For  not  until  the  majority  of  this  world  owes  first  allegiance 
to  our  God  and  His  way  of  love  will  the  curse  of  war  be  overcome 
forever.  The  money  we  give,  as  missionary  women,  to  the  cause  of 
Christ  is  the  most  practical  investment  we  can  make  toward  building 
a  world  of  peace.

Societies  and  W.  S.  Guilds  ($55,500.00)  plus  the  money  received  from 
Lif.3  Memberships,  Memorials,  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund,  Children's 
Fund,  Children's  Work,  Week  of  Prayer  and  Cash  Supplies. 

We  ask  all  Societies  and  Guilds  to  consider  the  possibilities  of  in- 
creasing their  pledges  to  Missions  by  undertaking  the  support  of  a 
Special  Mission  Project  either  in  Home  of  Foreign  Work.  Informa- 
tion concerning  special  missionary  projects  may  be  secured  from  the 
Conference   Secretary   of   Missionary   Education   and    Service. 

The  society  treasurers  should  send  quarterly  reports  to  the  Con- 
ference Treasurer,  and  these  reports  should  reach  her  not  later  than 
March  31,   June  30,   September  30,   and  December  31. 

No  blanks  for  reports  of  treasurers  are  provided,  except  those 
that  are  included  in  "The  Treasurer's  Record  and  Report  Book," 
which  may  be  ordered  for  35c  from  Literature  Headquarters,  150 
Fifth  Avenue,  New  York  City  (11)  N.  Y. 

It  is  no  longer  necessary  for  the  society  treasurer  to  handle 
the  Methodist  Youth  Fund  as  that  is  now  sent  to  the  Conference 
Treasurer  by  Mrs.  John  Kirk,  Salisbury,  member  of  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education. 

Cash  supplies  should  be  turned  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  lo- 
cal society  to  be  sent  by  her  with  her  quarterly  report  to  the  Con- 
ference Treasurer.  In  case  of  emergency  gifts  for  needy  ministers, 
the  money  may  be  sent  at  any  time  to  the  Conference  Treasurer, 
who  will  handle  it  at  once,  in  order  that  the  beneficiary  may  re- 
ceive it  promptly. 

The  Week  of  Prayer  offering  should  be  sent  to  the  Conference 
Treasurer  along  with  the  regular  fourth  quarter  report. 

It  is  no  longer  necessary  for  the  treasurer  of  the  adult  society  to 
handle  W.  S.  Guild  funds  because  the  Guild  treasurers  henceforth 
will  send  all  Guild  funds  direct  to  the  Assistant  Conference  Treas- 
urer. 
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The  treasurers  of  all  adult  Societies  and  Guilds  should  be  aware 
of  the  duties  and  opportunities  which  their  office  entails.  Their  serv- 
ice of  stewardship  should  inspire  others  to  inculcate  in  their  lives  the 
five  principles  of  Christian  giving — giving  that  is  systematic,  pro- 
portionate,   generous,    cheerful    and    sacrificial.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  SUPPLIES 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Harbison 

Helen  Couch  has  written,  "The  world's  retaining  walls  seem  to  be 
crumbling."  Through  our  supply  department  during  the  past  year 
we  have  undergirded  the  retaining  walls  of  many  Christians,  and 
have  caused  some  of  the  retaining  walls  of  the  world  to  hold  fast 
that  might  have  crumbled  without  us. 

Let  us  look  first  at  some  walls  situated  in  distant  places  that  were 
strengthened  through  our  Supply  gifts.  These  foreign  projects  in- 
clude cash  to  foreign  mission  institutions  and  relief  money.  Educa- 
tion for  Christian  living  and  the  health  of  the  world  have  become 
of  great  concern  to  us,  and,  in  the  new  world  opening  before  us, 
will  claim  the  best  the  Supply  Department  can  give.  To  our  good 
neighbors  in  Latin  America  we  have  sent  $123.20.  To  our  beloved  Af- 
rica we  have  sent  $146.07.  To  India,  that  great  country  of  contrasts, 
has  gone  $260.68.  Our  largest  gifts  have  been  made  to  China,  that 
dear  country  of  war  and  inflation,  where  we  have  sent  $2,034.71.  This 
has  been  used  for  relief  and  to  buy  food  and  clothing  for  the  faithful 
Christian  workers  in  our  church  there.  Our  gifts  to  these  foreign 
projects  total  $2,564.66.  Surely  such  an  outpouring  will  result  in  many 
walls  of  Christian   love   being   strengthened. 

Help  from  our  Supply  Department  has  gone  into  the  homes  of 
ten  needy  ministers,  where  we  have  sent  gifts  totaling  $473.83.  There 
was  no  danger  of  retaining  walls  crumbling  in  these  homes,  but 
we  were  happy  to  express  our  continued  love  as  the  years  advance. 
We  will  be  glad  when  our  conference  has  accepted  such  an  enlarged 
salary  schedule  that  the  term  "needy  ministers"  will  no  longer  be 
heard  within  our  bounds.  But  until  the  time  arrives  when  all  min- 
isters can  receive  a  living  salary,  we  want  the  Supply  Department 
to  stand  as  a  ministering  angel  in  time  of  need. 

Through  the  donations  sent  the  institutions  we  sponsor  in  our 
own  conference,  we  know  we  have  been  helping  to  lay  the  foun- 
dations in  numberless  lives,  white  and  colored,  for  strong  walls  that 
will  result  in  the  retaining  walls  of  Christians.  To  our  Bethlehem 
Centers  we  have  sent  $1,076.85.  To  Allen  School  $286.94.  To  Pfeiffer 
College  $743.91.  For  Christmas  gifts  to  Japanese  children  in  a  relo- 
cation camp  we  sent  $25.  As  undirected  gifts  to  be  used  where  most 
needed  we  sent  $73.82.  Gifts  outside  of  our  Conference,  sent  because 
of  some  personal  interest,  have  totaled  $125.  Contributions  to  these 
home  projects  have  totaled  $2,805.85. 

Our  grand  total  reaches  the  all-time  high  mark  of  $5,370.51.  New 
supplies  were  valued  at  $1,040.37,  cash  supplies  at  $4,330.14.  Our  Con- 
ference Treasurer  has  handled  only  $2,691.61.  Please  remember  to 
send  all  cash  gifts  through  your  local   treasurer   at   the   end   of  the 
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quarter  to  our  Conference  Treasurer  stating  clearly  where  the  sup- 
ply funds 'shall  be  sent.  It  is  not  the  duty  of  the  Supply  Secretary 
to  handle  the  funds.  Let  your  treasurer  do  that  at  the  end  of  the 
quarter  when  she  sends  your  pledge. 

Our  highest  honors  go  to  the  Statesville  District.  Their  gifts  to 
Supplies  this  year  equal  15  per  cent  of  their  Conference  pledge.  Gas- 
tonia  District  stands  in  second  place  with  10  per  cent,  and  Greens- 
boio  District  third  with  9.4  per  cent.  Ten  of  the  districts  show  an 
increase  over  last  year.  The  honor  roll  of  societies  contributing  will 
be  read  at  your  district  meetings. 

I  deeply  appreciate  the  hard  work  of  the  District  Secretaries  of 
Supplies.  These  eleven  women  have  worked  untiringly  each  in  her 
own  district  to  increase  supply  contributions.  I  also  appreciate  the 
way  the  societies  have  responded  to  their  appeals.  This  year  we 
will  again  use  the  plan  inaugurated  last  year.  Conference  askings 
have  been  divided  among  the  districts,  and  each  society  has  re- 
ceived a  request  which  should  be  accepted  as  a  minimum  donation 
and  not  a  goal. 

We  will  continue  to  function  in  the  same  three  fields,  namely: 
(1)  New  supplies  and  cash  sent  to  our  Home  Mission  Institutions 
which  are  Pfeiffer  Junior  College,  our  Bethlehem  Centers  at  Win- 
ston-Salem and  Charlotte,  and  Allen  Home  and  School;  (2)  cash  for 
Foreign  Mission  Institutions,  including  relief  money,  and  (3)  new 
supplies  and  cash  to  needy  and  underpaid  ministers  within  our 
Conference. 

Our  goals  for  1944  are  as  follows:  (1)  That  each  society  make  a 
contribution  to  supplies  each  quarter;  (2)  that  each  society  report 
this  contribution  on  the  supplies  report  blank  found  in  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretaries  book;  (3)  that  each  district  give  to  supplies  an 
amount  equal  to  10  per  cent  of  its  Conference  pledge.  And  may 
God  be  our  guide  as  we,  through  these  avenues  of  service,  seek  to 
advance  His  Kingdom  on  earth. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS    FOR    SUPPLY    DEPARTMENT 

We  recommend: 

(1)  That  every  society  set  up  an  amount  in  the  budget  to  cover 
home  and  foreign  supplies,  and  a  possible  ministerial  fund. 

(2)  That  the  suggested  amount  of  5  cents  per  member  be  continued 
for  foreign  supplies,  with  China  relief  promoted  separate  from 
this  figure.  A  considerable  increase  in  this  field  must  be  made 
as  we  face  the  necessity  of  helping  to  alleviate  the  suffering  of 
the  world. 

(3)  That  every  society  contribute  each  quarter  to  the  specific  dis- 
trict project  for  the  quarter,  sending  any  cash  donations  through 
the  local  treasurer  at  the  end  of  the  quarter,  to  the  Conference 
Treasurer. 

(4)  That  we  co-operate  in  the  Three  Point  Program  in  Supply  Work 
outlined  in  the  January  Methodist  Woman,  viz.  (a)  some  supply 
work  in  every  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  (b)  re- 
ports complete  and  on  time,  (c)  a  display  of  supply  work  at 
every  district  meeting. 

(5)  That  we  accept  the  Home  Mission  Institutions  assigned  this  Con- 
ference as  our  especial  responsibility,  namely  Pfeiffen  Junior  Col- 
lege, Allen  Home  and  School,  and  our  Bethlehem  Centers  at 
Winston-Salem  and  Charlotte,  sending  to  these  institutions  gifts 
requested  in  their  askings,  as  follows: 

Bethlehem  Center,  Charlotte,  N.  C.  Living  room  drapes,  2V2 
yards  long — 4  windows  (paper  is  green  and  white;  couch  deep 
rose,  almost  burgundy);  needles,  embroidery  and  sewing;  scis- 
sors for  sewing  and  kindergarten  use;  thread  for  embroidery  and 
sewing;  embroidery  pieces  of  various  kinds;  prints  for  dresses 
for  both  adults  and  children;  unbleached  muslin  for  scarfs  and 
other  uses;  batiste  for  baby  clothes;  crayons — water  colors;  art 
books;  kindergarten  toys;  games  for  all  age  groups;  anything  that 
can  be  used  as  gifts  for  children  from  kindergarten  on  up 
through  adults — both  boys  and  girls;  library  books — especially 
those  with  pictures  for  children;  magazine  subscriptions,  such  as 
"Children's  Activities,"  "American  Childhood,"  "Boys  Life," 
etc.;  subscriptions  to  Negro  magazines  or  newspapers,  such  as 
"Afro-Am,"  "Pittsburgh  Courier,"  "People's  Voice,"  etc.;  home- 
canned  tomatoes,  vegetables  and  fruits;  rice,  macaroni,  spaghet- 
ti, dried  peas,  beans,  etc.;  canned  milk  and  cocoa;  toilet  paper, 
paper  napkins,  and  paper  towels;  soap — toilet  and  laundry;  old 
clothes;  coupons  from  all  Octagon  products,  Obelisk  Flour,  Rum- 
ford  Baking  Powder,  Borden's  Milk,  Luzianne  Coffee  and  Tea. 

Pfeiffer  Junior  College,  Misenheimer,  N.  C.  Money  for  furni- 
ture— 15  table  lamps;  silver  and  linen  needs — $50;  supplies; 
money  for  12  bed  spreads  which  are  72  inches  wide;  2  dozen 
blankets  for  single  beds;  2  dozen  quilts,  size  56"x88";  2  dozen 
sheets  81x99;  3  dozen  sheets  63x90;  2  dozen  dresser  scarfs;  10 
yards  of  unbleached  muslin  for  ironing-board  covers;  5  dozen 
tea  towels,  5  yard  lengths  of  print  for  covering  comforts;  sew- 
ing supplies — round  bobbins  for  Singer  machines,  thread,  cot- 
ton,  dress   length  for  college   girls,   scissors,    needles,   and   cotton 
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tape    (not    bias),    9    pillows;    money    for    tools — saws,    hammers, 
screw  drivers,  pliers,  shovels,   wheelbarrow,   mattocks,   and  picks. 

Bethlehem  Center,  Winston- Salem,  N.  C.  Twenty-six  cases  of 
canned  milk  or  $11.28  for  milk;  36  kindergarten  chairs;  48  cots 
sheets  45x54;  24  crib  sheets  45x72;  24  quilted  pads  27x50;  educa- 
tional play  things  for  pre-school  children;  games  for  boys  club 
work,  ages  9  to  12;  outdoor  games;  home  dried  fruit;  home 
canned  fruits;  vegetables;  soups;  juices  and  cooking  cereals; 
coupons  and  cash  donations  (have  over  supply  of  towels  and 
wash  cloths.) 

Allen  Home  and  School,  Asheville,  N.  C.  Sixty  dress  lengths 
of  pretty  print — 33 %  to  4  yards;  buttons,  thread,  rickrack,  bias 
tape,  etc.,  to  trim  dresses;  collar  and  cuff  sets;  Cashmere  Bou- 
quet, Mavis  or  Djer  Kiss  Talcum  Powder  (40  boxes);  handker- 
chiefs (at  least  11  inches  square,  please);  pretty  prints,  etc.; 
head  scarfs — pretty  prints  and  colored  rayons;  heavy  bath 
towels  18x26  or  larger  with  matching  wash  cloths.  (Note:  the  ar- 
ticles described  above  for  Christmas  boxes  are  used  also  as  gifts 
at  the  monthly  birthday  parties,  so  they  need  not  be  limited.) 
Christmas  boxes  for  35  girls;  farm  products  and  canned  fruits  and 
vegetables. 

These,  and  numerous  other  comparatively  small  requests  from 
different  institutions  have  been  assigned  to  specific  districts  and 
are  reported  through  their  secretaries  of  supplies  and  will  re- 
ceive credit. 
(6)  That  we  accept  the  foreign  mission  projects  assigned  this  Con- 
ference as  our  special  responsibilities,  namely:  India,  China, 
Africa,   and  Latin  America.

REPORT  OF  THE   SECRETARY  OF  THE  WESLEYAN 
SERVICE   GUILD 

Mrs.  W.  F.  Redding,  Jr. 

We  are  now  entering  upon  the  fourth  year  of  the  Wesleyan  Serv- 
ice Guild  under  the  United  Methodist  Church.  Perhaps  this  is  a  good 
time  to  take  stock  and  to  evaluate  its  strong  and  weak  points. 

From  each  of  the  three  types  of  organizations  for  business,  pro- 
fessional and  employed  women  prevailing  at  the  time  of  union, 
specific  values  were  conserved  in  the  present  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 
And  so  during  these  four  years,  Methodist  women  have  learned 
that  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  that  part  of  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service  provided  for  the  gainfully  employed  women  in 
our  church.  How  many  of  you  here  today  have  daughters  who  are 
doing  work  of  any  kind  in  the  business  world?  (Ask  for  show  of 
hands).  How  many  of  you  have  sisters  who  are  at  work  in  offices, 
deiense  work  or  gainfully  employed  in  any  other  way?  (Ask  for 
show  of  hands).  Do  you  know  that  your  daughters  and  sisters  are 
members  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild?  (Ask  for  show  of  hands). 
These  are  the  women  in  our  church  for  whom  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  was  planned,  and  it  is  your  responsibility  to  help  see  that  the 
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Guild  program  is  set  up  in  your  church  and  your  employed  women 
urged  to  affiliate.  This  is  your  responsibility  as  W.  S.  C.  S.  mem- 
bers. 

With  an  average  of  more  than  one  out  of  three  women  in  gainful 
occupations  today,  there  is  a  great  challenge  to  the  Guilds.  "The 
Guild  considers  its  responsibility  today  to  be: 

1.  Organizing  the  actively  employed  women  of  the  church  into 
a  unit  of  the  Guild. 

2.  Interesting  and  securing  as  members  of  the  Guild  the  em- 
ployed women  of  the  church  and  congregation  who  have  no  contact 
with  the  Woman's  Society. 

3.  Bringing  into  the  Guild  fellowship  employed  women  from 
the  community  who  are  outside  of  the  church.  This  is  our  largest 
and  most  necessary  work  today. 

We  want  these  employed  women  to  be  church  minded  for  we 
who  are  intent  on  establishing  that  new  world  order,  dare  not  let 
these  women  who  can  take  so  large  a  part  in  the  labor  world  live 
a  life  to  themselves.  They  need  the  church,  but  even  more  the  church 
needs  them. 

If  the  Guild  can  give  these  employed  women  something  that  ap- 
peals to  them  and  makes  use  of  their  energy  and  initiative  in  a  small 
way  now  in  these  overloaded  days,  will  they  not  be  much  more 
likely  to  continue  developing  this  avocational  interest  when  they 
have  more  time?" 

The  purpose  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  to  bring  the  King- 
dom of  God  on  earth.  We  never  want  to  forget  this  purpose!  Each 
Guild  member  must  be  conscious  that  she  has  a  part  in  carrying  out 
this  aim.  How  true  are  these  words  of  Saint  Teresa  of  Spain,  "Christ 
has  no  body  now  on  earth  but  yours,  no  hands  but  yours,  no  feet  but 
yours. 

Yours  are  the  eyes  through  which  Christ's  compassion  must  look 
out  into  the  world;  yours  are  the  feet  with  which  He  must  go;  yours 
are  the  hands  with  which  He  must  bless  us  now." 

Because  business  women  are,  as  a  rule,  employed  during  the  day 
and  so  have  less  time  for  outside  work,  the  Wesleyan  Guild  program 
consists  of  the  three  major  divisions  of  our  Woman's  Society's  work, 
namely,  Development  of  Spiritual  Life,  the  Study  of  World  Brother- 
hood, Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  in 
addition,  we  study  the  highest  use  of  our  leisure  time.  This  makes  a 
well-rounded,  well-balanced  program  for  the  busy  business  woman 
and  will  train  her  for  service  in  her  church  and  permit  her  church 
to  minister  to   her  spiritual  needs. 

As  you  will  notice  in  the  statistical  report  of  the  Wesleyan  Serv- 
ice Guild,  we  have  some  encouraging  signs  of  growth.  We  had  19  new 
units  added  to  our  number,  a  net  gain  of  16  units  during  1943,  making 
a  total  of  88.  We  had  increases  in  membership,  in  amount  of  Guild 
pledge,  amount  of  cultivation  fund,  and  in  amount  for  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities.  Our  offering  during  the 
Week  of  Prayer  was  nine  times  greater  than  that  of  last  year.  The 
gifts  for  Miss  Louise  Avett  amounted  to  $477.63.  We  are  thankful  for 
these  signs  of  growth.  Much  credit  goes  to  the  efficient  and  capable 
District  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  secretaries,  as  well  as  the  local  unit 
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presidents.  Our  weak  points  have  been  in  supply  work  and  in  a  de- 
crease of  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook  subscriptions  and 
in  number  of  study  classes.  Memberships  were  given  by  several 
units,  but  we  are  going  to  strive  for  even  more  in  1944.  We  will  en- 
deavor to  continue  to  work  on  these  weak  points  until  these  too  will 
show  signs  of  growth. 

It  is  the  desire  that  we  become  as  closely  affiliated  with  the 
Woman's  Division  and  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  as  pos- 
sible and  at  the  same  time  allow  as  much  initiative  to  representatives 
of  the  Guild  as  possible  in  our  program  and  policy.  Though  the  Guild 
is  a  separate  organization  with  its  own  officers,  meeting,  and  budget, 
yet  there  is  close  co-operation  between  it  and  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  Some- 
one has  said  that  the  W.  S.  G.  is  one  arm  of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  Each 
needs  the  interest  and  support  of  the  other.  Working  together  each  in 
its  own  capacity  should  greatly  strengthen  the  work  of  church 
worn:  en. 

I  think  the  policy  of  many  local  Woman's  Societies  adjusting  the 
time  and  place  of  their  Executive  Committee  so  that  the  President 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Guild  may  attend  at  least  once  in  a  quarter  is 
strengthening  the  co-operation  between  the  two  organizations.  It  is 
suggested  that  a  co-ordinator  be  secured  to  represent  the  Guild  in 
the  Executive  Committee  when  the  President  and  Treasurer  are 
unable  to  attend  and  that  she  interpret  the  work  of  each  group  to 
the  other. 

Another  means  of  bringing  the  Guild  and  the  Woman's  Society 
members  closer  together  was  the  observance  of  Guild  Month.  Most 
gratifying  were  the  accounts  of  how  the  members  of  the  Woman's 
Society  were  invited  to  participate  in  this  month's  activities,  cli- 
maxed with  the  joint  service  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self 
Denial.  October  is  again  to  be  our  month.  May  each  Society  be  closer 
associated  with  the  Guild  in  this  month. 

The  Conference  Guild  Committee,  composed  of  three  represen- 
tatives from  the  Conference  W.  S.  C.  S.  and  the  W.  S.  G.  Secretary 
from  each  District  in  the  Conference  held  its  first  Executive  Meet- 
ing at  Sunny  Acres,  May  14-16,  1943.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  for  recommending  and  for  your  granting  us  this,  priv- 
ilege of  having  such  a  meeting.  We  feel  that  it  was  most  helpful.  We 
believe  that  this  had  much  to  do  with  the  "encouraging  signs  of 
growth"    during    1943. 

There  has  been  a  change  made  in  the  channelling  of  Guild  funds 
in  cur  Conference  for  1944.  Though  not  officially  granted  the  priv- 
ilege of  making  the  change,  but  because  of  the  great  confusion  arising 
concerning  Guild  funds  and  because  the  Conference  Treasurer  asked 
for  an  assistant,  it  was  recommended  at  the  Conference  W.  S.  C.  S. 
Executive  Committee  meeting  in  January  that  in  order  to  divide  the 
work  as  efficiently  as  possible,  that  all  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  send 
1  eir  treasurer's  report  with  the  money  direct  to  the  Assistant  Con- 
ference Treasurer.  Miss  Cloyce  Woody,  415  N.  Spring  St.,  Winston- 
Salem,  N.  C,  has  kindly  agreed  to  act  as  the  Assistant  Treasurer.  We 
are  experimenting  in  this  change,  but  we  are  confident  that  it  will 
lessen  the  tremendous  work  of  the  Conference  Treasurer  and  the 
confusion  of  the  local  W.  S.  C.  S.  treasurer  in  making  her  report.  We 
ask  that  you  co-operate  with  us  in  this  "pioneering." 
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You  have  just  told  me  through  the  raising  of  your  hands  that 
there  is  still  much  fine  material  in  your  very  own  homes  for  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  You  are  certainly  interested  in  your  sis- 
ters, in  your  own  daughters  and  in  their  friends.  Help  them  to  organ- 
ize a  Guild  where  you  do  not  already  have  one,  and  urge  them  to 
join  the  Guild  where  there  is  one  within  reach  if  they  are  not 
already  members.  With  all  the  fine  jobs  our  business  women  are 
doing  today,  we  can  not  afford  to  let  them  forget  their  church.  I 
like  to  think  of  the  Guild  as  a  training  ground  for  the  Woman's 
Society.  As  employed  women  hold  office,  head  committees,  present 
programs,  and  pledge  to  Guild  budgets,  they  are  gaining  familiarity 
with  the  work  of  Methodist  women  around  the  world.  On  leaving 
gainful  occupations  they  will  take  with  them  to  the  Woman's  So- 
ciety more  intelligent  interest  and  understanding  of  the  sacrificial 
wo^k  demanded  by  Christian  women  of  all  churches  if  the  Kingdom 
of  God  is  to  come  to  the  world.  If  we  are  to  have  these  women  in 
our  Guild  now,  we  need  your  prayers  and  help. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS    FOR    WESLEYAN    SERVICE    GUILD 

In  view  of  the  rapidly  increasing  number  of  gainfully  employed 
women,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  each  Society  place  greater  emphasis  on  the  organization 
of  i,ew  Guild  Units. 

2.  That  each  Guild  Unit  in  the  Conference  make  definite  plans 
to  secure  new  members. 

3  That  we  do  our  share  in  meeting  the  increased  needs  of  the 
present  day  by  increasing  our  gifts  to  missions. 

4.  That  each  Guild  Unit  President  give  wide  publicity  to  the 
School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska,  and  to  the  Guild  Week-end 
Conference. 

5.  That  we  urge  representation  of  each  local  unit  at  annual,  dis- 
trict and  Conference  meetings. 

6.  That  each  Guild  Unit  President  have  a  part  in  the  annual 
gift  of  the  International  Journal  of  Religious  Education  to  the  Mis- 
sionaries of  the  Church. 

7.  That  specific  supply  work  be  done  by  each  Guild  Unit  and 
that  the  gifts  contribute  to  the  needs  listed  in  the  1944  Guild  Hand- 
book. 

8.  That  we  have  an  increase  in  the  number  of  subscribers  to 
the  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook  in  each   Guild  Unit. 

9.  That  each  local  unit  show  efficiency  in  the  Guild's  ABC's  of 
reporting: 

A — Accurate! 

B — Before  the  deadline! 

C— Complete!

REPORT   OF    CHRISTIAN    SOCIAL   RELATIONS   AND    LOCAL 
CHURCH   ACTIVITIES 
Mrs.   Edd   F.   Gardner 

The  work  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activi- 
ties is  as  comprehensive  as  its  name.  How  essential  each  part  is  in 
helping  us  build  a  program  of  church  and  community  service  and  in 
helping  us  toward  understanding  and  appreciating  those  who  differ 
from  us! 

When  we  think  of  this  work  in  our  Society  we  must  think  in 
terms  of  a  "big  job"  to  do.  This  includes  seven  areas  of  service  which 
every  church,  regardless  of  how  small  it  may  be  can  find  a  place 
to  serve. 

The   suggestions   made   under: 

Area  No.  1:  Local  Church  and  Community  Co-operation  cover 
a  multitude  of  varied  activities  that  have  been  common  to  local 
chuich  women  in  every  section  of  the  country,  reports  prove  this. 
May  the  local  society  keep  the  following  goal  before  its  membership: 
"Whether  therefore  ye  eat,  or  drink,  or  whatever  ye  do.  do  all  to  the 
glory  of  God." 

Area  No.  2:  International  Relations  and  World  Peace.  Methodist 
women   in  the  local   society  must  seek  to   implement   the   desire  for 
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peace  and  brotherhood  through  the  use  of  worship  material,  use  the 
Universal  Prayer  for  Peace  prepared  for  the  World  Federation  of 
Methodist  Women. 

Area  No.  3:  Economic  Relations.  Until  economic  relations  are  ad- 
justed to  meet  the  standards  set  by  Jesus,  we  must  continue  to  live  in 
a  v/orld  of  greed  and  strife.  Let  us  order  and  distribute  copies  of 
the  Social  Creed  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  urge  our  pastors  to 
preach  frequent  sermons  based   on  the   principles   of  this   creed. 

Area  No.  4:  There  has  been  a  change  in  the  name  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Minority  Groups  and  Interracial  Co-operation  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Interracial  and  Intercultural  Relations.  This  change  was 
made  because  there  is  considerable  feeling  over  the  country  that  the 
term  "Minority  Groups"  should  not  be  used  with  reference  to  groups 
of  people  in  the  United  States. 

We  are  trying  to  build  a  public  mind  that  will  recognize  people 
as  important  in  a  democracy.  An  individual  is  of  equal  worth  re- 
gardless of  his  color  or  cultural  background.  Our  job  is  to  inter- 
pret the  contributions  of  people  and  to  recognize  needs  and  re- 
sponsibilities in  relation  to  them.  Then  we  want  to  study  programs 
relating  to  this  group  in  the  area  of  health  and  hospital  needs,  housing, 
education,    employment,    and    general    social    welfare    problems. 

Area  No.  5 — Christian  Citizenship:  Under  this  area  we  find  prob- 
lems and  opportunities  that  need  the  careful  attention  and  cour- 
ageous action  of  Christian  citizens,  such  as  law  enforcement,  gamb- 
ling, crime,  improved  moving  pictures,  recreation,  and  educational 
opportunities. 

Area  No.  6 — Alcohol  and  Narcotics:  This  is  one  of  the  greatest 
social  problems  confronting  Christians  today.  No  topic  before  us 
that  can  and  will  be  more  instrumental  in  building  a  Christian  nation 
for  future  generations  than  the  study  of  alcohol.  Three  specific  ave- 
nues for  combating  this   evil   are   open   to   church  groups: 

(1)  An    intensive    educational    program    presenting    facts    about    the 
effect  of  alcohol  and  other  narcotics. 

(2)  Seek  to  combat  all  advertising  of  narcotics  in  all  forms  of  radio, 
press,   magazines,   and  billboards. 

(3)  Enforcement  of  laws  relating  to  the  traffic  and  sale  of  narcotics. 
Area   No.    7 — The    Christian    Family:    Family    life    today    all    over 

the  world  is  in  a  swiftly  moving  current  of  social,  educational,  eco- 
nomic, and  political  change  that  has  altered  every  area  of  life. 
Therefore  we  must  make  every  effort  to  relate  the  family  to  the 
church.  Strengthening  spiritual  foundations  through  family  wor- 
ship, Bible  reading,  encourage  participation  in  church  services, 
church   school,   and  young   people's   organizations. 

Today  there  is  a  great  call  for  women  of  every  kind  of  work  in 
the  country.  Some  is  paid  work.  The  women  taking  the  part  of  the 
men  going  off  to  war,  but  a  great  deal  is  volunteer  work  in  nursing, 
in  child  care,  in  salvaging  waste  stuffs  for  the  use  of  the  nation,  for 
morale  building  and  for  the  thousand  and  one  other  things  that  are 
necessary  for  the  war  effort.  If  part  of  that  war  effort  is  to  build 
at  the  same  time  for  a  world  in  which  we  can  eventually  live  in 
peace,  one  of  the  most  insistent  calls  for  any  church  woman  is  the 
work    she    can    do    in    her    own    church    society. 
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The  following  was  taken  from  the  reports  sent  to  Mrs.  R.  P. 
Harris,  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities,  last  year: 

Projects  in  Local  Church  Activities:  Repairs  on  parsonages, 
church  grounds  and  churches,  sending  "Upper  Room"  to  soldiers, 
visiting  sick  and  strangers,  helping  young  people,  sermons  and 
programs  on  peace,  work  in  Colored  Day  Nursery,  Fellowship  sup- 
pers, Honor  Roll  for  church  members  in  the  service,  interracial 
work,  negro  kindergarten. 

Co-operative  Projects  or  Federation  Groups  Reported:  Service  to 
Red  Cross  and  soldiers,  co-operation  with  P.  T.  A.,  work  with  mi- 
grants, camps  and  park  recreation,  assisting  Lions  Club  in  helping 
the  blind,  school  lunch  room,  Salvation  Army,  books  for  library  for 
colored  folks,  co-operation  in  World  Day  of  Prayer,  gifts  for  hos- 
pitals, representatives  sent  to  Colored  Training  Institute,  etc. 

The  reports  show  also  the  amount  of  approximately  $60,000  was 
spent  last  year   in   this  department   of  work. 

The  foundation  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  is 
built  on  faith  that  women  working  together  for  good  will  accom- 
plish righteousness. 

Let  us  lay  our  highest  hopes  and  brightest  talents  at  His  feet. 
He  will  not  forget  the  smallest  service  we  render  nor  the  humblest 
love  we  offer. 

May  we  give  to  His  work  the  best  that  we  have  and  the  best 
will  come  back  to  us. 


RECOMMENDATIONS  —  CHRISTIAN    SOCIAL    RELATIONS    AND 

LOCAL    CHURCH    ACTIVITIES 

I.     General 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Conference  Society  supplement  the  $10  subsidy  from 
the  Division  for  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities  to  attend  the  Jurisdictional  School  of  Mis- 
sions at  Junaluska. 

2.  That  this  fall,  the  secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities  magnify  the  study,  "Christians  and  the  New 
World   Economy." 

II.     The  Church  and  Community  Needs 

We  recommend: 

1.  To  foster  in  the  community  a  recognition  of  alcoholism  as  an 
immediate  and  long-time  problem  of  public  health  and  mental 
hygiene  and  encourage  the  community  to  provide  medical  and  psy- 
chiatric care  for  alcoholic  patients  instead  of  "jail  treatment"  which 
serves  no  rehabilitative  purpose  but  tends  toward  further  demorali- 
zation of  the  alcoholic  and  his  family. 

2.  To  co-operate  with  and  secure  the  co-operation  of  school 
people  and  Parent-Teacher  Association  in  carrying  out  the  state 
laws  requiring  instruction  on  alcohol  and  other  narcotics. 

3.  To  be  watchful  to  prevent  curtailment  of  local  educational 
funds  with  the  attendant  effect  on  recreational  and  educational  op- 
portunities. 
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4.  To  learn  the  provisions  of  the  Lanham  Act  under  which 
care  for  children  can  be  made  available  and  to  see  that  funds  are 
used  in  needed  areas. 

5.  That  they  study  the  effectiveness  of  the  church  program  in 
meeting  the  needs  of  industrial  and  low  income  groups  in  the  light  of 
the  growing  response  to  the  various  cults  and  sects. 

6.  That  they  support  federal  appropriations  for  aid  in  con- 
tinuing school   lunch  programs. 

7.  That  they  continue  to  support  the  Farm  Security  Adminis- 
tration and  the  Office  of  Price  Control  and  continue  to  work  to 
secure 

(a)  Federal  Aid  to  Education. 

(b)  The  extension  of  Old  Age  and  Survivors  Insurance  to 
farm  laborers,  domestic  workers,  self-employed  persons  and 
employees    of   nonprofit   institutions. 

III.     The   Church  and  Family   Solidarity 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  women  utilize  the  opportunities  for  religious  develop- 
ment of  the  family  by  worship  within  the  home,  within  the  church, 
and  by  observance  of  special  days. 

2.  That  local  societies  in  co-operation  with  other  agencies  make 
a  study  of  child  labor  laws  of  their  states  and  the  abuses  being  made 
of  these  laws  in  their  communities. 

3.  That  women  urge  local  authorities  to  provide  community-wide 
recreation  programs  especially  where  there  is  danger  to  children  being 
exploited  by  commercial  recreational  agencies. 

IV.     Ways  of  Building  Group   Unity 

We   recommend: 

1.  That  in  view  of  the  increasing  racial  tensions  and  discrimi- 
nations and  the  growing  anti-Semitic  propaganda,  we  work  as  indi- 
viduals and  groups  to  combat  each  tendency  by  seeking  to  trace  ru- 
mors to  their  source  and  by  refusing  to  spread  suspicion  and  distrust. 

2.  That  we  lend  support  to  the  formation  of  inter-faith  and  in- 
terracial groups  which  build  upon  the  common  element  of  our  re- 
ligious heritage   and  human   interest. 

3.  That  church  and  trade  union  groups  come  together  for  better 
understanding  and  to  co-ordinate  their  energies  and  program  for  the 
common  welfare. 

4.  That  a  Negro  speaker  be  included  in  the  program  of  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  to  interpret  to  our  women  the 
problems  of  the  Negro  in  American  life. 

5.  That  local  societies  concern  themselves  that  democratic  pro- 
cedures be  followed  in  forming  community-wide  groups  for  study 
and   community   betterment. 

V.     The   Church  and  Post-War  Planning 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  we  work  toward  a  peace  that  will  liberate  minorities  and 
insure  them  rights  as  absolute  as  those  of  majorities,  that  will  abol- 
ish racial  discrimination,   give  labor  full  rights   of  organization,   and 
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insure  full   employment,    and   that   will   establish    a    Christian   world 
community. 

2.  That  we  give  support  to  the  formation  of  an  organization  in 
which  all  people  of  the  world  may  have  representation  when  po- 
litical decisions  which  determine   the  future  world  order  are   made. 

3.  Realizing  that  through  government  expenditure,  the  people 
of  the  United  States  own  new  plants  valued  at  21  billion  dollars  and 
that;  Christians  have  a  responsibility  to  see  that  these  plants  are  not 
so!d  for  a  pittance  to  selfish  interests  after  their  government  use,  we 
recommend  that  local  societies  watch  process  of  conversion  of  such 
plants  into  production  of  actual  necessities  of  all  people  and  that  con- 
structive protests  be  made  to  proper  authorities  at  the  critical  time. 

VI.     International  Co-operation 

"We  recommend: 

1.  That  we  designate  the  second  quarter  as  a  time  for  special 
emphasis   upon   international   co-operation. 

2.  That  we  again  co-operate  in  providing  study  grants  from 
local  societies  for  Negro  leaders  desiring  to  attend  the  School  for 
Christian  Workers  at  Hanes  Institutional  Church,  Winston-Salem, 
July  3-8,  1944.  (Registration  $1,  room  and  board  $4,  text  approximately 
$1.  Please  write  Mrs.  L.  V.  Scott,  2359  Oakalina  Ave.,  Winston-Salem, 
sending  her  the  name  of  the  person  whom  you  are  sending  and  state 
th      amount    of    money    given    them.)

REPORT   OF   CORRESPONDING   SECRETARY 
Mrs.  A.  L.  Thompson 

As  we  summarize  the  scope  of  the  year's  work  for  1943  there  is 
much  evidence  that  the  Societies  of  Christian  Service  have  a  greater 
vision  and  are  going  forward  singing  the  "Lord's  Song  for  a  New 
Woild  Order." 

Each  of  the  eleven  districts  not  only  met  goals  but  went  beyond 
and  forward  in  each  line  of  work. 

Organization.  At  the  close  of  1943  records  show  674  societies,  19 
new  societies,  and  a  total  of  19,376  members.  Eight  districts  with  a 
society  on  every  charge  and  other  districts  working  toward  this 
goal.  However,  the  enlargement  and  change  in  districts,  and  the 
formation  of  the  new  Thomasville  District,  giving  us  ten  districts  in- 
stead of  eleven,  will  make  a  change  in  charge  organization  for  1944. 
There  are  77   unorganized  charges  and   churches  reported. 

Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  The  W.  S.  Guild  shows  the  vitality  of 
its  four-fold  program  by  gaining  19  new  units  during  the  year,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  88  Guild  Units  with  a  membership  of  2,118. 

Missionary  Education  and  Service.  There  were  1,070  Mission 
Study  Classes  conducted  using  the  approved  Study  Courses,  with 
17,060  members  attending,  155  jurisdiction  credits  awarded,  433  in- 
formal Study  Classes  held  with  reading  circles  and  libraries  estab- 
lished. 
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Student  Work.  With  330  churches  near  college  campuses,  the  ac- 
tivities of  180  student  secretaries  have  been  outstanding  in  their  en- 
couragement for  church  affiliation,  promoting  Student  Recognition 
Day,  sending  Testaments,  "Upper  Room,"  "Strength  for  Service," 
and  periodicals  to  students  in  camp  and  defense  work. 

Youth  Work.  Among  the  youth  of  our  church,  181  secretaries 
have  been  active,  with  66  Girls'  Interest  Groups.  Forty  of  these  are 
listed  as  using  the  special  material  prepared  for  these  groups.  61 
churches  working  on  committees.  Youth  enrollment  is  1,464  mem- 
bers. 

Children's  Work.  A  most  outstanding  report  comes  from  the 
Children's  Work  with  425  churches  listed,  319  secretaries  reported 
during  the  year,  67  of  these  reported  for  the  first  time  since  the 
new  organization.  Approximately  9,750  children,  primaries  and 
juniors  were  engaged  in  the  missionary  studies  for  the  year,  with 
204  churches  having  additional  sessions. 

Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities.  In  this 
line  of  work  space  will  not  permit  the  listing  of  the  many  and  varied 
activities  that  have  been  carried  on  by  the  secretaries  as  they  have 
worked  in  their  desire  to  meet  church,  community  and  world  needs. 
Work  in  defense  areas  has  been  most  actively  carried  forward.  Total 
amount  reported  to  me,  which  I'm  sure  does  not  include  the  total, 
was  $47,055.91. 

Publication  and  Literature.  Through  our  magazines  comes  our 
information  'and  inspiration.  The  Methodist  Woman,  the  organ  of  our 
Society,  has  a  circulation  of  3,716.  The  World  Outlook,  our  church 
magazine,  has  3,258  subscribers.  Societies  are  urged  to  take  the 
North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate,  our  church  paper,  which  car- 
ries  a   page   for   our   Conference   activities. 

We  deeply  regret  the  resignation  of  our  editor  of  the  Woman's 
Page,  Mrs.  W.  R.  Harris,  who  has  given  twenty-nine  years  of  ef- 
ficient and  faithful  service  to  this  work.  It  is  with  a  deep  sense  of 
gratitude  that  we,  as  a  Conference,  acknowledge  it. 

The  program  material  was  ordered  from  Literature  Headquar- 
ters by  the  societies  and  used  at  their  monthly  meeting.  We  urge 
the  use  of  the  Annual  Report,  which  is  35c,  ordered  from  Literature 
Headquarters.  Also  the  use  and  study  of  our  Conference  Minutes, 
which  are  sent  free  to  the  societies  by  the  district  corresponding 
secretaries. 

Supplies.  In  the  line  of  supplies  comes  a  very  fine  report  of  a 
total  of  $5,370.50  contributed,  approximately  two-thirds  more  than 
the  previous  year.  An  outstanding  accomplishment  was  $2,564.66 
given  for  foreign  projects,  which  was  willingly  contributed  in  an 
earnest  desire  to  help  to  meet  world  needs  and  alleviate  human  suf- 
fering. This  amount  was  more  than  twice  the  amount  asked  for 
by  the  Conference  (which  is  5c  per  member).  $2,034.71  was  sent  to 
China  to  help  meet  the  great  need  there.  Contributions  to  help  home 
projects  were  made  generously. 

Spiritual  Life.  Spiritual  Life  in  the  Conference  was  empha- 
sized by  Special  Days  of  Prayer,  Sacrificial  Dinners,  Local  Retreats, 
Stewardship    Studies,    increased    use    of    the    "Upper    Room,"    in    the 
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private  devotion  for  service  men   and  for   shut-ins.   204  active   Spir- 
itual   Life    secretaries    reported    regularly    and    promptly. 

Institutions.  The  Bethlehem  Centers  in  Charlotte  and  Winston- 
Salem  report  large  enrollments  in  different  activities  and  whole- 
hearted co-operation  in  the  program  of  work  that  has  been  under- 
taken. These  Centers  are  becoming  a  real  center  of  mutual  helpful- 
ness and  understanding  in  their  respective  communities. 

Sunny  Acres,  where  our  annual  Executive  Meeting  is  held  each 
year,  is  having  an  ever  increasing  spiritual  influence  on  the  youth 
of  our  Conference,  and  is  carrying  on  its  usual  program  of  work. 
Here  adult  and  youth  groups  gather  for  various  types  of  meetings, 
an  ideal  place  for  spiritual  retreat. 

Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial.  250  societies  observed  the  Week 
of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  with  an  offering  amounting  to  $4,888.45. 

Life  Members.  156  adult  life  members,  17  honorary  baby  mem- 
bers, one  name  placed  on  Memorial  Roll,  one  honorary  life  patron 
and   two   honorary   life  members   were   given. 

Goals.  The  "Seven  Keys  to  Progress"  were  used  by  219  soci- 
eties and  71  societies  reported  having  met  all  seven  goals.  I'm  sure 
this  report  is  far  below  the  real  number,  as  many  societies  did  not 
report  on  this  at  all,  yet  their  work  was  up  to  standard. 

Finances.  This  has  been  the  best  financial  report  in  the  records 
of  giving  in  the  Conference.  All  financial  obligations  were  met:  by  the 
Conference  with  every  district  paying  over  its  pledge  for  1943.  Total 
gifts  to  missions  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  this  year  was 
$80,588.11. 

Recommendations   for   Organization   and   Promotion 

We   recommend: 

1.  That  the  goals  for  1944  suggested  by  the  division  and  found 
in  the  December  Methodist  Woman  be  used  in  every  society. 

2.  That  we  accurately  report  our  work  as  a  measuring  rod  of 
accomplishments.  We  call  attention  to  the  quarterly  executive  meet- 
ing of  the  local  society  as  best  means  of  assuring  accuracy. 

o.  That  district  secretaries  or  presidents  hold  an  instruction  day 
early  in  the  year  for  district  officers  and  zone  leaders  to  better  pro- 
mote the  plans  of  the   Conference. 

4.  That  we  give  special  emphasis  this  year  to  youth  work  and 
suggest:  Study  for  complete  understanding  of  the  plan  by  local 
presidents,  district  officers  responsible  and  by  all  secretaries  of  pro- 
motion; 100  per  cent  increase  in  Girls  Interest  Groups  in  1944. 

V.  That,  since  so  many  of  our  Woman's  Society  members  are 
entering  the  rank  of  the  employed  and  so  many  already  employed 
women  have  not  been  reached,  we  recommend  that  every  society 
have  designated  person  as  co-ordinator  or  promoter  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild;  that  the  value  of  this  part  of  our  work  be  published 
widely  throughout  the  local  church;  that  local  treasurers  of  Wom- 
an's   Society   make   accurate   report   of   all   Guild    money. 

6.  That  because  we  believe  an  increase  in  giving  would  be  stim- 
ulated by  increased  knowledge,  we  urge  the  local  secretaries  of  mis- 
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sionary  education  to  present  personal  news  of  our  work  and  workers, 
briefly   at  monthly  meetings. 

We  suggest  that  district  secretaries  or  zone  leaders  establish  read- 
ing circles  of  fresh  missionary  literature  in  unorganized  rural 
churches  and  give  the  women  opportunity  to  contribute  an  offer- 
ing to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

8.  That  special  emphasis  be  placed  on  Life  Memberships  and 
the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self  Denial,  money  from  Week  of  Prayer 
not  to  be  sent  to  treasurer  but  as  a  part  of  the  regular  quarterly 
report. 

8.  That  no  funds  be  left  dormant  in  local  or  Conference  treasuries 
but  used  in  this  hour  of  incomparable  need.

ALLEN  HOME   AND   SCHOOL 

Julia  Titus 


Allen  Home  and  School  in  Asheville  is  one  of  eleven  private 
schools  for  Negroes  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina  and  the  only  edu- 
cational institution  for  Negroes  in  the  state  of  secondary  level  under 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  It  was  founded  in  1877 
and  in  the  words  of  the  first  superintendent,  Miss  Alsie  B.  Dole, 
was  founded  "to  provide  a  school  training  for  girls  from  communi- 
ties in  Western  North  Carolina  where  no  standard  high  school  is 
maintained  and  to  provide  Christian  home  training  for  girls  from 
broken  homes." 

Although  the  school  began  with  the  lower  grades  the  enroll- 
ment increased  and  high  school  classes  became  necessary.  Because 
of  limited  space  the  lower  grades  had  to  be  eliminated.  Now  Allen 
begins  with  the  sixth  grade  and  extends  through  the  twelfth  grade. 
The  school  is  accredited  by  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  is  a 
member  of  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools.  The  regular  curriculum  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  is 
offered  and  Religious  Education  and  Home  Economics  are  required 
of  all  students.  There  is  also  a  Commercial  Course  of  Shorthand 
and  Typing. 

The  girls  must  be  twelve  years  of  age  to  live  in  the  dormitory. 
They  come  from  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  and  Tennessee 
and  from  northern  cities  such  as  New  York,  Chicago  and  Detroit. 
All  but  four  of  the  dormitory  girls  this  year  are  from  broken  homes 
--homes  where  parents  are  separated,  where  the  home  has  been 
broken  by  death,  where  the  parents  have  no  interest  in  making  a 
home  for  their  children  and  have  separated  to  take  positions  in  dif- 
ferent cities.  Twenty-two  of  the  sixty-five  girls  living  in  the  two 
dormitories  are  scholarship  girls.  This  means  they  work  for  all  or 
part  of  the  $18  a  month  which  is  board,  room  and  tuition.  The  en- 
rollment  in   day  school   is   125. 

Of  the  fifteen  staff  members,  nine  are  white  and  six  are  Negroes. 
All  who  are  teaching — nine  of  the  fifteen — must  hold  a  North  Car- 
olina  certificate   in   their   subject  field. 

Most  deeply  do  we  appreciate  the  interest  and  prayers  of  the 
women  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference.  For  the  supplies

which  you  have  sent  us  this  year  we  thank  you.  Allen  would  be  un- 
able to  carry  on  its  work  with  Negro  youth  if  it  were  not  for  women 
of  vision,  consecration  and  devoted  service.  For  women  such  as  you 
the  staff  and  students  of  Allen  daily  offer  prayers  of  thanksgiving. 


REPORT    OF    BETHLEHEM    CENTER,    CHARLOTTE 
By   Ruby   Barkley,   Deaconess 

During  this  time  of  disintegration  of  home  life  with  one  of  its 
resultant  factors — juvenile  delinquency — and  increased  tensions  in 
nearly  every  area  of  life,  particularly  between  people  of  different 
races,  we  feel  that  the  Bethlehem  Center  has  a  unique  place  to 
fill,  and  should  not  fail  to  meet  its  responsibility:  It  is  only  as  we 
come  to  a  better  knowledge  and  understanding  of  one  another  can 
these  tensions  be  reduced,  and  one  of  the  main  functions  of  the 
Bethlehem  Center  should  be  to  provide  such  situations  as  will  help 
to  bring  about  this  understanding. 

We  point  with  pride  to  the  work  that  the  women  of  our  church 
have  done  toward  helping  to  make  the  "brotherhood  of  man''  an 
actual  fact.  So  those  of  us  who  truly  believe  in  Christ  and  the  things 
He  taught  concerning  the  dignity  of  human  personality,  must  face 
today's  problems  honestly  and  try  to  interpret  them  in  the  light 
of  His  teachings.  Our  desire  is  that  this  belief  in  the  infinite  worth 
of  the  individual  may  guide  us  in  the  total  program  of  our  work  at 
Bethlehem  Center;  and  in  this  effort,  we  feel  that  we  have  the 
heartiest  co-operation  of  our  Advisory  Board. 

This  year,  in  addition  to  the  usual  activities  that  have  been  men- 
tioned in  previous  reports,  we  have  a  few  others  included  in  our 
program.  One  is  a  class  in  furniture  upholstering,  which  is  made 
up  of  a  small  number  of  both  men  and  boys.  This  class  is  taught,  vol- 
untarily, by  a  Negro  man  who  has  an  upholstering  shop,  and  he  takes 
the  class  to  his  shop  for  some  of  its  meetings.  We  also  have 
a  new  group  of  girls  of  senior  age  which  meets  in  the  evenings  with 
a  volunteer  who  is  one  of  the  social  workers  at  Memorial  Hospital. 
The  group  is  small,  but  there  is  much  interest  on  the  part  of  the  girls, 
as  is  evidenced  by  their  regular  attendance. 

The  outside  groups  which  find  the  Center  a  logical  and  con- 
venient place  for  meetings  have  also  increased.  For  some  time  the 
Boy  Scout  Executive  has  been  holding  many  of  his  leaders'  and 
parents'  meetings  in  our  building.  A  recently  organized  Council  of 
the  Negro  Parent-Teachers'  Associations  of  the  city  meets  with  us 
monthly.  Then  a  class  in  citizenship,  sponsored  by  the  National  As- 
sociation for  the  Advancement  of  the  Colored  People,  is  holding  its 
weekly  meetings  with  us,  and  we  are  trying  to  co-operate  by  en- 
couraging the  attendance  of  members  of  some  of  our  adult  groups. 

This  work  must  take  on  both  spiritual  and  physical  growth  in 
order  to  be  really  effective,  and  it  is  to  this  Conference  that  we 
look  for  much  of  the  support  in  helping  to  make  such  a  growth  pos- 
sible. We  know  you  will  not  fail  us! 
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BETHLEHEM  HOME,  WINSTON-SALEM

We  are  grateful  that  this  crisis  finds  us  with  defense  forces,  not 
merely  under  way,  but  full  blown.  For  sixteen  years  now  we  have 
been  training  boys  and  girls  to  be  citizens  in  a  democracy  and  all 
that  that  implies.  Now  we  find  ourselves  in  the  position  of  being 
able  to  offer  our  threatened  nation  a  going  concern  with  significant 
assets  that  can  be  used  in  the  nation's  program  for  victory. 

Our  day  nursery  program  for  pre-school  children  of  working  moth- 
ers is  equipped  to  care  for  sixty-two  children  from  7  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m., 
five  days  a  week.  This  program  gives  a  triple  service.  It  is  helping  to 
keep  the  children  happy  and  normal,  training  future  citizens  for 
usefulness,  and  freeing  mothers  for  essential  war  work. 

Our  club  work  has  endless  variety  for  it  offers  activities  that 
fit  the  needs  and  interest  of  girls  and  boys  in  and  out  of  doors," 
cictive  and  inactive.  There  are  arts  and  crafts  to  learn,  homemaking, 
nature  study,  first  aid,  literature,  hiking,  camping,  and  many  oth- 
ers. The  clubs  are  held  together  not  by  what  they  do  but  how  they 
do  it  and  what  they  believe  in.  The  children  learn  to  work  and  play 
together  which   is  the  foundation  of   democratic   citizenship. 

As  a  result  of  a  recent  survey  of  delinquent  cases,  we  learned 
the  great  need  for  wholesome  recreation  in  our  city.  Spot  maps  were 
made  which  showed  that  delinquency  cases  are  concentrated  in  areas 
that  are  not  served  by  recreation  centers.  We  are  located  in  the 
area  where  delinquency  is  most  highly  concentrated.  This  fact  has 
awakened  us  to  our  duty  and  responsibility.  To  perform  our  duty 
and  answer  our  responsibility  we  have  launched  a  program  of  ex- 
pansion. The  advisory  board  is  donating  a  piano  for  our  recreation 
room;  among  the  other  things  we  would  like  to  have  are:  equipment 
for  games  of  basketball,  checkers  and  pingpong,  tool  kits,  sewing 
kits,  and  other  crafts  materials. 

We  are  so  grateful  for  the  supplies  we  have  received  this  year. 
In  spite  of  points  and  shortages  we  have  received  many  boxes  and 
baskets. 

As  we  go  into  the  new  year,  the  desire  of  our  hearts  is  that  we 
may  give  more  boys  and  girls  "the  more  abundant  life."  May  God 
be  with  us,  giving  us  wisdom  and  courage  to  gain  them.

Such  occasions  bring  to  our  minds  the  words  of  Paul,  "For  the 
body  is  not  one  member  but  many.  For  if  the  foot  shall  say,  because  I 
am  not  the  hand,  I  am  not  of  the  body;  is  it  not  therefore  of  the 
Lody?  And  if  the  ear  shall  say,  because  I  am  not  the  eye,  I  am  not 
of  the  body;  is  it  therefore  not  of  the  body?"  Each  of  our  officers 
has  a  different  task,  each  institution  a  special  work,  but  each  has 
a  part  of  the  work  of  the  Kingdom  to  do.  And  all  constantly  trying 
to  make  adjustments  to  changes  that  inevitably  come,  and  rapidly 
these  days. 

Sunny  Acres  is  on  the  edge  of  Lewisville,  twelve  miles  from 
Winston-Salem,  and  near  several  nice  rural  communities.  I  am  sure 
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some  of  your  organizations  have  experienced  what  has  happened  to 
ours,  that  is,  having  many  of  their  members  working.  Our  com- 
munities are  close  to  Winston-Salem  so  a  large  number  of  men, 
women,  boys  and  girls  work  in  town  and  community.  The  presidents 
of  the  three  W.  S.  C.  S.  that  we  belong  to  are  all  working  this  year. 
One  society  changed  its  meeting  to  Sunday  afternoon.  This  has 
worked  out  nicely.  The  family  car  is  home  on  Sunday,  also  the  hus- 
band who  can  drive  if  the  wife  doesn't,  and  too  he  can  sometimes 
keep  the  children.  Another  society  likes  Saturday  better.  Sunny 
Acres,  while  in  Lewisville,  is  centrally  located  for  the  churches  of 
the  Concord-Sharon  Circuit,  made  up  of  four  churches  surrounding 
Lewisville.  A  number  of  the  mission  studies  of  these  societies  have 
been  held  at  Sunny  Acres.  For  the  fall  study  our  district  superin- 
tendent of  mission  study,  who  teaches  in  our  local  school,  was  the 
leader.  Three  societies  were  represented.  Lewisville  has  already  had 
the  study.  Where  the  groups  are  small  it  seems  good  to  come  together 
for  some  studies  and  meetings.  We  are  always  glad  for  the  local 
groups   to   use   the   place   as   they   need   it. 

The  Negro  population  is  small  in  our  community.  Last  summer 
we  again  had  a  Bible  School  for  their  children  in  their  church.  Most 
of  the  children  of  the  community  were  in  the  school.  Our  pastor 
helped  us  last  summer,  and  two  of  the  teachers  of  their  Sunday 
School  also  assisted.  On  the  closing  day  we  had  ice  cream  cups  for 
them,  and  the  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  sent  a  treat  of 
cookies  and  lollypops  to  them.  Christmas  he  brought  a  precious  lit- 
tle pitcher  and  set  of  glasses  from  the  children  of  the  Sunday  School 
to  us.  When  I  told  him  he  shouldn't  have  done  it,  he  said,  "I  didn't, 
they  brought  an  offering  for  it.''  His  wife  smiled  and  said  they 
wanted   another   Bible   School   next   summer. 

Besides  enjoying  the  fellowship  of  our  section  we  have  the  pleas- 
ure of  having  groups  from  other  sections.  The  fall  and  spring  bring 
the  largest  number  of  these  to  us,  but  some  come  in  winter.  Some 
ccme  for  retreats,  some  come  for  conferences  for  study  or  planning 
for  the  work  of  the  church.  Of  course  many  of  our  fine  young  men 
and  boys  are  missing  in  these  groups.  Often  a  few  younger  boys  fill 
in.  We  had  a  full  fall  and  were  surprised  to  see  the  groups  averaging 
a  larger  attendance  than  in  previous  years.  Last  spring  was  full  and 
we  have  a  good  number  booked  for  this  spring.  We  have  been  able 
''o  take  most  of  the  groups  that  have  asked  to  come. 

While  we  have  not  done  some  of  the  war  work  we  would  have 
liked  to  do,  I  think  Sunny  Acres  has  been  real  patriotic  in  raising 
most  of  the  food  consumed  by  the  place,  thus  releasing  the  rationed 
food  for  those  that  need  it.  We  have  a  cow  that  has  supplied  us  with 
milk  and  butter,  except  when  the  children  were  with  us,  then  we 
supplemented   it. 

Last  summer  I  had  two  helpers  that  had  worked  with  the  children 
before  and  two  local  girls  from  West  Bend.  One  had  taught  school 
for  several  years,  the  other  is  at  Scarritt  College  this  year,  All  of 
them  together  enabled  us  to  have  a  very  happy  time  with  our  chil- 
dren. 
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SCARRITT    COLLEGE 
Mrs.  Walter  Lanier 

No  college  in  America  has  a  richer  heritage  than  Scarritt.  Fifty- 
two  years  ago,  a  young  woman  caught  the  vision  of  a  college  for 
training  women  for  Christian  leadership.  Miss  Belle  Bennett's  devo- 
tion to  that  program  and  Miss  Maria  Gibson's  leadership  in  the 
early  days  have  left  influences  that  cannot  be  erased.  Throughout  the 
years  other  leaders  have  helped  to  create  an  atmosphere  that  exists 
only  at  Scarritt.  Not  only  have  the  founders  and  leaders  of  this  in- 
stitution helped  to  make  Scarritt,  but  the  aims  and  purposes  of  the 
students  who  have  gone  there  have  left  an  influence,  also.  Ninety- 
five  per  cent  of  the  graduates  have  gone  out  to  do  definite  Christian 
service.  In  recent  years  nationals  from  China,  Peru,  Brazil,  Cuba, 
Mexico  and  other  countries  have  sought  training  there  and  have 
left  the  effect  of  their  deep  devotion  to  the  Christian  way  of  life. 

Excellent  advantages  for  training  and  for  fellowship  are  to  be 
had  at  Scarritt.  Its  nearness  to  Peabody  and  Vanderbilt  makes  it 
possible  for  the  three  colleges  to  have  a  joint  library.  The  arrange- 
ment for  supplementary  courses  at  each  of  the  other  two  colleges 
with  small  additional  expense  has  been  made  also.  Courses  are  of- 
fered for  training  social  workers,  rural  workers,  directors  of  re- 
ligious  education,   deaconesses,   and  missionaries. 

The  fellowship  of  nationals  and  Americans  offers  an  opportunity 
for  broadening  the  vision  of  all  those  who  attend  Scarritt.  The  pres- 
ence of  students  from  other  lands  makes  a  profound  impression  on 
students  from  this  country.  Young  people  who  have  never  known 
what  it  is  to  suffer  for  their  convictions  study  and  fellowship  with 
Christian  youths  from  other  lands,  many  of  whom  have  been  os- 
tracized for  holding  to  a  so-called  foreign  faith.  Witnessing  such  con- 
victions can  only  serve  to  strengthen  the  purpose  of  each  student 
there.  Missionaries  who  have  returned  from  their  fields  of  labor  to 
take  advanced  training  are  an  inspiration  to  younger  students. 

Scarritt  has  not  turned  aside  from  its  original  purpose  of  train- 
ing Christian  leaders.  At  present  its  curriculum  is  untouched  by  the 
war.  It  is  not  putting  on  a  program  of  training  for  the  war  effort 
but  it  is  directing  its  full  strength  to  training  for  spiritual  leader- 
ship in  the  world  today  and  tomorrow.  Dr.  Hugh  Stuntz,  president 
of  Scarritt,  says,  "We  are  helping  provide  leaders  that  will  perma- 
nently establish  the  purposes  for  which  we  fight."  The  final  peace 
will  become  a  reality  only  as  the  principles  of  Christianity  can  be 
established  in  the  lives  of  all  men  everywhere.  We  can  well  afford 
to  spend  much  time  and  money  in  making  Christian  leaders  avail- 
able to  take  up  the  work  of  relief,  reconstruction  and  rehabilitation. 
Scarritt  cannot  meet  the  demand  it  receives  for  Christian  workers 
even  now.  The  need  will  be  far  greater  after  the  war. 

There  are  three  ways  that  we,  the  members  of  the  Woman's  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service,  can  help  Scarritt.  First,  we  can  inform 
our  members  in  each  local  society  of  the  aims  and  purposes  of  Scar- 
ritt. Second,  we  can  present  the  opportunities  for  full-time  Christian 
service  to  our  young  people.  Our  church  has  been  charged  with  the 
failure  to  make  appeals  to  our  young  people  to  give  their  lives  in 
service.   Dr.   Stuntz   says,    "The   challenge   of   Christian   missions   has 
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scarcely  been  presented  to  college  students  during  the  past  twenty- 
years.  At  young  people's  assemblies  we  have  died  a  thousand  deaths 
for  peace,  but  have  seldom  urged  young  people  to  give  one  life  to  take 
the  Prince  of  Peace  into  places  of  darkness  and  need,  abroad."  We 
realize  now  as  never  before  that  need  of  carrying  the  ideals  of  the 
Prince  of  Peace  into  all  the  world.  We  have  a  definite  responsibility 
in  giving  this  challenge  to  young  people.  Third,  we  can  promote  the 
Association  Membership  Plan.  When  a  society  or  an  individual  be- 
comes an  associate  by  giving  $1  or  more  to  Scarritt,  the  money  is 
used  in  the  education  of  selected  students.  Even  though  each  one  of 
us  can  not  give  our  full  time  to  Christian  work,  our  money  given  for 
atscciate  memberships  gives  us  a  part  in  training  young  people  who 
can  represent  us  in  full  time  service. 

How  have  we  met  these  opportunities  to  support  Scarritt?  At 
least  367  local  societies  have  informed  their  members  about  Scar- 
ritt. This  year,  one  young  woman,  Miss  Mary  Louise  Lumsden,  has 
gone  from  our  Conference  to  Scarritt  to  train  for  definite  Christian 
service.  Our  goal  for  associates  for  the  year  was  $330.  Through  the 
appeal  for  support  of  Miss  Lumsden  and  off  the  Associate  Program 
$542  92  has  been  raised.  This  has  been  disbursed  as  follows:  $250.50 
to  Scarritt  as  Associates;  $252.42  to  Miss  Lumsden  as  a  loan;  $40  to 
Miss  Lumsden  as  a  gift.

Three  goals  for  1944  are: 

1.  That  each  society  and  guild  inform  its  members  concerning 
Scarritt's  program. 

2.  That,  wherever  possible,  young  people  be  informed  of  the  need 
for  full-time  Christian  workers;  and  that  each  district  strive  to  enlist 
one  new   candidate  for  training  at   Scarritt. 

3.  That  a  minimum  of  $330  be  secured  by  the  Associate  Mem- 
berships. (Each  district  to  contribute  $30  and  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  $30). 

Scarritt  s  motto  is,  'Attempt  great  things  for  God.  Expect  great 
thmgs  from  God." 

If  each  member  of  this  organization  will  only  make  this  motto 
her  own,   these  three   goals  will   be   reached. 
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PFEIFFER  JUNIOR  COLLEGE 

Alice   Dubose 

Pfeiffer  Junior  College  is  an  institution  of  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service.  It  is  accredited  by  the  Southern  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  by  the  University  Senate  of  the 
Methodist  Church,   and  by  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

Pfeiffer  endeavors  to  realize  its  aims  through  a  fourfold  program, 
spiritual,   physical,  social,  and  aesthetic. 

At  Pfeiffer,  certain  courses  are  required  but  there  are  many- 
elective   courses    to    meet    each    individual    student's    needs. 

Pfeiffer  has  an  active  Science  Club,  Speech  Club,  Home  Economics 
Club,  Woman's  Athletic  Association,  and  one  honorary  society,  the 
Order  of  the  Sundial.  It  also  has  intramural  sports.  The  main  social 
events  are  the  George  Washington  Ball,  All-School  Banquet,  and  May 
Day. 

Pfeiffer  puts  a  great  deal  of  emphasis  on  religious  activities.  On 
campus,  there  are  Sunday  School,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  World 
Friendship  Commission,  and  Student  Prayer  Meeting,  as  well  as 
chapel. 

The  co-operative  work  program  is  a  unique  feature  of  Pfeiffer: 
Each  student  helps  with  the  work  of  the  institution,  thus  keeping 
the   expenses   to    a   minimum. 

Pfeiffer  gives  to  its  students  a  Christian  philosophy,  a  new  con- 
sciousness of  democracy,  a  sense  of  self-dependence,  and  a  goal  for 
which   to   strive. 


REPORT  OF  RURAL  WORK  IN  THE  WINSTON-SALEM  DISTRICT 
Mary  Cameron,  Deaconess 

I  have  spent  two  happy  months  in  Mt.  Airy  and  on  the  Mt.  Airy 
Circuit.  Some  of  this  time  had  to  be  spent  in  getting  settled  and 
adjusted  to  the  new  situation  and  acquainted  with  the  set-up.  'The 
pastor  recommended  that  I  work  especially  in  four  of  the  seven 
churches  on  the  circuit.  Work  has  been  done  with  four  Youth  Fel- 
lowship groups,  one  of  which  has  been  reorganized.  Council  meet- 
ings have  been  held  with  all  four  for  the  purpose  of  planning  their 
programs,  which  have  been  planned  through  Easter  in  each  case. 

Plans  have  been  made  for  mission  study  classes  in  the  three 
W.  S.  C.  S.  groups,  one  of  which  is  in  progress  now  and  the  other 
two  will  be  begun  at  the  April  meeting  of  the  societies.  One  society 
has  made  plans  for  a  special  meeting  for  its  April  meeting  to  which 
a  number  of  new  women  will  be  invited.  It  will  be  a  supper  meeting 
at  the  church.  We  hope  to  organize  the  fourth  group  soon. 

Work  is  done  regularly  in  one  Church  School.  Two  monthly 
Workers'  Council  meetings  have  been  held  and  some  work  is  being 
done  in  teacher  training  at  these  meetings. 

A  subdistrict  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  has  been  or- 
ganized in  our  area  since  my  arrival  and  the  pastor  and  I  were 
elected  co-counselors  for  that  organization.  It  has  had  its  second 
meeting  and  was  entertained  in  one  of  our  churches. 

I  have  spoken  to  the  Central  W.  S.  C.  S.  in  Mt.  Airy  once. 
Around  fifty  visits  have  been  made  in  homes  in  the  two  months. 
Some  of  these  were  made  with  the  pastor  and  some  in  his  absence. 
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COMMITTEE   ON   THE    STATUS   OF   WOMEN 
Mrs.  C.  O.  Newell,  Chairman 

We  all  realize  that  many  changes  have  come  into  the  lives  of 
women  in  these  days.  Today  they  are  a  vital  force  in  the  industrial 
life  of  our  nation.  No  longer  do  we  clamor  for  jobs  and  professions, 
they  are  thrust  upon   us. 

Perhaps  there  is  a  need  for  a  "climate  of  opinion"  that  will 
support  plans  for  continued  employment  of  trained  women  after 
the  war  which  will  combat  a  possible  trend  to  return  all  women 
to  the  home.  We  must  have  a  sense  of  woman's  equal  responsibility 
along  with  men  in  shaping  the  life  of  the  nation  and  the  world. 

This  challenge  confronts  us  as  women  of  this  day  in  supporting 
the  appointment  or  election  of  qualified  women  to  policy-forming 
boards  and  to  other  posts  of  responsibility,  local,  state  and  federal. 
Far  too  few  women  are  assuming  responsibility  for  the  national, 
slate  and  community  housekeeping.  Women  have  been  little  in- 
clined to  set  down  in  black  and  white  the  sort  of  world  we  want 
in  the  iuture  for  ourselves  and  our  children.  Yet  we  as  women 
suffer  from  war's  cruelties  to  a  larger  extent  possibly  than  man. 
We  are  pleased  to  note  that  Mrs.  Ruth  Bryan  Owen  has  a  book 
along  this  line,  "Look  Forward,  Warrior"  (Dodd,  Mead  and  Co., 
New  York). 

Women  must  work  for  a  new  world  in  which  collaboration  and 
not  isolationism  prevails.  There  will  be  no  security  in  any  home 
until  there  is  a  better  world  security. 

We  deplore  the  situation  presented  by  J.  Edgar  Hoover  in  which 
he  says  the  figures  in  arrests  of  last  year  over  the  previous  year  for 
girls  are  more  startling  than  for  boys.  With  39  per  cent  more  for 
drunkenness,  64  per  cent  more  for  prostitution,  69  per  cent  more 
for  disorderly  conduct,  and  124  per  cent  more  for  vagrancy.  Drinking 
has  spread  to  women  as  never  before.  They  are  not  only  doing  men's 
work  but  are  gradually  acquiring  the  habits  of  men.  The  Brewers 
Journal,  London,  "Brewers  must  think  ahead  in  preparation  for  a 
greater  patronage  by  women  of  the  licensed  houses  in  post-war  than 
in  the  pre-war  period.  That  at  least  is  how  we  see  it."  Here  is  a 
status  of  women  in  society  which  we  hope  to  see  definitely  changed. 
We  must  use  our  influence  to  a  greater  degree  in  cleaning  up 
our  towns  morally.  The  need  for  more  Carrie  Nations  is  with  us 
again. 

In  these  days  of  stress  and  strain  when  children  reflect  the  ten- 
sions of  war  we  need  to  exert  the  use  of  the  freedom  from  fear  by 
the  use  of  a  poise,  a  courage,  a  security  and  confidence  right  now 
on  the  home  front.  "We  need  to  consider  children  our  social  priority 
o£  the  first  order,"  says  Lora  Lee  Pederson.  We  believe  that  in  main- 
taining a  home  as  a  background  for  gracious  living,  women  reach 
their  highest  attainment. 

Advances  have  been  made  in  the  number  of  societies  using  the 
Handbook.  The  number  of  women  delegates  elected  to  General  Con- 
ference is  slightly  larger  than  four  years  ago,  and  the  number  of 
women  elected  to  the  Jurisdiction  Conference  is  considerably 
larger. 

Our  women  have  done  good  work  in  assisting  uprooted  peoples 
to  become  better  adjusted  to  their  new  surroundings. 
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We  have  sent  an  annual  report  blank  to  every  local  society. 
Encouraging  reports  of  a  keener  interest  in  the  status  of  women  have 
come  from  many  local  chairmen.  Too  many,  however,  remain  indif- 
ferent. A  number  of  leaflets,  "Today's  Women,"  by  Margaret  For- 
syth, was  distributed  throughout  the  Conference. 

In  the  church  woman-power  can  be  mobilized  to  fit  the  new 
woman  worker  into  the  world  about  her  and  bring  labor  and  the 
church  closer  together.  We  can  build  for  a  peaceful  world  by  the  use 
of  Peace  Studies  and  Economic  Studies  by  the  Department  of  Chris- 
t  rn  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities.  Church  women 
may  do  untold  good  in  assisting  in  day  nurseries  with  children  whose 
mothers  must  work. 

Recommendations 

The  Committee  on  Status  of  Women  submit  the  following  rec- 
ommendations which  were  taken  largely  from  the  recommendations 
of  the   Committee   of   the   Southeastern   Jurisdiction: 

1.  The  Department  of  News  Service  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
of  the  Methodist  Church  began  publishing  on  January  1st  a  weekly 
news  column  of  approximately  300  words  entitled  "Women  in  the 
Church."  This  news,  interdenominational  and  international  in  char- 
acter, will  be  offered  free  of  charge.  We  believe  that  because  of  the 
constantly  enlarging  place  of  women  in  church  life,  this  news  will 
be  of  great  value.  The  committee  recommends  that  local  chairmen 
urge  editors  of  local  papers  to  print  this  news  in  their  papers  each 
wttk  as  it  is  released. 

2.  That  in  every  district  program  a  presentation  be  made  of 
the  work  of  the  Committee  on  the  Status  of  Women  and  at  the 
time  of  this  presentation  the  Handbook  be  shown  and  its  purchase 
and  study  be  urged. 

3.  Recognizing  that  the  building  of  a  scrapbook  has  helped 
women  to  sense  something  of  the  larger  problem  of  women  in  rela- 
tion to  their  tasks,  we  recommend  that  each  local  chairman  make  a 
icrapbook  of  articles  relative  to  the  work  of  women  in  current  life. 

4.  Believing  that  the  great  increase  in  juvenile  delinquency  is 
largely  a  problem  resulting  from  women  going  into  industry  and 
other  interests:  We  recommend  that  church  women  make  every  effort 
to  encourage  these  women  wherever  possible  to  leave  their  em- 
ployment   for   the    larger    employment    of    home-making. 

5.  Whereas  the  public  is  concerned  with  the  questions  involved 
in  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment,  in  committee  now  in  Congress,  we 
recommend  that  women  make  an  extensive  study  of  the  principles 
and  problems  presented  by  this  amendment  so  as  to  be  ready  to 
discuss  the  amendment  and  act  on  it  intelligently  when  the  oppor- 
tunity for  registering  their  opinion  is  given. 

6.  That  since  the  church  has  sent  so  many  of  its  ministers  to 
the  armed  forces  and  pulpits  have  been  left  vacant,  we  recom- 
mend to  the  Woman's  Division  that  the  Woman's  Division  send  a 
memorial  to  General  Conference  requesting  full  clergy  rights  for 
God-called  and  prepared  women  that  they  may  be  assured  of  the 
security  of  the  ministry  as  their  profession. 

7.  We  urge  that  in  each  district  and  in  each  local  society  there 
shall  be  a  chairman  of  the  Status   of  Women  appointed   or   elected, 
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as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Woman's  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service,  and  that  she  be  given  the  opportunity  to 
present  this  phase  of  work  at  least  once  a  year. 

8.  We  recommend  that  women  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege 
of  suffrage,  and  inform  themselves  of  the  political  issues  before 
tne  voters.

As  we  come  to  the  end  of  another  year's  labor  we  rejoice  in  the 
opportunities  which  have  been  ours.  While  we  have  made  some 
progress,  there  is  much  we  failed  to  do,  and  we  pledge  ourselves 
anew    to    the    unfinished    tasks    which    loom    so    great. 

Responses  from  societies  reporting,  indicate  the  program  ma- 
terial meets  the  need  for  which  it  is  intended.  There  is  very  little 
criticism.  Many  report  supplementing  the  programs  with  articles 
from  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook. 

We  were  happy  to  place  on  our  mailing  list  the  past  year  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  presidents.  The  Week-of-Prayer  literature 
was  mailed  to  them  in  September  when  it  was  mailed  to  the  local 
presidents. 

Our  goal  for  1943  was  a  gain  of  ten  per  cent  over  1942  in  number 
of  subscriptions  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook.  I  am 
sure  we  would  have  passed  the  required  number  if  all  the  local 
societies  had  reported  every  quarter.  The  goal  our  Conference  set 
for  1943  was  Methodist  Woman,  3,592;  World  Outlook,  3,702.

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A  number  of  subscriptions  to  World  Outlook  have  been  sent  to 
USO   camps   by   the   local   societies   and   individuals. 

An  Honor  Roll  was  sent  to  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate 
each  quarter,  listing  the  societies  which  had  "every  officer  a  sub- 
scriber to  both  magazines."  The  first  quarter  we  had  13.  At  the 
close  of  the  year  this  number  increased  to  36,  Statesville  District 
leading  with  the  largest  number.  The  following  societies  report  "Every 
officer  a  subscriber  to  both  magazines":  Charlotte  District — Waxhaw 
Church;  Gastonia  District — Dallas,  Lafayette  Street,  Main  Street, 
Mount  Holly,  Stanley,  Grace;  Greensboro  District — Gibsonville, 
Guilford  College,  Hickory  Grove,  Pleasant  Garden,  Rehobeth,  St. 
Paul,  Tabernacle;  High  Point  District — Central  Falls,  St.  Paul,  Na- 
omi, Ward  Street;  Marion  District — North  Morganton,  Rutherford- 
\on,  Spindale;  Salisbury  District — Badin,  Forest  Hill,  Mount  Olivet; 
Statesville  District — Bethel  (Hickory),  Broad  Street  (Statesville), 
Catawba,  Granite  Falls,  Hickory,  Providence,  Race  Street,  Rose 
Chapel,  Vanderburg;  Winston-Salem  District — Elm  Grove,  Green 
Street;    Maple   Springs. 

We  want  to  give  our  local  secretaries  of  literature  and  publications 
a  new  word  this  year,  that  word  is  INSIST.  Do  not  just  "urge" 
every  officer  to  become  a  subscriber  but  INSIST  that  each  officer 
subscribe  to  both  magazines  because  each  officer  needs  the  help  these 
magazines  can  give. 

So  much  of  the  value  of  our  work  is  lost  through  failure  to  report 
and  through  delayed  and  inaccurate  reporting  that  we  do  earnestly 
beg  of  every  local  secretary  of  literature  and  publications  to  send 
in  her  report  the  last  day  of  the  quarter  to  her  District  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  with   every   question  on  the  blank   answered. 

And  now  let  me  thank  my  co-workers  for  all  the  splendid  work 
they  did  during  the  past  year. 

Our  task  as  we  have  caught  the  vision  of  Christ's  message  to  man- 
kind is  to  impart  to  others  the  burning  light.  May  we  continue  to 
use  the  Key  to  the  Bookcase  which  opens  the  door  that  fills  our  mind 
with  light.  Through  study  of  our  Christian  literature  many  doors  will 
be  opened,  and  we  will  be  better  prepared  to  impart  this  burning 
light   to   others. 

Recommendations   of  the   Committee   on  Literature  and 
Publications 

Lr  eaking  for  the  Department  of  Literature  and  Publications,  we 
stand  for  a  program  of  education  and  effort  that  will  fit  us  best  to 
do  our  part  in  the  critical  days  in  which  we  live,  and  which  will 
stimulate  our  membership  to  intelligent  Christian  thinking,  guided 
and  inspired  by  capable  leaders.  We  endorse  the  recommendations 
prepared  by  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  of  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  therefore  we,  the  Committee  on  Literature 
ond    Publications,    recommend: 

1.  That,  in  every  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  there 
shall  be  a  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  who  shall  strive 
to  grasp  the  importance  of  her  office  and  study  to  secure  the  most 
effective    methods    of    discharging    her    various    duties. 

2.  (a)  That  added  stress  be  placed  upon  the  necessity  of  each  of- 
ficer  becoming   a    subscriber   to   The   Methodist   Woman    and    World 
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Outlook  and  familiarizing  herself  with  the  value  of  these  magazines, 
(b)   That  the  importance  of  World  Outlook  as  a  family  magazine 
be   emphasized   and   its   circulation   increased   in   Methodist   homes. 

3.  That  united  effort  be  made  to  make  our  members  reader- 
conscious  by  helping  to  establish  Reading  Circles,  using  the  books 
and  pamphlets  reviewed  and  advertised  in  The  Methodist  Woman 
and  World  Outlook. 

4.  That  wherever  necessary,  an  assistant  be  appointed  in  the 
local  society  who  shall  be  responsible  for  gathering  and  publicizing 
constructive  missionary  news  in  the  secular  and  church  press,  and 
that  every  available  channel  of  publicity  be  used  to  promote  the 
work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  including  radio, 
church  bulletins,  public  announcements,  scrap  books,  posters,  re- 
ligious and  secular  newspapers. 

5.  That  we  seek  to  attain  100  per  cent  goals  in  the  following 
lmes: 

(a)  Reporting;  (b)  every  officer  a  subscriber  to  The  Methodist 
V-oman  and  World  Outlook;  (c)  The  Secretary  of  Literature  and 
Publications  a  member  of  the  Program  Committee  in  every  local  so- 
ciety. 

6.  Appreciating  the  publicity  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian 
Advocate,  we  recommend  that  our  women  subscribe  to,  read  and 
assist  in  circulating  this  periodical  throughout  the  church  member- 
ship.

REPORT    OF    CHILDREN'S    WORK 
Mrs.  George  Hoyle,  Secretary 

As  the  first  quadrennium  of  the  new  church  is  drawing  to  a  close, 
you  will  be  interested  in  the  work  we  are  trying  to  do  with  children, 
to  understand  the  ways  in  which  it  is  carried  on  and  some  of  the 
things  that  have  been  accomplished.  You  will  also  be  interested  in 
the  needs  of  children  in  the  world  today  and  along  what  lines  we 
should  move  if  some  of  them  are  to  be  met. 

Our  primary  concern  has  been  to  reach  as  many  children  of  our 
church  as  possible  with  a  well  planned  program  of  missionary  edu- 
cation. In  doing  this,  children's  secretaries  have  worked  with  other 
"eaders  in  the  church  school  according  to  a  simple  plan  agreed 
upon,  and  reports  during  one  quarter  of  the  year  show  that  9,750 
boys  and  girls  took  part  in  our  study  of  Latin-America  units.  And 
since  reports  are  always  incomplete,  we  feel  sure  the  entire  number 
engaged  in  this  study  was  much  larger.  The  feeling  of  closer  comrade- 
ship with  the  children  of  Latin-America,  a  clearer  understanding  of 
the  work  of  our  church  in  that  area,  and  the  opportunity  to  have  some 
share  in  that  work — all  of  these  were  enriched  experiences  in  the 
lives  of  our  children.  This  study  of  Latin- America  is  characteristic  of 
studies  that  have  been  carried  on  during  each  year  of  the  quadren- 
r.ium.  The  study  for  this  year  is  "Christian  Adventures  in  Learning 
and  Living"  in  the  U.  S.  and  other  lands.  To  become  acquainted  with 
Christian  adventures  through  pictures  and  stories  as  well  as  the 
acquiring  of  new  information  is  the  experience  that  awaits  our  boys 
and   girls   and   the   result   should   be   a   significant   one. 
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But  missionary  education  is  only  a  part  of  the  larger  program 
of  religious  education  and  children's  secretaries,  as  members  of  the 
Council  of  Children's  Workers,  take  part  in  planning  all  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  children's  division,  and  in  making  the  church  a  place 
that  speaks  of  joy  and  happiness  and  friendly  service  to  every 
child.  As  this  council  is  formed  and  begins  to  function  more  widely 
throughout  our  church  schools,  we  can  expect  to  see  the  number 
of  secretaries  entering  into  its  activities  greatly  increased.  At  the 
present  time  the  largest  number  of  secretaries  reported  in  any  quarter 
as  sharing  in  the  work  of  the  Council  in  their  local  church  is  60. 
From  a  list  of  425  secretaries,  325  reported  during  the  year,  67  of 
these  new  this  year.  Extra  sessions  were  carried  on  in  204  churches 
and  our  offering  was  $252.85. 

We  realize  that  in  many  of  our  churches  the  approved  plan  for 
missionary  education  of  children  is  not  yet  functioning,  but  it  is 
worth  while  to  remind  ourselves  that  this  plan,  going  into  effect 
ill  October,  1941,  has  back  of  it  slightly  more  than  two  year's  ex- 
perience, and  as  we  review  the  work  done  up  to  the  present  time, 
we  are  encouraged  over  the  progress  thus  far  made,  and  hope  that 
with  a  fuller  understanding  of  the  plan  on  the  part  of  pastors  and 
children's  leaders,  its  provisions  will  soon  be  functioning  in  every 
church   in   our    Conference. 

Our  world  today  is  a  divided  and  disrupted  one  and  the  past 
two  years  have  brought  strains  and  tensions  of  many  kinds.  The  ef- 
fects of  war  are  experienced  by  our  children  quite  as  much  as  by 
adults  and  certainly  we  are  all  influenced  by  an  alteration  in  living 
standards,  by  separation  of  families  and  by  the  concentration  of  con- 
versation on  the  war,  the  problems  confronting  our  children  have 
become  increasingly  grave.  The  rising  tide  of  juvenile  delinquency 
is  concrete  evidence  of  this  and  the  call  to  home  and  church  and 
community  for  constructive  thinking  and  action  to  meet  these  basic 
reeds  is  clearly  revealed.  The  religious  education  of  children  is  a 
part  of  a  whole  process  of  growth  and  development  in  which  our 
church  has  been  challenged  to  make  its  most  thoughtful  and  effective 
contribution.  The  secretaries  of  children's  work  in  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  are 
taking  part  in  this  work  and  with  other  children's  workers  are 
trying  to  determine  the  needs  and  carry  out  definite  programs  to 
meet  these  needs.  The  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  of 
which  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  is  now  a  member  as  it 
functions  in  the  local  church,  is  leading  out  in  a  program  of  study 
and  action,  especially  in  the  area  of  Christian  family  life,  that  should 
have  marked  results.  Some  other  needs  are  the  development  of  the 
church  as  well  as  the  school  as  a  center  for  the  after-school  activi- 
ties of  boys  and  girls  and  the  establishment  of  vacation  church 
schools,  clubs  and  class  activities,  game  and  story  hours.  It  will  take 
all  the  agencies  and  groups  of  the  Methodist  Church  working  to- 
ge+   er  if  the  needs  of  children  are  met  in  any  adequate  way  today. 

From  home,  school  and  community  come  statements  that  reveal 
a  growing  concern  for  the  mounting  attitudes  of  prejudice,  intolerance 
and  hatred  on  the  part  of  children,  and  a  call  to  the  Christian  Church 
to  help  children  develop  good  will  toward  others  now — all  others — as 
a  p-eparation  to  live  in  a  democratic  post-war  world.  Only  the 
church   and   the   Christian   home   can   cause   the   creation   and   steady 
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development  of  attitudes  of  universal  friendliness  and  goodwill  that 
are  so  necessary  in  the  war-torn  world  of  the  present  time.  These  are 
si  me  of  our  opportunities  along  lines  of  world  brotherhood  and 
peace. 

Whatever  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  is  due  largely 
to  the  faithful  efforts  of  my  district  and  local  secretaries — in  splen- 
did co-operation  with  Miss  Elizabeth  Oliver  and  her  workers— who 
have  directed  the  work  in  their  areas  and  whose  help  is  indispensable 
if  further  advance  is  to  be  made. 

Looking  out  at  the  tragic  needs  of  children  in  countries  across 
the  world  today,  it  may  seem  as  if  the  church's  training  in  friend- 
liness, love  and  respect  for  all  peoples,  on  the  part  of  our  children, 
can  have  very  little  effect  on  the  total  of  the  world's  pain  and 
sorrow.  But  perhaps  if  we  look  not  only  at  the  world  of  today,  but 
through  the  eyes  of  Christ,  at  the  world  of  tomorrow,  it  may  be 
that  results  are  great  beyond  all  telling.  It  is  in  that  faith  that  we 
work  and  pray. 

Recommendations  for  Children's  Work 

We  recommend: 

1.  Continued  promotion  of  the  church's  program  for  the  mis- 
sionary education  of  children  along  lines  of  world  friendship  and 
brotherhood. 

2.  The  election  of  a  secretary  of  children's  work  in  every  local 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

3.  The  formation  and  active  functioning  of  a  Council  of  Chil- 
dren's Workers  in  the  Church  School. 

4.  Definite  plans  for  the  missionary  education  of  children  in  both 
the  regular  Sunday  session  and  some  form  of  additional  session  of  the 
Church  School. 

5.  The  encouragement  of  study  groups  for  purposes  of  parent 
education.

REPORT    OF   YOUTH    WORK 
Mrs.  Eugene  A.  Lamb,  Secretary 

During  the  past  three  years,  we  have  been  placing  most  of  our 
emphasis  on  organization  that. missionary  education  might  come  into 
its  rightful  place  in  the  program  of  the  Youth  Fellowship.  We  be- 
lieve the  Commission  on  World  Friendship,  which  is  responsible 
for  the  planning  of  missionary  education  is  gaining  steadily  in  num- 
ber and  strength.  We  do  not  believe  our  reports  are  indicative  of  the 
actual  work  being  done  but  we  report  the  following  figures  that  we 
may  see  how  far  we  have  to  go  before  "organizing  talk"  can  take  a 
back  seat!  Methodist  Youth  Fellowships  organized  302,  World  Friend- 
ship Commissions  194,  and  interest  groups  of  girls  and  young  women 
66,   with   enrollment   of   1,464. 

Secretary  of  Youth  Work.  In  494  societies  there  is  no  secretary 
of  youth  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  and  however  much  we  regret 
to  admit  it,  some  of  the  180  reported  are  not  functioning.  We  regret 
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exceedingly  that  in  all  too  many  local  churches  the  secretary  of 
youth  work  is  selected  after  the  most  capable  women  have  been 
given  other  responsibility.  Every  office  is  important  but  I  believe 
every  one  of  you  feel  with  me  the  extreme  importance  of  this  officer 
to  work  with  our  youth. 

The  Joint  Committee.  One  of  the  questions  on  our  quarterly  re- 
port blank  is  "Have  you  appointed  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  Mis- 
sionary Education  of  Youth?"  We  have  only  40  reported  in  our  Con- 
ieience.  So  many  pastors  have' failed  to  convene  the  Joint  Committee. 
This  committee  can  and  should  be  a  vital  part  of  the  church's  edu- 
cational program  for  it  plans,  promotes  and  supervises  the  mission- 
ary education  of  youth.  We  urge  a  Joint  Committee  in  each  local 
church. 

Commission  on  World  Friendship.  This  commission  has  been 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  planning  and  promoting  the  mis- 
sionary education  of  youth.  It  is  one  of  the  four  working  groups  of 
the  Youth  Fellowship.  It  is  through  this  commission  that  we  get 
our  missionary  education  across  to  our  youth  so  it  is  essential  that 
the  World  Friendship  Commission  be  in  every  Youth  Fellowship. 

Methodist  Youth  Fund.  As  we  look  at  the  figures  $1,095.28  which 
represents  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund  channeling  through  the  Wom- 
an's Society  of  our  Conference,  we  realize  that  as  we  guide  youth 
to  feel  its  Christian  responsibility,  they  are  willing  and  ready  to 
translate  it  into  practical  application.  Figures  not  only  in  our  own 
Conference,  but  throughout  Methodism,  indicate  a  slight  but  con- 
S'stent  increase  on  the  part  of  the  youth  giving.  In  Alaska,  South 
America,  India,  China,  Cuba,  Africa,  and  in  the  United  States,  the 
Methodist  Youth  Fund  is  at  work.  Its  representatives  are  helping  to 
meet  the  human  needs  of  men,  women  and  children  around  the 
world  in  the  spirit  of  Jesus  Christ.  This  is  an  opportunity  for  Meth- 
odist Youth  to  serve  the  present  age  around  the  world.  Is  it  too  much 
to  ask  that  each  member  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  pledge 
sacrificially  to  these  many  projects?  Five  cents  per  week  per  mem- 
ber would  be  more  than  ten  times  the  present  giving  of  Methodist 
youth  to  this  fund.  Some  churches  are  giving  more  than  this  amount, 
yet  others  are  not  giving  at  all.  The  challenge  is  great.  The  need  is 
great.  Methodist  Youth  can  meet  these  needs. 

A  new  pamphlet  called  "The  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  at 
Work"  will  be  helpful  in  interesting  our  youth  in  the  Youth  Fund. 

Missionary  Materials.  Our  records  show  that  40  groups  have  used 
the  materials,  "Youth  in  a  World  of  Opportunity"  for  interest 
groups  of  girls  and  young  women  during  the  past  year.  We  feel  that 
many  groups  have  used  it  through  the  Commission  on  World  Friend- 
ship and  have  not  reported  it.  The  new  material,  "Lights  Around 
1he  World,"  brings  to  us  an  opportunity  to  develop  a  new  appre- 
ciation of  the  missionary  enterprise  and  to  realize  that  the  work  of 
the  missionary  is  not  only  continuing  but  taking  on  even  greater  sig- 
nificance. It  will  help  the  young  people  to  become  better  acquainted 
with  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  to 
see  how  this  ministry  is  providing  "light"  in  areas  of  need  around 
the  world.  It  will  help  to   create  a  knowledge  and  appreciation  for 
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the  contributions  of  native  leadership  especially  in  the  institutions  of 
ihe  Woman's  Division.  We  believe  it  will  stimulate  an  interest  for 
participation  in  the  total  missionary  task. 

A  new  intermediate  unit  iis  just  off  the  press,  "The  Methodist 
Church  and  America's  Peoples,"  by  Lois  Kirkpatrick,  15c.  This 
scarce  book  which  is  arranged  for  use  in  five  sessions  is  planned  for 
intermediate  special   interest   groups. 

Missionary  study  books  from  the  Missionary  Education  Movement 
aie  available  for  the  young  people  and  are  splendid  for  special  in- 
terest groups  of  boys  and  girls.  (See  Missionary  Materials  for  Youth). 

Interest  Groups.  We  do  not  have  as  many  interest  groups  as 
we  have  coveted  but  we  believe  as  we  set  up  the  framework  of  the 
organization  there  will  naturally  result  interest  groups.  In  our  par- 
ticular Conference,  we  are  offering  this  year  an  alternate  plan  where 
it  is  not  possible  to  have  the  interest  group  of  girls.  We  are  suggest- 
ing that  the  material  for  interest  groups  be  secured  from  Literature 
Headquarters  and  used  by  the  Commission  on  World  Friendship  in 
planning  and  presenting  its  monthly  missionary  program  in  the  Youth 
Fellowship.  In  this  way  we  will  give  the  boys,  as  well  as  the  girls, 
information  about  our  missionary  work  and  stimulate  both  to  greater 
rervice  through  this  channel  of  work. 

Crusade  for  a  New  World  Order.  Youth  has  a  very  definite  part 
in  the  Crusade  for  a  New  World  Order.  The  World  Friendship  Com- 
mission has  been  delegated  the  responsibility  for  undergirding  the 
crusade  program.  Young  people  have  been  asked  to  help  witn  the 
house-to-house  campaign.  By  visiting  every  Methodist  in  the  com- 
munity and  giving  them  the  message  of  the  crusade,  youth  will  be 
serving  the  church  and  Christ,  the  Prince  of  Peace. 

Candidates  for  Full-Time  Christian  Work.  At  the  fourth  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  division,  special  emphasis  was  placed  on  the 
need  of  missionaries.  If  we  are  to  have  a  new  Christian  World  Or- 
der, we  must  have  missionaries.  If  we  are  to  have  missionaries,  we 
must  challenge  boys  and  girls  now  to  serve  Christ  that  they  may 
prepare  themselves  for  His  service.  Many  of  the  decisions  to  enter 
into  missionary  and  deaconess  work  are  made  during  high  school 
days  while  others  are  made  in  college  years.  Let  each  one  place 
this  need  upon  our  hearts.  We  should  feel  a  responsibility  for  placing 
this  need  before  the  young  people  and  in  helping  them  as  they  may 
be  interested  personally  in  entering  into  missionary  service.  You 
will  realize  that  each  year  one  of  the  programs  for  the  interest 
groups  of  girls  deals  with  vocations  within  the  church.  It  is  also 
suggested  that  we  use  widely  the  January  issue  of  the  Highroad 
which  was  given  over  to  a  missionary  emphasis.  (See  recommenda- 
tions regarding  this.) 

Youth  needs  Christ  and  Christ  needs  youth  and  we,  who  are 
leaders  of  youth,  have  in  our  hands  vast  responsibility.  We  have 
the  opportunity  to  lead  out  vigorously  and  help  youth  to  find  his 
place  of  service  in  the  service  of  Christ  or  we  can  fail  to  do  this  and 
let  come  to  nothing  this  opportunity  to  contribute  to  the  building  of 
the  Kingdom  of  God.  May  we  strive  anew  to  see  that  the  Unified 
Plan  plants  "Kingdom  Seeds"  in  the  hearts  of  our  young  people  and 
realize   that   ours   is   both   the  responsibility   and   opportunity   of   so 
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working  together  that  we  are  laying  foundations  and   creating   atti- 
tudes  which   will   make .  a   world   like   today's   impossible   tomorrow. 

Recommendations    on   Youth   Work 

We  recommend: 

1.  There  shall  be  a  secretary  of  youth  work  in  every  church. 

2.  That  the  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  promote  the  unified 
plan  for  the  missionary  education  of  youth  by  seeking  to  bring  about 
the  following: 

(a)  Formation  of  the  Joint  Committee. 

(b)  The  Commission  on  World  Friendship  within  the  Meth- 
odist Youth  Fellowship. 

(c)  Interest  groups  of  young  women  and  girls,  using  the 
special  material  prepared  for  interest  groups. 

(d)  Special  interest  groups  of  boys  and  girls,  using  Mission- 
ary Education  Movement  texts  (see  Missionary  Materials 
for   Youth). 

(e)  Presentation    of    quarterly   Youth   Fund   programs. 

(f)  Presentation  of  quarterly  programs  on  Methodist  Overseas 
Relief. 

3.  That  where  it  is  not  possible  to  have  a  separate  interest 
group  of  girls,  we  urge  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  to 
purchase  the  material  for  interest  groups  "Light  Around  the  World" 
(new  material  for  1944-45)  from  Literature  Headquarters  and  have 
the  World  Fellowship  Commission  use  it  in  planning  and  presenting 
its  missionary  program  in  the  Youth  Fellowship  once  a  month. 

4.  That  the  young  people  shall  take  for  their  supply  work  during 
this  year  the  following  needs  of  Pfeiffer  College:  15  table  lamps,  five 
dozen  towels,  10  yards  unbleached  muslin  for  ironing  board  covers, 
dress  lengths  for  college  girls,  and  $50  for  silver  and  linen  needs. 

5.  That  each  district  shall  endeavor  to  enlist  at  least  one  per- 
son as  a  candidate  for  full-time  Christian  service. 

6.  That  the  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  diligently  promote 
the  Methodist  Youth  Fund,:  using  such  materials  as: 

(a)  Methodist  Youth  Fund  at  Work   (free). 

(b)  Leaflets  from  Joint  Division  of  Education  and  Cultiva- 
tion (free). 

(c)  Human    interest    stories    from    fields. 

(d)  Picture   sections   from   World   Outlook.

REPORT  OF  THE   SECRETARY  OF   STUDENT   WORK 
Mrs.  Walter  Lanier 

Students  have  been  faced  with  more  complete  and  drastic  changes 
because  of  the  war  than  any  other  age  group  in  our  church.  This 
fact  has  placed  a  deep  responsibility  upon  student  secretaries  and  at 
the  same  time  has  increased  their  opportunities  for  service. 
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Our  main  objectives  during  this  year  have  been:  Keeping  in 
touch  with  students  in  college,  keeping  contact  with  the  student  age 
group  in  armed  services,  and  increasing  the  interest  of  college  stu- 
dents in  the  missionary  program   of  the   church. 

Many  societies  have  used  the  Introduction  Card  for  both  college 
students  and  those  who  have  entered  armed  service.  The  card  has 
served  to  introduce  the  young  people  to  their  college  pastor,  Wes- 
ley Foundation  Director,  or  chaplain.  Army  chaplains  have  placed 
great  emphasis  upon  the  value  of  this  card.  The  Channeling  Card 
has  proved  especially  valuable  for  college  pastors  and  other  col- 
lege leaders. 

Student  secretaries  have  tried  to  keep  the  college  students  re- 
minded of  their  church's  interest  in  them  while  they  are  away. 
Some  have  written  to  them  regularly,  have  sent  church  bulletins, 
greetings,  and  cards.  At  the  beginning  of  the  vacation  period  in  the 
spring  a  few  churches  gave  parties  and  teas  for  the  students.  Some 
entertained  for  them  during  the  Christmas  holidays  and  also  as- 
sisted their  pastor  in  preparation  for  the  Student  Recognition  Day 
in  December. 

Keeping  in  contact  with  the  student  age  group  in  the  armed 
services  has  been  an  ever  increasing  task.  The  need  for  this  part 
of  our  work  has  touched  every  society  in  the  Conference.  Most  of 
our  secretaries  have  co-operated  with  other  agencies  of  the  church  in 
keeping  in  touch  with  the  men  and  women  in  armed  services.  This 
has  been  done  by  personal  letters,  sending  the  Upper  Room  each 
quarter,  sending  church  bulletins,  devotional  books,  and  gifts. 

Within  our  Conference  we  have  three  camps  and  one  army  hos- 
pital. They  are  in  Greensboro,  Charlotte,  Monroe,  and  the  Moore 
General  Hospital  in  Swannanoa.  The  welfare  of  the  soldiers  in  their 
midst  has  had  an  important  place  in  the  planning  of  the  student  sec- 
retaries in  each  of  these  towns.  Greensboro  District,  under  the  lead- 
ership of  Mrs.  E.  K.  McLarty,  Jr.,  did  an  outstanding  work  during 
the  first  half  of  the  year.  Books  were  collected  and  given  to  the 
chaplain's  library;  fifteen  vases  were  donated  to  the  chapels;  Upper 
Rooms,  five  subscriptions  to  the  World  Outlook,  and  fifteen  sub- 
scriptions to  the  Reader's  Digest  were  placed  in  the  reading  rooms. 
For  several  months  flowers  were  furnished  for  the  chapels  each 
Sunday.  Central  Church,  Asheville,  has  kept  in  contact  with  soldiers 
at  Moore  General  Hospital.  During  two  quarters  they  gave  a  party 
each  month  for  the  patients  who  could  attend.  Magazines  and  papers 
were  carried   to   the  men   at  that   time,   also. 

A  program  planned  for  increasing  the  interest  of  the  college 
students  in  the  missionary  work  of  our  church  has  been  'carried  out 
by  some  of  our  secretaries  near  the  college  campus.  The  Program 
Packet  of  missionary  material  particularly  suited  to  college  students 
has  been  sent  to  each  secretary  near  a  Methodist  or  State  College. 
Brevard  students  have  used  the  Program  Packet  and  have  con- 
tributed $25  to  the  interned  Japanese  in  Arizona.  Students  of  West- 
ern Carolina  Teachers  College  have  placed  special  emphasis  on  the 
study  of  minority  groups  and  have  given  a  large  framed  copy  of  Sail- 
man's  "Head  of  Christ"  to  a  neighboring  Negro  church.  Students  of 
Woman's  College  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  have  worked 
with  a  group  of  underprivileged  children  in  their  town.  They  have 
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contributed   $25    to    the    support    of   a    native    pastor   in    the   Belgian 
Congo  also. 

Within  the  last  few  months  some  new  and  challenging  plans  have 
been  worked  out  jointly  by  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Board 
of  Missions.  The  duties  of  ,the  student  secretary  near  the  campus 
have  been  definitely  agreed  upon.  Together  with  other  college  lead- 
ers she  will  be  responsible  for  promoting  the  Fellow  College  Plan 
and  the  Methodist  Student  Fellowship  Fund. 

The  Fellowship  College  Plan  has  been  set  up  to  promote  the  study 
of  colleges  abroad.  As  an  outgrowth  of  the  study,  students  will  be 
encouraged  to  adopt  one  college  for  their  special  interest  and  con- 
cern even  to  the  extent  of  giving  a  scholarship  to  that  college.  Be- 
cause of  the  war,  colleges  in  China  particularly  have  been  driven 
from  their  campuses.  Schools  in  China  and  India  report  turning 
away  students  eager  for  training  to  reconstruct  their  own  countries 
now.  Learning  about  these  conditions  and  helping  support  students 
of  some  other  coutry  will  strengthen  the  bond  of  friendship  be- 
tween the  youths  of  all  lands.  It  is  hoped,  also,  that  the  discovery  of 
the  deep  convictions  of  students  in  Christian  colleges  abroad  will 
challenge  our  own  college  students  and  cause  them  to  face  the 
opportunities  for  full  time  Christian  service.  Through  this  study  and 
sharing,  our  students  will  become  conscious  of  the  great  need  for 
new  recruits  for  the  mission  fields. 

The  Methodist  Student  Fellowship  Fund,  started  in  January, 
1944,  is  a  corollary  and  similar  fund  to  that  of  Methodist  Youth 
Fund.  This  means  that  students  will  have  their  own  fund  instead  of 
contributing  to  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund  as  they  did  formerly.  One 
half  of  their  fund  will  be  used  for  the  work  of  the  Methodist  Stu- 
dent Movement  and  one  half  will  go  to  specially  designated  mission- 
ary projects  at  home  and  abroad.  Material  describing  projects  of  in- 
terest to  students  is  being  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Student 
Work.  These  two  plans  sponsored  by  both  the  Board  of  Education 
and  the  Board  of  Missions  have  given  the  student  secretary  oppor- 
tunities for  strengthening  and  enlarging  her  field  of  work  with  stu- 
dents in  college. 

As  we  hope  for  a  permanent  peace  to  grow  out  of  the  present  con- 
flict, may  we  realize  that  student  age  youth  will  have  a  very  im- 
portant part  in  carrying  out  whatever  plans  are  made  for  world  af- 
fairs. May  we  do  our  part  in  strengthening  their  spiritual  convic- 
tions and  presenting  to  them  the  great  missionary  challenge  of  the 
church. 

Recommendations  for   Student  Work 

Realizing  the  importance  of  helping  our  students  continue  interest 
in  the  church  and  its  influence  toward  Christian  living,  we  recom- 
mend that: 

1,  Secretaries  of  Student  Work  be  carefully  chosen  in  all 
churches  where  there  are  student  age  young  people,  whether  they 
are  in  college  or  armed  service,  and  that  these  secretaries  co-operate 
fully  with  other  agencies  of  the  church  which  are  working  with 
students. 

2.  Introduction  cards  be  presented,  in  a  way  to  give  them  signif- 
icance, to  all  young  persons  leaving  the  home  church,  and  channel- 
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ing  cards  be  sent  to  the  colleges  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year. 

3.  Every  effort  be  made,  in  co-operation  with  other  agencies 
of  the  church,  to  welcome  and  befriend  young  people  in  the  armed 
forces  located  near  by.  That  literature,  such  as  World  Outlook  and 
the  Christian  Advocate,  be  provided  for  recreation  centers,  U.  S.  O. 
centers    and  reading  tables. 

4.  Student  secretaries  in  churches  near  the  campus  work  with 
campus  leaders  in  promoting  missionary  cultivation  and  interest 
with    student    groups. 

5.  At  least  one  meeting  be  held  each  year  by  the  societies  near 
the  campus  for  the  purpose  of  acquainting  women  students  with  the 
many  possibilities  of  service  offered  through  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  and  that  a  definite  effort  be  made  to  interest  stu- 
dents  in   full-time   Christian   service. 

6.  The  Fellow  College  plan  be  emphasized  as  an  important  step 
toward  a  World  Fellowship  of  Christian  students,  and  that  a  Fellow 
College  be  selected   as  a   student   project  for   the   whole   Conference. 

7.  Gifts  of  money  for  student  organizations  to  be  sent  to  the 
Conference  Treasurer,  directed  through  the  Treasurer  of  the  Wom- 
an's Division  to  Fellow  Colleges  or  work  in  the  home  field,  or 
through  the  Treasurer  of  the  Eoard  of  Missions  to  the  Methodist 
Student  Fellowship  Fund,  as  explained  in  the  student  pamphlet, 
"Christian  World  Mindedness."

Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
District  Reports 


ASHEVILLE    DISTRICT 

An  analysis  of  the  activities  of  the  Asheville  District  for  the  past 
year  shows  much  progress  in  growth,  education  and  service.  We  at- 
tribute this  to  the  loyalty  and  co-operation  of  the  district  officers 
and  our  women. 

There  are  48  societies  in  this  district,  five  of  which  are  new,  and 
seven  Wesleyan  Guilds.  The  total  membership  is  more  than  1,800. 
About  100  are  new  members.  Of  the  23  charges  in  this  district  only 
two    are   unorganized. 

In  spite  of  transportation  difficulties  an  executive  meeting  was 
held  each  quarter  with  almost  100  per  cent  attendance. 

According  to  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  Conference  President,  our  dis- 
trict meeting  held  at  Weaverville  had  the  largest  attendance  of  any 
in  the  Conference. 

In  October  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne,  Conference  Officer,  conducted  the 
Missionary  Seminar.  There  were  also  four  zone  meetings  and  an 
Officers  Training  Day.  All  these^  meetings  were  well  attended  and 
a  great  deal  of  inspiration  and  education  gained. 

It  is  difficult  to  give  actual  figures  since  all  societies  do  not  send 
reports.  However,  those  sent  are  gratifying.  There  were  63  Study 
Classes  held  with  14  meeting-  jurisdictional  requirements  and  12 
making  the  honor  roll. 

There  are  23  active  Spiritual  Life  committees  co-operating  with 
the  pastors  and  members  of  their  churches.  The  work  of  this  com- 
mittee has  increased  greatly  and  taken  on  a  new  meaning  due  to 
the  individual  needs  of  people  during  these  trying  times.  It  was 
with  regret  that  we  had  to  accept  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Leo  Bag- 
well as  Secretary  of  Student  Work  but  the  work  was  successfully 
carried  on  by  her  successor,  Mrs.  J.  J.  Stevenson.  Another  resig- 
nation which  we  regretted  was  that  of  Mrs.  Howard  Kester,  Secre- 
tary of  Youth  Work.  Mrs.  Clarence  Bishop  accepted  this  office  and 
the  work  has  progressed  with  a  noticeable  increase  in  Youth  Fel- 
lowship  Groups. 

The  Children's  Work  shows  23  secretaries  and  seven  additional 
church  schools. 

The  work  of  the  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church — 
Activities  committee  covered  many  projects,  the  work  being  valued 
at  $5,391.66. 

This  district  met  all  financial  obligations,  contributed  $361.78 
during  the  Week  of  Prayer,  $244.57  to  the  emergency  fund,  $506.67 
to  supplies,  14  Adult'  Life  Memberships  and  one  Baby  Honorary 
Membership.  The  name  of  Mrs.  C.  S.  Brown,  first  president  of  the 
Asheville  District,  has  been  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  in  commem- 
oration of  her  faithful  and  loyal  service  rendered  to  the   district. 

Collections  have  been  taken  at  all  meetings  of  the  district  an- 
ticipating the  expenses  of  delegates  to  Lake  Junaluska.  Each  year 
more  of  the  publications  are  being  used  by  the  local  societies.  There 
were  232  subscriptions  to  the  Methodist  Woman  and  228  to  the  World 
Outlook. 
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Your  Secretary  has  attended  all  required  meetings  except  Sunny 
Acres,  including  the  School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska,  visited  a 
number  of  local  societies,  prepared  three  district  letters,  answered  all 
correspondence  and  passed  on  all  information  from  the  Woman's 
Division 

One  of  the  most  outstanding  examples  of  co-operation  was  shown 
recently  at  a  Study  Class  attended  by  your  Secretary  where  a  count 
showed  that  of  the  14  present,  nine  churches  were  represented  with 
four  different  denominations  all  studying  the  Methodist  missionary 
program. 

The  past  two  years  have  been  rich  with  valuable  experiences, 
such  as  this,  and  the  work  with  the  women  of  this  district  has  been 
most  gratifying  and  inspiring.  Our  opportunities  are  many,  and 
may  we  as  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
work  together  for  greater  things  in  the  coming  year.  "The  Lord 
watch  between  me  and  thee,  while  we  are  absent  one  from  another."

It  has  been  a  very  happy  privilege  to  work  with  the  members  of 
this  district.  I  feel  it  has  meant  more  to  me  than  anyone  else.  We 
live  to  learn.  Just  as  I  was  learning  enough  about  the  work  to  be  of 
service,  it  came  to  a  close.  The  work  has  been  a  labor  of  love  and 
the  pay  was  the  joy  of  doing  it. 

We  have  a  task  and  it  is  ours,  it  grows  out  of  an  appreciation  of 
what  has  been  done  for  us  by  our  Lord.  The  church  is  the  one  contin- 
uing organization  with  which  we  work.  When  a  just  and  lasting  peace 
is  achieved,  the  church  will  furnish  the  moral  basis  for  international 
tu-operation. 

Our  district  meeting  was  held  May  4  in  Noith  Wilkesboro  with 
good  attendance.  We  were  very  happy  to  have  Mrs.  C.  N.  Clark,  our 
Conference  Vice-President,  with  us,  and  she  gave  a  most  interesting 
talk.  The  day  was  saddened  by  the  death  of  Rev.  A.  L.  Aycock  who 
was  to  have  had  charge  of  the  noon-day  devotional.  His  willingness 
to  serve  and  placing  God's  work  first  brought  him  to  our  town  in 
the  early  morning,  yet  knowing  that  he  was  not  able  to  make  the 
trip. 

The  Educational  Seminar  at  Wilkesboro  Church  in  the  fall  was 
well  attended  and  we  feel  much  indebted  to  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne.  It 
was  indeed  a  pleasure  to  have  her  with  us.  We  owe  much  to  Mrs. 
Herbert  Cobb,  the  District  Vice-President,  who  so  faithfully  planned 
for  the  day  and  left  nothing  undone. 

Four  societies  have  been  organized  this  year  and  we  report  116 
new  members.  A  number  of  societies  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer 
and  the   amount  of  $221.30   was   sent   in. 

Four  Life  Membership  certificates  and  one  Honorary  Baby  cer- 
tificate were  given.  The  Louise  Avett  Fund  was  $164.58,  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  $127.05,  Scarritt  Fund  $37.  A  total  of  $2,744.01  was  sent 
to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  which  overpaid  our  pledge. 

The  amount  spent  in  the  district  for  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities  amounted  to  $2,282.61.  Some  of  the  things 
done  in  this  department  of  work  are  as  follows:  Repairs  on  parson- 
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ages  and  churches,  fellowship  suppers,  placing  Upper  Room  in  hos- 
pitals, and  sending  them  to  soldiers,  Red  Cross  work,  entertainment 
for  soldiers,  visiting  the  sick  and  strangers,  interracial  co-operation, 
helping  young  people,  etc. 

Every  goal  has  not  been  attained  but  we  have  advanced  in  all 
phases  of  the  work.  The  willingness  of  the*  officers  to  serve  and  the 
splendid  co-operation  of  the  members  have  made  this  possible.  We 
have  placed  the  church  and  society  first  in  our  list  of  responsibili- 
ties and  what  could  better  challenge  our  time  and  talents?  May  the 
day  never  come  when  we  become  contented  with  the  life  we  are 
living,  with  the  deeds  we  are  doing.  May  there  always  be  a  knocking 
at  the  door  of  our  soul,  a  great  desire  to  do  something  bigger  and 
better  than   we   have   ever   done  before. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  say,  "Thank  you"  for  the  Life 
Membership  certificate  presented  to  me  by  Elkin  District  at  the  close 
of  the  year.  I  shall  place  it  among  my  valuables  and  long  will  I 
cherish  it.  And  to  each  of  you,  I  appreciate  your  splendid  co-oper- 
ation and  loyalty  to  our  work.  May  God  bless  you  as  you  go  for- 
ward in  your  work  for  another  year.

Words 
are  very  inadequate  when  it  comes  to  making  a  report  of  the  work 
of  an  entire  district  in  a  year.  Many  of  the  statistics  given  will  show 
the  results  of  the  love,  prayers,  and  labors  of  the  women  of  the 
Gastonia  District,  but  all  the  statistics  available  cannot  reveal  the 
wonderful  spirit  and  sacrificial  love  and  loyalty  of  the  women.

It  is  real  hard  to  take  a  yard  stick  and  measure  our  work  of 
Christian  service,  for  it  is  so  far  reaching,  and  yet  we  can  say  that 
this  past  year  has  been  a  very  progressive  year  for  us.  It  far  exceeds 
1942.  So  many  more  inquiries  have  come  in  as  to  what  we  can  do  to 
become  a  better  Society  of  Christian  Service.  And  meetings  have 
been  so  very  well  attended.  In  spite  of  gas  restrictions,  etc.,  our 
District  Meeting  was  excellent  in  many  respects.  We  met  at  Grace 
Church  in  Greensboro  and  spent  most  of  the  day  in  worship,  plan- 
ning and  getting  information,  as  well  as  enjoying  the  messages  from 
Conference  officers  and  a  chaplain  at  B.  T.  C.  No.  10.  At  this  meeting 
we  voted  to  send  another  Negro  to  the  Training  School  for  Negro 
Workers  at  Winston-Salem  in  July.  Another  high  light  of  the  meet- 
ing was  the  presentation  of  our  President's  granddaughter  and  name- 
sake to  the  district  which  in  turn  presented  her  a  baby  certificate. 

We  are  real  proud  of  our  Educational  Seminar  w'hich  was  held 
in  College  Place  Church  in  September,  with  about  225  persons  pres- 
ent. This  was  a  new  experience  for  us.  Mrs.  Payne  was  not  there,  but 
it  was  a  very  happy  and  profitable  experience,  for  we  discovered 
a  real  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  right  in  our  own  district, 
Mrs.  Hal  Fields,  who  did  her  very  best  to  help  us  plan  our  mission 
study  classes,  and  her  efforts  were  not  in  vain,  for  at  the  close  of  the 
year  we  have  had  122  classes  in  the  district,  14  of  them  jurisdictional 
classes.  We  felt  grateful  to  Mrs.  Weaver  for  coming  with  us  on  this 
day  and  speaking  to  us  about  the  needs  of  our  missionaries  in  China. 
As  a  result  of  her  talk  that  day  our  district  gave   $456.58  for  Miss 
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Louise  Avett.  We  also  had  27  Adult  Life  Members  this  year,  and 
the  biggest  part  of  these  were  for  Miss  Avett. 

We  have  been  very  much  interested  in  the  student  work  in  our 
district  because  we  have  the  two  colleges  in  our  district,  also  the 
Camp  B.  T.  C.  No.  10.  Mrs.  McLarty  had  started  a  very  fine  work 
at  the  camp  and  Mrs.  E.  C.  Walters  has  kept  it  going  in  a  very  fine 
v/ay.  The  churches  of  the  district  have  sent  subscriptions  to  the 
World  Outlook  and  other  good  magazines  to  the  reading  rooms  at 
the  camp,  also  furnished  several  thousand  copies  of  the  Upper  Room, 
and  still  have  calls  for  more.  Women  have  placed  flowers  in  the 
chapels  each  Sunday  to  be  used  for  worship  on  Sunday,  and  Monday 
they  were  carried  into  the  hospitals  for  the  sick  boys  to  enjoy  them. 
Our  women  are  also  taking  a  very  active  part  in  "Town  Home"  co- 
operating with  the  Women's  Christian  Temperance  Union  in  pro- 
viding wholesome  recreation  for  the  boys,  a  reading  room,  writing 
room,  and  canteens  are  manned  by  the  churches  of  the  city.  In 
spite  of  the  mammoth  task  that  lies  before  us  in  developing  spir- 
itual recreation  for  over  30,000  soldiers,  we  have  been  mindful  of 
our  college  students  in  our  district  and  many  good  things  have  been 
d(  ne  for  them. 

In  September  we  made  a  special  urge  for  Scarritt  Associate  Funds 
to  make  up  for  our  shortcomings  of  1942.  Again  the  women  gladly 
gave  of  the  money  to  help  educate  a  Christian  worker  that  might  g.i 
out  to  do  work  where  we  cannot  go  ourselves.  $64  was  sent  to 
Mrs.  Lanier  for  this.  Forty-four  of  our  local  societies  observed  the 
Week  of  Prayer  and  sent  in  a  very  substantial  offering  in  the  amount 
of  $412.21,  which  shows  a  good  increase  over  the  number  of  societies 
observing  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  also  the  offering.  May  it  be  even 
greater  this  year,  in  order  that  others  might  enjoy  the  Christian  fel- 
lowship. We  are  happy  to  report  three  new  Guilds  this  past  year 
and  the  prospects  for  several  new  ones.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Guild 
members  for  their  co-operation  in  our  study  classes,  Week  of  Prayc 
observance  and  their  beautiful  response  to  the  Louise  Avett  Fund. 
We  need  more  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  in  a  district  as  large  as 
ours. 

Last  year  we  were  not  so  proud  of  our  Supply  Department.  This 
year  we  have  done  so  much  better  we  feel  we  should  take  the 
space  to  thank  Mrs.  H.  A.  Garrett  for  her  very  fine  way  of  planning 
our  supply  work  and  thank  the  women  for  the  excellent  response  of 
$623.05  in  cash  for  supply  work,  $85.30  in  material  gifts,  making  a 
grand  total  of  $708.39  for  the  year,  that  others  might  have  medicine, 
food,  shelter  and  even  little  children  have  toys  to  make  them  happy. 
We  who  have  been  so  richly  blessed  are  going  to  share  even  more 
next  year   that   their   wants   may   be   supplied. 

I  think  the  women  fulfilled  their  pledge  threefold  this  year.  They 
hc.ve  given  their  services,  their  prayers  and  their  money  for  which 
we  are  so  thankful  to  see  well-rounded  women  of  Christian  service. 
We  were  asked  to  give  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  $7,500.  We  did, 
and  then  more.  This  year  we  sent  $9,260.91  to  our  Conference  Treas- 
urer. We  felt  like  singing  "Praise  God  From  Whom  All  Blessings 
Flow,"  for  we  have  been  happy  in  our  giving,  and  are  looking  for- 
ward to  sending  at  least  $10,500  of  our  wealth  to  our  Conference 
Treasurer  for   1944.   We  can  if  we   make   love   our   aim   and   set  our 
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hearts   on   spiritual   things,    attuned    to    sing   the    "Lord's    Song    in   a 
Strange  Land." 

With  a  heart  of  gratitude  to  the  more  than  2.582  women  of  the 
Greensboro   District,   I  respectfully   submit   this   report   for   them.

HIGH   POINT  DISTRICT 

The  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the 
High  Point  District  deserve  extra  commendation  for  the  past  year's 
work.  There  were  two  major  upsets  which  made  it  a  little  harder  for 
them.  First,  was  the  resignation  in  August  of  the  former  Correspond- 
ing Secretary.  Mrs.  G.  C.  Raltom.  Due  to  ill  health,  she  was  forced 
to  resign  at  that  time.  She  had  worked  hard  and  well  and  had  the 
district  well  organized,  l'he  women  had  learned  to  love  her  and  to 
depend  upon  her.  So  it  was  with  much  regret  that  they  learned  of 
her  resignation.  Then,  at  Annual  Conference,  the  High  Point  District 
was  abolished  as  such.  Part  of  the  district  was  put  into  the  Greens- 
boro District  and  part  into  the  new  Thomasville  District.  This  was 
a  little  confusing  at  first,  but  soon  things  were  running  smoothly 
again. 

Of  great  importance  to  the  district  was  the  District  Meeting  held 
in  Central  Church.  Asheboro.  in  May.  Several  Conference  officers 
were  present,  among  them  being  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver  and  Mrs.  Clare 
Purcell.  They  gave  much  inspiration  and  information  to  the  women 
present.  Most  of  the  district  officers  were  present,  also  Mrs.  W.  C. 
Hammer,  the  Vice-President,  presided.  The  attendance  was  splendid. 
36  societies  being  represented.  Truly  it  was  a  most  worthwhile 
meeting. 

In  September  the  Educational  Seminar  was  held  in  First  Church, 
High  Point,  at  which  time.  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne,  the  Conference  Secre- 
tary of  Missionary  Education,  was  the  principal  speaker.  Mrs.  Weaver 
was  also  present  to  advise.  The  district  is  grateful  to  Mrs.  Weaver 
for  giving  so  much  of  her  time  and  for  her  gracious  willingness  to 
help. 

High  Point  District  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  100  per  cent  in 
or  ganization.  with  at  least  one  society  on  every  charge.  Two  new 
societies  were  added  during  the  year,  making  a  total  of  62.  One 
hundred  and  twenty-three  new  members  were  reported  during  the 
year. 

The  work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  has  been  excellent. 
With  Miss  Sara  Beth  Smith  of  High  Point  as  District  Secretary,  they 
have  done  splendid  things.  They  held  a  District  Meeting  in  the  fall. 
A  total  of  S205.15  was  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

We  are  justly  proud  of  the  response  to  the  appeal  for  aid  to  Miss 
Louise  Avett.  The  district  agreed  to  raise  S100,  but  at  the  end  of  the 
year  had  sent  in  S392.23.  This  is  a  good  indication  of  the  splendid 
spirit  of  the  women. 

The  pledge  of  So. 000  for  the  year  was  well  overpaid.  The  total 
amount  sent  in  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  was  S7. 196.05.  Of  this 
amount,  the  Week  of  Prayer  offering  was  $497.08,  which  was  a  sub- 
stantial increase  over  last  year's  offering.  The  amount  for  supplies 
was  $291.75:  Youth  Work.   S103.25. 

The    amount    reported    for    Christian    Social    Relations    and    Local 
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Church  Activities  was  approximately  $8,000.  This  represents  much 
labor  and  many  projects  accomplished  by  the  women  of  the  dis- 
ti  ict. 

With  this  report,  we  close  the  books  of  the  High  Point  District. 
We  are  happy  to  be  in  our  new  districts.  All  societies  have  started 
the  new  year  with  renewed  interest  and  inspiration,  and  with  the 
determination  to  make  this  year  the  best  yet  in  all  departments.  So 
wih  our  prayers,  our  service  and  our  contributions,  and  by  the  Help 
of  God,  we  shall  seek  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  women  to  ac- 
complish greater  things  for  Him.

MARION  DISTRICT

What  shall  we  say  of  the  work  done  by  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  in  the  Marion  District  in  1943?  Much  has  been  ac- 
complished and  we  feel  that  we  have  had  the  best  year  yet.  Our  dis- 
trict was  well  represented  with  willing  workers  at  the  Annual  Con- 
ference in  Winston-Salem  and  much  good  has  been  done  all  through 
the  year. 

With  gas  rationed,  making  traveling  difficult,  our  members  have 
sacrificed  and  our  work  continues  to  grow,  spiritually,  financially  and 
in  membership  as  well.  Our  District  Meeting  which  was  held  at  Nebo, 
April  30,  1943,  was  well  attended.  The  reports  were  given  from  all 
over  the  district,  both  from  the  district  officers  and  the  presidents 
of  each  unit.  All  were  full  of  information,  inspiration,  and  love  for 
tneir  work.  We  were  glad  to  have  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Harbison  and  Mrs.  George  Hoyle  with  us,  as  well  as  our  own  mis- 
sionary, Miss  Kate  Hackney.  Miss  Hackney  and  Mrs.  H.  C.  Mangum 
were  made  life  members  at  the  meeting.

Under  the  efficient  leadership  of  our  District  President,  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Ivey,  the  work  of  Salisbury  District  has  moved  forward  and  made 
progress.  To  have  had  a  share  in  this  great  work  has  been  a  great 
privilege  and  a  splendid  opportunity  for  service  for  which  I  am  truly 
grateful  to  our  Heavenly  Father. 

The  year's  work  began  with  an  Officers'  Training  Day  held  at 
Main  Street  Church  in  Albemarle  with  an  unusually  large  attend- 
ance. Information  and  inspiration  were  given  to  all  the  officers  w  frich 
enabled  them  to  carry  on  enthusiastically  and  intelligently. 

The  annual  district  meeting  held  at  Coburn  Memorial  in  Salis- 
bury was  outstanding.  Guest  speakers  from  the  Conference  wete 
Mrs.  R.  P.  Harris,  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities,  and  Mrs.  W.  L.  Lanier,  Secretary  of  Student  Work. 
Miss  Allie  May  Bass  of  Pfeiffer  Junior  College,  formerly  a  missionary 
to  India,  brought  a  wonderful  message  concerning  her  work  in  India. 
Each  district  officer  presented  her  special  work  in  a  very  efficient 
way.  The  Rowan  County  Zone  was  the  only  one  in  the  district  to 
have  a  meeting  during  the  year.  Under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  J.  N. 
Dayvault,  very  helpful  meetings  were  held.  In  appreciation  of  Mrs. 
Dayvault's  fine  work  the  women  of  the  zone  made  Mrs.  Dayvault  a 
Life  Member. 

We  closed  the  year  with  66  societies  and  a  membership  of  2,293, 
180  of  which  were  new  members.  Doubtless  the  roll  would  have 
been  much  larger  had  all  the  societies  reported.  We  are  still  a  100  per 
cent  district  and  our  goal  is  an  organization  in  every  church.  There 
were  six  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds.  We  are  most  fortunate  in  having 
Miss  Allie  May  Bass  as  Secretary  of  the  Guild  and  feel  confident 
that  under  her  guidance  the  work  will  grow. 

The  youth  work  of  the  district,  with  the  exception  of  Interest 
Groups,  was  very  efficiently  carried  on  during  the  year.  Undei 
the  new  plans  we  hope  for  great  results  during  1944.  The  Supply 
Work  was  most  gratifying.  More  societies  reported  more  donations 
than  any  previous  year.  Thirty-one  of  our  societies  had  approved 
study  classes,  ^welve  made  the  Honor  Roll  and  14  had  jurisdictional 
classes.  There  were  264  subscriptions  to  the  Methodist  Woman  and 
216  to  the  World  Outlook.  Our  goal  for  1944  is  357.  Let's  have  every 
officer  of  the  district  and  of  every  local  society  a  subscriber  to  each 
of  these  periodicals.  To  keep  up  to  date  with  the  work  of  the  Con- 
ference, at  least  every  officer  should  have  our  North  Carolina  Chris- 
tian Advocate. 

Thirty-one  societies  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer.  The  response 
to  the  China  emergency  call  was  wonderful.  We  are  so  happy  to 
report  20  Adult  Life  Memberships  and  two  Honorary  Baby  Mem- 
berships. 

Our  pledge  of  $6,100  was  overpaid  by  $2,380.18.  The  financial  re- 
port is  as  follows:  Baby  Specials,  $12.70;  Adult  Pledges,  $6,154.33; 
Methodist  Youth  Fund,  $163.54;  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  $496.10;  Cul- 
tivation Fund,  $13.50;  Scarritt  Maintenance,  $5;  Life  Memberships, 
$535;  to  Miss  Louise  Avett,  $321.78;  Week  of  Prayer,  $430.54;  Lenten 
Offering,  $16.79;  Cash  Supplies,  $330.90;  making  a  total  sent  to  our 
Conference  Treasurer  of  $8,480.18.  Value  of  Supplies,   $231.77;  Chris- 
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tian   Social  Relations   and   Local   Church   Activities,    $5,841.63,   which 
gives  a  grand  total  of  $14,553.58,  from  the  district. 

Trusting  in   our  Heavenly  Father  for   guidance   and   strength,   we 
face   the   new    year    with    faith    and    courage.

STATESVILLE    DISTRICT 

The  boundary  of  Statesville  District  has  been  changed  again.  We 
have  been  given  a  part  of  Elkin  District  and  from  Davidson,  on  to- 
ward Charlotte  has  been  added  to  Charlotte  District.  We  now  have 
45  charges  with  142  churches.  Two  of  our  charges  are  not  organized. 
We  have  71  Societies,  with  three  churches  acting  as  circles  to  stronger 
societies  on  the  charge.  We  have  seven  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds. 

Statesville  District  did  exceptionally  good  work  last  year  in  four 
departments.  These  were  Spiritual  Life,  Missionary  Education  and 
Service,  Literature  and  Publications,  and  Supplies.  The  inspiration 
for  fall  work,  given  our  women  by  the  wonderful  Spiritual  Life  Re- 
treat held  at  Broad  Street  Church,  Statesville,  the  last  Sunday  in 
August,  showed  fruits  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Several  inspirational 
speakers  were  heard  and  a  season  of  prayer  for  those  affected  by  war 
v,as  conducted.  The  meeting  was  continued  by  a  sacrificial  dinner, 
at  which  time  pictures  of  children  in  war-torn  countries  were 
shown.  Lovely  music  was  provided  by  members  of  Broad  Street 
Church  Choir.  A  lovely  pageant  was  given  by  children  of  the  pri- 
mary and  beginners  departments  of  the  church  school.  A  sacrificial 
offering  was  given  at  this  time  for  children  in  war  areas,  the  amount 
being  $100. 

In  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  the  Seminar  in  September 
was  well  attended  with  much  interest  shown.  We  have  26  societies 
or  the  Honor  Roll.  Fifty  societies  conducted  156  classes  with  an  at- 
tendance of  2,384  members,  and  we  had  39  jurisdictional  classes.  This, 
I  think,  is  the  most  reported  anywhere  and  Statesville  District 
has  maintained  this  distinction  now  for  several  years.  From  the  goal 
cf  517  given  us  this  year,  in  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook 
it  is  easy  to  see  where  Statesville  District  stands  in  promoting  the 
magazines  of  our  society.  All  societies  report  using  the  program  ma- 
terial and  having  a  stewardship  meeting  early  in  the  year,  at  which 
time  pledges  are  made.  Handbooks  and  other  materials  are  used  by 
the  secretary  of  different  lines  of  work.  We  can  report  nine  so- 
cieties with  "Every  officer  a  subscriber"  to  Methodist  Woman  and 
World  Outlook. 

In  supplies  we  are  trying  to  get  every  society  to  contribute  quar- 
terly, and  to  take  definite  askings,  even  if  small.  We  feel  that  1943 
has  been  our  very  best  year,  and  we  are  happy  to  report  that  States- 
ville District  leads  all  districts,  receiving  credit  for  the  amount  of 
$811.99    in    Supplies. 

In  C.  S.  R.  and  L.  C.  A.  the  work  has  progressed,  and  many  of 
cur  women  are  trying  to  do  something  in  at  least  one  phase  of  this 
work   each   quarter. 

We  are  sorry  not  to  be  able  to  report  as  definite  advancement  in 
all  the  other  lines  of  service.  Our  leaders  have  worked  faithfully, 
and  many   of   our   women  have   put  forth  their   best   efforts,    but   it 
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has  been  hard  for  some  to  grasp  the  entire  program  outlined  for 
Student,  Youth  and  Children's  Work.  But  I  feel  that  some  progress 
has  been  made  in  these  too. 

Many  of  our  societies  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer,  and  the 
offering  amounted  to  $535.96. 

We  can  report  eight  Life  Memberships  and  three  Baby  Life  Mem- 
berships. 

We  feel  that  our  District  Executive  Meetings  are  our  greatest  help 
in  promoting  the  work.  At  ours,  held  in  February,  we  made  our 
plans  for  1944.  In  accepting  our  eight  goals  for  our  work  this  year, 
v>  e  are  urging  each  society  to  pay  the  expenses  of  a  delegate  to  every 
one  of  our  meetings  this  year.  First,  to  the  Conference,  then  to  the 
District  and  Zone  meetings.  She  to  take  notes  on  all  lines  of  work 
and  to  report  this  at  their  next  society  meeting.  This  because  of  the 
snortage  of  gas  and  tires,  because  we  do  not  wish  our  work  to  lag 
in  any  way,  and  feel  that  every  society  needs  to  be  informed  to  do 
their  best  work.  The  best  way  to  be  informed  is  to  study  the  work, 
and  come  together  and  discuss  it  and  report  the  results  of  our  ef- 
forts. 

This  has  been  a  wonderful  year  for  Statesville  District.  Our 
pledge  was  well  over  paid  and  contributions  to  special  calls  have  been 
very  generous.   The   one  to   Miss  Avett,  alone,   being   $545.60. 

We  pray  God's  guidance  in  our  work,  hoping  that  1944  will  be 
cur  very  best  year  ever.

WAYNESVILLE    DISTRICT 

The  most  important  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  that  of  Spiritual  Growth  and  Development,  is  such  an  in- 
tangible thing  that  it  cannot  be  measured  by  mere  statistics.  There- 
fore, those  tnings  which  can  be  recorded  in  black  and  white  will 
have  to  suffice  10  reflect  the  actual  accomplishments  of  the  district. 

.It  is  with  pride  that  I  submit  the  report  of  the  Waynesville  Dis- 
trict. I  claim  no  part  in  making  it  a  splendid  one.  Mrs.  J.  Dale  Stentz, 
who  served  so  faithfully  as  District  Corresponding  Secretary,  moved 
away  from  the  district  in  the  summer  and  I  was  elected  to  fill  her 
place  in  September.  We  miss  her  sorely  but  know  our  loss  is  another 
district's   gain. 

We  have  45  societies  with  a  membership  of  1,227.  We  have  six 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Units,  ail  doing  splendid  work.  We  have 
made  gains  in  nearly  every  phase  of  the  work.  Our  record  shows 
44   formal   study   classes,    with   seven   jurisdictional   classes. 

I  am  sorry  to  report  that  we  fell  short  of  our  goal  in  subscrip- 
tions to  the  World  Outlook  and  Methodist  Woman.  All  subscriptions 
were  not  reported,  however. 

Financially,  we  went  over  the  top.  This  for  the  tenth  consecu- 
tive  year.    Our   pledge   was   $2,550.    We   paid   $3,065. 

The  District  Meeting  in  Sylva  was  well  attended.  The  Conference 
officers  present  made  the  program  a  most  helpful  one.  The  Fall 
Seminar  in  Sylva  proved  an  outstanding  one  both  in  inspiration  and 
attendance.

The  work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  stands  as  a  proud 
achievement  in  our  year's  work.  This  has  been  possible  through  the 
untiring,  intelligent  and  devoted  leadership  of  Mrs.  P.  A.  Masten. 

The  unprecedented  interest  evidenced  by  the  various  churches 
in  regard  to  Children's  Work  has  been  most  heartening.  More  re- 
quests and  inquiries  have  been  concerned  with  this  than  any  other 
phase  of  our  work. 

During  this  year  the  secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities  have  been  unusually  active.  Special  groups 
have  been  organized  in  many  societies  for  the  study  of  world  peace. 
Telegrams  and  letters  have  been  sent  to  Congressmen  urging  support 
of  an  universal  organization  for  peace.  Many  hours  have  been  devoted 
by  members  of  the  societies  to  service  in  Red  Cross  and  British  Re- 
lief sewing  rooms.  Funds  and  furniture  were  contributed  for  equip- 
ing  a  parsonage. 

A  concerted  effort  has  been  made  throughout  the  fourth  quarter 
to  increase  the  number  of  subscriptions  to  the  World  Outlook  and 
The  Methodist  Woman.  In  cases  of  societies  having  no  subscriptions, 
editions  of  these  publications  were  circulated  for  the  purpose  of 
creating  interest  and  familiarity.  Results  of  these  efforts  have  been 
most  gratifying.  In  a  single  drive  conducted  by  Centenary  Church, 
Winston-Salem,  41  subscriptions  to  the  World  Outlook  and  32  to  The 
Methodist  Woman  were  secured. 

During  the  day  of  September  15,  the  Annual  Seminar  was  con- 
ducted in  Winston-Salem  at  Centenary  Church  with  approximately

enthusiastically   received   and   attended.

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CONSTITUTION    OF    THE    WESTERN    NORTH    CAROLINA 

CONFERENCE   WOMAN'S   SOCIETY   OF 

CHRISTIAN   SERVICE 

Article   I — Name 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  The  Western  North  Carolina 
Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  II — Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Serv- 
ice shall  be  to  plan  and  direct  the  work  of  the  Society  within  the 
Conference  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  III — Membership  and  Officers 

The  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  or  re- 
serve from  each  local  society;  one  delegate  or  reserve  from  each 
church  in  which  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  organized;  the1  District 
Presidents;  the  District  Corresponding  Secretaries;  all  Chairmen  of 
Conference  Standing  Committees;  any  officer  or  member  of  the  Wom- 
an's Division  or  of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  residing  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Conference,  and  the  following  officers:  a  President, 
a  Vice-President,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary, 
a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  a  Secretary 
of  Student  Work,  a  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  a  Secretary  of  Chil- 
dren's Work,  a  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  a  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Service,  a  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities,  a  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications, 
a  Secretary  of  Supply  Work,  a  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  the  Editor 
of  the  Woman's  Page  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate,  and 
such  other  Secretaries  of  lines  of  work  as  may  be  required. 

Article   IV — Annual    Meeting 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  when 
reports  shall  be  received  from  the  Conference  officers  and  from  the 
Districts.  Officers  shall  be  elected,  the  necessary  business  transacted, 
and  pledges  made  for  the  year.  There  shall  be  a  program  of  inspira- 
tion and  information  in  harmony  with  the  plans  and  projects  of  the 
Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  and  the  Woman's  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service. 

Article    V — Elections 

Section  1.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Confer- 
ence Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  according  to  instructions 
in  the  Discipline,  shall  elect  the  women  for  Conference  representa- 
tives to  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  2.  Three  women  shall  be  nominated  for  membership  on 
the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  Two  alternates  shall 
be  nominated  to  provide  for  any  vacancies  among  the  regular  nomi- 
nees. 

Section  3.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  preceding  the  Assembly,  dele- 
gates shall  be  elected  in  accordance  with  stated  membership. 
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Article   VI — Amendments 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  Constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Recording  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days 
before  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Division. 


BY-LAWS   OF   THE 
CONFERENCE  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN   SERVICE 

Article   I — Officers 

Section  1  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  She  shall  actively  advance  all  the  interests  of  the 
work.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member 
ex  officio  of  all  committees.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Juris- 
diction Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  of  the  Confer- 
ence Board  and  of  such  other  co-operative  boards  and  committees  as 
the  Discipline  may  provide. 

Section  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the 
President  in  her  absence  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests 
of  the  society.  She  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Conference 
Society  may   require. 

Section  3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Conference  Society  and  of  its  Executive  Committee.  She 
shall  keep  a  permanent  record  of  all  proceedings  and  send  a  copy 
of  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  each  officer.  She  shall 
present  all  recommendations  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the  Con- 
ference Society  and  notify  all  committees  of  their  appointment.  She 
s?:all  prepare  and  issue  the  annual  report  of  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  corre- 
spondence of  the  Society.  She  shall  supply  the  societies  with  infor- 
mation concerning  the  work.  In  co-operation  with  the  District  Secre- 
letaries,  she  shall  seek  to  organize  societies  in  every  church  in  the 
Conference.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  Treasury.  Immediately 
after  the  election  of  Conference  Society  officers,  she  shall  send  a 
list  of  the  officers  to  the  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion 
cf  the  Jurisdiction  and  to  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Woman's 
Section  of  the  Joint  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Con- 
ference Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Secretary  of 
Organization  and  Promotion  of  the  Jurisdiction  Society  and  to  the 
Executive   Secretary  of  the   Woman's   Section   of  the   Joint   Division. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  missionary  funds  of 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  quarterly 
from  the  Treasurer  of  the  local  society,  or  from  District  Treasurers, 
as  the  Conference  Society  may  direct.  She  shall  remit  such  funds 
without  division  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  So- 
ciety. She  shall  disburse  funds  upon  the  written  order  of  the  Confer- 
ence President  and  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  shall  send  an 
itemized  statement  of  all  finances  to  these  officers.  Her  books  shall 
be  submitted  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall  be  bonded  in  such 
sum  and  upon  such  conditions  as  the  Woman's  Division  may  de- 
termine. 
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Section  6.  The  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service 
shall  be  responsible  for  missionary  education  in  the  Conference  and 
for  the  promotion  of  study  courses  in  the  societies.  She  shall  provide 
missionary  information,  recommend  missionary  projects,  and  develop 
interest  in  their  support.  She  shall  recommend  to  the  Conference  So- 
ciety the  study  courses  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service.  She  shall  assist  in  planning  and  promoting  missionary 
conferences  and  schools  of  missions,  and  educational  conferences  and 
seminars  sponsored  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Study  and  Action  and  through  this 
committee  co-operate  with  the  secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  and  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  for  the  co- 
ordination of  the  study  and  action  plans  for  the  Conference.  She 
shall  co-operate  also  with  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  in  its  program  of  missionary  education  and  with 
interdenominational  agencies  engaged  in  missionary  education.  She 
shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  of  the  Woman's 
Section  of  the  Joint  Division.  Where  advisable,  this  work  may  be  pro- 
moted by  two  secretaries,  one  in  charge  of  missionary  education  and 
one   in   charge   of   special   missionary   projects. 

Section  7.  The  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  Conference 
through  District  and  local  society  officers  of  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions and  Local  Church  Activities.  She  shall  guide  the  women  in  the 
studies  and  action  growing  out  of  the  findings  of  the  resource  com- 
mittees of  the  Department  in  the  Division.  She  shall  co-operate  with 
the  secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  and  Missionary  Education  and  Serv- 
ice in  the  study  and  action  plans  of  the  Conference.  She  shall  serve 
fs  chairman  of  the  Conference  Standing  Committee  on  Christian  So- 
cial Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities.  She  shall  co-operate  with 
other  organizations  of  the  church  and  with  other  agencies  working 
toward  similar  ends.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference 
Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  and  to  the 
Executive   Secretary   of   the   Department. 

Section  8.  The  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall 
serve  as  chairman  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee.  She  shall 
promote  the  work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  within  the  Con- 
ference, shall  assist  in  the  organization  of  new  units,  shall  receive 
semi-annual  reports  from  the  District  Guild  secretaries,  and  shall 
report  semi-annually  to  the  Conference,  Jurisdiction,  and  Division 
Standing  Committees  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  She  shall  fa- 
miliarize herself  with  the  work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and 
with  the  entire  program  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
She  shall  attend,  as  far  as  possible,  District  and  Conference  meet- 
ings of  the  Guild,  represent  the  Guild,  and  present  its  interests  at 
the  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  Con- 
ference. 

Section  9.  The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote .  the 
plans    and    program    approved    by    the    Woman's    Division.    She    shall 
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report  annually  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  and  quarterly 
and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Student  Work  and  to 
the  Secretary  of  Student  Work  of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the  Joint 
Division. 

She  shall  work  also  in  co-operation  with  the  State  (or  similar 
region)  Student  Council  of  the  Methodist  Student  Movement,  with 
the  state  director  and  student  chairmen  of  the  World  Christian  Com- 
munity and  Christian  Social  Action  Committees,  and  wherever  pos- 
sible   with    the    Inter-Conference    Commission    on    Student    Work. 

Section  10.  The  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  promote  the  work 
according  to  the  plans  and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Di- 
vision. She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and 
quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Youth  Work 
and   to    the   Division    Secretary. 

Section  11.  The  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  promote  the 
work  according  to  the  plans  and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's 
Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and 
quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Children's 
Work  and  to  the  Division  Secretary. 

Section  12.  The  Secretaxy  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  distribution  of  literature  throughout  the  Con- 
ference and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  news  through  the 
church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  the 
literature  of  the  Woman's  Division,  including  the  program  materials, 
and  report  concerning  its  suitability  to  meet  Conference  needs.  She 
shall  promote  the  circulation  of  The  Methodist  Woman  throughout 
the  Conference,  and  in  co-operation  with  the  other  responsible  agen- 
cies of  the  church  she  shall  promote  the  circulation  of  World  Out- 
look throughout  the  Conference.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the 
Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Secretary   of  Literature   and   Publications. 

Section  13.  The  Secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  be  responsible 
for  promoting  interest  in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies  to  the  min- 
isters of  the  Methodist  Church  recommended  by  their  District  Su- 
perintendents and  cleared  through  the  Committee  on  Supply  Work 
of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  promote  interest  in  the  sending 
of  needed  supplies  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report  annually 
to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Juris- 
diction Secretary  of  Supply  Work. 

Section  14.  The  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  endeavor  to 
quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  Methodist  women.  Working  through 
the  Standing  Committee,  she  shall  seek  to  permeate  the  church 
with  spiritual  power  which  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and 
more  effective  Christian  service.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the 
Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Secretary   of   Spiritual   Life. 

Section  15.  The  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  North  Caro- 
lina Christian  Advocate  shall  gather  materials  of  information  and 
inspiration  concerning  woman's  work  and  edit  the  same  for  the 
Woman's  Page  in  the  Advocate. 
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Article  II — Elections 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Con- 
ference shall  be  elected  as  Conference  officers.  Conference  officers 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Society.  The 
elections  shall  take  place  annually  as  follows: 

Group  I  on  even  years — Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary, 
Secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Service, 
Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities, 
Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  Sec- 
retary of  Literature  and  Publications,  Editor  of  Woman's  Page. 

Group  II  on  odd  years — President,  Recording  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
Secretary  of  Children's  Work,  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  Secretary 
of  Supplies,    Secretary   of   Spiritual  Life. 

The  term  of  each  office  shall  be  for  two  years,  and  no  person 
shall  be  elected  to  the  same  office  for  more  than  three  consecutive 
terms,  except  the  Treasurer,  and  provided  one  year  or  less  of  service 
of  an  unexpired  term  shall  not  be  counted. 

Section  2.  At  the  last  Annual  Meeting  of  the  quadrennium  the 
Conference  Society  shall  elect  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction  Soci- 
ety,  three  of  whom  shall  be  officers  of   the   Conference   Society. 

Section  3.  Vacancies  occuring  in  Conference  offices  between  An- 
nual Meetings  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Administrative 
Committee    until    the   next   Annual   Meeting. 

Article   III — Executive    Committee 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Society 
shall  be  composed  of  the  officers,  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  the  Dis- 
trict Corresponding  Secretaries.  A  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  from  its 
membership  an  Administrative  Committee  of  seven  who  shall  trans- 
act necessary  business  in  the  interim  between  meetings  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Section  3.  The  President,  at  her  discretion  shall  call  a  mid-year 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  review  the  work  of  the 
year,  to  plan  for  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  to  attend  to  any  other 
necessary    business. 

Section  4.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  appoint  all  commit- 
tees necessary  for  conducting  the  business  of  the  Conference. 

Article    IV — Funds 

Section  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  make  an  annual  pledge 
to  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  2.  All  undirected  missionary  gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the 
office  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  on  the  basis  agreed 
upon  by  the  Division.  There  shall  be  no  division  of  missionary  funds 
by  the  Conference   Treasurer. 

Section  3.  Gifts  for  special  missionary  projects,  clearly  speci- 
fied, shall  be  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  who  shall  transmit 
them  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  4.  Funds  contributed  for  Special  Memberships  and  Me- 
morials are  a  part  of  regular  pledges  or  apportionments  and  may  not 
be  directed   by  the  Conference   Society. 
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Section  5.  Each  Conference  Society  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  Con- 
ference cultivation  and  expenses  and  for  such  Jurisdiction  cultivation 
and  expenses  as  are  not  provided  for  by  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  6.  The  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-denial  offering  shall  be 
applied  to  the  objects  designated  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Division. 

Article  V — Standing  Committees 

Section  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  provide  such  standing 
committees   as   the   needs  may  require. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life 
whose  endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  Meth- 
od ist  women  by  helping  them  to  deepen  their  prayer  life  and  to  in- 
crease their  sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving. 
The  committee  shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movements  of 
.the  times  and  by  prayerful  research  develop  a  clearer  appreciation 
cf  the  meaning  of  Christian  living;  it  shall  promote  Christian  stew- 
ardship, informal  studies,  and  the  use  of  the  Bible  and  other  devo- 
tional materials.  The  committee  shall  devise  definite  means  for 
permeating  the  local  church  with  a  spiritual  power  that  should  lead 
to  deeper  consecration  and  to  more  active  service. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Christian  So- 
cial Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  which  may  include  Dis- 
trict Secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Ac- 
tivities or  other  specially  trained  leaders  in  the  field  of  social  action, 
including  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members.  This  committee  shall 
make  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Society  concerning  the 
work  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  in 
accord  with  the  lines  of  work  outlined  by  the  Division  and  Juris- 
diction. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Study  and 
Action,  composed  of  the  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service,  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities, 
and  of  Spiritual  Life.  This  committee  may  co-opt  such  other  members 
as  may  be  needed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  consider  all  plans  and 
recommendations  referred  to  the  Conference  by  the  Jurisdiction  Com- 
mittee on  Summer  Schools  and  Conferences;  to  make  recommenda- 
tions concerning  the  use  of  approved  study  courses,  joint  study 
courses,  and  co-operative  courses.  It  may  recommend  also  special  in- 
formal studies  in  line  with  major  needs.  This  committee  shall  develop 
a  correlated  program  of  education  and  action  for  the  year  and  make 
recommendations   concerning  the  same   to   the  Conference   Society. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Finance.  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Conference,  as 
chairman,  and  the  Treasurers  of  the  District  Society,  where  there 
9re  such  officers,  and  a  limited  number  of  other  women  appointed 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Society. 

This  committee  shall  meet  at  least  semiannually,  and  on  call  of 
the  chairman. 

It  shall  study  the  strength  of  the  Society  in  the  local  churches 
and  the  pledges  made;  become  informed  of  Conference  income  and 
disbursements,  local  financial  possibilities  and  problems;  and  assist 
by  counsel  in  the  forming  of  the  Conference  pledge  and  budget. 
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Section  6.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Status  of 
Women.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the  status  of 
women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation,  and 
in  other  lands.  This  study  shall  include  the  bases  of  woman's  place 
and  the  questions  that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church. 
The  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Soci- 
ety for  the  promotion  of  such  lines  of  activities  as  will  improve  her 
siatus   and   enable   her   to   serve   effectively. 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Missionary 
Personnel,  composed  of  the  Conference  Chairman  of  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel, the  Conference  President,  the  Conference  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary, the  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  Secretary 
cf  Student  Work,  and  the  women  members  of  the  Joint  Committee 
on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension and  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Wom- 
an's Division  residing  within  the  Conference.  Others  with  experience 
in  personnel  work  may  be  co-opted. 

This  committee  shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the  Committee  on 
Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division.  It  shall  search  for 
consecrated  young  women  of  training  and  experience  who  may  be 
available  for  Christian  service;  it  shall  interpret  the  standards  for 
candidates  and  the  types  of  service  needed;  it  shall  explain  to  pros- 
pective candidates  the  procedure  in  making  application  to  the  Board; 
it  shall  recommend  to  the  personnel  secretary  of  the  Joint  Commit- 
tee on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  the  names  of  such  persons 
v. ho  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee  shall  be  considered  as  pro- 
spective candidates;  it  shall  co-operate  in  making  plans  for  visitation 
within  the  Conference  in  the  interest  of  personnel  work.  The  com- 
mittee shall  send  an  annual  report  of  its  activities  to  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  8 — Research  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  Research  Com- 
mittee of  three  members.  The  duty  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  search 
for  specially  qualified  women  in  the  Conference  who  may  serve  as 
officers  and  as  chairmen  of  the  standing  committees.  It  shall  study 
the  qualifications  and  suitability  of  such  women  for  special  places  of 
service  and  submit  a  report  of  its  findings  when  called  for  by  the  Con- 
ference Woman's   Society. 

Section  9 — By-Laws  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  By-laws  Com- 
mittee composed  of  the  President,  Conference  Secretary,  and  three 
others  elected  by  the  Executive   Committee. 

Section  10 — Program  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  Program  Com- 
mittee appointed  each  year  by  the  Executive  Committee.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  this  committee  to  plan  the  program  for  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing. 

Section  11 — Rural  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  Rural  Committee 
composed  of  three  Conference  officers  and  a  District  Corresponding 
Secretary  in  whose  district  the  Rural  Worker  is  employed.  This  com- 
mittee shall  plan  and  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  work  being  done 
by  the  Rural  Worker. 

Article  VI — By-Laws 

The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  needs  of 
the    Conference    require,    provided    they    are    in    harmony    with    the 
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Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Serv- 
ice. 

Article  VII — Miscellaneous 

Section  1.  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  as  issued  each  year  shall  be 
sent  to  all  the  Methodist  institutions  within  the  bounds  of  the  An- 
nual Conference. 

Section  2.  All  motions,  resolutions,  recommendations  and  reports 
to  be  included  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  President  and  the  Recording  Secretary  in  writing. 


CONSTITUTION    OF    THE    DISTRICT    WOMAN'S 
SOCIETY   OF    CHRISTIAN    SERVICE 

Article    I — Name 

There  shall  be  a  District  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  II — Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  District  Society  shall  be  to  unite  all  the  So- 
cieties within  the  District  in  an  earnest  effort  for  the  promotion  of 
the  work  of  the  Conference  Woman's   Society   of   Christian   Service. 

Article  III — Membership 

All  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the 
local  churches  of  a  district  shall  be  considered  members  of  the  Dis- 
trict Society. 

Article  IV — District  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  District  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a  Re- 
cording Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  Secre- 
taries of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  of  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations and  Local  Church  Activities,  of  Student  Work,  of  Youth  Work, 
of  Literature  and  Publications,  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  Supplies 
and  Spiritual  Life. 

Article  V — Meetings 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  District  Society,  when 
reports  shall  be  received  from  the  Societies  of  the  District,  officers 
elected,  necessary  business  transacted,  pledges  made  by  the  Societies 
and  a  program  of  inspiration  and  information  given  along  the  lines 
of    work    of    the   Woman's    Society    of    Christian    Service. 


BY-LAWS    OF   THE    DISTRICT    WOMAN'S    SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN   SERVICE 

Article  I — Officers 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  District  Meetings. 
She  shall  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  Conference  President.  She 
shall  use  every  means  to  promote  the  entire  work  and  cultivate  new 
societies.  She  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  District  Commit- 
tees. 
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Section  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the 
President  in  her  absence,  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  inter- 
est of  the  Society.  She  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Dis- 
trict Society  shall  require. 

Section  3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of 
ell  the  meetings  of  the  District  in  permanent  form.  She  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  are  required. 

Section  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  correspond- 
ence with  the  Societies  of  the  District  and  keep  in  close  touch  with 
the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary.  She  shall  furnish  all  needed 
information  to  the  Societies,  use  every  means  to  promote  the  entire 
v/ork  and  organize  and  cultivate  new  Societies.  She  shall  make  re- 
ports to  the  District  Society  and  the  Conference  Society,  as  required, 
she  shall  present  the  work  at  District  Conferences  and  Institutes  as 
culled  for  by  the  District  Superintendent.  She  shall  send  quarterly 
and  annual  reports  to  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
copies  of  these  to  the  Conference  President.  She  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Conference  Executive  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  District  funds  which 
may  be  derived  from  collections  at  District  Meetings  and  from  dona- 
tions from  the  Society.  The  funds  may  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury 
en  order  of  the  District  President  and  District  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary. 

Section  6.  The  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service 
shall  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Conference  Secretary  in 
promoting  the  study  program  through  the  Societies  in  the  District. 

Section  7.  The  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Confer- 
ence Secretary  in  promoting  the  work  through  Societies  in  the  Dis- 
t'.  ict. 

Section  8.  The  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall 
promote  the  work  of  the  Guilds  through  the  District  and  shall  or- 
ganize and  cultivate  new  Guilds.  She  shall  receive  the  quarterly  re- 
ports from  the  Guilds  and  send  a  compiled  report  to  the  Conference 
Secretary. 

Section  9.  The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  see  that  there  is 
a  well  qualified  Secretary  of  Student  Work  in  each  local  Society.  She 
should  become  acquainted  with  these  secretaries  as  soon  as  possible. 
She  shall  co-operate  with  the  other  church  agencies  in  planning 
student  meetings  in  the  District.  She  shall  refer  any  person  interested 
in  Christian  Service  to  the  Conference  President  or  Chairman  of  Mis- 
sionary Personnel. 

Section  10.  The  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  promote  the  work 
according  to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Conference. 
She  shall  keep   in   close  touch  with  the   Conference   Secretary. 

Section  11.  The  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  work  in  close 
co-operation  with  the  Conference  Secretary.  She  shall  receive  the 
reports  from  the  District  Corresponding  Secretary. 

Section  12.  The  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  see 
that  each  Society  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  has  a  Secretary  of 
Literature  and  Publications.  She  shall  see  that  periodicals  and  litera- 
ture are  presented,  displayed  and  sold  at  each  District  Meeting.  She 
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shall  inform  all  Secretaries  of  Adult,  Young  Women's  and  Chil- 
dren's Societies  as  well  as  Standing  Committees  of  material  available 
for  their  use.  She  shall  push  promotional  plans  for  magazines  sent 
out  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  13.  The  Secretary  of  Supplies  shall  distribute  the  report 
blanks  entitled,  "Shipment  of  Goods"  and  list  of  ministerial  and  in- 
stitutional needs  to  the  Societies  and  Wesley  Service  Guilds  supplied 
her  by  the  Conference  Secretary. 

Section  14.  The  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  keep  in  close 
touch  with  each  local  secretary  through  personal  letters  and  other 
methods  as  she  desires.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  Conference 
Secretary  in  promoting  plans  for  the  Week  of  Prayer,  the  World  Day 
of  Prayer,  and  the  Lenten  and  other  seasons  of  prayer  and  self-de- 
nial. 

Article  II — Committees 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Research  Committee  appointed  by 
the  District  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary.  The  duty  of  this 
committee  shall  be  to  suggest  prospective  officers  for  the  District  So- 
ciety. 

Article  III — Meetings 

Section  1.  An  Officer's  Training  Institute  shall  be  held  as  early 
in  the  year  as  possible  for  presenting  Conference  and  District  plans 
for  the  instruction  of  officers. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  held  during  the  third  quarter  a  Seminar 
for  the  benefit  of  the  work  in  the  District. 

Section  3.  The  President,  at  her  discretion,  shall  call  a  meeting 
of  the  District  Officers  to  plan  the  work  and  to  attend  to  any  other 
necessary  business. 

Article  IV — Reports 

Section  1.  All  officers''  reports,  with  the  exception  of  the  Treas- 
urer's shall  be  received  through  the  District  Corresponding  Secretary. 


CONSTITUTION  OF  THE 

WOMAN'S    SOCIETY    OF    CHRISTIAN    SERVICE 

IN  THE  LOCAL  CHURCH 

Article  I — Name 

There  shall  be  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local 
church,  auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service. 

Article  II — Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  be 
to  unite  all  the  women  of  the  church  in  Christian  living  and  service; 
to  help  develop  and  support  Christian  work  among  women  and  chil- 
dren around  the  world;  to  develop  the  spiritual  life;  to  study  the 
needs  of  the  world;  to  take  part  in  such  service  activities  as  will 
strengthen  the  local  church,  improve  civic,  community,  and  world 
conditions.  To  this  end  this  organization  shall  seek  to  enlist  women, 
young  people,  and  children  in  this  Christian  fellowship,  and  to  se- 
cure funds  for  the  activities  in  the  local  church  and  support  of  the 
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work   undertaken   at   home   and   abroad   for   the    establishment   of   a 
world    Christian    community. 

Article  III — Membership 

A  woman  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society  by  giving  prayer, 
service,  and  an  annual  contribution  of  money  to  the  total  budget 
through  membership  offerings  or  dues,  pledges,  or  gifts.  She  shall 
contribute  to,  educate  for,  and  promote  the  total  program  of  the 
women  of  Methodism. 

Article  IV— FUNDS 

Section  1.  All  funds  from  whatever  source  raised  under  the  au- 
spices of  this  Society  belong  to  this  organization  and  shall  be  dis- 
bursed only  in  accord  with  its  constitution  and  by  its  order. 

Section  2.  The  total  budget  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  in  the  local  church  shall  be  the  amounts  pledged  for  the  en- 
tire work  of  the  Woman's  Division,  cultivation  funds,  and  funds  for 
community  service  and  local  church  activities. 

The  funds  to  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division 
snail  be  remitted  through  the  regular  channels  of  finance;  from  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Society  ■  in  the  local  church  to  the  District  Con- 
ference Treasurer,  on  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division. 
There  shall  be  no  division  of  funds  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Wom- 
an's Division  by  the  Treasurer  in  the  Society  of  the  local  church. 

The  funds  of  community  service  and  local  church  activities  shall 
be  administered  by  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the 
lccal  church. 

Section  3.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  gifts  to  specia  missionary 
projects  within  the  appropriations.  Gifts  for  special  missionary  pro- 
jects shall  be  sent  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 
The  total  amount  of  such  gifts  shall  be  reported  and  transmitted 
quarterly  by  the  Conference  Treasurer  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Wom- 
an's  Division. 

Section  4.  Thank  offerings,  Christmas  offerings,  and  Lenten  of- 
ferings may  be  used  as  methods  of  raising  the  total  budget  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church. 

Section  5.  Each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  make 
an  annual  pledge  to  the  total  budget  by  the  Conference  Woman's  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service. 

Section  6.  Each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  in- 
clude in  the  budget  a  definite  amount  for  a  cultivation  fund. 

Article  V — Officers  and  Elections 

The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  one  or  more  Vice- 
Presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a 
Treasurer,  a  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  a  Sec- 
retary of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  a 
Secretary  of  Student  Work,  a  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  a  Secretary 
of  Children's  Work,  a  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  a 
Secretary  of  Supply  Work,  a  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  and  such 
other  officers  in  charge  of  lines  of  work  as  may  be  required. 

These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  So- 
ciety. 
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Article  VI — Meetings 

The  Society  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  a  month  for 
the  transaction  of  its  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work. 

Article   VII — Amendments 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  Constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  Re- 
cording Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Division. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE 

WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

IN  THE  LOCAL   CHURCH 

Article  I — Meetings 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  one  or  more  regular  meetings  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  during  a  month.  There  shall  be 
an  annual  meeting  for  the  receiving  of  annual  reports  and  the  elec- 
tion and  installation  of  officers.  It  shall  be  held  prior  to  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year.  Adequate  time  shall  be  given  in  the  meeting  for  edu- 
cation in  and  successful  promotion  of  the  vast  interests  committed  to 
Methodist  women.  The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  de- 
voted to  consecration  and  the  consideration  of  the  plans,  programs, 
and  financial  pledges  for  the  year.  Where  expedient,  the  Society  may 
organize  circles,  representing  the  entire  program  of  the  Society.  Cir- 
cles, if  organized,  shall  meet  once  a  month  as  the  whole  Society  for 
an  inclusive  presentation  of  the  plans  and  program  of  the  Society. 
Membership  in  circles  shall  be  revolving,  subject  to  entire  change  of 
personnel  at  the  time  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Section  2.  The  order  of  business  shall  include  worship;  reports 
of  general  officers,  of  officers  in  charge  of  the  various  lines  of  work, 
and  of  chairmen  of  standing  committees;  and  a  program  presenting 
the  total  work  of  the  Society  as  provided  by  the  education  and  cul- 
tivation agencies  of  the  Division. 

Section  3.  A  special  meeting  of  the  Society  may  be  called  by  the 
President  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  At  such 
special  meetings  no  business  shall  be  transacted  except  that  for  which 
the  meeting  is  called. 

Section  4.  The  president  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  to  consider  business  of  importance. 

Article  II — Nominations  and  Elections 

Section  1.  The  Society  may  elect,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting, 
f :  om  three  to  seven  members  who  shall  serve  as  a  nominating  com- 
mittee to  present  nominations  of  all  officers  and  chairmen  of  stand- 
ing committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Section  2.  Nominations  and  elections  may  be  by  acclamation  or 
by  ballot.  The  consent  of  nominees  shall  be  secured  before  present- 
ing names. 

Section  3.  A  majority  vote  is  sufficient  for  election.  Those  elected 
shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Section  4.  No  officer  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than 
four  consecutive  years  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  Treasurer. 
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Article   III — Duties    of    Officers 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Society  and  of  the  executive  committee.  She  shall  actively  advance 
all  phases  of  the  work  of  the  Society.  She  shall  promote  close  co- 
operation between  the  Society  and  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  in  the  local  church  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  elec- 
tion by  the  Society  of  two  representatives  to  membership  on  that 
board.  She  shall  officially  represent  the  Society  at  all  meetings  ex- 
cept where  delegates  are  elected  by  the  Society.  She  shall  be  a 
member  ex  officio  of  all  committees  except  the  nominating  commit- 
tee and  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  Treasury.  She  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Methodist  Church,  thus  qualifying  for  membership  on  the 
Official  Board  and  of  the  Quarterly  Conference. 

Section  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  inter- 
est of  the  Society  and  in  the  absence  of  the  President  shall  assume 
the  duties  of  that  office.  She  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  program 
committee. 

Section  3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  executive  committee  and  shall 
sign  all  official  papers.  She  shall  report  the  recommendations  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  shall  sign,  with  the  President,  all  official 
papers.  She  shall  report  the  recommendations  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee to  the  Society,  and  in  co-operation  with  the  publicity  com- 
mittee see  that  all  meetings  are  properly  announced.  She  shall  be 
custodian  of  all  official  papers  and  records. 

Section  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  cor- 
respondence of  the  Society.  She  shall  forward  reports  and  informa- 
tion to  District,  and  Conference  Secretaries  quarterly  and  annually  as 
directed  by  the  Society.  She  shall  sent  a  list  of  newly  elected  officers 
of  the  society  to  District  and  Conference  officers  immediately  fol- 
lowing the   election  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the   Society. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  shall  send  all  funds,  except  those  designated  for  community 
service  and  local  church  activities,  to  the  Conference  Society  Treas- 
urer, unless  the  Conference  authorizes  District  Treasurers  to  receive 
such  funds.  She  shall  make  itemized  monthly  and  annual  reports  to 
the  Society  and  provide  copies  of  all  reports  for  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  for  inclusion  in  her  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the 
District  Conference  officers.  She  shall  accept  funds  turned  over  to 
her  by  the  local  unit  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  send  them 
to  the  District  Conference  Treasurer,  clearly  marked  as  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  funds.  She  shall  remit  monthly  or  quarterly  to  the  Dis- 
trict or  Conference  Treasurer.  She  shall  send  to  the  Conference  Treas- 
urer an  annual,  itemized  statement  of  all  missionary  and  local  funds 
passed  by  the  auditing  committee  of  the  local  church. 

Section  6.  The  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service 
shall  promote  study  courses,  provide  missionary  information,  keep  in 
touch  with  the  connectional  agencies  and  missionaries  and  deacon- 
esses, make  recommendations  for  special  missionary  projects,  and  seek 
to  develop  the  interest  of  the  membership  in  their  support.  She  shall 
serve  as  chairman  of  the  study  and  action  committee,  and  through 
this  committee  she  shall  co-operate  with  the  Secretaries  of  Christian 
Social  Relations   and   Local   Church  Activities   and   Spiritual  Life   in 
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forming  the  study  and  action  plans  of  the  Society.  She  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  program  committee.  She  shall  make  reports  of 
tnis  work  to  the  Society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports 
to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  7.  The  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  direct  and  promote  the  work  of  the  Society 
in  community  service,  guide  a  study  of  community  conditions,  and 
plan  and  supervise  activities  approved  by  the  Society  in  accord  with 
the  program  and  studies  undertaken  by  this  department  of  the  Wom- 
an's Division.  She  shall  supervise  work  undertaken  by  the  Society 
such  as  was  formerly  promoted  by  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  or  by  so- 
cieties of  similar  purpose.  She  shall  encourage  the  membership  to 
co-operate  in  and  support  the  total  program  of  the  local  church  to 
the  end  that  the  church  may  achieve  a  high  degree  of  effective  Chris- 
tian influence  and  power.  The  society  may  appoint  a  committee  or 
committees  to  assist  the  Secretary  in  developing  this  work.  The  Sec- 
retary shall  be  a  member  of  the  program  committee  and  of  the  study 
and  action  committee  of  the  Society.  She  shall  make  reports  of  this 
work  to  the  Society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to 
the  corresponding  District  and  Conference  officers. 

Section  8. — The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans 
and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 
The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  in  the  church  nearest  the  campus 
shall  work  in  the  total  program  of  student  religious  life.  She  shall 
work  in  co-operation  with  the  pastor-director  of  Student  Work  or 
with  the  director  of  religious  life  on  the  campus.  She  shall  place 
special  emphasis  on  the  work  of  the  local  Student  Council  Commis- 
sions (or  committees)  on  the  World  Christian  Community  and  Chris- 
tian Social  Action.  Wherever  possible,  she  shall  work  through  mem- 
bership on  the  Campus-Church  Relations  Committee  or  with  similar 
advisory  groups.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  student  work  to  the 
Society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corre- 
sponding District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  9.  The  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  co-operate  in  the 
total  program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  har- 
mony with  the  plans  and  programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service  and  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
make  reports  of  the  Youuth  Work  to  the  Society  and  shall  send  quar- 
terly and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  and  Confer- 
ence officers. 

Section  10.  The  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  co-operate  in 
the  total  program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  har- 
mony with  the  plans  and  program  of  the  Conference  Woman's  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service  and  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
make  reports  of  the  Children's  Work  to  the  Society  and  shall  send 
quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  and  Con- 
ference  officers. 

Section  11.  The  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be 
a  member  of  the  program  committee  and  shall  make  a  careful  study 
cf  all  literature,  including  the  program  materials  of  the  Woman's  Di- 
vision and  shall  report  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Literature 
and  Publications  concerning  their  use  by  the  local  Society  and  their 
suitability  to  its  needs.  She  shall  also  be  responsible  for  the  circula- 
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tion  of  World  Outlook  and  The  Methodist  Woman  through  the  local 
church.  She  shall,  in  co-operation  with  some  person  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  the  local  church,  and  with 
the  assistance  of  a  joint  committee,  make  a  canvass  of  the  entire 
membership,  securing  subscriptions  and  renewals.  A  particular  re- 
sponsibility shall  be  to  present  both  of  these  magazines  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  make 
reports  of  this  work  to  the  Society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and 
annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  and  Conference  officers. 

Section  12.  The  Secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  direct  the  send- 
ing of  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  The  Methodist  Church  recom- 
mended by  their  District  Superintendents  and  to  institutions  in  the 
home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Di- 
vision. She  shall  make  reports  to  the  Society  and  shall  send  quar- 
terly and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference 
officers. 

Section  13. — The  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  seek  to  quicken 
the  spiritual  life  of  all  the  women  of  the  church  and  to  increase  their 
sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving.  She  shall 
serve  as  chairman  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  and  shall  be#a 
member  of  the  program  committee  and  the  committee  on  study  and 
action  of  the  Society.  She  shall  make  reports  of  her  work  to  the  So- 
ciety and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  correspond- 
ing Disrict  and  Conference  officers. 

Article  IV — Standing  Committees 

Section  1.  The  society  shall  set  up  such  standing  committees  as 
the  needs  of  the  work  from  time  to  time  shall  require. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general 
officers,  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  the  sec- 
retary of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  the 
president  and  the  treasurer  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary 
of  Student  Work,  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  the  secretary  of 
Children's  Work,  the  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  the  secretary  of 
Literature  and  Publications,  the  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  the  chair- 
men of  standing  committees  and  of  circles.  The  committee  shall  meet 
once  a  month  prior  to  the  business  meeting  of  \he  society.  It  shall 
consider  all  plans  and  projects  and  submit  its  recommendations  to 
the  society  for  action.  Ad  interim  vacancies  in  officers  or  in  chairmen 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  3.  The  Spiritual  Life  Committee  shall  give  particular  at- 
tention to  the  growth  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  members  of  the 
society  and  of  the  church  by  seeking  to"  deepen  the  prayer  life  and 
to  increase  the  sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  Chris- 
tian Stewardship.  The  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  pro- 
motion of  informal  studies  recommended  by  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Spiritual  Life  of  the  Conference  Society  and  of  the  Woman's 
Division. 

Section  4.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  vice-pres- 
ident of  the  society,  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service 
and  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  the 
secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,   and  the  secretary  of  Spir- 
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itual  Life.  Additional  members  may  be  elected  or  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee  if  the  society  so  desires. 

This  committee  shall  plan  and  supervise  the  programs  for  reg- 
ular monthly  and  other  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Study  and  Action, 
composed  of  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  of  Spir- 
itual Life.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  consider  all  plans 
and  recommendations  referred  to  it  by  the  Conference  Committee  on 
Study  and  Action  and  to  make  recommendations  concerning  the  use 
cf  approved  study  courses,  joint  study  courses,  and  co-operative 
courses.  It  may  recommend  also  special  informal  studies  in  line  with 
major  needs.  This  committee  shall  develop  a  correlated  program  of 
education  and  action  for  the  year  and  make  recommendations  con- 
cerning the  same  to  the  society  or  to  its  Executive  Committee. 

Section  6.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  president, 
the  treasurer  who  shall  be  chairman,  and  members  chosen  to  repre- 
sent Missionary  Education  and  Service  and  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions and  Local  Church  Activities. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  consider  the 
total  budget  of  the  society.  This  budget  shall  include  the  amounts 
to  be  sent  to  the  District  or  Conference  Treasurer,  and  the  amounts 
to  be  expended  locally. 

The  committee  shall  recommend  the  total  budget  to  the  society 
for  its  approval  and  adoption. 

Section  7.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  plan  frequent  sur- 
veys of  the  women  of  the  community,  in  an  endeavor  to  secure  mem- 
bers for  the  church  and  for  the  society.  The  committee  shall  strive 
to  establish  such  relationship  with  new  members  as  will  enlist  their 
eager  and  active  participation  in  the  total  program  of  the  church 
and  of  the  society.  The  committee  shall  make  use  of  opportunities 
to  further  the  interests  of  woman's  work  in  the  neighboring  churches 
where    no    organizations    have    heretofore    existed. 

Section  8.  The  Fellowship  Committee  shall  promote  the  social 
life  of  the  society  and  the  church  and  help  create  an  atmosphere  of 
warmth  and  friendliness.  The  committee  shall  make  plans  for  social 
functions  or  special  efforts  sponsored  by  the  society  or  requested  by 
the   official   board. 

Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the 
status  of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state  and 
the  nation,  and  in  other  lands,  including  the  bases  of  woman's  place 
and  the  questions  that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church. 
This  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  society  for  the 
promotion  of  such  lines  of  activity  as  will  improve  woman's  status 
and   enable   her  to   serve   effectively. 

Section  10.  The  Publicity  and  Printing  Committee  shall  send  to 
the  church  bulletin  and  newspapers  all  notices  and  reports  of  meet- 
ings of  the  society  and  shall  collect  clippings  and  letters  of  interest 
relating  to  society  meetings,  programs,  and  social  functions.  It  shall 
have  charge  of  printing  and  stationery.

PRESIDENTS  MESSAGE 


Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver 

It  came  somewhat  as  a  shock  when  we  realized  we  must  forego 
our  Annual  Meeting,  and  it  causes  the  deepest  regret,  but  there  was 
not  a  moment's  hesitation  when  we  realized  by  so  doing  we  could 
make  a  contribution  for  the  success  of  our  war  effort,  and  perhaps 
thereby  we  might  hasten  the  return  of  our  Service  Men  and  Women. 
Our  Annual  Meeting  was  such  an  institution  with  us,  so  valuable 
in  spreading  information,  so  inspirational,  and  so  filled  with  fine 
social  contacts  that  we  will  be  at  a  loss  to  know  how  to  proceed  with- 
out it.  After  considering  all  possible  substitutes,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee decided  that  we  would  substitute  our  Zone  or  Group  Meetings 
and  seek  to  bring  together  even  more  people  than  we  would  have 
had  in  District  meetings.  After  all  we  mav  find  at  the  end  of  the  year 
that  we  have  reached  more  people  and  stirred  up  more  interest  than 
we  would  have  done  if  we  had  carried  out  our  regular  routine  of 
meetings. 

My  personal  report  shall  be  brief.  I  have  had  a  busy  year  attend- 
ing General  and  Jurisdictional  Conferences,  the  National  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension  Annual  Meeting,  Seminars,  and 
speaking  at  local  Societies  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Meetings. 
It  has  been  a  joy  to  render  this  small  service.  During  the  past  year 
our  work  has  grown  in  every  department  as  you  will  see  from  the 
reports  of  the  different  Officers.  Not  onlv  do  we  have  the  best 
financial  report  we  have  ever  had,  but  the  largest  offering  to  the 
Week  of  Prayer,  and  an  unusually  long  list  of  Life  Members.  For  all 
these  wonderful  reports  we  are  most  grateful. 

I  want  to  express  my  very  deep  appreciation  for  your  fine  re- 
sponse to  the  appeal  for  funds  for  our  Rural  Workers.  You  responded 
generously,  as  you  always  do,  and  I  thank  you  most  sincerely.  Our 
Rural  Workers  have  done  a  splendid  work,  and  we  are  so  glad  to  have 
them.  However,  one  of  them,  Mrs.  C.  B.  Dawsev,  Jr.,  has  found 
it  necessary  to  give  up  her  work.  We  regret  to  lose  her,  and  I  want 
to  take  this  opportunity  in  the  name  of  the  Conference  to  thank  her 
again  for  the  very  fine  work  she  has  done.  Through  our  New  York 
Office,  I  have  tried  to  get  some  one  to  take  her  place,  but  so  far 
have  failed. 

I  want  to  thank  every  Officer,  Conference,  District,  and  Local, 
and  every  member  of  a  Society  for  making  possible  our  very  best 
report.  It  is  the  report  of  the  work  YOU  have  done.  I  want  to  call 
attention  especially  to  the  fine  work  that  the  District  Officers  are 
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doing.  When  we  organized  our  "District  Set-Up"  some  wondered 
if  it  would  function.  After  a  few  years  trial  it  has  proved  itself  most 
successful. 

The  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  has  given  to  us 
this  year  for  our  attainment  "Doors  of  Progress."  There  are  ten  of 
these  doors.  They  are  doors  of  opportunity.  You  will  find  them 
listed  in  the  December,  1944,  issue  of  "The  Methodist  Woman." 
Let  us  strive  earnestly  to  enter  all  ten  of  these  doors,  then  we  will 
know  that  we  are  a  standard  organization  doing  approved  and 
efficient  work.  There  is  much  for  each  one  of  us  to  do,  and 
especially  this  year  we  are  to  cultivate  our  Young  People  for 
Christian  Service.  Last  vear  a  Methodist  Church  celebrated  its  one 
hundred  years  of  service.  It  was  found  that  in  all  that  time  not  a 
Missionary,  Deaconess,  or  Pastor  had  gone  out  from  that  church. 
You  can  easily  see  that  we  have  a  greater  task  than  ever  when  we  now 
need  one  hundred  fifty  workers  for  the  Home  Fields  and  two  hundred 
fifty-nine  to  go  into  Foreign  Fields.  I  am  delighted  to  report,  how- 
ever, that  we  now  have  a  number  of  girls  in  our  Conference  prepar- 
ing for  definite  Christian  service.  At  the  present  time  we  are  furnish- 
ing Studv  Grants  to  one  girl  at  Vashti  School,  two  girls  at  Pfeiffer 
College,  three  at  Paine  College,  and  three  at  Scarritt  College.  I  trust 
this  number  will  be  increased  this  year. 

The  subject  for  our  special  study  this  year  through  the  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  Department  will  be, 
"The  Church's  Ministry  to  the  Family,"  with  special  emphasis  on 
families  in  the  Demobilization  Period.  I  trust  that  each  Secretary 
of  this  department  will  make  a  special  studv  of  the  very  fine  literature 
available  and  do  a  marvelous  job  in  her  Communitv. 

You  will  see  from  the  Treasurer's  Recommendations  that  we  are 
taking  an  increased  budget  for  this  year  as  we  have  been  doing  in 
past  vears.  If  we  all  work  together  we  will  have  no  trouble  in  meet- 
ing it.  Mrs.  Bragg,  our  Division  President,  tells  of  visiting  a  Society 
a  few  months  ago  which  took  $500.00  as  its  budget,  and  overpaid  it 
$25.00.  When  it  was  announced,  the  Society  stood  and  sang  the 
Doxology.  At  the  same  time,  they  had  $900.00  left  in  the  local 
treasury  and  they  were  thoroughly  unconcerned  about  the  tragic 
conditions  in  the  world  today.  Women,  that  must  not  happen  in 
our  Conference!  I  believe  if  we  will  be  active  in  our  Society,  attend 
its  meetings  and  make  a  study  of  the  needs  of  the  fields,  where  we 
have  work  it  cannot  happen.  You  have  been  so  fine  in  the  past,  I 
know  you  will  not  fail  in  these  difficult  davs. 

Even  though  we  cannot  have  our  Annual  Meeting  this  year, 
we  are  having  printed  for  record  and  history,  and  for  vour  informa- 
tion and  study,  the  reports  of  Officers,  Secretaries  and  other  Workers 
in  our  Conference.     You  will  find  listed  also  the  Recommendations 
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for  this  year.     Please  try  doubly  hard  to  carry  out  these  recommenda- 
tions, as  they  will  be  your  Guide  Posts  for  the  year. 

Our  Missionaries  tell  us  that  some  of  the  refugees  in  China  sell 
everything  they  can  get  for  food,  finally  in  desperation  they  sell  their 
children  as  slaves  for  food  in  order  that  they  might  live  a  few  days 
longer,  and  that  the  plight  of  these  slave  children  is  worse  than  that 
of  the  hungry  children.  Please  share  these  facts  with  the  members 
of  your  Society  for  I  feel  sure  when  they  understand,  they  will  want 
to  give  to  help  relieve  such  a  situation.  We  had  a  great  opportunity 
at  the  close  of  the  last  world  war  to  do  something  worth  while,  but 
we  failed.  We  will  have  an  even  greater  opportunity  at  the  close  of 
this  world  war,  and  woe-be-tide  us  if  we  fail  again  to  do  something  to 
bring  peace,  progress,  and  happiness.  Let  us  help  create  public  opin- 
ion to  the  end  that  war  plants  and  other  war  properties  be  converted 
into  plants  that  will  contribute  to  the  full  employment  in  the  produc- 
tion of  essential  consumer  goods. 

In  everv  other  good  cause  our  women  have  been  active  in  the 
Crusade  for  Christ,  in  many  places  pledging  and  paying  large  amounts 
in  the  treasury  of  the  Crusade.  We  rejoice  that  we  have  had  a  part 
in  it,  and  deeply  grateful  that  the  financial  end  of  it  has  had  such  a 
triumphant  conclusion.  We  are  now  entering  the  next  phase  of  the 
great  movement  and  I  sincerely  trust  that  you  give  vourselves  even 
more  vigorously  to  the  evangelistic  phase  of  the  movement  which 
after  all  is  the  most  important  part.  Soul  saving  is  the  tradition 
of  Methodism.  This  is  an  effort  to  regain,  where  we  have  lost  it,  the 
passion  for  the  enlistment  of  men  and  women  in  the  Kingdom.  I 
trust  that  every  one  of  you  will  offer  your  services  to  your  Pastor 
for  this  cause. 

Of  course  any  sort  of  church  work  is  going  to  be  difficult  in  these 
days,  but  the  more  difficult  the  work,  the  more  effort  we  should  give, 
and  the  more  necessary  that  it  should  be  done.  When  the  war 
closes  events  will  move  with  lightning  rapidity.  The  Church  must  be 
"on  its  toes."  We  shall  probably  not  have  a  second  chance.  Ground 
lost  now  may  not  be  retaken  for  a  generation  or  more,  or  maybe 
never.  It  is  hardly  too  much  to  say  it  is  now  or  never  with  the 
Church.  It  will  not  only  take  great  effort,  but  it  is  a  time  for  great 
faith.  We  must  not  allow  the  greatness  of  the  task  to  daunt  us,  we 
must  believe  that  we  working  together  with  God  can  win  the  world 
for  Him.  "To  doubt  would  be  disloyalty,  To  falter  would  be  sin." 
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REPORT  OF  VICE-PRESIDENT

My  work  of  the  past  year  has  been  of  the  routine  type  and  the 
relating  of  such  would  be  of  no  particular  interest.  Due  to  the  short- 
age of  gas  and  the  difficulties  of  travel  I  have  not  attended  as  many 
meetings  as  formerly,  and  my  work  has  been  largelv  confined  to  the 
local  church  and  surrounding  area. 

I  think  the  most  enjovable  experience  was  that  of  being  the 
guest  speaker  at  a  vesper  service  at  Wesley  Memorial  Church,  High 
Point,  which  was  sponsored  bv  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  At 
the  close  of  the  service  the  entire  congregation  was  invited  to  the 
social  room  of  the  Church  where  tea  was  served  to  some  300  people. 
The  service  was  in  charge  of  the  Guild  and  was  a  splendid  demon- 
stration of  the  efficiencv  of  the  business  women  in  action  in  a  mis- 
sionary organization. 

I  have  also  had  the  privilege  of  meeting  with  some  of  the  newly 
organized  societies  and  it  makes  my  heart  rejoice  to  see  the  genuine 
interest  and  deep  concern  of  our  women  in  the  work  of  the  Church 
in  these  tragic  times.  It  seems  to  me  that  our  good  reports  for  the 
past  year  should  greatlv  strengthen  our  faith  in  the  willingness  of 
Methodist  women  to  meet  the  great  responsibilities  of  this  hour  of 
emergency. 

I  think  it  well  to  emphasize  some  of  the  duties  of  the  Vice 
President  in  the  local  church. 

1.  She  is  to  support  the  president  in  all  the  work  of  the 
society  and  at  all  times  cooperate  in  every  possible  way  to  promote 
its  interests. 

2.  She  is  chairman  of  the  program  committee  and  it  is  her 
duty  to  see  that  the  programs  are  educative  and  interesting.  Inter- 
esting programs  insure  good  attendance  and  an  informed  and  inter- 
ested membership.  Nothing  is  more  important. 

3.  She  is  to  keep  informed  about  the  World  Federation  of 
Methodist  Women  and  the  work  Christian  women  of  the  world  are 
doing.  Such  information  can  be  used  in  connection  with  the  regular 
program  material. 

4.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  Vice  President  be  responsible 
for  Special  Life,  Honorary  and  Memorial  Memberships. 

5.  There  is  a  new  leaflet,  "Vice  Presidents  in  the  Local 
Church,"  which  can  be  had  bv  ordering  from  Literature  Head- 
quarters. It  is  free.  The  office  of  the  Vice  President  can  be  a  use- 
ful field  and  there  is  much  she  can  do  to  make  the  society  a  better 
one.

If  so,  now  is  the  time  to  gird  ourselves,  to  offer  our  sons  and  daugh- 
ters, and  lay  upon  the  altar  our  money  for  the  campaign  of  the  Prince 
of  Peace  and  the  Savior  of  the  World.  In  His  name  may  we  "Go, 
labor  on:  spend  and  be  spent." 


REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  ORGANIZATION 
AND  PROMOTION 


Mrs.  A.  L.  Thompson 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  the  following  report  which  is  so  full  of  blessings 
and  services. 

ORGANIZATION:  Each  of  the  ten  districts  reported  promptly  and  went 
forward  in  each  line  of  work.  Reports  show  at  the  close  of  1944,  26  new  societies, 
three  under  the  Simplified  Plan  of  organization  for  small  churches.  There  were 
added  1,551  new  members,  giving  a  total  membership  of  20.231.  Four  charges 
and  52  churches  are  unorganized. 

Marion  District  led  in  organization  with  eight  new  societies.  Charlotte  Dis- 
trict six  new  societies,  Winston-Salem  District  four  new  societies,  Grcensborc 
District  three  new  societies,  Gastonia  District  two  new  societies,  Salisbury, 
Thomasville  and  Waynesville  Districts  one  new  society  each. 

Salisbury  District  led  in  percentage  of  increase  in  membership. 

WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD :  The  W.  S.  G.  reports  96  units,  five  new 
units  this  year  with  107  new  members  giving  a  total  membership  of  2,343. 

All  units  worked  in  close  cooperation  with  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  and  used  the 
regular  program  materials  for  programs  and  study.  Gave  contributions  to  the 
Boston  Mission  Dispensary.  Furnished  workers  at  U.  S.  O.  Had  glass  windows 
put  in  church  in  honor  of  men  and  women  in  service.  Aided  in  cancer  drive. 
Sent  gifts  to  Moore  General  Hospital.  Sent  colored  delegates  to  training  school 
in  Winston-Salem.  Contributed  to  Polio  Center.  Furnished  clothing  to  girl 
working  way  through  college.  Supplied  adult  counselors  for  Methodist  Youth 
Fellowship.  Sent  contribution  to  Children's  Home.  Gave  attention  to  all 
Guild  months  of  observance.  Working  in  many  other  projects  in  close  coopera- 
tion with  the  W.  S.  C.  S.'s  local  committee  on  C.  S.  R.  and  L.  C.  A.  The  Guild 
made  a  total  contribution  to  the  Conference,  through  their  Guild  Treasurer, 
of  $5,078.71. 

MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE :    There     were  980     Mission 

Study  classes  conducted,  using  the  approved  study  courses,  with  attendance  of 

16,191  members.  There  were  140  Jurisdiction  credits  awarded.  64  Informal 
classes  held.     74  Reading  circles  and  48  libraries  reported. 
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STUDENT  WORK :  There  were  220  Student  Secretaries  who  did  active  work 
during  the  past  year.  30  churches  near  college  campuses  did  special  work.  Stu- 
dent Recognition  Day  was  observed.  Letters  and  cards  of  introduction  were  sent 
to  students  in  camp.  Church  affiliation  encouraged.  Literature  and  letters  sent 
to  service  men  and  women.  $425.00  was  given  to  Scarritt  Associate  Member- 
ship. 

YOUTH  WORK:  Among  the  vouth  of  our  churches  220  secretaries  have  been 
active,  reporting  55  interest  groups  using  special  material  prepared  for  these 
groups,  83  committees  on  World  Friendship,  46  Joint  Committees  and  86  adult 
advisors.     65  groups  used  Methodist  Woman  and  66  groups  the  World  Outlook. 

CHILDREN'S  WORK:  Out  of  the  339  children's  secretaries  elected,  300  re- 
ported, 132  reported  regularly  each  quarter,  10,416  primaries  and  juniors  studied 
units  in  Januarv.  75  churches  had  additional  sessions.  $171.56  was  sent  in  from 
additional  sessions.  $126.08  was  given  for  supplies  and  boxes  valued  at  $60.88. 
10,124  children  took  part  in  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  offerings. 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS  AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES : 

Fine  reports  came  from  all  secretaries  along  the  line  of  C.  S.  R.  and  L.  C.  A. 
A  splendid  work  was  done  in  the  seven  areas  of  service  which  can  not  be  tabulated 
in  the  space  alloted.  However,  every  societv,  regardless  of  how  small,  had  an 
opportunity-  and  did  serve  in  some  of  the  seven  areas  in  full  cooperation  with 
State  and  National  Agencies.  The  total  amount  reported  for  year  was  $76,343.79. 

PUBLICATIONS  AND  LITERATURE :  The  total  number  of  subscriptions 
for  1944  were  Methodist  W'oman,  4,811,  the  World  Outlook  4,148. 

Weslevan  Service  Guild  subscription  to  Methodist  Woman  344,  World 
Outlook  265. 

Salisburv  District  led  in  having  all  district  officers  subscribers  to  both  maga- 
zines and  Statesville  District  in  having  the  greatest  number  of  members  sub- 
scribing to  both  magazines.  Our  Christian  Advocate  Woman's  Page  has  been 
kept  on  a  high  level  with  pertinent  and  helpful  information.  The  program 
materials  were  ordered  from  Literature  Headquarters  by  societies  and  used  in 
connection  with  the  Methodist  Woman,  World  Outlook  and  Christian  Advocate 
at  their  monthly  meetings. 

SUPPLIES:  In  the  line  of  supplies  the  grand  total  of  $5,370.51  was  con- 
tributed toward  Home  and  Foreign  Work.  The  amount  of  $3,308.16  was  given 
to  home  institutions — Allen  Home  and  School,  Pfeiffer  Jr.  College,  Charlotte 
and  Winston  Bethlehem  Centers,  Scarritt,  Vashti,  Robinson  Home  and  Kinder- 
garten, Ethel  Harpst  Home,  Alvin  Drew,  Cherokee  Indian  Reservation,  Japanese 
Relocation  Camp  and  needv  ministers'  families.  For  Foreign  work  $2,866.77  was 
sent  for  China  Relief,  Latin  America,  Africa,  India  and  over  $80.00  for  sub- 
scriptions to  International  Journals. 

SPIRITUAL  LIFE :  In  this  dav  of  suffering  and  anguish  special  emphasis  was 
placed  on  Spiritual  Life  through  retreats  in  local  societies  and  districts  and 
Special  Days  of  Prayer,  The  "Upper  Room"  was  distributed  to  men  in  service, 
students  in  camps  and  colleges.  498  Spiritual  Life  secretaries  reported  during 
the  year.  Winston-Salem  District  reported  the  greatest  number  of  active  secre- 
taries. 

WEEK  OF  PRAYER  AND  SELF-DENIAL:  262  societies  observed  the  Week 
of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial,  with  an  offering  amounting  to  $6,061.49,  Gastonia 
and  Thomasville  Districts  tied  in  number  of  societies  observing  the  Week  of 
Prayer. 

LIFE  MEMBERS :  There  were  1 59  adult  life  memberships  given,  four  hon- 
orary life  memberships,  one  honorary  youth  and  six  honorary  baby  memberships. 
Greensboro  District  led  in  giving  99  memberships. 
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GOALS:  The  eight  goals  for  1944  were  reached  by  87  societies  reporting  hav- 
ing made  all  goals  and  350  societies  met  all  requirements  except  one  or  two. 
Greensboro  District  led  in  societies  reaching  the  greatest  number  of  goals. 

FINANCES:  All  financial  obligations  were  met  by  the  Conference  with  extra 
contributions  for  rural  workers.  All  districts  overpaid  their  pledges  with  the  ex- 
ception of  one.  Total  amount  sent  to  Conference  Treasurer  was  $91,205.75. 
— Total  amount  sent  to  the  Division  Treasurer  was  $83,500.83. 

Recommendations  For  Organization  and  Promotion 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  goals  or  objectives  be  used  as  a  method  of  promotion  to  be  known 
in  1945  as  Doors  of  Progress.  We  further  recommend  that  there  be  a 
quarterly  check  by  each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  as  to  their 
use  at  the  quarterly  executive  meeting  of  the  local  society  when  reports  are 
made. 

2.  That  in  striving  to  reach  goals  special  emphasis  be  placed  on  Children, 
Youth,  Student  Work,  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  and  that  a  minimum 
goal  of  fifteen  new  Guilds  and  fifteen  new  Girl's  Interest  Groups  be  accepted 
for  1945. 

3.  That  in  view  of  need  for  trained  Christian  workers  each  district  and  local 
society  select  a  well  qualified  Missionary  Personnel  Secretary. 

4.  That  the  Simplified  Plan  of  a  five  officer  society  prepared  for  new  societies 
be  used  in  small  churches  to  promote  organization,  using  report  blanks 
especially  prepared  for  these  new  societies. 

5.  That  each  society  work  toward  a  10%  net  increase  in  membership  bearing 
in  mind  all  church  members  are  not  members  of  society  and  that  all  new 
members  be  given  not  only  a  hearty  welcome  but  also  work  to  do  in  the 
society. 

6.  That  as  a  woman's  organization  of  the  church  full  cooperation  be  given  in 
all  five  objectives  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ  by  increasing  the  awareness  of 
God's  presence  and  guidance  through  deepening  the  Spiritual  Life  of  the 
Society. 

7.  That  the  title  of  Corresponding  Secretary  be  changed  to  Secretary  of 
Organization  and  Promotion,  through  conferences  and  districts. 

8.  That  district  secretaries  of  organizations  and  promotion  or  presidents  hold 
an  instruction  day  for  district  and  local  society  officers  as  early  in  the  year 
as  possible. 

9.  That  local  societies  re-emphasize  the  importance  of  every  member  in  the 
society  making  a  pledge.  We  further  recommend  the  use  of  the  program 
material  on  Finance  and  Giving  with  emphasis  on  special  times  of  giving 
and  special  memberships,  also  a  financial  increase  over  1944  pledge  with  no 
funds  at  the  close  of  the  year  left  dormant  in  treasuries  in  this  time  of 
great  need. 

10.  That  the  continued  use  of  the  Record  and  Report  book  be  kept  with  ac- 
curate reports  made  at  quarterly  executive  meetings  of  local  society.  We 
further  recommend  that  reports  be  sent  promptly  to  district  secretaries  of 
organization  and  promotion  by  last  day  of  each  quarter.

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REPORT  OF  TREASURER 


Mrs.  P.  N.  Peacock 

Notwithstanding  the  troubled  existence  of  the  Finance  Division  the  past 
year,  1944  closed  triumphantly  with  the  largest  total  receipts  in  the  history  of 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Just  at  the  close  of  the  first  quarter,  Mrs.  Walter  Johnston,  Jr.,  who  had 
made  such  a  fine  record  in  her  first  year  as  Conference  Treasurer,  found  she  would 
have  to  be  released  from  the  work  at  least  temporarilv.  Her  husband  had  gone 
to  the  army,  and  it  was  necessarv  for  her  to  return  to  her  old  home  in  Texas 
during  his  absence.  When  the  committee  began  to  look  around  for  a  successor 
to  Airs.  Johnston,  the  members  said  one  to  another  "Why  not  our  Treasurer 
Emeritus,  Mrs.  P.  N.  Peacock?"  And  so  it  was  that  I  was  drafted  for  my  old 
job  while  Mrs.  Johnston  is  away.  She  handled  all  reports  for  first  and  second 
quarters,  and  smoothed  the  way  for  me  to  take  over. 

Total  receipts  for  the  year  from  all  sources  were  $91,875.53,  as  compared 
with  1943  receipts  of  $80,812.81.  So  do  we  grow  apace  from  vear  to  year, 
not  alone  in  finances  I  am  sure,  but  in  love,  and  devotion,  and  sacrifice.  These 
figures  include  funds  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  Their  special  treasurer,  Miss 
Woodv,  handles  all  their  reports,  makes  up  her  own  report  and  sends  to  me  at 
close  of  each  quarter,  with  check  for  the  amount. 

We  had  the  largest  number  of  life  memberships  yet  reported.  The  list 
includes  3  Honorarv  Life  Memberships,  201  Adult  Life  Memberships,  1  Honorary 
Youth  Membership,  and  13  Honorarv  Baby  Memberships,  also  one  name  placed 
on  Memorial  Roll.  The  Week  of  Praver  Offering  increased  in  full  proportion 
to  other  causes,  total  received  being  $6,263.29.  This  represented  an  increase  of 
a  little  more  than  $3,000.00.  Two  special  calls  were  made  during  the  year, 
the  first  to  take  care  of  one  of  the  Conference  Rural  Workers.  This  was  paid 
in  such  full  measure  that  we  have  a  balance  left  in  the  treasury  for  a  new 
worker  to  take  the  place  of  Mrs.  Dawsev  who  has  now  resigned.  The  second 
emergency  call  was  to  help  make  up  a  deficit  in  the  pledge  for  Southeastern 
Jurisdiction.  The  response  to  this  was  most  gratifying.  Cifts  in  the  division 
of  Cash  Supplies  increased  enormously,  testifying  to  the  vital  intciest  in  many 
special  lines  of  work.  I  will  leave  to  Mrs.  Harbison  the  pleasure  of  bringing  you 
the  actual  figures. 

Youth  Work  offerings  increased  about  50%  above  1943.  The  children 
did  not  do  quite  so  well.  I  am  sure  this  is  no  fault  of  the  children,  but  pos- 
sibly a  misunderstanding  in  regard  to  what  is  expected  of  them.  The  Lenten 
Offering  has  not  yet  really  touched  the  women  of  our  Conference.  It  seems 
to  me  that  $401.89  was  an  entirely  inadequate  amount  for  a  love  gift  at  that 
period.  I  am  not  reporting  Local  Work.  Reports  coming  to  me  for  this  never 
agree  with  amounts  reported  to  the  Secretary  of  C.  S.  R.  and  L.  C.  A.  Her 
figures  will  be  more  accurate. 

Our  church  women  are  the  backbone  of  all  the  war  drives,  for  both  Bonds 
and  Relief  of  all  kinds.  They  have  shown  their  patriotism  and  loyalty  to  their 
countrv,  and  answered  every  request  of  the  nation's  leaders.  Yet  our  thanks  rise 
to  our  Heavenly  Father  that  in  their  hearts  is  such  a  flame  of  love  for  Him,  that 
they  have  given  freelv  of  their  resources  to  earn'  on  the  work  of  His  Kingdom.

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Recommendations  for  1945  Finances 

The  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  Western  N.  C.  Conference 
has  fallen  in  line  with  the  request  of  the  government  that  only  absolutely  es- 
sential conventions  be  held.  We  will  have  no  Annual  Meeting  this  spring,  and 
of  course  there  will  be  no  opportunity  to  get  together  in  a  committee  on  finance. 

Certain  things  were  agreed  upon  at  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  in 
January.  With  those  things  as  a  guide,  I  offer  the  following  recommendations: 

(1)  The  Western  N.  C.  Conference  W.  S.  C.  S.  shall  pledge  to  the  Divi- 
sion for  1945  $58,000.00. 

(2)  The  conference  pledge  for  total  receipts  shall  be  $69,300.00,  and  shall 
be  apportioned  to  the  ten  districts  as  follows:

Charlotte    10,500.00 

Gastonia     : 6,000 .00 

Greensboro     1 2,000.00 

Marion 3,500.00 

Salisbury     7,000.00 

Statesville  . 6,000.00

This  amount  includes  funds  from  all  sources.  Local  societies  in  making  their 
pledges  should  remember  that  Life  Memberships  and  Week  of  Prayer  offerings 
are  to  be  above  pledges. 

(3)  Emphasis  is  to  be  placed  this  year  on  Special  Mission  Projects.  Contact 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne,  Cherryville,  N.  C,  Secretary  of  Mission  Specials  for  informa- 
tion. 

(4)  Three  funds  in  our  conference  are  NOT  to  be  sent  to  the  conference 
treasurer.  These  are  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  send  to  Miss  Cloyce  Woody,  41 5 
N.  Spring  St.,  Winston-Salem,'  N.  C,  Methodist  Youth,  send  to  Miss  Clara  Ross, 
Box  828,  Salisbury,  N.  C;  Scarritt  Associate  Memberships,  send  to  Mrs.  A.  H. 
Whitley,  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  her  address  is  419  Edgedale  Drive,  High 
Point,  N.  C.  She  will  accept  remittances  any  time  during  the  year. 

(5)  We  will  no  longer  carry  the  "Scarritt  Maintenance  Fund".  You  may 
send  money  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  for  "Supplies  for  Scarritt".  That  money 
and  all  other  funds  for  Cash  Supplies  should  be  turned  over  to  the  treasurers  of 
local  societies  that  the  amounts  may  be  included  in  the  regular  reports  of  fourth 
quarter.  Only  one  report  per  quarter  should  be  sent  by  any  society.  Gifts  for 
needy  ministers  or  widows  of  ministers  cannot  now  be  given  credit  as  Supplies. 
They  are  classed  as  local  work.  Send  your  own  gift  to  the  desired  beneficiary. 

(6)  The  Week  of  Prayer  offering  should  be  held  to  the  end  of  the  quarter 
and  be  sent  in  with  the  regular  fourth  quarter  report. 

(7)  The  old  rule  for  time  of  reporting  still  holds  good.  They  are  due  March 
31,  June  30,  September  30,  and  December  31,  but  may  be  sent  earlier.  If  they 
reach  the  conference  treasurer  later  than  the  5th  day  of  the  month  following  these 
dates,  they  cannot  be  credited  in  the  report  for  the  previous  quarter. 

(8)  It  is  an  old  saying  in  the  Executive  Board  "if  you  want  to  keep  a  secret, 
just  put  it  in  the  Annual  Minutes".  We  will  have  no  annual  minutes  this  year. 
An  attractive  pamphlet  will  take  their  place.  Let  us  hope  there  will  be  no  secrets, 
but  that  these  financial  plans  will  be  read  in  every  society,  and  that  each  treasurer 
will  follow  every  suggestion,  and  become  a  model  treasurer.

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Report  of  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education 

Mrs.  C.  A.  York 

Missionary  Education  is  a  wide  "Open  Door"  through  which  we  must  pass 
in  order  to  better  understand,  evaluate  and  utilize  our  opportunity  as  Christians 
in  the  rebuilding  of  a  new  interdependent  world  of  nations.  To  hold  open  this 
inviting  door  of  educational  opportunity  is  the  responsibility  and  the  high  priv- 
ilege of  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service.  The  assumption  of 
this  task  by  those  to  whom  the  trust  has  been  given  has  been  made  evident  in 
this  report  of  our  educational  program,  which  functioned  under  most  difficult 
circumstances.  The  emergencies  of  war,  added  hours  of  work,  transportation  diffi- 
culties, fuel  shortages  etc.,  have  undoubtedly  hindered  in  the  plans  for  extra  study 
courses;  yet,  the  reports  have  indicated  some  interesting  and  ingenious  ways  in 
which  our  women  have  solved  some  of  these  problems.  Difficulties  often  seem  to 
have  served  as  a  challenge. 

The  ten  District  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  faithfulness  in  reporting  each  quarter,  their  work  in  the 
Educational  Seminars,  and  their  personal  efforts  in  stimulating  interest  in  Mission 
and  Bible  Study  in  the  local  societies.  Manv  gave  much  time  in  teaching  some 
of  these  classes.  Their  cooperation  with  the  Secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions, and  Secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life,  the  three  comprising  the  members  of  the 
Study  and  Action  Committee  of  the  district,  resulted  in  coordinating  and  expand- 
ing the  whole  educational  field  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  Study  and  Action  Committee  will  function  freelv  in  the  local 
societies  as  well. 

The  total  number  of  accredited  study  classes  for  1944  was  980,  with  a  total 
of  16,191  members  in  attendance.  The  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  still 
tops  the  list  of  all  the  Conferences,  of  all  the  Jurisdictions  in  number  of  study 
classes.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  holds  a  small  lead  this  year  in  number 
of  women  attending  classes.  There  were  140  classes  which  met  the  requirements 
for  special  Jurisdictional  recognition.  There  were  151  Societies  holding  joint, 
churchwide,  or  "cooperative"  classes.  These  two  types  of  courses  in  cooperation 
with  the  Pastor  and  the  Board  of  Education  offer  splendid  opportunities  to  every 
society  to  increase  its  number  of  studies,  and  to  make  them  churchwide. 

There  were  64  informal  studies  in  the  realms  of  Christian  Social  Relations, 
Spiritual  Life,  and  Stewardship.  These  studies  which  may,  or  may  not  be  chosen 
from  the  approved  list,  and  which  do  not  have  a  required  standard,  are  suggested 
for  those  groups  who  wish  to  learn  how  to  meet  some  community  need,  such  as, 
better  race  relations,  temperance,  delinquency,  etc.  There  were  74  reading  circles 
reported.  These  furnish  information  and  inspiration  to  those  who  find  it  im- 
possible to  attend  meetings  away  from  home.  Particularly  useful  too,  are  the  libra- 
ries which  are  kept  up-to-date  with  new  Mission  and  Bible  Study  books  and 
church  periodicals  kept  on  file.  They  are  excellent  as  supplementary  material  for 
regular  courses  of  study,  and  afford  those  persons  who  miss  the  classes  an  op- 
portunity to  widen  their  horizons.  Let  us  try  to  have  more  than  48  to  report  an- 
other year. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  1,633  women  t°ok  advantage  of  the  Seminars, 
Pastors'  School,  Missionary  Institutes,  School  of  Missions,  etc.,  last  year.  The 
value  of  such  cultivation  can  not  be  over-estimated.  Plans  should  be  made  now 
to  attend  as  many  of  these  educational  "Open  Doors"  of  opportunity  as  possible. 

There  were  136  societies  that  completed  three  studies  for  the  year — thereby 
making  the  Conference  Honor  Roll.  Those  attaining  the  goal  of  four  studies  have 
the  number  (4)  opposite  in  the  list  which  is  as  follows:

Thomasvillle, 
the  new  district,  comes  second  in  number  of  classes  (105),  and  ties  with  Win- 
ston-Salem in  number  of  societies  on  the  Honor  Roll  (18).  Salisbury  comes 
second  in  number  of  women  in  attendance  with  2,033,  an(^  number  of  Jurisdic- 
tional classes  (17).  Winston-Salem  comes  third  in  number  of  classes  (100)  and 
ties  with  Thomasville  in  number  of  societies  on  the  Honor  Roll  (18).  Greens- 
boro comes  third  in  number  of  Jurisdictional  classes  with  14. 

Local  honors  go  to  Central  Church,  Bessemer  City  and  to  Central  Church, 
Shelby,  both  in  the  Gastonia  District,  for  four  Jurisdictional  Classes  each,  all  well 
planned,  well  attended,  superior  study  courses.  What  Bessemer  City  and  Shelby 
did,  others  can  do  with  enough  faith  and  hard  work.

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Recommendations  for  Missionary  Education 

The  committee  recommends: 

1.  That  there  be  full  cooperation  between  the  Program  Committee  and  the 
Study  and  Action  Committee  (composed  of  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Educa- 
tion and  Service,  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  and  Secretary  of  Spirit- 
ual Life)  in  planning  the  educational  work  of  the  local  society  for  the  year. 

a.  Make  effective  use  of  monthly  programs  and  coordinate  them  with  special 
studies. 

b.  Suggest  informal  studies  to  meet  special  local  needs. 

2.  That  each  society  set  a  minimum  goal  of  two  approved  studies  for  the 
year,  and  strive  for  the  ultimate  goal  of  one  study  for  each  quarter. 

3.  That  the  Study  and  Action  Committee  cooperate  with  the  pastor  in  the 
joint  churchwide  study. 

4.  That  the  societies  take  advantage  of  "Cooperative"  classes  sponsored  by 
the  Board  of  Education  in  the  Leadership  Training  Schools. 

5.  That  Educational  Seminars  be  held  in  each  district  next  September. 

6.  That  each  district  send  its  District  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service  to  take  a  training  course  in  either  the  Pastor's  School,  Greensboro  Col- 
lege, June  4-8,  Greensboro,  N.  C,  or  to  the  School  of  Missions,  July  23-Aug.  1, 
at  Lake  Junaluska.  X.  C. 

7.  That  in  order  to  render  more  efficient  service,  each  Secretary  of  Missionary 
Education  and  Service  equip  herself  with  the  following  means  of  cultivation: 

a.  Handbook,  leaflets  and  other  literature  described  in  Catalogue  of  Publica- 
tions. 

b.  The  Methodist  Woman  and  The  World  Outlook. 

c.  Attendance  at  Zone,  District  Meetings,  Missionary  Institutes,  and  Edu- 
cational Seminars. 

8.  That  the  following  topics  for  1945-46  be  approved: 

The  Church  Among  Uprooted  Americans,  The  Fatherhood  of  God,  Families 
in  a  New  World,  Africa,  Christ  After  Chaos.

Standards  for  Jurisdictional  Classes 

I.  THE  TEXTBOOK  used  in  Special  Classes  must  be  selected  from  the 
list  recommended  for  that  purpose  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service  for  the  current  year. 

II.     SUPPLEMEXTARY   MATERIAL   must  be   used   by  members   of  the 
class  to  enrich  the  studv  of  the  text. 

III.  XUMBER  OF  CLASS  SESSIOXS  shall  be  at  least  four.  Xo  two  ses- 
sions shall  be  on  the  same  day. 

IV.  LEXGTH  OF  A  CLASS  SESSIOX  shall  be  at  least  one  hour  for  a 
six-session  class  and  one  hour  and  a  half  for  a  four-session  class,  with  a 
minimum  total  of  six  hours  for  anv  course. 

V.  OXE  TO  EIGHT  weeks  may  be  used  for  the  studv,  but  a  four  to  six 
weeks'  study  is  highly  desirable. 

VI.  AN  AVERAGE  OF  jo%  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  the 
class  sessions. 
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VII.  STUDENTS  MUST  READ  THE  APPROVED  TEXT,  make  outside 
preparation  and  participate  in  class  work.  In  addition  to  this,  assignments 
shall  be  given  by  the  teacher.  These  assignments  may  be  reading  from 
supplementary  materials,  research,  cooperative  activities,  etc.,  that  require 
additional  outside  preparation.  This  and  some  results  of  the  study  may  be 
reported  on  an  additional  sheet. 

VIII.  THE  DISCUSSION  METHOD  of  conducting  the  class  is  recommended 
as  most  successful  in  stimulating  group  study  and  participation.  The  lec- 
ture method  alone  is  not  acceptable.  A  variety  of  methods  mav  be  de- 
sirable. (See  free  leaflet:  Ways  of  Conducting  Successful  Study  Classes.) 

IX.  THE  TEACHER  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  by  consecration  to  the 
task,  by  sufficient  educational  background  and  by  a  willingness  to  use 
every  opportunity  for  becoming  a  trained  and  experienced  teacher,  such  as 
Special  Study  and  Preparation,  or  attending  Educational  Conferences, 
Pastors'  Schools,  Leadership  Schools.  Training  Courses,  Schools  of  Mis- 
sions or  Educational  Seminars. 

X.  A  REPORT  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Education  on  the  blank  furnished  by  her.  She  shall  examine  it, 
and  if  requirements  are  met,  she  will  issue  a  recognition  card  for  work 
meeting  the  required  standard. 

Report  of  Secretary  of  Missionary  Service 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne 

The  office  of  Secretary  of  Missionary  Service  is  so  new  that  it  is  difficult 
to  make  a  report.  So  far  verv  little  has  been  definitelv  planned  for  carrving  on 
this  work,  except  that  the  Secretary  has  been  given  a  complete  list  of  home  and 
foreign  projects  that  can  be  taken  as  Missionary  Specials  by  societies  or  indi- 
viduals. These  Specials  range  in  price  from  $10  to  $2,000  and  they  are  badly 
needed  for  our  work,  both  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields.  These  Specials  present 
a  great  opportunity  for  some  society  or  individual  member  to  directly  contact  a 
foreign  field  by  supporting  a  scholarship,  a  Bible  woman,  or  a  missionarv  or  to 
give  a  "lift"  to  some  fine  project  right  here  in  our  own  America.  All  Specials  are 
expected  to  be  over  and  above  the  pledge  that  vour  society  is  now  paying. 

In  1944,  $8,495  was  given  for  Missionarv  Specials  for  foreign  work.  This  in- 
cluded the  support  of  7  missionaries,  1 3  Bible  women,  9  foreign  scholarships  and 
9  budget  specials.  As  Missionary  Specials  for  home  work  we  supported  our  own 
Bethlehem  centers  at  Charlotte  and  Winston-Salem,  paid  the  salary  of  one  of 
our  rural  workers,  and  gave  2  scholarships  at  Pfeiffer  College,  3  at  Paine  College 
and  3  at  Scarritt  College.  The  total  expense  of  this  was  $4,862.  The  Specials  for 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  amounted  to  $3,987.  which  made  a  total  for  our 
conference  of  $17,344  for  all  Specials.  This  amount  was  about  19%  of  the  total 
amount  of  pledge  sent  to  the  Division  treasurer. 

One  new  Special  was  added  the  last  quarter  of  1944.  This  was  a  S60  scholar- 
ship taken  by  Hickory  Grove,  a  new  society  in  the  Greensboro  District.  Their 
scholarship  is  at  Primary  Bovs  School,  Tsewind,  India. 

Mrs.  J.  D.  Stentz  has  taken  a  scholarship  at  Ouessua  School,  Angola  Con- 
ference, Africa,  as  a  memorial  to  her  son,  Captain  David  R.  Stentz  of  the  Amer- 
ican Army  Air  Force,  who  gave  his  life  in  the  African  campaign.  Captain  Stentz 
was  a  licensed  Methodist  minister. 

It  would  give  me  great  pleasure  to  hear  from  any  society  or  individual  who 
is  interested  in  Missionarv  Specials. 
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Report  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities 

Mrs.  Edd  F.  Gardner 

Believing  that  deep  spiritual  significance  must  be  attached  to  the  work  of 
the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  let 
us  say  with  Paul,  "I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ  who  strengtheneth  me."  Let 
us  go  forward  with  courage,  remembering  that  God  is  our  Father  and  we  are 
His  children  to  whom  He  has  intrusted  this  definite  work. 

It  is  interesting  to  know  in  these  davs  when  there  is  so  much  hate  and  mis- 
understanding among  the  nations  that  our  major  interest  centers  in  the  field  of 
Interracial  cooperation,  International  Relations  and  world  Peace.  If  nations  are 
ever  to  live  in  peace  with  each  other,  Christ's  law  of  love  must  be  put  into  action 
in  all  our  dealings  with  people  of  other  races  and  nations.  Let  us  continue  to 
study,  pray,  and  work  for  a  Christian  Community. 

Reports  show  theie  is  a  better  understanding  of  the  purposes  and  methods 
of  this  department  of  work  in  our  societies,  especially  is  this  true  in  the  small 
church.  They  are  being  informed  and  inspired  with  the  need  and  opportunity 
facing  their  church  today. 

The  Leadership  School  for  colored  Christian  workers  at  Hanes  Institutional 
Church  in  Winston-Salem  had  the  largest  enrollment  last  vear  they  have  had. 
Many  of  these  students  made  reports  to  the  society  that  made  it  possible  for 
them  to  attend  this  school,  it  was  gratifying  to  see  their  appreciation. 

Study,  both  intensive  and  comprehensive  is  vital  for  the  progress  of  this  de- 
partment. Therefore,  all  societies  were  urged  to  secure  and  to  make  use  of  the 
Handbook  and  study  pamphlets  of  the  department,  together  with  approved  and 
informal  studies,  The  Methodist  Woman  and  other  sources  of  material  valuable 
in  the  work. 

It  was  my  disappointment  not  to  be  admitted  to  the  school  of  missions  at 
Lake  Junaluska  last  summer  on  account  of  "Polio  Cases"  in  our  town.  Not  hav- 
ing that  experience,  I  was  not  personally  prepared  for  my  task  and  the  effective- 
ness of  my  work  has  not  been  what  it  might  have  been. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  attend  the  study  and  action  committee  meeting.  I 
also  attended  some  of  the  Seminars  and  zone  meetings  in  which  I  presented  the 
program  of  C.  S.  R.  and  L.  C.  A.  During  the  year,  I  answered  numerous  letters, 
asking  for  information  and  sent  out  letters  to  the  local  secretaries  twice  and  to 
the  district  secretaries  each  quarter. 

The  number  of  reports  received  was  an  increase  over  last  year,  a  step  up 
of  a  little  more  than  10%.  All  districts  reported  splendid  work  in  local  church 
activities.  Many  churches  undertaking  worthwhile  projects  in  better  racial  under- 
standing; interest  in  alcoholic  and  narcotic  education;  the  Christian  Home  is  re- 
ceiving deserved  attention  and  it  must  receive  more  if  we  are  to  solve  this  de- 
linquencv  problem. 

The  amount  of  money  spent  in  this  work  last  year  was  $76,343.79.  Our 
heartfelt  thanks  is  given  to  local  leaders  and  faithful  district  secretaries. 

There  is  no  hope  of  establishing  a  more  Christian  Social  Order  except 
through  the  labour  and  sacrifice  of  those  in  whom  the  spirit  of  Christ  is  active. 
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Recommendations  —  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 

Activities 

I.  General. 

We  recommend: 

Study,  both  intensive  and  comprehensive  is  vital  for  the  progress  of  this 
department.  Therefore,  all  societies  are  urged  to  secure  and  make  use  of  the 
Handbook.  The  approved  study  "Christianity  and  Social  Order"  is  to  be  con- 
tinued through  the  summer  months. 

II.   Program  of  Action  for  the  Local  Society. 

1.  We  urge  full  cooperation  and  active  participation  of  each  woman  in  the 
local  church  in  every  phase  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ. 

2.  Realizing  that  less  than  one-half  of  the  people  of  our  Southeast  are  even 
nominal  members  of  the  church  and  church  attendance  is  small  in  propor- 
tion to  the  membership :- 

We  urge — that  the  major  concern  of  the  local  society  be  the  building  up  of 
church  membership,  church  attendance,  and  the  extension  of  the  ministry 
of  the  church  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  people — 

a.  By  cooperating  with  church  school  advance  and  evangelism  by  aiding 
the  Board  of  Education  in  securing  qualified  teachers  and  being  concerned 
about  the  types  of  teaching  offered  to  the  children  and  youth. 

b.  By  a  program  of  home  calling  in  the  immediate  neighborhood,  regard- 
less of  race,  culture,  or  economic  status,  with  special  recognition  of  the 
loneliness  of  new-comers,  inviting  the  families  to  share  in  the  church  life 
of  the  community. 

c.  By  working  with  the  pastor  and  community  agencies  to  find  the  facts 
about  family  needs  and  cooperating  with  them  in  planning  action. 

d.  By  urging  local  authorities  to  provide  community-wide  recreation  pro- 
grams especially  where  there  is  danger  of  children  being  exploited  by  com- 
mercial recreational  agencies. 

III.     Concerning  the  Problems  of  Alcohol  and  Lawlessness. 

We  recommend: 

1 .  That  each  local  society  find  out  the  laws  of  the  State  on  education  in  the 
public  schools  on  the  alcohol  problem  and  the  extent  to  which  these  laws 
are  carried  out. 

2.  That  every  effort  be  made  to  secure  the  interest  of  the  State  Departments  of 
Education,  school  administrators  and  teachers  to  provide  instruction  on  all 
grade  levels. 

3.  That  the  local  society  make  studies  of  the  growing  spirit  of  lawlessness  in  its 
community,  using  national,  regional,  and  local  agencies  at  work  in  this  field. 

IV.    Interracial  Cooperation. 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  we  again  cooperate  in  providing  study  grants  from  local  societies  for 
colored  leaders  desiring  to  attend  the  school  for  Christian  Workers  at 
Hanes  Institutional  Church,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  which  will  be  held 
June  25-30,  1945. 
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V.    Legislation. 

We  recommend: 

1.     That  Methodist  women  work   for  the  passage  of  the  Murray-Kilgore  or 
similar  bill  for  training,  placement  and  transportation  of  war  workers: 
For  the  Dawson-Scanlon-LaFollette  bill  for  a  permanent  Fair  Employment 
Practice  Committee. 

For  the  extension  of  the  Price  Control  Act  beyond  its  expiration  date,  June 
30,  1945. 

For  adequate  appropriation  for  FSA,  OPA  and  other  government  agencies 
designed  to  protect  low  income  people: 

For  the  extension  of  social  security  benefits  to  domestic  and  agricultural 
workers  and  employees  of  non-profit  organizations — also  for  old  age  and 
permanent  disability  benefits. 

For  equalization  of  educational  opportunities  for  all  people  without  regard 
to  race,  creed,  or  place  of  residence. 

For  adequate  child  labor  laws,  state  minimum  wage,  maximum  hours  and 
equal  pay  laws  and  enforcement  of  existing  laws. 

VI  .  Demobilization  and  World  Peace. 

We  recommend: 

1.  The  local  society  make  every  effort  to  cooperate  with  the  church  and  the 
community  agencies  in  serving  the  returning  service  bov  and  girl  and  the 
returning  of  relocated  families  of  war  industries. 

2.  Believing  that  women  around  the  world  must  unite  in  a  determined  effort 
to  bring  about  a  permanent  peace, 

We  urge  study  bv  the  local  society  of  the  Dumbarton  Oaks  proposals  and 
of  subsequent  amendments  and  revisions,  registering  convictions  with  its 
Senators,  and  informal  studies  and  forums  on  any  international  conferences 
whether  of  a  financial,  economic,  racial  or  other  nature  as  basic  to  a 
successful  organization  for  world  peace. 

3.  Realizing  that  V  DAY  is  but  a  step  on  the  road  to  peace,  we  urge  women 
to  be  aware  of  the  need  to  conserve  savings  and  war  bonds;  to  continue 
to  observe  price  ceilings  and  ration  regulations;  and  to  continue  to  use 
present  supply  of  consumer  goods  carefulh/  until  the  war  and  peace  are 
both  won. 

4.  Recognizing  the  growing  concern  about  the  employment  and  wages  of 
women  in  the  post-war  world,  we  recommend  that  the  findings  of  the 
Conference  on  Post- War  Employment  of  Women  be  used  as  an  informal 
study  in  local  societies  and  as  a  basis  for  discussion  in  district,  zone,  and 
group  meetings. 

Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 

Mrs.  W.  F.  Redding,  Jr. 

The  growth  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  since  unification  is  but  a  token 
of  its  possibilities  within  the  next  four  years — To  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
has  been  given  the  task  and  the  opportunity  of  bringing  into  the  work  and  the 
fellowship  of  Methodist  Women  the  gainfully  employed  women  of  the  church 
and  the  community. 
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"About  18  million  women  are  in  the  employed  ranks  today — almost  one  in 
every  seven  employed  persons  in  the  United  States  is  a  woman!  Assuming  the 
percentage  holds  for  Methodism,  this  means  well  over  1,000,000  Methodist 
Women  are  potential  Guild  Members.  What  a  field  is  ours!  This  means  that 
each  Conference  Guild  must  increase  95  times  to  reach  today's  opportunity." 

Since  unification  we  have  increased  the  number  of  units  in  our  Conference 
from  76  to  96.  At  the  end  of  1943,  there  were  88  units.  During  the  year,  15 
new  units  were  organized,  but  7  old  units  because  of  members  entering  defense 
work,  forming  night  circles  of  the  W.S.C.S.,  and  for  various  other  reasons,  found 
it  necessary  to  discontinue  as  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  some  temporarily  and 
others  permanently.  This  brought  the  total  number  of  units  at  the  end  of  1944 
to  96  with  a  membership  of  2,343. 

With  the  growth  and  understanding  between  the  Guild  and  the  Woman's 
Society  of  the  fundamental  aims  of  the  Guild,  and  with  the  increasing  backing 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  local  church,  district,  and  con- 
ference, which  is  now  in  evidence  in  many  instances,  the  Guild  can  indeed  be- 
come a  strong  right  arm  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  helping 
to  support  new  work  in  places  of  great  need.  It  is  only  when  the  two  sisters  in 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service — the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild — work  together  can  measurable  results 
be  secured. 

Evidence  of  the  increasing  backing  of  the  Woman's  Society  in  our  Confer- 
ence is  in  the  cooperation  through  co-ordinators.  Many  units  have  a  co-ordina- 
tor,  a  member  of  the  Woman's  Society  who  has  previously  been  an  employed 
woman  or  has  an  employed  woman's  viewpoint.  In  the  local  church  she  attends 
meetings,  of  both  the  Guild  and  Society,  and  represents  each  to  the  other.  When 
the  Guild  president  and  treasurer  cannot  attend  the  executive  committee  meeting 
of  the  Woman's  Society,  the  coordinator  represents  them.  A  coordinator  has 
also  been  responsible  for  the  organizing  of  the  vounger  employed  women  of  the 
church  into  a  Junior  Guild  or  another  unit.  May  I  urge  the  appointment  of  a 
co-ordinator  in  each  Society.  This  coordinator  can  help  women  who  have 
ceased  gainful  occupation  to  become  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Woman's 
Society,  and  to  find  their  places  there,  for  the  Society  should  always  be  able  to 
use  trained  Guild  members.  In  a  church  where  there  is  no  Guild,  the  co- 
ordinator working  with  the  Status  of  women  committee,  could  survey  the  church 
and  the  community  to  discover  the  gainfully  employed  women.  She  could  call 
together  a  few  leaders,  explaining  to  them  the  purpose  of  the  Guild,  its  four 
goals,  and  how  it  functions.  She  could  aid  in  the  organization  of  the  new  unit 
as  is  needed,  but  lets  the  employed  women  proceed  to  elect  their  own  officers, 
plan  their  programs,  become  familiar  with  the  projects  of  the  Woman's  Division 
which  have  been  selected  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Guild  for  emphasis 
in  the  present  year,  and  work  out  their  own  budget.  In  like  manner  can  the 
District  Woman's  Society  officers  who  are  in  touch  with  each  church  in  the 
District,  aid  the  District  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Secretary  by  giving  the  names 
of  local  Woman's  Society  presidents  or  key  women  in  those  churches  which 
have  no  Guild.  Much  time  and  effort  could  be  saved  in  making  the  first  con- 
tact. Without  the  aid  of  the  Woman's  Society  leaders,  the  Conference  and 
District  Guild  Secretaries  cannot  carry  on  so  efficiently  and  will  not  grow  as  it 
might. 

Another  evidence  of  cooperation  between  the  W.  S.  C,  S.  and  W.  S.  G.  was 
the  holding  of  joint  Study  Classes.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  some  units  re- 
ceived Jurisdictional  recognition  for  these  studies.  Emploved  women  need  to 
study  to  show  themselves  approved  and  to  be  ready  for  the  enlarged  task  ahead 
in  the  post  war  world  for  unless  we  open  our  minds,  hearts  and  purses,  many 
doors  will  not  open.     The  Conference  Guild  Committee  is  very  fortunate  in 
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having  as  one  of  its  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  members  Mrs.  C.  A 
York,  635  Colonial  Drive,  High  Point,  N.  C,  Conference  Secretary  of  Mission- 
ary Education.  She  is  eager  to  offer  suggestions  to  local  units  in  planning  Studv 
Classes. 

In  many  local  units,  the  observance  of  Guild  month,  October,  was  the  out- 
standing month  of  the  vear.  Manv  units  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity 
during  this  month  to  acquaint  the  membership  of  the  entire  church  with  the 
purpose,  program,  and  aims  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  by  the  presenting  of 
pageants,  the  holding  of  Praver  Meetings,  or  having  charge  of  the  evening 
service.  Here,  too,  was  ample  opportunity  for  closer  cooperation  between  the 
Woman's  Societv  and  the  Weslevan  Service  Guild  as  membeis  or  officers  of  the 
Society  were  special  guests  of  the  Guild  at  regular  or  special  meetings.  Climax- 
ing and  highlighting  the  month  was  the  joint  observance  of  the  Week  of  Prayer 
and  Self-denial.  Though  onlv  43%  of  the  Guilds  sent  in  an  offering  for  this 
week,  it  amounted  to  S 5 27.67.  It  is  our  desire  that  more  units  participate  in  this 
observance  during  1945. 

In  my  opinion,  another  factor  in  the  making  of  closer  cooperation  between 
the  local  Woman's  Societv  and  the  local  unit  of  the  Guild  in  the  Western 
North  Carolina  Conference  is  that  we  have  an  Assistant  Treasurer  who  handles 
all  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  funds,  turning  over  to  the  Conference  treasurer  at 
the  end  of  each  quarter  the  total  amount  with  an  itemized  account  of  all  re- 
ceipts. Before  this  vear,  there  was  a  great  deal  of  confusion,  misunderstanding, 
and  often  hard  feelings  concerning  the  channelling  of  Guild  Funds.  We  were 
very  fortunate  in  having  Miss  Clovce  Woodv  to  serve  as  the  assistant  treasurer. 
She  has  been  most  efficient.  During  the  vear,  she  handled  88,277. 52.  Her  work 
must  have  been  of  great  help  to  the  Conference  Treasurer.  To  the  Conference 
Guild  Secretary,  she  has  been  of  invaluable  assistance.  We  felt  last  year  that 
we  were  "pioneering"  in  being  granted  this  privilege  of  having  an  assistant  treas- 
urei.  Perhaps  other  conferences  who  have  had  confusion  concerning  Guild 
Funds  mav  find  the  election  of  an  assistant  treasurer  the  answer  to  this  problem. 

In  a  comparison  of  the  financial  and  statistical  reports  of  19^3  and  1944, 
we  notice  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  per  capita  giving  of  Guild  mem 
bers.  The  per  capita  giving  is  S3. 5 3  for  Pledge,  Supply  Work,  subscription  to 
International  Journals,  Week  of  Praver  offering,  offering  to  Rural  Worker,  Cul- 
tivation Fund,  and  Life  Memberships.  This  per  capita  giving  would  be  much 
higher  if  the  amount  spent  for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  was  included  for  the  Guilds  reporting  spent  $6,064. 51  in  this  depart- 
ment. In  addition  to  these  the  Guilds  contributed  S  5 1.00  for  Scairitt  Associate 
Memberships,  exceeding  our  asking  for  S30.00. 

As  we  do  a  first  class  job  of  interesting  Guild  members  in  the  value  of 
mission  work  here  and  around  the  world,  there  will  be  an  even  greater  increase 
in  the  per  capita  giving  during  the  next  four  vears.  "Todav  manv  emploved 
women  have  larger  salaries  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  quadreimium.When 
thev  know  the  tremendous  needs  and  the  ways  in  which  the  dollars  sent  for 
rnissions  are  invested,  thev  become  interested  in  giving  more  largely  to  the  work 
of  the  Guild  and  the  Woman's  Division.  Many  of  them  have  yet  to  discover 
what  sacrificial  giving  is,  its  purpose,  and  its  results  in  the  lives  of  those  who 
learn  the  meaning  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ  through  their  giving.  When  Guild 
members  know  that  a  needv  piece  of  work  for  other  emploved  women,  or  for 
mothers  and  children  cannot  be  carried  on  unless  the  Weslevan  Service  Guild 
gives  more  largelv  in  the  next  six  months  or  year,  and  when  thev  are  definitelv 
told  that  if  thev  pav  a  certain  amount  over  and  above  their  present  pledge  this 
work  can  be  made  possible,  thev  respond  wholeheartedly.  The  benefits  are  two- 
fold: First,  the  work  can  be  opened;  second,  the  Guild  members  see  definite 
results    from   their   sacrificial   giving,   thus    further   increasing   their   interest   and 
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giving."  (quoting  from  Associate  Guild  Secretary's  report  to  the  Woman's 
Division  November,  1944.) 

Great  honor  came  to  our  Conference  during  the  year.  The  Press  Book 
entered  in  the  National  Publicity  Contest  by  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of 
Abernathy  Memorial  Church,  Rutherford  College,  N.  C,  was  the  Grand  Winner. 
Mrs.  L.  C.  Johnston  is  President  of  the  unit,  and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Melzer  Publicity 
Chairman.  She  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  splendid  publicity  secured  and 
the  way  in  which  the  book  was  arranged. 

It  was  indeed  most  unfortunate  that  the  terrible  polio  epidemic  prevented 
many  from  attending  the  Guild  Week-end  Conference  and  School  of  Missions 
at  Lake  Junaluska  last  summer.  There  seems  to  be  increasing  interest  in  these. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  interest  continues  to  grow  but  all  this  requires  time  for 
development.  Vacations  must  be  adjusted  to  make  possible  attendance  at 
schools.  Since  vacation  lists  are  made  up  very  earlv  bv  business  firms,  a  Guild 
member  must  make  up  her  mind  shortly  after  the  first  of  the  year  that  she  wishes 
to  go  to  the  school.  Even  then  she  can  not  alwavs  get  her  vacation  when  she 
desires  it.  It  is  hoped  that  programs  and  publicitv  can  be  out  earlier  in  the 
spring.  We  believe  that  Guild  attendance  would  increase.  In  some  Jurisdic- 
tions the  course  for  emploved  women,  "Emploved  Women  in  the  Christian 
World  Mission"  was  taught  during  the  past  summer.  I  hope  it  can  be  offered 
in  our  Jurisdiction  for  knowing  that  there  is  some  special  training  for  Guild 
leaders  may  result  in  more  attending  the  whole  week  instead  of  just  for  the 
week-end. 

As  one  reads  the  reports  of  the  Woman's  Division  meeting  at  Buck  Hill 
Falls,  we  can  not  help  but  be  keenlv  conscious  of  the  overwhelming  need  for 
missionaries.  "Within  the  membership  of  the  Guild  there  are  potential  mis- 
sionaries. Together  the  Weslevan  Service  Guild  and  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  must  work  out  plans  to  find  them  and  to  lead  them  into  con- 
secration of  self  to  full  time  missionarv  service." 

As  the  Methodist  church  "Crusades  for  Christ"  we  must  be  eager  to  do 
our  share  in  making  it  truly  a  "Crusade".  We  must  participate  in  this  over  and 
above  our  regular  work. 

May  the  ringing  words  which  closed  the  address  of  the  Council  of  Bishops 
at  the  1944  General  Conference  be  our  marching  orders  for  1945: 

"Arise  Methodism!  The  light  that  falls  upon  your  pathwav  is  not  the  light 
of  the  setting  sun.  It  is  the  light  of  the  morning.  Before  vou  is  the  gateway 
to  a  greater  age  and  a  more  Christ-like  world." 
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Recommendations  for  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  we  place  special  emphasis  at  local,  district  and  conference  Guild 
meetings  on  the  church-wide  Crusade  for  Christ  as  planned  for  the  next 
quadrennium. 

2.  That  we  stress  the  continued  observance  of  October  as  Guild  month. 

3.  That  each  District  in  our  Conference  endeavor  to  have  a  net  increase  in 
number  of  units  this  year,  urging  and  assisting  the  younger  employed  women 
to  organize  into  Junior  Guilds  or  choose  another  name  of  their  own. 

4.  That  each  District  and  unit  make  specific  plans  to  increase  Guild  mem- 
bership. 

5.  In  churches  where  there  is  no  Guild  the  Woman's  Society,  in  cooperation 
with  the  pastor,  select  an  employed  woman  to  work  with  the  promotional 
District  and  Conference  Guild  Secretary  to  minister  more  adequately  to 
the  needs  of  the  employed  women. 

6.  That  each  unit  pay  its  Cultivation  Fund  during  the  1st  quarter  of  1945. 

7.  That  each  District  and  unit  do  their  share  in  meeting  the  increased  needs 
of  today  by  increasing  their  gifts  to  missions. 

8.  That  each  unit  place  more  emphasis  upon  special  memberships  (Honorary 
and  Life). 

9.  Since  only  43%  of  the  units  observed  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-denial, 
that  we  strive  for  a  100%  observance  in  1945. 

10.  That  we  continue  our  interest  in  Searritt  College  by  our  becoming  Scarritt 
Associate  Members.  This  being  sent  to  the  Student  Secretary,  Mrs.  A.  H. 
Whitley,  419  Edgedale  Drive,  High  Point,  N.  C. 

11.  That  each  unit  start  their  Supply  work  for  the  year  by  sending  one  or  more 
subscriptions  to  the  International  Journal  of  Religious  Education  through 
the  regular  channels. 

12.  That  increased  effort  be  made  to  hold  study  courses  of  a  quality  to  attain 
Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition.  That  more  units  be  represented  at  the 
School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska. 

13.  That  each  W.S.G.  unit  have  at  least  one  program  during  the  year  on  the 
challenge  of  missions  and  the  urgent  need  for  increased  personnel  in  every 
field  of  work. 

14.  That  since  during  this  Emergency  Quarterly  District  Meetings  may  not  be 
practical,  that  we  endeavor  to  have  at  least  one  District  meeting,  and 
perhaps  two,  during  1945  urging  attendance  of  all  units  in  the  District. 

15.  That  when  feasible  a  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  member  be  named  to  com- 
mittees within  the  church,  community,  district  and  conference. 

16.  That  we  continue  accurate,  complete  and  prompt  reporting  as  a  measuring 
rod  of  our  growth.  That  we  report  to  the  Assistant  Treasurer  by  the  20th 
of  March,  June,  September  and  December.

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Report  of  Student  Work 

Mrs.  A.  H.  Whitley 

Increased  opportunities  and  obligations  for  the  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  are  opening  in  Student  Work.  As  we  know,  our  Student  Work  is  in 
a  state  of  transition  and  growth,  and  we  approach  the  new  quadrennium  with  a 
sense  of  increased  responsibility  and  challenge.  Now,  as  never  before,  the  eyes  of 
the  Church  are  turned  to  its  Student-age  Youth.  Student  Work  has  never  been 
more  important  than  it  is  right  now  with  service  personnel  coming  home,  youth 
in  a  shifting,  insecure  population,  finding  a  new  life,  and  so  on.  The  Student 
Program  exists  for  the  purpose  of  developing  Christian  character  and  to  build 
the  kind  of  world  society  (the  Kingdom  of  God)  in  which  Christian  character 
may  be  achieved. 

Student  Secretaries  this  past  year  have  done  a  good  job  in  keeping  students 
(and  those  who  are  not  because  of  the  war)  in  touch  with  the  Church  and  its 
resources,  and  acquainting  the  Church  membership  with  the  need  of  Student 
Work  in  providing  for  the  spiritual,  moral  and  social  needs  of  Students. 

The  binding  together  of  the  youth  of  the  world  in  a  fellowship  of  under- 
standing and  of  common  effort  to  rebuild  a  shattered  world  and  to  make  the 
foundations  of  the  world  that  is  to  be  Christian  is  most  strategic.  Fellowship 
Colleges  provide  a  channel  for  world-wide  fellowship  of  Christian  Students  and 
a  means  of  creating  Christian  World  Fellowship.  Brevard  College  has  adopted, 
as  her  Fellow-College,  Nanking  Theological  Seminary  and  sent  a  nice  cash  con- 
tribution. At  Woman's  College,  the  Wesley  Foundation  adopted,  as  her  "Sister 
College",  Ginling  College  in  China,  and  sent  cash  to  the  Board  of  Missions  to 
go  on  a  scholarship  for  a  Chinese  girl  at  Ginling.  Members  of  the  Wesley 
Foundation  also  participated  in  campus-wide  service  such  as  the  World  Student 
Service  Fund  for  relief  of  Students  in  war  areas,  and  sent  some  money  to  the 
National  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  to  be  used  for  gifts  for  some  Japanese- 
American  children  in  relocation  camps  in  the  western  part  of  the  United  States. 

Methodist  Student  Day  in  June  and  Student  Recognition  Day  in  December 
and  Race  Relation  Sunday  in  February  were  observed  by  over  half  of  our 
Churches.  We  are  trying  to  have  each  Church  the  kind  of  Church  through 
which  Students  know  they  can  work  for  a  better  world.  On  leaving  the  home 
Church  Students  are  encouraged  to  connect  with  Church  groups  in  their  new 
communities.  For  this  purpose  some  societies  use  the  introduction  card,  personal 
letters,  etc. 

Several  societies  reported  Students  having  attended  our  State  Student  Con- 
ference; International  Relation  Conference;  the  annual  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
Conference;  Blue  Ridge  Y.  W.  C.  A.  Conference;  Lake  Junaluska  and  Methodist 
Youth  Assemblies.  Two  Students  from  the  Wesley  Foundation  at  Woman's 
College,  attended  the  National  Convocation  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellow- 
ship at  Lake  Geneva,  Wis.,  last  August.  Each  year  a  number  of  these  girls  spend 
a  good  part  of  the  summer  helping  in  camps,  assemblies,  and  on  caravans.  At 
Woman's  College,  they  also  participate  in  the  interdenominational  vesper  serv- 
ices which  are  held  each  Thursday  evening  on  campus.  They  are  represented 
on  the  Inter-Faith  Council  which  includes  eleven  religious  groups  at  W.  C,  and 
meets  monthly  for  fellowship,  study,  and  to  plan  cooperative  religious  activi- 
ties. They  report  keeping  a  play  center  open  every  afternoon  for  children  of 
nearby  underprivileged  area,  and  at  Christmas  providing  the  Christmas  for  sixteen 
children,  entertaining  them  at  a  party  at  College  Place  Church.  This  year  also 
they  included  a  Chinese  Student  in  their  Christmas  sharing. 

Soldiers  at  Moore  Hospital,  near  Asheville,  have  been  regularly  remembered 
with  gifts,  reading  materials,  flowers,  parties,  etc.,  by  the  Churches  in  and  near 
there.  On  each  Sunday  evening  around  fifty  patients  from  Moore  Hospital  gather 
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at  Sand  Hill  school  for  services.  A  similar  meeting  each  Sunday  is  held  at 
Community  Lounge,  conducted  by  members  from  Central  Church,  Asheville. 
Another  Student  Secretary  reports  her  Church  has  open  house  each  Sunday 
from  three  to  five  for  Service  boys  and  girls. 

Much  of  the  program  in  local  Churches  as  news-letters,  correspondence,  the 
giving  of  literature  which  interests  service  people,  has  been  carried  on  by  Student 
Secretaries.  At  U.S.O.  centers  and  at  camps  much  good  work  has  been  done.  The 
Upper  Room,  World  Outlook,  Motive  Magazine,  and  other  like  literature,  as 
well  as  popular  monthly  publications  have  been  kept  in  the  libraries  and  on 
reading  tables.  Special  parties  and  various  forms  of  organized  entertainment  have 
been  provided.  Flowers  have  been  periodically  placed  in  the  camp  chapels. 

On  special  holidays  our  Students  in  camp  and  government  work  were  re- 
membered in  various  ways,  some  of  these  being: 

Prayer  or  motto  cards  and  Biblical  pictures  sent;  New  Testaments;  devotional 
booklets;  magazines;  fruit  cakes;  candies;  shaving  articles;  kodak  equipment; 
Church  news-sheet,  etc. 

Our  colleges  reported  using  foreign  Students  as  guest  speakers,  and  holding 
discussions  with  minority  group  Students.  Many  Student  Secretaries  reported 
the  observance  of  Social  Standard  Training  Institutes  at  their  local  negro  schools, 
and  one  held  an  inter-faith  meeting  with  negro  Students  from  Bennett  College, 
Greensboro.  One  society  presented  to  a  negro  Methodist  Church  in  their  city,  a 
large  picture  of  Christ.  One  campus  fellowship  group  included  many  negro  Stu- 
dents in  the  Race  Relation  Sunday  program. 

One  society,  being  in  a  college  town,  is  encouraging  Students  in  the  local 
college  to  participate  in  the  Church  program  by  serving  as  substitute  teachers; 
assisting  with  mission  study  classes;  and  holding  departmental  offices.  They  also 
have  a  class  especially  for  the  college-age.  When  a  college  Student  from  their 
Church  receives  an  outstanding  honor  on  his  college  campus,  the  Director  of 
Christian  Education  writes  a  letter  of  congratulation  in  the  name  of  the  Church. 
Pastor  and  Director  serve  as  advisors  on  the  campus-church  relations  committee, 
and  the  Director  serves  as  advisor  to  the  program  planning  committee  of  the 
campus  Student  Movement  group. 

We  must  encourage  more  young  people  to  prepare  themselves  for  full-time 
Christian  work.  Scarritt  College,  Nashville,  Tenn,.  needs  the  choice  young  life 
of  the  Chuich  to  train  these  young  people  to  serve  their  generation.  One  part 
of  Student  Work  is  the  task  of  recruiting  new  candidates.  You  will  render  the 
Church  a  valuable  service  by  gaining  for  Her  workers  who  are  eager  to  educate 
themselves  for  post-war  Christian  work.  This  past  year's  report  on  Scarritt  Col- 
lege and  Scarritt  Associates  is  listed  in  detail  in  my  report.  See  Index  -  Scarritt 
College.  Make  and  keep  Scarritt  so  vital  and  dynamic  that  it  cannot  but  bless 
those  who  come  in  contact  with  it. 

As  we  look  toward  the  Student  work  of  another  year  it  is  with  a  desire  to 
clarify  our  aims,  to  deepen  our  faith  and  vision  and  to  understand  more  sym- 
pathetically the  great  group  of  eager,  earnest  and  uprooted  young  people  who 
are  intrusted  to  us.  Let  us  be  fully  aware  that  upon  our  youth  of  today  depends 
the  leadership  for  the  post  war  world. 

Recommendations  for  Student  Work 

Inasmuch  as  the  fundamental  purpose  of  both  religion  and  education  is  to 
prepare  one  for  the  whole  of  life,  it  is  believed  that  this  end  will  be  best  achieved 
by  the  following  objectives,  procedures  and  subject  matter: 

1.  A  Student  Secretary  be  active  in  every  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  and  whenever  possible,  an  active  Student  Secretary  in  every  circle. 
Also  one  in  every  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 
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2.  The  Student  Secretary  to  keep  so  attuned  to  youth  away  from  home,  that 
on  their  returning,  they  will  seek  them  for  adequate  counselling  on  personal 
problems  and  adjustments  to  family,  Church  and  communitv. 

3.  A  member,  or  members,  of  the  local  Student  Committee,  be  sent  to  sum- 
mer leadership  training  conferences. 

4.  Students  from  other  lands  be  brought  into  campus  and  Church  relation- 
ships. 

5.  The  Methodist  Student  Movement  be  publicized,  promoted  and  inter- 
preted to  the  Church  in  general. 

6.  Students  in  the  Church  be  informed  of  scholarships  offered  by  our  West- 
ern North  Carolina  Conference,  and  definite  effort  be  made  to  interest 
Students  in  full-time  Christian  service.  (For  this  information  see:  Report 
of  Personnel  Committee — Index.) 

7.  Special  use  of  the  Program  Packet  which  can  be  secured  for  one  dollar 
from  the  Woman's  Division,  1 50  Fifth  Avenue,  Xew  York,  N.  Y. 

8.  Stimulate  interest  and  participation  in  "Scarritt  Associates."  ('See  Index — 
Scarritt  College.) 

9.  Our  colleges  begin  a  Fellow- American  Relationship,  if  thev  have  not  al- 
ready done  so. 

10.  The  Church  observe: 

Methodist  Student  Day  in  June 
Student  Recognition  Day  in  December 
Race  Relations  Dav  in  Februarv

11.  Cooperate  with  other  agencies  of  the  Church,  as  well  as  denominations, 
in  promoting  world-mindedness.  Cooperate  also  with  the  Christian  Com- 
mission for  Camp  Committees  in  setting  up  a  community-wide  program 
on  an  interdenominational  basis.  (This  commission  is  in  touch  with  the 
chaplains,  the  U.S.O.,  your  pastor,  as  well  as  other  pastors. )

Scarritt  College 
Mrs.  A.  H.  Whitley 


Scarritt  College,  located  at  Nashville,  Tenn.,  belongs  to  and  is  largely  sup- 
ported by  the  Methodist  Church.  This  location  of  Scarritt  makes  possible  super- 
vised field  work  in  the  following  types  of  service:  The  Church  in  a  City  Mission 
Communitv,  Religious  Education,  Communitv  Organization  in  the  Field  of 
Girls'  Work.  Children's  Work,  Negro  Communitv  Work,  Rural  Work,  Bible 
Teaching  of  Adults  and  Young  People,  the  Church  in  an  Industrial  Community, 
General  Church  Work. 

Scanitt  is  associated  with  George  Peabodv  College  for  Teachers,  Yanderbilt 
University,  and  other  educational  institutions.  The  combined  facilities  of  these 
Colleges  offer  unusual  training  opportunities  for  service  in  the  world  of  tomor- 
row. Arrangements  between  these  institutions  permit  interchange  of  courses  and 
credits.  The  three  colleges  operate  a  Joint  University  Library,  a  Graduate  School 
of  Social  Work,  and  a  Pan-American  Project. 
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Scarritt  is  an  accredited  Senior  College  and  Graduate  School  for  men  and 
women  who  seek  preparation  for  social  and  religious  service  as  unordained  work- 
ers. Scarritt  offers  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  upon  completion  of  its  prescribed 
undergraduate  curriculum,  and  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  upon  satisfactory 
completion  of  the  graduate  course  of  study.  All  prospective  students  are  re 
quired  to  have  preparation  equivalent  to  two  years  of  undergraduate  study;  and 
it  is  taken  for  granted  that  applicants  are  looking  forward  to  some  fields  of 
Christian  service.  Scarritt  trained  workers  are  in  demand.  Even-  week  requests 
are  received  from  Mission  Boards.  Churches,  Schools  and  Community  Agencies 
asking  for  trained  personnel. 

The  cost  of  preparation  at  Scarritt  is  kept  as  low  as  possible  but  funds  are 
insufficient  to  afford  free  educational  facilities.  The  College  operates  under  the 
Quarter  svstem.  Three  quarters  constitute  one  academic  year.  Tuition,  living 
expenses  and  other  fees  amount  to  Si  go  a  quarter.  Scholarship  aid  is  limited,  but 
qualified  students  whose  records  justifv  financial  assistance  will  be  given  even- 
possible  consideration.  Work  opportunities  enable  a  limited  number  of  students 
to  meet  part  of  their  expenses.  Loan  funds  set  up  bv  our  Western  North  Caro- 
lina Conference  and  Scarritt  Associate  Membership  Funds,  provide  further  stu 
dent  assistance.  Application  for  Studv  Grants  are  explained  under  Personnel  Com- 
mittee's Report:  See  Index. 

"Those  friends  of  Scarritt  College  for  Christian  Workers  who  are  so  inter- 
ested in  the  ideals  and  distinctive  purposes  of  the  institution  that  thev  desire  to 
have  a  part  in  their  realization."  and  to  this  end  "are  associating  themselves 
with  other  interested  friends  of  like  mind  and  with  those  who  have  the  responsi- 
bility for  the  promotion  of  the  program  of  the  college,  that  thev  may  assist  by 
soliciting  new  friends,  bv  interpreting  its  work  and  spirit,  and  bv  subscribing  to 
its  financial  support,  are  "Scarritt  Associates." 

"Scarritt  Associates"  try  to  interest  those  who  know  very  little  or  nothing 
regarding  Scarritt,  and  thev  try  to  interest  those  more  vitally  who  have  just  a 
general  conception  that  the  institution  is  a  college  for  missionan  or  some  other 
more  specified  Church  vocational  training.  Xor  does  a  "Scarritt  Associate"  give 
just  statistical  and  historical  facts  concerning  Scarritt  College,  as  important  as  it 
is  that  this  information  be  brought  before  the  Church:  he  endeavors  to  do  more, 
for  he  seeks  to  interpret  its  work  and  spirit. 

Also  a  "Scarritt  Associate"  makes  some  gift  to  the  financial  support  of  the 
college.  Just  as  when  one  becomes  a  member  of  an  oiganization  he  covets  a 
share  in  its  support,  so  those  who  become  members  of  the  fellowship  of  those 
most  interested  in  the  progress  and  development  of  Scarritt  College  are  given  the 
privilege  of  making  gifts  to  the  maintenance  of  the  institution.  However,  the 
financial  basis  of  membership  of  the  "Scarritt  Associates"  is  different  from  that 
which  one  usuallv  expects  a  privilege  of  membership  to  entail:  when  one  becomes 
a  "Scarritt  Associate"  he  may  decide  upon  the  amount  of  his  gift.  The  sugges- 
tion is  that  the  gifts  of  "Scarritt  Associates"  range  from  Si. 00  to  Sz^.co  or  more, 
as  the  case  may  be.  As  one  realizes  the  potentialities  of  service  that  Scarritt  might 
render  the  world  in  this  day,  he  knows  that  the  financial  needs  of  the  college  are 
both  great  and  urgent,  but  no  one  should  be  embarrassed  because  his  gift  is 
very  small.  The  great  institution  that  Scarritt  is  at  piesent  was  built  largelv  bv 
humble  gifts  accompanied  by  prayer  and  a  devoted  lovaltv  to  the  kingdom  of 
God.  It  is  with  gifts  made  in  this  same  spirit  that  the  college  of  todav  would  be 
come  a  greater  Scarritt. 

As  "Scarritt  Associates"  we  have  the  privilege  of  becoming  interpreters  of 
Scarritt  College.  Young  people  contemplating  Christian  senice  as  a  life  work, 
possibly  more  than  any  other  group,  need  to  have  Scairitt  College  adequatelv  in- 
terpreted to  them.  All  "Scarritt  Associates"  should  be  recruiters  for  supplving  the 
college  with  the  choice  young  life  of  the  Church  in  order  that  she  mav  train 
these  young  people  to  serve  their  generation.  As  interpreters  we   mav  want   to 
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inform  our  friends,  Church  and  our  community  that  Scarritt  is  owned  by  the 
whole  Church,  and  is  not  still  just  a  part  of  the  woman's  work,  and  therefore 
that  every  member  of  Methodism  is  a  partial  owner  of  the  institution  and  shares 
in  the  responsibility  for  helping  it  to  serve  the  Church  most  effectively.  Many 
people  do  not  vet  know  that  Scarritt  is  coeducational,  and  that  her  work  is  of- 
fered alike  to  men  and  women.  An  informed  constituency  promoting  that  which 
is  necessarv  to  make  Scarritt  come  into  her  largest  service  to  the  Church  is  a 
primary  need  of  the  College,  and  the  fulfillment  of  this  need  can  never  be  real- 
ized until  a  large  percentage  of  the  Church  membership  knows  more  of  Scarritt 
and  assumes  its  responsibilities  and  privileges  regarding  the  college.  This  service 
may  be  rendered  by  "Scarritt  Associates"  who  serve  as  interpreters  of  Scarritt.

Report  of  Youth  Work

Do  you  believe  "If  Christ  can  have  the  vouth  of  today,  the  world  of  to- 
morrow is  secure"?  If  you  believe  it,  are  vou  practicing  it?  What  are  you  doing 
for  the  youth  of  your  church? 

Youth,  not  onlv  in  our  own  land,  but  around  the  world,  are  voicing  their 
eagerness  to  share  in  making  this  next  peace  a  just  and  enduring  peace.  Thev 
know  there  is  a  price  to  pay.  A  price  in  terms  of  Christian  brotherhood,  begin- 
ning in  the  individual  heart  and  extending  out  to  the  home,  the  church,  the 
community,  the  nation,  the  world.  But  they  are  willing  and  eager  to  pav  that 
price.  They  will  not  stop  until  the  world  Christian  brotherhood  becomes  a  reality. 
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"For  God  so  loved  the  world. 
Not  just  a  few — 
The  wise,  the  great, 
The  noble  or  the  true; 
Or  those  of  favored  class 
Or  race  or  hue — 
God  loved  the  world, 
Do  I?  Do  you? 

A  strong  and  vital  program  of  missionary  education  is  both  a  means  of 
training  youth  to  become  competent  to  take  up  the  cause,  and  a  means  of  achiev- 
ing the  goal  of  Christian  brotherhood.  But  our  youth  need  adult  guidance  and 
the  wisdom  of  those  of  older  years  and  experience.  To  this  end  The  Methodist 
Church  has  developed  our  unified  program  for  the  missionary  education  of  all  of 
its  youth.  It  is  a  wonderful  plan  and  one  from  which  every  group  of  youth,  be  it 
large  or  small,  could  find  some  adaptation  for  its  work. 

Do  you  have  "A  Unified  Program  for  the  Missionary  Education  of  Method- 
ist Youth,"  "A  Guide  Book  for  Workers  of  Youth,"  "Workshop,"  "The  High 
Road,"  "Missionary  Education  of  Youth  in  the  Small  Church,"  "Do  You  Know 
the  Answer,"  "Money  on  the  March,"  The  Methodist  Youth  Eund  Bulletin 
for  January,  February  and  March,  1945,  The  Methodist  Youth  Fund  at  Work  in 
Costa  Rica,  at  work  in  India,  at  work  in  China,  at  work  in  Cuba,  "World 
Friendship  for  Youth,"  the  new  material  for  the  Interest  groups  of  girls,  "Lights 
Around  the  World"? 

These  are  some  of  our  materials  which  are  essential  in  learning  to  carry  on 
this  unified  program  for  Youth.  All  except  the  last  may  be  obtained  from  810 
Broadwav,  Nashville,  Tenn.  Order  the  last  named  from  420  Plum  St.,  Cincinnati, 
Ohio. 

Our  figures  are  not  indicative  of  the  actual  work  being  done  in  our  con- 
ference and  anv  compilation  of  reports  would  prove  an  inaccurate  representation 
of  the  total  program  of  youth  work  in  our  conference.  We,  therefore,  are  mak- 
ing no  attempt  to  report  this  year's  progress  statistically.  We  would  say,  how- 
ever, that  not  even  half  of  the  societies  in  our  conference  have  elected  a  secre- 
tary of  youth  work — how  can  we  earn-  on  the  work  without  a  person  responsible 
for  it? 

Methodist  Youth  Fund 

The  Methodist  Youth  Fund  for  our  conference  totaled  $3,044.44  for  last 
year,  half  of  which  is  administered  by  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
That  is  an  increase  of  $853.88  over  last  year.  Fine — but  not  fine  enough.  From 
a  new  Methodist  Youth  Fund  bulletin  for  January,  February,  March,  1945,  I 
take  the  following  suggestions  on  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund  for  adult  workers 
with  youth. 

r.  Be  familiar  with  the  projects  to  which  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund  goes. 
2.  Become  acquainted  with  the  work  being  done  in  these  projects. 

READ: 

a.  World    Outlook    (note    splendid    pictures    of    Methodist    Youth    Fund 

projects) 

b.  The  Methodist  Woman 

c.  The  Workshop 

d.  The  Methodist  Youth  Fund  packet  of  free  materials   (order  from  the 

Methodist  Youth  Fund,  810  Broadwav,  Nashville  2,  Tenn.) 

e.  The  Methodist  Youth   Fund   Bulletin 
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3.  Maintain  within  yourself  a  steady  interest  in  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund 
and  the  work  which  it  is  helping  to  do. 

4.  Impart  this  interest  to  the  groups  with  which  you  work.  Help  them  to  be- 
come familiar  with  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund  and  informed  as  to-  its  work. 

5.  Become  acquainted  with  the  proper  method  of  procedure  in  handling 
Methodist  Youth  Fund  money  and  help  your  group  to  follow  this  procedure 
(See  leaflet  "Money  on  the  March.") 

6.  Encourage  your  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  groups  to  have  a  pledge  serv- 
.   ice  which  will  give  each  member  an  opportunity  to  make  a  peisonal  pledge 

to  the  Fund.  (Use  personal  pledge  card.) 

7.  See  that  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  makes  a  group  pledge.  (Use 
official  pledge  card.  Record  the  pledge  and  mail  promptly  to  Box  828,  Salis- 
bury, N.  C.) 

8.  Plan  with  your  group  as  to  wavs  in  which  they  may  be  kept  aware  of  the 
work  done  by  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund  and  reminded  of  their  pledges 
and  payments  (consider  such  helps  as  a  service  which  stresses  some  of  the 
projects  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund,  posters,  charts  and  pictures.) 

We  must  keep  ever  before  us  the  need  for  new  missionaries.  This  is  an  im- 
perative always.  As  we  look  toward  the  purpose  of  the  Crusade  in  meeting  the 
needs  of  this  war-torn  world,  we  are  deeply  aware  of  the  need  for  workers  as  well 
as  funds.  Those  of  us  who  work  with  young  people  should  feel  each  one  a 
sense  of  responsibilitv  in  helping  them  to  know  of  the  opportunity  of  service 
within  the  church  and  of  the  need  for  personnel.  Someone  told  me  the  other 
day  of  a  church  celebrating  its  1  50th  anniversary  and  not  one  young  person  had 
ever  gone  out  from  that  church  to  do  full-time  religious  work.  Do  vou  have  that 
kind  of  church?  Are  vou  challenging  young  people  in  that  way? 

Though  the  program  for  the  missionarv  education  of  youth  has  not  pene- 
trated even"  church,  yet  we  are  deeply  grateful  for  those  who  have  been  willing 
to  give  of  their  time  and  talents  to  help  our  youth.  May  I  suggest  to  vou,  who  are 
vouth  and  leaders  of  )Outh  that  we  have  an  unexcelled  opportunity  to  render 
consecrated  service  to  the  building  of  tomorrow's  world.  The  hour  is  filled  with 
"sixty  minutes  of  opportunities"  for  Christian  service.  The  time  is  strategic.  We 
dare  not  miss  the  opportunity  which  literally  looms  before  us  today.  Tomorrow's 
world  depends  on  our  response! 

Moreover,  in  these  opportune  davs  we  have  an  obligation.  It  is  an  obliga- 
tion to  the  youth  of  the  world,  that  they  may  come  into  fellowship  with  Christ 
and  thereby  gain  the  secret  of  effective  living.  It  is  an  obligation  to  our  church 
as  it  enters  into  this  challenging  "Crusade  for  Christ."  It  is  an  obligation  to  God, 
to  seek  to  learn  His  way,  and  do  His  will. 

Recommendations  On  Youth  Work 

Whereas,  the  present  plan  of  missionary  education  of  vouth  includes  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  it  is  imperative  that  every  effort  be  made 
toward  helping  Methodist  women  to  recognize  the  responsibility  which  the  Wo- 
man's Society  has  for  the  Missionary  Education  of  Youth.  In  the  promotion  of 
"The  Doors  of  Progress"  emphasis  must  be  given  to  the  attainment  of  the  fol 
lowing  objectives  as  thev  are  basic  to  the  development  of  the  unified  plan.  There- 
fore, we  recommend: 

1 .  That  we  elect  as  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  a  determined,  missionary-minded 
woman,  preferably  already  working  with  vouth  in  the  church  school',  who 
will  continue  as  this  Secretary  past  her  period  of  self  education  until  the 
program  of  missionary  education  actually  reaches  the  voung  people. 
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2.  That  local  church  Joint  Committee  representatives  shall  be  primarily  work- 
ing with  and  interested  in  youth,  and,  secondly,  shall  be  members  of  the 
respective  boards.  This  is  necessary  if  the  Joint  Committee  is  to  function 
effectively. 

3.  That  as  an  emergency  measure  in  local  churches  where  leadership  is  difficult 
to  secure,  the  Secretary  of  Youth  work  be  made  an  ex-officio  member  of 
the  Board  of  Education  and  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in 
order  that  she  might  represent  the  three  agencies  concerned. 

4.  That  the  Commission  on  Missions  and  World  Friendship,  with  its  adult 
advisers,  shall  feel  responsible  for  developing  the  specific  plans  channeled 
from  the  Joint  Committee,  encouraging  study  through  interest  groups,  co-ed 
and  girls,  and  promotion  of  the  Youth  Fund. 

5.  That  the  young  people  be  encouraged  to  send  supplies  to  our  institutions 
and  that  the  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  report  this  quarterly. 

6.  That  Methodist  women  be  awakened  to  the  urgency  of  our  youth's  need 
for  adult  leadership;  that  they  volunteer  their  services  as  youth  leaders  and 
church  school  teachers  and  whole-heartedly  reinforce  their  secretaries  of 
youth  work  and  the  entire  Youth  program;  that  they  shall  wage  a  per- 
sonal crusade  for  the  securing  of  missionary  personnel. 


Report  of  Children's  Work 

Mrs.  George  A.  Hoyle,  Secretary 

Guiding  children  to  think  of  all  people  as  members  of  God's  world  family, 
and  leading  them  to  live  day  by  day  in  that  relationship  is  the  kind  of  world  for 
which  we  are  preparing  and  educating  our  children.  Holding  this  thought  clearly 
before  them,  and  in  this  faith,  secretaries  and  teachers  of  children  have  carried 
on  the  work  that  is  theirs  during  the  momentous  months  of  this  past  year. 

The  missionary  emphasis  for  the  year  was,  "Christian  Adventures  in  Learn- 
ing and  Living" — in  the  U.  S.  and  in  other  lands — and  pertinent  articles,  stories, 
pictures  and  current  information  were  chosen  to  illustrate  how  the  Methodist 
church  provides  opportunities  for  people  of  different  racial  and  national  back- 
grounds to  have  real  adventures  as  they  learn  to  live  together  as  Christians.  Our 
major  task  has  been  to  reach  all  children  of  our  church  with  interesting  pro- 
grams of  missionary  education  as  our  part  of  the  on-going  work  of  the  church 
for  children.  Reports  from  220  churches  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year 
when  the  Group  Graded  Lessons  included  missionary  units,  show  that  an  average 
of  10,500  primary  and  junior  boys  and  girls  took  part  in  the  study  of  the  units 
in  the  regular  Sunday  morning  sessions  of  the  church  school,  while  additional 
sessions  were  reported  to  have  been  held  in  58  churches  with  7,250  attending. 
Reports  for  the  second  quarter,  when  the  Church  School  Closely  Graded  Courses 
included  missionary  units,  show  that  6,000  participated  in  the  study  with  84 
churches  reporting  some  kind  of  additional  sessions.  During  the  entire  third 
quarter  our  children  were  quarantined — due  to  polio  epidemic — and  while  no 
church  schools  were  opened  to  them,  worthwhile  activities  were  carried  on  bv 
telephone,  correspondence  and  radio.  One  teacher  used  a  part  of  each  day  teach- 
ing the  lesson  by  telephone,  giving  tests  and  grading  her  children  on  it.  Many  let- 
ters and  cards  were  written  and  two  broadcasting  systems  gave  time  each  Sunday 
morning  for  a  lesson  story  which  proved  so  popular  they  were  asked  to  continue 
it  indefinitely.  As  a  result,  more  worthwhile  sharings  and  giving  was  reported  the 
fourth  quarter  than  ever  before.  Overseas  relief,  Japanese  children  of  relocation 
centers  and  help  for  the  Cherokee  Indian  children  in  our  own  W.  N.  C.  Confer- 
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ence  benefitted  to  the  amount  of  Si 86.96  in  cash  and  gifts  through  the  regular 
supply  channels  of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.,  while  much  fruit,  clothing  and  other  sub- 
stantial aid  was  given  widely  to  the  support  of  the  church's  work  through  the 
regular  sessions  of  the  church  school. 

As  we  review  the  past  three  years  and  look  at  the  work  for  the  missionary 
education  of  children  thus  far  accomplished,  we  are  gratified  with  the  steadv 
progress  being  made  and  the  increasing  interest  and  understanding  manifested  bv 
all  workers  with  children.  The  credit  for  advancement  is  in  large  part  due  to  the 
efforts  of  faithful  and  diligent  District  Secretaries  and  local  workers,  together 
with  the  finest  cooperation  from  Miss  Elizabeth  Oliver  and  her  District  Directors 
who  have  each  given  loval  support.  It  also  speaks  well  for  the  soundness  of  the 
plan  to  know  that  no  change  of  anv  importance  was  made  in  its  provisions  by 
the  General  Conference  in'  its  meeting  last  spring. 

We  still  have  problems  which  are  facing  children  in  our  community  today 
— problems  caused  by  social  and  economic  need  and  bv  the  hazards  of  neglect 
due  to  the  uprooting  and  shifting  about  of  so  many  of  our  people.  It  is  rare 
indeed  to  meet  with  a  group  of  children  who  has  been  untouched  by  the  con- 
flict of  war.  Experiences  with  these  and  the  knowledge  of  the  still  rising  tide  of 
delinquency  among  unprotected  bovs  and  girls  have  led  manv  of  our  workers  to 
meet  with  social  agencies  where  the  needs  of  children  were  studied  and  where 
adequate  plans  for  their  welfare  were  carried  out.  When  this  has  been  done  it 
has  meant  the  cooperation  of  all  resources — family,  school,  church  and  com- 
munity, and  this  program  of  child  care  is  bringing  encouraging  results. 

Some  of  the  problems  as  well  as  the  opportunities  of  children's  workers  in 
the  church  school  have  been  suggested.  It  is  apparent  that  so  far  as  the 
W.  S.  C.  S.  is  concerned,  wherever  any  progress  has  been  made  in  the  Christian 
training  of  children,  it  has  been  due  to  the  secretaries  in  the  local  church.  It  is 
therefore  evident  that  through  these  secretaries  the  Woman's  Society  is  entering 
a  large  field  of  service  to  bovs  and  girls  in  the  community  as  well  as  to  children 
in  the  various  countries  of  the  world.  It  is  all  the  more  necessary  therefore,  that 
each  society  see  to  it  that  a  well  qualified  secretary  of  children's  \vork  is  elected 
and  encouraged  to  start  actively  to  work.  This  past  year,  out  of  our  674  organ- 
izations, only  338  societies  elected  a  children's  secretary.  Of  this  number  300 
reported  at  some  time  during  the  year.  \\  e  earnestly  hope  that  our  women  will 
take  action  to  see  that  secretaries  are  elected  and  that  thev  carry  out  the  duties 
of  their  office,  in  the  societies  where  this  has  not  been  done  heietofore,  that  the 
work  of  the  church  in  training  children  in  missionary  education  may  go  forward. 
For  to  those  who  so  guide  our  children  in  the  experiences  of  being  friends  and 
neighbors  in  a  Christian  way,  there  is  a  deepening  conviction  that  they  are 
reaching  out  to  child  life  everywhere,  and  helping  to  build  God's  friendly  world. 

Reminding  ourselves  of  the  millions  of  children  in  our  own  country  un- 
reached bv  the  Christian  church  and  remembering  also  the  needs  of  children  in 
other  lands,  let  us  strengthen  the  objectives  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ  concerning 
children  and  press  f 01  ward  in  service  through  channels  that  the  church  mav 
open  to  us.     This  will  be  our  major  emphasis  for  the  year. 
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Recommendations  For  Children's  Work 

Mrs.  George  A.  Hoyle 

1.  (a)  The  election  by  each  W.  S.  C.  S.  of  a  well  qualified  secretary  of 
children's  work. 

(b)  After  election  of  secretary,  the  encouragement  bv  the  Woman's  society, 
to  carry  out  the  duties  of  her  office  as  listed  in  the  "Doors  of  Progress  for  1945", 
(see  The  Methodist  Woman,  December,  1944)  and  the  value  of  reporting  regu- 
larly each  quarter. 

2.  The  active  participation  bv  the  secretary,  together  with  other  leaders  in 
the  Children's  Division  in  plans  made  by  the  local  church  for  increasing  the 
enrollment  and  attendance  of  bovs  and  girls  in  the  church  school. 

Report  of  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications 

Our  goals  for  1944  were  first  a  ten  per  cent  gain  in  subscriptions  to  The 
Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook.  Second  "every  officer  a  subscriber 
to  both  magazines."  Third  a  report  from  each  local  societv. 

We  surpassed  our  goal  in  subscriptions  to  the  magazines.  Greensboro  Dis- 
trict leading  in  the  largest  number  of  subscriptions  for  1944.

We  did  not  have  "every  officer  a  subscriber  to  both  magazines"  but  we  did 
have  an  increase  over  last  year.  Statesville  District  reports  the  largest  number, 
having  12,  with  Salisbury  District  reporting  11,  Greensboro  District  reporting  10. 
Salisbury  District  reports  even'  district  officer  a  subscriber  to  both  magazines.  We 
have  66  societies  reporting  "every  officer  a  subscriber  to  The  Methodist  Woman 
and  World  Outlook." 

We  did  not  reach  our  goal  in  reporting,  but  we  had  an  increase  m  this 
work  receiving  reports  from  378  local  societies.  Salisbury  District  leading  in  re- 
porting. They  have  68  societies  and  had  reports  from  55  the  fourth  quarter. 
Let  us  make  reporting  a  goal  for  1945  for  even  societv  and  attain  this  goal  by 
sending  in  these  reports  on  time  and  accurately  filled  out.  Bv  doing  this  we 
will  be  able  to  keep  our  Tenth  Door  of  Progress  open  wide  and  we  can  all  enter. 
At  this  time  when  the  whole  world  seems  keyed  to  a  high  pitch  let  us  proceed 
calmly  and  in  orderly  routine,  emphasizing  our  cause  that  it  may  not  be  over 
shadowed  by  the  march  of  events  in  a  world  where  tempo  has  stepped  up  to  a 
new  and  unnatural  high.

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Recommendations  for  the  Department  of  Literature  and  Publications 

Entering  the  Fourth  Door  of  Progress  we  realize  the  great  opportunities 
which  are  ours  as  this  Door  opens  wide  for  us.  We  have  studied  all  the  Doors 
of  Progress  which  have  been  assigned  us  as  goals  for  the  Woman's  Societv  of 
Christian  Service,  and  we  pledge  our  efforts  to  every  phase  of  work  indicated 
bv  these  Doors. 

We  recommend: 

1 .  That  in  each  local  societv  there  be  a  Seeretarv  of  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions and  she  studv  the  literature  issued  by  the  Woman's  Division,  becoming 
informed  about  the  several  lines  of  her  work,  the  value  and  availability  of  litera- 
ture provided  for  promotion. 

2.  That  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  in  the  local  society 
be  an  active  member  of  the  Program  Committee  and  make  a  definite  contribu- 
tion to  its  work  as  a  result  of  her  studv  of  the  literature  relating  to  each  depart- 
ment. 

3.  (a'l  That  she  secure  all  renewals  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World 
Outlook,  also  as  manv  new  subscriptions  as  possible. 

(b)  Even'  officer  in  the  district  and  local  societv  be  a  subscriber  to  both 
magazines. 

4.  (a)  That  the  Seeretarv  of  Literature  and  Publications  be  in  charge  of  a 
Bookshelf  containing  the  worship  and  program  booklets,  files  of  Methodist 
Woman  and  World  Outlook,  the  Annual  Report,  leaflets  and  pamphlets  related 
to  the  program  of  the  societv.  and  the  texts  for  approved  studv  course. 

(b)  She  shall  organize  and  direct  reading  circles  in  the  societv  using 
literature  provided  bv  the  Woman's  Division. 

5.  That  we  adopt  as  our  Slogan  for  1945  the  words  SHARE — PROMOTE 
— REPORT.  Share  vour  magazines  with  some  one.  encourage  the  reading  of  all 
literature  prepared  bv  the  Woman's  Division.  Promote  the  work  bv  gathering 
and  publicizing  constructive  missionary  news  in  the  secular  and  church  press. 
using  church  bulletins,  posters  and  scrap  books.  Even-  local  societv  reporting 
accuratelv  and  on  time  each  quarter.

Report  of  Supply  Secretary 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Harbison 

During  this  quadrennium  the  work  of  the  Supply  Department  has  shown 
continuous  progress.  Because  our  conference  has  set  up  district  organization, 
it  has  been  possible  to  suggest  a  definite  program  to  each  societv.  We  have 
found  that  keeping  before  the  local  societv  something  specific  to  be  done  each 
quarter  has  brought  wonderful  results.  The  District  Secretaries  of  Supplies  de- 
serve recognition  for  the  good  work  thev  have  done  in  forwarding  this  program. 

In  addition  to  the  help  given  our  usual  institutions  and  enterprises,  we  have 
cooperated  with  the  LT.  N.  R.  R.  A.  drive  for  clothing  for  liberated  peoples  of 
Europe.  No  accurate  report  was  made  as  to  the  number  of  articles  given,  but 
thousands  of  pieces  of  clothing  were  sent  bv  this  Conference.  This  department 
will  be  standing  by,  awaiting  other  emergenev  calls  which  are  sure  to  come.  Let 
us  understand,  however,  that  we  cannot  include  in  our  supplv  work  anv  and  all 
calls  that  come  for  clothing  and  relief.  Only  those  appeals  which  are  author- 
ized by  the  Supply  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Division  and  requested  through 
the  Supply  Department  may  be  included  as  Supplies. 

Two  such  appeals  are  before  us  now.  Bundles  for  America  and  "Togs  in  a 
Towel".  The  first  has  to  do  with  the  sewing  together  of  dresses  for  Filipino 
children   and   will   be   promoted   through   this   department.      Only   the   number 
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of  dresses  made  will  be  counted.  The  second,  "Togs  in  a  Towel"  will  be  the 
supply  work  promoted  through  the  Children's  Department  by  the  Secretaries  of 
Children's  Work. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  of  the  Supply  Department  for  the 
year  1944:

The  statistical  report  by  districts  will  be  found  on  another  page  and  merits 
your  careful  attention.  You  will  find  the  Marion  District  holds  first  place  in  per 
cent  of  Conference  Pledge  given  to  Supplies  with  15.5%.  The  Gastonia  Dis- 
trict is  second  with  12.2%,  and  the  Waynesville  District  is  third  with  12.1%. 
These  are  the  only  districts  that  reached  our  goal  of  10%. 

We  do  not  have  any  district  reaching  our  goal  of  100%  of  societies  con- 
tributing to  Supplies.  In  this,  first  place  is  held  by  the  Salisbury  District  with 
64%,  second  place  by  the  Greensboro  District  with  63%,  and  third  place  by  the 
Winston-Salem  District  with  62%.     There  is  room  for  great  improvement  here. 

As  we  look  toward  the  work  of  1945  we  anticipate  closer  cooperation  be- 
tween the  Supply  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  Interest  Group, 
and  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  as  each  of  these  reports  her  supply  work 
through  the  local  Secretary  of  Supplies.  The  local  Secretary  may  also  give 
suggestions  to  the  last  two  groups  as  to  where  and  what  supplies  may  be  sent 
from  her  list  of  "Askings".  The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  has  its  own  supply 
program. 

As  we  look  at  the  war-torn  countries  and  the  tragic  need  there,  we  urge  each 
society  to  make  a  large  gift  to  Foreign  Cash  Supplies.  This  may  be  China 
Relief,  Cash  Supplies  for  any  country  where  the  division  has  work,  or  an  amount 
sent  undesignated  to  be  used  where  most  needed. 

We  continue  to  press  toward  our  goal  of  each  local  society  making  a  contribu- 
tion to  supplies,  and  each  district  giving  at  least  10%  of  its  conference  pledge 
to  the  work  of  supplies.  One  great  aid  in  attaining  these  goals  is  for  each 
society  to  report  each  quarter  on  the  supplies  report  blank  that  is  found  in  the 
report  book  of  the  corresponding  secretary.  As  each  society  does  its  part  great 
things  will  be  accomplished  by  our  conferences. 
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Recommendations  for  the  Supply  Department 

We  recommend: 

1.  That,  in  view  of  the  tragic  need  of  war-torn  countries,  some  gift  be 
made  by  every  local  Society  to  Foreign  Cash  Supplies.  This  may  be  China  Relief, 
Cash  Supplies  for  any  country  where  the  division  has  work,  or  any  undesignated 
amount  to  be  used  where  most  needed. 

2.  That  every  society  contribute  each  quarter  to  the  specific  district  project 
for  the  quarter  sending  any  cash  donations  through  the  local  treasurer  at  the 
end  of  the  quarter  to  the  conference  Treasurer. 

3.  (a)  That  the  local  secretary  of  supplies  confer  with  the  Secretaries  of 
youth  and  Children's  Work  and  suggest  lists  of  requests  from  their  list  of  "Ask- 
ings" that  will  appeal  to  them. 

Two  such  appeals  are  before  us  now,  Bundles  for  America  and  "Togs  in  a 
Towel".  The  first  has  to  do  with  the  sewing  together  of  dresses  for  Filipino 
children  and   will  be  promoted   through   this  department.     Only   the   number 

(b)  That  the  local  secretary  of  supplies  receive  from  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  the  youth  group  and  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  the  record  of  any 
supply  work  they  do,  and  include  it  in  her  report. 

4.  That  the  local  society  comply  with  requests  from  Division  Supply  Com- 
mittee for  clothing  for  liberated  countries  and  merely  number  these  in  her  re- 
port. 

(a)  "Bundles  for  America"  will  send  dresses  for  Filipino  Children  already 
cut  and  ready  to  be  sewed.  Church  women  will  sew  the  dresses  and  return 
them  in  the  same  box. 

(b)  "Togs  in  a  Towel"  has  been  approved  for  Children's  Supply  work  to 
be  promoted  and  reported  by  the  local  Secretary  of  Children's  Work.

Vacation  Bible  Schools,  Books  and  Magazine  Subscriptions  for  the  Home  Mission 
Institution  they  sponsor.

Report  of  Conference  Secretary  Spiritual  Life 

Mrs.  J.  Dale  Stentz 

The  work  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Secretaries  and  Groups  in  our  Conference 
has  gone  forward  in  a  splendid  way  in  spite  of  all  the  difficulties  of  travel  and 
the  demands  on  our  women  for  war  activities.  This  fine  cooperation  in  the  De- 
partments of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  and  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  the  Seminars  have  added  interest  and  revitalized  our  efforts. 

We  attended  the  Set-Up  Meeting  with  the  Study  and  Action  Committee 
in  Statesville  and  presented  the  Spiritual  Life  phase  of  the  Seminar  Programs. 
Then  in  September  and  early  October  we  attended  six  out  of  the  ten  Seminars 
held,  led  the  noon-tide  devotions  and  met  with  the  local  Secretaries  in  Group 
Meetings.  This  contact  is  always  helpful  in  solving  problems  and  putting  the 
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program  over  in  the  local  societies.  We  believe  progress  has  been  made  in 
getting  groups  to  elect  Secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  and  in  having  them  function 
in  the  Study  and  Action  and  Program  Committees. 

It  is  difficult  in  these  times  to  keep  a  definite  Spiritual  Life  Group  func- 
tioning successfully  though  they  may  be  able  to  do  some  type  of  work  suggested 
in  the  recommendations.  We  are  still  convinced  that  there  is  nothing  that  will 
prove  greater  power  and  blessing  to  any  society  who  will  persevere  in  the  face 
of  odds. 

Thirty-five  Secretaries  reported  assisting  in  the  "Quiet  Day"  during  the 
Week  of  Prayer  Program.  Statesville  District  Secretary  held  Four  Zone  Retreats 
which  were  unusually  well  attended.  Perhaps  three  hundred  women  were 
reached  and  an  offering  amounting  to  $62.00  was  taken  for  Relief  of  Children 
in  War-Torn  Areas.  The  report  from  the  Statesville  Secretary  this  year  was  the 
best  she  has  had  and  she  attributes  much  of  the  increased  interest  and  work  in 
the  local  Societies  to  these  Retreats. 

In  Gastonia  District  a  District  Officers  Retreat  was  held.  They  met  at  3  p.m. 
for  prayer  and  meditation  then  at  6  had  a  Dutch  Supper  together  and  the  Dis- 
trict Spiritual  Life  Secretary  concluded  a  Retreat  Program  with  continued  medi- 
tation and  prayer  until   10  p.  m. 

There  have  been  gratifying  reports  of  help  rendered  in  Evangelistic  Cam- 
paigns. Twenty-nine  Secretaries  reported  such  service,  75  reported  ministry  to 
"Shut-Ins." 

Out  of  684  Societies  we  have  reported  only  263  Active  Spiritual  Life  Groups 
meeting  regularly,  and  420  Secretaries.  This,  we  feel  sure,  is  not  a  total  picture 
of  our  Conference  activities  in  this  department,  but  again  failure  to  report  the 
work. 

Recommendations  of  Spiritual  Life  Committee 

Recognizing  the  need  of  power  in  carrying  forward  the  plans  of  the  Kingdom 
and  especially  through  the  Crusade  for  Christ,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  each  local  church  endeavor  to  form  a  special  group  for  praver  and 
study  and  service  that  will  deepen  the  spiritual  life  of  the  individuals  and  bring 
increasing  spiritual  power  to  the  church. 

2.  That  an  effort  be  made  by  sister  groups  to  organize  these  prayer  groups 
in  churches  where  there  is  no  woman's  organization. 

3.  That  special  emphasis  be  given  to  promoting  stewardship  of  material 
possessions  and  for  all  of  life.  Each  secretary  order  the  Stewardship  Covenant 
cards  and  seek  to  enlist  our  women  in  definitely  trying  God's  plan  for  financing 
his  kingdom:  the  tithe  or  separated  portion.  Giving  in  your  report  the  number 
of  women  who  are  tithers. 

4.  That  a  Quiet  Day  be  planned  for  sometime  during  Lenten  Season  and 
that  we  again  promote  the  Quiet  Day  during  the  Week  of  Prayer. 

5.  That  where  ever  at  all  possible  District  and  Zone  Retreats  be  held. 

6.  That  an  effort  be  made  to  place  the  Upper  Room  in  every  family 
in  the  church. 

7.  That  we  cooperate  in  every  phase  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ. 

8.  That  our  special  prayer  objects  be:

We  have  alreadv  had  reports  from  local 
secretaries  as  to  the  material,  etc.,  sent  to  them  bv  The  Upper  Room  and  we  are 
sure  we  will  attempt  to  reach  the  goal  of  placing  The  Upper  Room  in  everv 
home.

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Status  of  Women  Report 

Mrs.  C.  O.  Newell,  Chairman 

This  has  been  a  year  in  which  the  women  of  our  country,  as  well  as  those 
of  many  other  countries,  have  worked  probably  as  never  before.  They  have  done 
war  work  and  have  replaced  men  who  have  gone  into  the  armed  forces.  Today 
women  work  in  almost  ever}'  field  of  activity.  In  the  postwar  world  there  will 
probably  be  work  for  all.  Women  surely  have  the  basic  right  to  work  if  they 
so  desire. 

Church  women  of  764  communities  in  46  states  favor  by  a  vote  of  59  to  1 
the  participation  of  the  United  States  in  a  world  organization  and  the  contin- 
uance of  postwar  regulation  if  necessary.  This  ration  was  based  on  a  ballot  cast 
on  World  Community  Dav  held  by  church  women  in  November.  Christian 
women  long  for  a  day  when  better  economic,  social,  educational,  religious 
conditions  will  prevail  throughout  the  world.  Now  is  a  great  time  for  young 
women  to  prepare  themselves  for  these  fields  of  services.  Mankind  will  be  in  need 
of  missions  of  every  kind. 

Too  many  American  women  have  left  their  children  without  supervision 
to  hurl  themselves  into  voluntary  war  work  at  the  expense  of  the  familv.  Our 
ever  downward  trend  of  divorces  and  juvenile  delinquency  make  it  imperative 
that  the  home  become  a  more  stabilizing  factor  in  life.  This  is  woman's  place  also. 

The  church  organizations  still  need  the  same  faithfulness  on  the  part  of 
women.  Too  often  we  have  neglected  our  duty  here.  The  Church  School,  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  the  governing  body  of  the  church,  all 
need  us  as  never  before.  Let  us  be  more  faithful  to  our  Lord  and  Master  through 
His  Church. 

All  of  our  districts  have  acting  chairmen  now.  Some  of  the  districts,  the 
Statesville,  especially,  have  done  good  work  this  year  in  getting  out  suggestions 
and  questionnaires  to  the  local  societies.  There  have  been  many  more  inquiries 
concerning  our  work  this  year  than  any  during  the  quadrennium.  There  is  vast 
room  for  better  reporting  on  our  annual  reports. 

Read  the  news  and  listen  to  the  radio  with  an  interest  in  women's  work. 

Recommendations 

The  following  recommendations  are  urged  by  your  chairman  and  the  Execu- 
tive Board: 

1.  Report  your  activities  to  vour  conference  and  district  chairmen. 

2.  Oppose  practices  and  policies  which  discriminate  a  person  because  of 
sex,  race,  creed,  class  or  nationalitv. 

3.  Seek  out  in  every  society  those  who  are  talented  and  have  qualities  of 
leadership  and  endeavor  to  enlist  them  in  the  various  lines  of  work  in 
the  church. 

4.  Report  monthly  the  exploits  of  worthwhile  women  in  the  news.

3.  Secure  missionary  materials  from  the  Board  of  Missions  at  150  Fifth 
Avenue,  New  York  City,  and  Literature  Headquarters,  420  Plum  Street,  Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio,  and  present  to  the  young  people's  groups.

Report  of  Rural  Worker  In  the  Marion  District 

Mrs.  C.  B.  Dawsey,  Deaconess 

I  think  that  I  owe  to  each  of  you  a  personal  account  of  the  two  years  I 
have  spent  as  an  employed  worker  in  your  conference.  Many  things  I  would  like 
to  say  will  have  to  go  unsaid,  but  we  women  have  always  been  able  to  read  be 
tween  the  lines  long  before  wars  and  censors  entered  the  picture. 

There  are  feelings  of  gratitude  in  my  heart  that  I  wish  I  could  express  to 
individuals  throughout  the  conference.  Wherever  I  have  gone  I  have  met  only 
generosity,  goodwill,  understanding,  and  cooperation.  I  have  been  taken  in  as 
a  house  guest  time  after  time  when  I  was  a  total  stranger  to  my  host.  Ministers' 
wives  have  opened  their  homes  to  me  for  a  week  or  more  at  the  time,  again  and 
again.  All  of  these  kindnesses  have  a  very  definite  bearing  on  my  love  for  the 
work,  and  I  venture  to  say  that  if  by  chance  some  efforts  have  met  with  a  degree 
of  success  it  may  well  be  attributed  to  the  conducive  atmosphere  in  which  I  was 
privileged  to  work.  My  sincere  gratitude  to  all. 

In  the  area  of  Woman's  Work  there  were  three  major  emphasis  in  the  pro- 
gram: Organizing,  adjusting  old  organizations  to  the  new  set-up,  and  teaching 
Mission  Study  Courses. 

Through  experience  I  have  learned  that  organizing  a  W.S.C.S.  is  a  rela- 
tively easy  project  if  responsibility  ended  there.  However,  there  is  more  to  it 
than  explaining  the  Constitution,  electing  officers,  and  congratulating  the  group 
on  its  step  forward.  There  is  the  "follow-up"  part  of  the  task  that  proved  to  be 
difficult  in  the  light  of  the  large  territory  to  be  covered.  Some  societies  have 
failed,  some  have  survived,  and  a  few  have  flourished. 

New  organizations  were  established  or  re-established  in  the  following 
churches:

(Siloam,  Baltimore,  Stony  Knoll,  St.  Paul,  Mitchell's  Chapel,  Nathan's  Creek). 
Recent  reports  show  the  following  societies  to  be  doing  well:  Friendship,  Hope- 
well, Mabel,  Pisgah,  Montezuma,  Newland. 

I  met  with  several  other  societies  and  discussed  possibilities  for  improve- 
ment and  adjustment  to  the  new  set-up. 

I  have  taught  Mission  Study  Courses  to  twelve  groups.  I  always  enjoved  this 
phase  of  the  work  immensely,  but  a  very  unflattering  incident  happened  early  in 
my  career — five  of  the  seven  women  in  my  study  class  fell  sound  asleep.  Well,  I 
blamed  it  on  the  weather  and  went  right  on  teaching,  determined  to  keep  the 
other  two  awake  at  all  costs.  But  before  very  long  I  saw  one  of  them  yawning 
quite  openly.  Enough  was  enough!  I  wasted  no  time  in  bringing  that  session  to 
a  speedy  close. 

In  many  instances  Youth  Fellowship  meetings  were  carried  along  with  Wom- 
an's meetings,  the  women  meeting  in  the  afternoon  and  the  young  people  at 
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night.  Youth  Activity  Week  programs  were  promoted  in  the  thirteen  churches, 
the  purposes  being  to  renew  interest,  train  leaders,  suggest  improvements,  and  in 
seven  cases,  to  initiate  new  organizations. 

In  several  churches  we  had  an  all-out  religious  emphasis  week  or  two  weeks 
with  Vacation  Church  Schools  in  the  mornings.  Women's  meetings  in  the  after- 
noons, and  the  Youth  groups  at  nights.  I  assisted  with  ten  Vacation  Church 
Schools;  several  more  were  scheduled  when  our  plans  were  arrested  by  the  polio 
epidemic. 

When  not  out  in  the  field  I  have  found  contacts  with  the  college  students  in 
Boone  very  stimulating.  For  the  most  part  my  relationship  came  through  the 
Youth  Fellowship.  Numbers  of  the  student  council  members  returned  to  theii 
homes  in  the  summer  and  organized  the  Youth  in  their  churches. 

I  have  become  acquainted  with  the  program  of  activities  of  thirty-six  differ- 
ent churches  in  six  different  countries.  I  have  attended  numbers  of  district  meet- 
ings, seminars,  retreats,  and  conferences.  All  of  these  factors  have  been  unmis- 
takably enriching  and  beneficial. 

My  work  here  ends  with  February.  I  have  enjoyed  these  two  years  very 
much,  and  I  leave  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  with  what  the 
Brazilians  call  much  "saudades"  in  mv  heart. 


Report  of  Rural  Work  In  the  Winston-Salem  District 

Mary  Cameron,  Deaconess 

During  the  thirteen  months  that  I  have  worked  in  this  area  I  have  worked 
on  the  Mt.  Airy,  the  Dobson,  the  Bryant  Memorial,  the  Ararat,  and  the  Pilot 
Mountain  circuits. 

I  assisted  with  Vacation  Church  Schools  in  five  churches  last  summer.  Oth- 
ers were  cancelled  because  of  the  polio  epidemic. 

I  had  the  Week-of-Prayer  program  in  five  W.  S.  C.  S.  and  Mission  Study 
in  five  in  the  fall.  Four  new  W.  S.  C.  S.  groups  have  been  organized  under  my 
leadership  and  are  off  to  a  good  start.  There  are  plans  for  others.  Also  a  new 
circle  of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  has  been  formed  in  one  church  which  includes  a  num- 
ber of  voung  women  in  the  church. 

Work  has  been  done  in  two  church  schools  since  I  came.  Both  of  them 
are  on  the  Mt.  Airy  circuit. 

I  spoke  in  November  on  the  deaconess  work  program  in  seven  Societies. 

Sub-District  Youth  Fellowship  of  which  I  am  one  of  the  counselors  has  gone 
ahead  with  its  work.  We  missed  one  meeting  because  of  rain  and  snow,  and  slick 
roads.  A  special  New  Year's  Eve  Service  was  held  in  one  of  the  churches  in  Mt. 
Airy,  and  have  plans  made  for  the  Good  Friday  Service  which  will  be  sponsored 
bv  the  group. 

I  have  begun  a  study  on  the  Philippines  in  one  of  the  Youth  Fellowships 
and  spoke  in  another  on  observance  of  the  Sabbath. 

I  have  been  hostess  at  three  W.  S.  C.  S.  meetings. 

Have  helped  the  ladies  of  the  Mt.  Airy  Circuit  get  some  work  done  on 
their  parsonage  and  am  on  the  committee  to  help  with  the  furnishing  of  the  new 
parsonage  on  the  Ararat  charge. 

Some  of  the  work  has  been  badlv  crippled  this  winter  because  of  so  much 
rain  and  the  bottomless  roads  which  people  could  not  travel.  With  the  coming 
of  Spring  we  are  looking  forward  to  greater  things  in  this  area.

Hyda  Heard,  Deaconess 

Living  today  places  great  responsibilities  upon  those  that  bear  the  name  of 
Christian  in  truth  and  sincerity,  desiring  to  pattern  their  lives  after  the  Master's, 
and  to  know  His  will  and  do  it.  A  spirit  filled  church  has  unprecedented  oppor- 
tunities for  service  through  its  various  departments  touching  all  ages  from  the 
cradle  to  old  age.  Yet  laborers  are  not  plentiful. 

Sunny  Acres  has  never  been  prettier  than  the  past  year,  nor  have  opportuni- 
ties for  service  through  it  been  greater.  It  has  a  distinctive  work  as  a  rural  center. 
It  served  a  goodly  number  of  splendid  retreats  and  conferences  in  1944.  Spring 
and  fall  of  the  year  are  the  most  popular  seasons  for  such  meetings.  In  the  early 
part  of  the  year  more  groups  asked  for  dates  than  there  were  openings  to  give. 
Then  we  were  greatly  disappointed  the  latter  part  of  the  fall  to  find  we  had  to 
refuse  a  large  number  of  groups  because  of  the  help  situation.  We  still  need  help! 

The  summer  work  for  children  was  cut  short  by  the  outbreak  of  polio.  I 
had  helped  in  one  Bible  School,  and  while  a  group  of  children  was  with  us 
polio  broke  out  in  Winston-Salem  and  Forsyth  County.  That  stopped  work  with 
children  for  the  summer. 

The  farm  provided  an  abundance  of  lovely  fruit  and  vegetables  for  immediate 
use  and  for  preservation. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  year  at  Sunny  Acres  with  its  joys  and  disappoint- 
ments. And  with  the  Psalmist  we  would  sav,  "Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul,  and 
forget  not  all  His  benefits." 


Pfeiffer  Junior  College 

Chi  M.  Waggoner,  President 

Pfeiffer  Junior  College  is  an  institution  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service.  It  is  accredited  by  the  Southern  Association,  by  the  University  Sen- 
ate of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  by  the  State  Department  of  Education. 
Pfeiffer  is  a  member  of  ever)'  association  to  which  it  may  belong. 

Pfeiffer  offers  courses  in  Industrial  Arts,  Liberal  Arts,  Pre-Nursing,  and 
Commerce,  with  many  elective  subjects. 

To  satisfy  the  spiritual,  physical,  social,  and  esthetic  needs  of  its  students, 
Pfeiffer  has  set  up  a  four-fold  program. 

There  are  an  active  Science  Club,  an  Actor's  Guild,  a  Home  Economics 
Club,  a  Woman's  Athletic  Association,  a  local  honorarv  society,  the  Order  of 
the  Sun  Dial,  and  a  chapter  of  the  national  junioi  college  honorary  scholastic 
society,  Phi  Theta  Kappa.  Pfeiffer  is  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  Junior 
College  Athletic  Association.  In  addition,  an  extensive  intramural  program  is 
run  throughout  the  year.  The  main  social  events  are  the  George  Washington 
Ball,  the  Harvest  Dance,  the  All-School  Banquet,  and  May  Day. 

Pfeiffer  puts  a  great  deal  of  emphasis  on  religious  activities.  On  campus 
there  are  Sunday  School,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  International  Relations 
Club,  students  prayer  meetings,  and  vespers  each  Sundav  evening.  There  is  preach- 
ing in  the  Henry  Pfeiffer  Chapel  every  fourth  Sunday. 

Pfeiffer  operates  under  the  cooperative  plan — the  students  work  and  pay 
to  themselves  the  money  that  otherwise  would  go  to  hired  help.  This  self-help 
reduces  greatly  the  cost  of  going  to  college. 

Pfeiffer  gives  to  its  students  a  Christian  philosophv,  a  consciousness  of 
world-democracv,  a  sense  of  self-reliance,  and  a  chance  to  make  their  lives  count. 
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Bethlehem  Center,  Winston-Salem 

Mrs.  Marian  B.  Wooten 

Many  of  vou  have  \-isited  the  Bethlehem  Center  and  know  that  we  have  a 
day  nurserv.  Some  of  vou  know  about  the  club  work  we  are  doing.  Few  of 
vou  know  the  training  and  influence  of  the  work  because  we  know  it  only  as  the 
parents  bring  us  stories  of  the  children's  reactions  at  home. 

The  Great  Emancipator.  Abraham  Lincoln,  said  at  Attawa,  Illinois  in 
August,  1858:  "Public  sentiment  is  everything.  With  public  sentiment  nothing 
can  fail;  without  it  nothing  can  succeed.  Consequentlv,  he  who  molds  public 
sentiment  goes  deeper  than  he  who  enacts  statutes  or  pronounces  decisions.  He 
makes  statutes  and  decisions  possible  or  impossible  to  be  executed." 

Todav,  when  so  manv  people  are  looking  to  Congress  and  to  State  Legisla- 
tures for  legislation  to  correct  what  they  deem  to  be  social  abuses  and  iniquities, 
interracial  situations  which  thev  do  not  approve,  and  urge  that  customs  and 
habits  of  the  people  be  regulated  by  law,  the  Bethlehem  Center  has  kept  in  mind 
these  wise  words  of  Abiaham  Lincoln  and  is  busy  molding  public  sentiment. 

Our  Scouting,  Bovs  club  work,  Bible  Institute  and  Training  School  offer  us 
untold  possibilities  for  molding  public  sentiment.  Understanding  and  apprecia- 
tion comes  through  popular  education. 

The  recreation  room  has  been  a  beehive  of  activity  this  year.  We  have 
three  Scout  troops,  one  boys'  club  and  one  adult  club.  Our  great  ambition  is  to 
have  a  place  where  children  may  come  to  plav  everv  dav.  At  present  we  have 
special  davs  for  the  different  groups  for  we  all  use  the  same  room. 

We  had  our  best  year  with  coupons  (71,000).  We  were  able  to  get  all 
our  equipment  for  the  recreation  room  and  vou  were  generous  with  supplies 
and  supply  monev.  We  thank  you  for  your  support  in  pravers  and  worldlv  goods. 
We  could  not  attempt  this  work  were  it  not  for  them. 


Bethlehem  Center  Annual  Report,  February,  1945 

Ruby  Berkley,  Deaconess 

To  live  as  good  neighbors  to  the  people  within  our  communitv  has  been  one 
of  the  chief  aims  of  our  work  at  the  Bethlehem  Center;  because  it  is  only  as  we 
can  establish  ourselves  as  friends  to  those  who  live  around  us  are  wc  able  to  make 
a  real  place  for  our  work.  Due  to  this  fact,  we  feel  that  we  have  been  able  to 
secure  the  cooperation  of  mam-  more  groups  and  individuals  within  the  neighbor 
hood  than  would  have  been  otherwise  possible. 

Such  cooperation  exists,  not  onlv  among  those  within  the  neighborhood,  but 
in  an  increasing  degree,  between  the  white  and  Negro  groups  who  find  the 
Center  a  place  for  meeting  on  common  ground.  In  the  meetings  of  our 
Advisory  Board,  which  is  interracial,  it  seems  that  more  and  more  the  color  line 
is  being  obliterated  in  our  thinking  and  planning  together. 

During  the  vacation  Bible  school  each  summer  the  children  are  asked  to 
bring  an  offering  each  dav,  which  is  used  to  buv  something  for  the  Center. 
This  past  summer  thev  decided  to  get  some  song  books,  as  we  were  using  mimeo- 
graphed sheets,  which  had  been  considerably  over-worked.  They  were  so  thrilled 
over  the  idea  that  thev  almost  doubled  their  offering  during  the  last  two  days 
of  school,  after  the  decision  was  made. 

In  September  we  had  to  go  through  the  process  of  two  changes  in  our 
staff.  Miss  Iva  McCarter,  from  Hutchinson,  Kansas,  was  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Missions  to  take  the  place  of  Miss  Drusilla  Poole,  who  left  after  two 
vears'  work  here.  A  recent  graduate  of  Paine  College  was  the  Negro  worker 
whom  we  emploved  to  fill  the  other  vacancy. 
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About  the  middle  of  November  we  opened  a  kindergarten  in  the  Federal 
Housing  Project  and  employed  a  Negro  worker  for  this  project.  She  has  two 
sessions  each  day,  with  about  twenty-five  children  in  each  group. 

In  all  of  our  activities,  both  here  at  the  Center  and  at  Fairview  Homes,  we 
have  an  enrollment  of  approximately  three  hundred  children  and  fifty  adults, 
with  a  total  attendance  for  the  month  of  about  two  thousand. 

This  year  we  are  asking  the  children  to  pay  a  small  amount  each  month 
for  club  dues.  Nearly  all  have  responded  very  willingly,  and  we  feel  that  it 
helps  them  as  well  as  adding  a  little  to  our  treasury.  One  little  boy  came  in 
with  his  dues  one  day  with  this  remark:  "Here  is  my  money;  if  I  hadn't  hid  it 
under  the  rug  I  wouldn't  have  it." 

Through  the  assistance  given  by  the  Advisory  Board  we  have  been  able  to 
help  one  of  our  boys  who  wanted  to  go  to  Paine  College  this  year.  He  works 
to  pay  part  of  his  expenses,  and  part  are  paid  through  the  Board. 

The  increasing  interest  which  is  being  shown  by  the  churches  throughout  the 
Conference  is  very  encouraging  and  also  deeply  appreciated.  In  order  that  this 
work  may  go  forward  as  it  should,  your  continued  interest,  material  support, 
and  prayers  are  greatly  needed. 

Allen  Home  and  School,  Asheville,  N.  C. 

Julia  Titus,  Principal 

The  Allen  Home  and  School  is  an  accredited  high  school  for  Negro  girls 
located  in  Asheville,  North  Carolina.  In  addition  to  the  high  school  there  are 
facilities  for  the  sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth  grades.  During  the  past  year  there 
has  been  an  increase  in  enrollment  of  155,  84  of  this  number  being  dormitory 
students.  Because  of  the  limited  dormitory  facilities,  some  girls  were  placed  at 
the  Phyllis  Wheatley  Y.  W.  C.  A.  but  even  then  it  was  necessary  to  refuse  53 
girls  as  boarding  students. 

When  the  school  was  founded  in  1887,  one  of  the  objectives  was  to  provide 
an  education  for  those  Western  North  Carolina  girls  who  lived  in  communities 
where  there  were  no  standard  high  schools.  At  the  present  time  this  need  still 
exists  and  the  school  is  serving  its  original  purpose,  as  51  of  the  84  boarding  stu- 
dents come  from  communities  in  Western  North  Carolina  where  it  is  impossible 
to  attend  accredited  high  school.  In  some  cases  there  is  no  high  school  at  all 
and  when  one  does  exist  it  offers  only  two  or  three  years  work  and  is  non-ac- 
credited. 

Of  the  15  staff  members  eight  are  white  and  seven  are  Negroes.  As  the 
school  is  accredited,  each  teacher  is  teaching  in  her  subject  field,  and  is  certified 
by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

Last  year  the  school  was  visited  by  a  committee  from  the  Southern  Asso- 
ciation of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges  and  their  constructive  criticisms  were 
used  in  planning  for  the  year's  work.  At  their  suggestion  the  Home  Economics 
Department  was  enlarged,  and  now  there  are  two  teachers  instead  of  one.  Several 
remedial  classes  have  grown  out  of  the  testing  program  suggested  by  them,  and 
much  has  been  done  to  improve  the  library  instruction. 

The  committee  felt  that  the  staff  was  doing  a  good  job  considering  the 
equipment  at  hand.  They  commented  on  the  lack  of  class  room  space,  and  the 
fact  that  the  dining  room  was  very  crowded  and  the  dormitory  also.  Four  and 
five  girls  are  living  in  'rooms  that  were  intended  for  only  two. 

They  also  felt  a  great  need  for  more  student  control  and  new  experiments 
have  been  tried  in  this  field,  with  very  good  results.  The  House  Council  and 
Student  Council  have  made  a  very  definite  contribution  to  the  life  of  the  school, 
and  their  projects  in  planning  and  supervision  have  been  very  successful. 

The  school  strives  to  have  variety  in  its  program  of  recreation  so  that  the 
activities  will  be  available  to  fit  the  needs  and  interests  of  each  girl.     The  fol- 
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lowing  clubs  and  groups  have  been  organized:  Girl  Reserves,  Dramatic  Club, 
Folk  Games,  Art  Club,  Home  Economics  Club,  and  Glee  Club.  The  school 
has  an  excellent  basketball  team  and  they  play  with  local  teams  and  those  in  near- 
by towns.  This  year  the  school  is  cooperating  with  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  in  enter- 
taining the  soldiers  and  sailors  at  Moore  General  Hospital  and  the  Naval  Hospital 
located  here. 

This  year  the  girls  have  been  very  active  in  the  field  of  race  relations.  One 
of  the  projects  of  the  Negro  History  Class  was  the  organization  of  an  inter- 
racial club  composed  of  Allen  students,  students  from  Warren  Wilson  Junior 
College,  a  white  school  under  the  Presbvterian  Chuich,  Stevens-Lee  High  School, 
the  Negro  High  School,  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  other  interested 
young  people.  From  this  group  has  grown  International  Relations  Club  that  meets 
monthlv  at  the  various  schools  for  the  discussion  of  topics  of  interest  to  both 
races.  The  girls  have  sponsored  and  attended  other  interracial  meetings  and 
have  had  games  "with  white  schools  and  young  peoples'  groups.  These  contacts 
have  done  much  to  overcome  prejudices  among  our  girls  and  also  among  the 
white  groups  with  whom  they  have  been  associated. 
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DISTRICT  REPORTS 


Asheville  District 

The  Asheville  District  has  had  a  very  good  year  and  all  the  Officers  have 
enjoyed  working  together  under  the  leadership  of  our  President,  Miss  Amy 
Hackney. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  is  new  and  is  at  times  overwhelmed  by  so 
much  that  should  be  done  and  with  so  little  time  to  do  it.  I  try  to  do  the  most 
important  things  first. 

At  the  Annual  meeting  the  District  officers  were  installed  by  the  District 
Superintendent,  The  Reverend  A.  C.  Gibbs. 

The  meeting  was  well  attended  and  a  splendid  program  was  given.  Mrs. 
A.  L.  Thompson,  Conference  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion,  was  with 
us  and  the  new  District  officers  were  instructed  in  their  work  by  her.  We  also 
had  Miss  Nina  Troy,  a  returned  Missionary,  who  told  us  of  her  work  in  China. 

We  had  quarterly  executive  meetings  which  proved  of  great  value.  The 
attendance  was  almost  100  per  cent. 

The  Zone  meetings  in  the  fall  were  attended  by  District  officers  who  brought 
each  department  of  work  to  the  women. 

Asheville  District  was  well  represented  at  the  School  of  Missions  at  Junaluska. 

The  Educational  Seminar  was  a  splendid  one,  and  proved  very  worth  while. 
Mrs.  C.  A.  York,  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  and  Mrs.  J. 
Dale  Stentz,  Conference  Spiritual  Life  leader,  were  with  us.  Their  instruction 
was  well  received  and  much  appreciated. 

Our  Officers-Training-Day  was  held  the  first  of  December.  All  District 
Officers  were  present  to  prepare  for  training  their  women.  Each  Department 
has  shown  results  of  good  work  this  year. 

The  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  tells  me  that  she  has  twenty-eight  Children 
Secretaries  and  is  keeping  them  informed  on  the  work.  Twenty-nine  Youth 
Secretaries  and  nineteen  organized  Youth  Fellowships  were  reported.  Their 
interest  in  projects  are  varied.  Some  have  communitv  projects,  some  put  on 
programs  for  Service  people;  another  group  has  a  special  of  $50.00  for  a  student 
in  Lucknow  Christian  College  in  India. 

Student  secretaries  are  busy  over  the  district;  six  students  attended  summer 
conferences.  Literature  of  our  Church,  Church  bulletins  and  papers,  Upper 
Room  and  other  devotional  material  are  sent.  A  great  work  is  being  done  for 
the  ones  in  the  Armed  Service.  Letters  are  written  regularly  and  at  Easter  and 
Christmas  a  special  message  goes  from  some  of  the  Pastors  along  with  other  letters. 

Brevard  Church  has  done  an  outstanding  piece  of  work  with  their  Student 
work.  They  sent  to  fellow  Colleges,  $93.00  and  contributed  to  other  worthy 
causes. 

We  have  three  hundred  and  thirty-four  Subscriptions  to  the  "Methodist 
Woman"  and  three  hundred  and  fifteen  to  "The  World  Outlook".  I  am  almost 
sure  that  each  district  officer  is  a  subscriber  to  this  magazine. 

Sixty  three  classes  in  Missions  and  Bible  Study  were  held.  Seven  hundred 
and  seventy-seven  women  attending.     Ten  of  these  were  Jurisdiction  classes. 

Our  Christian  Social  Relations  Department  showed  much  practical  work 
done.  Some  of  the  activities  were  buying  bonds  for  churches.  Serving  meals 
for  Brotherhoods  and  Youth  Fellowships  and  Service  people  and  rnanv  ways  of 
helpfulness. 

The  Supply  Department  was  very  fine.  More  than  $450.00  in  cash  value 
was  sent  to  the  Supply  Projects.  One  society  also  sent  428  garments  valued  at 
$255.00  to  the  United  Nations  Relief. 
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The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  very  wide  awake  and  doing  fine  work.  We 
have  nine  Guilds  and  139  members.     They  contributed  to  all  causes  $977.92. 

We  are  so  glad  it  was  possible  for  us  to  go  over  the  top  in  our  finances. 
Our  week  of  Prayer  offering  was  over  $500.00.  Twelve  Life  Members  are  in  this 
district  this  year.     One  hundred  and  seventeen  new  members  were  enrolled. 

We  have  four  Charges  with  no  Societies.  We  are  urging  the  Zone  leaders 
to  lead  in  the  work  of  organizing  these  Churches  and  getting  the  Women  started 
in  their  Zones. 

Our  Spiritual  Life  leader  has  thirty-seven  Spiritual  Life  Secretaries  who  are 
working  to  deepen  the  spiritual  lives  of  our  women.  The  Upper  Room  is  widely 
used. 

Our  Bible  Study  "Christian  Faith  and  the  Christian  Way"  was  one  of  the 
best  we  have  ever  had  and  more  women  were  interested  in  it.  We  hope  after 
studying  this  book  we  will  set  before  each  one  of  us  an  Open  Door  which  no 
man  can  shut.  We  know  if  we  enter  this  open  door  for  1945  with  the  oppor- 
tunities of  service,  we  will  be  able  to  help  bring  the  Kingdom  on  earth,  and 
contribute  to  making  this  a  better  world  for  all  people. 

With  a  grateful  heart  for  each  member  of  the  district  for  her  efforts  in  our 
Master's  work  and  praying  that  each  of  us  will  do  our  best  this  year,  I  respectfully 
submit  this  report.

Charlotte  District 

As  we  enter  upon  the  second  year  of  service  in  the  Charlotte  District  and 
with  the  new  name,  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion,  we  study  the  pos- 
sibilities as  compared  with  the  actualities  that  exist  in  this  area.  This  field  in- 
cludes practically  all  of  the  churches  in  Mecklenburg,  Union  and  Anson  counties, 
83  in  number  with  60  organizations.  While  there  is  one  or  more  W.  S.  C.  S.  on 
the  42  charges,  making  us  100%  in  this  goal,  we  readily  see  the  promising  future 
for  23  additional  societies.  During  1945,  with  Divine  Guidance  and  our  pastors' 
support,  we  expect  to  change  these  figures  and  strengthen  the  missionary  forces 
of  our  district. 

We  are  very  grateful  for  the  cooperation  of  the  conference  and  district 
officers.  With  a  very  large  number  of  our  women  actively  engaged  in  gainful 
employment,  there  is  a  great  challenge  to  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  which 
are  doing  very  fine  educational  work,  and  we  are  happy  to  give  any  aid  we  can 
in  further  promotion  of  this  part  of  our  program.  The  new  secretaries  of 
Student  and  Youth  Work  are  making  intensive  studies  of  their  responsibilities 
and  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  under  their  leadership  the  youth  of  our 
district  will  become  better  acquainted  with  the  wavs  in  which  they  mav  be  of 
greater  service  in  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  that  thev  will  meet  their  opportunities 
with  increasing  interest. 

Officers'  Training  Day,  the  Educational  Seminar,  District  and  Annual  Meet- 
ings were  channels  of  information  and  inspiration  to  the  unusually  large  number 
who  attended  these  sessions.  Mrs.  Washam  and  Mrs.  Brown  won  credits  in  the 
School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska  and  have  aided  in  individual  and  charge 
study  classes. 

From  a  financial  standpoint,  we  have  a  most  encouraging  report.  Our  pledge 
was  overpaid  bv  $2,028.00.  For  this  year  we  have  $10,500.00  as  our  financial 
goal.  Let  even-  society  endeavor  to  have  an  increase  in  her  offerings.  Quoting 
our  president,  Mrs.  Weaver,  "Your  Life  members,  Week  of  Prayer,  Cash  Supplies 
gifts  for  Rural  Worker  need  special  mention."  As  we  view  the  needs  of  TODAY, 
we  re-dedicate  ourselves  to  the  making  of  a  world  over  which  Christ  shall  be 
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the  Ruler  and  in  which  the  bonds  of  love  and  fellowship  for  all  mankind  shall  be 
strengthened.  In  His  Name  and  in  faith,  we  press  on,  believing  our  Charlotte 
District  will  rally  to  the  cries  of  a  sin-sick  and  lonely  world,  as  never  before. 
To  Him  we  give  the  praise  for  the  many  achievements  of  the  past  year.

Gastonia  District 

During  the  past  year  when  we  have  realized  more  than  ever  the  effects  of 
world  conflict  and  when  we  have  known  sorrow,  distress,  and  anxiety  over  this 
conflict,  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the 
Gastonia  District  have  experienced  a  greater  desire  to  serve  Christ  and  to  do  His 
will.  We  have  had  many  fruitful  accomplishments  this  vear,  vet  there  are  many 
goals  unattained,  all  of  which  stir  our  women  to  go  to  Him  in  prayer  that  we 
may  serve  better  in  the  coming  year. 

As  I  write  this  report  I  have  a  mental  picture  of  each  societv  earning  on 
loyally,  sacrificially,  and  courageously  the  work  of  this  great  organization,  and 
with  a  heart  full  of  gratitude  I  record  the  work  done  in  this  district  during  last 
year.  There  are  seventy-five  societies  in  the  district,  with  2,084  members;  two  of 
these  societies  were  organized  during  the  vear:  Laboratory  and  Hoyle  Memorial. 
Much  of  the  credit  of  the  tasks  accomplished  goes  to  the  four  Conference  Offi- 
cers in  our  district.  Mrs.  George  Hoyle,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Harbison,  Mrs.  J.  Dale  Stentz, 
and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne,  our  district  president,  Mrs.  J.  T.  Bowman,  and  every  dis- 
trict officer,  committee  chairman,  zone  leader,  pastor  and  pastor's  wife,  our  dis- 
trict superintendent  and  his  wife,  Reverend  and  Mrs.  E.  M.  Jones,  but  most  of 
the  credit  goes  to  the  members  in  every  society,  and  I  am  grateful  for  every- 
thing that  was  done  that  made  1944  a  great  year  in  the  Gastonia  District. 

Our  district  treasurer  had  a  good  report  and  the  pledge  for  the  district 
that  was  sent  to  our  conference  treasurer  exceeded  by  a  goodlv  sum  our  pledge 
of  $5,500.  Our  Week  of  Prayer  contributions  amounted  to  $634.77,  an^  our 
response  to  the  call  for  contributions  for  a  rural  worker  came  to  $237.65.  This 
bespeaks  more  than  I  can  express  the  devotion  to  the  cause  in  the  hearts  of 
the  women. 

All  meetings  were  well  planned  and  well  attended  and  Mrs.  Bowman  led 
the  women  into  greater  fields  of  service  through  the  information  and  in- 
spiration derived  from  the  different  meetings  held  during  the  vear.  Early  in 
the  spring  an  Executive  meeting  was  held  at  Central,  Shelby,  when  the  dis- 
trict officers,  zone  leaders,  and  all  members  of  the  Executive  body  of  the 
district  met  to  prayerfully  work  out  plans  for  the  year.  The  District  meeting 
was  held,  May  27,  at  Main  Street  Methodist  Church,  Gastonia.  Reports  and 
inspirational  messages  were  given  by  the  conference  officers  of  our  district, 
by  each  district  officer,  an  impressive  Pledge  Service  and  Memorial  Service 
were  conducted,  and,  in  addition  to  these,  we  were  very  fortunate  to  have 
another  Conference  officer,  Mrs.  Eugene  Lamb,  Secretarv  of  Youth,  present 
her  work  in  a  most  challenging  way,  and  to  have  Miss  Ethel  Bost,  returned 
missionary,  stir  us  with  her  story  of  the  work  in  China  and  to  fill  us  with  ad- 
miration, as  she  related  experiences  in  a  Japanese  concentration  camp,  for  Chris- 
tian workers  on  foreign  lands  who  serve  Christ  under  most  trying  conditions 
sometimes,  but  yet  always  manifesting  the  highest  Christian  spirit.  In  the  early 
fall  Mrs.  Dale  Stentz  conducted  an  outstanding  seminar  at  First  Church,  Lin- 
colnton,  without  which  we  could  not  have  made  such  a  splendid  record.  For 
the  first  time,  a  retreat  was  held  in  the  district.  Mrs.  L.  E.  McQuinn  planned 
this  retreat  which  was  held  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne  in  Cherryville, 
November  28.     In  the  opening  session  Mrs.  J.  T.  Bowman  conducted  a  busi- 
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ness  session,  the  retreat  was  composed  of  the  district  officers,  zone  leaders,  com- 
mittee chairmen,  and  the  conference  officers  in  the  district.  After  the  busi- 
ness meeting  the  group  enjoved  the  fellowship  of  a  covered  dish  supper.  In  the 
evening  Mrs.  McQuinn  led  the  group  in  a  most  impressive  candlelight  service. 
It  is  desire  of  the  district  leaders  to  have  a  retreat  of  this  nature  every  year; 
this  meeting  was  full  of  spiritual  power,  and  we  need  to  come  together  for  a 
definite  time  for  prayer  and  re-dedication. 

Deepening  of  the  Spiritual  Life  was  our  first  emphasis  in  the  district,  and 
great  things  were  accomplished  through  the  prayer  groups,  daily  Bible  read- 
ing, and  daily  devotional  conducted  in  the  homes  of  the  members  at  speci- 
fied times  during  the  day.  Study  classes  were  emphasized  next,  and  our  goal 
of  having  at  least  one  study  class  in  every  society  was  not  reached,  but  many 
societies  had  more  study  classes  than  ever  before  and  classes  were  held  in  some 
societies  that  had  not  had  a  class  before.  Time  and  again  emphasis  was  put  on 
importance  of  having  well-informed  members  and  we  are  able  to  report  267 
subscribers  to  the  Methodist  Woman  and  256  subscribers  to  the  World  Out- 
look. Our  hope  for  the  future  is  in  the  training  of  the  children  and  youth; 
and  we  were  delighted  with  the  reports  given  bv  the  secretaries  of  children, 
youth,  and  students.  The  children  report  gifts  to  the  polio  hospital,  orthopaedic 
hospital,  Countv  Homes,  Bethlehem  Houses,  and  Children's  Home.  Interest 
groups,  youth  fellowship  groups,  and  work  with  students  all  expressed  interested 
and  enthusiastic  young  people  desirous  of  promoting  the  work  in  their  fields  of 
activities.  In  Supplies  we  were  able  to  report  a  grand  total  of  $635.77  con" 
tributed  to  institutions  and  other  phases  of  this  part  of  the  organization.  Each 
quarter's  report  showed  much  interest  in  the  department  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  activities.  In  fact  every  phase  of  the  work  was 
promoted  in  the  societies  that  when  we  compiled  the  records  we  marvelled  at 
the  work  that  was  done,  and  then  we  felt  humble  at  the  work  that  yet  remained 
to  be  done,  and  we  challenge  each  officer  and  each  member  to  greater  tasks  in 
this  year. 

We  are  proud  of  the  Weslevan  Service  Guilds  in  the  district,  and  com- 
mend them  most  highly  for  the  work  they  did  under  the  direction  of  the  Guild 
Secretary,  Mrs.  Douglas  French.  There  were  two  new  guilds  organized  during 
the  year,  one  at  West  End,  Gastonia,  and  another  unit  at  Main  Street,  Gas- 
tonia.  The  total  pledge  raised  bv  the  guilds  was:  $446.20;  for  Supplies,  $120.65; 
Week  of  Prayer,  $34.62;  Rural  Worker,  $38.85;  Cultivation  Fund,  $33.40;  for 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  $628.44,  making  a  grand 
total  of  $1,318.41. 

The  following  is  our  prayer: 

"O,  Master,  of  the  waking  world, 
Who  hast  the  nations  in  Thy  heart, 
The  heart  that  bled  and  broke  to  send 
God's  love  to  earth's  remotest  part: 
Show  us  a-new  in  Calvary

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Greensboro  District 

At  the  close  of  another  year  in  war  we  come,  to  give  an  account  of  our 
stewardship,  to  give  thanks  for  all  the  good  work  done  and  to  look  into  the 
future  with  a  faith  to  open  many,  many  closed  doors. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  76  societies  in  the  Greensboro  District  who 
have  reported  a  membership  of  3,318,  including  230  new  members.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  year  we  were  so  happy  to  welcome  into  our  fellowship  again 
1 1  societies  from  High  Point.  Later  in  the  year  we  organized  a  society  at 
Mitchell's  Grove  and  one  at  Salem. 

We  have  12  Guilds  in  the  district,  2  new  ones  and  several  more  in  the 
making.  Again  we  thank  Miss  Lottie  Duncan  for  her  very  untiring  efforts  in 
this  work.  In  spite  of  the  war  and  its  effects  we  had  all  our  meetings  during 
the  year  which  were  necessary.  All  of  them  were  very  well  attended  and 
profitable.  Words  are  inadequate  when  we  try  to  report  on  the  spiritual  work 
done  in  a  society  or  a  district,  yet,  it  is  evident  that  our  lives  have  been  enriched 
in  a  spiritual  way,  because  of  the  many  lovely  deeds  of  kindness  done  for 
our  missionary  work  abroad  and  our  schools  and  settlement  houses  and  friends 
at  home. 

Our  pledge  to  the  conference  for  1944  was  $10,500.00,  which  was  over 
paid.  We  sent  a  sum  total  of  $14,780.00  for  all  purposes  to  the  treasurer; 
$846.99  was  for  the  Week  of  Prayer;  $300.95  for  the  Rural  Worker;  $621.46  for 
cash  supplies.  Included  in  this  grand  total  were  the  offerings  for  99  Life  Mem- 
berships given  by  local  societies  and  the  district  to  faithful  women  who  have 
done  outstanding  work.     The  W.   S.   Guild  gave  $841.91    in  this   total   also. 

I  think  there  are  some  reasons  why  the  reports  have  been  so  good  this 
year.  The  women  have  been  reading  and  studying  more  as  evidenced  by  our 
subscriptions  to  the  magazines.  Our  quota  for  the  two  magazines  was  525  each. 
We  had  reported  725  subscriptions  to  the  Methodist  Woman  and  617  sub- 
scriptions to  the  World  Outlook.  Mrs.  Cora  McClamrock  and  Mrs.  Davidson 
have  really  helped  the  women  to  find  the  best  literature  to  read. 

Another  indication  that  the  women  are  more  interested  and  are  studving 
more  is  the  number  of  study  classes  reported.  We  had  112  study  classes  dur- 
ing the  year.  Some  of  the  reports  from  them  were  excellent.  A  large  number 
of  classes  were  also  reported  by  the  secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  and  Christian 
Social  Relations.  We  are  grateful  to  Mrs.  Hal  C.  Fields  and  Mrs.  C.  A.  York 
for  the  splendid  work  they  have  done  in  our  district. 

The  district  as  a  whole  has  made  some  very  good  improvements  above 
the  past  years.  We  are  increasing  our  gifts  to  missions  and  our  cash  supplies 
each  year,  also  increasing  our  membership  and  widening  our  horizons  of  work 
and  interest.  Among  the  outstanding  objectives  for  1944  I  wish  to  mention 
our  Scarritt  Associate  Fund  for  the  district.  We  paid  $30.00  to  the  conference 
Treasurer  for  the  Scarritt  Fund  and  voted  to  raise  $330.00  as  soon  as  possible 
so  that  we  may  have  a  Greensboro  District  Scarritt  Fund.  We  now  have  in 
the  bank  $148.25   for  this  fund. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  our  interest  is  still  good  in  the  work  at  ORD. 
We  are  still  sending  copies  of  the  Upper  Room  each  quarter  there,  also  each 
church  has  that  as  an  objective  during  the  month,  many  books  are  sent  to  the 
hospital  library,  and  part  of  the  year  we  furnished  the  flowers  for  all  of  the 
chapels. 

Our  Christian  Social  Relations  work  has  been  good.  Over  $200.00  cash 
was  reported  sent  to  the  Polio  Hospital  in  Hickory  and  a  like  sum  in  gifts 
and  toys  for  the  children;  six  Negroes  were  sent  to  the  Training  School  in  Win- 
ston-Salem from  the  district.  A  number  of  societies  have  sent  offerings  to  Negro 
churches  to  be  used  for  repairs,  etc.;  thousands  of  dollars  were  spent  in  re- 
pairing parsonages  in  the  district  or  buying  more  comfortable  furniture  for  them. 
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Aside  from  home  and  church  work  many  women  have  spent  innumerable  hours 
working  for  the  Red  Cross  or  P.-T.  A.  or  some  other  organization  relative  to 
the  war  effort. 

The  above  report  is  just  a  brief  summary  of  the  gifts  of  time,  prayer  and 
money  of  over  3,000  women  in  the  Greensboro  District  who  have  earnestly 
tried  to  have  a  part  in  bringing  about  the  Kingdom  of  God  here  on  earth  under 
the  able  leadership  of  our  faithful  and  loyal  president,  Mrs.  G.  C.  Haltom. 
May  we  be  led  through  the  trying  hours  ahead  to  manv  closed  doors  and  we 
pray  for  the  power  and  wisdom  to  open  them  that  others  mav  share  in  the 
joys  of  Christian  living.

Marion  District 

In  the  year  just  past — through  national  and  personal  stress — the  women  of 
Marion  District  have  given  loyal  effort  to  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom  of 
God,  and  though  they  have  not  achieved  what  the}-  might  have  wished  to 
achieve,  they  yet  have  reason  to  be  glad  of  the  results  of  their  work.  A  record 
of  progress  in  many  areas  is  theirs.  We  say  "theirs"  advisedly,  for  it  is  to  the 
women  in  the  local  societies  that  credit  should  go.  The  district  officers  have 
done  well.  We  thank  them  for  their  leadership,  which  has  welded  the  indi- 
vidual efforts  into  a  united  contribution.  We  are  especially  grateful  for  the 
invaluable  aid  of  the  pastors'  wives,  who  have  served  so  tirelessly  with  the 
women  in  their  churches.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  Mrs.  C.  B. 
Dawsev,  conference  rural  worker,  in  our  district.  She  has  been  of  great  aid  in 
our  mountain  section,  organizing  new  societies  in  hitherto  unreached  charges, 
and  working  with  children  and  with  youth.  It  has  meant  much  to  Marion 
District  to  have  Mrs.  Dawsev  assigned  to  us. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  Mrs.  C.  C.  Robbins,  district  corresponding 
secretary,  resigned  on  account  of  illness,  and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Melzer  was  appointed 
to  fill  out  Mrs.  Robbins'  term  of  office.  The  year  has  been  a  full  one  with 
many  highlights  of  activity  and  fellowship  in  the  district  and  with  progress 
all  along  the  line. 

First,  let  us  review  briefly  two  high  spots  of  district  fellowship. 

The  district  meeting  held  at  North  Morganton  on  May  30  was  a  source 
of  inspiration  to  all  attending.  Miss  Nina  Troy,  returned  missionary,  brought 
a  message  from  China.  Mrs.  Dawsey  spoke  on  achieving  goals.  The  reports 
of  work  being  done  all  over  the  district  were  heartening.  At  this  meeting,  five 
Life  Memberships  were  presented,  one  of  them  going  to  Miss  Claudia  Harbison, 
who  resigned  as  district  president  because  of  the  illness  of  her  mother.  Mrs. 
A.  T.  Abernethy,  vice-president,  consented  to  fill  out  Miss  Harbison's  term  of 
office  and  has  served  capably  since  that  time. 

Another  highlight  of  the  year's  work  was  the  Missionary  Seminar  in  Sep- 
tember. Attendance  was  excellent  and  the  high  level  of  interest  maintained 
throughout  the  day  was  evidence  of  the  thoughtful  planning  of  Mrs.  J.  L.  Mar- 
tin, district  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  who  was  in  charge 
of  the  program.  Mrs.  Dale  Stentz  and  Mrs.  C.  A.  York,  conference  officers, 
with  their  presentation  of  the  study  courses,  stimulated  much  enthusiasm.  Mrs. 
Dawsey  gave  "little  pictures"  of  her  work  with  new  societies. 

In  the  area  of  organization  there  has  been  notable  progress. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  records  showed  54  societies.  We  now  list 
62  societies — snowing  a  gain  of  eight  new  Woman's  Societies  for  the  year.  We 
are  proud  to  rank  first  in  the  conference  in  new  organizations.     Too,  we  are 
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very  happy  to  report  that  this  makes  us  100%  in  organization,  with  at  least  one 
society  in  every  charge.  This  means  that  the  first  goal  set  for  the  district  has 
been  achieved — "A  society  in  every  charge." 

The  second  goal  set  for  the  district  has  been  closely  approached — "A  re- 
port from  every  society."  Reporting,  which  was  lagging,  has  climbed  steadily 
through  the  fourth  quarter  to  bring  increased  unity  in  the  district  and  a  neces- 
sary increase  in  accuracy  of  records. 

The  records  show  increase  in  the  number  of  interest  groups  for  girls  and  in 
additional  sessions  held  for  children.  The  number  of  secretaries  of  Youth  Work 
(11),  Children's  Work  (25),  Student  Work  (11),  and  Spiritual  Life  (28), 
have  increased  this  year,  but  all  these  departments  leave  much  room  for  growth 
and  will  be  emphasized  in  1945. 

An  increasing  number  of  societies  shows  every  officer  a  subscriber  to  our 
periodicals.  Our  quota  has  not  been  reached,  but  many  new  subscriptions  have 
been  entered  and  more  members  are  being  reached  by  the  Methodist  Woman 
and  World  Outlook  and  by  all  other  literature  published  for  the  division.  This 
literature  has  been  much  in  demand  and  was  distributed  at  the  district  meet- 
ings. 

New  membership  means  new  life  all  along  the  line.  With  201  new 
members  reported  for  the  year,  our  district  ranks  third  in  the  conference.  Our 
total  membership  is  recorded  as  1,459.  We  are  thankful  to  be  reaching  so  many 
more  women  this  year. 

The  three  zones,  which  had  failed  to  function  since  gas  rationing,  have 
been  revived  with  enthusiastic  leaders  and  have  already  done  much  to  person- 
alize the  work,  bringing  the  small  societies  into  much  needed  contact  with  dis- 
trict  (and  conference)    officers  and  with  each  other. 

In  the  reaching  of  goals,  Marion  District  ranked  fourth  in  the  confer- 
ence. This  will  stimulate  us  to  aim  toward  higher  efficiency  in  1945,  to  enter 
the  open  doors  set  before  us. 

There  has  been  progress  in  the  area  of  finance  and  giving. 

Marion  District  pledged  $3,000  and  paid  a  total  of  $5,056.79.  For  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  $5,123.30  was  expended. 
Both  the  Lenten  Offering  and  the  Love  Offering  brought  excellent  response. 
There  was  a  substantial  increase  in  the  offering  for  the  Week  of  Prayer — 
$426.15,  also  in  the  number  of  societies  observing  this.  There  was  an  increase 
in  cash  supplies  for  the  year,  with  S197.56  paid  in  for  this  work.  Our  Methodist 
Youth  Fund  totalled  $121.52.  The  children  of  the  district  contributed  $10  to 
missions. 

There  has  been  progress  in  the  area   of  Guild   work. 

The  seven  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  in  the  district  have  done  excellent 
work  this  past  year  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  R.  I.  Corbett  (who  will  assume 
the  duties  of  Conference  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  April)  and 
seven  able  presidents.  They  have  paid  approximately  $500  into  the  Conference 
treasury  and  have  given  one  life  membership.  Their  adventures  in  Christian 
Social  Relations  have  been  significant.  The  greatest  honor  that  has  come  to  the 
district  this  year  came  when  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  Rutherford  College 
(Mrs.  L.  C.  Johnston,  president)  won  first  prize  over  all  other  Guilds  in  the 
nation  in  a  Church-wide  publicity  contest. 

This,  then,  is  the  summary  of  our  work  in  Marion  District  in  1944.  And 
now  we  are  facing  the  challenge  of  tomorrow.  One  thrilling  thing  about  to- 
morrow for  us  is  that  we  have  high  hopes;  high  hopes  of  accomplishing  much 
more — of  opening  new  doors — of  going  forward.  What  we  have  done  is  so 
little  when  we  think  of  the  need.  One  gesture  we  can  make.  We  can  pledge 
ourselves  and  all  that  we  have  and  are.  We  have  done  this  in  pledge  services 
all  over  the  district.     We  have  raised  our  pledges.     We  have  in  our  individual 
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pledges  made  it  possible  for  Marion  District  as  a  whole  to  raise  its  pledge  for 
1945 — by  Si, 000.  We  shall  do  more  than  this — but  in  this  we  make  our 
gesture  of  love  and  hope  for  the  future. 

May  God  be  with  us  all.

Salisbury  District 

When  I  spoke  to  the  women  of  our  Salisbury  District  for  the  first  time 
as  the  District  Corresponding  Secretary  I  began  somewhat  like  this,  "Perhaps 
there  is  no  officer  of  the  District  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  who 
has  a  clearer  picture  of  the  work  of  our  sixty-eight  societies  than  the  District 
Corresponding  Secretary.  This  is  true  because  it  is  to  her  that  the  total  ac- 
thities  of  the  local  societies  are  reported.'"  At  that  time  I  had  just  completed 
the  first  quarterly  report.  With  each  quarter  I  learned  more  of  the  under- 
takings and  accomplishments  of  our  societies.  After  hours  spent  in  totaling 
our  activities  and  monies  for  the  vear.  I  felt  that  I  did  have  this  clear  picture 
that  I  had  mentioned.  In  January  I  attended  the  Conference  Executive  Board 
Meeting  at  Pfeiffer  Junior  College.  I  had  been  sitting  in  that  group  onlv  a 
short  time,  listening  to  messages  and  reports,  when  I  knew  that  I  had,  through 
the  vear.  realized  onlv  a  few  of  mv  duties  and  responsibilities  as  the  District 
Corresponding  Seeretarv;  and  that  I  had  surelv  learned  onlv  in  part  through 
the  reports  of  the  work  that  had  been  done  bv  the  prayers,  services  and  gifts 
of  the  2,839  members  in  our  district. 

I  like  the  way  some  one  has  expressed  this  when  she  said,  "Statistics  can  be 
fascinating  if  one  sees  back  of  them  the  untiring  service  and  selfless  devotion 
which  thousands  of  officers  and  members  have  rendered  in  making  them  pos- 
sible. Figures  take  on  new  meaning  if  each  of  vou  think  of  them  in  relation  to 
yourself  as  a  responsible  member  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service." 
Some  of  the  totals  of  our  past  year's  report  show  the  willingness  of  our  mem- 
bers to  accept  greater  responsibilities  for  service.  Bv  some  of  the  figures  we 
are  able  to  discover  our  weaknesses.  I  like  to  think  of  these  as  unfinished 
opportunities  and  not  failures.

Statesville  District 

I  have  great  faith  in  the  women  of  Statesville  District,  and  feel  that 
although  it's  hard  for  us  to  carry  on  as  in  normal  times,  that  these  women 
will  work  out  some  plan  by  which  this  wonderful  work  which  has  come  down 
to  us  will  not  suffer  but  maintain  its  high  mark.  In  some  ways  we  did  grand 
work  this  year,  in  some  we  did  not  reach  the  mark  we  made  last  year.  There 
are  142  churches  in  45  charges  in  our  district.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  many 
small  churches  and  chapels  are  not  organized.  We  have  74  Woman's  Societies 
of  Christian  Service  and  10  Weslevan  Service  Guilds.  Most  of  these  are  most 
active  and  I  feel  sure  that  in  these  trying  times  they  will  hold  firmly  to  the 
cause  for  which  we  are  fighting.  We,  the  district  officers,  ^are  urging  each  local 
society  to  have  an  Officers  Training  Day,  making  a  study  of  the  duties  of 
each  officer,  so  they  will  be  informed  and  prepared  to  do  their  best  work,  and 
have  the  determination  to  do  their  own  part  to  the  best  of  their  ability.  This 
is  our  goal  for  1945.  We  understand  the  difficulty  of  travel  and  how  hard  it 
is  for  the  women  to  come  together  but  feel  that  it  is  in  the  local  society  that 
the  spark  must  be  kept  burning.  From  the  reports  of  the  conference  officers 
you  will  see  how  we  came  out.  I  feel  that  we  did  a  good  piece  of  work,  and 
hope  we  do  much  better  in  1945.  I  am  glad  that  we  have  not  fallen  behind 
in  organization.  I  urge  strong  societies  to  give  what  inspiration  they  can  to 
weaker,  struggling  sisters  on  a  charge. 
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We  had  our  District  Meeting  June  6,  "D"  Day  in  Europe.  Dr.  Hiatt 
and  our  other  leaders  that  day  led  us  in  a  Retreat.  Most  of  the  day  was 
given  over  to  praver  and  singing  hvmns  of  faith  and  praise  to  God  in  whom 
we  put  our  trust.  We  had  4  zone  meetings  in  the  spring  and  4  zone  meetings 
in  the  fall.  At  the  fall  zone  meetings  time  was  taken  for  a  Retreat,  at  which 
time  those  participating  were  given  a  chance  to  make  a  love  offering  to  go 
to  children  in  war  torn  areas.

Thomasville  District 

The  Thomasville  District,  newly  organized  and  with  a  new  district  secre- 
tary who  still  has  to  learn  about  the  work,  has  done  splendid  work  during  its 
first  vear.  The  district  was  formed  from  three  other  districts,  Elkin,  High 
Point  and  Winston-Salem.  Each  society  was  naturallv  proud  of  its  own  dis- 
trict, but  each  is  now  working  for  unitv  and  progress  in  the  Thomasville  District. 

Due  to  war  conditions,  there  have  been  very  few  visits  made  to  societies 
bv  district  officers.  There  has  been  one  new  society,  Yadkin  College,  organized. 
There  are  ninety-five  societies  in  the  district  with  an  approximate  membership 
of  2,178;  163  new  members  were  added  this  year. 

Early  in  the  year,  we  held  our  executive  meeting  in  the  home  of  our  vice- 
president,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Hammer,  in  Asheboro.  Under  the  leadership  of  our 
district  president,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Mann,  Sr.,  of  Lexington,  and  Mrs.  Weaver, 
we  had  a  verv  beneficial  meeting,  making  plans  for  the  year,  and  studying  the 
work   each    officer   should    do. 

Our  district  meeting  held  at  Communitv  Church  in  Thomasville  was 
well  attended  and  interesting.  At  this  time  we  were  fortunate  in  hearing 
messages  from  Mrs.  A.  L.  Thompson,  Miss  Nina  Troy,  Mrs.  Eugene  Lamb,  and 
Mrs.    C.    A.   York. 

Our  seminar  was  held  at  Fair  Grove  Church  in  Thomasville.  The  district 
secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  Miss  Jewel  Crouse,  deserves 
credit  for  having  a  well  planned  study.  Thanks  to  Mrs.  C.  A.  York,  Mrs.

The  pledge  accepted 
was  $5,500.00.  A  total  of  $7,985.66  was  sent  to  the  conference  treasurer. 
We  gave  $6,914.08  on  pledge.  The  week  of  prayer  offering  was  $726.55.  We 
had  17  life  memberships,  one  honorary  membership,  and  one  baby  member- 
ship; $7,233.99  was  spent  for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities.  Total  amount  raised  for  rural  worker  was  $345.03.  Total  for  Scarritt 
was    $51.00. 
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The  work  of  our  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Herbert  Sink,  of  Lexington,  has  been  excellent.  Money  paid  for  their  pledge 
was  $940.41.  Two  life  memberships  were  given.  There  are  fourteen  Guilds 
in   the  district. 

We  are  planning  our  three  zone  meetings  for  May,  and  feel  so  pleased 
that  Miss  Bettie  Brittingham,  editor  of  the  Methodist  Woman,  has  accepted 
our  invitation  to  talk  to  us  at  all  three  of  these  meetings. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  of  you  for  your  help  during  the 
past  year.     I  am  especially  grateful  to  each  of  our  splendid  district  officers. 

We  hope  to  build  up  a  grand  district,  one  in  which  good  fellowship  and 
unselfish    service    will    grow.

Winston-Salem  District 

The  seventy-nine  societies  and  the  two  thousand  seven  hundred  sixty-three 
members  comprising  the  Woman's  Society  in  the  Winston-Salem  District  have 
completed  a  most  successful  year.  New  interest  was  constantly  evidenced  in 
all  phases  of  the  progiam  with  strikingly  outstanding  work  being  achieved  in 
several.     The  district  pledge  of  $9,500.00  was  enthusiastically  over-subscribed. 

Highlighting  the  year's  work  was  the  addition  of  eight  new  societies  and 
234  new  members.  This  latter  showing  an  increase  of  26  members  over  last 
year. 

The  district  meeting  in  the  fall  and  the  seminar  in  the  spring  were  well 
attended.  Carefully  arranged  and  excellentlv  conducted  courses  of  studv  were  of 
real  benefit  to  the  entire  district. 

Outstanding  work  was  done  by  the  Supplv  department  under  the  capable 
direction  of  Mrs.  T.  H.  Redmon,  District  Secretary  of  Supplies.  During  the 
year  over  80,600  coupons  were  collected — a  notable  achievement!  The  funds 
realized  through  the  redemption  of  these  coupons  helped  make  possible  a  recrea- 
tion room  at  the  Bethlehem  Center.  A  very  successful  campaign  for  the  col- 
lection of  clothing  for  Allied  Relief  was  conducted.  Mrs.  Redmon  reports 
mounting  interest  in  all  societies  in  supply  work. 

Mrs.  L.  V.  Scott,  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities,  is  to  be  likewise  congratulated  for  work  exceptionally  well  done. 
Under  her  guidance  the  Institute  for  Christian  Workers  (colored)  marked  up 
a  record  attendance  as  well  as  a  new  high  in  interest  and  enthusiasm.  The 
school  was  a  gratifving  success.  In  keeping  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Con- 
ference, a  district  committee  was  established  bv  Mrs.  Scott.  This  committee 
has  been  most  active,  being  instrumental  in  paving  the  way  for  the  creation 
of  dav  nurseries  (government  financed  under  terms  of  the  Lanham  Act)  in  two 
of   our   churches. 

Again  this  year,  concerted  effort  has  been  made  throughout  the  district  to 
increase  the  number  of  subscriptions  to  the  World  Outlook  and  The  Methodist 
Woman.  In  cases  of  societies  having  no  subscriptions,  editions  of  these  publi- 
cations were  circulated  for  the  purpose  of  arousing  interest  and  creating  familiar- 
ity with  our  magazines.  At  year's  end  there  were  in  effect  354.  subscriptions 
to  the  World  Outlook  and  417  to  The  Methodist  Woman. 

Miss  Mary  Cameron,  our  Rural  Worker,  is  to  be  commended  for  the  fine 
manner  in  which  she  assumed  and  carried  out  her  duties.  In  order  that  this 
good  work  may  be  perpetuated  and  expanded,  a  special  love  offering,  during  the 
fourth  quarter,  placed  S520.64  in  the  Rural  Workers  Fund.  The  prospects 
here  are  challenging. 

The  devoted  loyalty  and  untiring  effort  of  Mrs.  P.  A.  Masten  have 
resulted  in  a  year  marked  bv  success  and  advancement  for  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guilds   of   the   district. 

To  every  member  for  heart-warming  support  and  cooperation,  for  deter- 
mined effort,  and  for  unselfish  service — our  sincere  appreciation.  To  these 
women  of  the  Winston-Salem  District  now  comes  the  abiding  satisfaction  of 
having  served   faithfully  and  well  life's   noblest  cause.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT  WOMAN'S 
SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 


Article  I — Name 

There  shall  be  a  District  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  auxiliary 
to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  II — Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  District  Society  shall  be  to  unite  all  the  Societies  with- 
in the  District  in  an  earnest  effort  for  the  promotion  of  the  work  of  the  Con- 
ference Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  III — Membership 

All  members  of  the  Woman's  Societv  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local 
churches  of  a  district  shall  be  considered  members  of  the  District  Society. 

Article  IV — District  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  District  Societv  shall  be  a  President,  a  Recording  Sec- 
retary, a  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion,  a  Treasurer,  Secretaries  of 
Missionary  Education  and  Service,  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities,  of  Student  Work,  of  Youth  Work,  of  Literature  and  Publi- 
cations, of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  Supplies  and  Spiritual  Life. 

Article  V — Meetings 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  District  Societv,  when  reports 
shall  be  received  from  the  Societies  of  the  District,  officers  elected,  necessary 
business  transacted,  pledges  made  by  the  Societies  and  a  program  of  inspiration 
and  information  given  along  the  lines  of  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service. 


BY-LAWS  FOR  THE  DISTRICT  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 


Article  I — Officers 

Section  1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  District 
Woman's  Societv  of  Christian  Service  and  actively  advance  all  the  interests  of 
the  work.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member 
ex  officio  of  all  committees.  She  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  usual 
to  a  presiding  officer.     She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  conference  executive  board. 

Section  2.  The  vice  president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president  in 
her  absence  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  societv.  She 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  District  Society  may  require. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
District  Societv  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  keep  a  record 
of  all  the  District  meetings  in  permanent  form  and  send  a  copy  of  the  minutes 
of  the  Executive  Committee  meetings  to  each  officer.  She  shall  present  all 
recommendations  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the  District  Society  and  notify 
all  committees  of  their  appointment. 
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Section  4.  The  secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  shall  conduct 
correspondence  with  the  societies  of  the  District  and  keep  in  close  touch  with 
the  Conference  secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion.  She  shall  furnish  such 
information  to  the  societies  as  is  needed  for  the  promotion  of  their  work. 
She  shall  organize  and  cultivate  new  societies.  She  shall  make  reports  to  the 
District  Society  and  to  the  Conference  Society,  as  required.  She  shall  present 
the  work  at  District  Conference  and  Institutes  as  called  for  by  the  District 
Superintendent.  She  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  Conference 
secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  and  copies  of  these  to  the  Conference 
president.  She  shall  send  a  list  of  District  officers  to  the  Conference  secretary 
of  Organization  and  Promotion.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  conference 
executive  board. 

Section  5.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  District  funds  which  may  be 
derived  from  collections  from  District  meetings  and  from  donations  from  the 
Local  Societies.  She  shall  disburse  District  funds  upon  the  written  order  of 
the  District  president  and  the  District  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion, 
and  shall  send  an  itemized  statement  of  all  finances  to  these  officers.  She 
shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall  be 
responsible  for  missionary  education  in  the  District  and  for  the  promotion  of 
study  courses  in  the  societies,  under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference  secretary 
of  Missionary  Education  and  Service.  She  shall  secure  the  cooperation  of  the 
secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  and  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  in  coordinating  the  study  and  action  plans  for  the  District.  She 
shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the 
Conference  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  District,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities.  She  shall  guide  the  women  in  the  studies  and  action  growing  out  of 
the  findings  of  the  resource  committees  of  the  department  in  the  Division.  She 
shall  co-operate  with  the  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  and  with  the  secretary  of 
Missionary  Education  and  Service  in  the  study  and  action  plans  of  the  District. 
She  shall  co-operate  with  other  organizations  of  the  Church  and  with  other 
agencies  working  toward  similar  ends.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District 
Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  make  a 
careful  study  of  all  literature  and  program  materials  of  the  Woman's  Division  and 
report  concerning  its  suitability  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  societies  in  the  Dis- 
trict. She  shall  promote  the  circulation  and  use  of  The  Methodist  Woman  and 
World  Outlook  throughout  the  District.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District 
Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Literature 
and  Publications. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Weslevan  Service  Guild  shall  promote  the 
work  of  the  Guild  in  the  District  under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference  Sec- 
retary, and  assist  in  the  organization  of  new  units.  She  shall  become  familiar 
with  the  work  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  and  of  the  Woman's  Di- 
vision, attend  the  meetings  of  the  District  Society  and  present  the  annual  report 
of  the  Guild.  She  shall  receive  reports  from  the  local  Guilds  and  report  annually 
and  semi-annually  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans  and 
programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  under  the  leadership  of  the  Con- 
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ference  Secretary  of  Student  work.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District 
Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Student 
Work! 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  promote  the  work  accord- 
ing to  the  plans  and  programs  approyed  by  the  Woman's  Division,  under  the 
leadership  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Youth  Work.  She  shall  report  an- 
nually to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  sec- 
retary of  Youth  Work. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  promote  the  work 
according  to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division,  under 
the  leadership  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Children's  Work.  She  shall  report 
annually  to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference 
secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  endeavor  to  quicken  the 
spiritual  life  of  Methodist  women  and  shall  seek  to  permeate  the  church  with 
spiritual  power  which  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  more  effective 
Christian  service.  She  shall  cooperate  with  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation and  Service  and  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities 
in  coordinating  the  study  and  action  plans  of  the  District.  She  shall  report 
annually  to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference 
secretary  of  Spiritual  Life. 

Section  14.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  be  responsible  for  pro- 
moting interest  in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies  to  institutions  in  home  and 
foreign  fields  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  pro- 
mote interest  in  sending  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
cleared  through  the  Committee  on  Supply  Work  of  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually 
to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Supply  Work. 

Article  II — Elections 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  District  shall  be 
elected  as  District  Officers.  Officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  2.  At  the  annual  meeting  preceding  the  Assembly,  a  delegate  shall 
be  elected  to  the  Assembly. 

Article  III 

Each  District  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  District  cultivation  and  expenses,  accord- 
ing to  its  needs. 

Article  IV — Standing  Committees 

Section  1.  The  District  Society  shall  provide  such  Standing  Committees  as 
the  needs  may  require,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  District  shall  be  composed  of 
the  officers  of  the  District  and  Chairmen  of  such  Standing  Committees  as  may 
be  set  up.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the 
District  Society,  shall  consider  the  advance  plans  projected  by  the  Conference 
Society  and  make  recommendations  to  the  District  Society  for  carrying  forward 
these  plans.  Vacancies  in  offices  of  the  society  or  chairmen  of  committees  shall 
be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  V — By-Laws 

The  District  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  needs  of  the  District 
require,  provided  thev  are  in  harmony  with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the 
Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE 

WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

IN  THE  LOCAL  CHURCH 


Article  I — Name 

There  shall  be  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church, 
auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  II — Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  be  to 
unite  all  the  women  of  the  church  in  Christian  living  and  service;  to  help 
develop  and  support  Christian  work  among  women  and  children  around  the 
world;  to  develop  the  spiritual  life;  to  study  the  needs  of  the  world;  to  take 
part  in  such  service  activities  as  will  strengthen  the  local  church,  improve  civic, 
community,  and  world  conditions.  To  this  end  this  organization  shall  seek 
to  enlist  women,  young  people,  and  children  in  this  Christian  fellowship,  and  to 
secure  funds  for  the  activities  in  the  local  church  and  support  of  the  work 
undertaken  at  home  and  abroad  for  the  establishment  of  a  world  Christian 
community. 

Article  III — Membership 

A  woman  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society  by  giving  prayer,  service, 
and  an  annual  contribution  of  money  to  the  total  budget  through  membership 
offerings  or  dues,  pledges,  or  gifts.  She  shall  contribute  to,  educate  for,  and 
promote  the  total  program  of  the  women  of  Methodism. 

Article  IV— Funds 

Section  1.  All  funds  from  whatever  source  raised  under  the  auspices  of 
this  Society  belong  to  this  organization  and  shall  be  disbursed  only  in  accord 
with  its  constitution  and  by  its  order. 

Section  2.  The  total  budget  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
in  the  local  church  shall  be  the  amounts  pledged  for  the  entire  work  of  the 
Woman's  Division,  cultivation  funds,  and  funds  for  community  service  and 
local  church  activities. 

The  funds  to  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  shall  be 
remitted  through  the  regular  channels  of  finance;  from  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Society  in  the  local  church  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  on  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Woman's  Division.  There  shall  be  no  division  of  funds  sent  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  by  the  Treasurer  in  the  Society  of  the  local 
church. 

The  funds  of  community  sendee  and  local  church  activities  shall  be  admin- 
istered by  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church. 

Section  3.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  gifts  to  special  missionary  projects 
within  the  appropriations.  Gifts  for  special  missionary  projects  shall  be  sent 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church 
to  the  Conference  Treasurer.  The  total  amount  of  such  gifts  shall  be  reported 
and  transmitted  quarterly  by  the  Conference  Treasurer  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Woman's    Division. 

Section  4.  Thank  offerings,  Christmas  offerings,  and  Lenten  offerings  may 
be  used  as  methods  of  raising  the  total  budget  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Chris 
tian  Service  in  the  local  church. 
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Section  5.  Each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  make  an  an 
nual  pledge  to  the  total  budget  by  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service. 

Article  V — Officers  and  Elections 

The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice  President,  a  Record- 
ing Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretarv,  a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary  of  Missionary 
Education  and  Service,  a  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities,  a  Secretarv  of  Student  Work,  a  Secretary  of  Youth  Work, 
a  Secretary  of  Children's  Work,  a  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  a 
Secretarv  of  Supply  Work,  a  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  and  such  other  officers 
in  charge  of  lines  of  work  as  may  be  required. 

These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society. 

Article  VI — Meetings 

The  Society  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  a  month  for  the 
transaction  of  its  business  and  for  the  studv  of  the  work. 

Article  VII — Amendments 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  Constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  Recording 
Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Division. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE 

WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

IN  THE  LOCAL  CHURCH 


Article  I — Meetings 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  one  or  more  regular  meetings  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  during  a  month.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting 
for  the  receiving  of  annual  reports  and  the  election  and  installation  of  officers. 
It  shall  be  held  prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  Adequate  time  shall  be 
given  in  the  meeting  for  education  in  and  successful  promotion  of  the  vast  in- 
terests committed  to  Methodist  women.  The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  year 
shall  be  devoted  to  consecration  and  the  consideration  of  the  plans,  programs, 
and  financial  pledges  for  the  year.  Where  expedient,  the  Society  may  organize 
circles,  representing  the  entire  program  of  the  Society.  Circles,  if  organized,  shall 
meet  once  a  month  as  the  whole  Society  for  an  inclusive  presentation  of  the 
plans  and  program  of  the  Society.  Membership  in  circles  shall  be  revolving, 
subject  to  entire  change  of  personnel  at  the  time  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Section  2.  The  order  of  business  shall  include  worship;  reports  of  general 
officers,  of  officers  in  charge  of  the  various  lines  of  work,  and  of  chairmen  of 
standing  committees;  and  a  program  presenting  the  total  work  of  the  Society 
as  provided  by  the  education  and  cultivation  agencies  of  the  Division. 

Section  3.  A  special  meeting  of  the  Society  may  be  called  by  the  presi- 
dent with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  At  such  special  meetings 
no  business  shall  be  transacted  except  that  for  which  the  meeting  is  called. 

Section  4.  The  president  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  consider  business  of  importance. 
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Article  II— Nominations  and  Elections 

Section  1.  The  Society  may  elect,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  from  three 
to  seven  members  who  shall  serve  as  a  nominating  committee  to  present  nomina- 
tions of  all  officers  and  chairmen  of  standing  committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Section  2.  Nominations  and  elections  may  be  by  acclamation  or  by  ballot. 
The  consent  of  nominees  shall  be  secured  before  presenting  names. 

Section  3.  A  majority  vote  is  sufficient  for  election.  Those  elected  shall  as- 
sume their  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Section  4.  No  officer  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four  con- 
secutive years  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  Treasurer. 

Article  III — Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and 
of  the  executive  committee.  She  shall  actively  advance  all  phases  of  the  work 
of  the  Society.  She  shall  promote  close  cooperation  between  the  Society  and 
the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  the  local  church  and  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  election  by  the  Society  of  two  representatives  to  membership 
on  that  board.  She  shall  officially  represent  the  Society  at  all  meetings  except 
where  delegates  are  elected  by  the  Society.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio 
of  all  committees  except  the  nominating  committee  and  shall  sign  all  orders 
on  the  Treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  thus  qualify- 
ing for  membership  on  the  Official  Board  and  of  the  Quarterly  Conference. 

Section  2.  The  vice  president  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  interest  of  the 
Society  and  in  the  absence  of  the  President  shall  assume  the  duties  of  that 
office.     She  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  program  committee. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  meetings 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  executive  committee  and  shall  sign  all  official  papers. 
She  shall  report  the  recommendations  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  sign, 
with  the  President,  all  official  papers.  She  shall  report  the  recommendations 
of  the  executive  committee  to  the  Society,  and  in  cooperation  with  the  publicity 
committee  see  that  all  meetings  are  properly  announced.  She  shall  be  custodian 
of  all  official  papers  and  records. 

Section  4.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  Society.  She  shall  forward  reports  and  information  to  District  and 
Conference  Secretaries  quarterly  and  annually  as  directed  by  the  Society.  She 
shall  send  a  list  of  newly  elected  officers  of  the  society  to  District  and  Confer- 
ence officers  immediately  following  the  election  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society. 

Section  5.  The  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall 
send  all  funds,  except  those  designated  for  community  service  and  local  church 
activities,  to  the  Conference  Society  Treasurer,  unless  the  Conference  authorizes 
District  Treasurers  to  receive  such  funds.  She  shall  make  itemized  monthly  and 
annual  reports  to  the  Society  and  provide  copies  of  all  reports  for  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary  for  inclusion  in  her  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the 
District  Conference  officers.  She  shall  accept  funds  turned  over  to  her  by 
the  local  unit  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  send  them  to  the  District 
Conference  Treasurer,  clearly  marked  as  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  funds.  She 
shall  remit  monthly  or  quarterly  to  the  District  or  Conference  Treasurer.  She 
shall  send  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  an  annual,  itemized  statement  of  all 
missionary  and  local  funds  passed  bv  the  auditing  committee  of  the  local  church. 
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Section  6.  The  secretary  of  missionary  education  and  service  shall  pro- 
mote study  courses,  provide  missionary  information,  keep  in  touch  with  the  con- 
nectional  agencies  and  missionaries  and  deaconesses,  make  recommendations  for 
special  missionary  projects,  and  seek  to  develop  the  interest  of  the  membership 
in  their  support.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  study  and  action  com- 
mittee, and  through  this  committee  she  shall  cooperate  with  the  Secretaries  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  and  Spiritual  Life  in 
forming  the  study  and  action  plans  of  the  Society.  She  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  program  committee.  She  shall  make  reports  of  this  work  to  the  Society 
and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or 
Conference  officers. 

Section  1.  The  secretary  of  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church  ac- 
tivities shall  direct  and  promote  the  work  of  the  Society  in  community  service, 
guide  a  studs'  of  community  conditions,  and  plan  and  supervise  activities  ap- 
proved bv  the  Society  in  accord  with  the  program  and  studies  undertaken 
by  this  department  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  supervise  work  under- 
taken bv  the  Society  such  as  was  formerly  promoted  bv  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society 
or  by  societies  of  similar  purpose.  She  shall  encourage  the  membership  to 
cooperate  in  and  support  the  total  program  of  the  local  church  to  the  end 
that  the  church  may  achieve  a  high  degree  of  effective  Christian  influence  and 
power.  The  Society  mav  appoint  a  committee  or  committees  to  assist  the  Secre- 
tary in  developing  this  work.  The  Secretary  shall  be  a  member  of  the  program 
committee  and  of  the  study  and  action  committee  of  the  Society.  She  shall 
make  reports  of  this  work  to  the  Society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual 
reports  to  the  corresponding  District  and  Conference  officers. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  student  work  shall  promote  the  plans  and 
program  appioved  bv  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  The  Secre- 
tary of  Student  Work  in  the  church  nearest  the  campus  shall  work  in  the  total 
program  of  student  religious  life.  She  shall  work  in  cooperation  with  the  pas- 
tor-director of  Student  Work  or  with  the  director  of  religious  life  on  the 
campus.  She  shall  place  special  emphasis  on  the  work  of  the  local  Student 
Council  Commissions  (or  committees)  on  the  WTorld  Christian  Community 
and  Christian  Social  Action.  Wherever  possible,  she  shall  work  through  mem- 
bership on  the  Campus-Church  Relations  Committee  or  with  similar  advisory 
groups.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  student  work  to  the  Society  and  shall 
send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference 
officers. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  youth  work  shall  cooperate  in  the  total  pro- 
gram of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  harmony  with  the 
plans  and  programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
and  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  Youth  Work 
to  the  Society-  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  correspond- 
ing District  and  Conference  officers. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  children's  work  shall  cooperate  in  the  total 
program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  harmony  with  the  plans 
and  program  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of 
the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  Children's  Work  to  the 
Society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District 
and   Conference   officers. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  literature  and  publications  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  program  committee  and  shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  literature, 
including  the  program  materials  of  the  Woman's  Division  and  shall  report 
to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  concerning  their  use 
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by  the  local  Society  and  their  suitability  to  its  needs.  She  shall  also  be  responsi- 
ble for  the  circulation  of  World  Outlook  and  The  Methodist  Woman  through 
the  local  church.  She  shall,  in  cooperation  with  some  person  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  the  local  church,  and  with  the 
assistance  of  a  joint  committee,  make  a  canvass  of  the  entire  membership,  se- 
curing subscriptions  and  renewals.  A  particular  responsibility  shall  be  to  present 
both  of  these  magazines  to  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service.  She  shall  make  reports  of  this  work  to  the  Society  and  shall  send  quar- 
terly and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  and  Conference  officers. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  supply  work  shall  direct  the  sending  of  needed 
supplies  to  ministers  of  The  Methodist  Church  recommended  by  their  District 
Superintendents  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports  to  the  Society 
and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or 
Conference  officers. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  spiritual  life  shall  seek  to  quicken  the  spirit- 
ual life  of  all  the  women  of  the  church  and  to  increase  their  sense  of  re- 
sponsibility for  personal  service  and  giving.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of 
the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the  program  committee 
and  the  committee  on  study  and  action  of  the  Society.  She  shall  make  reports 
of  her  work  to  the  Society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  cor- 
responding District  and  Conference  officers. 

Article  IV — Standing  Committees 

Section  1.  The  society  shall  set  up  such  standing  committees  as  the  needs 
of  the  work  from  time  to  time  shall  require. 

Section  2.  The  executive  committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  officers, 
the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  the  secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  the  president  and  the  treasurer 
of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary  of  Student  Work,  the  secretary  of 
Youth  Work,  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  the  secretary  of  Supply  Work, 
the  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  the  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  the 
chairman  of  standing  committees  and  of  circles.  The  committee  shall  meet  once 
a  month  prior  to  the  business  meeting  of  the  society.  It  shall  consider  all  plans 
and  projects  and  submit  its  recommendations  to  the  society  for  action.  Ad 
interim  vacancies  in  officers  or  in  chairmen  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Section  3.  The  spiritual  life  committee  shall  give  particular  attention  to 
the  growth  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  members  of  the  society  and  of  the  church 
by  seeking  to  deepen  the  prayer  life  and  to  increase  the  sense  of  responsibility 
for  personal  service  and  Christian  Stewardship.  The  committee  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  the  promotion  of  informal  studies  recommended  by  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  of  the  Conference  Society  and  of  the  Woman's 
Division. 

Section  4.  The  program  committee  shall  consist  of  the  vice  president  of  the 
society,  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  and  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  the  secretary  of  Literature  and  Pub- 
lications, and  the  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life.  Additional  members  may  be 
elected  or  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  if  the  society  so  desires. 

This  committee  shall  plan  and  supervise  the  programs  for  regular  monthly 
and  other  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
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Section  5.  There  shall  be  a  committee  on  study  and  action,  composed  of 
the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  of  Spiritual  Life.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  consider  all  plans  and  recommendations  referred  to  it  by  the 
Conference  Committee  on  Study  and  Action  and  to  make  recommendations 
concerning  the  use  of  approved  studv  courses,  joint  study  courses,  and  coopera- 
tive courses.  It  may  recommend  also  special  informal  studies  in  line  with 
major  needs.  This  committee  shall  develop  a  correlated  program  of  education 
and  action  for  the  year  and  make  recommendations  concerning  the  same  to  the 
society  or  to  its  Executive  Committee. 

Section  6.  The  finance  committee  shall  consist  of  the  president,  the  treas- 
urer who  shall  be  chairman,  and  members  chosen  to  represent  Missionary 
Education  and  Service  and  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Ac- 
tivities. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  consider  the  total  budget 
of  the  society.  This  budget  shall  include  the  amounts  to  be  sent  to  the  Dis- 
trict or  Conference  Treasurer,  and  the  amounts  to  be  expended  locally. 

The  committee  shall  recommend  the  total  budget  to  the  society  for  its  ap- 
proval and  adoption. 

Section  7.  The  membership  committee  shall  plan  frequent  surveys  of  the 
women  of  the  community,  in  an  endeavor  to  secure  members  for  the  church 
and  for  the  society.  The  committee  shall  strive  to  establish  such  relationship 
with  new  members  as  will  enlist  their  eager  and  active  participation  in  the  total 
program  of  the  church  and  of  the  society.  The  committee  shall  make  use  of 
opportunities  to  further  the  interests  of  woman's  work  in  the  neighboring 
churches  where  no  organizations  have  heretofore  existed. 

Section  8.  The  fellowship  committee  shall  promote  the  social  life  of  the 
society  and  the  church  and  help  create  an  atmosphere  of  warmth  and  friendli- 
ness. The  committee  shall  make  plans  for  social  functions  or  special  efforts 
sponsored  by  the  society  or  requested  by  the  official  board. 

Section  9.  The  committee  on  status  of  women  shall  study  the  status  of 
women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state  and  the  nation,  and  in 
other  lands,  including  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the  questions  that  affect 
her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  This  committee  shall  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  society  for  the  promotion  of  such  lines  of  activity  as  will  im- 
prove woman's  status  and  enable  her  to  serve  effectively. 

Section  10.  The  publicity  and  printing  committee  shall  send  to  the  church 
bulletin  and  newspapers  all  notices  and  reports  of  meetings  of  the  society  and 
shall  collect  clippings  and  letters  of  interest  relating  to  society  meetings,  pro- 
grams, and  social  functions.     It  shall  have  charge  of  printing  and  stationery.

The  Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Serv- 
ice of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  is  lovingly  dedicated  to 
the  memory  of  Miss  Kate  Hackney,  Missionary  Emeritus. 

Miss  Hackney  started  her  work  under  the  Home  Mission  Board  in 
Memphis,  Tenn.,  in  1906,  teaching  kindergarten  in  the  Wesley  House 
there.  After  two  years  she  was  sent  to  do  the  same  kind  of  work  in  the 
Wesley  House  in  Nashville,  Tenn.  Later  she  taught  in  the  Methodist 
Training  School  for  Christian  Workers,  and  it  was  while  there  that  she 
was  called  to  do  the  same  kind  of  work  in  the  Laura  Haygood  Normal 
School,  Soochow,  China,  where  she  served  for  twenty  six  years.  Miss 
Hackney  died  February  28,  1946.

The  Sixth  Session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  convened 
in  Hawthorne  Lane  Methodist  Church,  Charlotte,  N.  C,  Tuesday  after- 
noon March  19,  1946,  at  2:30  oclock.  Mrs.  C.  N.  Clark,  the  Conference 
vice-president,  called  the  Conference  to  order,  and  stated  that  she  was 
presiding  in  the  absence  of  the  president,  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  who  was 
detained  on  account  of  the  serious  illness  of  her  husband.  She  asked  the 
prayers  of  the  Conference  for  the  Weaver  family,  the  Conference  body, 
and  herself.  After  the  singing  of  the  Conference  hymn,  "Peace  Through 
His  Cross",  Mrs.  J.  Dale  Stentz,  Conference  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life, 
led  the  opening  worship.  She  called  attention  to  the  Conference  theme, 
"In  His  Will  Is  Our  Peace",  and  challenged  us  to  keep  constantly  before 
us  these  ideas:    God's  Will,  His  Cross,  and  Peace. 

Message:  Just  as  the  worship  service  closed  a  message  came  to  Mrs. 
Clark  telling  of  the  passing  of  Dr.  Weaver  in  Elkin.  Upon  the  an- 
nouncement of  this  message,  the  Conference  stood  for  a  brief  period  of 
reverent  silence  in  tribute  to  Dr.  Weaver,  following  which  Reverend 
J.  C.  Cornette,  pastor  of  the  hostess  church,  offered  a  prayer.  He  gave 
thanks  for  the  life  and  ministry  of  Dr.  Weaver,  and  invoked  the  blessing 
of  God  upon  his  family,  and  upon  the  Conference. 

Business  Resumed:  Mrs.  Clark  told  the  Conference  she  believed  it 
would  be  the  desire  of  Mrs.  Weaver  that  the  business  of  the  Conference 
continue  uninterrupted,  and  that  if  Dr.  Weaver  could  speak  he  would 
express  the  same  desire,  for  he  had  urged  Mrs.  Weaver  to  the  laot  to 
come  to  the  Conference. 

First-Time  Delegates:  Upon  count  it  was  revealed  that  there  were 
105  delegates  in  attendance  for  the  first  time,  and  there  were  58  delegates 
present  who  were  under  35  years  of  age. 

Welcome:  Mrs.  Clark  introduced  Rev.  J.  C.  Cornette,  pastor  of  the 
hostess  church,  who  welcomed  the  delegated  body  to  the  church  and  city. 
Mrs.  W.  L.  Martin,  president  of  the  hostess  society,  and  chairman  of  ar- 
rangements, was  presented,  and  she  also  graciously  welcomed  the  Meet- 
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ing  to  the  church  and  city.   Mrs.  Clark  then  read  the  response  written  by- 
Mrs.  Weaver  as  she  had  expected  to  deliver  it. 

Visitors:  Mrs.  Clark  introduced  the  following  visitors:  Dr.  E.  H. 
Blackard,  District  Superintendent  of  the  Charlotte  District,  Mrs.  W.  W. 
Hagood,  who  has  missed  few  Annual  Meetings  since  the  organization 
of  the  Conference  Society,  and  who  has  held  several  offices  in  it,  was 
presented  and  brought  an  affectionate  greeting,  Mrs.  N.  S.  Ogburn, 
formerly  a  missionary  in  Japan,  Miss  Lelia  Tuttle,  Missionary  Emeritus 
from  China,  Miss  Mabel  Cherry,  former  Missionary  to  Korea,  and  Miss 
Julia  Titus  of  the  Allen  High  School  in  Asheville,  N.  C. 

Pages:  The  Chairman  then  presented  Mrs.  J.  S.  Phillips,  and  Mrs. 
J.  C.  Cornell,  co-chairmen  of  Pages,  who  in  turn  presented  the  pages  who 
were  to  serve  throughout  the  sessions  of  the  Conference.

1946. 

5.  That  the  names  of  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne,  Mrs. 
J.  Dale  Stentz,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Harbison  from  the  Woman's  Society,  and 
Mrs.  W.  F.  Redding,  Jr.,  from  the  Guild  be  sent  to  Mrs.  J.  J.  Stowe 
as  prospective  Jursidiction  Officers. 

6.  That  the  Woman's  Society  of  the  Conference  pay  the  sum  of 
$100.00  to  the  Town  and  Country  Commission  of  the  Annual  Conference.

1.  That  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  books  be  closed  on  the  20th  of 
the  last  month  of  each  quarter,  instead  of  the  30th.

PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 


Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver 

Since  we  last  met  the  command  to  cease  firing  has  gone 
over  the  battlefields,  yet  in  our  world  today  there  is  chaos, 
and  hatred  fills  the  hearts  of  millions  of  our  people.  It  is  in 
such  a  world  as  this  that  the  Church  must  do  its  work.  As 
we  look  at  the  world  today  there  is  much  to  make  us  despair, 
and  even  Christians  are  sometimes  dismayed,  then  we  hear 
the  voice  of  Christ  as  He  says,  "Be  of  good  cheer,  I  have 
overcome  the  world." 

I  need  not  remind  you  that  we  had  no  Annual  Meeting  last 
year  much  to  the  regret  of  many  of  us.  As  you  know  we 
multiplied  and  magnified  the  Zone  Meetings  and  I  think  it 
probable  that  we  reached  more  people  and  did  as  much  good 
as  if  we  had  had  our  regular  meeting.  The  results  certainly 
suggest  to  us  that  we  ought  to  strengthen  the  Zone  Meetings 
and  make  them  accessible  to  as  many  of  our  women  as  possi- 
ble. Personally,  I  appreciated  meeting  so  many  of  the  women 
in  the  different  zones  even  though  it  entailed  more  travel  and 
time  than  the  District  Meetings,  but  I  think  the  results  speak 
for  themselves. 

It  is  with  a  heart  filled  with  gratitude  that  I  bring  to  you 
this  morning  our  very  best  report  in  many  ways  in  the  history 
of  our  organization.  We  have  the  largest  number  of  Societies, 
691,  the  largest  number  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Units, 
112,  and  the  largest  number  of  Members,  24,480,  including 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  We  have  sent  to  the  Conference 
Treasurer  our  largest  amount  of  money,  $100,611.96.  We 
still  lead  all  Methodism  in  the  largest  number  of  Mission 
Study  Classes.  These  facts  are  the  result  of  work,  hard  work 
on  the  part  of  many  conscientious  women.  I  am  constantly 
under  the  happy  obligation  of  congratulating  the  thousands  of 
women  who  make  these  things  possible.  Personally,  I  am  very 
proud  to  be  one  of  them,  and  I  assure  you  that  the  Church 
realizes  and  appreciates  what  you  are  doing. 

There  are  some  places  where  our  work  needs  to  be  en- 
larged and  some  where  it  needs  to  be  made  more  effective, 
some  of  our  Societies  have  only  a  name  to  live.   For  example, 
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for  the  last  few  years  we  have  made  an  earnest  effort  to 
organize  every  charge  in  our  Conference.  While  we  have 
made  wonderful  progress  we  have  not  quite  reached  our  goal, 
lacking  only  six  charges  in  the  entire  Conference,  Asheville 
District,  3,  Thomasville  District,  1,  Waynesville  District,  1, 
and  Winston-Salem  District,  1.  I  do  trust  that  when  we  meet 
next  year  we  can  report  one  hundred  percent  of  the  Charges 
in  the  Conference  organized.  That  does  not  mean  every 
Church  by  any  means,  so  to  those  of  you  who  have  reached 
the  goal  in  your  Districts,  won't  you  try  and  organize  a  So- 
ciety in  every  Church  possible?  Talk  the  matter  over  with 
your  Pastor,  and  see  if  you  cannot  form  a  Reading  Circle  as 
a  very  simple  way  of  stimulating  interest,  using  the  "World 
Outlook"  and  "Methodist  Woman"  as  the  basis  of  study,  or, 
form  a  Spiritual  Life  Group  in  the  Church,  or  get  them  inter- 
ested in  sending  a  box  of  Supplies.  Often  just  such  activities 
will  result  in  the  organization  of  a  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service.  These  are  merely  suggestions.  There  are  many 
other  ways  of  cultivating  these  Churches  which  will  occur 
to  you  as  you  make  the  approach. 

For  this  year  let  us  make  a  very  special  effort  to  reach 
every  new  woman  in  the  Church.  Let  it  not  be  said  that  any 
Methodist  woman  has  not  had  an  invitation  to  join  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  It  is  quite  possible 
that  we  would  have  no  "disinterested  members"  if  these  peo- 
ple were  thoroughly  informed  regarding  the  work  of  our 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  its  challenging  oppor- 
tunity for  service  and  the  many  needy  fields  of  work  it  is 
supporting.  Furthermore,  let  us  cultivate  and  be  a  "Big  Sis- 
ter" to  the  small  new  Societies.  Many  of  these  become  dis- 
couraged because  they  are  unable  to  carry  on  all  the  activities 
embraced  in  the  plan  of  organization.  They  need  to  be  shown 
how  they  can  be  a  standard  Society  by  using  the  "Adaptation 
Plan",  and  function  effectively  within  the  limits  of  their 
possibilities  even  though  their  numbers  are  small. 

There  seems  to  be  confusion  in  the  minds  of  some  of  our 
women  as  to  when  our  reports  should  be  mailed,  It  is  true 
that  the  New  Guide  says,  "all  reports  should  be  mailed  on  or 
before  the  fifth  day  of  the  new  quarter."  This  of  course  is 
a  general  ruling  for  our  Church  at  large.  In  our  Conference 
we  have  a  ruling  that  all  reports  should  be  mailed  on  or  before 
the  last  day  of  the  closing  quarter  in  order  that  the  District 
and  Conference  Officers  may  have  all  reports  in  the  New  York 
Office  ON  TIME.  Please  make  a  note  of  this,  and  when  you 
get  home  see  that  the  first  quarter's  reports  are  mailed  on 
or  before  March  31,  the  last  day  of  the  quarter. 
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During  the  past  year  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service  gave  to  our  Conference  money  to  buy  a  lot  for  the 
expansion  of  our  work  at  the  Bethlehem  Center  at  Winston- 
Salem.  The  lot  has  been  purchased  and  paid  for,  and  we  hope 
to  erect  a  much  needed  building  for  workshops,  recreation, 
and  etc.  We  have  been  asked  to  secure  $30,000  for  this  build- 
ing. We  made  a  very  good  beginning  last  fall  and  our  balance 
stands  now  at  more  than  $10,000.00.  This  money  is  to  be 
raised  above  our  Pledge.  I  appreciate  greatly  the  response 
that  was  made  on  such  short  notice  and  with  such  little  pub- 
licity, and  thank  each  one  who  had  a  part  in  it.  I  believe  if 
the  matter  is  properly  presented  to  our  people  they  will 
respond  generously. 

That  the  spirit  of  sacrifice  is  not  dead  nor  even  dying  among 
our  young  people  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  millions  of 
them,  both  young  men  and  women,  so  cheerfully  offered  them- 
selves to  the  service  of  their  country  in  the  great  crisis  of 
war.  It  seems  the  very  essence  of  wisdom  that  the  Church 
should  capitalize  on  this  fact  and  challenge  her  young  people 
with  a  program  which  calls  for  daring,  and  courage,  and  faith 
just  as  truly  as  does  the  call  of  country.  If  we  do  not  secure 
the  young  people  we  need  to  carry  on  our  work  at  home  and 
abroad,  it  will  be  because  we  ourselves  are  not  aflame  for  the 
cause  of  the  Kingdom  and  that  we  fail  ourselves  to  know  that 
this  is  the  crisis  of  the  Church.  Every  Society  ought  to  use 
every  possible  means  to  enlist  our  youth,  not  only  in  the  local 
Church,  but  in  the  work  of  the  Church  everywhere.  Our 
Church  is  asking  for  736  Missionaries,  both  home  and  foreign. 
Toward  answering  this  call  only  96  responded  last  year.  Per- 
haps some  one  in  your  congregation  will  offer  for  this  service 
if  this  cause  is  properly  presented.  It  is  encouraging  to  know 
that  we  now  have  nine  young  women  at  Pfeiffer  College  and 
five  young  women  at  Scarritt  College  taking  special  training 
to  prepare  for  definite  Christian  service. 

The  objectives  for  our  work  for  1946  are  called  "Instru- 
ments of  Peace,"  and  what  a  magic  word  that  is!  Peace!  We 
have  fought  for  it,  we  have  prayed  for  it,  we  have  hoped  for 
it,  and  still  it  seems  almost  as  elusive  as  ever.  There  is  no 
Peace,  and  there  can  be  no  Peace  while  men  hate  each  other, 
and  while  men  close  their  ears  to  the  word  of  God,  while  men 
choose  to  do  as  they  please  rather  than  to  please  God,  while 
rebellious  hearts  are  still  bringing  confusion  into  all  our  lives. 
Peace,  where  shall  it  be  found?  Not  in  peace  treaties,  not  in 
council  chambers,  not  in  victorious  armies,  not  in  armies  of 
occupation.  All  of  these  things  have  failed  and  will  fail  again. 
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Always  and  only  it  is  in  doing  the  will  of  God  that  we  find 
peace. 

Coming  closer  home,  our  Department  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  in  the  days  just  ahead 
will  find  an  increased  opportunity  for  service  in  helping  to 
combat  the  new  aggression  on  the  part  of  the  liquor  traffic. 
It  has  never  been  more  aggressive  nor  more  ruthless  than  it 
is  today.  It  has  unlimited  money  at  its  command  and  it  con- 
trols, in  effect  at  least,  the  Newspapers,  Radio,  and  Legisla- 
tors. With  a  few  notable  exceptions  in  North  Carolina  the 
Politicians  do  not  dare  espouse  the  cause  of  Temperance,  and 
most  of  those  who  do  give  it  lip  service  only.  The  drunken 
driver  is  a  greater  menace  today  than  ever  before.  I  urge 
each  of  you  to  give  your  support  to  the  Allied  Church  League 
in  your  community,  and  you  can  start  a  movement  that  will 
give  your  Legislator  a  chance  to  express  himself  on  this  great 
evil.  I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  our  Bishops  have 
set  aside  June  2,  1946,  as  a  "Day  of  Prayer  to  Almighty  God 
for  the  curtailment  of  the  alcohol  beverage  traffic  in  Amer- 
ica." Let  us  as  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  through  our  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities  cooperate  with  our  Pastors  in 
any  way  that  we  can,  and  give  prayerful  consideration  upon 
this  June  Sunday  to  this  present-day  menace. 

The  second  objective  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ  is  before 
us  which  is  Evangelism.  Evangelism  is  basic  to  every  Chris- 
tian activity  and  enterprise,  the  first  and  supreme  duty  of  the 
Church  and  the  Individual  Christian.  The  goal  of  one  million 
new  accessions  to  the  Church  is  not  at  all  an  impossible 
objective  for  eight  million  Methodists  to  reach.  Personal  com- 
mitment is  necessary.  Let  us  use  the  seven  word  prayer, 
"Father,  Thy  will  be  done  through  me,"  try  sincerely  to  live 
by  it  ourselves,  and  to  secure  others  to  do  likewise.  Dr.  John 
R.  Mott  says,  "Religion  must  be  given  away  or  given  up." 
Let  us  as  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Serv- 
ice dedicate  ourselves  to  be  a  part  of  this  offensive,  part  of  a 
conquering  Church  with  a  triumphant  Christ. 

At  our  last  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension 
Meeting,  a  Missionary  who  had  given  thirty-two  years  of  her 
life  in  the  Philippines  confided  to  us  the  source  of  her 
strength.  It  was  in  a  few  lines  written  on  the  flyleaf  of  her 
Bible.   She  found  they  held  good  even  while  she  was  in  a  con- 
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centration  camp.  Let  us  try  them  this  year  in  our  homes  and 
in  our  Churches: 

"Send  me  anywhere 
If  Thou  wilt  go  with  me, 
Put  any  burden  on  me 
If  Thou  wilt  sustain  me. 
Sever  any  ties 
Save  the  tie  that  binds  me  to  Thee." 


REPORT  OF  VICE-PRESIDENT 


Mrs.  C.  N.  Clark 

My  sixth  and  last  year  as  vice-president  ends  with  this 
Conference.  My  term  of  office  began  with  the  new  united 
organization  of  Methodist  women.  At  that  time  we  were 
keenly  aware  of  the  differences  within  our  former  organiza- 
tions; however,  with  the  ideal  of  "Unity  and  Love"  before 
us,  with  prayers  for  wisdom  and  courage,  we  passed  through 
the  days  of  trial  and  experiment.  Now  we  are  truly  a  fellow- 
ship of  Christian  women  with  one  purpose,  that  of  bringing  a 
better  way  of  life  through  Christ  to  all  people. 

Scarcely  had  our  new  organization  begun  its  work  when 
we  were  plunged  into  war.  Then  it  was  that  our  own  prob- 
lems and  differences  receded  into  the  background  as  we  faced 
the  terrific  responsibilities  of  the  hour.  We  saw  our  children 
and  our  neighbors'  children  go  to  war;  we  wept  with  those 
who  wept;  we  mourned  with  those  who  mourned,  and  we 
rejoiced  together  over  the  return  of  our  loved  ones.  We  sold 
bonds,  served  in  the  USO  centers,  made  surgical  bandages, 
pajamas,  robes,  slippers,  and  other  articles  for  the  Red  Cross. 
We  made  garments  for  suffering  children,  collected  and 
packed  boxes  for  the  needy  while  counting  our  stamps  and 
tokens.  Yes,  we  did  so  many  things  we  had  never  done  be- 
fore, yet  during  those  days  of  anxious  activity,  our  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  was  not  neglected.  Although  in 
some  instances  meetings  were  shortened  and  combined,  our 
interest  in  and  love  for  the  missionary  enterprise  was  not 
forgotten. 

Our  hearts  and  prayers  were  with  our  missionaries  as  they 
suffered  in  prisons,  as  they  saw  friends  and  coworkers  killed 
and  the  labor  of  years  destroyed,  as  they  made  their  weary 
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trek  to  new  lands  of  service.  We  did  not  forget.  During  these 
years  our  gifts  did  not  decrease,  instead  they  grew  larger; 
and  although  we  did  not  do  all  that  we  might  have  done,  we 
are  deeply  grateful  for  that  which  we  were  able  to  accomplish. 

I  was  privileged  to  attend  the  fall  seminars  in  four  dis- 
tricts and  to  speak  at  nine  of  the  zone  meetings.  The  very 
fine  leadership  evident  in  the  districts  was  most  impressive. 
The  officers  were  alert,  informed,  capable  women  to  whom,  I 
feel  sure,  the  success  of  the  work  is  very  largely  due.  I  was 
present  at  two  of  the  district  meetings  of  the  Wesleyan  Serv- 
ice Guilds  and  presented  the  need  for  missionary  personnel. 
In  addition,  I  attended  the  executive  meetings  called  by  our 
president,  the  school  of  missions,  and  was  your  representative 
at  the  recent  Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Conference  in 
Memphis,  Tennessee. 

The  duty  of  promoting  special  memberships  has  been  as- 
signed to  the  conference  vice-president  and  I  have  been  happy 
to  do  this  on  every  possible  occasion.  It  has  been  a  pleasure 
to  discuss  with  our  members  the  opportunity  which  is  theirs 
of  thus  paying  honor  to  those  who  have  served  the  society 
efficiently  and  faithfully.  The  giving  of  a  special  membership 
has  two  purposes :  first,  to  express  in  tangible  form  our  appre- 
ciation to  those  who  are  worthy;  second,  to  increase  our 
missionary  funds.  The  money  given  thus  is  to  be  in  addition 
to  the  pledge  made  by  the  local  auxiliary  to  the  conference. 

Year  before  last,  the  amount  paid  for  special  memberships 
was  $3,680.   For  the  year  just  closed  there  were: 

170  Adult  Life  Members 

3  Adult  Honorary  Life  Members 
2  Adult  Honorary  Life  Patrons 
16  Honorary  Baby  Members 

The  total  amount  equalled  $5,130,  an  increase  of  $1,450. 
Let  us  set  as  a  goal  for  this  year  the  minimum  of  one  special 
adult  membership  in  each  society. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  expressing  my  appre- 
ciation for  the  opportunity  to  serve  you,  nor  without  stressing 
again  the  purpose  for  which  we  labor  and  the  urgency  which 
these  days  demand.  This  year  has  been  chosen  as  a  time  for 
special  evangelistic  effort  in  our  churches.  May  we,  then, 
pray  with  even  greater  devotion  that  our  membership  may  be 
inspired  with  a  new  passion  to  win  souls  for  the  Kingdom 
of  God. 
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Report  of  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life 


Mrs.  J.  Dale  Stentz 

The  year  1945  will  no  doubt  be  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  world 
as  the  most  eventful  and  significant  year  of  all  time.  It  has  been  too 
a  year  of  great  suffering  and  discipline  both  at  home  and  abroad,  yet  • 
a  time  of  great  opportunity  for  service  to  the  Master.  The  women  of 
our  Church  have  measured  up  to  these  opportunities  with  increase  of 
prayer,  service  and  giving  in  all  departments  of  our  work.  We  thank 
the  Father  for  such  loyalty. 

In  making  the  report  of  the  work  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Department 
we  are  always  reminded  that  a  total  picture  of  results  can  never  be 
given,  for  we  are  dealing  with  unseen  and  intangible  things.  The  duties 
and  functions  of  Spiritual  Life  Secretaries  as  stated  in  the  handbook — 
"is  to  promote  a  program  of  spiritual  life  cultivation  which  may  help 
quicken  the  life  of  all  Methodist  women".  But  how  deep  that  cultivation 
has  gone  is  sometimes  hard  to  know  and  report.  As  St.  Paul  said:  "I 
have  planted,  Apollos  has  watered,  but  God  giveth  the  increase".  When 
and  where  we  little  know.  And  yet  when  I  hear  these  splendid  reports 
of  the  other  officers — increase  in  membership,  increase  in  giving,  in- 
crease in  social  service  activities,  large  amounts  for  supplies  to  needy 
causes  at  home  and  relief  abroad;  I  wonder  could  the  Spiritual  Life 
Groups  not  claim  some  of  these  results.  "For  out  of  the  hearts  are  the 
issues  of  life".  May  not  our  emphasis  through  the  year  on  Christian 
Stewardship  have  inspired  some  of  this  increase  in  giving  of  time,  talent 
and  possessions;  too  the  hundreds  of  prayers  that  have  gone  to  the 
Father's  Throne  from  our  quiet  times  and  Prayer  Groups  for  our  offi- 
cers and  our  work  have  borne  fruit  in  the  increased  efficiency  of  our 
organization  and  new  strength,  courage  and  wisdom  been  given  in 
answer  to  these  humble  prayers. 

So  my  report  is  an  account  of  sowing,  the  reaping  is  with  the  Father. 

The  work  this  year  has  been  carried  on  largely  through  the  District 
Secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life.  We  wish  to  pay  tribute  and  grateful 
thanks  for  their  splendid  work.  They  are  women  consecrated  to  their 
task,  for  the  most  part,  and  their  personal  contacts  with  the  local  secre- 
taries and  promotion  of  the  work  in  their  Districts  have  made  my  report 
possible.  We  are  receiving  100%  reporting  now  and  nearly  all  "on 
time".  As  to  my  personal  activities,  we  attended  the  three-day  Retreat 
at  Lake  Junaluska  planned  by  the  Jurisdiction  in  July.  The  fellowship 
and  intersession  was  a  great  inspiration  in  my  own  experience  and  gave 
strength  and  new  ideas  for  the  task  ahead.  We  also  attended  the  School 
of  Missions  at  Junaluska,  taking  the  Bible  Course  and  the  Spiritual 
Life  Workshop  work  for  credit. 

We  held  a  two-day  Conference  at  Pfeiffer  College  in  August  in  con- 
nection with  the  meeting  of  the  Conference  Study  and  Action  Commit- 
tee. It  was  necessarily  a  small  group  as  our  number  was  limited  but 
every  District  was  represented  by  the  Secretary  or  a  designated  rep- 
resentative and  several  Conference  Officers.  It  was  a  helpful  experience 
for  all.  We  carried  through  the  plans  outlined  by  the  Study  and  Action 
Committee  for  Seminars  in  the  District.  We  attended  all  ten  leading 
either  morning  or  noon  Devotions  and  presenting  the  Bible  Study  plans. 
In  addition  we  attended  twelve  Zone  meetings  held  in  lieu  of  our  can- 
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celed   Annual    Meeting,    assisting   in    worship    and    group    meetings    of 
study. 

As  a  member  of  the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Committee  we 
attended  their  Conference  meeting  and  have  cooperated  with  Guild 
Secretaries  in  promoting  special  emphasis  this  year  on  spiritual  life. 
We  attended  three  of  their  District  Meetings  presenting  the  work  and 
the  Bible  Study.  The  Guild  reports  to  me  51  Approved  Bible  Studies 
with  747  members,  a  concrete  evidence  of  fruit  of  this  emphasis.  We 
attended  our  Church  Conference  in  Greensboro  as  a  member  of '  the 
Conference  Commission  on  Evangelism.  The  brethren  gave  us  a  most 
cordial  welcome  as  the  new  member,  and  accepted  gratefully  the  serv- 
ices of  our  Secretaries  and  prayer  groups  in  this  phase  of  the  Crusade, 
especially  the  "Friendly  Survey"  in  the  local  community.  Reports  show 
our  worker  have  responded.  Eighty-eight  reported  active  on  the  Church 
Evangelistic  Committee,  176  Secretaries  actively  engaged  in  the 
evangelistic  program  of  their  church. 

Three  hundred  and  fifty  societies  reported  observing  the  week  of 
prayer  and  many  held  the  "Day  Apart"  in  connection  with  this  observ- 
ance. Many  observed  the  Quiet  Day  during  Lent  and  made  an  offering 
of  $517.45  for  Retired  Deaconesses  and  Missionaries.  We  have  reported 
356  Active  Prayer  Groups.  Not  enough  of  course,  but  we  are  grateful 
it  is  a  large  increase  over  last  year;  196  Fellowship  of  Intercession; 
213  cultivation  and  ministering  to  "Shut-Ins". 

Statesville  District  led  in  our  field  in  the  number  of  Secretaries 
elected  and  activities  in  all  areas  of  the  work,  District  and  Zone  Retreats. 
Greensboro  leads  in  number  of  Bible  Classes — 108. 

Out  of  691  Societies  reported  we  have  only  526  elected  Secretaries, 
225  Active  Spiritual  Life  Committees. 

We  have  had  213  Informal  Bible  Studies  and  172  approved  Bible 
Classes,  adding  the  Guild  Classes,  makes  a  total  of  223  for  the  year,  a 
nice  gain  over  last  year.  We  are  praying  and  expecting  greater  things 
next  year  for  our  work.  We  were  new  and  our  duties  vague  in  the 
beginning,  but  as  we  become  informed  and  our  work  better  outlined  we 
are  sure  another  year  will  bring  more  tangible  results. 


Recommendations  from  Spiritual  Life  Committee 

I— EVANGELISM 

Cooperate   in    full   with    all    plans    of   the    Board    of    Evangelism    as 
planned  for  1945-46. 

II—WORSHIP 

Recognizing  the  need  for  power  in  carrying  forth  the  great  plans 
of  the  Kingdom,  we  suggest: 

1.  That    our    members    continue    to    be    encouraged    to    observe    the 
"daily  quiet  time". 

2.  That  family  worship  be  inaugurated  or  enriched  in  our  church 
families. 

3.  That   a    quiet   day   be   planned    for   the   local    society   during   the 
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Week  of  Prayer  and  a  day  apart  be  observed  during  the  Lenten  Season. 

4.  That  special  groups  be  formed  whenever  possible  for  prayer, 
study,  testimony  and  spiritual   conversation. 

5.  That  we  influence  our  churches  and  societies  to  make  all  worship 
services  more  vital. 

6.  We  urge  the  use  of  approved  Bible  Studies  in  the  local  society. 

7.  We  urge  the  promotion  of  Fellowship  of  Intercession. 

8.  Since  we  suggest  the  "Upper  Room"  for  adults,  we  suggest  the 
use  of  "Power"  for  the  youth,  and  "Finding  God  Series"  for  our  boys 
and  girls,  "God  Lives  in  Homes",  a  book  for  use  at  family  worship. 

Ill— RETREATS 

Realizing  the  value  derived  from  group  experiences  in  Retreats,  we 
reeommend  that  the  district  and  local  societies  ':?  urged  to  hold  "Re- 
treats" where  possible  or  a  day  apart  for  spiritual  enrichment. 

IV— STEWARDSHIP 

We  urge  the  Spiritual  Life  Secretary  cooperate  in  all  the  plans  for 
Stewardship  year  in  the  Crusade  for  Christ. 

We  urge  wider  use  of  the  stewardship  ceremony  and  covenant  cards. 
Recognizing  God  a  giver  and  owner  of  all,  that  we  share  our  time, 
talents,  and  possessions  in  Christian  work. 

V— CULTIVATION 

We  suggest  that  sufficient  funds  be  provided  in  the  budget  for  the 
district  and  local  societies  for  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  to  be  used  in 
the  cultivation  of  the  work. 

That  a  copy  of  these  recommendations  be  made  available  to  all 
Spiritual  Life  Secretaries.

Report  of  the  Research  Committee 

In  the  two  years  that  have  elapsed  since  our  last  report,  the  Research 
Committee  has  seldom  been  called  upon,  since  practically  all  officers 
had  agreed  to  serve  until  another  Annual  Meeting.  However,  when  our 
services  were  needed,  we  have  tried  to  find  a  consecrated  woman  for 
each  office. 

We  have  from  time  to  time  asked  District  Officers  to  send  us  names 
of  interested  women  for  our  Research  Roll  and  these  have  been  of  some 
assistance  in  securing  officers. 

At  the  October,  1945,  meeting  of  the  -  Conference  Executive  Board, 
the  Research  Committee  was  asked  to  submit  two  names,  instead  of  one, 
for  each  vacancy  occurring  thei-eafter.  So,  in  preparation  for  this  meet- 
ing, all  District  Secretaries  were  contacted  and  asked  to  suggest  women, 
from  their  districts  if  possible,  for  the  vacancies  occurring  because  of 
resignations,  and  an  honest  effort  has  been  made  to  use  these  names 
as  far   as  possible. 
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In  preparation  for  another  year's  work,  we  offer  the  following 
recommendation: 

"That  each  District  Society  appoint  a  Research  Committee,  one  duty 
of  which  shall  be  to  send  annually  to  the  Conference  Research  Commit- 
tee a  list  of  interested,  capable  women,  together  with  their  qualifications 
for  office,  in  order  that  the  Research  Roll  may  be  kept  up-to-date."

It  has  been  a  privilege  to  serve  you  in  this  capacity  and  it  seems  to 
me  the  longer  one  holds  this  office  the  more  there  is  to  be  done  in 
connection  with  its  duties. 

Report  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 

Activities 

Mrs.  Edd  F.  Gardner 

Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  written  out 
reaches  all  the  way  across  the  page,  our  work  reaches  all  the  way 
around  the  world. 

Time  will  not  permit  me  to  tell  you  of  the  interesting  reports,  the 
helpful  things,  the  outstanding  experiences,  that  come  to  me  from  time 
to  time  in  this  phase  of  the  work.  To  write  the  deeds  of  the  local 
secretaries  would  be  writing  a  book  of  Acts. 

Nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five  was  a  terrific  chapter  in  world 
history,  full  of  breath-taking,  joy-making,  heart-breaking  events.  Our 
nation  and  the  world  mourned  the  loss  of  our  greatest  leader,  the 
Nations'  Charter  was  written,  V-E  Day  came  at  last,  the  secret  of 
atomic  power  was  unlocked  and  used  for  destruction  that  brought  V-J 
Day.  With  demobilization  and  reconversion  came  racial  tensions  and 
strife,  labor  and  management  dissension,  unemployment  and  disrupted 
families  here  at  home,  and  a  devastated  starving  Europe  and  Asia — 
spiritual  and  economic  insecurity  everywhere. 

The  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  answered  the  call  to  a 
broken,  bleeding  strife-torn  world  through  its  three-fold  program  of 
Home,   Foreign   Missions   and    Christian    Social   Relations. 
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Gifts  of  self,  time,  money  and  service  had  new  meanings.  $71,627.92 
given  and  spent  on  local  church  and  community  activities,  long  hours 
of  Red  Cross  sewing  and  community  service,  study  and  interpretation 
of  the  G.  I.  Bill  of  Rights,  letters  to  Congress  on  Employment  bills, 
protests  against  peace-time  conscription,  kits  to  Russia  and  clothing  to 
Europe  were  in  part  the  measure  of  how  we  answered  the  call. 

Western  North  Carolina  Conference  put  its  power  back  of  the  Bryson 
bill  and  nearly  three  thousand  signatures  were  secured  to  the  petitions 
to  Congress  to  give  us  a  dry  nation  during  the  period  of  demobilization. 
Even  if  the  bills  that  we  stand  for  are  not  passed  we  a:e  keeping 
before  our  women  the  things  we  feel  are  right  and  find  new  courage. 

The  Leadership  School  for  Negro  church  workers  in  Winston-Salem 
was  well  attended  last  year  in  spite  of  travel  restrictions.  One  of  our 
district  secretaries,  Mrs.  L.  V.  Scott,  has  done  splendid  work  in  this 
school.  Our  local  secretaries  did  their  part  by  seeing  that  their  society 
paid  the  expenses  of  an  interested  worker.  A  letter  has  been  sent  to 
every  society  in  our  Conference,  asking  that  you  send  more  workers 
this  year  and  the  dates  are  July  1-6. 

So  many  societies  report  of  going  into  the  homes  and  trying  to  clothe 
children  for  school  and  Sunday  school,  giving  them  lunch  and  seeing 
they  have  the  bare  necessities  of  life.  Right  in  that  home  is  where  we 
want  to  start  with  those  children  because  every  social  problem  roots 
there.  There  is  another  type  home  to  me  is  more  serious — money  is  not 
lacking — maybe  there  is  too  much,  it  could  be.  Father  is  spending  his 
waking  hours  in  mad  pursuit  of  another  dollar,  mother  is  too  busy  for 
church  work  because  she  is  flitting  from  one  social  function  to  another. 
The  children  are  turned  over  to  the  tender  mercies  of  a  nurse  whose 
cultural  outlook  is  bounded  on  one  side  by  the  gossip  of  Hollywood  and 
on  the  other  by  the  comic  strip.  From  her  these  children  absorb  a 
philosophy  of  life  that  is  certainly  not  calculated  to  make  them  high- 
minded  citizens.  These  children  become  bored  with  life  and  to  escape 
this  some  engage  in  crime  and  thrilling  adventure  and  in  these  homes 
we  find  the  breeding  places  of  delinquency.  Father  does  not  take  time 
to  go  to  church,  mother  is  too  tired.  The  church  stands  ready  to  breathe 
into  the  home  the  breath  of  life  but  if  its  members  will  not  attend  its 
services — what  next? 

To  me,  one  of  the  saddest  things  in  this  work,  is  to  find  a  person 
who  does  not  believe  in  foreign  missions.  We  have  been  richly  blessed 
in  America  with  a  knowledge  of  Christ,  the  Prince  of  Peace,  and  His 
Teachings  which  make  for  peace.  Then  why  not  share  these  things  with 
other  countries  which  do  not  know  the  way  out?  When  our  armed  forces 
undertook  to  occupy  the  South  Pacific  Islands  they  found  friends  instead 
of  enemies,  because  of  foreign  missions.  Think  of  the  wonderful  hope 
we  have  for  China  and  Korea  and  even  Japan  today,  chiefly  because 
missionaries  of  the  Cross  many  years  ago  went  and  lived  among  those 
people  and  shared  with  them  a  knowledge  of  the  Prince  of  Peace  and 
His  teachings! 

It's  the  burden  we  help  another  bear

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Recommendations  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities 

I— GENERAL 

WE  RECOMMEND— 

1.  That  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  appropriate  $50 
for  a  scholarship  to  the  Seminar  on  Rural  Community  Living  and 
Changing  Social  Frontier  to  be  at  DePauw  University,  Greencastle, 
Inch,  July  3  to  17.  To  be  used  by  someone  selected  by  the  Conference 
Society. 

2.  That  the  Conference  Societies  sponsor  one-day  District  Work- 
shops on  some  phase  of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

II— THE  LOCAL   SOCIETY 

WE  RECOMMEND— 

1.  The  full  cooperation  and  active  participation  of  each  member  of 
the  local  society  in  all  phases  of  the  Crusade  with  special  emphasis  on 
Stewardship. 

2.  That  the  local  society  cooperate  in  undergirding  the  church  pro- 
gram for  youth,  student  and  adult  groups  in  developing  Christian 
fellowship  through  a  program  of  social,  recreational,  hobby  and  cul- 
tural activities  with  special  attention  to  uprooted  families  and  returning 
service  personnel. 

3.  That  in  cooperation  with  the  Crusade  for  Christ  and  other  church 
agencies  educational  experiences  be  provided  that  will  enable  parents 
to  enrich  and  stabilize  family  living,  such  as  study  courses,  forums, 
family  nights,  observance  of  the  Festival  of  the  Christian  Family, 
establishing  family  altars. 

4.  That  efforts  be  made  to  have  courses  on  courtship,  marriage  and 
parenthood  in  the  church  school,  elementary,  high  schools  and  colleges. 

5.  Because  of  the  need  of  enforcing  and  strengthening  laws  on 
gambling,  particularly  at  state  and  county  fairs  whose  midways  are 
veritable  lanes  of  gambling  devices. 

Because  of  the  laxity  of  our  marriage  and  divorce  laws,  the  violation 
of  our  liquor  laws,  we  recommend: 

That  every  Woman's  Society  make  a  study  of  these  laws  on  the 
statute  books  and  become  the  force  within  the  church  and  the  community 
for  forming  public  opinion  that  will  make  these  laws  effective. 

6.  That  we  work  for  legislation  that  would  place  Indian  affairs  in 
the  same  regular  government  bureaus,  departments  and  courts  as  deal 
with  other  citizens  of  our  country — and  that  where  Indians  are  in  our 
communities  we  work  for  their  participation  in  local,  state  and  national 
elections. 

7.  That  we  continue  to  work  for  the  removal  of  unfair  voting  re- 
strictions; for  equalization  of  educational  opportunities  for  all  of  our 
people  regardless  of  race,  creed,  or  place  of  residence;  for  legislation 
against  lynching;  for  the  principles  in  the  bills  promoting  Full  Employ- 
ment, Full  Production,  Full  Pay,  Full  Security,  Prevention  of  Inflation, 
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and  for  adequate  appropriations  for  FSA  and  OPA  and  the  extension 
of  the  Price  Control  Act  beyond  its  expiration  date,  June  30,  1946. 

8.  That  at  every  opportunity  we  voice  our  opposition  to  Universal 
Compulsory  Military  Training. 

9.  That  we  urge  the  President  and  the  State  Department  to  make 
adequate  allocation  of  food  and  supplies  to  Germany  and  Japan  through 
the  American  Army  of  Occupation. 

That  the  rationing  of  food  in  America  be  resumed  in  order  that  the 
hungry  in  other  lands  be  fed,  if  rationing  is  found  necessary.  Also  to 
make  it  possible  for  private  and  church  agencies  to  enter  enemy 
countries  for  relief  services  immediately. 

10.  That  Methodist  women  supplement  UNRRA  by  immediate  and 
generous  response  to  every  call  of  United  Protestant  agencies  for  food. 
(Send  to  United  Church  Service  for  Europe,  New  Windsor,  Maryland; 
for  Asia,  Modesto,  Calif.) 

11.  That  we  take  advantage  of  every  opportunity  through  such 
agencies  as  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women,  to  develop 
friendships  between  the  women  of  all  countries  and  wherever  there  are 
students  from  other  nations  we  invite  them  to  our  homes  and  give  them 
opportunities  for  participation  in  community  life  and  other  courtesies 
be  extended  to  them. 

12.  As  social  changes  come  largely  through  the  ballot  and  as  women 
outnumber  men  in  the  population  count,  we  must  recognize  the  great 
responsibility  resting  on  women  to  build  a  decent  society,  therefore, 
we  call  upon  all  women  to  register  and  vote  and  urge  every  Woman's 
Society  to  make  registering  of  their  members  one  of  the  major  project?, 
of  1946. 

13.  That  we  again  cooperate  in  providing  study  grants  from  local 
societies  for  colored  leaders  desiring  to  attend  the  school  for  Christian 
Workers  at  Hanes  Institutional  Church,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  which 
will  be  held  July  1-6,  1946.

Report  of  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion 

Mrs.  A.  L.  Thompson 

In  submitting  this,  my  last  report,  there  is  a  mingled  feeling  of 
gratitude,  humility,  sorrow  and  pleasure.  Gratitude  to  our  Heavenly 
Father  for  the  many  blessings  and  opportunities  through  this  great 
work.  Humility  for  the  privilege  to  serve  in  this  capacity  under  the 
peerless  leadership  of  our  President  and  her  co-workers.  Sorrow  at  the 
parting  from  those  whom  I  love  and  have  worked  with  side  by  side 
through  these  many  years.  A  feeling  of  pleasure  to  pass  on  to  my 
successor  the  splendid  cooperation  and  support  of  Christian  women 
working  to  help  bring  peace  and  understanding  to  all  nations  and  God's 
Kingdom  on  earth. 

I  am  happy  to  bring  to  you  the  report  for  the  past  year,  which  is 
rich  in  many  blessings  and  services. 
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Organization:  Reports  show  at  the  close  of  1945,  20  new  societies, 
making  a  total  of  691  societies  in  the  Conference;  1,560  new  members, 
making  a  total  membership  of  21,566. 

Our  Conference  gained  the  10%  increase  in  membership  and  will  be 
on  the  Honor  Roll  in  the  April  or  May  issue  of  the  Methodist  Woman. 

All  districts  have  a  W.  S.  C.  S.  on  every  charge,  except  four;  Ashe- 
ville,  three  unorganized  charges;  Thomasville,  Waynesville  and  Winston- 
Salem,  one  each. 

Winston-Salem  District  led  in  organization  with  five  new  Societies. 
Thomasville  second  with  three  new  Societies.  The  four  districts  highest 
in  net  gain  in  membership  were:  Thomasville,  Salisbury,  Winston- 
Salem  and  Charlotte.   All  districts  made  a  net  gain  in  membership. 

Wesleyan  Service  Guild:  The  W.  S.  G.  reported  112  Guilds.  Twenty- 
three  new  units  this  year  with  a  total  membership  of  2,914.  Districts 
highest  in  gain  in  membership  were  Greensboro  and  Thomasville.  Dis- 
tricts leading  in  organization  were  Gastonia,  Greensboro  and  Winston- 
Salem  with  four  units  each.  Charlotte  and  Salisbury  three  units  each; 
Asheville  two  units;  Marion  and  Waynesville,  one  each.  All  units 
worked  in  close  cooperation  with  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  and  used  the  regular 
program  material  for  program  and  study;  gave  contributions  to  schools, 
colleges,  hospitals,  missionaries,  social  centers  and  to  Relief  Funds  in 
Home  and  Foreign  fields.  The  Guild  made  a  total  contribution  to  the 
Conference,  through  their  Guild  Treasurer,  of  $10,005.22. 

Missionary  Education  and  Service:  There  were  reported  150  Study 
and  Action  Committees.  Sixty-eight  informal  classes,  1,111  Conference 
approved  classes,  194  Jurisdiction  classes  with  an  entire  attendance  of 
18,902.  An  increase  of  131  approved  classes  and  54  Jurisdiction  classes 
over  the  previous  year. 

In  Missionary  Service  support  was  given  to  seven  Missionary  Spe- 
cials for  foreign  work,  11  Bible  women,  11  foreign  scholarships,  and 
seven  budget  specials.  Home  specials  in  Missionary  Service  gave  sup- 
port to  Bethlehem  Centers  and  Study  Grants  to  Scarritt,  Pfeiffer  and 
Paine  Colleges. 

Student  Work:  283  Student  Secretaries  reported  having  kept  in 
touch  with  students  in  and  out  of  College  in  service  and  returning 
personnel  by  letters,  personal  contact,  church  bulletins  and  by  observing 
special    Student  Recognition   Day. 

The  total  amount  for  Scarritt  Associate  Membership  was  $650.64. 
This  amount  includes  the  Greensboro  District's  large  amount  for  its 
candidate  for  Scarritt  College. 

Youth  Work:  Among  the  Youth  of  our  churches  there  has  been 
steady  increase  in  the  number  of  groups  studying  Missions  and  World 
Friendship.  The  Methodist  Youth  Fund  is  continuing  to  advance;  232 
secretaries  of  Youth  Work  were  elected;  106  groups  reported  using  the 
material  for   Interest  groups. 

Children's  Work:  498  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  were  elected, 
160  more  than  the  previous  year;  11,515  Primaries  and  Juniors  studied 
units  the  first  quarter;  11,315  the  second  quarter;  150  churches  reported 
additional  sessions;  160  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools  were  held,  with 
an    attendance    of    8,975    students.     The    regular    Missionary    offering

amounted  to  $496.10;  giving  in  cash  for  supplies  $400.82,  and  boxes  of 
supplies  valued  at  $300.95. 

Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities:  The  con- 
stant increase  of  splendid  reports  in  C.  S.  R.  and  L.  C.  A.  are  proof 
that  this  line  of  work  is  growing  in  scope  of  work  done  in  the  many 
areas  of  service.  Also  proof  that  our  women  are  deeply  concerned  with 
all  that  concerns  the  welfare  of  our  homes,  the  children,  and  the  com- 
munity in  which  they  live.  There  has  been  quite  an  increase  in  the 
enrollment  of  colored  workers.  The  total  amount  reported  for  the  year 
is  $71,627.92. 

Publications  and  Literature:  The  total  number  of  subscriptions  to 
Methodist  Woman  for  1945  was  5,686;  The  World  Outlook,  4,179. 
Statesville  District  led  in  highest  number  of  subscriptions,  with 
Salisbury  second. 

Our  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  Woman's  Page  has  main- 
tained its  high  level  with  pertinent  and  helpful  information.  The  pro- 
gram material  was  ordered  from  Literature  Headquarters  and  the 
majority  of  the  Societies  reported  using  it  in  connection  with  our 
publications  at  monthly  meetings. 

Supplies:  In  the  Supply  Work  every  district  reached  the  Conference 
goal  of  10%  of  the  Conference  Pledge  going  for  Supply  work.  Total  in 
boxes  of  supplies  and  cash  for  Home  work  was  $6,646.16.  Total  for 
Foreign  work  $6,196.11;  to  Ministers,  $33.40;  giving  a  grand  total  of 
$12,875.67.  With  high  aim  to  reach  the  Division  goal  for  the  coming 
year  and  receive  Jurisdiction  recognition  by  having  each  district  have 
every  Society  in  the  district  make  some  contribution  to  Supplies. 

Spiritual  Life:  Spiritual  Life  has  been  emphasized  as  never  before 
in  this  year  that  brought  cessation  of  world  conflict.  Five  hundred  and 
eighteen  Spiritual  Life  Secretaries  cooperated  with  program  committees 
and  Study  and  Action  Committees  in  Seminar's,  forming  prayer  groups, 
promoting  stewardship  and  emphasizing  evangelism  through  every 
phase  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ,  and  in  helping  keep  a  "Quiet  Day"  in 
Lenten  Season  and  during  the  Week  of  Prayer.  The  "Upper  Room" 
was  sent  to  service  personnel  and  families.  Statesville  District  led  in 
Spiritual  Life  activities.  Thomasville  and  Winston-Salem  led  in  number 
of  Spiritual  Life  Secretaries. 

Institutions:  Bethlehem  Centers  in  Charlotte  and  Winston- Salem 
are  carrying  on  a  program  of  activity  in  the  educational,  physical  and 
religious  realms  that  are  bringing  about  a  better  understanding  between 
white  and  negro  groups,  not  only  in  the  immediate  community  but 
throughout  the  Conference.  Districts  have  responded  in  a  liberal  way 
in  sending  supplies  to  these  Centers. 

Allen  High  School:  Though  working  under  a  handicap  for  lack  of 
equipment,  class  room  space,  crowded  dining  room  and  dormitory,  the 
Allen  High  School,  an  accredited  high  school  for  negro  girls  in  Ashe- 
ville,  is  carrying  on  a  splendid  educational  program  and  broadening  in 
an  active  field  of  race  relations  through  the  organization  of  an  Inter- 
racial Club.  From  this  group  has  grown  an  International  Relations 
Club  that  meets  monthly  at  various  schools  for  the  discussion  of  topics 
of  interest  to  both  races. 

Pfeiffer    Jr.    College:     Pfeiffer    Jr.    College    operates    under    the    co- 
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operative  plan,  by  which  students  may  help  themselves  in  securing  an 
education.  This  College  is  an  Institution  of  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service  and  is  putting  a  great  deal  of  emphasis  on  religious 
activities,  along  with  its  courses  in  arts,  and  has  many  elective  subjects. 

Bennett  College:  The  enrollment  of  Bennett  College,  an  accredited 
College  for  negro  women,  has  an  enrollment  of  412  young  women,  and 
as  in  former  years  is  limited  by  lack  of  facilities,  dormitories  and 
dining  hall.  Bennett  is  jointly  operated  by  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service  and  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Methodist  Church. 
The  President,  Dr.  David  Jones,  says :  "One  of  the  encouraging  aspects 
of  our  work  is  the  growing  interest  of  the  Conference  of  the  South- 
eastern Jurisdiction  and  particularly  the  Western  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference. The  supplies  and  other  evidences  of  interest  are  deeply 
appreciated." 

Week  of   Prayer:    350   Societies   observed   the    Week   of   Prayer   and 

Self-Denial  with  an  offering  amounting  to  $7,172.25. 

Districts  leading  in  Week  of  Prayer  observance  were  Winston- 
Salem,    Gastonia    and    Charlotte. 

Life  Members:  There  were  169  Adult  Life  Members,  16  Honorary 
Babies,  three  Honorary  Life  and  two  Life  Patrons. 

Goals:  The  ten  "Doors  of  Progress"  which  marked  our  goals  for  the 
year  were  reached  by  131  Societies;  250  reported  having  met  part  of 
the  requirements.  Districts  leading  in  goals  were:  Salisbury,  Char- 
lotte, Winston-Salem  and  Asheville. 

Finances:  All  districts  paid  over  their  pledges  and  all  financial  obli- 
gations were  met  by  the  Conference.  Total  amount  sent  to  the  Confer- 
ence Treasurer  was  $95,145.21.  Total  amount  sent  to  the  Division 
Treasurer  $92,029.61. 

Recommendations  for  Organization  and  Promotion 

1.  In  response  to  queries  as  to  what  constitute  membership  in  the 
Woman's   Society  of  Christian   Service — 

We  recommend: 

That  the  qualifications  for  membership,  as  stated  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, Article  III,  be  followed:  "A  woman  may  become  a  member  of  this 
society  by  giving  prayer,  service,  and  an  annual  contribution  of  money 
to  the  total  budget  through  membership  offering  or  dues,  pledges  or 
gifts.  She  shall  contribute  to  educate  for  and  promote  the  total  program 
of  the  women  of  Methodism." 

2.  In  answer  to  what  constitute  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  we  recommend  the  following  as  the  minimum  requirement: 

"An  organization  is  considered  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  when  it  takes  the  name,  has  at  least  five  officers,  uses  materials 
recommended  by  the  Woman's  Division  and  make  a  money  contribution 
through  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer  to  the  Women's  Division." 

3.  In  answer  to  questions  on  how  to  report  members,  we  recommend 
the  following: 
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On  January  1st  report  as  members  those  who  have  made  a  contribu- 
tion of  prayer,  service  and  money  during  the  preceding  year,  and  con- 
tinue to  report  these  members  each  quarter  until  the  next  January  1st 
unless  removed  by  change  of  residence  or  death. 

4.  Bearing  in  mind  that  the  Woman's  Society  is  an  integral  part  of 
the  church,  we  suggest  closer  cooperation  in  District,  Conferences  and 
Missionary  Institutes. 

5.  We  recommend  that  the  District  Secretary  of  Organization  and 
Promotion  work  closely  with  the  District  Superintendent  in  regard  to 
organizing  new  societies.  We  further  recommend  that  our  aim  for  1946 
be  a  society  on  every  charge. 

1.  In  response  to  suggestions  from  the  Jurisdiction,  that  Confer- 
ence, District  and  local  Societies  raise  their  pledges  to  more 
nearly  equal   the  total   giving. 

2.  That  all  money  given  in  Conference  for  Pledge  be  sent  the 
Division  Treasurer. 

3.  That  we  encourage  the  giving  of  Life  Memberships  and  con- 
tinue to  strive  toward  100%  observance  of  the  Week  of  Prayer 
and    Self  Denial. 

6.  Having  in  mind  the  few  societies  in  our  Conference  that  achieved 
all  goals  and  feeling  that  perhaps  this  reflects  upon  the  type  of  work 
done,  we  recommend  that  major  emphasis  be  placed  upon  the  following: 

1.  Better  training  for  officers  and  leaders.  Zone  meetings,  offi- 
cers caravans  and  training  days  are  just  as  valuable  as  ever 
for  new  officers.  Magnify  each  office.  Keep  the  channel  open 
from  the  Conference  down  to  the  local  officer  by  whatever 
means  found  most  successful. 

2.  THAT  WORK  KIT  be  purchased  by  the  Conference  for  all 
new  societies  and  have  added  to  it  free  leaflets  for  local 
officers  and  the  WELCOME  ENVELOPES  for  each  member. 

7.  Better  Programs : 

Feeling  that  poor  programs  poorly  prepared  are  gravely  detrimental 
to  the  enthusiasm  and  on-going  of  our  work,  we  urgently  recommend 
that  Conference  and  District  officers  insist  that  every  society  have  year 
books  or  program  booklets.  These  may  and  will  in  many  cases  be  very 
simple  but  should  have  the  program  planned  for  at  least  six  months 
in  advance  and  be  kept  current.  We  further  recommend  that  where 
necessary  Zone  leaders  and  District  workers  assist  local  groups  in  this 
project. 

The  CALENDAR  from  the  Literature  Headquarters  is  very  helpful 
and  should  have  wide  distribution. 

8.  We  urge  that  all  SocietiesTuse  "INSTRUMENTS  OF  PEACE" 
as  aims  for  the  year  and  that  Zone  and  District  officers  check  their 
progress  at  least  quarterly.  If  found  necessary  instruction  should  be 
given  as  to  correct  interpretation  of  the  Chart. 

9.  That  as  a  Woman's  organization  of  the  church  full  cooperation 
be    given    in    emphasizing    Evangelism    in    the    Crusade    for    Christ    by 
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increasing    the    awareness    of    God's    presence    and    guidance    through 
deepening  the  Spiritual  Life  of  the  Society. 

10.  That  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion 
and  as  many  district  officers  of  organization  attend  the  Workshop,  for 
this  department,  to  be  held  in  the  School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska.

The  figures  I  have  just  brought  to  you  give  the  assurance  that  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  all  its  divisions  and  depart- 
ments has  a  just  right  to  be  proud  and  happy  in  its  recorded  financial 
achievements  for  the  year  1945. 

Perhaps  you  would  like  these  figures  broken  down  into  some  of  the 
component  parts,  so  you  can  see  more  clearly  to  what  causes  we  are 
giving.  Most  interesting  are  the  many  special  memberships,  all  of 
which  you  have  given  in  addition  to  your  first  of  the  year  pledges.  We 
had  170  Adult  Life  Memberships,  3  Adult  Honorary  Life  Memberships, 

2  Adult  Honorary  Life  Patrons,  and  16  Honorary  Baby  Memberships. 
The  Lenten  offering  amounted  to  $517.45.  We  hope  to  have  a  more 
extensive  observation  of  the  Lenten  period  with  its  accompanying  offer- 
ing this  year.  The  Week  of  Prayer  brought  a  contribution  of  $7,351.28; 
Cash  Supplies  were  $6,878.59;  Cultivation  Funds  $490.30.  This  contribu- 
tion comes  almost  entirely  from  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds.  Each  district 
of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  has  its  own  plan  for  Cultivation  offerings  which  are 
sent  to  the  treasurers  of  districts  for  district  expenses,  and  do  not 
appear  on  my  report.  The  pet  project  for  the  year  was  the  Building 
Fund  for  extension  of  work  at  the  Bethlehem  Center  in  Winston-Salem. 
We  received  for  that  $2,693.90.  This  will  be  continued  as  the  project 
for  1946. 

The  payments  from  every  district  exceeded  the  pledges.  Gastonia  Dis- 
trict receives  special  honor  because  of  a  personal  gift  of  $1,000.00,  which 
will  be  used  for  a  Memorial.  Greensboro  District  led  in  total  amount 
paid;  Charlotte  and  Winston-Salem  next,  running  close  together,  Salis- 
bury and  Gastonia,  almost  twins,  ranking  third.  Naturally  the  greater 
part  of  our  receipts  is  listed  as  "Pledge".  Our  pledge  to  the  Division 
was  $58,000.00.  According  to  my  books  we  paid  $63,173.46.  I  can  never 
feel  quite  sure  until  I  hear  from  the  Division  treasurer,  Miss  Gibson, 
as  it  may  be  she  will  not  credit  on  pledge  some  small  items  I  have  listed 
that  way.    The  total  sent  to  her  for  1945  was  $92,029.61. 

I  sang  my  swan  song  some  three  years  ago,  but  after  an  interval 
of  a  year  and  a  half,  the  urgent  call  came  to  me  to  take  back  the  work 
for  an  indefinite  time.  I  am  glad  I  could  be  in  office  when  our  receipts 
passed  the  $100,000.00  mark.  I  am  really  getting  out  this  time.  We 
have  an  energetic,  efficient  young  woman,  who  is  not  only  able,  but  who 
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is  willing-hearted  to  give  of  her  time  and  her  talents  to  this  most 
necessary  job.  She  will  soon  be  presented  to  you.  Through  the  courtesy 
and  generosity  of  the  Executive  Board  I  have  been  granted  the  title  of 
Treasurer  Emeritus  for  the  Conference.  I  shall  not  take  undue 
advantage  of  that  position. 

What  I  have  done  through  the  years  has  been  indeed  a  labor  of  love. 
I  thank  you  for  all  your  kindly  consideration  and  co-operation.  Do  even 
better  for  my  successor.  As  I  turn  over  this  job  which  I  verily  believe 
was  a  call  from  God  for  the  kind  of  service  I  could  best  give,  I  leave 
with  the  wish  that  I  may  face  each  day  of  life,  nor  flinch  from  any 
task;  that  I  may  fill  my  life  with  toil,  with  God's  free  air  and  light; 
and  shun  the  things  that  spoil,  that  hasten  age  and  night;  that  I  may 
keep  my  spirit  sweet,  though  head  and  hand  be  tired,  that  I  may  keep 
my  spirit  fed  on  God  unceasingly,  that  those  with  whom  I  touch  hands 
may  know  that  I  have  been  with  Him.

Recommendations  for  1946  Finances 

The  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  Western  North  Caro- 
lina Conference  faces  a  new  day  in  this  post-war  era.  The  gifts  the  past 
year  surpassed  previous  years  and  the  responsibility  falling  upon  us  is 
indeed  a  challenge  and  because  of  the  large  increase  we  offer  the 
following   recommendations : 

(1)  The  Western  N.  C.  Conference  W.  S.  C.  S.  shall  pledge  to  the 
Division  for  1946  $60,000.00. 

(2)  The  conference  pledge  for  total  receipts  shall  be  $81,000.00, 
and  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  ten  districts  as  follows : 

Asheville    $  7,000.00 

Charlotte    12,000.00 

Gastonia     7,000.00 

Greensboro    13,000.00 

Marion   4,500.00 

Salisbury   8,500.00

Total $81,000.00 

This  amount  includes  funds  from  all  sources.  Local  societies  in 
making  their  pledges  should  remember  that  Life  Memberships  and  Week 
of  Prayer  offerings  are  to  be  above  pledges. 

(3)  Two  funds  in  our  Conference  are  NOT  to  be  sent  to  the  con- 
ference treasurer.  These  are  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  send  to  Miss 
Cloyce  Woody,  415  N.  Spring  St.,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C;  Methodist 
Youth,  send  to  Miss  Leona  Morgan,  Box  828,  Salisbury,  N.  C. 

(4)  Method  of  handling  Scarritt  Associate  Memberships  has  been 
changed.  Have  your  treasurer  of  local  society  send  to  conference  treas- 
urer with  regular  quarterly  report.  Cash  Supplies  for  Scarritt  College 
should  be  so  marked  and  entered  on  report  blank  under  supplies. 

(5)  Cash  Supply  Funds  from  Methodist  Youth  should  channel 
through  treasurer  of  local  society  to  conference  treasurer  with  regular 
quarterly  report. 

(6)  Supply  Chairman  should  give  her  funds  to  treasurer  of  local 
society  who  will  include  with  regular  report. 

(7)  The  report  blanks  in  pad  form  for  the  local  treasurers  trans- 
mission of  funds  to  the  conference  treasurer  should  be  secured  from 
Literature  Headquarters.  Please  send  only  one  report  per  quarter.  All 
reports  are  due  March  30,  June  30,  September  30,  and  December  30, 
but  may  be  sent  earlier.  Any  reports  received  after  those  dates  will  be 
credited  on  the  report  for  the  next  quarter. 

(8)  The  Week  of  Prayer  offering  should  be  held  to  the  end  of  the 
quarter  and  sent  in  with  the  regular  fourth  quarter  report. 

(9)  That  each  Society  make  a  contribution  for  Bethlehem  Building 
Fund  during  the  year. 
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Can  we  find  that  "extra"  in  our  lives  in  prayer  to  bind  us  closer  to 
Him,  in  service  in  the  extension  of  God's  Kingdom,  in  gifts  for  the 
support  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service?  May  the  faith 
of  each  one  of  us  be  a  living  faith  that  claims  the  Father's  promise, 
"Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the  storehouse,  that  there  may  be  meat  in 
mine  house,  and  prove  me  now  herewith,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  if  I 
will  not  open  you  the  windows  of  heaven,  and  pour  you  out  a  blessing, 
that  there  shall  not  be  room  enough  to  receive  it."

Report  of  Student  Work 

Mrs.  A.  H.  Whitley 


Student  work  does  not  fit  easily  into  a  manageable  compartment  of 
analysis.  Nor  is  it  easy  for  students  to  find  manageable  meaning  in 
the  kind  of  world  they  inherit  today.  With  these  two  thoughts  in  mind, 
this  student  report  will,  to  a  large  degree,  emphasize  some  of  the  out- 
standing phases  of  this  department,  in  the  hope  that  our  new  student 
secretaries  will  not  be  discouraged  when  they  cannot  see  tangible  evi- 
dences of  their  efforts  and  to  encourage  our  old  student  secretaries  to 
carry  forward  their  obligations  to  our  youth. 

The  first  desire  of  a  student  secretary  should  be  one  of  helpfulness 
to  students.  She  should:  (1)  consider  her  field  all  the  young  people 
who  are  students  above  high  school;  (2)  strive  to  be  a  good  counselor 
helping  students  to  deepen  their  faith  in  religion;  (3)  help  them  make 
wise  choices  when  education  and  careers  seem  blocked;  (4)  help  students 
to  look  forward  to  service  through  the  Church  in  bettering  the  world; 

(5)  encourage  them  to  enroll  for  full  time  Christian  training  at  Scarritt 
College,  Nashville,  Tennessee,  or  in  one  of  our  other  Methodist  Colleges; 

(6)  do  everything  to  keep  students  in  touch  with  the  Church  and  its 
resources  while  they  are  away  from  home.  The  student  secretaries  are 
to  be  commended  for  their  splendid  work  in  carrying  out  these  obliga- 
tions to  students  this  past  year. 

There  are  many  methods  and  techniques  to  carry  out  student  work. 
As  you  know,  we  deal  with  personalities  and  not  facts  and  figures, 
therefore,  it  is  difficult  to  outline  fixed  rules  and  regulations  to  promote 
this  important  phase  of  the  program  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service.  As  student  secretaries,  we  are  privileged  to  use  original 
ideas  and  methods  and  adapt  them  to  local  situations.  Specfically  we 
should  want  to  know  about  our  colleges,  our  medical  centers,  seminaries 
and  training  schools  in  other  lands.  Our  interest  in  doing  something 
about  the  problems  that  keep  us  from  being  a  Christian  Democracy 
will  give  student  secretaries  respect  in  any  student  group.  The  recom- 
mendations are  for  your  consideration,  enlightenment  and  stimulation. 
It  is  hoped  you  will  feel  your  sense  of  responsibility  to  follow  them, 
understand  them  and  apply  them  to  your  W.  S.  C.  S.  program  this  year. 

Top  experts  in  international  relations  unanimously  agree  that  to 
young  American  students  studying  abroad  and  to  foreign  student? 
rounding  out  their  educations  in  America  will  fall  much  of  the  respom 
sibility  of  educating  the  peoples  of  the  world  about  one  another.    It  is 
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up  to  us  as  student  secretaries  to  see  that  foreign  students  know  and 
understand  America  .  .  .  that  they  see  it  at  its  strongest  and  best.  This 
is  a  job  which  we  can  and  must  do  well.  Our  Methodist  Student  Fellow- 
ship Fund  is  tangible  evidence  of  the  fact  that  students  of  Methodism 
are  growing  in  one-world  mindedness.  This  Fellowship  Fund  exists  to 
challenge  them  to  think  of  others.  Like  all  missionary  funds,  it  is  a 
great  deal  more  than  a  fund.  It  is  one  of  the  Church's  mechanisms  of 
education,  stewardship,  missions  and   Churchmanship. 

At  Woman's  College,  many  Methodist  students  adopted  as  a  "Fellow- 
College",  Ginling  College  in  China  and  this  past  year  contributed  fifty 
dollars  toward  her  financial  support;  also  Brevard  College  adopted  as  a 
"Fellow-College",  Nanking  Theological  Seminary.  "Fellow-Colleges" 
provide  the  channel  for  creating  Christian  World  Community  and  it  is 
hoped  that  more  colleges  in  our  Western  North  Carolina  Conference 
will  begin  a  "Fellow-College"  relationship.  Write  Miss  Louise  Panigot, 
College  Place  Church,  Greensboro,  N.  C,  if  you  desire  more  information 
about  "Fellow-Colleges".  Miss  Panigot,  who  is  the  Wesley  Foundation 
Director  at  Woman's  College,  reports:  (1)  three  week-end  retreats  for 
leaclers;  (2)  week-end  retreats  for  students;  (3)  special  study  of  the 
six  major  emphases  of  the  whole  Methodist  Student  Movement;  (4) 
a  week-end  conference  for  Methodist  students  of  the  colleges  in  Guil- 
ford County;  (5)  contribution  made  to  the  National  Youth  project  of 
hostels.  We  as  student  secretaries  should  have  a  concern  and  respon- 
sibility for  the  Christian  development  of  our  students  in  colleges.  We 
must  continue  to  cooperate  with  the  Director  and  undergird  the  pro- 
gram in  every  possible  way.  Also  to  continue  our  constant,  personal 
interest  in   students  from  the  home   Church  while  they  attend   college. 

Several  girls  and  boys  from  our  State  Methodist  Colleges  attended 
the  Third  National  Methodist  Student  Conference  in  Urbana,  Illinois, 
December  28-January  1.  Our  Conference  contributed  fifty  dollars 
toward  the  expenses  of  a  High  Point  College  student  who  attended. 
The  conference  at  Urbana  brought  out  the  fact  that  the  Christian 
students  are  a  vital  part  cf  the  Church  and  upon  them  will  lie  great 
responsibility  for  the  Church's  destiny.  The  conference  had  a  three- 
fold purpose,  and  the  campus  that  makes  this  purpose  its  own  will  keep 
the  conference.  The  first  purpose  was  to  set  before  students  an  objec- 
tive analysis  of  the  real  crisis  of  our  time.  The  second  purpose  was  to 
make  students  aware  of  the  dynamic  answer  that  Christianity  can  give 
to  our  problems  through  a  working  faith.  The  third  purpose  brought 
the  Church  of  Christ  into  the  discussion  as  the  channel  through  which 
effective  action  can  be  taken  to  meet  the  crisis.  We  as  student  secre- 
taries, can  help  them  achieve  this  threefold  purpose,  if,  we  are  busy 
at  our  job  of  building  cur  community  into  a  more  perfect  Christian 
community  and  winning  students  to  Christ  so  that  they,  too,  may  join 
in  the  sacred  task.  It  is  with  our  Christian  help  that  our  students  may 
become  active  parts,  working  intelligently  and  courageously  to  resolve 
racial  and  national  tensions  in  our  localities  by  first  living  as  Christians 
seven  days  a  week,  fifty-two  weeks  a  year. 

During  the  last  week-end  in  February,  the  State  Student  Confer- 
ence was  held  at  First  Church,  High  Point,  with  more  than  three  hun- 
dred students,  both  negro  and  white,  in  attendance.  Our  distraught 
and  troubled  world  cannot  be  restored  to  its  proper  equilibrium  until 
the  difficult  situation  of  races  is  solved  in  some  manner  in  keeping  with 
the  highest  values  of  Christian  principles.  Inter-racial  and  intei'-faith 
sessions  and  conferences  are  stepping  stones  to  build  Christian  fellow- 
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ship  across  racial,  credal  and  national  lines.  Students  at  this  inter- 
racial conference  sought  to  face  the  problems  of  our  world  realistically 
as  they  worked  together  for  three  days.  They  pointed  out  that  the  only 
way  to  deal  adequately  with  the  crisis  is  in  living  out  the  implications 
of  Christian  faith  in  all  areas  of  life. 

As  you  will  notice  in  the  recommendations,  there  are  special  days 
set  aside  for  the  Church  membership  to  observe.  We  have  the  privilege 
and  opportunity  to  magnify  these  observances  in  the  interest  of  students. 
Practically  every  society  reported  having  observed  them  this  past  year. 
One  society,  for  a  week,  held  an  interdenominational  observance  of 
''Youth  Crusade  Week"  and  another  has  begun  the  "College  Advance 
Program". 

If  ever  students  and  others  away  from  the  home  Church,  in  service 
or  in  employment,  need  to  find  the  way  of  God,  it  is  now.  There  are  so 
many  social  evils,  fears,  exploitations,  unequal  opportunities  and  dis- 
criminations, that  students  are  turning  to  religion  with  the  hope  that 
somehow  the  Church  may  point  the  way  out  toward  the  light  of  a  new 
day  dawning.  Is  there  a  greater  challenge  than  to  know  that  as  student 
secretaries  we  share  in  the  destiny  of  that  new  day?  Students  have 
the  contagious  enthusiasm,  the  fresh  approach,  the  undulled  vision,  the 
untaxed  strength — above  all,  they  have  the  future.  May  we  dedicate 
our  efforts  and  lives  this  coming  year  to  lead  them  in  the  footsteps  of 
One  who  discovered  God  as  Father  of  all  mankind  so  that  their  future 
world  and  ours,  may  be  Christian. 


Recommendations  for  Student  Work 

The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  has  many  definite  channels  of  serv- 
ice. She  should,  as  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Student  Work, 
undertake  the  following: 

1.  In  this  Year  of  Evangelism  make  student  work  play  a  big  part 
toward  persuading  young  persons  for  Christ.  Student  secretaries  are 
recruiting  personnel  for  full  time  Christian  service,  interesting  young 
persons  in  vocations  in  our  Church  program  and  informing  students  of 
our  scholarships  offered  by  our  conference. 

2.  Among  students  stress  greater  loyalty  to  our  Church.  Help  them 
keep  their  promises  to  Christ  and  to  the  Church.  Make  religion  vital 
and  real. 

3.  Take  special  interest  in  students  and  trainees  from  overseas 
coming  to  the  shores  of  America.  Invite  them  into  your  homes  and  thus 
help  build  bridges  of  peace. 

4.  Help  students  here  in  America  to  share  in  the  responsibility  of 
our  Church  in  creating  World  Minded  Citizens.  One  way  to  do  this  is 
to  select  a  "Fellow-College",  or  a  "Fellow  American"  project. 

5.  Become  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  your  local  Church. 

6.  Welcome  back  to  your  Church  students  who  are  on  vacations, 
in  colleges,  or  visits,  helping  them  find  an  immediate  place  of  effective 
service  in  the  home  Church.  Create  a  friendly  atmosphere  and  a  place 
for  service  for  our  returning  service  personnel. 
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7.  Invite  students  to  guest  meetings  of  your  W.  S.  C.  S.,  or  to  take 
part  in  programs,  in  order  to  enlist  their  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
society.    Also  keep  student  events  before  the  women  of  your  local  society. 

8.  Be  active  in  each  local  society,  and  if  possible,  a  student  secretary 
in  each  circle.    Also  one  in  each  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

9.  Promote  the  observance  in  your  Church  of: 

Brotherhood  Week 
World  Day  of  Prayer 
Methodist  Student  Day  in  June 
Student   Recognition   Day   in   December 
Race  Relations  Day  in  February

10.  Stimulate  interest  and  participation  in  the  program  of  Scarritt

Report  of  the  Missionary  Personnel  Committee 

The  Missionary  Personnel  Committee  has  attempted  to  acquaint  the 
members  of  the  societies  with  the  desperate  situation  confronting  our 
Church  in  this  day  of  challenging  opportunity,  and  to  urge  upon  them 
the  necessity  for  presenting  to  the  Methodist  youth  the  urgent  need 
for  full-time  Christian  workers. 

During  the  fall  Seminars  an  appeal  was  made  in  each  district  for 
the  members  to  work  and  pray  that  volunteers  may  be  secured  for  all 
fields  of  our  work.  New  fields  should  be  entered  and  hundreds  of  mis- 
sionaries are  wanted  now.  Forty-two  percent  of  the  present  missionaries 
are  between  the  ages  of  50  and  60;  20  percent  are  60  and  over;  only 
15  percent  are  below  40  years  of  age.  Who  is  to  take  their  places  when 
they  must  retire? 

We  are  overjoyed  to  report  we  now  have  the  largest  number  of 
young  women  using  Conference  Study  Grants  and  being  trained  for 
full-time  Christian  Service  in  our  history.  Nine  are  in  Pfeiffer  Junior 
College,  four  are  in  Scarritt  College  for  Christian  Workers  and  one 
other,  Miss  Evelyn  Strader,  will  enter  Scarritt  in  September.  They 
are  choice  young  women  and  we  are  proud  to  claim  them  for  our  own. 
Madge  Finger  and  Mattie  Lou  Summey  will  finish  at  Scarritt  in  June. 

Each  district  has  a  Missionai'y  Personnel  Committee  whose  duty  is 
to  contact  any  interested  girl  and  arrange  for  a  meeting  where  she 
may  be  interviewed.  They  are  to  make  a  frank  report  to  the  conference 
committee  as  to  her  personality,  sincerity  of  purpose,  and  appearance, 
with  recommendations  as  to  her  fitness  for  the  work.  This  is  of 
inestimable  value  to  the  conference  committee. 
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The  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  is  seeking  young  women 
who  desire  to  equip  themselves  for  special  Christian  work  and  will  give 
Study  Grants  to  such  as  can  meet  the  specified  requirements.

Recommendations  for  Missionary  Personnel  Work 

1.  That  in  local  societies  the  Secretaries  of  Youth,  Student  and 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  be  responsible  for  securing  information  on 
Missionary  Personnel  needs  and  for  cultivating  individuals  for  full- 
time  Christian  service.  And  that  the  names  of  the  persons  thus  inter- 
ested be  sent  to  the  conference  or  district  chairman  of  Missionary 
Personnel. 

2.  That  each  society  be  responsible  for  adequate  missionary  educa- 
tion of  children  and  youth,  praying  sincerely  for  volunteers  from  its 
church. 

3.  That  we  encourage  parents  to  build  the  kind  of  family  life  which 
produces  missionaries. 
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4.  That  a  committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  in  each  district  be  an 
active  committee,  carrying  responsibility  of  continuous  cultivation  of 
all  girls  in  the  district  in  full-time  Christian  Service.  That  they  shall 
confer  with  the  applicant  and  if  they  feel  she  is  healthy,  competent, 
well  balanced,  socially  adjusted  young  person  with  a  sense  of  Christian 
mission  who  is  willing  to  meet  the  conference  requirements,  they  then 
shall  make  their  recommendations  to  the  conference  Personnel  Committee 
for  their  consideration.

Report  of  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education 

Mrs.  C.  A.  York 

The  need  for  wider  horizons,  broader  interests,  higher  idealism, 
deeper  sympathies  is  recognized  today  not  only  by  religious  groups  but 
by  secular  leaders  as  well.  It  is  the  peculiar  function  of  the  Educa- 
tional Department  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Sex-vice  to  pro- 
mote those  mission  and  Bible  study  courses  which  are  planned  to  enlarge 
our  vision,  to  erase  the  blind  spots  of  ignorance  and  prejudice  in  regard 
to  other  races  and  nationalities,  to  create  a  more  sympathetic  under- 
standing of  the  needs  of  the  peoples  over  the  face  of  the  globe,  and  to 
nurture  in  our  spirits  a  burning  zeal  to  share  our  Christ  and  His  way 
of  life  with  all  men  everywhere. 

With  such  a  high  purpose  as  this,  our  women  have  overcome  many 
difficulties  in  the  educational  field,  and  have  reaped  a  harvest  and 
achieved  a  record  not  perfect — but  one  of  which  we  may  be  justifiably 
proud. 

Cur  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  still  maintains  the  lead  in 
the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  in  number  of  classes,  in  increase  of  num- 
ber in  classes,  and  ranks  third  in  number  of  Jurisdictional  classes. 

This  record  was  made  possible  by  loyal  and  faithful  service  and  by 
much  strenuous  cultivation.  Following  the  School  of  Missions  at  Lake 
Junaluska  which  had  a  goodly  attendance  by  representatives  of  Mis- 
sionary Education  in  the  Conference,  a  Workshop  was  held  at  Pfeiffer 
College  to  further  prepare  the  members  of  the  Study  and  Action  Com- 
mittees of  the  districts  in  planning  the  Educational  Seminars.  It  was 
my  privilege  to  attend  all  ten  of  these  Seminars  and  present  the  studies 
and  the  goals  for  the  year.  Opportunity  was  given  me  also  at  many 
district  and  zone  business  meetings  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  the 
Study  courses. 

In  four  district  meetings  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  I  was 
invited  to  discuss  the  Mission  and  Bible  studies.  I  covet  the  opportunity 
to  visit  with  other  groups  of  employed  women  who  are  showing  a  keen 
interest  in  our  educational  work,  as  evidenced  by  some  very  excellent 
Jurisdictional  classes  reported  last  year.  These  busy  women  deserve  and 
will  appreciate  a  closer  cooperation  with  the  members  of  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  in  planning  their  studies  for  the  year. 

The  wider  use  of  the  regular  program  material;  the  greater  func- 
tioning of  the  Study  and  Action  Committee  in  the  local  society;  the 
active  membership  of  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Serv- 
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ice  on  the  Program  Committee  will  help  in  coordinating  the  monthly 
program  with  the  special  studies.  Throughout  the  Conference  last  year 
only  233  societies  used  our  program  material,  only  172  Secretaries  of 
Missionary  Education  served  on  the  program  committee,  and  there  were 
only  150  societies  having  meetings  of  the  Study  and  Action  Committee. 

There  were  (1,111)  one  thousand,  one  hundred  and  eleven  approved 
study  classes  completed  this  year  with  a  total  of  18,902  women  in  at- 
tendance. Of  this  number  of  classes,  194  received  Jurisdictional  recog- 
nition; 162  were  joint  churchwide  classes.  In  addition,  there  were  68 
informal  studies,  93  reading  circles,  and  80  libraries  formed.  There 
were  2,038  women  reported  as  participating  in  Missionary  Institutes, 
Conferences,  Schools,  Seminars,  and  other  cultivation  experiences.  It 
is  my  studied  opinion  that  there  is  a  direct  relationship  between  the 
ratio  of  increase  in  studies  to  attendance  of  key  women  at  such  schools, 
where  new  spiritual  seeds  are  sown  and  where  new  methods  of  cultiva- 
tion are  taught  and  demonstrated.

Greensboro  second  with  31;  Gastonia  and  Winston-Salem  tied  for  third 
with  19. 

There  were  reports  of  so  many  excellent  classes  that  I  found  it 
impossible  to  single  out  the  local  society  making  the  most  perfect 
record.  I  wish  rather  to  commend  most  highly  those  societies  which 
increased  their  studies,  and  those  societies  which  translated  their  Mis- 
sionary* fervor  into  concrete  service  activities  as  a  result  of  their  study. 
Highest  praise  goes  also  to  those  societies  which  so  planned  and  con- 
ducted their  classes  as  to  reach  and  influence  the  whole  local  community. 
Such  continued  efforts  to  open  the  minds,  hearts  and  hands  of  those 
people  making  up  the  community  will  contribute  greatly  toward  the 
ultimate  goal  of  achieving  Peace  and  World  Brotherhood.  To  have  had 
a  part  in  such  a  noble  program  carries  its  own  reward,  yet  I  wish  to 
express  my  grateful  appreciation  to  all  the  Secretaries  of  Missionary 
Education  and  Service  and  all  others  who  have  collaborated  with  them. 
May  His  will  be  more  perfectly  done  through  us  all  another  year.

Standard  for  Jurisdictional  Classes 

I.  THE  TEXTBOOK  used  for  Special  Classes  must  be  selected 
from  the  list  recommended  for  that  purpose  by  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service  for  the  current  year. 

II.     SUPPLEMENTARY  MATERIAL  must  be  used  by  members  of 
the  class  to  enrich  the  study  of  the  text. 

III.  NUMBER    OF    CLASS    SESSIONS    shall   be   at   least   four.     No 
two  sessions   shall  be  on   the  same   day. 

IV.  LENGTH    OF   A   CLASS   SESSION   shall  be   at  least   one   hour 
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for  a  six-session  class  and  one  hour  and  a  half  for  a  four-session 
class,  with  a  minimum  total  of  six  hours  for  any  course. 

V.  ONE  TO  EIGHT  weeks  may  be  used  for  the  study,  but  a  four 
to  six  weeks'  study  is  highly  desirable. 

VI.  AN  AVERAGE  OF  70%  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend 
the  class  sessions. 

VII.  STUDENTS  MUST  READ  THE  APPROVED  TEXT,  make 
outside  preparation  and  participate  in  claps  work.  In  addition 
to  this,  assignments  shall  be  given  by  the  teacher.  These  assign- 
ments may  be  reading  from  supplementary  materials,  research, 
cooperative  activities,  etc.,  that  require  additional  outside  prep- 
aration. This  and  some  results  of  the  study  may  be  reported  on 
an  additional  sheet. 

VIII.  THE  DISCUSSION  METHOD  of  conducting  the  class  is  recom- 
mended as  most  successful  in  stimulating  group  study  and 
participation.  The  lecture  method  alone  is  not  acceptable.  A 
variety  of  methods  may  be  desirable.  (See  free  leaflet:  Ways 
of  Conducting  Successful  Classes.) 

IX.  THE  TEACHER  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  by  consecration 
to  the  task,  by  sufficient  educational  background  and  by  a  will- 
ingness to  use  every  opportunity  for  becoming  a  trained  and 
experienced  teacher,  such  as  Special  Study  and  Preparation,  of 
attending  Educational  Conferences,  Pastors'  Schools,  Leadership 
Schools,  Training  Courses,  Schools  of  Missions  or  Educational 
Seminars. 

X.  A  REPORT  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  Conference  Secre- 
tary of  Missionary  Education  on  the  blank  furnished  by  her. 
She  shall  examine  it,  and  if  requirements  are  met,  she  will  issue 
a  recognition  card  for  work  meeting  the  required  standard. 


Recommendations  for  Missionary  Education 

The   Committee  recommends : 

1.  That  every  society  use  the  program  material. 

2.  That  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  meet 
regularly  with  the  program  committee. 

3.  That  the  Study  and  Action  Committee  composed  of  the  Secretary 
of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  Christian  Social  Relations,  and 
Spiritual  Life  in  the  local  society,  meet  once  each  quarter  to  plan  the 
educational  work. 

4.  That  each  local  society  try  to  have  one  approved  study  each 
quarter. 

5.  That  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  cooperate  with  the 
Guild  units  in  planning  study  classes,  particularly  the  church-wide  joint 
class. 

6.  That  Educational  Seminars  be  held  in  each  district. 
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7.  That  each  district  send  its  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education 
and  Service  to  the  Pastors'  School  at  Greensboro  College,  June  3-7,  or  to 
the  School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska,  North  Carolina,  July  22-30. 

8.  That  each  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  provide 
herself  with  the  handbook,  Methodist  Woman,  and  other  tools  of 
cultivation.

Report  of  Missionary  Service 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne 

When  I  realize  the  tremendous  urgency  of  the  missionary  cause 
right  now,  there  are  times  when  I  feel  like  doing  as  the  news  boys  do — 
stand  on  the  corner  and  shout,  "Extra!  Extra!  Extra  Giving  for 
Missionary  Specials!" 

All  of  our  foreign  mission  fields  are  pleading  for  more  missionaries 
and  native  workers,  and  more  equipment  with  which  to  work.  Especially 
are  calls  coming  to  us  from  Africa  and  India  where  the  harvest  is  so 
white.  In  Africa  many  signs  points  to  a  mass  movement  toward  Chris- 
tianity, and  we  do  not  have  sufficient  workers  or  equipment  to  take  care 
of  the  membership  that  we  already  have  there. 

In  India  the  situation  is  much  like  Africa.  In  one  conference  we 
have  only  two  missionaries  to  direct  the  work  for  70,000  members  of 
our  church.  In  both  India  and  Africa  a  little  bit  of  money  goes  a  long 
way  in  helping  to  solve  the  great  problems  that  now  confront  the 
Christian  Church.  Bible  women,  men  evangelistic  workers  and  even 
Christian  centers  can  be  supported  for  only  $50  a  year.  We  have  real 
need  for  scholarships  to  train  Christian  workers  and  these  scholarships 
range  in  price  from  $40  to  $120.  If  your  society  cannot  support  a 
Missionary  Special,  then  buy  a  share  in  one  for  $20.  That  is  the  smallest 
amount  for  which  you  can  obtain  a  foreign  missionary  special. 

At  last  our  missionaries  are  returning  to  China  and  with  the  aid 
of  the  wonderful  Chinese  Christians  they  are  beginning  to  re-establish 
their  work  again.  As  inflation  is  so  rampant  there  it  is  difficult  to  tell 
what  anything  will  cost. 

We  are  very  grateful  that  Korea,  Malaya,  Sumatra  and  even  Japan 
may  soon  be  re-entered.  The  work  in  South  America  has  not  suffered 
as  in  some  of  the  mission  fields  but  from  them  all  comes  the  same  plea, 
"Send  us  more  workers". 

New  foreign  "specials"  for   1945   were: 

Two  Scholarships,  $100  each  for  Nurses  Training  School,  Rhodesia, 
Africa.    Supported  by  Mrs.  Troy  Smith,  Liberty,  N.  C. 

A  Missionaiy  to  India,  Miss  Louise  Martyn.  Supported  by  W.  S.  C.  S. 
of  Main  St.,  Reidsville,  N.  C. 

I  am  thrilled  over  the  interest  that  is  being  taken  in  "specials"  this 
year.  Already  several  new  ones  have  been  taken  and  part  of  them  are 
coming  from  Charlotte.  First  Church  has  long  supported  a  missionary 
but  recently  Mrs.  R.  E.  Evans,  of  Hawthorne  Lane,  assumed  the  sup- 
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port  of  two  native  workers,  one  in  India  and  another  in  Korea;  and 
Dilworth  has  taken  a  rural  center  in  Africa.  Right  now  I  am 
"negotiating"  with  Myers  Park  and  Wesley  Heights,  both  of  which  want 
a  "special".    Many  inquiries  are  coming  in  from  all  over  the  conference. 

The  Bethlehem  Center  at  Winston-Salem  is  still  our  foremost  Home 
Mission  project.  The  Conference,  as  a  whole,  responded  generously  last 
year  to  our  first  appeal.  With  the  help  of  the  Home  Mission  Board 
we  have  already  bought  the  lot  adjoining  our  property  and  have  on 
hand  about  $11,000  of  the  $30,000  we  need  for  our  building  program. 
If  possible,  take  at  least  a  $10  share  each  year  for  three  years  and 
have  that  for  home  mission  special  or  if  you  cannot  do  that,  send  a 
love  gift,  no  matter  how  large  or  small,  preferably  large,  however.

Report  of  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications 

Mrs.  D.  M.  Davidson 

Literature 

For  1945  several  thousand  pieces  of  mail  were  sent  out  by  your 
Conference  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  who  also  attended 
a  number  of  Zone  meetings  held  last  spring,  trying  to  show  the  local 
women  the  need  of  our  Christian  Literature.  Responses  from  societies 
indicated  that  they  were  using  this  literature  in  all  phases  of  the  work, 
and  were  showing  a  greater  interest  than  ever  before  in  all  the  litera- 
ture provided  by  the  Division.  Many  local  societies  reported  each 
quarter  using  free  leaflets  and  pamphlets  which  are  obtainable  by 
writing  the  Publishing  House  for  them.  The  societies  reported  using 
many  articles  from  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook  as  sup- 
plementary material  for  programs.  The  Week-of-Prayer  Literature  was 
used  for  both  Retreat  and  Prayer   Services. 

Through  the  fine  cooperation  of  our  District  Secretaries  of  Literature 
and  Publications,  their  contact  with  the  local  societies  has  helped  to 
improve  our  reporting.  We  received  reports  from  427  local  societies 
the  past  year  which  was  a  gain  over  1944  but  not  good  enough.  The 
improved  report  blanks  will  be  an  incentive  for  more  accurate  reporting 
than  heretofore.  Let  us  strive  to  have  a  report  from  every  local  society 
for  1946. 

Please  remember  your  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  is  a 
member  of  the  Program  Committee  by  virtue  of  her  office  and  do  not 
fail  to  report  this.

Recommendations  for  Literature  and  Publications 

We  recommend :

(b)  That  she  be  an  active  member  of  the  Program  Committee  and 
make  a  definite  contribution  to  the  Programs  in  her  society. 

2.  That  in  each  society  there  shall  be  a  net  increase  in  subscriptions 
to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook.  Special  emphasis  be 
placed  on  joint  subscriptions,  and  every  officer  a  subscriber  to  these 
periodicals. 

3.  That  expiration  dates  for  the  periodicals  be  studied  carefully  and 
renewals  secured  promptly.  Every  new  member  urged  to  subscribe  to 
and  read  the  periodicals. 

4.  That  the  importance  of  World  Outlook  as  a  family  magazine  be 
emphasized.  That  a  brief  review  of  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World 
Outlook  be  a  part  of  the  Program  for  each  Circle  Meeting. 

5.  That  the  women  in  the  local  societies   subscribe  to  and   read  the 
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North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  and  that  the  Secretary  of  Literature 
and   Publications   assist  in  increasing  subscriptions  to  this  publication. 

6.  For  1946  we  recommend  that  we  seek  to  obtain  100  per  cent  goals 
in  the  following  lines:  1 — A  report  from  each  local  society,  all  questions 
answered  carefully  and  mailed  the  last  day  of  the  quarter.  2 — That 
we  have  a  joint  subscription  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Out- 
look credited  to  every  officer  in  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service.

Report  of  the  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  North 
Carolina  Christian  Advocate

Preaching  and  the  output  of  the  printing  press  are  the  chief  agen- 
cies for  the  extension  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  It  is  interesting  and 
challenging  to  know  how  far  flung  the  message  of  the  printing  press  is. 
Our  boys  in  service  in  other  countries  during  the  war  testified  to  the 
influence  of  the  printed  word,  and  missionaries  are  constantly  making 
their  appeals  for  printed  material  and  tell  us  what  a  wonderful  help 
it  is  to  them  in  the  promotion  of  their  work  in  foreign  countries.

Today  as  never  before  the  religious  journal  is  an  essential  agency 
in  the  great  and  vital  program  of  the  ever  growing  Methodist  Church, 
and  it  deserves  the  support  of  every  church  member. 

Methodist  women  in  North  Carolina  should  appreciate  the  fact  that 
two  whole  pages  are  given  to  them  each  week  for  the  promotion  of  their 
work  alone,  and  they  have  the  privilege  of  using  it  fifty  times  during 
the  year. 

Material  for  this  page  never  leaves  the  editor's  desk  that  there  isn't 
in  the  back  of  her  mind  the  question,  "I  wonder  if  there  is  anything  in 
this  to  help  a  little  Chinese  woman  carry  out  the  program  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  headed  by  Madame  Chiang  Kai- 
shek,  or  this  will  be  a  good  suggestion  for  the  women  in  India,  or  won't 
the  people  in  Africa  be  pleased  when  they  know  a  group  of  fellow 
Christians  in  North  Carolina  is  thinking  about  them  and  planning  to 
help  them  in  their  building  program,  or  the  women  on  the  Weaverville 
Charge  had  a  project  that  will  be  a  challenge  for  the  women  on  Blank 
Charge?" 

And  so,  fellow  Society  members,  I  appeal  to  you  to  subscribe  to  the 
North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate,  read  it,  and  use  it  for  the  exchange 
of  ideas  and  projects,  and  for  the  promotion  of  the  work  of  the  Kingdom. 
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Report  of  Secretary  of  Status  of  Women 

Mrs.  C.  0.  Newell 

A  new  day  has  dawned  for  women.  Outnumbering  men  in  the  popu- 
lation count  and  with  the  status  of  war  years  and  records,  never  before 
have  women  had  such  an  opportunity  to  make  a  different  world.  Nine- 
teen million  women  were  employed  in  the  peak  of  war  work.  Women 
have  been  given  responsible  places  in  the  Labor  Unions.  Many  predict 
that  large  numbers  of  these  women  will  remain  in  industry.  Surely 
there  is  a  great  place  for  the  woman  power  of  our  world. 

There  is  need,  however,  to  take  a  look  at  the  woman  power  of  our 
own  church.  Of  the  probable  4,000,000  women  in  our  church,  only  about 
one  and  a  quarter  million  are  even  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service.  We  have  merely  scratched  the  surface  of  the  avail- 
able woman  power  here.  And  this  is  the  job  for  your  Status  of  Women 
Committee.  There  must  be  a  continued  movement  by  which  new  people 
take  on  responsibilities.  There  is  need  for  the  talents  of  all  our  women. 
With  all  the  demands  upon  our  time  we  should  study  carefully  our 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  program  and  consider  its  claim 
upon  us  as  Christians  and  members  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

The  church  has  loomed  large  in  the  life  and  activity  of  Christian 
women.  The  doors  of  many  churches  would  have  been  closed  but  for 
their  untiring  devotion.  They  have  served  as  communion  stewards, 
taught  in  Church  Schools,  visited  the  sick  and  welcomed  the  stranger. 
But  our  discipline  now  provides  many  more  jobs  for  women  in  the 
church  than  she  has  ever  had  before.  Get  down  the  rule  book  and  take 
a  look  at  the  places  that  are  now  available  for  our  women.  If;  as  one 
woman  of  a  large  church  says,  "We  still  have  taxation  without  rep- 
resentation," it  is  because  there  is  no  active  Status  of  Women  Chairman 
in  that  church.  In  fact,  just  about  every  job  that  the  church  has  except 
the  travelling  ministry  is  now  open  to  women.  Our  church  has  a  pro- 
gram that  challenges  the  best,  a  world-wide  opportunity  for  investment 
of  self,  but  unless  the  local  woman  knows  about  this  program  she  profits 
not.  It  is  the  business  of  our  committee  to  help  woman  to  discover  her 
place  in  the  church  and  community  and  to  inspire  her  to  fill  it  with  a 
sense  of  dignity  and  worth. 

We  feel  that  we  have  made  some  attainments  through  the  past  few 
years.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  reporting.  Women  are  checking 
upon  themselves  to  see  how  many  females  are  placed  on  the  governing 
boards  of  the  church.  It  is  interesting  to  find  that  small  churches  have 
more  women  serving  here  than  do  the  larger  ones.  The  Hand  Book  has 
helped  a  great  deal  and  a  new  one  is  in  the  making,  also  new  report 
blanks. 

Many  of  us  are  depressed  over  the  moral  status  of  our  sisterhood. 
Broken  homes  and  juvenile  delinquency  reflect  our  status  to  the  public 
on  every  hand.  Surely  God  has  called  us  along  with  all  the  other  things 
to  be  good  mothers  and  home-makers.  You  remember  the  woman  of 
Proverbs  whose  price  was  "far  above  rubies."  She  was  a  good  wife  and 
mother,  she  rose  while  it  was  still  night  to  prepare  food  for  her  house- 
hold and  made  fine  linen  for  her  family.  She  was  a  business  woman — 
she  considered  a  field  and  bought  it,  from  the  fruits  of  her  own  field 
she  planted  a  vineyard.  She  was  a  missionary  woman  for  she  stretched 
forth  her  hands  to  the  poor  and  reached  them  out  to  the  needy. 
(Prov.  31:10-31.) 
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Your  committee  asks  that  you  be  as  alert,   as   instant,   as  dynamic 
as  the  good  and  able  wife  of  Proverbs. 

Recommendations  from  Status  of  Women's  Committee 

In  order  that  women  may  be  "instruments  of  peace"  and  find  their 
place  of  service,   the  following  suggestions  are   given: 

1.  We  recommend   a   registration   of   women    in  every   church;    each 
woman  stating  the  phase  of  work  she  is  equipped  to  do  or  prefers  to  do. 

2.  Know  the  paragraphs  in  the  Discipline  specifying  places  of  service 
for  women  on  Boards,  know  your  women  capable  of  filling  these  places. 

3.  Study  women  in  minority  groups  with  a  view  to  improving  their 
status. 

4.  Oppose    policies    and    practices     discriminating    against    persons 
because  of  sex,  race,  creed  or  nationality. 

5.  Have  an  active  committee  of  the   Status  of  Women  and  present 
the  work  to  the  local  Society.

Report  of  Secretary  of  Youth  Work

And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  child  passed  into  youth  and  there  passed 
from  him  the  feeling  of  childish  dependence.  He  was  free  to  go  to 
church  when  he  desired  and  no  longer  went  along  with  the  family  and 
sat  in  the  family  pew.  He  took  his  place  in  the  Youth  Division  and  did 
feel  that  at  last  he  had  grown  up.  He  met  the  gang  at  the  corner  and 
they  in  high  glee  and  with  much  laughter  would  proceed  to  the  church. 

And  it  came  to  pass  one  fourth  Sunday  evening  as  they  arrived  at 
church  for  the  Youth  Fellowship  meeting,  still  in  high  glee,  the  leader 
cf  the  program  was  introducing  a  speaker,  who  was  a  returned 
missionary  from  Africa. 

And  behold  this  missionary  did  speak  of  the  work  he  had  been  doing, 
of  the  hardships  and  handicaps  but  of  the  great  joy  in  seeing  lives 
transformed,  of  the  great  and  abiding  appreciation  on  the  part  of  those 
transformed.  And  the  speaker  did  speak  at  length  of  the  changed  life 
that  the  gospel  brought. 

And  it  came  to  pass  as  the  youth  listened  to  the  missionary  speak, 
there  came  into  his  heart  a  great  desire  to  help  that  missionary  carry 
on  his  work.  He  felt  he,  too,  would  like  to  see  lives  transformed  and 
have  a  part  in  helping  people  live  a  new  life. 

And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  pledge  service  for  the  Methodist  Youth 
Fund  was  held  at  the  close  of  the  missionary's  talk  and  each  young 
person  was  asked  to  make  his  or  her  pledge  to  carry  on  this  work  and 
other  missionary  and  educational  work,  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

And  behold  the  youth  felt  a  deep  desire  to  help  carry  on  the  work 
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until  he  could  go  as  a  missionary  and  so  he  did  pledge  a  part  of  his 
allowance  each  week  and  in  his  heart  he  said,  "This  will  I  render  now 
but  later  I  shall  go  and  help  transform  lives  by  bringing  them  to  Jesus 
Christ." 

And  behold  all  this  came  about  because  a  Secretary  of  Youth  Work 
did  plan  for  and  work  with  the  Commission  on  Missions  and  World 
Friendship  so  that  inspirational  and  worthwhile  programs  were  pre- 
sented each  fourth  Sunday  evening  in  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship 
and  a  fine  constructive  study  was  carried  on  in  the  Interests  groups. 

And  behold  the  Kingdom  did  add  one  more  soul  and  one  more  worker 
for  the  harvesting  of  other  souls. 

Do  you  need  some  help  with  your  work  with  the  youth?  Here  are 
some   suggestions  for  this  year: 

1.  Elect  a  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  in  each  society  to  serve  on  the 
Joint  Committee.  Last  year  we  had  about  one-third  as  many  secretaries 
as  we  had  societies. 

2.  We  feel  it  is  a  fine  thing  for  the  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  to  be 
the  Advisor  to  the  Commission  on  Missions  and  World  Friendship. 
Under  any  plan,  however,  she  should  attend  the  Youth  Fellowship  meet- 
ings at  least  once  a  month  as  well  as  the  monthly  council  meetings.  And 
she  does  have  the  responsibility  for  the  Interest  groups. 

3.  If  it  is  not  possible  to  have  the  Interest  Group  according  to  the 
plan,  secure  the  material  "Crusaders  for  Tomorrow's  World"  and  use 
it  in  the  fourth  Sunday  evening  Fellowship  program.  Please  report  the 
use  of  this  on  your  quarterly  report. 

4.  The  Secretary  should  see  that  the  young  people  are  included  in 
the.  mission  studies  of  the  women  and  the  Annual  School  of  Missions, 
perhaps  having  a  part  on  the  program  or  in  the  Fellowship  hour.  Also, 
arrange  for  the  special  mission  study  for  the  young  people  of  the  church, 
using  "Daughter  of  Africa"  by  Seabury. 

5.  Use  The  Methodist  Woman  and  the  World  Outlook  for  stories, 
articles,  pictures,  and  other  information  to  enrich  the  young  people's 
program,  as  well  as  making  of  posters.  Also,  watch  for  the  youth  page 
in  The  Methodist  Woman  from  month  to  month.  It  will  give  valuable 
suggestions  to  secretaries  of  youth  ivork. 

6.  Encourage  the  young  people  to  send  supplies  to  institutions  of  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  Please  report  supplies  sent  on 
your  quarterly  report  blank. 

7.  Each  youth  secretary  should  crusade  personally  for  the  securing 
of  fine  boys  and  girls  for  immediate  and  future  missionary  training  and 
personnel. 

8.  The  young  people,  with  the  help  of  the  Secretary  of  Youth  Work, 
may  present  a  good  missionary  play  for  a  church  service,  or  show  a 
missionary  movie  or  sponsor  some  other  missionary  program  for  the 
church. 

9.  We  should  help  the  Youth  Fellowship  in  making  and  paying  their 
pledge  to  the  Youth  Fund,  and  be  sure  they  are  informed  as  to  what 
their  money  does.  The  Youth  Fund  should  be  sent  monthly  or  quarterly 
to  Miss  Leona  Morgan,  Box  828,  Salisbury.  Please  record  amount  sent 
on  you)'  quarterly  blank.    Our  Youth  Fund  has  continued  to  grow  each 
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year   but   we    must  keep    working-    on    it    until    every    young    person    is 
contributing. 

In  the  words  of  our  Jurisdictional  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  our 
work  during  the  past  year  has  been  "encouraging  but  not  satisfactory." 
Many  groups  are  carrying  on  Missionary  education  but  never  reporting 
it  because  they  feel  they  do  not  quite  measure  up  to  the  requirements. 
Please  do  report  whatever  you  are  doing! 

Have  you  ever  stopped  to  think  what  an  important  trust  it  is  to 
have  the  responsibility  for  a  number  of  years  of  the  lives  of  the  youth 
of  our  land?  To  be  responsible  for  the  formation  of  habits  of  behavior 
and  patterns  of  thinking  that  will  influence  the  whole  later  lives  of  these 
youth?  It  is  a  tremendously  important  trust,  isn't  it?  And  the  church 
has  a  share  in  this  tremendous  task.  How  well  are  you  measuring  up 
to  this  responsibility? 

Recommendations  for  Youth  Work — 1946-47 

We  recommend  that : 

1.  A  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  be  elected  in  every  society.  We  have 
never  had  more  than  about  one-third  as  many  as  there  are  societies. 

2.  Emphasis  be  placed  on  adult  leadership  training  for  special  mission 
study  groups  with  the  young  people. 

3.  Interest  groups  be  formed  wherever  it  is  possible  and  the  special 
material  "Crusaders  for  Tomorrow's  World"  be  used.  Whei-e  it  is  not 
possible  to  have  an  Interest  Group,  use  the  material  in  the  Youth 
Fellowship   fourth   Sunday  evening  program.    Report  use  of  this. 

4.  Every  district  and  local  secretary  be  alert  to  every  opportunity 
to  promote  the  securing  of  missionary  personnel. 

5.  That  we  continue  our  emphasis  on  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund  and 
our  cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Education  in  the  promotion  of  this 
Fund. 

6.  That  the  young  people  share  in  the  program  of  the  Supply 
Department. 

7.  The  Standing  Committee  on  Youth  Work  consider  the  possibility 
of  publishing  a  Handbook  for  Secretaries  of  Youth  Work.

Report  of  Secretary  of  Children's  Work 

Mrs.  George  Hoyle 

In  retrospect  of  past  years  of  our  work,  records  show  that  world 
friendship  has  been  the  spirit  and  theme  of  our  work  with  children, 
and  sharing  and  working  together,  the  keynotes  of  its  plan  and  pur- 
pose. And  on  this  foundation,  leaders  who  have  worked  with  boys  and 
girls  in  our  church  during  the  past  twelve  months  have  tried  to  share 
together  in  experiences  that  would  help  to  bring  about  a  gradual  growth 
of  creative  love  throughout  the   earth  and  the  building  of  a   peaceful, 
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friendly  world  that  will  be   eternal.     "When  children's  friendships   are 
world  wide,  new  ages  will  be  glorified." 

The  year  was  begun  with  two  recommendations  from  your  Conference 
officer : 

1.  The  election  of  a  secretary  of  children's  work  in  every  Woman's 
Society. 

2.  The  active  participation  by  the  secretary  in  plans  for  increasing 
the  enrollment  and  attendance  of  children  in  the  church  school. 

Definite  progress  has  been  made  toward"  meeting  these  objectives. 
Throughout  the  year  special  attention  has  been  given  to  this  first  recom- 
mendation, with  the  result  that  160  more  secretaries  were  elected  in 
1945  than  had  been  serving  in  1944,  which  gives  us  498.  But  when  you 
recall  that  we  have  G90  W.  S.  C.  S.  in  our  Conference,  it  can  be  seen 
that  there  is  much  yet  to  be  done. 

The  second  recommendation  was  influenced  by  the  emphasis  given 
by  the  Crusade  for  Christ,  and  our  children's  secretaries  through  chan- 
nel? open  to  them  and  as  opportunity  afforded,  have  made  contributions 
to  this  growth. 

During  the  year,  as  in  other  years,  there  has  been  a  definite  attempt 
to  reach  all  the  children  in  our  church  with  a  well  planned  program 
of  missionary  education.  The  units  of  special  emphasis  for  the  year 
were  "Child  Helpers  Around  the  World"  and  "Southeast  Asia."  At- 
tractive and  interesting  resource  materials  were  made  available  for 
these  studies  and  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  when  Group 
Graded  Lessons  included  missionary  units,  reports  show  that  9,945 
primary  and  junior  boys  and  girls  took  part  in  these  studies  in  the 
regular  Sunday  morning  sessions  of  the  church  school.  Additional  ses- 
sions for  the  quarter  were  reported  to  have  been  held  in  49  churches,  a 
decrease  of  9  over  the  number  reported  for  the  same  quarter  in  1944, 
but  an  increase  of  100  in  number  of  children  attending.  Reports  for 
the  second  quarter,  when  Closely  Graded  church  school  courses,  includ- 
ing missionary  units,  show  that  together  with  the  large  number  of 
children  participating  in  the  study  at  Sunday  School,  76  churches  re- 
ported some  kind  of  additional  sessions.  In  the  first  quarter  145 
secretaries  were  reported  as  teaching  in  the  Sunday  morning  sessions 
of  the  church  school  and  in  the  second  quarter  170  were  reported  as 
teachers.  Third  quarter  there  were  reported  148  vacation  schools  held 
with  an  enrollment  of  8,324  and  in  many  of  them  missionary  units 
were  studied.  Thus,  many  children  became  acquainted  with  the  work 
of  the  Methodist  Church  in  the  areas  studied  and  helped  in  a  practical 
way  with  gifts  for  the  children  in  these  centers.  Our  fourth  quarter's 
reports  always  bring  joy,  for  the  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  seasons, 
which  lend  themselves  so  appropriately  for  giving  and  sharing,  are 
included  in  these  days,  and  most  every  report  gives  evidence  of  the  many 
fine  things  done  for  others. 

Supply  work  has  been  an  added  interest  to  our  boys  and  girls  during 
the  year,  our  special  project  being  the  Cherokee  Indians.  Cash  and 
boxes  of  supplies  have  been  sent  each  quarter  to  various  needy  calls 
at  home  and  abroad,  our  total  amounting  to  cash  $400.82,  box  values 
$300.95 — approximately  half  of  each  going  to  the  Cherokees.  In  addi- 
tion, we  have  given  generously  through  the  regular  sessions  of  the 
church  school  to  the  world  wide  missionary  work  of  our  church.     Our 
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offerings  made  in  additional  sessions  were  $496.10,  and  since  October 
(1945)  these  offerings  will  be  known  as  The  Children's  Service  Fund. 
A  new  leaflet,  edited  annually  and  entitled  When  Children  Give,  inter- 
prets by  pictures,  the  giving  of  the  boys  and  girls  to  missions  in  ways 
that  will  make  it  more  concrete  and  real.  So,  this  program  of  our 
church,  in  cooperation  with  home,  school  and  community,  is  making  a 
large  contribution  toward  preparing  children  to  live  as  citizens  in 
tomorrow's  world. 

I  could  tell  at  length  of  the  zone  meetings  attended,  the  group  con- 
tacts made  and  all  the  daily  round  of  duties  that  have  been  discharged 
but  highlights  of  my  year's  activities  center  in  two  things — viz: — The 
School  of  Missions  at  Junaluska  and  the  Fall  Educational  Seminars. 
Thirteen  of  the  seventeen  conference  secretaries  in  our  jurisdiction,  with 
some  substitutes,  visitors  and  other  children's  workers  composed  our 
class  at  Junaluska  and  the  following  opportunities  were  provided :  a 
leadership  course  on  "Missionary  Activities  in  the  Children's  Division" 
and  A  Workshop  in  Children's  Work.  The  privilege  of  study  and  fellow- 
ship together  meant  much  to  each  of  us  and  the  findings  of  the  work- 
shop will  furnish  valuable  material  for  new  secretaries  and  for  a  hand- 
book to  be  published  soon.  One  afternoon  four  of  our  Conference  officers 
went  over  to  Blue  Wing  Church  in  the  Indian  Reservation,  where  Mrs. 
Durant  had  planned  a  program  and  picnic,  using  children  from  their 
several  churches.  It  was  an  enjoyable  experience  and  we  hope  did  much 
toward  strengthening  our  ties  of  friendship. 

Throughout  our  Conference,  Educational  Seminars  were  held  last 
fall  by  Conference  and  District  officers  and  it  was  my  privilege  to  attend 
each  of  our  ten  District  meetings.  Plans  worked  out  in  our  school  of 
missions  at  Junaluska  included  a  presentation  of  children's  work  to 
the  entire  group  and  separate  meetings  for  those  most  interested,  when 
work  for  the  year  was  discussed  and  new  missionary  materials  exhibited. 
These  had  fruitful  results,  not  only  in  the  28  new  reports  that  followed, 
but  in  a  better  understanding  of  our  work  and  an  awakened  interest  in 
plans  for  the  year,  and  best  of  all,  the  discovery  of  some  very  fine  new 
leaders.  Thinking  of  all  the  strain,  unrest,  insecurity,  hunger  and 
disease  among  families  at  home  and  abroad,  we  know  that  no  more 
strategic  year  than  this  could  have  been  chosen  for  emphasis  upon  the 
church's  work  with  its  boys  and  girls  and  without  doubt,  definite  progress 
has  been  made. 

My  work  of  the  year  has  been  enriched  not  only  by  the  faithful  and 
earnest  devotion  of  each  District  Secretary  and  her  respective  local 
workers — but  by  the  warm  and  friendly  association  with  Miss  Elizabeth 
Oliver  and  her  staff  of  children's  directors.  More  and  more  I  have  an 
increased  appreciation  of  her  and  the  work  she  directs.  It  was  my  happy 
privilege  to  be  with  them  in  January  at  their  Planning  Council,  at 
which  time  missionary  education  was  given  its  important  place  on  the 
church's  program  of  work  with  children. 

I  give  up  my  work  reluctantly,  grateful  for  the  wide  experiences 
and  warm  friendships  afforded  me  in  the  work  with  you  and  your 
children  and  with  thankfulness  in  my  heart  for  your  splendid  coopera- 
tion and  acceptance  of  my  efforts. 

With  a  new  secretary,  the  year  is  faced  with  expectancy  and  con- 
fidence. I  commend  to  her  a  faithful  and  earnest  group  of  workers 
and  hope  the  year  brings  added  blessings  as  they  go  forward  in  the 
work  of  the  church  for  the  children  of  our  own  country  as  well  as  those 
in  needy  parts  of  the  world  today. 
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Recommendations,   Children's  Work 

1.  That  the  emphasis  on  Children's  Work  be  continued  with  special 
attention  on  the  election  of  a  secretary  in  every  local  Woman's  Society. 

2.  That  cooperation  with  Directors  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Boards 
of  Education  and  with  other  agencies  working  with  children,  be  stressed. 

3.  The  enlistment  of  help  in  the  Church's  work  for  children  by  mem- 
bers of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  in  the  following  ways: 

a.  Assist  in  happy  friendly  calling  in  homes  of  children  unreached 
by  the  church  school  and  to  seek  to  enroll  the  whole  family  in 
the  church  life. 

b.  To  promote  "Family  Night"  in  the  church  and  to  help  make  it 
a  happy  occa»ion  for  all  who  come. 

c.  Inquire  about  the  Children's  Workers  Council  and  take  every 
opportunity  to  encourage  better  planning  for  the  total  program 
for  children  including  additional  sessions  and  vacation  schools. 

d.  To  know  the  situation  in  reference  to  the  need  of  teachers  for 
children  and  to  help  bring  about  the  appreciation  and  backing 
which  will  help  teachers  feel  that  their  work  is  needed,  that  it 
is  important,  that  it  is  appreciated.

Report  of  Secretary  of  Supply  Work 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Harbison 

As  the  record  of  the  past  year's  work  in  Supplies  is  reviewed,  there 
is  unbounded  joy  in  my  heart.  Joy  that  it  has  been  my  privilege  to 
work  in  this  department  during  this  glorious  year  when  our  Western 
North  Carolina  Conference  leads  Methodism  in  gifts  of  Supplies.  Joy 
also  that  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  have  associated  with  me  as  District 
Secretaries  of  Supplies,  ten  consecrated  and  capable  women,  who  have 
led  their  Districts  to  accomplish  a  goal  toward  which  we  have  been 
striving  several  years,  that  is,  the  giving  to  Supply  Work  ten  percent 
of  the  districts'  pledge  to  the  Conference.  Each  district  reached  it  this 
year,  some  far  exceeded  the  goal.  Three  hundred  and  ninety-five  societies 
have  been  engaged  in  Supply  Work  this  year,  this,  too,  brings  joy  to 
my  heart.  It  is  quite  evident  that  the  women  in  the  local  societies  are 
becoming  more  and  more  aware  of  their  responsibility  to  the  institutions, 
both  Home  and  Foreign,  served  through  the  avenue  of  Supplies. 

To  our  Home  Mission  Institutions;  we  have  given  in  Supplies  and 
cash  $6,679.56,  of  this  amount  $382.40  was  reported  as  contributed  by 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  $50.00  by  Youth,  and  $385.52  by  Children. 
To  our  Foreign  Mission  Institution  and  Projects  we  have  given  $6,196.11. 
Of  this  amount  $162.41  was  reported  as  contributed  by  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guilds,  and  $256.95  by  the  Children.  We  have  been  commended 
for  our  response  to  the  call  for  overseas  Christmas  packages.  Our  boxes 
were  valued  at  $2,275.75.  This  is  included  in  the  figures  quoted  for  For- 
eign Missions.    Our  grand  total  to  Supplies,  both  Home  and  Foreign,  is 
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$12,875.68.    These  gifts  are  being  used  to  make  known  His  will,  and  thus 
advance  the  cause  of  Peace. 

As  you  examine  the  statistical  report  you  will  see  the  Gastonia 
District  leads  in  percentage  of  Conference  Pledge  donated  to  Supply 
Work — they  have  given  21  percent.  Statesville  District  is  a  close  second 
with  20  percent,  while  Charlotte  District  is  in  thh*d  place  with  19  per- 
cent. You  will  also  find  Charlotte  District  leads  with  84  percent  of  her 
societies  having  made  a  contribution  to  Supply  Work.  Statesville  Dis- 
trict is  again  in  second  place  with  70  percent  of  her  societies  contributing. 
Winston-Salem  District  is  third  with  69  percent  contributing.  With  a 
goal  of  100  percent  contributing,  there  is  room  for  real  improvement  in 
each  district.  Many  things  could  be  said  in  praise  of  the  good  work 
done  last  year,  but  we  prefer  to  use  these  accomplishments  as  stepping 
stones  to  greater  things  in  1946. 

A  new  emphasis  in  Supply  Work  was  started  in  1945.  The  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  set  up  a  regular  Supply  program  for  its  members.  If  this 
money  is  to  be  credited  properly  to  the  Guild,  the  Guild  officer  handling 
Supplies  must  see  that  the  local  Secretary  of  Supplies  has  a  list  of  their 
Supply  giving  each  quarter.  Likewise,  Youth  and  Children  are  being 
given  .a  Supply  program  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  missions  and 
training  children  and  youth  in  giving.  Our  Youth  will  contribute  to 
China  first  quarter,  an  institution  that  helps  the  Negro  race  second 
quarter,  Africa  third  quarter,  and  Pfeiffer  Junior  College  fourth-  quar- 
ter. Our  children  have  been  assigned  the  Winston-Salem  Bethlehem 
Center  as  the  Home  institution  which  they  will  study  more  than  any 
other  and  to  which  their  gifts  will  be  directed.  They  also  have  a  specific 
Foreign  object  this  year — Africa.  If  these  groups  are  cultivated  and 
their  gifts  carefully  reported  as  indicated  on  the  new  report  blanks,  we 
will  see  rapid  growth  in  Supply  giving. 

The  Supply  department  is  the  emergency  department  of  the  society, 
and  since  the  war-hurt  throughout  the  world  is  not  healed,  we  stand 
ready  to  answer  the  calls  for  help  that  are  sure  to  come.  With  the  in- 
creased demands  for  the  services  of  our  institutions  at  home  and  abroad, 
the  need  for  Supply  Work  becomes  greater  daily.  With  increased  calls 
we  pledge  ourselves  to  increased  giving  that  our  institutions  may  not 
suffer.

house;  old  clothes  for  rummage;  Octagon  and  red  band  coupons;  soap — 
toilet  and  laundry — also  powders.

Supply  Work 

We  recommend : 

1.  That  every  district  be  encouraged  to  work  for  the  goals  set  up 
by  the  Division  and  Jurisdiction  secretaries  in  Nashville  this  year: 

(a)  District  in  which  some  Supply  Work  is  done  in  every  society 
sometime  during  the  year. 

(b)  District  in  which  every  society  does  some  Supply  Work  for  both 
Home  and  Foreign  institutions  during  the  year. 

(c)  District  reporting  100  percent  on  time  each  quarter.  (This  to 
include  local  secretary  to  district  secretary  and  district  secretary  to 
conference  secretary.) 

2.  That  district  and  local  secretaries  of  Supplies  acquaint  themselves 
with  the  full  program  of  Supplies  for  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  Youth 
and  Children,  and  be  ready  to  give  information  to  workers  in  these  fields. 

3.  That  careful  attention  be  given  to  the  reporting  of  Supply  Work 
done  by  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  Youth  and  Children.  These  should 
nevei  be  thrown  together  as  one. 

4.  That  the  system  of  checking  "cash  supplies"  with  the  treasurer 
be  carried  out  in  the  local  society  and  in  the  conference  society.  Let 
every  report  that  is  sent  out  be  as  accurate  as  it  can  be  made. 

5.  That  in  making  an  annual  report,  the  Secretary  of  Supplies  on 
each  level  will  see  that  the  annual  report  equals  the  total  of  the  four 
quarterly  reports. 

6.  That  a  specific  Supply  program  be  set  up  quarterly  for  every 
district  with  the  District  Secretary  of  Supplies  asking  every  society  for 
some  definite  contributions. 

7.  That  this  Conference  accept  for  aid  the  Home  institutions  and 
the  institutions  and  projects  in  Foreign  fields  which  have  been  assigned 
us  as  follows :  Home  institutions,  Pf eiff er  Junior  College  in  Misen- 
heimer,  Scarritt  College  in  Nashville,  Robinson  School  and  Kindergarten 
in  Puerto  Rico,  Allen  High  School  in  Asheville,  Bennett  College  in 
Greensboro  and  our  Bethlehem  Centers  in  Charlotte  and  Winston-Salem. 
Foreign  fields:  Africa,  Brazil,  Burma,  China,  Japan,  Korea,  India, 
Malaya,  and  the  Philippines. 

8.  That  the  Supply  Department  stand  by  for  any  emergency  that  is 
almost  sure  to  come  during  the  year,  and  use  the  splendid  set-up  of  this 
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department  in  the  Woman's   Society  of  Christian   Service  to   serve  the 
needs  of  suffering-  humanity  at  home  and  abroad.

Report  of   the   Southeastern  Jurisdictional   Meeting

The  Sixth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  was  held  in  Memphis,  Tenn., 
from  February  26-28,  1946. 

We,  who  were  the  delegates,  had  rathe]'  dreaded  the  trip  as  we 
realized  that  we  would  have  to  change  trains  several  times  enroute. 
But  luck  was  with  us  and  through  an  arrangement  made  by  the  presi- 
dents of  the  two  North  Carolina  Conferences  we  were  enabled  to  have 
a  special  car  and  both  conference  delegations  traveled  together.  So  the 
trains  did  the  switching  around — not  the  delegates — and  we  went 
straight  through  to  Memphis,  thoroughly  enjoying  the  trip  and  our 
association  with  the  women  from  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

The  Peabody  Hotel  (which  claims  to  be  the  largest  hotel  in  the 
South)  was  headquarters  for  the  meeting  and  the  services  were  held 
in  the  lovely  auditorium  there.  At  first  it  seemed  a  little  strange  not 
to  be  holding  our  sessions  in  a  church,  but  at  the  nearest  Methodist 
Church  another  conference  was  in  session.  It  was  very  convenient  this 
way  as  our  lunches  and  dinners  were  served  in  the  hotel,  and  as  the 
women  went  into  each  service  they  carried  with  them  a  spirit  of  worship 
and  reverence. 

The  program  was  followed  much  in  the  same  order  as  in  our  own 
conference,  beginning  on  Tuesday  morning  with  meetings  of  Standing 
Committees  and  Executive  Board.  In  the  afternoon  we  had  Work  Con- 
ferences and  each  delegate  was  assigned  to  the  department  of  work 
which  she  represented  in  her  own  conference.  Here  we  learned  of  the 
new  plans  for  expansion  of  our  work  for  1946. 

Tuesday  night  might  have  been  termed  Wesleyan  Service  Night  as 
the  first  speaker  was  Mrs.  K.  W.  Warden,  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of 
W.  S.  G.  It  was  really  thrilling  to  see  how  this  work  for  our  business 
women  has  grown — many  new  guilds  have  been  organized  and  the 
membership  largely  increased. 

Miss  Norma  Craven,  a  missionary  from  Malaya,  next  spoke  and 
following  her  was  Miss  Geymonat  from  Uruguay,  South  America.  We 
felt  especial  interest  in  Miss  Geymonat  (who  is  an  outstanding  worker 
in  her  native  land)  because  she  had  attended  Scarritt  College  on  one 
of  our  conference  scholarships  there.  After  her  address,  all  of  the  55 
deaconesses  and  missionaries  attending  the  Conference  walked  across 
the  rostrum  and  as  each  passed  the  microphone,  she  gave  her  name, 
where  she  served  and  the  number  of  years  in  service.  It  was  a  most 
impressive  sight.  The  worker  reporting  the  shortest  term  of  service 
was  an  attractive  young  deaconess  with  one  and  one-half  years  to  her 
credit  and  the  longest  was  a  missionary  to  China  with  43  years  of 
service.    The  combined  years  of  service  were  more  than  1100  years.    At 
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the  close  of  this  meeting,  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  had  a  fellowship 
hour  in  which  we  had  the  privilege  of  meeting  the  delegations  from  the 
other  conferences  as  well  as  the  W.  S.  G.  leaders. 

On  Wednesday  and  Thursday  mornings  the  sessions  were  opened  by 
worshipful  and  inspiring  meditations  led  by  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary 
of  Spiritual  Life,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Mullikin.  During  the  morning  reports 
were  made  by  several  officers,  all  showing  significant  progress  in  their 
work.  Most  interesting  was  the  report  from  the  President,  Mrs.  E.  L. 
Hillman.  Through  the  5  years  since  the  organization  of  the  jurisdic- 
tion, Mrs.  Hillman  had  proved  to  be  an  excellent  leader,  a  fine  presiding 
officer  with  exceptional  executive  ability.  The  number  of  societies  in 
our  Jurisdiction  has  grown  to  6,708,  with  a  membership  of  238,386.  It 
had  been  Mrs.  Hillman's  earnest  desire  that  the  Jurisdiction  should  pay 
a  million  dollars  to  missions  before  she  retired  from  office.  We  are  very 
grateful  that  "her  dream  came  true"  and  in  1945  we  raised  $1,088,000. 

When  Mrs.  D.  L.  St.  John,  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion, 
gave  her  report  we  realized  that  we  belonged  to  a  "first  class"  Jurisdic- 
tion for  we  were  leading  all  the  Jurisdictions  in  so  many  phases  of 
work.  Mrs.  Alexander,  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  for  the  Woman's 
Division,  spoke  to  us  on  "The  Crusade  for  Christ,"  using  the  words, 
"Ye  shall  receive  power  and  ye  shall  be  my  witnesses,"  as  the  basis  of 
her  talk.  She  said  that  the  real  reason  we  are  not  better  witnesses  is 
because  we  have  nothing  about  which  to  witness.  God  offers  us  power 
but  we  do  not  accept  it  and  without  the  power  we  cannot  successfully 
witness.  We  need  not  say  that  we  can't  do  it  or  we  haven't  the  ability 
for  Christ  took  plain,  uneducated  men  for  his  Disciples  and  when 
through  faith  they  had  received  the  power,  they  became  Christianity's 
great  witnesses,  "turning  the  world  upside  down."  We  rush  to  and  fro, 
searching  the  world  for  happiness,  forgetful  that  it  can  only  be  found 
in  our  own  hearts  and  we  have  to  take  it  with  us.  Peace  and  happiness 
are  known  only  to  those  radiant  Christians  who  have  a  real  compulsion 
to  serve.  We  are  missing  "the  Way"  if  we  do  not  find  great  joy  in 
our  work. 

The  noon  meditations  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  were  led  by  Miss 
Margaret  Applegarth,  whose  name  is  familiar  to  most  of  us  as  the  editor 
of  the  literature  for  the  World  Day  of  Prayer.  Miss  Applegarth  is  a 
remarkable  speaker,  frank,  sincere  and  very  modern  in  her  expressions. 
She  discussed  "The  Sleeping  Church,"  bringing  the  message  straight 
home  to  each  of  us,  who  could  easily  recognize  ourselves  in  the  fanciful 
picture  she  painted  of  the  careless,  indifferent  church  members  sleeping 
through  one  of  the  most  momentous  times  in  the  history  of  the  Christian 
Church.  She  spoke  of  our  churches  as  frequently  being  "dormitories 
for  sleep  walkers."  In  five  pews  in  any  church  you  might  find  exactly 
the  following  types  of  members. 

First  Pew — The  young  man  or  woman,  well  dressed,  well  educated, 
interested  only  in  their  own  pleasure;  never  giving  a  thought  to  a  life 
of  service  while  their  church  calls  desperately  for  recruits. 

Second  Pew — The  old  man  or  woman,  the  Rip  Van  Winkles  who 
may  have  been  asleep  for  much  more  than  20  years.  These  say,  "We 
never  have  done  this  or  we  never  will  do  that,"  completely  blocking  any 
progress  their  church  desires  to  make. 

Third  Pew — The  women  whom  we  could  call  "The  Sleeping  Beauties," 
well  dressed,  complacent,  self  centered,  attending  church  only  on  special 
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occasions,  very  bored  by  the  meetings  of  the  women's  societies.  The 
women  that  last  year  spent  for  gems  and  cheap  jewelry  8500,000,000 — 
more  money  than  all  .Protestant  churches  in  the  United  States  have 
given  to  foreign  missions  in  100  years. 

Fourth  Pew — The  business  man,  perhaps  your  husband  or  mine.  He 
bears  the  financial  burden  of  the  church  and  thinks  money  is  enough. 
He  needs  to  climb  Jacob's  ladder  and  begin  to  realize  that  loving  service 
as  well  as  money  is  necessary  in  building  altars  to  God. 

Fifth  Pew — This  is  the  pew  of  the  disciples,  people  who  are  trying 
to  lay  all  on  the  altar  of  Christ.  Like  the  early  disciples  they  are  fre- 
quently weak,  lacking  in  courage  and  making  many  mistakes  but  they 
are  honestly  trying  to  do  the  will  of  God.  They  may  never  face  the 
difficulties  of  this  day  in  which  they  live  as  Christ  faced  the  difficulties 
of  His  day  but  they  are  sincerely  following  His  matchless  leadership. 

Which  one  of  these  pews  do  you  and  I  occupy  today? 

On  Wednesday  afternoon  came  the  election  of  officers  and  as  Mrs. 
Hillman  would  not  stand  for  re-election,  Mrs.  W.  H.  Ratliff,  of  Jackson, 
Mississippi,  was  elected  president. 

After  the  reports  of  the  Study  and  Action  Committee,  Miss  Sallie 
Lou  MacKinnon  spoke  on  "Africa."  She  is  the  Divisional  Executive 
Secretary  for  Africa  and  Europe  and  has  just  returned  from  a  trip  to 
Africa.  She  presented  to  us  the  very  urgent  need  for  more  workers 
and  equipment.  The  W.  S.  C.  S.  has  only  44  missionaries  in  all  of 
Africa  and  our  entire  budget  is  only  852,500.  A  mass  movement  toward 
Christianity  seems  to  be  starting  there  and  in  one  district  there  are 
40,000  people  who  desire  to  come  into  our  church  and  we  do  not  have 
sufficient  workers  to  train  and  receive  them. 

On  Wednesday  night  the  Memphis  Conference  entertained  the  "old" 
and  "new"  officers  at  a  buffet  dinner  given  in  a  lovely  private  home  and 
it  was  a  most  enjoyable  affair. 

That  night  there  were  two  outstanding  events  on  the  program,  Mrs. 
J.  D.  Bragg,  President  of  the  Division,  spoke  to  us  on  "Crusaders  for 
Tomorrow."  Mrs.  Bragg  is  an  excellent  speaker,  a  great  leader  and 
her  challenging  message  was  unforgettable.  She  was  followed  by  a 
group  of  5  girls  from  Scarritt  College,  who  sat  on  the  rostrum,  and 
discussed  as  informally  as  if  they  had  been  in  a  girl's  room  at  college, 
just  how  they  had  been  called  into  Christian  service.  One  girl  had 
already  been  consecrated,  three  would  be  in  June  and  one  was  a  college 
junior.  Our  hearts  were  filled  with  pride  and  thanksgiving  as  we 
recognized  in  the  group  two  of  our  very  own  girls,  Madge  Finger,  from 
Lincolnton.  and  Mattie  Lou  Summey,  from  Mooresville.  Introduced  also 
to  the  meeting  at  this  time  were  two  of  our  much  beloved  missionaries, 
Miss  Leiia  Tuttle  and  Miss  Nina  Troy,  who  retire  from  active  service 
this  year.  It  tugged  at  our  heartstrings  when  we  realized  that  these 
two  women  who  had  rendered  such  great  service  in  China  must  now 
retire  but  we  were  deeply  grateful  for  the  two  young  lives  that  stood 
ready  to  carry  on  for  them. 

The  first  business  on  Thursday  morning  was  the  election  of  dele- 
gates to  the  Assembly,  which  meets  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  April  29 — May  2. 
Mrs.  C.  C.  Sapp,  Secretary  of  Home  Missions,  and  Mrs.  H.  L.  Talbert, 
Secretary  of  Foreign  Missions,  brought  reports  and  had  representatives 
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of  their  departments  to  speak.  As  the  deaconesses  told  of  many  and 
varied  experiences  in  their  work,  the  audience  was  convulsed  with 
laughter  as  one  told  the  following  story.  She  had  gone  to  seek  out  a 
needy  family  and  found  the  mother  to  be  a  dirty,  unkempt  person  who 
was  much  embarrassed  by  her  visitor.  Finally  the  woman  said,  hesi- 
tatingly, "You  will  have  to  'scuse  the  way  I  looks.  I  got  snuff  all  over 
my  mouth — but  you  got  lipstick  all  over  yourn." 

A  one-minute  talk  was  given  by  the  president  of  each  of  the  17  con- 
ferences composing  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction- — just  to  tell  the  high- 
light of  their  year's  woi'k.  The  president  of  the  Cuba  Conference  was 
present  and  reported  that  she  now  had  30  societies  and  nearly  a  thousand 
members.  The  South  Georgia  Conference  led  all  others  in  per  capita 
giving,  more  than  $12  per  member.  Our  Western  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference for  the  first  time  gave  more  than  $100,000  for  missions  and  we 
led  all  the  conference  in  number  of  candidates  for  Christian  service, 
with  9  girls  at  Pfeiffer  College  and  5  at  Scarritt. 

The  death  of  Miss  Kate  Hackney  was  announced.  It  was  a  hard 
blow  to  her  own  delegation  who  had  known  and  loved  her  so  much. 
While  enroute  to  Memphis  she  had  stopped  to  spend  the  night  at  Scar- 
ritt College  and  was  taken  ill  there.  While  her  passing  brought  sorrow 
to  us — for  we  shall  miss  her  greatly — we  are  deeply  grateful  for  her 
wonderful  years  of  service  to  China  and  the  shining  example  in  Christian 
living  that  she  set  for  us. 

A  most  attractive  speaker  was  Miss  Henrietta  Gibson,  treasurer  of 
the  Division.  This  small  woman,  with  the  aid  of  only  two  assistants, 
handles  the  millions  that  pass  through  our  treasury  annually.  She 
showed  us  "the  magic"  that  our  dollars  are  working  as  they  encircle 
the  globe.  She  also  held  the  pledge  service  when  each  conference  made 
its  pledge  to  the  Division  and  we  were  pleased  to  see  that  the  pledges  for 
1946  exceeded  by  several  thousand  dollars  the  pledges  for  1945. 

The  meeting  closed  with  the  impressive  installation  service  for  the 
officers  for  the  next  quadrennium,  conducted  by  Mrs.  J.  D.  Bragg. 

It  was  a  fine  meeting  but  from  every  officer  and  every  mission  field 
had  come  the  plea  for  more  workers.  This  is  the  chief  message  I  bring 
to  you.  The  furnishing  of  the  workers  is  the  responsibility  of  the  local 
society.  They  must  come  from  our  homes — consecrated  young  workers 
who  will  be  the  ambassadors  of  Peace  for  tomorrow.  Behind  each  young 
life  that  dedicates  itself  to  Christian  service  is  the  influence  of  some 
older  Christian.  Is  your  influence  great  or  small  in  enlisting  young 
people  in  the  cause  of  Christ?

INSTITUTIONS  AND  WORKERS 


Pfeiffer  Junior  College 

Chi  M.  Waggoner,  President 

Pfeiffer  Junior  College  is  an  institution  of  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service  of  the  Methodist  Church.  It  is  accredited  by  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  the  University 
Senate  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Instruction.  It  is  a  member  of  all  the  college  associations  open  to  junior 
colleges. 

The  college  seeks  to  give  to  its  students  the  basic  survey  courses 
necessary  for  those  who  will  continue  work  at  a  senior  college,  and  to 
give  vocational  and  semi-professional  courses  for  those  who  will  com- 
plete their  formal  education  at  Pfeiffer.  It  offers  courses  in  Liberal 
Arts,  Industrial  Arts,  Pre-nursing  and  Commerce,  with  many  elective 
subjects. 

Believing  that  no  education  is  complete  that  does  not  include  religion, 
Pfeiffer  has  a  well  developed  religious  program  undergirding  all  other 
educational  endeavors.  There  are  the  Sunday  School,  with  required 
attendance,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  Sunday  vespers,  dormi- 
tory prayermeetings,  and  church  service  in  the  college  chapel  on  the 
fourth  Sunday  of  each  month.  On  other  Sundays  the  students  attend 
the  village  church  and  on  the  third  Sunday  of  the  month  they  help 
conduct  the  service. 

A  physical  education  program  and  a  well  planned  social  schedule 
round  out  the  student  activities.  There  are  a  Science  Club,  an  Actors 
Guild,  a  Home  Economics  Club,  an  International  Relationship  Club,  a 
Woman's  Athletic  Association.  The  honorary  societies  include  a  chapter 
of  the   national   junior   college   honorary    scholastic    society,    Phi    Theta

Kappa,  and  the  national  honorary  society  of  dramatics,  Delta  Psi 
Omega.  There  is  also  a  local  honorary  society,  The  Order  of  the 
Sun  Dial. 

Pfeiffer  operates  under  the  cooperative  plan — the  students  help  with 
the  work  and  money  that  would  otherwise  go  to  hired  help,  is  paid  to 
them  to  help  defray  their  expenses. 

The  college  carries  on  an  effective  guidance  and  counselling  program, 
aimed  to  help  its  students  in  problems  related  to  choice  of  vocations, 
social  adjustments,  preparation  for  marriage,  and  the  development  of 
a  worthy  philosophy  of  life. 


Scarritt  College  and  "Scarritt   Associates"

Scarritt  College,  located  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  is  an  accredited 
Senior  College  and  Graduate  School  for  men  and  women,  sharing  in 
one  of  the  most  fundamental  aspects  of  the  whole  Christian  enterprise, 
the  training  of  leaders.  The  selection  and  preparation  of  leaders  who 
will  go  out  to  represent  Christ  and  to  serve  human  need  has  become 
Scarritt  College  and  the  Church's  major  concern.  This  Methodist  Col- 
lege exists  to  serve  our  Methodist  Church  in  the  preparation  of  effective 
Christian  leaders  and  workers. 

Scarritt  College  fits  into  the  Crusade  for  Christ  like  living  fingers 
in  a  glove,  for  without  trained  workers  to  carry  forward  this  program 
of  evangelism,  little  permanent  good  will  be  accomplished.  Scarritt 
students  know  what  evangelism  means.  They  have  dedicated  their  lives 
to  spreading  "The  Good  News" — and  they  will  be  centers  of  evangelistic 
activity  wherever  they  go.  Scarritt-trained  workers  are  now  directing 
some  of  the  rehabilitation  and  relief  work  in  the  liberated  countries. 
They  have  skills  which  fit  them  for  such  service.  And  as  former  mission 
fields  are  reopened,  Scarritt-trained  workers  will  be  among  the  first 
to  return  and  help  to  salvage  and  rebuild  wrecked  bodies  and  minds, 
as  well  as  churches  and  schools.  Unfortunately,  we  will  not  have 
enough  people  prepared  and  ready  when  needed  unless  we  secure  more 
help  in  our  task  of  recruiting  and  training.  Scarritt  College  needs  our 
support  and  cooperation.  We  are  in  position  to  make  a  contribution  to 
the  Missionary  Enterprise  by  keeping  three  things  before  students : 

1.  The  need  for  full  time  Christian  workers  at  home  and  abroad. 

2.  The  many  types  of  Christian  service  to  be  considered  in  choosing 
a  career. 

3.  The  satisfactions  that  come  with  the  knowledge  of  investing  life 
service  in  the  building  of  a  World  Christian  Community. 

Scarritt's  curriculum  includes  the  following  specialized  courses: 
The  Church  in  a  City  Mission  Community,  Religious  Education,  Com- 
munity Organization  in  the  Field  of  Girls'  Work,  Rural  Work,  General 
Church  Work,  Bible  Teaching  of  Adults  and  Young  People,  and  the 
Church  in  an  Industrial  Community.  The  changes  in  the  curriculum 
from  year  to  year  provide  new  courses  so  that  former  students  who 
need  refresher  courses  may  return  for  a  quarter  or  more  to  keep 
abreast    of   changing   methods    and  techniques.     Scarritt    College    offers 
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the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  upon  completion  of  its  prescribed  under- 
graduate curriculum,  and  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  upon  satisfactory 
completion  of  the  graduate  course  of  study. 

Added  to  the  opportunities  offered  by  Scarritt  College  are  those 
available  at  Vanderbilt  University,  the  Nashville  School  of  Social  Work, 
the  Vanderbilt  School  of  Theology,  School  of  Nursing  and  Medical 
College,  and  Peabody  College  for  Teachers,  which,  together  with  Scai- 
ritt,  comprise  the  very  significant  University  Center.  Missionaries  and 
nationals  from  all  over  the  world  come  for  refreshment  of  mind,  body 
and  spirit,  and  they  find  in  the  University  Center,  and  in  the  Scarritt 
College  family,  opportunity,  sympathy,  understanding  and  a  warm 
welcome. 

Presiding  over  and  guiding  this  excellent  educational  program  is 
President  Hugh  C.  Stuntz,  B.D.,  M.A.,  D.D.,  who  for  some  twenty  years 
was  Director  of  Religious  Education  in  South  America,  and  Professor 
of  Religious  Education,  Union  Seminary,  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina. 

Scarritt  College  needs  interpreters — people  who  will  tell  others  who 
do  not  know  the  true  nature  of  the  institution.  This  vital  service  may 
be  rendered  by  "Scarritt  Associates."  In  becoming  a  "Scarritt  Asso- 
ciate" a  person  identifies  herself  with  the  high  ideals  of  Christian 
service  that  Scarritt  seeks  to  realize;  she  indicates  that  she  is  in  sym- 
pathy with  the  distinctive  purposes  of  the  college;  she  seeks  to  make 
new  friends  for  the  college ;  and  makes  some  gift  to  the  financial  support 
of  the  college.  Although  no  one  is  asked  to  obligate  herself  to  pray  for 
Scarritt  College,  it  is  hoped  that  many  will  want  to  have  a  part  in 
allying  themselves  in  this  way  with  the  will  of  God  for  the  releasing  of 
His  power  in  making  Scarritt  an  even  greater  spiritual  force.  Every 
step  in  the  history  of  Scarritt  from  the  beginning  until  now  has  been 
taken  in  prayer. 

It  is  also  hoped  that  the  members  of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  will  continue 
to  realize  that  the  college  needs  funds  with  which  to  assist  worthy 
students  who  are  devoting  their  lives  to  Christian  work,  but  also  at  the 
same  time,  be  very  conscious  of  an  even  greater  need,  that  of  presenting 
Scarritt  College  to  Students  in  such  an  attractive  way,  that,  after  they 
have  completed  two  years  of  college  work  in  some  other  college,  they 
will  want  to  enroll  at  Scarritt  to  prepare  for  full  time  Christian  work.

Euby  Berkley,  Deaconess 

In  making  a  report  this  year  it  seems  that  the  thing  uppermost  in 
my  thinking  has  been  the  fact  that  we  have  undergone  so  many  diffi- 
culties in  keeping  workers  here  to  carry  on  the  work.  During  the  war 
years,  when  people  have  been  changing  from  one  job  to  another  so  fast 
and  furiously,  we  have  come  in  for  our  share  in  the  upheaval. 

Due  to  this,  there  have  been  some  losses  but  also  some  gains,  which 
has  kept  our  enrollment  about  the  same  as  usual.  Naturally,  there 
have  been  some  changes  in  the  type  of  activities  at  various  times,  due 
to  the  changing  needs. 

Our  different  clubs  are  keeping  up  a  very  good  attendance,  with 
about  the  same  number  of  groups.  If  the  staff  could  be  increased  there 
could   be   many   more   interest    groups    carried    on.  At   present    we    are 
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getting  some  help  from  the  Sociology  Department  of  Queens  College, 
which  has  given  us  one  more  group  and  some  help  with  others  that  are 
already  organized. 

During  this  past  year  we  have  had  more  volunteer  help  from  the 
mothers  of  the  kindergarten  children  than  at  any  previous  time.  These 
mothers  come  in  on  different  days  to  help  serve  the  children  their  mid- 
morning  lunch,  and  then  clean  up  afterward.  The  parents  have  also 
contributed  supplies  at  various  times,  and  the  children  have  brought 
their  offering  for  the  "Piggy  Bank"  much  more  regularly  than 
heretofore. 

The  grandmother  of  one  of  our  kindergarten  children  said  that  she 
was  coming  here  to  see  just  what  was  taught  to  the  children  that  would 
make  her  grandson  so  much  less  destructive  at  home  than  he  had  been. 
She  said  that  he  now  found  constructive  ways  in  which  to  entertain 
himself  rather  than  destroying  things,  as  he  had  previously  done. 

The  interest  that  has  been  shown  by  Negro  organizations  in  the  city 
has  been  very  encouraging.  Several  of  these  groups  have  made  very 
liberal  contributions  to  our  work  here.  In  addition,  there  has  been  an 
increased  interest  among  the  churches  of  the  Western  North  Carolina 
Conference,  as  evidenced  by  the  supplies  that  we  have  received. 

More  and  more  outside  groups  are  wanting  to  hold  meetings  hei*e, 
because  they  have  no  other  place,  but  we  are  unable  to  accommodate 
all  of  them  on  account  of  our  limited  space  and  facilities. 


Bethlehem  Center,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C. 

Marian  B.  Wooten,  Head  Resident 

We  are  still  sponsoring  our  day-nursery  with  a  capacity  enrollment, 
but  our  emphasis  for  the  past  year  has  been  on  recreation  for  the 
school  age.  To  that  end  we  have  increased  our  work  by  adding  two 
new  clubs.  Our  aim  is  to  go  beyond  the  mere  running  of  a  kindergarten 
and  day-nursery,  to  make  our  work  reach  further  into  the  community 
and  offer  a  practical,  helpful  program  to  all  the  age  groups. 

Our  Neighborhood  Club,  which  is  affiliated  with  the  Better  Home 
and  Garden  Council  of  the  city,  devotes  its  studies  to  the  art  of  home- 
making.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  see  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  these  women 
put  into  their  work.  One  woman,  interested  in  learning  to  sew,  took  a 
skirt  apart  five  times  before  she  got  it  correctly  done.  Our  Senior  Scout 
Troop  members  were  Kindergarteners  just  a  few  years  ago.  Today 
they  are  students  in  our  local  high  school  and  college.  That  is  what 
we  are  aiming  to  do  in  our  work — keep  a  practical,  ever-growing  pro- 
gram that  will  follow  the  children  into  their  college  and  future  family 
life.    Our  aim  is  to  do  the  same  with  our  boys  of  the  community. 

We  note  with  a  degree  of  humble  pride  that  those  whom  we  are 
attempting  to  serve  are  very  appreciative  of  what  we  are  doing  here 
at  the  Center. 

The  continuation  and  expansion  of  this  phase  of  our  program  depends 
upon  the  completion  of  our  building.  We  are  encouraged  and  inspired 
by  your  response  to  our  building  campaign  and  are  going  forward  with 
our  work,  knowing  that  our  program  will  come  through.

A.  A.  Morisey,  Director 

Bennett  College  plans  its  way  of  life  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  young 
women.  Thus,  it  offers  educational  experiences  which  contribute  to  the 
development  of  a  personality,  fit  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  world 
today  and  tomorrow. 

The  college  offers  to  young  women  the  advantages  of  higher  educa- 
tion in  a  small  private  church-related  institution  which  adheres  to  the 
idea  that  the  most  important  person  is  the  individual  student. 

Another  of  the  central  ideas  around  which  it  has  developed  has  been 
the  firm  belief  in  the  necessity  of  a  staff  with  exceptional  qualities  of 
mind,  heart,  and  spirit. 

Further,  the  idea  prevails  that  the  social  experiences  afforded  by 
living  together,  the  physical  environment,  the  general  atmosphere 
should  all  contribute  to  the  spiritual,  moral,  and  physical  development 
of  the  student.  Understanding  of  this  fact  has  been  a  constant  motiva- 
ion  in  the  effort  to  secure  and  maintain  adequate  and  refined  facilities. 

Bennett  holds  that  a  college  adequate  for  today's  world  must  do 
more  than  provide  classroom  knowledge.  It  should  be  a  community  of 
purposeful  living  experiences.  It  must  provide  an  atmosphere  where 
emotions  may  be  directed  and  where  ideals  may  be  made  to  live.  It 
must  assure  through  participation  in  subjects  basic  for  specialization 
in  various  vocations;  it  should  create  in  every  student  a  desire  to 
contribute  to   human   welfare. 

With  this  awareness,  the  college  aims : 

To  provide  opportunities  for  growth  in  religious  thought  to  the  end 
that  certain  principles  will  be  made  to  occupy  a  definite  place  in  the 
experience  of  the  student. 

To  provide  ample  opportunities  and  experiences  in  daily  living  that 
will  stimulate  practice  in  the  art  and  science  of  homemaking. 

To  provide  the  environment  and  facilities  that  will  make  for  the 
physical  fitness  of  the  student  and  develop  in  her  an  appreciation  for  a 
healthy  mind  and  body. 

To  insure  adequate  preparation  in  specialized  fields  that  will  make 
possible  the  successful  pursuit  of  a  given  vocation. 

To  develop  in  the  student  an  understanding  of  and  appreciation  for 
the  cultural  and  scientific  achievements  of  man. 

To  stimulate  an  appreciation  for  the  beautiful  in  everyday  living 
as  well  as  in  the  arts. 

To  provide  varied  types  of  recreation  to  satisfy  the  need  for  play 
and  to  give  direction  in  the  proper  use  of  leisure  time. 

To  develop  in  the  student  an  understanding  of  social  problems  and 
to  stimulate  in  her  the  desire  to  aid  in  their  solution. 

HISTORY — Bennett  College  is  devoted  exclusively  to  the  higher 
education  of  Negro  women.  Established  in  1873,  it  operated  as  a  co- 
educational institution  until  its  reorganization  in  1926  when  David  D. 
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Jones  became  president.  Since  then  the  college  has  gained  outstanding 
recognition,  chief  among  which  is  the  "A"  rating  from  the  Association 
of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  of  the  Southern  States. 


Allen  High  School,  Asheville,  N.  C. 

Julia  Titus,  Principal 

Allen  High  School,  Asheville,  N.  C,  began  this  year  with  a  new 
executive.  Mrs.  Claire  Lennon,  of  Asheville,  was  appointed  as  super- 
intendent on  July  1,  1945.  She  becomes  the  first  Negro  superintendent 
of  an  educational  institution  with  a  bi-racial  staff.  Miss  Julia  Titus 
continues  as  principal.  There  are  six  white  staff  members  and  ten 
Negro  members  this  year.  The  dormitoiy  is  filled  to  capacity  with  eighty 
in  the  boarding  department  and  a  day  school  enrollment  of  one  hundred 
twenty-six. 

The  Sixth  grade  was  discontinued  this  year  so  that  now  we  have 
Seventh  and  Eighth  grades  in  elementary  school  and  Ninth,  Tenth, 
Eleventh  and  Twelfth  grades  in  the  high  school.  The  official  name  of 
the  institution  became  Allen  High  School  rather  than  Allen  Home  and 
School. 

The  school  is  very  proud  of  the  fact  that  in  March  the  basketball 
team  won  the  District  Tournament  in  Hickory  and  thus  became  the 
champions  of  the  Negro  high  schools  in  Western  North  Carolina.  The 
team  was  also  awarded  the  trophy  for  the  team  showing  the  best  sports- 
manship during  the  tournament.  The  team  has  played  many  games  this 
year,  among  them  that  with  the  girls  of  Warren  Wilson  Junior  College 
in  Swannanoa.    The  splendid  relationship  with  that  school  continues. 

The  Religious  Education  classes  have  sponsored  chapel  services,  a 
Christmas  pageant,  and  plan  services  for  Religious  Emphasis  week  at 
Easter  time.  Each  girl  is  required  to  take  Religious  Education  twice 
a  week  in  all  grades.  The  life  of  Jesus  has  been  the  course  studied  this 
year  and  many  projects  have  been  developed  as  a  result  of  this  study. 

We  appreciate  the  interest  and  prayers  of  the  women  of  the  Western 
North  Carolina  Conference.  Many  circles  in  and  near  Asheville  have 
held  meetings  at  the  school  and  representatives  of  the  school  have  as- 
sisted in  some  of  the  programs.  The  supplies  which  have  been  sent  have 
been  greatly  appreciated  and  the  staff  and  girls  of  Allen  High  School 
thank  each  of  the  Woman's  Societies  for  their  continued  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  institution. 


Report  of  Rural  Work 

Mary  Cameron,  Deaconess. 


I  taught  the  Mission  Study  Class  on  the  American  Indian  in  the 
Central  Methodist  W.  S.  C.  S.  in  Mt.  Airy.  Four  of  the  Rural  groups 
participated  in  this  Study  and  three  of  them  secured  Jurisdictional 
credit  along  with  Central.  We  used  a  set  of  slides,  a  play,  "Between 
Two  Worlds,"  and  two  outside  speakers ;  $28.80  was  sent  to  Cherokee 
for  the  work  there. 
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I  assisted  in  eight  Vacation  Church  Schools  on  the  Mt.  Airy  Circuit, 
the  Dobson  Charge  and  the  Ararat  (Va.)  Charge.  I  taught  a  class  in 
each  of  seven  of  these.  While  on  the  Dobson  Charge  I  spoke  at  the 
evening  service  of  the  revival  in  two  churches  on  the  work  of  a  deaconess, 
making  it  a  rather  personal  message;  in  that  I  spoke  on  my  own  call, 
and  work. 

I  attended  meetings  and  worked  with  nine  W.  S.  C.  S.  groups  when- 
ever it  was  possible. 

During  the  month  of  December  I  attended  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  meetings 
and  helped  with  the  reorganization  for  the  new  year.  I  helped  one 
church  group  select  the  Christmas  program  and  work  it  up  for  presenta- 
tion. The  weather  in  December  knocked  out  some  of  the  meetings.  Two 
societies  sponsored  children  at  the  Children's  Home  and  sent  Christmas 
packages. 

This  is  a  brief  report  because  of  the  fact  that  your  worker  has  not 
been  in  good  health  and  had  two  trips  to  the  hospital,  two  months  sick 
leave,  and  is  now  away  on  leave  of  absence. 


DISTRICT  REPORTS 


Asheville  District 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  rejoicing.  We  are  conscious  of 
the  responsibility  that  is  ours  in  helping  to  understand  world  conditions 
and  bring  a  lasting  peace — a  peace  that  can  only  be  through  His  cross. 

Spiritual  life  has  greatly  deepened  in  our  district  this  year  and  more 
women  are  engaged  in  the   Bible  studies  each  quarter. 

All  our  study  work  has  improved.  We  had  1388  women  in  study 
classes,  eleven  of  which  were  Jurisdictional  classes  and  eighty-four 
Conference  classes. 

More  of  our  women  are  using  our  magazines  each  year.  Two  hun- 
dred and  seventy-six  subscribers  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  267 
to  the  World  Outlook  were  reported.  Our  goal  this  year  is  300  sub- 
scriptions to  each  publication. 

District  meetings  were  held  in  the  four  zones  last  spring;  all  being 
well  attended.  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver  was  with  us  at  all  the  meetings.  We 
were  much  benefited  by  her  inspiration  and  by  the  information  she 
gave  us. 

The  fall  zone  meetings  were  held  as  planned.  Dr.  Cora  Reeves,  the 
returned  missionary  from  China  who  taught  Biology  for  so  many  years 
there,  and  had  to  leave  on  account  of  the  war,  was  our  guest  for  these 
meetings,  and  spoke  of  her  work,  and  of  conditions  in  China  caused 
by  war. 

The  women  said  that  the  Education  Seminar  was  the  best  we  have 
had.  Mrs.  J.  Dale  Stentz  and  Mrs.  C.  A„  York  were  really  good  teachers, 
and  aroused  a  lot  of  interest  in  our  studies  for  fall  and  winter.  Mrs. 
Hoyle   with   her   lunch   basket   intrigued    her    group   to    follow   her   to 
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another  room.    From  the  interest  in  the  Children's  Work  we  had  last 
quarter,  she  must  have  divided  the  loaves  and  fishes. 

In  spite  of  the  snow  storm,  Officers  Training  Day  was  a  success. 
The  women  seemed  to  like  the  plan  of  each  group  being  at  a  table 
together  and  after  an  hour  spent  in  the  study  of  their  work,  lunch  was 
served.    All  literature  was  there  for  each  department  of  work. 

The  Supply  Department  had  its  best  year.  So  much  was  done. 
Children  and  grown-ups  all  contributed  in  a  number  of  projects. 

We  are  so  grateful  for  the  four  girls  who  have  given  themselves  for 
definite  Christian  work.     They  are  now  at  Pfeiffer   College. 

Several  women  from  the  district  were  at  Junaluska  for  the  school 
of  missions. 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  certainly  inspiring  all  of  us.  They 
have  such  good  times  together  and  they  do  so  many  worthwhile  things 
to  promote  the  Christian  way  of  life.  Their  district  meeting  in  October 
was  well  planned  and  well  attended.  Mrs.  Grady  Hardin  is  the  District 
Secretary. 

Our  finances  exceeded  our  goal  and  we  are  very  thankful. 

The  Week  of  Prayer  and  Lenten  offerings  were  most  gratifying. 
We  have  one  new  society  and  are  striving  for  one  in  each  of  our  three 
charges  which  have  no  organized  societies.  That  is  our  aim  for  next 
year. 

This  is  a  summary  of  the  efforts  of  the  women  in  our  forty-eight 
societies.    With  their  prayers  and  interest,  we  will  do  better  in  the  year 
ahead,  our  Heavenly  Father  being  our  guide  and  help.

Charlotte  District 

As  we  present  the  report  for  the  Charlotte  District  for  1945,  we  are 
grateful  for  the  cessation  of  battles  on,  under  and  above  the  ground. 
The  physical  suffering,  heartaches  and  confusion  have  brought  about 
destructive  and  constructive  results.  While  the  world  has  become  dis- 
rupted and,  to  date,  has  not  been  united  through  economic,  cultural  and 
political  relations,  many  groups  are  saying,  "Why  not  try  God?"  and 
souls  are  waiting  for  His  message  through  His  people — you  and  me. 
Hearts  are  yearning  for  Peace  that  only  Christ  can  give  and  I  am 
grateful  for  the  interest  of  the  3537  members  of  our  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  and  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  There  is  a  deeper 
realization  of  the  fact  that  "Knowledge  without  love  is  dangerous," 
that  the  spiritual  world  has  not  kept  abreast  with  the  scientific  progress 
and  that  there  is  a  great  need  for  Christian  workers.  We  are  grateful 
for  the  gifts  and  loyalty  of  our  women  and  for  the  young  people  who 
have  recently  dedicated  their  lives  to  all  time  Christian  service. 

There  has  been  a  very  fine  spirit  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the 
members  of  the  local  societies  and  the  records  show  very  encouraging 
reports  of  officers  for  last  year  and  more  complete  organization  set-up 
for  1946.  Through  the  leadership  of  our  secretaries,  fine  work  has  been 
done   in   the   Departments    of   Supplies   and   Christian    Social   Relations 
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and  Local  Church  Activities.  Figures  reveal  that  only  eight  of  our  so- 
cieties did  not  contribute  to  one  or  more  of  our  "Supply"  needs  and  the 
total  far  exceeds  the  amount  of  any  previous  year.  There  has  been 
one  active  group  of  volunteers  assisting  with  the  care  of  polio  patients 
and  many  phases  of  CSR  continue  to  grow.  Seventy-seven  dollars  were 
given  to  be  used  for  sending  Negro  students  to  our  Training  School  in 
Winston-Salem,  and  a  large  program  has  been  carried  on  through  the 
co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Bethlehem  Center.  (Your  secretary  is  glad 
to  serve  in  this  relationship  as  well  as  on  the  Charlotte  City  Mission 
Board).  $8643.54  have  been  used  in  furnishings  for  parsonages  and 
other  local  activities.  According  to  pastors'  reports,  $13,786  were  con- 
tributed by  the  W.  S.  G.,  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  and  Youth  Fellowship  groups. 
The  Youth  organization  now  includes  boys  and  girls  and  we  welcome 
them  with  their  Interest  Groups  as  we  value  the  opportunities  of 
working  with  the  children  of  our  churches. 

Inspiring  reports  have  been  received  from  Mission  Study  classes 
(many  meeting  the  requirements  for  special  recognition)  and  from  the 
Surveys,  as  a  part  of  the  program  of  our  Crusade  for  Christ.  "Vision 
is  seeing  possibilities  in  the  present"  and  through  personal  visits  and 
communications  there  have  been  stressed  the  benefits  of  close  relation- 
ship between  the  W.  S.  G.,  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  and  the  Woman's  Division. 
Emphasis  is  placed  upon  fact  that  the  local  societies  are  the  very 
foundation  of  our  promotional  work.  Now,  what  of  the  Future?  May  we 
realize  our  responsibilities  and  potentialities.  Our  district  pledge  is 
$12,000.00  for  1946,  almost  a  15  percent  increase,  but  the  cost  of  living 
has  so  changed  with  our  missionaries  we  must  not  be  satisfied  to  give 
on  a  pre-war  basis.  Let  us  put  forth  a  great  effort  to  keep  in  touch 
with  our  students — write  newsy  letters  and  send  them  the  Upper  Room 
and  the  church  bulletins.  May  we  have  a  deepening  of  our  Spiritual 
Life — the  present  situation  calls  for  courage  and  faith  and  a  re-dedica- 
tion of  our  lives.  May  we  of  the  Charlotte  District  be  sure  that  the 
world  "sees  Jesus"  in  each  of  us  and  thus  have  a  vital  part  in  building 
the  New  World  of  Tomorrow.

We  are  profoundly  grate- 
ful for  this  year  and  for  what  it  meant  in  the  history  of  the  world! 
As  our  armies  were  marching  to  victory,  the  women  of  the  Gastonia 
District  were  prayerfully  marching  on  in  their  efforts  to  promote  the 
work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  As  we  think  of  this 
great  year  we  automatically  bow  our  heads  in  humble  gratitude  and 
praise  to  our  Heavenly  Father. 

An  accounting  of  stewardship  in  the  Gastonia  District  is  required 
of  us:  we  rejoice  in  our  achievements  and  ask  God's  forgiveness  in  our 
shortcomings  and  failures.  We  have  80  societies,  one  new  society,  River 
Bend,  and  several  re-organized  societies,  with  more  than  2,000  members, 
and  11  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  organizations.  Every  officer  and  every 
member  is  to  be  commended  and  at  the  same  time  challenged  to  greater 
service.    Our  district  officers  have  worked  loyally  and  faithfully  to  pro- 
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mote  all  phases  of  the  work,  being  strongly  supported  by  the  three 
zone  leaders.  Much  praise  and  credit  for  the  tasks  accomplished  should 
go  to  the  four  conference  officers  who  reside  in  our  district,  other  con- 
ference officers  who  have  helped  in  any  way  they  could,  to  the  district 
superintendent,  and  to  all  of  the  pastors  and  their  wives.  Mrs.  J.  T. 
Bowman,  our  district  president,  is  truly  a  great  leader  and  her  conse- 
crated leadership  has  led  us  into  new  avenues  of  service. 

We  were  not  able  to  have  a  District  Meeting  this  year  but  we  had 
three  zone  meetings  that  excelled  anything  that  we  have  ever  had!  The 
three  zone  leaders  planned  three  days  of  inspiration  and  information 
and  high  spiritual  enrichment  and  the  attendance  was  excellent  at  each 
meeting.  Our  pledge  was  $6,000  but  a  little  more  than  $10,000  was 
raised  for  all  conference  causes.  We  acknowledge  with  deep  apprecia- 
tion the  magnificant  gift  of  $1,000  given  by  a  Baptist  friend  in  memory 
of  three  loved  ones;  the  money  to  be  used  in  foreign  lands.  At  least 
two  district  Executive  Meetings  were  held;  no  district  in  Methodism 
can  boast  of  a  more  co-operating  district  organization.  Deepening  of 
our  spiritual  lives  received  first  emphasis  in  the  year's  work.  Retreats, 
prayer  groups,  Bible  study  and  readings,  daily  devotions  and  many 
spiritual  helps  from  the  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  helped  us  to  achieve 
higher  spiritual  levels. 

The  records  show  105  study  classes,  31  Jurisdictional  credits,  and 
2,675  women  participating  in  the  classes;  383  subscribers  to  the  World 
Outlook;  365  subscribers  to  The  Methodist  Woman;  and  definite  prog- 
ress and  contributions  made  in  the  field  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities  and  Supplies.  Our  hope  is  in  the  training 
of  the  children  and  youth  and  "the  secretaries  of  children,  youth,  and 
student  work  had  encouraging  reports  to  make.  The  fact  that  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  contributed  $859.15  manifests  that  they  are 
growing  in  membership  and  interest. 

Mrs.  R.  M.  Hauss  of  Shelby  is  the  new  secretary  of  Organization 
and  Promotion.  Miss  Johnnie  Dixon  of  Belwood  is  our  new  secretary 
of  Literature  and  Publications.  The  district  is  indeed  fortunate  to  have 
these  efficient  Christian  leaders  assume  these  responsible  offices  and  the 
district  pledges  to  them  constant  loyalty  and  support. 

As  I  close  my  last  report  I  want  to  express  deep  and  abiding  appre- 
ciation of  the  privilege  of  serving  as  co-worker  with  such  devoted  fol- 
lowers of  Christ.  All  of  the  happy  associations  that  have  been  mine 
in  the  years  that  I  have  served  as  "District  Secretary"  will  ever  have 
a  prominent  place  in  my  "book  of  memories."  God's  richest  blessings 
ever  on  you  and  the  work  that  you  are  doing  in  His  vineyard  is  my 
prayer.    May  our  watchword  for  the  new  year  be,  "On  With  Christ."

Greensboro  District 

Ever  mindful  of  the  world  conflict  and  the  effect  it  was  having  upon 
the  peoples,  causing  so  much  sorrow,  distress,  and  anxiety  in  the  year 
1945;  it  is  with  deepest  gratitude  and  appreciation  that  I  record  the 
opening  of  Doors  and  progress  for  over  three  thousand  faithful  women 
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in  the   Greensboro   District  who   make   up    the   seventy-six   societies   of 
Christian  Service  and  the  seventeen  Guilds. 

Truly  this  was  a  year  to  be  remembered  and  one  to  be  thankful  for, 
as  almost  every  phase  of  the  work  marked  progress. 

Perhaps,  we  might  say,  that  the  four  "Little  Annual  Conferences" 
held  throughout  the  district  last  year  were  responsible  for  some  of  the 
excellent  work  done.  We  were  able  to  reach  some  eight  hundred  and 
fifty  women  through  these  meetings.  The  recommendations  from  the 
district  officers  were  given  each  local  president,  reports  made;  and  the 
highlight  of  each  day  was  a  visiting  missionary,  Miss  Jeanette  Hulbert 
of  Korea,  who  gave  us  courage  and  hope  for  not  only  a  new  day  at 
home,  but  a  new  day  for  our  Oriental  friends. 

Deepening  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  women  and  the  church  mem- 
bers at  large  was  our  very  first  objective.  We  realized  many  accom- 
plishments through  prayer  groups  and  daily  devotion,  as  well  as 
excellent  Bible  studies.  This  does  not  mean  that  we  are  satisfied 
spiritually,  but  for  1946  have  undertaken  to  find  Peace  within  our- 
selves and  church  in  order  that  the  world  might  have  the  Peace  Christ 
left  with  His   Disciples. 

Almost  every  society  increased  its  pledge  some  during  the  year  which 
made  it  possible  to  over-pay  our  pledge.  Our  pledge  for  the  year  was 
$12,000.00.  We  sent  the  amount  of  $16,032.16  to  the  conference  treas- 
urer for  all  purposes.  Included  in  this  amount  was  $1,420.67  from  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild;  $1,030.19  for  the  Week  of  Prayer;  $1,023.79 
for  cash  supplies;  $481.89  for  Specials  and  $925.00  for  37  Life  Members 
given  by  local  societies. 

Among  the  societies  taking  on  special  projects  through  the  confer- 
ence were  Main  Street,  Reidsville;  West  Market  St.,  Mitchel's  Grove, 
Centenary  and  Mt.  Carmel.  These  projects  gave  the  women  a  very 
special  relationship  with  the  mission  fields  in  which  they  were  interested. 

Our  children's  work  in  the  district  is  moving  along  in  an  excellent 
way  under  the  fine  leadership  of  Mrs.  Elwood  Carroll,  so  many  fine 
activities  have  come  from  the  children  studying  the  American  Indian 
this  year  and  we  see  the  children's  work  well  under  way  as  well  as  an 
increase  in  the  activities  of  the  Youth  departments  of  our  churches. 

We  have  also  made  progress  in  our  student  work  as  evidenced  by 
the  reports  of  Mrs.  R.  A.  Hunter.  Special  emphasis  has  been  placed 
on  the  Educational  Loan  Fund  for  the  district,  and  we  now  have  in  the 
bank  $364.52  to  help  send  a  candidate  from  this  district  to  Scarritt  to 
train  for  full  time  Christian  Service.  College  Place  Church  also  is 
placing  emphasis  on  the  student  work,  and  is  serving  in  an  excellent 
way  and  expects  to  submit  the  names  of  some  college  students  for  full 
time  Christian  Service. 

Truly  the  women  are  reading  and  studying  and  learning  day  by  day. 
While  some  failed  to  report  their  subscriptions  to  The  Methodist  Woman 
and  the  World  Outlook,  thus  keeping  us  from  reaching  our  goal,  we  had 
reported  from  thirty  societies  747  subscriptions  to  The  Methodist  Woman 
and  620  to  the  World  Outlook.  Twelve  societies  reported  every  officer 
a  subscriber  to  both  magazines. 

Not  only  did  they  read  but  they  studied  and  once  again  we  are 
reported  as  having  153  mission  study  classes,  27  J.  E.  classes,  25 
informal  ones  with  2,231  members   attending  these  classes. 
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°ur  Christian  Social  Relation  Secretary,  Mrs.  Groom,  has  promoted 
her  work  in  a  very  effective  way,  encouraging:  the  societies  to  be  more 
interested  in  civic  and  national  affairs,  as  well  as  local  projects.  Many 
study  groups  were  held  and  a  goodly  report  came  on  inter-racial  affairs. 
Again  we  are  happy  to  report  sending  ten  colored  girls  to  the  training 
school  in  W.  S.  in  July,  as  well  as  a  very  active  interest  in  Bennett 
College  and  the  sharing  of  programs  with  the  Bennett  students.  While 
$12,628.75  was  reported  spent  for  local  work,  most  of  it  was  used  for 
the  sick  and  needy  in  the  church  communities,  overseas  boxes,  Christmas 
cheer,  and  things  of  that  sort. 

Along  the  same  thought,  Greensboro  District  is  very  much  interested 
in  ORD,  and  we  are  still  sending  one  hundred  copies  of  the  Upper 
Room  to  the  Chaplains  each  quarter.  The  churches  in  the  Greensboro 
Zone  furnished  flowers  for  the  ten  chapels  each  Sunday  during  the 
summer  and  fall  months.  Many  books  and  magazines  were  sent  to  the 
hospital  library  upon  request  of  the  head  Chaplain  of  the  Post. 

While  we  heard  the  banging  of  some  closed  doors  we  truly  saw  many 
doors  opened,  so  that  the  Prince  of  Peace  may  come  in  to  stay  in  the 
hearts  of  every  nation  and  the  Gift  of  Peace  that  Jesus  gave  may  be 
the  heritage  of  the  children  of  the  soldiers  of  this  war.

The  Educational  Seminars  Officers  training  day  and  our  Zone  Meet- 
ings were  held  with  Mrs.  Clark,  Mrs.  York,  Mrs.  Harbison,  Mrs.  Hoyle 
and  Mrs.  Gardner  all  bringing  us  fine  messages  of  information  and 
inspiration  to  the  large  numbers  that  attended  these  different  meetings. 

We  are  very  happy  over  our  financial  report.  We  over-paid  our 
pledge  by  about  $1,000.00.  We  are  very  glad  to  do  this  because  of  the 
urgent  need. 

We  have  reached  the  goal,  "A  Society  in  every  Charge."  The  district 
goal,  "A  report  from  every  Society,"  I'm  very  sorry  to  say  has  not 
been  reached.  For  the  twenty-eight  societies  in  the  district  that  met 
all  their  goals  and  put  Marion  first  in  efficiency  organizations  we  are 
very  grateful. 

Our  spiritual  life  work  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Mary  Morris 
has  been  an  outstanding  work  in  our  district.  But  there  is  still  so  much 
being  done  that  is  not  reported. 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  in  the  district  have  grown  and  have 
done  excellent  work  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Ben  Epley.  They  have 
carried  on  all  phases  of  their  work  in  a  fine  manner.  We  feel  so  for- 
tunate in  having  Mrs.  R.  I.  Corbitt,  the  Conference  Secretary  :.  of 
Wesleyan  Guilds,  so  close  by.

Salisbury  District 

Figures  prove  the  Salisbury  District  W.  S.  C.  S.  advanced  in  the 
majority  of  departments  this  past  year.  I'm  certain,  however,  that  not 
all  the  gains  of  the  year's  work  can  be  totaled  by  figures.  I  like  to 
think  that  the  2,806  women  who  attended  approved  study  classes;  that 
the  givers  of  the  more  than  $800.00  reported  for  total  supplies;  that 
those  contributing  the  $7,838.46  for  C.  S.  R.  and  L.  C.  A.;  that  the  mem- 
bers having  a  share  in  the  Week  of  Prayer  Offering  of  $614.06;  that 
the  579  subscribers  to  the  Methodist  Woman  and  544  subscribers  to  the 
World  Outlook — not  only  experienced  joy  in  study  and  giving  but  ex- 
perienced also  changed  attitudes,  deeper  spiritual  convictions  and  more 
Christ-like  relationships. 

Again  I  feel  that  the  women  of  our  district  have  proved  their  will- 
ingness to  accept  greater  responsibilities  for  1946  in  the  fact  that  our 
increased  pledge  of  $7,000.00  was  overpaid  by  $3,442.60.  Methodist 
Youth  Fund  of  the  year  amounted  to  $282.24;  $33.17  was  realized  from 
additional  sessions  of  children;  $86.50  was  contributed  to  "Scarritt 
Associates"  pledge. 

Nine  of  our  smaller  societies  are  using  the  simplified  plan. 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  work  has  grown  this  past  year  under 
the  leadership  of  Mrs.  David  Smiley,  District  Guild  Secretary.    Two  of 
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the  ten  Guilds  in  the  district  were  organized  in  1945;   $972.12  of  the 
amount  reported  was  contributed  by  the  247  Guild  members. 

We  advanced  during  the  year  but  we  did  not  do  our  best.  The  task 
of  improving  the  quality  of  our  68  old  societies,  and  the  2  new  ones, 
was  undertaken  by  district  officers  and  zone  leaders  through  cor- 
respondence, the  quarterly  District  News  Letter,  district  executive 
meetings  and  the  regular  district  meetings  of  the  year  but  too  little 
visiting  by  the  executive  group  was  done. 

Much  of  the  progress  of  the  past  four  years  has  been  due  to  the 
interest  and  guidance  of  Mrs.  J.  W.  Ivey.  We  know  that  her  services 
to  Salisbury  District  will  not  end  with  her  resignation  as  District 
President. 

The  district  is  happy  that  Mrs.  C.  M.  Waggoner  of  Pfeiffer  Junior 
College  has  agreed  to  lead  us  in  our  district  planning  and  work.  Definite 
plans  were  made  early  in  1946  for  a  district  visitation  by  the  officers, 
to  be  completed  in  April.  This,  I'm  certain,  will  not  only  make  us 
realize  more  fully  our  opportunities  and  responsibilities  as  district 
leaders,  but  will  make  the  3,012  members  in  our  local  societies  more 
aware  of  the  total  program  of  our  organization.

Statesville  District 

In  spite  of  little  in  the  way  of  inspiration,  Statesville  District 
accomplished  a  good  deal  during  1945.  There  were  few  meetings,  and 
because  of  unfavorable  conditions  these  were  not  well  attended  as  in 
previous  years. 

The  faithfulness  of  the  women  is  ever  a  source  of  inspiration  to  me. 

They  have  carried  on  through  this  year  and  paid  more  on  their 
pledge  than  ever  before.  There  have  been  more  Jurisdictional  Study 
classes  than  ever  before  and  more  paid  on  Supplies.  This  shows  that 
the  women  of  Statesville  District  are  fully  awake  to  the  needs  of  the 
times. 

We  have  2,112  members  at  present;  176  of  these  are  new.  We  have 
nine  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  with  a  membership  of  194.  This  group 
paid  $790.14  on  their  pledge.  There  has  been  wonderful  growth  in  the 
Spiritual  Life  of  the  District,  as  shown  by  the  reports.  Reporting  is 
better  in  all  lines  of  Service,  but  we  see  the  need  for  study  of  their 
duties  by  the  officers  so  that  they  may  be  better  prepared  to  fill  out 
their  reports. 
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We  have  eleven  Adult  Life,  and  one  Honorary  Baby  memberships 
to  report  this  year.  Eleven  Societies  reported  making  the  "Doors  of 
Progress"  and  seven  Societies  reported  "Every  Officer  a  Subscriber"  to 
the  Methodist  Woman  and  the  World  Outlook.  We  had  thirty-nine 
Scarritt  Associate  Scholarships.  We  are  proud  to  report  that  we  have 
two  girls  at  Pfeiffer  College.  They  are  Mrs.  Maggie  Queen  Campbell 
and  Miss  Betty  Sinclare. 

Eight  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  eleven  dollars  and  seventeen  cents 
was  paid  on  our  Pledge,  $1,224.22  was  sent  to  Supplies,  $7,562.00  was 
raised  by  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  and 

5.65  was  sent  in  during  Week  of  Prayer. 


We  had  632  subscribers  to  the  Methodist  Woman  and  574  to  the 
World  Outlook  and  many  of  our  women  read  the  Christian  Advocate. 

We  had  115  Study  Classes  of  which  47  were  Jurisdictional  classes 
with  an  attendance  of  1,804  members. 

We  feel  that  we  have  had  a  good  year  but  that  with  more  meetings 
with  good  speakers,  better  attendance,  and  other  means  of  inspiration 
we  will  accomplish  even  more  during  1946.  We  earnestly  pray  for  God's 
guidance  in  this  work.

Thomasyille  District 

Our  Thomasville  District  has  continued  to  grow  in  good  fellowship 
and  in  unselfish  service.  Our  second  year  has  brought  forth  new  friend- 
ships and  has  ripened  many  old  ones  as  we  have  worked  together  to 
make  a  stronger  and  more  beneficial  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service. 

We  have  added  three  new  societies  and  now  have  ninety-seven  in 
the  district.  Our  new  societies  are  at  Cid,  Flag  Springs,  and  Fairfield. 
Fairfield  is  not  a  new  society  in  the  conference,  but  was  transferred  to 
us  from  another  district.  We  have  a  membership  of  2,54G;  136  new 
members  were  added  this  year. 

Our  financial  report  shows  that  we  have  contributed  generously. 
Our  pledge  for  $6,000.00.  The  money  paid  in  to  our  conference  treas- 
urer was  $8,819.95.  We  donated  for  supplies:  cash  and  valuation 
$902.83;  cash  $746.69. 

We  had  fifteen  Life  Memberships  and  one  Honorary  Baby  Member- 
ship. The  Week  of  Prayer  offering  was  $762.57.  Total  for  Scarritt 
was  $42.00. 

Our  executive  meeting  was  held  in  Lexington  early  in  February. 
At  this  time,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Mann,  Sr.,  district  president,  clearly  outlined 
our  work  for  the  year. 

Our  zone  meetings  were  exceptionally  beneficial,  and  were  well  at- 
tended. They  were  held  in  Mocksville,  Asheboro,  and  Lexington.  We 
were  fortunate  in  having  two  splendid  women,  Miss  Bettie  Brittingham, 
editor  of  the  Methodist  Woman,  and  Mrs.  J.  Dale  Stentz  to  talk  to  us.

George  Hoyle,  and  Mrs.  J.  Dale  Stentz  to  present  our  study  books  and 
courses  in  an  interesting  and  instructive  manner. 

Our  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  under  the  capable  direction  of  Mrs. 
J.  E.  Lawing,  of  Thomasville,  has  done  excellent  work.  Money  paid  in 
for  their  pledge  was  $1,311.60.  There  are  twelve  wide-awake  fields  in 
the  district. 

May  I  again  thank  each  of  you  who  has  helped  me,  and  may  I 
especially  thank  our  district  officers.  There  are  no  better  ones  any- 
where, and  they  are  an  inspiration  to  me  and  to  the  entire  membership. 

May  we  continue  to  grow  in  good  fellowship  and  service.

Having  served 
for  some  time  in  that  office  and  during  the  most  trying  and  distressing 
period  of  our  lives,  I  feel  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  I  have  the  utmost 
faith  in  the  loyalty,  sincerity,  and  capability  of  the  women  of  this 
District. 

There  are  forty-six  societies  and  eight  Wesleyan  Guild  units  in  the 
Waynesville  District,  all  doing  splendid  work.  Every  society  has  had  a 
study  course  and  most  of  them  one  each  quarter,  with  a  number  receiving 
Jurisdictional  credit. 

We  went  over  the  top  in  the  number  of  subscriptions  to  our  publica- 
tions and  are  still  striving  to  have  "every  officer  a  subscriber  to  the 
Methodist  Woman  and  the  World  Outlook. 

We  over-paid  our  pledge  of  $2,800.  We  have  given,  for  a  number  of 
years,  two  $50  scholarships  at  Brevard  College.  We  hope  to  increase 
the  amount  of  these  scholarships.  The  results  of  the  Week  of  Prayer 
observance  were  most  gratifying.  More  life  memberships  were  presented 
than  have  ever  been  given  before. 

We  had  looked  forward  to  having  the  Annual  Meeting  in  Waynes- 
ville and  were  greatly  disappointed  when  it  had  to  be  called  off  because 
of  transportation.  We  placed  great  stress  on  our  Zone  and  District 
meetings,  however,  and  felt  well  repaid.  The  meetings  were  well  at- 
tended and  an  unusual  amount  of  interest  manifest.  We  are  organized 
into  four  zones  and  find  that  with  these  meetings  plus  the  Fall  Seminar 
and  District  meeting  that  our  work  has  gone  steadily  forward. 
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With  grateful  appreciation  to  everyone  who  has  helped  to  make  this 
report  possible,  I  am  looking  forward  to  greater  accomplishments  during 
the  coming  year.

Winston-Salem  District 

Participation  in  a  program  as  comprehensive  as  that  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  for  1945  has  been  a  great  privilege  for 
the  2,900  members  of  the  Winston-Salem  District.  Through  it  we  have 
had  opportunity  for  individual  spiritual  enrichment,  and  for  doing  the 
will  of  God  more  perfectly,  through  service  to  our  feilowman  in  a  time 
of  unprecedented  need. 

We  have  82  societies,  of  which  5  are  new;  2,926  members  with  230 
new;  14  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  of  which  4  are  new;  343  Guilders 
with  101  new.  There  has  been  a  25  percent  gain  throughout  the  district 
in  the  number  of  secretaries  of  Student,  Youth,  and  Children's  Work. 
We  have  emphasized  this  area  of  our  work,  as  one  of  vital  importance, 
since  upon  the  present  generation  rests  the  responsibility  not  only  of 
the  kind  of  world  we  leave  in  the  hands  of  our  young  people,  but  a 
Youth  adequately  trained  to  become  its  leaders. 

Our  Christian  Social  Relations  reports  show  an  enlarged  vision  of 
this  work  among  members  of  the  district.  Definite  goals  have  been  pro- 
moted and  achieved  in  local  civic  betterment  projects,  and  a  program 
of  national  social  legislation  has  been  actively  supported,  Effective 
contribution  was  made  to  the  highly  successful  operation  of  the  North 
Carolina  School  for  Christian  Workers  (C.  M.  E.)  held  at  Winston- 
Salem  in  June.  Mrs.  L.  V.  Scott,  District  secretary  of  C.  S.  R.  and 
L.  C.  A.,  was  counselor  for  the  school  and  reported  that  sixty-four 
members  were  sponsored  by  our  Conference. 

The  District  had  as  its  representative  at  the  Lake  Junaluska  School 
of  Missions,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Clay,  who  directed  a  most  successful  Seminar 
in  which  Mrs.  Weaver,  Mrs.  York,  Mrs.  Payne,  Mrs.  Stentz  and  Mrs. 
George  Hoyle  participated.  Thirty-six  churches  were  represented,  with 
an  attendance  of  152  members.  During  the  year  2,403  women  were 
enrolled  in  Study  Classes.  We  are  especially  proud  of  the  fact  that 
two  of  the  young  girls  volunteering  for  mission  work,  and  to  whom  the 
Conference  has  awarded  Study  Grants,  are  from  this  district:  Miss 
Georgia  Parrish,  Walkertown,  North  Carolina,  who  is  in  her  second 
year  at  Scarritt  College,  and  Miss  Mozelle  McCormick,  Mt.  Airy,  North 
Carolina,  a   student  at  Pfeiffer  Junior   College. 

Miss  Mary  Cameron,  our  Rural  Worker,  deserves  high  commenda- 
tion for  the  work  done  in  the  Winston-Salem  District.  Her  inability  to 
continue  it  is  a  source  of  deep  regret. 

From  a  financial  standpoint,  we  have  a  most  gratifying  report.  Our 
pledge  to  the  Conference  of  $9,500.00  was  overpaid.  We  sent  a  sum 
total  of  $14,083.63  to  the  treasurer,  for  all  purposes.  Included  in  this 
was  $940.37  for  the  Week  of  Prayer  offering;  $1,467.37  for  the  Bethle- 
hem House  Building  Fund;  $516.34  for  Cash  Supplies;  $590.00  for  Spe- 
cial Memberships;  $65.00  for  Scarritt  Associates.  Of  the  total  amount, 
$1,389.50  was  contributed  by  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 
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I  want  to  express  appreciation  for  the  generous  cooperation  given  by 
the  Conference  and  District  officers.  Their  presence  at,  and  presentation 
of,  the  work  at  the  zone  meetings  and  the  Seminar  was  an  invaluable 
source  of  inspiration  and  aid. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  loyalty  and  faithfulness  of  each 
member.  Only  through  prayer  and  the  stewardship  of  their  time,  serv- 
ice and  money,  has  the  above  report  been  made  possible.  In  this  year 
ahead  of  us,  with  its  tremendous  challenge,  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  is  calling  for  a  deepening  of  this  stewardship.  May 
each  of  us  be  given  vision  and  courage,  as  individuals  and  as  members 
of  this  great  organization,  to  grasp  these  new  opportunities  and  enlarged 
responsibilities  for  promoting  a  World   Christian   Community.

The  members  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  attending  the  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  held  a  separate 
session  Wednesday  afternoon,  March  20,  with  Mrs.  R.  I.  Corbett,  Con- 
ference W.  S.  G.  Secretary,  presiding. 

An  account  of  the  Jurisdictional  W.  S.  C.  S.  Meeting  in  Memphis 
was  given  by  Mrs.  Corbett.

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Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 

Mrs.  R.  I.  Corbett 

One  of  the  greatest  opportunities  before  the  Methodist  Church  to- 
day is  with  the  gainfully  employed  women  and  a  large  part  of  the 
responsibility  lies  with  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  as  they  cooperate 
with  the  Woman's   Society  of  Christian  Service. 

There  are  approximately  a  million  gainfully  employed  women,  who 
are  Methodists.  At  the  close  of  the  first  quadrennium  there  were  52,000 
Guild  members.  The  second  quadrennium  should  see  this  number  dou- 
bled.   In  the  Guild  today  not  even  six  per  cent  are  enrolled. 

In  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  has  had  a  good  year,  that  of  1945.  We  have  shown  a  steady  growth 
along  all  lines,  though  there  is  much  that  needs  to  be  done.  Since  we 
are  learning,  we  can  see  more  channels  for  growth. 

At  the  beginning  of  1945  we  had  96  units,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
year  we  had  112,  a  net  increase  of  16  units;  though  during  the  year  we 
had  23  new  Guilds,  with  a  loss  of  seven,  due  to  various  reasons.  At 
the  close  of  1945  we  had  reported  2,914  members.  This  steady  growth 
has  been  largely  due  to  the  efficient  leadership  of  our  beloved  Mrs.  W.  F. 
Redding,  Jr.,  who  has  served  as  our  Conference  Secretary  since  our 
re-organization.  It  was  with  the  deepest  regret  that  her  resignation 
became  effective  last  April.  She  has  laid  the  foundation  for  a  strong 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  our  Conference.  While  we  had  to  accept  her 
resignation,  our  Guild  Committee  is  indeed  fortunate  that  we  have 
retained  her  as  Member-at-Large,  for  it  would  be  most  difficult  to  get 
along  without  her  constant  help  and  guidance. 

We  have  our  Conference  and  District  organizations  set  up  according 
to  our  Constitution  and  all  these  are  functioning  to  full  capacity.  This 
divides  our  work  among  many  capable  women.  Perhaps  the  most  out- 
standing difference  between  our  Conference  and  others  is  that  we  have 
an  Assistant  Treasurer,  who  handles  all  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
funds.  At  the  end  of  each  quarter  she  sends  the  amount  with  itemized 
account  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service.  Last  year  she  reported  $10,005.22  and  we  are  sure  that 
Miss  Cloyce  Woody  is  a  very  real  joy  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

The  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  are  rightly  called  twins,  since  they  came  into  being  at  the  same 
time  and  have  the  same  Mother,  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service.  When  there  is  full  understanding  between  these  two  groups, 
then  the  Church  can  realize  how  much  it  owes  to  the  women.  The  co- 
ordinator can  do  much  to  keep  each  group  informed  of  the  activities  of 
the  other.  In  the  Conference,  in  the  District,  in  the  local  Church,  both 
organizations  are  working  along  the  same  lines,  but  each  giving  of  her 
time  as  she  can  find  opportunity. 

Our  members  pledge  their  prayers,  their  service,  and  their  gifts. 
The  prayers  of  our  members  cannot  be  measured  in  any  report,  but  we 
know  they  have  been  many,  for  around  us  we  hear  the  repeated  need 
for  a  deeper  spiritual  life.  Last  year  we  had  reported  51  Bible  studies. 
The  "service"  of  the  Guilds  can  be  measured  in  terms  of  the  C.  S.  R. 
and  L.  C.  A.  Last  year  this  amounted  to  a  total  of  $8,716.63,  and  the 
reports  show  a  wide  variety  of  things  that  were  accomplished.    All  over 
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the    Conference   Guild   members   have  given   of  their  time   and   talents, 
with  an  increase  in  gifts  of  $1,655.80  over  the  report  of  last  year. 

The  Guild  does  not  organize  a  unit  in  a  local  Church  just  so  that  the 
Guild  may  be  represented  along  with  other  societies,  but  for  a  three-fold 
purpose: 

1.  To  give  the  gainfully  employed  woman  who  cannot  attend  the 
Woman's  Society  meetings  an  opportunity  to  join  the  fellowship  of 
Methodist  women  and  to  serve  in  helping  to  bring  the  Kingdom  of  God 
on  earth. 

2.  To  bring  into  active  Church  work  the  abilities,  the  experience,  and 
the  resources  of  employed  women,  who  have  a  real  contribution  to  make 
for  effective  Church  organization;  also  to  help  young  people  to  go  into 
life  service  at  home  and  abroad. 

3.  To  carry  into  community  organizations  and  activities  the  ideals 
and  attitudes  that  Christian  women  naturally  express  as  they  take  their 
places  on  committees  and  assume  offices  for  which  they  are  chosen. 

Since  we  are  in  the  year  of  evangelism,  may  we,  as  Guild  members, 
make  this  our  earnest  prayer: 

"0   Lord,   send   a    mighty    revival  of   spiritual   life    to   my   Church, 
my  community,  my  country,  my  world,  and  let  it  begin  with  me!" 
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Recommendations  for  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  we  place  special  emphasis  at  local,  district  and  conference 
Guild  meetings  on  Evangelism  as  a  part  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ 
program  for  the  year. 

2.  That  each  district  in  our  conference  endeavor  to  have  an  increase 
in  number  of  Guild  units  in  1946  and  that  each  unit  have  an  increase 
in  membership. 

3.  That  each  district  and  local  unit  remember  the  increased  needs 
of  the  present  day  and  help  lift  giving  and  finances  to  the  high  spiritual 
plane  where  they  belong. 

4.  That  we  be  more  diligent  in  sending  subscriptions  to  the  Inter- 
national Journal  of  Religious  Education  through  the  regular  channels. 

5.  That  we  make  an  even  greater  gain  in  Special  Memberships  and 
Week  of  Prayer  observance  in  1946. 

6.  That  we  continue  regular  district  Guild  meetings  for  the  promo- 
tion of  Guild  programs,  plans,  and  the  urgent  need  for  personnel  in 
every  field. 

7.  That  each  local  unit  have  a  co-ordinator,  who  will  thereby 
strengthen  the  relationship  and  understanding  between  the  W.  S.  C.  S. 
and  the  W.  S.  G. 

8.  That  each  district  and  local  unit  stress  the  observance  of  October 
as  Guild  month. 

9.  That  each  unit  continue  to  pay  its  Cultivation  Fund  the  first 
quarter  of  1946. 

10.  That  we  continue  our  interest  in  Scarritt  College  by  our  becoming 
Scarritt  Associate  members.    This  money  is  sent  to  Miss  Woody. 

11.  That  increased  effort  be  made  to  have  Bible  studies  and  Mission 
studies. 

12.  That  more  units  take  advantage  of  the  School  of  Missions,  July 
22-30,  and  the  Guild  Week-end  Conference,  July  27-28,  at  Lake 
Junaluska. 

13.  That  the  executive  committees  of  each  local  unit  make  a  careful 
study  of  the  Guild  Handbook,  conference  recommendations,  and  all 
report  blanks  in  order  that  all  reports  may  be  accurately  and  adequately 
filled  out  and  properly  mailed  to  show  our  measurement  of  progress. 

14.  That  the  Treasurer's  report  be  mailed  so  that  it  will  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  Guild  Treasurer  by  the  20th  of  March,  June,  September 
and  December,  for  each  quarter;  the  books  are  closed  by  this  date.

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constitution  of  the 

woman's  society  of  christian  service 

pn  the  local  church 

Article  I — Name 

There  shall  be  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local 
church,  auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service. 

Article  II — Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  be  to 
unite  all  the  women  of  the  church  in  Christian  living  and  service;  to  help 
develop  and  support  Christian  work  among  women  and  children  around 
the  world;  to  develop  the  spiritual  life;  to  study  the  needs  of  the  world; 
to  take  part  in  such  service  activities  as  will  strengthen  the  local  church, 
improve  civic,  community,  and  world  conditions.  To  this  end  this  or- 
ganization shall  seek  to  enlist  women,  young  people,  and  children  in  this 
Christian  fellowship,  and  to  secure  funds  for  the  activities  in  the  local 
church  and  support  of  the  work  undertaken  at  home  and  abroad  for  the 
establishment  of  a  world  Christian  community. 

Article  III — Membership 

A  woman  may  become  a  member  of  the  society  by  giving  prayer, 
service,  and  an  annual  contribution  of  money  to  the  total  budget  through 
membership  offerings  or  dues,  pledges,  or  gifts.  She  shall  contribute  to, 
educate,  for,  and  promote  the  total  program  of  the  women  of  Methodism. 

Article  IV— Funds 

Section  1.  All  funds  from  whatsoever  source  raised  under  the  aus- 
pices of  this  society  belong  to  this  organization  and  shall  be  disbursed 
only  in  accord  with  its  constitution  and  by  its  order. 

Section  2.  The  total  budget  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  in  the  local  church  shall  be  the  amounts  pledged  for  the  entire 
work  of  the  Woman's  Division,  cultivation  funds,  and  funds  for  com- 
munity service  and  local  church  activities. 

The  funds  to  be  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  shall 
be  remitted  through  the  regular  channels  of  finance  from  the  treasurer 
of  the  society  in  the  local  church  to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer, 
on  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division.  There  shall  be  no  division 
of  funds  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  by  the  treasurer 
in  the  society  in  the  local  church. 

The  funds  for  community  service  and  local  church  activities  shall 
be  administered  by  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the 
local  church. 

Section  3.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  gifts  to  special  missionary 
projects  within  the  appropriations.  Gifts  for  special  missionary  projects 
shall  be  sent  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  in  the  local  church  to  the  Conference  treasurer.  The  total 
amount  of  such  gifts  shall  be  reported  and  transmitted  quarterly  by  the 
Conference  treasurer  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  4.     Thank   offerings,   Christmas  offerings,   and  Lenten   offer- 
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ings  may  be  used  as  methods  of  raising  the  total  budget  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church. 

Section  5.  Each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  make 
an  annual  pledge  to  the  total  budget  adopted  by  the  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  6.  Each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  include 
in  its  budget  a  definite  amount  for  a  cultivation  fund. 

Article   V — Officers   and   Elections 

The  officers  of  the  society  shall  be  a  president,  one  or  more  vice- 
presidents,  a  recording  secretary,  a  corresponding  secretary,  a  treasurer, 
a  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  a  secretary  of  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  a  secretary  of  Student 
Work,  a  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  a 
secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  a  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications, 
a  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  and  such  other  officers  in  charge  of  lines 
of  work  as  may  be  required. 

These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society. 

Article    VI. — Meetings 

The  society  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  a  month  for  the 
transaction  of  its  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work. 

Article   VII — Amendments 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  record- 
ing secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Division. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE 

WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

IN  THE  LOCAL  CHURCH 

Article   I — Meetings 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  one  or  more  regular  meetings  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  during  a  month.  There  shall  be 
an  annual  meeting  for  the  receiving  of  annual  reports  and  the  election 
and  installation  of  officers.  It  shall  be  held  prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year.  Adequate  time  shall  be  given  in  the  meeting  for  education  in  and 
successful  promotion  of  the  vast  interests  committed  to  Methodist 
women.  The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  con- 
secration and  the  consideration  of  the  plans,  programs,  and  financial 
pledges  for  the  year.  Where  expedient,  the  society  may  organize  circles, 
representing  the  entire  program  of  the  society.  Circles,  if  organized, 
shall  meet  once  a  month  as  the  whole  society  for  an  inclusive  presenta- 
tion of  the  plans  and  program  of  the  society.  Membership  in  circles 
shall  be  revolving,  subject  to  entire  change  of  personnel  at  the  time  of 
the  annual  meeting. 

Section  2.  The  order  of  business  shall  include  worship;  reports  of 
general  officers,  of  officers  in  charge  of  the  various  lines  of  work,  and  of 
chairmen  of  standing  committees;   and  a  program  presenting  the  total 
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work  of  the  society  as  provided  by  the  education  and  cultivation  agencies 
of  the  Division. 

Section  3.  A  special  meeting  of  the  society  may  be  called  by  the 
president  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  At  such  spe- 
cial meetings  no  business  shall  be  transacted  except  that  for  which  the 
meeting  is  called. 

Section  4.  The  president  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  to  consider  business  of  importance. 

Article  II — Nominations  and  Elections 

Section  1.  The  society  may  elect,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  from 
three  to  seven  members  who  shall  serve  as  a  nominating  committee  to 
present  nominations  of  all  officers  and  chairmen  of  standing  committees 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Section  2.  Nominations  and  elections  may  be  by  acclamation  or  by 
ballot.  The  consent  of  nominees  shall  be  secured  before  presenting  names. 

Section  3.  A  majority  vote  is  sufficient  for  election.  Those  elected 
shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Section  4.  No  officer  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four 
consecutive  years  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  treasurer. 

Article  III — Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  society 
and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  actively  advance  all  phases 
of  the  work  of  the  society.  She  shall  promote  close  co-operation  between 
the  society  and  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  the  local 
church  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  election  by  the  society  of  two 
representatives  to  membership  on  that  Board.  She  shall  officially  rep- 
resent the  society  at  all  meetings  except  where  delegates  are  elected 
by  the  society.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio  of  all  committees  except 
the  Nominating  Committee  and  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 
She  shall  be  a  member  of  The  Methodist  Church,  thus  qualifying  for 
membership  en  the  Official  Board  and  of  the  Quarterly  Conference. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  interests 
of  the  society  and  in  the  absence  of  the  president  shall  assume  the  duties 
of  that  office.    She  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all 
meetings  of  the  society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  sign, 
with  the  president,  all  official  papers.  She  shall  report  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the  society,  and  in  co-operation 
with  the  Publicity  Committee  see  that  all  meetings  are  properly 
announced.    She  shall  be  custodian  of  all  official  papers  and  records. 

Section  4.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspond- 
ence of  the  societjr.  She  shall  forward  reports  and  information  to  Dis- 
trict and  Conference  secretaries  quarterly  and  annually  as  directed  by 
the  society.  She  shall  send  a  list  of  newly  elected  officers  of  the  society 
to  District  and  Conference  officers  immediately  following  the  election 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society. 

Section  5.  The  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
shall  send  all  funds,  except  those  designated  for  community  service  and 
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local  chu ich  activities,  to  the  Conference  Society  treasurer,  unless  the 
Conference  authorizes  District  treasurers  to  receive  such  funds.  She 
shall  make  itemized  monthly  and  annual  reports  to  the  society  and  pro- 
vide copies  of  all  reports  for  the  corresponding  secretary  for  inclusion 
in  her  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  District  or  Conference  offi- 
cers. She  shall  remit  quarterly  to  the  Conference  treasurer.  She  shall 
send  to  the  Conference  treasurer  an  annual,  itemized  statement  of  all 
missionary  and  local  funds  passed  by  the  Auditing  Committee  of  the 
local  church. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall 
pre  mote  study  courses,  provide  missionary  information,  keep  in  touch 
with  connectional  agencies  and  missionaries  and  deaconesses,  make 
recommendations  for  special  missionary  projects,  and  seek  to  develop 
the  interest  of  the  membership  in  their  support.  She  shall  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  Study  and  Action  Committee,  and  through  this  com- 
mittee she  shall  co-operate  with  the  secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations and  Local  Church  Activities  and  of  Spiritual  Life  in  forming 
the  study  and  action  plans  of  the  society.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Program  Committee.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to  the  society 
and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District 
or  Conference  officers. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  direct  and  promote  the  work  of  the  society  in 
community  service,  guide  a  study  of  community  conditions,  and  plan  and 
supervise  activities  approved  by  the  society  in  accord  with  the  program 
and  studies  undertaken  by  this  Department  of  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  supervise  work  undertaken  by  the  society  such  as  was  formerly 
promoted  by  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  or  by  societies  of  similar  purpose. 
She  shall  encourage  the  membership  to  co-operate  in  and  support  the 
total  program  of  the  local  church  to  the  end  that  the  church  may  achieve 
a  high  degree  of  effective  Christian  influence  and  power.  The  society 
may  appoint  a  committee  or  committees  to  assist  the  secretary  in  de- 
veloping this  work.  The  secretary  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Program 
Committee  and  of  the  Study  and  Action  Committee  of  the  society.  She 
shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly 
and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans 
and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 
The  secretary  of  Student  Work  in  the  church  nearest  the  campus  shall 
wo:- k  in  the  total  program  of  student  religious  life.  She  shall  work  in 
co-operation  with  the  pastor-director  of  Student  Work  or  with  the 
director  of  religious  life  on  the  campus.  She  shall  place  special  emphasis 
on  the  work  of  the  local  Student  Council  Commission  (or  Committees) 
on  the  World  Christian  Community  and  Christian  Social  Action.  Wher- 
ever possible,  she  shall  work  through  membership  on  the  Campus-Church 
Relations  Committee  or  with  similar  advisory  groups.  She  shall  make 
reports  of  the  Student  Work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and 
annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  co-operate  in  the 
total  program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  harmony 
with  the  plans  and  programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  and  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports 
of  the  Youth  Work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual 
reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 
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Section  10.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  co-operate  in 
the  total  program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  harmony 
with  the  plans  and  programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  and  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports 
of  the  Children's  Work  to  the  Society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and 
annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Program  Committee  and  shall  make  a  careful  study  of 
all  literature,  including  the  program  materials  of  the  Woman's  Division 
and  shall  report  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions concerning  their  use  by  the  local  society  and  their  suitability  to  its 
needs.  She  shall  also  be  responsible  for  the  circulation  of  World  Outlook 
and  The  Methodist  Woman  through  the  local  church.  She  shall,  in  co- 
operation with  some  person  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  in  the  local  church,  and  with  the  assistance  of  a  joint 
committee,  make  a  canvas  of  the  entire  membership,  securing  sub- 
scriptions and  renewals.  A  particular  responsibility  shall  be  to  present 
both  of  these  magazines  to  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service.  She  shall  make  reports  of  this  work  to  the  society 
and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District 
or  Conference  officers. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  direct  the  sending 
of  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  The  Methodist  Chureh  recommended 
by  their  district  superintendents  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and 
foreign  fields  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
make  reports  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports 
to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  seek  to  quicken 
the  spiritual  life  of  all  the  women  of  the  church  and  to  increase  their 
sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving.  She  shall  serve 
as  chairman  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  and  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Program  Committee  and  the  Committee  on  Study  and  Action  of  the 
society.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to  the  society  and  shall  send 
quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference 
officers. 

Article  IV — Standing  Committees 

Section  1.  The  society  shall  set  up  such  standing  committees  as  the 
needs  of  the  work  from  time  to  time  shall  require. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general 
officers,  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  the  secretary 
of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  the  president 
and  the  treasurer  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary  of  Student 
Work,  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work, 
the  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  the  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions, the  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  the  chairmen  of  standing  com- 
mittees and  of  circles.  The  committee  shall  meet  once  a  month  prior  to 
the  business  meeting  of  the  society.  It  shall  consider  all  plans  and 
projects  and  submit  its  recommendations  to  the  society  for  action.  Ad 
interim  vacancies  in  offices  or  in  chairmen  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Section  3.  The  Spiritual  Life  Committee  shall  give  particular  at- 
tention to  the  growth  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  members  of  the  society 
and  of  the  church  by  seeking  to  deepen  the  prayer  life  and  to  increase 
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the  sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  Christian  Steward- 
ship. The  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  of  informal 
studies  recommended  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  of 
the  Conference  Society  and  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  4.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  society,  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service, 
of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  of  Literature 
and  publications,  and  of  Spiritual  Life.  Additional  members  may  be 
elected  or  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  if  the  society  so  desires. 

This  committee  shall  plan  and  supervise  the  programs  for  regular 
monthly  and  other  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Study  and  Action,  com- 
posed of  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  of  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  and  of  Spiritual  Life. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  consider  all  plans  and  recom- 
mendations referred  to  it  by  the  Conference  Committee  on  Study  and 
Action  and  to  make  recommendations  concerning  the  use  of  approved 
study  courses,  joint  study  courses,  and  co-operative  courses.  It  may  rec- 
ommend also  informal  studies  in  line  with  major  needs.  This  committee 
shall  develop  a  correlated  program  of  education  and  action  for  the  year 
and  make  recommendations  concerning  the  same  to  the  society  or  to  its 
Executive  Committee. 

Section  6.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  president, 
the  treasurer  who  shall  be  chairman,  and  members  chosen  to  present 
Missionary  Education  and  Service  and  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  consider  the  total 
budget  of  the  society.  This  budget  shall  include  the  amounts  to  be  sent 
to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer,  and  the  amounts  to  be  expended 
locally. 

The  committee  shall  recommend  the  total  budget  to  the  society  for  its 
approval  and  adoption. 

Section  7.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  plan  frequent  surveys 
of  the  women  of  the  community,  in  an  endeavor  to  secure  members  for 
the  church  and  for  the  society.  The  committee  shall  strive  to  establish 
such  relationship  with  new  members  as  will  enlist  their  eager  and  active 
participation  in  the  total  program  of  the  church  and  of  the  society.  The 
committee  shall  make  use  of  opportunities  to  further  the  interests  of 
woman's  work  in  neighboring  churches  where  no  organizations  have 
heretofore  existed. 

Section  8.  The  Fellowship  Committee  shall  promote  the  social  life 
of  the  society  and  the  church  and  help  create  an  atmosphere  of  warmth 
and  friendliness.  The  committee  shall  make  plans  for  social  functions  or 
special  efforts  sponsored  by  the  society  or  requested  by  the  official  board. 

Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the 
status  of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state  and  the 
nation,  and  in  other  lands,  including  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the 
questions  that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  This  com- 
mittee shall  make  recommendations  to  the  society  for  the  promotion  of 
such  lines  of  activity  as  will  improve  woman's  status  and  enable  her  to 
serve  effectively. 
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Section  10.  The  Publicity  and  Printing  Committee  shall  send  to  the 
church  bulletin  and  newspapers  all  notices  and  reports  of  meetings  of 
the  society  and  shall  collect  clippings  and  letters  of  interest  relating  to 
society  meetings,  programs,  and  social  functions.  It  shall  have  charge 
of  printing  and  stationery. 


CONSTITUTION   OF  THE 
DISTRICT  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

Article  I — Name 

There  may  be  a  District  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Woman's   Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  II — Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  District  Society  shall  be  to  unite  all  the  societies 
within  the  District  in  an  earnest  effort  for  the  promotion  of  the  work  of 
the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
Article  III — Membership 

All  members  of  Woman's  Societies  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local 
churches  of  a  District  shall  be  considered  members  of  the  District 
Society. 

Article  IV — District  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  District  Society  shall  be  a  president,  a  secretary 
of  Organization  and  Promotion,  a  recording  .secretary,  and  such  other 
officers  as  will  best  develop  and  promote  the  interests  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  District.  Such  District  officers  as  the 
Conference  Society  may  determine  shall  be  members  of  the  Conference 
Executive  Committee. 

Article  V — Meetings 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  District  Society,  when  re- 
ports shall  be  received  from  the  societies  in  the  District,  officers  elected, 
necessary  business  transacted,  pledges  made  by  the  societies,  and  a 
program  of  inspiration  and  information  given  along  the  lines  of  work  of 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  VI — Amendments 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  record- 
ing secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Division. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE 

DISTRICT   WOMAN'S    SOCIETY    OF    CHRISTIAN    SERVICE 

Article  I — Officers 

Section  1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Dis- 
trict Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  actively  advance  all  the 
interests  of  the  work.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She 
shall  be  a  member  ex  officio  of  all  committees.  She  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  are  usual  to  a  presiding  officer.  She  may  be  a  member 
of  the  conference  executive  board. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  presi- 
dent in  her  absence  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the 
society.  She  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  District  Society  may 
require. 
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Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings 
of  the  District  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  keep 
a  record  of  all  the  District  meetings  in  permanent  form  and  send  a  copy 
of  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  meetings  to  each  officer.  She 
shall  present  all  recommendations  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the 
District  Society  and  notify  all  committees  of  their  appointment. 

Section  4.  The  secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  shall  con- 
duct correspondence  with  the  societies  of  the  District  and  keep  in  close 
touch  with  the  Conference  secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion. 
She  shall  furnish  such  information  to  the  societies  as  is  needed  for  the 
promotion  of  their  work.  She  shall  organize  and  cultivate  new  societies. 
She  shall  make  reports  to  the  District  Society  and  to  the  Conference 
Society,  as  required.  She  shall  present  the  work  at  District  Conference 
and  Institutes  as  called  for  by  the  District  Superintendent.  She  shall 
send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Or- 
ganization and  Promotion  and  copies  of  these  to  the  Conference  presi- 
dent. She  shall  send  a  list  of  District  officers  to  the  Conference  secretary 
of  Organization  and  Promotion.  She  may  be  a  member  of  the  Conference 
executive  board. 

Section  5.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  District  funds  which  may 
be  derived  from  collections  from  District  meetings  and  from  donations 
from  the  Local  Societies.  She  shall  disburse  District  funds  upon  the 
written  order  of  the  District  President  and  the  District  Secretary  of 
Organization  and  Promotion,  and  shall  send  an  itemized  statement  of  all 
finances  to  these  officers.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District 
Society. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall 
be  responsible  for  missionary  education  in  the  District  and  for  the  pro- 
motion of  study  courses  in  the  societies,  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service.  She  shall  se- 
cure the  co-operation  of  the  secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  and  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  in  co-ordinating  the  study 
and  action  plans  for  the  District.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Dis- 
trict Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  Secretary 
of  Missionary  Education  and  Service. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  District, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations and  Local  Church  Activities.  She  shall  guide  the  women  in  the 
studies  and  action  growing  out  of  the  findings  of  the  resource  committees 
of  the  department  in  the  Division.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  Spiritual  Life  and  with  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education 
and  Service  in  the  study  and  action  plans  of  the  District.  She  shall  co- 
operate with  other  organizations  of  the  church  and  with  other  agencies 
working  toward  similar  ends.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District 
Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

Section  8=  The  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  distribution  of  literature  through  the  District.  She 
shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  literature  and  program  materials  of  the 
Woman's  Division  and  report  concerning  its  suitability  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  societies  in  the  District.  She  shall  promote  the  circulation  and  use 
of  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook  throughout  the  District. 
She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District   Society,   and   quarterly   and 
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annually  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  promote 
the  work  of  the  Guild  in  the  District  under  the  leadership  of  the  Con- 
ference Secretary,  and  assist  in  the  organization  of  new  units.  She  shall 
become  familiar  with  the  work  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  and 
of  the  Woman's  Division,  attend  the  meetings  of  the  District  Society 
and  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Guild.  She  shall  receive  reports 
from  the  local  Guilds  and  report  annually  and  semi-annually  to  the 
Conference  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  Student  "Work  shall  promote  the  plans 
and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division,  under  the  leadership 
of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Student  Work.  She  shall  report  annually 
to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference 
secretary  of  Student  Work. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  promote  the  work 
according  to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Youth  Work.  She 
shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually 
to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Youth  Work. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  promote  the 
work  according  to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's 
Division,  under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Children's 
Work.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly 
and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  endeavor  to  quicken 
the  spiritual  life  of  Methodist  women  and  shall  seek  to  permeate  the 
church  with  spiritual  power  which  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration 
and  more  effective  Christian  service.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  sec- 
retaries of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  and  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  in  co-ordinating  the  study  and 
action  plans  of  the  District.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District 
Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary  of 
Spiritual  Life. 

Section  14.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  be  responsible  for 
promoting  interest  in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies  to  institutions  in 
home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  promote  interest  in  sending  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of 
The  Methodist  Church,  cleared  through  the  Committee  on  Supply  Work 
of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District 
Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary  of 
Supply  Work. 

Article  II — Elections 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  District 
shall  be  elected  as  District  officers.  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
the  annual  meeting. 

Section  2.     At  the  annual  meeting  preceding  the  Assembly,  a  dele-

Each  District  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  District  cultivation  ancf  eW- 
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Article  IV — Standing  Committees 

Section  1.  The  District  Society  shall  provide  such  Standing  Com- 
mittees as  the  needs  may  require,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Conference 

Society. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  District  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  officers  of  the  District  and  chairmen  of  such  standing 
committees  as  may  be  set  up.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  prior 
to  the  meeting  of  the  District  Society,  shall  consider  the  advance  plans 
projected  by  the  Conference  Society  and  make  recommendations  to  the 
District  Society  for  carrying  forward  these  plans.  Vacancies  in  offices 
of  the  Society  or  chairmen  of  committees  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Article  V — By-Laws 

The  District  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  needs  of  the  Dis- 
trict require,  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  constitution  and 
by-laws  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 


CONSTITUTION   OF  THE 
CONFERENCE  WOMAN'S   SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN   SERVICE 

Article  I — Name 

In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  auxiliary  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Woman's  Society  and  to  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Article   II— Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
shall  be  to  plan  and  direct  the  work  of  the  society  within  the  Conference 
in  accordance  with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service. 

Article   III — Membership    and   Officers 

The  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each 
local  society;  one  delegate  from  each  church  in  which  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  is  organized;  the  District  Presidents;  the  District  Secre- 
taries of  Organization  and  Promotion;  all  chairmen  of  Conference  stand- 
ing committees;  any  officers  or  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  or  of 
the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Conference,  and  the  following  Conference  officers :  a  president,  a  vice- 
president,  a  recording  secretary,  a  secretary  of  Organization  and  Pro- 
motion, a  treasurer,  a  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  a  secretary 
of  Student  Work,  a  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  a  secretary  of  Children's 
Work,  a  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  a  secretary  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  a  secretary  of 
Literature  and  Publications,  a  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  a  secretary 
of  Spiritual  Life,  a  secretary  of  Status  of  Women,  a  secretary  of  Mis- 
sionary Personnel,  the  editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Advocate;  and  such  other  secretaries  of  lines  of  work  as  may 
be  required.

Article  IV — -Annual  Meeting 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  when 
reports  shall  be  received  from  the  Conference  officers  and  from  the  Dis- 
tricts. Officers  shall  be  elected,  the  necessary  business  transacted,  and 
pledges  made  for  the  year.  There  shall  be  a  program  of  inspiration  and 
information  in  harmony  with  the  plans  and  projects  of  the  Jurisdiction 
Woman's  Society  and  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  V — Elections 

Section  1.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  according  to  instructions  in  the 
Discipline,  shall  elect  the  women  for  Conference  representatives  to  the 
Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  of  Christian   Service. 

Section  2.  Three  women  shall  be  nominated  for  membership  on  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  Two  alternates  shall  be 
nominated  to  provide  for  any  vacancies  among  the  regular  nominees. 

Section  3.  At  the  annual  meeting  preceding  the  Assembly,  delegates 
shall  be  elected  in  accordance  with  stated  membership. 

Article  VI — Amendments 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  record- 
ing secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Division. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE 
CONFERENCE  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN   SERVICE 

Article  I — Officers 

Section  1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Con- 
ference Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  She  shall  actively  advance  all  the  interests  of  the  work. 
She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex 
officio  of  all  committees.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Jurisdiction 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  of  the  Conference  Board 
and  of  such  other  co-operative  boards  and  committees  as  the  Discipline 
may  provide. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  presi- 
dent in  her  absence  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the 
society.  She  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Conference  Society 
may  require. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings 
of  the  Conference  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall 
keep  a  permanent  record  of  all  proceedings  and  send  a  copy  of  the  min- 
utes of  the  Executive  Committee  to  each  officer.  She  shall  present  all 
recommendations  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the  Conference  Society 
and  notify  all  committees  of  their  appointment.  She  shall  prepare  and 
issue  the  annual  report  of  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  4.  The  secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  shall  con- 
duct the  correspondence  of  the  society.    She  shall  supply  the  societies 
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with  information  concerning  the  work.  In  co-operation  with  the  District 
secretaries,  she  shall  seek  to  organize  societies  in  every  church  in  the 
Conference.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  Immediately  after 
the  election  of  Conference  Society  officers,  she  shall  send  a  list  of  the 
officers  to  the  secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  of  the  Juris- 
diction and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the 
Joint  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and 
quarterly  and  annually  to  the  secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  of 
the  Jurisdiction  Society  and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Woman's 
Section  of  the  Joint  Division. 

Section  5.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  Woman's  Division  funds 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  quar- 
terly from  the  treasurer  of  the  local  society.  She  shall  remit  such  funds 
without  division  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society. 
She  shall  disburse  funds  upon  the  written  order  of  the  Conference  presi- 
dent and  secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion,  and  shall  send  an 
itemized  statement  of  all  finances  to  these  officers.  Her  books  shall  be 
submitted  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall  be  bonded  in  such  sum  and 
upon  such  conditions  as  the  Woman's  Division  may  determine. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall 
be  responsible  for  missionary  education  in  the  Conference  and  for  the 
promotion  of  study  courses  in  the  societies.  She  shall  provide  missionary 
information,  recommend  missionary  projects,  and  develop  interest  in 
their  support.  She  shall  recommend  to  the  Conference  Society  the  study 
courses  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She 
shall  assist  in  planning  and  promoting  missionary  itineraries,  missionary 
conferences  and  schools  of  missions,  and  educational  conferences  and 
seminars  sponsored  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  serve  as  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Study  and  Action  and  through  this  committee 
co-operate  with  the  secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  and  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  study 
and  action  plans  for  the  Conference.  She  shall  co-operate  also  with  the 
Conference  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  its  program  of 
missionary  education  and  with  interdenominational  agencies  engaged  in 
missionary  education.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference 
Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of 
Missionary  Education  and  Service,  and  to  the  secretary  of  Missionary 
Education  of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the  Joint  Division.  Where  ad- 
visable, this  work  may  be  promoted  by  two  secretaries,  one  in  charge  of 
missionary  education  and  one  in  charge  of  special  missionary  projects. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  Conference 
through  District  and  local  society  officers  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities.  She  shall  guide  the  women  in  the  studies 
and  action  growing  out  of  the  findings  of  the  resource  committees  of 
the  Department  in  the  Division.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  secretaries 
of  Spiritual  Life  and  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  in  the  study 
and  action  plans  of  the  Conference.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
Conference  Standing  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities.  She  shall  co-operate  with  other  organizations  of  the 
church  and  with  other  agencies  working  toward  similar  ends.  She  shall 
report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually 
to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Department. 
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Section  8.  The  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  serve 
as  chairman  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee.  She  shall  promote  the 
work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  within  the  Conference,  shall  assist 
in  the  organization  of  new  units,  shall  receive  semi-annual  reports  from 
the  District  Guild  secretaries,  and  shall  report  semi-annually  to  the  Con- 
ference, Jurisdiction,  and  Division  Standing  Committees  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild.  She  shall  familiarize  herself  with  the  work  of  the  Wes- 
leyan Service  Guild  and  with  the  entire  program  of  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  attend,  as  far  as  possible,  District  and 
Conference  meetings  of  the  Guild,  represent  the  Guild,  and  present  its 
interests  at  the  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans 
and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report  an- 
nually to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually 
to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Student  Work  and  to  the  secretary  of 
Student  Work  of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the  Joint  Division. 

She  shall  work  also  in  co-operation  with  the  State  (or  similar  region) 
Student  Council  of  the  Methodist  Student  Movement,  with  the  state 
director  and  student  chairmen  of  the  World  Christian  Community  and 
Christian  Social  Action  Committees,  and  wherever  possible  with  the 
inter-Conference  Commission  on  Student  Work. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  promote  the  work 
according  to  the  plans  and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Youth  Work  and  to  the  Division 
secretary. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  promote  the 
work  according  to  the  plans  and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's 
Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quar- 
terly and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Children's  Work  and 
to  the  Division  secretary. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  distribution  of  literature  throughout  the  Conference 
and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  news  through  the  church  and 
secular  press.  She  shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  the  literature  of 
the  Woman's  Division,  including  the  program  materials,  and  report 
concerning  its  suitability  to  meet  Conference  needs.  She  shall  promote 
the  circulation  of  The  Methodist  Woman  throughout  the  Conference,  and 
in  co-operation  with  the  other  responsible  agencies  of  the  church  she 
shall  promote  the  circulation  of  World  Outlook  throughout  the  Confer- 
ence. She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly 
and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  be  responsible  for 
promoting  interest  in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies  to  the  ministers  of 
The  Methodist  Church  recommended  by  their  district  superintendents 
and  cleared  through  the  Committee  on  Supply  Work  of  the  Woman's 
Division.  She  shall  promote  interest  in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies 
to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference 
Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of 
Supply  Work. 

Section  14.     The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  endeavor  to  quicken 
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the  spiritual  life  of  Methodist  women.  Working  through  the  Standing 
Committee,  she  shall  seek  to  permeate  the  church  with  spiritual  power 
which  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  more  effective  Christian 
service.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Study  and 
Action.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quar- 
terly and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life. 

Section  15.  The  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Advocate  shall  gather  materials  of  information  and  inspiration 
concerning  Woman's  work  and  edit  same  for  the  Woman's  page  in  the 
Advocate. 

Article  II — Elections 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Confer- 
ence shall  be  elected  as  Conference  officers.  Conference  officers  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  society.  The  elections  shall 
take  place  biennially,  with  Group  I  elected  in  1946  and  Group  II  elected 
in  1948.    The  grouping  shall  be  as  follows :

The  term  of  each  officer  shall  be  for  four  years,  and  no  person  shall 
be  elected  to  the  same  office  for  more  than  two  consecutive  terms,  except 
the  Treasurer  and  the  Editor  of  Woman's  Page  in  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Advocate,  and  provided  one  year  or  less  of  service  of  an 
unexpired  term  shall  not  be  counted. 

Section  2.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Con- 
ference Society  shall  elect  from  three  to  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Society,  three  of  whom  shall  be  officers  of  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  3.  Vacancies  occurring  in  Conference  offices  between  Annual 
Meetings  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Administrative  Committee 
until  the  next  Annual  Meeting. 

Article  III — Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Society  shall 
be  composed  of  the  Officers,  District  Presidents,  District  Secretaries  of 
Organization  and  Promotion,  and  Chairmen  of  Standing  Committees. 
The  District  President  and  the  Chairmen  of  Standing  Committees  are 
members  without  vote.  A  majority  of  the  voting  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  from  its  mem- 
bership an  Administrative  Committee  of  seven  who  shall  transact 
necessary  business  in  the  interim  between  meetings  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 
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Section  3.  The  President,  at  her  discretion,  shall  call  a  mid-year 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  review  the  work  of  the  year,  to 
plan  for  the  Annual  Meeting  and  to  attend  to  any  other  necessary 
business. 

Article  IV — Funds 

Section  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  make  an  annual  pledge  to 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian   Service. 

Section  2.  All  undirected  missionary  gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the 
office  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  on  the  basis  agreed  upon 
by  the  Division.  There  shall  be  no  division  of  missionary  funds  by  the 
Conference  treasurer. 

Section  3.  Gifts  for  special  missionary  projects,  clearly  specified, 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Conference  treasurer,  who  shall  transmit  them  to 
the  treasurer   of  the   Woman's   Division. 

Section  4.  Funds  contributed  for  Special  Memberships  and  Memo- 
rials are  a  part  of  regular  pledges  or  apportionments  and  may  not  be 
directed  by  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  5.  Each  Conference  Society  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  Confer- 
ence cultivation  and  expenses  and  for  such  Jurisdiction  cultivation  and 
expenses  as  are  not  provided  for  by  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  6.  The  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-denial  Offering  shall  be 
applied  to  the  objects  designated  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  7.  A  definite  amount  shall  be  stated  in  all  study  grants. 
The  Scarritt  Study  Grant  shall  be  given  preferably  to  a  Western  North 
Carolina  Conference  resident. 

Article  V — Standing  Committees 

Section  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  provide  such  standing  com- 
mittees as  the  needs  may  require. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life 
whose  endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  Methodist 
women  by  helping  them  to  deepen  their  prayer  life  and  to  increase  their 
sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving.  The  committee 
shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movements  of  the  times  and  by 
prayerful  research  develop  a  clearer  appreciation  of  the  meaning  of 
Christian  living;  it  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship,  informal 
studies,  and  the  use  of  the  Bible  and  other  devotional  materials.  The 
committee  shall  devise  definite  means  for  permeating  the  local  church 
with  a  spiritual  power  that  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  to 
more  active  service. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  which  may  include  District  sec- 
retaries of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  or 
other  specially  trained  leaders  in  the  field  of  social  action,  including 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members.  This  committee  shall  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  Conference  Society  concerning  the  work  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  in  accord  with  the  lines 
of  work  outlined  by  the  Division  and  Jurisdiction. 

Section  4.     There    shall    be    a    Standing    Committee    on    Study    and 
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Action,  composed  of  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Serv- 
ice, of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  of 
Spiritual  Life  and  a  representative  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  This 
committee  may  co-opt  such  other  members  as  may  be  needed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  consider  all  plans  and 
recommendations  referred  to  the  Conference  by  the  Jurisdiction  Com- 
mittee on  Summer  Schools  and  Conferences;  to  make  recommendations 
concerning  the  use  of  approved  study  courses,  joint  study  courses,  and 
co-operative  courses.  It  may  recommend  also  informal  studies  in  line 
with  major  needs.  This  committee  shall  develop  a  correlated  program 
of  education  and  action  for  the  year  and  make  recommendations  con- 
cerning* the  same  to  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Finance.  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Conference,  as 
chairman,  the  secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion,  and  the  treas- 
urers of  the  District  Society,  where  there  are  such  officers,  and  a  limited 
number  of  other  women  appointed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Con- 
ference Society. 

This  committee  shall  meet  at  least  semi-annually,  and  on  call  of  the 
chairman. 

It  shall  study  the  strength  of  the  society  in  the  local  churches  and 
the  pledges  made;  become  informed  of  conference  income  and  disburse- 
ments, local  financial  possibilities  and  problems;  and  assist  by  counsel 
in  the  forming  of  the  Conference  pledge  and  budget. 

Section  6.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Status  of 
Women.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the  status  of 
women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation,  and  in 
other  lands.  This  study  shall  include  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and 
the  questions  that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  The 
committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Society  for 
the  promotion  of  such  lines  of  activities  as  will  improve  her  status  and 
enable  her  to  serve  effectively. 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel, composed  of  the  Conference  chairman  of  Missionary  Personnel, 
the  Conference  president,  the  secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion 
of  the  Conference,  the  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary 
of  Student  Work,  and  the  women  members  of  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension 
and  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division 
residing  within  the  Conference.  Others  with  experience  in  personnel 
work  may  be  co-opted. 

This  committee  shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the  Committee  on 
Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division.  It  shall  search  for  con- 
secrated young  women  of  training  and  experience  who  may  be  available 
for  Christian  service;  it  shall  interpret  the  standards  for  candidates 
and  the  types  of  service  needed;  it  shall  explain  to  prospective  candi- 
dates the  procedure  in  making  application  to  the  Board;  it  shall  recom- 
mend to  the  personnel  secretary  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary 
Personnel  of  the  Board  the  names  of  such  persons  who  in  the  judgment 
of  the  committee  shall  be  considered  as  prospective  candidates;  it  shall 
co-operate  in  making  plans  for  visitation  within  the  Conference  in  the 
interest  of  personnel  work.    The  committee  shall  send  an  annual  report 
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of    its    activities    to    the    chairman    of   the    Committee    on    Missionary 
Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  8.  Research  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  Research  Com- 
mittee of  three  members.  The  duty  of  this  Committee  shall  be  to  search 
for  specially  qualified  women  in  the  Conference  who  may  serve  as  offi- 
cers. It  shall  study  the  qualifications  and  suitability  of  such  women  for 
special  places  of  service  and  submit  a  report  of  its  findings  when  called 
for  by  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  9.  By-laws  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  By-laws  Commit- 
tee composed  of  the  President,  Conference  Secretary  of  Organization 
and  Promotion,  and  three  others  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  10.  Program  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  Program  Com- 
mittee appointed  each  year  by  the  Executive  Committee.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  this  Committee  to  plan  the  program  for  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Section  11.  Rural  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  Rural  Committee 
composed  of  three  Conference  Officers  and  a  District  Secretary  of 
Organization  and  Promotion  in  whose  District  the  Rural  worker  is  em- 
ployed. This  Committee  shall  plan  and  keep  in  close  touch  with  the 
work  being  done  by  the  Rural  Worker. 

Article  VI — By-Laws 

The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  needs  of  the 
Conference  require,  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Article   VII — Miscellaneous 

Section  1.  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting  as  issued 
each  year  shall  be  sent  to  all  the  Methodist  Institutions  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

Section  2.  All  motions,  resolutions,  recommendations  and  reports 
to  be  included  in  the  Report  of  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  presented 
to  the  President  and  the  Recording  Secretary  in  writing.

TUESDAY  AFTERNOON,  MARCH  4,  1947 

The  Seventh  Session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  con- 
vened in  West  Market  Street  Methodist  Church,  Greensboro,  N.  C, 
Tuesday  afternoon,  March  4,  1947  at  2:30  o'clock.  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver, 
Conference  President,  presided.  After  the  singing  of  the  Conference 
hymn  (No.  482),  "Heralds  of  Christ,"  Mrs.  G.  I.  Humphreys,  president 
of  the  Greensboro  District,  led  the  opening  worship.  She  read  II  Corin- 
thians 5:20,  "Now  then  we  are  ambassadors  for  Christ."  She  stressed 
that  wherever  we  are  we  must  remember  that  we  are  ambassadors  of 
Christ.  The  High  Point  College  quartet  sang  "Holy,  Holy,  Holy,"  and 
"The  Lord's  Prayer." 

First  Time  Delegates:  Upon  Count  it  was  revealed  that  132  of  the 
delegates  were  attending  the  conference  as  delegates  for  the  first  time, 
and  that  66  of  the  delegates  were  under  35  years  of  age. 

Introductions:  Mis.  Weaver  introduced  Dr.  and  Mrs.  E.  H.  Nease, 
pastor  of  the  hostess  church  and  his  wife.  Dr.  Nease  spoke  words  of 
welcome  to  the  delegates.  Miss  Ola  Callahan,  a  missionary  from  Mexico, 
Miss  Lorena  Kelly  a  missionary  irom  Alrica,  Miss  Lelia  Tuttle  and  Miss 
Nina  Troy,  Missionaries  Emeiicus  liom  Lhina,  anj  Mrs.  W.  M.  Alex- 
ander, Chairman  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  ot  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service  were  presented  to  the  conference.  Mrs. 
Frank  Little,  president  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of 
the  West  Market  Street  Church  was  introduced  and  she  brought  a  mes- 
sage of  welcome  from  all  the  churches  of  Greensboro.  Mrs.  Ira  C.  Shel- 
ley, Promotion  Secretary  of  the  Greensboro  District,  spoke  words  of 
welcome  for  the  District,  and  announced  open  house  at  Bennett  College 
for  the  afternoon;  Mrs.  W.  C.  Boren,  circle  chairman  at  West  Market 
Street  Church  welcomed  the  group  also.  Mrs.  Weaver  graciously  re- 
sponded to  all  these  expressions  of  welcome. 

Prevailing  Motions:  The  Recording  Secretary  read  the  prevailing  mo- 
tions of  the  Ad  Interim  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  which 
were  adopted  as  follows:

These 
to  be  ordered  and  distributed  to  the  new  societies  by  the  District  Pro- 
motion Secretaries.

1.  That  five  workshops  be  had  on  the  subject  of  the  Christian  and 
beverage  alcohol,  between  the  21st  and  30th  of  April;  and  that  the  Con- 
ference furnish  the  expenses  necessary  to  carry  out  the  program  in  con- 
formity with   the  recommendations   made   by  the   Jurisdiction    Seminar.

WEDNESDAY  EVENING 

The  Conference  opened  with  the  singing  of  Hymn  179,  "Spirit  of  God 
Descend  Upon  My  Heart."

Leadership  Training  School:  Mrs.  Weaver  announced  that  the  Lead- 
ership Training  School  for  Christian  Workers  of  the  C.M.E.  Church,  is 
to  be  held  at  the  Hanes  Institutional  Church,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C, 
June  30  to  July  5,  1947.  She  urged  the  sending  of  Negro  workers  to 
this    school. 

Offering  for  the  Janitor:  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne  asked  that  the  pages  pass 
the  collection  plates  for  an  offering  for  the  overtime  work  the  Con- 
ference had  occasioned  the  janitor.    The  offering  amounted  to  $54.63. 

Announcements:    Necessary  announcements  were  made. 

Missionaries:  Miss  Ola  Callahan,  missionary  on  furlough  from  Mex- 
ico, came  to  the  platform  to  make  her  last  address  to  the  Conference. 
She  spoke  especially  of  the  work  among  our  young  people  in  Mexico 
and  stressed  the  urgency  of  doing  something  in  Mexico  at  the  present 
time.  Miss  Lorena  Kelly,  missionary  on  furlough  from  Africa,  also  de- 
livered her  last  address  to  the  Conference.  In  this  address  she  stressed 
the  eagerness  of  the  African  to  learn  about  Christ  and  the  effect  that 
Christ  has  on  the  character  of  the  African  who  accepts  him.  .

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tions    Committee   expressing   our   highest   appreciation   to    all   who   had 
made  the  Conference  a  success.

Special  Music:  A  sextette  of  Greensboro  College  girls  beautifully 
rendered  "For  God  So  Loved  the  World." 

Noontide  Devotion:  Mrs.  W.  M.  Alexander  based  her  meditation  on 
Paul's  challenge,  "Examine  yourselves  whether  you  are  in  the  faith." 
After  stressing  the  essentialness  placed  by  the  Master  on  His  disciples 
being  "in  the  faith,"  she  outlined  what  was  involved  in  being  "in  the 
faith."  She  declared  it  involved  drinking  the  cup  of  self-denial,  and  the 
cup  of  forgiveness.  She  raised  the  question  "Are  ye  able  to  drink  of 
the  cup?"  As  the  climax  of  her  message  shehad  Miss  Lorena  Kelly  to 

sing  the  first  and  last  stanzas  of  Marlatt'shymn,  "Are  Ye  Able,"  and 
brought  the  Conference  to  a  close  confidently        affirming  the  chorus  of 

the  hymn: 

"Lord,  we  are  able."

PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 


Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver 

On  this  occasion  we  meet  with  grateful  hearts  for  the 
share  the  women  of  our  Church  have  had  in  carrying  forward 
the  redemptive  mission  of  Jesus  Christ,  not  only  in  America, 
but  in  lands  across  the  seas  wherever  our  Church  is  at  wTork. 

The  reports  of  the  year's  work  which  our  Officers  will  pre- 
sent at  this  meeting  will  bring  gratitude  to  your  hearts.  The  in- 
crease in  New  Societies  and  Members,  the  upward  trend  in  our 
Offerings,  the  measure  of  success  attending  the  work  at  home 
and  abroad  are  evidences  of  progress  for  which  ''we  thank 
God  and  take  courage."  The  success  which  has  been  ours  dur- 
ing the  past  year  could  not  have  been  possible  had  it  not  been 
for  the  faithful  and  efficient  service  of  our  Officers,  in  the 

Conference,  in  the  Districts,  and  in  the  local  Societies.  I  wish 
here  and  now  to  express  my  thanks  and  deepest  appreciation 
to  them  for  their  splendid  service,  and  to  congratulate  them 
on  the  success  they  have  achieved.  And  yet  back  of  each  of 
them  I  can  see  in  the  seven  hundred  Societies,  groups  of  de- 
voted and  faithful  women  who  have  worked,  and  prayed,  and 
sacrificed,  that  their  plans  might  be  successfully  carried  out. 
I  doubt  if  any  organization  in  the  Church  has  so  many  hours 
of  loyal  service  given  to  it  each  year  as  does  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  We  would  commission  you  this 
morning  to  bear  a  message  of  gratitude  to  every  member  of 
your  Society.  Tell  them  of  the  thankfulness  in  our  hearts  for 
the  record  they  have  made.  Tell  them  of  the  magnitude  of 
the  ministries  they  have  made  possible  to  a  world  torn  by  . 
war  and  saddened  by  the  sins  of  mankind.  Tell  them  also  that 
we  shall  be  counting  on  them  as  we  make  plans  at  this  meet- 
ing to  enter  into  an  even  larger  field  of  service  for  this  new 
year. 

The  Christian  Home  and  the  Christian  Family 

In  our  plans  for  the  new  year,  may  I  speak  first  of  the 
Christian  Home  and  the  Christian  Family.  America  is  in  the 
midst  of  the  greatest  divorce  movement  of  human  history. 
Last  year  between  350, CHO  and  400,000  divorces  were  granted 
by  American  courts.    The  wreckage  of  this   God-established 
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family  life  may  prove  to  be  more  disastrous  than  all  the 
physical  havoc  and  wreckage  and  death  caused  by  the  war. 
What  is  the  result  of  this  degradation  of  the  home?  Today 
there  are  more  delinquent  children  than  ever  before  in  the 
history  of  this  nation  and  the  human  race.  The  training 
schools  and  jails  and  reformatories  and  penitentiaries  are 
filled  with  boys  and  girls.  The  average  age  of  the  inmates  of 
our  penal  institutions  is  less  than  twenty-three  years.  It  is  the 
distressing  cry  from  broken  and  wrecked  homes  that  is  reach- 
ing our  ears  today  and  which  we  must  seek  to  answer.  The 
lightness  with  which  marriage  vows  are  assumed,  the  fre- 
quency of  their  dissolution,  the  indifference  and  disrespect 
shown  toward  family  relationships  are  evils  threatening  all 
that  is  holiest  and  best  in  life.  Some  are  inclined  to  believe 
that  this  situation  has  come  about  as  result  of  the  war.  I 
grant  that  many  homes  have  been  dissolved  as  a  result  of  war 
conditions,  but  by  no  means  can  we  place  all  the  blame  there. 
Better  home  life  is  a  crying  need  today !  Have  you  ever  talked 
to  our  school  teachers  who  work  with  children  from  broken 
homes?  They  have  a  tragic  story  they  could  tell.  As  hard  as 
it  is  to  find  building  material  today,  it  is  easier  to  build  houses 
than  to  build  homes.  It  is  an  easier  task  to  find  brick  and 
lumber  for  the  erection  of  a  house  than  it  is  to  create  high 
ideals  and  standards  of  purity  and  virtue  without  which 
Christian  homes  and  a  Christian  civilization  cannot  be  main- 
tained. This  more  difficult  task  is  ours.  We  cannot  evade  it. 
We  must  face  it  with  all  the  earnestness  that  the  seriousness 
of  the  situation  demands. 

In  the  face  of  these  distressing  facts,  we  thank  God  that 
there  are  still  millions  of  real  homes  in  America.  Homes 
where  God  is  honored,  where  members  are  respected  and 
loved,  and  where  the  children  are  taught  the  Christian  prin- 
ciples of  life  at  its  best.  But  the  trouble  is  that  such  homes  are 
too  few.  The  call  comes  to  us  today  to  give  our  best  endeavor 
to  create  high  Christian  ideals  for  our  homes.  NOW  IS  THE 
TIME  to  give  our  best  efforts  to  this  task. 

New  Organizations  and  Members 

While  we  rejoice  over  the  splendid  achievements  of  the 
past  year,  we  must  not  forget  the  fact  that  there  are  numbers 
of  Churches  in  our  Conference  where  there  is  no  organized 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  It  is  not  ours  to  assess 
the  blame,  but  we  must  feel  our  responsibility  in  this  matter. 
Here  our  District  Organization  must  assume  its  responsibility. 
There  ought  to  be  no  Church — certainly  no  charge,  in  which 
the   women   are   not   organized.     Think   of   the   hundreds   of 
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women  in  our  Conference  who  are  not  enlisted  in  this  great 
work.  A  part  of  "Our  Purpose"  is  "to  unite  all  the  women  of 
the  Church  in  Christian  living  and  service;  to  help  develop 
and  support  Christian  work  among  women  and  children 
around  the  world;  to  develop  the  spiritual  life;  and  to  study 
the  needs  of  the  world."  Now,  if  we  are  not  studying  the 
needs  of  the  world,  the  purpose  for  which  we  are  organized  is 
not  being  reached.  If  we,  the  members  know  the  conditions 
and  needs  of  the  world,  we  are  still  failing  until  we  tell  them 
to  the  women  of  our  Church  who  are  not  members.  Those  of 
us  who  are  members  cannot  do  all  the  work  that  needs  to  be 
done,  and  had  you  thought  of  it?  We  are  selfish  to  withhold 
the  knowledge  and  opportunity  from  all  who  may  be  enlisted. 
Each  of  you  can  be  a  leaven  in  your  own  Society  and  Com- 
munity to  spread  the  knowledge  and  needs  of  the  world.  Now 
is  the  time. 

Bethlehem  Center  Building  Fund 

For  the  last  two  years  we  have  been  giving  an  extra  offer- 
ing for  a  new  building  at  our  Bethlehem  Center  in  Winston- 
Salem,  N.  C.  We  set  as  our  goal,  $30,000.00  to  be  raised  in 
three  years.  The  first  year,  by  including  a  gift  from  the  Wom- 
an's Division  of  Christian  Service,  we  were  able  to  nay  one- 
third  of  this  amount.  During  the  past  year,  by  having  some 
extra  funds  given,  we  were  again  able  to  reach  our  goal  for 
which  we  are  most  thankful.  Won't  you  please  take  this  mes- 
sage back  to  your  Societies  and  ask  those  who  gave  an  extra 
offering  last  year,  to  please  increase  it  this  year.  Many  Socie- 
ties did  not  even  make  a  contribution  to  this  worthy  cause. 
Let  us  try  to  have  1009c  in  gifts  this  year.  If  you  could  only 
visit  this  Center,  see  the  work  that  is  being  done  there,  and 
the  crowded  conditions  under  which  our  workers  are  carrying 
on  their  work,  I'm  sure  you  would  want  to  have  a  large  share 
in  this  worthy  enterprise. 

School  of  Missions  % 

On  January  15,  a  group  of  Conference  Officers  represent- 
ing the  North  Carolina  and  Western  North  Carolina  Confer- 
ences met  in  this  Church  to  make  plans  for  a  School  of  Mis- 
sions for  our  two  Conferences.  These  plans  will  be  brought 
before  you  at  this  meeting.  We  feel  that  this  new  adventure 
will  be  a  wonderful  opportunity  for  the  women  in  the  Districts 
and  Local  Societies  to  become  better  informed  as  to  their 
duties  as  officers,  thereby  rendering  a  greater  service  in  their 
departments  of  work.  I  trust  that  each  Society  will  enter 
whole-heartedly  into  this  new  and  challenging  adventure. 
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Alcohol  Education 

On  January  21,  certain  Officers  and  Workers  in  our  Con- 
ference met  at  Centenary  Church,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  to 
make  plans  for  the  holding  of  Workshops  throughout  our 
Conference  on  Alcohol  Education.  We  want  to  urge  each  one 
of  you  to  take  advantage  of  these  Workshops  in  order  that 
you  may  be  better  prepared  to  combat  this  evil  which  is  ever 
before  us.  The  Christian  Church  must  be  committed  to  all  that 
makes  for  "the  more  abundant  life,"  but  equally  against  all 
that  injures,  or  destroys  human  life.  Next  to  war,  the  liquor 
traffic  is  "public  enemy  number  one,"  and  it  stands  in  that 
relation  as  foe  to  the  missionary  enterprize. 

Goals  for  1947 

On  pages  sixteen  and  seventeen  of  the  November  issue  of 
the  Methodist  Woman  you  will  find  our  '"Goals  for  1947." 
Please  study  them  carefully  and  try  to  reach  all  twelve  of  them 
during  this  year.  One  of  the  new  duties  of  the  Promotion  Sec- 
retary in  the  local  Society  is — "she  shall  report  to  the  Society 
at  least  quarterly  on  the  attainment  of  the  goals  set  by  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service."  The  title  for  the 
goal  chart  for  1947  is  "Thy  Kingdom  Come."  If  God's  King- 
dom is  to  come  in  our  lives,  we  must  give  of  our  best  in  every 
area  of  life,  and  it  will  come  only  as  we  match  our  prayers 
with  our  living. 

Object  of  Prayer 

One  definite  object  of  prayer  for  this  year  is  for  the  young 
people  of  our  Church  and  community.  May  we  pray  very 
earnestly  that  the  young  people  of  our  Conference  will  give 
their  lives  for  the  Master's  service,  and  begin  at  once  to  train 
themselves  for  it.  That  they  may  turn  from  lives  of  leisure, 
or  even  good  things,  to  do  the  very  best,  greatest  things  that 
count,  to  consecrate  their  ability  as  teachers  in  mission  schools, 
as  missionaries,  or  deaconesses,  or  nurses  in  mission  hospitals, 
or  general  Church  leaders.  It  is  not  too  much  to  ask.  God 
honored  us  last  year  by  calling  three  of  our  splendid  young 
women  into  His  service,  two  as  deaconesses  to  work  here  in 
the  homeland,  and  one  as  a  missionary  to  China. 

You  will  be  interested  to  know  I  am  sure,  that  at  this  time 
we  have  seven  young  women  at  Pfeiffer  College,  one  at  Paine 
College,  and  five  at  Scarritt  College,  all  preparing  for  some 
form  of  definite  Christian  Service,  and  for  these  we  thank 
God.  Yet  there  are  many  young  men  and  women  whose  names 
are  on  our  Church  registers  who  have  not  yet  caught  the 
vision  of  the  great  need  in  the  World  today,  nor  heard  the 
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voice  saying,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel 
to  every  creature."  Let  us  help  them  to  see  that  because  of 
their  training,  their  experience,  and  their  Christian  faith,  they 
have  something  worthwhile  to  contribute  to  a  world  in  need. 
Why  should  it  be  thought  a  stupendous  thing  for  a  strong, 
well  educated  Christian  young  man  or  woman  to  offer  his  or 
her  life  in  a  definite  way  to  the  Master's  service,  when  many 
of  them  full  of  the  love  of  life  and  the  joy  of  living  poured 
out  their  life-blood  on  the  altar  of  their  country?  As  great  as 
was  the  call  of  our  country,  there  is  a  greater  call. 

Stewardship 

In  the  Crusade  for  Christ  program,  this  year  is  Steward- 
ship year  in  our  Methodist  Church.  This  means  stewardship 
of  all  of  life,  the  giving  of  our  time,  our  talents,  our  service, 
and  our  means.  We  want  to  insist  that  the  Bible  Study  on 
"Stewardship"  for  this  year  be  taught  in  every  Society. 

Because  of  the  opening  opportunities  in  this  and  other 
lands  to  the  Christian  Message,  and  because  at  this  time  liv- 
ing costs  are  increasing  around  the  world,  we  urge  that  stew- 
ardship of  possessions  be  stressed  in  each  Society,  and  that  we 
adopt  the  "penny-a-day"  plan  in  response  to  an  urgent  appeal 
for  extra  funds  sent  to  us  by  our  Division  President,  Mrs. 
J.  D.  Bragg.  Sacrificial  giving  should  be  the  order  of  the  day, 
and  we  cannot  afford  at  a  time  like  this  to  neglect  the  cause  of 
Him  whose  life,  teachings,  and  death  will  do  more  than  any 
other  power  to  bring  peace  to  all  the  world.  May  none  of  us 
be  found  wanting  as  we  with  humility  carry  forward  these  re- 
sponsibilities that  have  been  committed  to  our  care. 

I  cannot  close  my  report  without  expressing  to  each  of  you 
my  very  deepest  appreciation  and  heart  felt  gratitude  for  all 
that  you  did  and  are  still  doing  for  me  during  the  greatest  sor- 
row of  my  life.  Your  messages  of  love  and  sympathy,  linked 
with  a  wonderful  gift  in  memory  of  my  good  husband  means 
everything  to  me.  I  assure  you  that  this  gift  will  be  used  in 
the  best  way  possible  to  do  the  greatest  good  to  the  largest 
number  of  people.  My  children  and  I  deeply  appreciate  your 
kind  expressions  of  love  and  sympathy. 

As  we  go  to  our  homes  from  this  Annual  Meeting,  may  we 
go  realizing  anew  that  the  world  needs  the  Church  and  its 
message  more  than  it  has  ever  needed  them  before.  It  has 
tried  everything  else,  legislation,  education,  conferences,  com- 
missions, every  remedy  that  can  be  offered,  somebody  has 
been  willing  to  try  it,  and  yet  the  world  remains  confused, 
anxious,  heart  broken,  waiting  for  the  voice  of  truth,  pleading 
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for  the  hand  of  healing.  The  need  of  the  world !  How  insist- 
ent, how  widespread,  seeking  yet  to  learn  the  full  meaning  of 
the  message  of  Him  who  said,  "I  am  the  Way,  the  Truth,  and 
the  Life."  Let  us  go  believing  that  the  message  which  we  have 
received  from  the  Church  will  one  day  meet  and  cure  every 
tragic  need  of  our  world.  Let  us  go  with  a  greater  faith  in 
God,  a  greater  faith  in  our  fellow-man,  a  greater  faith  in  one 
another,  and  a  greater  faith  to  believe  in  the  fulfilment  of  the 
words  of  Jesus  when  He  said,  "And  I  if  I  be  lifted  up  from 
the  earth  will  draw  all  men  unto  me." 


REPORT  OF  VICE-PRESIDENT 


Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne 

If  "variety  is  the  spice  of  life,"  then  being  vice-president 
is  the  spiciest  office  in  the  Conference.  The  By-Laws  of  the 
Conference  say  that  the  vice-president  shall  perform  three 
definite  duties  but  it  adds  "She  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  the  Conference  Society  shall  require."  So  whenever  there 
arose  in  the  Conference  any  other  task  that  no  other  officer 
wanted  to  perform,  she  said  "Give  it  to  the  vice-president, 
she  hasn't  anything  to  do"  and  she  had  the  law  all  on  her 
side.  Consequently,  I  have  been  a  "Jack  of  all  trades"  and  cer- 
tainly "master  of  none." 

To  begin  with,  I  had  acquired  a  tenacious  habit — the  habit 
of  teaching  missions  and  it  seems  impossible  to  break  it.  In 
1946,  I  taught  all  sizes  and  varieties  of  study  groups — from 
classes  in  Pastors'  Schools  of  both  North  Carolina  and  South 
Carolina  conferences  to  so-called  classes  that  were  heartily 
more  than  book  reviews.  I  presented  the  course  on  India  at 
six  of  the  Fall  Seminars.  Then  I  have  been  teaching  the  course 
on  "Stewardship"  in  Officers  Standard  Training  Schools.  Let 
me  urge  you  to  have  this  course  on  "Stewardship"  in  every 
society.  Every  woman  needs  this  study  for  her  own  spiritual 
development. 

If  I  were  in  the  army  I  would  probably'  be  called  a  "liaison 
officer"  for  I  am  a  "go  between"  for  the  W.S.C.S.  and  a  Com- 
mission and  Board  of  the  Annual  W.N.C.  Conference.  I  am 
your  representative  on  the  Town  and  Country  Commission 
which  studies  and  plans  for  the  rural  development  of  our 
Church.  I  am  greatly  interested  in  rural  work — in  plans  for 
better  salaries  for  rural  ministers  and  better  parsonages,  as 
well  as  better  church  buildings.    This  is  something  in  which 
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all  Methodist  women  should  take  a  keen  interest.  I  am  also  a 
trustee  for  the  Home  for  the  Aged  and  it  gives  me  much  pleas- 
ure to  tell  you  that  the  first  unit  of  the  Home  will  be  ready  for 
occupancy  by  the  end  of  this  year.  This  work  needs  your  en- 
couragement and  support. 

Those  three  definite  duties  that  are  assigned  to  me  as  Con- 
ference vice-president  are  the  same  ones  that  are  assigned  to 
the  district  vice-presidents  and  to  the  vice-presidents  in  the 
local  societies.  First,  it  is  our  duty  to  promote  the  use  of  the 
monthly  program  material.  This  is  most  important  for  the  at- 
tendance at  the  monthly  meetings  is  largely  dependent  on  the 
attractiveness  of  the  programs  presented.  If  we  have  any  so- 
cieties which  do  not  use  our  program  material,  it  is  the  duty 
of  their  vice-presidents  to  see  that  this  mistake  is  corrected 
at  once. 

Promoting  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  is 
the  second  interesting  phase  of  the  vice-president's  work. 
Each  woman  in  the  W.S.C.S.  should  be  made  to  realize  that 
she  is  a  member  of  a  great  sisterhood  of  Methodist  women, 
encircling  the  globe.  Though  these  women  may  differ  in  na- 
tionality, race  and  color  they  are  one  in  Christian  belief  and 
by  working  together  as  a  united  group,  they  can  do  much  to 
help  other  and  weild  a  tremendous  influence  for  good. 

The  third  duty  of  vice-presidents  is  to  promote  Life  Mem- 
berships. This  has  long  been  a  favorite  way  in  which  local 
societies  have  honored  their  members  who  have  been  outstand- 
ing in  service.  Our  Conference  has  done  well  in  this  work. 
Perhaps  the  day  will  come  when  every  society  will  have  some 
life  members.  I  want  to  remind  you  of  three  things — the 
money  for  life  memberships  must  be  .over  and  above  your 
Conference  pledge;  the  money  cannot  be  assigned  to  any 
special  project;  and  life  memberships  are  not  for  adults  only.

In  our  Conference  last  year  you  gave  300  Life  Member- 
ships, 3  Memorial  Memberships,  2  Honorary  Life  Member- 
ships, 1  Honorary  Life  Patron,  and  a  much  larger  number  of 
Memberships  for  children  and  youth  than  have  been  given 
heretofore. 

The  total  amount  paid  for  these  memberships  was  $8,385, 
an  increase  of  $3,255  over  the  previous  year.

Our  Woman's  Page  in  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  fills 
an  important  need  in  the  work  of  our  women  throughout  the  Confer- 
ence and  is  dedicated  entirely  to  distributing  news  and  information 
in  the  promotion  of  plans  and  programs  regarding  the  work  of  Methodist 
women    everywhere. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  to  the  women  scattered  over  the  Conference 
who  contribute  the  information  regarding  the  activities  in  societies  and 
districts,  and  to  our  Advocate  editor  for  the  space  given  us. 

We  regret  the  emergency  which  has  made  it  necessary  to  alternate 
with  the  North  Carolina  Conference  each  week,  but  with  the  co-opr<t- 
tion  of  all  our  women  in  both  Conferences  we  hope  to  resume  our  for- 
mer status  when  the  subscription  list  to  the  North  Carolina  Christian 
Advocate  has  been  doubled  and  the  paper  shortage  has  been  relieved. 

In  the  meantime,  our  earnest  desire  is  to  "rightly  divide  the  word  of 
truth"  when  we  have  only  the  space  of  one  page  every  other  week  to 
mention  the  various  interests  and  activities  of  our  women.  Each  page 
is  edited  with  the  prayer  of  the  poet  when  he  wrote,  "And  wing  my 
words  that  they  may  reach  the  hidden  depths  of  many  a  heart." 


Report  of  Secretary  of  Children's  Work 


Mrs.  S.  A.  Rhyne 
There  could  not  be  a  more  timely  year  to  bring  before  the  church  the 
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needs  and  interests  of  our  children  than  the  one  now  before  us.  As  we 
think  of  our  theme,  "Of  Such  Is  The  Kingdom",  bearing  in  mind  the 
needs  of  children  both  at  home  and  abroad,  let  us  earnestly  pray  that 
it  will  be  an  effective  means  of  helping  to  reach  the  goals  of  the  Cru- 
sade for  Christ  during  this  year.  The  presence  of  the  United  Nations 
in  this  country  has  brought  to  the  attention  of  thoughtful  people  as 
never  before  the  necessity  for  guiding  children  to  think  and  live  as  mem- 
bers of  the  world  family  of  nations. 

Recently  an  editorial  in  a  leading  educational  magazine  declared : 
"An  adequately  reared  generation  of  children  strong  in  body,  clear  in 
vision  and  understanding,  honest  in  judgment,  warm  in  human  rela- 
tionship, and  vigorous  in  pursuit  of  good  life  —  just  one  generation  so 
reared  could  change  the  %ohole  trend  of  war  and  depression  which  has 
shaped  the  successive  social  scenes  in  which  their  fathers  and  grand- 
fathers lived."  What  greater  challenge  could  be  given  to  us  as  Christian 
Women?  WTe  must  work  with  our  church  to  help  children  of  this  age  to 
grow  and  develop  into  finished  Christian  characters. 

We  began  this  year  with  the  following  recommendations  from  our 
Conference: 

1.  That  the  emphasis  on  children's  work  be  continued  and  stress  the 
election  of  a  secretary  of  children's  work  in  every  local  W.  S.  C.  S. 

2.  That  co-operation  with  Directors  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Boards 
of  Education  and  with  other  agencies  working  with  children,  be  stressed. 

3.  The  enlistment  of  help  in  the  Church's  work  for  children  by  mem- 
bers of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  in  the  following  ways: 

a.  Assist  in  happy  friendly  calling  in  homes  of  children  unreached 
by  the  church  school  and  to  seek  to  enroll  the  whole  family  in  the  church 
life. 

b.  To  promote  "Family  Night"  in  the  church  and  to  help  make  it  a 
happy  occasion  for  all  who  come. 

c.  Inquire  about  the  Children's  Workers  Council  and  take  every  op- 
portunity to  encourage  better  planning  for  the  total  program  for  chil- 
dren  including  additional  sessions   and  vacation   schools. 

d.  To  know  the  situation  in  reference  to  the  need  of  teachers  for 
childien  and  to  help  bring  about  the  appreciation  and  backing  which 
will  help  teachers  feel  their  work  is  needed,  that  it  is  important,  that  it 
is  appreciated. 

Progress  has  been  made  toward  meeting  these  objectives.  Special 
emphasis  has  been  given  to  the  first  recommendation,  as  a  result  30 
more  secretaries  were  elected  in  1946  than  in  1945,  now  giving  us  528 
secretaries.  Our  increase  in  the  number  of  secretaries  was  not  as  many 
as  we  had  hoped  for,  but  more  secretaries  were  heard  from  this  year 
than  in  any  previous  year.  Each  report  showed  greater  interest  in  the 
Church's  work  with  children.  We  have  not  yet  reached  our  goal  and 
we  can  see  that  there  is  much  yet  to  be  done.  Let's  DO  IT,  and  have 
active  secretaries  in  every  Woman's  Society. 

Records  show  progress  in  the  three  remaining  recommendations.  Of 
our  secretaries  346  are  teachers  in  the  Church  Schools.  They  are  plan- 
ning in  the  Children's  Workers  Councils  for  the  total  program  for  chil- 
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dren.     This   year  we  have   doubled  the  number  of   Children's   Workers 
Councils,   150   churches   reported   regular   Council   meetings. 

Our  Church's  missionary  educational  programs  are  so  well  planned 
that  they  reach  all  the  children  in  the  church.  The  special  units  for  this 
year  were  "Africa"  and  "Children  On  The  Move."  The  resource  mate- 
rials available  for  these  units  were  interesting  and  attractive.  During 
the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  when  Group  Graded  Lessons  included 
missionary  units,  reports  show  that  11,158  primary  and  junior  boys 
and  girls  took  part  in  these  studies  in  the  regular  Sunday  morning  ses- 
sions of  the  church  school.  Additional  sessions  for  the  quarter  were  re- 
ported to  have  been  held  in  54  churches,  with  an  attendance  of  1057. 
Reports  for  the  second  quarter,  showed  a  large  number  of  children  par- 
ticipated in  the  missionary  units  which  are  included  in  this  quarter's 
Closely  Graded  church  school  courses,  64  churches  reported  additional 
sessions.  In  the  third  quarter  231  vacation  schools  were  reported  with 
an  enrollment  of  8,324,  and  a  number  of  schools  used  missionary  units 
for  their  study.  Evidence  of  giving  and  sharing  with  others  was  an 
outstanding  emphasis  in  our  fourth  quarter  reports.  Almost  every  re- 
port told  of  some  fine  thing  that  had  been  done  to  bring  happiness  to 
others  at  the  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  seasons. 

During  the  past  year,  when  suffering  and  need  have  been  so  wide- 
spread among  children  and  their  families  in  many  parts  of  the 
world,  the  children  in  our  Conference  have  done  what  they  could  to  help. 
The  Bethlehem  Center  at  Winston-Salem,  was  the  special  supply  project 
assigned  to  the  children  of  this  Conference  for  this  year.  Boxes  con- 
taining crib  sheets,  toys,  canned  vegetables  and  fruits  were  sent  to  the 
Center.  A  number  of  cash  donations  and  coupons  were  also  sent.  Fol- 
lowing the  study  of  Africa,  our  children  became  very  interested  in 
African  boys  and  girls.  They  wanted  to  share  with  them,  so  a  number 
of  boxes  of  school  supplies  were  sent  them,  cash  donations  were  also 
directed  to  Africa.  When  the  needs  of  Polish  children  were  made  known 
many  boxes  were  sent  overseas  to  them,  with  the  hope  they  would  re- 
ceive them  for  Christmas.  Our  cash  donations  for  the  year  amounted 
to  $504.95  and  boxes  sent  were  valued  at  $766.18. 

At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Division,  the  Department  of 
Christian    Social   Relations   and   Local   Church   Activities   recommended: 

"That  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  in  the  local  society  be  in- 
vited to  become  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions." It  has  been  felt  that  the  work  of  the  local  society  in  the  areas 
of  Christian  family  life  and  child  welfare  will  be  strengthened  and  the 
work  in  the  local  church  and  community  greatly  unified  if  the  children's 
secretary  becomes  a  regular  member  of  the  local  committee  on  Christian 
Social  Relations. 

The  results  of  the  year's  work,  what  ever  they  may  be,  have  not 
only  been  made  possible  by  the  earnest  efforts  of  each  District  Secre- 
tary and  her  faithful  local  workers,  but  by  the  helpful  co-operation  and 
assistance  of  Miss  Elizabeth  Oliver  and  her  staff  of  District  Children's 
Directors.  In  October  at  their  Planning  Council,  it  was  my  privilege 
to  present  our  program  of  missionary  education  for  this  year.  At  all 
times  we  have  tried  to  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  entire  pro- 
gram of  our  Church  for  children. 

Let  us  always  be  mindful  of  our  obligation  to  the  large  number  of 
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children  in  our  country  unreached  by  the  Christian  Church,  also  re- 
membering the  needs  of  children  in  other  lands.  Is  it  not  our  obligation 
to  God,  that  we  guide  boys  and  girls  of  the  present  generation  that 
they  may  have  a  living  consciousness  of  the  fact  that  they  belong  to  the 
world  family  of  God?    Let  us  seek  to  learn  His  way,  and  do  His  will. 


1947  Recommendations  for  Children's  Work 

1.  A  continued  attempt  to  elect  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work  in 
every  local  Society. 

a.  That  the  person  chosen  for  this  office  have,  when  possible,  expe- 
rience in  the  teaching  of  children,  and  that  she  be  one  working  in  close 
connection  with  the  church  school. 

2.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work,  as  a  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  Children's  Workers  in  the  church  school,  participate  in  the  plan- 
ning of  the  church's  program  for  Christian  Education  of  children,  with 
emphasis  placed  on  the  missionary  education   of  children. 

a.  Thorough  preparation  for  the  teaching  of  missionary  units  in 
both  the  Sunday  morning  and  seme  form  of  additional  session  of  the 
church  school  be  made,  using  the  literature  made  available  by  the 
Methodist  Church. 

3.  That  each  local  W.  S.  C.  S.  give  their  full  co-operation  with  the 
church's  program  for  the  Christian  Education  for  Children,  in  the  fol- 
lowing ways: 

a.  Reach  the  unreached  children  in  the  community,  and  give  them  a 
warm  and  friendly  welcome  to  the  activities  of  the  church  for  boys  and 
girls. 

b.  See  that  the  plan  for  missionary  education  of  children  becomes  a 
vital  part  of  the  on  going  program  in  each  church. 

c.  Bring  before  parents  the  rich  possibilities  in  Christian  family 
living,  and  the  responsibility  to  train  their  children  to  think  and  act  as 
members  of  God's  world  family. 

d.  Minister  in  every  possible  way  to  the  children  in  war-torn  coun- 
tries of  the  world. 

e.  Invite  the  Secretary  of  Children's  work  in  local  societites  to  be- 
come a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations.

Report  of  Secretary  of  Status  of  Women 


Mrs.  Mabel  Baughman 

"Status  of  Women"  means  the  place  which  women  hold  in  human 
society.  Realizing  that  many  women  need  help  in  reaching  the  place 
where  they  can  paiticipate  fully  in  the  life  around  them,  the  Women's 
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Missionary  Council  of  our  church  some  years  ago  appointed  a  commis- 
sion. The  avowed  purpose  of  this  seven-woman  commission  was  "to 
study  the  status  of  women  in  the  work  of  our  church  at  home  and 
abroad  in  order  to  discover  and  define  their  place  of  largest  usefulness 
in  the  work  of  the  Kingdom." 

Since  that  time  each  year  has  seen  increased  interest  on  the  part  of 
the  church,  in  the  status  of  women.  Different  objectives  have  been 
stressed  from  time  to  time.  In  the  year  1934  the  two  main  lnes  of  effort 
were  to  place  more  women  on  church  boards,  and  to  secure  clergy 
rights  for  "faithful,  called  and  prepared  women."  During  the  year 
just  passed  the  emphasis  was  placed  on  registration  of  church  women 
with  a  view  to  utilizing  our  woman-power,  and  on  the  study  of  women 
in  minority  groups  and  in  non-Christian  lands. 

The  Status  of  Women  Committee  is  not  a  feminist  movement.  It  is 
a  democratic  program  to  enlist  the  greatest  number  of  citizens  for  par- 
ticipation in  the  work  of  the  church  and  community.  It  is  essentially  a 
co-operating  group.  There  is  some  overlapping  with  the  Department 
of  Christian  Social  Relations,  and  these  two  groups  need  to  keep  in 
close  touch.  Because  of  our  pecular  interest  in  employed  women,  and 
their  problems,  we  must  work  hand  in  hand  with  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild.  In  our  study  of  the  needs  of  women  in  other  lands  we  share  the 
objectives  of  the  leaders  of  Missionary  Education. 

Our  task  is  not  a  small  one  nor  an  easy  one.  We  are  concerned 
with  the  women  of  the  world  in  the  fields  of  politics,  economics,  family 
and  church.  With  such  a  tremendous  scope  for  action,  we  sometimes 
hesitate  as  to  the  best  place  to  begin. 

But  in  this  year  of  Stewardship  emphasis  we  will,  by  God's  grace, 
strive  toward  a  new  comprehension  and  understanding  that  we  are 
stewards  of  prayer,  personality  and  possessions  in  our  own  lives  and 
in  the  lives  of  those  women  whose  fuller  co-operation  in  the  work  of 
the  church  we  are  urged  to  seek  and  use. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  district  secretaries  of  "Status" 
who  have  done  such  good  work  this  last  year  with  but  little  encourage- 
ment. The  work  of  the  department  has  been  presented  at  district  and 
zone  meetings;  a  larger  number  of  qualified  women  have  been  placed 
on  local,  district,  conference,  and  jurisdictional  boards;  publicity  has 
been  given  through  local  newspapers  to  the  work  of  women  in  the 
church.  Best  of  all  these  workers  have,  through  their  service,  been 
gaining  new  visions  of  the  possibilities  of  the  work  of  "Status". 

"Our  prayer  is  that  God  will  give  to  the  womanhood  of  the  church 
strength  and  grace  for  every  call  from  Him,  and  that  they  may  make 
the  world  better  by  having  lived  in  it  and  having  done  their  part  to 
make  it  Christian." 
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The  Committee  of  Status  of  Women  Recommends 
to  the  Local  Society 

That  the  following  gcals  become  the  working  plans  of  the  Committee 
on  Status  of  Women : 

1.  Seek  opportunities  for  wider  service  for  women  by  preparing  a 
chart  of  the  abilities  of  women  in  the  church  membership  for  use  of 
nominating  committees  in  the  church  and  the  community. 

2.  Co-operate  with  other  organized  groups  in  the  church  and  the 
community  to  lift  the  place  of  women  everywhere. 

3.  Study  the  tragic  needs  of  women  in  other  races  and  lands;  try 
to  find  through  the  church  and  W.  S.  C.  S.  to  lift  their  status. 

4.  Study  the  literature  available  for  Status  of  Women. 

5.  In  this  year  of  Stewardship  emphasis  help  women  develop  their 
cwn  personalities  by  giving  time,  talent  and  possessions  to  the  church. 

6.  Have  regular  meetings  of  the  committee;  present  the  work  to  the 
local  society  each  month;  report  promptly  to  your  district  or  conference 
secretary.

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Salisbury  District  is  the  first  to  have  one  hundred  percent  in  report- 
ing. Greensboro  District  had  reports  from  all  societies  except  three. 
Statesville  District  reported  largest  number  of  societies  having  all  offi- 
cers subscribers  to  The  Methodist  Woman.  Greensboro  reported  largest 
number  subscribers  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World   Outlook. 

As  we  review  the  record  for  the  past  year  we  can  see  how  much 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  department  of  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions. An  increased  interest  was  shown  in  all  the  literature  published  by 
the  Division.  More  women  were  reading  and  studying  this  literature. 
More  local  secretaries  were  active  on  the  Program  Committee.  More 
and  better  reports  were  received. 

A  goal  for  1946  was  that  every  officer  subscribe  to  The  Methodist 
Woman  with  all  members  reading  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World 
Outlook.  Perhaps  we  did  not  accomplish  this  but  the  local  women  are 
reading  and  using  the  Magazines  in  every  department  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service. 

The  fine  work  of  the  District  Secretaries  of  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions, their  increased  activity  and  untiring  efforts  to  promote  the  work 
in  every  way  possible  has  helped  to  make  this  year  the  best  we  have 
had.  It  is  my  great  joy  and  privilege  to  work  with  these  ten  conse- 
crated women.  Two  Secretaries  attended  the  Workshop  on  Literature 
and  Publications  at  Lake  Junaluska. 

We,  in  the  department  of  Literature  and  Publications  are  aware  of 
the  era  in  which  we  are  living  and  it  is  time  for  us  to  resolve  that  we 
devote  ourselves  more  earnestly  to  our  task  and  seek  new  and  more  in- 
teresting ways  of  promoting  the  work.  "An  Amazing  day  for  Christian 
Literature  has  dawned.  Never  before  did  such  stirring*  adventures  on 
such  a  wide  scale  await  the  Ministry  of  Print".  Never  have  we  had 
such  a  rich  supply  of  literature  to  offer  our  women  in  every  department 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

We  are  commanded  to  "Go  and  teach  all  Nations".  What  better  way 
can  we  help  to  make  a  Christian  World  and  an  enduring  peace  than 
through  the  use  of  Christian  Literature?  May  we  be  faithful  witnesses 
in  carrying  out  the  Mission  assigned  to  us.

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Report  of  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education 

Mrs.  C.  A.  York 

A  survey  of  the  record  of  the  educational  program  for  1945-46  re- 
veals progressive  improvement  along  all  lines  even  to  a  slightly  higher 
percentage  of  repoits  received.  There  has  been  an  unusually  fine  in- 
terest in  the  topics  for  study  and  evidences  of  earnest  effort  to  expand 
the  work  of  this  department.  Some  very  unique  means  were  used  to 
publicize  the  study  courses  and  to  make  them  more  attractive  and  ap- 
pealing  to  churchwide  groups.  The  more  general  use  of  visual  education 
— movies,  slides,  charts,  posters,  etc.,  has  been  most  heloful.  In  many 
instances  ex-servicemen  or  returned  missionaries  who  had  visited  India 
or  Africa  related  their  experiences  in  these  countries,  making  them  come 
to  life. 

The  large  number  of  women  attending  the  cultivation  experiences 
such  as  the  Educational  Seminars,  Missionary  Institutes  and  schools 
always  has  resulted  in  better  planning  and  conducting  of  study  classes. 
The  women  too,  are  realizing  the  advantage  of  the  quarterly  meeting 
of  the  Study  and  Action  committee,  and  it  is  hoped  this  committee  will 
function  another  year  throughout  the  Conference. 

The  action  resulting  from  study  has  followed  a  certain  pattern  and 
is  most  gratifying.  Almost  without  exception,  classes  receiving  Jurisdic- 
tional recognition  reported  results  like  this :  Those  attending  study  had 
acquired  new  insights;  had  achieved  more  Christian  attitudes;  that 
they  were  making  substantial  offerings  to  finance  mission  work  in  the 
areas  studied.

Honor  for  high  consistent  standard  of  classes  goes  to  Abernathy  Me- 
morial Church  in  the  Marion  District,  which  held  seven  studies,  all  of 
Jurisdictional  Standard. 

Our  Conference  continues  to  lead  all  Methodist  in  number  of  classes 
and  in  attendance  upon  classes,  and  ranks  second  in  number  of  Juris- 
dictional classes.  Yet  we  shall  not  be  satisfied  until  all  700  societies  are 
participating  according  to  their  ability,  in  the  educational  opportunities 
that  are  ours  for  the  using.  t 
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Standard  for  Efficiency  (or  Conference)  Classes 

1.  Time,  preferably  six  hours — maximum  period,  twelve  weeks. 

2.  A  leader  or  teacher  equipped  through  advanced  preparation  for 
the  class. 

3.  Assigned   reading   from   approved   text   or   major   supplementary 
material. 

4.  Definite  Christian  service  resulting  from  the  study. 


Standard  for  Jurisdictional  Classes 

I.  THE  TEXTBOOK  used  for  Special  Classes  must  be  selected  from 
the  list  recommended  for  that  purpose  by  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service  for  the  current  year. 

II.  SUPPLEMENTARY  MATERIAL  must  be  used  by  members  of 
the  class  to  enrich  the  study  of  the  text. 

III.  NUMBER  OF  CLASS  SESSIONS  shall  be  at  least  four.  No  two 
sessions  shall  be  on  the  same  day. 

IV.  LENGTH  OF  A  CLASS  SESSION  shall  be  at  least  one  hour  for 
a  six-session  class  and  one  hour  and  a  half  for  a  four-session  class, 
with  a  minimum  total  of  six  hours  for  any  course. 

V.  ONE  TO  EIGHT  weeks  may  be  used  for  the  study,  but  a  four  to 
six  iveek's  study  is  highly  desirable. 

VI.  AN  AVEARAGE  OF  70'/,  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  at- 
tend the  class  sessions. 

VII.  STUDENTS  MUST  READ  THE  APPROVED  TEXT,  make  out- 
side preparation  and  participate  in  class  work.  In  addition  to  this, 
assignments  shall  be  given  by  the  teacher.  These  assignments 
may  be  reading  from  supplementary  materials,  research,  co-oper- 
ative activities,  etc.,  that  require  additional  outside  preparation. 
This  and  some  results  of  the  study  may  be  reported  on  an  addi- 
tional sheet. 

VIII.  THE  DISCUSSION  METHOD  of  conducting  the  class  is  recom- 
mended as  most  successful  in  stimulating  group  study  and  partici- 
pation. The  lecture  method  alone  is  not  acceptable.  A  variety  of 
methods  may  be  desirable.  (See  free  leaflet:  Ways  of  Conducting 
Successful  Classes.) 

IX.  THE  TEACHER  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  by  consecration 
to  the  task,  by  sufficient  educational  background  and  by  a  willing- 
ness to  use  every  opportunity  for  becoming  a  trained  and  experi- 
enced teacher,  such  as  Special  Study  and  Preparation,  of  attend- 
ing Educational  Conferences,  Pastors'  Schools,  Leadership  Schools, 
Training  Courses,  Schools  of  Missions   or  Educational  Seminars. 

X.  A  REPORT  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  Conference  Secre- 
tary of  Missionary  Education  on  the  blank  furnished  by  her. 
She  shall  examine  it,  and  if  requirements  are  met,  she  will  issue 
a  recognition  card  for  work  meeting  the  required  standard. 
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Recommendations  for  Missionary  Education 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  use  the 
quarterly  report  as  a  standard  of  progress  in  the  educational  department. 

2.  Study  the  new  Handbook,  which  explains  her  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities, and  that  she  subscribe  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  The  World 
Outlook. 

3.  Advise  every  local  society  to  use  the  program  and  worship  book- 
lets, and  the  new  circle  program  materials  when  these  are  available. 

4.  Cooperate  with  the  Finance  or  Budget  Committee  in  providing 
information  about  missionary  projects,  thus  stimulating  increased  giving. 

5.  That  the  Study  and  Action  Committee  composed  of  the  Secretary 
of  Missionary  Education,  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  and  the  Secretary 
of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  shall  'meet 
once  each  quarter  to  plan  the  educational  and  service  activities  for  the 
quarter. 

6.  That  every  society  strive  for  the  goal  of  one  approved  study 
course  each  quarter  and  one  of  these  a  jurisdictional  class. 

7.  That  the  Study  and  Action  Committee  promote  reading  circles 
for  "shut-ins"  and  special  interest  groups,  and  encourage  wider  use  of 
libraries  by  women  of  the.  church. 

8.  That  educational  seminars,  missionary  institutes,  and  other  cul- 
tivation opportunities  be  more  generally  attended. 

9.  That  each  district  send  its  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education 
and  Service  to  the  joint  Conference  School  of  Missions  at  Pfeiffer  Col- 
lege, Misenheimer,  N.  C,  June  1-6,  or  to  the  Jurisdictional  School  of 
Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska,  N.  C,  July  15-22. 

10.  That  the  following  study  courses  for  1947-1948  be  approved: 

a.  World  Evangelism. 

b.  We,  the  peoples  of  the  United  Nations. 

c.  Prayer. 

d.  China   (as  joint  class  with  the  pastor  and  the  Church).

Report  of  Missionary  Service 

Miss  Lilian  Walker 


When  I  accepted  the  office  of  Missionary  Specials  the  work  was 
somewhat  new  to  me.  Now  after  almost  a  year  in  the  work  I'm  happy 
to  say  we  are  old  friends. 

It  is  a  joy  to  be  Secretary  of  Missionary  Specials,  because  I  feel 
that  I  have  a  larger  part  in  the  Mission  work.    I  know  that  each  member 
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of  the  Woman's  Society  will  rejoice  with  me  when  you  read  our  report — 
more  money  has  been  given  for  Missionary  Specials  in  our  Conference 
than  has  ever  been  contributed — $10,805.77. 

There  were  thirty-six  new  Specials  and  I  hope  that  each  one  will  feel 
it  your  responsibility  to  carry  your  Special  for  the  next  two  years.  All 
Specials  are  for  three  years,  or  else  they  are  considered  either  love  gifts 
or  will  go  as  supplies — so  please  make  sure  they  are  Specials  for 
three  years. 

After  our  study  on  India  I  think  most  every  one  wanted  to  take 
that  great  populated  country,  but  remember,  we  have  work  in  Africa, 
China,  Korea  and  Burma.  Slowly  our  work  has  begun  in  Japan.  "There 
is  a  share  plan  whereby  individuals  or  groups  may  take  as  many  shares 
for  as  little  as  $20.  For  the  present,  because  post  war  conditions  make 
costs  uncertain,  this  Share  Plan  will  be  used  to  support  all  work  in 
Japan,  Korea,  Malaysia  and  the  Philippines." 

Let  us  pray  earnestly  for  our  missionaries,  and  particularly  that 
more  missionaries  may  go.  The  fields  are  ready  and  waiting,  yea  anxious 
that  others  may  come  and  tell  the  good  news  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

I  am  sure  you  are  happy  to  learn  that  we  have  two  new  missionaries 
this  year — Miss  Josephine  Abrams,  going  to  South  America,  supported 
by  First  Church,  High  Point,  and  Miss  Georgia  Parrish,  going  to  China, 
and  supported  by  West  Market,  Greensboro. 

The  Building  Fund  for  Bethlehem  Center  at  Winston-Salem  is  $13, 
306.10.  This  year  let  us  make  the  amount  larger,  so  we  can  begin  our 
new  building.  Restrictions  are  being  lifted  and  the  building  is  needed — 
so  let  each  Society  make  a  contribution.  Let  this  be  your  Special  project 
for  Home  Missions  for  1947.

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Our  year  of  1946,  the  year  of  Evangelism  in  the  Crusade  for  Christ, 
has  been  a  busy  year  but  the  emphasis  has  given  meaning  and  purpose 
to  our  work.  We  have  cooperated  and  helped  to  forward  the  plans  of 
the  Conference  Board  of  Evangelism  in  home  visitation  and  personal 
work  where  requested.  It  too  has  been  a  time  of  spiritual  emphasis  and 
more  intensive  program  which  has  resulted  in  more  Spiritual  Life  Sec- 
retaries being  elected  and  more  reporting  activities.  Five  hundred  thirty- 
nine  Secretaries  have  been  elected. 

Our  District  work  has  been  better  organized  and  functioning.  Our 
District  Secretaries  have  felt  a  greater  responsibility  for  the  work  and 
have  reported  on  time  with  few  exceptions.  They  are  responsible  for 
the  improvement  in  quality  and  quantity  of  our  work  which  makes 
this  fine  report  possible.  We  wish  to  say  "thank  you"  to  our  District 
Secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life.  They  relayed  for  us  the  call  to  join  the 
Prayer  Vigil  for  the  Peace  Conference  and  reported  splendid  response 
throughout  the  Conference.  We  have  sent  out  quarterly  Bulletins 
through  them  which  has  helped  to  systematize  our  work  and  give  special 
objectives  for  the  quarter. 

We  attended  the  Jurisdiction  Conference  in  Memphis  and  the  Assem- 
bly in  Columbus  as  your  delegate  and  received  new  inspiration  and  in- 
formation for  our  work  which  we  have  endeavored  to  put  back  into 
the  department. 

We  attended  the  Jurisdictional  Retreat  at  Junaluska  in  July  and  lead 
one  of  the  Meditations.  Because  of  unexpected,  emergency  illness  we 
were  unable  to  stay  for  the  School  of  Missions,  returning  home  imme- 
diately and  spending  most  of  the  summer  in  the  hospital.  This  pre- 
vented the  usual  attendance  at  Seminars  but  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne  and 
Mrs.  John  Hoyle,  Jr.,  represented  our  work  for  us  at  the  ten  Seminars, 
presenting  "Stewardship"  and  our  Bible  Study.  They  did  such  a  splendid 
job  that  our  work  did  not  miss  our  usual  efforts  as  evidenced  by  the 
reports  that  followed.    We  are  deeply  grateful  to  them. 

As  member  of  the  Church  Conference  Board  of  Evangelism,  we  at- 
tended the  Annual  Conference  in  Asheville  in  October  reporting  our 
women's  activities  in  the  Evangelistic  program. 

Statesville  District  had  a  District  Day  Apart,  we  had  the  pleasure  of 
having  a  part  on  the  well-planned  program  for  the  day.  They  closed 
with  a  sacrificial  luncheon  and  placed  on  the  plates  for  the  suffering 
children  of  the  world,  $100.00  One  hundred  sixty  societies  reported  a 
Day  Apart  during  Lent  with  an  offering  of  $392.83  for  the  Retirement 
Fund,  394  reported  observance  of  the  Week  of  Prayer,  with  an  offering 
of  $8,149.03,  a  gain  of  over  $700  over  last  year.  While  offerings  are  not 
the  whole  of  our  Stewardship  our  giving  is  a  barometer  measuring 
rather  accurately  the  depth  of  our  concern  for  the  peoples  of  the  world, 
the  heighth  of  our  souls  reach  and  the  condition  of  our  spiritual  lives. 

We  have  cooperated  with  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  promoting 
their  Spiritual  Life  program,  sending  to  them  helps  and  programs  sug- 
gestions that  were  available.  We  appreciate  the  report  the  Conference 
Secretary  sends  to  us  as  to  their  progress  and  activities  along  these 
lines.    They  report  53  approved  Bible  Studies  this  year. 

We  attended  a  Bi-Racial  Conference  at  the  invitation  of  Miss  Muriel 
Day,  Secretary  of  Institutions  for  the  Division.    The  meeting  was  held 
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at  Aliens  School  for  Negro  Girls  in  Asheville,  and  proved  a  great  ex- 
perience for  me  and  helpful  guidance  for  the  leaders  of  our  youth  of  all 
races.  We  gave  the  morning  devotions  and  led  the  closing  consecra- 
tion service. 

We  taught  six  Bible  Study  Classes  during  the  year  in  areas  where 
leadership  was  needed. 

We  have  reported  228  Active  Study  and  Action  Committees  and  216 
active  Prayer  Groups.  During  war  days  these  wei-e  curtailed  but  we 
want  to  make  special  effort  this  year  to  have  these  groups  in  every 
society  where  possible. 

Interest  has  steadily  grown  in  Bible  study.  We  have  had  632  approved 
Bible  Studies  for  the  year  and  80  Informal  Studies.  The  list  of  inter- 
cessors through  the  Fellowship  of  Intercession  has  enlarged  too  and 
our  Ministry  to  Shut-Ins  is  reported  practically  unanimous  throughout 
the  Conference. 

The  Upper  Room  is  widely  used.  Every  society  reporting  makes 
some  use  of  this  splendid  devotional  booklet.  Either  by  sending  it  to 
young  people  at  college,  or  for  private  and  family  worship.  Many  are 
using  the  New  Life  Magazine  and  reporting  it  a  source  of  spiritual 
blessing. 

We  have  a  broader  and  more  extensive  program  for  this  next  year 
as  will  be  seen  from  the  recommendations  following  and  are  expecting 
and  praying  that  the  Good  Father  may  abundantly  bless  our  efforts. 


Recommendations  for  Spiritual  Life  Committees 

Never  before  in  the  history  of  the  world  was  it  so  imperative  that 
Christians  should  unite  in  definite  intercessory  prayer,  and  that  to  be 
effective  petitioners  we  must  cultivate  our  own  lives  deeper  into  spiritual 
things.  With  these  emergencies  in  mind  your  committee  of  Spiritual  Life 
offer  these  recommendations  for  1947: 

1.  Our  first  and  most  important  task  for  the  year  is  to  work  co- 
operatively with  the  Committee  on  Christian  Stewardship  for  a  unified 
program  of  education  and  cultivation  in  the  local  church.  Continuing 
the  Stewardship  emphasis  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ. 

2.  Follow  our  New  Plan  for  Fellowship  of  Intercession,  to  include 
all  women  of  the  church  who  will  sign  the  enrollment  card,  pledging  her- 
self to  pray  daily  at  some  definite  time  for  the  needs  of  our  war-torn 
world. 

a.  The  fellowship  enrollment  card  should  be  ordered  from  Litera- 
ture Headquarters,  420  Plum  St.,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  a  roll  of  these 
intercessors  be  kept  by  local  secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  that  the 
members  may  be  provided  with  special  objects  of  prayer  and  other 
devotional  materials. 

b.  A  New  Card,  an  attractive  intercession  card,  "Prayer-at-mid- 
day,"  is  being  prepared    (watch  page  32,  Methodist  Woman.) 

c.  It   is   the   urgent   request    of   the   committee    that   the    NEW 
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PRAYER  CALENDAR  FOR  1947,  be  used  each  day  as  a  part  of 
this  intercessory. 

3.  Wherever  possible  resume  the  Spiritual  Life  group  meetings 
which  had  to  be  curtailed  during  the  war.  Coming  together  for  spiritual 
conversation  and  prayer.  During  this  year  of  Stewardship  these  groups 
are  greatly  needed.  Also,  that  the  shut-ins  of  the  society  and  church, 
rural  woman  and  others  who  cannot  attend  the  group,  be  given  special 
consideration  that  they  may  have  a  definite  part  in  this  prayer  fel- 
lowship. 

4.  During  this  first  quarter,  especially,  we  have  intensive  study  and 
activities  in  stewardship  promotion,  working  with  the  stewardship  com- 
mittee of  the  Church  in  their  plans,  which  should  include  the  Study  of 
Stewardship  for  both  men  and  women,  or  at  least  have  our  women  study 
the  approved  Bible  Study,  "Motives  and  Methods  of  Stewardship"  by 
Trimble. 

5.  Special  emphasis  on  the  Day  Apart  Meeting — our  goal — a  Day 
Apart  in  every  woman's  society  to  be  held  during  Lent,  preferably  on 
Wednesday  of  Holy  Week,  which  was  Jesus'  Day  Apart  during  His  last 
week  on  earth. 

6.  Bible  Study  for  '47  and  '48  is  on  the  "Great  Prayers  of  the  Bible." 
It  will  be  taught  in  our  summer  schools  this  year  and  we  suggest  you 
begin  making  scrap  books  on  prayers  to  be  used  as  supplementary  ma- 
terials in  this  study. 

7.  Full  cooperation  of  all  our  secretaries,  with  the  plans  for  our 
Joint  Conference  School  of  Missions  to  be  held  at  Pheiffer  College,  June 
1-6,  1947.  Urge  all  secretaries,  both  District  and  local  to  attend  the  full 
period,  if  possible.    The  course  on  prayer  will  be  taught. 

8.  Cooperation  of  all  Secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  with  the  District 
and  Conference  Study  and  Action  Committee  in  the  "Workshops  on  the 
Christian  and  Beverage  Alcohol,"  to  be  held  throughout  our  Conference 
during  April  21-30.  Watch  for  detailed  information  for  your  District 
participation.

TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Mrs.  David  D.  Smiley 


The  pages  of  the  calendar  have  moved  speedily  through  the  months 
since  January,  1946,  when  I  began  the  work  as  Treasurer  of  the  Western 
North  Carolina  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  My  major  task 
since  then  has  been  an  endeavor  to  learn  the  duties  of  this  office,  and  to 
perform  same  with  the  "best  ability"  of  a  brand  new  officer.  To  follow 
one  who  for  years  served  you  so  marvelously  was  a  great  challenge  and 
indeed,  no  small  task.  I  am  grateful  for  your  cooperation  and  patient 
understanding. 

As  we  look  back  in  retrospect  upon  the  past  year  in  our  work,  we 
feel  that  we  have  been  privileged  to  share  and  that  our  year  has  been 
crowned  with  success.  We  must  not  rest  upon  our  past  achievements. 
Confident  that  the  work  of  the  Church  is  more  vital  in  all  parts  of  the 
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world  than  ever  before,  the  Woman's  Division  has  pledged  anew  for 
work  in  the  homeland  and  abroad.  We  have  the  opportunity  to  do  like- 
wise, as  a  great  organization. 

During  1946  the  total  amount  of  money  sent  the  Conference  Treas- 
urer for  all  purposes  amounted  to  $119,166.44,  which  paid  the  pledge  to 
the  division  made  by  the  Conference;  study  grants  for  nine  girls  at 
Pfeiffer  College,  three  at  Scarritt  College,  one  at  Vashti  School  and  one 
at  Paine  College;  donations,  division  and  jurisdiction  cultivation  fund 
and  Conference  expense.  This  total  is  an  increase  in  funds  from  each  of 
our  ten  districts,  with  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  work  and  respon- 
sibilities of  each  society  member,  I  hope.  Your  detailed  record  by  dis- 
tricts will  be  printed  in  the  annual  minutes,  and  I  will  not  try  to  give 
comparisons  as  secretaries  of  departments  of  work  will  include  such 
in  their  reports. 

We  must  hold  before  our  women  the  definite  responsibility  for  work 
committed  to  our  Woman's  Society  alone,  recognizing  that  no  other 
agency  will  care  for  our  work  if  we  fail.  The  cost  of  carrying  on  our 
missionary  work  at  home  and  abroad  has  increased  tremendously.  Needs 
press  from  all  sides  and  the  meeting  of  these  needs  is  both  our  oppor- 
tunity and  responsibility.  This  world  of  unparalleled  costs  is  a  world 
of  unparalleled  opportunities.  The  urgent  opportunities  that  we  face 
cannot  be  met  without  increasing  our  funds.  Never  was  the  need  so 
great — the  way  so  open.  We  need  to  recognize  the  fact  that  giving  for 
the  total  program  of  the  Woman's  Society  is  our  challenge:  of  our 
societies  only  36  reported  Lenten  Offering;  only  99  gave  to  Penny-a- 
Day  Fund;  only  120  reported  Children's  Offering;  only  220  gave  to 
Bethlehem  Building  Fund;  only  394  gave  to  Week  of  Prayer.  We  need 
to  place  God  in  our  budget  of  time  and  possessions  and  recognize  our 
part  as  stewards  and  remember  that  it  is  required  in  a  steward  that 
he  be  found  faithful. 

This  is  your  report  more  than  it  is  mine,  and  I  am  very  proud  of  it.

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Report  of  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel 

Mrs.  Chas  N.  Clark 

In  attempting  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  past  year,  I  am  reminded 
that  I  once  heard  a  missionary  who  had  given  years  of  service  in  a 
foreign  land  say,  "Missionary  work  is  so  self-satisfying."  When  I  have 
received  enthusiastic  letters  from  young  women  saying  that  they  have 
seriously  and  prayerfully  decided  to  dedicate  themselves  to  full-time 
Christian  service  and  asking  for  Conference  study  grants  to  help  with 
their  education,  when  I  have  looked  into  their  eager  faces  and  heard 
their  story  of  surrender  to  God's  call,  I  can  say  with  the  missionary  that 
this  work  is  "so  self-satisfying." 

We  have  been  praying  for  years  in  our  daily  devotions,  in  our 
societies,  and  in  our  churches  that  God  would  send  laborers  into  His 
harvest.  That  prayer  is  being  answered  and  we  are  amazed  at  the  re- 
sponse, hardly  knowing  how  to  meet  the  wonderful  opportunity  before 
us.  Hundreds  of  our  youth  are  saying,  "Here  am  I,  send  me."  Never 
before  has  there  been  a  greater  opportunity  to  help  train  young  people 
for  world  service.  When  so  many  others  are  disillusioned,  they  have 
faith.  In  the  face  of  cynicism  and  despair  before  our  appalling  tasks,  they 
are  buoyant  and  courageous.  In  a  day  which  cries  for  the  intelligence 
to  comprehend  a  world  of  brothers  and  a  compassion  deep  enough  to 
serve  it,  they  are  genuinely  world-minded,  deeply  devoted  to  a  mission 
of  saviorhood.    What  shall  be  our  response  to  their  spirit  and  their  need? 

We  are  again  glad  to  report  that  we  have  the  largest  number  in  our 
history  of  young  women  ucing  Conference  study  grants  and  being:  trained 
for  full-time  Christian  service.  Eight  are  in  Pfeiffer  Junior  College,  six 
are  in  Scarritt  College,  one  is  in  Vashti  School,  and  one  in  Paine  Col- 
lege. Two  of  the  girls  who  enrolled  in  Pfeiffer  left  soon  after  school 
opened,  one  to  marry  and  the  other  because  of  illness.  The  later  said, 
"My  calling  from  God  is  as  clear  as  when  I  first  apnlied  for  a  study 
grant  and  I  do  want  to  go  back  in  the  fall  to  finish."  The  eirls  have 
made  splendid  records  and  we  are  proud  of  them.  Five  will  graduate 
this  year  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  their  places  will  be  taken  by  others 
now  applying  for  study  grants. 

Of  the  six  young  women  in  Scarritt  College,  four  are  there  for  the 
first  time.  Our  Conference  is  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  giving  Miss 
Cavallero  of  South  America  a  scholarship.  All  of  the  young  women  using 
study  grants  and  scholarships  are  pledged  to  do  full-time  Christian 
Service. 

Many  inquiries  come  to  me  asking,  "How  can  I  secure  a  study  grant 
or  scholarship?"  Study  grants  to  Pfeiffer,  Paine,  or  Vashti  are  what 
we  call  "directed  money."  Scarritt  scholarships  are  provided  in 
three  ways: 

1.  Any  young  woman  who  has  been  accepted  by  the  Woman's  Di- 
vision of  the  Board  Of  Missions  can  be  given  a  scholarship  from  our  own 
Lucy  H.  Robinson  Endowment  Fund.  The  Woman's  Division  has  re- 
stricted these  scholarships  to  the  use  of  only  those  students  who  have 
been  accepted  by  the  Woman's  Division  to  work  under  their  supervision. 
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2.  Scarritt  College  has  granted  us  the  privilege  of  using  the  annual 
Scarritt  Associate  Membership  Offerings  for  our  own  girls,  provided 
that  we  send  a  sufficient  amount  at  one  time  and  specify  to  whom  the 
scholarship  is  to  go.  This  is  the  offering  for  which  we  have  been 
urging  generous  contributions  from  individual  members  and  societies  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  our  only  means  of  providing  scholarships. 
Enough  money  was  given  during  the  past  year  to  pay  for  two  scholar- 
ships. Obviously  the  more  memberships  we  can  get  the  more  students 
we  can  send  to  Scarritt. 

3.  If  individuals  wish  to  contribute  a  whole  or  a  half  scholarship  and 
will  channel  the  sum  through  the  Conference  Treasurer,  the  scholarship 
will  be  assigned  to  a  young  woman  from  our  Conference  who  has  met 
all  the  requirements.  The  total  sum  required  for  such  a  scholarship  is 
$400  a  year.  Mrs.  C.  V.  Lael  of  Glen  Alpine,  Promotion  Secretary  of 
the  Marion  District,  has  given  a  full  Scarritt  scholarship  to  a  young 
woman  in  her  district  as  a  memorial  to  her  son  lost  in  the  war. 

Young  women  are  now  applying  for  scholarships  for  next  year  and 
unless  we  increase  our  giving  we  will  be  compelled  to  refuse  them. 
Please,  let  us  not  say  "no."  They  are  ready  to  go;  it  is  our  part  to 
make  their  training  possible,  to  send  them  out  in  our  stead,  to  say  to 
them,  paraphrasing  Disraeli,  "Life  is  too  short  not  to  make  it  great.  We 
do  want  you  to  live  greatly.  We  want  you  to  be  in  touch  with  great 
things.  We  want  you  to  live  for  great  ends."  And  today  is  the  time, 
not  tomorrow. 

Each  district  has  a  Missionary  Personnel  Committee  whose  duty  it 
is  to  contact  any  interested  girl  and  arrange  for  a  meeting  where  she 
may  be  interviewed.  The  interview  is  followed  by  a  frank  report  to 
the  Conference  committee  concerning  the  applicant's  personality  and  sin- 
cerity of  purpose  and  containing  recommendations  based  thereon.  This 
report  is  of  inestimable  value  to  the  Conference  committee.

66  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 

Recommendations  of  the  Missionary  Personnel  Committee 

1.  That  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  actively  assist 
the  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  with  the  Missionary  education  of  the  youth 
of  the  Church  and  make  available  to  them  Missionary  materials  for  the 
programs  and  study. 

2.  That  they  cooperate  with  the  leaders  of  the  youth  in  the  evening 
Fellowship  meetings  and  give  every  possible  encouragement  to  the  Youth 
Fellowship  by  furnishing  refreshments  for  their  social  meetings,  and 
sponsoring  banquets  that  our  young  people  may  recognize  they  are  a 
vital  part  of  the  Church  life. 

3.  That  they  confer  with  and  encourage  any  young  woman  consid- 
ering entering  all-time  Christian  service.  The  names  of  such  persons 
should  be  sent  to  the  District  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel. 

4.  That  we  encourage  parents  to  build  the  kind  of  Christian  homes 
that  will  influence  and  interest  the  youth  in  a  world-wide  church 
program. 

5.  That  the  societies  shall  secure  "Scarritt  Associate  Memberships," 
the  money  so  raised  to  provide  Scarritt  Scholarships  for  students  pre- 
paring for  full-time  Christian  service. 

6.  That  each  District  is  asked  to  secure  a  minimum  of  $75.00,  and 
$100.00  from  the  entire  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  membership.  All  funds 
are  to  be  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

7.  That  a  committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  in  each  District  be 
an  active  committee,  carrying  responsibility  of  continuous  cultivation 
of  all  girls  in  the  District  in  full-time  Christian  service.  That  they  shall 
confer  with  the  applicant  and  if  they  feel  she  is  a  healthy,  competent, 
well-balanced,  socially  adjusted  young  person  with  a  sense  of  Christian 
mission  who-  is  willing  to  meet  Conference  requirements,  they  then  shall 
make  their  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Personnel  Committee  for 
their  consideration.

Report  of  Secretary  of  Student  Work 

Mrs.  A.  H.  Whitley 

We  are  becoming  more  and  more  aware  of  our  responsibility  for  the 
Christian  development  of  our  students  and  also  becoming  better  ac- 
quainted with  Student  Work.  There  are  indications  that  the  work  will 
be  stronger,  more  effectively  promoted  and  richer  in  results  than  in  the 
past  years,  for,  we  are  all  willing  to  look  at  our  past  experiences  with 
critical  eyes  in  order  that  still  greater  progress  may  be  made.  In  this 
work  we  have  an  obligation  and  an  opportunity  which  we  cannot  afford 
to  miss.  The  task  is  challenging — and  never  finished!  It  is  with  sincere 
appreciation  that  I  acknowledge  the  service  which  Student  Work  secre- 
taries are  rendering  in  this  field.  At  the  same  time,  I  wish  to  challenge 
every  woman  to  become  a  leader  of  students  in  her  local  church. 

There  should  be  a  secretary  of  Student  Woik  in  every  local  society, 
even  though  there  are  no  students  in  your  church  for  the  moment. 
There  are  always  Methodist  high  school  seniors  who  should  be  counselled 
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and  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  our  Student  Loan  Funds,  and  enter 
our  Methodist  colleges.  (See  the  report  of  Missionary  Personnel.)  Con- 
ferences could  be  arranged  between  high  school  students  and  leading 
church,  business,  and  professional  men  to  discuss  Christian  vocations. 
The  secretary  of  Student  Work  may  be  the  liaison  officer  between  the 
students  and  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  It 
is  her  privilege  to  know  and  appreciate  the  work  of  the  Society,  and  to 
present  that  work  to  students;  it  is  her  privilege  to  know  and  appreciate 
the  work  of  students  through  the  Methodist  Student  Movement,  and  to 
present  that  work  to  the  women. 

A  Student  Work  secretary  must  have  faith  for  the  job.  A  faith  that 
is  clear  and  strong  enough  to  guide  and  sustain  her,  flexible  enough  to 
grow  as  she  grows  in  insight,  knowledge  and  experience,  and  contagious 
enough  to  infect  those  who  work  with  her  at  this  important  job  of  guid- 
ing, recruiting  and  leading  students  into  a  fuller,  richer  experience  with 
God.  Student  Work  secretaries  are  part  of  the  great,  living  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  in  a  world-wide  comradeship.  In  this  atti- 
tude and  spirit,  our  work  becomes  itself  a  renewal  of  our  life.  Ways  of 
life  and  work,  demonstrations  and  experiments  in  human  relations, 
throughout  many  years  and  from  numerous  sources,  convince  us  anew 
that,  though  our  methods  may  and  must  change,  our  faith  in  what  can 
be  done  through  human  effort,  and  especially  through  cooperative  ef- 
fort, is  changeless  and  abiding.  We  realize  that  students  are  desperately 
in  earnest  about  their  share  in  kingdom  building  and  we  who  try  to 
lead  them  dare  not  be  less  so. 

During  the  summer  months,  many  of  our  students  assisted  in  camps 
and  assemblies;  worked  in  Methodist  Youth  Caravans;  attended  for 
six  weeks  the  Lisle  Fellowship  for  students  which  met  in  Colorado  with 
students  from  many  nations;  attended  the  Regional  Student  Leadership 
Conference  at  Lake  Junaluska  in  June;  assisted  with  Vacation  Bible 
schools  in  local  churches;  did  supply  teaching  in  Church  schools;  and 
conducted  Vesper  Services  in  local  churches.  Practically  all  Student 
Work  secretaries  reported  the  observance  of:  Student  Recognition  Day, 
World  Communion  Day,  and  College  Day.  Financial  donations  were  sent 
treasurer  for:  Methodist  Student  Fellowship  Fund,  Fellow-Colleges,  and 
Christian  Colleges'  Overseas  Relief.  Campus-wide  projects,  such  as 
packages  to  Methodist  pastors  in  Germany,  and  providing  Christmas 
cheer  to  sixteen  underprivileged  children  were  undertaken.  One  major 
project  of  one  college  is  the  mission  project  for  support  of  a  Chinese 
girl  at  Ginling  College  in  China.  The  amount  of  $75.00  was  given  toward 
this  project  during  1946.  It  is  tremendously  important  that  Christians 
keep  friendly  contacts  abroad.  A  Christian  basis  of  understanding  and 
love  may  be  the  foundation  upon  which  the  nations  will  build  their  new 
world  order  now  that  the  battles  are  over.  It  is  hoped  that  during  1947, 
more  colleges  in-  our  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  will  adopt  the 
support  of  students  abroad. 

These  are  days  of  world  brotherhood  or  chaos.  The  future  depends 
upon  the  leadership  trained  for  the  task  of  making  a  better  world.  Ten 
thousand  students  from  overseas  now  in  America,  present  one  of  the 
greatest  opportunities  for  missionary  service.  Many  women  of  our 
churches  have  opened  their  homes  to  welcome  these  students  who  will 
return  to  their  homelands  with  memories  of  the  best  of  American  culture. 
Many  Student  Work  secretaries  are  doing  an  effective  piece  of  work 
along  this  line.    The  campus  secretaries  meet  these  students  from  over- 
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seas,  and  see  that  they  are  welcomed  into  Christian  homes.  In  this  way 
stressing  the  stewardship  of  life  which  is  implicit  in  the  doctrine  of 
Christian  vocation. 

Student  Work  secretaries  throughout  our  Conference  have  set  up 
hospitality  committees  to  keep  in  touch  with  young  people  leaving  home. 
They  have  used  introduction  cards,  channelled  names,  written  to  them 
all  over  the  world,  sent  gifts,  church  bulletins,  etc.  During  1946,  they 
have  placed  special  emphasis  on  missionary  education  and  dedication  to 
Christian  service.  This  emphasis  must  be  continued  during  1947,  and 
all  efforts  redoubled  to  enlist  more  girls  and  boys  for  full  time  Christian 
service,  at  home  and  abroad.  Surely,  those  who  six  years  ago  established 
the  ideals,  purpose,  responsibilities  and  duties  of  the  Student  Work  de- 
partment, feel  rewarded  when  they  see  its  growth  as  evidenced  by  the 
number  of  students  enrolled  in  our  Methodist,  and  other  colleges,  pre- 
paring themselves  for  Christian  work,  and  by  the  awakened  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  backing  and  promoting  Student  Work. 
Largely  through  the  efforts  of  Student  Work  secretaries  in  local 
societies,  thirty -four  students  from  our  Western  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference, are  now  enrolled  in  colleges  preparing  for  Christian  service. 
(This  number  is  above  the  number  listed  in  the  report  of  Missionary 
Personnel.)  At  Scarritt  College,  our  Methodist  College,  in  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  our  state  is  second  only  to  the  state  of  Tennessee  in  the 
largest  number  of  students  enrolled.  At  this  time  of  world  crisis,  The 
Methodist  Church  is  facing  an  almost  tragic  shortage  of  qualified  per- 
sonnel, so,  we  must  plan  wisely  and  persistently  to  lead  many  more 
students  into  Christian  commitment. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  know  that  each  year  more  Student  Work 
secretaries  are  subscribing  to  motive  magazine  and  Power.  We  want 
to  expand  the  use  of  Power  in  order  that  it  will  fulfill  its  func- 
tion as  a  manual  to  inspire  youth  and  promote  the  practice  of  daily 
private  devotions.  Power  is  unique  as  it  is  the  only  devotional  manual 
written  by  and  for  youth  among  our  Protestant  churches,  motive,  the 
student  magazine,  and  The  Methodist  Woman,  devote  pages  to  Student 
Work  which  keeps  us  up-to-date  on  materials  and  plans  available.  These 
two  magazines  are  indispensable! 

Please  remember  the  returning  serviceman  expects  an  exciting,  strong 
program  from  the  church.  He  has  been  through  exciting  events.  Our 
program  must  be  dynamic  to  reach  him.  He  probably  would  welcome  the 
opportunity  to  counsel  with  us  in  regard  to  schooling,  jobs,  and  places 
of  service  in  the  church  and  community. 

May  we  approach  our  task  during  1947  in  the  unrelenting  spirit  of 
Jesus,  who  avoided  arrogance  and  self-seeking,  but  never  the  conse- 
quences of  His  God-given  ethic  and  strategy.  We  must  keep  a  spirit  of 
courageous  hopefulness,  recognizing  the  value  of  being  a  vital  part  of 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  look  for  fresh,  invaluable 
insights  upon  our  courage  as  Student  Work  secretaries  in  the  year,  and 
the  years,  ahead.  I  am  confident  that  each  Student  Work  secretary  will 
continue  to  support  this  department  under  the  new  leadership  of  Mrs. 
W.  E.  Sparger,  252  Willow  Street,  Mt.  Airy,  N.  C,  who  is  the  new 
Conference  Secretary  of  Student  Work. 

I  have  truly  enjoyed  working  with  the  Student  Work  secretaries 
and  others,  and  wish  to  express  gratitude  for  the  manifestation  of  your 
confidence  and  the  splendid  spirit  of  cooperation  each  of  you  have  shown. 
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We  have  had  the  assurance  that  working  together  with  God,  we  have 
shared  in  the  building  of  Christian  leaders  of  tomorrow. 

Now  is  the  moment  to  train  our  youth 
To  go,  to  build,  to  plant  new  seeds  of  love. 
That  man's  conception  of  God's  law  may  grow 
And  reap  a  better  world.

4.  Get  the  materials  on  Work  Camps,  Caravans,  Lisle  Fellowship, 
Regional  Training  Conferences  and  like  projects  of  our  church,  for  its 
students,  and  be  ready  to  urge  students  to  participate.  (Order  materials 
for  the  above  from:    810  Broadway,  Nashville,  Tennessee.) 

5.  Assist  in  the  observation  of  Methodist  Student  Day,  June  8; 
Student  Recognition  Day,  December  28;  and  World-Wide  Communion 
Sunday,  October  5.  (Material  from:  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension, 150  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York  11,  N.  Y.) 

6.  Use  motive,  the  student  magazine.  Subscribe  to  the  newspaper 
for  Methodist  Youth,  "Concern"  These  may  be  ordered  from  810  Broad- 
way, Nashville  2,  Tennessee.  The  subscription  price  for  each,  $1.00  a 
year. 

7.  Stimulate  interest  and  participation  in  the  program  of  Scarritt 
College  and  in  Scarritt  Associates.     (See  Index:   Scarritt  College.) 

8.  Send  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  to  the  Conference  Treasui'er,  the 
minimum  of  $75.00  from  each  district,  and  the  minimum  of  $100.00  from 
the  entire  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  membership  toward  "Scarritt  College 
Associate  Membership  Fund."  The  Greensboro  District  send  all  "Scar-

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  STUDENT  WORK  SECRETARY 

IN  CHURCH  NEAR  A  CAMPUS 

She  can  use  all  the  suggestions  above  in  relation  to  the  students  of 
her  own  church,  and  most  of  them  apply  to  the  campus  as  well.  In 
addition  she  should: 

1.  Cooperate  with  the  director  of  the  Wesley  Foundation,  Miss 
Louise  Panigot,  College  Place  Church,  Greensboro,  N.  C,  and  the 
directors  of  religious  life  on  other  campuses,  undergirding  the  program 
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in  every  possible  way.    In  case  there  is  no  director,  work  with  the  pastor 
in  the  local  church  to  set  up  a  student  program. 

2.  Offer  Christian  hospitality  to  students  from  overseas. 

3.  Accept  a  responsibility  for  minority  groups  among  students. 

4.  Help  the  students  promote  the  Methodist  Student  Fellowship 
Fund,  by  choosing  and  developing  Fellow-College  and  Fellow-American 
projects. 

5.  Be  an  active  member  of  the  Campus-Church  Relations  Committee.

Report  of  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities 

Mrs.  Jessie  Daniel  Ames 

Now  is  the  time,  at  the  beginning  of  a  new  Conference  year,  to  con- 
sider the  changes  that  war  has  made  in  the  lives  of  the  women  of  the 
Church  and  to  devise  ways  to  meet  these  changes  so  that  the  work  of 
the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activi- 
ties may  be  carried  on  most  effectively.  To  ignore  the  effects  of  the 
war  on  women,  psychological,  emotional  and  physical,  is  to  close  our 
eyes  to  needs  of  a  world  in  confusion,  uncertainty  and  insecurity. 

On  the  surface  women  seem  to  have  resumed  work  in  the  Church  as 
though  the  war  years  were  an  interlude.  However,  a  close  study  of  the 
reports  of  the  Secretaries  of  C.S.R.  and  L.C.A.  of  the  local  societies  and 
conversations  with  the  women  themselves  indicate  a  return,  not  to  the 
period  immediately  preceding  the  war  but  to  that  when  activities  were  con- 
fined to  the  caie  of  Church  property,  to  ministrations  to  the  sick,  shut-in 
and  indigent  of  the  membership  and  to  answering  the  calls  for  support 
of  Church  work  in  foreign  fields. 

This  may  be  the  result  of  physical  and  emotional  exhaustion — the 
aftermath  of  all  wars.  For  it  is  natural,  under  such  conditions,  to  turn 
to  those  activities  which  are  familiar,  which  demand  relatively  little 
thought,  but  afford  lelease  to  restlessness  and  uneasiness  and,  at  the 
same  time,  save  tangible  and  visible  evidence  of  accomplishment. 

But  this  post-war  period,  this  period  of  transition,  compels  women 
to  take  on  a  new  program,  integrating  these  old  and  familiar  works  with 
new  ones  created  by  war.  So  it  is  that  the  program  of  the  Department 
of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  while  recog- 
nizing the  calls  upon  the  strength  and  the  time  of  the  women  who  love 
their  local  Church  and  Church  family,  has  broadened  to  include  all  the 
problems  of  a  world  stricken  and  helpless.  The  very  magnitude  of  the 
program  tends  to  overwhelm  local  women.  The  needs  of  the  local  Church 
they  meet;  the  calls  for  food,  clothing  and  money  for  the  peoples  of 
war  ravaged  countries  they  hear  and  answer.  But  the  calls  for  action 
in  the  areas  of  national,  state  and  local  affairs  bring  little  or  no  re- 
sponse. This  statement  is  not  based  on  assumption  but  on  facts  disclosed 
in  intensive  study  of  local  reports  from  societies  in  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Conference. 
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Out  of  all  these  reports,  from  380  societies  reporting  regularly,  it 
is  not  difficult  to  choose  a  sufficient  number  of  activities,  especially  from 
city  churches,  to  indicate  admirable  progress  in  the  development  of  active 
Christian  Citizenship.  By  making  such  choices  in  reporting,  we  may  be 
given  much  credit  in  promoting  the  program  of  this  Department.  But 
the  purpose  of  reports  is  not  primarily  to  acquire  credit  but  to  disclose 
the  limitations  as  well  as  the  accomplishments.  The  Conference  and  Dis- 
trict Secretaries  of  C.S.R.  and  L.C.A.  view  with  joy  the  accomplish- 
ments, but  upon  them  is  placed  the  responsibility  of  working  out  ways 
to  meet  the  needs.  The  assumption  that  our  societies  are  doing  more 
than  they  report  in  this  field  of  Christian  Social  Relations  may  be  a 
fact.  But  until  this  assumption  is  proven  to  be  a  fact  throughout  the 
Conference  it  is  unwise  to  accept  it  as  such. 

During  this  coming  year  the  Secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
plan  to  study  and  interpret  the  whole  program  of  the  Department  in 
relation  to  conditions  and  attitudes  in  local  communities  and  to  simplify 
it  in  such  a  way  as  to  make  it  a  logical  part  of  local  church  activities. 

Now,  indeed,  is  the  time  to  give  major  consideration  to  the  needs  of 
the  women  in  local  societies  upon  whom  rests,  finally,  the  success  or 
failure  of  our  part  in  helping  to  build  one  world  of  brotherhood. 


Recommendations,  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations 

and  Local  Church  Activities 

NOW  is  the  time  for  all  Christians  to  use  their  influence  in  national, 
state  and  local  affairs  to  create  a  new  world  founded  on  brotherhood 
and  love  for  all  mankind — a  new  world  in  which  greed,  suspicion  and 
hatred  will  no  longer  be  the  controlling  passions.  Except  as  we  Chris- 
tians, individually,  show  by  our  acts  in  our  homes  and  local  communities 
that  such  a  world  is  possible  can  we  hope  to  build  faith  in  us  in  the 
minds  of  peoples  of  other  nations,  races  and  religions. 

NOW  is  the  time  for  us  to  show  by  our  conduct,  as  well  as  our 
words,  that  we  fully  realize  the  demands  of  Christianity,  that  we  know 
the  attainment  of  justice  and  righteousness,  freedom  and  security  for  the 
oppressed  on  the  foreign  mission  fields  depends  upon  our  willingness  to 
grant  freedom,  justice  and  security  to  all  peoples  at  home  without  regard 
to  race,  color,  creed,  class,  or  national  origin. 

To  reach  these  Christian  objectives,  at  home  and  abroad,  we  urge  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Western  North  Carolina 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  all  local  societies  to  give  un- 
remitting support  to  the  program  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church  which  has  as  its  goal  the  establishment  of  lasting  peace 
throughout  the  world  based  on  the  recognition  of  the  right  of  all  man- 
kind to  freedom,  justice  and  security  inherent  in  the  teachings  of  Christ. 

GENERAL  RECOMMENDATIONS 

With  this  purpose  as  the  ultimate  goal,  we  recommend : 

1.  That  our  Conference  participate  in  the  projected  seminar  en 
the  Status  of  Women  at  DePau  University,  Greencastle,  Indiana,  July 
24-August  6,  1947;  that  the  Conference  Secretary,  Status  of  Women,  be 
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sent  as  the  representative.  In  the  event  that  she  cannot  go,  that  the 
Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  ■and  Local  Church  Activities  be 
designated  to  take  her  place;  that  the  expenses  of  the  representative 
be  paid  by  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

2.  That  the  customary  support,  both  financial  and  personal,  be  given 
to  the  North  Carolina  School  of  Christian  Workers  of  Colored  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  Hanes  Church,  Winston-Salem,  June  30-July  5,  1947. 

3.  That,  should  a  state  conference  on  Juvenile  Delinquency  be  called, 
the  Woman's  Society  send  as  its  representatives,  the  Conference  Secre- 
taries of  Children's  Work  and  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities. 

4.  That  the  Conference  Society  of  Christian  Service  affiliate  with  the 
Joint  Legislative   Council  of  North   Carolina. 

5.  That  the  Conference  Committee  of  C.S.R.  and  L.C.A.  be  authorized 
to  convene  as  a  body  at  least  twice  during  the  Conference  year;  that  to 
this  committee  be  added  the  Conference  Secretary  of  trie  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild. 

6.  That  upon  the  request  of  District  Secretaries,  the  Conference  Sec- 
retary of  C.S.R.  and  L.C.A.  oe  authorized  to  give  assistance  in  setting 
up  classes  in  Christian  Citizenship  in  the  Districts  so  requesting. 

7.  That  District  Workshops  on  the  Christian  and  Beverage  Alcohol 
be  conducted  during  the  second  quarter  of  this  year. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  TO  DISTRICT  SECRETARIES 
We  recommen  I : 

8.  That  all  District  Committees  of  C.S.R.  and  L.C.A.  held  quarterly 
meetings  within  their  respective  Districts  in  order  to  develop  the  work 
of  the  Department  and  to  strengthen  the  program  of  action  in  the  local 
societies. 

9.  That  a  Federation  of  Secretaries  of  C.S.R.  and  L.C.A.  be  organ- 
ized in  each  town  and  city  which  have  two  or  more  Methodist  churches 
with  Societies  of  Christian  Service. 

RECOMMENDATIONS    FOR   A    CONFERENCE    PROGRAM 
OF   STUDY  AND  ACTION 
We  recommend : 

10.  That  the  Christian  Home  be  a  continuing  subject  of  study  and 
action  throughout  the  Conference. 

11.  That  all  cooperation  be  given  the  Church  program  on  the  rural  , 
church;  that  serious  study  be  made  of  the  long-range  effects  on  rural 
life  of  the  mechanization  of  agriculture. 

12.  That  current  labor-industry  controversies  be  studied  with  the 
Social  Creed  of  the  Methodist  Church  as  a  guide  in  determining  the 
course  cf  action  which  should  be  followed. 

13.  That  support  be  given  Federal  Aid  to  Education,  provisions  of 
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which  reserve  to  the  state  the  administration  of  public  schools,  including 
curriculum  and  selection  of  all  personnel,  and  provide  for  equal  distribu- 
tion of  tax  funds  between  races. 

14.  That  efforts  be  made  to  have  wards  set  aside  for  treatment  of 
alcoholics  in  tax  supported  hospitals,  both  those  now  in  operation  and 
those  which  may  be  built,  and  also  in  hospitals  connected  with  the  Meth- 
odist Church  or  any  of  its  agencies. 

15.  That  a  check  be  made  of  the  administration  in  local  communities 
of  the  "equal  but  separate"  provisions  of  state  laws  in  tax  supported 
institutions  and  public  facilities  under  our  system  of  racial  separation, 
and  that  wherever  inequalities  are  found  societies  work  to  have  them 
eliminated;  that  a  study  of  the  policy  of  racial  separation  in  the  organi- 
zation of  the  Methodist  Church  be  undertaken  during  this  year.

Report  of  the  Promotion  Secretary 

Mrs.  Geo.  C.  Haltom 

As  we  record  the  figures  that  describe  the  activities  of  our  organiza- 
tion for  the  year  1946,  we  pause  in  humble  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly 
Father  for  His  Divine  Guidance  in  our  endeavors.  We  also  pay  tribute 
to  the  faithful  women  throughout  the  Conference,  whose  diligent  efforts 
have  made  this  report  possible. 

It  is  an  excellent  report,  indicating  large  gains  along  many  lines — 
evidence  of  increased  interest  and  faithful  work  on  the  part  of  the  local 
society  members  and  the  District  and  Conference  officers. 

In  stating  these  figures,  we  shall  be  as  brief  as  possible,  avoiding 
duplication  of  facts  and  figures  that  will  be  reported  to  you  by  other 
secretaries. 

REPORTING: 

The  fact  that  our  figures  reveal  larger  gains  this  year  than  hereto- 
fore may  be  due  in  part  to  better  reporting  on  the  part  of  the  local  Pro- 
motion Secretaries.  The  District  Secretaries  are  receiving  more  reports 
each  quarter,  and  are  working  hard  to  achieve  100%  reporting. 

ORGANIZATIONS  AND  MEMBERSHIP: 

Beginning  the  year  with  683  societies,  27  new  societies  have  been 
organized,  a  number  of  inactive  societies  have  been  reactivated,  some 
weak  groups  have  been  combined  with  stronger  ones,  and  a  few  organi- 
zations have  ceased  to  function,  so  that  at  the  close  of  the  year  our 
roster  showed  700  societies,  all  of  which  are  functioning. 

Statesville,  Thomasville  and  Winston-Salem  Districts  each  report 
four  new  societies  organized  during  the  year.  Gastonia,  Salisbury  and 
Waynesville  Districts  report  three  new  societies  each.  Charlotte  and 
Marion  Districts  organized  two  each  while  Greensboro  and  Asheville 
Districts  each  report  one  new  society  organized  in  1946. 
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Six  Districts  have  at  least  one  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
on  every  charge  while  the  remaining  four  Districts  report  ten  unorgan- 
ized charges.  Three  of  these  are  in  the  Asheville  District,  one  in  Thomas- 
ville  District,  five  in  Waynesville  District  and  one  in  the  Winston-Salem 
District.  There  are,  in  addition,  approximately  350  churches  scattered 
throughout  the  Conference  that  have  no  woman's  organization — a  great 
field  of  endeavor  for  1947. 

The  membership  of  the  700  societies  has  increased  during  the  year 
from  21,566  to  26,062,  with  2,596  new  members  reported.  Charlotte  Dis- 
trict leads  in  new  members  with  a  total  of  403.  Salisbury  District  is 
second  with  386  and  Greensboro  District  follows  with  310. 

WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD: 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  closed  the  year  with  112  units  and  a 
membership  of  3,228.  (This  number  added  to  the  total  membership  of 
the  W.S.C.S.  gives  an  adult  membership  in  the  two  organizations  of 
29,290  women.)  Nine  new  units  were  organized  during  the  year,  but 
nine  others  were  discontinued. 

Contributions  by  Guild  units  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  totaled 
$11,638.60.  Full  details  of  other  activities  may  be  found  in  the  report 
of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Secretary. 

STUDENT  WORK: 

The  Student  Work  of  the  societies  has  been  under  the  direction  of 
282  local  secretaries.    SI, 697. 70  has  been  contributed  for  Scarritt  Asso- 
ciate Memberships,  of  which  $85.00  came  from  members  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild. 
YOUTH  WORK: 

The  increased  interest  in  Youth  Work  is  evidenced  by  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  secretaries  elected  to  lead  the  work  of  this  dpartment — 
323  this  year — almost  100  more  than  last  year.  One  hundred  twenty- 
three  girls  Interest  Groups  were  reported  and  Methodist  Youth  Fund 
contributions  totaled  $2,164.27. 

CHILDREN'S  WORK: 

Four  hundred  twelve  women  served  as  Secretaries  of  Children's  Work 
and  155  churches  reported  holding  additional  sessions  for  missionary 
education  of  children.  From  these  sessions,  offerings  of  $395.52  were 
sent  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

SPIRITUAL  LIFE: 

With  the  Crusade  for  Christ  emphasizing  evangelism  during  1946, 
the  Spiritual  Life  program  of  W.S.C.S.  was  given  added  emphasis  by 
the  494  secretaries  of  this  department.  Two  hundred  eighty-three  of 
these  also  served  on  the  Study  and  Action  Committee,  assisting  in  the 
planning  of  study  courses. 

Three  hundred  ninety-four  societies  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer  and 
Self-Denial  and  their  offerings  totaled  $8,148.19. 

LITERATURE  AND  PUBLICATIONS: 

The  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  has  made  a  record  this 
year  in  new  subscriptions  to  our  periodicals — leading  the  Division  each 
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quarter  during  the  year  in  new  subscriptions  to  the  World  Outlook,  and 
also  in  new  subscriptions  to  the  Methodist  Woman  during  the  second  and 
third  quarters.  Greenboro  District  led  in  new  subscriptions  to  both 
magazines  with  359  to  the  Methodist  Woman  and  381  to  the  World  Out- 
look. Gastonia  was  second  in  Methodist  Woman  subscriptions  with  291 
and  Charlotte  was  second  in  World  Outlook  subscriptions  with  304. 

The  total  number  of  subscriptions  to  the  Methodist  Woman  from  all 
Districts  was  5,164  and  4,465  to  the  World  Outlook.  Eighty-six  societies 
reported  every  officer  a  subscriber  to  the  Methodist  Woman  and  68 
societies  report  all  officers  subscribing  to  the  World  Outlook. 

MISSIONARY  EDUCATION: 

Thirteen  hundred  sixty-eight  approved  study  classes  were  reported 
held  during  1946  with  23,925  women  enrolled.  This  was  an  increase  of 
257  classes  over  1945.  Greensboro  District  led  with  185  classes  and  4,240 
women  enrolled.  Two  hundred  eighty-three  societies  had  active  Study 
and  Action  Committees.  One  hundred  ten  reading  circles  were  reported, 
and  121  societies  formed  libraries. 

The  giving  to  missionary  specials  increased  considerably  as  a  result 
of  study  classes  and  spiritual  life  retreats. 

SUPPLY  WORK: 

The  giving  of  cash  supplies  during  1946  showed  a  decided  increase, 
indicating  a  growing  interest  in  the  service  activities  of  our  organiza- 
tion. The  Conference  Treasurer  reports  receipts  of  $10,207.42  in  cash 
supplies,  as  compared  with  $6,999.59  in  1945,  or  a  gain  of  $3,207.83.  The 
total  amount   (cash  and  valuation)    of  supply  giving  was  $17,449.45. 

Many  love  offerings  for  suffering  peoples  around  the  world  as  well 
as  boxes  of  food  and  clothing  were  reported,  in  addition  to  the  projects 
approved  by  the  Division.  Charlotte  District  was  first  in  supply  giving 
with  a  total  of  $1,606.11  and  Greensboro  District  was  second  with 
$1,518.40. 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS  AND 

LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES: 

Three  hundred  thirty-five  societies  reported  the  spending  of  $106,- 
209.19  for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  during 
the  year.  The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  this  department  will  give  de- 
tails of  the  many  fields  of  activities  in  which  the  women  of  the  Con- 
ference are  interested.  One  outstanding  project  is  the  N.  C.  Leadership 
Training  School  (for  Negroes)  held  in  Winston-Salem  each  July.  This 
past  summer  our  women  sponsored  116  delegates  to  the  Training  School 
and  contributed  $610.02  to  the  expense  of  the  school. 

Gastonia  District  was  first  in  reporting  $15,431.27  spent  for  the  work 
of  this  department  and  Statesville  District  was  second  with  $14,825.43. 

THE  PENNY-A-DAY  PLAN: 

The  response  to  the  appeal  for  an  extra  Penny-a-Day  to  help  meet 
the  emergency  needs  of  the  Division  was  a  bit  disappointing  since  only 
99  societies  participated  in  this  program  during  the  fourth  quarter,  with 
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$1,554.43   contributed   for   that   purpose.     Greensboro   District   led  with 
21  societies  participating  and  Statesville  was  second  with  17. 

We  feel  this  lack  of  response  was  due  in  part  to  a  desire  to  defer  it 
until  the  first  of  the  year,  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  a  big  increase 
in  the  number  reporting  at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter. 

LIFE  MEMBERS: 

The  amount  designated  for  special  memberships  almost  doubled  in 
1946.  Three  hundred  Adult  Life  memberships  were  awarded  faithful 
women  throughout  the  Conference  as  compared  with  169  in  1945.  Greens- 
boro District  led  with  66,  Gastonia  District  was  second  with  45  and 
Winston-Salem  District  was  third  with  37.  Eight  Memorial  member- 
ships were  given  and  Gastonia  District  was  first  with  five  of  these. 
The  total  for  Baby  memberships  was  27  and  Greensboro  District  was 
first  with  six  of  these  and  Statesville  second  with  five.  The  total  amount 
paid  for  these  memberships  was  $8,385.00,  an  increase  of  $3,255.00  over 
last  year. 

GOALS: 

Two  hundred  twenty-one  societies  reported  using  the  Goals,  "Instru- 
ments of  Peace,"  as  a  guide  for  their  year's  work,  which  figure  we  be- 
lieve to  be  incomplete.  Only  49  societies  reported  achieving  all  the  goals. 
Statesville  District  led  in  the  use  of  the  goals  with  51  societies  reporting. 
FINANCES: 

All  Districts  overpaid  their  pledges  for  the  year  by  a  lai-ge  percent 
and  all  obligations  have  been  met  by  the  Conference.  The  total  amount 
received  by  the  Conference  Treasurer  for  ail  purposes  during  the  year 
was  $119,131.84  and  the  total  amount  sent  the  Division  Treasurer  was 
$111,267.92.

Recommendations  for  Organization  and  Promotion 

In  our  desire  to  cooperate  with  the  Division  in  its  organization  plans 
for  1947,  the  year  preceding  the  General  Conference  of  1948,  in  which 

"A  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  every  charge  in  Methodism" 
is  the  goal,  we  recommend : 

1.  That  a  special  effort  be  made  to  secure  a  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  in  every  charge  in  the  Conference  during  1947. 

2.  Furthermore,  we  recommend :  That  special  emphasis  be  placed 
upon  completing  the  organization  within  every  local  society  so  that  the 
various  phases  of  the  program  shall  be  undertaken  by  every  society  and 
that  those  now  concerned  only  in  local  church  activities  shall  include 
missions  and  Christian  Social  Relations  in  their  program. 

Realizing  that  there  are  thousands  of  Methodist  women  in  the  Con- 
ference who  are  not  affiliated  with  any  woman's  organization  within 
the  church,  and  that  many  more  women  will  become  members  within 
the  next  few  months,  we  recommend : 
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3.  That  an  intensive  membership  effort  be  made  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1947,  or  if  local  circumstances  warrant  the  extension  of 
time,  during-  April  and  May,  by  each  local  society  in  order  that  this 
potential  ability  may  be  put  to  work  for  the  Church. 

Because  of  the  opening  opportunities  in  this  and  other  lands  to  the 
Christian  message,  and  because  this  time  of  enlarged  opportunities  is 
also  a  time  when  living  costs  are  increasing  around  the  world,  thus  mak- 
ing imperative  a  larger  income  to  the  Women's  Division,  we  recommend: 

4.  That  stewardship  of  possessions  be  stressed  in  each  society  and 
that  the  use  of  the  "penny-a-day"  plan,  so  spontaneously  arising  in 
response  to  Mrs.  Bragg's  recent  letter,  be  encouraged. 

Since  the  records  of  the  Districts  in  which  Visitation  programs  have 
been  carried  on  show  remarkable  progress,  we  recommend: 

5.  That  a  Visitation  Program  by  teams  of  two  or  more  Conference 
and/or  District  Officers  be  used  as  a  form  of  promotion  and  cultivation 
during  the  year  in  each  District. 

Cognizant  of  the  fact  that  every  society  should  "plan  its  woi'k  and 
work  its  plan,"  we  recommend: 

6.  That  each  society  use  the  Calendar  of  Activities,  found  on  the 
inside  cover  of  the  Officer's  Letter  File,  or  some  similar  plan,  to  achieve 
the  objectives  for  the  year. 

Believing  in  the  effectiveness  of  visual  presentation,  we  recommend : 

7.  That  the  Kodachrome  lectures,  recently  purchased  by  the  Con- 
ference, be  used  to  inform  the  members  of  the  local  societies  about  the 
scope  of  our  organization  and  the  work  we  carry  on,  particularly  those 
societies  where  the  work  is  at  a  low  ebb.  We  also  recommend  its  use  in 
organizing  new  societies. 

With  the  new  title,  "Promotion  Secretary,"  extended  to  the  local 
societies,  we  recommend: 

8.  That  new  emphasis  be  given  to  the  duties  of  this  office;  and  that 
the  President  of  the  local  society  share  with  the  Promotion  Secretary 
all  letters,  literature,  and  other  material  sent  her  for  promotion  purposes. 

Believing  that  Stewardship  applies  to  the  whole  of  life — our  time, 
our  ability  and  our  possessions,  we  recommend : 

9.  That  full  cooperation  be  given  the  pastor  in  presenting  the  Stew- 
ardship objectives  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ;  that  emphasis  be  placed 
upon  the  use  of  stewardship  program  and  study  material;  and  that  per- 
sonal stewardship  cultivation  be  stressed.

As  you  study  the  above  record,  it  is  easy  to  see  which  districts  lead 
this  year  in  the  amount  of  Supply  Work  accomplished,  but  a  compari- 
son with  the  report  of  last  year  will  disclose  other  interesting  facts. 
The  Marion  District  shows  an  increase  of  five  points  in  the  percent  of 
Conference  pledge  given  to  Supply  Work.  The  Asheville,  Greensboro 
and  Statesville  districts  show  a  three  point  increase.  Four  districts 
show  a  decrease,  but  this  year  we  are  confidently  expecting  increases  all 
along  the   line. 

Each  local  society  engaged  in  Supply  Work  each  quarter  is  a  chal- 
lenging goal,  but  one  that  may  be  met  if  a  woman  with  a  sympathetic 
understanding  of  the  needs  plus  a  contagious  enthusiasm  for  her  task 
is  elected  as  secretary  of  Supply  Work. 

This  year  the  Youth  Supply  Work  will  be  confined  to  the  sending 
of  boxes  to  the  Institutions  supported  by  their  Methodist  Youth  Fund, 
especially  Korea,  Japan  and  the  Philippines.  No  cash  is  desired  under 
Supplies.  That  should  all  go  through  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund.  When 
boxes  are  directed  to  an  Institution  of  the  Woman's  Society  its  value  is 
credited  to  Supply  Work  —  value  of  New  Material. 

When  children  send  boxes  to  an  Institution  of  the  Woman's  Society, 
credit  is  given  to  Supply  Work.  But  remember,  children  may  also  send 
boxes  to  institutions  under  the  church,  directed  through  the  Board  of 
Education.    Such  boxes  may  not  be  reported  as  Supply  Work. 

Our  Conference  again  leads  Methodism  in  Supply  Work.  These 
funds  have  been  used  in  character  building  projects  for  the  boys  and 
girls  in  our  institutions  around  the  world.  We  find  great  joy  in  this 
thought,  for  "Of  Such  Is  The  Kingdom."

Recommendations  for  Supply  Work 

We  recommend : 

1.  That  a  more  prominent  place  be  given  Supply  Work  in  district 
meetings  with  the  district  secretary  of  Supply  Work  recognizing  the 
societies  that  have  done  (a)  some  Supply  Work  during  the  year,  (b) 
some  Supply  Work  for  both  Home  and  Foreign  institutions  during  the 
year,  (c)  reported  on  time  and  (d)  done  some  Supply  Work  each  quar- 
ter. 

2.  That  certificates  of  award  be  granted  districts  that  have  100% 
of  their  societies  doing  one,  or  all  of  the  above  points  during  the  year. 

3.  That  the  local  secretary  acquaint  herself  with  the  Supply  Work 
program  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  She  will  contact  each  quarter 
the  Guild  Supply  Work  secretary,  secure  her  report  of  work  done  dur- 
ing the  quarter,  and  add  it  to  her  report,  giving  the  Guild  proper  credit 
for  the  same. 

4.  That  the  local  secretary  offer  suggestions  to  the  secretaries  of 
Children  and  Youth  Work  as  to  the  type  of  Supply  Work  they  can  do 
as  an  outgrowth  of  Missionary  study,  or  suggest  some  institution  of 
the  Woman's  Society  they  may  help.  She  will  secure  the  report  of  any 
boxes  sent  such  institutions,  and  add  the  value  of  same  to  her  report, 
properly  crediting  such  value  to  them. 

5.  That  a  greater  effort  be  made  to  interest  societies  in  the  insti- 
tutions of  the  Woman's  Society  by  assigning  Supply  Work  to  the  socie- 
ties nearest  the  institutions.  Frequent  visits  by  the  member  mean 
greater  and  greater  interest,  and  we  expect  this  to  culminate  in  larger 
supply  gifts. 

6.  That  in  view  of  the  constant  changes  in  Supply  Work,  and  the 
changing  of  Supply  Work  secretaries,  all  back  reports,  letters,  pamph- 
lets and  other  Supply  Work  material,  be  passed  on  to  the  incoming 
secretary  with  a  full  explanation  of  the  plan  of  work,  the  time  and 
kind  of  reports  expected,  and  helpful  suggestions  for  the  future  of 
the  work.     This   applies  to  the  local   and   district   secretaries. 

7.  That  our  Conference  accept  its  assignments  as  follows:  Home  in- 
stitutions, Pfeiffer  Junior  College,  Scarritt  College,  Bethlehem  Centers, 
Charlotte  and  Winston-Salem,  Allen  High  School,  Bennett  College  and 
Robinson  School  and  Kindergarten.    Foreign  fields,  India  $600.00,  Philip- 
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pine    Islands    $200.00,    Mexico    $200.00,    China    $300.00,   Japan    $200.00, 
Korea  $300.00,  Africa  $1,200.00. 

8.  That  we  recognize  the  great  values  coming  from  the  gifts  of  this 
department  in  providing  for  greater  character  building  opportunities. 
Whether  it  be  playground  equipment,  daily  milk  for  kindergartens,  more 
pleasant  surroundings  inside  and  outside,  or  clean  white  sheets  for  the 
sick  bed,  our  task  is  a  wortry  one,  and  demands  the  full  co-operation  of 
the  hundreds  of  women  who  bear  the  title  of  Secretary  of  Supply  Work, 
and  the  thousands  of  women  who  are  members  of  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian   Service.

Report  of  Secretary  of  Youth  Work 


Mrs.  J.  G.  Winkler 

During  the  terrible  days  of  war  we  prayed  earnestly  and  made  many 
promises.  We  prayed  that  peace  might  come  to  the  earth.  We  asked  the 
Heavenly  Father  for  the  safe  return  of  our  young  men  and  women. 
Now  the  scene  has  changed.  Some  of  these  young  people  for  whom 
we  prayed  have  returned.  The  question  that  seems  to  confront  us  at 
the  present  is:  "What  have  we  done  for  them?"  In  many  of  our 
churches  youth  is  begging  for  adult  leadership.  How  shall  they  come 
into  knowledge  of  missions  and  world  friendship  if  they  are  not  taught? 
Wishing  for  this  does  not  make  up  for  our  neglect  of  duty.  The  adults 
are  busy  with  their  own  selfish  interests.  Did  you  have  an  adult  to 
train  you  in  Christian  living?  Then  it  becomes  a  part  of  the  steward- 
ship of  your  life  to  share  with  youth  today  your  good  fortune. 

There  is  a  need  in  every  District  in  our  Conference  for  more  work- 
ers with  youth.  Our  Conference  has  made  some  progress  along  this 
line,  but  there  is  much  yet  to  be  done.  We  are  still  low  in  our  giving 
to  The  Methodist  Youth  Fund.  In  some  Districts  where  the  Youth 
Work  has  been  studied  and  organized  much  good  has  been  accomplished. 
The  reports  for  the  whole  Conference  are  not  as  accurate  as  they  should 
be,  and  do  not  represent  all  the  actual  work  being  done. 

Methodist  women  must  awaken  to  the  urgency  of  our  Youth's  need 
of  adult  leadership.  In  the  Book  of  Judges  we  find  two  questions  asked: 
"How  is  the  lad  to  be  trained?"  "What  will  he  be?"  Apply  these  to 
your  youth  by  asking,  "How  is  youth  to  be  trained  in  missions,  in  the 
promotion  of  His  Kingdom?  What  is  he  to  be  as  a  citizen  of  a  world 
that  desires  peace  and  brotherhood?"  The  answer  is  in  each  local  church 
of  our  Conference.  Let  us  pledge  anew  our  loyalty  to  youth  and  build  a 
better  world.  The  Christian  church  at  this  moment  is  badly  in  need  of 
more  missionaries  and  ministers.  The  whole  force  of  Christianity  will 
be  weakened  unless  we  are  able  to  bring  new  recruits  into  service.  There 
can  be  no  greater  service  than  inspiring,  teaching  and  guiding  youth  of 
today  to  meet  the  challenge  of  the  Master  to  go  into  all  the  world  and 
preach  and  teach  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  This  is  our  task.  Now  is 
the  time! 
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Recommendations  for  Youth  Work,  1947-48 

We  recommend  that: 

1.  A  secretary  of  Youth  Work  be  elected  in  every  society. 

2.  Secretaries  promote  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund  and  use  the  in- 
formation concerning  its  use. 

3.  Secretaries  stress  the  use  of  Missionary  Education  Movement 
texts  on  current  mission  topics  by  interest  groups  of  boys  and  girls. 

4.  Secretaries  continue  to  emphasize  the  formation  of  interest  groups 
of  boys  and  girls,  using  monthly  programs  especially  prepared  for  them. 

5.  Secretaries  urge  the  giving  of  supplies  to  projects  of  the  Wom- 
an's Division. 

6.  Secretaries,  wherever  posisble,  become  accredited  instructors  in 
the  area  of  World  Friendship  and  offer  their  services  as  teachers,  and 
counselors  in  camps,  assemblies,  leadership  schools,  etc. 

7.  Secretaries  be  alert  to  every  opportunity  to  interest  young  people 
in  preparing  for  full-time  Christian  service.

Report  of  the  Jurisdiction  Meeting  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 


Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne 

A  great  Methodist  Convocation  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  was 
held  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  March  10-14,  1947.  As  a  section  of  this  meet- 
ing, the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  held  its  6th 
Annual  Session.  Each  morning  and  afternoon  the  women  met  in  historic 
McKendree  Church,  located  in  the  downtown  business  section  of  the 
city.  McKendree  Church  was  organized  in  1787  and  is  the  oldest  Method- 
ist Church  in  Nashville  and  considered  "the  mother  of  Methodism" 
there. 

The  purpose  of  this  meeting  was — 

"To  catch  a  new  vision  of  the  world's  needs; 

To  formulate  a  program  of  action  in  the  light  of  those  needs; 

To  prepare  ourselves  for  the  task; 

Through  worship,  planning  groups, 

Interpretation  of  the  year's  program." 

I  had  to  go  a  day  earlier  than  our  W.  N.  C.  delegation  and  I  left 

home  in  a  storm — a  snow  storm,  but  the  bad  beginning  had  a  good  end- 
ing and  for  the  most  part  the  weather  was  ideal.  The  Jurisdiction 
Executive  Board  was  in  session  all  day  Monday,  10th,  except  for  an 
hour  we  spent  at  a  lovely  luncheon  given  in  our  honor  by  the  Tennessee 
Conference.  The  first  session  for  the  delegated  body,  over  which  our 
new  Jurisdiction  President,  Mrs.  W.  H.  Ratliff,  presided  was  held 
Monday   night.     The   whole   pixgram   for   the   meeting   centered   on   the 
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theme  of  our  1947  Program  Material,  "Of  Such  Is  the  Kingdom."  The 
decorations  were  most  appropriate.  High  above  the  pulpit  was  a  blue 
and  gold  silk  banner  bearing  the  words  "Of  such  is  the  Kingdom"  and 
on  either  side  were  suspended  pictures  of  children  of  many  races.  The 
choir  rail  and  the  altar  were  draped  in  flags  of  all  nations. 

The  service  opened  with  children's  songs  beautifully  sung  by  the 
Scarritt  Singers.  The  topic  for  discussion  was  "The  World  Children 
for  Jesus"  and  this  was  led  by  Miss  Ruby  Van  Hooser,  Division  Secre- 
tary of  Children's  Work  and  Mrs.  H.  R.  Cogburn,  Jurisdiction  Secre- 
tary of  Children's  Work.  Following  this  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  (now 
Vice-President  of  the  Division),  spoke  to  us  on  the  World  Federation 
of  Methodist  Women.  Mrs.  Hillman  is  an  excellent  speaker  and  as  she 
is  a  North  Carolinian  we  all  feel  very  proud  of  her  work  and  her 
ability. 

Tuesday  morning  was  given  over  to  planning  groups,  to  one  of  which 
every  delegate  was  assigned.  Each  group  discussed  and  planned  the 
work  of  its  department  for  the  year. 

At  1:30  P.  M.  we  met  in  the  sanctuary  for  Holy  Communion.  The 
ministers  serving  were  Bishop  Arthur  Moore,  Bishop  Paul  Kern,  Dr. 
W.  H.  Blue,  District  Superintendent  of  Nashville  District,  and  Dr.  King 
Vivien,  pastor  of  McKendree  Church.  The  highlight  of  that  afternoon 
session  was  a  heart  warming  talk  by  Bishop  Garber  (substituting  for 
Mrs.  Garber,  who  was  ill).  He  talked  of  the  great  women  of  Methodism 
who  are  laboring  with  so  much  energy  and  skill  in  the  European  area 
and  the  amazing  influence  that  our  misisonaries  are  exerting  in  these 
war  torn  countries. 

At  4:30  a  lovely  tea  was  given  at  Scarritt  College  and  all  of  the 
delegates  had  an  opportunity  to  see  this  beautiful  school  in  which  so 
many  of  our  deaconesses   and  missionaries   are  trained. 

At  the  joint  session  that  night,  the  principal  address  was  given  by 
Dr.  John  R.  Mott,  Methodism's  greatest  layman  and  winner  of  the  Nobel 
Peace  Prize  for  1946.  Although  more  than  80  years  old,  Dr.  Mott  thrilled 
the  vast  audience  as  he  ably  discussed  "Bringing  Peace  to  the  World." 

Wednesday  morning's  program  was  outstanding.  It  began  with  a 
searching  meditation  "And  this  is  life,"  led  by  Mrs.  W.  L.  Mullikin, 
Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life.  This  was  followed  by  the 
message  of  the  President,  Mrs.  W.  H.  Ratliff.  A  short  summary  of  it 
follows:  As  a  Jurisdiction  we  started  last  year  with  two  special  proj- 
ects in  mind — one  to  build  an  Estelle  Hillman  Scholarship  for  Cuban 
students  and  the  other  to  devise  some  plan  by  which  we  could  study 
more  wisely  and  definitely  the  rural  development  of  our  area.  We  are 
making  good  progress  on  both  projects.  But  today  many  calls  come  to 
us  for  help  from  all  around  the  world.  From  the  islands  of  the  Pacific 
(that  we  paid  for  with  the  life  blood  of  so  many  of  our  boys)  comes 
the  call  that  unless  Christianity  moves  in  within  five  years,  we  will  have 
lost  our  golden  opportunity  of  Christianizing  this  area.  From  South 
America  comes  the  cry — "You  have  something  we  need — not  government 
or  money,  but  the  true  Christian  religion."  These  are  just  samples 
of  the  many  calls  that  come  from  many  places  around  the  world. 

Our  missionaries  who  are  so  gladly  going  back  to  serve  the  needs  of 
others  find  the  cost  of  living  has  risen   five  to   seven  times   and  their 
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salaries  are  totally  inadequate.  Our  property  in  many  lands  has  been 
entirely  destroyed  or  very  seriously  damaged;  our  schools,  medical  cen- 
ters, etc.,  can  not  carry  out  their  work  because  of  the  lack  of  helpers, 
funds  and  equipment.    One  mission  field  is  asking  for  1,000  workers. 

At  home  our  problem  is  almost  overwhelming.  Did  you  know  that 
40%  of  the  children  in  the  United  States  live  in  our  Jurdisdiction? 
These  children  will  be  the  leaders  of  the  next  generation,  yet  only  25% 
of  them  attend  church  regularly.  Twenty  million  families  have  moved 
since  1941  and  many  children  have  lost  all  sense  of  security.  As  Chris- 
tian women  we  are  responsible  for  their  religious  training,  better  health 
conditions,  and  equal  educational  opportunities  for  all  of  them. 

In  the  future  we  must  be  more  consistent — we  must  bring  our  living 
level  up  to  our  pronouncements. 

Our  goals  for  1947  will  be: 

1.  To  reach  more  women  in  our  churches,  especially  to  go  after  the 
new  women  who  move  into  our  communities.  Visit  them  at  once.  One 
half  of  the  Methodist  women  are  not  members  of  the  W.  S.  C.  S. 

2.  We  must  increase,  by  the  1  Penny  a  Day  plan,  our  per  capita  giv- 
ing. As  a  Jurisdiction  we  gave  in  1946,  $1,231,000  which  sounds  like  a 
good  deal  of  money  but  it  is  less  than  the  price  of  a  picture  show  ticket 
each  month. 

3.  We  must  assume  our  full  responsibility  as  Christian  Citizens,  be- 
ginning in  our  local  communities.  The  "rank  and  file"  of  men  can't 
know  schools  as  women  do;  they  are  not  as  interested  in  health  ques- 
tions nor  in  the  alcohol  problem  or  other  serious  menaces  to  our  homes 
today. 

We  must  keep  faith  with  those  great  women  in  whose  places  we 
stand. 

We  stand  on  Holy  Ground. 

The  president  of  each  conference  was  then  given  an  opportunity  to 
tell  in  three  minutes  the  outstanding  work  of  her  conference.  These 
reports  were  mo?t  interesting  and  inspiring.  Mrs.  Weaver's  report 
showed  that  next  to  the  Virginia  Conference,  we  had  sent  the  largest 
amount  of  money  to  the  Division  Treasurer  but  best  of  all  was  the  fact 
that  we  led  all  conferences  in  the  number  of  young  girls  who  have 
dedicated   their   lives   for   Christian   service — a   total   of   15. 

Through  Wednesday  afternoon  and  Thursday  morning  the  Juris- 
dictir  n  officers  continued  to  make  their  reports  and  every  department 
showed  real  progress.  Also  three  deaconesses  and  three  missionaries 
spoke  as  representatives  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Departments. 

On  Thursday  afternoon  Game  the  Pledge  Service.  It  was  a  most  col- 
orful occasion  when  the  conference  treasurers,  all  the  missionaries, 
deaconesses,  native  workers  (in  costumes)  and  representatives  of  our 
many  different  institutions  marched  down  the  aisle  all  carrying  ban- 
ners and  flags  of  the  institutions  and  nations  that  they  represented  and 
occupied  the  front  pews.  We  were  all  tremendously  thrilled  as  each 
conference  treasurer  reported  that  her  conference  had  overpaid  its 
pledge  in  1946  and  increased  the  pledge  for  1947.  Our  Jurisdiction 
President  presented  the  pledge  cards  to  Mrs.  J.  D.  Bragg  our  Division 
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President  who  closed  the  meeting  with  a  great  address  on  the  joy  of 
service,  asking  for  a  rededication  of  our  time,  talents,  and  material 
wealth  for  the  task  that  lies  before  us. 

Joint  sessions  were  held  both  Wednesday  and  Thursday  nights  with 
outstanding  speakers  and  the  Convocation  closed  Friday  at  noon  with 
a  magnificent  address  by  Bishop  Arthur  Moore  on  "Our  Supreme  Chal- 
lenge".

We  have  had  a  fine  year  working  together.  It  is  a  joy  to  be  associ- 
ated with  such  splendid  women  as  the  Asheville  District  officers.  One 
is  well  repaid  for  all  efforts  to  promote  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service  in  the  contact  with  these  sincere  and  consecrated 
women. 

Our  fellowship  with  the  women  in  local  societies  is  a  blessing  to  us 
also. 

A  happy  occasion  this  year  was  having  the  Conference  officers  as 
guests  of  the  district  for  luncheon  one  day  during  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence in  Asheville.  Also  it  was  a  rare  treat  to  the  district  officers  to 
have  the  pleasure  of  the  fellowship  with  our  Conference  officers. 

We  had  one  new  society  and  one  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  organized 
this  year.  Some  of  the  societies  had  not  been  very  active  for  some  time 
but  are  now  doing  good  work. 

We  will  have  a  new  society  to  report  this  quarter  that  has  just  been 
organized  in  a  new  Church  in  West  Asheville,  namely  Abernathy  Church, 
of  which  the  Reverend  T.  A.  Groce  is  the  Pastor. 
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The  Spiritual  Life  work  is  showing  in  the  lives  of  our  women.  We 
are  all  trying  to  do  the  best  we  can  to  live  lives  of  Christian  example. 
Our  Spiritual  Life  Leader,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Bancroft,  is  an  inspiration  to  all. 

This  year  we  have  two  conference  officers  in  our  District.  The  first 
time  in  years  that  Asheville  District  has  had  a  Conference  officer.  Mrs. 
Jessie  Daniel  Ames  of  Tryon,  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities,  and  Mrs.  Mabel  Baughman  of  Hendersonville,  Status 
of  Women.    We  are  proud  of  them. 

We  are  thankful  for  our  financial  success  this  year.  We  over  paid  all 
obligations  and  our  Week  of  Prayer  Offering  was  better  than  in  several 
years.  Scarritt  Associate  Fund  was  several  times  more  than  last  year. 
Our  Bethlehem  was  quite  generous. 

We  had  an  excellent  Educational  Seminar,  planned  and  conducted 
by  Mrs.  F.  O.  Dryman,  District  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service.  Mrs.  Payne,  Mrs.  Hoyle  and  Mrs.  Ames  were  at  their  best  in 
each  of  the  studies  she  instructed  us  in.  Mrs.  Baughman  was  present 
and  presented  the  Status  of  Women  objectives. 

It  was  the  first  meeting  of  the  District  in  28  years  that  Miss  Amy 
Hackney  had  missed.  She  was  sick  and  could  not  be  there.  Our  study 
classes  were  attended  well  but  we  are  not  satisfied. 

We  had  28  Jurisdictional  classes,  74  Conferences,  10  joint  and  16 
informal  classes. 

Our  Annual  meeting  was  very  worthwhile  and  a  large  attendance. 
Mrs.  Haltom  was  with  us  and  added  much  to  the  day's  program.  Also 
did  Mrs.  Ames  and  Mrs.  Baughman. 

The  best  training  day  we  have  had  was  when  we  had  so  many  of 
our  new  local  officers  come  together  early  in  January  and  each  district 
officer  instructed   her  group. 

Our  children  and  Youth  work  is  showing  some  progress,  but  I  feel 
that  is  the  weak  part  of  our  program  in  our  societies.  We  have  so  few 
interested   groups. 

Our  District  was  represented  at  the  School  of  Mission  at  Junaluska 
last  summer.  More  of  our  Women  are  reading  "Methodist  Woman"  and 
"World  Outlook"  and  our  programs  in  the  meetings  show  improvement. 

Our  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  young  women  surely  inspire  us  with 
their  zeal  and  enthusiasm.  The  amount  of  work  they  do  and  the  proj- 
ects they  are  always  working  on  is  a  challenge  to  us.  There  are  evi- 
dences of  work  being  done  that  cannot  be  stated  by  statistics.  Money, 
food  and  clothing  has  been  sent  and  is  being  sent  to  war  torn  areas. 
Our  supply  department  under  Mrs.  Allen  Luther  contributed  to  all  calls 
generously.  Mrs.  L.  G.  Crouch,  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities  is  making  efforts  to  improve  local  civic 
affairs  and  to  aid  in  National  affairs. 

We  have  some  societies  that  have  special  projects.  Scholarships  for 
nurses  in  India,  Assistance  to  Missionaries  in  Haiti,  Support  of  Bible 
Woman  in  China. 

We  have  had  in  our  midst  the  past  few  months  Reverend  and  Mrs. 
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Burr  Baughman,  missionaries  from  Malaya.  They  have  inspired  us  to 
greater  tasks  and  I  am  sure  we  will  give  them  material  aid  as  well  as 
our  prayers,  love  and  best  wishes  as  they  go  back  to  their  work  this 
summer.

As  our  goal  for  1946,  The  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service 
gave  to  us  twelve  "Instruments  of  Peace."  Seemingly,  quite  a  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the 
Charlotte  District  remembered  the  situation  as  it  existed  at  the  close  of 
World  War  I  and  also  how  little  was  done  to  bring  permanent  world- 
wide peace.  Hence,  they  resolved  to  have  an  active  part  in  these  sug- 
gested programs  and  thus  endeavor  to  develop  an  enlarged  interest  in 
mankind  as  brothers  in  Christ. 

With  these  aims  our  missionary  women  have  done  well.  The  District 
is  organized  after  the  pattern  of  the  Conference;  the  leaders  report 
to  and  consult  with  their  corresponding  officer  in  a  very  effective  man- 
ner. With  a  deep  sense  of  appreciation,  to  each  of  these  co-workers  we 
say,  "Thank  you."  To  our  District  Superintendent,  Dr.  Embree  H. 
Blackard,  we  here  express  our  gratitude  for  his  guidance  and  co-opera- 
tion. Together  we  have  reviewed  the  possibilities  of  our  un-organized 
territory  and  he,  with  the  pastors  of  our  district,  have  given  us  encour- 
agement and  active  support.  With  the  organization  of  two  new  churches, 
Commonwealth  and  Purcell,  came  calls  for  a  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service.  Both  groups  of  women  were  organized  within  a  short  time 
and  are  now  among  the  most  active  of  our  number.  We  are  especially 
pleased  with  the  manifested  interest  of  their  young  women,  who  will 
soon  be  some  of  our  leaders. 

In  reviewing  the  twelve  "Instruments  of  Peace,"  we  are  confident 
the  active  participation  in  the  plans  of  evangelization  and  stewardship 
has  deepened  the  spiritual  life  of  our  individual  women,  bringing  about 
an  increase  in  membership  and  in  subscription  to  The  Methodist 
Woman  and  World  Outlook.  "With  information  comes  inspiration"  and 
a  desire  to  share  with  others.  This  resulted  in  a  more  spiritual  study 
of  community  and  world-wide  needs  and  increased  our  financial  offer- 
ings far  beyond  our  conference  plans. 

And  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Jake  Newell,  our  Supply  Work 
was  so  far  reaching,  we  are  happy  to  recognize  and  report  some  of 
the  evident  results:  "84%  of  our  societies  made  contributions,  totaling 
$2,396.10  to  various  areas,  namely  —  Bethlehem  Centers  in  Charlotte 
and  Winston-Salem,  Allen  Institute,  Pfeiffer,  Scarritt  and  Bennett  Col- 
leges; Korea,  India,  Africa,  China,  Poland  and  the  Philippines." 

"Status  of  women"  is  being  studied  with  a  greater  understanding; 
student,  youth,  and  children  secretaries  are  devoting  much  time  and 
interest  to  their  work.  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members  are  rapidly 
coming  into  places  of  leadership  and,  as  a  co-ordinator,  your  district 
secretary    of    promotion    notes    this    development    with    much    joy.     The 
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reports  are  more  complete,  prompt  and  regular  and,  as  a  measurement 
of  progress,  indicate  reason  for  which  we  should  be  and  are  most 
grateful.  You  recall  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the 
Western  North  Carolina  Conference  met  in  our  district  last  year.  No 
doubt  much  of  our  growth  is  due  to  the  inspiration  that  you  gave  us. 
May  we  continue  to  share  our  love  and  gifts  as  stewards  of  Him,  who 
said,  "Feed  my  sheep." 

Personally,  I  have  met  with  many  of  our  groups,  installing  officers 
and  aiding  in  pledge  services.  I  have  attended  the  Conference  Execu- 
tive meetings,  School  of  Missions,  the  preachers'  annual  and  district 
conferences,  the  Seminar  in  Statesville,  the  Workshop  at  Paine  College 
in  Augusta,  and  the  Negro  State  Seminar. 

To  God  we  give  the  praise  for  all  achievement.

This  first  year  as  Promotion  Secretary  of  the  Gastonia  District  is 
filled  with  happy  hours  of  service  and  memories  that  will  linger  on  and 
on.    A  year  ago

Might  grow  in  faith  and  hope  and  charity; 
And  straight  "Go  feed  my  lambs!"  he  answered  me. 

Perhaps  one  place  we  learned  of  food  to  feed  our  Societies  was  in 
our  Executive  meetings  where  we  found  encouragement  and  advice  from 
our  beloved  president.  This  Executive  group  includes  our  three  zone 
chairmen  who  help  promote  all  phases  of  work.  These  along  with  our 
officers  have  studied,  planned  and  then  acted.  It  has  been  a  source  of 
inspiration  to  see  each  officer  tackle  her  job  as  she  realizes 

"To  each  is  given  a  bag  of  tools 
A  shapeless  mass  and  a  book  of  rules, 
And  each  must  make  e'er  life  is  flown 
A    stumbling    block    or    a    stepping    stone." 

Each  District  Secretary  feels  that  her  group  is  the  most  loyal — 
and  the  Gastonia  District  is  no  exception.  As  the  year  moved  on  offi- 
cers and  members  saw  moments  of  being  low  in  spirit  and  wondering 
if  we  were  doing  the  work  required.  Through  this  printed  page  may  I 
share  these  lines  by  James  Buckham  that  comfort  me  when  these  times 
come. 

"Is  toil  but  a  tread  mill?  Think  not  of  the  grind 
But  think  of  the  grist,  what  is  done  and  to  do, 
The  world  growing  better,  more  like  God's  mind, 
By  long,  faithful  labor  of  helpers  like  you." 

In  beginning  this  work  I  felt  like  so  many  of  our  smaller  societies, 
they  want  to  do  all  they  can  in  the  Master's  work  for  women  but  need 
more  information.  Zone  meetings,  Officer  Training  Days,  Seminars, 
District  Meeting,  Annual  Conference,  School  of  Missions,  Guild,  Society 
and  Circle  meetings  have  opened  the  doors  of  information  as  we  "stepped 
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ahead."    Each   has   gone   home   from   these   various   meetings   more   de- 
termined to 

"Do  then  the  best  we  can,  not  for  reward 
Not  for  the  praise  of  man,  but  for  the  Lord." 

All  societies  were  contacted  either  by  visit  or  letter.  The  2,792  mem- 
bers of  78  societies  and  Guilds  representing  a  cross  cut  of  all  sections 
of  Gaston,  Lincoln  and  Cleveland  Counties  have  responded  to  every 
call.  Space  does  not  permit  mention  of  all  our  accomplishments  but  it 
is  with  a  great  deal  of  humility  as  well  as  pride  that  I  mention  the 
gleanings  of  our  year's  work.  Forty-five  Life  Memberships,  3  Honorary 
Baby  Memberships  and  5  names  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  represent 
a  total  of  $1,240.00.  Forty-nine  Societies  and  Guilds  observed  Week  of 
Prayer  and  sent  an  offering  of  $865.37. 

Cash  for  supplies  sent  to  our  Conference  Treasurer  was  $1,281.97  and 
many  boxes  were  mailed. 

The  Methodist  Youth  Fund  found  a  welcome  group  sending  $230.18. 
Financially,  we  have  grown,  sending  a  grand  total  of  $11,341.13  to  our 
Conference  Treasurer.  Our  District  Cultivation  funds  were  spent  to  an 
advantage.  We  were  happy  to  send  our  own  Mrs.  Wilbur  Baber  as  our 
delegate  to  the  Assembly,  and  two  other  officers  to  the  School  of  Missions 
at  Lake  Junaluska. 

We  have  ten  young  people  interested  in  full  time  Christian  work  and 
.00  was  sent  for  Scarritt. 


Study  classes  have  been  interesting  and  profitable.  Our  116  Con- 
ference classes  and  38  Jurisdiction  classes  (second  in  Conference), 
23  Joint  classes  and  16  Informal  classes  created  desires  for  projects  and 
scholarships  to  prove  that  these  studies  have  not  been  in  vain. 

The  546  Methodist  Woman  magazines  and  500  World  Outlooks  are 
used  to  an  advantage  by  all  our  women. 

Every  department  has  been  at  work  to  help  close  a  very  successful 
year.  With  all  this  past  I  still  hear  "Go  feed  my  lambs."  It  is  with  this 
charge  ringing  in  our  ears  that  we  face  a  new  year.  As  we  face  this 
year  my  prayer  is 

"If  serving  others    (though  imperfectly) 
My  own  poor  life  has  worthier  come  to  be, 
And  I  have  grown  in  faith  and  charity. 
Dear  Lord,  be  thine  the  glory!  Thou  hast  wrought, 
All  unaware,  the  blessing  that  I  sought, 
O  that  these  lips  might  praise  thee  as  they  ought." 

Greensboro  District 

Mrs.  Ira  C.  Shelley,  Promotion  Secretary 

Someone  said, 

"When  door  of  day  is  closed  by  night,  and  darkness  hides  the  sun, 
We  then  may  count  the  pleasures  gained  from  deeds  which  were 
well  done." 
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But  that  isn't  the  way  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
■we  do  not  wait  for  night,  but  only  the  passing  of  each  year  eauses  us 
to  stop  and  count  the  pleasures  gained  from  working  as  ambassadors  for 
our  Christ,  and  so  again  I  feel  very  unworthy  to  be  the  one  to  present 
this  very  good  report  for  record. 

No  one  person  could  make  such  a  report  possible,  but  4,335  members 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  Greensboro  District,  have 
achieved  many  great  pleasures  and  shared  them  with  many  others.  We 
have  reported  373  new  members  in  W.  S.,  and  a  total  membership  of 
3,808;  31  new  Guild  members,  total  527,  which  represents  76  societies 
and  13  Guilds.  Twelve  societies  have  every  officer  subscribing  for  both 
magazines,  and  our  goal  of  850  was  reached  for  the  Methodist  Woman, 
889,  but  not  quite  for  the  World  Outlook  as  we  had  only  770.  Tabernacle 
Church  set  a  good  example  of  giving  19  subscriptions  to  both  magazines 
to  the  shut-ins  of  their  church  as  a  Christmas  gift. 

The  women  continue  to  study,  which  promotes  sharing  of  our  wealth; 
we  had  166  study  classes  with  total  enrollment  of  3,253,  including  four 
classes  of  the  W.  S.  Guild,  with  enrollment  of  101..  Thirteen  societies  had 
four  or  more  study  classes ;  nine  had  3 ;  fifteen  had  2 ;  fifteen  held  1 
class  and  20  societies  did  not  report  any  study.  Thirty-seven  societies 
reported  Study  and  Action  committees,  and  33  reported  the  use  of  the 
goal  chart. 

Our  financial  report  is  in  keeping  with  the  rest  of  our  work,  which 
is  as  follows :

Nine  Negroes  were  sent  to  the  Training  School  in  Winston-Salem 
and  money  sent  to  pay  for  three  others.  Sixteen  societies  had  District 
or  Conference  officers  visit  them  during  the  year. 

Realizing  that  one  can  work  better  with  tools  the  women  bought  a 
new  Remington  typewriter,  $129,  and  a  mimeograph  machine  for  $117 
for  the  Promotion  Secretary  to  work  with,  so  outlines  of  all  study 
courses,  news  sheets  and  programs  for  all  meetings  and  some  reports 
have  been  well  distributed  throughout  the  District. 
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Our  Educational  Fund  is  still  swelling,  we  now  have  $579.31  in  the 
bank  to  be  used  as  a  loan  for  some  boy  or  girl  to  study  for  full  time 
Christian  service. 

The  following  churches  have  done  some  very  outstanding  work  in 
Christian  Social  Relations  this  year,  and  I  regret  space  does  not  allow 
me  to  list  their  deeds  so  well  done:  Bethel,  Burnett's  Chapel,  Bethlehem, 
Climax,  Calvary — Greensboro,  Center,  Community,  College  Place,  First 
Church — High  Point,  Gibsonville,  Grace,  Hickory  Grove — Haw  River, 
and  Hickory  Grove — Guilford,  Lindsay  St. — High  Point,  Lebanon,  Reho- 
beth,  Tabernacle,  Pleasant  Garden,  Pelham,  Summerfield,  Spray,  Wesley 
Memorial,  and  West  Market  Street,  Ward  Street,  Welch  Memorial, 
Main  Street — Reidsville,  and  Main  Street — High  Point. 

I  think  that  the  above  report  is  definitely  the  result  of  much  prayer, 
gifts  given  in  joy  and  gladness,  work  done  happily  because  of  the  very 
fine  work  of  an  excellent  set  of  District  officers  and  eight  zone  meeting  j 
during  the  year,  a  Fall  Seminar,  a  large  District  meeting,  four  execu- 
tive meetings  of  the  District  officers  and  women  interested  in  serving 
as  witnesses  and  workers  in  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord.

Marion  District 

Mrs.  C.  V.  Lael,  Promotion  Secretary 

Although  we  are  not  satisfied  with  our  stewardship  for  1946,  we  are 
grateful  to  note  considerable  progress  in  every  department  of  our  work 
in  the  Marion  District.  With  a  consecrated  and  cooperative  corps  of 
officers,  we  are  continuing  to  divide  the  District,  which  covers  six  coun- 
ties into  areas  with  a  District  secretary  responsible  for  the  work  in  the 
smaller  societies  in  each  area,  hoping  in  this  way  to  visit  and  give  help 
and  encouragement  to  every  small  society. 

Fifty-five  new  members  were  gained  during  the  year,  making  a  total 
of  1,618.  Two  new  societies  were  organized  and  two  re-activated  and  we 
maintain  the  goal  of  a  society  on  every  charge. 

Our  budget  of  $4,500  was  overpaid  and  we  have  accepted  a  sub- 
stantial increase  for  this  year. 

Officers'  Training  Day,  Zone  meetings,  Seminars  and  Workshops  have 
been  combined  where  possible  because  of  the  impossibility  of  some 
societies  to  attend  more  than  one  meeting.  These  meetings  have  been 
most  helpful  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne,  Mrs.  John  Hoyle,  Jr.,  Mrj.  R.  I. 
Corbett,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Ballard  and  Rev.  R.  M.  Hauss  have  contributed 
greatly  toward  their  success. 

The  approved  studies  in  Christian  Social  Relations  were  used  in  many 
societies  as  was  also  the  study  in  the  department  of  Spiritual  Life. 
There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  secretaries  of 
Spiritual  Life  reporting. 

Perhaps  our  most  outstanding  work  was  in  Missionary  Education 
and  Service,  with  78  Conference  classes  and  27  Jurisdictional  classes. 
One  small  society  had  seven  Jurisdictional  classes  and  following  the 
study  of  India  a  banquet  with  Indian  decorations,  food  and  exhibits 
added  greatly  to  the  interest.  An  increase  in  the  number  of  Missionary 
Specials  was   proof  of  the  thoroughness   of   these   studies   all   over  the 
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District.    Seven  from  the  District  attended  the   School  of  Missions  at 
Lake  Junaluska. 

Also  a  marked  increase  was  noted  in  Supply  Work,  both  in  cash  and 
supplies,  a  total  of  $408.42  being  contributed  for  this  cause  by  the 
adult  groups  and  $58.82  cash  and  supplies  valued  at  $108.84  contributed 
by  the  children. 

Substantial  amounts  were  given  to  Scarritt  College  and  a  scholarship 
to  Scarritt  comes  from  this  District. 

We  are  also  proud  of  the  record  our  Student  Secretary  has  made. 
Two  girls  from  the  District  are  at  Pfeiffer  College  preparing  for  all- 
time  Christian  work  and  practically  every  society  contributed  toward 
the  fund  for  their  upkeep  and  sent  them  Christmas  gifts.  Two  other 
girls  are  asking  for  help  to  continue  in  their  higher  education  looking 
toward  all-time  service.  Local  societies  kept  in  close  touch  with  their 
students  by  letters,  student  cards,  church  bulletins  and  Upper  Rooms 
and  provided  varied  activities  for  them  when  they  were  at  home.  Service 
men  and  women  were  integrated  into  the  church's  program  by  assisting 
in  church  projects,  ushering,  choir  singing,  teaching  in  the  Church 
school,  and  in  many  other  ways. 

We  reached  our  quota  in  subscriptions  to  the  Methodist  Woman  with 
a  total  of  238  and  to  the  World  Outlook  with  235  subscribers. 

With  prayerful  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  the  opportuni- 
ties He  has  given  us  for  service,  we  press  forward  with  greater  inspi- 
ration and  encouragement  in  1947. 

Salisbury  District 

Mrs.  C.  O.  Floyd,  Promotion  Secretary 

Again  figures  prove  that  the  Salisbury  District  advanced  in,  I  be- 
lieve, all  departments  of  work  during  this  past  year. 

The  District  officers  accepted  for  1946  the  slogan,  "The  Strengthen- 
ing of  the  Local  Society."  It  was  with  this  in  mind  that  plans  were 
made  for  our  District  visitation.  With  special  instructions,  we  set  out 
by  twos  to  visit  our  72  societies.  The  eight  teams  traveled  1,649  miles. 
We  listened  to  many  splendid  programs,  heard  interesting  reports  and 
plans,  ate  plate  after  plate  of  delicious  refreshments  and,  best  of  all, 
enjoyed  hours  of  wholesome  Christian  fellowship.  This  project  was 
beneficial  to  us  officers  in  making  definite  plans  for  needed  District 
work  and,  we  feel,  gave  to  the  members  in  local  societies  a  clearer 
picture  of  the  total  program  of  our  organization. 

It  is  a  real  joy  to  serve  on  this  Salisbury  District  Executive  Board 
with  Mrs.  Waggoner  as  president.  Each  Secretary  has  been  made  to 
feel  that  she  is  important  to  her  office.  A  spirit  of  unity  of  purpose 
and  effort  exists  that  is  realized  in  the  effectiveness  of  the  work  of 
each  officer.  Very  definite  planning  is  done  at  our  monthly  executive 
luncheon  meetings.  At  the  beginning  of  each  quarter  a  special  emphasis 
is  chosen  for  that  quarter. 

We  have  realized  dollars  enough  from  the  District  Promotional  fund 
to  send  our  delegate  to  the  Assembly,  three  officers  to   School  of   Mis- 
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sions,  take  care  of  necessary  expenses   of   District   officers    and   buy   a 
mime-o-scope  for  doing  the  drawings  on  news  letters,  etc. 

In  order  that  Guild  members  and  our  employed  members  of  W.S.C.S. 
might  attend,  our  Annual  District  meeting  was  an  afternoon  and  eve- 
ning one  with  sandwich  supper  at  the  church.  Mrs.  Ames  and  Mrs. 
Haltom  were  our  guest  speakers.  Realizing  that  unless  the  women  were 
there,  they  would  not  hear;  attendance  to  these  sessions  was  stressed. 
In  spite  of  the  heavy  rains  that  came  on  that  day,  the  attendance  was 
good.  One  small  society  came  a  distance  of  25  miles  (each  way)  100% 
strong.  The  theme  chosen  for  this  day  was  "Let  us  advance  along 
all  lines." 

Mrs.  Waggoner,  Mrs.  N.  S.  Ogburn,  Mrs.  Hoyle,  Rev.  R.  M.  Hauss 
and  Mrs.  York  assisted  the  District  Study  and  Action  Committee  in 
making  the  Fall  Educational  Seminar  a  worthwhile  day  in  the  field 
of  Missionary  Education  and  Study. 

Late  in  September  Zone  meetings  were  held  on  three  consecutive 
days  in  our  three  counties.  With  the  exception  of  Children's  Work, 
District  officers  presented  the  work  of  the  departments  to  the  three 
groups.  Surely  good  has  come  from  Mrs.  Rhyne's  enthusiastic  and  in- 
formative talks.  Mrs.  Clark's  inspirational  message  was  a  highlight  of 
the  Rowan  Zone  meeting.  At  the  close  of  this  day,  Mrs.  Waggoner  was 
presented  a  life  membership  from  the  Rowan  Zone. 

The  work  of  our  ten  Wesleyan  Guilds  has  progressed  under  the 
guidance  of  the  new  Guild  Secretary,  Miss  Merrie  Richardson.  $1,132.10 
was  contributed  by  the  290  Guild  members. 

Three  of  our  73  societies  were  organized  during  1946 — Love's  Chapel, 
Gold  Hill,  and  Green  Memorial.  366  new  members  were  added  during 
the  year — a  gain  of  250  over  1946 — making  our  total  3,250.  The  total 
District  membership,  W.S.C.S.  and  W.S.G.,  is  3,540.  Our  increased 
pledge  of  $8,500.00  was  overpaid  by  $3,437.85.  $13,155.96  was  reported 
for    C.S.R.    and    L.C.A. 

The  major  emphasis  chosen  for  1947  for  our  District  is  "The  Search- 
ing out  of  young  people  for  full-time  Christian  Service."  Special  cards 
have  been  prepared  and  mailed  to  presidents  and  pastors  by  cur  Secre- 
tary of  Missionary  Personnel,  Mrs.  P.  N.  Peacock. 

It  was  a  happy  experience  for  some  of  us  when  a  young  woman  came 
to  our  November  Executive  meeting  and  offered  herself  for  Christian 
service.    She  is  now  a  student  at  Pfeiffer  College. 

What  a  joy  and  privilege  it  is  to  serve  in  our  W.S.C.S.!  May  all  of 
us,  officers  and  members,  ever  keep  afresh  in  our  minds  and  hearts  the 
spirit  that  prompted  our  organization  and  walk  hand  in  hand  with  cur 
Great  Leader  as  we  give  and  serve. 

Statesville  District

At  our  first  District  Executive  meeting  of  1946,  the  District  Officers 
and  Zone  chairmen  decided  to  adopt  a  visitation  plan  so  that  societies 
wishing  it  could  look  forward  to  a  visit  from  Zone  and  District  leaders. 
Many  availed  themselves  of  this  opportunity  and  I  feel  that  through  this 
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direct  contact,  many  societies  were  strengthened.  We  will  continue  this 
plan  this  year  and  I  beg  societies  wishing  a  visit  to  drop  me  a  card  or 
call  on  their  Zone  chairman.  We  also  decided  to  divide  Zone  No.  1  into 
two  zones,  calling  the  new  one,  Ashe  County  Zone.  This  makes  five 
zones  in  Statesville  District,  but  we  feel  that  more  of  our  women  can 
be  reached  in  this  way. 

We  have  Zone  meetings  in  all  five  zones  twice  a  year.  In  the  spring 
and  in  the  fall.  Because  of  this  visitation  plan  we  can  announce  four 
new  societies  and  several  reorganizations. 

We  held  our  District  meeting  in  June,  at  Bethel  church,  Hickory, 
with  good  attendance.  A  special  speaker  at  this  meeting  was  Mrs. 
Eunice  Weaver,  a  fine  Christian  woman,  from  Rio  de  Janerio,  Brazil. 
Mrs.  Weaver  is  here  studying  sociology  at  the  invitation  of  our  govern- 
ment. She  is  very  interested  in  the  welfare  of  her  country  in  every 
way,  but,  especially  in  the  welfare  of  the  lepers,  of  which  there  are 
many.  There  were  many  interesting  reports  at  this  meeting;  one  of 
which  was  the  report  of  the  Assembly  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  which,  as 
delegate  I,  myself,  gave. 

It  was  a  great  privilege  to  attend  this  meeting  and  I  thank  each  of 
you  for  your  part  in  sending  me. 

After  the  Zone  meetings  in  the  fall  we  were  privileged  to  attend  a 
wonderful  one  day  "Retreat,"  supervised  by  our  Spiritual  Life  Secretary, 
Mrs.  J.  P.  Hornbuckle.  Several  of  our  Conference  officers  were  present. 
Among  them,  Mrs.  J.  Dale  Stentz,  Conference  Secretary  of  Spiritual 
Life,  and  Miss  Lorena  Kelly,  who  had  just  returned  from  Africa.  A 
sacrificial  offering,  $100.00,  for  children  of  other  lands,  was  sent  to  our 
Conference  Treasurer,  as  an  outgrowth  of  this  meeting. 

We  well  overpaid  our  pledge  by  sending  into  our  Conference  Treasurer 
$10,577.51.  Of  this,  $1,193.71  was  on  Supplies.  Bethlehem  Building 
fund,  $176.31.  Lenten  offering,  $32.46.  Week  of  Prayer,  $881.82.  Scar- 
ritt  Maintenance,  $131.82.  Life  memberships,  $725.00.  Methodist  Youth 
fund,  $261.99.    Children's  Work,  $46.08.  "Penny  a  Day"  gift,  $103.63. 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  paid  on  pledge,  $538.05  with  $196.80 
paid  en  their  special  projects.  $14,825.43  was  paid  on  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities.  Forty-six  of  our  societies  re- 
ported using  the  goal  chart.  We  have  16  interest  groups  of  young  girls. 
Twenty  societies  reported  additional  sessions  in  child  work.  Eleven 
societies  reported  "Every  Officer  a  Subscriber"  to  the  Methodist  Woman. 
Forty-seven  societies  reported  Study  and  Action  committees.  We  can 
also  report  176  approved  study  classes  of  which  40  were  Jurisdictional 
Credit  classes,  with  an  attendance  of  3,118. 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that  of  75  societies  only  47  reported.  We  are  happy 
to  be  able  to  give  this  report  for  ±946,  and  with  the  help  of  our  Heavenly 
Father,  we  plan  to  do  much  better  in  1947. 

Thomasville  District

Our  Thomasville  District,  in  its  third  year  as  a  new  district,  is  still 
having   a   few  growing   and   organizational   pains,   but   we   feel   that   it

has  made  great  strides  this  year  in  its  real  goal  of  fellowship  and 
unselfish  service.  We  are  going  to  strive  this  year  not  only  to  get 
more  societies  and  more  members,  but  to  make  each  society  function 
better  and  to  make  each  officer  more  alert  to  her  duties.  In  that  way, 
we  can  better  serve  our  foreign  and  local  needs. 

We  have  added  five  new  societies:  Clarksbury,  Cid  charge;  Rehobeth, 
Coleridge  charge;  Pleasant  Grove,  Cid  charge;  Tyro,  Linwood  charge; 
and  Chapel  Hill,  South  Davidson  charge.  As  the  Conference  has  asked, 
we  have  sent  new  packets  of  literature  and  report  blanks  to  these 
societies.  We  now  have  a  total  of  100  societies  with  a  membership  of 
2,972.    This  is  a  net  gain  of  432  members  over  last  year. 

Financially,  we  have  more  than  met  our  pledges.  Our  pledge  to  the 
Conference  was  $7,500.  We  paid  $10,831.  This  year  we  have  raised 
our  pledge  to  $9,000.  For  supplies,  we  donated  $1,122.20.  For  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  we  spent  $6,723.76.  We 
had  17  life  memberships  and  2  honorary  baby  memberships.  The  total 
given  to  Scarritt  was  $127.85.  Our  District  meeting  was  held  at  Fair 
Grove  Church  in  Thomasville.  Our  attendance  was  unusually  good.  At 
this  time,  we  had  inspiring  messages  from  Mrs.  Jessie  Daniels  Ames  and 
Mrs.  C.  A.  York.  A  new  president  was  elected  at  this  meeting.  She  is 
Mrs.  J.  D.  Spence,  of  Asheboro.  She  is  extremely  interested  in  the 
work,  and  is  already  planning  an  extensive  visitation  program  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

In  August,  our  Secretary  of  Personnel,  Mrs.  L.  Herbert  Smith,  of 
Liberty,  called  a  meeting  to  interview  Miss  Geraldine  Surratt,  of  South- 
mont,  who  wanted  a  study  grant,  and  desires  to  do  missionary  work  in 
Africa.  After  being  enthusiastically  recommended,  Miss  Surratt  is  now 
at  Pfeiffer  College,  and  is  making  a  splendid  record. 

Two  beneficial  and  enjoyable  executive  meetings  were  held.  The  first 
was  at  Main  Street  Church,  Thomasville,  in  February.  The  second  was 
at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Spence,  Asheboro  in  September.  At  the  latter  time, 
Mrs.  Weaver  was  with  us,  and  in  her  inimitable  and  gracious  manner 
brought  us  a  message  inspiring  us  to  greater  undertakings. 

Zone  meetings  were  held  as  follows :  Cooleemee  for  Davie  County ; 
Unity  Church,  Thomasville  for  Davidson  County;  Liberty  for  Randolph 
County.    Each  of  these  meetings  was  well  attended. 

The  Seminar  was  held  in  Community  Church  in  Thomasville.  Mrs. 
Curtis  Koontz,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  with  the 
help  of  Conference  and  District  officers,  conducted  a  splendid  meeting. 
As  with  the  other  meetings,  we  had  a  good  attendance. 

Our  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  has  contributed  largely  to  our  pro;  ram. 
We  have  14  Guilds,  and  at  the  beginning  of  this  new  year  1947,  we  have 
one  new  Guild  with  the  prospect  of  several  more.  They  contributed 
$1,795.44  toward  our  pledge.  The  new  Guild  Secretary  is  Mrs.  J.  O. 
Branson,  of  Thomasville. 

As  most  of  you  know,  the  District  is  largely  rural,  and  covers  a  Iar  e 
territory.  There  are  49  charges  and  148  churches.  This  means  that  most 
preachers  have  three,  four,  and  five  churches  to  serve.  These  preachers 
have  assured  us  that  they  want  to  help,  and  Mr.  George  B.  Clemmer,  our 
District  Superintendent,  is  also  ready  to  serve  when  he  is  called  upon. 
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Our  reporting  has  definitely  improved,  but  we  are  still  urging  our 
women  for  more  and  better  reports.  When  our  first  reports  were  received 
three  years  ago,  there  were  about  40  societies  reporting.  Through  per- 
sonal letters,  preachers  and  phone  calls,  we  had  100%  reporting  on  the 
Promotion  Secretary's  report  for  the  last  two  quarters  in  1946. 

May  I  again  thank  each  one  of  you  in  the  District  who  has  helped, 
and  may  I  especially  thank  again  our  District  officers. 
We  are  looking  forward  to  a  profitable  year. 

Waynesville  District 

Mrs.  T.  A.  Case,  Promotion  Secretary 

During  1946  the  Waynesville  District  made  progress  in  our  W.S.C.S. 
work,  as  is  shown  by  a  study  of  the  annual  report.  We  feel,  too,  that 
our  members  in  this  District  grew  spiritually  as  a  result  of  their 
generous  giving,  their  unselfish  service,  their  study,  worship,  and  fellow- 
ship together.  However,  our  work  fell  short  of  what  we  would  like  for 
it  to  have  been. 

Though  we  gained  188  new  members  this  year,  we  showed  a  loss  in 
the  number  of  societies.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  several  inactive 
societies  were  dropped  and  two  societies  on  the  Crabtree  charge  were 
combined,  but  two  new  societies  (Salem  and  Piney  Grove)  were  added, 
and  one  society,  Echota,  was  reorganized.  This  left  us  at  the  end  of 
1946  with  42  societies,  showing  a  net  loss  of  four.  We  also  now  have 
five  unorganized  charges  instead  of  three,  the  increase  being  due  mostly 
to  changes  in  charge  boundaries. 

We  are  proud  of  our  financial  report  for  1946.  We  well  over-paid 
our  pledge  of  $3,500.00 — and  there  were  substantial  increases  in  life 
memberships,  in  Supply  work,  and  in  the  Week  of  Prayer  offering.  Fair 
contributions  were  made  to  the  Bethlehem  Building  Fund  and  the  Emer- 
gency Penny-a-Day  Fund.  We  continued  our  District  project  of  giving 
two  $50.00  scholarships  at  Brevard  College. 

With  a  quota  of  200  fo  reach,  we  had  275  subscribers  to  the  Methodist 
Woman,  and  265  to  the  World  Outlook.  We  are  still  working  toward  the 
goal  of  "Every  Officer  a  Subscriber"  to  these  magazines — and  we  hope 
to  encourage  better  use  of  them,  as  well  as  of  all  our  other  "Literature 
and  Publications."  A  good  many  of  our  members  take  and  read  the 
Advocate. 

We  held  all  the  scheduled  W.S.C.S.  meetings,  which  were  well- 
attended  in  spite  of  rainy,  bad  weather  in  several  instances,  and  we  feel 
that  they  were  very  worth  while.  At  the  District  Meeting  in  May, 
Mrs.  D.  M.  Davidson  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Harbison  were  with  us.  At  our 
Educational  Seminar,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne  and  Mrs.  John  Hoyle,  Jr.,  pre- 
sented interesting  material  and  information  about  the  approved  Mission 
Study  courses.  The  splendid  messages  these  Conference  officers  brought 
us  were  most  inspiring  and  instructive.  Our  zone  meetings  proved  espe- 
cially beneficial. 

A  good  number  of  approved  mission  study  classes  were  held,  but 
we  hope  there  will  be  many  more  this  year.  We  hope  more  of  our 
societies  will  get  on  the  honor  roll,  having  had  three,  or  better  four, 
approved  study  courses. 
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Our  eight  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  under  the  'direction  of  Miss  Mar- 
garet Wilson  of  Bryson  City,  did  good  work  during  1946.  They  paid  a 
total  of  $607.54  into  the  Conference  Treasury,  they  showed  a  nice  in- 
crease in  membership,  and  they  carried  on  all  phases  of  their  work  in 
a  fine  manner. 

Our  plans  for  1947  have  as  their  aim  an  increase  in  the  "breadth 
and  depth"  of  W.S.C.S.  work  in  our  District.  Through  our  meetings, 
through  frequent  news  letters,  and  through  more  visitation  of  local 
societies  we  hope  to  get  our  Methodist  women  to  organize  new  societies, 
to  improve  the  organization  of  old  ones,  to  become  more  efficient  officers, 
to  do  better  reporting,  and  to  have  a  wider  vision  of  Woman's  Society 
work.  We  pray  earnestly  for  God's  guidance  and  blessing  in  carrying 
out  these  plans. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mrs.  J.  Robert  Long,  our 
District  President,  for  her  earnest,  consecrated  leadership — and  fcr 
her  help  to  me  in  this  my  first  year  as  District  Promotion  Secretary . 
Without  her,  and  our  capable  District  Secretaries,  the  things  we  have 
been  able  to  do  would  have  been  impossible.  Continuing  to  work  together, 
I  have  faith  that  we  can  go  on  to  bigger  and  better  things  in  the  Wayes- 
ville  District  W.S.C.S. 

Winston-Salem  District 

Mrs.  R.  G.  Smith,  Promotion  Secretary 

Evaluating  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  work,  in  the 
light  of  our  aim  "to  develop  the  spiritual  life,  to  participate  in  such 
activities  as  will  strengthen  the  local  church,  improve  civic,  community 
and  world  conditions,  and  develop  and  suppoit  Christian  work  among 
women  and  children  around  the  world,"  we  realize  that  many  of  the 
3,061  members  of  the  83  societies  in  the  Winston-Salem  District,  dedi- 
cated themselves  to  becoming  Instruments  of  Peace  in  establishing  a 
World  Christian  Community.  At  the  same  time,  we  are  keenly  aware 
of  neglected  opportunities,  in  view  of  that  stirring  challenge,  and  the 
urgent  necessity  of  striving  more  earnestly  in  1947,  "to  reach  the  goal 
that  is  set  before  us." 

Splendid  work  has  been  done  in  all  departments.  We  realize  that 
much  of  the  tangible  evidence  of  growth  in  these  lines  of  work  is  due 
indirectly  to  the  broader  cultivation  of  and  greater  effort  directed  toward 
the  deepening  and  quickening  of  spiritual  life  in  the  District.  We  are 
proud  to  claim  Miss  Patricia  Rothrock  of  Mt.  Airy,  N.  C,  lecently 
accepted  by  the  Division  for  Mission  Work,  in  our  District;  and  we  are 
also  proud  of  the  fine  group  of  seven  young  Methodist  students  who  have 
dedicated  themselves  to  lives  of  Christian  service.  We  like  to  feel  there 
is  a  direct  relationship  between  this  number  of  young  people  making 
such  a  decision  for  their  life  work,  and  the  twenty-six  prayer  groups 
formed  in  the  District  last  year.  Significant  of  the  increased  interest 
in  the  area  of  Young  People's  work,  is  the  contribution  of  $262.50 — com- 
pared with  $65.00  last  year — to  "Scarritt  Associates"  fund. 

Records  show  an  attendance  of  3,028  women  at  152  approved  study 
classes,  and  nine  informal  studies;  a  distinct  gain  made  in  magazine 
circulation,  subscriptions  totaling  649  to  the  Methodist  Woman  and  532 
to   the    World   Outlook;    significant   activities    reported    in    the    area    of 
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Christian  Social  Relations,  which  though  many  times  small,  indicate  a 
definite  trend  toward  consciousness  of  responsibility  for  racial  and  social 
conditions.  Outstanding  in  this  area  was  the  support  given  to  the 
North  Carolina  School  for  Christian  Workers,  to  which  the  societies  of 
the  District  sent  thirty  delegates  and  contributed  generously  toward 
scholarships  and  expenses.  Participation  in  Local  Church  Activities  was 
practically  100%. 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  under  the  capable  direction  of  Miss 
Georgia  Barnes,  has  done  excellent  work  along  all  lines.  There  are 
twelve  units  in  the  District,  with  a  membership  of  394. 

From  a  financial  standpoint,  the  report  is  the  best  we  have  had.  A 
total  of  $15,479.00  for  all  purposes,  was  sent  to  the  Conference  Treas- 
urer. $1,812.73  of  this  amount  was  contributed  by  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild.  Thirty-seven  Life,  one  Memorial  and  three  Baby  Memberships 
were  reported.  $315.67  was  given  to  the  Penny-a-Day  program.  Forty- 
five  societies  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer,  with  an  offering  of  $1,093.75. 

Through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  members,  District  and  Conference 
officers,  whose  loyalty  was  expressed  in  countless  ways,  these  achieve- 
ments were  made  possible,  and  to  all  of  these  we  would  express  our  deep 
sense  of  obligation  and  appreciation.  In  this  coming  year,  with  "the 
greatest  test  the  world  ever  faced  before  us,"  with  prayer,  money,  work 
and  Christian  statesmanship  needed,  NOW  IS  THE  TIME,  as  never  be- 
fore to  take  our  stand  actively  and  vocally  to  bring  His  .Kingdom  in. 


INSTITUTIONS 


Bethlehem  Center,  Charlotte,  N.  C. 

Iva  McCarter,  Home  Missionary 

During  the  past  year  many  improvements  have  been  made  at  the 
Bethlehem  Center.  The  interior  of  the  building  has  been  painted  through- 
out and  a  drinking  fountain,  paid  for  by  the  users  of  the  building,  has 
been  installed  in  the  front  hall.  Fire  extinguishers  have  been  placed  on 
each  floor,  adding  to  the  safety  of  its  occupants,  as  well  as  lowering  in- 
surance rates. 

About  a  month  ago,  a  man  living  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Center, 
came  to  our  education  class  and  said  that  it  did  not  seem  right  to  ignore 
the  opportunities  offered  by  the  Center.  He  is  now  learning  to  read  and 
write  and  because  of  his  interest  and  enthusiasm  additional  time  is  being 
given  to  him  outside  the  regular  class  hour. 

Our  Kindergarten  Mothers'  Club  has  been  very  cooperative  and  has 
contributed  much  in  a  financial  way.  We  have  been  able  to  buy  some 
equipment  with  the  money  they  have  paid  in  dues.  We  are  starting  a 
health  program  for  the  children,  and  before  the  school  year  is  up  we 
hope  to  have  given  them  shots  for  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough,  and 
the  smallpox  vaccination.  One  day  one  of  the  children  came  to  school 
very  much  upset  for  his  mother  had  said  that  I  was  going  to  shoot  him. 

We  are  now  serving  around  150  families  and  more  than  twice  that 
number  of  children.    We  are  receiving  volunteer  help  from  the  Student 
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Christian  Association  of  Queens  College  and  from  the  Johnson  C.  Smith 
University.  Despite  this  additional  help  we  do  not  serve  as  many  in- 
dividuals as  we  could,  or  should.  Our  present  kindergarten,  numbering 
37,  is  too  large  for  our  small  space.  There  are  35  children  on  our  wait- 
ing list  and  hardly  a  day  passes  that  a  mother  does  not  seek  to  place 
her  child  in  class.  If  another  staff  member  were  added,  a  much  needed 
additional  kindergarten  could  be  had,  although  the  space  for  its  opera- 
tion would  be  very  limited.  Other  groups  would  also  profit  by  an  addi- 
tional worker.  Mothers  have  been  asking  for  a  musical  program  which 
would  enable  their  children  to  take  advantage  of  vocal  and  piano  lessons. 
The  present  staff  has  neither  the  time,  nor  the  talent,  to  offer  such 
a  course. 

Playground  space  and  equipment  are  most  inadequate.  There  has 
been  no  replacement  of  our  vital  standard  equipment  since  the  opening 
of  the  Center  in  1941,  and  it  is  becoming  dangerous  to  use  that  which 
we  have.    Only  with  more  financial  aid  will  we  be  able  to  meet  this  need. 

If  the  Center  is  to  do  an  adequate  and  effective  piece  of  work  it  is 
imperative  that  these  needs  be  met.  It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  faith  that 
I  challenge  all  of  the  groups  represented  here  today,  to  accpt  the  re- 
sponsibility of  generously  supporting  the  work  of  their  Bethlehem  Center.

We  do  trust  Sunny  Acres  may  ever  provide  a  quiet  place  for  those 
that  feel  the  need  of  it  in  their  programs  of  worship,  study,  and  plan- 
ning for  more  efficiency  in  the  work  of  His  Kingdom. 


Pfeiffer  Junior  College

Pfeiffer  Junior  College  at  Misenheimer,  N.  C,  is  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  of  The  Methodist  Church. 
It  is  accredited  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools,  the  University  Senate  of  The  Methodist  Church,  and  the  North 
Carolina  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  and  is  a  member  of 
all  the  college  associations  open  to  a  junior  college. 

Being  a  church  affiliated  college  and  believing  that  the  Christian 
religion  is  the  fundamental  basis  for  educational  and  personal  develop- 
ment, Pfeiffer  carries  on  a  well-rounded  religious  program.  There  are 
weekly  Sunday  School  and  weekly  chapel  services,  with  required  at- 
tendance. There  are  weekly  vesper  services,  dormitory  worship  services 
and  church  service  in  the  college  chapel  on  Sunday  each  month.    On  other 
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Sundays  the  students  attend  the  village  church  and  on  the  third  Sunday 
of  the  month  they  help  conduct  the  service.  There  are  also  active 
Y.M.C.A.  and  Y.W.C.A.  organizations  on  the  campus. 

Pfeiffer  has  the  privilege  of  enrolling  each  year  students  preparing 
for  fulltime  Christian  service;  some  of  them  on  Study  Grants  provided 
by  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Western  North  Caro- 
lina Conference.  Around  this  nucleus  of  students  definitely  interested 
in  Christian  service  has  developed  a  larger  circle  called  the  Fellowship 
Group.  This  club  meets  semi-monthly  for  fellowship,  discussion,  and 
study  of  the  fields  of  Christian  service.  They  have  an  uplifting  influence 
on  the  religious  life  of  the  campus. 

The  college  seeks  to  give  its  students  the  basic  survey  courses  neces- 
sary for  those  who  will  continue  work  at  a  senior  college  and  semi-pro- 
fessional courses  for  those  who  will  complete  their  formal  education  at 
Pfeiffer.  Courses  are  offered  in  Liberal  Arts,  Industrial  Arts,  Music, 
Pre-nursing,  Commerce,  with  many  elective  subjects. 

A  physical  education  program  and  a  well-planned  social  schedule 
round  out  the  student  activities. 

Pfeiffer  College  operates  under  the  cooperative  plan  and  any  student 
desiring  a  college  education  and  willing  to  work  can  put  himself  through 
college. 

The  college  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Woman's 
Societies  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference 
for  its  interest  in  Pfeiffer  and  for  its  splendid  cooperation.  The  grati- 
tude of  the  entire  school  is  extended  to  the  women  for  their  generous 
cash  supply  gifts  of  1946.  This  money  will  help  provide  much  needed 
Visual  Aid  and  athletic  equipment. 

A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  every  member  of  the  W.S.C.S.  to 
the  Conference  to  visit  Pfeiffer.    A  hearty  welcome  awaits  one  and  all.

Another  year  has  passed  and  we  are  privileged  to  come  again  to  give 
an  account  of  our  stewardship.  As  the  years  come  and  go  we  have 
wished  we  had  something  different  to  report  or  at  least  that  we  could 
say  it  in  a  different  way. 

Our  day  nursery  is  operating  at  capacity  and  though  it  is  not  per- 
fect it  is  filling  a  great  need  in  our  community. 

Bethlehem  Centers  have  always  taken  Brotherhood  as  the  way  of 
peace  and  this  year  we  have  gone  the  second  mile  to  help  bring  Brother- 
hood to  our  community.  Our  Bible  Institute,  sponsored  by  Mrs.  L.  V. 
Scott,  is  a  great  venture  in  Brotherhood.  This  our  twelfth  Annual  In- 
stitute held  such  enthusiasm  and  interest  that  our  conference  room  was 
overrun,  forcing  us  to  move  into  the  recreation  room  to  accommodate 
the  audience.  We  are  working  and  hoping  that  it  will  not  be  many  more 
years  before  we  have  our  auditorium  for  this  and  other  activities  we 
now  sponsor. 
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There  seems  to  be  a  universal  and  accepted  belief  that  crime  and 
idleness  go  hand  in  hand.  This  belief  has  kept  us  conscious  of  the  great 
need  for  planned  and  supervised  recreation  for  school  children  of  our 
community.  We  have  outdoor  basketball  for  boys  and  some  club  work 
for  girls  but  not  nearly  enough. 

If  we  can  enlist  our  parents  and  children  in  character  building  now, 
in  years  to  come  we  will  have  new  ways  of  doing  social  service  work. 
Youth  has  the  spirit  of  adventure  and  is  anxious  to  try  new  methods, 
while  parents  will  hold  on  to  correct  principles. 

We  have  not  attained  our  goal,  but  we  have  gained  so  much  of  the 
really  worth  while,  that  we  are  left  with  a  stronger  determination  and 
a  new  hope.    We  again  consecrate  our  lives  to  this  great  task. 

The  following  resolution  came  from  the  Bethlehem  Board : 

We,  the  members  of  the  Bethlehem  Center  Board,  Winston-Salem, 
N.  C,  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the  late  Dr.  Charles  C.  Weaver,  who  was 
largely  responsible  for  starting  Bethlehem  Center  in  Winston-Salem. 

During  his  pastorate  at  Centenary  Methodist  Church,  he  and  Mrs. 
Weaver  recognized  the  great  need  for  a  Bethlehem  House,  for  Negro 
children.  They  appealed  to  an  interested  friend  who  donated  a  lot,  the 
Woman's  Council  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  South,  for  funds  for  a  building, 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Western  N.  C.  Conference  for 
maintenance. 

Bethlehem  Center,  408  Hickory  Street,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  estab- 
lished in  1930,  stands  as  one  of  the  monuments  to  his  fruitful  life. 

To  Mrs.  Weaver,  and  their  children  we  offer  our  expression  of  love 
and  appreciation.  May  they  find  comfort  and  strength  in  the  truly  great 
inheritance  of  a  life  so  well  spent.

Bennett  College 

Rev.  R.  D.  Crockett,  Director  Religious  Activities 

Bennett  College  has  an  enrollment  of  470  young  women.  It  is  a  lib- 
eral arts  college  granting  the  A.B.  and  B.S.  degrees. 

The  curriculum  is  composed  of  four  divisions:  Natural  Science,  Social 
Science,  Humanities  and  Home  Economics. 

The  spirit  of  the  college  may  be  described  in  part  in  the  following 
ways:  1.  Every  experience  is  considered  to  be  a  learning  experience, 
therefore  everything  should  be  dene  right.  2.  The  students  should  grow 
and  reach  the  point  where  they  have  a  sense  of  self-direction.  This  can 
be  illustrated  by  the  use  of  the  compass.  Before  we  had  a  compass  ships 
stayed  close  to  the  shore  for  they  had  to  get  their  directions  from  moun- 
tains along  the  way,  but  after  the  compass  they  had  their  directions  and 
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could  travel  the  seas.  3.  We  strive  to  help  the  girls  get  an  idea  to  the 
higher  values,  persons  are  more  valuable  than  money;  miners  more 
valuable  than  the  coal  they  dig;  the  highest  value  is  God  as  revealed  in 
Christ. 

Our   students   enter    such   fields   as   teaching,    social   work,   medicine, 
and  home  demonstration. 


Allen  High  School 

Mrs.  Claire  M.  Lennon,  Superintendent 

Allen  High  School,  331  College  Street,  Asheville,  is  one  of  three 
"sister"  high  schools  for  Negro  girls  conducted  by  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service,  located  in  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  and  is 
fully  accredited  by  the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Education  and 
by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 

The  79  boarding  students  at  Allen  High  School  come  from  ten  dif- 
ferent states,  three-fourths  of  them,  however,  being  from  various  sec- 
tions of  North  Carolina.  More  than  20  come  from  W.  N.  C.  communi- 
ties where  there  are  no  public  high  schools  for  Negroes,  and  these  receive 
tuition  aid  from  nine  months'  school  fund  of  the  state.  About  one-fourth 
of  the  girls  could  not  be  in  school  if  they  were  not  able  to  help  with  their 
expenses.  These  work  for  amounts  ranging  from  $2.00  per  month  to 
the  full  board  and  tuition  of  $20.00  a  month. 

The  school  offers  the  work  of  grades  seven  through  twelve  and  the 
enrollment  totals  about  150.  In  addition  25  adults  have  been  enrolled 
in  evening  classes  in  typing  and  shorthand  while  20  small  children  take 
piano  lessons  from  our  music  director. 

Last  October,  Miss  Muriel  Day's  conference  on  Testing  and  Guidance 
brought  staff  members  from  twelve  other  schools  of  her  Bureau  of  Edu- 
cational Institutions  to  our  campus.  Mrs.  J.  Dale  Stentz  added  much 
by  her  presence  as  she  led  our  devotional  periods. 

The  Allen  High  School  chapter  of  the  Junior  Red  Cross  is  busy  with 
many  projects  and  furnishes  some  of  the  important  officers  for  the 
Buncombe  County  Council.  Our  Y-Teens  cooperate  with  similar  groups 
from  other  schools  and  with  the  general  Y.W.C.A.  organization  in  the 
Phyllis  Wheatley  Branch. 

We  are  proud  that  Allen  is  one  of  the  projects  of  the  Methodist 
Youth  Fund  this  year  and  our  girls  have  contributed  largely  to  this 
fund.  Our  Youth  Fellowship  is  well  organized  and  the  girls  lead  the 
worship  services  preceding  the  Sunday  morning  class  periods  as  well 
as  taking  part  in  the  Sunday  evening  meetings  and  the  monthly  World 
Friendship  program.  A  joint  meeting  with  the  Senior  Youth  Fellowship 
group  of  Central  Methodist  Church  in  our  chapel  recently  climaxed  our 
series  of  studies  of  Race  Relations. 

Although  young,  our  Girl  Scout  organization  is  very  active  and  effec- 
tive. The  Scouts  have  helped  with  the  entertainment  of  a  Leaders'  Con- 
ference, have  acted  as  ushers  at  the  Children's  Theatre  programs,  and 
now  are  conducting  nurseries  during  church  services. 
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We  have  no  gymnasium  but  are  able  to  rent  that  of  the  neighbor- 
ing Y.W.C.A.  for  our  well-organized  physical  education  classes  and  our 
basketball  games.  The  basketball  team  continues  victorious  and  we  hope 
they  will  make  us  proud  of  them  in  their  tournament  again  this  year. 
Especially  interesting  games  have  been  those  with  girls  from  Warren 
Wilson  and  Black  Mountain  colleges. 

Our  Glee  Club  and  Sextette  have  sung  for  young  people's  and 
W.S.C.S.  groups  as  well  as  taking  part  in  a  number  of  programs  and 
also  conducting  Vesper  services  in  some  of  the  Conference  churches. 
Each  spring  we  welcome  the  glee  clubs  from  other  Western  North  Caro- 
lina communities  for  the  well-attended  Festival  of  Negro  Spirituals. 
National  Music  Week  brings  special  program  to  our  services  and  other 
musical  programs  are  held  from  time  to  time. 

Special  services  such  as  those  of  the  World  Day  of  Prayer,  and  Re- 
ligious Emphasis  and  Holy  Week  as  well  as  frequent  chapel  and  vesper 
services  are  conducted  by  the  Religious  Education  department,  which 
this  year  was  also  in  charge  of  the  Candlelight  Christmas  Pageant  at 
Berry  Temple  Methodist  Church  where  we  attend  most  Sunday  services. 

The  Home  Economics  classes  have  had  the  redecoration  of  their  lab- 
oratories as  their  special  project  this  year  and  are  financing  the  pur- 
chase of  a  new  suite  for  their  practice  dining  room.  Last  year  the 
Parent-Teacher  Association  purchased  chairs  and  quartet  tables  for  our 
Day  Students'  lunch  room  and  it  is  now  a  very  attractive  room. 

This  year  the  Parent-Teachers  Association  have  provided  a  motion 
picture  projector  for  our  Visual  Aids  program.  Films  are  borrowed 
from  the  City  Health  department  or  the  public  schools,  or  provided  by 
the  staff  members. 

The  school  is  well  represented  in  the  City  Family  Life  Council's 
Youth  meetings  each  year  and  entertain  large  groups  of  other  students 
at  annual  supper  meetings.  Each  spring  they  cooperate  in  the  special 
Family  Life  week  observance.  Last  spring  we  were  happy  to  have 
Dr.  Henry  Hitt  Crane  of  Detroit,  the  guest  leader  of  Family  Life  Week, 
as  our  chapel  speaker. 

Interesting  chapel  services  are  conducted  three  mornings  each  week 
by  the  students,  by  staff  members,  or  by  special  visitors.  All  types  of 
programs  are  given  and  received  with  much  interest. 

Through  a  well-rounded  program  of  physical,  mental  and  spiritual 
development  the  bi-racial  staff  of  Allen  High  School  is  endeavoring  to 
help  each  girl  live  out  the  creed  left  her  by  Bishop  Schuyler  Garth  when 
he  visited  us  last  March: 

"Let  me  be  the  Self  the  Potter  dreamed  Fd  be, 
Let  me  have  a  Faith  my  tears  demand  in  me, 
Let  me  grow  a  Love  the  world  expects  of  me, 
Let  me  find  a  Cause  that  pulls  the  best  from  me." 
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Scarritt  College  and  "Scarritt  Associates" 

Mrs.  A.  H.  Whitley,  Conference  Secretary  of  Student  Work 
By  reason  of  its  strategic  location  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  Scarritt  Col- 
lege for  Christian  Workers  enjoys  many  important  advantages.  It  is 
situated  within  a  few  minutes'  walk  of  Vanderbilt  University,  the  Van- 
derbiit  School  of  Religion,  the  Vanderbilt  Medical  School  and  Hospital, 
the  George  Peabody  Demonstration  School,  the  George  Peabody  College 
for  Teachers,  the  Nashville  School  of  Social  Work,  and  Ward-Belmont 
College.  As  a  leading  educational  center  of  the  South,  Nashville  offers 
exceptional  advantages  for  numerous  types  of  training  and  draws  an- 
nually thousands  of  students  from  many  sections  of  the  United  States. 
In  Nashville  are  located  also  the  headquarters  of  various  connectional 
boards  of  the  Methodist  Church,  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  and  several  other  denominations,  white 
and  colored.  Because  of  these  facts  the  students  of  Scarritt  College  have 
the  opportunity  of  coming  into  contact  with  many  of  the  religious  leaders 
of  the  country  and  of  becoming  more  intimately  acquainted  with  present- 
day  movements  and  forces. 

Scarritt  College  is  accredited  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools.  Every  applicant  for  admission,  must  have  as 
a  minimum  preparation,  the  successful  completion  of  a  standard  Junior 
College  course,  or  the  freshma'n  and  sophomore  years  of  an  accredited 
four-year  college.  It  offers  senior  college  courses  leading  to  the  Bach- 
elor's degree.  To  undergraduate  students  who  wish  to  prepare  for  social 
or  religious  work  the  Scarritt  Senior  College  curriculum  offers  pre- 
professional  training.  Graduate  courses  leading  to  the  Master's  degree 
are  offered  for  students  who  have  received  the  Bachelor's  degree  from 
Scarritt  College  or  another  college  of  approved  rank. 

The  courses  of  instruction  offered  in  Scarritt  College  are  organized 
under  the  following  ten  departments:  (1)  History,  which  supplements 
and  enriches  the  student's  previous  study  of  history,  and  provides  the 
historical  background  for  effective  social  and  religious  service;  (2)  Lit- 
erature and  History  of  the  Bible,  which  acquaints  the  student  with  the 
particular  field  of  history  and  literature  that  has  for  Christian  workers 
peculiar  significance;  (3)  Christian  Life  and  Thought,  which  assists 
the  student  in  the  development  of  a  vital  faith  and  the  formation  of  an 
adequate  system  of  thought;  (4)  Sociology,  which  interprets  the  society 
in  which  we  live,  and  furnishes  the  student  with  the  knowledge  and 
skill  essential  to  effective  service;  (5)  Social  Anthropology,  which  helps 
the  student  gain  an  understanding  of  societies  other  than  our  own  and 
which  gives  insight  into  the  basic  problems  of  human  groups  throughout 
the  world;  (6)  Social  Work,  which  includes  the  study  of  the  techniques 
of  social  service  in  case  work  and  group  work,  and  also  the  effective 
means  for  the  organization  and  administration  of  social  work;  (7)  Mis- 
sions, which  seeks  to  use  the  contribution  of  all  the  departments  in  the 
preparation  of  Christian  workers  for  effective  service  at  home  and 
abroad;  (S)  Religious  Education,  which  includes  a  study  of  psychology 
and  the  principles  and  methods  of  education  in  their  application  to  social 
and  religious  work;  {9)  Music  and  Fine  Arts,  which  makes  the  student 
acquainted  with  the  field  of  Church  Music  and  guides  him  in  the  use 
of  fine  arts  in  Christian  service;  and  (10)  Health  and  Recreation,  which 
seeks  to  promote  the  physical  well-being  of  the  student  and  to  give 
preparation  for  recreational  leadership. 
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It  is  becoming  increasingly  necessary  for  Scarritt  College,  like  other 
educational  institutions,  to  look  to  its  student  body  for  a  larger  part  of 
its  financial  support.  However,  for  worthy  students  who  are  firancially 
unable  to  meet  expenses  but  who  can  meet  the  physical,  intellectual, 
moral,  and  spiritual  requirements  for  admission  and  whose  records  jus- 
tify financial  aid,  there  are  a  limited  number  of  scholarships  and  loan 
funds  to  assist  them.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  college  to  employ  students 
for  work  in  connection  with  the  school.  In  this  way  a  limited  number 
are  able  to  meet  part  of  the  expenses  of  their  training  at  Scarritt.  A 
few  students  with  secretarial  training  are  given  full  scholarship  aid  in 
return  for  half-time  work  in  the  College  offices.  The  work  of  Scarritt 
school  year  is  divided  into  four  quarters,  called,  respectively,  the  fall 
quarter,  winter  quarter,  spring  quarter,  and  summer  quarter.  Each 
quarter  is  approximately  eleven  weeks  in  length.  Any  three  of  the  quar- 
ters constitute  a  school  year.  Students  are  permitted  to  register  for 
courses  offered  in  the  summer  quarter  either  for  a  six  weeks'  term  cv 
for  the  whole  quarter.  A  student  may  enter  at  the  beginning  of  any 
quarter,  and  the  first  day  of  the  quarter  is  registration  day. 

Scarritt  College  has  a  deep  conviction  that  the  family  is  of  primary 
importance  among  the  institutions  Gf  society,  and  that  the  sound  liberal 
education  of  young  women  should  prepare  them  properly  to  evaluate, 
and  effectively  to  serve  this  institution  for  which  they  are  so  largely 
responsible.  Along  with  this  conviction,  Scarritt  believes  that  there  are 
many  splendid  young  women  who,  instead  of  choosing  some  vocation  or 
profession,  prefer  to  find  their  career  in  the  home,  and  wish  to  prepare 
themselves  for  most  effective  service  as  intelligent  Christian  home 
makers.  The  courses  offered  by  Scarritt  College  and  cooperating  institu- 
tions, afford  splendid  training  in  this  field. 

"SCARRITT   ASSOCIATES" 

The  success  of  the  missionary  enterprise  depends  largely  upon  the 
type  of  workers  who  are  engaged  in  the  task.  Students  of  the  highest 
qualities  of  character  and  ability  must  be  found  and  must  be  given  the 
best  training  that  it  is  possible  to  provide.  As  Student  Work  secretaries 
we  have  this  responsibility  and  high  privilege.  If  there  is  not  a  secre- 
tary of  Missionary  Personnel  in  the  local  church,  it  becomes  the  job  of 
the  Student  Work  Secretary  to  secure  additional  funds  for  Scarritt  Col- 
lege, in  order  to  provide  needed  scholarships  for  the  students  who  other- 
wise could  not  attend.  The  money  raised  for  this  purpose  is  kr^wn  as 
the  Scarritt  Associate  Fund.  Any  person  may  become  a  Scarritt  Asso- 
ciate by  contributing  $1.00  or  more,  thereby,  associating  himself  with 
the  high  ideals  of  Christian  service  that  Scarritt  College  seeks  to  realize. 
Contributions,  large  or  small,  to  Scarritt  College  for  the  training  of 
future  leaders  of  the  Church  will  link  us  with  a  continuing  process  of 
achievement  for  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Through  our  gifts  we  may  be 
instrumental  in  providing  opportunity  for  training  a  more  effective  rural 
ministry,  and  supplementing  and  extending  the  efforts  of  unordained 
workers  at  home  and  abroad.

bership.

Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 

Mrs.  R.  I.  Corbett 

It  is  indeed  a  privilege  to  give  a  report  for  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  and  to  represent  over 
3,000  employed  women  of  our  Methodist  Church. 

Of  course  you  know  that  the  Wesleyan  Sei'vice  Guild  is  designed  for 
the  gainfully  employed  woman,  who  has  the  same  charasteristics  and 
needs  as  her  sister  who  stays  at  home,  but  due  to  her  hours,  these  have 
to  be  adjusted  to  her  program.  Even  though  the  war  years  have  been 
ended,  there  is  still  a  large  percentage  of  women  who  have  continued 
in  the  business  world.  Every  section  of  our  Conference  has  many  em- 
ployed women,  nearly  every  good  sized  town  has  enough  employed  women 
for  a  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

There  are  three  ways  that  the  Guild  appeals  in  a  special  manner  to 
the  gainfully  employed  woman. 

1.  Inspiration.  There  is  a  tiresome  routine  about  all  work,  and  we 
need  something  to  make  us  look  up.  We  need  a  window  through  which 
we  can  see  beyond  the  school  room,  the  ledger,  or  the  loom. 

2.  Fellowship.  Too  many  times  the  employed  woman  feels  alone; 
the  people  about  her  have  different  ideals  and  she  may  be  many  miles 
from  home,  but  she  finds  in  the  Guild  a  fellowship  of  kindred  minds. 

3.  Service.  A  way  is  opened  for  Christian  service.  Her  few  free 
hours  may  be  at  night,  but  she  is  just  as  interested  in  helping  some  one 
as  the  woman  of  leisure.    She  really  longs  for  an  opportunity  for  service. 

Our  membership  is  over  3,000,  but  this  is  a  small  percentage  of 
Methodist  employed  women  in  our  Conference.  If  your  church  does  not 
have  a  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  won't  you  members  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  help  interest  a  group  and  give  these  women 
a  part  in  the  work  of  your  church? 

Let  us  think  just  a  moment  of  the  word  "employed."  This  includes 
the  woman  in  industry  as  well  as  in  office  or  profession.    Not  so  long  ago 
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there  were  no  women  working  in  the  factories.  Yet,  if  she  is  a  Christian, 
although  she  is  employed,  she  yearns  for  the  inspiring  values  of  her 
faith  and  she  has  responsibility  for  service  to  God. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  year  of  growth  for  our  Guilds.  While  we 
have  the  same  number  at  the  beginning  of  January,  1947,  as  we  had  in 
January,  1946,  112,  all  of  these  are  active  and  really  at  work.  Since 
January  we  have  six  new  Guilds,  though  they  cannot  be  reported  in 
this  report.  We  are  hoping  for  a  very  real  increase  in  our  number 
for  this  year. 

All  the  Districts  have  splendid  organizations  according  to  our  Con- 
stitution. During  the  year  we  have  had  three  changes  in  our  District 
Secretaries :  Asheville,  Statesville  and  Thomasville.  The  work  of  all  the 
District  Secretaries  is  untiring  and  most  efficient.  How  they  always  find 
time  to  do  all  their  Conference  Secretary  asks  them  to  do,  is  a  very 
real  question,  but  they  never  fail!  Last  fall  all  but  two  of  the  Districts 
had  splendid  meetings,  most  of  them  during  Guild  month.  The  first 
Saturday  in  October  we  had  our  first  Guild  Conference  at  Statesville. 
This  was  a  most  successful  meeting,  helpful  and  inspiring,  attended  by 
nearly  200. 

Our  Conference  has  pioneered  in  having  our  own  Guild  Treasurer. 
Other  conferences  are  asking  about  our  plans  and  a  nearby  conference 
has  recently  adopted  it.  We  have  a  wonderfully  efficient  Treasurer, 
Miss  Cloyce  Woody;  her  reports  are  a  real  work  of  art.  This  past  year 
she  has  handled  a  grand  total  of  $11,799.50. 

Could  you  see  a  list  of  some  of  the  varied  activities  of  the  C.S.R. 
and  L.C.A.,  you  would  decide  there  has  been  much  originality  in  finding 
places  for  service.  The  amount  reported  for  this  department  was  $13,- 
026.05,  which  brings  our  grand  total  for  1946  to  $24,825.55. 

To  have  Mission  and  Bible  study  classes  mean  a  sacrifice  to  the 
Guilder,  for  her  time  is  so  limited.  This  past  year  we  have  had  a  total 
of  111  classes,  an  average  of  one  for  each  Guild.  We  realize,  however, 
that  here  is  a  weak  spot  and  we  are  going  to  try  to  show  improvement 
this  year,  for  only  by  study  can  we  be  informed. 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  keenly  aware  of  the  program  for 
Stewardship  in  this  year  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ.  While  there  is  little 
leisure  for  any  of  us,  the  employed  woman  is  determined  with  God's 
help  to  give  of  her  time,  her  talents,  her  influence,  her  personality  as 
well  as  her  gifts.  We  are  trying  to  make  Grace  Noll  Crowell's  words 
our  own: 

"My  Lord  has  given  much  into  my  keeping 
To  hold  in  trust  for  Him,  and  I  shall  give 
Not  only  tithes  of  every  harvest  reaping, 
But  all  I  am,  or  shall  be,  while  I  live." 
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Recommendations  for  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 

We  recommend : 

1.  That  we  place  special  emphasis  at  local,  District  and  Conference 
Guild  meetings  on  Stewardship  as  a  part  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ 
program  for  the  year. 

2.  That  each  District  try  to  have  Guild  organized  in  every  church 
where  there  are  employed  women,  and  that  each  local  Guild  try  to  enlist 
all  the  employed  women  in  the  church. 

3.  That  we  continue  to  stress  our  four  Guild  Goals:  enrichment  of 
Spiritual  Life,  practice  of  World  Brotherhood,  promotion  of  C.S.R.  and 
L.C.S.,  and  the  highest  use  of  leisure. 

4.  That  each  unit  plan  to  have  interesting,  well-balanced  and  stimu- 
lating programs  for  each  meeting. 

5.  That  each  local  unit  continue  to  pay: 

a.  Cultivation  Fund  for  the  first  quarter. 

b.  One    subscription    to    the    International    Journal    of    Religious 
Education. 

c.  At  least  $1.00  for  Scarritt  Associate  Members. 

d.  Each  quarter  some  supply  work. 

6.  That  each  Guild  study  carefully  the  Handbook,  Conference  recom- 
mendations and  all  report  blanks. 

7.  That  each  District  and  local  unit  stress  October  as  Guild  month 
and  all  units  observe  the  Week  of  Prayer. 

8.  That  each  unit  try  to  have  one  Bible  study,  one  Mission  study  and 
one  study  for  the  C.S.R.  and  L.C.A.  each  year. 

9.  That  the  Treasurer's  report  be  mailed  so  that  it  will  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  Guild  Treasurer  by  the  20th  of  March,  June,  September 
and  December  for  each  quarter,  as  the  books  are  closed  by  this  date. 

10.  That  each  unit  is  urged  to  study  the  pledge  form  for  making  up 
the  budget  for  the  year. 

11.  That  each  local  unit  have  a  co-ordinator,  who  will  thereby 
strengthen  the  relationship  and  understanding  between  the  W.S.C.S. 
and  the  W.S.G. 

12.  That  we  continue  our  plan  for  a  Guild  Conference  some  week- 
end in  October.

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First  Conference  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  of  the 

Western  N.  C.  Conference,  Broad  Street  Church, 

Statesville,  N.  C,  October  5,  1946 

The  first  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Conference  of  Western  North  Caro- 
lina met  at  Broad  Street  Methodist  Church,  Statesville,  N.  C,  on  October 
5,  1946.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  2:30  p.  m.  by  Mrs.  R.  I. 
Corbett,  Conference  Secretary.  Mrs.  P.  A.  Masten  conducted  the  worship 
period,  using  as  her  theme,  "Sharing  His  Cross  Through  Service."  Scrip- 
ture selections  were  from  Hebrew  12:1-4. 

Messages  were  read  by  Mrs.  Corbett,  from  Mrs.  Weaver,  Mrs.  Ames, 
Mrs.  Stentz  and  Mrs.  York.  Mrs.  Corbett  gave  us  rules  for  planting  a 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  victory  garden,  as  follows: 

1.  First,  plant  three  rows  of  "P's" :  Patience,  Perseverance,  Prayer. 

2.  Plant  three  rows  of  "Squash":  Squash  gossip,  Squash  criticism, 
Squash  indifference. 

3.  Plant  five  rows  of  "lettuce":  Let  us  be  faithful  to  duty,  Let  us 
be  unselfish  and  loyal,  Let  us  be  true  to  our  own  obligations,  Let  us  obey 
rules  and  regulations,  and  Let  us  love  one  another. 

4.  No  garden  is  complete  without  "turnips" :  Turn  up  for  meetings, 
Turn  up  w  th  a  smile,  Turn  up  with  determination  to  make  everything 
count  for  something  good  and  worthwhile. 

Miss  Lottie  Duncan  gave  a  report  of  the  Assembly  in  Columbus, 
Ohio,  held  May  2nd. 

Miss  Merrie  Richardson  gave  a  most  inspiring  and  interesting  report 
en  the  Guild  week  at  Lake  Junaluska,  telling  us  of  the  different  speakers, 
the  study  of  India,  and  the  work  of  our  own  Guild  Missionaries.  Che 
gave  us  Mildred  Anne  Payne's  definition  of  a  smile — "A  smile  is  the 
light  on  your  face  that  shows  that  your  soul  is  at  home." 

Miss  Cloyce  Woody,  conference  Assistant  Treasurer,  gave  the  follow- 
ing report  for  the  year  to  date:

In  speaking  on  reporting,  Mrs.  K.  0.  Hobbs  explained  the  three 
blanks,  the  local  unit  remittance  blank,  Corresponding  Secretary  blank 
and  Record  B  sheet.  In  closing  she  said,  "It  is  from  the  information 
shown  on  the  above  reports  that  your  local  unit  figures  are  obtained, 
then  in  turn  on  to  your  District  and  Conference,  Jurisdictional,  etc.  So 
we  can  all  see  how  necessary  reports  are  and  any  failure  breaks  our 
chain,  a  chain  you  know  is  only  as  strong  as  its  weakest  link.  Let's  have 
no  weak  link  in  our  'Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Chain.'  Let's  make  the 
remainder  of  1946  and  the  years  to  follow  100  9c  perfect  in  this  phase 
of  our  work — Reporting." 

The  ten  District  Secretaries  gave  a  resume  of  the  work  in  their 
respective  districts. 

Mrs.  W.  F.  Redding,  Jr.,  of  Asheboro,  gave  a  very  interesting  talk 
on  "Sharing  His  Cross  Through  Service."  Among  other  things  she  said, 
"I  think  when  we  share  His  Cross  we  should  be  able  to  share  the 
security  of  inner  peace,  FAITH,  TOLERANCE,  FORGIVENESS  and 
SALVATION.  The  desire  of  Christian  people  throughout  the  world  is 
that  there  may  be  peace — an  enduring  peace.  But  I  believe  that  unless 
each  individual  can  have  peace  and  harmony  in  his  own  heart  that  there 
will  never  be  peace  in  the  world. 

Mrs.  J.  E.  Lawing  spoke  on  Missionary  personnel. 

The  Guild  Goals  were  discussed  by  Miss  Georgia  Barnes,  Mrs. 
Douglas  French,  Miss  Margaret  Wilson  and  Mrs.  Earl  Kunkle.  Miss 
Barnes  called  attention  to  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial.  She 
asked  that  we  observe  daily,  a  quiet  time.  Without  communion  with 
Christ  and  without  proper  quiet  for  guidance  we  cannot  be  spiritually 
prepared  to  help  with  a  program  as  large  and  varied  as  that  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Mrs.  French  emphasized  Missionary  Education.  In  speaking  on  this 
subject,  she  said  that  the  words  "Missionary  Education"  frighten  most 
of  us,  perhaps  because  Missionary  Education  is  so  important  that  we 
must  never  pass  it  by.  We  might  ask  ourselves  this  question:  Why 
should  we  have  mission  studies?  The  answer  is  simple.  We  cannot  be- 
come really  interested  in  people  and  their  problems  until  we  know  some- 
thing about  them.  The  best  and  most  systematic  way  of  becoming  ac- 
quainted with  these  problems  is  the  study  courses  each  year. 

Miss  Wilson  said  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities  is  entrusted  with  one  of  the  most  difficult  tasks 
our  organization  has  to  offer,  and  one  which  has  the  greatest  scope, 
namely,  that  of  endeavoring  to  bring  about  the  actuality  of  the  brother- 
hood of  men.  She  recommended  for  our  study  and  action,  four  aspects 
of  our  work  which  seemed  especially  pertinent  at  this  time.  First — we 
must  do  our  part  to  attain  a  Christian  solution  to  the  fundamental  prob- 
lem facing  mankind:  that  of  working  out  a  world  order  in  which  war  is 
an  impossibility,  and  Christian  concern  for  each  ether  a  growing  reality. 
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That  we  must  have  faith  in  the  United  Nations,  that  it  is  dangerous,  in 
fact,  not  to  have  that  faith.  The  second  point  has  to  do  with  our  effect 
on  legislation.  Most  of  us  think  we  have  none,  but  this  is  not  necessarily 
true.  The  Information  and  Action  bulletin  published  by  our  department 
is  being  widely  used,  for  it  is  unique  in  that  it  explains  very  concisely 
what  we  can  do  about  current  social  and  political  problems.  The 
third  and  fourth  points  are  covered  by  our  Christian  Social  Relations 
study  courses  for  the  year — alcohol  and  race  relations. 

"The  most  important  hour  a  man  lives  is  the  hour  that  he  chooses 
what  he  will  do  after  work,"  quoted  Mrs.  Kunkle.  We  Guilders  believe 
in  play,  some  kind  of  wholesome  recreation  with  a  definite  aim  in  mind. 
We  must  plan  our  time,  and  especially  at  our  Guild  meetings,  and  adapt 
it  to  our  immediate  surroundings,  such  as  having  parties  and  fellow- 
ship dinners. 

"Guild  Month"  was  given  by  Mrs.  Ben  C.  Epley.  She  reminded  us 
to  make  plans  for  October,  which  is  Guild  month,  and  to  make  plans  for 
observing  "The  Week  of  Prayer"  October  25th  to  31st,  setting  aside  one 
day  of  this  week  for  a  worship  service.  She  also  said  this  month  would 
be  an  excellent  time  to  call  on  new  arrivals  in  our  town.  This  little 
gesture  of  kindness  and  friendliness  probably  would  mean  that  new 
members  would  be  added  to  our  Guild. 

"Guild  Gossip"  was  the  subject  chosen  by  Miss  Jane  McDonald,  Chair- 
man of  Recreation  and  Supply  Work,  who  gave  us  a  most  interesting 
talk  on  recreation,  and  told  of  the  meeting  at  Lake  Junaluska.  She  also 
brought  us  news  from  Miss  Lena  Knapp,  Miss  Mabel  Ruth  Nowlin  and 
Miss  Mildred  Anne  Payne. 

A  re-dedication  service  was  led  by  Miss  Lottie  Duncan,  which  was  a 
candle  service,  with  candles  representing  each  department  of  the  Guild 
program.  After  each  candle  lighting  a  reading  appropriate  to  the  sub- 
ject was  given. 

Special  music  was  furnished  by  the  Broad  Street  Church  Choir. 

Motion  was  made  and  carried  for  adjournment,  after  which  we  went 
to  the  recreation  room  in  the  church,  where  a  very  enjoyable  hour  was 
spent.  Refreshments  were  served  by  members  of  the  hostess  church.  It 
was  agreed  that  our  first  conference  was  quite  a  success,  and  we  trust 
we  will  have  these  meetings  each  year.

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Minutes  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Annual  Conference  Held  in 
Greensboro,  N.  C,  March  4,  5,  6,  1947 

The  members  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  attending  the  Seventh 
Annual  Conference  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Srvice,  held  a 
separate  session  on  the  afternoon  of  March  4.  Mrs.  R.  I.  Corbett,  Con- 
ference W.S.G.  Secretary,  presided.  The  roll  was  checked,  and  there  were 
36  delegates  present. 

Recommendations  were  read  and  discussed,  but  no  changes  were  made. 

The  School  of  Missions,  to  be  held  the  first  week  in  June,  at  Pfeiffer 
Junior  College,  Misenheimer,  N.  C,  was  discussed.  All  present  were  in 
favor  of  having  the  school,  and  also  that  we  should  continue  our  Guild 
Conference,  to  be  held  on  a  week-end  during  October.  Our  first  Con- 
ference was  held  October  5,   1946,  in  Statesville. 

The  question  arose  as  to  whether  the  Guilds  should  choose  their  own 
co-ordinator,  or  if  they  should  be  appointed  by  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service.    It  was  decided  they  should  be  selected  by  the  Guilds. 

WEDNESDAY  MORNING,  MARCH  5 

The  Administrative  Committee  met  to  discuss  the  Guild  week- 
end, which  is  to  be  held  June  6,  7,  and  8,  following-  the  School  to  be 
held  by  the  W.S.C.S.  Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin,  Conference  Secretary  of  the 
W.S.G.  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  met  with  us.  A  steering  com- 
mittee was  appointed,  consisting  of  Mrs.  W.  F.  Redding,  Jr.,  as  chair- 
man; Mrs.  W.  N.  Davis,  Mrs.  R.  T.  Coburn,  Mrs.  Larkin  and  Miss  Lottie 
Duncan.  This  committee  will  meet  on  April  1  to  make  definite  plans  for 
week-end. 

An  executive  luncheon  was  held  at  the  Jefferson  Roof  restaurant. 
Members  of  the  Executive  Board  attending  were:  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver, 
Mrs.  R.  I.  Corbett,  Mrs.  J.  D.  Ames,  Mrs.  J.  Dale  Stentz,  Mrs.  C.  A. 
York,  Mrs.  David  Smiley,  Miss  Cloyce  Woody,  Mrs.  W.  F.  Redding,  Jr., 
Miss  Merrie  Richardson,  Miss  Joyce  Shook,  Miss  Lottie  Duncan.  Mrs. 
Larkin  from  the  N.  C.  Conference  was  a  guest. 

The  matter  of  taking  small  sums  from  our  cultivation  fee  to  take 
care  of  special  donations  was  discussed,  and  it  was  agreed  they  should 
l>e  taken  care  of  in  this  manner. 

Mrs.  Smiley,  Conference  Treasurer,  presented  to  Miss  Cloyce  Woody, 
Assistant  Conference  Treasurer,  a  gift  of  $100.00  from  the  W.S.G.  of 
the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference,  in  recognition  of  the  splendid 
"work  she  has  done. 

Letters  were  read  from  Miss  Margaret  Dodd,  Field  Secretary,  thank- 
ing us  for  the  part  we  gave  toward  her  silver  (a  wedding  present),  and 
from  Mrs.  P.  A.  Masten,  thanking  us  for  the  Honorary  Life  pin  which 
was  given  her. 

Tentative  plans  were  made  for  a  week-end  conference  to  be  held  at 
Sunny  Acres,  sometime  in  April  or  May. 

The  Secretary  was  asked  to  send  telegrams  to  Mrs.  K.  0.  Hobbs  of 
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Charlotte,  and  Mrs.  Douglas  French,  of  Gastonia,  District  Secretaries, 
who  were  kept  away  because  of  illness. 

Miss  Merrie  Richardson,  District  Secretary,  of  Salisbury,  extended 
an  invitation  for  the  Guilds  to  meet  in  Salisbury  for  our  next  Annual 
Conference,  to  be  held  in  October.  The  invitation  was  accepted,  and  we 
shall  be  very  happy  to  meet  there. 

Mrs.  W.  F.  Redding,  Jr.,  presented  an  Honorary  Life  Membership 
to  Mrs.  Peter  A.  Masten,  for  outstanding  work  she  has  done  in  the 
Winston-Salem  District,  and  as  Secretary  to  the  Executive  Committee. 
This  was  a  gift  from  the  W.S.G.  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference. Mrs.  Masten  has  taken  up  her  duties  at  Henderson  Settlement, 
Frakes,  Ky.  It  is  with  regret  that  we  see  her  leave  our  Conference,  and 
we  pray  God's  richest  blessings  upon  her  in  her  new  work. 

The  Guild  members  met  for  the  afternoon  session,  with  86  present. 
Mrs.  Redding  told  more  of  the  plans  for  the  School  of  Missions  to  be  held 
"at  Pfeiffer  Junior  College  in  June. 

Miss  Cloyce  Woody,  Guild  Treasurer,  reported  on  finances.    She  said 
the  budget  of  the  local  unit  was  divided  into  three  parts:    (1)    Gifts  to 
Missions;    (2)   Cultivation  Fund;    (3)   Gifts  to  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities. 
First — Gifts  to  Missions: 

The  local  unit's  gifts  for  missions  should  include  as  large  a  part  as 
possible  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild's  pledge,  that  most  units  divide 
their  funds  as  follows:  75%  for  Missions;  25%  for  C.S.R.  and  L.C.A. 
She  added,  "that  with  the  hunger  and  suffering  all  around  the  world 
today,  should  not  Guilds  which  are  in  the  most  privileged  nation  give 
much  more  for  others  than  they  keep  for  themselves?" 

Second — Cultivation  Fund 

This  fund  is  used  for: 

Guild  promotion  of  new  units. 

Expansion  of  Guild  program. 

Developing  the  four  phases  of  our  Guild  work — namely  "Enrichment 
of  Spiritual  Life,"  "Practice  of  World  Brotherhood,"  "Promotion  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,"  and  "The 
Highest  Use  of  Leisure." 

Third — Gifts  for  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities 

This  part  of  the  pledge  includes  gifts  to  the  various  agencies  that 
are  building  a  Christian  community,  nation  and  world,  to  individuals 
or  families  recommended  by  reliable  agencies. 

Supply  Work  is  that  done  in  addition  to — over  and  above — the  regu- 
lar pledge.    Our  supply  giving  is  called  "going  the  second  mile." 

Miss  Lottie  Duncan  spoke  briefly  on  organizing  new  Guilds.  She  said 
her  success  in  organizing  was  due  largely  to  cooperation  from  the  mem- 
bers of  the  W.S.C.S.,  especially  the  District  and  Conference  Officers. 
She  asked  that  more  publicity  be  given  the  Guilds. 
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Miss  Georgia  Barnes,  Chairman  of  Spiritual  Life  Committee  stated 
it  was  imperative  to  enrich  the  Spiritual  Life  of  the  members  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  Following  are  suggestions  for  each  Guild  to 
work  toward  as  a  unit,  and  each  member  as  an  individual. 

1.  To  observe  daily  a  "Quiet  Time."  In  order  to  become  better  pre- 
pared to  observe  this  period  of  meditation,  obtain  material  which  will  be 
helpful  as  a  daily  guide.  I  recommend  "The  Upper  Room"  along  with  the 
1947  Prayer  Calendar  which  may  be  ordered  from  Literature  Head- 
quarters for  30c  each. 

2.  Observe  Lent  as  a  recognition  and  emphasis  of  religious  values. 
This  season  of  the  year  offers  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the  develop- 
ment and  renewing  of  our  Spiritual  Life. 

3.  To  have  a  Spiritual  Life  Committee  in  each  Guild  which  meets 
regularly  to  devise  means  of  permeating  their  unit,  church,  and  com- 
munity with  a  Spiritual  power  which  will  lead  to  deeper  consecration 
and  more  active  service.  To  keep  before  the  members  the  personal  need, 
of  the  practice  of  prayer. 

4.  To  promote  Stewardship  by  the  giving  of  one's  self,  time,  talents, 
energies,  gifts  and  prayers. 

5.  To  encourage  informal  study  courses  in  Stewardship  and  of  the 
Bible  along  with  other  devotional  material. 

6.  To  keep  in  touch  with  Spiritual  movements  of  the  times  such  as: 
The  Crusade  for  Christ,  the  need  of  more  full-time  Christian  Workers, 
and  the  New  Life  Movement  in  China.  Correct  information  is  one  of 
the  greatest  needs  in  every  field. 

7.  To  feel  a  definite  and  personal  responsibility  for  the  promotion 
of  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial.  Make  this  period  a  week  set 
apart  for  more  consecrated  pi'aying  and  giving.  Observe  an  all-day 
Spiritual  Life  meeting  or  Retreat  and  denial  of  worldly  possessions. 

Lastly  by  prayerful  research  develop  a  cleaver  appreciation  of  the 
meaning  of  Christian  living.  More  clearly  defined  standards  for  Christian 
living  constitute  one  of  the  greatest  felt  needs  of  today." 

Miss  Merrie  Richardson,  Chairman  of  Missionary  Education  Com- 
mittee, asked  that  we  send  a  representative  from  each  District  to  one 
of  the  Schools  of  Missions — Pfeiffer  Junior  College  or  Lake  Junaluska. 
Also  to  try  to  attend  as  many  Seminars  and  Institute  as  possible.  She 
urged  that  each  Guild  member  study  the  section  on  Missionary  Educa- 
tion and  Service  from  the  Guild  handbook.  Following  are  her  recom- 
mendations : 

The  goal  for  study  classes  is  one  study  each  quarter. 

That  they  be  taken  in  the  following  order:  (1)  India;  (2)  The 
Christian  Motive  and  Method  in  Stewardship;  (3)  A  Search  for  the 
Christian  Way  in  Race  Relations;  and  (4)  Alcohol  Problems. 

Objectives  in  Christian  Social  Relations  were  brought  to  our  atten- 
tion by  Miss  Margaret  Wilson,  Chairman  of  C.S.R.  and  L.C.A.  Com- 
mittee. She  asked  that  we  cooperate  in  study  courses,  especially  those 
on   race   and   alcohol,   and   see   that   Action   accompanies   or   follows  the 
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studies.  She  urged  that  we  use  at  least  five  minutes  at  each  meeting  for 
discussing  issues  in  C.S.R.,  studying  community,  national  and  world 
conditions;  to  read  the  C.S.R.  page  each  month  in  the  Methodist  Woman 
and  the  bi-monthly  Information  and  Action  bulletin.  To  keep  ourselves 
and  others  informed  about  the  cause  of  the  United  Nations  and  use 
our  influence  to  make  it  popular. 

The  dictionary  defines  recreation  as  "refreshment  of  mind  or  body 
after  toil  or  weariness,"  quoted  Miss  Ruth  Bisaner,  Chairman  of  the 
Recreation  Committee.  Since  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  an  organi- 
zation made  up  of  working  women  who  are  more  often  than  not  tired 
after  a  long  day  spent  at  work,  the  place  of  recreation  in  our  Guild 
meetings  and  outside  is  most  vital  and  should  not  be  overlooked.  It  is 
through  the  hours  of  recreation  that  Guild  members  get  to  know  each 
other  better.  In  every  Guild  there  should  be  an  active  Chairman  of 
Recreation  and  Leisure  Activity  who  should  see  to  it  that  at  least  a  few 
minutes  of  each  meeting  is  devoted  to  fun  or  some  activity  that  will  call 
for  laughter  and  -pure  enjoyment  of  ourselves  and  each  other,  whether 
it  be  by  means  of  games,  group  singing,  handiwork,  folk  games,  folk 
dances,  talks  and  demonstrations  on  hobbies,  etc.  Picnics,  hikes,  any  out- 
door activities  provide  a  great  means  of  relaxation  from  the  cares  of  the 
workaday  world,  as  well  as  bringing  us  a  little  closer  to  God. 

In  speaking  on  Missionary  Personnel,  Mrs.  Douglas  French  asked 
that  we  increase  number  of  study  courses,  and  to  hold  study  courses  that 
will  attain  jurisdictional  recognition,  to  increase  our  gifts  to  missions, 
and  to  observe  Week  of  Prayer.  "Social  Activities  are  important,"  she 
said.  "Have  one  or  more  outstanding  social  functions  during  the  year. 
Try  to  increase  our  Guild  membership.  Stress  the  importance  of  prompt 
and  accurate  reporting.  There  is  a  great  deal  more  done  in  the  Guilds 
than  is  reported." 

In  speaking  on  Status  of  Women,  Miss  Joyce  Shook.  Chairman,  said, 
In  order  to  advance  the  work  of  the  Status  of  Women,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  each  Guild  have  a  Status  of  Women  Chairman,  and  that 
she  and  her  committee  through  programs,  current  articles  and  the  like, 
keep  the  Guild  members  informed  and  alert  in  promoting  the  cause  of 
women. 

2.  That  each  Guild  be  more  anxious  and  willing  to  serve  in  the 
church  and  community;  more  active  on  church  boards,  etc. 

3.  That  each  Guild  co-operate  with  the  W.S.C.S.  in  making  a  sur- 
vey in  the  church  and  community  for  the  purpose  of  securing  member- 
ship of  all  gainfully  employed  women  and  enlisting  their  talents,  time 
and  means. 

4.  That  Guild  members  make  a  definite  study  of  the  condition  and 
needs  of  women  of  other  races  and  lands  and  work  in  their  behalf  by 
protesting  against  policies  of  discrimination,  and  by  working  with  the 
W.S.C.S.  and  the  agencies  to  elevate  their  status. 

Mrs.  Redding  spoke  on  the  three  women  who  have  gone  out  from  th's 
Conference  to  engage  in  full  time  Christian  work,  namely — Mrs.  Peter  A. 
Masten  of  Winston-Salem,  to  Henderson  Settlement,  Frakas,  Ky.;  Miss 
Josephine   Abrams,   High   Point,   to    South   America;    and   Miss   Georgia 
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Parrish,  Walkertown,  to   China.    She  urged  that  we  try  to  have  more 
young  women  enter  this  type  of  service. 

After  a  delightful  tea,  given  by  Mrs.  E.  H.  Nease,  wife  of  the  pastor 
of  the  hostess  church,  the  Guild  dinner  was  held  at  the  Masonic  Temple, 
with  over  300  in  attendance.  Dr.  Nease,  who  gave  the  invocation,  told 
us  to  think  of  the  letters  "W.S.G."  as  standing  for  "We  Serve  God." 
Mrs.  E.  L.  Sides,  President  of  the  Guild  at  West  Market  Street  Church, 
welcomed  the  guests;  Miss  Georgia  Barnes,  of  Winston-Salem,  responded. 
Mr.  William  Hunt,  accompanied  at  the  piano  by  his  wife,  sang  "The  Lord's 
Prayer."  Mr.  R.  I.  Corbett,  husband  of  our  Conference  Secretary  in- 
spired us  with  his  talk  on  "Now  Is  the  Time,"  which  was  the  theme  of 
the  Conference. 

It  was  a  pleasure  and  joy  to  have  all  of  you  meet  in  the  home 
church  of  your  Secretary.  As  the  years  go  by,  we  hope  there  will  be 
many  more  meetings  here.

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constitution  of  the 
conference  woman's  society  of  christian  service 

Article   I — Name 

In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  auxiliary  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Woman's  Society  and  to  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  II — Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
shall  be  to  plan  and  direct  the  work  of  the  society  within  the  Conference 
in  accordance  with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service. 

Article  III — Membership  and  Officers 

The  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each 
local  society;  one  delegate  from  each  church  in  which  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  is  organized;  the  District  Presidents;  the  District  Promo- 
tion Secretaries;  all  chairmen  of  Conference  standing  committees;  any 
officers  or  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  or  of  the  Jurisdiction 
Woman's  Society  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference,  and  the 
following  Conference  officers :  a  president,  a  vice-president,  a  recording 
secretary,  a  Promotion  secretary,  a  treasurer,  a  secretary  of  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  a  secretary  of  Student  Work,  a  secretary  of  Youth  Work, 
a  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  a  secretary  of  Missionary  Education 
and  Service,  a  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities,  a  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  a  secretary  of 
Supply  Work,  a  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  a  secretary  of  Status  of 
Women,  a  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel,  the  editor  of  the  Woman's 
Page  in  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate;  and  such  other  secre- 
taries of  lines  of  work  as  may  be  required. 

Article  IV — Annual  Meeting 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  when 
reports  shall  be  received  from  the  Conference  officers  and  from  the  Dis- 
tricts. Officers  shall  be  elected,  the  necessary  business  transacted,  and 
pledges  made  for  the  year.  There  shall  be  a  program  of  inspiration  and 
information  in  harmony  with  the  plans  and  projects  of  the  Jurisdiction 
Woman's  Society  and  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  V — Elections 

Section  1.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  according  to  instructions  in  the 
Discipline,  shall  elect  the  women  for  Conference  representatives  to  the 
Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  2.  Three  women  shall  be  nominated  for  membership  on  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  Two  alternates  shall  be 
nominated  to  provide  for  any  vacancies  among  the  regular  nominees. 

Section  3.  At  the  annual  meeting  preceding  the  Assembly,  delegates 
shall  be  elected  in  accordance  with  stated  membership. 
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Article  VI — Amendments 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  record- 
ing secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Division. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE 

CONFERENCE  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

Article  I — Officers 

Section  1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Con- 
ference Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  She  shall  actively  advance  all  the  interests  of  the  work. 
She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex 
officio  of  all  committees.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Jurisdiction 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  of  the  Conference  Board 
and  of  such  other  co-operative  boards  and  committees  as  the  Discipli)ie 
may  provide. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  presi- 
dent in  her  absence,  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of 
the  society.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  assisting  in  promoting  plans 
and  methods  for  the  use  and  development  of  the  monthly  program  ma- 
terials as  related  to  the  duties  of  the  Program  Committee  in  the  local 
society.  She  shall  cooperate  as  directed  by  the  vice-president  of  the 
Jurisdiction  in  the  promotion  of  the  programs  of  the  World  Federation 
of  Methodist  Women.  She  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Con- 
ference Society  may  require. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings 
of  the  Conference  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall 
keep  a  permanent  record  of  all  proceedings  and  send  a  copy  cf  the  min- 
utes of  the  Executive  Committee  to  each  officer.  She  shall  present  all 
recommendations  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the  Conference  Society 
and  notify  all  committees  of  their  appointment.  She  shall  prepare  and 
issue  the  annual  report  of  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  4.  The  promotion  secretary  shall  promote  the  total  program 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  In  cooperation  with  the 
District  Secretaries  she  shall  provide  for  leadership  training;  she  shall 
supply  the  societies  with  information  concerning  the  work;  she  shall  seek 
to  organize  a  society  in  every  church  in  the  Conference.  In  cooperation 
with  the  Jurisdiction  Promotion  Secretary,  and  with  the  District  Pro- 
motion secretaries,  she  shall  plan  the  itineraries  of  field  workers,  mis- 
sionaries and  other  speakers.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 
Immediately  after  the  election  of  Conference  Society  officers,  she  shall 
send  a  list  of  the  officers  to  the  Promotion  Secretary  of  the  Jurisdiction 
and  to  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the  Joint 
Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quar- 
terly and  annually  to  the  Promotion  Secretary  of  the  Jurisdiction  Society 
and  to  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the  Joint 
Division.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Finance 
and  on  Missionary  Personnel. 
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Section  5.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  Woman's  Division  funds 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  quar- 
terly from  the  treasurer  of  the  local  society.  She  shall  remit  such  funds 
without  division  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society. 
She  shall  disburse  funds  upon  the  written  order  of  the  Conference  presi- 
dent and  Promotion  Secretary,  and  shall  send  an  itemized  statement  of 
all  finances  to  these  officers.  Her  books  shall  be  submitted  annually  to 
an  auditor.  She  shall  be  bonded  in  such  sum  and  upon  such  conditions 
as  the  Woman's  Division  may  determine. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall 
be  responsible  for  missionary  education  in  the  Conference  and  for  the 
promotion  of  study  courses  in  the  societies.  She  shall  provide  missionary 
information,  recommend  missionary  projects,  and  develop  interest  in 
their  support.  She  shall  recommend  to  the  Conference  Society  the  study 
courses  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She 
shall  assist  in  planning  and  promoting  missionary  conferences  and 
schools  of  missions,  and  educational  conferences  and  seminars  spon- 
sored by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Study  and  Action  and  through  this  committee  cooperate 
with  the  secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  and  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  study  and 
action  plans  for  the  Conference.  She  shall  cooperate  also  with  the  Con- 
ference Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  its  program  of  mis- 
sionary education  and  with  interdenominational  agencies  engaged  in 
missionary  education.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference 
Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Mis- 
sionary Education  and  Service,  and  to  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the  Joint  Division.  Where  advisable, 
this  work  may  be  promoted  by  two  secretaries,  one  in  charge  of  mis- 
sionary education  and  one  in  charge  of  special  missionary  projects. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  develop  and  diiect  the  work  of  the  Conference 
through  District  and  local  society  officers  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities.  She  shall  guide  the  women  in  the  studies 
and  action  growing  out  of  the  findings  of  the  resource  committees  of 
the  Department  in  the  Division.  She  shall  cooperate  with  the  secretaries 
of  Spiritual  Life  and  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  in  the  study 
and  action  plans  of  the  Conference.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
Conference  Standing  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities.  She  shall  cooperate  with  other  organizations  of  the 
church  and  with  other  agencies  working  toward  similar  ends.  She  shall 
report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually 
to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Department. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  serve 
as  chairman  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee.  She  shall  promote  the 
work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  within  the  Conference,  shall  assist 
in  the  organization  of  new  units,  shall  receive  semi-annual  reports  from 
the  District  Guild  secretaries,  and  shall  report  semi-annually  to  the  Con- 
ference, Jurisdiction,  and  Division  Standing  Committees  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild.  She  shall  familiarize  herself  with  the  work  of  the  Wes- 
leyan Service  Guild  and  with  the  entire  program  of  the  Woman's  Society 
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of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  attend,  as  far  as  possible,  District  and 
Conference  meetings  of  the  Guild,  represent  the  Guild,  and  present  its 
interests  at  the  meeting    of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans 
and  program  approved  oy  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report  an- 
nually to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually 
to  the  Jurisdiction,  secretary  of  Student  Work  and  to  the  secretary  of 
Student  Work  of  the  Y'iraan's  Section  of  the  Joint  Division. 

She  shall  work  also  in  cooperation  with  the  State  (or  similar  region) 
Student  Council  of  the  Methodist  Student  Movement,  with  the  state 
director  and  student  chairmen  of  the  World  Christian  Community  and 
Christian  Social  Action  Committees,  and  wherever  possible  with  the 
inter-Conference  Commission  on  Student  Work. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  promote  the  work 
according  to  the  plans  and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Youth  Work  and  to  the  Division 
secretary. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  promote  the  work 
according1  to  the  plans  and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  to  the 
Division  secretary. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  distribution  of  literature  throughout  the  Conference 
and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  news  through  the  church  and 
secular  press.  She  shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  the  literature  of 
the  Woman's  Division,  including  the  program  materials,  and  report  con- 
cerning its  suitability  to  meet  Conference  needs.  She  shall  promote  the 
circulation  of  The  Methodist  Woman  throughout  the  Conference,  and 
in  cooperation  with  the  other  responsible  agencies  of  the  church  she 
shall  promote  the  circulation  of  World  Outlook  throughout  the  Confer- 
ence. She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Confei'ence  Society  and  quarterly 
and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  be  responsible  for 
promoting  interest  in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies  to  the  ministers  of 
The  Methodist  Church  recommended  by  their  district  superintendents 
and  cleared  through  the  Committee  on  Supply  Work  of  the  Woman's 
Division.  She  shall  promote  interest  in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies 
to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference 
Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of 
Supply  Work. 

Section  14.  The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  endeavor  to  quicken 
the  spiritual  life  of  Methodist  women.  Working  through  the  Standing 
Committee,  she  shall  seek  to  permeate  the  church  with  spiritual  power 
which  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  more  effective  Christian 
service.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Study  and 
Action.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quar- 
terly and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life. 
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Section  15.  The  secretary  of  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation,  and 
in  other  lands.  This  study  shall  include  the  bas  of  woman's  place  and 
the  questions  that  affect  her  place  in  society  cl  in  the  church.  She 
shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Standing  Commii  ;e  on  Status  of  Women. 
She  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Conferei  ce  Society  for  the  pro- 
motion of  such  lines  of  activity  as  will  improve  woman's  status  and 
enable  her  to  serve  effectively.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Con- 
ference Society  and  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretai"  of  Status  of  Women, 
as  authorized  by  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Socit  y. 

Section  16.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel  shall  promote  the 
work  of  recruiting,  training  and  counseling  candidates  for  missionary 
and  deaconess  service,  within  the  Conference.  She  shall  be  responsible 
for  giving  information  to  District  and  local  groups  concerning  the  need 
for  workers,  requirements  for  missionary  and  deaconess  service,  educa- 
tional institutions  preferred  for  study,  scholarship  aids  available,  and 
literature  on  missionary  personnel.  She  shall  prepare  an  annual  report 
to  be  submitted  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel 
and  to  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension. 

Section  17.  The  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Advocate  shall  gather  materials  of  information  and  inspiration 
concerning  Woman's  work  and  edit  same  for  the  Woman's  page  in  the 
Advocate. 

Article   II — Elections 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference 
shall  be  elected  as  Conference  officers.  Conference  officers  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  society.  The  elections  shall  take 
place  biennially,  with  Group  I  elected  in  1946  and  Group  II  elected  in 
1948.    The  grouping  shall  be  as  follows:

The  term  of  each  officer  shall  be  for  four  years,  and  no  person  shall 
be  elected  to  the  same  office  for  more  than  two  consecutive  terms,  except 
the  Treasurer  and  the  Editor  of  Woman's  Page  in  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Advocate,  and  provided  one  year  or  less  of  service  of  r.n  un- 
expired term   shall  not  be  counted. 

Section  2.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Con- 
ference Society  shall  elect  from  three  to  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Society,  three  of  whom  shall  be  officers  of  the  Conference  Society. 
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Section  3.  Vacancies  occurring  in  Conference  offices  between  Annual 
Meetings  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Administrative  Committee 
until  the  next  Annual  Meeting. 

Article   III — Executive   Committee 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Society  shall 
be  composed  of  the  Officers,  District  Presidents,  District  Promotion  Sec- 
retaries, and  Chairmen  of  Standing  Committees.  The  District  President 
and  the  Chairmen  of  Standing  Committees  are  members  without  vote.  A 
majority  of  the  voting  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  from  its  mem- 
bership an  Administrative  Committee  of  seven  who  shall  transact 
necessary  business  in  the  interim  between  meetings  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Section  3.  The  President,  at  her  discretion,  shall  call  a  mid-year 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  review  the  work  of  the  year,  to 
plan  for  the  Annual  Meeting  and  to  attend  to  any  other  necessary 
business. 

Article  IV — Funds 

Section  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  make  an  annual  pledge  to 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  2.  All  undirected  missionary  gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the 
office  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  on  the  basis  agreed  upon 
by  the  Division.  There  shall  be  no  division  of  missionary  funds  by  the 
Conference  treasurer. 

Section  3.  Gifts  for  special  missionary  projects,  clearly  specified, 
shall  be  cent  to  the  Conference  treasurer,  who  shall  transmit  them  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  4.  Funds  contributed  for  Special  Memberships  and  Memo- 
rial* are  a  part  of  regular  pledges  or  apportionments  and  may  not  be 
directed  by  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  5.  Each  Conference  Society  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  Confer- 
ence cultivation  and  expenses  and  for  such  Jurisdiction  cultivation  and 
expenses  as  are  not  provided  for  by  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  6.  The  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  Offering  shall  be 
applied  to  the  objects  designated  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  7.  A  definite  amount  shall  be  stated  in  all  study  grants.  The 
Scariitt  Study  Grant  shall  be  given  preferably  to  a  Western  North 
Carolina  Conference  resident. 

Article  V — Standing   Committees 

Section  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  provide  such  standing  com- 
mittees as  the  needs  may  require. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life 
whose  endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  Methodist 
women  by  helping  them  to  deepen  their  prayer  life  and  to  increase  their 
sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving.  The  committee 
shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movements  of  the  times  and  by 
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prayerful  research  develop  a  clearer  appreciation  of  the  meaning  of 
Christian  living;  it  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship,  informal 
studies,  and  the  use  of  the  Bible  and  other  devotional  materials.  The 
committee  shall  devise  definite  means  for  permeating  the  local  church 
with  a  spiritual  power  that  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  to 
more  active  service. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  which  may  include  District  sec- 
retaries of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  or 
other  specially  trained  leaders  in  the  field  of  social  action,  including 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members.  This  committee  shall  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  Conference  Society  concerning  the  work  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  in  accord  with  the  lines 
of  work  outlined  by  the  Division  and  Jurisdiction. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Study  and  Action, 
composed  of  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  r" 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  of  Spiritual 
Life  and  a  representative  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  This  committee 
may  co-opt  such  other  members  as  may  be  needed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  consider  all  plans  and 
recommendations  referred  to  the  Conference  by  the  Jurisdiction  Com- 
mittee on  Summer  Schools  and  Conferences;  to  make  recommendations 
concerning  the  use  of  approved  study  courses,  joint  study  courses,  and 
co-operative  courses.  It  may  recommend  also  informal  studies  in  line 
with  major  needs.  This  committee  shall  develop  a  correlated  program 
of  education  and  action  for  the  year  and  make  recommendations  con- 
cerning the  same  to  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Finance.  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Conference,  as 
chairman,  the  Promotion  secretary,  and  the  treasurers  of  the  District 
Society,  where  there  are  such  officers,  and  a  limited  number  of  other 
women  appointed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Society. 

This  committee  shall  meet  at  least  semi-annually,  and  on  call  of  the 
chairman. 

It  shall  study  the  strength  of  the  society  in  the  local  churches  and 
the  pledges  made;  become  informed  of  Conference  income  and  disburse- 
ments, local  financial  possibilities  and  problems;  and  assist  by  counsel 
in  the  forming  of  the  Conference  pledge  and  budget. 

Section  6.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Status  of  Women. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the  status  of  women 
in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation,  and  in  other 
lands.  This  study  shall  include  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the 
questions  that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  The  com- 
mittee shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Society  for  the 
promotion  of  such  lines  of  activities  as  will  improve  her  status  and 
enable  her  to  serve  effectively. 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel, composed  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel, 
the  Conference  president,  the  Promotion  secretary  of  the  Conference,  the 

secretary  of  Wesleyan   Service   Guild,  the   secretary  of   Student   Work, 
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secretary  of  Youth  Work,  and  the  women  members  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittse  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  and  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman's 
Division  residing  within  the  Conference.  Others  with  experience  in  per- 
sonnel work  may  be  co-opted. 

This  committee  shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the  Committee  on 
Missionary  Per~onnel  of  the  Woman's  Division.  It  shall  search  for  con- 
secrated young  women  of  training  and  experience  who  may  be  available 
for  Christian  service;  it  shall  interpret  the  standards  for  candidates 
and  the  types  of  service  needed;  it  shall  explain  to  prospective  candi- 
dates the  procedure  in  making  application  to  the  Board;  it  shall  recom- 
mend to  the  personnel  secretary  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary 
Personnel  of  the  Board  the  names  of  such  persons  who  in  the  judgment 
of  the  committee  shall  be  considered  as  prospective  candidates;  it  shall 
cooperate  in  making  plans  for  visitation  within  the  Conference  in  the 
interest  of  personnel  work.  The  committee  shall  send  an  annual  report 
of  its  activities  to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  8.  Research  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  Research  Com- 
mittee of  three  members.  The  duty  of  this  Committee  shall  be  to  search 
for  specially  qualified  women  in  the  Conference  who  may  serve  as 
officers.  It  shall  study  the  qualifications  and  suitability  of  such  women 
for  special  places  of  service  and  submit  a  report  of  its  findings  when 
called  for  by  the   Conference   Society. 

Section  9.  By-Laws  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  By-Laws  Committee 
composed  of  the  President,  Promotion  secretary  and  three  others  elected 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  10.  Program  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  Program  Com- 
mittee appointed  each  year  by  the  Executive  Committee.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  this  Committee  to  plan  the  program  for  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Section  11.  Rural  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  Rural  Committee 
composed  of  three  Conference  Officers  and  a  District  Promotion  secre- 
tary in  whose  District  the  Rural  worker  is  employed.  This  Committee 
shall  plan  and  keep  in  clo.se  touch  with  the  work  being  done  by  the 
Rural  worker. 

Article  VI — By-Laws 

The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  needs  of  the 
Conference  require,  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  VII — Miscellaneous 

Section  1.  A  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting  as  issued 
each  year  shall  be  sent  to  all  the  Methodist  Institutions  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

Section  2.  All  motions,  resolutions,  recommendations  and  reports 
to  be  included  in  the  Report  of  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  presented 
to  the  President  and  the  Recording  Secretarv  in  writing. 
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constitution  of  the 
district  woman's  society  of  christian  service 

Article  I — Name 

There  may  be  a  District  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  II — Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  District  Society  shall  be  to  unite  all  the  societies 
within  the  District  in  an  earnest  effort  for  the  promotion  of  the  work  of 
the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  III — Membership 

All  members  of  Woman's  Societies  of  Christian  Service  in  the  loc~l 
churches  of  a  District  shall  be  considered  members  of  the  District 
Society. 

Article  IV — District  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  District  Society  shall  be  a  president,  a  Promotion 
secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  and  such  other  officers  as  will  best  de- 
velop and  promote  the  interests  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  of  the  District.  Such  District  officers  as  the  Conference  Society 
may  determine  shall  be  members  of  the  Conference  Executive  Committee. 

Article   V — Meetings 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  District  Society,  when  re- 
ports shall  be  received  from  the  societies  in  the  District,  officers  elected, 
necessary  business  transacted,  pledges  made  by  the  societies,  and  a 
program  of  inspiration  and  information  given  along  the  lines  of  work 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  VI — Amendments 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  record- 
ing secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Division. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE 

DISTRICT  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

Article  I — Officers 

Section  1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  District 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  actively  advance  all  the  in- 
terests of  the  work.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall 
be  a  member  ex  officio  of  all  committees.  She  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  are  usual  to  a  presiding  officer.  She  may  be  a  member  of  the 
Conference  executive  board. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  presi- 
dent in  her  absence  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the 
society.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  assisting  in  promoting  the  plans 
and  methods  for  use  and  development  of  the  monthly  program  materials 
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as  related  to  the  duties  of  the  Program  Committee  in  the  local  society. 
She  shall  cooperate  as  directed  by  the  vice-president  of  the  Conference 
in  the  promotion  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women.  She 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  District  Society  may  require. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings 
of  the  District  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  keep 
a  record  of  all  the  District  meetings  in  permanent  form  and  send  a  copy 
of  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  meetings  to  each  officer.  She 
shall  present  all  recommendations  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the 
District  Society  and  notify  all  committees  of  their  appointment. 

Section  4.  The  promotion  secretary  shall  conduct  correspondence  with 
the  societies  of  the  District  and  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  Conference 
Promotion  secretary.  She  shall  furnish  such  information  to  the  societies 
as  is  needed  for  the  promotion  of  their  work.  She  shall  organize  and 
cultivate  new  societies.  She  shall  make  reports  to  the  District  Society 
and  to  the  Conference  Society,  as  required.  She  shall  present  the  work 
at  District  Conference  and  Institutes  as  called  for  by  the  District  Super- 
intendent. She  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  Conference 
Promotion  secretary.  She  shall  send  a  list  of  District  officers  to  the  Con- 
ference Promotion  secretary.  Together  with  the  president  she  shall  sign 
all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  may  be  a  member  of  the  Conference 
Executive  Board. 

Section  5.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  District  funds  which  may 
be  dei'ived  from  collections  from  District  meetings  and  from  donations 
from  the  Local  Societies.  She  shall  disburse  District  funds  upon  the 
written  order  of  the  District  president  and  the  District  Promotion  secre- 
tary, and  shall  send  an  itemized  statement  of  all  finances  to  these  officers. 
She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall 
be  responsible  for  missionary  education  in  the  District  and  for  the  pro- 
motion of  study  courses  in  the  societies,  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service.  She  shall  se- 
cure the  cooperation  of  the  secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  and  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  in  co-ordinating  the  study 
and  action  plans  for  the  District.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Dis- 
trict Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  Secretary 
of  Missionary  Education  and  Service. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  District, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Re- 
lation 3  and  Local  Church  Activities.  She  shall  guide  the  women  in  the 
studies  and  action  growing  out  of  the  findings  of  the  resource  committees 
of  the  department  in  the  Division.  She  shall  cooperate  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  Spiritual  Life  and  with  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education 
and  Service  in  the  study  and  action  plans  of  the  District.  She  shall  co- 
operate with  other  organizations  of  the  church  and  with  other  agencies 
working  toward  similar  ends.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District 
Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  re- 
sponsible  for  the   distribution   of  literature   through   the   District.     She 
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shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  literature  and  program  materials  of  the 
Woman's  Division  and  report  concerning;  its  suitability  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  societies  in  the  District.  She  shall  promote  the  circulation  and  use 
of  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook  throughout  the  District. 
She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the   Conference   Secretary   of  Literature   and   Publications. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  promote 
the  work  of  the  Guild  in  the  District  under  the  leadership  of  the  Con- 
ference Secretary,  and  assist  in  the  organization  of  new  units.  She  shall 
become  familiar  with  the  work  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  and 
of  the  Woman's  Division,  attend  the  meetings  of  the  District  Society 
and  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Guild.  She  shall  receive  reports 
from  the  local  Guilds  and  report  annually  and  semi-annually  to  the 
Conference  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans 
and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division,  under  the  leadership 
of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Student  Work.  She  shall  report  annually 
to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference 
secretary  of  Student  Work. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  promote  the  work 
according  to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Youth  Work.  She 
shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually 
to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Youth  Work. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  promote  the  work 
according  to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Children's  Work. 
She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly  and  an- 
nually to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  endeavor  to  quicken 
the  spiritual  life  of  Methodist  women  and  shall  seek  to  permeate  the 
church  with  spiritual  power  which  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration 
and  more  effective  Christian  service.  She  shall  cooperate  with  the  sec- 
retaries of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  and  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  in  coordinating  the  study  and 
action  plans  of  the  District.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District 
Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary  of 
Spiritual  Life. 

Section  14.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  be  responsible  for 
promoting  interest  in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies  to  institutions  in 
home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  promote  interest  in  sending  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of 
The  Methodist  Church,  cleared  through  the  Committee  on  Supply  Work 
of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District 
Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary  of 
Supply  Work. 

Section  15.  The  secretary  of  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation  and 
in-  other  lands.  She  shall  promote  the  plans  and  program  recommended 
by  the   Conference   Society.     She   shall   report  annually   to  the   District 
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Society  and  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Status  of  Women,  as  author- 
ized by  the  Conference  Woman's  Society. 

Section  16.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel  shall  promote  the 
work  of  recruiting,  training  and  counseling  candidates  for  missionary 
and  deaconess  service,  within  the  District.  She  shall  be  responsible  for 
giving  information  to  local  groups  concerning  the  need  for  workers,  re- 
quirements for  missionary  and  deaconess  service,  educational  institutions 
preferred  for  study,  scholarship  aids  available  and  literature  on  mis- 
sionary personnel.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society 
and  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel  as  authorized 
by  the  Conference  Woman's  Society. 

Article  II — Elections 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  District 
shall  be  elected  as  District  Officers.  District  Officers  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Society.  The  elections  shall  take  place 
biennially,  with  Group  I  elected  in  1948  and  Group  II  elected  in  1950. 
The  grouping  shall  be  as  follows:

The  term  of  each  officer  shall  be  for  four  years,  and  no  person  shall 
be  elected  to  the  same  office  for  more  than  two  consecutive  terms,  except 
the  Treasurer,  and  provided  that  one  year  or  less  of  service  of  an  un- 
expired term  shall  not  be  counted. 

Section  2.  At  the  annual  meeting  preceding  the  Assembly  a  delegate 
shall  be  elected  to  the  Assembly. 

Article  III — Funds 

Each  District  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  District  cultivation  and  ex- 
penses, according  to  its  needs. 

Article  IV — Standing  Committees 

Section  1.  The  District  Society  shall  provide  such  Standing  Com- 
mittees as  the  needs  may  require,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Conference 
Society. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  District  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  officers  of  the  District  and  chairmen  of  such  standing 
committees  as  may  be  set  up.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  prior 
to  the  meeting  of  the  District  Society,  shall  consider  the  advance  plans 
projected  by  the  Conference  Society  and  make  recommendations  to  the 
District  Society  for  carrying  forward  these  plans.    Vacancies  in  offices 
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of  the  Society  or  chairmen  of  committees  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a  committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  in 
each  District  composed  of  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel,  the 
Promotion  Secretary  and  the  District  President.  It  shall  be  their  duty 
to  recruit  and  cultivate  candidates  for  all-time  Christian  service;  to  make 
available  literature  and  information  to  those  interested;  they  shall  con- 
tact any  interested  girl  and  arrange  for  a  meeting  where  she  may  be 
interviewed;  they  shall  make  a  frank  report  to  the  Conference  com- 
mittee on  Missionary  Personnel  as  to  her  personality,  appearance  and 
sincerity  of  purpose,  with  recommendations  as  to  her  fitness  for  service. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a  Research  Committee  of  three  members. 
The  duty  cf  this  Committee  shall  be  to  search  for  specially  qualified 
women  in  the  District  who  may  serve  as  officers.  It  shall  study  the 
qualifications  and  suitability  of  such  women  for  special  places  of  service 
and  submit  a  report  of  its  findings  when  called  upon  by  the  District 
Society,  and  the  Conference  Research  Committee. 

Article  V — By-Laws 

The  District  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  needs  of  the  Dis- 
trict require,  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  constitution  and 
by-laws  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 


CONSTITUTION  OF  THE 

WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

IN  THE  LOCAL  CHURCH 

Article  I — Name 

There  shall  be  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local 
church,  auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service. 

Article  II — Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  be  to 
unite  all  the  women  of  the  church  in  Christian  living  and  service;  to  help 
develop  and  support  Christian  work  among  women  and  children  around 
the  world;  to  develop  the  spiritual  life;  to  study  the  needs  of  the  world; 
to  take  part  in  such  service  activities  as  will  strengthen  the  local  church, 
improve  civic,  community,  and  world  conditions.  To  this  end  this  organi- 
zation shall  seek  to  enlist  women,  young  people,  and  children  in  this 
Christian  fellowship,  and  to  secure  funds  for  the  activities  in  the  local 
church  and  support  of  the  work  undertaken  at  home  and  abroad  for  the 
establishment  of  a  world  Christian  community. 

Article  III — Membership 

A  woman  may  become  a  member  of  the  Society  by  giving  prayer, 
service,  and  an  annual  contribution  of  money  to  the  total  budget  through 
membership  offerings  or  dues,  pledges,  or  gifts.  She  shall  contribute  to, 
educate,  for,  and  promote  the  total  program  of  the  women  of  Methodism. 
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Article  IV— Funds 

Section  1.  All  funds  from  whatsoever  source  raised  under  the  aus- 
pices of  this  Society  belong  to  this  organization  and  shall  be  disbursed 
only  in  accord  with  its  constitution  and  by  its  order. 

Section  2.  The  total  budget  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  in  the  local  church  shall  be  the  amounts  pledged  for  the  entire 
work  of  the  Woman's  Division,  cultivation  funds,  and  funds  for  com- 
munity service  and  local  church  activities. 

The  funds  to  be  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  shall 
be  remitted  through  the  regular  channels  of  finance  from  the  treasurer 
of  the  Society  in  the  local  church  to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer, 
on  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division.  There  shall  be  no  division 
of  funds  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  by  the  treasurer 
in  the  Society  in  the  local  church. 

The  funds  for  community  service  and  local  church  activities  shall 
be  administered  by  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the 
local  church. 

Section  3.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  gifts  to  special  missionary 
projects  within  the  appropriations.  Gifts  for  special  missionary  projects 
shall  be  sent  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  in  the  local  church  to  the  Conference  treasurer.  The  total  amount 
of  such  gifts  shall  be  reported  and  transmitted  quarterly  by  the  Con- 
ference treasurer  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  4.  Thank  offerings,  Christmas  offerings,  and  Lenten  offer- 
ings may  be  used  as  methods  of  raising  the  total  budget  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church. 

Section  5.  Each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  make  an 
annual  pledge  to  the  total  budget  adopted  by  the  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  6.  Each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  include 
in  its  budget  a  definite  amount  for  a  cultivation  fund. 

Article  V — Officers  and  Elections 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  president,  one  or  more  vice-presi- 
dents, a  recording  secretary,  a  Promotion  secretary,  a  treasurer,  a  secre- 
tary of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  a  secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  a  secretary  of  Student 
Work,  a  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  a 
secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  a  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications, 
a  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  and  such  other  officers  in  charge  of  lines 
cf  wcrk  as  may  be  required. 

These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Article  VI — Meetings 

The  Society  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  a  month  for  the 
transaction  of  its  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work. 

Article  VII — Amendments 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  record- 
ing secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Division. 
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by-laws  of  the 

woman's  society  of  christian  service 

in  the  local  church 

Article  I — Meetings 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  one  or  more  regular  meetings  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  during  a  month.  There  shall  be 
an  annual  meeting  for  the  receiving  of  annual  reports  and  the  election 
and  installation  of  officers.  It  shall  be  held  prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year.  Adequate  time  shall  be  given  in  the  meeting  for  education  in  and 
successful  promotion  of  the  vast  interests  committed  to  Methodist  women. 
The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  consecration 
and  the  consideration  of  the  plans,  programs,  and  financial  pledges  for 
the  year.  Where  expedient,  the  society  may  organize  circles,  represent- 
ing the  entire  program  of  the  Society.  Circles,  if  organized,  shall  meet 
once  a  month  as  the  whole  Society  for  an  inclusive  presentation  of  the 
plans  and  program  of  the  Society.  Membership  in  circles  shall  be  re- 
volving, subject  to  entire  change  of  personnel  at  the  time  of  the  annual 
meeting. 

Section  2.  The  order  or  business  shall  include  worship;  reports  f 
general  officers,  of  officers  in  charge  of  the  various  lines  of  work,  and  of 
chairmen  of  standing  committees;  and  a  program  presenting  the  total 
work  of  the  Society  as  provided  by  the  education  and  cultivation  agencies 
of  the  Division. 

Section  3.  A  special  meeting  of  the  society  may  be  called  by  the 
president  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  At  such  special 
meetings  no  business  shall  be  transacted  except  that  for  which  the  meet- 
ing is  called. 

Section  4.  The  president  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  consider  business  of  importance. 

Article  II — Nominations  and  Elections 

Section  1.  The  society  may  elect,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  from 
three  to  seven  members  who  shall  serve  as  a  nominating  committee  to 
present  nominations  of  all  officers  and  chairmen  of  standing  committees 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Section  2.  Nominations  and  elections  may  be  by  acclamation  or  by 
ballot.  The  consent  of  nominees  shall  be  secured  before  presenting  names. 

Section  3.  A  majority  vote  is  sufficient  for  election.  Those  elected 
shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Section  4.  No  officer  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four 
consecutive  years  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  treasurer. 

Article  III — Duties  of  Officers 
Section  1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  society 
and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  actively  advance  all  phases 
of  the  work  of  the  society.  She  shall  promote  close  cooperation  between 
the  society  and  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  the  local 
church  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  election  by  the  Society  of  two 
representatives  to  membership  en  that  Board.    She  shall  officially-  rep- 
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resent  the  Society  at  all  meetings  except  where  delegates  are  elected 
by  the  Society.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio  of  all  committees  except 
the  Nominating  Committee  and  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 
She  shall  be  a  member  of  The  Methodist  Church,  thus  qualifying  for 
membership  on  the  Official  Board  and  of  the  Quarterly  Conference. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  interests 
of  the  Society  and  in  the  absence  of  the  president  shall  assume  the  duties 
of  that  office.  She  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee.  She 
shall  promote  the  program  of  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  as 
directed  by  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  sign, 
with  the  president,  all  official  papers.  She  shall  report  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the  Society,  and  in  cooperation  with 
the  Publicity  Committee  see  that  all  meetings  are  properly  announced. 
She  shall  be  custodian  of  all  official  papers  and  records.  She  shall  con- 
duct the  correspondence  of  the  Society  not  otherwise  cared  for. 

Section  4.  The  Promotion  secretary  shall  assist  the  president  in 
actively  advancing  all  phases  of  the  work  of  the  Society.  She  shall  re- 
port to  the  Society  at  least  quarterly  on  the  attainment  of  the  goals 
s~t  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  secure  and 
forward  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  Promotion  secretary  of 
the  District  (or  Conference)  with  such  added  information  as  will  keep 
that  officer  informed  regarding  the  Society.  She  shall  send  a  list  of 
newly  elected  officers  of  the  Society  to  the  District  (or  Conference) 
officers  immediately  following  the  election  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society.    She  shall  conduct  such  correspondence  as  the   Society  directs. 

Section  5.  The  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
shall  send  all  funds,  except  those  designated  for  community  service  and 
local  church  activities,  to  the  Conference  Society  treasurer,  unless  the 
Conference  authorizes  District  treasurers  to  receive  such  funds.  She 
shall  make  itemized  monthly  and  annual  reports  to  the  Society  and  pro- 
vide copies  of  all  reports  for  the  Promotion  secretary  for  inclusion  in 
her  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  District  or  Conference  officers. 
She  shall  remit  quarterly  to  the  Conference  treasurer.  She  shall  send 
to  the  Conference  treasurer  an  annual,  itemized  statement  of  all  mis- 
sionary and  local  funds  passed  by  the  Auditing  Committee  of  the  local 
church. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall 
promote  study  courses,  provide  missionary  information,  keep  in  touch 
with  ccnnectional  agencies  and  missionaries  and  deaconesses,  make  rec- 
ommendations for  special  missionary  projects,  and  seek  to  develop  the 
interest  of  the  membership  in  their  support.  She  shall  serve  as  chair- 
man of  the  Study  and  Action  Committee,  and  through  this  committee 
she  shall  cooperate  with  the  secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities  and  of  Spiritual  Life  in  forming  the  study 
and  action  plans  of  the  Society.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Program 
Committee.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to  the  society  and  shall 
send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  C  n- 
ference  officers. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  direct  and  promote  the  work  of  the  society  in 
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community  service,  guide  a  study  of  community  conditions,  and  plan  and 
supervise  activities  approved  by  the  Society  in  accord  with  the  program 
and  studies  undertaken  by  this  Department  of  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  supervise  work  undertaken  by  the  Society  such  as  was  formerly 
promoted  by  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  or  by  societies  of  similar  purpose. 
She  shall  encourage  the  membership  to  cooperate  in  and  support  the 
total  program  of  the  local  church  to  the  end  that  the  church  may  achieve 
a  high  degree  of  effective  Christian  influence  and  power.  The  society 
may  appoint  a  committee  or  committees  to  assist  the  secretary  in  de- 
veloping this  work.  The  secretary  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Program 
Committee  and  of  the  Study  and  Action  Committee  of  the  Society.  She 
shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to  the  Society  and  shall  send  quarterly 
and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans 
and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 
The  secretary  of  Student  Work  in  the  church  nearest  the  campus  shall 
work  in  the  total  program  of  student  religious  life.  She  shall  work  in 
cooperation  with  the  pastor-director  of  Student  Work  or  with  the  director 
of  religious  life  on  the  campus.  She  shall  place  special  emphasis  on  the 
work  of  the  local  Student  Council.  Commission  (or  Committees)  on  the 
World  Christian  Community  and  Christian  Social  Action.  Wherever 
possible,  she  shall  work  through  membership  on  the  Campus-Church  Re- 
lations Committee  or  with  similar  advisory  groups.  She  shall  make  re- 
ports of  the  Student  Work  to  the  Society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and 
annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  co-operate  in  the  total 
program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  harmony  with 
the  plans  and  programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  and  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the 
Youth  Work  to  the  Society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports 
to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  co-operate  in  the 
total  program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  harmony 
with  the  plans  and  programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  and  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports 
of  the  Children's  Work  to  the  Society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and 
annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  she11  be  a 
member  of  the  Program  Committee  and  shall  make  a  careful  st  dy  of 
all  literature,  including  the  program  materials  of  the  Woman's  D  vision 
and  shall  report  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions concerning  their  use  by  the  local  society  and  their  suitability  to  its 
needs.  She  shall  also  be  responsible  for  the  circulation  of  World  Outlook 
and  The  Methodist  Woman  through  the  local  church.  She  shall,  in  co- 
operation with  some  person  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  in  the  local  church,  and  with  the  assistance  of  a  joint 
committee,  make  a  canvas  of  the  entire  membership,  securing  subscrip- 
tions and  renewals.  A  particular  responsibility  shall  be  to  present  both 
of  these  magazines  to  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service.  She  shall  make  reports  of  this  work  to  the  Society  and  shall 
send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Con- 
ference officers. 
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Section  12.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  direct  the  sending 
of  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  The  Methodist  Church  recommended 
by  their  district  superintendents  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and 
foreign  fields  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
make  reports  to  the  Society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports 
to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  seek  to  quicken 
the  spiritual  life  of  all  the  women  of  the  church  and  to  increase  their 
sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving.  She  shall  serve 
as  chairman  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  and  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Program  Committee  and  the  Committee  on  Study  and  Action  of  the 
Society.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to  the  Society  and  shall  send 
quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference 
officers. 

Section  14.  The  secretary  of  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation  and 
in  other  lands.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Status 
of  Women.  She  shall  promote  the  plans  and  program  recommended  by 
the  Conference  Society.  She  shall  make  reports  to  the  Society  and  shall 
send  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officer  as 
authorized  by  the   Conference  Woman's   Society. 

Section  15.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel  shall  promote  the 
work  of  recruiting,  training  and  counseling  candidates  for  missionary 
and  deaconess  service  in  the  local  church.  She  shall  be  responsible  for 
giving  information  to  the  local  group  concerning  the  need  for  workers, 
requirements  for  missionary  and  deaconess  service,  educational  institu- 
tions preferred  for  study,  scholarship  aids  available,  and  literature  on 
missionary  personnel.  She  shall  prepare  an  annual  report  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  District  or  Conference  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel 
as  authorized  by  the  Conference  Woman's  Society. 

Article  IV — Standing  Committees 

Section  1.  The  society  shall  set  up  such  standing  committees  as  the 
needs  of  the  work  from  time  to  time  shall  require. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general 
officers,  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  the  secretary 
of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  the  president 
and  the  treasurer  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  Secretary  of  Student 
Work,  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work, 
the  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  the  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions, the  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  the  chairmen  of  standing  com- 
mittees and  of  circles.  The  committee  shall  meet  once  a  month  prior  to 
the  business  meeting  of  the  society.  It  shall  consider  all  plans  and 
projects  and  submit  its  recommendations  to  the  society  for  action.  Ad 
interim  vacancies  in  offices  or  in  chairmen  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Section  3.  The  Spiritual  Life  Committee  shall  give  particular  atten- 
tion to  the  growth  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  members  of  the  society 
and  of  the  church  by  seeking  to  deepen  the  prayer  life  and  to  increase 
the  sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  Christian  Steward- 
ship.   The  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  of  informal 
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studies  recommended  by  the  Standing  Committee  on   Spiritual  Life  of 
the  Conference  Society  and  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  4.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  Society,  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service, 
of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  of  Literature 
and  publications,  and  of  Spiritual  Life.  Additional  members  may  be 
elected  or  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  if  the  Society  so  desires. 

This  committee  shall  plan  and  supervise  the  programs  for  regular 
monthly  and  other  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Study  and  Action,  com- 
posed of  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  of  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  and  of  Spiritual  Life. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  consider  all  plans  and  recom- 
mendations referred  to  it  by  the  Conference  Committee  on  Study  a-.  ! 
Action  and  to  make  recommendations  concerning  the  use  of  approved 
study  courses,  joint  study  courses,  and  cooperative  courses.  It  may  rec- 
ommend also  informal  studies  in  line  with  major  needs.  This  committee 
shall  develop  a  correlated  program  of  education  and  action  for  the  year 
and  make  recommendations  concerning  the  same  to  the  Society  or  to  its 
Executive  Committee. 

Section  6.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  president,  the 
treasurer  who  shall  be  chairman,  and  members  chosen  to  present  Mis- 
sionary Education  and  Service  and  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  consider  the  total 
budget  of  the  Society.  This  budget  shall  include  the  amounts  to  be  sent 
to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer,  and  the  amounts  to  be  ex- 
pended locally. 

The  committee  shall  recommend  the  total  budget  to  the  society  for 
its  approval  and  adoption. 

Section  7.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  plan  frequent  surveys 
of  the  women  of  the  community,  in  an  endeavor  to  secure  members  for 
the  church  and  for  the  Society.  The  committee  shall  strive  to  establish 
such  relationship  with  new  members  as  will  enlist  their  eager  and  active 
participation  in  the  total  program  of  the  church  and  of  the  Society.  The 
committee  shall  make  use  of  opportunities  to  further  the  interests  of 
woman's  work  in  neighboring  churches  where  no  organizations  have 
heretofore  existed. 

Section  8.  The  Fellowship  Committee  shall  promote  the  social  life 
of  the  Society  and  the  church  and  help  create  an  atmosphere  of  warmth 
and  friendliness.  The  committee  shall  make  plans  for  social  functions  or 
special  efforts  sponsored  by  the  Society  or  requested  by  the  official  board. 

Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state  and  the  nation, 
and  in  other  lands,  including  the  basis  of  woman's  place  and  the  ques- 
tions that  affect  her  place  in  Society  and  in  the  church.  This  committee 
shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Society  for  the  promotion  of  such 
lines  of  activity  as  will  improve  woman's  status  and  enable  her  to  serve 
effectively. 
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Section  10.  The  Publicity  and  Printing  Committee  shall  send  to  the 
church  bulletin  and  newspapers  all  notices  and  reports  of  meetings  of 
the  society  and  shall  collect  clippings  and  letters  of  interest  relating  to 
society  meetings,  programs,  and  social  functions.  It  shall  have  charge 
of  printing  and  stationery. 
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
